I* Of the jewifli Antiquicies. 

TH E Title alone of this Hiftory feems to recommend the fiime more than 
any Preface could do ; inafmuch as, profeffing to deduce things from the 
Creation of tlx Worlds to reach as high as the Reign o/Nero, and to de- 
rive the great eft part of its Relations front the Records of the Old Tc 4 
ftament, it impliei that no other can equal iti in Antiquity, in Continue 
ance and in Authority. 
But that which further renders it ( after the fibly Scripture ) preferable to all other Hi- 
ftories, is, That whereas thofe have no other ground-work ' but the Atlhns of Men, this repre- 
sents to tts the Atlhns of God himfelf. There is feen refplendent every where in it his Power, 
his Government i his Goodnefs and his Jufiice. His Power opens Seas, and divides Rivers, 
to give a dry paffage to whole ArrAies, and caufes the Walls of the ftrongeft Cities to fall down 
without battery. His Government regulates all things, and gives fuch Laws as may befi'd'd 
the Fountain from which has been drawn whatever Wifdom there is in the World. His Good- 
nefs makes to fall from Heaven, and to iffue from the bofom of Rocks, wherewith to fatisfie 
the Hunger, and allay the Thirfl of a gfeat People in the driefi Defhrts. And all the Ele- 
ments being as the Miniflers of the Decrees which his Jufiice pronounces, the Water deftroys 
ly a Deluge thofe which it condemns, the Fire confumes them, the Air overthrows them by 
its Tempefis, and the Earth opens it f elf to devour them. His Prophets foretell nothing, but 
they confirm the fame by Miracles. They who command his Armies, undertake nothing but 
they atchicvs it. And the Leaders of his People, beingfittd with his Spirit ail liker Angels 
rather than Men. 

Mofes alone may be a Proof of all this, Never did Jb many eminent Qualities meet to- 
gether in one P erf on \ Nor did God ever fhew in any Man under the Old Law, fince the Fall of 
{ the Firfi, how high theperfeilion of a Creature may rife, whom he vouchfafes to accumulate 
with his favors. Wherefore, fince a great part of this Hiftory may in fame fort be faid to be 

* the Work of that incomparable Lawgi ver, becaufe the fame is wholly taken out of him, it ought 
~ to be read not only with Efteem, but alfo with Refpetl ; and the fequel to the end of what is 

contained in (he Bible defervesno lefs, in regard it was dittated by the fame Spirit of God 
■: which guided the Pen of Mofes when he writ the five fir^ Books of the Sacred Hifiory. 

But moreover, what might not be faid of thofe admirable Patriarchs, Abraham, Ifaac and 
' Jacob ; of David that great both King and Prophet, who deferv'd the unequal Elogium, of 
rf being a Alan according to God's own Heart $ of Jonathan) that m,oJt accomplifHd Prince, 

* tvhofe Soul the Scripture faith was infeparably ty d to that of that holy King ; of theiltuftrhuS 
' Maccabees, whofe Piety; equal to their Courage, effetled an Union of the Supreme Power 
^ attending Royalty, with the mofl Sacred Functions of the High-Priefthood j and lafily of Jo- 
'c feph, of Jofliua^ of Gideon, and of divers others, who may pafs for perfect Models of 'Ver- 
ti tuc, Conduct and Valor. If the Heroes of Pagan Antiquity never atchiev'd any thing com- 
parable to thefe Heroes of God's People, whofe Actions might pafs for Fables, if it were not 

.; impiety to refufe credit to them, there is no reafon to wonder, fince thofe Heathens had only 
' human % Force ; bu t the hands of thofe whom God chofe to fight under his Command, were armd 

with \fts invincible help : and the Example of Dcbotth, fhews that, even a Woman may be- 

come, in a moment," a great General of an Army. 
Now if the Fa vors wherewith God cherijhes thofe that are his, ought to induce Monarcht 
2 not lotrufi but in his Affiance, the dreadful Punifbrnents which he executes o^thofe that 

lean on their own firength, oblige them fo tremble } and the rejection of Saul, and divers 
( other great Princes, inftructs them, by the terrible reprefentation of their Falli to have re* 
\ comfe to bod, that they may efcape the like Misfortunes.

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T it not only Princes; but Prkceffes alfo may find in this Book Examples loth to avoid and 
to mitate. Queen Jezabel is a difmal one both of Impiety and Punijhment. And Queen 
. Either is a rare, one of all the Perfections, an 1 d of all the Rewards which can render the Ver* 
tue and felicity of a great and holy Princefs admir'd. 

If great Perfonages find fo great Examples here to lead them to avoid Vice, and embrace 
Vertue, there is no Per/on of any Condition whatfoever, but may profit likewife byfo ufeful a 
Book. lis of general benefit for all, fo proper to imprint a refpefl of the Divine Majefty 
by the view offo many effects of his infinite Power, and of his adorable Providence, that his 
Heart muff be -very hard" that is noft affetted therewith. 

Andhoto-canChriftians but be mov'd'witb fuch a holy refpeel fince tie fame Hiflory teaches 
us that thofe illuftrious andfo celebrated Conquerors, Cyrus, Darius and Alexander, though 
idolaters, could not forbear having a Veneration for the Majefty and the Ceremonies of that 
T mple which was but a Figure of the Chriftian Church. 

But if this Hiflory befo excellent in it felf it muft be confefs'J that no man was fo fit to 
write tt, as he that gave it both to his own Age and to Pbfterity. For who could le better in- 
formd of the Cufloms and Manners of the Jews, than a Jew > Who could be better inftruct&d 
of all the Ceremonies and Obfervations of the Law, than a Prieft t Who could better re- 
late the Events offo many Wars, than a great Captain ? And who could better comprehend 
things, and make judicious Reflections upon them, than a man of great Quality, and a mat 
Mates-man > Now all thefe Qualifications center in Jofephus. He was a Jew by Birth? He 
™»rtonly a Prieft, butofthefirflofthefourand twenty Races of the Pri/fts, who held 
the chief rank amongfl thofe of their Nation. He was defended from the Afmoimti %. 
His great Exploits in War had made him admir'd even by the Romans. And the feveral 
great Employments, of which he fo worthily acquitted himfelf, leave no room t> doubt of his 
tixpertence in Affairs. . , 

Hiflory of the }tm<taWars, make. 

fin e this Work manifefts it fo excellent every where; particularly in the Nineteenth Book 
where he relates the Alt on* and Death of the Empero/c^lz, ihich no ZTlZhor 
hu done fo accurately; I think I may fay, without fear, that there is not in Tacitus any hI 
flop which furpaffes that eloquent and judicious Narration. I know fome will wonder that 
after having mention d the greateft Miracles, he diminifhes the belief of them, by fayino; 
That he leaves every man at liberty to have fuel, Opinion thereof as he thinks fit. But 
in myjudgment he does it only op this account, That having composed this Hiflory chiefly for 
^Greeks W Romans, as'tueafie to gather, by his writing the fame in Greek, afdZt 
in Hebrew, he fear' d their incredulity would render it fufpeied to 'them, if he affi Z pit 
lively the truth of things which feem'dto them impoffible. P J

II. Of the Hiftory of the Janjh War againft the (fyrmns, &c. 

If, the Hiflory of the Jews, advances its Author into the rank of the bed Hidoriam '/« 
Plain that in that of their War againft the Romans, he has furpaffd himfelf S^erTreafo„ S

cent 
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cent Temple, the objefhcfhihDevotion and of his Zeal, redut'd to Afhes > And. what greater 
Interefl can an Hiflor.ian have in his Work, than to be oblig'd to bring- into it the principal 
Actions of hisumn Life ; and to labor for his own Glory, by an unflattering advancement of 
that of the Conquerors; and by acquitting himfelf at the fame' time of what- he, owdib fht 
Generality of thofe two excellent Princes Vefpafian and Titus, to whom i f he honour of hal- 
ving finifii d this great War was due. ' ■'■ ' 

Butforafmuch as there are fd many remarkable Occurrences^* this Hiflory) T think to do 
the Readers a pleafure, in prefenting them here with anAbftratt thereof, from whiih oeneral 
Idea they may afterwards proceed to the particulars depending thereupon. - It is divided in- 
to feven Book 's, . ■ •. . - :•. • 

The firft Book, and -the fecond, to the twenty- eighth Chapter, are an abridgment of the lew- 
ifh Biitory, from Antiochus Epiphanes King of Syria ( who fpoiled the Tentple, and went 
about- to abolifh Religion ) to- Florus, Governour of Judea» ' whofe Avarice and Cruelty weVe the 
chief occafon of that War Which they maintnin'd againft the Romans. 77;/> abridgment is k 
delightful, that ]ofcv\\iisfeems to have defign'd tofhew that he could, like excellent Painters 
reprefent the fame objects in different manners, with fomuch Art, that it Jhould be hard to 
know to which to give the Preference. For whereas thefe Hiftories are fometimes interrupted 
by the Narration of things hapned at the fame time, they are here written in a continued fries 
and give the Readers the pleafure to behold in one Table, what they faw before feperately in 
feveral. From the twenty eighth Chapter of the fecond Book to the end, JoCeohus relates vohat 
pafsd in confluence of the Troubles raisd by Florus, till the defeat of the Roman Army 
commanded by Ceftius Gallus, Governour of Sym. 1 

In the beginning of the third Book, Jofephus flews the Confternation of the Emperor Nero 
upon this illfuccefs of his Arms, which was likely to be follow 'd 1 with a revolt of all the Eafl • 
and how cafling his Eyes on all fides, he found only Vefpafian // to bear the weight of fo impor- 
tant a War, and accordingly gave him theCondutl thereof. He relates afterwards in what man- 
ner this greflt (gaptain, accompany' d with Titus his Son, enter d into ^Galilee, whereof our Au- 
thor himfelf bas Governor, and lefiegd him in Jotapat ; where, after the greateft refiftance 
imaginable, he was taken and led Prifoner to Vefpafian; andhowTitus took divers other Pla- 
ces, and perform d Actions of incredible Valor. 

The fourth Book brings in Vefpafian conquering the reft of Galilee ; the Jews beoinninz to 
tumult uate in Jerufalem, the Factious, who took the Nime of Zealots, becoming Mailers of 
the Temple under the Conduct of John ofGiCcala, Ananus the High-Prieft ftirring- up the 
People to befiege them there; the Idumarans coming to their affiflance, exercifinct horrible 
Cruelties, and afterwards retiring; Vefpafian taking fundry Places wjudea, blocking ^Je- 
rufalem, tn order to befiege it; md forbearing that defizn, by reafon of the Troubles rifen in 
the Empire, before and after the death of the Emperors Nero, Golba ^Otho ; Simon Son 
of Cnom, another Head of the Factious, receivd by the People into Jerufalem; Vitellius 
whohadfeizd upon the Empire after Otho's death, rendring himfelf odious and contemptible 
for his Cruelty and Debauchery ; the Army commanded by Vefpafian, declaring him Empe- 
ror : And laflly, Vitellius affaffinated at Rome, after the defeat of his Forces, by Antoni- 
us Primus, who had embracd Vefpafian'j Party. 

The fifth Rook relates how a third Faction, of which Eleazar was Head, was fermd in Jeru- 
falem ; That afterwards thofe three Factions were again redue'd to two, and in what manner 
they made War one againfl another. It contains alfo the Defcription of Jerufalem, of the 
Tmvers Hippicos, Phazael and Mariamne, of the Cafile Antonia, of the Temple, of the High 
Prieft, and of fundry other remarkable things ; the Siege of that treat City formd by Titus ; 
the incredible Works, and prodigious Exploits of Valor done on both fides; the grievous Fa- 
mine wherewith the City was afflicted, and the ft range Cruelties of the Factious. 

Thefixth Book reprefent s the horrid Miferies whereintojemfokm was-redue'd ; the conti- 
nuation of the Siege with the fame ardor as before ; and how, after many Fights, Titus having, 
forcd the 'firft and fecond Wall of the City, took and ruih y d the Caflle of ^ Antonia, andaffault* 
cd the Temple which was burnt, notwithflanding all this Prince could do to prevent it : and 
how at lafl he became Mafter of all the reft. 

Inthefeventh and laft of thefe Books, 'tis fhew'd how Titus causd Jerufalem to be deftroy'd, 
faving only the Towers Hippicos, Phazael and Mariamne : In what manner he commended 
and rewarded his Army ; what Spectacles he gave to the Nations of Syria ; what horrible 
1 executions were exercisd upon the Jews in feveral Cities; with what incredible Joy the 
Emperor Vefpafian and Titus, who was declar'd Csfar, were received into Rome ; what a 
magnificent Triumph they made ; how the Caftles of Herodion, Macheron and Maflada, the 
rmaM »& t0 the J ew s Judea, were taken; and how thofe- that defended this laft; 
all kilt d themfelves with their Wives and Children. 
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This is in general what this Hifiory of the Jewifti War agaiafbthe Romans contains. And 
there are no Ornaments wherewith this great Perfon has not enrich' J it. He has omitted no 
occafipn of embe/lifhing it, by elegant Descriptions of Provinces, Lakes > Rivers* - Fountains, 
Mountains, fever al Rarities, and Buildings, wfofe Magnificence would feem fabulous, if what 
he relates thereof could be ca,ll'dJn doubt + when, we fee no Perfon found that has dar'dto con- 
tradict him, though the -Excellence of his Hifiory, rais'dno fmall Envy againfi him. 

.It may be faid with Truth,;. that whether hefpeakspf ^Romans Military Discipline, or 
whether he reprefents. Battels* Tempefis t Shipwracks/d Famine or a Triumph, every thing is fo 
lively fet forth + that he charms, the Attention of his Readers. And I fear not to add that m 
other, not excepting even Tacitus himfelf, has excell'd more in Orations ; they are fo noble, 
firing and perfuafiye; always refirain d within their own fubfect, and' proportion d both to the 
Perfons to f peak, and to thofe that are fpoken. unto. i . 

Moreover, can the, Judgment and Fathfulnefs of this Hifiorian be too much commended, for 
the Moderation which he ufes between the Praifes defer v'd by //;<? Romans for finifhingfo great 
a War, and thofe due to the Jews for having withjlood the fame, although vanquifHd at lafi, 
with invincible courage i fo that neither his Gratitude for the Obligations he had to Vefcafi- 
an and Titus, nor his love for his s Countrey, biafsd him contrary to Juflice more on the one 
fide than the other. 

But that which 1 account mofl eftimable in him, is, that he never fails upon anyoccafion to 
praife Vertue, to reprehend Vi}e„andto make excellent reflections upon the admirable Provi- 
dence of God, and upon the fear which we ought to. have of his dreadful Judgments. 

h may be boldly affirm if, That never was feen a greater Example thereof than the ruin of 
that ungrateful Nation, of that proud City, and of that venerable Temple ; fince although the 
Romans were Majhrs of the World, and that this Siege was the Work of one of the greatefl 
Princes they glory to have had for Emperors, the power of this victorious -People, and the he* 
roical Kilor of Tims, would have in pah undertaken this defign, if God had not chofen them 
to be the Executioners of his Juflice. The blood of his Son Jhed,the mofi horrid of all Crimes 
way the only true caufe of the ruin of that unhappy City. The heavy hand of (Sod upon that 
wretched Peopk,causd that how terrible, foever the War was that a ffaulted them without it was 
yet much more dreadful within, by the cruelty of thofe unnatural Jews, who more like Devils 
than Men, deflroyd by the Sword and the Famine, of which they were the Authors, nooooo 
Perfons ; and reducd the remainder to that pafs, that they could hope for no fafety but from 
their Enemies, by cafling themfelvesinto the Arms of the Romans. Such prodigious effects of 
vengeance for the death of a God, might pafs for incredible with thofe who have not the happi- 
nefs to be enlightned with the light of the Gofpel, if they were not related by a Man of that very 
fame Nation, as confiderable as Jofephus was, for his Birth, for his Quality of Priefl, and for his 
Vertue. And mtthinks 'tis vifible, that God minding to make ufe of his Teflimony to autho- 
rize f«ch important Truths, preferv'd him by a Miracle, when after the taking */Jofaphat of 
forty which were retird with him into a Cave, the lot being cafl fo often to know who fhould 
be Jlain firft, he only and one other remain d alive. 

Thisjhews t)>at this Hifiorian ts to be confiderd with a different refpect from all ethers fince 
whereas they relate only human Events although dependent on the Orders of the Supreme Pro- 
vidence, it appears that God cafi his Eye upon him to make him fubfervient t 9 the greatefl of 
his Defigns. ' & j j 

For we muftnot only confider the deflation of the Jews as themofi dreadful effect that ever 
was iff Gods Juflice, and as the mofl difmal Image of the vengeance which he will exercife at 
the lafi day againfi the Reprobate ; we mufi alfo behold it as one of the mofl illuflrious proofs 
whtch it hath pleas d him to give Men of the Divinity of his Son ; inafmuch as this prodigious 
Event had been foretold by our Saviour in precife and intelligible terms. He had faid to his 
Maples. (hewing them the Temple *f Jerufaiem, That all thofe goodly buildings Wild be 
fo deftroyd, that there lhould not be left one ftone upon another, S.Matth. 24 v 7 
S. Mark 13. ver. z. S.Luke i 9 . ver. 44. And alfo, That when they lhould fee lerufalem 
encompafsd with Armies, they lhould know that its dcfolation was at hand S Luke±r 
ver. zo. ' ' 

He had mention d particularly the dreadful circumfiances of this deflation. He had faid 
to them, Wo to thofe that Ihall be with Child, or givefuckin thofe days; for there fhali 
be great diftrefs m the Land and Wrath upon this People. And they ihall fall by the 
edge of the Sword, and Ihall be led away captive into all Nations, and Jerufalem Akll be 
troden down by the Gentiles, S. Luke ai. v. 23, j.4. 

f^fbhe had declared, that the accomplifhment of thefe Prophefies was ready to come to 
pafs ; That the time was drawing nigh that their houfe lhould he left unto them defolate • 
and hat evenfuchas were then living fhould fee it, Verily I fay unto you, All thefe things 
lhali come upon this Generation, S. Matth. z 3 . ver. 38, & 3d. 8

All thefe things had been foretold by our Saviour, and written by the Evan<relifls before 
the revolt ofthejewsi) (and ^ that, time when there was hot yet the, t Wafl-apptaraice of Co 
fi range a Revolution. ■ r ' J J 

Now inafmuch as Prophecy is the greatefl pf Miracles, .and the mofl. powerful way whereby 
God Almighty authorizes his Doclrine, this Prophecy ofjefus C^riff , to which m other is compa- 
rable, may be juflly accounted the chief . and >wft> irrefragable- evidence to Mankind of his Dir 
vine Birth and Miffton. For as no other Prophecy was ever . more clear, fo neither was any 
wre punclually accomplijh //. -Jerufalem was defied ta jhe, ground by the frfl Army that be- 
fiegd it yhere remain dnotf the leafi footfiecp of that, proud Temple,^ wonder of the 
Univerfe, and thc objetf pftie, Jews vanity ; and the Calamities which rui/a* them, anfwer'd 
precifely to that dreadful .Prediction of our Saviour, 

But to tjfe end fo great an Event might ferve as weftfw 'the infirMi^f theft that wre 
to be born in after-times, as for 'thofe that were Spectators of ft, it was neceffary, as I have faid 
that the mory fimld bewritten by an irreproachable Witnefs. Tp w^Purpofe 'twas fit the 
Writer fhould be a Jew and not j Chriflian, left he might be fufpetled to have accommodated 
the Events to the Prophefies. T was fit he fhould be a Perfon of Quality, to the end he might be 
fully informd of all things. Twos fit he fhould fee with his o m ,Eyes-'the wonderful thinss 
which he was to relate, to the end he might be capable of credit. And laftly 'twas fit he fhould 
be a Man whofe Eloquence, and Judgment might be fuitable to the greatnefs of fuch afubiell. 

A»^ff^fi^ms t fo neceffary to render this Hifiory compleat in all points, meet Co 
perfectly m Jolephus, that tis evident Gpd 4lmighty chofe him exprefly to perfuade all rea- 
fpnable perfons of the Uutty of this marvellous Occurrence., 

'Tis certain, that having contributed in this, manner to the Confirmation Jfi the Gofpel, it ap- 
pears not that he made any benefit thereof for himfelf, or that he had any fhare in the bleffms 
fo plentifully poured down in his time upon all the Earth. But if there be reafih. to commi fer- 
rate his unhappinefs in this point, there is fome alfo to blefs the Providence of God, who has 
made his bltndnefs ferve to our Advantage ; fince the things he writes concerning his own Na- 
tion, are, in refpect of the incredulous, incomparably of more force for Confirmation of the Chri- 
flian Religion, than if he had embracd Chrifiianity ; fo that we may apply to him in particu- 
lar what the Apoflle faith of all the Jews. * r 

III. Jofepbus's Anfwer to Afpion. 

The next of the Works of Jofephus, befides his Life written by himfelf, is an Anfwer in 
two Books to what Appion and fome others had written againfi his Hifiory of the Jews \ againfi 
the Antiquity of their Race < t againfi the Purity of their Laws, and againfi the Condutl of 
Moles. Nothing can be morefolid than this Anfwer, wherein Jofephus proves invincibly the 
Antiquity of his Nation by the Egyptian, Chaldean, Phenician, and even by the Greek Hi- 
ftorians themfclves. He fhews that all which Appion and thofe other Authors have alledgd 
to the difadvantage of the Jews, are ridiculous Fables, as well as the plurality of their Gods • 
and he excellently fet s forth the greatnefs of the Attions of Mofes, and the f anility of the 
Laws which God gave the Jews by his Intervention. 

IV. The Martyrdom of the Maccabees. 

The Martyrdom of the Maccabees follows next. 'Tis a piece which Erafmus, fo famous 
among the Learned, calls a Mafterpiece of Eloquence ; and T confefs /under/land not, why ha- 
ving with rcafonfo advantagious an Opinion of it, he paraphrasd it, and not translated it 
Never was Copy more different from its Original. 'Tis hardly any of its principal Lineaments • 
and, if I miftake not, nothing can more advance the Reputation of Jofephus, than to fee that fo 
able a Man intending to embellifh his Work, has, on the contrary, fo much diminifh' d the beau- 
ty of it, and thereby fiew d how much Jofephus « to be efleemd for writing, not after the 
manner of mnfl of the Greeks in a long-winded fly le, but clofely and compendioufly, as affecting 
to jay nothing but what is neceffary. And I cannot fufficiently wonder, that no perfon hitherto 
has made a Inflation of it from the Greek either into Latin or French, at leafi to my know- 
ledge, /w- Genebrard \, inflead of Trarfiating Jofephus, has only Tranjlated Erafmus. For 
my part J have faithfully adhered to the original Greek, without following that Paraphrafe of 
Lralmus any where which invents Names that are neither in Jofephus, nor the Bible, for the 
Mother of the Maccabees. // fhould feem Jofephus did not write this famous Martyrdom, 
aiithorn d by the Holy Scripture, but to prove the truth of a difcourfe which he makes in the 
beginning, to fiew that Rcafon is the Miftrefs of PalTions ; and he attributes to it a power 
over them which there would be reafonto wonder at, if it were ft range that a Jew fhould be 
ignorant that this power belongs only to the Grace of Jefus Chrifl. He is contented to declare 
that he means only a Reafon mompany d with Juflice and Piety. 

V. Thf 
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V V V. The Embafly of Wo to C. fo/gwfo the Roman Emperor* 

r/jw is Wec&wf 0/ >ta RTrtfo 0/ Jof ephus. Sort becajife Philo, altho^h a Jew

■ "1 ORASMUCH as I derive my Original, by a long feries of Ancefiors, 7#w« u- 

■ 1 from die Sacerdotal Race, I may, with fome reafon, value my felf upon ncas<: ' 
l«J the Noblencft of my Birth ; fince, as every Nation places the Grandeur of 

■ 1 a Family in fome certain marks of Honour that accompany it, fo amongft 

us 'tis one of the moft fignal to have the adminiftration of Holy things. 
But I am not only defcended of the ftock of the Priefts ; I am alfo of the 
Firft of the Four and twenty Families of which it confifts, and whofe Dignity is emi- 
nent above the reft. To which I may add, That, by my Mothers fide, I reckon Kings 
amongft my Anceftors, For the Branch of the Afmoneans, from whom flic defcended, 

C for a long time exercifed both the High Priefthood and Princely Power among our Nati- 
on. In this manner ftands the order of the laft of my Predeceflors. My great Grand- 
fathers Grandfather Simon, firnamed Pfyllus, the Stutterer, lived at fuch time as Hit- 
cams was High Prieft, the firft of that Name, and the Son of Simon the High Prieft. 
This Simon Ffellus had Nine Sons : the one of which was Matthias, firnamed Aphliat, 
This Matthias took to Wife the Daughter of the High Prieft Jonathan, by whom he 
had one Son, who was Matthias, firnamed Curt us, who was born in the firft year of ////•- 
cWs Priefthood. Matthias begat Jofeph in the Ninth year of Alexanders Govern- 
ment ; and of Jofeph came Matthias in the Tenth year of the Reign of Ar chelate; 
and Matthias begat me in the Firft year of the Empire of Caius Gazfar. I likewife have j 0 f eph ti, e so„ 

D Three Sons, mine eldeft is Hircanus, who was born in the Fourth,- my next Juftus, who 
was born in the Seventh; and Agripta my laft, who was born in the Ninth year of Vef- firft^To? the 
paftans Empire. This Genealogy of mine do I in this manner propofe, according as I ffilfehe 
have found it written in the Publick Regiftcrs, to the end to confound the Calumnies J?, 01 , y c ' ar «f th « 
of my Enemies. .: ■ , 

My Father Matthias was confiderable for his Extraction, but more for his Juftace birth ' 
and Authority in Jerufalem, which is the Metropolis of our Country. My bringing 

• up, during my tender years, was with Matthias, who was my Brother by the lame Fa- 
ther and Mother ; with whom I happily profited in all kind of Science, having a good 
Memory, , and a quick Apprehenf ion : fo that, being yet a Child of Fourteen years of ^ from his 

E Age, I was praifed by all Men in regard of the good Anc#ion I had to Learning ; and fc famy very 
the Priefts and Nobfeft Citizens vouchfaf'd to ask my Opinion of things that con- 
cerned our Laws and Ordinances. About the Age of Sixteen years, my defire was to ltaining ' 
have a fearch and infight into the Sefts of our Nation, which are Three t The firft of 
the Pharifees, which is the chiefeft : The fecond of the Sadduces : And the third of 
the EJfeant. And this I did, to the end I might choofe the better of the Three, when 
I underftand them all. For which caufe* with great Aufterities and Labours, I pafled 
thorow them all : and not content with this Experience,. after I had heard that a cer- 
tain man called Banus lived in the Defart, clothing himfelf with that which the Trees ■ '<■ 
brought forth, and feeding on no other kind of meat, but what they freely yielded, 

F and wafliing himfelf oftentimes by day and night in cold water to ;keep himielf chafte, 
I began to imitate his courfe of Life: and after I had lived with him for the fpace of 
Three' years, and fatisficd my defires, I returned to the City at the Age of Nineteen 
years. ' 

Ac this time I began 10 engage my felf in the exercife of a civil' -Lift, following the-gftftan*. 
Sect of the Pharifees, .-which very nearly refembled that Se<2 among the Grecians, who 
are called Stoick. After I was Six and Twenty years old, it was my fortune to repair 
to Rome upon this occafion. Whilft Fcelix governed Judea, certain Priefts, my fami- 
liars, Men of much Honour, and more Vertuc, were, upon fome flight, occafion, bound 
and fent to Rome by his commandjnent, to anfwer what mould ben objected againft 
G them in Cafar's pretence. Whereupon: being defirous to do them fervice, and having 
fpecial intelligence, that the Torments wherewith they were Martyred, lefiened not 
their Piety, but that they lived contentedly on Figs and Nuts: for this caufe I departed 

B for 
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for Rome, and was encountred with many great and grievous hazards by Sea. For the H 
typfoftv- Ship, wherein I, failed, was macly; in. rhe.jnidft .of the Adr/atici Sea, and about fix 
hundred of uswerefore'd to^vim-aj Nijjit longJ| and at Day-break, by God's Provi- 
dence, a Cyrenea^Shi^ came|a figm& anefbotb IiWl certain* ojthers j to the number of 
Fourlcore, out-fwiming the reft, were taken up into it, and laved. After I had in 
this (prt efcap^, Ifcame to Qicteajpga, which the Italians call jic this "da/ Puteoli, anil 
grew aeijuaiintea Witrt AlituAisifffi born} jvvho ^vas a Cornelian, and in gpo# rcpu-. 
tation with AVtf; by whofe means infinuating my feif into the Emprels Popped s 
^i?tt 0 Kidh knowledge, I determined to befeech her to procure the liberty of thole Priefts with 
Tile f<w fedi- a ^ ex P c ^i cion > which' lhe accordingly did ; and being gratified likewifc by her with 
tidfs. ^ 1 '" many great gifts, I returned into my Country. There I found the Commonwealth I 
much difquicted with Factions and Troubles, ,au4 idjvers. too prone and rea^ro&jRe- 
bel, and withdraw their Allegiance ; from the .Romans- I infprced my felf to rebrefs 
the leditious, : and exhorted then) to change their; Opinions, reprefenting, bftjpj& their 
Eyes, the quality .pf thole, agaiflft whom they.enterprized War y .with whom tjiey oefiild 
neither compare in <>5vpQrience. of War, nor in gqpd' Fortune ; Fpr this caufe I adjj&t . 
them, not to hazard: the overthrow of themfelves, thai* Children, and their Counttrey, 
SS'om 1 their ralhnefs -and rage. To this effect I {pake to them, and inftantly intreated t hem 
S&fcr' s them to ^ om t ^ eil ' ^ a Ppy Refojution, for that {,,forefaw that the end of this War 
of Treaiun. lcm would prove ro otic, utter Ruinc, .but I prevailed nothing: : . with- them. The fury of 
defperate and diflplute men prevailed above rea(biv:: for which cattle fearing left by K 
continual inforciiig of one thing, I fhould grow into hatred .and fufpitipn amongft 
them, as if I favoured their Enemies, and they, jfhduld put me to death $ Seeing thai; 
the Fort of Antonia was already Seized upon by the {edition*, I retired my jejf into 
the Sanctuary. From whence, after Manahem, and the cheifeft Revolters were put to 
death* I came out again, and join'd my felf with : .che Priefts; and chiefeft Pbarifees ; 
whom I found furprized with great , fear, vvhen : Vh«y faw the People in Arms, and un- 
certain what to do, wanting fh0 «^ns to pacific; thefc mutinies. ■ But apparently per- 
ceiving the danger* both I and tl^pharifete feigt&t out i<jlves :of their Mind,, and 
counfelled them to , contain themfelves in Peace-*, and let the. Rtmatt Forces. depart, in 
hope, , that Gejfm would, with all Expedition,, draw' out great Forces, andichaftife thefe Li 
Peacemakers* But as foon as he arrived, and -fought with them, he was overcome, 
and a great numbor of his , men ' flain ; whereupon follow'd the utter ruinc of our 
whole Nation. For fuch as defired the War, were puffed up with, that Victory, and 
conceived allured hope, that in the end they fliould overcome the Romans. ■ Bcfides, 
Tijey^are tliis enfuing occafion prefented it felf : The Inhabitants of the Cities that .border upon 
Sg C «and y Syria,, laid hands on thofe Jews that dwelt among them, and flew them, with their 
^i.' lCoiin " Wives ^nd Children, without any juft caufe or crime committed by them. For they • 
had not confpired any ways, or intended to ; revolt; from the Romans, or to ;ufe any. 
FJo^ility, or anyi fecrct Confpiracy; .againft any of* thofe, wifh wbom they were con- 
versant. But amongft all the reft, the Citizens of Scythopdtis, exceeded all. other in M 
Impiety and Wickednefi. For • being beficged by certain of the Jews, they inforced 
thofe Jews that inhabited amongft them to take Arms, and fight againft thofe of their 
own Nation ( which is exprefly prohibited by our Xaws ) and having overcome, by 
theib AUiftancc, they, by a deteltable perfidioufoefs^ forgot the Obligation they had, 
tho :Faith which they had engag'd to them, and /W;:e\?ery one of them, to the number 
pf many ThoufaiidSi The like misfortune al&.fell upon , thofe Jews tjiaf inhabited 
Damafcw. ., But ;0f .tills we have more amply (poken m thole our Books, Which we 
E 1 in?<ri.

After^that GeJfuis AyM overcome ( as is before, declared ) the eliiefeft men of* few- 
fJem perceiving that the Seditious were ftrongly armed and provided, they began to 
fear lefli if they.lholild, be. found difarmed, thtty^lhould fttcklenly:;be overtl-u?oVyn by 
■thaw Enemies ( ad ir^ cfied; it fell out: afterward?,). and hearing, that all Ga//ifa\m not 
asiyeft wholly revolced from the Romans -, but that a part thereof as yet remained in 
Peaoa, ifrey.utfcfijtoei with two otfeer Priefts, Joaxar 2&\& Judas,- who were both vertuous 
anddOThourabk>mcii, tleo perfiedif the; mutinous "'to. lay down, their Arms, and to them 
knowychat it waa mora advantagious for the Natioji^ chat fueh .

the Son of Compfits. For Crifpits the Brother of Compfiis, who in times pad had been made ^'n^' 7 ot 

B Governor of the City for Agrippa, fimamedthe Great, was in his own pofleflions on the 
other fide of Jordan. All thefe, I fay, were of opinion to remain under the Romans Au- 
thority, and to obey their King. But Piflus alone of the Nobility, would no ways ac- 
cord to this advice, by the perfuafion of his Son Juflus. The lecond Faction was of the 
common fort, who concluded upon War. Juflus, Son otPiftus, who was the Ringleader 
of the third Faction, carried himfelf very doubtfully touching the War ; yet notwith- 
Itanding he fecretly thirllcd after Innovation, hoping that by a change he iliould en- 
creafe his Power. " Prefenting himfelf therefore in the midft of the Multitude, he en- The o.ad..n «f 
" dcavoured to perfuade them that their City was always ojic of the chief of Galilee \ j(ft t ££;_ 
" and that during the days of Herod the Tctrarch, who founded the fame, it was the iX" 

C (< chiefeft City, whole plealure it was that the City ofSephoris fliould yield obedience to 
" that 6f Tiferku. That they had not loft that prcheminencc in the time of King Agrippa 
" the Father, but had continued the fame, till Faslix obtained the Government of JudaM. 
" But for the prefent fince they had been given by Nero to the younger Agrippa, they 
" had fallen from and loft their Superiority. For the City of Sepl/oris obtained the Sover 
reignty of Galilee, after that flie acknowledged the Roman Government, which had re? 
" moved the Treafurc 6f the Charters and the Receipts of the Kings' Money. By thele 
words, and others of likd rtatUre againft King Agrippa^ he incited the People to Rebell^ 
on, fignifying to them< "That an opportunity invited them to take Arms^to the end whnncMsty 
"that beirtg alfociated with the Galileans, they might . tecover the advantages W'hich £ p!ctoRcb ^ 

D " they; had loft unjuftly. 'To which purpofe, all the Province would Willingly join with ^ 
" them, through the hatred they bare the Sepborites, on whom they would revenge 
" themfelves with great power, becaulc they continued in their Allegiance, which they 
" promifed to the Romans. 

By thefe words he won the Peoples Hearts to him, : for he was a Man very eloquent, 
and by his fubtilty and politick difcourfe, cafily overthrew all that -which - his Adversa- 
ries produced againft him. ~. He was alfo skilful enough in . the Greek' Language, to at- 
tempt the Writing of thc Hiftory ofjhofe Tranlactioiw, to the end to dilguife the truth 
tliercof. But in the proccfi.of this difcourfe;; I will .Ihewi more particularly wliat his ill 
defigns were, and how by his and liisiBrochefs mcansyi he wanted llttio df utterly over- 7/(/? ,„ ,^off. 

E throwing, his Countrey* ! When -dlcitefoto this Juflus: liaid pcrfuaded the Citizens of Tihe- of way. 
Has to take Arms, and had. cdnftraihc^l /divers Men likewifc, who were of the contrary 
Opinion, to. do the like, he iflucd oiitwiththem, -and burnt the Villages of the Gadare- 
mans and Hippenians, that arc fcituacejim the Confines Mfihrias and Scytbopolis. In this 
eftate was\Tikrias : And as. for Gijchnla, their Anairs were brought to this m(s;.

Whon therefdttb^i/jt/i.had lay bid 
rheroifot>the Ij^j^bMour. days, on the.fifth he fled away di%Uifetl.injta.'-fal{e hairy for 
fbat he Ultould be'difiw^rM. And as fpon as he arrivdd'in a;/Villag«n which was df his 
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own poflcflion, Icituate near Gamala, he lent for certain of his Subjects to repair unto H 
him. But God, for Philip's greater good, crofled the (cope of his intent, which otherwife 
had been the ruine of many : for being furprized by a hidden Fever, he committed cer- 
tain Letters of his written to Agrippa and Bernice , who were yet but young, to one of his 
Freed-men, commanding him to deliver them to Varus, who was put in truft, by thcKing 
rmt< mjuiHy anc ^ Qi jeen > t0 adminifter the Affairs of that Kingdom, whilft they were gone to Berythw 
c^cutcth'him meet with Gejfius. Varus receiving Philip's Letters, and undcrftanding that he was elcap'd, 
IikSS* was forry for it, becaufe he thought the King and Queen would have lefsufe of him after 
b'ovei-m'i a "hc Pk'fy was arr iv'd. He therefore made the People believe that his Frced-man was a Tray- 
owmreJ! ne lc tor, and brought them forg'd Letters, it being certain tljat Philip was in Jerufalem with 
xoZncctvt the Jews, who were revolted againft the Romans t andu\he commanded him to be ex- 1 
nimy. a ' ld ,y ' ecutec '' Philip being ignorant of the caufe why his Freed -man did not return, lent another 
with Letters, to the intent he might difcover what was become of his firft Meflenger, and 
for what caufe he ftayed fo long. But Varus accufing his fecond Meflcnger alfo after the 
fame manner commanded him to be executed, as he had done the firfl. The Syrians that 
inhabit Cafarea, had puffed him up, by telling him that Agrippa mould be put to death by 
the Romans, for the Rebellion of the Jews, and that he who was Royally defcended, 
Ihould poflefs his Government. And indeed Varus was of the Blood-Royal, deriving his 
Pedigree from Sohemus King of Libanus. For thelc caufes, he retained Philip's Letters, ho- 
ping by thele means that the King fhould have no knowledge thereof ; and he let watcli 
in every paflage, for fear left any man fhould flic, andcertifie the King of what had hap- K 
ncd ; and to give the Syrians the better content who dwelt in Cafarea, he put divers of 
thole jfttw.that dwelt among them to death. He intended alfo to undertake a War againft 
the Jews of Bathaneea, who were called Babylonia Jews, by confederating liimfelf with 
the Tracheites of Bart hanma. For which caufe/ fending for twelve of the Jews of moft 
eftimation amongft the Inhabitants o£Ca?farea r he enjoined them to repair to Ecbatane, 
and lignifie to thole of their Nation there, that Varus underftanding that they pretended 
to take Arms againft their King, and fcarcely believing it,ihad fent them thither, to pcr- 
fuade them to Jay down their Arms. And that this Ihould be a certain proof, by which 
they might perfectly clear their Innocence, that feventy of thechiefeft of them mould 
be fent to him. Thefe twelve arriving in Ecbatane, and being entertained by thofc ofL 
, their Nation, found that they neither imagined nor intended any commotion : for which 
caufe, they perfuaded them to fend their feventy men ; which they did, little mfpecting 
what would happen. 

Vam wiicth -As foon therefore as thefe, with the other twelve Ambafladors, came to Cafarea, Va- 
wS ty A^T rus having notice . of their coming, met them on the way with the Kings Forces, and 
ffi «. ^ ew tIiem ' to g etner with the aforefaid Ambafladois, and tookihis way towards the Jews 
the tiiemfcivcs . oi Ecbatane; . But' one of the -feventy who had efcaped, reforted thither with all Expe-

dition, preventing Varus, and, certified the-reft what had hapned. Whereupon, they in- 
fflj 'ait"" 1 ' continently fell to Arms, and .with their Wives- and Cmldren retired themlelvcs to the 

Fort of Gamala, abandoning their iVillages, with all dieir Gdods, and great numbers of M 
Cattcl. When Philip had Tidings hereof, he'trepaired alfo to the Fort ot Gatmlni The 
People rejoycing at his coming, exhorted him' co take the Sovereignty, and tomake War 
againft Varus, and the Syrians of Cafarea. f orithey: had Intelligence that the King was 
flain. But Philip, to moderate.their impetuofityv recounted to them what benefits the 
King had .beftowed on thcm,; and of what power the Romans were, againft whom it was 
but a folly forthehito takeArms> and in theiendi he perfuaded. them to Peace. In the 
mean time; the King underftandi'rig that Warus v^s deterniihsd: to kill all the gfejw that

As foon. as;I arrived in Galilee* land. learned all Occurrences. thatf had hapriedj by thofe

I therefore departed t withithejh to the : Citjs.bf Sephotis^ibn&.&m into a rBorough 
called M£thma\ts\\dmant ftomTiberias lbmefourJoirlongs, ancjfwm thencetfentaMeP 0 
fcngerito tlie^Gouricll. of Tiberias, clefiring the-clwefeft .amdngi'ttteiPeopl^ t6 come and 
fpeak with me| They came, accompanied smlvjufius -, I told ithem that Iwas fent Am- 
•'- ' ' baflador 
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A balTador to them, with my Cpllcgues, by the Commonalty of Jerusalem, to per- 
fuadc them to deface that Palace that was creeled by Herod the Tctrach, where- 
in divers figures of living Creatures ^ were painted ; for. that otir Law . forbad fuch 
things ; and I exhorted them to fuller us to let about that Execution as. foon as 
polhble. , 

Capella, and thofe of his Party, did for a long time rcfufe to confent thereunto: 
but in the end, wc prefs'd them lb much, that they condefcended. Now whilft we -rlic Pak<?e fct 
debated this matter, Jefus the Son of Sapljias ( of whom wc have fpoken heretofore, ™£Jj£ wa1 
declaring how he was the Chief of the Fadion of Sailers and poor men) took with him 
certain Galileans, and let fire on tho Palace, in hope to get great Riches thereby (for that 

j3 there were certain Roofs ofthc-Houfc covered with Gold ) and they pillag'd many 
things againft our Confent. After we had* thus conferred with Capella, and the chiet- 
eft Tiler lans, wc retired from Bethmays into the higher Galilee. In the mean time, Je- 
fus s Men ficw all the Greeks that remained there, and all who before the War had been 
their Enemies. Which when I was certified of, I was much dilplealcd, and went down y^/, procured 
to Tiberias, to fecure the King's Moveables, for fear they mould be carried away by the ^^oodll 10 
Robbers \ and having recovered clivers Candlcfticks of Corinthian work, rich Tables, 
and no (mail quantity of madivc Silver, I rcfolvcd with my felf to rcferve it to the 
King's ule. Calling therefore ten of the chicfeft Senators, and Capella, Son of Antillus, 
to me, I delivered the Veifcls into their Hands, charging them to deliver the lame to 

£ no Man but my lelf. 

From thence, with mine Aflbciates, I went to John at Gifchala, to know what his Mind 
and Refblution was, and I prelcntly difcovcr'd, that he affc&ed Innovation and Tyran- 
ny. For he defir'd me to grant him Liberty to Tranfport Cafafs Wheat that was Itorcd 
up in the Villages of higher Galilee, telling nip, that he would bellow the price of the 
fame, in re-edifying and repairing the Walls of his City. But I perceiving his drift, de- 
nied him that Ubetty. For I thought that that Wheat would either lervc the Romans, 
or the Province, the care of which was committed to my Hands by the City of Jerufa- 
lem. When therefore he could get nothing at my hands, he addreflcd to my Compa- 
nions, of whom not forelecing thofc Troubles that were likely to come, and greedy of 

D Rewards, he obtained a Liberty to difpofc of all the Corn that was in the Province, in 
that I my felf was unable to contradict them both. After this, John ufcd another fub- 
tlcty : for he faid, that thofe Jews, who inhabited Cafarea Philippi, being by the Com- 
mand of their Kv^, reftrain'cl within their Walls, and wanting Virgin Oyl, defircd to 
buy the fame of him, for fear left contrary to their Cultom, they Ihould be compelled to 
life that of the Greeks. This he faid, not out of refpccT; to Religion or Devotion, but 
for his filthy lucres fake. For knowing that among the Cafareans, two Sextarics were 'S£ % S\ 
Ibid for a Drachm, and that at Gifchala eighty Scxtaries were fold for four Drachms, he 
fent all the Oyl that was in that Town to them, pretending my Permiffion. I dar'd not ncfi ' 
withftand the fame, left the People Ihould ftonc me to death. By this craft, John ga- 

£ thcred a great Sum of Money. 

From this place, I difmifled my Companions back to Jerufalem, employing my felf Mf> r ends 
wholly afterwards in preparing Arms, and fortifying Cities. In the mean time, calling pliS^ 
the ftoutcft Libertines before -ine, and having in vain exhorted them to quit their Arms, Y "J" ltm - 
I perfuaded the People to pay them Contribution, which was more advantagious for 
them, than to fuller their Countrey to be fpoilcd, by their Excurfions* And thus ha- yc/^Prcfidcnt 
ving taken their Oaths, I difmifs'd them, on condition that, they fliould not come into ° Galtl "' 
our Region, except they were called, or , wanted their due pay, nor fpoil either the 
Lands of the Romans, or the Inhabitants of the, Countrey. But above all things, my 
Care was to keep Ga/ike in Peace. To which purpofe, I got feventy pledges of their jofrh joined 

F Loyalty, chofen out amongft their. Nobility under pretext of Friendlnip. I made them Hty wkh 
my Companions and Fellow-Judges, _and> decreed many things according to their Opini- 1,im - 
ons, having eipecial care, left through; rafhnefs I Ijioukt injure Juftice, or for Rewards 
ftain mine incorruptcd Honour. 1 was now thirty: years, old ; and though a Man who *W 
bridles liimfelf from unlawful AfTeclioiis, can hardjy cfcape the poyfoned fting of De- offered no W 
traction, clpccially if great Authority be annexed to his green years; yet none ever ™dw™\t£i 
durft fay, that I mffero; Violence to be. done to any Woman, or rcceiv'd a Bribe from ^ bribcd ' 
any Man ; yea, I reRifed thofe Tenth?, which in right of Priefthood I might have re- 
ceived. Yet after the Conqucft of the Syrians, I took part of the Spoil, which, I freely 
confefs, 1 lent to Jerufalem to my Kinlmen. And though at two times I forcibly over- 

G came the Sephorites, the Tilerians four times, and the Gailarenians once, and had brought 
John under my Subjection, who had oftentimes fought to entrap me; yet could I not 
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utivkhP eildure t0 avenge my Iclf on him, or any of the above-named People, as in the fequel H 
Ramies./ of this Story I will make manifeft. 

& tl iSl e iZyn For which caufc I fiippoie, that God, who is the Trycr, and Searcher of all Hearts, 
u>Alti h ' ^ ot ' 1 delivered meat this timeout of the hands »f mine Enemies, and afterwards ma- 
w'S timcS *" rom ^ evcra ^ dangers and Misfortunes, as hereafter iliall appear. But lb great 
iiiXiKLM was the Fidelity and Benevolence of the common People of Galilee towards me, that 
« T.to-iM. their Cities being overthrown, and their Families led into Captivity, they were lels 
toucht with their own Calamities, than conccrn'd for my Prefervation. Which whea 
John perceived, he began to envy me. And he writ to me, that I would give him Li- 
cenfe, for his Health-lake, to bathe himfelf in the hot Bathes of Tiberias : I fufpe&ing no 
Trealbn, willingly granted him that which he demanded. Moreover, I wrote to thole, { 
to whom I had committed tha Trull and Adminiftration of the City, to prepare him a 
Lodging, and to furniih him, and all his Followers, with things ncceflary for Diet and 
Entertainment. In the mean (pace, I paft my time in a certain Village of Galilee, cal- 
y»i«'iTreafim. led Cana. But after that John came to Tiberias, he pcrfuaded the Townfmen to forget 
their Faith and Duty to me, and revolt unto him ; many of them lent a willing car to 
his Entreaties, especially liicli as were prone to change, and defirous of di/Fention, and 
iii particular Jujfas, and his Father Piftus, willingly entertained this occafion to revolt 
from my Obedience, and to fubmit themlelves to John ; yet was this Conlpiracy of 
theirs prevented by my Ipccdy accels. For a certain MeiTcngcr came to me from Silts, 
whom 1 had formerly preferred to the Government of Tiberias, who certified me of the ^ 
Citizens intent, and exhorted me in all hafle to repair thither, otherwile the City would 
vlllntmf morrl y fal1 i«to another mans hands. As foon as 1 had perilled Silas & Letters, I travei- 
wxwmcap- led all Night with two hundred chofen Men; and lending a Meflcnger before me, to 
fignifie my approach to the Citizens, I n«ither loft time nor way : and in the Morning 
when I drew near the City, the People came out to meet me, and amongft the reft, 
John ; who after he had falutcd me with a fufpicious Countenance, fearing left his Trea- 
ion being difcovered, he lhould come in danger of his Life, he Ipeediiy retired himfelf 
2£o X t£' into llis Lodging. When I came to the great Piazza, and had difmifs'd all my Train- 
•khrians. but one Servant, and retained only ten armed Soldiers with mc, I began to repre- 
fent to the Tiberians, from a certain high place, from whence I might be heard, how T 
important it was for them to remain faithful , fince otherwile I could no Ion- 
ger truft them, and they would one day repent that they had fallen from their 
Duty. 

Scarcely had I fpoken this, but one of my Friends advertis'd me to Mccnd, telling 
me that this was no time to reconcile the Tiberians, or to perfuade them, but rather 
S"y'and ht ° to ftek minc own Security, a,lcI ,loW 1 might efcape mine Enemies. That John 
mmiL jojiph. having learned that 1 was deftitute of Followers, had fent a Thoufand of his choien 
Soldiers to kill mc; that they were at hand, and ready to commit the Murther ; 
which they had done, had I not Ipeediiy leapt down with the help of my Servant Ja- 
cob, and Herod the Tiberian, who carried me to the Lake; where finding a Bark by M 
chance, and putting forth to Sea, I efcaped, contrary to mine Enemies Expectation, and M 
came to Tarkheas. 

As loon as the Inhabitants of that City underftood how perfidioiifly and trayte- 
roufly the Tiberians had dealt with me, they were much difplealed, and betaking them- 
lelves to their Weapons, pcrfuaded. me to lead them forth againft them, telling me, 
that they would revenge the injury that was offered unto their Governor, of 
The GMmn which they lent Advice thorow all Galilee. Hereupon a great numbsr of armed Gali- 
"™y".! a J leam came to me ' ^ pcrfuaded me to attack Tiberias, and deftroy it, and fell the 
va/c Tslni M . Inhabitants, with their whole Families, under the Spear. The like did my Friends, 

who efcaped with me out of the City,' perfuade me. But I, in no fort, would ad- M 
mit their Advice, out of fear to revive a Civil War, and judging it bell to ac- 
commodate the matter. To which end , I fhew'd them, that fuch revenge would 
be prejudicial to thcmfelvcs alio, if the Romans, at their coming, iliould find 
them in Civil Difcords. By this Dilcourfc, at length, the < Galileans Rage was ap- 
pealed. 

ft/41 excuftth But wncn J" !m ^ aw tliat he had failed of his purpofe, he began to fear for Uim- 
Lmifcifto> felf, and taking with him thofe armed Men that he had about him, he left Tiberias, 
1 " and went to Gifchala, from whence he wrote Letters to me, exeufing the Fact, as if 

he had been no ways guilty thereof, and defiring mc not to fufpcdt him ; and he con- 
firmed his words with execrable Oaths, to the end to get more Credit to them.Q 
But the Galileans who were gathered in great Multitudes from all parts of the Re- 
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A gion, knowing that he was a wicked and perfidious Man, prefs'd me to lead them 
forth againft him , promifing mc to ruin both him, Gifchala , and all his Coun- 
trey. After I gave them Thanks for their Love towards me, and promiled them, 
that mine Offices of Love iliould be anfwcrablc to their Kindnefs. But I pray'd 
rheni to reftrain themlelves, and to allow me to appcafe this Trouble without 
cUiifion of Blood. 

This Rcqucft of mine the Galileans granted : Whereupon we prefently went to 
Sepboris. But the Townfmen, who were refolvcd to continue faithful towards the 
Roman People, fearing my approach, endeavouf'd to divert me clfewhcre. To'^ Ca . 4 , tt . 
which purpofe, lending a Meflcnger to J ejus the Captain of eight hundred 

B Thieves, rhat kept upon the Confines of Ptolemais, they prdmifed him a 'great 
Summ of Money , if with his Army of eight hundred" Men, he would maki 
War againft me. He, allur'd by their Promiles, relblv'd to furprizc me unawares ; 
to which end, he defir'd me, by a MelTengcr, to grant him 'leave to come and' 
falute me ; which when he had obtained, for that I was wholly Ignorant of his 
Trealbn, he took with him a Troop of his Thieves, and haftHi fpecdily to- 
wards me ; yet failed he of his purpofed Trealbn ; for when he k was not fat 
off from me, a certain Fugitive of his Troop difcovered his intent towards me. 
Which when I heard , I went out into the Market-place , fdgn'mg that I knew 
nothing of his facred Fraud, being attended with a multitude of armed Galileans, 

q and among them with certain Tiberians. I fent abroad certain parties to guard j t f Ht r«*< M 
the High- ways, and commanded the Keepers of the Gates, that they fhould on- betray y^. 
Jy fufrcr Jefus to enter with the foremoft of his Company, and exclude the reft : 
and if they attempted to break in by force, they lhould beat them off. Jejhs en- :4ph paiit-dc 
tering with a few, was rcquir'd, by me, prefently to lay down his Weapons, ex- %t? lxcUl 
cept he defir'd to be flain ; he, feeing himfelf invironed with armed Souldicrs, 
obeyed. Whereupon, they rhat folJovv'd him, and were excluded, perceiving that 
their Captain was apprehended, fuddenly betook themlelves to flight ; and lead- 
ing Jefus apart, I told him I was not ignorant of thofe Treafons which he intended 
againft me, nor by whole Provocations he attempted the fame. Yet I told him that %i>'-'iV*.mvy 

E) I would pardon him, if fo be by changing his manners, he would be faithful to lo ' VJldi ?o' ''- 
me hereafter. He promiled me all that I demanded, and I difmifled him with his 
Weapons ; yet threatned to puniih the Sephorites, except hereafter they defiftcd from 
their Tteafons. About the lame time there came to me two Noblemen, who were 
Subjects to the King of Trachonite s, bringing with them both Horfemen, Armor and 
Money : whom when the Jews would have conftrain'd to be circumcifed, if fb be thev 
would remain amongft them ; I would not permit them to be troublefom to the Tra- 
chnites, aliedging, that every Man ought to ferve God according to his own Mind, ^h\c^- of 
and not by other Mens Impulfion : and that it was not to be fuffcr'd, that they, who ' 
for their Security fled unto us, fliould repent thcmfclves of the truft they put in us. 

E And thus having perfuaded the Multitude, I freely and abundantly furnilhcd thelc 
Men with all things ncccflary. 

In the mean (pace, Agrippa fent out his Forces under the Condudl- of Ejuus 
Modius, to take the Caltle Magdala by force; which for that they durft not'af- 
fault, they befet the ways, and°only troubled Gamala by placing Forces upon the 
Avenues. But Ebntins Decadarcus, who had the Government of the great Plain, mtuu againfE 
hearing that I was come to a certain Village called Simonias, fcituate on the Con- '^' i "' J - 
fines of Galilee, and diftant from the lame fome fixty furlongs, took with him by 
Night an hundred Horle that attended him, and about two hundred Footmen, with 
certain Inhabitants of the City .of Gaba their Afibciates, whom he concluded by 

F Night, and befct the Borough where I Was. Againft whom, after I had drawn 
forth a valiant Band of Men, Ebtttius laboured all he could, to toul us into the 
Field, for that he trufted very much in his Horfemen : but I would not give him 
that advantage ; confidering we were but Foot-men, and refolv'd to fight in the 
place where we Were, and accordingly Ebutias charged us for a while very vali- 
antly. At length, perceiving that he had no life of his Horfemen in that place, »/«< <k f i.t. 
he founded a Retreat, and departed back again with loft labour' to Caba, having 
only loft three Men in the Battel. But I prefently purfued him with two thou- a, v ,hi,, K- 
land Men : and when I came to Befara, which is fcituate on the Confmcs of F tole- 
rate, (bine twenty furlongs from Gaba, where Ebutius encamped at that time ; I 

G belet all the Pal/ages with Corps of Guard, whereby we might be more lectire 
from the Excurlions of our Enemies, till we had carried out the Wheat, whereof 

there 
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yfobxxfc t jiere was a great quantity ftorcd up in that Place, which was gathered out ofy 
rS// t Y." m the Townihips thereabout, belonging to Queen Bernke : and -loading divers Ca- 
xShff™-/ mcls and Ahes, which to that end 1 had brought with me, I lent the fame into 
* Galilee. Having finifhcd this bufinefs. 1 offered Ebutius Battel: and whereas he de- 

tracted the fame, being temned by oiir boldnefs, 1 took my courfe to encountei: 
with Neapolitans, who ( as it was reported ) was in the Territory of the Tiberi- 
ans, and foraged there. This Neopolitanus was a Captain of Horfemcn, and had 
undertaken to defend Scytbopola againft their Enemies. I hinder'd him from do- 
ing any wrong in the Country belonging to the Tiberians, and provided for the 
Security of Galilee. 

itbu Maligned, But John the Son of Leyi, who ( as I faid ) lived at Gifcbala, after he heard I 
tyepi/s good that all things fell out fortunately with me, that I was loved by the People, and 
&KCCi ' feared by mine Enemies, he coiihdet'd my good Fortune as an obftacle to his own, 
and being filled with no fmall Envy, and greater hope to hinder my good Succefs, 
if fo be he cquld bring mc in hatred with the People ; he foJIicited thofe of Ti- 
'her ms and Scfboris, and the Gabarcnians, to revolt to him, which Cities are the 
chiefefl: in GqiHee. For he told them, that under his Conduct, they lhould be 
more happily govcrn'd. But amongft the rcil, the Sepborites gave leaft car unto him, 
and neglecting us both, only held ibr the Romans. 

As for the Tiberians, they would not confene to Rebel ; yet promifed him fojne 
lilts on Fricndlhip. But the Gabarenhns wholly addicted themfelves to John, by the means j£ 
WsPciiiw- 0 ' 1 of one Simon, a principal Citizen, who was Johns Friend. Yet did they not 
" " " openly declare for him, becaufe they feared the Galileans, whofe good will towards 

me they were long time allured of, but privily they fought other means to entrap 
me. '.iia truly I fell into great danger upon this occafion. For when certain De- 
rhc Debmtn- hmitte;u>ins ( being audacious young Men ) had Intelligence that Ptolomys Wife the 
"w^wi'/c.^'Kiiig's Stewart, wa^ traveling alony the great Plain with a great Equipage, out of 
the King's Counrrey into the Roman Government, they fuddenly fet upon her, and 
putung the Won* an to flight, they icized on all the Baggage which flic carried 
with her. V Inch done, they came to Tarkbeas , where 1 then was, with four 
Mules laden vuh Apparel, and Houlhold-ftufF of divers forts ; among which were f 
divers filver Vdtels, and live hundred pieces of Gold. Intending therefore to re- 
fer ve thefe things for Pi el -my, as being a Jew ( becaufe our Law permitteth not to 
take any from t.iole of our own Nation, though they be our Enemies ) I told 
thofe that brought the Goods, that the fame lhould be kept to be fold, and the 
price bellowed upon repairing the Walls of Jerufalem. This motion of mine, 
the young men interpreted very hardly, becaufe they were depriv'd of the prey 
which they hoped for. For which caufe, difperfing themfclves in the Streets of 
Tiber /as, they ipread a Rumor, that I defign'd to betray the Countrey to the Ro- 
mans t and that 1 only feigned that the Prey was deflinated to repair the Walls 
of Jenf.dem ; but the truth was, I kept the fame, to the intent to reftore it to Pto- ^ 
hmy. In which matter they were not deceived. For after the departure of the 
yofepb labour- young Men, I called to me two chief Citizens, Daffian and Jannaus the Sons of 
Swifts Lev! > true Friends to the King, and commanded them, to take the Houlhold-ftufT, 
Goo.il. ant j conve y i C t0 the King, threatning them with Death, if they revealed this fecret 
to any Man. 

But when the rumor was fpread thorow Galilee, that I would deliver the Pro- 
vince into the hands of the Romans, all the People were incens'd againft me, and 
relblv'd-to dellroy me. They of Tarkbeas alio giving credit to the young Mens 
feigned Speeches, perfuaded my Guard, and the reft of the Soldiers, to take a 
time whilft I was alleep, and come to the Fiorfe-race ; there to confult with others ^ 
how to ciTed their defign. At the appointed place, they found many others af- 
fembled ; and all of them dctermin'd with one Content, to treat me as a Traytor, 
againft co tne Common-wealth. But he that moll: of all incited them to this, was Je- 
'Jijis Vhe son of Jus the Son , of Sapbias , who at that time was a principal Judge in Tiberias , a 
fymuh'^k Man § ivcn ovcr t0 a ^ Wickednefs, and born to breed Troubles and Sedition. 
>M This Man, holding the Law of Mofes in his hand, in the midfl of the Aflem- 

bly, lpake thus with a loud Voice: If ( laid he ) ym be touched with no care of your 
"elves, yet at le.fl contemn not thefe Sacred Laws, which that perfidious Joleph your 
Governor, hath not feared to violate, and for fo great a Crime cannot be too fevcrely 
puniflul. q 

After 
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A After he had thus fpoken, and faw he was approved by the acclamations of the Peo- 
ple, he took fome armed men with him, and repaired to the Houfe where I lodged, with 
intent to put me to death. I fufpecting nothing of all this Tumulc,and tired with labor, ore of 
was at reft ; when fuddenly Simon, one of my Guard, who at that time only remained SXlt' 
with me, feeing this furious Troop of people, came and awakened mc ; and certifying 
me of the imminent peril, he counlcl'd mc rather generoufly to kill my felfchan ihaine- 
fully die by mine Enemies hands. I recommended my felf to God, and putting on a black 
Garment to difguifemc, and having only my Sword by my fide,l went forth,and pafs'd 
thro' the midfl of thefe peoplc,and fb went ftrait to the Hippodrome by a by way. There 
falling proftrate on my Face, in view of all the people, I water'd the earth with my tears, h 
B to move all men that beheld me to companion. And when I perceived the people begin thcpeS" 
to melt, I laboured all I could, to divide them in opinion, before the armed Soldiers re- com P a " iori ' 
turned from my houfe.l confefs'd that I had kept the booty for which I was accus'd, but 
I defir'd them to hear to what ufe I had referved it; after which, if they pleas'd, they 
Jiiight kill me.Hereupon the multitude commanded me to fpeak ; and the armed men be- 
ing returned back at the fame time, and beholding me, would have Mien upon me to 
murther me : But they were rellrained by the peoples exclamations ; and they fuppos'd 
that after I had confefs'd that I defign'd to reftore the booty to theKing,I mould pais for 
a Traytor, and they might kill me without oppofition. 

Now filcnce being made to hear me, I fpake thus : If in your opinion I defcrvc death 
q \ refufe not to die : Yet permit me, before my death,to certifie you of the whole truth : p c ? n £ {ho l 
When I obferved that this City was molt commodious and fit to entertain Grangers, and varies.' 5 A " 
that many forfaking their own Countries, came to dwell here, and were willing to par 
take with you in all forts of Fortune; I refolved to employ this Mony to build you 
Walls to your City, for which being thus deflinated to do you good, your indignation 
is provoked againft me. Upon thefe words, the Tarkheans andftrangcrs cried out, that I 
deferv'd thanks, andwifli'dmc to be of good courage. But the Galileans and Tiberians 
continued in their a nipiofity, fo that they fell to diflent betwixt themfelves, the one 
threatning me with punimment ; the other, contrariwise, willing me to allure my felf of 
fecurity. But after I had promifed the Tiberians, and thofe; of other Cities, that I would 
P build their Walls, where it was convenient, they credited my words, the multitude fepa- jofipb en™ ,h 
rated, and I, beyond all expectation, having efcap'd fo; great a peril, with certain of my from da "s«- 
Friends, and fome twenty Soldiers, returned to my houfe. 

But once again the 'Authors of this Sedition, fearing left they fliould be punifhed for W«> «no- 
their offence, begirt my Lodging with fix hundred armed men, intending to confume it thcrdangtl - 
with fire. Of whofe arrival,as toon as I had intelligence, imagining with my felf that it 
would be much dilhonour forme toflie, I refolved to ufe valor and courage againft them.- 



For which caufe, commanding the Gates to be fhut, I required them from the top of the 
houfe, to fend in fome of them to me, to receive that Mony, for which they had been 
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came into me, I caufed him to be beaten with many grievous ftrokes, and his hand to be r~ 
cut offand hung about his neck ; and thus handled, we thruft him out of doors, to return 
to thofe that had fent him. So bold an adlion made them wonderfully afraid,and fufpecl;- 
ing I had a great number pf armed Squldiers in my houfe, they fuddenly all of them fled A 
away : And thus by my refolution and addrefs I efcaped thisfecond 4anger.Yet wanted tion! 
there not fome, who incited the people once more againll, me; faying, that the two 
Lords,whoJled to me for refuge, ought nqt to live, except they fubmitted themfelves 
to their Laws and Cuftoms, from whom they required prote&ion,They likewife accufed 
them, that they were of the Roman Faction and Prifoners ; and presently the people be- 
Vf gan to mi»tiny> being deceived by their words, who laboured to flatter them. Which 
when I heardi ^.once mpre informed the people, that they ought not to persecute thofe 
who reforted imtothenifor fuocor: that the poyfonii)g they fpoke of, ym.* fancy, anjl 
aC/'/w^and that the Romans would, apt vainly nourilh io many thoufands of^3o|di- 
ers, if they;pretendcd to make away tlieir Enemies Witji poyfon. Being by thefe words. 
fome\yhat pacified, they had fcarcely withdrawn themfelves awhile, but that by certain 
outcafts and wicked men, they were incited againft the two Lords,fo that with Weapons 
they went, t9 tlieir Lodging, intending to Murther them. Which when I heard, I was 
afraid, that if this wickednefs lhould fe committed, no man hereafter would dare, to 
truft his Lift; in my, hand,For .yjhich .caufe^ijjg affiled by dryers others, Iprefently refort- 
G ed to their Lodging, and fhutup theGates: and cutting a Trench betwixt it and the j0 , h 
Lake, I called for a Bar k> and entring into tlic fame with them, I conducted them to the A&dh the 
Confines of the Hippeniam : And furnifliing them with Mony to buy them Horfes, be- Tmihtm ' 
) K caufe 
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caufc they could not tranfport their own with them in their flight, I difiniflccl them, dcfi- H 
ring tlicmro bear their prelent misfortune with a conftanc mind. But indeed it troubled 
me.that I was once more forced to expofc thole men in the Enemies Country, who had 
committed thcmlelves to my milt : Yet thinking, that if it fliould fo fall out, that they 
fell into the Romans Hands, they would be fafcr, than, if by lutfering them to remain in 
my Country, I lhould fee them oppreft : I adventured them thus. Yet were they laved, 
and the King pardon'd them. And this was the end of this Tumult. 

The7vio';vw; But they of Tiberias wrote to the King, defiring him to fend a Garrilbn into their 
semi Country, on which condition they would fubmit to him. As foon as I knew of it, I 

ImoftTo r 1 wcnt t0 tnem » anr i t ^ c ) r defircd nie tnal ' I would build them thole Walls which I had pro- 

mmtJe. mifedtlicm : For they had already heard that Tarichea was invironed with Walls. Where- 4 \ 
unto I condelcended,and gathering Matcrials,I let the Workmen to their Task. But lomc 
three days after, departing from 7 i be r 't as toward Tarichea, .which was thirty Hades diftant 
from thence, by chance a Troop of Roman Horfemen were difeovered, not far from the 
City, which the Inhabitants believ'd were the Kings Army: Whereupon they prelently 
aiition ai d began to utter many things in honour of the King, aiid more in my reproach. And pre- 

KilT icntly a certain friend polled tome,and told me What their mind \Vas,and how they inten- 
ded to revolt from me. Which when I underftood,I was wondroufly troubled : For I had 
fentback my men of War from Tarichea t6 their houles, becaule the next day was the 
Sabbath: For I Would by no means; that the Citizens of Tarichea fliould be charged or 
troubled with entertaining Soldiers.And at all times, when I remained in that City ,1 took ft 
no care of the guard of mine own perfon, having had often proof of the afFe&ioiv of the 
Inhabitants towards me. Being therefore at that time attended bnly with (even Soldiers, 

St'lbc % ailc * a fcw of my Friends,I knew not what to determine.For I thought it not fit to call back 

feww fake m y Forccs,becaufe the day was well nigh paft ; and although they lhould have been with 
me the next morning, yet they might not have taken Arms, becattfe our Law forbids the 
lame,how great Ibever the occafion be that is offered. And although I fliould have drawn 
forth the Taricheatis&nd the ftrangers that were retired thither, and under hope of prey, 
have led them forthjet / faw that they were Feeble to refill the Enemy < On the other 
fide, /already perceived, that if / flayed over-long , the Army which was fent by the 
King, being already entred the City, would have excluded me./ therefore determined to £ 
ufe this ftratagem; / prefently feta Guard at the gates of the City,confifting of my moft 
trufty Friends, fullering no man to pafs out- of them : and aflemblingthe chief of every 
Family, / commanded them tbiatich their Boats into the Lake,andtb follow me With the 
Mailers of their Ships. After which,both /and my Friends,arid leven other Soldiers, be- 
took us to a Bark, and failed toward Tiberias. But when the fiber tins faw that no Forces 

lti)£h, h werc come from tne Kii1 £> a,lc * tttat tne Wa0 ^ Lake was covered with Barks , amazed, 
and fearing the ruin of their City, for that they luppofed the Ships to be full of Soldiers, 
they changed their Sentiments. And laying by 1 their Weapons , themlelves With their 
Wives and Children came forth to meet me, and receiv'd me 'with joyful acclamations 
(for they thought / had had no notice of their intents) befeediing me that for the lafety M 
of their City, / Would enter the lame. Bht / drawing near the City, commanded the Ma- 
ilers of the Barks to call Anchor far off the Ihore, left the Townfmcn might perceive 
that the Ships were empty : And /my lelf drawing near with mine own Bark to them, 
reproached them, that contrary to their Oaths, they had been To foolilhly induced to re- 
volt. After Which, /promifed them pardon^ if lb be they Would deliver me ten of their 
chicfeft Nobility :' Which when they had incontinently perfprraed'i/ihipt them ilia Bark, 
and fent 'them : PWforiers t& Tatkhea. Theft -/ J d3maiided ten more,and /contitiifd to ufe 
the fame artificcXtlll /had by little" arid little 1 &dt all the Senate ofTibtr/as, arid many of 
the chiefeft Citizens, aiid fehti the* thither. " 

• At length, the reft of the Multitude, perceiving in how great-danger they were', they N 
hefoughf hie that /Would pttnilh'the ehief Author of this Cfcmfpiracy, Wli6 was called

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A As foon as I returned to Tarkhea, and the Tiberians underftood what ftratagem I had 1 
ufed with them, they were all amazed, ibeing how I had puniflied their ingratitude and 
difbbedience without any bloodlhed. Afterwards I fent for fuch of the people of Ti- 
berias as were in Prilbn^mongft whom was Juflrn and his Father Pijtus^wd invited them 
to fup with me : And during the repaft, I told them that I was not ignorant, that the Ro- 
man Army excelled all Men of the World in power and force : Notwithftanding, that I 
kept my lelf filcnr, in refpedl of the Seditious that wero round about, and f coun- 
lellcd them that they alfo would do the like in expectation of better days ; and yet that 
in the mean time they would not think amifs of my Goverrimenc,becaule no other could 
treat them better. I reminded Jujhis alfo, that before I came from Jerufa/em, thtGalile- 

B am had cut offhis Brothers hands, accufing him to have forged fallc Letters before the 
War ; and that after Philip's departure, the Gamelites, being at odds with the Babylonians 
flew Cares, Philip's own Kinfman ; whereas I had moderately punilhed his Brother-in-law ^ma^u 
Jejus, who had married his Sifter. After this difcourfe during fuppcr time I let H'tfhts fl^»*«'.' 
and his Friends, early in the Morning, at liberty. But before this came to pafs, it hapned olj%^ S ° n 
that Philip the Son of Jacim departed from the Fort of Gamala upon this occafion : As 
loon as he underftood that Varus was revolted from King Agrippa,and tlmMoJius Eqtw, 
who was his Friend, was lent to fucceed him, he certified him of his Eftate by his Let- 
ters : which when he had received.he highly rejoyced at Philip's fafety, and fent thole kffiAnd 
Letters to the King and Queen, who lived at Berytus. ' Whereupon the King underfland- 5S>C 
C ing the falle rumor that ran touching Philip, that he was the Chieftain of the Jews Army 
who undertook the War againft the Romans ; fent certain Horfemen to Philip to bring 
him to his prefence : before whom he no fooner arrived, but he embraced him very kind- 
ly, and Ihewedhim to the Roman Captains, telling them, that that was Philip of Whom 
it was commonly reported, that he was in Rebellion againft the Romans. After which, 
he lent him with a party of Horfemen, in all diligence to the Fort of Gamala; to draw 
Ins houfholdfervants from thence, and re-eftablilh the Babylonians in Batancea, and travel, ' G *'^ 
to his uttermoft power, that the Subjects might be conitnued in obedience and peace'. 
After Philip had received this commandment ftbm the King, he hafted to perform the 
lame. 

D But one Jofeph a pretended Phyfitian or 'Tfeacle-fellcr, gathering together a fort of ° ne W'K, 
bold young Men, and inciting the Nobility of GW*,perlwadcd the People to fall from ^7o\m!t 
the King,and take Arms, for recovery of their former liberty. Having thus drawn ma- 
ny to his party, he fell to killing of all thole that dutft cbritradid him. Amongft thefe 
died Cares,fejiis his Kinfman, and the Sifted of Juftus the Tiberian, as we have heretofore 
declared. After this, they requefted me by Letters, that I would fend them aid and La* 
bourers to build Walls for their Town. To both which Requefts of theirs,I eaflly com 
defcended. About this time the Country of Gaulonitis, as far as the Borough of Soly- 
ma, rebelled againft Agrippa. I alfo inclofcd with Walls Seleucia and Sogon, which were 
two ftrong places unaccefiible, and fortified by Nature ; I did the like alfo by Jemnia Many 

E Amentha and Qharabe, a Borough of higher Galilee, although they were fcituated amone .Tk fioM1 
the Rocks. I fortified in like fort Taricheas alfo, and Tiberias, and 5^m,Cities of Gar 
like ; And the Cave of the Arbalians, Betfobe, Selemen, Jotapa, Capharath, Qomofoipna 
Nepapha, and the Mountain Itdyrim. In Which places I ftor d up great plenty of Corn and 
laid up much of Armor and Munition for defence. 

Mean-while, John the Son of Z<?w,increafed his hatred daily more and more towards tm» laboured, 
me, being greatly grieved to fee myprofperity : And whereas he was fully refolvcd to 
mime of my Life, after he had encompaned his Country Gifcala with Walls, he fentm~ ( '°" 
Simon his Brother With an hundred Soldiers to Jerufalem, to Simon the Son of Gamaliel 
defiring him to labour the matter in fuch fort with the City,that my Authority might be 

F diianulled, and that John, by common confent might be ordained GoVernour of Galilee . 
m my place. This Simon was born in Jerufiilem^ohk in Birth, and intfecl: a Pharifee 
(which Se&.of allother, is moft ftriftly obfervant in the Laws of our Country; a Man 
of excellent wildom, who, by hiscounfel, Was able to repair tiie decaying Ruins of his 1 
Country, and who of long time had made ufe of Johns Friendlhip, becaiife he was at 
that time mine Enemy. 

• ThtsMaii,{bllicited by the intercelfion of his Fricnds,perfwaded the High-Prieft Ana- 
nas, and JefusthQ Son of Gamala, and other of his Faction, to flop my increasing honors, 
before attain d to a higher degree of power. For it lhould be very adVantagious for 
them alfo, if I wercremoved from the Government of Galilee. Further, he told Anamis, 
G-and the reft, that they were not to delay' the matter, left upon difcovery of their coun- 
«i I rn a ^ Ck d ^ e °i ty ^ iCh an Arm ^ Amtius thc Hi g^«eft replied,That it could SM coun(cl 
not eahly be done, for that divers Priefts and Govcrnours of the People barc witnefs for *b*mWp&. 

me, 
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mc, that I behaved my felf honeftly in that Government j and that it was ill done to H 
bring an Accuiation againft a Man, who could not be charged with any Mifdemeanor. 
When Simon heard what Ananus faid,he pray'dhim, and the reft,at lcaft,to fpeak nothing 
tlicreof, nor to make his motion known : for he himfelf would undertake the Executi- 
on of it. And calling unto him the Brother of John, he charged him to tell his Brother 
that the way to accommplifh his defign, was to fend Prefents to Ananus For ( faid he ) 
they will work fo much with him, that they will make him change his opinion. In the 
end, Simon obtained that which he long time fought after. For Anatlus and his Adhe- 
rents being corrupted with Mony, accorded to remove me from the Government of 
Galilee, without the confent ot allowance of any other of the Citizens. For which caufe 
they thought good to lend certain pcrfons Noble, in Birth, and no ways inferior to one I 
another in Learning, whereof two were of the common fort, and Pbarifees : the one 
simmteond called Jonathas, the other Ananias ; the third was Jozarus of the Tribe of Levi , who 
gm<ci againft was ^ Q a pfj ar if e€f an d G f the race of the Priefts. To thefe they joined Simon, who was 
alio defcended of the High-Priefts,and the youngeft of them all. Thefe they command- 
ed to call together a Council of the Galileans, and demand of them, why they loved me 
fo well ? If they anfwered chat it was becaufe I was of Jerufalem, they Ihould fay that 
Jerufalem was their Country likewife. But if they faid it was becaufe of my know- 
lcclg in the Law, they were willed to fay, that theyunderftood the fame as well as I. If 
they faid it was in regard I was a Pricft that they loved me, they fliould likewife aVerr, 
S£ that two of them were Priefts. Being thus Inftrufted, and receiving forty thoufand Sil- K 
fvutto jtfph. ver drachms of the Publick Treafure, with their Fellow and Collegue Jonathan, they fet 
forwards. 

And for that at the very fame time a certain man called Jefus ot Galilee, was come to 
Jerufalem with a band of fix hundred Soldiers, they fent for him,and hired him, and gave 
him three Months Pay, commanding him to follow Jonathan and his Companions,and to 
do as they fliould command them: And to thefe they adjoyned three hundred Citizens , 
whom they hired with Rewards. With this preparation the Legates fet forward, being 
accompanied with Simon,John , s Brother, who had one hundred Soldiers with him, with 
Commiflion from thofe that fent them, that if I willingly laid down Arms, they ihould 
lend mc alive to Jerusalem : And if I refiftcd,by their Authority, they might lawhilly kill \_ 
ytyh Father me.

m him™ 5 im " inc. After I had intelligence hereof,by my Fathers Letters, who had notice thereof by 
Jefus the Son of Gamala, one of thofe who were prefent at the deliberation , and who 
intirely loved me. I was much grieved, feeing with how much ingratitude my Coun- 
trymen requited me, and of malice had decreed my death ; and for that my Father in- 
vited me by moft aflcc-tionate Letters to draw my felf homeward, telling me how much 
he defired to fee mc, who was his Son,before he left this Life. I imparted thefe things to 
jvihhveM- my Friends, and certified them, that within three days I would forfake their Country, 
v«£tofctum and retire my felf into mine own. Whereupon they were furprized with great fadnefs, M 
10inc * and befought me with tears, that I would not forfake them ; for that they mould be ut- 
terly overthrown, iffobcthcy were left deftitute of my conduct. But whereas they 
could by no means perfwademe, and the care of mine own fecurity prevailed very much 
with mc ; the Galileans fearing left I fliould leave them, and by that means the Thieves 
fliould be encouraged to fet upon them, they fent Meflengers thorow all Galilee, to fignifie 
unto them the rclblution of my departure. Whereupon divers understanding the News, 
referred unto me from all parts, bringing with them their Wives and Children ; not fo 
much, as I fuppofe, for the ibrrow they conceived at mydeparture,as the fear that they 
had for themfelves. For they perfwaded themfelves, that if I remained among them , 
there could no mifehief befall them. They aflembled therefore in a great Plain, called N 
Afochim, where I remained. 

For lying in my Bed, and being wholly 
wJ Drcam"' u ' difconfolatc and troubled with the News I had received, methought a certain Man from 
above fpake unto me after this manner : Comfort thy felf, and fear not.

formed, that John o/Gifchala bath oftentimes fought wbefray you, we are fent to reprefs 'hit 
Malice, and to exhort him hereafter to fubmit himfelf Hnto yom And being defirous to confer 
with you, touching what concerneth the mbliek good, weprayyouto refort to us as foon as you 
can, with fome few Attendants, becaufe the Borough is not able to entertain many. To this 
efTe<a they writ to me, hoping that one of thefe two things would fall Out : either that 
coming difafmed, I ihould be eafily furprized by them r 6r elfe bringing with me a great 
Company, I ihould be condemned for ah Enemy to nty Countrey. The Meflengef that AHorftman 
brought me this Letter, was a valiant young Man, mounted on Horfe4>ack, and had in Lmm. 
times paft born Arms for the King. The time at which he came to me, was two hours 

n within rtight,whcn I was banqueting withmyFriends,anclthe chief Governors of Galilee; 
After that, one of my Hbufliold Servants had certified hie/ that a certain Jew on Horfe- 
back was come to fpeak with me, I commanded he^duld hi brought in j who faluted 
me but coldly, and delivering me the Letter; faid unto me, They that are come from Je- 
rufalem, fend you this Letter } give them afpeedydnfweti For lam commanded to make a 
fpeedy return t They that fate at the "fable With ms, were amazed at tlyfi Soldiers Infd^ 
lence. But for my felfy I willed him to fit down artd fup with us : but he refufmg the 
fame, I opeh'd the Letter without the obfervation of any prefent, and having feen what it 
contain'd* I folded it ub again, and held it in my haiidy in fuch manner as I had recei^ 
ved it, and began to talk with my Friends of otller; Affairs : arid not long after rifirig

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A but thouglit it bed policy to march towards them. But Jonathans Soldiers having in- 
telligence of my coming, retir'd, and with them John alfo, to Jefus% Houfe, which was jok» 
a great 'l ower, nothing different from a Cittadel, in which they lodg'd a good number SSf c \ a 
of Soldiers, and locked up all the other Gates fave one; expecting that 1 iliould come tytf*to>k a 
that way, to (alute them. In a word, they had commanded their Soldiers, that when I 
mould enter, they Ihoiild fuf?er no Man che to enter with me, but exclude all the reft. 
' For they made no other account, but that by this means they might eafily fcize on me. But 
they were deceiv'd of their hPpes : For having notice beforehand of their intent, as 
loon as I came thither, 1 cntred into a Lodging that was right over againfl; theirs, and 
feigned that I went to take my reft. Whereupon Jonathans Soldiers fuppofmg that 1 was 
B indeed a fleep, andiafc, went forth in all hafteinto the Plain, and labour'd to difliidde my 
Soldiers from their fidelity, becaufe of my ill Government. But all things fell out con- 
trary to what they hop d : for as foon as they were difcovered, the Galileans gave a great 
ilioutjteftifying the good will they bare to me their Governor, and they blamed the Am- 
bafTadors, that without any caufe of Injury, they were come to difturb the Publick 
Peace, and requir'd them to be gone, for that they would admit no other Governor. 
When thele .things were fignified unto me, I made no doubt to adventure my felf forth «hwmfcif 4 " 
among them, to hear what thefe AmbafTadors had to fay againft me. Upon my arrival, nik" g WsEneJ 
the whole Troop fliouted for joy, and applauded me with a loud Voice, giving me 
thanks for my juft and peaceable Government. 
C Jonathan and his Adherents hearing this, Were afrdid, left the Galileans mould fet up- 
on them, and they mould be in danger of their Lives ; and fo tl^ey began to bethink 
themfelves how they might efcape. But perceiving that they could not retire, becaufe 
1 requir'd them inftantly to ftay, they were fo confounded, that they feem'd out of their 
fenfes. I therefore commanded the People to ceafe their fliouting, atld planted the Sol- 
diers of greateft truft in every paflage, to prevent John from charging them unawares. 
After this, I exhorted the People to betake them to their Weapons, to the end that if 
the Enemy iliould Giddenly aflail them, thev might not be put into diforder. This done, y^obkactti 
I flrft of all began to rip up to Jonathan and his Followers, what Letters they had Writ- trea . chcr y 
ten, and how they had certified me, that they were fent by the Inhabitants of Jerufalem, KilbL, 
D to make an end of thofe differences that were between me and John, and how they had 
rcquir'd nie to come unto them. Afterwards in the fequel of my difccUrfe, I produe'd 
their Letters in open view, to the end they might not deny any thing, feeing themfelves 
convicled by their own hand-writing; and fpake thus, addreflingmy fpeech to Jonathan. 
If being accufed by John, / fhould produce two or three witnefes that were men of reputation t

could not but acknowledge mine Jnnocency, and acquit me of that whereof I am accufed I But Zh'Sh^' 
to the intent you may know that I have faithfully governed the eftate of Galilee, lam not con- 
torted to produce three witneffes, but I produce all theft whom you fee before you. Enquire of 
them how J have lived, and whether I have governed this Country in all hone fly and juflice ? 

E / adjure you alt therefore,who are my Followers and Friends of Galilee,^*/ you hide nothing 
of the truth ; but that before thefe men^ as if they were Judges, you declare if I have done 
any thing that is contrary to right. 

After I had fpoke after this manner, all of them, with one accord, called me their Ths ommns 
Benefactor and Defender, and gave teftimony of my forepafled Government, and ex- ^ im ? n y 
horted me to continue the fame hereafter. And all of them affirmed by Oath, that I had SSSmK 
carefully prevented left dny Woman mould be violated, or any Man by my means drawn 
into any injury or inconvenience. This done, I publickly read die two Letters in the 
prefence of all die Galileans, which were taken (torn Jonathans Meflengers, by thole 
who were appointed by me to befet the ways,and were by them fent to me ; which Let-SeA& 

$ ters were full of injuries and fallhoods, accufmg me that I had behaved my felf father ' WsE P iftle * 
like a Tyrant, than a Governor, towards them : befides that, there were divers other 
tlnngs in them written and urged very falfly. Thefe Letters ( faid I> were voluntarily 
offered me by thofe that carried the fame. For I was unwilling that mine Adverfaries 
mould know that I had befet the ways, left they Ihould forbear to write hereafter. 

The People having heard this, were dilpleafed and animated againft Jonathan and his the wr«ff in <* 
Followers, and prefs r d on to rnurther them ; as they had furely done, had I not pacified SKSSf ST 
the difpleafure of the Galileans. As for the AmbafTadors that accompanied Jonathan, I w? 
told them all, that I pardoned whatfoever was paft, provided they would change theirffi? • 
demeanor, and upon their return into their Country, truly report unto thofe who had 

G lem them, how ail things had paft undet my Government. This they promis'd, and I 
diimilTed them ; notwithftanding that I knew they would perform nothing of that 
which they had promifed, But the whole multitude continuing their fury againft them,de« 

C 1 fired 
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fired me to give them leave to punifh with ail rigor thofe who had committed this flan. H 
derous acl;. But I laboured all I could to pcrfwade them to lay no hands upon them, 
7^p.dfiti know,n 8 ful1 wcllthat whatfoever Mutiny it be, it cannot but breed prejudice to the 
'Am with- 1 Commonweal. This notwithftanding, the multitude would by no means be fatisfiai, 
ontKojdflicd. but all of them ran in crouds with great fury to the Lodging, where Jonathan^ the 
Ambafladors were, Whereupon feeing that it was impoflible to reftrain their fury, / 
incontinently betook me to my Horfe,and commanded the People to follow meto Srgan a 
Borough of the Arabians, diftant from thence fome twenty ftades. By this means 1 
brought to pafs, that the beginning of a Civil War might not.be imputed to me. 
Mpb finds one When I arrived at Sogan, 1 made a halt, and admoniih'd my Followers not to give war 
bS"ltV t0 fr° ward difplealures, nor entertain any defure of revenge j and I commanded than I 
>>,pu M . to choofe out an hundred of the chicfeft and eldeft amongft them, who fhould repair to 
the City of Jerfufalem, and there complain unto the People againft thofe that had kind- 
led Sedition in their Province. And I faid unto them, // the People be favourable and 
l/fien to your difcourfe, you Jkatl perfwade them to write unto me, that by their authority I re- 
main in Galilee ; and that John and his Followers depart from hence. After I had given 
them this charge, and that they were furniflied with all things necefTary for their Journey 
with all expedition on the third day I difpatched them, and fent five hundred armed 
Men with them. I writ alio to my Friends in Samaria, fo to provide for their paffage 
that they might finifh their Journey in all fecurity. For Samaria was already in fub- 
jcclion to the Romans ; and it behoved my Men, of ncceility, in order to make a fhort v 
Journey, to pais that way. For, from Galilee, by this means a man may in three clays 
arrive at Jerufatem, Furthermore, - 1 conduced the AmbafTadors my 'felf as far as the 
Frontiers pf Galilee, fctting Guards upon the ways,. to the end that Hone might eafily 
know of their departure. Which done, I fojourncd for a certain time at Japha.

m-id-^in. difmitfed -John to Glfclph : as for themfelves they w.ent to Tiberias, hoping to bring the 
SrfSSS f ? me und f th^r obedience ; for that Jefus, who wasPrefident at that thue, had written to 
them, and promifedthem to perfuadc the People to entertain them, and to take their part 
if they came : inWhich hope they retired thither.

happy, in that I had fo wifely behaved my felf in Galilee ; and they rejoyced alfo in ap- 
pearance, that I was returned with honor ; telling me that they participated in that honor 
as being their Fellow-Citizen. And they protefted to me that the friendfliip which I bore 
them was moreconfidcrable to them than that of John ; and dcfired me to return, promifing

Further- \r 
more, they prayed me to take up my Lodging in another place, becaufe the Sabbath be- 
ing near, it were an inconvenience that the City of Tiberias fliould be drawn into trou- 
ble on that day.. I, who fufpetfed nothing, repaired to Tarichea, leaving notwithftanding 
certain of my kiends behind me in Tiberias, who might curioufly obferve what the com- 
mon talk was of me : and all along thq way betwixt Tarichea and Tiberias, I laid certain 
Men in wait, who from one to another might certifie me of that which was difcovered 
r, p , r 7 'r f who J rema,uecl |". * e Cty; The next day therefore they all aflembled in the 
SieiSf Pr ti"?* Oratory, which was a large houfc, wherein they prayed, and capable of a 
i>nf„.,u great Multitude. When Jonathan was entred in;p,this place, he durft not openly fpeak to 

them of a revolt but; only told them that their City had need of a better Governor. But M 
the Prciidcnt Jefus without diflembling, fpake plainly after this manner unto them; // N 
TtaWxA ";^,ff^7^^«X^;^/Wy; that you were fubjecl to four Men of Nobility and great mf, 
fe« « " t0 .™\ 1 ^thereupon he pointed to Jonathan and his Coileglies. Juftus flood 

««ivc ekek U P> and prailed this advice, and drew fomcofthe People to his Opinion. But the greater 
part afTented not and there had prefently Mowed a mutiny, had not the Aflembly been 

rltir ^ 7 r Ti" ,t . w , as " litJ " d ^' whic j? is the ordinar y hour amongft them to take, 
their repaft. Thus did Jonathan's Conforrs remit the determination of the matter 
tin il the next day, retiring themfelves without any good done. Which being reported 
to me I refolved with my felf the next morning to, repair to the City of Ti£rhu t and 
accordingly arriving there very early I found the People already afTembled in the place O 
of Prayer ; but they knew not the caufe why they were afTembled. Jonathan anS his 
Collegucs feeing me there, contrary to their expectation, were very much troubled, and 

bethought 
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A bethought themfelves of this fubtilty. They told the Multitude that a certain Friend of 

theirs had inform'd them, that he had difcovered certain Roman Horfcmen upon theFron- 'jomthm aiyj 
riers of that Territory, ibme thirty ftades from the City, in a place called Homonoia.^}^' ^ 
Whereupon they cry'd out, that tlicy ought not to endure their Countrey to be pillag'd 
by the Enemy in their fight. They ufed this Speech, fuppofirig that under pretext of 
refcuing the Country, they might fend me abroad, and fb remain Matters of the Ci- 
tv, by getting the afiecliiott of the Inhabitants to my prejudice. 

Now although I knew very well their intcnt.yet I gave ear to them,lefl I mould bring 
the Tiberians into an Opinion,that I was negligent and carclcfs of their fecurity. I there- 
fore rode out.and came to the place of which they had fpoken,where finding rto footflep 

B or appearance of an Enemy, I returned fpeedily without delay to Tiberias. When 1 acmC^ 
came there, I found the whole Council aflemblcd with a Multitude Of People, and Jon.i- ^"Jfg'lfc 
than making againft me a very vehement Invedive, that I made no account to relieve 
them in their Wars, and ftudied nothing but mine own Plcafure. And vvhil'fl they fpake 
thele words, they produced four Letters^ as written unto them by thole who live up- 
on the Marches of 'Galilee, requiring fue'eor of them ; for that the Roman Horfemert and 
Footmen would within three days forage and fpoll their Countrey. The Tiberians 
hearing thefe Allegations, and fuppofing them true, cryed out, faying. That it behoved 
them not in that manner to delay time, but to go and fuccor their Qountrey-men invironed with 
great dangers. Whereupon 1 anfWer'di That I was ready to obey them, and promis'd to 

£ march forth againfl the Enemy with all expedition. Now I knew well the pretence of H'^f^ 1 

J Jonathan, and declar'dnly Opinion, that fincc thole Letters faid, that the /fww/tfj-gather'd tc\L VSaiL 
head in divers plafces,it was requifite to divideour PoWcr into five Companies,appointing dws - 
everyone of them a Chieftain over them, each of the Ambafladors to command one. 
For it is an honour fof good Men not only to givecounfel, but alfo when need requireth, 
to be firfi in adtion ; artd it lay not in my power to lead any more than one Company. 
This my advice was pleafing to all the People, who prefently conftraind thefe Men to 
march out to the War ; whereby it came to pafs, that they were greatly confufed to 
fee tbat rhey could not finifh that which they had imagined, becaule I crofled all their 
Enterprizesv Hereupon, one of their Party cali J d Artanias, a wicked and fubtle Man,coun- jjj" ^bX° f 

D felled the People to celebrate a folemn Faft the next day, and gave direction at the fame dors, a wkkd 
hour, that aU of them fliould gather together in that place without Arms, to teftifie be- man ' 
fore God,that without his fuccorsand a(fiflance,they were able to do nothing. He fpake 
this,not for any Piety that was in him, but to the end to furprize both me and my Fol- 
lowers unarmU To this advice of his I was cOnftrain'd to condefcend, to the end it 
might appear that I contemned not that which had fb great an appearance of Religion. 
As fbon therefore as we retired everyone to our feveral Lodgings, Jonathan and his yo>mtha»wi- 
Collegues writ to John, to refort unto them early in the morning with his men of War, S^S'hirJu 
and all the Power he could make; for that they might eafily lay hands on me, and ac- 
complilh that which they had fo long time long'd for, He receiving this Letter,willingly 

E obey'd. The next day I commanded two of my ftouteft and faithfuleft Soldiers to hide 
their fhort Swords under their GoWns, and to attend me, to the end that if in any" fort 
we were aflailed by the Enemy, we might defend our felves. I put on my Curats alfb, 
and girt my Sword by my fide, in fuch fbrt> as no man might perceive the fame, and 
tame with them to. the place of Prdyer. 

But Jefus, as fbon as f was entred with my Fricnds,havirtg the guard of the gatc,would 
not permit- the rehVof my Followers to enter with me : and as we Were ready to begin 
our Prayers, according 1 to the cuftom of the Countrey, Jefus rifing up, demanded of me, wi.h 
What was become of the Houjhold-Jhff that was taken out of the Kings Palace when it wasW't 1 '- 
burnt ? and where the bullion of fijver was and with whom I had left the fame? all which 

F he mention'djthac'he might delay the time till Johrii approach. I anfwer'd, That J had 
put the flime into the blinds tf/Capellft and ten of the chief Nobility of Tiberias, and wil- 
led him to ask them whether it were true that I fpake? He did fo, and they confefTed,that 
they had it. But wf)at ( faid he) is become of thofe , twenty pieces of Gold, that you receivd 
by the file of a certain weight of Mafive Silver ? I ahfwer*d him, That! haddeliver'd the Iffjffte 
J'ame to the Ambaffadors,to^defray their charges in their Voyage towardsjemfatem. Hereupon ^j/"*' 
Jonathan and his Collegues fdid, that, t had done amifs, in employing the Publick Treafure to° 
the ufe df thofe Awbafadbrs. The People being difplea^'d with this malice : And when I 
iaw that a Commbtfon was likely tp'arifje, I thought beft to animate the Peoplethemore 
againft them ; I faid 1 ,- That if I btid ihhe amifs mfuMfhing the Ambaffadors out of the com- 

G moh \ flock \they fhould need to- take no further ' difpleafure for that ; for, faid I, / will repay thofe 
twenty pieces of Gold u oWof mine own Purfe. Hereupon the People were incenfed'the 

C 3 more 
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more againft them, becaufe they manifcftly difcover'd what hatred they wrongfully bare H 
unto mc. Jefus fearing left fome Difturbance might arife, commanded the People to de- 
part, and only the Council to ftay, for that it was unpoflible to examine matters dif- 
crcetly, where fo much trouble and turmoil was. The People cryed out, That they would 
not leave me alone among them. Whereupon there came one to Jefus s who fecretly informed 
him, that John with his armed Men was at hand. Jonathan being unable to contain and 
...ainioft c0!lccal ms J°y» an( * Got ^ f° providing for the confervation of my Life (finceother- 
jniyfiirpii- wile, John and his Followers had certainly deftroy'd me. ) Forbear ( laid he ) ye Tibe- 
:i:yf tiiSvSd rians > t0 enquire of the twenty pieces of Gold, Jofeph merit eth not puniflment for this mat- 
■.■.,m p. ii. ter ; but becaufe he affected the Tyranny, and by his words hath deceived the People of Ga- 
lilee, and gotten the Sovereignty to himfelf. As he fpake thefc words, he and thofe of his \ 
Faction offer'd to lay hands on me, intending to murther me. But thofe two, whom I 
had with mc, perceiving their intent, drew their Swords, threatning thole who attempted 
to offer me violence. The People Jikewifc gather'd {tones to caft at Jonathan ; and 
pul I'd me away violently from mine Enemies. As I was getting away, I faw John 
coming with his Troops ; whereupon crofting down a private way that led me to the 
Lake, I got into a Boat, and went by water to Tariche.i, avoiding this danger beyond 
all hope. 

tt- : G^/ u ,;S- ;h Thcrc immediately I lent for the chiefeft Men of Galilee, and told them, how contra- 
Sw'c.Jyt'.uu. ry to all right, I had almoft been murthcr'd by Jonathan and the Tiberians. The Gali- 
^ktiZr 1 lea,1s were highly incens'd againft them, and conjur'd me, without delay, to make War ft 
^ci dcah with againft them ; or if I lift not my fclf, to fufler them with all expedition to cut off both 
John and Jonathan, with all their Followers. I reftrain'd them the beft 1 could, and 
rcprcfentcd to them that it was beft to expecl: till fuch time as we knew what News 
our Ambafladors, that were gone to Jerufalem, would bring. To the end to do no- 
thing without their approbation and conlent ; and by thefc means I perfuaded them. 
But John feeing that at that time his dcflgn had no fuccefs, rcturn'd back again to Gifi 
chala. 

a'SSSvc- Somc few da y s afccr ' our Ambafladors return'd from Jerufalem, and certifVd us that 
V.'. VwtiS jtm* the People of Jerufalem were much displeas'd with Ananias the High Prieft, and Simon 
t i )C s on 0 f Qamaliel, that without their confent, they had fent Deputies into Galilee, to L 
difpoflefs me of the Government there ; and their difplcafure was fo great, that they 
were ready to let their Houfes on fire. They brought me alfo Letters, by which the 
Governors of Jerufalem, upon the inftant Rcqueft that the People made to them, confirm- 
.A^Ani.mKy in GC j mc in t j ie Government of Galilee, and commanded Jon at ban and his Aflbciates to 
return back again with all expedition. After I had receiv j d thefe Letters, I repair'd to 
the Borough of Arbela, where I aflembled the Galileans -, before whom I commanded the 
Ambafladors to report how much the People of Jerufalem were difpleafed at thofe things 
Sd rZrjo. w,lic!l 1 on - uh ™ had done againft me ; and how they confirm'd me in the Government 
ftfthh ° f tl " S CounCr y» atid.rccall'd Jonathan and his Confederates back again to Jerufalem : 
o'"^Z After this, I fent them that Letter that was directed to them, commanding the Meflen- vr 
ger to obferve very carefully both their Actions and Countenance. They were greatly 
troubled, and fent for John, and thofe of the Council of Tiberias, with the Governor, of 
Gabara, and confultcd with them what was beft to do. The Tiberians Opinion was, that 
Jonathan and his Collegues fhould continue to take care of Affairs, and not forlake the 
City which had put it fclf into their hands, efpecially, becaufe I would attack them: for 
that I had fo thrcarned them, they were not afharn'd to feign and imagin. This advice 
not only pleafed John but he further gave this counfcl.that two of the Ambaffadors fhould 
be fent from them to the People of 'Jerufalem, to accufe me that I had unjuftly govern'd 
Galilee ; which they might very eafily perfuade the People to believe, both in regard of 
their Authority, as alfb for that the common People are by nature variable and inconftant. w 
This counfel that John gave, was allow'd by them all : and it was thought fit that Jona- ' 
than and Ananias Ihould in Perfon repair to Jerufalem, and the other two remain at Ti- 
berias ; and for their Convoy they gave thqm an hundred armed Soldiers. 
ISri tt w Thc riheriam after * llis provided for the reparation of their Walls, gave command- 
* B * n a-jcj; P b. ment to all the Citizens to take Arms, and fent for fbme fupplies to John, who was at 
Gifchala, to ftrengthen their Garrifon, if they fhould any ways be affaulted by me. Jona- 
B"f thm travelling onwards of his Journey, came to Qafaritta, a City fituated upon the ut- 
tuiun ondkcpt tcrmoft Borders of Galilee in a great Plain ; there he met about Midnight with fome of 
my Troops that kept the Watch, who commanded them to lay by their Arms, and kept 
them Prifbners, as I had commanded them. Hereof Levi, who had the charge of this Q 
Quarter, ccrtifi'd me by his Letters. I diflembie^ the matter for, two days, fent Letters 

to 
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A to thc Tiberians, by which I counfelled them, to lay their Arms afidc, and difmifs every 
one to his own dwelling place. But they returned me an injurious arifwer ,• for they fup- 
poled that Jonathan and his Train were already arrived in Jerufalem. But I letting light 
by their Injuries, relblved to ulc Cunning, rather thart Force : for I thought it a dange- 
rous matter to kindle a Civil War. Being therefore willing to draw them out of their 
walls, f chofc out ten thoufand of my beft Soldiers, whdm I diftributed into three 
Bands, and lodged ond Company of them fecretly at Dora, in ambulh. I placed another 
thoufand in a certain Borough fcituate in a mountainous place, fome four fladcs from 
Tiberias ; commanding them, that as foon as I gave theni a watch-word or fign, they 
mould break forth : as for my felf, I drew into thc open field, and there quarter'd. 

B Which when the Tiberians faw, they made continual Excurfions towards me, ufing ma- The7>w«; 
ny bitter and injurious Taunts againft me : and fo great Folly poflefled them, that they wwer- 
laid a Coffin in the open Plain, and going round about thc lame, they fcornfully fecmed y afi * uU Jw * 
to lament mc, as dead, whil'ft in the mean time I took plealure to laugh at their follies. 

But being dcfirous to furprize by fome policy Simon and Joazar thc two other Col- 
legues, I fent to defirc them that they woul^ march forth a little without their walls, at- 
tended by their Friends, and a Guard for their Security j for that I Was minded to' con- 
fer with them upon a Peace, and to fbarc thc Government with them. Simon blinded 
with Ambition, was lb weak as to come forth with all expedition ; but Joazar fufpec-t- 
ing fome ftratagem, would not adventure without thc Walls. As foon as I faw SiMoH,^,^^ 

C I went out to meet him, and embraced him kindly, giving him thanks for that he wte f'^fj'^ 
come down ; and after walking along with him, as if I intended to communicate fome- Km Jw«yfi? 
what with him in fecret, 1 withdrew him from his Friends ; and laying hands on \\im,l {onei ' 
dcliverd him to my Friends to lead him into thc Borough, and gave a fign to my Soldi- 
ers to come forth, and with them I aflaulted thc City ot'fiberias. There was a fharp 
skirmifh on both fides, and the Tiberians had well nigh gotten the Vi&ot-y : for my Sol- 
diers began to Hie ; but perceiving how the matter went, f animated thofe of my Com- 
pany, and gave a valiant onfet on the Tiberians, who almoft had thc better, and chafed 
them into their City, and fent another Company by the Lake, to fet fire oh thofe Hou- 
fes which they fhould firft light upon. Hereupon the Tiberians thinking their City was 7^ 

D taken by force, caft down their Weapons for fear, and pray'd me to have compaftion on T,Mat ' 
their Wives and Children, and to pardon their City. Accordingly, being moved with 
compaffion, I rcftrained the fury of my Soldiers ; and becaufe it was late, I founded a 
Retreat, both to fpare the City, and relieve my wearied and wounded Soldiers. I fent 
for Simon to come and flip with me, and comforted him in nis misfortune, promifing 
him to fend him to Jerufalem with all fafety, and to furnifh him for his ordinary expen- 
ces with all tilings ncccflary. The next day, with ten thoufand Soldiers, I entred into 
Tiberias, and having aflembled the chiefeft Citizens in the Hippodrome , I commanded them 
to difcovcr to mc who had been the Authors of that Rebellion. They fatisficd mejandl^Mfendsriie 
laid hatids oh thcm.and bound them.and fent them incontinently tojotapata. As foe Jo- sedt^ wyt' 

£ nathan and his Conlbfts, I gave them Money for their charges, and fent them back to Je- tat " u ' 
rufalem with Simon Joazar, and five hundred Soldiers for their Guard. Hereupon the 
Tiberlms rc-allembled themfelvcs before me, befecching mc to pardon their mifdeeds, 
promifing me to recompense by their future fidelity their former defection : and defi- Tho/e Goods 
ring mc to reftore thofe Goods to the Citizens, which in way of pillage were taken from 
them. Whereupon I gave command, that all the prey fhould be brougjit and laid before ^ar/r£ 
mc ; and whereas the Soldier's delayed to perform the fatiie, I efpying one of thofe Sol- rcd ' 
diers that flood by mc, better apparalled than he was wont to be, a?ked him where he 
had gotten that Garment ? who, confeffing that he had taken it in the fpoil of the City, 
I caus'd him to be well-cudgel'd, and threatned a wotfc p'umfhment to' all thole that 

F would not reftore what they had taken away. By which mca'ns, recovering a great part 
of the prey together, I gave every Citizen that which bclong'd to him. 

In this place I . cannot forbear to reprehend fuflits, dnd others, for foul dealing. For ha- a Reproof of 
ving fpokcii of this bufijiefsjn their Hiftories, they are not aflianfi'd to 'gratific their paf- 1?/™$?$* 
fion and liatr^d by delivering it to Pofterity 6therwife than indeed it was. In which they ftijty a-aJfcd 
differ nothing from Counterfeiters of Evidences, and Raiets of kecords, biit that tliefe 7 ^ 
Men arc more cucourag'd by Impunity. $6i K Juflus, (6 the end he might feem to emplb'y 
his time well/undertaking to fet down the \Wcnts of tl\is Wilr, hath Delyed me in manY ' 
things, and hath been no left guilty of falfitieis in' fflltifts relating to Itis own Cbutf- 
fry. For which caiife, I am neccffarily enforced in/ this place , to difcovcr that 

G which hitherto r have concealed, and td reprove "tfiat 'whidi he hifl\ falfely , te 1 - 
Itified of me: neither is it to be wondered at, that I'Havc fa long deferred it. 

For, 
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For whofocver writes a Hiftory, though oblige! to (peak the Truth ; yet is not bound I) 
to inveigh againfl the wickeder fort too vehemently ; not for that they are worthy 
of this favour, but that he may keep himfelf within the bounds of Prudence and Mo- 
deration. 

Tell mc therefore Juftus ( for thou deftreft to le held for the man of greaieft credit 
amongfl all other Hifiorians ) tell me, I pray thee, fa familiarity ( for I muft fo talk with 
thee as if thou wert prefent before me ) how I and the Galileans were the Authors of that 
Rebellion, which thy Country began both againfl the Romans, and their King. For before I 
was chofen Governor of Galilee by the People <?/Jerufalem, both thou and au the Tiberians 
were ttot only up in Arms, but had already made War againfl thofe o/Decapolis in Syria. 
Thy felfhadfl burnt their Villages, and one of thy Servants dyed in that encounter. Tet I 
not I alone witnefs this, but it is extant alfo in writing in the Records of the Emperor Vcfpa- 
fian, how the Inhabitants o/Decapolis fupplicatedVcfyafun then in the CityofPtolemais, 
that thou mighteft be punifked, as the Author of their mi/chiefs : and affuredly thou hadft 
been punifked. by the Emperor, had not Agrippa, who received Commiffton to execute thee, 
upon the inftant re^ueft of his Sifter Bemice, /pared thy Life, and kept thee bound in Prifon. 
for, a long time. But the fequel of thy alliens fufficiently pews what the reft of thy Life hath 
b&en, and how thou didjf caufe thy Count rey to rebel againfl the Romans : whereof /will pro- 
duce hereafter rnoft e vident Arguments, and for thy caufe will I urge fomewhat againfl thofe 
other Tiberians, and will make it plain to fuch as Jhall read thefe Hiflories, that thou baft 
S&Scy. been , no friend, to Rome, nor faithful to thy King. And I firft inflame in the greatefl Ci- £ 
■jtt7»/"L ~ tie ' s °f Galilee, Sephoris W Tiberias, in which thou Juftus wert born. The former is 
diieTcitiwof fciiuate in the heart of Galilee, having round about it a number of Villages, and being eafi- 
GahUi. ^ to Ma j,p a rcvo lt a t pleafure ; yet notwithftanding the Citizens thereof refolved to 

obferve their faith to the Romans, and would not receive me, nor take Arms for the Jews. 
Ana ^ through 'the fear they had of me, the Inhabitants furprizd me by their artifices, and 
obligd me to encomp'afs their City with a Wall : and that done, they willingly entertained a 
Garrifon which was, fent them from Ceftius Gallus, who was General of the Roman Legions 
in Syria> and deny d me entrance, becaufe at that time he had a great power, and terri- 
fied the Counirey round about. Tea, when our great City of Jerufolem was befieged, and the 
Temple common to all our Nation, was in danger to fall into the Enemies hands, the Sepho- l 
.rites fent no Succors, to the end it might not be /aid that they took Arms againfl the Romans : 
.But thy County ey^ Julius, being fcttuate upon the Lake of Genazareth diftant from Hippos 
tMrty ft ades, from Gadara ftxty, from Scy thopolis fixfeore, in a Country obedient to the 
'/ttng, having not any City of " the Jews round about it, might have very eafily kept their faith 
fo.the Romans,, if they had pleas' d. For both the City and People werefurnijhed with Mu- 
nition in all abundance. But. as thou fayeft, I was the caufe at that time. And who after- 
wards} For thou knoweft that before the fiege c/Jerufalem, / was in the Romans hands ; 
and that Jotapata toas taken by force, and divers other Caftles; and that a great number of 
Galileans had been, loft in divers Battels. At. that time Jhouldeft thou have delivered thy 
felf of that fear thou hadft of me, laying thine Arms afide, and prefent fag thy felf to the ty[ 
King and the Romans, if thou tookeft Arms not of thine own accord, but enforced. But the 
truth is, yoij expetted Vefpafian'j coming, even until fuch time as he begirt your City with a 
ftege, and then, kid you your Arms afide for fear of danger: yea, even then had your City^ 
, faen overthrown, except the King in excufe of your folly, had obtained your pardon at Vef- 
mCw\s ha^f/s. It was not therefore my fault, but your own, that you behaved your f elves 
like Enemies, tofhe Roman Empire. Do not you remember how often I obtained the vithry 
againfl you, and how feldom you could complain, of Bloodfhed i But you falling at diffention 
one with another;, became the inftruments of your own ruine ; and not for the love you bare 
"either to the . King , 'or the Romans, hut of your own malice you flew an hundred eighty five 
Citizens, at fuch a time as I was befieged by the Romans fa Jotapata. Nay more, is it not jq- 
, p-jte,. that dttrinpthe faid 1 ftege of Jetuhkm, there were more than two thoufand Tiberians 
< ~fli'fa, or taken Prifoners ? But. perhaps thou wilt alledge, that at that time thou wert no 
; Enemy,, becaufe itlm wert fle/.tojhe King : but I tell thee that thou fteddefl thither for 

. . the fear thou hadft of me,. ,.1'a.m a .wicked, man,, as thou fayeft : but what art thou } whom 
TfyW Agrippa delivered ffotrf ' ptinijb'ment, . at, fuch, time as thou wert condemned by Vefpafian 
juftus condtm.fo^Me tby.jmd } whom hemafte^rifoner imcefand as many times paft thefentence of Ba- 
ud to dcarh. y^ mt} j. %au$f fidonce commanded to be , thine own Murtherer, /pared Wy Life upon the 
fortunate fillfcjtation of. his filler Bernice, And after fo many Crimes committed by thee, 
jjjving ienteYtofyed '.tfree for his Secretary, -wfjen he, found thy corruption in that office, he ha- 
wjbfgthjit fiimMiPr'e/aite*, " ' ',; ' " O 
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lor at that time thou wert at Bcrytum with the King, and kneweft not what the Romans fuf- 'in- 
fer d at the ftege of Jotapata, feeing thou didft not follow us, . Neither couldft thou be able to 
learn how I behaved my felf therein, for that there was. not 'one of thofe . that helpt me to de- 
fend it left alive to give thee certain intelligence. Thou wilt perhaps fay, that thou haft care* 
fully defer ibed that which hapned during the ftege fl/Jerufalem. And how is this poffible r For 
thou wert neither Agent nor Spectator in that War ; neither haft thou read the Commentaries of 
Velpafian. . Which I clearly affirm, lecaufe thou haft written clean contrary to that which.is 
B contained therein. And if thou art fo confident, that thy Hiftory is truer than others, vohU„p M m mm 
didft thou notpublifh it during the Lives of Vefpafian and Titus, who were the Generals of)^>° k f K * 
that War ; or during the Life of King Agrippa, and his Relations who were all of them very 
expert in the Greek Tongue} For thou hqjt kept it written by thee above twenty years, and^' 
mighteft have produced witnefs of thine exact diligence before them, who were privy to all things. 
But now when they are dead, and thou thinkeft that no man liveth f hat. may ■ reprove thee 
thou haft taken the boldnefs to publifh thy Work. I have ufed no fuch Policy in my Books 
but pre fent ed them to. the Emperors themfelves, who were. Eye-wit neffes and^ Actors thereof: 
For I knew in mine own Soul that I hadfet down all things truly ; Whereupon I obtained my 
expected approbation. Moreover, I communicated the fame Hiftory with divers others where- Manlfcft Te(l! - 
C of fame of them were prefent fa the War, as was King Agrippa, undfome of his hndredSlvst 
And Titus the Emperor , himfelf was fo defirous that Pofterity flwuld learn the truth of that ^"' imi '^- 
Hiftory out of thefe Books, that he placed them in his Library; and caufed them to bepublifl* 
ed, being fulfcribed with his o\\>n hand, "As for King Agrippa> fitot me feventy two Epiflles 
" teflifying the truth of my Books, whereof two are j'ubjoin d; to the end, that the truth may 
' appear . thereby. King Agrippa to his. dear friend Jofeph^ Health y I -have with 
^ contentment read the Book, wherein thoufeemeft fa my Opinion to have handled this matter 
" more exactly > than any other. For which caufe I pray thee fend me the reft. Farewl my 
" Friend. King Agrippa to Jofeph his dear Friend, Health : I perceive by thy writhes thi r, < 
" thouneedeft no information from me, how matters paffed from the beginning: yet ikienweWb™ '' 
D " next, I will between me and thee tell thee certain things which tlmtSwweft not Thus v - r 
was he a witnefs of the truth of my Hiftory ... not flattering me, for it became him not ■ SS, 
neither deriding me, for far was it from fo noble a mfadtabefubjcct.to fo fervile a folly- S'dt'cwS 
but only to this end that, the truth of my writings might be. commended to the Reader by W' 1 '- 
his Teftimony. And thus much have I thought good- to fct down by way of anlivcr 

to Juftus. ■ . , . , 

Now as fopn as I had pacified thefe nroiiblcs in TibeAias, .and had eftabliflicd a council 
cHudi as were well afletted *oward*:mc, I bethought my felf of what concerned me 
to do in refped oVfohn. All they of G Alike were of the Opinion, that I mould eather 
together all the forces of my Government . and march againfl John, and do jnrticc upon 
E hm ]> a s he that had been the Author of all this mifchief. But for mine own parr I mifli- 
ked their counfeis, becaufe my defire was, to. cxtinguim thefe Troubles without blood- 
f il ? n >. for phat cauft UiyQyn'd theiri.with all diligence polliblq, to learn the names 
ofal thofe who ferved. under him which being done, . Lpublifhed ^Proclamation -bv 
which I promifed fafety and pardon to all thole, that mould fotfake John, affienfoe 
them the term . of twenty days, to determine of that which < feemcd beft.' for their own 
lecurity ,:. and I threaincd.to.fec firo on their Houfcs, and conflfcate their goods except 
they qu4T^4heir Arms,. They hearing, thefe things,, were greatly troubled, and fbWom- 
J?°k mm ; and after, they Md laid down their Armsv they;. came unto me to the num- ? Ws 
ber of four .thoufand, :, fo. that only about fifteen hundred Mm remained with John ei- ^ 
F tner of Citizens, or Stingers of lyre. When John perceived thdc he 1 was circumvented >J 
by this policy, he ever after remained quiet in his Country in great fear. 

At that tin* the Sephorifes grew fo bold> that they took Arms in confidence of the 
ltrengtlvof thQir walls, and for that they faw mc diffracted with otlier bufinefs. They 
lent to Qeftius Gal/us Governor of Syria, praying him to repair to thehl with all expedi- 
tion, and;take pofleffion of their City, or lend them, a Garrifon at leaft. Gdlus 
promiled^o come to thcin 4 buthefet down no certain time of his approach. Where- 
of when J was. advertifed, I took the Men of War I had, and mafthed againfl the St- 
phowes, and took their City by force. The Galileans-, very glad of this opportunity, 
and lupppfing the time; was pome wherein they might- latisfy die infatiable hatred 
G they bare againfl that City, omitting nothing that rai^hc wholly ruin the City, with 
al the Inhabitants. They fet fire on the Houfes wlijch they found dcfbJate , for all the 
inhabitants were Hed away for foar, and. retired inta a Fortrefs. They phindred the 
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Town, and left nothing unfpoilcd; neither was there any kind of mifcry which they H 
stfborir foiled. m fli& ec l no t on their Countrymen. Which when I faw, I was much grieved, and 
commanded them to give over ; telling them it was impiety in them, to fliew them- 
felves fo lavage towards their Countrymen. And feeing that neither by any prayer 
or command 1 could draw them to obedience ; for that their animofity was Co violent, 
I commanded thofethat were about me, and whom I moft trufted, to fpread a rumor 
that the Romans were entring on the other fide of the City with a great Army. All 
which I did, to the end that by this rumor, I might reftrain the fury of the Galileans, 
and fave the City of Sephoris. And this policy took good effect ; For when they heard 
this news they were afraid, and forlbok their pillage, totruft to their heels, becaufe 
I who was their General did the like. For I made a ihew, that I believed the rumor to be \ 
' true, as well as they : and by this ftratagem the City Scphoris was faved beyond all hope. 
TitwUt in dan- Tiber ids alio hardly efcaped from' being fpoiled by the Galileans, through this oc- 
gcrotnim. ca f lon which enfueth s The chicfeft of their Council writ to the King, to defire him 
to come and take pofleffion of their City. The King promifed to fatislie them very 
ihortly, and deliver his Letters to one of his chamber, called Crifpus a Jew born, to 
carry the fame to the Tiber ian. The Galileans took this meflenger on the way, and 
brought him unto me : Which when the common People underftood, of meer tpken 
they fell to Arms, and the next day divers of them aflembled themfelves from all 
parts, and came to the City of Afach, where I made my abode, and made great ex- 
clamations, calling the Tiherians Traitors, and the Kings Friends, and demanding of me j£ 
liberty to repair to Tiberias-, and raze it to the ground, being as much dipleafed againft 
the Tiherians, as they were againft the Sephorites. 

Which when I heard, I flood in great doubt how to deliver the fiber ians from that 
difpleafure, which the Galileans had conceived againft them : for I could not deny but 
that the Tiherians had written and Cent for the King : For the anfwer which he made 
•^»6cv-iriiit«h tnem > did evidently exprefs the fame. Having a long while debated the matter with 
vvitlj'iumfcif: m y (elf, I laid unto them; I know as well as you that the Tiherians have offended ; 

neither will I hinder you from fpoiling their City, but you muft proceed to the Exe- 
cution thereof with fome prudence. For the Tiherians alone do not betray the publick 
liberty, but others alfo, who are more accounted of in the Country of Galilee. Stay i 
therefore until fuch time as 1 am throughly informed, who they be that are Authors of 
this Treafon ; and then you mall have them all under your hands, with all fuch you 
particularly think Worthy punifliment. By this djfcourfe I appeas'd the People/, who 
n>e G.1//AWW departed from me contented. As for the Meflenger that was lent by the King, I caufed 
vvrVpaVihcd, him to be imprifoned, having refpecT: to an urgent neceflity of mine own, which con- 
T£aL ftrained me to depart out of the Kingdom within" a little while. And calling Crifpus (b- 
•nbtrims. cretly unto me, I charged him to make the Souldier Drunk; who had the charge of him, 
to the end that he might in all fecurity flie back to the King: Thus Tiberias being rea- 
dy to be deftroyed the fecond, time, by my- Government and Providence, avoided a 
great and fatal danger. ■ M 

At the lame time Jufius, the Son of Pifttu, fled to the King without my knowledge ; the 
caufe of which 'flight, I will orderly :exprefs. As foon as the Romans had begun the War 
aganift the Jeivsjihe Tiberianscoadxxdcd to obey the King, and in no fort to rebel againft 
KmmS th tlie RoMa » s ' But r M us petfuaded them to take Arms, thirfting after alteration,! and ho* 
cS™"' ping to ufurp the Government of Galilee, and of his own Country : But his hope failed' 
him; for the Galileans being, envioufly bent againft the Tiherians, iot thofe injuries they 
had fuflfered at their hands before the War, would not allow Jufius to be their Governor. 
My felf alfo, whom the People of Jerufalem put in truft with the Government of Galilee, 
was oftentimes fo much moved, that I failed little of killing Jufius ; fo intolerable was 
his perfidioufiiefs. He therefore fearing leaft my difpleafure mould fhorten his- days, went w 
to the King, fuppofing that he might live more freely and fecurcly with him. 

The Sephorites beyond their expectation having efcapetj this firft danger, writ to Co 
ft us Gtallus the fecond time; defiring him to cdme to them, to the end he might feize 
their City ; or elfe fend them Forces to withftand the Incurfions of their Enemies. And 
they wrought fo much, thatCW/wfeht them a Body ofHorfemen, and after them Footmen, 
who came by Night* and were received into their City. But feeing that the Country round 
about was but in poor Eftate by feafbnof the Romans Horfemen, I drew my Forces to- 
gether, and came to Garizim, where I encamped fome twenty ftades from Sephoris ; and by 
S?wff ? n ^ 1 approached the fame, and fet Ladders to the wall, with which I entred a great > 
scfhurit. number of my Souldiers, and became Mafter of the better part of the City; from O 
whence notwithstanding we were afterwards conftrained to retire, becaufe we knew 
not all the ways, killing before, our departure twelve Roman Footmen and two Horfe-

laudable. For which caufe I have held it a muter no ways undecent for we, to follow the 
goohefs and generofity of that worthy High Friejl ; and the rather, for that even at this day I 
fuppofe manyare^m lefs well ajfefted to good Letters, than that great King. Vet the Copy ofaH 
the. Holy Scripture was not given him j but thofe Translators who tier e fent unto him to Alex- 
aticfria, did otdyritbmmunicate that unto him which belongs to our Law. But the things that 
are* found writ$n in' the Sacred Books of Holy Scripture, are innumerable; being the Hifiory 
of five thoufand years ; in which divers extraordinary Events and Revolutims, fundry great 
Wars, and many glorious Attions ddne by excellent Captains are dcfcribed. Infum, if anyone 
have a defire to read this Hifiory, he fhall principally learn and obJerve,That all things fall out \ 
happily, and beyond their expectation, to thofe men who obferve the Will of God, and are afraid^ 
to tranfgreff his Commandments ; and that God hath prepared fotifucb the crown and reward 
of Felicity ; aftM the contrary, that they w!jo depart from the ditige'nt obfervance. thereof in- 
ftead of fkce'eding in their deJignS ( how juft foever the fame may feem to themfelves ) fall 
into all Jb.rt of misfortunes, and into miferies without recovery,. For. which caufe I exhort all 
thofe that flull read thefe Books, to conform themfelves to the Will of God, and to olfervein 
Moles our excellent Law-giver, how worthily he hath fpoken of his Divine Nature ; bow ht 
hath manifefted that alibis Works are proportionable to his infinite Greatn r fs ; and how his 
whole Narratio^ thereof is pure a$d free from the vanity of. Fables, wherewith all other Hi- 
ftori.es are pbyfwed.y For [the Antiquity alone of ., his Hifiory fecyres him from the fufpition^ 
that one might entertain of his having mingled tiny thhg fabulous in his writings ; inafmucb 
as he was born more than two thoufand years ago, which is a continuance of Ages, to which 
the Poets neither -durft refer -the original of their Gods ; neither the deeds or Jaws of Men, 
whereof thej. make, mention. . But mpurfuit of our Hifiory, the ffquel of our Difcourfe {ball 
declare all things 'exaflly, and in the order which is obfervd in the Sacred Books. For in com- 
piling this Won; I have prom/fed "neither to add, nor topretermit anything: And for that all

IN the beginning God created Heaven and Earth. Now the Earth< not being fubjed; to m^Clfth? 
fight, but covered with thick darknefs, and traverfed with an Air coming from high ; flti'c'hrm 
fe God commanded chat there Ihould be Light ; and after the Light was made, having con- &tMty, 19S1. 
fidercd the univerfal matter, he feparated the Light from the Darknefs, and named the e^TV^i 
Darknefs Night, and the Light Day ; calling the Morning the beginning of the Day, fftto&Ruffi. 
and the Evening the time wherein we ceafe from Travel; and this was the firft Day Kcreationof 
which Mofes in his Language called a Day, and not the firft Day : whereof at this pre- t^BL. 
fent I could give a fufficicnt reafon ; but for that in a particular Difcotirfe I have pro- 
mifed to write of all fuch things ; I will refer the declaration thereof to its convenient j^^jj-. 
time and place. After this,on thelecond Day,God created the Heaven,and placed it above 
all the World, having feparated it from other things ; and making it firm by the means 
of a Criftalline matter, he endowed it with a quality moift and rainy, to the end the 
f fame might render the Earth fruitful.

^v-^j TV lOah had three Sons, Sew, Japhet^nd Cham, born one hundred years before the Dc- 
towm. 0, pw j.^ luge. Thefe firft defended from the Mountains into the Plains, and there made 
sSf* ,hrec their Habitation : which when other Men perceived (who for fear of the Deluge had 
ded'the"" fte'ri ^ tne ^ a ' ns * anc ^ ^ or t ' iat cau ^ c wetc ^ ot " 1 to ^ or ^ a ^ e ^ Mountains) they gathered 
tyof^to^courage^nd perfiiadedthemfelvestodo the like : and the Plain where they dwelt was 
5S luhe called Setuar. And whereas they were commanded by God, that (by reafon of theO 
increafe and multitude of Men ) they ihould fend Colonies to inhabit divers 
Countries of the World ( to the end no quarrels might grow betwixt them ; bin 

contrari 
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A contrariwifc'M labouring and tilling a great quantity of ground, they might gather great 
ftorc of fruits ) they were lb ignorant, that they dilbbeyed Go J, and falling into great 
calamities, fuffered the puniihment of their offence. Now God fecingr their number con-* 
tinually increafe, he commanded them again to divide themfclves into Colonies. But they 
( forgetting that the Goods which they pofTcfled, proceeded from him, and bis bounty, 
and prefuming that their force was the only caufe of their abundance ) did not obey him, 
but rather fufpecled that God fought to betray them, to the end that being thus divided, 6> 
he might the more eafily deftroy them; Nimrod the Grandfon of Cham one of Noah's 
Sons.incited them in this fort to mock and contemn God. Be put them in the head that they 
fliould not believe that their profperity proceeded from God, but that they ought to at* 

B tribute it to their own valor, which furniihed them with fo much riches ; fo that in a little 
Ipace he reduced their cftate to a tyranny ; fuppofing by this only means that he might 
make Men revolt againft God,if he might perfuade them to fubmit themfclves to his 
Government; giving them to undcrftand, that if God fliould once more threaten a De- c:*b n. 4)3 , 4, 
luge, he would protect thein againft him, and to that end build a Tower, to vohofe top the 
water fbould not reach, and alfo revenge the death of their Predecejfors. The ftupid Peopie 
gave ear to thefe perfuafions of Nimrod, fuppofing it to be pufilanimity in themfclves, if 
they fliould obey God. For which caufe they began to build the Tower with their ut- 
termoftinduftry ; neither was there any one idle in all that work ; yea, lb great was the 
number of Labourers, that in a little time the work was railed to a height beyond all ex- 

C pe&ation; The thicknels of it was fo great, that it obfeured the height : and it was 
built of burnt Brick, and cemented und joined with a bituminous morter, to the end that it 
might become the ftronger. 

. God feeing their madnefs, yet condemned them not to a general extermination (by t h? cm<uw 
realbn that they had made no profit by their example, who pcriflicd in the firft Deluge) $ J'?® 1 "- 
but made them mutiny the one againft another by changing of their tongues; Co that by rea- ' 7 ' *' 
fon of their diverfity of language, they could not undcrftand one another. The place 
where this Tower was buildcd, is at this prefent called Babylon ( by reafon of the confuft- 9. 
on of tongues that firft began in that place ) for Babel in Hebrew fignifieth confufion. Ofthis 
Tower,and the diverfity of Languages, Sibylla makes mention in thefe words: At fuch SK'fc 
D time as men ufed one kind of Language, they built a mojl high Tower, as if they meant by the erof B ' M - 
fame to mount up into Heaven ; but the Gods raisd Winds, and overthrew the Tower, and font 
amongfi the Builders diflinct and fever al Languages ; whence it came to pafs, that the City 
which was afterwards built in the fame place was called Babylon. But as touching the field 
of Senaar where Babylon ftands, Hefliceus teftifieth after this manner : It is faid of thofe 
Sacrijfcers, who efcapedfrom this great diforder, that they took the Sacred Relques of Jupi- 
ter the Conqueror, and erne into Scnaar of Babylon. * " 

CHAP. V. 

How Noah's Pojlerity difperjl themfclves throw the whole World. 

E T^Rom that time forward ( by reafon of the diverfity of tongues) the multitude difper- mm&r,^ 
J/ fed themfclves into divers Countries, and planted Colonics in all places, and oc- "^CA. 
cupied thofe places whither either God or their good fortune conducted them ; fo that ntytmZftL 
both the Sea-coafts, and the Middle-land were rcpleniflied with Inhabitants. Some there E'Sv 
were alfo, who palling the Sea in Ships and Veficls,firft peopled the Iflands. And there 
are Ibmc Nations likewife, who at this day retain the names which in times paft were K ^ r ^- 
impofed on them, fome others have changed them. Others are altered into names more 
familiar and known to the Neighbors, deriving them from the Greeks the Authors of 
fuch Titles. For they in latter times having grown to great name and power, appropri- The Names or 
ated the ancient glory to themfelves, in giving Names unto the, Nations which they lub-'SSE and

CHAP. VI. 

He Defendants of Noah down to Jacob. The fever al Countries which they pofefs'd. 

NOW they, in honor of whom the Nations receive their firft Names, were the chil- n,n e & r** 
drcn ol the fons of Noah. Japhet the fon of Noah had feven children,' who extend- a * 
ed themielvcs in Afia, from the mountains of Taurus and Amanus, to the River ofTanais ; jo'.VJw™'' 
and in Europe unto Gades, occupying the Countries which they ficft met vvith,not before I^&IT., 
inhabited, and calling their fcvcral Lands by their own name ; Gomar was the founder Gt >»<»- 
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ot film his other ion,thc Jonians, all the race of the Greeks took their original. Tbobe* 
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lus gave name likewife to the Theobelians, who at this day are called Iberians. Mefchus was H 
the founder of them that were called Mefchinians, who were fmce named Cappadocians ; 
for they fhew even' at this day a token of their ancient name, to wit, the City of Mafaca< 
which teltifieth that this Nation hath been fo called. Theres gave name to the Therians, 
who were under his Government, and whom the Greeks called Thracians. All thefc Na- 
tions took their original from the feven fons of Japbet. But of the three fons which Go- 
l^S^mdr had, Afibanaxes gave name to the Ajcbanaxians ( at this day termed Rheginiansby 
the Greeks ; ) Ripbates gave name to the Riphatinians, called at this day Papblagomans ; Ty- 
tik Progeny «t qj Mes to the Tygraneans, who by the Greeks are called Phrygians, Alfo Javan the fon of 
\ %p ] } , t ^ j ia a three Ions ; of whom Aliftts gave name to the AliftansMxo at this prefent day 
■ih^h soul's ar e the Aetol/ans, over whom he commanded. 7V;<ir/tfj gave name to the Tharffans, which j 
country,^/^. ^ ancient name Q f t | ie Cilicians, as appeareth by the name of their Renowned and 
Metropolijane City Tbarjts ; Chetim obtained the Ifle of Cher ine, called at this day Cyprus 
(whence it is that not only all Iflands,but alfo all places on the Sea-coaft are by the He* 
whenco g«w & rms called Cethim) witnefs one of the Cities of Cyprus, which hath had the fortune to 
Ka,2r Lut prelcrve its ancient name ; being called Citium, by thole that give Greek names to allthings, 
a word not very much varying from Cethim. Thefe Nations were founded by the fons and 
young children of Japhet. But I will firft publifti one thing, which perhaps is unknown 
to the Greeks,w\d then profecute my purpofed Narration which I have omitted ; that is, 
that thelc names have been changed after the manner of the Cw/f j,to the end their pronun- 
tiation mieht be more eafie and agreeable. For we never alter the terminations of words. K 
But the fons of Cham poffefled Syria, and all the Region that abutteth on the Moun- 
S'Sandtheh tains of Amnus and Lihanus ; extending their Empire even as far as the Ocean,and giving 
Piogtny. name g to tlie fa m which names are partly wholly abolifhed, and partly fo changed, 
that they are very hard to be known. There are only the /Ethiopians t oi whom Chuspno 
of Chants four fons,was Princc,that have always preforv'd their name ; and not only irt 
that very Country, but alfo through all Afia they are call'd Chufeans to this day. The 
Mefreans defcended from Afefre, have alfo preferv'd their name : for we call Egypt Mefre, 
ifr . and the Egyptians Mefreans.

For which advices and counfels of his, Ei 
feeing the Chaldeans and Mefopotamians began to mutiny againft him, he thought it ex- 
pedient to forfake that Country and follow the Will and Command of God, and fb 
went and dwell: at Canaan ; where being feated, he built an Altar, and facrifie'd unto 
God. Eerofus, amongft other things, makcth mention of our Father Abraham, although he 
names him nor, when he fpeakcth after this manner : After the Deluge, and during the 
tenth Generation, there dwelt amongft the Chaldeans, a mofl jufi, excellent, and upright man, 
and esercifed in the know/edge of the Ccehfiial Indies. But Hecataiis makes not a bare 
mention of him ; but hath left a Volume which he hath written concerning him. And as 
0a ' touching NicoLws Damafcenus, hear what he faith in the Fourth Book of his Hiftories : 
Abraham reigned in Damafcus ( where he was a Stranger ) whither he arrived with his At- \ 
my from a Country fcituate above Babylon, called Chaktoa ; and a little while after ( de- 
farting out of that Region ) he went and dwelt with his People in a Country at that time cal- 
led Canaan, and at this day Judcca, and his Poflerity multiplied therein. In another Trea* 
•tile I will recite that which is reported of him : Tltc name of Abraham even at this day, 
is honourable in the Country of Damafcus, and there is a Village to be feen, which bear* 
cth his Name, and is called' Abraham s Houfe.

*amc chey into <Mgypt> but the like fortune eneounwed them, as Abraham had before fuf- 
the Lull of ilk peeked ':' for the beauty of his Wife was fuddeniy publiflied in every place. For which 
hypum,, •^>7- < ^ u ^ j*fa rao i, the. King of that Nation ( dcfirous to fee. that with his Eyes, which he 
had heard with his Ears ) he fought fbr, fent and lufied after her t '■ but God withftood this 
his unbridled Luft, by afflicting the King's Subjects with a Plague, and hisStatc by Sedi- 
tion. Whereupon taking counfel of the Priofts; what remedy might be ufed, and means 
1 s, 1?. fought to appeale the Divine Majefty ; they anfwcr'd him, that the caufe of their Afflitti- 
vns, proceeded from his intending violence to the ftiangers Wife : Whereat being much af- 
frighted, the King firft queftioneCh with the Woman, what me was, and who her Com-^j 
panion ihould be ? and at laft refolv'd of thetruth; he excus'd himfelf to Abraham, lay- 
ing, he liippos'd her to be his Sifter, and not his Wife; and that his purpofe was not to 
offer Injury, but feek Alliance ; and : giving him a great fumm of Money, he gave him 
Airth.m, leave to confer with the mofl excellent and .learned Priefts among the Egyptians. By 
y-ifl ms Rr tn *^ coll f erencc ^ ie ; S rc>v mt0 §£ eat eftimation, in regard of his Vertues : for Wli'ereas that 
iwCand Am.

The overthrow of the Sodomites' by the Aflyrians. Lot is taken Prifoner. 

AT this time the Affyrians. were Lords over all Afia \ and the cftate of Sodom floi|ri/h- w/it & 
edin all affluence, riches and multitude of People, an4 the Country was govern- <KF pfc» 
ed by five Kings ; Ballas, Bareas, Senabarusi Symoborus and Bale ( each particularly (y. Kin «' of 
zed of his Province and Kingdom. ) Againft thefe, the Aflyrians encamped themfelves ; 
and having divided their Army into four parts ( under the conduct of four Generals ) 
, they waged battel with them; in which the Affyrians attaining the day, they impeded a 
B tribute on the Kings of Sodom-,, who ( after they had for twelve years fpace performed 
their duty, and payed their tribute ) in die thirteenth year revolted from them. Where- 
upon the Affyrians levied a new Army againft them; under the conduct and commind 
of Marphad, Arioch, Chodollogomar and Thargd, who facked all Syria, and cxtinguifhed r^^. 



the Poflcrity of the Gyarits. And drawing: near to Sodom, they encamped near the hi- rX^ftht 



tuminous Pits ( which at diat time Were in^chat Valley : ) and which after Sodom was;de- Ka 
ftroyed, became a Lake; which ( by reafon of the bituminous matter that floateth in the &fMty!mn 
fame ) is called Afphaltites, that is to fay, bituminous.

C H A P. X. 
Abraham purfueth the Aflyrians, and rtturneth victorious. 
A Braham hearing of thefe things, .and moved botli with the taking of his Coufin r C^fS 
£\ Lot, as alfo with the flaughtcr of his Friends and Neighbors, prefently prepared »m*«oji.< 
himlclf with all his Followers, to fuccor them : and us'd fuch diligence in purfuit of the b &'Sf%^ 
Affyrians, that the fifth night after he encountred them near Dan, which is one of the V^'~ s -£ 
fources of Jordan-. Where iiirprifing them on the fudden ( diforder'd with Wine, and ft. 

£> difarmed ) he kill'd a great number, put. the reft to flight ; and purfu'd them in fuch M ' ' 4 ' l,i 
fort, that the fecond day after he drove them all into Soba of Damafcus ; manifefting 
hereby, that Victory confifteth not in the multitude, but rather in the courage of thole 0n what Vi - 
rhat fight { and that a few generous hearts are more worth always than a faint-hearted ^ dcpcnd ' 
multitude : for he had not with him above three hundred and eighteen of his fhoufhold 
Servants, and three of his Friends, to defeat this great Army. The few Affyrians that 
efcaped out of this flaughter by flight, returned to their Houfes with Ignominy. 

As foon as Abraham had refcued his Nephew Lot, and thofc other Prifoncrs of Sodom 
which were taken by the Affyrians, he returned into his Country, and met in his way jbll'hm*' 
with the King of Sodom ( in a place called The Kings field) where alfo he was enter- 

E tained by the King ofSolyma, called Melchifedech ( which is as much as to fay, The jufi tesJmittt 
King: ) for in truth he was no lefs ; but was held worthy, by reafon of his juftice, in all t^T" e?ti ' 
mens Opinion, to facrifice as the Prieft of themoft high God. Solyma in procefs of IKJwSf* 
time was called Jerufalem. This Melchifedech friendly entertain'd Abraham and all his "Sd 
Followers, not fuffering them to want any thing that was fit for their fuftenance ; he ls£!li2ch 
feaftcd him at his own Table,highly praifed him.and rendred publick thanks to the great *" j „ King - 
God, for that he had vouchfafed to grant him victory. Abraham on the other fide 
prefented him with the tenths of his fpoils. As for the King of Sodom he remitted 
all the prey that was taken, and only required to be ponened of thofe Captives which 
Were of the Country : which condition Abraham accepted not, anfwering, That he 

F would receive no profit of that Prey, but only fbme Provisions for his Servants and 
fome part of the fpoils for his three Friends who had affifted him ; the firft where- 
of was called Efebol; and the two other, Enncrus and Mambres. For this caufe God u,ii,n.\ 
praifed Abraham, faying, Thou jhalt not want the reward that is due unto thee for thy 
valiant Acts. To which he anfwer'd, And what good Jhall I reap of this recompence, if 
I have not an Heir to poffefs it after my deceafe i ( for as yet he had no ifiue. ) Then did 
God promife him a Son, whole Pofterity mould be fo multiplied, that they might in?,T£ 
siumber equal the Stars of Heaven : which when he undcrftood, he offered facrifice un- 2^ mif cJ 
to God, according to the Commandment which he had received : He took a Heifer r "'" m * 
of three years old, a Goat of three years, and a Ram of three years, and a Turtle, and a * 

Qfigeon ; all which he divided in twain, as he was commanded, the Birds only excepted.

unnatural and abominable Lulls. Whereat God being difplcafed, decreed to punifh 
their intolerable Pride, to mine their City from the Foundations, and in fuch fort to 
make dcfolatc their Country, that from thenceforward ic fliould neither nourijh, plant, 
Abraham. „ or bring forth Fruit. After God had pronounced this feiitencc againft the Sodomites, 
taui^thAn A y akm ( as lie fate l)nc j cr tne Oak at Mambres before the door of his Tent ) beheld 
v . y three Angels, and fuppofing them to be Men and Strangers, he arole and laluted them ; 
V ' ' and approaching near unto them, he defired them that they would accept of his enter- 
tainment, and lodge with him. W hereunto when they had condelcended, he com- 
manded his Servants to bake them bread of the fineft flower ; and having killed and 
roafted a Calf, he (et it before them ( as they fate under the Oak; which it feemed to 
him they did eat ; but they enquired of him where Sarah his Wife was .•> to whom he 
rn^j^r anfwered, that jhe was within on the Tent. They told him then that they would return 
•fbe yw rf the again, and that they fliould find her a Mother. But when his Wife fmiled thereat, and 
EcSfc faid that it was impoflible for her to bear Children, efpecially in that her felf was at 
^^S'^f'tbat time ninety years old, and her Husband an hundred ; they difcovered themfelves, O 
^^^^ and declar'd that they were Angels of God,- and. that they were lent, one of them to 
allure him that hp fliould have a Son;: the other two, to deftroy Sodom. Which 

when 
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A when Abraham heard, he was forry for the Sodomites, and arifing, befought God that he 

would not deftroy both the juft and the unjuft together. To whom God gave this an- ^ ^ 
fwer, that there was not one juft Man among the Sodomites ; and that if he might but 17.'"/ m. 
find ten, he would fpare the City from punilhment. Whereupon Abraham held his peace, p^lfW 
iuid' the Angels entered into Sodom : Where they were no fooncr arrived, but Lot invited (^gj* 
them to take their lodging in his houie (for he was a Man much given to Hofpitality,*™. and forc- 
which lie had learnt from the example of Abraham) But the Sodomites perceiving that ^ ™" 
thofe young Men which were entered Lot's houfc, were of excellent beauty , began to«f* '£,£ w 
offer outrage and villany to their pcrfons ; notwithftanding that Lot exhorted them to ■« iw'uic 
forbare, and not to ofler villany to his Gucfts,but in fomc lort to have a refpecl to his v ' \X. 

J5 houfe ; telling them, that rather than they fliould commit fuch a crime, he would give veyf j^ 
them his Daughters to uih at their plcafurc.But he prevailed nothing with them ; whcrc-rO^ 
upon God was in fuch wife provoked by their iniquity that he puck them with bliml-%^^ 
nefs fo that they could not find the Gate to enter into Lots houfe f nnd condemned the Sodomites ig^iMjhKa 
to a general perdition, hi order whereunto he commanded Lot to remove out of the vJAAio 
City, with his Wife, and his two Daughters, who were as yet unmarried, and their bc-^j^^^ 
trothed Husbands; but thefc laft, although forewarn'd by him, contemned Lots advice arc winded 
and held him for a dotard. Then did God fliootthc arrows of his vengeance upon the ^ y a ™V^ V cd!" 
City, burning it, and all the Inhabitants therein : and defolating by the fame fire all the 
Countries round about ; in fuch fort as hath already been declared by me in the Hiftory 

r I writ of the Wars of the Jews. But Lot's Wife, as they retired thence, looking back 
towards the City, and more curioufty beholding rhc dcftruclion thereof, contrary to the 
Commandment of God, was transformed into a Pillar of Salt, which is to be icen, even ^ 
until this day. Lot himfclf and his Daughters fled, and dwelt in a little Country ^nuiwz™-, 
which the fire had fparcd, called Zoar (which in Hebrew fignificth little \) In this \° ( ;; , ;\%, 
place (which was void of Men, and fcant of Victuals) Lot dwelt a long time, leading 
a folitary and poor life;and his Daughters fuppofing that all Mankind was cxtinguiflicd 
upon the earth, fubrilly circumventing their Father, lay with him when he leaft fuipc&cd 
it. By this their approachmcnt, they bare him two Sons ; the cider a Son named Moab™}f*F m " 
(which is as much as to fay,o/ my father) this is he that was the Father of the Moabiies, nam«ot-A/wi- 

13 which even at this day arc a great Nation : the younger, Amman (which fignifieth the Son an 
of my Race or kind) from whom the Ammonites delccnded, and both thefc two Nations in- 
habit the Country of Cwlofyria. In this fort Lot efcaped from the burning at Sodom. 

As for Abraham, he went and dwelt in Gerar, in the Country of Pale/line, leading f^fW 
with him his Wife Sara in quality of his Mcr ; (ufing the fame fubtilty which before ffi 
he had pradlifed for fear of the Egyptians) for he feared Abimelech the King of that 
Country, who falling in love of Sara would have raviflied her, had he not been hiu- pri/xd witiwhc 
drcd by a raoft grievous ficknefs, which God infMed upon him ; fo that being out ovc 0 
of all hope of recovery, at fuch time as he flept, there appeared unto him a vifion, which 
told him that he Ihould take heed left he oflered any outrage to the Strangers Wife, 

£ who was come into his Country : and after he was Ibmcwhat recovered, he told his 
Friends how God had fent him that fickncls in favour of the Stranger, and to nrefcrvc 
his Wife from violence, for that flic was not his Sifter, but his lawful Wife ; and he bid 
Abraham thenceforward be of good chcar,promifing him that the honour of his Wife had 
remained inviolatcd. This faid, he difiuiffed Abraham by the counfel of his Friends ; 
and told him, that he needed not to fufpect his Wife, by reafon flie had fufTercd no vil- 
lany : Alluring him, that God had care of her , and that he delivered her in fafety to 
him (being to that end protected by his mighty power,) and in confirmation thereof 
he called God to record, and the Womans confcicncc, vowing that he would not have 
taken her from him if he had known flic had been Married : Moreover, hedefired him 

F to be at Peace with him, and by his Prayers to appcafe Gods wrath, which was kind- 
led againft him : And faid that if thenceforward he would ftay with them, he fliould 
want nothing ; or if he lifted to depart, he promifed him Guides, and all other things 
for which he came into his Country. Abraham anfwered him, that he had in no fort 
diflcmbled with him in calling his Wife his Sifter ,for that flic was his Brothers Daughter; 
and that he thought he could not fafely travel through his Country, except he had ufed 
this fubtilty ; avowing moreover, that he was forry to have been the caulc of his ficknefs 
which had befaln him; that he heartily wiflit his hcalth,and was ready to abide with him. 

Whereupon Abimelech beftowed on him both Lands and Money, and accorded to con- 
vene with him in all uprightnefs, and without ofler of offence, and made a Covenant 

G and fwarc unto him at a certain Pit which was called Berfabc (that is to lay , the Pit 
of Swearing or Covenant) which name that place retaineth until this clay. Not long after, 
Abraham had a Son by Sara his Wife,according as God had promifed him,and he called

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his name/fare, (which in the Hebrew Tongue {ignificth X^usg^/^r) becaufe Sara laugh-™ 
«y. cd at fuch time as God laid unto her flic fhould bear a Son, having in her felf no likeli-

S]f ib * Kl tl}er to ** omc ot ^ ier P* ace : ^ ut at ^ * 1C & ave 110 ear t0 Sara ' s requeft,thinkiag it more 
s '"' than barbarous cruelty, to drive away a tender Child and his Mother, deftitute of all ne- 
ccflaries. At length by the Commandment of God he liftened to his Wife's counfel, and j£ 
committed the Child unto his Mother, (being of himfelf as yet unapt to travel) and gi- 
ving them a Pitcher of Water and Breads he commanded them to go thither , whither 
their nccellity Ihould drive them. And when their Victuals failed them, and their Water 
was confiimed.flie laid the Child, being faint and weak, under an Oak ; and to the end 
that in her prcfence fhe Ihould not breathe his laft, Ihe went a little way from him. At 
<T!'i mewt'ii tnat tmic an Angel °f Cod appeared unto her.ihewingher a Fountain hard by that place, 
vi:h Agar, and charging her to look to tiie careful education of her Child ; becaufe that by the 
confervation of IJhmael, flie was to expect great happinefs. Upon thefe promifes flie 
rook comfort, and falling into the company of Shepherds ; Ihe by their bounty was 
relieved in her diftrcls. L 
Ti-,c twelve Afterwards, when IJhmael had attained Mans eflate, he Married a Wife of the Nation 
^ZV 1 ^'' 1 ' 1 ' °f tne Egyptians t (from whence his Mother had her original,) by whom he had twelve 
Sons : namely, Nabaioth, Cedar, Abdeel, Edumas, Maffam, Memos, Mafmes, Chodam,The- 
m.w, Jetur, Naphes, Calmas, Call which inhabit the Lands which are between Euphrates 
The R-'feion of anc * fod-Sea, the name of which Country is Nabathata.) Thefc are they that be- 
x.;i*tk,U ' gan and made famous the Nation of the Arabians as well in refpect of their prowefs,ds 
of the dignity of Abraham. 

CHAP. XIII. 
Of Ifaac, Abraham* Legitimate Son. 

S touching Ifaac, Abraham loved him with an entire and Fatherly affection, as his 

only begotten Son born in his old age by the goodnels of God. The Child alio 

addicting himfelf unto all vertue, careful to honour his Father and Mother, and ftudious 
of the fcrvice of God, invited both his Parents the rather to affect and love him. So that 
Abraham was very dcfirous to forfakc this prefent life, provided that he might leave 
»^'*v**w behind him all the goods which he had, unto his Son ; which through the mercy of God 
he happily effected. Whereupon (under trial and conformity of his faith) God appear- 
ed unto him, and reckoned up all the benefits which he had bellowed on him ; how 
he had granted him victory over his enemies, and how he had eftabliflit and bleft him 
with prefent felicity by his favour ; for which caufe he required him to lacrifice, and 
'>-"• make an oblation unto him of his Son Ifaac ; commanding him to conduct him to the 
Mountain of Morea, and there to lacrifice him. In doing whereof, he Ihould manifeft 
the defire he had to ferve him, Cin preferring that which was agreeable to God, before 
the life of his Son.) Abraham fuppofing that it was no ways lawful to difobey God, 
M^bnm'i but tnac ne °"ght t0 fubmit himfelf to his will, (as to him by whole Providence all 
ojidoKc. things had their being) laid nothing to his Wife, concerning that which God had com- 
manded him, neither how he had determined the death of his Son ; neither did he make 
it known to any of his houfhold-lervants, left they might have diverted him from his 
^ rcfblution. He therefore took his Son Ifaac, with two Servants, (loading an AJfe with fuch Q 
things as were requifite for facrifice) and travelled towards the Mountain, his Servants at- 
tending him for two days ; and on the third day ; as loon as he perceived the Mountain,

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A he left the reft of thofc that accompanied him in the Plain, and attended -only by his 

Son, he attended up the Mountain (upon which afterwards King David appointed that'/'^« /v ^^ 
the Temple fhould be buildcd.) They carried with them alio the reft of thofe. things wSlof?' 
which were requifite for facrifice, (lave only the Bead that was to be offered :) Aboiit ffiffif L 
this time, Ifaac was five and twenty years old, arid did himfelf prepare the Altar,, and cit-c^v^L' 
quired of his Father what he Jhould offer, confidcring that as yet they had no jheep fir Jfll J;J^ 
facrifice. Abraham anfwered him that God would furnijh them ; (being of power fiitficient y«rtoK«i 
to give Men that in abundance, whereof they have need, and to deprive them of that KVSitod! 
they have, and whereof they held thcmfelves poneffed) if he were well plcafed with 
their facrifice : Now as foon as the Altar was made ready, and the Wood prepared and 
g laid upon the fame.and all things in rcadinefs) he addreffed his fpcech unto his Son,in this , b ^„ f0n . 
manner./J/y SonJ beg d thee oj God with very earnejl Prayers-, and ever fince thou wert bdrn<J*J™X " 
into the worid, I have intermitted no care and diligence in thine education', neither have l^JZuvT* 

" \gout of ' this lVorld,to fee' thee b:mi '^ r ' iik<:d - 
Jtance.-But fince it hath pled- 

. . . , rf . \>ife now thinketh good that I 

Jhould deftroy thee,ge»crouJly fubmit,and be contented to be facrifice d to him : for in fo doing 
I fulfil the Commandments of God, who requireth at our hands that we do him this honouf; 
for the favours which he hath bejlowed upon its in ajjifting us, both in War and Peace. Since 
therefore being born, thou art to die J deem it reasonable, that in regard it feemeth good 'unto 
q God that thou depart out of this life, (not byficknefs, nor by War, nor by any other inconveni- 
ence, that naturally hapneth unto Men) but by being offer d in facrifice to him by thine own 
Father, that thou render thy Soul unto him in the midjt of Prayers, and the celebration of this 
facrifice, to the end he may receive and feat thee near himfelf: Thou fhalt then be the comfort 
of mine old age, (which is the caufe for which I have nourijhed thee) if thou procure for me 
afijlance of God inficad of that which I «ught to receive from thee.Here Ifaac with a noble ipm't Mr. 
heart (like the gracious Son of lb godly a Father.) heard all which his Father laid with 
great contentment, and anfwered, That he would rather never have been b rn, than once 
difobey the Ordinance of God^.andof his Father ; or fhew himfelf averfe to fitbmit his will 
to both their pleafures,. confidering that if his Father only jhould command the fame, he 
p jhould do very ill if he difobeyed him : which faid, he leapt upon the Altar, and offered 
himfelf to the llaughtcr. Which had furely hapned at that inftant, if God had not hin- 
dered it ; for with a loud voice he called Abraham by his name, commanding him not «<m»- 
to kill his Son, and telling him that he had not given him that commandment, becaufe 
he took pleafure in humane blood, neither for that by fuch impiety he would deprive him 
of that Son> of whom it was his pleafure to make him the Father ; but that by this 
act he intended to prove his affection, to fee whether being commanded fuch a thing, 
he would be obedient ; and for that he had made trial of his faith and rcadinefs, and 
his difinterefted piety, he did not repent him of that good he had done unto him; that 
he would never forget to have care of him,and his race,whenfbever he Ihould pray unto 
E him.; and that When the courfe of his years were happily einded, he fliould leave a <?• 
great dominion to thofc of his Children which fliould be gtfOd and vertuouS. He told 
him moreover, that he would multiply his race in divers Nations, and that he would 
bellow great benefits upon them, and that the memory of the chief of his off-fpring 
Ihould be envied of all Men for their greatnefs. When God : had Ipoken after- this man- 
ner, it pleafed him on the fudden (no Man knoweth hoW>W caufe a Ram to appear t g, „. 
thereabouts for a facrifice. And thus (being delivered from all evils and inconveniences ShKmw 
beyond their expectations, after they had heard fo many promifes of fo many Mcflings) Safe "luLi 
they embraced one another, and celebrated the facrifice ; which done, they returned to- of 1Jri " e ' 
wards Sara in fafcty, and pafs'd the remainder of their Jives in happindfV'God giving r*ww% 
p them his blefling in whatsoever they undertook, ....'.!...:■. ' •» .!■;• rhj^oftht

NOt long after, Sara died ; after flie lived one hundred twenty and leven' years ; and %£$*f' 
was Buried in Hebron ; (where the Canaanites freely offered'a place for Burial ;) vet JJ^f, 01 
Abraham chofe rather to buy a place to bury in,of one Ephrem a-Gitizen of Hebrdrifot four 
hundred fides; and there the Monuments both of himfelf and hisipoflerityiarckilt.

q the Nation of the Troglodytes defcended from Chetura the Wife of Abraham. ; 

AFter this Abraham mafrried Chetura, by whom he had fik'Children, ftroiig in travel, 
and excellent in wifdom t namely 'Zembranes, Jazar, Madar, Madi^LuJ'obac, and- 
E 3 Sui } 
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Suf, who likewife had Sons ; Sits had Sabacan, and Dadames. Of Dadanes iflued Zaftf-fj 
Tiicwigmiiof^^ Affirm, Luures. The Children' of Madin were Qphres, Anochus, Ebidas, 
7ro £ t.jtet. ^ t ^ Children and their fucceflbrs, according to Abrahams advice, gathered 

and eftabliihed the Colonies which poflefled the Country of the Troglodytes, and all the 
Country of Arabia the Happy, whole confines extend even unto the Red Sea. Some re- 
port that this Opbres conducted an Army into Libya, and poflefled the lame ; and that 
his fucceflbrs (making their abode in that Country) called it by the name of Africa. 
r fJi'i M ^ix w h icu opinion is confirmed by Alexander Polyhifton Who Writeth after this manner. 
«l%*Hi)h,jkv. Clcodemus the Prophet, who is alfo called Malchus, and writ the Hiflory of the Jews (af- 
ter the example of Mofcs their Law-giver) faith, that of Chetura there were divers Chil- 
dren bom unto Abraham, and he nameth three by their names : to wit, Apher, Surim <W \ 
Japhcr, and that of Surim the Syrians took their name : of the two others, Apher, and 
Japher, the City of Afra, and the Country of Africa took their names. That they Warred 
under the conduit of Hercules in Lybia againft Anta?us ; and how Hercules having taken 
Ophra his Daughter to his Wife, begot of her Dedor, who was Father to Sophon, from 
whom thofe Barbarians that are called Sophaces have taken their name. 

Now Abraham thinking fit to provide a Wife for Ifaac his Son, who was almoft forty 
mo&Ruf- years old, fentthe eldeft Servant of his Family to demand in Marriage, Rebecca the 
^"'^i^X^ Daughter of Bathuel, who was the Son of Nachor his Brother, for Ifaac, and bound him 
//^mai dcth 4 ' t0 t | ie performance thereof with an Oath (by caufing him to lay his hand under his thigh.) 
Th/mannerof He fent alfo rare ptefents unto them, fuch as were feldom feen in thofe parts : The Ser- ^ 
nim^dwinci. vant departing, was long ujxm the way (becaufe that in Winter-time it is troublefome 
cm -jem. ' to travel through Mefipotamia, by reafon of the deep Bogs, and in Summer for want of 
r«5sJCs*n Water) befides the Robberies of the Country, which Strangers and Travellers canhard- 
wJtTdJi" lyefcape, except they ftaud upon their Guard, and have Convey. At length he arri- 
Wore'cimjVs ved at a City called Carr.as ; and being in the Suburbs of the fame, he beheld divers 
S^V^* y° un g Maidens thai; went to fetch Water; at which fight he pray'd to God, that if 
>3, «4. the Marriage were pteaftng in his fight, he might find Rebecca amongft them , for 
whole caufe Abraham bad fent him thither to require her in Marriage for his Son : and 
that he might know her by this fign, that asking all the reft for Water , they mould 
refufe him, and Ihc only (afiisfie him. With thefe thoughts he approached the Well, and ^ 
defired thofe. Virgins to give him, to drink ; which, they denied,(aying,that they could 
■ u 16, 17, i». 11Qt g CC vVater but with great labour, which they mull bear- unto their Houfes, and not 
laviihly beftow on others,:, whereupon one amongft them reproving the reft for that 
difcourtefie which they ufied towards the ftrangec ; faying, that they had. never been 
converfant amongft Men, that refufed to give him Water that requefted it ; flie gave 
him Drink with great kindnefs. This made him conceive a good hope of all his bu- 
fmefs yet being further dqfirous toknow, the event of the matter, he piraifed the cour- 
tefie of Rebecca \ who had not refufed to travel in her own^ perfon. to fatisfie his nece£ 
fity ; asking, her of whai; Parents fhe was, terming them happy that had fueh a 
Daughter ; praying God, that it might pleafe him to. grant them the good hap tojyj 
marry her to their contenfimenr, and match her with x Man of honeft reputation, by 
whom ihe might.be fruitfulof good and vertuous Children. Rebecca made no difficulty 
f^^K^ to tell him the names ofi her Parents (the- better to, eratifie him) neither concealed 
'lUytaroftht flic her own, but anfweted in this forr, I am called, faidiffte, Rebecca^ my Father was na- 
fmt)$?'k«- med Bathuel, and is long fmce dead. Laban is my Brother* who, together with my Mo- 
t'vity, i87j-. ther, hath care of all our Family. Which when he underftood, he rejoyced at all that 
Jj^P^; had hapned ,unto him, andi was comforted with thofe things which he heard, perceiving 
a X a S self manifeftly how God had profpered his journey. Whereupon drawing out a jewel 
lin" r " (with certain other ornamencs,foch as Virgins take delight to wear) . he offered them un» 
to the Maid, telling her that he gave her thefe prefents, in requital of die kindnefs flie 
had offered him in iatisfying his thirft,for that, ihe amongft fo many other Virgins had 
only jhewed her felf aflable and gracious ; defiring alfo that he might be entertained 
in her Brothers houfe , by reafon that Night deprived him of the means of travell- 
ing any further, and that he was charged with certain jewels of great price , which 
in no place(as,he faid;) might be in morefafety thanjntlieir cuftody.whom in effefthe 
had found fo courteous and honeft ; afluring her, that the vertue which appeared in 
her, gave him ftifficicntjteJdimony both of the courtefie of her Motlier and Brother, who 
would not (as he fuppdfed^) take it in ill part if he were entertained ; and laftly, that 
he would in no ways be chargeable unto them, but would pay for his lodging and 
expenccs. . 0" 

To this Rebecca anfwered; that he had, reafon to conceive a good opinion of her 
Parents humanity ,but yet he did in feme fort prejudice them in fulpecling their liberali- 
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A ry, afluring liim that his entertainment fhould iii no fort be Mercenary, but voluntary 

and free, and according to their afleclibn. Yet firft (faid fhe) I will ccrtific.my Brother fife rails wwdi 
Laban hereof, and afterwards eondud you to oiir hoUfe : which done, ihe led him into hnd*wi-h " 
their Tent, commanding her Brother Laban s Servaiits td take care of his Camels ; and^"' 
for himfelf, he was entertained at her Brother Laban s Tabic. 

When Supper wsU paft, he fpake both to the Brother and Mother of the Virgiii after »> v- 
this manner : Abraham the Son Of Thares is yoiir Coufin ; For (faid he, addrcflihg to 
the Mother) tfachor the Grand-fathei: of your Children, was Abrahams BrOther,by one 
and the fame Father and Mother. He now fendeth me unto you,dcflring you to give this r^A^\ 
Virgin for Wife to his only Son and tfeir of all his fubftance: whom although he might rh tye arrfthi 

g have matcht with the richeft of his Countryi yet hath he refufed all of them, defiring W'cU'fi. 
rather to render this rerpeel: to thofe of his kindred and Nation : fet not light therefore ™™'y, 
by his good anedtion and defire. For,befides all orhct bleflings and good fortunes which u?rv ^* J 
have happily befallen me in this my journey, I have, by Gods efpecial Providence; found 
out both the Maid and your houfe. For, at fuch time as I drew near the City, and be- 
held many Virgins going to fetch Water, I befought God that I might light upon this .

AFter the ddath of Abraham, Rekcca {Ifaac $ Wife) became big with Child, ifi art 23 « ' 4, 
extraordinary martuct ; and the time of her reckoning being near at hand, Ifaac 
was fore troubled, and fought counfel at Gods hands : who anfWered him, that Re- 
becca ihould bring forth, Twins , and that of thofe ttvo Sons, two Nations mould be de- 
E rived, both which fhduld be called by their names ; and that he Who feemed to be the 
leaft of them, lliould grow to be the gredteft : not long after (according as God had 
foretold him) flie was brought to Bed of two Twins, the eldeft of which was very Hai- w/# ^, v. 
ry all over his body ; dnd'as lie came out of his Mothers Womb, his younger Brother 2^,^* 
held him By the Heel ? the Father Ipved'the elder, whd was called Ef 'au and Seir, by m ™> "m/* 
teafon of his Hair (which the Hebrews call Seir in their Language) but the younger 
who was called Jacob; wsls dearly loved by his Mother. y V>A^' . 

Now it hapned that A great Famine reigned in the Land of Canaan, Ifaac fefolvcd tofc'^nT 
retire himfelf to Egypt, by reafon of the plenty of that Country, but he went and ** 
dwelt ni.ilerar, according as God hid commanded : In wliicli place King Abimelech re- 
p ccived and entertained him (according to the Law of Hofpitality, anathe League of 
Fricndfliip, whicli wa*s betwixt Abraham his Father and him.) At firft therefore 
heihewed Kim great figns of Friendfliip, but afterwards, the envy he had conceived; .. v ; 6 -, 
lundred him from.perfifting in the fame ; for perceiving that God was favourable unto £\\«h"fLT 
Ifaac, and h4d an eh>etfial care over liim, he drave him out of his Country. He re- 3 So S 
tired , not far from Gerar to a place cilled Pharan, that is to fay, The Valley, and as he ™y : 
there dig'd to find 'out Springs of Water^ Aiinielecfh Shephetds came and fet upon *h"tis, it. 
him, and hindered him In 1 fuch fort he could not fmiftl his pntpofe ; arid for that 
he pur^ofety, retired from them, th'ey foppofed they had gotten the Vidory. Shortly 
after, When lie begsta to dig in another place, other Shepherds of Abimelech outraged 1 
6 him agam as at the firft j, for which caufe he left this Fountain imperfe<5l alfo, expe- 
cting a more - converftent opportunity , whicli was afterwards offered him by realbii

frefli in memory, fliould more diftradt him than their old and ancient plighted Friend-

.Oi3i.ii, i j. by whole means he obtained whatsoever he required: fo courteous was Jfaac, 

and fo ready in memory of his Fathers old Covenant to forgive new injuries. So Abime- j 
/rob having obtained his purpofe, returned to his houfe.£/tf« one of the two Sons of Jfaac, 
having attained the age of forty years, took two Wives,^ the Daughter of Edom, and 
/■mh his wiv«. ^/^ w<7 the Daughter of Efebwi, two Princes of the Canaanites, (and that of his own 
]) '' authority, without his Father's advice or privity, who would not have confented, had 
the matter been remitted unto him,becau(e he held it inconvenient to mix and joyn him, 
or his, in affinity with any dwellers or inhabitants of the Country.; This notwithftan- 
ding, he would not difplealc his Son by commanding him to put away his Wives, but 
determined with hirafelf to conceal and keep the matter filent. 
gv». i7- 5,4. s, when JJ'aac was grown old and wholly deprived of his fight, he called Efau his Son, 
and told him that though through his biindnefs he could not fee the day-light, nor K 
ferve God fo exactly as he had wont to do, yet he would give him his blefling before he 
ot tht died . am \ therefore he willed him to go a Hunting, and to make ready what he Ihould 
f&»ip catch for him that he might cat 5 and that after his repaft, he would pray to God that 
fativity, w j c would pleafe him to be afliftant unto him all his life-time, and be a comforter and aid 
c^d^ unto him.

For being his Twin-Brother, he refembled him in 
all things, except in this thing only ; wherefore fearing left he fliould be furprized in 
his iiibtilty, before his Father Jfaac had finiflicd his prayers,and inftead of his Bleflings he 
might be loaden with his Curfcs, in this drefs heprefented the Meat unto-his Father. But 
Jfaac perceiving fome difference in his voice/rom that of his Brother, called his Son.who 
ftrctching out his hands unto him covered with the £ids Skips, Thou art (faith he) 
more like unto Jacob in thy voice, but by thy Hairine(s,thou feemeft unto me to be Efau. 
Thus fufpedtihg no deceit,and having already eaten,he addrefled himfelf to pray,and call- 
ed upon God.faying.O Eternal Lord, maker of all Creatures,thou liaft promifed great Blef- m 
fings unto hiy'Father, and haft given me many prefent felicities, and haft vowed that thou 
wouldeft be merciful unto my Pofterity , and plentifully pour upon them more and more 
ample benefits ; let this thy favour, I befeech thee, be continued towards me, neither 
difpile thou me by reafon of this my prefent weaknefs, which is the caufe that I have 
more need of thy help.

/Joiv Jacob)7^/w/eMefopotamia for fear of his Brother, Gen. 28. 

F) Ut Jacob being fent into Mefopotamia by his Mothcr,in order to Marry the DaUgh- 

JLJ ter of Laban her Brother, (whereunto Jfaac confented through the counlel of his 0c "- 

Vvitc) pafled through the Country of Canaan. And for that there was a declared and 

open enmity betwixt Ifaacs Peoplc,and the inhabitants of Canaan, he would not take up 

his lodging amongft thcm,but lay abroad in the fields, refting his head upon Jhnes,ivhkh 

he had heaped together hftead of a Pillow : and during the time of his reft, this Vifion ™;.}}l£i^' r 

B was prelcntcd unto him. It feemed unto him that he Caw a Ladder, that reached from "'"^ 
the Earth, up into Heaven, on the fteps whereof there dclccndcd certain perfons more, 
excellent to look on, than the ordinary part of humane kind, and on the top thereof 
God manifeftly appeared, and calling him by his name, {pake unto him after this man- 
ner : Jacob, Thou art the Son of a good Father, and dclccndcd from a Grand-father re- Gld fp^'i 
nowned and famous for his great vertuc ; thou muft not therefore be daunted, or dil- mo ' J,Wi ' 
mayed by thy prefent travels, but rather be encourag'd with the hope of a future hap- 
pinels. For by mine afliftance thou llialt be blefled, and endowed with many benefits : 
For 1 am he that brought Abraham hither, from the Country of Mefopotamia, at fuch 
time as he was driven away from thence : I have alfo made thy Father happy, and will 

C be no lefs gracious and favourable unto thy felf. Be couragious therefore, and prole- ' • 
cute thy journey under mine afliftance : The Marriage whicl;. thou purfueft mail have 
a happy iflue, and thou lhalt have good Children, who in number ihall grow infinite, 
and mall likewife leave after them a plentiful and famous pofterity ; and i will give 
them the Sovcraignty over this Country, both to them and their Succc/Iors, and they 
fliall people and replenifli both the Earth and the Sea, as far as rhe Sun enliehtneth the 
World. Let not therefore any danger difmay thee, nor travel difcomfort (^Sl': for be- » 
fides all this,\vhatfoever thou flialt undertake, I will not ccafe to aflift diee in it. Thcfe '{ a £ukc mo 
things did God forctel unto Jacob, who greatly rcjoycing at that which he had leen,and £j|* tl ^ d 1 ^- 
that which had been declared to him,anointcd the Stones on which he had reftcd his head, p'tlXwhkU 

t) whilft the promifes of fo many bleflings were made to him, and vowed to offer iacriflce G t > d cHoi " uo£ 
to God on the lame, if he return'd happy and fafe into his Country : which as he re- rO-v^y 
turned, he accordingly performed, offering unto God the tenth of all his goods. And mfd^S* 
as for the place where the Vifion appeared unto him,hc called it by the name of Bethel, ^7^'f 7 % 
which in the Hebrew Tongue fignifieth, the houfe oj f God. Continuing then his journey C^ys^J ' 
into Mefopotamia\\c travelled fo long, till at laft he arrived at Charran : and having met G „'}'^ lJ ' *' 

* in the Suburbs of the City with certain fliepherds and young Men , accompanied with ^^ e [J) 
young Maidens,fitting near to a certain Fountain, he drew near unto thcm,defiring them m^wj'.V 
to give him drink ; and falling in difcourfc with them, he asked them, Whether they Si$£& 
knew one that was called Laban&nd whether ho were yet alive ? All of them anfwercd, 

E that they knew liihi well; and that he was a Man of that reputation,that his name could 
not be concealed ; that his Daughter was accuftomcd to feed her flock with them, and 
that they wondered that flic was not yet arrived ; of whom (laid they) thou mayeft 
perfectly underftand all that thou defireft to know. Whileft thus they pafs'd the time 
in talk, the Maiden drew near, accompanied with her fliepherds ; whom one of the 
company informed, that Jacob was inquifitive after her Father : who rejoycing after the 
manner of young Maidens, asked him what he was, and whence he came, and what af- 
fair had brought him thither,wifliing flie had the means to fupply whatfoever his necciTi- 
tics required* Jacob being mov'd, not fo much by the courteiic and Kindred, as by her y 9^.11?. 
beauty /which was very extraordinary, faid unto her : If thou art rhe Daughter of Laban, '^Vifhci. 

F there is a greater and more ancient conjunction betwixt us than cither thine or my £;j!^ u ^ ccl ~ 
birth : for, Abraham, Aran, and Nachor, were Thares Sons ; Bathuel, thy Grand-father, 
was Nachors Son ; Jfaac, my Father, was the Son of Abraham ; and Sara, the Daughter 
of Aran. There is yet a nearer and dearer relation between us : for Rebecca, my Mother, 
is Sifter unto Laban thy Father,born of one Father and Mother ; lb that we are Coufins : 
and therefore am I come at this prefent to lalute you, and renew that ancient love which 
our alliance requircth at our hands. But flie rcmembring all thole things which her 
Father was wont to report and dilcourfe of Rebecca, and kndwing,that her Parents were 
defirous to her fbme news from her, wept for joy, and embracing the young Man, laid 
unto him : Thou bringeft a molt defircd and great plcaliire to my Father and all his 

G family, who never forgets thy Mother, but oftentimes makes mention of her ; and 
would cftecm it a great felicity to hear tidings from her. Then flic defircd him to 
follow her to her lather, left any longer he might hz deprived of lb dcfired a pleafure: 
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This faidj flic brought him to Laban ; where, being acknowledged by his Uncle,he bothH 
«/ »j. by that means lived fccurcly amongft his Friends, and brought him great contentment, 
ft* Ii. by his unexpected accels unto them. Some days after, Lahan told him, that he took fo 
C^7) much contentment in his prefence, that he could not cxprefs it in words ; and defired 
nl&ol him to manifeft the caufe that had induced him to leave his Father and Mother in their 
XS^'f 71 old agc,vvhcn they had moll need of him ; and he promifedhim all afiiftance and favour 
J^V^Li' in whatsoever calc he had to make ufe of him. Whereupon Jacob difcourfed unto him 
the whole matter ; that Ifaac had two Sons, Bfau and himfelf : that his Brother (becaufe 
by his Mothers contrivance, he had defrauded him of his Fathers Blefling) fought to 
kill him, as the ravilhcr of that Principality from him that was defoliated unto him by 
God,and' the interceptor of his Fathers other intentions; that this, with his mothers com- 1 
mand.was the caufe why he came thither ; as to his nearcft relation by the Mothers fide ; 
adding, that next after God, he hoped to find his greateft afiiftance and help in him, his 
Uncle, 'whereupon Laban promifing to him Whatlbever humanity he could defire ("as 
well in refped of their common Anccftors, as for the love he bare unto his Mother ; 
towards whom, although Hie were abfenfhe would exprefs his good afledion, in mew- 
ing himfelf well affeded towards him that was there prelent;) he told him then, that 
he would give him the charge of his flock, and make him Mailer over all his Shep- 
herds ; and that when he thought good to return back again to his Friends, he fliould 
depart with fuch rewards and honours as might well belcem a Friend fo nearly allyed 
u unto him. Which when Jacob underftood, he anfwered; That he would willingly en- K 

cont-nci're- dure any fort of labour in Laban & fervicc, and that his devoir towards him would be a 
ftfs wffc ' delight to himfelf: but that in lieu of his labours, he required Rachel to Wife : who 
delayed his eftccm for her vertuc, and particularly for her goodnefs wherewith flic had 
r«WV^ brought him thither : declaring, that the love which he bare unto her, was the caufe 
XlZtot why he ufed thofc fpecches. Laban (being greatly delighted and contented with this 
ilvfchm ' his Difcouffo) granted him his confent to the Marriage, telling him, that he could not 
have wiiht for a better Son-in-Law : but with condition that he lhould fojourn a while 
with him, for that he was no ways minded to fend his Daughter among the Qanaa- 
nites : and that it repented him, that, by reafon of Marriage, his Siller had been car- 
ried into fo far a Country. Jacob accepted the condition, and Covenanted to abide with ^ 
him for feven y ear s.foymg, that he was glad to have found an occafion of making it ap- 
pear to him by his care and good fervice,that he was not unworthy of his alliance. When 
W Inftcadof the time which was Covenanted between them was expircd,and Jacob expeded the con- 
■««/;,>/ lycth tentC£ l polTeilion of his love, as was promiled him, Laban prepared a Nuptial Feaji : and 
L ly when night drew on , and Jacob leafl fufpeded, he brought his Daughter Leah lefs 
fair in face, and elder in years, and laid her in his Bed. Jacob deceived by the darknefs, 
and for that he had drunk liberally, lay with her : but the day after difcovering the 
deceit, he complained hereof to Laban, who asked him pardon, alledging that he had 
;•?, ad is. ^ brought in Leah with intent to deceive him,but that the cuftom of the Country (which 

forbids to Marry the younger before the elder) compelled him thereunto : yet that the m 
fame fliould no ways hinder, but that he lhould Marry Rachel too, on condition to ferve 
him yet feven years more. Herewith Jacob was pacified, and fuffered himfelf to be per- 
fwaded (out of the love which he bear to Rachel ;) and when the other feven years were 
expired, he Married Rachel. Now thefe Sifters had two Maid-Servants which their Fa- 
ther had given them : Leah's Maid was called Zelpha, and Rachel's, Bala ; they were no 
Slaves, but only Subjtfts. Leah liv'd in great grief, to fee that Jacob bare greater affe- 
dion to her Sifter, than to her felf, bethinking her oftentimes, that if me could have 
Children, flie lhould be better efteemcd and loved by her husband, for which caufe Ihe 
continually befought Almighty God,that it would pleafe him to give her ifliic : where- 
upon it happened that God gave her a Son,and Jacob's afledion was turned towards her; ^ 
for which caufe Ihe called him Ruben, that is to fay, the Son of Vifion, becaufe flic had 
obtained him through the mercy of God. 

After him flic bare three other Children; Simeon (whofe name fignifieth, that God 
The *^^ an bad heard her) Levi (which is as much as to fay the frmnefs offociety) and lall of all 
Juda ( which fignifieth Thank/giving.) At that time Rachel fearing left flic fliould lofe

it fcemcd good unto him to vifit his native foil. And concerning that crime C faith 
lie ) which thou objedleft againft me, touching the prey, if any other but thy felf be 
judge, thou flialt be cbiWiitlcd to have dealt unjulily with me: for whereas thou 
oughteft to have regarded nie, for the maintenance and increafe I have made of thy 
F goods, haft thou not done us great wrong to envic us a little part and portion thereof i 
And for thy Daughters; know this, that they have not followed me as pcrfons con- 
veighed away by iubtilty, but under 'that love and duty which married Wives bare unto 
their Husbands : they dp not therefore only follow me, but they come after their Chil- 
dren. Thefe things alledged he for himlelf. Further he replied, and accu fed -L/Zvw, bccaule 
that being his Mothers ; Brother, and having given him his Daughters to Wife, lie had 
notwlthftanding bitterly' vcxt hint by ; his levere commandments to which he had been ^b& m [\: 
obedient during the Ipacc of twenty years ; that'the toyls he had endured in order to ^^f^ 
his Marriage with Rachel had been grievous untoliiin ; notwithftanding^ that it was but 
a trifle in refped df tlidt Which he fuficred afterwards ; which had he born hiin an en- 
q vious afledion or hoftil6 hatred, lie could very ' well have clcapcd. In truth, Laban 
had dealt moft unjuftly with Jacob. For feeing that God ailifted hini in all that he cnter *^^ ,s ^ l i b t ^| , 
prized,Xrt^w proiiiifed to give him all the CattCl that" were born White,, and fometime^" SWKI 
• ! 1 ' that 
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J4- that which was brought forth black : but when that which Jacob had named and cho- H 
™$Mb. fen did increafe, then did not Laban perform his promife unto him, but turned him 
em. 31. v. jz. oycr to t i ic next years increafe, by reafon he had always a refpect of the greater flock, 
* and promifed that which he hoped would not come to pafs ; and which if it fell con- 
trary, he was ready to infringe. And as touching the Gods, he told him he might make 
fearch for them. ' . .. 

This condition did Laban accept : but Rachel underftanding the fame, thruft the Gods 
into a Sack, and made them to be carried on a Camels back, and fhe fate upon them, . 
faying, that flie was indifpofed, by reafon that at that time {he had her natural purgations'. 
And for this caufe Lahan defifted from fearching any further, fuppofing his Daughter be- 
ing fo affected would not conceal or fet her felf Co near things that Were fo {acred: arid 1 
he made a covenant with Jacob, ; that neither of them mould call to remembrance the un- 
kindnefles that had paft betwixt them, but that he fhould cherilh his Daughters; all which 
they bound with ail Oath. This covenant was made upon a certain mountain, where 
they reared a Pillar in the form of an Altar : whence it came to paft that this Pillar was 
v, 4«> ca li e d Galaad, that is to lay, the hill of witnefs, from whence the Country of Galaad bears 
that name even until this clay : arid after that the alliance was made, and that they had 
banqueted together, Laban returned back again into his own Country. 
r>j^\ But as Jacob travelled towards the Country of Canaan, he had feveral vifions, which 
7i "L""' t L tht prefaced unto him good hope of happinefs to come ; and he called the place where this 
Steffi thingliapned, the field of God. And. being defiroris to know how his Brother Efau was K 
V^XS 8 ' affected towards him, he fent meflengers before him to bring him the exact truth thereof; 
gZCv^X by reafon he flood i n fear left the memory of his old difcontent fhould be renewed : charg- 
Sngm t ing his meflengers to fignifie unto Efau, that Jacob deeming it a thing inconvenient to 
ffi nvc witn nis Brotuer » vvno was difpleafed with him, had of his own free Will forfaken 
3?4,j. the Country, and that at this prefent he was upon his return, conceiving that length of 
time might have extinguifh'd his difpleafure. He therefore led with him his Wives arid 
Children, with all thofe riches which God had given him ; offering himfelf unto Efau, 
with all which he had of mod efteem, by reafon that he thought it the greatefl benefit 
that might happen to him to impart unto his Brother a part of thofe commodities which 
6 he had received at Gods hands. All which they fignificd unto Efau, who rejoyced very L 
' 7 ' much thereat, and went forth to meet his Brother, accompanied with four hundred ar- 
med Men. But Jacob hearing that he marched forward to meet him, attended by fo 
many Men at Arms, was very much afraid : yet fixing his confidence in God, he pro- 
vided for the time, left any detriment mould happen unto him, ftudying every way to 
defend both him, and his, from invafion. To which end dividing his Troops, he caufed 
fome to march before, and the reft to follow clofely after: fo that if any did aflault the 
firft, they might retire themfelves to the Troop that followed. 

After this manner having ordered all things about him, He fent certain Servants with 
,J> prefents to his Brother, namely, with Beafts of charge, and a great number of divers 
kinds of four-footed Beafts ( which for their rarenefs might give more content and M 
admiration to thofe to whom they were prefented. ) All thefe marched one after another, 
, 7 , ,8. to the intent, that being beheld thus in ranks, they might teem to be a greater number 
ffiS'kr than they were : to the end, that if as yet there remained any difcontent in the heart 
wfthrewtrd*. of Efau, thefe prefents might ferve to mitigate the fame. He commanded them alfo 
SaT Tngd, that marched foremoft, that they fhould ufe courteous falutation towards Efau. Ha- 
jfJi vin S tnus tne ^ ^ifpofed his Troops, as foon as the night was come, he caufed all 
%. his companies to march, who paffed the River of Jaboch : but Jacob, who was left 
hindmoft, had a vifion, in which he wreftled with an Angel, and he became victor. 
Now the Angel fpake unto him, exhorting him to rejoyce at that which had hapned 
48 unto him, afluring him that he had not atchieved an eafie matter, but that lie had N 
1 ' furmounted an Angel of God, which was a fign of great good which would befal 
him, and that his Pofterity fhould be invincible, and that no man whatfoever, fhould 
overcome him : commanding him to call his name Ifrael, that is to fay, according to 
the Hebrews, a refijler of an Angel. Thefe things were foretold unto Jacob upon his 
requeft; who perceiving alio that he was an Angel of God, prayed him to inform him 
of that which fhould happen unto him which the vifion did, and afterwards vanifhed. 
9 ' Jacob took great pleafure thereat, and called the place Phanuel, that is to fay, the face 
of God', and for that in wreftling he had hurt a part of his thigh, he afterwards ab- 
ftained from eating of the lame, and by reafon thereof our Nation do never eat that 
part. * O 

Now when he had intelligence that his Brother approached, he commanded his 
Wives to march forward feverally with their hand-Maids, to the end that they might 

from 
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A from afar behold the Fight, in cafe his Brother fhould alTail them. As for himfelf, when f"- '» 2 » 
he perceiy'd his Brother drew near him in the Spirit of peace, without intent of circum- fiiutc* 
vention, heeaft himfelf at his feet, and Efau falutcd him, and enquired of him touching /$J, iro:h '" v 
the companies of Women and Children ; and after he underftoocf all things, he offer'd 
ro lead them to his Father. But Jacob excufed himfelf, by reafon of the wearinels of his ?o S^ eth 
Cartel, and Efau retired to Seir, where he made his abode, and had impoled that name I; ' 
on chat Country, by reafon of his thick h?ir. Jacob alfo retired himfelf to a place which 
. at this day is called the Tents ; and from thence into Sichem, a City of die Canaanites. 

Now at filch time as the Sichemitcs celebrated their Feaft, Dim, which was Jacob's The Hi/io, y of 
only Daughter, went into the City to fee die bravery of the Women of that Country. ft#"*' s 

JJ But Sichem the Son of King Emmor was fo taken with her beauty, tljat he defloured her : », h 

and being paflionatcty in love* he defir'd his Father that he might have her to Wife ;'%y^-Y 
who lifteniug thereunto, went himfelf unto Jacob, praying him to give Dina his Dau«h- Jt^'f 0 ' '^ 
ter, in lawful Marriage, to his Son Sichem. Jacob not daring to rciiile him, by reafon b^chVjh 
of his Authority and Quality ; and on the other fide, not thinking it to be cither a N C^r<f' 
thing lawful, or convenient, to match his Daughter with a Stranger, defired fome time 
for deliberation. Hereupon the King departed, hoping that Jacob would lifjten to the 
Marriage. But Jacob having difcovered unto his Sons the raviflimcnt of their Siller, 
and the requeft of Emmor, defir'd them to confider qmangft thcmielves, what was /it to 
be done in the matter : whereupon fome held their peace, not knowing what to lay ■ 

C but Simeon and Levi ( the Brothers of the fame Womb with their Sifter j complotted to- ». 7 .?. 
gether this practice : It was now a Feitival of the Sichemites, who intended nothing but ^m^' 
pleafure, and banqueting ; and the two Brethren raking this opportunity, by ni>*hc fell c '' Mm,ii ' 
upon their firft Guards, and killed them as they flcpr ; and from thence entring into tlr 
City, they killed all the Males (and With them the King and his Son) but to the 
Women they offered no violence. Which being executed without the knowledge ofc,„ 3 , , , 
their Father, they brought their Sifter back again. Jacob was very much aftoniihed at y,n f 
this accident, fo ftrangely executed, and was greatly difpleas'd with his Children: but <&&.&£u 
God appeared unto him, and comforted him, and commanded him to purifie his Tents, « n flSf S:,h 
and offer thofe Sacrifices which he had vowed when firft lie went into Mefopotamia and T-frlW-' 

D the Vifion appeared unto him. As he clcanfcd thofe which followed him, he found the om>X 
Gods of Laban, which Rachel had ftol'n, and hid in Sichem, in the Earth under an ,?f \Z J" 5 " 
Oak, without his knowledge. ' 

Afterwards departing from thence, he facrificed w Bethel, where he had fecn the Vi- 
fion, at fuch time as he firft of all took his Journey into Mefopotamia : and as he tra- 
velled in the Land of Ephrata, Rachel died in Childbed, and was buried there (and flic 
alone enjoyed not the honor of being buried in Hebron with thofe of her Parentage ) 
After he had made great lamentation, he nam'd the Child which fhe bare at that time 
Benjamin ( by reafon of the Pangs which kill'd his Mother. ) Thefe arc all the Children 
of Jacob, twelve Males, and one Daughter ; of whom eight were born by his lawful 

E Wives, fix of Lea, and two of Rachd-. and of their Maids, four ; two, of each of 
them ; whofe names I have heretofore m'ention'd. From thence went Jack to Hebron 
a City Of Canaan, where his Father Ifiac dwelt ; but he loft him alfo fhortly after. '

fcSm. their abode : but Efau leaving the City of Hebron to his Brother, went and dwelt in 
)^>Qd<t Seir, and was Lord of the Country of Idumaa, which he named by his Name ( call- 
mZl 'thdr hi- ing it Edom ) for the occafion which followeth. He being very young, returned one 
"™ - 6> 7 day fore weaned with Travel, and hungry, from Hunting : and finding his Brother 
am. s). ' dreiling for himfelf a mefs of Lentil-pottage, which were very red in colour, and fur- 
jy/thefirft thcr encreafed his appetite ; he defir'd them at his hands, that he might eat them. But 
hablnSS! 1 lie taking the opportunity and occafion of his Brother Efau's hunger, conftrained him 
;■/•:« oai.cd 0 ' to forfake his Birth-right,and to fell him the fame,on condition he mould give him them j\ 
iJl '"' to eat. Efau then prefs'd with Hunger, rcfigned unto him his Birth-right, and con- 
firm'd it with a folemn Oath. Hereupon, his equals in age, in way of mockery, called 
him Edom, by reafon of his red meat ; for Edom in Hebrew, fignifieth red. His Coun- 
Gin. 5 ff. pa- ttt. try likewife was hence called Edom. But the Greeks, to the end they might make the 
name more agreeable, called it Idumaa. He became the Father of five Children, of 
whom he had three by his Wife Alibama, whole names were Jans, Jolam and Chore : 
of the other two, Aliphates was the Son of Ada : and Ragusl, of Mofametha : thefe 
Children had Efau. Aliphates had five legitimate Children, fheman, Omar, Opher, Jo- 
tham, Cenez ( for Amelech was illegitimate, born by one of his Concubines, whofe 
name was Thefma. ) Thefe dwelt in the part of Idumaa, which is called Gobolitis ; and 
in that part, which by reafon of Amelech, is called Amalechitis. For Idumaa being in ^ 
times pad a Land of great extent, continued the name of Idumaa thorow the whole 
Country : and the particular Provinces of the fame, kept the names of thofe that firll 
inhabited them. 

CHAP. If. 

Jofeph, thcyoungejl of Jacob's Children, is envied hy his Brothers^ Gen. 3.7. 
r^jCuti) R. UT Jacob attained to that felicity, that fcarcely any other in all that Country was 
liUi-le" j3 fo happy ; for he fiirpafled all the Inhabitants of it in riches ; and by reafon of 
^u$f;%%. che virtues of his Children, he was both envied and regarded. For, they were accompli- 
<u7\J~^ ihed in all perfections, endowed with {tout hearts, apt to execute any work of the hand, ^ 
/Mo 5 6-'/{,,5-and to endure all forts of Travel : finally, all of them were furniftied with knowledge 
wif.cap.2. J am \ jH ovidcncc. But God had fuch care of him, and To gracioufly procured and further- 
ed his good fortunes, that that which lecmed unto him to be grievous and contrary, he 
brought to a profperous iiTuc for him, to the encrcafe of his riches ; and caufed that 
both he and his Children were the firft motive to our Anceftors to forfake the Land of 
«r. », 4. J fyypt'' 011 that occafion which here enfucth. Jacob having begotten Jofeph of Rachel, lov'cl 
•''dlciHi'w ^ m eiltire ^y» °°th in refpect of the beauty of his body, and of the ornaments and virtues of 
ihcr;/»,V- 0? his mind; as alio his prudence, wherein he exceeded all his other Brothers. This cordial 
affection of his Father, moved envy and hatred amongft his Brothers towards him: to- 
gether with the Dreams which he had feen, and told both to his Father and Brethren, O 
which prefag'd unto him a fingular felicity. For, it is the common cuftom of Men to 
be jealous of their profperity, with whom they are familiar.

A Now the vifions which Jofeph faw in his dream, were thefe. Being fent by his Father, „ { Ai 
in the company of his Brothers, to reap Corn in the time of Harvcft, he faw a vifion (far few 
different from thofe which commonly happen in flecp> which Cas foon as he awoke) he 
told unto his Brethren, to the end they might interpret it. He told them, that he thought 
in his dream the night pad, that his Sheaf of Corn flood upright in a place where he had 
fixed it, and that theirs run towards his, to bow down and reverence the lame. Which 
vifion of his, lecmed to forctel him his ample fortune : and how he fhould obtain the 
Lordihip over all of them. But they concealed all thefe things from Jofeph ; making 
fhew, that they could in no fort interpret the dream: but being by themfelves apart, they 
breathed forth contrary Imprecations, wifhing that nothing of this prediction, might take 

B effect, but perlevercd more' and more in envy and hatred towards him. But God Cop- 
poling his power againft their envy ) fent Jofeph a fecond and more ftrange vifion": for Jjffl^Jlj/* 
he dreamed, that the Sun, the Moon, and eleven of the Stars defended down to the bfm a>n/t : s . 
Earth, and humbled themfelves before him. Which vifion he revealed to his Father in J^^v^' 
the prcfcncc of his Brethren ( without fufpition of any hatred in them towards him) and^?»'°. •<■ 
defir'd him to interpret unto him the meaning thereof. Jacob greatly rejoyced at dusK'sET* 1 " 
dream, by reafon he conceived in his mind the interpretation thereof, and ( in comparing Tk-'imcrua"- 
and alluding his conjectures not rafhly, but with prudence ) he rejoyced at thole great p> wt ] >*> 
matters which were lignificd by that dream : which foretold that his Son Jofeph fhould )a ' m 
be very fortunate and happy ; and that the time ihould come, in which his Father, Mo- 

Q thcr and Brethren ihould honor him, and do him homage. For, he compared the Moon 
( which ripeneth and encrcafeth all things that grow) to his Mother ; and the Sun (which 
giveth form and force ) to his Father. And as touching his Brothers, who were eleven 
in number, he compared them to the eleven Stars ( which receive their force both from 
the Sun and the Moon. ) Neither did Jacob without judgment and confideration, fb in- 
terpret this vifioiii But Jofeplh Brothers were highly grieved at this prefagc, conceiving v . !: ; 
as envioufly and hatefully thereof, as if this felicity had (jeen portended to a firanger, 
and not to their Brother, with whom they might equally partake his good fortunes, be- 
ing as well Allied in felicity unto him, as in conlanguinity. Whereupon they refolved 
on his death and deftruftion : and having complottcd thefe counfels amongft themfelves, SS«E liert 

|) and gathered in their Harveft, they retired themfelves with their flock, towards Sichem d .«' h - 
(which was a part of that Country very fit to feed their Cattcl ; ) where they kept their $£Vzmx 
Hocks without giving any notice of their departure to their Father. But he perceiving '"• v ' ' 3 ' M * 
that no man came from the herd, that might tell him any tidings, being ' (brrowful and 
careful of his Sons, fent Jofeph to the flocks, to underftand how they did, and how their 
Affairs prolpcred. 

C H A P. nr. 

How Jofeph was fold into Egypt by his Brethren, and grew in credit in that Country : 
and how his brethren at length were under his fubjellion. 

BUT fo foon as they law their Brother coming towards them, they rejoyced, not as , , v - **■ 
at the arrival of one of their nccr Friends, lent unto them by their Father, but as2fe™o' h 
it their Enemy had met them, and was, by the will of God, delivered into their hands. •Sw'tJlSSSa- 
They therefore mutually agreed to put them to death, and not to let flip the prcfent op- Im- 
portunity. But Rheuben, the deleft amongft them, feeing their dilpofition and conlpiracy ffih'hlf 
to kill htm, endeavoured to difiwadc them ; letting before their eyes, how heinous and liru] ™i^ i:lh 
wicked the entcrprize . was, and what hatred they might incur thereby. For (faid 
he ) if before God and before Men it be a wicked and dctcftable thing, to lay hands - 
on, and to murther a ftranger ; how much more heinous a Crime will it be held for us, 
F to be convicted to be the murthercrs of our Brother i whofe death will heap lbrrow on 
our Fathers head, and draw our Mother into great grief and dcfolation, through the 
lofs of her Son robbed and bereft from her againft the ordinary courfe of nature. 
He prayed therefore them to be advilcd in thefe things ; and to confidcr in their minds, 
what might happen, if this Child, who was fair, vcrtuous, and young, ihould be put to 
death : defiring them to give over this unnatural rcfolution, and to fear God who was 
both the judge and witnefs of their deliberation intended againft their Brother : adding 
that if they would defift from this heinous act, God would take pleafure in their re- 
pentance and reconcilement : but if they proceeded in their entcrprize, he allured them, 
that he would punifli them like fratricides ; fincc nothing is hidden from his providence, /-v^v-y 
G whether it be committed in the Dclart, or attempted in the City. For wherelbever Men 'Stid^ST 
are, there is it always to be thought, that God likewife is. Further, that when they b i m . ty'jT' 
\ ihould have perpetrated this fact, they Ihould always have their Conlciences as an Cs\r^J t ' 
\ • F armed 
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-ww- armed Advcrfary againft them, which never would forfake them. That it was an im- H 
fJT**- 1 '' pious fad to kill a Mans own Brother, although he had done him injury ; and much 
m*«<Ws more merritorious, to forgive a Mans Friend, that had offended againft him. More- 
l^V^ 7 ' over he laid, that Jofeph had done them no wrong, whofc tender years rather required 
care and companion at their hands, than hate and tyranny. Befidcs that, the cauic ol 
his flauehter would aggravate their offence, if it mould be known, that for envy of his 
future felicity they fliould take away his Life ; all which good hap they hkewile might 
participate, by reafon of confanguinity : and that it was their duty to think, that what- 
lbcver blclling God imparted to Jofeph, was theirs, and that for that caufe they were to 
confider, that God would be more difpleafed againft them, if they mould endeavour to 
deprive him of his Life whom he had eftecmed and adjudged worthy of profperity to f 
come. alledging thefe and many other things,diffuaded,and laboured to divert them 

from fliedding their Brother's Blood. But feeing that all thefe his motives could in no fort 
mollifie them, and that they haftened the rather to perpetrate the Murthcr ; he counfelled 
them.that at leaftwifc they Ihould allot him fome milder kind of death : telling them, that 
he endeavoured all what in him lay,at the fitft to difliiade them ; But fmce it was through- 
ly refolved among them, that he Ihould not live ; that lefs mifchief Ihould follow of it, if 
they would be ru led by his counfel : for by that means their will fliould have cflccT:, yet a 
v . ,9. more mild and leis hurtful, in comparifon of Murther ; that it were better for them to 
RWflipurfua. t i icir i iau a 3 , and keep them immaculate, by calling him into the next Pit,and 

cM-ff into t h er€ leaving him in the hands of death. To this counfel, all of them agreed. So ReubenK 
mUo&Rvffi- took Jofeph, and bound him with cords, and let him down cafily into a Pit, which was 
W /,,ca P . 3 . d wllicll clonc> i K farced, to feek out a more convenient place for pafturc. 

v. ,?. But when Rheuban was gone, Juda one of Jacob's Sons (efpying certain Merchants of 
ty**. Ara i ia of ti ic Country of the [Jlmalites, who from the Country oiGalaad carried fpicery 
Hioiiitutiu-""'' and tyr/fl»Mcrchandile into Egypt) counfelled his Brothers to draw up Jofeph out of the 
Ar^an Mcr- t0 fell him to thofc ^ Arabians : afluring them, by that means it would come 

to pafs, that Jofeph fhould die the farther off from them, amongft Strangers : and as 
touching thcmiclves, they ihould be exempt from that pollution. Which counfel of his 
being commended by them all, they drew Jofeph out of the Pit, and fold him to the Ara- 
r -'bv Hans for the fumm of twenty pieces of Silver, at fuch time as he was feventeen years of L 
wyh;Vo> : ;, t h Ag c. Now had Rhedcn relblvcd in himfclf to fave Jofeph without his Brothers privity ; 
l " " 1C l ' '■' for which caufe coming by night unto the Pit, he called him with a loud voice ; and feeing 
that he gave him no anfwer, he began to conjecture with himfclf, that his Brethren had 
put him to death ; he reproved them therefore very bitterly : but after they had told 
him what was become of him, he gave over his mourning. After thefe things were thus 
palled, the Brethren confultcd among themfclvcs, in what fort they might clear them- 
fclvcs 'from their Fathers fufpicion ; and concluded among thcmiclves to tear the Coat 
wherewith Jofeph was attired when he came to them, and which they had taken from 
him when they cad him into the Well ; to the end, that having ftained it in the blood of 
a Goat, they might afterwards carry it to their Father, and Ihcw it him, to the end he M 
ftwA. ni jght fuppofc, that Jofeph was (lain by wild Beafts. Which done, they came unto the 
it L Ka£r 3 .hat old Man ( who had already heard fomcrhing of Jofeph s misfortunes) and told him, that 
KwSSi they had not fecn their Brother Jofeph, neither could they aflure him what milhap had 
y 1 befaln him: but that notwithftanding, they had found his Coat, all bloodied and torn ; 
which made them fufpect, that he was flain by fome wild Beafts, if fo be he were fent 
unto them, attired in that Coat. 
H; va . iktll But Jacob (that hitherto expected more gentle tidings, fuppofing and hoping that 
S^fediad. 1 Jofeph had only been captive ) gave over this Opinion, and took the Coat for a moft 
allured teftimony of his Sons death ; for he knew that he was apparelled therewith, at 
fuch time as he lent him to his Brothers ; for which caufe he lamented Jofeph, from that n 
time forward, as certain! v dead. And fuch was the grief of his heart, that he received no 
confolation, but fuffereJ himfclf to be perfuaded by the Brothers, that Jofeph was flain 
by Savage Beafts. He therefore fate him down, being clothed in Sackcloth, and charg- 
ed with Ibrrow, and neither could his Sons by their counfels mitigate his moans, nor he 
himtelf remit the rigour of his lamentation. 
. 7 , : Now Jofeph was fold by the Merchants, and bought by Tutiphar (an Egyptian Lord,and 
'iK?wK!i- n Steward of King Pharaohs houfhold) who held him in high cftimation.and trained him up 
$£! m " " in all liberal Sciences, fullering him to live, not after a fcrvile,but liberal manner,and com- 
mitting unto his charge the care of his houfliold ; all which favours he made ufc of. 
Cffl. yj. 7, % y ct was he no wa ^ s t j lvcrCec | hy thefe his priviledgcs and promotions, from his habitual O 

virtue ; tcftifying hereby, that prudence doth not liibmit to advcrle fortune, if a Man / 
ufe the fame orderly, and not at that time only when fortune fawneth and flattereth. / 
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A It fortuned not long after, that his Matters Wife fell in love with him, both for his Gen ^ h % m 
beauty, andforhlswit and diligence j and foe imagin'd if meopenM hir mind to 
him, (he might eafily enjoy him 5 and that he would efteem it apart of his felicity to be ^'^W* 
loved by his Miftrifi. All which (he fancied , having only regard to that fcrvile condi- 1 ° KihTwr' 
tioft wherein at that prefent he wa^and nottohis mannew,which continued alwaysVir-^^^vL 
tuous, notwithftanding any change that could happen unto him. So fhe difcover'd to w»u, J /.' 
him her paffion,and defir'd him to grant her an amorous encounter : but he refined her fe^'w. 
demand, alledging that it was a moft wicked requital towards his matter, if it fhould u<?*v"^i 
come to pafs, that he who had bought him, and fo greatly honoured him, fhould receive 
fo great an injury and outrage from him. He exorted her therefore to conquer her ap- 

B petite, and to lay afide all hope of ever comparing her concupifcence* alledging un- 
to her, That den* re is then Ids active, when hope is cxtinguiftiedj and that he had rather 
fuffer all mifthief imaginable,then confent or condefeend unto her in that wickednefs. 
And although (fiid he) it be undecent for a Servant to contradift the will of his 
Miftrifs» yet, the filthinefi of the faft dilTuadcd him from attempting the fame. This 
reptilfe, more and more inflarh'd her, having foppofed that Jojiph would not deny her* 
and her dffotdinatearTeftionsencroafing daily (he devifed and complotted a new means, 
in hope to bring her love to the delired iflue. 

Whereas therefore a folemn and publick Feaft was at hand, wherein (according t0 ^^ h ^ ife 
ciiftom ) the Ladies were wont to adorn the folemnity by their preftnee 5 (he feigned fecond (Iibtilcy 

q a fichnefs, and perfuaded her husband to believe it, hoping by this meanes tohavethe 10 a,luiu ^ 
better opportunity, being alone, to folicite Jofeph 5 which falling out accordingly, file 
began to courc and carefi him with thefe flattering difcourfes, That he had done well 
if ( upon her firft requeft ) he had obeyed her, without any contradiction, in refpccl: 
of her dignity who made fuit to him ; and her incredible paffion, which had fo far com- 
manded her, that notwithftanding (he were his Miftrifs,(he had debas'd her felf Co much 
•as to folicite him : that now he ihould behave himfclf more wifely and betters if in 
amends of his forepaffed obftinacy he at laft would confent. For if he expe&ed this her 
fecond fummonsjfhe now made it far more affectionate and importunate then the former, 
for ( faith (he) I have feigned ficknefs to this end, to folicite and prefer thy company 

p before a publick triumph. Or if at firft thou didft miftruft me, thou may'ft hereby con- 
ceive that I do not malicionfiy tempt the, in that I yet continue in the fame affection. 
For which caufe either make choice of this prefent pleafure, and be obfequious to her 
that loved thee, in hojte of further preferments, or be affured of my hate and re- 
venge, if thou preferred thy opinion of chaftity before my favour. For be aflfured 
that thy chaftity (hall prbfitthee nothing, if I accufe thee to my Husband, and avow, 
that thou foughteft to violate me : for though thy allegations be more true, yet (hall 
my Words be of more force, and my accufations more acceptable tnPtttiphers ears than 
thine. But neither by the'fe words, nor her Tears, the witneffesof her vows, could TS^^ 
jofeph be perverted $ nor could flatteries allure him, nor terrors compel him to forfake j^*{^ ul,s 01 

E his refolved chaftity 5 but he confttfntly contemned thofeunjuft afrliftions, wherewith 
(he threatned him : chooflrlg rather tofuffer any miftry whatfoever,lihan to be carried 
away to fuch criminal pledfures* being well alfured that he was worthy of extreme 
pnnifbment, if on a womaris entreaty he (hbuld condefeend to any fuch treachery. He 
admortlfhed hbr of her ddfy, alledging the Laws^riglth^nd cuftom of !fl/<^>-*/w^,willing 
her rather to refpect them, than her inordinate luft : which is fpeedily followed with 
reperltance, and a continual fear of being difcovered : whereas conjugal fidelity is 
void of fear, and attended by a good confeience before God and Man. Moreover, 
that it 'was more cotivenieht for her to govern and command himashfis Lady and Miftrifs 
than to debate her ielf, making him the partaker of their common fin $ and far more 
jr pleafarit to be affured in the confidence of a good life, than in fecret 1 to commit fin. 
By thefe, and fuch words, he endeavour'd to abate the violence of her furious paffion, 
and to reclaim her from her depraved fancies to fubmit to the law of reafon : bnt fhe, 
the more teftamly he diffuaded, the more earneftty invaded him 5 and When by no 
means (he could pre vfert him, by words, fhe laid violent hands upon him, to conftrain 
him by foree. But Jejepb unable r to endure any longer the impudence of the woman, ^^^g 
leaving his Garment behind hlm,whereby fheheld him, fled fuddertly. oUt of the chamber, hi mm u; 
She, partly impelled by'the grief o^«//2, partly mov'd with fear, left her lafcivioUfnefs 

from the Adu'.- 

fhould be made known to-her Husband, decreed'firft of'all falfly to accufe ^fi^^^y^-^ 
and by this means to take revenge ii^on him, holding it to be a craft worthy d wo- »/ tu 
G mans wit, to anticipate ahd'firft of all to accufe her aceufcr. She therefore fat down Zfmi'tkNati- 
fad and perplexed, colouring the grief of her defrauded luft, under the cloak of in- *«y °jci»>ji, 
dignatioB, for her attempted hon6Ur and violated chaftity- But When her husband l ^\r^j 

F 3 came 
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came home, and being troubled to behold her fadnefs, demanded the caufc thereof. H 
thc VLIc" ^ nou deferveft 10 '' ve no longer ( faid fhe ) my Husband, if thou do not rigoroufly 
iciiLa'ccX puni(h that wretched flave, who hath attempted to violate thy Bed, forgetting both 
tioiy S a.nit ^ wag ne came jmQ t ^y noU jf e> ana « w ft n h ow g rea j goodnefs thou haft 

entertained him; and who inftead of teftifying his gratitude for the fame, hath not for • 
born to offer injury, even to thine own Wife* and which is more on an holy day, and 
in thine abfcncc: whereby it manifeftly appears, that the moderation which hitherto 
he hath pretended, rather proceeded of fervile fear, than native modefty. And that 
which hath the more emboldned him, is that (befidesall hope, and beyond his merit ) 
thou haft favoured him : for feeing all thy goods committed to his truft and difpenfation, 
and that he was preferred before all thine ancient Servants, he thought it lawful likewife { 
for him to attempt and outrage thy wife. And to procure more credit to her words, 
fhe produced his Garment, which ( as fhe faid ) he left behind him, when he endeavored 
to violate her. Putiphar moved with the words and tears of a woman, and attributing too 
much to his wives diffembling love,omitted the further and faithful inquifition of the truth, 
and after he had praifed his Wives faith and loyalty, he caft Jofephthw condemned of hei- 
nous wickednefs, into the Prifon of Malefactors, efteeming his wives chaftity, and com- 
mending it the more, in that he was now made a witnefs of her approved honefty. 
v. 20. But Jofeph committing his innocency to God, neither took care how to excufe him- 
lioUlfM 11 felfc nor to declare how the matter had pafs'd : but filently fuffering the neceflity of 
ihdio&Rnffi- his Bonds, he comforted himfelf. with thisonly hope, that God was more powerful then ^ 
G»ijy P 2^2, they that had imprifoned him} and accordingly he foon found. the effects of his provi- 
ylfeh/fs patieiKe dence. For the keeper of the Prifon confidering both his faith and diligence in all 
tik j ee'erof tnat ne em pl o y ea * mm anc * tne comclinefiof his perfon, loofed him out of Bands, 
th^Prifflcai. and by that means in fome fort lefTened his mifery ; giving him alfo an allowance more 
wkhyi/S^ liberal then the reft of the prifoners had. . Now, when they that were in the Prifon 
(as often as they had intermiflion from their labour ) conferred together ( as Men in 
mifery are wont to do ) and queftioned among themfelves, of the caufes of their mif- 
fortunes ; a certain Butler of the Kings (condemned by him, in difpleafure, to be caft 
into Irons ) grew familiar with Jofeph: and for that he accounted him a prudent and 
provident Man, he told him his Dream, praying him, that if any prefage might be l 
gathered thereby,- he would expound it unto him; lamenting his misfortune, that he 
was not only perfecuted by the Kings difpleafure, but alfo when he mould take his reft, 
troubled from Heaven by Dreams. For he laid, that in his,fleep he beheld three great 
clufters of grapes hanging ■op three Branches of » Vine, whipb. were all ripe, and ready 
, to be gathered, and that he thought he preffed them into a Cup", which the King held ; 
and that afterwards, having (trained the Mqft, he offered it to the King, and that he 
willingly drank thereof. When he had (hewed him his Dream, he defired him, that 
<;,,/ on ifhe had any Knowledge given him from God, he would vouqhfafe to interpret his 
a'J'xsT ,9 ' Vifion unto him. Jojeph bad him be of good courage, and expect, that within three 
i'i-ame'r days he fhould be delivered from his Bonds, admitted again to the Kings fervice, and m 
p^^^ reftored to his former credit. . For Cfaid hejthe Vine bringeth forth a fruit very good, 
■lUytmtfthi and profitable for mans ufe,;. by the ufe thereof faith and frendfhipis confirmed amongft 
ffi? clrfp- them, difcordsdiifplved, and troubles and forrowsaffwaged, inftead of which, pleafures 
mivity, i73tf fuccecd. Sin^e^rfaid he (* as thoutelleft me ) the king favorably, received the Wine 
preffed out by thy hands, know that thou haft a good Dream offered thee, and that 
; it fignifieth thy deliverance from mifery within thjreedayes, according to the number of 
thofeClufters, which thou gatheredft in thy Dream. Remember me therefore, I pray 
. thee, as foon as, t^e event hath approved this my prediction ^o.be real and true; and 
when thou art at jityerty, forget not us that are left here to. lie in mifery, for I am not 
here thruft into Bonds for my, wickednefs, but l am puni(hed.Iii?e a Malefactor for my 
Vertue and Modefty ; in that I rather refpqfted the honour of the hqufe in which 1 
lived, and his credit who committed me to Prifop., than mine own pleafure. The Butler 
rejpyced greatly at the interpretation of his Dream , and expected the event. Now 
, a certain other Maty the Kings $aker, being in the fame Prjfpn with the Butler, and 
conceiving force Jiope through Iffep^s fo happy interpretation ( for that he likewife 
had feen a; Vifpn, J defired to expound untp- him what interpretation was to be hid 
ilamu'k of a Dream, which he had had< the night pafi, and which he related in thefe words. 

Me thought ( faid, he) I carried three Baskets on my head : of which, two were fi>led 
with bread, and the other with flelh, and divers other kind .of Meats, fuch as are 
prepared for Kings : But the Birds of the air hovering round about me, devoured O 
all the victuals, being nothing frighted by me, although I endeavored to drive 
them away. Which faid, he expefted a prefage no lefs fortunate than the former. 
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A But Jofcpb, after he had attentively qonfider'd the circumftances of the Dream, told 
him that he would rather have inform'd him of more favorable fuccefs than his Dream did l^\^P 
portend ; and that he had only two days left to live, which were fignified by the two ILL 
Baskets ; but on the third he mould be hanged and devoured by the Fowls, which he 
could not drive from him. Neither did it otherwife fall out with both of them, than 
'fojepbh&A Foretold : For upon the prefixed day, the King (celebrating the fraft of his ^ n 
Nativity ) commanded thnt the Baker (hould be hanged, and the Hurler delivered „v, 7 ." ' 
from his Bonds, and reftored to his former office. But God delivered Jofeph (after he 
had for the (pace of two years fpent his time in the mifery of the Prifon, and was in 
the mean fpace no ways ailifted by the ungrateful Butler J by preordinating this mean* 

13 and manner of his liberty. King Pharaoh having in one and the fame night ften in hv pbwwl llie 
ileep two Dreams, which he conceived were of ill prefage to him , though Jie had forgot f J'g^^ 
the explication of them which had been made to him at the fame time ; early in the 115 
morning ( calling before him the learnedft among the Egyptians ) he required the in- 
terpretation thereof. Now when he could in no fort be fatisfyed by them, he became 
more and more troubled : which the Butler perceiving, he called to, mind Jofeph t and 
his wifdom and prudence in thefe fortsof conjectures, and reparing unto the King, told 
him of Jofeph, and of his vifion which he had whil'ft he was in Prifon, together wirh 
JofeplA Inter pretatiqn, and the event thereof, and how the fame day, the Mafter of 
the Bakers being condemned to the Gallows, gave greater credit to his predictions ; 

q how he was kept Prifoner as a flave by Putiphar , the Mafter of his houfhold, and that 
he was a titbrew, as himftlf faid, defcended of good and honourable Parents. Command 
him therfore ( faid he.) to be fent for, neither difpife the Man for his prcfent mifery, 
for thou maift manifeftly underftand by him, the fignification of thy Dreams. Here- bMmn{ 
upon the Kingfcnt for him prefently, and friendly taking him by the hand, fpake ' toffi^X™ 
him after thu manner. I underftand by the report of my Servant, that thou art prudent ; 
and therefore defire tlvje to fliew me the interpretation of my Dreams in foch manner 
as thou difcoveredft his unto him, andthou (halt do me an high pleafure : but beware 
thou neither conceal any thing for fear,nor fpeak for flattery ,nor feed me with falfhood , 
but tell me all things truly, although fuch as may breed my difcontcnt to hear them. 

D Methought as I was walking by a tUver fide, I (aw feven well fed and fat kine, which Phfr „, y ,. 
came out of the River into the pafture: and again, me thought feven other came from \g™uJibs 
the pafture to meet them, which were very lean and ugly to behold , thefe lean de- r^J'Z^ 
voured the feven others that were fat and great, yet were never the more increased, ^/,f 
but were all of them miferablv vexed with hunger. But after this vifion, being awaked (<>>■<! dnj!> k»-

' digtous thv n the former, and which likewife troubles and terrifies me more. For I faw J^fJ^.^'' 1 ' 
feven ears of Corn fprung out of one root, that hung down and bowed their heads, ffi^Tf^ 
becaufe they were loaden with grain ready to be rcapt : after which, there appeared y^^j ' 

f feven other weak, and dry ears, which devouring thofe other great and full ears, left me J^^p^" 
highly aftoni. hed. Hereunto Jofeph anfwered : This Dream (O King^ although it hath Sito 
been feen in two figures, yet it importethone and the fame accident, which is to enfue.'"' 5 °' 
For both thofo feven lean Oxen and thofe feven dry ears of Corn, which you faw de- 
vour the feven fat Q#en. and feven full ears of Corn, fore-fignifie a famine and fcarcity 
in Egypt t for fo many years as there were Oxen and ears of Corn in good plight: fo that 
the fertility of thefe good years (hall be confumed by the fterility of lb many other years 
according to their number; and there (hall be fuch fcarcity of neceffary proVi(ion p tbat 
it (hall be hard to prevent and fupply the defect : all .which is figtlified by thofe feven 
lean kine which having devoured the good, could not be fatiified by the fame. All 
p thefe things God foreteh unto Men, not to the end'they fhould be terrified ar\d affright- 
ed ; but that being forewarn'd they may provide for themfelves, and the more eafily 
preve nt the imminent danger. If therefore thou fhalt lay up 2nd ftore the abundance „, 4? 4 . ^ 
of the plentiful years, Egypt (hall not feel the penury that (hall fo\}ow. An d when 'jy -ffifa fr 
the King ( admiring Jofytfs prudence and wifdom ) demanded after what manner he ^i^L^-f 
might provide in the time of plenty, to prevent , and redrefs the future fterility, he § c ' n;r<! 
warned and counfelled hilti, that the Egyptians mould ufe patrimony and that which 
remained of thofe years fuperfluity, might be reforved for future neceffities. He counfel- 
led him alfo to command tha husbandman to hoard up their Corn in their Barns, and 
only to diftribute to the People fo much as was fufficient,and no more. Hereupon the y 0 fffi 

q King ( not only praifirtg Joftph 7 s counfel, but alfo his intepretation of his Dreams ) h l' p J{'^.^ 
made him Lord and Commiffary of all his ftore; and commanded him to provide fi ' M '°" JJlt 
whatf oever he thought neceffary for his fervice and the good of his People : affuring 

' him 
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r^s~\ him that he thought no Man more proper to execute this counfel, than himfelf, who h 
uUrS' was the author thereof: Having therefore this authority given him by the King 
kfcMp t0 u f e V ls own fignet, and to be cloathed in Purple, and to ride in a Charrot, throughout 
£J?v^ all Egypt, he ftor'd up all theCorn in the Kings Granaries, and diftributcd to every one 
mf'cf /<# " by meafure, that which they wanted for Seed-Corne, and for their nounlhment, with- 
wu, tap. y. ^ i ett i n g an y Man underftand for what caufe he did it. 

He was now about thirty years old, and was held in great honour by the King, being 
v. so, s i , j ». f or n i s extraordinar y prudence, firna med by him PfontotnphanechtWhich in the Egyptian lan- 
ilSj, R uatte,fienifieth, 7 he difiovery of bidden things : he was alfo honored with a Wife of great 

dignity By the Kings order likewife he took to wife a Virgin, Daughter to Putifar j 
ail 3 Ethraim. tn g pjeliopolitant Prieft,whofe name was Jfanetk, by whom he begat Children before the 
Famine began in Egypt. The elder of which was called Manaffes, which fignifieth 
Oblivion (becaufe attaining better fortune he grew into oblivion of his former mifery:) 
v. ,4, „. but the younger was called Ephraim (which fignifieth Return, for that he was reftored to 
Therein the ijb ert y 0 f his anceftors. ) Now when, according to Jofeph s interpretation, the 
Sm ' feven years of plenty and affluence were paft in Egypt •■> the yearsof famine began toinfeft 
the Land, and for that the evil was unexpected, the headlong multitude grievoufly pref- 
fed with hunger and mifery ,began to flock about the Kings gates and Garners. Where- 
upon the King called for Jofeph, who prefently diftributing Grain to thofe that wanted it, 
became without controverfie, the Father and conferver or the commonalty. Neither K 
did he only fell it thofe that inhabited that Countrey, but to ftrangers alfo 5 accounting 
cm r . - the whole race of Mankind foallied together that 'tis reafonable fuch as want, mould be 
*S r 1 1 fupplied by thofc that have plenty. And becaufe the fame calamity both opprefled 
EmtVo Canaan and other Kingdoms of the wor\6,Jaeob alfo fent all his Sons into Egypt to fetch 
bl,y Corn 5 C as foon as he underftood that ftrangers alfohad liberty to traffick in that place) 
only with himfelf he retained&//yV/w/'*,whom he begat on Rachel,and who wasbrother by 
the whole blood to Jofeph. When thefe ten Brethren arrived inEgypt,they repaired to Jo- 
Lj&,befeeching him that they might be permitted to buy corn : for nothing was done with- 
out his exprefs command ; it feem'd an honour done to the King,to do honour to Jofeph. 
.Si He takingknowledge of his Brothers, who thought of nothing lefs than of him ( by L 
1& When, to rea f on t hat in his youth he was fold away by them, and age had altered the lineaments 
^shfunde,. of his face 5 and befides, none of them could imagine that he had attained to fo great 
2£»f dignity; determined to make trial of them, to the end he might the better gather how 
iW, they were affe&ed/ For he both denyed them hislicenfe to buy Corn, and commanded

7^pXh t hem alfo to be apprehended for fpies, telling them that they were of divers Nations, 
3S£ nd ' though they feigned kindred : for how can it be ( faith he) that a private Man mould 
bring up fo many worthy Sons s which felicity fcarcely and very feldom is granted to 
Kings? This did he, to the end he might gather fome intelligence of his father, and 
in whateftate he lived, during his abfence* and what was become of Benjamin his 
Brother : for he was much afraid, they had offered the fame hard meafure to the youth m 
which they had us'd to himfelf. Thefe words ftruck them with a great fear^n regard 



of their eminent peril, fuppofing that they had travelled this long journey all in vain

into this Countrey, hoping in your humanity ; who ( as we have heard ) have not only 
made offer of '(ale of Corn, and means of fuftenance to your own Citizens, but alfo 
to all ftrangers. That we are Brothers, and born of the fame Father, our very counte- 
nances teftifie, in that they vary not very much the one from the other. Our Father 
is called Jacob i by Nation an Hebrew, who begat us,his twelve Sons^n four women: N 
and wlii'le we were all living our affairs were fortunate and profperous 5 but fince the 
death of one of us, whofe name was Jofeph, our domeftic fortunes began to grow to 
ruine. Our Father languifheth in continual lamentations, and his Tears do no left 
aftMus, than in times paft the untimely death of our deareft Brother did affeft us. 
Now are we come to buy Corn, having left in our Fathers cuftody the youngeft 
of our Brothers, called benjamin. That thus it is, if thou pleafe to fend any 
one unto our houfe, thou mayeft be allured. Thus fpake Ruben, both on his 
own and his Brothers behalf, to remove Jofeph'j finifter opinion of them : wko knowing 
that both his Father and Brother were in health, commanded them to be fhut in Prifbn, 
under pretence to call them to further examination, at better leifure. Some three days O 
after ( calling them before him ) he began thus .• Since ( faith he ) you proteft, that 
you came not hither into this Kiugdom on purpofe,either to prejudice the King,or work 

Treafons 
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A Treafons towards the State, and that you pretend your felvcs to be the Sons of one Fa- 
ther : you fliall induce mc to believe, that your allegations be true, if leaving fome one 
with me as pledge of your loyalties ( who fliall be welL entertained ) you bear hence 
your defired Corn to your Father, and return again unto me, bringing with you your 
Brother, whom ( as you fay ) you left behind you : for this fliall be an Argument that 
you lye not. Amazed at thefe words, and fuppofing that their extreme calamity was 
at hand, they lamented their misfortune; oftentimes cxpoftulatingamongft themlelves, 
that God did now punilh them for, their cruelty towards Jofeph. . Bur Rheuben reprehend- 
ed their too late and unprofitable repentance, laying, That thofe afflictions which God 
( the juft revenger of innocency; had infliclcd on his impious Brothers, ought patient- 

B ly to be born. After this manner fpake they one unto another, fuppofing that no Man , ?w. r. 
was prefent who underftood the Hebrew Tongue: and they all lamented, being inward- «kS<^, c 
ly touched with the words of liheuben ; and condemned their perpetrated wickednefs inTiffc 
for which, at that time, they thought that God did moftjuftly punilh them. Jojephbz-t™™^. 
holding them in this perplexity, and unable to diflcmblc any longer his Brotherly love; 
by rcalbn the Tears already began to burfl: out of his Eyes, which at that time he de- 
fired to conceal, departed from among them. 

Not long after, returning again unto them, he retained Simeon with him, to be in * H 
the mean time as a pledge, until their return ; and giving them licence to buy their ' J ^J'^" M{ 
Corn, he commanded them to depart ; giving withal a ipecial commandment to one S i'fcy 

C of his Servants, t hat the Money which they had brought to buy Corn, fliould fecrctly I" ainclh6,w " 
be Unit up in their Sacks.and they permitted to depart ; all which his Servant performed. 
But Jacobs Sons returning into Canaan told their Father all that had hapned unto them 
in Egypt, and how they were taken for Spies, and Traitors to that Country : and that 
when they protefted, that they were all Brcathren, and that the eleventh was left at home 
with their Father, the Government would not believe them. Moreover, that Simeon was 
left pledge with the Governor, until Benjamin fliould come thither to give teftimony S'^^.?/- 
of their truth : whereupon they defired their Father without fear or finifter conceit, toSS''' 
lend their younger Brother with them. But Jacob was difpleafcd with that which his Sfd" 1IC 
Sons had done ; and whereas he was not a little grieved that Simeon was left behind, he »>wihiii. pilt: 

D thought it worfe then death alfo to be deprived of Benjamin ; and neither could Rhcuhen l*."' 4 '' '' ** 
with his Prayers Coffering his Sons for pledges, that if any finifter fortune fliould fall 
upon Benjamin by the way, the Grandfather might revenge it on his Children ) per- 
iiiadc Jacob to yield content : but they uncertain what to do, were more and more 
terrified, in that they found their Money indofed in their Sacks of Corn. Now when 7,^ sons b„r 
Corn began already to fad them, Jacob being compelled by , force of Famine, dclibera- 1 "^? 1 ^ 
ted to (end Benjamin with his other Brothers : for they dar d not return into Egypt, mt\\-^noZl%, h 
out him. And when ncceflity prened them daily more and more, and his Sons ceafed £" with 
not inftantly to call upon him ; yet was he ftill doubtful and unrefblvcd : tjll at laft 
J tula, a Man vehement by nature, began more freely to tell his Father that he was too 

E careful of his Brother Benjamin, to whom nothing could happen without the will of 
God, whither abroad or at home ; and that without this fupcrfluous care of his Son 
Benjamin, endangered his own and all their livcs,which could not fubfift but by the re- . r * > ^ A -^ 
lief which was to be had out of Pharaohs Country ; that he ought alfo to have carc^**??' 
of the life of Simeon, left whilft he delayed to fend Benjamin on the journey, Simeon^Swr 
in the mean time fliould be (lain by the Egyptians. Moreover he exhorted him to com- ^"V^J 
niit the care of his Son to God, promifing to bring him back again in fafety, or elfe to^'&tt 
die together with him: and propofing, that certain Fruits of Canaan, as Balm, Stadtc, h j£ s f J 
Terebinth and Honey, fliould be fent as Prcfents to Jofeph, together with the double' ^m't sm " 
price of their Corn. Thus llicdding Tears on both fides, they departed from their Father, 

F leaving him miferably tormented for the health of his Sons ; and contrariwile fufpecl:- 
ing with thcmlelves, left through his abfence their Father fliould dye with forrow. And 
in travelling into Egypt, they mitigated their prefent grief with the hope of better for" 
tune. No looncr were they arrived there but they repaired unto Jojcph ; being fore 
afraid, left it fliould be laid to their charge, that by fraud and deceit they had carried 
aw ay w ith them the price of their former Corn: which prefently, before Jofeph* s Stew- r r 
ard, they carefully excufed, faying, That they found the Money, among the Wheat at ^Xlnf 
fiich time as they emptied their Sacks ; which now, in difthargc of their truth, they M^Jfn' 
had brought back again. But he denying that he ever mined their Money, and they fct at libt 'V- 
being delivered from this fear, began to be more fecure ; fo that Simeon was fiiddenly 

G fct at liberty, to conyerfc among his Brethren. Now, when Jofeph was returned from 
the fcrvicc of the King, they offer him prefents ; and he enquiring, of them, how their 
Father did > they anfwered, that he was in health. Then perceiving that Benjamin was 

yet 
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alive whom he f aw among th em , he ask'd whether that were their younger Brother > H 
?i T and hearing that it was, he only uttered thefe words, That God's Providence was over 
KfiffiEall things, and departed from them, being unwilling that any of them ihould fee him 
fted Tears, which he could not any longer contain. Inviting them afterwards unto a 
jami* Banquet, he commanded them to fit down in order, according as they were wont to 
do when they were with their Father ; and whereas he kindly entertained all of them, 
he honoured Benjamin with a double fharc. After the Banquet, when they were all 
laid down to reft, lie commanded the Steward to meafure out the Wheat which every 
one ihould bear away with him, and to hide the price thereof again in their Sacks : but: 
in Benjamin's Sack, he commanded him to put his Cup which he ordinarily made ufe of. 
"!,f[tc"^~ This he did, with intent to make trial of their loves towards Benjamin; and whether f 
c"'. c ^: *l 5 . they would (lick unto him, being accufed of Theft, or leave him behind as a Malefactor, 
SjfS te and return unto their Father, as if the matter no ways touched them. Which being 
E h thcy WhC " clone according as he had commanded, early in the morning all Jacob's Sons arofe, and 
would aiiiit taking with them Simeon, departed onwards of their journey ; rejoycing as well at his Rc- 
jjppixnvc- ftitution, as Benjamins return, whom they both promifed and protefted to bring back 
Jffi Jo!? again to their Father ; when behold, fuddenly a Troop of Horfemen befet them round ; 

amongft whom , was that Servant who had hid the Cu p in the Sack. They being troubled 
>«Vsoi* by this fudden incurfion, and asking, why they fet upon them whom they lb lately 
are^tufedof ^ ^ invitec i anc | entertained lb honourably? The Egyptians anfwered, and exclaim- 
ed againft them, calling them wicked Men, who forgetting the late benefits received, K 
and "jofeplh gcntlencfs and humanity, were lb wicked, as to return him Injuries for his 
Courtehes ; threatning them that they mould be punilhed for their Theft : and telling 
them.thrt although for a time they had deceived the Officer of the Table,yct could they 
not deceive God ; and again asking them, whether they were well in their Wits, in 
fiippofing that for this offence they Ihould not be incontinently punilhed ? with thefe, 
and the like fpeeches, the Servant intuited over them. But they, who nothing at all 
fufpected this fubtilty, accufed him, faying, That they wondred at the Mans unrealbnable- 
nefs, info raflily accufing them of Theft, who had not kept back the price of their Corn, 
which they found in the'ir Sacks, whereas none but thcmfclves knew of that Money; fo 
far were they from purpofely offering any wrong. Yet in that they thought the fearch- L 
ing would better fatisfie them, than denial, they bid them fearch their Sacks ; offering 
themleJvcs.each ofthem,to fuffcr punifhment,if any one of them were found guilty of the 
Theft. This fearch which they offered, the Egyptians accepted ; yet agreed the puniih- 
ment Ihould be inflicted only on him who had done the Injury. Afterwards beginning 
to fearch, and orderly looking into each Mans Sack, at length they came to Benjamin ; 
not that they were ignorant the Cup was hid in his Sack, but that they might feem to 
difcharge their duty more exactly. Now all the reft being lecure in themlelves, they 
were only careful of their Brother Benjamin ; and they hoped that he would not be found 
guilty of falfhood : for which caufe, they more freely upbraided their Perfecutors ; ob- 
r*^^r\ jetting unto them, how, through their importunity, they had been hindrcd a good part M 
rhtym- ofth of their Journey. Now as they fcarched Benjamins Sack, they found the Cup ; wherc- 
Sc5 upon all the Brothers began to mourn and lament, both bewailing their Brother's mis- 
f2jS2y{*5 fortune, who was prefently to fuffer death for the Theft ; and their own miihap, who 
U: ^ V ^ J having plighted their Faith unto their Father for Benjamins fafe return, were compelled 
to falfifie the fame through this accident. And that which further increafed their grief, 
was, that when as they moft of all hoped to be free from dangers, they were, by for- 
tunes envy, thruft into fo great Calamity ; ? confefling themlelves to be the Authors 
both of their Father's, and this their Brothers misfortune ; in that they had never ccaled 
to importune and compel their Father ( although he were unwilling, and refilled ) to 
fend the Child with them. ]tf 
w, 1 2. Now the Horfemen having laid hands on Benjamin, led him unto Jofepb, and h is Brothers 
wufifo? followed him. Jofepb beholding his Brother in the other hands, and the reft bemoaning 
Theft. j um rounc i a b out: t ( lcm . Have you, faid he ( O moft wicked Men ) either fo contemned 
my humanity, or Gods Providence, as that thou durft attempt fuch a hainous injury 
againft him who entertained you with hofpitality, and dilmiflcd you with benefits ? 
To whom they anfwered, that they were ready to fuffcr punilhmcnt for Benjamin ,ca\ling 
again to their remembrance, Jofepb s injuries, laying ; that he was happy who delivered 
by death from life was exempt from all calamities: and that (if he lived ) God inflict- 
ed that plague on them for his fake. They faid alfo, that they were the plague and 
great misfortune of their Father, became that to the former forrow, which he had endur'd O 
ever fince the time of Jofeplh death, they had alfo annexed this new milery : neither 
did Reuben defift to reproach them in bitter manner with the wickednefs which they had 

committed. 
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A committed. But Jpfeph told them that he difmiflcd them all (fe:ing that their innocence 
was proved to him ) and would be contented with the Lads punilhmcnt : for ( faid he ) 
neither is it reafonablc that he Ihould be delivered for the fake of thole who have not 
offended : nor they punilhed for him that hath done the Theft : He commanded them 
therefore to depart, and promifed them fafe conduct; on their way. 

Whilft all of them were grievoufly wounded with thefe words (fo that fcarcely ^ver.ii .ad 
bnc of them could fpeak for Ibrrow ) Juda ( who had perfuaded his Father to fend^Ss Oratim 
Benjamin with them, and who above the reft was a Man of confidence ) purpoled to ex- for 
pole himfelf to all danger in that refolution to deliver his Brother: whereupon He ad- '" J *"""' 
drclTed liimfelf to Jofepb, and fpakc thus, My Lord ( faid he ) we confe/s that we_ are all 

li ready to fuffer punijhment, though we have not all of us committed the offence, but only the 
youngejl ; and though we fufpofe bis life to be almofi defperate, yet our only hope refls in your 
goodnefs and clemency. We befiech you therefore, that you will have companion of us; and be 
pleafed to take counfel, not of your jufl indignation, but your native goodnefs ; fince 'tis proper 
to great minds, as yours is, to fur mount thofe pajfions; to which only vulgar Souls give way, 
and are wont to fubmit. Confider, I pray you, whether it fland with your dignity to kill thofe, 
who prefent themfelves to be pnnifhed,and defire in no fort to live; except it be by the benefit of 
your mercy} Suffer not your felf to be deprived of this honor, after you have delivered us 
from Famine, and liberally fur nifbed vs with Com to carry to our Family, labouring under the. 
fame calamity- For 'tis one and the fame bounty to continue them- in life, who are afflicted 

C with Famine ; and not to take it from them, itho have merited death ; And you fba/l fave 
thofe whom you have fed ; and that life which. you would not fuffer to fail by Famine, reflort 
and give again ; whereby your clemency will be more commendable, wbil'Jl you give both life, 
and thofe things l/kewife whereby life is maintained. Moreover, I think that God himfclf hath 
given you this occafion to declare your virtue, that it may appear that you fet lighter by the in* 
juries offered unto you; than by your will iq do good ; and that you are not only liberal to them 
who are poor and innocent ', but merciful to thofe that are guilty. For although it be a glorious 
thing to yield fitccor in adverjities \yet is a Prince no lefs honoured by his clemency, ef pec tally 
in a caufe that concernetb his particular inter efl ; for 1 if they that remit fmall offences, are fol~ 
lowed by deferved praife ; what is it to reftrnin a Mans anger in a capital Crime ? Doth it not 

D very near approach the Divine clemency ?. And had I not good experience by Jofeph'f death, 
how grievoufly my Father taketb the want of bis Children, /would not fo earneflly intreat for 
his fafety who is fo dear to him : or if I did, it fhould be only to contribute to the praife of your 
clemency ; and were there not fome to whom our death would bring both grief and difcoment^ 
we were willing all of us to fuffer punijbment. But now whereas we have not fo much commi- 
feration of our felves ( though as yet we are but young, and have not much tajled the plexfures ff^f^\ 
oj life ) as of our difconfolate Parent, who is opprefs'd not only with Age, but Grief, we befeecb m/td',%i[j.' 1 
you, not for your own fakes, but for his, to grant us life, though at this day we are under ywr jufiice b $™wf?i]& 
for our offence. Affuredly he is a good Mankind hath omitted nothing to render us like himjelf ; ^vv, 
worthy he is never to tafle or be tryed by any fuch calamity, who now, through our alfence,is dif 

£ eructated with care and forrow. Now if he Jbould receive ty dings of our death, and the caufe 
thereof, be will not endure any more to live : the infamy of Our deaths will fhor ten his days, and 
make his death by this means more unhappy ; yea rather than hear the rumor of our fbame,he 
would defire to die beforehand. All thefe things confidered '.( although) you are jujlly mo ved by 
this offence} remit the revenge unto our Father, and rather let your pity towards him, than 
our iniquity towards you, prevail. Grant this favor to his old age ; fince if depriv'd of bur 
prefence,he neither will, nor can defire to live :yea,grant it to the very name of a Father, where* 
tvith you are honoured your felf: fo God, the Father of all men, will blefsyou in that name, and 
profperyour Family ; whom alfo you fhall honor, if in refpect of that common name, you take 
compaffion of our Father, in confider ing the furrow that he fhall endure, if he be deprived of 

F his Children. It now lieth in your power to give us that which you may deprive us of, by that 
power which God hath given you : and in doing its this favour, y:>u fhall imitate the Nature of 
God, and in this refpttt become like, unto him* For, fince it lieth in your power to do both the Po ^ it ^ iVt(i ^ 
one and the other jt were better you did good than evil\ and contenting your felf with'your Ce.' 
power, not remember then to urge your revenge : but only think that your power was given you 
to keep and preferve men j avd that the more mercy you extend towards many, the more honor 
you redouble on your own head. Now it lieth in your poiyer, by forgiving our Brothers error, to 
give us all life. For neither can we be fafe except he be faved $ neither may we return home 
unto our Father, except he return; but here mufi we fuffer whatfoever our Brother fuffer eth: Nei- 
ther do xbe crave any other mercy at your band if we be repulfed in this, but that. you will inflict 

G we and the fame puniflment on us, in no other manner, than as if we had been partakers of the. 
Felony x for tins were better for us, than that we our felves, through for row ^Jhould, offer violence, 
to our own Souls. I will not alledge or urge l?is youth, or judgment tas yet unripe; neither will I 
1 alledge, 
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a fledge, - that pardon is ufually granted to fuch ; but here will I make an end, That whether n 
we- be condemned, in that J have not fufficiently pleaded bis caufe, or whether we he abfolved, 
we may wholly afiribe this grace to your favour and clemency : to whofe praife> this likewije 
JhdL be added, That not only you have j'aved us, but alfo, in pardoning us the punijkment 
which we have juftly deferved,you have had more care of us, than we our /elves. If therefore 
• . -it beryour pleafure to adjudge him to die, let me fuffer for him, and find him back unto our 
■ ■Father; or if it pleafi you to retain him for your Jlave, I am more jit than he to do all 
forts of fervices, as you may perceive ; and J am ready to f after all that which may be in- 
jlilled on me. When Juda had ipokai thus, he humbled himfcif at Jofeph's feet, endea- 
vouring, as much as in him lay, to mollific and appeafe his anger : in like fort alfo all the 
other Brothers proftrated themfelvcs, offering themfolves to die for Benjamin. j 
Gw.4f. 1, a. But Jofeph moved with pity, and unable any longer to perfoliate a difpleafed Man, 
■iitpb irakcth font away all thofe that were prcfont ; and being alone with them, difoovered himfelf 
liimfdf known utlt0 n i s Brothers ; and in this fort to them only he difclofed himfelf, and faid, f cannot 
to his Brethien. ^ commu d the piety and love which, you bear unto your Brother, which I find to be greater 
than I did expett, gathering my conjectures from thofe things which in times pajl have banned 
unto me. For, to this end have 1 done all this,that I might make trial of your brotherly affecti- 
on-, whereof fine e you have given me a Jignal proof, I will not afiribe that which you have done 
unto me to your natures, but rather wholly to the Will of God, who hath at this prefint furnifhed 
you with all things which are profitable for you, and I hope will hereafter give you greater 
things by his fpecial grace. Seeing therefore I underjhind my Fathers rather de fired than ho--^ 
ped health, and find you to be fuch as I de fired you fhould be towards your Brother,/ freely for- 
get thofe injuries which in times pajl were done unto me : rather making choice to give you 
thanks, as the Minijlers of God's Providence, that againjl this time provided for our common 
good, than remembring your forepafl malice. I therefore pray you, that forgetting 1 thofe things 
which are pajl, yon will be oj good courage, and rejoyce that it hath pleafed God to produce a 
■j^Zr^ftij? good event of an ill intent. Let not the evil fintence which in times paft you pronounced 
I't^c/mf's <Winft me, any ways trouble youfince you perceive it wanted effect : but rejoyce at thefe Works 
Kidvt'o; r/zr>. ^ Qod,and go and tell your Father that which you have feen, left being confumed with immo- 
^^"^ derate care of you, I my [elf be deprived of the chief ell fruit of my felicity, before he come- 
ts) my prefence, and be made partaker of the fame. Wherefore depart you, and bringing with ^ 
you him, your Wives and Children, and all your Kindred s come back unto me : for it were in- 
convenient ( my dear Brethren ) that you jhould not be partakers of my f elicity, efpecially 
jhee this Famine is as yet to continue for the term of five years. This laid, Jofeph embraced 
his Brethren : but they were wholly confounded with tears and lbrrow, and the greater 
was their repenrance,in that they had finned againft fo kind a Brother 1 . After all this, 
F(y ^ there folio w'd a Banquet. And the King underftahding that Jojeph's Brethren were arri- 
ve King :e - ved, he ( as if fome good fortune had befaln him) very heartily rcjoyced, and gave them 
§S$lh™ Chariots laden with Corn, and Gold, and Silver, with other Prefents, to prefcnt their 
'"ri^r wc c father with, who, enriched with divers gifts ( fome from their Brother to his Father, 
uldit&Ruffi- and others to themfolves,but efpecially to Benjamin) returned home into their Country. ^ 
T+ tlc,, 2 h Now when Jacob underftood by his Sons in what eftatc his Son Jofeph was, that he 
fLb rc o cah na ^ noc on 'y efcaped death ( which he had fo long time bewailed ) but alfo that he ii- 
to'heart^o- ved in high profperity, and miniftred to the King of Egypt, and had, in a manner, the 
ms!o'r5>'r whole Government of the Kingdom in his hands ; he eafily believed all things that were 
told him, and acknowledged the great Works of God, and his Goodnefs lhewed unto 
him, although for a time it feemed to be intermitted. And a little time after, he prepar'd 
himiejf to go and vifit his Son Jofeph. •

■rCy^fii^ W /Hen Jacob arrived near the Fountain of Covenant, he offered in that place a Sa- 
hflictifts V V crifice unto God ; and fearing left his Children fhould inhabit Egypt, -by rea- 
K-Mivh?,v*j. foil of the fertility of the place, and that his pofterity, by not returning back into the 
*^ / "^ Land of Canaan, ■.mould lofe the pofleffion of that which God had promifed them; and 
furthermore, doubting left that his Journey into Egypt, being by him entcrprfced with- 
out confuting the Will of God, iliould be prejudicial to his Children ; fufpe&ing like- 
wife left he mould die before lie came to Jofeph's pretence, he was wonderfully perplex- 
ed in mind. Whil'ft thus he ruminated, and caft the things in his mind, he was furpri- 
zed with a heavy fleep, during wheh time God appeared unto him, and called him, (y 
twice by his Name ; Jacob, asking who it was that called him,God anCwet'd,Doft thou not 
know ( 0 Jacob/ that God, who htitj) both protect til thee, and thy Ancejhrs, and J'uccoured you 
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A in all your necefftties ; who contrary to thy Fathers purpofe, made thee Lord of his Family ; and 
whenas by thy jelf thou didjl travel into Mefouotamia, did not I bring ittopafi, that being w*t4m\. t 
matched in wedlock very happily, thou returnedft into thy Countrey back again, king bleffed b &"$f t s ns 
with many children,and flored with much riches i Was it not I alfo that have kept thy family u?*V^» 
in fafety,and when it feemed thou hndfl lofl Jofeph, / raifed him to that highjlep of dignity 
wherein now he livetb,and made him the next indignity to the King of Egypt i And now al- &pj«m£ 
fo lam come unto thee, to this end, that I may guide thee in thy journey, and that I may foreteh^^ 
thee that thou jhalt depart this life in the arms of Jofeph , and that thy pofterity fhall be of covenanr. 
mighty and famous for many Ages,and jhall pojfefs that Land, the Empire whereof J have pro- 
mt fed them. Encourag'd and made confident by this dream , he more willingly haftned 
y» towards Egypt with his fons, and his Family, whofo number amounted to Threefcore and 
ten. Their names, in that they arc fomwhat hard, I fliould not mention, were it not 
to fatisfie fome, who contend that we arc Egypt ians, and not Mefopotamians. The Sons rerJ s, 7 ^is. 
of Jacob therefore are twelve in number, of whom Jofeph came thither long before them. g^ an w d ir ^ 
The reft are thefe with their Sons. Reuben had four -Sons, Enoch, Phales, Affalon and chews depau 
Charmis. Simeon had fix, Jumilas, Jamin, Puthod, Jachen, Zoar and Zaar. LeVi had alfo ^X'gcny. 
three, Gelfem, Chaath, and Marari. Juda had likewife three, Sala t Phares and Zara , 
with two Sons of Phares, Efron, and Amyr. Iffachar had four, Tljulas, Phrufas, Job and . 
Samarov. Zabulon had three, Surad , Elon and Janel. Thefe were the Children which 
Jacob had by ZLe^,who alfo led with her Dinah her Daughter: The number of whom 
r amounted to Thirty three. But Rachel had two Sons , of which the elder was called 
Jofiph, who had likewife two, Manajfes, and Ephraim. Benjamin had ten, Bolojfus, Bacca- 
ris, Afabel, Gela, Naman, Ifes, Aros, Nompthis, Optatis and Sarod. Thefo fourteen ad- 
ded to thofe abovenamcd , make up the number of Forty foven. And this was the le- 
gitimate ifliie of Jacob. But by Bala, Rachel's Handmaid, he had Dan and Neptbalim ; 
this latter had four Sons, Elm, Gunnes, Sares and Hellim. Dan had only one Son called 
Ufis. Now if thefe be added to the abovenamcd, they make up the number of Fifty 
four. But Gad and Affer were born by Zelpha, Leah's Handmaid ; Gad was attended by 
foven Sons : Zopbonias, Ugis, Sunis, Zabros, Erines, Erodes and Arnel. Affer had one 
daughter and fix Sons, whofo Names were Joannes, Bffus,Juba,Baris,Abars,Melmiel. Thefe 
r> fifteen being added to the aforefaid Fifty four, make up the number Seventy, together ^, 3 a. 
with Jacob. But Jofeph underftanding that his Father was at hand ( for Juda polled be- g fc a j *£f 
fore to give him notice thereof ) went out to meet him, and did fo, near a Town called J} r h 
Heros. Jacob was fill'd with fuch extream and unexpected Joy, that he had almoft expi- with his hve 
red ; and that of Jofeph was little lefs. He defir'd his Father to march onwards by cafie BrethIcn • 
journies, and taking with him his five Brethren, halted unto the King, fignifying unto 
him, that his Father with all his Family were Arrived. The King no fboner underftood 
it, but he joyfully asked Jofeph in what employments he took delight : Who anfwcr'd 
him, that his Excrcife was in keeping of Cattel, and that he had no other Trade. This 
anfwer he made, to the intent they might not be divided one from another, but that li- 
^ ving all together, they might take care of their Father: Another Reafon was, left emula- 
tion fliould happen betwixt them and the Egyptians, if fo be they fhould be Converfant 
in the fame profeflion; whereas this people had little experience in the keeping of Cat* 
tel. Now when Jacob was brought into the King's prefence, and had done him Reve- 7 S'£b 
rcnce,and pray'd God for the profperity both of him and his Realm, Pharoah ask'd him Jjfjfj""^, 
how old he was ? And he anfwer'd , that he was an hundred and thirty years old ; at St "inSabir' 
which when the King admir'd.he added, that his Anceftors had lived far longer. Then m ^* ltl ' 
Pharoah appointed him and his Sons to dwell in Heliopolis, Where alfo the King's fhepherds 
had their pafturcs. But the Famine increafod in Egypt, and the calamity was without re- 
medy, by reafon that Nilus did not overflow the earth after it's ufual manner ; and on The famine * 
F the other fide, God rained not upon the earth. Moreover, in that the ftcrility was Eg)pt ' 
forefcen, it was more grievous efpecially to the Commonalty, who had laid up nothing, 
neither did Jofeph give them Corn without ready money : Which when they began to 
want, they exchang'd their Cattle and Slaves for Corn ; and they that had Lands, fold a f^.^.zo, 
portion thereof unto the King for their provifion. And when by tins' means all thefe ^ e gmX 
poflcfilons came into the King's hands , they went to inhabit here and there , as they J 1 "*}? 
could, to the end that the King might be more allured of the pofleffion of their Land ; 1 w amit,:v 
the Priefts only were excepted, to whom the Lands which they had ; remained intire. 
Finally, this necelfity reduced both the minds and bodies of the whole Nation into fer- 
vitude , after fuch a manner, that they eftecmed no Labour or Means iinfeemly, that 
G might ferve them towards their fuftenance. But when the Famine ceas'd, and the earth 
watcr'd by the overflow of the River, began to recover' her former fertility ; Jofeph 
vifiting every City of the Kingdom, and aflembling the multitude in everyone of them, 
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^^rf^ reftored them the pofiefiion of thole Lands which they had fold to the King, and exhort- H 
ww?d?l'{\. >e ed them to manure the lame in no worlc manner than they would do their own, on con-

hliio m $' kuffi. But Jacob, after he had lived 1 7 years in Egypt, ended his life in the arms of his Sons, 
mn, cap. 8. having firft prayed God to give them Profperity and Abundance ; and prophefied, that 
every one of their Pofterities Ihould attain to the Polleflion of a part of the Land of Cav.nw, 
as in procefs of time it came to pals. Befidcs, praifing his Son Jofeph, for that forget- [ 
ting the Injuries done unto him, he had bellowed divers Benefits on his Brethren, yea, 
and fuch as well befeem'd his Benefactors, he commanded his Sons, that they Ihould acl- 
when niit W e fi s ^ ons > ^ }ram ailc ^ Manajfes, into their number, at fuch time as they ihould 
he' was 6 i5 ,CB divide theJLand of Canaan, as hereafter it lhall be declard. Laftof all, he pray'd them to 
cjA r 7o d i3 ^ury him™ H^ron. He liv'd 150 years wanting three, being lecond to none of his An- 
l\H(i>rm mkd ce ^ 0rs m Pi et y> an ^ obtain'd the fame Blefling, in that he was a Mauadom'd with equal 
m 1 Vertucs. Jojeph, by the King's permilfion, tranfported his Fathers Body to Hebron, and 

there buried it very magnificently. But his Brothers fearing to return with him into Egypt, 
in that they lufpected left their Father being dead, he fliould be revenged on them, in that 
they had not any Friend left alive, under whofe Favour they might hope for pardon, lie ^ 
commanded them, that laying their fufpitions adfie, they Ihould fear no evil : And having 
brought them back again with him, he gave them great Pofleflions : Neither did he ever 
w£w? hc ie was cca ^ c to entertain them with brotherly Kindnefs. But he likewile died, when he had liv'd 
j 10 years old. 1 1 o y cars ; a Man endow'd with admirable Vertue, prudent in all Affairs, and moderate 
in his Government : By which means it came to pafs, that neither his foreign Birth, nor 
his Calamities, whereof we have fpoken, did any ways hinder him, but that he was ex- 
alted and continued in high Dignity. The reft of his Brothers alfo, having fpent their 
; ( s lives in Happinefs, died in Egypt, whofe Bodies their Sons and Nephews tranfported and 
traSiatcd°into buried in Hebron ; but Jofeplh Bones were afterwards tranflatcd by the Hebrews into Ca- 
cmaan. ac t j mc as t ] 1C y departed out c f Egypt into Canaan ; for hereunto had he T 

bound them by an Oath. But being obliged to declare this, and other actions of this Na- 
tion, I will firft of all fhew the caufc why they departed out of Egypt. 

CHAP. V. 

Of the Afflict ion which ^Hebrews endurdin Egypt, for the fpace of 400 years.

&t. ' *' bour and Induftry, they conceiv'd an Opinion that their advancement and increafe, would 
^te^ te betlieovertlirowaiKldecceafeof the Egyptians ; fo that at length they forgot the Be- 
tnm. the " e ~ ne ** cs wmtu fyfeph had done c o them : And after the Royalty was tranfported into ano* 
ther Family, they committed divers Outrages againft the Ifraelites^ andcomplotted againft 
them in what manner they might more grievoufly afflict them. They enjoy n'd them there- 
ms. 11. fore to cut Niltts into divers Trenches, and to environ their City with Walls, and to build 
infupportable Fortifications and Banks, whereby the Inundations of the River might be diverted. They 
fcrvitudc. alfo employ 'd pur Nation in building their high and vain Pyramides, compelling them to 
learn divers Arts, and to accuftom themfelves to endure Labour ; and in fuch Afflictions 
liv'd the Ifraelites for the fpace of 400 years, the Egyptians ftudying nothing elfe but to j«j 
The Prophecy v ex them with continual Labour, and our Countrymen endeavouring always to furmount *" 
« touching hk. aljthefe Difneuties. Living in this eftate, there grew afterwards another occafion, which 
inftigated them the more to feek the ruine and delblation of our Nation. For one of the 
Sacred Secretaries ( to whofe Predictions thofe kind of People do very much attribute) 
foretold the King, that about that time there mould be One born among the Ifraelites, 
that Ihould grievoufly afflict the eftate of the Egyptians, and wonderfully enhance the 
Glory of the Ifraelites, and furpais all other in Vertue, andpurchafe to himlelf immoral 
Glory, if fo be he fliould attain no Man's Eftate. Wherewith the* King being greatly ter- 
pw/c'om- fed* publiihed an Edict, by the advice of this Secretary, that whatsoever Male-child 
tteSJA' 11 mou ^ be born among the Ifraelites, it fliould be call into the River to be drown'd $ he p 
dren of \hc "if- commanded likewiie the EgyptianMidwives diligently to obfervc the time when the //#- ' 
K'puuoSl. brew Women Jrayail'd with Child, becaufe ho trujled not to the Midwiv«s of their own 
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A Nation. He Enacted alfo a Law with a penalty,- that if any flfould bc fo bold to co'ii- 
ceal their .Children, bbtb they and all their family inould be ptie to» d^aeh. Gteat wa's m r i!CX? 
their Calamity, not only, bceaufe they were deprivt<l df 'tilieir Childi^ert, and the^aWiits .tfe^f*

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A about them, fpoiled and made pillage of all the Goods of the Egyptians ; who, incenfed fW\-^7> 
againft them for the wrongs and injuries which they had done, levied an Army, intend- uUl?l$r! 
ing to revenge them of that difgracc which their Enemies had offered them : but in the b ^J.^ Vt 
Battel they were all put to flight, fo that many of them were flain; and the reft fhame- im.' th 
fully flying, returned with ignominy worfe than death, into their own Country. The ^-^w^ 
Ethiopians proud with this good fortune.inftantly purfucd them : and liippofmg it a any- VxE®{tw$ 
ardly parr, not to take the benefit of their prefent good fortune, and conceiving an a(- JSl'.Jf^ 1 '* 
fured hope of conquering Egypt, they entcrd the Country, and generally waited the 
fame : and having tafted of the fweetnefs of pillage, without any temper or moderati- 
on in their Vidory, they were encouraged to attempt greater matters. And whereas 

g they perceived, that having wafted all the Ncighbour»rcgion8, no man durft fally out, to 
encounter them in ArmS, they marched forward toward Memphis, even to the Sea, arri* 
ving near no City that had the heart, or durft make head againft them. By which cala- 
mities, the Egyptians being much opprefled, they fend one to ask counfcl of the Oracle, 
by what means they might redrefs their miferics ; and when an anfwer was given them, 
That they fhould choofe an Hebrew to afftfl them in the Wars , the King commanded his 
Daughter to give them Mofes; who, together with the Empire, might govern the whole 
Army. She taking an Oath of the King, that no injury or violence ihould be offered 
him,clelivered him into his hands ; efteeming it to be a great good fortune for Mofes, that 
he was called to the fuccor of her Country : and, on the other fidc.blaming the Priefts, 

q who were not alhamcd to demand his aid and afliftance, whom they had adjudged to be t\k e.w^k 
flain as their common Enemy. But Mofes, exhorted by Thermuthis, and the King, wil- ^"iy^J. 10 
lingly took the charge upon him. Whereat the Priefts of both Nations were very joy- law- 
ful : for the Egyptians hoped, that when by his virtue and valor he had overcome their 
Enemies,thcy afterwards might more eafily difpatch andmurther him, by fbme treafbnable 
and fmifter means ; and the Hebrews conceived an hope,that they might get out of Egypt, -Wf marchetfc 
by reafon that Mofes was the General of the Army. Mofes therefore making hafte,bcfore 
fuch time as the Enemies had any notice that he was dillodged, he levied his Army, and 
conducted them, not along the Banks of the River, but through the main Land ; where- 
in he made manifeft his moft admirable prudence. For the journey by Land being very 
D dangerous, by reafon of the multitude of Serpents (which the Country thereabouts 
breeds of all forts, and fome of that kind,that the like thereof are not feen in any other 
place, all different in malignity, and horrible form, and fbme winged ones, who not only 
offend thofe that thcyencounter on the earth very privily,butalfotowrqvcry high in the 
Air, and hover about to hurt thofe that are not aware of them ;) he, for the fecurity of 
his Army, and to the end he might march without any inconvenience, invented this 
marvellous and admirable ftratagem : He caufed two Paniers of Sedge to be made, in 
form of Coffers, and filled them with certain Birds called llm, who are mortal Enemies 
to Serpents, and before whom the Serpents flee ; and fometimcs, in flying from them 
like Harts.they are laid hold of, and fwallowcd by them. Othcrwife thefe Birds at e ma* 

E naged and made tame,and are not harmful to any -but to Serpents : of whom I will now 
ccafe to write any furthcr,becaufe the(7ra?/kdo already know what kind of Bird it is. 

When therefore he arrived in the Country of Serpents, he let flie -his Ibis againft the TV- v\iw y 
venomous Beafts, and made ufe of them to encounter the other. And having marched ti%^t»f 
in this fort, he fiirprized the Ethiopians, before they fufpecled him ; and fuddcnly char- '"iff i,>(l thc 
ging them, he overcame them in Battel, fpoiling them of the hope they had to conquer 
Egypt: and entring the Towns of Ethiopia, he razed them, and made a great flaughter of 
the Inhabitants. The Egyptian Army having tafted this happy fuccefs under the conduit 
of Mofes, omitted not the purfuit ; efpecially, for that they law that the Ethiopians were 
well nigh conquered, or rather wholly deftroyed : and in the end having driven them their chief 

pevento^, the chief City of Ethiopia (which Cambyfes called Meroe, for the love Ciry bel * 6C * 
which he bore unto his filler, who was fo called) they beficged them. The City was 
ftrong, and very hard to be aflailed by reafon of the River kilns which environs it 
round about : on the other fide, the Rivers of Aflapits and AJlaobora,fio\v in fb fiercely, 
that they could neither break the coupfe of the water, nor wade over the ftream : for 
the City is built in an Ifland, environed with a ftrong wall round about, having great 
Ramparts betwixt the Rivers and the Walls built,to refill: the inundations of the waters : 
by reafon whereof, that the City could be very hardly taken, although the oppofite Ar- 1 
my had found means to pafs the water. Now, when Mofes was much troubled that his 
Army profited uothing.by reafon that the Enemy durft not encounter them in open field, 'SfytL l>s 

G behold what a chance hapned: Tharbis, the Daughter of th© King of Ethiopia, behold- JJjfc^"'' 
ing Mofes as he approached with his Army near the Walla of the City, and feeing how «V 
valiantly he fought, and behaved himfelf, and wondring at the Exploits and Entcrprifes J ^"' ! ™'

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•^A-^n which he made C which was the caufe that" the Egyptians, afmofl clefpairing of their H 
Snfof cftarcs and liberty, were grown defperate) and how the Ethiopians (not long before e- 
kimcimfl's fl- eeinc a t h c Conquerors, and happy in their Warlike exploits and fortunate executions) 
S^V-iJj were in thegrcatcft extremity of danger,flie wasfurprized with love of him,and for that 
this pallion augmented more and more in her, ihe fent to him (even of her moft faithful 
houlhold fervants, to offer him her love. Which he accepted, on condition that ihe 
mould deliver the City into his hands ; promifing her, by a folcmn Oath/That when he 
was Mailer thereof, he would take her to Wife, without falfifying, or breach of his pro- 
mile. The matter was no iboncr motioned, but the effed followed. Having conquered 
the 'Ethiopians, and. given thanks to God for die Favors he had done him, Mofes accOm- 
phlhcd the Marriagcand lent the Egyptians back again into their Country. Who never- I 
thclcfs conceived great hatred againft him, the Author and Caufe of their fafety and vi- 
Ti,ct n<>,„..K dories ; and began ferioufly to confultand advife amongft themfelves, how they might 
iuk t'o u'tiay' deftroy'him ; fufpeding left by reafon of the happy fuccefs he had had,fhould begin to 
* V " i '''* think of making himfelf Mailer of Egypt. They accufed him therefore of Murthcr be- 
fore the King, who already of himfelf had him in fufpition, as well through the hatred 
he bare him for his noble carriage and courage, whilft he was General, as alfo through 
: „.„,/ the fear he had conceived of the deftrudion of Egypt, foretold by his Priefls, who incef- 
14 fantly incited him againft Mofes : fo that the King was upon the point to lay hands on 

him, and murthcr him. , 

But he having intelligence of thefe pradlifes, efcaped, and fled iecretly, flying from K 
his pretence through the Delart,by which the Enemies lead liifpeded his flight ; and al- 
though at no place in his journey he found victuals to fullain him, yet overcame he his 
Haii»&Ritf- penury by his patience. And arriving near a City of the Madians fituare upon thelhore 
>&«,,«p.i«. of Rc( | gca ^ t jj at was namec j by one of Abraham, and Chetura's Sons , he fat him 
Afcfc flicth w down ncar a Foiintain,refrelhing himlelf, and taking his eafe after his laborious journey ; 
* for it was about Noon,and the City already appeared in his fight.In this place an occa- 
sion befel, by which he both gave proof his vertue, and found an opportunity to better 
his eftate. For whereas the Region is much troubled with want of water, the Shep- 
herds had a cullom, tollrive which of them Ihould firft poflefs the Pits, for fear left the 
water would be quite confumed by others, before they and their Cattel had quenched l 
their thirll. To this Fountain therefore there came feven Virgins, which were Daugh- 
ters of Raguel, otherwise called Jethro, the Prieft (whom the Inhabitants of that place 
held in great cftimarion) who had the charge to attend their Fathers flocks ; for that is 
the excrcife wherein the Troglodites are wont to employ their Women. Thefe halted to 
yf ^..6. ,.v ,?.draw fufficient water for their flocks into the Troughs, exprefly made to receive the wa- 
mCc, niiiiicth ter . anc [ w j icn m t i ie mean time the fliephcrds came and fur prized them,and drove away 
.elfiJr^the Virgins,to the end they might be Mailers of the water, Mofes judging it a flume to 
ih, bhepkids. j lim £if to f u ffc r t hj s outrage, drove away the Ihepherds, who would have enjoyed that 
which appertained not unto them, and gave a juft afliftance to the difmayed Maidens ; 
who, as loon as they were returned into their Fathers pretence, told him the outrage m 
that was done them by the Ihepherds, and the help that they found by the hands of a 
llranger, beteeching him that the courtefte which he had lhewn unto them.might not be 
forgotten, but that he might receive fome token of gratitude. The Father commending 
his Daughters thankfulnels towards their Benefador, commanded them to bring Mofes 
into his pretence, to the end he might thank him according as he defcrved. As foon as 
he was comc,Raguel toldhim,That his Daughters had given him to underftand,how kind- 
ly he had aflifted them : and having his vertue in admiration, hefaid, that he had not ad- 
nr ,, ventured himfelf, nor done kindnels to thofe that were without fenfe of the courtefies 
R.rzmimmi- tifet W erc mewed unto them.but unto thofe who were capable to give him thanks; yea, 
tcJtX/'l* 11 ' fo ready to requite him, that thegreatnefs of their requital fliould far furpafs the mea- 
V*££ R f hire of his humanity. He therefore adopted him for his Son, and gave him his Daughter 
/ms, t ap. 1,. 2 - ra tQ Wifc ^ anc j made llim Superintendent and Mailer of the flocks (in which, in 
thofe days,thc wealth and riches of moft Nations confided.) Mofes having obtained this 
good fortune at Jethro s hands (for fuch was /togw^'sSirname; he abode there with him 
and attended his flocks.But not long after he led his Cattel to graze near the Mountain 
Sinai, which is the highell of all thofe that are in that quarter, and good for Pafturagc, 
by reafon of the whollbm Herbs that grow thereabouts : which notwithftanding was not 
fed upon before that time, becaufc the Ihepherds durft not frequent it, in regard of an 
opinion of thofe that dwelt in that Country, That God inhabited that Mountain. There 
hapned there unto him a marvellous Prodigy, which was, that a flame of fire feemedO 
clipped round about him in a Bufli, without offending either the green Herbs.or the Flowers,or 
toM*, in .lie cJie b ou „| 1s barged with fruit, although the flames were great and vehement. He, not a 
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A little amazed at this uncxpeded fpcdacle,at lafb grew more and more fo, when he heard ^^fthe 
a voice ifluing out of the fire, which called him by his name ; charging him with bold- fy™ffi+\ 
nefs, in that he was not afraid to tread upon chat ground/ which hitherto had been frc- £!^?' 
quented by no Man; bidding him to depart afar off from the flame, and content him- '^£v^J 
ielf with that vifion ; for although that he were a vertuous Man, yet that he ought not Go J coriOinctn 
to be curious to make further learch into the lame. The fame voice alio told him, That {fe«'by c 
the honour and glory which he obtained amongft Men, was by the afliftance of God : JJf^' 
charging him to be of a good couragc.and to repair into Egypt, (oc in that place he fliould v»"w*} n 1,15 
be Captain and Guide of the Hebrew Nation, and ihould deliver the People Which were ttwmi C9 ', 
there, from the outrage and fcrvitude which they fuflercd. For (faid the voice) they mall 

B inhabit that happy Country wherein your Father Abraham dwelt, and they iliall enjoy 
all forts of blcllings, under the condud of thee and thy prudence. Moreover, it com- 
manded him.That having brought the Hebrews out of Egypt, he fliould offer facrifice of 
Thankfgiving, at fuch time as he Ihould arrive again in that place. And fuch was the 
Oracle which he received out of the flame. Mofes altogether raviflied at that which he 
had both heard and feen, fpake thus : 0 Lord, it were Madnefs in me, and no prudence, 
if J (hould diftrufl thy power, which J re verence, and which J know hath been manijefled unto 
my Predecefors ; notwithftanding, I (land in doubt, how I\ who am a Man of no eloquence, 
and oflefs force, fhould perfuade my Brethren, by my words, to forfake the Country wherein 
they inhabit, to follow me into that Country whither I will condutt them. And although they 

C fhould be t>erfnaded,how can I force Pharoah to permit them to depart from thence ,by whofe la- 
bours and travels the Egyptians are daily increafed in goods and riches ? Whereupon God 
commanded him to truft in his afliftance, and to be of good courage, and promifod that c vi 
if he had need of eloquence, he would bellow upon him the faculty of perfuafion ; or m>%%h&* 
if he were driven to ad anything, that he would redouble his forces ; commanding, &'rfef«i ma * 
That in confirmation of thofe promifes he had made him, he Ihould let fall his ftaff up* A/^fhwd a 
on the ground : which having clone, a Dragon began to creep upon the ground, and in m^e white. 1 
turning and rowling himfelf, lifted up his Creft on high, making temblaticc, to defend mp^'cth 
himfelf againft thole that fliould affail him, and then a little while after became a ftaff™ ° a "*° 
again. Afterwards he commanded him to put his hand into his bofom, and no fooner lC 

D had he obeyed, but he drew it out altogether white, and in colour rclembling Chalk t jl^Io. adv. 
and a little while after, it recovered its ordinary colour. Moreover, he further willed is / c ?odc 
him to draw water out of the next Well, and to pour it on the ground, and he faw it foA'ifrae* 
turned into a bloody colour. Amazed at thefe accidents, he was commanded to be 
of good courage, and allured that he Ihould have great afliftance. Moreover, that he 
Ihould ufe thcle figns before all Men, to the end (faith God; that all may bclieve,thar. 
being fent by me, thou docft all this according to my Commandment. Furthermore, I 
enjoyn thee.That without any further delay, thou haftc into Egypt ; and that thou tra- 
vel day and night, without iofing timc,without delaying any more, to fuccour the poor 
7/(p^«»pj,gricvoufly afllidcd in Egypt. Mofes having no caule to diftrufl that which God 

E had promiftd him, and being confirmed by thefe things, whereof he was both an eyc- 
witnefs and hearer, he prayed God, that if there were any occafion to cxprels the like 
power in Egypt, he would vouchfafe to further the efled : befeeching him further, that 
lie would not conceal his name from him,to whom he had participated the hearing of his 
voice,and the fight of his pretence : that it might plcafc him therefore to declare unto 
him his name, to the end, that when he fliould offer facrifice unto him, he might call up- 
on the fame. God declared unto him his name, which before time had been concealed 
amongft Men, and of which alfo it is not lawful for me tofpeak. Mofes wrought thefe 
figns notonly at that time, but alfo when or whercfoever he thought it rcquifite : by all 
which he gave further credit to the fire which had appeared unto him, and allured him- 

p fcrf, that God would be his favourable Defender, that he would deliver his Brethren, and Rufr 
involve the Egyptians in great calamities. And after that he underftood, that Pharoahl\\\o?'' 1 ' 
King of Egypt was dead (during whole life, . he fled from thence) he rcqucftcd Raguel, 
to give him leave to depart into Egypt Sot the profit of thofe of his Nation ; and taking 
with him Sephora ( who was Raguel s Daughter, and his married Wife) and Gerfon and 
Eleazar, his Children, which he had by her, he departed into Egypt. Now this name of 
Gerfon, [\\ the Hebrew Tongue.fignifieth Foreign : and Eleazar fignificth favoured by God ; 
in memory, that Mofes had cteaped from amongft the Egyptians, by the afliftance of the 
God of his Fathers. And as he approached near the Mountains, Aaron, his Brother, by cap, + -j. 20 . 
the commandment of God, came forth to meet him ; to whom he declared all that had f v£wE ail 

G hapned unto him in the Mountain, and that God had given him i/i charge. And as they 1 ?°b° 'm™"' 
palfed onward of their way, the Men of great eftimation among the Hebrews (having W ; \*o son;, 
intelligence of his coming) came out to meet him, before whom Mofes made ufe of theg£^ ,ld 

above- 
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r«wA^abovcfaid power of doing Miracles, by reafon he could not perfwade them by words: H 
wtffm and they being aftonifhed at that which they had feen him do beyond their expectation, 
btfm'chrifi, confident, and conceived a good hope of all thingsjeeing that God had a care of 
Ss/^ their fafety. When he perceived that the Hebrews were ready to obey him.and that they 
Mfc emctain- p ro t C ft; e d to follow him in all that he fliould command them, through the earned defire 
wVftewcthth e y had to be at liberty ; he prefented himfelf before the King, who had newly under* 
taken the Government, and Jhewed him the great benefits he had done unto the Egypt i- 
a ht- IT* 1 ' 1 " ans at fuch time as they were defpifed by the Ethiopians M\o "ad fpoiled all their Coun- 
„iXw" tolf- try ' an a how he had fpared no travel, but fiiftained all the charge of the War, as if it 
>mrs,he/y )W - h{ y becn wagccl for nis own p r0 p er Nation. On the other fide, he opened unto him 
Mot Lwe«h the dangers which he had unjuftly fuffered for his recompencc. He afterwards difcour- [ 
piLai, his f c d unto him that which had befallen him near the Fountain of Sinai^nd the talk which 
Miracle* had . n thaJ . placc with him . anclthe flg|is itl particular which had been Ihew'd unto 

him, in confirmation of thofc things which were promifed,exhorting the King not to mi- 
ftruft orrefift the Will of God. The King hearing this, began to mock him : but Mofes 
made him fec,in effect, the figns which he had fliewed near the Mountain of Sinai. But 
the King, inftead of being mov'd therewith, waxed angry, and grievoufly reviled him ; 
accufing him, for that in times paft he fled away, for fear to be flain in £g>^,and at this 
prefent returned thither, under a fubtile pretext.cloaking his Craft with Magick and In- 
chantment, the more to affright him. And at the fame inftant he called into his prefence 
the Pricfts of Egypt, to let him fee thofe figns,and to make it manifeft, that the Egyptians K 
were skill'd in shofe Sciences ; and that he alone was not Mailer in thofe things , the 
which he boafted to perform by Gods power,but that they were deceits and lhadows of 
marvels, to deceive the multitude. Whereupon the Priefts call down their Rods, and 
they became Serpents. Mofes being moved herewith, faid, 0 King, I defpife not the ivij- 
dom of the Egyptians ; fat I prot eft, that that which I have done, doth fo farfurpafs all their 
Magick and Art, as there is difference ietween divine and humane things. 1 will therefore 
fhewycu, that that which I do,is not by hchantment ,nor with afalfe appearance of verity, but 
stcfes R^dde- ly the providence and power of God. This faid, he caft his Rod on the ground,command- 
Sc ing it to change it felf into a Serpent : whereupon it obeyed, and wandring here and 
Kwtiam. t \£ ce it devoured all the Rods of the Egyptians, which feemed to be fo many Serpents ; L 
pw ml ,r ' and that done, Mofes took his {taff into his hand again, and it rcaflumed its prittine 
St^o form ; but the King being never the more aftoniflied (but the rather incenfed at that 
more grievous wYach was done) (aid, That this wifdom and fubtilty ofMofcs,which he ufed in difgrace of 
the Egyptians, fhould profit him nothing. He commanded therefore the Overfeer of the 
Works,who had the Government of the Hebrews, that he Ihould remit nothing of their 
labour,butthat he fliould opprefs them with more tedious and grievous tasks than they 
were wont to be put unto : whereupon (where he was wont to allow them ftraw, to 
make their Tylc with) he forbare, after that time, to give them that allowance ; and 
taxing them in the day-time to follow their work, he appointed them by night to feek 
their ftraw, doubling thereby the weight of their former Labour. Notwithftanding all m 
this, Mofes would neither defiftfrom his purpofe, in regard of the Kings threatning, or 
the continual cry of his Country men,neither was he in any fort difmayed thereat ; but 
Remove with a confident and undaunted mind, he refolutely proceeded to reftore his Country- 
King a to e dfi s men to their defircd liberty. He therefore once again addrefs'd to the King, perfwading 
the Jw«»/. him to difinifs the Hebrews ,to the end they might repair to Mount Sinai find facrifice to 
God in that place : For no lefs (faith he) hath he commanded, neither can any rejifi his 
Will, that whit ft God was yet favourable to him, his own inter eft obligd him to grant the 
people the liberty which he demanded. That if he denfd the fame, he could not accuje him as 
thecaufe of the Calamities which he fhoulddraw uponhimfelf by his difobedience, when he fhould 
fee himfelf without Children Jthe Air,Earth,and all the other Elements become Enemies to him, 
andMinifters of the Divine Vengeance, That never thelefs the people of the Hebrews fhould 
(in defpite of their refiftance) depart out of their Country-, but the Egyptians fhould not ef- 
cape the punifhment of their hardnefs.of heart. The King defpifed thefe words of Mofes, 
and would not be prevailed upon, wherefore moft grievous Plagues fell upon the Land of 
Egypnali which I will particularly fet down,by reafon that at that time the Egyptians fuf- 
fered thofe things, which never before hapned to any other People; and likewife that I 
may manifeft, that Mofes erred not in any of his Predictions: and betides, for that it is 
The firft Plague expedient for Men to learn and do thofe things which arc agreeable to Gods Will, for 
J h ;K. fear left he being provoked and incenfed againft them, fliould punifli them for their inju- 
ncd into Wood. ftj ce> f ot fi r ft of all, by the commandment of God, the River of Nilus was turn'd intoO 
tw. 7 . ia gjoo^ ne ither was it impoffble for them to drink of it (notwithftanding they had no 
other Fountain of water) neither was the water only coloured like blood, but when

A any one drank thereof, it caufed in him divers pains and. gripings; Such was the Water J*WV-?"t 
to the Egyptians, but to the Hebrews it teemed good and lweet in tafte, without any mrW^sl^ 
ways changing the Nature thereof* Hereupon the King ( not knowing , what to &o, feM.oi 
and feeing this ftrange accident, and being afraid, in behalf of his Subjects ) permitted l^V^J 
the Hebrews to depart. But no fooner was this Plague ceafed, but he prefendy changed 
his Mind, and would not permit them liberty to go away, For which caufcj God (fee- 
ing his Ingratitude, and. that he would not be warned, notwithftanding he had delivered , 6 
him from the former Calamity ) inflicted another Plague Upon the Egyptians, He fenc a£*« plague 
an infinite number of Frogs among them, which cover'd the whole Countrey; and the ofFlt * 5 * 
River was fb ftorcd with them, that they, that drew water to drink, found it altogether. 

B infected with the Putrefaction of them, dying and rotting in the waters-; fo that the 
whole Country was full of filthy Mud, by . reafon of the Frogs that dyed on the &mc. 
They corrupted alfo their Meats, cntring into their Houfes* amidft theit Meat andBrinky 
and creeping in their Chambers ; from.whencc an odionS flench exhaled, by reafon.of the 
multitude of Frogs that lay dead. Now when the Egyptians faw themfelves to. fore 
prefied with thefe Evils, the King commanded Mojg's. to depart with t\ic Hebrews, whitheK 
he plcas'd. And as loon as he had fpoken this, the multitude of Frogs vanifhedi dnd 
appeared no more, neither on the Earth, nor in the Water, but they retained their ac- 
cuitomed Nature. No fooner was the Earth delivered from this Curie, but Pharaoh for- 
got the caufe thereof, and retained the Hebrews MW : and (as if he.defir'd.toexperirneni: 

q yet greater Miferics ) hc.denied them that Liberty which before he had granted them, rar - 
ther out of fear than good will. For this caufe, God once again puniflied his falflioodj S'tLd' 
by lending him another Plague : for a multitude of Lice (warmed on the bodies pfithe Pla 8 ue ofLk ° ; 
Egyptians, by which the poor men were mifertibjy devoured,* neither could they exter- 
minate that Race either by Bathings or Undlions. The King troubled with this Calamw 
ty, and fearing the ruin of his People, and bethinking him of the fliameful end there- 
of, was conftrained to permit the People to depart : but 'CafMr ; the Plague was appea- 
fed ) he required, that they fliould leave, their Wives and Children behind them for 
Pedgcs, till they return : and by this means he prbyojked: God's W^rath more heavily 
againft him, in that he (iippofed to delude his Providqnce,- as if , it had not been God, 

D who ( in the Hebrews behalf >had puniflied them, hm . Mqfes, that had plagued the figy* 
ptiaus. For God filled their Country with divers forts of I»ifc<a;s!,(f|:he Jike whereof jj^fy^ h 
before that time, had not been feen there ) which cotferU the, Earth,, jjha.t ic became- defb^PiaguJveno. 
lare and uiitiilcd, and. miny Perlbjis dy'd by. them ; andjhofc; that remain'd alive y they mous Bcaft!- 
were infected with the Payfon exhaling from .the number of,dead and tick Bodies.. r BjUt 
notwithftanding all thefe, the King ftill continued or;ft«iate in his JYickednefs, and'Dift 
obedience unto God ; permitting only) that the, Wom.eu i ^nd Men flioulfH; departs and. that 
their Children ihould be left behind them ; but God d.efifte4 not tp pmnfli.his Wtekid4 
nc(s by divers moft grievous Plagues, far more tedious than the former, yea, fuch- is 
were dilperfed over all the People. 

E For their Bodies were grievoufiy tormented with Ulcers, and corrupted inwardly ; and ?• ?• Ti », 
after this fort, the greater part of the Egyptians periflicd. But the King being not melt- Piague. asuc ' t c 
ed, nor mollified by this Plague. God rained down Hail upon them ( which never before ThVn«h 
that time was feen in Egypt ; and further fb great, or rather greater than that which fal- Hague, botches, 
leth to the Northward, near the Pole Artique) though it was a confiderable time of Thcfeventh 
Spring, and fpoiled all their Fruit. After which, an Army of Grafhoppers devoured all PJa <f 
thole Buds and Fruits which were unhurt by the Hail ; fo that all the hope which the J e C| g hth c 
Egypt i.ms had of their Harveft, was utterly overthrown. Thefe Afflictions had been fuf- hopS ° n " 
ficicnt to pcrfuade a man of the meaneft Wit (except a Reprobate ) to grow wife, and 
make ufc of that which was moft profitable for him. But Pharaoh knowing the caufe of 

F the lame, enforced himfelf to refill God, not only through Imprudence, but Malice ; fo 
that he voluntarily deftroy'd his poor Subjects. He therefore commanded Mofes, to lead 
away the Hebrews with their Wives ; but that they fliould leave their Subftance behind 
them for a Prey to the Egyptians, to recompenfe them for what they had loft. Mofes 
anfwered, That he demanded an unjuft thing, fince that hereby they would not have wherewith 
to offer Sacrifice to God. Now while the time pafs'd in thefe Confutations, a moft difmal c 
darknefs ovcrfpread the Land of Egypt, by reafon of which, many perifh'd after fundry Thu ninth' 
manners, and others fcar'd to run the fame fate, living in the moft difconfblatc condition JSf ' e ' Dlr ''' 
imaginable. This darknefs being difperfed, after three days, and fo many nights, Mofes 

\ ^ loeing that Pharaoh would not repent, nor let the People of Ifrael depart, came unto 

G him, and fpakc after this manner : As long as you fball refift the Ordinance of God (who 
comnundeth you to fuffer the Hebrews to depart ) there is no means, whereby you may be ex- 
empted from thefe mifchiefs in doing that which you do. The King, enraged at thefe words,

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•-ww^ threatncd him' w cut off' his Head^if once more he durft appear in his Prelence, to mo, H 
mJrS$\to* to him any futh matter.

Moreover, they honour- 
ed the Hebrews with Prefcnts, partly to the end they mould depart with the more expe- 
dition, bartfy for tihe Neighborhood and Acquaintance fake which they had one with an- 
other; And as titty departedy'the. Egyptians wept, and repented them of the evil ufage 
The Ay« theyhad (hewed them ; bueftliey rook their way towards Latopolis, at that time defart, 
S.° utot andJltt which'placeafterwar'ds 1 Babylon was built, at fiichtinie as Caw^deftroyed£gy//. 

The third day they came unto Beekephon near the. Red Sea 5 and for that they wanted 
,Vi<ftuals in this befart, they tempered their Meat with Water, and kneaded it as well as 
they could, and bak'd Cakes, with which they fuftained themfelves for the (pace of thirty L 
; days f for they had brought no more ProViittM out of Egypt, than enough to fervc them 
. ': fa^thac time j at: tho end of which they were in want of Food, although they had liv d 
ThcfcaftoF 3 ' very fpafingly, rather feeding for Neceifity, than eating to Satiety. For which caufe, in 
therms. Mdmory of that want, we celebrate a Feaft for the fpace of eight days, which we call 
JnhcSdicn thelFcaft oi-Azymes, that is to fay, of unleavened bread. But it is not eafie to number 
of /jM. thd Multitude of them that came out of Egypt t .if we confider the Women and Children 5 
but thofe that were of full Agei and fit to bear Arms, were in number fix hundred thou- 
sand. ' 
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CHAP. VI. 
The Hebrews depart out of Egypt, under the condutt of Mofcsi 

THu s the Ifraelites departed out of Egypt the 14 clay of the month A\tut hints, 4 30 years 
after Abraham our Father came into Canaan, and in the zi 5- year after 'Jacob went 
down intoEgyht, and in the eightieth year of Mofes Age, who had Aaron to his Brother, iW.^.^a 
three years elder than himfelf; they carried alfb with them the Bones of 'J ofeph, according dJ^S* 
as he had commanded his Sons. But the Egyptians repented that theyhad fuffer'd the//?- /v'^'- '''' °" " 
brews to depart : The King alfb was very much mov'd ; fiippofmg.that which was fallen j;'J'°^*" 5 ~ 
jjupon them, had hapned by Mofes 's Inchantmcnts; and it was concluded to pcrfuc them. JI'^^/?' 
They therefore arm'd, and furnifh'd themfelves with all their abiliments of War, intend- frm. " ' ' 
ing to purfue them, with the intent to bring them back.if they overtook them ; for they laid, 
that God would no more be difpleas'd againft thcm,for that already they had given them 
lea^'e to depart. They hoped iikewifc very eafily to bring them under fubjcdtion,becaufe 
they were all of them difarm'd,and wearied with Travel. And having inquir'd which way 
they held , they hafted to follow them, although they knew the Region was very hard to Sl "t/>n™' 
Tra\el in ; not only for thofe that were to march in Troops.but alfb for thofe that were i^'amjiph 
ro journey one by one. Now Mofes conducted them this way,to thccnd,that it the Egypti- 
ans ihould repent of their difiniilion, and hafl.cn to purfue them, they might receive the 
-. Ycw ml of their wickedncfs,and the breach of their promifc. He chofethis way Iikewifc, 
iv all the Philifihies ihould undcrftand their departure, by rcafbn t hey were difpleas'd 
againll the Hebrews, upon an ancient grudge which they bear them; and Palcjline confines 
and borders upon Egypt: Wherefore he led them not by the way that diredly leadeth thi- 
thcr.but he intended to bring them mtoCanaa»,by conducting them farabout.and thorow 
many calamities; to the cnd,that afterwards he might lead them to Mount Sinaifhctc to 
ofler Sacrifice,according to Gods commandment. As fbon as the Egyptians overtook the i'i»e rp-.td/tn 
Ifrailites, they prcpar'd themfelves to frght, trufting to the number which theyhad : For i^u^pam 
with them.thcrc ferved 600 Chariots, with 50000 Horfcmen,and 200000 armed Footmen. Ji^^tKMiV-u-d 
1'hey alfo flopped the paffages where they thought the Hebrews might efcape, enclosing ^ ,ttHMClcu 
D them batwixt unacccffibleRockSjand the Sea : On which place there abuttcth aMountain, Exld - , * AC> 
unfrequented, by rcafbn of the dangcroufnefs of the way 5 and by this means they ex- 
cluded them from all hope of cfcape,or flight : For on the one fide they were lhut in by 
the Mountain,that extended it fclf even to the Sea : And on the other fidc,by their Camp, 
pitched and cmbattcllcd kforc their faces, to cut them off from the Champion, if fo be 
they intended to flic that way. Seeing therefore that they were in no fecurity, but were 
hemmed in by the flraitncfs of the place,and by reafon of want of provifion, could not 
endure a ficge, nor yet find any ways to flic from their Enemies ; neither, although they 
greatly defir'd to fight, had they means to defend thcmfelvcs,bccaufc they were difarm'd. 
Finally, perceiving that there was no hope of fafety left them, but only by their abject 
g fubmidion, they began to accufc Mofes ; forgetting thofe Prodigies which God had done 
to fct them at liberty : And their incredulity proceeded fo far, that they were upon the ™L p /)Sfi 
point to ftone Mofes, and voluntarily to yield themfelves fubjecT: to their former Thral- S cl 'J'^' lb ' v 
dom. For they were much mov'd by the Tears of their Wives and Children,who expect- ' 
ed nothing but death.fecing themfelves begirt with Rocks, Seas,and Soldiers, and left de- 
ftitutc of all hope of flight. But although the multitude were exafperated againft Mofes, 
yet ccafed he not to take care of them,and to have rccourfc to God ; recounting to them 
what he had laid in times paft.touching their deliverance ; and affuriiig them, that after 
fb many Miracles , God would not funcr them to be fubjected or overthrown by their 
Enemies. And (landing up in the midftof them,hc faid, If your affairs had hitherto been r „ A%t 
F managed by M?n only, it were not amifs in you to dijhuft them, left hereafter they Jhould not ffi^f™™^ 
bring them to their determined and your de fired iffue. But in that at this time you diflrufl the lh«ffltinc.£d 
Providence of God, this Jheweth you to be without fenfe,or undemanding; confider ing it is he 
that hath made you fee all thofe things which he promifedyou by me,cor.cerningyour deliverance, 
even at that time when you your fehes exfleftcd it not : Ton rather ought ti '1 hope, that God will 
help and affijl you in thefe difficulties, who hath brought to pafs, that you are now in this ft rait y to 
the end that when he Jhalt have delivered you from thefe extremities, from which neither you your 
fe Ives, nor your Enemies Juppo/e you can efcape, he may fliew his power and Providence in your be* 
half : For God is not accuftomed to y ield his favourable a ffiftancc, when the dangers are only eafic 
andfupport abk\ but in thofe wherein all human hope is loft and 'extinft. Therefore reft your fehes, hr. . } . 
G your Jortunes upon fuch a Helper, who can make great things fmall,and the ftrongeft feeble. Pear Sfc^r* 
not the force and power of the Egyptians 5 and though you have the Sea and Mountains before ,Jtl >» l " 
ytu, which permit you not to ftie from them,defpair not of your lives i For God ( ij he pleafe ) 
can turn the Mountains into Plains, and chawc the Sea hit* dn Land. CHAP. 
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h i!ati^'. The Hebrews tf/v? />«r/W /5y //tf Egyptians, the RedSeadividetb it felf, andgiveth paffage 
^^V^j to the Hebrews, but overwhelmed the Egyptian Army. 

THis faid,he conducted the Hebrews towards the Sea,inthe fight of the Egyptians ; 
who being very much wearied with purfuit and travel,thought beft to forbear the 
ixoj.1 1 s Combat till the next day. But when Mofes was arriv'd upon the bank of the Sea,he took 
*° H his Rod, and called upon God,and implored his aid and fiiccor in thefe words : 0 Lord, 
thou too wellkmwefi, that it is impofible for us by human force or policy, to efcape thefe ex- 
tremities'. But thou art he only that canfl fave this company ,who have forfakenEgy ^.follow- \ 
wi'<Md ycr *"& *ty Commandment. And fince of our fehes we have not any hope or means, we only recom- 
mend our fehes unto thy Providence, being affurd that by that means only we can be delivered 
from the purfuit and fury of the Egyptians : Send us therefore fpeedily thine affiftance,to the 
end that thy Power may be known in our weaknefs. Relieve, encourage and hearten thy People, 
affuring them of their fafety,who through their difirufi have finned againfi thee : We are envi- 
roned with difficulties, which notwithfianding thou canfl make eafie, For the Sea is thine, and 
this Mountain that inclofeth us', which Jha/l open, and the Sea divide it felf, if thou comman- 
deft. We may likewife flee thorow the Air, if itpleafe thy Power to deliver us in that manner, 
V(r ru Having made this Requeft unto God after this manner, he ftrook the Red Sea with his 
Jfce Red'sca R oc l . which fuddenly dividing it felf at the ftroke, and retiring backwards, left a dry ft 
IVI " lt e ' paffage thorow themidft thereof, for the Hebrews to efcape, Mofes feeing how God had 
" heard his Prayers, and how the Sea had left its Channel, he firft of all entered into the 
fame,and commanded t\\c Hebrews to follow him,marching thorow that way, which God 
j^.ii.v. had by his Divine Power provided for them, willing them to rejoyce at the danger which 
J&Sm'* attended their Enemies , and to give God thanks for the unexpected fuccors he had fent 
the Etwims tncm : Whereupon they were not negligent, but marched boldly forward. At firft, the 
»ve drowned Egyptians fuppofed them mad, and that they caft themfclvcs headlong into manifeftper- 
thrrcm. dltion : But when they pcrceiv'd that they were entred a good way without hurt, and 
that theyencountred no danger or let, they diflodg'd, and fbllow'd them, believing the 
Sea would have given them paffage alfo; and having fet their Horfe in the Vauntguard , ^ 
they entered into the Sea. But the Egyptians having fpent fbme time in arming them- 
fclves,tlie Hebrews in the mean while got to the oppofite fliore, without any difturbance ; 
which made their Enemies more bold,fuppofing that no evil mould happen unto them. 
But they knew not that God had made this path exprefly for the Hebrews ; but entred 
the fame, as if it had been a common beaten way, forgetting that it was made to fave 
the Hebrews from danger.and not themfelves.who fought to deftroy them. But as foon 
as all the Egyptians Army was entred,the Sea returned to his old courfe, and with winds 
and waves overwhelmed the Egyptians, The fhovvres from Heaven fell upon them, ve- 
hement Thunders ratled from the Air, intermixt with flafhings and lightnings. In brief, 
there was nothing that by the wrath of God could be inflicted upon men, which at that 
time hapned not unto them. For befides all that which hath been fpoken,an obfeure and 
darkNightfurpris'd them, in fuch fort, as they were all of them drowned, and there re- 
mained not one of them to bear back thetydings of their misfortune.The Hebrews could 
not contain themlelves, for che joy they conceiv'd at this their unexpected deliverance , 
and the total ruin of their Enemies : when they faw that they who defign'd to make them 
f lie 'jfrae'iittt flaves again per force, were exterminated, and that God had been fo viiibly affiftant unto 
fingSmmsfoi tnen1, When they had efcap'd this danger,and perceived that their Enemies were punifh- 
the» dew- 01 ed after fuch a manner, as the like punifliment had never been heard of amongft Men ; 
The seas of they all of thern,during the whole Night,fung Hymns and Songs of Thankfgiving. Mo- 
v%ffl% 1 ' f es likewife compost! a Song in Verfe,conraining the Praifes of God, and a Thankfgiving 
fw for the favour he had done unto them. All thefe things have I particularly declared, accor- 

topfitiw ding as I have found them written in Holy Scriptures. Neither ought any man to marvel 
Thcwind and at rms *° wonderfula Difcourfe, that thorow the Sea there fhould be a paffage found, to 
tide drive the live fb many perfbns in times pad, and they rude and fimple, whether it were done by 
imo the the Will of God, or it chanced of it felf; fincenot long time ago, God fb thinking it 
ciy good, the Sea of Pamphylia divided it felf,to give way to Alexander the King of Macedons 
Soldiers, having no other paflage to deftroy the Empire of the Perfians.The next day the 
Egyptians Arms, carried by force of the Stream,were caft afliore where the Army of the 
Hebrews was encamped, which when Mofes perceiv'd that it was done by the Providence 
of God, to the intent they might not be difarmed , he gather'd them together, and fur- Q 
nilh'd the Hebrews therewith; and afterwards led them to Mount Sinai to Sacrifice to 
God,and to give him thanks for their deliverance, in thebefalf of the People., according 
as he himfclf had before commanded. THE

HE joy which the Ifraelites had to fee themlelves thus deliver'd by the r^A-^n

help of Almighty God, was not a little diminifh'd, by the wearineifsand "pyJJ" ^

inhabitable, deftitute of Victuals and Water ; and not only hsureii of JMWw 
what ferves for the fuftenance of Men, but alfo every where wanting Pafturage and d"<&Kf£ are 
Provifion for Cattcl ; fo that they were conftrain'd to bear with them the watet which %™£™ Mr ' 
they had drawn before they entred the Defart, according as their Captain and Con- 
ductor had commanded them: which being fpent, they dig'd Pits, out of which they 
drew water with great difficulty, by reafon of the hardnefs of the ground : and fur- 9 
ther, the water which they found in thofc places was bitter, and no ways fit to drink j 
E and, which was worfc, very little in quantity. Travelling onwards of their Journey 
after this manner a long time, they arriv'd about Evening in a Certain place, which by 
reafon the waters were wackifh, they called Marah, that is to fay, Bitternefs. There, 
wearied with Travel, and their Provifion failing them, they began to be pinch'd with SwhSKt 
neceffity, fb that they refblv'd to ftay in that place ; and the rather, in that they found »r- v ' 
a certain Pit there, which although it were fufficient to fatisfie fo great an Army, yet 
for chat they found it in that Country, it yielded them no little confblation. For they 
were given to undei'ftand, that if they travelled onwards, they fhoutd find no water ; 
and for the water of that Pit, it was fo bitter and unfit for drinking, that it neither was 
agreeable to the tafte, nor fupportable for their very Cattel. Whereupon Mofes feeing 
F them fo difcomforted, and not knowing how to fatisfie them, in that he had not to deal 
with an Army or Enemy, whom he might repel with Valour ; but that hunger and thirft 
alone redue'd all this great multitude of Men, Women and Children, to great diftrefs; 
he was greatly perplex d, and refented in himfclf the calamity of them all, as if it had 
been all his own : for all of them had their recourfo unto him, and to no Man clfe j the 
Women beg'd for their Children, and the Husbands intreated for their Wives, befeeeh- 
ing him to take companion of their diftrefs, and to fbrnilh them with fomc means to 
efcape their Mifcry. He addrefled himfclf therefore in moft humble manner to Al* ver.it. 
mighty God, praying that it would pleafe him to amend the evil quality of the water, JScJa^** 
and to make it potable. Which grace and favour he no fooner obtain d, but he took a change the bit- 
G piece of Wood, which he cleft in two, and caft into the Pit ; giving the Hebrews to un- 
derftand, that God had heard their Prayers, and that he had promised to give them the 
water they defir'd, if fo be they would obey him, and with alacrity and diligence par-

For having marched for the fpace of thirty days, 
they had.confurii'd all the Provifion which they brought with them; and conceiving 
that there was no remedy, they were wholly overwhelm'd with defpair. Confidcring 
therefore only the evil which was before their Eyes, and forgetting the Marvels which 
God, by the Miniftry of Mofes, had made them both lee and partake, they conceiv'd Jn- K 
dignation rigainft him, and were ready , to ftone him to death, as if he had been the Au- 
thor of that Calamity which oppreOed them. But he perceiving the Multitude fo enrag'd, 
and incenfed againft. him, ftrengthned himfelf in God; and warranted by the teftimony 
of a good Confcience, and the.uprightnefs of "his Adtions, he came out into the midft of 
thole who rcvil'd him, and had gather'd Stones to call at him. And for that he wasadorn'd 
with a Angular Grace and majeitick Countenance, and endued with pleafing Eloquence, 
he began to appeafe their .Wrath ; exhorting them to bear their prcfenc Difficulties, by rc- 
membring their forcpafled bleflings; and not to permit the Travel which they endur'd 
at that time, to .drive out of their remembrance the Graces and Favours which they had 
bad. is. ?. receiv'd ac God's Hands: He willed them likewite diligently to expect their deliverance L 
If' ,s - l - t0 ftom that Extremity, by the Providence of God, who ( as it feem'd ) made trial of their 
• w^ejhorteth p ac i etice atici Gratitude; or whether .they kept in remembrance thofe things which had 
KmiSnWe hapned unto chciti ;• or whether forgetting their forepafled Pleafurcs, they would fufler 
iX«S« themfelves to be fivallowed with their preient Mifcry. He willed them therefore to take 
God's )«mis. ^ jgfl. t i ir0 ugh their Impatience and Ingratitude; they fliould be found unwortliy of 
„ptU l So' Gotfs favour, if they hcglccled his Will, by whofe direction they were brought out of 
SslichciTxi" Etvpt, and thrcatned and hated him, who was God's Minifter ; efpecially fmce hitherto 
jad done unto t £ e cou | t j no ways CQn iplain of him in any thing which he had undertaken to execute 
by the Commandment of God. Then reckon'd he up particularly unto them, how the 
Egyptians xvcte plagued and deftroyed, whil'ft contrary to God's Will, they endeavour'd M 
to detain them : how the fame River, which of it felf was bloody and unprofitable to 
drink of, to themfelves became both fweet and potable : likewife, how the Sea retir'd it 
: felf, and fur therd. both their flight and patfage, wherein they faw themfelves fecure and 
free from danger ; and contrariwhe, their Enemies deftroy'd, overthrown and drowned : 
and jiow, even until that day, being difarm'd, they were by God's Providence both fur- 
niih'd and fortified abundantly. Moreover, how often God had deliver'd them from 
apparent death and danger, befides all Mens Opinion ; who always Omnipotent, gave 
them at . that time not the leafl caufe to delpair of his alfiftance. For which caufe, they 
ought to fufler ajl things patiently, and to imagine with themfelves, that the fuccour, al- 
though deferred, was never too late, which was receiv'd before fuch time as the danger 
had prevail'd : and (6 to think, that Godcontemn'd not their Perils, but made trial of 
their Fortitude and Conftancy, to fee whether they were able and willing to endure the 
want of Meat and Drink ; or rather, whether after the manner of brute Beafts, they had 
rather return to the yoke of lervitude, to be fed only to be made the better able to en- 
dure labour. As for himfelf, he nothing fear'd his Life ( becaufe that being unjuftly (lain, 
no evil could happen unto him) but that he was careful of their fafety, left lifting up 
their hands to ftone him, they lliould oppofe themfelves againft God and his Commands. 
Thus pacifi'd he them, and aflwag'd the fury they had conceiv'd to endanger his Life ; 
and lb much preVail'd he, that they repented of that Enterprize whereby they fought to 
k? k>rcth ^ft r °y mm ' And for that he knew that they had fome reafon to be thus mov'd, he ad- o

to the Multitude ; who perceiving Joy in liis Countenance, by reafon of thofe Promifes 
which he had receiv'd from God, exchang'd their dolefom Lamentations into Gladnels. 
He therefore {landing up in the midft of them, told them, that he'brotfght untd them a 
moft fpecdy Remedy for their NecefTity. And not long'after, a number of Quails (which 
about the gulf of Arabia multiply and encreafe more than any fort of Birds; flew crofs ^fAi. 1 '

ing him thanks for the preient and future good he had .prbmis'd him.'- The People ba-' 
•ing after this manner fed ;and rcfreflied> were foon after fupplied with a new Kind of 
Food. For as Mofes ftretched out his hands,, and. pray'd-' to God, a'devv'defccnded from ]',f e 
iHeaven,: which thickned betwixt his hands: and for that hefuppos'dit to be another iV 
kind of : fuftenance lent them by God, he rafted the fame, and fourtd ^lf! Very plcafant. 
^hen addrefiing to the Pepplc, who know not what it was, but thbuglii? it to be Snow 
Which f<f 11 that place,! according to the ftafon of the year, he told them,- that it was no 
prdinary.dcw falling from Heaven, aff they fuppos'd, but tliat God had lent it them; for

The Holy Scripture which is kept in the Temple, certifies that God foretold Mofes, that 
Water ihould in this fort ifluc from the Rock. 

CHAP. II. 

, How the Amalekitcs and their Afociates were overcomes and how great a Trey the 
Ifraelites obtained thereby. 

r**J^n XX U T wne ' 1 tlt<? Renown of tne H e fo em was become great, and fprcad abroad in 
Tb,yw of the all pares, it came to pafs, that the Neighbouring Nations were in very great fear I 
hpebti$ or them : whereupon ( fending Ambaflages the one unto the other ) they mutually con- 
I^S^.fpir'd to expel, and* if poflible, utterly extirpate the whole People. 
H«UomdR!!f- Amongft the reft, thofe of the Country oiCobol, and the City Petra, who are call'd 
S^s?* Amahkites (a Nation very Warlike, and more active than the reft) were the chief 
w5f"mfe Agents in this Expedition : whofe Kings both encourag'd one another, and ftir'd up the 
J«/£ m Neighbour Nations to the Ifraelites defttuction, telling them^that a Foreign Army, fly- 
ing from the Thraldom of the Egyptians, had invaded their Country, whole multitudes 
were not a little to be fufpected ; counfelling them (before they had gather'd head, 
and recover'd more means* and a Country to dwell in, and grew more confident, by 
their forbearance ) to charge them firft, rather than to expect their increafe, and Co to K 
opprefs them ; eftceming it a better point of Wifdom, to reprefs their Infolency and For- 
wardnefs in the De&rt, than to expect whil'ft they were poflefs'd of ftrong and rich 
Cities. For this (faid they ) is the part of wife men, to refill the beginnings of power 
of their Adverfaries, and not to expect, till by daily Exploits they more and more in- 
creafe ; and rather to provide to prevent, than deliver themfelves from Peril. After 
thefc Ambaflages, it was decreed by general Council, That they Ihould endeavour to 
invade and aflault the Hebrews. Thefe determinations and defigns of theirs, troubled 
Mofes very much, for that he expected no Hoftility. When therefore he perceiv'd that 
the People were affrighted and amaz'd, to fee themfelves ( being wholly unprovided ) 
to be charg'd by fo ftrong and well furnifli'd an Army, he re-comforted them, and will'd L 
them to bethink themfelves of God's Promifes, who by his Power had fet them at Liber- 
#*■ 9, >oi tv t afluring them, that they Ihould overcome all thofe that made head againft them, to 
w^incoura- deftroy them ; wifhing them to think, that though they were inferiour to their - Enemies 
fo* !>Ko. p e in Weapons,Wealth and Munition,and the like ; yet fince they had God to their friend,and 
djing but vi- reac jy t0 fight .for them againft their Enemy, they ought to be of good courage, as being 
° furnifli'd with more than human Supplies. Alledging further, that they were not ig- 

norant how. great an Afliftcr God was, having had lb often tryal of his goodnefs in 
their greateft dangers, as an Enemy to their Enemies, and favourable to their Proceedings : 
which favour, of his he molt manifeftly exprefs'd, by his miraculous deliverance of them 
from Hunger and Thirft ; by procuring them free efcape, when they were fhut in by the M 
Sea and Mountains : And that which Ihould moft animate them to the Fight and Victo- 
xy, was, That if they came off victorious, they Ihould want nothing that appertain'd to a 
, more commodious and peaceable Life. Mofes thus having encourag'd the People by his 

words, call'd unto him the chiefeft of the Tribes, and every one of them that had the 
charge of them, both in private and publick Aflembly, commanding the younger to 
obey the elder, and the Elders to be obedient to their General. Hereupon the People 
contemn'd their danger, and were defirous of Fight, hoping that this Conflict would 
prove the end of their Calamities. For which caufe, they earneftly defir d Mofes to lead 
them forth againft the Enemy, and not to dull the Alacrity of the Souldiers by any un- 
timely delay. Whereupon ( duffing out among the whole multitude fuch as were N 
capi m ow moft fit for War ) he appointed the Son of Naveiu the Ephramite, to lead them, a Man 
tht iji-Miittt. Valiant in Arms, and prudent in Counfel, and of great Piety, as having been train'd up 
therein by Mofes his Mafter. He alio in ftich fort defpifed certain Bands, that he might 
not be cut off from Water : he left fo many as might guard the Camp and weaker Com- 
pany* Thus flood they all Night long in Arms, expecting only the Signal of their Ge- 
neral, and the Order of their Captains, to attack their Enemies. On the other fide Mofes 
flept not, but inftructed Jofuah how he ihould conduct the Army. And as (bon as the day 
appear'd, he encourag'd Jofaah to tfhew himfelf fuch an one in that Battel, as both the 
Place wherewith he was honour'd, and the Caufe for which they fought, requir'd ; wiffr 
ing him, by his Prowels and.good Conduct, to give Life and Courage to his Souldiers O 
that follow d him. He likewife exhorted the diiefeft of the Hebrews in particular, and 
in general heartned and emboldned aU others that entred the Battel. • 

And 
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A After he had thus difpos'd the Army, and given all lieceflary Orders, he, committing 
the Army to God's Protection, and Jofualh Conduct, retir d upon a Mountain* Then m-idr^[ 
encountrcd the Armies on both fides, and every one fought moll valiantly ; neither {ft^'-f^. 
wanted there encouragement on cither fide. And as long as Mofes lifted up his hands, .^<7~v^oJ 
the Hebrews had the better againft the Amahkites. But for that he was unable continu- 
ally to fupport the lame ( and became he obferv'd, that as often as lie held down his 
hands, fo long the Enemies drove the Ifraelites to retreat ; he willed his Brother Aaron, 
and Uron his Sifter Maries Husband, to ftand on each fide of him, and fiiftain his hands. 
Which when they had pcrform'd, the Hebrews by main force overcame the Amdekiies ; , 
lb that all of them had been flain, if the Chafe had continu'd, and had not been cut off 

ii by the approach of the Night. Thus our Anceflors obtain'd a moft happy and advan- 
tages Victory : For befides the glory they got in having overcome fo potent Ene- 
mies, and caft a terror into the hearts of the Nations round about, to whom they have 
ever fince been formidable, they became Mailers of the Enemies Camp, and both in ge- 
neral and in particular got Riches $ whereas before that time they had not neceflary 
means to maintain themfelves, And this Victory of theirs, was the caufe of their very 
great good fortune, not only for the nrefent, but alfb for the time to come : For not 
only had they their Enemies bodies under their Subjection, but alio their Spirits,fo as they 
were fear'd by all the Nations round about. And they multiplied both in Strength and 
Riches ; for there was a great quantity of Gold and Silver taken in the Camp. Divers )j; a(UtKt 

C Veffels likevvife, and Tables of Brafs were found therein : likewife great quantity of recover & est 
TifTue-work, and excellent Furniture for War. Moreover, they had all their Baggage, K^nh,- 
Tents, Harncfs and Horfes, and generally, the whole Provifion of an Army became their 
Prey. Thus ended this Battel. The fuccefs whereof i'o exalted the courage of the on of the spjiii 
Ifraelites, that they thought henceforward nothing would be unpoffiblc to them. The an Frty ' 
next day, Mofes caufed the Enemies that were flain, to be rifled, and the fcatter'd Arms 
of thofe that fled to be gather\T% He honour'd them alfb, that had bravely demean- 
ed themfelves in the Battel, and praifed the Captaiiijofuab in publick ; whofe honour 
was confirm'd by the applaufe of the whole Army. There was not one Hebrew that pe- 
riflicd that day : though fo many of the Enemies were there put to the Sword, as their 

D number cannot be exprefs'd. He offer'd likewife a Sacrifice of Thankfgiving unto God, 
and erected an Altar unto him, and dedicated it To God, the Vittor. He prophefied more- J^FjJj? ;on 
over, that all the Amalekites Ihould be utterly extinguifhed, fo that none of them fliould l^ouL 
be left alive, in that they had aflaulted the Hebrews, and that in the Defart, and at fuch yml > lckius - 
time as they were in Affliction. After which, he made a Feaft for the General, to tefti- 
fie the joy he had for his Victory. This Iflue had this Battel, which was the firft that 
they fought after their departure out of Egypt. But as foon as Mofes had celebrated a lia ifrmtixs 
Feaft in Memory of the Victory, to the end he might give the Hebrews Come refreflimcnt SKJS? 
after the Battel, he caufed them to march in array ; for now the Arms gotten from the 
Enemies, being given to thofe that wanted, there were more armed Souldiers than before. 

E Thus parting onwards by little and little, they arriv'd the third Month after their depar- 
ture out of Egypt, near to the Mountain of Sinai, where ( as before is declar'd ) Mofes 
faw the Vifion in the Bulb, with other Wonders. 



CHAP. 1H. 

What Counfel Raguel gave to his Son-in-law, Mofes". 

WHEN Raguel, Mofes s Father-in-law, underftood of this his good fuccefs, he came H«iio & Ruffii 
with great Joy to Mofes, with purpofc to falute him, his Daughter Zephora, and r, 
her Children : who ( greatly rejoycing at his arrival ) offer'd a Sacrifice to God, and t ^^S 
feaftcd the People, near the Bum that could riot be confum'd by Fire,- and in the Banquet, v&nof w. 
the People were ranked according to the Order and Place of every Family. But Aaron 
with Raguel, and all the Multitude fung Praifes to God, afcribing to him both the means 
and manner of their Liberty. They alfo fpake much in honour of Mofes, by Whofe Ver- ^ 
tue all things had fo fortunate an Iffuc : and Raguel particularly celebrated the honour " 
of the People, and Mofes their Governour, by Whofe Prudence fo many good and valiant 
Men were guided. The next day, Raguel feeing Mofes oppreffed With the multitude of 
bufinefs (by reafon that he decided au their differences that were brought to him j as 
G all were out of an Opinion of his Ability and Integrity, fo that even they that were con- 
demned by him, endur'd the Verdict patiently, knowing that their Caufe was by him 
decided rather by the rule of Juftice, than by Intereft or Affection) he for that time kept 

H 3 fitence, 
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r^A-^ filence ( being loth to hinder them, who pretended to receive benefit by the Juftice of H 
fir*!''* his Son-in-law. ) But when he found him at convenient leifure, he took him apart, and 
hfm'cbrip,' tojti hi m privately what he ought to do ; counfelling him to difcharge himfelf of that 
uPv^' trouble, concerning Affairs of ib little Confluence, and to referve only to himfelf thofe 
£.w. 18. 13, Q f t j lc g rca te{t Importance, and which conccrn'd the publick eftate of them all. There 
R^Aolhcr- being divers Perfons amongfl: the Hebrews to be found, capable and fufficicnt to hear and 
3SaS!&. determine the ordinary Pleas ; but for thofe which regard the general good of the 
thcr-in-iaw p eop le, he alone was fit to undergo the burthen of them. Knowing therefore ( laid he ) 
lidS* thy Vertuc, mid how worthily thou haft behaved thy fielf toward the People, being the Minifhr 
TSa [K of God, for their Safety ;fiuffer them to determine amongfl themfelves thofe differences that 
a fife amongfl them, and referve thy f elf wholly to intend the fiervice of God, to the end thou 1 
may ft more eafitly afitft- the People in their important Neceffities. If therefore thou givefl credit 
to my counfielin human Affairs, thou fhalt mufler thy whole Army, and cflablifb Chieftains, 
that /hall command over ten thoufands, and thoufands, and five hundreds, and over fifties ; 
and (halt ordain Governors over them, who dividing them by thirties, twenties, and tens, 
may condutl and rule them. And let fome be appointed amongfl them, who may receive Titles, 
according to the number and Names of thofe they commanded ; who being approved by the 
whole Company, to be of good Fame and upright Confidence, may hear and determine all their 
Differences. And if any Controverfie Jba/l fall out amongfl any of them in Authority, they 
fliall refer the deciding of that difficulty to thee. By this mean neither fihall any of the He- 
brews be defrauded of his right, and thou thy fielf ferving God without Moleflation, mayfl & 
render him more and more favourable unto thine Army. 
Hcdio & Rum- This Counfel oUiaguel highly pleafcd Mofies, fo that he ordcr'd all things according to 
his Advice ; not concealing the Author of it, nor attributing it to himfelf, but declaring 
M/r/uiiowcth p U blickly to all Men, that his Father-in-law was the Inventor thereof. He hath like- 
advice" wife written in his Books that Raguel was the Author of this Government : accounting 
it no.lefs honour, to attribute Praife to thofe that deferve it, than Shame to ufurp upon 
another Mans Merit ; lb that hereby you may conjeclure^iis Virtue : of which, hereafter, 
in many places we have more to fay. Mofies afterwards aflembling all the People, told 
them that he would afcend the Mountain of Sinai, to talk with God ; to the end, that 
he might afterwards return to them, and impart to them whatfoever good things he L 
ilioukt receive from him on their behalf. He likewife commanded them to pitch their 
Tents about the Mountain, and to have it in reverence, by reafon of the Prefence of 
God. 

CHAP. IV. 

£W , lp , Mofes aficends the Mountain^ and receives the Tables of the Ten Ten Commandments from 
God) and gives them to the People. 

THlS faid, he afcendedthc Mountain Sinai (which is the higeft, beyond compari- 
fon, of all that Country ; and which, by reafon of its fteep and inacceffible rag- 
thja aianddh gec t Rocks, is not only unfrequented by Men, but alfo cannot be beheld, without fome 
Kr am fear. ) Befides, it being reported, that God commonly dwells on the fame, it is held fa- 
Exod.^.i. crec jhy the Inhabitants, and dreadful and inacceffible to all that behold it. But the 
4 4 Hebrews, according to the Commandment of the Prophet, removing their Tents, pitched 
them at the foot of the Hill, being full of hope of the Favours which he had promifed 
them to obtain of God for them. And in the mean (pace, while they expected their 
Guid, they kept Holy-day, and feafted, and purifi'd themfelves for the fpace of three 
days, with all Ibrts of Purification, and abftinence from the Company of their Wives, as N 
Mofes had commanded them. They befought God alfo, that he would favourably re- 
ceive Mofies, and by his means blcfs them with the favours of which he had given them 
hope. They banquet ted alfo in great Pomp, and their Wives and Children were richly 
attired. Now, on the third day, before Sun-rifing, a Cloud cover'd all the Hebrews 
Camp ( a thing before-time unfeen by them ) and environ'd all the place where they 
had pitched their Pavilions. And though all the reft of the Country had a clear and 
HomWeLWir- untroubled Sky, yet thereabout violent Winds were rais'd, which hideoufly roared, and 
.lings about the a tempefluous Rain fucceeded them ; and Thunderclaps dreadful to hear, and Lightnings 
sKv"?. horrible to behold, fignifi'd that God was there prefent. Let thofe that read this, judge 

therefore, as it iliall pleafe them; as for my felf, it is not any ways lawful for me to depart O 
in any fort from that which is written in Holy Scripture. That which the Hebrews 
both heard and faw, being ftrangc and unaccuftomed to them, troubled them greatly. 

Further* 
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A Furthermore, the report that was publifh'd touching the mountain. That God dwelt on . r/ fi^^fi^ - 
the fame, inarvclloufly amaz'd their fpirits. They therefore lad and penfive, contain'd wJiZi^l 
themfelves within their Tents, thinking that Mofies was deftroy'd by the wrath of God, {fe^'ft^ 
and expecting no lefs mifcry themfelves. But whilft they were thus troubled in mind, ^^vS** 
Mofies pfefented himfelf to them (with a countenance full of plcafmg majefty, and looks 
fo contented, that they teftified the inward fatisfaftion of his mind) whom they no 
fooner beheld, but fuddenly all their fear vanilh'd, and in place thereof a, hope of fome 
great good liiccccded ; and withal, the Air, upon his arrival, recover'd its former clcar- 
nefs and fcrenity. Hereupon he fummon'd the People to a folemn and general Aflembly, 
to the end he might report, and they hear, what Commandments God had given them by 

B him. No fooner were they affembled, but he ( from an high place, from which all the 
People might both fee and hear him ) flood up, and fpake after this manner : 

Know ( laith he ) you Hebrews, that Almighty God, as he hath never dejpifid my Prayers ^ l t- 
hitherto, fio at this time alfo hath he entertained me very gracioujly : and behold he hath vouch-, toihe)jwt!Z. 
fiafied to honour your Camp with bis Prefence, and to prefer ibe to you by me, the mofl happy man- 
ner of living that can beimagind. I conjure you therefore by him, and by the many admirable 
ivorks which he hath done for you, to hear with the refipeel you owe to him, that which be hath' 
commanded me to tell you, without flicking at the meannefis of the Perfion whom he hath <?w- 
ploydfior this purpofie. Do not confiuler that 'tis but a Man that fipeaks to you ; but reflett ra- 
ther upon the Advantages which you (ball receive, by obficrving the Commandments which / 

Q bring to you in the Name of God; and reverence the Majefty of him who hath not difidained to 
make ufie of me for procuring you fio great Happinefis. For it is not Mofes the Son of Amram 
WJocabel that is going to give you thofie admirable Precepts, but he it is that conftrained 
Nilus to flow with Blood, and that through divers Plagues tamed the pride of the Egyptians : 
it is he that gave you pajfage thorow the midfl of the Sea : it is be that furnifh'd you with 
Meat prepared from Heaven, when you were in Extremity: it is he that made Water fipring 
out of the Reck, to quench your Thirfts : it is be that put Adam into Poffiefijion and Fruition 
both of the Fruits of the Earth, and the Fijbes of the Sea ; by him, Noah eficaped from the De- 
luge: by him, our Fore-father Abraham, of a wandring Pilgrim, became an Inhabit er of the 
Land of Canaan : by him, Ifaac was born, at fiuch time as his Father and Mother were old : 

D by him, Jacob became the Father of bis Sons Jo accomplifh'd in all forts oj Vertue : by himjo- 
feph became Lord over all the Forces of the Egyptians : be it is that gracioujly imparteth 
thefie words unto you, by me his Meffienger. Let therefore tlpefie wholfiom Laws of his be holy

r length, and one in breadth, and of the height of three hand breadths, the Feet 
thereof, from the mid{t downwards, were like thofe feet which the Doriens fet to their 
Beds • but that which afcended from the other half upwards, lyas iquare. The body of 
this Table was furrounded with a Border, (landing dutfo Wingers : And in every of 
the feet, there were Rings fafthed about thetop of the foot, though which were put 
Bars of Wood, gilded, and framed of mpft firm Wood, which were not thruft thorow 
the Circle onbothftdes, but with a Button tootjold of the^pper Border of the Table, 
and beneath refted upon another upright Bar^WiQ &i?4 to caray it whitherfoever u 
need required. This was wont to be plac'd in theTemple towards the North- Wall, not 
far fromthe San&uary : and on it were placed tw«lVeuflle1lvenedLoaves,fetnk byfix,the 
one over againft the other, and made of two Ajfars of the pureft Wheat, which meafure 
of the Hebrews, contained feven Cotylas of the Athenians ; and above thefe Loaves, two 
golden Pots fillet! vyith Frankincenfe ; but after feven days, other Loaves were fet in 
their place on the Feftival day* which we call the Sabbath. ' ■The Caufe of which Cere- 
mony mall hereafter^ be declared. Hard by the Table near the South-Wall, was placed 
a Candleftick of gold (but not Mafli) of an hundred pound Weight ( this Weight 
the Hebrew ciikfflfrbares, the jGrecians name it a Talent in their Tongue; and it was 
wrought with ti^wli, Lillies, Pomegranates, and little Cups ; then arifing upwardsfrom N 
one Safe, it was divided into feven Branches, according to the number of the Sun; and 
the reft of the Planets ; it ftretched out ltkewife into (even Heads, having orderly cor- 
refuondence the one with the other, on which were planted feven Candles, according to 
the number of the feven Planets, Which branched out toward the Eaft and South, the

U CH wasThe Tabernacle with all that belongeth thereunto. Now it remaineth to 
kl difcourfeaswelloftheVeftmentsoftheordiiWtyPriefts, which they call Qhanees 
aTof the Prieft whom they name Sar~Hazbachm, fignifying thereby the High Prieft. M 
And firft of all, touching the ordinary Prieft. When as the Sacrificer purifi d according 
to the purification whicji is ordained by the Law, addrefleth himfelf to Sacrifice: he 
firft of all ihvefteth himfelf with Manachafes (which is as much as to fay, a Truls or 
Reftrainer, which is a kind of Drawers or. $0j^ feting the Privities, made of woven 
Silk) where chorow he thrufts tofcet, as togaic of upper Hofe^ and Mens the lame 
about his Loyns.: over this Wats a Linnea Shirt or Surplice made ordouble Linnen > 
( which we call Chetonem, an&ie word fignifieth a Linnen^qarmeiit or Surplice, for we 
call Linnen C«*>-this Garmeto is a Coat coming downlW;the" aiikles bpUnd to the 
Body, having "narrow Sleeves'f^ut the Arms, and tyed upon the Breaft a little beneath 
the Armholes* with a Girdle foiir Fingers broad, fo loofely wrought, that it Teem d like a N 
Serpents Skin." It waslikewife ad;orn'd with red* purple Hyacinthine, and filken Flow- 
ers; but the ground only filk, ; which being twice doubled about the Breaft, cxtendeth 
down to the ankles at fuch time as he defifteth from Sacrifice ( and this they feemed to 
wear in way of Ornament > but when he is to minifter in Sacrifice, then ( m blown 
up by the #i|d, it fiiould^mder his work ) he cafts it on his left moulder. This Girdle 
Mofis calfci Abaneth, and w.e', fcly' a ; word borrow'd from the Babylonians* name it £«w». 
This Coat was in no manner pliitid, and in tlfemeck hath a broad opening, fadtned 
aboutthe two Shoulders With-Clafe from th6"edge of the Collar to the Breaft at^d the 
midftof the back: this catfd they Mafafaffhws;.

crifice it mould (lip off Such in general were the Ornaments of the Priefts. SS£#* 
The High-Prieft alfo ufeth the very fame (omitting none of thole things which we ^X^w 
have reckoned up) butbefide the reft, he puts on a Violet coloured Coat, «<H^m™ 
length to his Heels (we call it Methir) this he girdeth to him with a gird le of divers ™£ ■«» 
colours (not unlike the former) but that it is ftudded with Gold: the skirt of the 
Veft is bordered with Fringes, to which are tied certain Pomegranates, and Golden 
Bells intermixed; fo that between two Pomegranates, there is placed a Bell, and be- 
tween two Bells one Pomegranate.

/G than thofe that were appointed by Mofes, were burnt by the violent flame thatjfluW 
from the Altar, fcorching both their breads and'Faces, in fuch fort that tfiey dyed 
without poflibility of being fuccoured. Mofes commanded their Father and 'Brothers

5 f /f Ar e C? the People wept; and were very much amazed at this their Dedth, fo ftrangeand un-

mt^vsp^ ^giit makei it appear. tfciti being honoured with, the dignity of Priefthood, they were 
wSnSi- more fenfible of God's honodr,. than of their owri misfortune. But as touching Mofes, he 
b\bu Aaron'** r ef u fed all hdnours which were offered him by the People,^ neither applied he himfelr 
S b i"o n f d 2 ' onto any other thing but tx>! the fervice of God. .He went up; to the Mountain of Sinai, 
a. 4-' ' ' ' and entred into the Tabernacle, to take Counfel of God concerning thofe things, whereof 
mmb, 3.3,4' j ie needed to- be informed. He demeaned" hinifelf like a privateMan, not only in his 
Apparel, butr in all otherr thirigs, continuing a familiar and modeft courfe of life, and 
challenging privilege above any Man, .but only in thcfethings which pertained to I 
the admmiftration of the Common- wealth, j; / ,} 

, He reduc'd into writing the Laws and Ordinatlces tbuchiiig policy in due perfofr 
Vi: ; imance whereof, if they livU they mould be both agreeable tor God, and Jiv&in Union 
*hd Peace amcvngft themfelves. .! And all this he eftabliflied, following thofe directions 
which God toffructed him iri. v • But now will I return and: bend my ftile to fpeak of that 
which I omitted in the Ornaments of the High-Prieft; for this Apparel of theirs ieaveth 
not any occafibn to falfe Prophets, to execute their wicked impoftures: and if there 
Ihe any iuch; as dare intermeddle with that-which appertalneth to God's. Majefty, this 
ihabit makeththem know, that "God never honoured their Sacrifices with his prefence; 
a miracle of b ut ne gave ivifible figds thereof not only to the Hebrews^ but to all thofe ftrangers K 
Ihe S" in who by any occurrence might be Eye-witfiefles of the fame.. For of thofe Stones which 
Priefh veft- the High-Prieft ' bare on his Shoulders (which were Sardonyxes, whole nature is fo well 
ment ' known to all men, that it. were unneceflary to fpeak of it)' that which was faftned 
, on his right moulder, mined very clearly afcfuch time as God Was prefent at the Sacri- 
i^ce, and caft its rays afar off, that it might be perceivediby thofe that beheld the fame 
Icontrary to its nature and ciiftom : which tfculy deferveth admiration amongft all Men, 
except thofe who through contempt of Religion,, do hunt after an opinion of Wifdom. 
But that which I will now fpeak of, is more to be admired at, which is, that by 
the twelve Stones which the High-Prieft bare, Enchafed : in his Rational in the 
midft of hisBreaft, God.was wont to forerfignifie Victory to thofe that were prepared L 
for Battel. . For fuch brightness lightned out of them,; even, before fuch time as the 
Army did diflodge or enter Skhmiln, that it was manifeftly known to the People, that 
God was prefent and ready to aflift tliem: for which caufe the Greeks that have no 
.Averfion for our. myfteries, andare convinced by their own Eyes of the truth of this 
miracle, call it Logion, /. ^Oracle, which we term Effen. This Rational and the Stone • 
s Sardonyx gave over to fliine two hundred years before I began to write thefe Antiqui- 
ties, by reafon of God's wrath which he had conceived againft us for the breach of his 
Laws (of which at another time I will more fitly treat, and at this time continue and 
profecute my intended difcourfe and purpofe.) After the Tabernacle had been thus con- 
secrated, and that which appertained to the Priefts was fet in order, the People tran- M 
fported with joy that God dwelt with them in his Tabernacle, began to Sacrifice and to 
fing Hymns of Praifes, as to him that had driven far from themall fear of evil, and from 
ti f c fices whom they expected in time to come, far better and more profperous things, and both 
and gSof in general and. in particular they offered gifts unto God according to their Tribes: and 
the Princes of tfte Governours of the Tribes (aflembling themfelves together two by two) prepared a 
the rnbes. c| iar i otan( j a Yoke of Oxen, fo that there were fix Chariots to bear the Tabernacle by 
the way. Furthermore, every one of them offered a Vial of the weight of feventy Sides, 
and a Cenfor containing ten Dariques, and a Goffer or Bafin, weighing a hundred and 
thirty Sides. The Cenfor was filled with Odoriferous Perfumes, and the Coffer and Vial 
ferved to hold the Meal and Oyl which they Were wont to ufe at the Altar, at fuchN 
time as they offered Sacrifice. They offer'd likewife a Calf and a Ram, with a Lamb 
of one year old, for a Burnt-facrifice; and a Goat for a Sin-offering. All the other Go- 
vernours likewife brought everyone of them their Sacrifice called Salutary, for every 
day two Oxen and five Rams, with a Lamb and a Goat of a year old, and facrificed 
them during the term of twelve days, every one his day. But Mofes afcended no more 
ihfa asketh to the Mountain of Sinai, but entred into the Tabernacle, where he was inftructed by 
f ou " fcl ° f ? ot ? God of that which he had to do, and what Laws he ought to make, which are fogood 
!i"cic. e 4 ""and laudable as they ought not to be attributed to humane wuclom: So that our An- 
ceftors obferv*d them fo religioufly during fome Ages, that they thought that neither 
the pleafures of Peace, nor the diftrefles of War could render them exculable if they q 
violated the fame. But I will now ceafe to fpeak of thefe Laws, being refolved to com- 
pofe another Treatife touching them. 
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the Ordinances of ' Sacrifices* and Purifications, Ucvit t. nSmww. 

IWill here mention only fome few Laws touching Purifications and Sacrifices (mu^Xtm-: 
that we have begun to fpeak of Sacrifices.) The Sacrificesare of two forts: fome JJ*^ , cap ' ,3, 
particular, others publick * and thefe are made after two different manners; for Wo' kinds of 
in the orte* all is confumed which is upon the Altar, Which for that caufe arc called f«rifices. 
JHolocauJls % that is to fay, Burned. The other are of thank/giving, and they are made u£T.l7\\. 
with Banquets of . thofe that Sacrifice. But firft of all I will fpeak of the firft kind. 
B The particular perfon that offers a Burnt-offering brings an Ox, a Lamb, and a Goat 
; of one year old,, (yet it is lawful to kiJiOxen that are older.) But all thofe Crea- . 
tures which muft be confumed by Fire, ought to be Males; and after their Throats are 
cut, the Priefts befprinkle the Altar round about with the Bloud ; then drefs the Beaft 
and cut it in pieces, and powder it with Salt, and lay.it on the Altar already Charg- 
ed with cleft Wood, already kindled : after they have well cleanfed the feet and 
ehtrailsj they lay them with the reft; and the Priefts take the Skins. Such is the man- 
ner of a Burnt'offeririg ot Holocaufi. They that offer Sacrifices of Thankfgiving, kill 
likewife fuch fort of Beafts without fpot, and more than a year old, both Male and k fa ? ri, i c ? of 
Female; and after they have cut their Throats, they fprinkle the bloud on the Altar ; J™ 4 f $ v ' n8 5 
C then take they the Reins, the Caul, and all the fat, with the lobe of the Liver, and the 
tail of the Lamb, and lay it on the Altar; but the Breaft and the left Leg is left to 
the Priefts: and as touching the reft of the .flefli, the Priefts Banquet therewith for 
the fpace.of two days; andif then there remain any thing thereof, it is;burned. The 
fame Cuftom and Ceremony likewife is obferved in the Sacrifice for fins: but thofe 
that are not of ability to offer the greater Offerings, offer two Pigeons, or two Turtles, 
the one of which the Priefts have to feaft withal, and the other is confumed with fire. 
We will treat more exprefly of the Sacrifice of fuch Beafts, at fuch time as we fhall 
difcourfe of Sacrifices. For he that hath finned through ignorance, offereth a Lamb, 
and a She-Goat at the fame time. The Prieft befprinkleth the Altar with the bloud Thefccrifice 
D thereof, not in fuch manner as is faid before, but the Horns of the Altar only : and on ' 
the Altar they offer the Kidneys, and the reft of the fat, with the lobe of the Liver: the 
Priefts carry away the Skins, and eat the flem within the Temple the very fame day; 
becaufe the Law permitteth them not to referve any thing till the next Morning. He Th« facrifice 
that hath finned voluntarily but fecretly offereth a Lamfy according as the Law com-? f himthat 
mandeth, the flefli whereof is in like fort eaten by the Priefts the fame day. But if wStin'Jiy! 
the Governours offer for their fins, they Sacrifice in like manner as private Men do, and ^v.^. 9. 
are different from them in that they bring a Bull, or a Male-Kid. The Law alfo or- 
daineth, that in Sacrifices both private and publick, there mould be fine Flower 
brought for a Lamb, the meafure of an 4f er ? f° r a Ram, the meafure of two; for a TheCuftom 
E Bull, three ; which Flower is firft of all mingled and wrought with Oyl* and fet upon obfervedln 
the Altar to be fanctified. They that Sacrifice likewife do bring Oylj the half part of a Sacrifices. 
Hin for a Bull; for a Ram, the third part of the fame meafure; and for a Lamb, the 
fourth part: This Hin is an Hebrew meafure, which containeth two Attique Choas. 
They bring alfo the like meafure of Wine as of Oyl, and pour out the Wine about 
the Altar. And if any one to accomplifh a vow, without facrificing offer up fine 
Flower, he putteth the Firft-fruits upon the Altar, that is to fay, one handful and the 
reft is taken by the Priefts for their maintenance, either fryed by kneading it in Oyl, 
or making Cakes thereof; but whatsoever the Prieft offereth, all that muft be burned 
The Law likewife forbiddeth to offer the young of any Beaft whatfoever with its Damj 
F if it hath not fed eight days atleaft. There are alfo other Sacrifices made for de- 
liverance from ficknefs, or for other caufes; in which Sacrifice they impfoy Wine to 
make Cakes, which are eaten with the flefli of the Beafts; of which it is not lawful to 
referve any thing againft the next Morning when the Priefts have taken that portion 
which belongeth to and fufficeth them. The Law commanded!, that on the common Nmii 28 vl 
Purfe there be every day killed a Lamb of a year old, the one in the Morriing, the other 3, 4« 
at the fhutting up of the Evening: and on the feventh day, which is called the Sabbath, 
that two be offered in that manner as hath been declared. And on the new Moon, be- 
fides their daily Offerings, they Sacrifice rwo Oxen, feven yearling Lambs, and a Wether 
and a Kid, for the abolition of thofe fins which are committed through fergetfulnef&

The Priefts firfb were placed next the Tabernacle, and after them the Levites ( for 
there was a view alfo made of them, accounting all the Males exceeding the Age of thirty 
days; and they were found to be 13880.) During all the time that the Cloud before- 
mention d covcr'd the Tabernacle, as a token of God's prelence, the People rcmain'd al- r^L% nc 
ways in the lame placc$;and if it departed from the famc,thcn rcmov'd they likewife. Mo- !>• 
j&j.inventcd alio a certain kind of Trumpet made of Silvcr,aftcr this manner. In length 
it was almoft a Cubit, and it was like the narrow whillle of a Fife, but a little thicker ; 
it had but one hole at which it was to be blown, and the end thereof was like a little 
Bell, in form of an ordinary Trumpet. They call it in the Hebrew Tongue Afofraflivxe J^^. 

C were two of them, whereof the one ferv'd to call the People to Publick Aflcmblics-; made ot 'Silver, 
and the other, to fummon the Princes of the Tribes, when they were to confult about 
Aliairs of State ; and if both of them were founded, then all in general gather'd toge- 
ther. When the Tabernacle was rcmov'd, this manner was obferv'd ; as foon as the lirft 
Charge was founded, they that were incamped towards the Eaft, diflodged 3 at the le- 
cond Charge, they to the Southward, difmcamped ; then was the Tabernacle unpitched, 
and carried in the midft,fix of the Tribes marching beforehand fix after: The Levites were 
all about the Tabernacle. And when they founded the third time, the , three Tribes 
toward the Weft removed : And at the fourth founding, thofe on, the North follow il 
them. They made ulc alfo of all thefe Trumpets in the Divine Service,both on the Sab7 

D bath and other days. Then alfo was the flrft Pafsover Celebrate4 by our Forefathers 
with fblcmn Offerings after their departure out of /figypt, they being in thcDclart. 

CHAP. X I I. 

Sedition againft Mofes, through the fcanity of, Vittuah . And the puni foment s 
of the Rebellious. 

"V ]OT long after this, they rqmov'd their Camp from the Mountain of Sinai t And Hcdin &"Rvfii- 
l\ after certain encampings Cof which we wjU.fpcak> they came to a place which S^?, 

E is call'd Iferemoth : There the people once more began to murmur, ajid to reviyc their sedw™ gc .ii.,ft - 
Seditlons,and lay the fault of their laborious Pilgrimage upon Mofes ; charging him, 
That by his perfwafion, they had left a fertile Country ; and now not only were defti- 
tutc of the plenty thereof, but alfoinftcad of hoped felicity, fore'd to wander here and 
there in extream milery, fo that they ha4 not fo much as water to drink ; and that if 
Manna likewife fliould fail them, they mult all ineykably pcriih for want of fuftenancc. 
Hereunto added they divers Contumelies, which were every where cah; upon him, though 
a man of fo great defert and confequencc. Mean while there arofe one amongfl the Peo- 
ple, who (admonifliing them of the forcpafsd benefits receiv'd by the hands of Mofes ) 
counfell'd them to be of good courage; alluring them, that at that time they fliould not 

F be fruflrate either of that hope, or help, which they expected at God's hands. f But the 
People were the ratlier incenfcd by thefe words,and more and more whetted their Spleens 
againft the Prophet : Who feeing them fo defperate, exhorted them to be of a good cou- 
rage: promifing them, that although by injurious fpeedics he had undefervedly been 
offended by them, yet he would obtain of God for them ftoreof , Flcfli, not for one day 
only, but alfo for many. But they being incredulous, and fome one amongfl them 
demanding, how he could make ptovifipn for fo many thoufand n^en? God ( iaith he) ^.fa,,. 
and Although we be evil fpoken of by you, yet will we never dcfijlto be careful for you,and that pi,,,i„ a, ai!s 
jhallyou jhortly perceive. Scares had he fpoken this, but that all the Camp was filled with l ^t%i"^ 
Q^iails, of which every one took as many as he would. Yet God, not long after pumfli- Thcgiavesol 
.'G ed the infblency and mutiny of the Hebrews, by the death of no. Jhiall number : Froni connipifciKc. 
whence at this day the place hath its , name, which for that caufe was impofed thercon.and 
it is called Cabrothaba ; that is to fay, The Sepulchres of Coucupifccnce.

SCSErS" 0/7fo £/>/<? j that were fent to fearch the Land of Canaan : ,W jb»t> returning to the Ifraclites, 
they difcouragd them with fear. 

BU T after Mofes had led them out of that place, and brought them into a Coun- 
try hot fo apt for habitation, not far from the Borders of the Canaanit es , call'd 
™ 13. i. pfaroH ; he called the People to a Council, and (landing up in the midft of them , 
fpake after this manner : , . 

God (faith he) having decreed to grant you two great Benefits, Liherty, and the PofleJJionl 
of a happy Country, hath made you already enjoy the one, and will fhortly make you Ma/lers of 
the other. .For we are upon the borders of Canaan ; from whence both the Cities and Kings 
are fo far from driving us, that the whole Nation being united together, is not of power to expel 
us. Let us therefore addrefs our felves very confidently to attempt the matter ; For neither 
S&fSh without fight, will they refign the title of their Country unto us ; nor without great conflWs, 
the Land of CM we 0 foaiit the Palm of Vi&ory. Let us therefore fend out certain Spies, to diftover the 
Forces of the Country, and how great their power is : But above all things, let us be at unity one 
with Another, and let us honour God, who affiftethus in all dangers, and fighteth for us. 

After Mofes had fpoken this , the People (applauding his Counfeis) chole Twelve 
out of the Nobleft Families of the Tribes, to go and view the Country; out of every K 
Tribe one ; who beginning from the parts extending towards £g^?,vifited all the Coun- 
try of the Canaanites, until they came to the City of Amath, and the Mountain of Li- 
lanus. And having confiderM both the Land, and the nature of the Inhabitants, they 
return'd home again, having fpent forty days in this Journey. Moreover, they brought 
with them fuch fruits as the Country yielded ; and by the beauty thereof, and by the 
abundance of riches (which they reported to be in that Country ) they encourag'd 
the hearts of the People to fight valiantly : But on the other fide, they dilmay'd them 
with the difficulty of the Conqueft, laying, that there were certain great Rivers unpalTa- 
ble, both fdr their widenefs and depth ; that there were therein alio unacccflable Moun- 
tains and Cities, fottifl'd both with Walls and Bulwarks. Moreover, they told them , l 
that in Hebron they law a race of Gyahts ; and that they had feen nothing fo terrible 
fince their departure out of Egypt. Thus the fear of theie MelTengers, brought the reft 
c. 15.24. of the multitude into a dangerous confternation and perplexity : Who conjecturing by 
toc&nto tneir difcourfe, that it was impolfible to conquer the Land, diflblving the Anembly, re- 
thc'ifwiites turned each to their Houfes, lamenting with their Wives and Children, faying, That 
The 4 mmmur God had only in words promis'd many things, but that they faw no etfc&s of them.

m 1 frieft. And thus fpent they all the Night in dilquiet , venting their difcontents both 
againft the one and the other. Bitt on the morrow they re-affembled their Council tu- 
multuoufly,with intention to ftone Mofes and his Brother, and then return back again to U 
Egypt, from whence they came. But two of the difcoverers (namely Jofuah the Son of 
Nave, of the Tribe of Ephraim md Caleb, of the Tribe of Juda) feeing this diforder , 
and fearing the coiifequences of it, they went into the midft of them, and appeas'd the 
yoft'iabMA ca- multitude : Praying them to be of good hope, and not to accufe Almighty God of unfaithful* 
'tnKF eaf ° thc Me fi> by yielding certain flight belief to fome, who fpreading vain rumours of the affairs of 
PC0| " :, Canaan, had terrified the credulous multitude*, but rather, follow them, who both would be 
the Atlors and Conductors alfo of them in the Conqueft of the Country : And that neither 
the greatnefs of the Mountains, nor the depth of the Rivers, could hinder them,that like Vali- 
ant men were prepared td Attempt, efpecially God being their Guide, and ready to fight for them 
in that Battel. March forward therefore (laid they,) and laying afide all fear ( and be- N 
He<ib& Rnffi. **& affuredofthe divine fuccors) follow us with a bold courage whitherfoever nog lead you. 
mis, cap. is. With thefe words labour'd they to appeafe the tumultuous multitude. In the mean 
while, Mofes and Aaron falling proftrate on their faces, befoUght God> not for their own 
fafety, but that it would plcafe him to reftorc the defpairing multitude to abetter mind, 
who were troubled with lo many prefent necelfities, and vain apprchenfions of thc fu- 
ture. Whereupon fuddenly a Cloud appcar'd on the Tabernacle, and gave teftimony, 
that God was there prelent. Which when Mofes perceiv'd ( being full of confidence ) 
he prefs'd into the midA of the multitude, and told them, That God was provoked to take 
punijhment of the outrage which they had committed againft him ; yet not fo feverely t as the 
iniquity of their fins deferved, but in that difcipline which fathers are decuftomed to uje, for O 
the amendment of their Children. For at fuch time as he flood before God in the Tabernacle, 
<\>td be fought him with tears for the fafely of the multitude, God had recounted unto him how 
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A many benefits and favours they had received from him, and how ungrateful they fhewed them- JJ^J^JJ 
felves towards him : and that at the ptefent being ttanfporttd with, pajfion dndfear, they hddwJd, a$ j. 
given more credit to the reports of the Spies, than to his promifes. tJotwithftandirig all^.echttjf^ 
which, he would not utterly confume them all, nor exterminate their whole Race, {whom he^^]^j 
had honoured above all the Nations of the earth) but for punifhment of their fin, they fhould *er. . 
not pojfefs the Land o/Canaan, nor tafte the fweetnefs and plenty of its fruits ; but they JJjj 
fhould live in the Defart, without Houfe or City, for the fpace of forty years. Tet hath he der i? tht 
promifed (faidhe) to give the Country to your children, whom be will mike Lords of the D £™ foti lf 
Goods, and Heirs of thofe Poffeftons of which you have rendredyout fehes umvorthy by your y ' 
murmuring and difobedience. 

B After Mofes had difcourfed thefe tilings in this manner, the People were in great for; The repen- 
row and Calamity, and befought Mofes, that he would appeafe God's wrath conceived JEJk, 
againft them, befeeching him, that forgetting their faults that werejpaft in the Defart, 
he would make good his promifes to them. Mofes anfwered them, That God was not 
incenfed againft them according to the manner of humane weaknefe, but that he had 
given a juft fentence againft them. In this place it is not to be fuptrofed, that Mofes 
(who was but a man only ) did appeafe fo many multitudes of difpleated men, but that 
God aflifted him, and brought to pafs, that the People were wrought upon by his 
words (having by divers dilobediences, and by the calamities whereinto they were fal- 
len, known, that obedience was both good and profitable.) But what greater proof can M * a m|)J 

Cbe defiredof the eminent virtue of this Law giver, and of the ftrange Authority he" of great au. 
acquired thereby, than that not only they who lived in his time, but even at this day, < horit >'- 
there is not any one amongft the Hebrews, but takes himfelf obliged to obey the Or- 
diances made by hith, and reguards him as prefent artd ready to punilh the Tranlgref- 
fors of the fame? There are beftdes, divers great and evident ligns of the more thari 
humane vertue which was in him.* and amongft the reft, this was not the leaft, That 
of certain ftrangers thai have travelled out of the Regions beyond Euphrates, a four 
months journey, to their great charges, and with no left peril, to honour our Temple, 
and offer Sacrifice ; yet fome have not obtained licence or perrruftioh to offer, in that by 
our Laws it was not lawful for them to do It, ana fome other, withdui lacrificing, (others 

D the Sacrifice half finiflied, the reft hot £ermitted ib enter the Temple; have returned 
back agairi to their homes, without finifhing their purDOfe, chufing rather to iubmit to 
Mofes f s Law, thari to fatisfie their own wills; arid that without the leaft repining or com- 
plaint. So much did the opinion once conceived of this mart preVaiLthat he is efteem- 
ed more than i man, but of the confideration, that he had received liws from God, 
and delivered theril to men. Of late alfo, (not long before the Wars of the Jews, du- 
ring the Empire of Claudius, when Ifmael was High Pried amongft us) to great a Fa- tw great 
mine opprefted our Nation, that an Afar of Mealwas fold for tour drams, and thirefjj^ 
was brought to the Feaft of Azymes the quantity of feverit^ Ceres, (which make thirty m tici**- 
Sicilian and forty Athenian McdiMi, alinoft two Bulhels of ours) norie of the Priefts 

fe were fo bold as to eat one grairi of it, (riotwithftanding the Country was in that extre- 
mity) fearing the Law, and God's difpleafiire extended always agiinft fmS concealed. 
For which caufe, we ought not to wonder at that which haphed at that time, confider- 
ing^ that the Writings left by Mofes, are in fuch force, even at this day, that they 
themfelveswhohateus, confefs, that God inftitutedour Government by the means and 
miniftry of Mofes^ and his vertue. But of thefe things, let every rnan think as itplear 
fethhim.

«,„.„,„„. , nTi „^ ffr ..- n .i,'yjpKe; ia^syaViW^ .'^'Ood had only difcpvered to 
Mofes, diai'w^ia!was',gp94 fprthprn, by rea^q .of theaffection which he bare him : A» 
Jf all of the'mwere not derived 'from the loins of Abraham, and that he only were the 
Guide of all, in foreknowing the things that fliould happen unto them, by particular 
inftruction from God. That prudence obliged them to condemn his pride, and fix their 
trull only upon God, for conquering the Country which he had promifed them, in 
fpite of Mofes's contradiction ; who for this caufe hindred them, pretending the Autho- 
rity of God for it. That therefore confidering their neceflity, and the Defart, which N 
daily more and more aggravated their mifery, they mould prepare themfelves courage- 
oufly to march againft the Enemy, the Canaanites ; hoping, that God would be their 
T] ™£w- nileJ Guide; fo as they needed not the.affiftance of their Law-giver. When this fentence 
put the "S- " was approved by a general confent, they flock out in multitudes againft their Enemies : 
brewi co w j 10 neither affrighted by their boldnefs nor multitude, valiantly refilled them, whode* 
H ' 8,K ' charged them: fo that (the betterkpart of the Hebrews being (lain) they pur- 

fued the 1 -reft (enforced lhamefully to turn their backs ) even unto their Camp. This 
overthrow (hapning befides all mens opinion) wohdroufly dejected the minds of the 
multitude, fo that they grew defperate of all future good fortune ; concluding, that u 
God had fent and inflicted that plague upon them,becaule without his counfel and order O 
they had enterprifed the Battel. But when Mofes faw that his Country-men were dif- 
may'd with the overthrow which they had received, and the Enemy grown proud with 

their

A their late Victory, fearing likewife left (not. content with their prefent fuccefs) theyg^^n 
fliould attempt further, he determined to retire his Forces back again into the Defart. w md, 2455. 
And whereas the People promifed thenceforward to be obedient to him, (being taught 
by their own mifery, that nothing would fall out profperoufly unto them, without the ^^-v^ 
counfel and conduct of their Guide) they difincamping themfelves, retired into the De- nffei retireth 
lart with this refolution, that they would no more attempt a Battel againft the Canaanites, SXffirt 
till they received a fign of their gqpd fuccefs from Heaven. But even as in a great Army 
it accuftomably falleth out (efpecially in time of trouble) that the common multitude 
wax head ftrong and difobedient to their Governours,fodid the like alfo happen amongft 
the Jews, For whereas they were in number 600000, and even in their.better Fortunes 

Bfufficiently difobedient to their Governours, fo much the more were they exafperated by 
their wants and misfortunes, both amongft themfelves, and againft their Governour. For ^ 
which caufe there arofe fo great a Sedition, as neither among the Greeks or Barbarians gjj"; 
the like was ever heard. Which things, without doubt, had overthrown them, being 6 
brought into fo defperate an eftate) had not Mofes (forgetting the injury he had re- 
ceived, which was no lefs than a purpofe to ftone him to death) fuccoured and relieved 
their diflrefled Fortunes. Neither did God utterly abandon the care of them : but al- 
though they were contumelious againft their Law- giver, and tranfgreued alfo againft the 
Laws which he had delivered them by Mofes, yet delivered he them out of that danger ; 
of which (without his fpecial Providence) there could be expected no other but a'ia- 

C mentable iflue. This Sedition, as alfo how Mofes governed the eftate when the troubles 
were ended, we will now declare, having firft expreffed the caufe thereof. 

CHAP. n. 

Tie Sedition raifed by Chore againfl Mofes and his - Brother, (or the PrieflhooJ. 

Chore (a Man noble by Birth, and famous for his wealth amongft the Hebrews, and Nmb. 16. r, 
endowed with a certain kind of popular Eloquence) feeing Mofes placed in the a J; encl<;a . 
hiehert place of Authority, was filled withjealoufie and envy thereat. For although he vour«u to 
were of the fame Tribe and Kindred, yet he thought it a great indignity to himfelf, to ^£ c d *\l 
D be held his inferior, being both more potent in Riches, and his equal in Parentage. For mutinyagainrt 
which caufe, he began to murmur and complain to the tevites, (which were of the fame M f es - 
Tribe with him, and his Kinfmen) telling them, That it was not to befuffered, that Mofes, 
under a pretest of Communication with God, fhould by amhi.tious policy, {to other mens pre- 
judice) onlyfludy his own glory; having of late, againft all fort of reafon, given the Priejl- 
boodtohis Brother Aaron, and diftributeel other dignities,at his ownpkafure, like a King with- 
out the fujfrage and approbation of the People. That this injury done by him, was not to be en- 
dured, by reafon that fo covertly he had infinuated himfelf into the Government; that before, it 
could be obferved, the People would be brought into fervitude. For he that howeth himfelf to 
be worthy of a Government, endeavours to obtain the fame h) the confent of the People, an/fnot 
E by force and violence ; but they that defpair by good means to attain thereunto, do nptwithfland- 
ingabftain from force, left they fhould lofe the opinion of their goodnefs and hpnefty, yet endea- 
vour they by malicious fubtilties to attain thereunto. That it concerned the Commonweal to 
check the attempts of fuch men, left of private, they at laft grw publkk Enemies- For wpat 
reafon (faidhej can Mofes give, why he hath bellowed the HighPriellhoodM Aaron 
Sons? If God had decreed, that this honour Jhould be beftomd on one of the Tribe ofteV*. 
there were more reafon that I fhould have it, who am of the fame Kindred with Mofes, mi wfa 
furpafs him both in riches and age. On the contrary, if this honour appertain to thernpfl anci- 
ent oftheTribes, that o/Reuben ought by right to enjoy it, namely, Dathan 4nd Ablram, and 
Phalal, who are the moft ancient of that Tribe, and the moft powerful in riches. Thefe things 
F fpake Chore, under colour and pretence of the good of the Commonwealfih, but in, & Al!al Balftt ' 
fed only to raife a Tumult amongft the multitude, and intrude imp the qffice of |}ie 
High-Prieft. Which difcourfe of his parting by little and little, from one ear to ano- 
ther, amongft the multitude, and multiplied by the envious, and fuch as maligned Aa- T ™l^ TeA 
ron, at laft brought all the Tribes into a mutiny ; fo that 1^0 of the chiefeft Nobles grew an d fifty men 
at length to be partakers of Chores Confpiracy ; and all of thelc confpired together to gJ^ n cWs 
take away the Priefthood from Mofes's Brother, and to transfer it to him. The People * on ' 
likewife were in fuch fortincenfed, that they fought to ftone Mofes ; and ran all of them Thev crv r«c 
confufedly with noife and uproar, crying out before the Tabernacle of God, that the ™ ' on: ,1/5 ~ 
Tyrant was to be cut off, and the People delivered from thraldom, who under pretext 
Got' Religion, had infuppor table thraldom impofed on them. For if it were God that 
had chofen him to be High-Prieft, he would have preferred fuch an' one to the dignity 
who had been worthy, and would not have conferred it on thofe who were far inferior to 
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others • That if he had decreed to beftoW it or* Aaron, he would have rem tted the ele- H 
the People* and not left the difpofition thereof to his Brother. Al hough Mj- 
SK'rtSfc to -informed ofWs treadwrous Calumnies, andfaw^the People h.ghly incenfed, 
at all abafhed thereat: but being fatisficd in his Conference, that he 
^^Jud Z rned theeftate uprightly, and well aflu red, that his Brother obtained tie 
P ieffliood not by his favour, but God's election, lie came into the Congregation ; where 
™ed not one word againft the People, but addreihng himfelf to Chore he expo- 
rted with him, and accufed him with great vehemency being (befides his other 
dualities) by nature eloquent and fit to fpeak in pubhek A lembhes. 
, wil -.on,i Ithhkmx he)Chore, that both thou and every one of the >fe (^tjmmthbtsHerat- 
XvXui-- th i co Men of his faction) are wrthy of honour ; yea, I contemn not -the reft of this Affem-l 
° us ?r; bly although hey are not to he compared to you in Rubes and other ^owments But 
% ldoh Aaron therefore poffefs the Prieflhood, hecaufe he '''f<'<fi;*"W more 
2 epoffefjionsthan either if us) neither becaufe he is ^"f^h^ 
imparted the fame unto us all, having given us one and the fame Grandfather) neither have I 
Te n moved thereunto by Brotherly affettion, to beflow that on htm Which was 4"^**"- 
For had I confidered any thing but God, and the obedience I owe to him, I fhould rather 
have taken this honour to my f elf, than have given it him, fince there is no man more near 
to rn than my felf For whatwifdom had it been in me, to expofe myfelfto thofe dangers 
which they i/ar/who commit an injuflice, andfuffer another man to reap the advantage 
of n But God forbid that my Confcience fhould be flained with anyfuebfn , ivere I gutl- K 
% of this fault, Godwuldnot leave me unpunifted, ivhohad contemned htm nor you ig- 
Jan of what ye ought to do, in order to pleafe him. 'I ts he not I that chofe the High- 
pTll- and by this means be hath acquitted me of that acafation which in this refped 
mm be brolght againfl me. But though Aaron hath obtained this degree, ^t h mfa- 
Zur but by God's own appointment) yet notbwithftanding be referreth and remitteth the mat- 
ter 'to the publick difpofition and order ofyouall; neither reamreth he any prerogative for 
LhehathalreadyeiVrc^ 

may befal htm, to fee your Mutinies and Seditions ceafe, although with the lofs of that ho- 
nour which he hath received fromyour own election For neither have we been guilty of dtfi 
rlfpecl towards God, in accepting that which it pleafed him to give us - m : on the contrary ^ 
could we refufe it without impiety. But fince it is a thing moft -reafonable, that^ he who 
gives, fhould confirm the gift wbichbehath given; God therefore, fhall once again deter* 
line who amongft you, fhall be chofen to > ofe> - Sacrifice unto him, and to take charge of 
thofe things which appertain to Religion. And furely Chore will not befo bo d as to pre* 
lend by the defire be hath to this dignity, to deprive God of the Authority to difpofe the fame 
as beft liketh him. , , , ,. r 

Ceafe therefore to mutiny amongfl your f elves, and to be tumultuous upon this occafton- 
let every one of you that defire the Prieflhood, to morrow bring each of you hisCenfer with 
fierfumes and fire from his houfe. And thou, 0 Chore, be not afhamed to yield unto God, M 
and to expetl his judgment, without going about to raife thy felf above him : but come thou 
alfoamongd the reft of the Competitors in this honour, to hear the decifion. Either fee I 
caufe why Aaron fhould not be there alfo prefent, to be judged with thee, in that hitherto he 
ha h vertuoufly and uprightly behaved himfelf in the exyt ion of that office, and is likewife 
of the fame Tribe and Race that thouart of. Te fhall all offer Incenfe in the pre fence of the 
People, and let him whofe offering fha/l be mofi acceptable in God s fight, be declared and 
eftablifhed High-Prieft: fa fhall I be acquitted, of that flander which is wrongfully urged a- 
gainftme, of having (by my particular grace and favour) beflowed the office of the Priefl- 
hood on my Brother. t , , 

After Moles had fpoken in this manner, the People gave over murmuring, and the 
fufpicions which they had conceived againft Mofes; approving in themfelves all thatN 
which had been fpoken, as being profitable for the Commonwealth. So the Aflembly 
feparated.

TH E next day the People re-a(Tembled, to alTift at the Sacrifice^ and to fee the tltifi- 
troverfie decided amongft the Competitors; neither was this Aflembly with6ufc itf-a*. 
B fome tumult ; for the whole multitude were 1 in fufpence, in expeAatioh of the evdht ; 31 ' ,3 ' 
and fome of them were defirous that Mofes might be cohvidied of deceit. But tte'jWftf 
fort, defired to fee an end of the Sedition j for thej' feared left t^e Cortimonwelaltli 
fliould be utterly ruined, if the Tumult mould proceed any further; ■ The multliWe^ 
likewife ( being naturally defirous of novelty, ' and prone to fpeak evil of their MaJ^ 
llrates) were diverfly diipofed upon 1 every occurrcrit. 1 < Mofes fent hfefervaiits to Amtim^ 
and Dathan, to fummon them to apipear (according W the accord ) ; to attend thfe'iSfEle 1 
of the Sacrifice. But their anfwer was, that they would hot obe^him, r)or any lbriger DatHanmiA- 
permit him to afliime to himfelf a Soveraign authority over them. 1 ' ■ Which wheri '^ b J™ m rcbcl11 " 
fes underftood, he took divers of the Elders of the'People with him '; and though he' 
C was eftabliflied by God to command over all in general 1 , 1 yet he dildalned not to gd itt 
perfon.to thtfe Revolters. Now when Dathan and thofe bf his fadld'ri uhderftood that 
Mofes with theNobles wore coming unto them, they,; their Wives'atfd Children came" 
out of their Tents to wait for him refolutely, having wUh them alfb tlielir Servants, who 
were armed to oppofe themfelves againft Mofes, if f6 be he mould offer them any 
lence. He no fooner drew near to them; but lifting 'up his hands urito Heaven, he 'tiri* 
ed out with a loud voice in the heating of the whole Multitude, and prayed after this

Of the forty 
eight Cities which were; granted to the Levites, he commanded them to give thirteen 
to the Priefts, and the tenth part of the Tythes. Befldes, he orddined that tlie Peo» 
pie fhould ofTer to Gdd the flrft fruits of whatfoever the earth yieldeth : and that the 

. firft born Of four-footed Beafts allowed fpr facrifice, if a male, mould be delivered to 
the Priefts to facrifice, to thG end they might be notirifhed with all their Family itt 

0 the facf cd City of Jerufaleni ; and that for thofe which the Law forbids to eat, there 
mould be paid by the owners, in lieu of a ftrftling, a vSide and a half; and for the firft* 
born of a Man, five Sides. He allotted /them likewife the firftfruits of Sheep /hearing; 
and thofe that baked Bread of new corn were to give them Cakes. But when they Nm ^ £ r 
who are called Nazarites (becaufe they let their Hair grow .and tafte no Wine) have ad ii ' 
accomplifht their vow, and: come to prefent themfelves in tjie Temple to caufe their Jj™ 1 * Nn ^ 
Hair to be cut, the Beafts which they oner in facrifice belong to the Priefts. And ' 
as for thofe thit have confecrated themfelves to the SdrViCd of God; When they de- 
fire to be difmilTed from that miniftery (whereunto by voluntary vow they bound 
themfelves); they muft pay money to tlie Priefts; a Woman, thirty Sicks, a Mart

C vernment: fo that there was not any of the mcaneft Souldiers but were greatly enriched 
with pillage. After this, Mofes removed his Camp toward Jordan^ and pitched it in a 
broad Plain near the City of Jericho (which is rich and fruitful, and aboundeth with 
Palm-trees and Balm.) And now were the minds of the Ifraelites in fuch fort confirmed, 
that they defired nothing more than War and Battel; and Mofes thinking good to make 
ufe of this their forwardnefs, (having facrificed to God in way of Thanklgiving, and 
feaftedthe People) he fent part of them armed to deftroy the Country of the Madia- 
nites, and to force the Cities of that Region : which War had this Original. 

CHAP. VI. 

D 

Of the Prophet Balaam. 

WHen Balac King of the Moabites (who was both an old Friend and Confederate Nw6. 12. 13. 
with the Madianites) faw the progrefs of the Ifraelites, he began to f'ufpeel: the 241 pir Mm ' 
fecurity of his own fortune and cftate : for he knew not that God had inhibited the He- 
brews to attempt the Conqueft of any other Country but the Land of Canaan. And 
therefore more raflily than prudently, herefolved to oppofc them : and for that he durft 
not aflailthem in Battel, whom he knew elevated with the fuccefs of many Victories; 
yet defirous to hinder them from proceeding any further, he fends Ambafiadors to the 
E Madianites to confult with them what was fit to be done. The Madianites knowing that 
beyond Euphrates there lived a famous Prophet called Balaam (who was their elpecial ^%f a l ^f e f 
Friend) fent fome of their moft honourable Princes together with Balac s Ambafladours, Embaffagc to 
befecching him that he would come unto them, and curfe the Ifraelites. The Prophet l, ! c mdh ~ 
entertained the Ambafiadors with great humanity, and asked counfel of God concerning JJS's and 
whntaniwer he fhould give them: God forbad him to do that which they defired. And ^ M'dia- 
(oBalam told them, that he wanted not will to gratifie them, but that God, to whom 
he owed the gift of Prophecy, forbad him; for that Army which they defired fhould 
be curfed, was dearly beloved of God. For which caufe he gave them counfel to make 
peace with the Ifraelites upon any conditions : which faid, he difmified the Ambafiadors. 
F But the Madianites (being inftantly requefted by Bake) once more fent their Ambafia- 
dors to Balaam, who defirous to fatisfie them in their demands, confulted with God. But xtt ^ 
God (offended with him) commanded him toafient to the Ambafiadors : and he not con The fecon'd 
ceiving that God (bake thus to him in his anger, becaufe he had not obeyed his order, de- fjjjjj 186 10 
parted onward with the Ambafiadors.

Thusfpake Balaam in his prophetical fpirit, being infpired by the Spirit of God. But 
wf ii, la Balac was much incenfed againft him, exclaiming that he had not kept his promife ; 
Batac being f or by a rea t Rewards he had been by his Confederates drawn thither to curfe them, 
SSh e * and inflead of Execrations againft them, he had given them the greateft Benediction. 
Balaam. The Prophet thus anfwered. 

Bdt , •$ An Thinkejl thou (faid he; that it lieth in our power, as often as-dejlinies are to be difcove- 
cin." ' red, to fpeak or conceal what we lift, atfuch time as Godfpeaketh in our mouths? No, he 
himfelf caufeth us to utter thofe words which pleafethhim; and be publijheth thofe Oracles by 
us, which neither we know, nor ewr thought upon. I have not forgotten the Requejl of the 
Madianites; and I came hither, to execute that which they defired at my hands; but GodfA 
is more powerful than my will, who contrary to the ivill of God, and for the particular favour 
of men, had purpofed to fpeak otherwife : but as foon as he entreth into our hearts, he be- 
comes abfolute mafler of them. Truly I had determined in my felf to fpeak nothing in 
their praifes, neither was it in my mind to reckon up what God had decreed to lejlow upon that 
Nation, but becaufe he hath purpofed to advance their felicity and glory, he put thefe words 
into my mouth. Neverthelefs (Jince it is my de fire to gratifie both thee, and the Madianites, 
whofe Prayers I ought to confider) let us ereel new Altars, and prepare other Sacrifices, and 
make tryal if God perhaps will be moved to grant me licence to curfe this People. Hereunto 
mib. 14.3,4. Balac gave content; the Sacrifices were renewed: but Balaam could not obtain of God 
Baiaam'i Pro- p erm ifiion to curfe the Ifraelites. On the contrary, falling on his face, he predicted N 
ffiS to° f the misfortunes of thofe Kingdoms and Cities which mould oppofe them, of which fome 
«ome. are not as yet built ; but by fuch things as have already hapned to thofe that we know 
both on the Continent, and in Iflands, even to our days: we may gather moftaffuredly, 
that what remaineth of this Prophecy to be fulfilled, will furely take effect. Balac be- 
ing much difpleafed, that the Ifraelites could not be cUrfed, fent Balaam back again 
without honour : who, as he came near Euphrates, deiired to fee the King and the Princes 
verf.

For my felf t thoufialt never tie me to thy tyrannical decrees ; for hitherto 
before cbrijts haft thou endeavoured nothing elje, but under pretext ofLawan,d Religion to bring us into 
^'J&Sfervitude andfdjetiion, andthyfelf to power and fiver eignty, by forbidding us the pleafures 
and liberties which all men that are lorn free, oughttp enjoy. Was there any thing worfe in our 
Egyptian thraldom* than the power which thou afumeft to, punijh every man by the Laws of 
thy own making ; whereas thou thyfelf art more worthy to be puuijbedj in that tboit defpifejt 
thofe of all other Nations, and wilt have none but thine obferved, and fo preferreft thy own par- 
ticular judgment before that of all other Men whatsoever i But I,as touching that which I have 
done }n that Jfuppofe it to be well done, am not afraid to confefs in this A{fembly,thatl have 
taken a granger to wife: thou heareflmine atlionsfrom mine. own mouth, as from a free and \ 
refoluteman; neither do I deftre that they fhould be hidden. Tts true alfo^that 1 facjtifice to 
the gods to whom thou forbiddefl tofacrifice, becaufe I think not my felf bound tofybmtt to[ 
the tyranny, of learning nothing that pertains to Religion but from thee alone ; and I take it 
as no obligation to me for any man to affume, as thou iofl, more authority over me than I h^ve 
tnv felf. Whilft Zambrias fpoke thus both for himfelf, and others of his Fadhon, the Peo- 
ple filently expetfed the ifliie of this great quarrel, efpecially for that they faw their 
taw-giver would not contend any longer, leaft he fliould make an infolent man more • 
outrageous; and leaft others, in imitation of him, growing impudent in their jpeeches 
fliould ftir up Tumults amongft the People: fothe Aflembly for this time was diflolved, 
and perhaps the mifchief had gone further, had not Zambrias been fuddenly cut off in K 
the manner I am going to relate. Thinees (who as well for hisown excellent qualities, 
as the dignity of his Father Eleazar the High-Prieft, and his great Uncle Mofes, was ac- 
counted the moft confutable of thofe of his age) was much difcontented with Zam* 
bias's contumacy; and leaft by his impunity the Law might grow into contempt, here- 
folved to be revenged upon the Tranlgreflbrs, well knowing how much the example ot 
ytf. %i. men pre vaileth either way. And being of no lefs courage than zeal, he repaired 
to Zambriat\ Tent, and at one ftroke flew both him and Cosby, his wife. By this exam-

SrSTi?. Though Balaam, fentfor by the Madianites, tocurfe the Hebrews; which he could not 
do, being hindred by the Providence of God, had afterwards given that counfel to the 
Enemy* by means whereof, within a little fpace, a great multitude of the Hebrewswere 
corrupted in their Religion ; yet Mofes hath done him the honour to infert his Prophe- m 
cy in his Writings: although it had been eafie for him to have deprived him of the glo- 
ty, and to have appropriated it to himfelf, by reafon that there was not any Witnefs 
that might oontradift him; yet he hath not negle&ed to give teftimony, and to make 
mention of him inhis Writings: yet let every one think of this, according as it lhaU 
feemcood unto him. But Mofes fas I began to fay) fent an Army of xxooo Men a- 
gainft the Madianites, chufing out of every Tribe a Thoufand, and appointed Thinees 
Qptain over thofe Forces, by whofe courage' (as a little before I have declared) both 
the J*ws were vindicated, and Zambrias, that brake them, punilhed.

Jordan, which God had promifed them, by overcoming thofe Nations which he com- 
manded them to account for their Enemies. Thefe Tribes, left he Ihould feem to be 
defervedly incenfed againft them, anfwered, that neither through fear they fled clanger, 
neither through floth fliunned labour,, but only defigned to leave their prey in commo- 
dious places, to the end they might be mpre/it to follow the War: faying, that they 
were ready (if fo be they might receive Cities for the defence and receipt of tl?pir 
Wives, Children, and Subftance) to follow the reft of the Army whitherfoever they 
D were conducted, and to adventure their lives with them, for the common intereft. 
Mofes fatished with their reafon in the prefence of Eleazar the High-Prieft, and Jojhua, 
with the reft of the Magiftratcs, granted them the Land of the Amorites, witli this con- 
dition, that (together with the reft of the People) they fhould march againft their com- 
mon Enemies, till the War were accomplifhed according to their defire: accordingly wmb.

When he had fpoken thefe things, he delivered them a Book, containing in Writing de]jvcr . 
their Laws, and cuftoms of good Jife : which when they had received, they melted «h the i;w- 

Binto tears, and now lamented both for the lofsof their Captain, and for that they re- (vhercfnrfleir 
membred how many perils he had fuffered for their fakes, and how diligently he had Law and 
procured their fafety and fecurity ; and their forrow increafed, by their belief that they JJ a 3 "J e f [ t 2 ife 
were not like to have ever again fo good a Prince: and they feared Jikewife that God 1 (C ' 
would not hereafter be fo favourable unto them, in that they had not a Mofcs to pray 
for them. Thefe thoughts produced in them a repentance of thofe things which 
(through fury) they had committed againft him in the Defart, fo that all the People 
(breaking out into tears) would admit no confolation. But Mofes comforted them, Laws made 
and de/lring them to give over weeping, encouraged them to obfervc faithfully the cha 
Laws of God: and fo tor this time the aflembly diflolved. But before I proceed, I have cbfexcuK 

C thought fit to declare in this place what thefe Laws were; to the end the Reader may ^ « of 
know how worthy they are of the vertue of fo great a Law-giver as Mofes, and fee why heTnno- 
what our cuftoms have been, even from the firft inftitution of our Common-wealth. For va«d the or* 
all thofe things are extant which this Man wrote, fo that we need not feign or affix j^° f the 
any thing by way of ornament: we have only changed the order; and thofe Laws 
which he fcatteringly fet down according as he received them from God, we have ge- 
nerally digefted into their places: whereof I thought good to admonifli the Reader; 
for fear left hereafter any of our Tribes coming to the view hereof, /hould raflily ac- 
cufe me, of not having faithfully delivered the Writings and Inftitutions of Mofes. Firft 
will I reckon up thofe Laws particularly which appertain to the publick inftitution and 

D policy of our Nation; but thofe that concern private cuftoms and contracts, either 
betwixt our felves or foreign Nations, I have deferred to be difcourfed of in that Com- 
mentary, wherein (by God's affiftance) I intend to fpeak of our manners, and of the 
reafons of thofe Laws. 

After you have conquered the Land of Canaan, and built your Cities, you fliall in item the ifa-. 
lecurity reap the fruit of the Victory, if by obfervation of thefe following Command- ff*«foaii iwc 
ments, you fliall render your felves well-pleafing to God. Let there be one (acred £2J». of 
City in the region of Canaan, fituate in a commodious and fertile place, which God a ftcred ciry 
lhall make choice of: in the fame let there be one only Temple built, and one Altar canlT^ 
erected of rough and unpolilhed ftones, but chofen with fuch care, that when they 
E lhall be joined together, they fliall appear decent and agreeable to the fight: let not 
the Afcent of the fame be made by fteps, but let the earth be eafily and fitly raifed. 
But in any other City let there be neither Altar nor Temple; For God is one, and 
the Hebrew Nation is one. Whofocver fhall blafpheme God, let him be ftoned to Blafphemy * 
death, hanged on a Gibbet for a day, and afterwards ignomhiioufly and obfcurely « ainft God - 

buried - „ , , £5.1*. t, 

Let all the Hebrews, from their feveral Provinces, aflcmble themfelves thrice in the ">> n- , 
year in the facred City and Temple, that they may give thanks to God for the benefits y^th^ 
they have received, and by their prayers implore his future affiftance ; and that by ought 
their converfation and mutual entertainments, they may increafe their benevolence and t0 mect ' 
F l° ve °ne towards another. For it is reafonable that they fhould know one another, 
who are of the fame ftock, and are governed by the fame Laws. For which purpofe 
nothing is fo fit as their meetings after this kind of manner, which both by the fight 
and convention caufe deeper impreflion in the memory; as cohtrariwife, they that 
never fee one another pafs for ftrangers one to the other. 

Befides, let the tenth part of the Fruits (befides them that are due to the Prieftsand Tenths, 
Levites) which you are accuftomed to fell in your Markets (being reduced into ready 
money) be fpent on Sacrifices and Banquets in the Sacred City. For it is juft to cele- 
brate Feafts to God's honour, of the fruits of the earth, which we have received from 
his hands.

conducible to their felicity. For which reafon, twice a day, -in the morning and in 
the evening, they fliall be minded for what benefits they are bound to God, and how 
few. .11.19. he delivered us out of the bondage of Aigypt.

Whatfoever feemeth good to the Judges to decree, let that be held inviolable ; ex- 
cept it be apparent that they are corrupted with money, or that they be manifeftly 
The office of conv icted of wrong judgment. They ought likewife to judge without refpect of in- 
jufifce'is tereft or dignity, and preferr juftice before all other things; for it is contumelious to 
God's power. God, to fuppofe, that he is weaker than they, for whofe fake they wreft the Law, 
contrary to juftice, which is the power of God. He therefore that giveth judgment 
in favour and partiality to great men, maketh them greater than God himfelf. And 
if the Judges cannot determine of the matter in queftion (as it ofentimes falls out) let 
them referr the caufe to the Holy City, and there fliall theHigh-Prieft and the Prophet, 
with the afliftance of the Senate, determine that which fhall beconvenient. m 
Dm.

6 quifition made (with rewards propofed to the difcoverer ; ) but if no probabilities or 
conjectures can be gathered, then let the Magiftrates of the Cities adjoining to the 
place where the (laughter is committed, and the Elders of the fame, aflembled toge- 
ther, and meafure from the place where the dead body lieth: and let the Townfliip 
that is found to be neareft, and the inhabitants thereof buy a Heifer; which they fliall 
bring into a place unlaboured and unplanted, where the Priefts, and the Levites, ha- 
ving cut the nerves of the Neck, lhall wafh their hands, and lay them upon the head 
pfthefaid Heifer, and proteft with a loud voice, that they, and the Magiftrates with 
them, are not defiled with that Homicide; that they did it not, nor were they prefent 
when it was perpetrated; and they fhall call and pray to God to avert his anger, and q 
riot to permit that any fuch misfortune ever fall out in that Country.

ftrous to behold, is to be driven away: neither is it lawful to Geld either Men: 1 of 
Beafts. Let this be the difpofition of thofe Laws, wherewith you lhall be Policies 

. and Governed in time of Peace ; to the end God may be favourable unto you, and 
I befeech him to give you grace to ufe them in good order, and without alteration; 
And fince it cannot otherwife be, but that humane affairs ^ muft fometimes fall ihtd 
troubles and dangers, fometimes beyond defire and expedition, drtd ibmetimBs Of let 
purpofe; I will briefly give you. fome advice touching that point ; to tne i'iiterit, that 
being foreinftrudted of that which you ought to do, you 'may pretehfe and not fall 
intoany danger and calamity. ' • 

G Iwilh that when you have conquered the Country which God hath'defigned foif 
you, by his afliftance and your labour, you may poflelsthe km& in lecukftNnd feaitei 
and that ftrangers may not levy Armies to overthrow you, nor any 1, civil Mutiny bB

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r^/w^raifed amongft you, which may caufe what hath been well ordered and decreed H 
W ««- by your Ariceftorsi to come to nought, when you (hall abandon the Laws which God 
T$13, hath given you. Live therefore, and perfift to conform )*our felves to thofe Laws, 
Zivi^x. whicl f both Qod hath approved for good, and hath alfo given you. But if perhaps. 

Vou or your fucceflbrs hereafter, mall be obliged to undertake a War I wifh it may 
w-. happen without the Confines of your Country : but if the matter mull needs be tryed 
KSd^beby the Sword, you mall fend certain Heralds to your declared Enemies. For before 
E you enter battel! it fhall be requifite firft of all to parley with them, and to declare 
unto them, that you have a great Army, and Horfes, and Weapons, and(befides all 
thefe) that you have God's favour and afliftance 5 and you mall defire them, that you 
may not be enforced to War againft them, nor to make booty of their Goods, and to i 
carry them away captive. If they condefcend to any rfeafonable conditions, thtn 
entertain Peace; but if they contemn this propofal, you fhaillead forth your Army 
againft them, having God for your General, and Soveraign Conductor; and for his 
Lieutenant, him whom you your felves mall chufe, furpaffingall the reft w 1 Valour. 
For when there are divers Commanders, it falleth out, that that which ought readily 
to be executed, is hindred, and commonly the iflueis unfortunate. Let your Army 
generally confift of men that are ftrong in body, and hardy in 1 courage ; and remove 
From your Army him that is fearful, left fuch men hapmng to fly when they dught to 
fight, give your Enemies the advantage. Let them alfo be free from War, whohavmg. 
built a new houfe, have not enjoyed the fame fora years fpace; as alfo he that hath IC 
planted a Vineyard, and hath not gathered the fruit thereof; and befides thefe, he 
that hath wedded a Wife, and hath not as yet brought her home to his houfe : left 
through the defire of thefe things, and of referving themfelves to their dear forfaken 
pleafures, they fight but faintly and coldly. .-.«,,,

SKfcii ■ Thefe are the Laws which Mofes left He gave jthem likewife certain Inflations, 
(Which he had written forty years before,) whereof we will fpeak in another Treatife. 
Some few days after (for he afTembled the people fix days together) he gave them his 
Selling, and pronounced his maledictions againft thofe which mould not live accord- m 
ing to his Laws, but fhould trangrefsthe determinations thereof: He read alfo unto 
them a Canticle of fix meafures (which he had regiftred in the holy Book; containing 
a prediction of things to come, according to which, all things have and do fall out, 
without varying any. ways from the truth. Thefe Volumes and the Ark he gave to the 
Priefts ; in which he alfo placed the Ten Commandments written in the two Tables. 
Re committed alfo unto them the cuftody of the Tabernacle. He likewife exhorted 
the people that:,(when by force they had conquered the promifed Country, and where 
kite, tote planted therein) they mould not forget the injury which the Amalekites had done 
pumfhed. . but % fa % {hey moijId j ead forth t heir Army againft them, and take vengeance of 

the wrongs they had done them, at fuch time, as they were in the Defart. And he N 
commanded them that as&on as they had taken the Country of Canaan, they fhould 
exterminate and extinguifli all the people. _ , 

. He commanded thenvalfb to erect an Altar towards the Eaft not far from the City of • 
Sichem, between the two Mountains, Gammon the right hand, and the other called 
Gebal on the left* and that diftributing the people into two parts (fix Tribes in every 
part) they .mould place them on thele Mountains. And he commanded that the Lc- 
yit&vaA Prieftsrijjould be with them, and that they that were upon the Mountain of 
Qariw»* t Ihould pray to God, to multiply his bleffings upon them that are zealous of 
his fervice, and careful of the confervation of his Laws which had been given them 
by Mofes. The Six other alfo were appointed toanfwer them: and when thefe fix q 
laft had prayed, the fix firft were toanfwer thenv and confirm that which they had pro- 
nounced. This done, they pronounced maledictions againft the tranfgreflbrs (each one 
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Aanfweringthe other) in ratification of that .which had. beetffpoken. He reduced alfr ^r e ^2 
into writing thele bleflings and curfes, to the intent that, the memory thereof might world, 2493, 
never be fupprefled or extinguifhed by time which he alfo (being near his death) cau- Sgg£*fjJ 
ful to be written on the Altar, on the two fides thereof, and permitted the peopje tp c^S/^J 
come near it only that day, and there to offer burnt-offerings; which js fprbidden to 
them by the Law. Thefe Ordinances did Mofes eftablifli, and thefe, the; Hebrew Nation 
obfervc inviolably, even unto this day. ' 

On the next morning he resembled all the people, with, their Wive, sand Children; d™. 29. h«i 
he likewife commanded, theflaves fhould be prefent, binding them by an. oath to majn-

tain and keep the Laws; apd that diligently tying themfelves to the wili v of God, they the norms , 
B mould not lo much efteem either their kinjdred, or, means, pr perils, or. any other caufe J^JJf.^ 
whatfoeyer, as thereby to be driven to neglect the Laws ; or depart from the ordinan- 
ces thereof: but whether any one of thefr kindred, or any City whatsoever, fhould 
feek to alter and difturb the fame, or ftriye to weaken the Authority .thereof, that bqtji 
in particular and publick, they Ihould expofe themfelves, and endeavour to puni/h 
them: and if they fhould fortune to take fuch a City, they fhould, raze arid utterly 
deface the fame; and if it were poffible, not leave one ftone upon another, but de- 
ftroy the foundation. But if they were too feeble to take fuch a revenge, yet, that 
they fhould make it known, that they were not commenting to their inipiety Hereunto 
the whole multitude confented, and promifed with an oath. He afterwards told them, 
Chow the people mould know when the Sacrifices were agreeable unto God; and how 
they ought to march out to Battel, taking a fign from tjie ftones of the High-Prieft's 
Rational of which. I have fore fpoken. . 

Jojhua likewife, during the life, and in the prefence of Mofes, prophefied whatfoeyer 
he intended to perform for. the profit of the people, either abroad in the adminiftration 
of War, or at home in preforming Laws: and preparing them to that order of life 
which was newly prefcribed them, he, told them that by inftructions from God he 
prophefied, that if they violated their . Country Religion, they fhould not efcapede- 
ftruction ; their Country, fhould be fiM with Foreign Arms, their Cities fackt, their 
Temple burnt, and themfelves 1 fold under , the Spear,; and that they fhould ferve a Na- 
Dtion which would not be moved or touched with commiferation of their afflictions 
and miferies: and, at length, they ,fhould too late and unprofitably. repent of their er- Dm. 33. aj. 
rour: yet, that God, their eftablifher, would reftore the Cities to the ancient Citizens, 
and the Temple to his people ; And that this fhould come to pafs, not only once but 34- ?• 
alfo many times. Then did Mofes alfo appoint Jojbua to lead his Army againft the Ca- mfa exhort . 
naattitcs, promifing him that God would be affifting to his Actions, and wifhing all fort «h Joflma. 
of happinefs to the people. 

• Seeing thaf (faith he) I go unto mine Ancejlors, and God hath prefixed this,, day for my 
departure, itisveryjujt, that living as yet, and Jl and ing in your prefence, I give him thanks 
for the care and providence, which he hath hitherto had of your affairs, not only in deliver- 

E ing you from fo many evils, but alfo in largely imparting his bleffings unto you ; and for that 
he hath always favorably helpt me, whiljl I endeavoured by my labour and care to reduce 
your fortunes to a better Jlate : for it is he which hath given both the beginning and the ac Dm. 3.13,23; 
complijhment, making ufe of me but as his MiniJler and Servant in all that good which hath Dm - 34- $• 
been done to his people. For all which things I have thought requifite, in departing from 
you, to blefs the goodnefs of God, who in time to come Jhall have the care and charge of you : 
and to acquit my Jelf of that debt, I leave you this in remembrance, which is, that you ought 
to ferve and hmur him, and reverence the Ordinances which he hath given you; whereby 
continuing his favour towards you, he will grant you grace to prefer ve and keep this excellent 
gift. Truly a Law-giver that were no more than a man, would be greatly difpleafed with 

F thoje who jbould violate his Ordinances, and fet them at nought : do not you therefore tempt 
God, who is provoked unto anger, when thofe Laws, which he himfelf hath eflablifhed, and 
given you, /hall be contemned and neglelled. 

Whilft Mofes pronounced thefe his laft words and foretold to the tribes their feveral Dent. 34. 8. 
deftinies, and wifhed them a thoufand bleffings, the whole Multitude brake into tears; JJjjj^JJJ 
and the Women beating their breafts, (hewed the forrow they refenred for his death. Mifa'TS. 
The Children likewife lamented, becaufe that in their tender years they haoMinderftood 
the virtue and famous acts of Mofes ; and betwixt the elder and younger fort, there was 
as it were a conflict who fhould weep moft bitterly: for the one underftanding of how 
worthy a Governour they were deprived, lamented the time to come ; and the other 

G were perplexed, becaufe they fhould then lofe him, they before had fufficiently tailed 
and made tryal how great his virtue was. But how great the Compaffion and com- 
plaint of the people was, may be conjectured by this that then befel the Prophet. For

TfheH did Mop (becknirig with his hand) warn them 
from afar off that tliey fhould ftand ftill, and keep their places ; and he defired them 
that were neareft him, by word of mouth, not tdafflicT; him any longer, by following 
Hlrtt with fo mariy teftlmonie'ii 6f ataon. Accordingly, to obey him, they flood ftill,

when he was arrived on the Mountain called Abarim (which is very high, and iituatel 
iiear jerich', from whence he might difcover tlife greater part of the Land of Canaan) 
hedifmitfed thfe Elders, arid whllft with mutual embraces lie took his laft leave of Elea- 
'itfrand kofida, and difcourfed with them, a 06Ud fuddehly environed him, and he 
wWearrVed awa^ ihto a certain Valley : but the Holy Books which he left us, fay that 
life died, fearing left for the excellency of his Virtue* they might report that he was 
taken up into Heaven, the whole time of his Life was lao years, the third part

C relief to fuccour them : and fo great was the flaughter, that they neither fpared Women Rahab and 
nor Children, but filled the City with dead Carcafles, which at length being fet on fire hers referved « 
ferved for a Funeral flame to confume them; and with like fury they ravaged and burnt 
the houfes of the Country; only Rahab and her houfhold, (who kept themfelves with- 
in her houfe) were faved by the Spies : and being brought to Jojhujs prefence, he gave 
her thanks, for faving his Spies, and prbmifed her that he would reward her courtefies, 
and foon after he gave her pofleflions, and ever held her in great honour. All of the 
City which the fire fparedi the Sword confumed. And Jojbua pronounced Curfes againft 
thofe, who mould afterward endeavour to eredt that which he had ruined: namely, 
that he that fhouid lay the firft foiwdatipn, fhouid be deprived of his firft Degotten Son ;

At the 
furprize and fack of the City, there was. gathered an infinite quantity of Gold, Silver, 
andBrafs: and none but one man braMhe Edicl;, or fought any prey or .lucre for him- 
felf. Thefe fpoils Jojbw delivered to the Priefts to be laid up in the Treajury ; and after 
this manner was the City of Jericho deftroyed. But Achat the Son of Ze}edias of the

licity. Neither have you adventured, without fome reward of your travels ; for in this your 
Q warfare you are enriched y and /hall bear away with you a great quantity of Gold and Silver ; 
and bejtdes all the fe, our benevolence and love, tyed unto you with all facerity f whenjoever 
you [hall have caufe to ufe us. For you have neither forgdt, nor fet light. by MofesV command 
before he departed out of this life, and have ffaredm endeavour, whereby jou might tye our 
affeilions to you. We therefore difmifs you to your own pojfeffions, Jnfulnefs of contentment, 
praying you to remember thefe things, and never fo put any bounds to tie inviolable amity 
which is between us j and let not the River Jordan, which is betwixt you and us, hinder you, 
from conjidering its as Hebrews'. For all of its (both thofe that dwell on this fide, and on the • 
other fide of 'Jordan) are the poflerity of Abraham ; and one and tbefanie God gave life loth 
to pur and our progenitors', whofe Laws and Religion linftiiuted ^yMtofes) are diligently 
p to be obferved: forby this means,he will become our helper and favourer $ ks on the contrary, 
if we fhaB degenerate from Iris Statutes, he will be our Mnefmy, . . • ':

For fear cely tould 
tve. belie ve, that you (who are well-grounded in the knowledge of God, and hearers of thofe 
Laws which he himfelf hath given you) fiould (ftnee your departure from us, and upon your 
arrival in your own Patrimony which you have obtained by lot, by his favour, .and peaceably 
enjoy by his providence) forget himfo foon, as to for fake the Tabernacle, Ark and Altar, and 
introduce Jlrangegods, to the intent to be partakers of the impieties of the Canaanites. But t 
if you repent of your mifdeed, and perfevere no longer info great madnefs, but reclaim your 
felves, and return to your ancient Religion, a Pardon is granted you : but if you objlinately 
perfift in your wickednefs, there is nothing which we will not do for the maintenance of our Re- 
ligion, and faffing the River for defence of it , ( or to f peak more fitly) of our God; and ac* 
count ingyou no lefs hateful and impious than G&naanites, we will treat you after the fame 
manner as we have treated them. For do not fuppofe, that x becaufe you have pajl the Ri- 
ver, you are exempt from God's power; becaufe God is in all places, and it is impojftble for you 
to avoid either his power , or his 'vengeance. If the Province which you poffefs is an impedi- 
ment to your falvation, it were better for yoU to make a new divifion of Lands, and leave this 
Region, how plentiful foevew It behoveth you therefore to renounce your Error, as we con- K 
jure you to do, by that love which you bear to your Children and Wives, and by the refpeft you 
hold of that which is mo(l dear unto you, that you inforce us not to wage War againfl you. 
Refolve your felves therefore in this prefent matter-, ajfuring your felves that therein con- 
fifteth the iffue, whether you had rather perpetually enjoy your peace and fafety by our per- 
fwajion, or expofe both you and yours to the peril of a bloody War.

As for that which we have now 
erefted, and which breedeth in you at this prefent a caufe of fufpicion, we built it not to. the 
intent to- offer Sacrifices upon it, but only to remain as a perpetual monument of our alliance 
and of our obligation to continue firm in the fame belief; but not to the end to make any alte- 
ratfon of Religion* > And that this was the only caufe which induced us to build the fame, we 
call God to witnefs -;<■ wherefore inflead of continuing to accufe us, you ought, for the future, to 
have a letter opinion of us, than to fufpefl us of a Crime, of which none of Abraham'* Po- 
sterity can be guilty % without deferring to lofe his life.

For Schifart King of the Affyriam leviedan Army againfl them, v ' 2 ' 
killed a great number of their men in fight, and either by force, or compofition, ,took The' ifrueiiut 
divers of their Cities,and brought them under his fubjedtion. Many alfo willingly fubmit- S5£/5a A by 
g ted themfelves to him through fear, and paid great tribute, enduring all lurid pf outrage 
for the fpace of eight years j after which they were delivered by thele means following. 

CHAP. IV. 

Their Liberty reftorcd by Cenez. 

A Certain man of the Tribe of Judah called Cenez ,a man of underllanding and courage, 
was advertifed by a voice from Heaven, that he fliould not permit the Jfraelites JJ'* fl, I ^ ]\. 
to be reduced into fo extream nfceeflity, without taking care for them, but adventure e'en^u, or as 
himfelf to fet them at liberty. Upon which calling to him fome few whom he knew ^JJjLjJ 1 "- 
C generous enough to fear no danger when a yoke fo infuppor table was to be fliaken off; EL Son Ma- 
They began with cutting the throats of the Affyrian Garrifon which Schifart had placed ™j 1 rci | ned - 
over them. This firft fuccefs, caus'd the number of his followers to increafe a little more Clg y ars * 
and more, fo that in a little time they feemed fufficient to equal the enemy in open 
field : whereupon pneountring him in one battel, they overcame him and recovered 
their liberty; and the reft of the (battered and confufed Army retired towards Euphrates. 
After Cenez had by this adrion given proof of his valour, he received the Government 
at the peoples hands j and exercifed the office of Judge forty years, arid died. 

CHAP. V. 

D Hm the people were made fubjeft to the Moabites, and how by Jodes they 
were exempt from fervitude. 

AFter his death (the Government being void) the affairs of the Ifraelites began again «edh & Rk#- 
to fall to ruine, and the rather, for that they neither yielded due honour to God, jlfclk. 
or obedience to the Laws: whence it came to pafs, that Eglon King of the Moabites ad 1$. 
(feeing the diforder of their policy) made War againfl: them, and defeated them many STJEBJ* 
times. And for that he was a Prince of greater puiflance than any of his Predeceflbrs, ^qucrelh" 
he weakened their Forces, fo that he conftrained them to pay tribute. *e lfmiiut. 

This man removing his Court to Jericho, and proud of his Victories, omitted no 
g means whereby he might vex and moleft the people: fo that they lived for the fpace of 
18 years in great mifery. But God (being moved with companion of their calamities) 
delivered them from their intolerable thraldom after this manner : Jodes the Son of 
Gera of the Tribe of Benjamin (a young man, endow'd with Valour of mind and ftrength 
of Body to attempt any worthy a&ion, dwelt at Jericho. This man infinuated himfelf M" or 
into Eglon s familiarity ; and by prefents courted him in fuch fort, that he was well Kmfcfnnw 
beloved and efteemed amongft all the Courtiers, and had frequent accefs to the Palace. ftm^ 
It chanced one day that bearing certain Prefents unto the King (attended by two of Iia "J, y ,' 0t 
his Houlhold fervants) he fecretly hid a Dagger under his cloaths, at fuch time as he 
entred in to the King. Now it was Summer and Mid-day likewife; and the watch was 
p grown more carelefs, partly by reafon of the heat, and partly for that the guard were at 
their dinner. The young man therefore offering his prefents unto Eglon (who at that 
time refrefhed himfelf in a certain Summer Chamber) began to difcourfe with him. 
Now they were both alone (by reafon that the King refolving to talk familiarly with 
Jodes, had fent away his Guard) but Jodes fearing, left he might mifs his blow as the 
King fate upon the Throne, defired him to rife, telling him that he had a Dream to relate 
to him by the commandment of Gdd. Whereat he rejoycing, arofe from his feat % 
and ftabb'd him to the heart: and leaving the Pdynard fticking in the wound, 
locked the door after him, and efcaped; For the Guard fup^ofing the King laid dowit 
to reft, let him pafs. But Jodes giving private notice thereof to the Ifraelites, offered 
G himfelf to be their Leader for recovery of their liberty: and they willingly accepting 
thereof, prefently took Arms, and fent Trumpets about to fummon the rteft of theif 
Ceuntry-meg. They that were about Eglon were wholly ignorant of What had hap* 
N ried. 
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«^s-^^i ncJ, but about Evening ((caring left fome milhap had bcfaln him) they entred into the H 
mirJjt Chamber where he was, and tound him dead; whereat they were greatly aftoniflicd, 
before cimft's fo that they kficw not what courfe to take; (6 that "before they had aflembled their 
{5254s Forces together, the Ifraelites came upon them, and kili'dfome; the reft, being Ten 
VerX^. thoufand in number, fled, in hope to recover their Country of Moab .-. but the 
The «mWwi (h av ing before way-laid and fortifi'd the parages of Jordan) puffued and flew them : 
.C flainby fo that many of them pcrifli'd in the River, and not one efcap'd their hands. By this 
ih* ifraelites. means the Ifraelites were deliver'd from the fervitude of tl>e Moabites, and 7^ was 
advanced to the Government of the People. After he had lived Fourfcbre years, he 
died. A man (befides the a&ion now mention'd) worthy of praife for many other 
things. After him, Sanagar. the Son of Amth was elected Governour, and in the firft I 
year of his Rule, he left this life for the fruition of anothen

Brtw appoint- rinded him to chufe out Ten thoufand Men, and lead them forth againft the Enemy; 
Jgaioft fhe° r laying, that their number were fufficient, fince God had promis'd him the Victory. But 
Enemy. Barac denying to undertake the Government, except (he alfo would join in the admini- 
llration of it with him ; flie mov'd with anger, reply'd, Art thou not afiam'd tofurrender 
cr ' ' 9 ' the dignity which God hath given thee, to a Woman > Well, I will not refufe it. Whereupon M 
levying Ten thoufand Men, they pitched their Tents near the Mountain of Thebor. Si- 
fera at that time (according as the King had commanded him ) prefently marched out 
to meet them, and encamped not far from them. But Barac and the reft of the Ifraelites, 
vtr.\\. (being terrified with the multitude of the Enemies) were encouraged by Debora, who 
Srt5**char d e commanded them that very day to undertake the Battel; alluring them, that the Vido- 
rheEncmyf ry Ihouldbe theirs, and that God would afflft them. Whereupon they charged the Ene- 
my, and there fuddenly fell a ftorm of Rain, mixed with Hail, which the wind drove 
againft the faces of the Canaanites, and took away their fight, rendering thofe that carried 
Darts, and ferved with the Sling, unprofitable in the iervice; likewife thofe that were 
heavily arm'd, having their hands benumb'd with cold, could not wield their Swords, ft 
But the Tempeft beating on the backs of the Ifraelites, not only gave them lefs offence, 
but made them alfo more courageous (as being a manifeft fign of Gods favour and pre- 
sence.) Whereupon difaraying and breaking thorow their Enemies Battel, they made 
. Vtr ' ri 5 -' a gteat flaughter of them ; fo that part of them fell by the weapons of the Ifraelites, 
Shis 'Holt, the reft were over- run by their own Horfemen and Chariots. Sifera feeing his Souldiers 
' turn their backs, leap'd from his Chariot, and fled away, till at laft he arrived at the 
Tent of a woman of Cenetis, called Jael, whom he defiredto conceal and hide him. She 
admitted him ; and when he defired drink, flie gave him four milk ; which when he had 
Ver.n. largely drunk, he fell afleep. The Woman feeing him in this condition, took a Mal-

CHAP. Vlh 

How the Amatekitcs overcoming the Ifraelites, deflroyed their Country 
for the fpace of feven years. 

AFter the death of Barac and Debora, which hapned almoft about the fame tirrie, Zb^^lftbe 
the Midianites, accompanied with the Amalekites and Arabians, armed them- iMd 2654. 
felves againft the Ifraelites ; and encountring them in open field, overcame them hi *Zg u ;%l 
great Battel, and (deftroying their Fruits and Harveft ) earned away great Booty ^v-^ 
They continued thefe their incurfions for the fpace of feven years, and compelled the^^^f

felves Caves and Houfes under the earth, they kept fecretly hidden all which they had 
referved, from the fury of the Enemy.

Thus lived they in per- Q $$™.™ 
petual famine and want : neither was there any other hope or fuccour left them, but grcat Battel.

CHAP. VIII. 

How Gidedn delivered the Ifraelites. 

A Bout that time as Gideon (the Son of Joas, one of the chiefeft of the Tribe of Ma- JJJ^jJfJ 
naffes) was grinding fome flieafs of Corri, which he had fecretly conveyed into ddiwrchetf. 
his Prefs, for he durft not do it openly, for fear of the Enemy ; An Angel appeared to '^«j<** 
him in the form of a young man, and told him, That he was bam, an f beloved of God. 
ri -Tis a fair fign, anfwer d Gideon, when I am fore t to ufe a Prefs lnftead or a Grange. The 7*4.6.1 
Anselexhortedhirritobe of godd courage, and to endeavour ;to recover -his Countries '3. 
liberty Gideon anfwer'd, That it was impoffible, by reafon that the Tribe whereof he 
wasdeicended, had very few men in it; and that he was too young and incapable of 
affairs of that confequence. God will fupply all thefe defects, faid the Angel> and tinder 
thy condud will give the Ifraelites victory. Thefe things Gideon communicated to cer- 
tain young men, who willingly believing the Oracle, anfwer'd, That for the prefent thej ^7^.7.2,3,4. 
had Ten thoufand Souldiers in readinefs,to attempt any thing for their liberty. But God ap- ^gj™- 
pearcd to Gideon \n a Dream, and told him, That wen being fo vain, that they are willing to c h U fea few 
owe nothing tut to themfelves, and attribute their Vitiories' to their ownflrength, inftead '/™ e %. ft 
v attributing them to his affiftance; he would make them how, that twas tohim alone that the? is to bc m y ri . 
were indebted for them. To which end he commanded him, That about the mid time of butcd to God. 
the day, at fuch time as the heat was moft vehement, he mould conduft his Army to the 
River, and there deligently obferve thofe that bowed themfelves to drink, which he might 
efteem for Men of Valour 5 but all thofe that drank haftily, and with ridife, mould be 
marked as Men timorous, and afraid of the Enemy. Gideon did as God commanded * 
and there were found but Three hundred Men that lifted water to their mouths- wit 1 
their hands, without fear and trouble. God commanded him to aflail the Enemy with 
thofe Three hundred, promifing to give him the Victory. At this time were they encamp- 
ed upon the Bank of Jordan, ready to pafs the Ford the next Morning. But Gideon 
fc was troubled, by reafon that God had bid him aflail the Enemy by night. But God wd- 
ling to deliver him of his fear, commanded him to take one of his Souldiers with him, 
and go to the Camp of the Midianites, td fee what pad there. He obeyed ; and for 
his better afliirance, took with him one of his fervants. Now as he drew nigh a certain 
Tent, he perceived, that they that were within the fame, were awake, and heard one or Vet> , 3> M< 
them with a loud voice tell his companion the dream which that Night he had had, ouem repair, 
which was thus: He thought he faw a Barley Cake (which lookt as if not worth j the "'.X^nS 
taking up) it rouled thorow all the Camp, and firft overthrew the Kings Tent, and at- aiu i by them 
towards the Tents of all his Souldiers. This dream (anfwer'd his Companion) figm- « ^firmed 
fied the lofs of our whole Army. The realbn is, that of all forts of Corn, Barley is. 
moft contemptible: and amongft all the Nations of Afia, there are not at this day any 
People more contemned than the ifraelites; and in this refpedr, they refemble Barley. 
Now you know that they have gather'd Troops, and form'd fomedefign under the con-

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r^-A^o^jud of Gideon. And whereas this Cake turned to overthrow our Tents, I fear left it H 
wLu r J^ e be a fign that God hath given the Victory to Gideon. Gideon (having over-heard this 
before cbrljr's Difcourfe) conceived good hope, and prefently commanded his Followers to arm them- 
"Sfe^S <eIvcs » at * ter he nad told to tliem the Drearn of their Enemv - W lie re u P o ri they fpeedily 
C ^^ >J prepared themfelves at his Command, being encouragtibyfo happy a prefagc to attempt 
vcr.16, i 7 ,x2. any thing. About the latter Watch of the Night, Gideon led forth his Army, and di* 
<Meon with [ t mt0 three Bands, and in every Band he put an Hundred Meri: all or thefe bare 

ShcSfiX" in their hands empty Pots, in which were hidden burning Torches, in fuchfort, that 
' the Enemy could not difcover them, when they Tallied out. Moreover, they bare Rams 
ftorns in their right hands, which they ufed inftcad of Trumpets. The Enemies Camp 
took up much ground, by reafon they had a great number of Camels,- and though di- 1 
ffributed by Nations, were all of them comprehended in one inclofure. 

The Hebrews having had jnftru&ions from their Captain what to do, at fuch time as 
they approached near their Enemies, and the fign of the Battel being given, they found- 
ed their Horns, and broke their Pots, and with their flaming Lights, fell into the Enemies 
Camp, crying, tftfwy, Wftwy, hy the affiance of God, and the firength of Gideon. 
Trouble and Fear furprized the fleeping Enemy, for this action was in the Night-time, 
and God difpofed all things to this itfue, that few of them fell by the Hebrews Sword, 
but they themfelves flew one another in great numbers (by reafon that they were diffe- 
rent in language.) For confufcdly eneountring one another, they Maffacred all they 
^ met, fuppofing them Enemies. When the Rumor of this Slaughter, and Gideon's Vi-fl; 
the Sfai* <&>ry, came to the ears of the reft of the Ifraelites, they armed themfelves, and purfued 
me smA their and overtook the Enemy, (being intapgled in certain places, unpayable, through many 
kmoifeanS- 5 B rooks ) fo that being environed on every fide, moft of them were put to the Sword ; 
ther. ' amongft which, were two Kings, Oreb and Zeb. Two other Kings, Zebe and Hezerbun 
Th er ir 25 het e ^ ca P' d ' w i tn tneir Souldiers, to the number of eighteen thoufand, and encamped not 
purfue their far from the Ifraelites: but Gideon was no ways aftoniflied hereat, but charging them 
t ii emlC A S ' ™a valiantly with his whole Army, he defeated all the Troops, and took the Kings captive. 
m oreb and There died in the tWQ qf the Ma j ianiteSy ant j Arabians their Allies, almoft Six- 
jud'g. i. 7. fcore thoufand. The Hebrews ajfo took an ineftimable prey of Gold, Silver, Apparel, Ca- 
SlTnd fi" h me k> and H°rles. But Gideon returning to Ephraim, put to death the two Kings ofrj 
whom " the Madianites which he had taken. Neverthelefs, the Tribe of Ephraim being dif- 
Ver ;*% adi . pleafed with his happy execution, refolved to make War againft him; accufing him, 
a Ji°M°with ** that he had not made them privy to, his defign againft the Enemy. But Gideon being a 
their confc- prudent man, and endowed with all kind of virtue; gave them this modeft anfwer, 
es » That he had not proceeded by his own direction, but by the command of God: notwithftand' 
ing, that the Viaory was no lefs theirs ; than his, or thofe of bis Followers, that atchieved the 
Enterprise. With thefe his words appealing their wrath, he did no Ids fervice to the 
S^^ffl Hebrews by his prudence, than by his valour; delivering them from a Civil War, 
w»rw,2i9i. whereinto they had fallen, if his difcretion had not prevented it. This Tribe was pu- 
befirecbrifis m fl iec i f or ^ outrage offered to fo noble a Perfonage, as we will declare hereafter in m 
^Svf^j due place. Gideon qefiring to difcharge himfelf of the Government, was conftrain'd 
to continue the feme, and ruled the Ifraelites for the fpace of Forty years, doing ju- 
cSwnrcigned Jttce to every one that deuVd it at his hands, with fo great integrity, ability and wif- 
4» year*. jom, that the People never faffd to confirm the judgments which /he pronoune'd, be* 
caufe none could be more equitable.

Gideon had feventy lawful Sons begotten on divers Wives, and one Baftard by his MiXm- 
Concubine Drama, called Abimelech: who, after the deccafeof his Father, re- ww/ ' C T 
tired to Shechem, where his Mother was born. There (aflifted with money, by his Mother's Iff 9,v ' 1 ' 
kindred, and backed by men refolute, and fit for all bad anions) he returned to his fa- km 
ther'shoufe, where he flew.ali his brethren (except Jotham, who by good hap faved bIi,? ° f his 
himfelf by flight.) When he had once ufurp'd the Government, he ruled all things ac- 
B cording to his luft, and negledred the Ordinancesand prefects of Law, hating all thofe i(8 ^ 
that in any fort were maintained of equity. One day whilft there was a folemn fcaft /***», by ™ 
held at Shchem, (whereunto the whole people were ufually wont to refort) Jotham his f^\ m { T 
brother (whoas wefaid, faved himfelfby flight) getting up the Mountain of Garmm\ XSJof 
which oyer-hangeth the City of Shechem, with a loud voice (that might eafily be over- c,1< | ir in ^ mi ~ 
heard by the people) and in a general filence of the' whole multitude, defir'd them to mI?™'* 
hear him a few words; and he told them, that in times paft tlie Trees were accuftomed 
articulately to fpeak after the manner of men; and that (in a certain afTdmbly, wherein T? e , counfel 
they were ( to confult of their government) they defir'd the Fig tree to accept the mfJilkcoU 
veraignty over them; which when it refufed and pleaded in its own behalf; that it was Ki "8- 
C contented with that honour which they gave it for its fruit, and defired no more. The 
Trees ceafed. not to feek another Prince, and offcr'd that honour to Che Vine; Which 
in as many Avords as the Fig-tree, refufed the fame; the like did the Olive-trce. At 
laftthey addrefsd to the Bramble, (whofe wood is good only to burn) which anfwer- 
ed, If yoH mfeignnedly defiremefor your King, repofe your felves under my fhadow; but 
if ttbe only in mockery, and to deceive me, there Jhalla fire iffue from we,- and confume pu. 
Thefe things (faid Jotham) / report to you, not to move you to laughter, but for that, you 
(having received many benefits at the hands of Gideon) fufer Abimelech, who in fpirit 
differ eth nothing from fire, to ufurp the Government, after the jlaughter of my Brethren. 
When he had fpoken after this manner, he departed) and for three years lived hid i 
p mongft themountains, flying the fury of Abimelech. jAfter fome time the SbecheMtts 
(being moved with companion andjuft revenge, of the murther committed upon the &c « 
Sons of Gideon) drove Abimelech out of their City, and the whole Tribe. Whereupon 
he refolved to do fome mifchief both to the City and the Citizens. And though theif Ab'tmtlcch. 
Vintage was at hand, yet they durft not go forth to gather the fruit, for fear offiim. 
It hapned at that time a certain great man called Gaal, arrived there with a Troop of 
Souldiers, and his kindred: The Shechemites defired hlin to grant them a Guard, whilft 
they gathered their Harveft; which requeft of theirs being granted by Gaal, they iflued 
out with their Forces and fecurely brought in their fruits: and feailing one with another 
in companies, they were fo bold as to feoff at Abimelech, and the chief of ihisFoIW- 
E ers. And fome of thofe Grangers, that came into their City to their aifliftance, ifurpiJIfed, 
by Ambufcado, divers of Abimelech 's people, and flew them. But Zebul oae of the $he- 
chemites, and Abimelech's Hoft, fignified unto him by a raeflenger, how Gaal incited j^t u 
people againft him; arid he counfelled him to lie in wait for him, near ribout the City, Ahiuehd'i 
promifing to bring Gaal thither, and fo he might eafily revenge ihihafelf of the injury Sn h l" 
which his enemy had offered him,and reconcile himfelf to the peoisle again. When Abime- shechmw,. 
lech. had chofen a place fit to lyc in ambuffi, and Gaal with Zebul, cacelefly walked in 
the Suburbs, GWuiddenly efpying certain Armed men coming towards bi«n,cryed out to 
Zebul, That he had difcovered the enemy \ Zebul replied, that it was nothing but the fhadow 
of Rocks. But Gaal drawing nearer them, and feeing apparently who they w«re,aniwere<i 
£ Zebul, That they were no jhadows but ambufhes of men. Zebul replied; 'Dojl thou not Sjpll 
comrdtfete 'Abimelech ? Why therefore fhewefi thou not thy great valour infighting with him t 
G<w/confufedly amazed, bore the firft charge of the Souldiers of 'MtuelecJ): in which 
conflict fome of his Followers were flaih, and he himfelf fled into the City, giving ex- 
ample to the reft to follow him. Hereupon Zebul laboured, that Gaal might be exja eJled 
out of the City; accufing torn of cowardhe in hisencountpriwithttheiSttiiWiers olMt> v. 39,40,4^ 
melech. Now, when Abimelech had afterwards gotten -certain ihtelli^eflce, that the to 
Shechemites would go out again to gather their Vintage, laid m ambufh near to j the 
Uty. And no fooner were they come forth, but a third piart of the Trbbps furpri^ad niflied'ouc of 
the Gates, to cut off their return; the reft ran after thofe that Werefcattered here and Shechem '

Whilft therefore the Ammonites led their Ar- 
my, into Galaad, they of the .Country arofe to meet and fight with them ; being defti- 
tute of a Governour to conduct them. Now there was a certain man called Jeptba, ot 
sreateUimation, as well for the Virtue of hisanceftors, as his own valour; for he had a 
confiderable body of men in liis owh fervice. To him they fent a meflenger, defiring 
himtoaflift them; and promifinghim, that.hefliould continue m the Government du- 
ring the term of. his life. But he was nothing moved with this requeft, but reproach- M 
7*, n.iA fully objected againft them, that, they had abandoned him, when his Brothers did him 
open wTongby^driving him out of their Family,, by reafort he wasnot their Brother by 
UteS the fame Mother, but begotten on ra woman which their Father had entertained for 
olifmtl hi s paramour; and it was to revenge this injury that he had lived m Galaad, receiving 
all thofe into wages which came unto him, of what place foever. But after they had 
prefled him, and fworn to him, he jovned his Troops with them, and became their 
General: and fpeedily providing whatsoever was neceffary, he encamped near Majpha, 
arid fent Ambafladors to the Ammonites, acculing them for invading a Country that 
belonged not to them. They on the contrary blamed the Ifraelites, for that they com- 
inp out of /Egypt had ufurpt that Country from his Anceftors, who were lawful Lords N 
of it. Jeptha T anfwered, that they had no reafon to accufe their Anceftors in refpea ot 
Ammorrhxa : but rather they were beholden to them, for that they had permitted them 
toenjoy the Country of Ammo*; it being in Mofes's power to have conquered the fame. 
In a word, they were refolved not to forfake the Country which God had given them, 
and they had held in their pofleflion for the fpace of three hundred years ; and would 
defend againftthem by dint of Sword. With thefe words difmiffed he the Artbafladors 
of the Ammonites. Then Jeptha prayed to God that it would pleafe him to grant h«m 
. vi^ory : and hemade a vow that if hereturned to his houfe in fafety, he would facnfice 
the firft livingcreature that he fliould meet with at his return. After this, encountnng 
*.,o,*Uo. the Enemy f ie defeatedand purfued him, killingthofe that fled continually till he : came Q 
h to the City of Minnith. Then entring the Country of the ^fZ'^f^tit 
' divers Cities, and carried away a great booty, and fo delivered his Nation from the 
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A fervitude which they had endured for the fpace of eighteen years. ^ But as he returned JJ^f^ 
homeward, he fell into fuch an inconvenience, as was no ways anlwerable to his noble wl r lT!%i^ 
actions. For the firft perl'on he met as he returned home, was his only Daughter (a W<** cbrijf > 
Virgin of eighteen years) who came out to meet him : Whereupon melting into tears, 
he began to check her, for that fo haftily flic had come forth to meet him, by reafon He ovcrcom- 
he had vow'd the firft thing he met with to God. But this accident was; no ways dif- JJjJj^ Am ' 
pleafing to the Virgin ; who with a wonderful conftancy anfwered her Father, that a 
death which had for its caufe the victory of her Father, and. the liberty of her Country, 
could not but be very acceptable to her : and that the only favour flieidefired of him, 
was, that he would pleale to grant her two months, before (he was facrificed, to the

and he threatned them, that if they reftrained not themfelves, he Would (by the afli- 
ftance of God) be revenged on them. But thefe words of his were both neglected and 
defpifed, fo that he was forced to Arm himfelf againft them, and with an Hoft of men v. 6. 
fent from Gahad, he made a great (laughter* partly in purfuing thofe that fled, partly th SranS? 
alfo in preventing their pafTage who fled to jofjan t the number of the flain, amount- the Ephrai- 
ed to about forty thoufand. After Jeptba had governed fijtfyears, he deceafed, and was nain ' 

p buried in Sebei, in the place where he was born, and theiCountry of Gakad, After his feptbt'dictH. 
.death Jbfan took upon him the Government. He was of the Tribe of Juda^ of the gJJJ wa5 for 
City of Bethlebem t and hadfixty Children ; thirty malqsand thirty female^ which he fpace the™ 
left all alive and married: he died when he was very old, without performing any J^ge too- 
thing worthy of memory, during the fpace of his feven years Government: he was bu- rM \ JU 
ried in his own Country. In like manner Elon a Zabulonite his fucceflpr did nothing Elm reigned 
memorable and during the term of ten years wherein he governed. Abdon the Son of ten 
Elon, and (of the Tribe of Ephraim of the City of fbarathon) was declared Soveraign Vt , 3< 
Judge after Elon, and is renowned only for his felicity in his Children ; the ftate of the Abdm Judge,' 
Ifraelites being in peace, fo that he exploited nothing worthy glory : he had forty Sons, 

E who had thirty Grand-children; and rode accompanied with thefe feventy, who were 
all of them expert Horfe-men. He left them all alive, and died when he was very old; 
and was magnificently buried in Fbarathon. 

CHAP. X. 
Of Samfon'f valour, and bow many mifchiefs be eh J 
to the Philiftines. 

AFter his death, the Philiftines prevailed over the Ifraelites, and exacted tribute 7*^.13. 1. 
, from them for the fpace of forty years. From which mifery they, were deliver'd Thc .

He t( £ \ f> f 
loved his Wife very paflionately, and not without fome jealoufie < on a, day as the wo- foreteiicth 
man was thereby her felf, an Angel of God 'appeared to her in form, of a young man *"# n, ' bi »'»» 
of incomparable beauty and Ihape $ and told her that he came from God, to inform her 
that flie fliould be the mother of a child, perfectly beautiful ; and whole ftrength fliould 
be fo extraordinary, that as foon as he was entred into the vigour of youth he fhould 
iG humble the Philiftines ; but God forbad her to cut his Hair,, and commanded likewife 
that he fliould tafte no other drink but water ; and after he had faid thus, he departed. . 
As foon as her Husband returned home again, me told him all that the Angel had faid-

And when 
all things were in readinefs, the Angel commanded them to. lay 'rtw tod,and« up- 
on t R&k without dimes : which being done he touched the Flefh with a .wand which 
heliadin his hand, and fuddenly a flaming fire confumed both the Bread and Fk/h ; 
and the Angel was feen toafcend up intolkaven^in the.fmoke as it were m a Owns* 
Mamah was in great fear left fome inconvenience mould luppen unto him, toufc they 
had feen God: buthis Wifecomfortedhim.affuring him that God had *PP^fc> &m 
v 1A for their good; , Shortly after (he became big with child, and ob lto«d »U that bad K 
Wc^been commanded her; and when the Infant was born (he called ^J"f^J 
(which is as much as to fay, ftrong) who foon grew to be of excellent Wy both of 
mind and body, wearing his Hair unfliom, and ufing fobriety in his diet, whereby he 
gave fome figns of what had been foretold concermng^im. 

It hapned on a day that there was a folemnity celebrated in Thamna, a City of the 
Philiflines, whither Samfon referred with his Father and Mother ; and being iurpriled 
With love of one of the Damfels of that place, he defired Ins Father and Mother that 
this Maid might be given htftt in marriage : which they refufed, alledgmg that ihc was

fit of his Ndtion . f ut tathe.«nd1ie prevailedfo much, that he efpoufedtlie Maiden, jj

and having (lain him, he caft the body of the:Beaft into a Wood not far diftant from 
the high way. Another day returning in like fort to the Damfel, lie found a fwarm 
of Be£ which made their honey in theT>reaft of the fame Beaft and he took three ho- 
ney-combs which he carried with other prefents to his intended Wife. After this, he

A one of his friends, who had, in his behalf ftrft follicited the marriage. Samfon (being r^^r\ 
more incerifed by this injury) refolvcd to revenge himfelf both on her and the whole Jfy""' ot lhe 
Nation: For which caufe in the Summer time Twhen the Corn was ready to be reaptj he before 
took three hundred Foxes, to whofe tails having faftned flaming Torches, he drove 73. 
them into the Philiflines fields of Corn ; confuming by this means all theif hope of Har- VST?^ 
yeft. The Tbiliflines underftanding that Samfon had done this, and conceiving the reafon &c. ,<4 ' 
that induced him to it, feht a party of Souldiers to Thamna, and burnt this woman alive W*™"* 1 
with all her kindred, as the caufe of the lo(s that had hapned to them. After Sawfin had fVuitf 
flain 1 divers Philifimes in the Country, he went and dwelt at Etam (whicli is a ftrong 
Rock in the Tribe of Juda!) For which caufe the Phtlftines aflailed that Tribe, who 

B teprefented to them that there was no reafon why they fliould fuffer for thofe offences 
which were committed by Samfon, and efpecially fince they paid them tribute. The 
ThlMines replied, that unlefsthey would be maintained of bis a<* of injuftice, they 
muft deliver Sathfo* unto them. They fdefirous that the Philiflhes might have no 
caufe of quarrel againft them) came to the Rock to the number of 3006 men, and there 
blamed Samfon for thofe anions which he had done againft the Philistines, becaufe they 
were a people that might endamage the whole Nation of the Hebrews : concluding that 
they came to take, and deliver him into the Philiflines hands, and praying him to fubmit 
himfelf voluntarily to that their refolution. Samfon made them fsvear that they would dd 
him no other injury, but deliver him only to their enemies ; which done, hedefcertded 

C from the Rock, furrendring himfelf to the hands of thofe of Jueia, who bound him r , „ 
with two cords, and led him away to deliver him to the Philift'mes. Now being arrived Z \ \ ?' ' 
m a certain place, which at this prefent is called the Jaw (by reafon of what hapned Sam I™ i5d , er '- 
there at that time) and approaching near the Pbiliflines Camp ; whicli (hooted for joy Vimit 
that they had faithfully executed that which they defired of them: Samfon brake his ' 
bonds, and catching up the jaw of an A& which he found at his feet, and falling upon 
u Ph £ r ft im > ne " ew and beat down to the number ofalmoft two thoufand, and put all 
the reft to flight. This extraordinary and unparallel'd exploitfo pufF'd up Samfon s heart, o V 4 ' 
that he forgat to attribute it to the afTiftance of God, but afcribed the fame to hisown X. jii'.Kne 
ftrength. But it was not long before he was punifht for his ingratitude : For being feized o; a " Ms kU[ - 

D with exceeding thirft, and finding himfelf faint, he acknowledged and confefled thatn^ ±M 
mans force was nothing but weaknefs, and that all ought to be afcribed to God : whom he 
prayed that he would not be difpleafed with what he had fpoken, nor deliver him to his 
Enemies, though he had deferved it, but aflift him in the prefent danger. God heard s ?'£; , • 
his prayers, andcaufed a pleafant Fountain to fpring from the foot of a Rock: for which pr»T««u- 
caufe Samfon called the place Maxilla or Jaw, which name continueth even unto this f " b a f ou "j 
day. After this battel, Samfon fet light by the Philiftinesy and went to Gaza, where he oSZ ££ 
rejourned in an Inn. The Governors of the City underftanding his arrival, fet men to 
keep the Gates, to the end he might not depart without their knowledge. But Samfon 
not ignorant of what they intended againft him ; rofe about midnight and took up the 

E Gat , e . s > with the m ' n g es and locks, and all the furniture of the fame ; and laying them ch „ , 
on his Moulders, carried them to the Mountain above Hebron. Not long after, he bear-' 
tranfgrefled the Laws of his Fathers, and corrupted his ways and manner of living, con- cth aw /y the 
iorming himfelf to the fafliions of the Gentiles, which was the fourceand caufe of 
his rume. For he was taken with the love of a Philitiw Courtezan called Dalila. As 
loon as theGovernours of the Philiflines knew it, they by promifes wrought fo with 
lier, that they pcrfuaded her to get out of him wherein his force confifted, and what 
^caufe was that he could not be conquered by his Enemies. Dalila to accomplilli 
tneir defire, made ufe of. falling and flattery, praifing his great anions, and thence 
taking occafion to ask him whence hisfo prodigious ftrength proceeded. But Samfon

P crfuafi - 
but wlien he awaked about midnight, and felt fomc body lying at his feet, he demanded BnlSn" 
Who it was: whereupon (lie told him her name: requcfting him as her mailer, that he 
would permit her to repofe in that place for that time. He inquired no further, but let 
her fleep; but early in the morning, before the Servants began their work, he com- 
manded her to arife, and to take as much Barley with her as fhe could bear, to the end 
fhe might return to her Mother-in law, before that any man perceived that flie had flept

Now when flie had reported thefe news unto her Mother- 
in-law, fhe took courage and conceived hope that Boos would not abandon them. Boos 
came to the City about noon, and called a Council of the Elders, and fent for Ruth and 
his kinfman, to whomhefpake thus: Doft thou not poflefs the heritage of Ahimelecht 
Yes, anfwered he, I am feized thereof by the right of proximity, according to Law. 

D Boos replied, Thou muft not (faith he) only obfcrve the Laws in part ; but thou muft Bm exhor- . 
precifely execute them all. Behold here a young woman, Abimelecb's Widow, whom it teth his kinf - 
behoveth thee to marry according to the Law, if thou wilt inherit pofleftions. But the 3.'° marry 
man furrendred to Boos, not only the pofleftions, but alfo the woman; by reafon that 
Boos was allied alfo to thofe that were dead, and efpecially for that the faid kinfman 
had already both Wife and Children. Boos therefore (having firft taken the Magiftratcs 
fo witnefs) call'd for the woman, and willed her to draw near her kinfman, and to un- 
loofe his fliooe, and ftrike him on the face (according as thA.Law had ordained?) which 
done, Boos efpoufed Ruth, by whom (about a year after W had a Son, which Naomi

the people. And God having declared to Eli, and the Prophet Samuel (who then 
was very young) what vengeance mould fall upon Eli's Children, he mourned over 
them, as if they had been already dead.

^mm^ Philimnes got the uppef hand and flew 4000 Hebrews and purfued thofe that fled 
mSSSSL even to their own Tents. The fear of the Hebrews after this overthrow was io great, 
rand t of the //- t , t , fcnt b the Council of the E y er s arid the High-Prieft, praying them to bring 
the Ark of God with them ; tothe end that having it prefent with them they mightM 
give battel arid overcorrie their Enemies. But they confidered not, that he that had 
Sronouttced the fentence of their calamity againft them, was greater than the Ark, 
c**.**.* which deferved not to be reverenced but forhini.

accident of his Sons and the Army, he heard with great moderation, bccaufe that be- 
fore that time God had told him what fliould happen; '(and thofe advenities which ate of 
forefeen, do lefs affli<3 us when they happen; ) But when he knew that the Ark was tiieio&ofth* 
taken, and in the Enemies hands, a Calamity fo beyond his exbe<aation,, in fych for<t Ark > dicd - 
augmented his grief, that he fuffered himfelf to fall from his Throne upon the ground, 
where he died: he lived ninety eight years in all, and fpent forty of them in the Go- 
vernment of the Peojplc. 

The fame day died the Wife of PUnees the Son of Eli, foon after flie uriderftbod the 
misfortune of her Husband: for (he was with Child when the mehage of hi? death was ^y^; 2 ""* 
C brought to her, arid flie was deliver'dof a Son in the feventh month, which lived and Ull'ichabli, 
was called Ichabod, (which fignifieth ignominy) by reafon of the Infamy recei ved at that »«> d died, 
time by the Army. 

Eli was the firft that governed among the Succeflbrs of Ithamar, one of the Sons of 
Aaron: for before that time the houfe of Eleazar was poflefled of the Priefthood, (the T[)f ^ ^ 
50ri receiving it from his Father) Eleattcr left it to Phinees i after him, Abtezer his Son gy'andprog^ 
enjoy'd the place, and left it to his Son Bifci, Whofe Son called Ozes received it ; after "y.of Eft (he 
whom Eli (of whom we fpeak at this prefent) took the fame, whofe Pofterity retain'd "'a"-™ 5 "* 
that dignity till the time of the Reign 6f Solomon, when the Pofterity of Eleazar were

CHAP. I. 

/fcw fife Philiftines, compelled by Peftilence and Famine, fent back the Ark of the 
Covenant unto the Hebrews. 



A Fter the Philiftines had got the Vi&ory over the Hebrews, and taken the fa- 
IdT 5 * *' /% cred Ark, (a? we have before declared) they brought it, with their other 
tiedh&Rufi- /-% fpoils, to the City of Azot, and placed it in manner of a Trophee in the 
Thelcred / % Temple of Dagon their Idol. But the next day after, when early in the 
Ark is carried *M. Morning they entred into the Temple to adore their god, they found him 
MnS?" ^llen from that Bafe or Pillar that fuftained him, and lying along the ground, his face 
fhcy of S upwards, before the Ark; whereat being much moved, they took him up, andfaftned 
are horribly h [ jn his former p j ace . anc j w hen they came often thither, and always found him pro- M 
tSS?J$ ftrate, and, as it were, adoring before the Ark, a great fear and perturbation invaded the 
the Ark. who i e people. At length, a grievous Plague not only ranged in the City o Azot, but 
Z c £7 alfo feized on all the Inhabitants of the Country. For the People being fuddenly taken 
thecounrry with the Elux, died in great Torment, and fome of them vomited up their Bowels, 
of being corrupted and corroded with the difeafc. Befides this, the whole Land fwarmed 

with Mice, which deftroying all things, neither fpared the Corn, nor any other Fruir. 
The Azotians being afflicted with thefe Calamities, and unablelonger toendurethe fame, 
underftood that the Ark was the caufe thereof,and that neither the Vu»ory,or the taking 
of the fame, had any ways procured their advantage. They therefore fent to the Afca- 
Unites, defiringthem to receive the Ark into their City; who willingly condefcending N 
to their EmbaHage and Demand, received the Ark, and were prefently plagued with 
the fame fickneffes which the Azotians had fufFered. For together with the Ark the ca- 
lamities alfo were tranfported; for which caufe it was Iikcwife fent from this place to 
another, where it remained but a little while; for the Inhabitants of the place being at- 
flicled with the fame Maladies whichthe other endured, fent it to the Neighbour Cities* 
and after this fort the Ark was conveyed to five Cities of the Philiftines, (exacting as 
it were, by tliofe Plagues, a Tribute of every one in punifliment of the Sacrilege which 
they committed, by retaining a thing confecrated to God. At laft, wearied with fo ma- 
ny evils, and made examples unto others not to entertain the Ark, which to gnevouily 
, s „„ , , recompenced thofe that received the fame, they conceiv'd there was no other way left, o 
ad jkm!' ' but to find out fome good means to rid thcmfelves of it. When therefore the Princes 
of the five Cities, of Gctb, Accaron, Afcalon, Gaza and Azot, were aflembled, they con- 

lultecl 
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Afulted amongft themfelves what was beft to be done; arid firft of all it was propos'd to jjw\«^*> 
fend back the Ark to thofe to whom it appertain'd, fince God fcourg'd with fo many wiS^if^ 
Plagues thofe that receiv'd it into their Cities, to teftifie his indignation for the taking before chnfi's 
of it, and to execute his vengeance of the Crime. But fome faid, that this refolutiori f^sji^ 
Was unfit to be executed, denying that thofe evils were to be imputed. to the Captivity Confutation 
of the Ark, ( whole power, if it were fo great as they imagin'd, or if God had any care A J J utthe 
of the fame, he would never have permitted it to have fallen into the hands of men of r ' 
a contrary Religion) and perfwading them to bear thefe Misfortunes with an equal mind; 
and to account all thefe Calamities as effects of Nature.whichat certain, periods of times 
is wont to produce in Mens Bodies, in the Earth, and in Plants, and in other things 

B fubject to her power, fuch kind of alterations and changes. Others, more prudent and 
intelligent, propos'd a third way, which was, neither to fend away the Ark, nor yet to 
retain it, but to offer to God in the name of the five Cities, five golden Statues in tefti- . 
mony of their gratitude, becaufe they had been preferved by his favour from that Plague, 
from which, by humane remedies, it was impoffible to efcapc ; and to offer alfo as many 
golden Mice, like thofe that had fpoiled their Country: All thefe to be locked in a 
Cheft, and laid upon the Arte; and the Ark to be plac't upon a new Cart made purpofe- 
ly; to which/tliey mould yoke and tie two Kine that had new calved, locking up their 
Calves from them, left they mould be an impediment to their Dams, and to the intent, 
that through the defire to lee their young, they might haften the fafter. That done, that 
C driving the Chariot to a place that haa three ways, they mould fuffer them to draw 
that way that they lifted; and if they took the way of the Hebrews find travell'd towards 
their Country, then they mould aflure themfelves that the Ark was the caufe of their 
evils ; but if they drew another way, let them (faid they) be driven back again, being The conc f u k 
mofl: allured, that the Ark hath no fuch virtue in it.

There is a Borough in the Tribe of fuda called Bethfama, towards which they Ark cometh 
drew: And although they had a very fair Plain before them, yet would they not tra- toB "!>f<ima. 
vel any further, but refted the Chariot in that place. The Inhabitants came to the fpe- ffe eratuiati- 
dtacle, and greatly rejoyced thereat: fot* although it was Summer-time, (wherein evenly dn ofthe 
one was bufied in gathering the fruits of the field) yet when they perceived the A*rfc, Bf '*#w«* 
E they were fo tranfported with joy, that they laid afide the work which they had in hand, fSaf of fh?" 
and run prefently to the Chariot. Then taking down the Ark and the Coffer, (wherein 
the Statues of Gold, and golden Rats were) they laid them upon a ftohe in the field r ... ■ 
and jifter they had folemnly facrificed and feafted together* they offered up both the ' ,,' 
Chariot and Kine for a Burnt-offering unto God. Which, when the Philiflines faw, they 
returned back into their own Country to carry the News. But GodV indignation and 
difpleafure was kindled againft the Bethfamites: fo that 70 of them wereflaity becaufe Ver ,g 
they haddar'd to touch the Ark, and with prophane hands (not being Priefts) attempt tu^mwU 
ed to fuftain it.

C H A P. V. 

Saul, 'By the command of God; is detUfid'King. 

T Here was a man of the Tribe of Benjamin^ of Noble Birth, and commendable 
manners, called Cis, who had a yoiing S6ri named Saul, who was tall of ftature, 
** and had fo much fpirit and courage, that he might well pafs for an extraordinary man. 

This Cis having fair Afles, wherein for their handfomnefs he took more pleafure than K 
in any other kindofCattel, loft fomeof them which were ftrayed from the reft of his 
flock: whereupon he ient his Son, accompanied with a Servant, tofeek them out; Saul 
having travelled in queft of them tliorow all his Fathers Tribe, journied thorow the 
the Afles thac reft of the Tribes, without any tydings.of .them : for which caufe he determined to re- 
werelofl. turn jj ome aga i n . f or f ear l ea fl; his Father fliould conceive fome,care and grief for him 
in his abfence. As he arrived near the City oIKamath, the Servant that followed him, 
told him, that there dwelt a Prophet in thatplace, who always: foretold the truth, and 
he counselled him • to addrefs to him, with aflorance, that by him he fliould underftand 
what was become of his Afles. .Wanfwered, that he had no money lefttorecom- 
penfe the Prophet, having confumedall they brought forth with them in their journey, l 
His Servant replied, that he had ftill the fourth part of aSicle, which they might give 
his; for he was ignorant that the Prophet was not wont to receive money of any. 
When they drew near the Gates of the City, they met certain Maidens that Went out 
k J lQ to fetch water, of whom Saul demanded where the prophet dwelt? they told him, and

where the . ta j[ n ^j divers perfons at his houfe. Samuel had invited this company ■, by reafon that all 
kthf* the day long he had inftantly befought God, to declare to him, who it was that mould 
ifcis^i?. be eftabliflied King: and God had given him to underftand, that the next day, and at 
SjJ 'SSK the fame hour, he would fend a young man to him of the Tribe of Benjamin, who was 
hXufd cr«- the perfon he had chofen. Thus Samuel fate in the upper part of his houfe, expecting m 
w Ring. the time appointed : which being come, he came down to go to fupper, and in the way 
he met Saul At that very inftant God fignified to Samuel* that it was he whom he had 
clewed Prince and Governour over the people. 

..- addreffing himfelf to Samuel, defired him to (hew him the Prophets lodging, 
being he was a ftranger, and knew it not. Samuel told him, that he himfelf was the 
v. i«. 19. man, and invited him to the banquet; alluring him that not only his Afles (in fearch 
^no^Sf/ of which he had travelled fo long) were fafe, but that he fliould reign and abound 
s"»w/^tifl-, with all forts of goods.

*jmo the ban- commanded that a royal portion ihould be fet before Saul; and when the hour of 
4u«. bed-time came, all the reft arofe and departed to their houfes, but Saul and his Ser- 
vant lodged that night with the Prophet: and as foon as it was day, Samuel awaked 
Saul, and leading him out of Town, commanded him to fend his Servant before, and 
to remain himfelf with him behind, becaufe he had certain things to impart to him in 
1 s«m.

Ndtwithftanding finceyou 'have thus determined and fear 
not to commtt fo great an outrage againfl God, rank your felves in order according to your 
Tnbes and Families, and cafi your lots. To this the people condefcended, and the lot 
fell on the Tribe of Benjamin; being caft the fecond time, it fell on the Family of Me- v > 
trt; and afterwards being caft upon the men of that family, it fell upon Saul who w*< Lo " caft th * 
the Son of Cis. The young man, who before knew what would happen" had . ftept afide M 
to the end that it might not feem that he was ambitious of his dignity.

ployed any Beafts to myferyice, or uft his cattelto my profit and his hinderance : in thefe and 
fuch like, if 1 have offended any man lit him now accufe me in the pretence of the Kinv. All 
ofthem cryed out with one voice that no fuch fault had been committed by him, but 
that he had governed their Nation in Holinels and Juftice. After the people had thus 
pubhckly teftified in behalf of Samuel; he faid unto them : Since you have freely prote- 
fled, that you have no caufe of Wrong to charge againft me, hear I pray you, wherewith I can 
juilly accufe you: Tou have grievoufly offended againft the Majeffy of God, in that you have „ „ ,> 
required a Kmgathts hands: you Jbould have rather remimbred, that your old Father Ja-sSfc 
cob accompanied only with his Seventy Sons came into Egypt, contained thereunto by fa- ftuljtct '' with 
D «fe, and that in that Country divers thoufands of perfons iffuedlom his Uyns, wbdithe^TX* 
Egyptians kept in captivity, doing them extreme outrages. And when your fathers called ^ 'heir fins, and 
upon God,he wonderfully delivered them from the dlftreffes wherein they were, without giving ,n « ratltude * 
them any King but fending them two Brothers 4 Mofes and Aarbh \ who brought and condu- 
ced them into this Country which you poffefs at this prefent. And although yon participated of 
thefe benefits from the bands of God, yet you forgot his religion,a*d negtetled piety. This not* 
withstanding, at fuch time as you have been conquered by your enemies, he bath fit you free- 
afftfltng you, firft of all, with the overthrow of the Aflyrians and their forces * then giving 
you viilorv over the Ammonites, and Moabites : and finally over the Philiftine*. Now thefe 
great exploits were performed by you, not under the conducl of a King, but by the direction of 
E Jephta ^Gideon.

But when the 
King's Spies told him what confufionand diforder had hapned in-the Camp of the Phili- 
C ftines t Saul demanded whether any of his Company were abfent •? and hearing that his 
Son and his Armor-bearer were miffing, he defired the high-Prieft to attire himfelf with 
the Ephod, that fo he might learn of God what was to happen. He did fo, and afiVd 
him that he fliould obtain the Victory over his Enemies. Whereupon &w/falliedout, 
and aflaulted the Philifiines, whilft they were thus confufed and difordered, and fight- mk & R "ff- 
ing one againft another. To him there flocked in great multitudes, fuch as before werd KJcSJi/itf 
fled into dens, and places under ground, affbon as they heard that the Victory inclined s "* 1 h«ring' 
on Saul's fide: fo that gathering together; to the number of 10000 Hebrews, hepurfued fSSt\ mi 
his fcattered Enemies thorow all the Country. But afterwards, a great inconvenience the Philistines 
hapned unto Saul, proceeding from the joy Ue had conceived by this Victory, (for com- Mmp ' faIlietl1 
D monl y fuch as are blefledty fu«fch good fortune, are not Mafters of their own affections SiT" 
and reafons) or rather proceeding from hi* ignorance. For intending to fatiate him- 
felf with revenge for all thofe injuries which he had received from the Philifiines, lie 
published an imprecation dr Curfe againft any one whomfoever, that intermitting tlie 
purfuit, fliould take fuftenance before night, purpofing to', continue the famfc tili daik 
night. The Execration thus publiflied by Saul, it chanced that his Sori, who had ridf Z a, Ptf&k* 
heard of it,, nor the general allowance of the fame by the People, entrlng into a certain uStingiy 
Grove belonging to the Tribe ofEphraim, wherein werfe many fwarms of Bees^ by chance broketl b ^ 
light upon a Honey-comb, and prefling the Honev, did eat the* fame. Afterwards W Jmt,m ' 
ving intelligence that his Father had udder a grievous penalty of Execration, forbid- 
E den an .y man to tafte any fort of meat before Sun-fet, he gave over eating yet faii 
that his Father had done amus in publiffiing that Prohibitioni by reafort that if the^ ha"d 
received fuftenance, they might with greater force and vigour have pUrfUed'the Enemy 
that fled, and flain moreof them. After the flaughter of many thoUfarids 1 6f t|ie 
liflines, about evening they began to ranfack and Ipoil, ;the Camp of the Philifiines, arte? 
they carried away great fpoils, and a number of Cattel, part of whkih were flain arid 
eaten with the blood, contrary to the Law. Which when the Scribes had fignified to the 
King, how the People hadofFended againft God, by flaughtering the Beafts, and eating T1 ^ r -3*» 
the flefli of them, before it was either waflit or purified from the blood ; »commarr- f ee d SmS- 
ded that a grealt ftone fl16uld.be rouled into tlie midft of the Cflrrip, and that the People d 
F Ihouldkill the Beafts u£ori thefame ; and forbear to eat flefli with theblbod, becauiriit 
was not agreeable unto God. Ail which/was performed as ^the King had commanded, 1 
and Saul erected an Altar in that place, on which he offered 'a' Bu'mt-faVrifice to God. 
This was the^firft Altar that he erected. But Saul being detfrous iricOrttineriily xo tMil

When the lot fell uponjonatha* he ask'd him what Crime he had committed > 
smi intend- ^ mat han anfwer'd, I know no other thing, but that yefterday, being in purfuit of the 
otfoiJE Enemy, and ignorant of thine Edid, t tailed of an Honey-comb ; whereupon Saul 
prepared and { WO rc that he would put him to death, rather than violate his Oath* the observation of 
refoiute to vvhich j )e ^ x fa n ?& before his own blood, and all the fentiments of nature. He nothing 
aftonifli'dat hisprefent danger, with a generous and dreadlefs mind, prefented himfelt 
with this Reply : 0 Father y (faid he) / intreat no favour at thy hands: for I willingly fub-\ 
wit to that death, which may difcharge thee of thy "vow, the more contentedly, becaufe /have 
feen fo famous a victory: for I fhallaie contented, to fee. the infolence of the Philiftines over- 
/"•4*/; maflered by the power of the iiebrews. This valour and courage of the young man, mo« 
refcue m"ved the whole multitude to remorfe and commiferation ; fo that they all fwore that 
f^nfroni his t j ie y wou y no t fuffer Jonathan, who was the Author of fo famous a Victory, to be put 
J5|j? e " to death : fo they refcued the young man out of the hands of his dipleafed Father, and 
pray d to God to pardon him the fault which he had committed. Saul, after he had 
flain about 6ooo of his Enemies returned with victory to his own houfe, and Reigned 
afterwards very happily* and overcame the Ammonites, Philiftines, Moabites, Idumeans, 
ob.i or. Sob*. Amalekites, and King Zoba. He had three Sons, Jonathan, Jofhua and Melchi, and two K 
Daughters, Meiob and Michol. The General of, his Army was Abner the fon of his Un- 
cle called freer; for Niwand Cis Saul's Father, were Brothers, and Sons of Abiel. He 
was very ftrongbothintforfeand Chariots; and againft whatfoever Enemy he march- 
ed forth, he always returned with victory i fo that he reduced the Affairs of the He- 
vtt-tn* hews to a happy ftate, and fo much inCreafed their power, that they were feared by 
Squeron a ^ tn °f e Nations that neighboured upon them. But the chiefeft of the youth, that 
excelled, either in ftrength or beauty* he chofe to be of his Guard.

Tsam. ij." i, if him how he had chofen him above the reft, and preferred him to the Kingdom: 
*» 3 * and for that caufe that it behoved him to be obedient unto him in all things, becaufe as 
tie Ruled the People, fo God Rules both Kings/ Kingdoms, and all things. Thus there- 
fore (faidjje) doth God command thee. Since the Amalekites offer'd many injuries un- 
smwih *°* the /^fepjr in the Defort, whilft in their departure out of Egypt, they travelled in- 
God?oom- to : that Region . which they now inhabit ; juftice requireth that they be punilh'd for 
roancimcnt t ^ at inhumanity. Wherefore I give thee order to declare War againft them, and after M 
^^miketjiou haft overcome them, to extinguifli them utterly, without regard either of fex or 
Wirupon rhe y ears . and this revenge flialt thou execute upon them, in requital of thofe injuries they 
Amakkttes. ^ t - mes paft pffered to our Forefathers. Neither flialt. thou (pare either Beaft or Horfe, 
oif ; Flock, to apply them to thy profit or particular ufe but thou fhalt offer all to God 
for a Burnt-pCering, and according as Mofes commanded, root out the name of the A- 
malekites from offthe earth.

furV^Sncdv- ^ at fy aftt > w ^ om t je fo glorioufly overcame ; and who fince that time hath brought as many of 
t.A againft the Philiftines heads as were demanded of him, in recompence whereof he hath taken myfifter 
,lim ' to Wife. Be pleas' d to confider that his death would be a great grief to us, not only upon account 

of his vertue, but alfo of his alliance with us\ and that by his death, your daughter will have 
the affliclion to fee her felf a Widow, as foonas fbe is a Wife. Weigh thefe things, and pacifie 
your difpieafure,and do no wrong to fuch a Man,ivho hath been the Author of fogood and great 
fervice, as is the confervation of your perfon at fuch time as you were poffeffed and tormented 
r with evil fpirits,and the revenging you of your Enemies. For it is a thing unworthy either your 
Jonathan ccx- Majefty, or the name of a Man,to forget good deferts. With thefe words was Saul pacified; 
tifieth David fo that he fvvore to his Son he would do no hurt to David: for his juft perfwafions and 
JXedhK arguments were ftronger, than the choler and fear of the King. Jonathan lent to leek 
ther. out David, and told him thefe gocd tydings from his Father, and brought him to him; 

and David continu'd to fervc him as formerly. A 
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How hardly David efcaped the ambufhes that were often laid for him by the Kind • te f )n ' ch "J r * 
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yet having him twice at advantage and in his power, would not murther him. 
Bout the fame time, the Philiftines again led forth their Army againft the Heh

_ and Saul knt David againft them accompanied with his forces ; who encountring j^iVrS 3 ' 7 
tnem, flew a great number of them, and .returned to the King with a great Victory, rhmjliml. 
But .SW entertained him not as he hoped, and as the happy exploit atchieved by him 
merited; but he envied his good actions apd honourable deferts, as if David's happy 
B'fuccefs had been Sauh difadvantagc and prejudice. But when the evil fpirit returned 
to vex him, he lodged him in his own chamber, and having at that time a javelin in 
his hand, he commanded him to play on his Harp, and to Sing Hymns. Now whileft 
David obeyed his command, Saul ftretching out his Arm, threw his Dart at him : but 
David forefeeing it avoided the ftroke, and fled to his own houfe, where he ftayed all w 9 daV°t«ii 
the reft of the day. When night was come, the King fent certain ofhis Servants to his J" 61 ' 15 " 
watch his houfe left he mould cfcape, to the end that the next day, being brought forth Dmd ' 
to judgment, he might be condemned and put to death. But Michol, David's Wife, and 
Sauh Daughter, having intelligence of her Father s intention,went to her Husband, told 
him in how great peril he was, being defirous to fave his life, with the hazard of her 
Cown. Beware (laid me) left the Sun at his rifingfind [thee- in this place-, for if it do, I 
(hall never more fee thee. Fly therefore whileft night offereth thee opportunity, which I pray to 
God to lengthen for thy fake: for be affured, that if thou be fur prized in this place, my 
Father wi/hnake thee die a miferalle death. This faid, me let him down by a window 
and fofaved him; and foon after flie prepared his bed as if he lay fiek therein, and 
under the covering fhe laid the Liver of a new flaughter'd Kid; and when her Father 
fent the next morning to apprehend David, (he anfwered that he had been fick all the 
night long : and opening the Curtains, /he gave them to underftand that David was laid 
therein, tjie Coverlet being moved by the Liver which was hot and yet ftirrcd, made J\ V' 
them beljeve that the Liver that Jay there was David, who panted and breathed very d«i!tiK,"£ 
D hardly. . V{Mcl\ being fignified unto Sdul, he commanded that he' (hould be brought £ rv ^ ts . tl,ac 
to him in^ that eftate wherein he was, , becaufe he refblved to put him to death.

When Aher heard the words of thefe mefiengers (who overtook him in a place 
called Bejtra, fome twenty Furlongs off of Hebron) he ftruck out of the way without 
fufpeding any treachery ; and Joab going before him; embraced him with great kindrtefe* ■»< *7« i 
and like an atte&ionate friend, and tingling him from his other company, and making as 
if he would inform him of certain fecrets, and having drawn him into a by-way befide' 
the wall, accompanied only with his Brother Abifai, he drew his fword, and tliruft it 
into his fhort ribs? of which wound Aher died, furprifed by the Treafon of Joab, who 
coloured that a# of his, with the revenge and death of his Brother Azael, whom Abner 

fehad flain whilft he was purfued by him in the firft War at Hebron \ but in truth it was 
but the lufpicion of his greatnefs and honour, fearing left he fliould be deprived of his ' . 
place, and Abner obtain the next degree of honour unto David. Hereby may a man ^itS!? 
perceive how many and how mighty things men attempt and hazard for their avarice andararice, 
and ambition fake, and to the end they may not be inferibur unto any others. For when darca11 thln «'« 
they defire to attain riches and honours, they atchieve it by ten thoufand mifchiefs; and 
at fuch time as they fear to be difpoffefled, they ftrive to continue their eftates by 
means more pernicious, becaufe they think it to be the left fin; and that the unhap* 
pinefc is lefs, rather not to have obtained to any greatnefs and power, than after the 
pofleffion thereof, to fall from it. Thence it coitieth, that alt of themintend and pradife 

p many hazards and difficulty through the fear they have to forfeit their Grandeur. But 
it fufficeth to have briefly touched this point. David having notice of the murther of 
Aher, conceived a great grief in his heart, and called all his friends to wknefs, lifting 
iip his hands unto God, andprotefting that he was no partaker of the murther, antf that 
Abner had been flain without his knowledge. He likewife uttered molt grievous cuWes 
kgainli the murtherer,his houfe and accomplices,praying that they might be overtaken by v i r 
that vengeance which ufeth to purfue the murtherer : for he greatly fufpeclred left ^ he n^d with 
fliould be thbught to be a party in that which had hrfpned unto Aher, contrary to his'^J^a 
Faith, and promife, which he had paft unto him.

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tears, and teftifyingthe love which they bare unto him during his life, and their forrow for H 
u/ e} 'if 0 h' he his death, who had been murthered contrary to their will and intention. He was En- 
kforc cbriit's tombed in Hebron with great Magnificence, and Epitaphs compofed in his praifc by David 
MtfMf/.iorfs. himfelf, wlio fetting himfelf on the Tomb firft of all lamented, and gave others an ex- 
v ^ rw ample to follow him. And fo much was he troubled at the death of Ahtter, that he- for- 
bore all kind of meat until the Sun fet, notwithftanding the inftances of his friends, 
who urged him to take meat: which ad; of his purchafed him much love amongft the 
v. 3? , «d 35. people. For they that loved Abner, were very glad to be witnenes of that honour which 
David faiveth j ie h£ m a t his death, and that faith which he maintained in honouring him, as if he 
'aJd'SSh had been his Ktnlman or friend, and not. embafing him with a vile and contemptible 
the fufpicion Tomb, as if he had been his Enemy. And in general, all of them were fo much pof- [ 
0 LT" S fefled with the fweetnefs and Royal nature of Kind David, that they believed he would 
have the like kindnefs for them, as they favv him exprefs for deceafed Abner. And 
by this means David happily maintained his credit, and increaied the peoples good opi- 
nion of him, efcaping thereby the fufpicion that he might in iome fort have been acceflary 
to his death, He proteftcd alfo unto the people, that he conceived no fmall grief at 
the lofs offo good a man, declaring that it was a great prejudice to the State to be de- 
prived of him, mantained their peace by his good advice, and ratified the fame by his 
executions and Warlike valour: But God (faid-he) who hath care of all things, mail 
not fufFer him to die unrevenged: and he it is that (hall bear me witnefs, that it lietb 
not in my power to p.uniflv Juab and Abifai, who have greater credit in the Army than K 
my felf ; yet fliall they not efcape God's juftice for this fault. Thus ended the life of 
Abner.

Thefe two tbt'wg' Benjamites> and of the chiefeft Nobility amongft them contrived to 
make away Ifhbofeth, and thereby, obtain a great reward itom David; fuppofing that 
fuch an a& would merit the chiefeft place and dignity in the Army. For which caufe 
finding I(hbofeth alone in his houfe about mid-day* . laid on his. bed and afleep, and un- 
attended by any of his Guard,, and perceiving Jikewife that, the Sorter was afleep: they 
entred into the lodging where Ifhbofeth was afleep, and , flew him : and having cut ofFhis 
head, they travelled all the night and day, as if they fled.frbm thofe whom they had 
offended, and fought for refcue.

"D Ut David being nothing difcouraged, either with the Confederacy, or force of the v. % 2, 
J3 Ammonites ; but trufting in God, finee lie was fatisfied that his caufe was juft, per- ^w^ndetii 
fitted to the revenge of thofe Outrageswhich he had received from them. Having there- S cSSiS' 1 
fore Muftered under Joab the flower of his whole Army, he commanded him to depart vlovie r °U ,i3 
and make War upon them * who came andincamped himfelf before their chief City cal- ^AmS-^ 

E led Aramath ; which when the Enemies perceived, they came forth and ranged them- «»<■'. 
felves in Battel, not in one Body but two feveral Parties. For their Confederates and 
Allies were Incamped apart in the Plain, and the Ammonites ftood in Battel-array near 
urtto their City Gate, to make Head againft the Hebrews', Joab perceiving this,took this 
courfe, that he might meet them without any difadvantage: for he chofe out the ableft joa and AbU 
and ftouteft of his Men to ferve under him againft Syrus and the other Kings Confede-|;' ,s Armks > 
rate with him.and gave the reft to his Brother Abifai-, commanding him to oppofe him- ' % '°' 
felf againft the Ammonites whileft he charged the reft; and appointing him, that if he 
perceived that the Syrians were ftronger than he, and did put him to the worft, that he 
(houldcome tofuccoiir him; promiftng to do the like, if he perceived him to be op- 

F prefled by the Ammonites. When therefore he had exhorted his Brother to behave him- 
felf valiantly, he fent him before to charge the Ammonites -, and he on the other fide af- 
failed the Syrians who valiantly refifted him for a little fpace : but Joab having (lain 
many of them, conftrained them at length to turn their backs. Which wjien the Am- 
monites perceived (who were afraid of Abifai and his People) Retreated likewife, and v. 1. 1 ? , , 4 , 
following the example of their Allies, they took their flight into the City. By which 
means, Joab having defeated his fcnemiesi returned in Triumph and with Victory unto 
the King to Jerufalem. 

Yet were not the Ammonites wholly wealmed by this fofs : for although they had by 
experience a certain knowledge that the Hebrem were ftronger than themleJves,yetwoukf 

G they by no means hearken to a Peace. They fent unto Chalama King of the Syrians on the 
other fide of Euphrates, whok Confederacy they attained by Bribes and huge Aims of mo- 
ney. This King had one called Sobac for his Lieutenant-General, and under him fourfcofe

But by' thefwift motion of his Body, his Locks being 
fcattered abroad, his Bufli of Hair was intangled in a thick and branchy Tree, where he 
hung after a ftrange manner, and his Mule ran onward with great fwiftnefs, as if flie had 
as yet born her Mafter on her Back: but he hanging by the Hair amidft the3ranches,f«d- 
denly fell into his Enemies hands. This when a certain Soldier perceived, he brought 
news thereof unto Joab, who promifed him to give him fo ficles, if he would kill him.

That it was not convenient that lie, who heretofore was .work to bring joyful news, 
fliould now certifie the King of his Son's death, tie therefore commanded hint to (lay, 
and calling.C/^i to his prefence, he gave hlrtiVcbmminlon td celtifie the King of tliajt 
ivhich he had feen. Ach'maas requefted hint the fecond time that he ty'otild. iuffer him 
: to go, promifirig'him that he would make no mention but df the Victory.: and that as 
touching Abfalons death, lie would not utter any thing, whereupon he difmifTed him af : 
fo, who choofing : the fhorter way, outftriped Chufal Now as David fate in the Qate' 
of the City, (expecting'fome Meflenger that might certifie him of theftlccefs of the Bat- 
tel) one of the S^ntihels perceiving Achimaas-, that came funning hartily, and not being 
• able to diftlnguifh who it was, told David that he faiv a Meflenger coming towards him : 
'who anfwered; that it was fome one that brought joyful news. Anon after, he told kirn 
that a certain other Meflenger followed : to whom David anfwered likewife, that it was 
. one that brought glad tydings. And when the Watchman perceived that it was Achi-% 
mas, Sadoc -the High-PrielYs Soh.and that he was near at hand, he ran firft of all and cer- 
tified David: who Was very glad thereof, faying, That he brought fome good and deft 
fable news touching the event of the Battel: and no fooner had the King fpdkeh the 
word but Achimaas eritred, and fell down upon his Face before David, to whom here- 
ported that his Army had the Victory. Being afterwards demanded what was become 
c£Ahfalon> He anfwered, tha't he incontinently departed from the Camp, as foori as the 
Enemies were put to flight, but that a great number of Souldiers purfued Abfalon: and 
further then that he knew nothing, becaufeby Joab's commandment he was fpeedily fent 
away to bring tydings of the Victory.

After this, 
Mephibofheth, Sauls Grandchild, came out to meet him,' clpathcd in mca'ri apparel, having 
Ehis Hair hanging down in a neglected and forrowful mariner. For fince the time thac 
David fled and forfook the City, he had been fo afflitfed, that he neither had trimmed 
his Hair, nor changed or cleanfed his garment, fuppofing this calamity to touch him as 
nearly as it did the King: and he was the rather grieved, that Siba his fte ward, had un- 
juftly detracted from him, and accufed him to the King. After he had pVoftrltcd /iim- 
felfj and adored the King, David asked him, For what caufe he forfook IMin his trouble^,

Hereupon God fent the Prophet Gad unto him, who brought him the choice of/ three 
things, willing him to make choice which of the three h© would endure : either that Fa- 
mine for feven years fpace fhould reign in h« Coum!i»eys ; or that War for three Moneths 
fpace fliould afflift the fame^ wherein he fliould always have the Worfl: ;-or that thcPJagiie 
and Peftilence fhould rage for three days amongl* the Hebrews.

For he Was valiant beyond comparifon, and in thofe battels which he fought 
venues of for his Su bje#s, he was the firft that thruft himfelfinto danger, and exhorted his Soldiers 
behave themfelves valiantly, not commanding them like their Governour, but fighting

with them as their fellow-foldier. He was very well qualified by his knowledge and ex-' 
periencetomake the beft ufeof the prerent, and to manage his future occafions : he was. 
moderate and juft, courteous and favourable to thofe that were aftlifted} which are thofe 
ornaments which are worthy ofa great Prince, and in this great Authority wherein he was' 
placed, he ftept not any ways awry, but in the cafe of Vrids Wife. He left as much or 
rather more riches behind htm, than any other King of the Hebrews, or other Nations had *.

CHAP. I. 

HowSoXomon obtaining the Kingdom, expelled his Enemies. ' 

WE have declared in the former Book what David was, how great his 
virtue hath beeri, what profits and benefits thofe of. his Nation recei- 
ved by him, what Wars he undertook, what Victories he obtained* 
and how happily at lauY (through extremity of age) he departed 
Dout of this life. But after that Sotom* his Son (being at that time .very young) lKjngs 9 ,i ; 
had obtained the Kingdom, and was placed in his Fathers Throne (according ^ Mmmfjjt 
David had determine^ and the divine power had decreed) 'the whole people (accQrd v ^ d ^« 
ing to the common courfe in the elettion of new Princes) with many Acclamatipnji 
wilhed him a long and profperous Reign. But Adonias, who during his Fathers life-time, 
thought to polTefs and feize himfelf of the Royal eftate, came unto, the Kings mother, 
and with all humility arid reverence faluted her. To Whom Bethfabe Taid, That if there 
were any thing wherein fhe might ferve him, he fhould let her know it, and that Jhe would wil- 
lingly apply her felf unto it. Whereupon he began to fay, That it was a thing ™hW! 
known, that the Kingdom appertained unto him, both inregard of Im age, as alfo inrelpefr pf 
Kthe favor and good liking of the people: but fince that it had been transferred m to Solomon > ^JJ"**' 
her Son by the Will of God, he was content therewith, and would be his fervant, being very glad quiret h Abifo 
of the fortunate fuccefs of his Affairs. He therefore&fought her, thatfbewfd ' Jol/mfc to wife, 
lomon in his behalf, and perfwade him to give. him Abifag td Wife, who MM* with Dav^ 
for that he had not any carnal company with her by reafomofhisage, andtm.MyttfbewMMr.

N,v.iovy,- Abiathar.* fbr which caufehe forthwith kntBenaia, Captain of his Guard, to kill Ado- 
"t n/as his Brother. Then calling unto him the High-Prieft Abiathar, the pains (Paid he) 
f/wf fl&w Zw// endured by accompanying my father David, attending and bearing the Ark 
with him, make thee efcape from death - yet notwithfldnding, for that thou haft been affiflant 
to Adonias, and 'followed his -fail ion, Ibanifh thee from my prefence, charging thee not to fee 
f mji face any more, but to retire thy felf to thine oivn houfe, and there to live in thyCountrey, 
i&vfi&M until thou haft ended thy days: fince yo:t have made your felf unworthy of that charge where- 
with you are entrufted. For this caufe was the Houfe of Ithamar deprived of the Pneflly t 
dignity (according as God had foretold Eli, one of the Anceftors of Abiathar) and 
tra'nflatcd to \hc Race of Phinees, and eftablifhed in Sadoc. Thofe of the Race of Phi- 
nees, who led a private life all that time that the Prieffhood remained in the Family of 
Ithamar (whereof Eli was the firft) were thefe.: Boccias, the Son of Jofeph ; Joatban, 
rer. ^- the Son of Boccias.) Mareoth, the Son of Joatham ; Aropha, the Son of Maraoth • Achitob, 
•-ofKth the Son of Aropha; Sadoc, the Son of Achitob, who was the firft High Prieft under King 
rrieft sadoc. David.. . 

Joab having heard of the death of Adonias, was- very much furprized ; for he loved 
him more than King Solomon : And by reafbnof that friendfhip which he bare unto him, 
he, upon good grounds, apprehended his own danger, and in this reipeft. he fled unto the K 
Altar, hoping in that place to be fecurcd, in regard of that reverence which the King 
bare unto God. But when Joabs refolution was made known unto the King, he fent 
Bcnaia unto him, with Commiflionto bririg him from the Altar, and toconduft him to 
the Judgment- feat, that he migjit in that place juftifie his actions : but jfcw^faid, That he 
ivould never abandon the Temple, bat that he had rather dye in that place than in another. When 
■Binaia had certified the King of this his anfwer, he commanded him to cut dfFhis Head in 
the lame place, as he required, and that in that fort he Ihould be punilhed, by reafon of 
the two murthers which he had curfedly committed upon the perfons of Abner arid Ama- 
Commanding that his body Ihould be buried in the fame place, to the end that his fins 
yet- 28.^33. ttiould never depart from his Race, and that both David w& Solomon might be held guilt- L 
3wb is (lain. i fe f s ^f the death of thofe Men that had been murther'd by 'Joab. This command of his 
iSdittsBmia executed,' andwas afterward made General of the Men of War. ; Moreover the 
place, ^iflg eftabliflied Sadoe fbley in the place of Abiathar whom he had depofed.

C After that Solomon had received thefe bleffings from God, and was made happy by 
thefe Prbmifes, he forfook his Bed, and worfhipping God, returned unto Jerufalem, where 
he offered great Sacrifices before the Tabernacle, and magnificently feafted all thofe of ;' - 
his Houfhold. About theffame time a very difficult Cafe was brought him to decide, the '• Tj 
Refolution whereof was very hard to be difcovered. And I have thought it necefTary to 
declare the occafions whereon at that prefent the debate was grounded, to the end that 1 ' 
the Readers may underftand the difficulty of the thing in queftion, and that if they hap- 
pen at any time to be concerned in fuch affairs, they might by his example learn to di£ 
cover the truth. Two Women of loofe Life and Conversion came unto him, one of the 
which ( who feemed to have fuffered the injury ) began after this manner :

Ur we were delivered, this Woman laying by her Infant had in Jleep overlaid it, and ft i fled it, nother"forex- 
and hath taken my Child from between my knees, and laid it by her, and put the dead Child, ShJSSiSfreii 
whilft Iftept, into my bofome. Now on the morrow, when I thought to give my Infant fuck, Av. \6.aif*. 
I found no* mine own, but perceived that her Child lay dead by me : for I knew it, becaufe/had 
exaflly marked it. This my Child I have demanded at her hands; and becaufe I could not re- 
cover it, 1 have made my addrefs unto your Majefty : for in that we were alone, and file is ob- 
stinate, and feareth not to be convitfed by any, fhe perftfteth in her denyal of fhe fame. 
After the King had heard her requeft, he enquired of the other if fhe had any thing 
E to anfwer to this Accufation. But fhe denying the Aft, and averring that the Child which 
remained alive was hers, and that the dead one appertained to the other ; and befides 
that, fince no«ian appeared that might determine theControVerfie, but all that ftood by 
were amazed at the obfeurity and difficulty of the Debate ; the King at laft found out this 
expedient of difcovering the Truth : He commanded that both the Children fhould be 
brought before him as well the living as the dead ; and calling one of his Guard unto . ^•24.25; 
him, he commanded him with his naked Sword, to cut both the Children into two parts, mandethK 
to the intent that both of them might take the half of the living, and the other half of die children 
the dead Child. This fentence of his at firft feemed fo ridiculous, that it was exploded J^twlTaru 
by all that ftood by. In the mean time the true Mother began to cry out, and defire that 0 w par 
F the matter might not pais fb far, but rather that they fllodld give the whole Child that 
was alive, unto the other : for that it fufficed her, fo fhe might fee him alive, though he 
might be fuppofed to be anothers. The other willingly confented to the di vifion qf the 
Infant j and moreover, required that the true Mother fhould be punifhed. Hut the King 
conjecturing by the difaourfe both of the one and of the other, which was the true Pa* 
rent, adjudged the Infant unto her that oppofed his death (for that in equity fhe. was the . r/ r . a 7 .

And that which gave L 
them the arcarer Grace was, that they were backed by young Men of goodly perfonage 
to behold, and furpafling all other in height, having long locks, which they dayly inter 
mixed with wires of Gold, that when the Sun Ihould Ihine upon their Heads, they might 
appear more glorious and bright. The King mounted on his Chariot, and apparelled 
in a white Raymenr, Was accuftomed to ride abroad about the Sun-rife, guarded with 
thefe young armed Men, having Bows and Quivers.

KJucceffbrt but after his deceafe, be would chaitife bis Son, for the iniquity of the Father : not fo 
as all the people fbould revolt, but that he would give ten Tribes unto his Servant, and leave 
two unto the Grandchild of Davidj btcaufehe had loved Godj'and by reafon of the City offs-

When Solomon heard thefe things, he was lore troubled, becaufe all his felicity began 
to decline. Nor was* it long after this Denunciaciort Of the Prophet, but that there rtife 
up an Enemy againft him, who was called Ader, by Nation an Iditmaan, and of the Prince- 14. ** 2*. 
ly ftock, who upon this occafion, grounded his Rebellion and Infurre&ion. For at fuch fo'shmo^ 
time as Jpab, General of "Davids Army, had conquered idumxa, and in the fpaceof fix Jtor Sdtoto 
Months defeated all the youth, and thofe that were capable to bear Arms, he fled unto e m 

hthiroah King of Egypt, who entertained him very courteoufly, and gave him an Houfe S C ;iS3 
and Lands for his maintenance, and loved him dearly when he came to mans cftate; fo to difmif* him 
that he marryed him to Tdphines his Wives Sifter, on Whom he begat a Son, who was SjiSnltSS 
brought up with the Kings Children^ who having intelligence in Egypt of David and Jo* country. 0 
*b\ death, addrefs'd himfelf unto Pharoah, and befought him to give him leave to repair 
into his own Country. ' 

The King ask'd him what he wanted^ or what tbe caufu was that mov'd him to be fb for- 
ward to forfkkehim ? Notwithftanding therefore that he importuned and requefted him 
divers times, yet prevailed he not with him. But when Solomon's Fortunes began to de- 
cline (by reafon of his iniquities above-mentioned, arid the Wrath of God provoked 

M againft him ) Ader, by Gods permiffion 1 , came into hUnncea, after he had obtained leave ^ufmS, 
of Phitroab to depart. But being unable to move the People to revolt from Solomon, by and from 
reafon of the ftrong Garrifons he held ; and knowing, that without hazard of his own JSo'K' 
Perfon, he could move no Alterations or Innovation in that place, he departed from ^irandffl 
thence, and went into Syria : where confederating himfelf with a certain man called z™™** to 
Rms, (who was fled from . his Mafter Adarezer, King of Sof>hone t &tid lived like an Out- fl * 
law in that Region) he contracted Friertdfhip with him, and a great fort of Out- laws 
and Thieves that were his Followers, and went into Syria, and feizing on that Country, 
proclaimed himfelf King thereof. From whence, making Excurflons into the Lands of 
the Ifraelitesy he fpoykd and pillaged the fame, during Solomorh life time. Thus were 

N the Hebrew enforced to fuftain thofe Outrages at Adets hands. 

Moreover a certain Man called Jeroboam^ the Son of Nibat, by Nation a Jew, rebelled „. 2 5. 
againft Solomon, and railed his hopes above his Eftate, periwaded thereunto by a Prophe- fcrofoam r c - 
fie that concerned him, and incited him unto the Action. For being left Very young by ■■wS2 a8 * inft 
^iis Father^ and carefully inftrufted by his Mother, as foon as Solomon perceived him to 0 ** 
be of a noble and couragious Spirit, he made him Commiflary over the building of the 
Walls at fuch time as he immureel and fortified Jerafalem. In this Office he behaved him- 
felf fb well, that the King thought veriy well thereof, and by way of Recompence, niadd 
mm General over the Tribe of Jofeph. Towards which, whilft he travelled from Jerfc 
f«km t a certain Prophet met him upon the way (who Was of the City of Sild, called Propbecforc

Rehoboam the Son of Solomon being fore difpleafed herewith, aflembled tlic two Tribes, mkcvtv on 
with an intent to mufter one hundred and fourfcore thoufand chofen men, to make War thoic Tribes 
on Jeroboam and his people,and toinforce them by war to acknowledge him for their So- •! .f n] S^ ed> 
vereign. But God reftrained him by the means of a Prophet, who forbad him to make 

K war, laying, That it became not thofe of the fame Naiion,to contend one again/l another : and 
the rather, for that this their revolt had hapned by the will of God, by which means 
and pcrfuafion lie difmiifed his Army. But firft of all I will rehearle that which Jeroboam 
King oUfrael did, and afterwards declare theafts of Rehoboam King of the two 'I Vibes, 
and thus fhall the courfe of the Hiftory continue in order. 

After that Jeroboam had letled his Court in the City of Siehem, he made his ordinary The Court 
abode in that place, except that fometimes hefbjourncd in the City ofPbamel. Not Jong f*J%j* ce of 
after this, the feaft of the Tabernacles being at hand, Jeroboam (luppofing that if he per- 
mittee! the people to go up and worfllip God in Jer/ijalem,am\ lolemnize the feaft in that 
place, they might either repent themfelves of the revolt, or that by the magnificence of 

L the Ceremonies ufed in the worfhip of God in the Temple,and fervice that was celebra- 
ted therein, they might be pcrfwaded to forfeke him, and fubmit themfelves to their firft Vcr.?6, 27,28. 
King, and by that means he might be drawn into danger of his life) to prevent the dan- 
cer of fiich a mifchief, took this courfe : He caufed two golden Calves to be caft, and werc 
built two feveral Temples, the one in Bethel, and the other in Dan, (which is fcituate 
near to the fburce of little Jordan) in which he placed thefe Calves •, and afterwards 
affembling the ten Tribes that were under his fubjettion, he fpakc unto them in manner 
following : 

My Friends andCountreymen, I know that you are not ignorant how God is in all places, and 
that there cannot be any place wherein he afftfleth not, nor time wherein he heareth andbeholdeih 

W\them not, that ferve him with true affetfion 1 For which caufe I think it not convenient, that you 
go up unto Terulalem, which is a City at enmity with us, neither that you make fo long a jour- 
ney to perform your devotion : for it was a man that built that Temple, even as I have confecra- 
ted two golden Calves, the one in Bethel, and the other in Dan, to the end that everyone of h^u'thf l " 
you that inhabit near unto thofe Cities, may go thither and worfhip God. Neither fhall you people to ido- 
want Priefls and Lcvites : for I will elet'l form [itch amongyou, to the intent that you may have ]m y- 
no more need of the 7 Vibe of Levi, or the Sons of Aaron. Whofoever therefore amongflyou 
woidd be a Priejl, let him offer Calves and Muttons unto God, after the fame manner that 
Aaron did when he was firfi appointed to be a Priejl, 
By fuch like Speeches feduced he the people, and caufed them to fall from their Fore- 

N fathers Religion, and transgrefs the Ordinances of their Countrey, and this was the be- 
ginning of all thofe mifchiefs that afterwards fell upon the Hebrews : By which means 
being overcome in War, they fell into captivity, and were made liibjefl: to Arrangers, n K ' n ei]k . a 0( 
(whereof we will treat further hereafter.) Now when the feaft of Tabernacles (which <;^c 
hapned in the feventh month) was at hand, he himfelf intended to celebrate in Bethel a ii,. vil . c 0 
after the fame manner, as the two other Tribes had feafted in Jerufalem, and erefted an 
Altar before the Calf, and was himfelf the High Prieft, afcending up to the Altar, being 
aflifted by the Priefts. 

Now at fuch time as he was about to facrifice, and to offer up burnt-ofterings in the 
fight of the people, there came a Prophet and ftood by him, called Jadon, (fent from 

0 Jerufalem by the commandment of God) who ftanding up in the midft of the people, 
and in the hearing of the King, turned himfelf towards the Altar, and fpake after this

He had eighteen wives married unto him according to the Law, and 
thirty concubines ; he had eight and twenty fbns, and threefcore daughters, and decla- 
red for his fiicceffor in the Kingdom, Abiah the fbn of Maacha, and committed all his 
Treafiircs and ftrong Forts unto his hands. But Men moft ufually are corrupted by the 
flatteries of fortune, as appeareth by this King* For Rehoboam feeing his Kingdom thus 
increafed, bent himfclf to all unjuft and impious attions, and contemned the fervice of 
God : the people alio conformed themfelves to his impieties. For the life of the Subject- 
is oftentimes perverted, by reafon of the corrupt and diflfolute life of their Princes ; and 
tliofe that are inferiors, beholding the riot of their fiiperiors, will eafily be withdrawn 
from all modefty, and follow thofe vices they profefs, as if they had been their profef- 

p fed virtues : for Aould they do the contrary, they would fecm to miflike the actions o^f/Jim 
tlieir Princes : And thus it hapned under the Government of Rehoboam, , where the Sub- compomnr 
jefts addi&ed themfelves to all manner of impiety : for they would not make profefhon orbh ' 
of honefty, for fear of oftending their Prince, in appearing to be more virtuous than 
lie. • 

CHAP. IV. 

Sufac KJng of Egypt, after the fpoii of Jerufalem, carrieth away the riches 
of that City into Egypt.

E T> U T God fent Sufac King of Egypt to take vengeance for that wickednefs, which Mas**. 
* JJ was'committed againft hisMajefty by Rehoboam, (whole aftions Herodotus, wrong- £fJ ltA 
fully afcribeth to Sefoftris,) Fortius Sufac in the fifth yeanof.Rehoboam's Reign, aifem- with fi rai 
bled a huge Army of many thoufands, and brought them out againft Rehoboam : wherein b mci - 
it is reported, that he had twelve hundred Chariots, . threefcore thoufand horfemen, and, 
four hundred thoufand footmen. The greater part of thefe were Lybians and Ethiopi- 
ans : breaking therefore into the Hebrews. Countrey with this power, without ftroke, he 
feized the ftrongeft places of the Kingdom of. Rehoboam, and,fortifiedthem, and at !aft /'JJ;/^ 
came and encamped htfowjerufalem. But Rehoboam and his Aflbciates, feeing them- jj ege J d . 
lelves begirt on every fide by Sufac's Army, at laft had recourfe unto prayer : yet could sm**s the 
ji he not move God to favour him with vi&ory . - For the Prophet Samtas threatned and f.^Sefh^iic 0 " 
' told him ? That God would abandon both him and his, in like manner as they hadforfaken him jtws of their 
and his fervice. Winch when they heard, they fiiddenly loft. their courage, and feeing 2?Strfo«- 
no means to efcape, tjiey all of them began to confeft, that God had juftly forfaken them, ct i, t he pJopic. 
becaufe they had offended againft him and perverted all his Laws. But God fteing them 
tjius difpofed, and makiflg eonfeflion of their, fins, faid unto the Prophet, That he would

BU T Afa King of Jerufalem, was a man of an upright and honeft life, .and one that 
feared God ; neither propofed he to himfelf any other rule of his Actions, than the 
Divine Law. He corrected whatsoever was vicious and irregular in his Kingdom, purg- 
ing it from all impiety. He had an Army of three hundred thoufand men of the Tribe K 
ofjada, armed with Buclers and Javelins, and two hundred arid fifty thoufand of the 
Tribe of Benjamin, bearing Bucklers and Bowes. After he had reigned ten years, Zjraus 
King of Ethiopia came out againft him,with a grcatArmy of nine hundred thoufand foot- 
men, and one hundred thoufand horfemen, with three hundred chariots, and deftroyed 
all the Land as far as Mare/a, a City of Juda : in which place Afa met'lum, and fet his 
Ti, e EthWa-t Army in aray againft him, in the valley of Saphath, not far from the City. Where 
<var againit feeing the great number of the Ethiopians, he befought God that he would give him the 
victory over his enemies : becaufe he had not come forth againft fo formidable a power 
but in confidence of his amftance, who had the power to make v a few men luperior unto 
many, and the feeble to overcome the mighty. r , ^ 

2 chron 110 Whil'ft Afa prayed thus unto God, a certain fign of victory was given him ; fo being 
«</i 4, ' confirmed in that God had given him a token that he would affift him, he aflkiled his 
enemics,and flew a great number of the Ethiopians : as for the reft that were. put to flighty 
he purf iied them as far as the Countrey of Gerar ; and after they had conquered their 
Enemies, they lacked the City of Gerar, and brought from thence a great mafs of gold, 
and much fpoil, with Camels, Dromedaries, and Herds of diver$ kinds of Cartel. 
4i's vtao; y. When Afa had obtained at Gods hands fiich a victory, and fo great riches, he returned 
' v ' 1 1 2 - back again to Jerufalem : and when he drew near unto the City, the Prophet Azarias 
came out to meet them, who ftayed him, and fpake after this manner : Thatftth they had 
obtained from God fo notable a victory, they ought to behave themfelv.es. like virtuous men, andft[ 
Tl t cxliona f^h as feared God,conforming themf elves unto his will in all things ; aff tiring them that if they 
tioui of At*- perfified in the fame, God would give them victory over their enemies, and all the happinefs of 
rhs the Vt* t y is ifi . butifthtyforfooktheferviceofGod, they (hould fall into fo great extremity, that 
f 1Ct * neither true Prophet or Pric/l /hould be found amongft them, that /hould inflruft them in righte- 
2 ebon. 1 5. oujnefs ; that their Cities /hould be overthrown, and their Nation fljould befcattered over the 
wr - h *• face of the whole earth, that they /hould live like Wanderers and Vagabonds. In the mean while 
therefore, while they had time,he counfelled them td live upright lyjvijhing them that they would 
not deprive themfelves of that favour which God bare unto them. When the King and all the 
people heard thefe words, they were very joyful, and every one was careful to ferve 
God. The King alfo fent out ceitatin Deputies over the Cbuntrey, who were command- N 
ed to fee the laws duly executed.

He made his abode in the City of Therfa, and reigned four 
1ML and twenty years, mewing himfelf more Wicked, than either Jeroboamdt his fon had 
been. He miferably opprelfed his Subjects, and by his blafphemies difhonoured the 
impic- Name of God, who fent the Prophet Gimon unto him, to foretell him, ' that his whole ^

Of thefe they burnt fome, and ranfackt others,amongft which were Gelam, Dan, and 
Abelma. ' W hich when the King of Ifrael underltood, he gave over the fortifyng of Ra- 
il mathM with all expedition turn'd to yield thofe of his fiibjeds his affiftance, who were ^ 
affaulted by the Enemy. But Afa in the mean while built two ftrong 1 owm,Gabath and T iie death of 
Mafpha, of the materials which Baafa had prepared to build withal. Baafa afterwards' b^. 
(prevented by death) had no more opportunity to make War againft A/a. He was bu- 
ried in the City of Arfane,and his Son Ela fucceeded him in his Kingdom : who, after he 
had reigned two years, was traiteroufly flain by Zjmri,, a, Captainof half his Horfemen. 
For whil'ft Ela banquetted whhOfa, who was thefteward of'his houfe, Zjmri wrought 
fo efieaually, that he perfwaded fbme of his horfemen to aflault Ela, who at that time 
was alone, and deftitute of his Guards, becaufe all his Soldiers were at,the fiege of Gaba- 
than, a City of the Philipnes.

AFterthat Ela was flain, X^w^t()okthe J Killgdoniup'bn him, arid Wholly rooted out b^c, flock 
Baafa\ pofterity (according as^ the Pfop-het Gimon had foretoW.) : For after the 
fame manner was his Family utterly overthrown for their impiety j as Jeroboams progeny ' > 
wasextinguifh'd for their iniquity .(as we have before declar'd.) Fpr the Army w.iicll 
befieged&^^,hearingnewsof the )Clrigs death,and that ^/'had murther dhim, 
Mandfeized the Kingdom, 1 they made Amri General of t he Afmy, and anointed him for 
their King : who raifmgthe fiege betbte Gabathan,caiiie before the Royal City of Therfa, 
which he befieged, and took by force. Zjmri feeing the City deftitute of defence, had 
retired himfelf into the moft fecret place of the Palace ; where letting it on fire, he Divm^ti. 
burnt both himfelf and it, after he had reigned feven days. Suddenly after this, the 
raelites fell at variance amongft themfelves, becaufe fome of them thought to prefer lha- Vef . ,d.

purchafed the Mountain, on which he built this City, He difterM in nothing from thci 
other Kings his predecefl'ors, but in that lie was worfer than any of them ; for there was 
nothing which he left unattcmpted, that by daily impieties he might alienate the people ^ s ? . 
from God. For which caufe God being difpleas'd, exterminated him and his pofterity am a^i, 
from the faceof the Earth. This Amri dyed in Samaria, and Achab his Son was his Sue- g^^Jj* 
cefTor. ' * him. 

Hereby a Man may eafily perceive, what care the Divine Majefty hath of humane af- 
fairs, and how he loveth the virtuous, and utterly rooteth out the vicious. For the Kings 
of J/raeL through their impiety, in a fhort and fucc(?ffiVe courfe, the one after the other 
0 were cut oft; and confounded with all their Families. But Afa (King of Jpu/alem^ and 
the two Tribes) living happily in the favour of God, for hrs piety art^l juftice, attame<J 
to a reverend and old age ; and after he had reigned one and forty years, he dyed a good 
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cOCn ■iatiiTand^ftfeHus'death; Jehofhdpbat his fort (whom he Begat oil his Wife Abida) fuc- & 
j he yem oftbt c eeded him ; who, in all things that cencerriM piety or fomdidc, feeni'd to emulate and 
ffn'Sft's <*H his Grarid&ther 2>4vW; ! ac6brding'as it fhall be declarM hereafter. MMab, 
Svity, n6. King of Ifrael, made his abode ihSamaria, and govern'd the Kingdom for the (pace of 22 
years, without any alteration of thole ordinances' which his progenitors; Kings of Ifrael, 
Cellar. 10. had eftablifhed but that he exceeded them daily in wickednefs. For he imitated all 
Aft iiicth . > t j ie j r i m pi e ties, (but efpecially the Apoftafie of Jeroboam) for he adored thofe Calves 
Kfh him. that were erefted by him ; and befides that, he added far worfe impieties than thefor- 
2 chmi. 1 7. mer. He took to wife Jezabel the daughter of lthobal King of the Tyridns and Sidonians, 
['kh 16 °f whom he learnt to adore the Gods of her Nation : for fhe was a bufie and audacious

of the Tynans t and to plant a Grove furnifh'd with all kind of Trees,, and to ordain

1, j ]ave t { ie (^, js^en oftentimes about him, exceeding all other Kings before him in madnefs 
The'jea^ii of andmalice. To him came a certain Prophet named Elias, fent by Almighty God,that 
visuals pro- was |, orn j n Thesbon in Galaad, telling him that he forc-prophefied, that neither dew nor 
thC rain Ihould fall on the Earth a long time, until that himlelf, who was prepar'd todepart 
from him,fliould appear again unto him : And binding the fame with an oath, (for the 
frettcr confirmation therot) he retir'd himfelf to the Southward, where he liv'd by a 
cerai in River, from whence he feteht his drink : for his meat was daily brought him by 
R livens. q. 
, ; Now when the River, through want of rain, was grown dry, God commanded him to 
repair unto Sareptlu) (a City not tar frovA Sido/t and Tyre, and fcituate in the midft be- 
tween them both) where he fhoutd finda Widow-woman, who would furnifh him with 
r.v.a. 5. food. Asfoon therefore as he drew near unto the gate, he faw a Woman that lived by 
crows fad" Jier labour, gathering of fricks, and God gave him to underftand that it was /he to 
f'cr"'\ ad 16 wiwmlicwasfenti Whereupon he came unto her and faluted her, praying her that fhe 
Thcwiilowof would bring him fome water tocool histhirft ; and as fhe was ready todepart, he called 
v.,^//;,(cnrcr- ] ie ' r back again,and willed' her to bring him fome bread alfb. Whereupon ihefware unto 
nJitii'S rt'nSc him, that fhe had nothing in her houfe but an handful of flowre, and a little oyl, and that 
nor oyl f.iii. llie was come forth to gather fticks,to the end fhe might bake the fame, and make bread I> 
for her Self and her Son ; and when they had eaten the fame, they muft needs perifh 
through famine,becaufe they had not any thing more left. Go, faid the Prophet, and be 
of good Courage, and conceive better hopes ; arid when thou haft 1 prepared meat for me, bring it ; 
for I tell thee, that thy flown (ball not fail, nor thy pot of oyl be empty, until God fend rain up- 
on the earth . ffi.hcix the Prophet had fpoken thus, Hie approached unto him,and perform- 
ed that which he commanded, and fheher.feffhad fufficieut to feed upon, and lire gave 
the reft unto her fon, ar/J to the Prophet : fb that they wanted nothing, fb.long as the 
drought continued.

MtmmJ, r of Menander maketh mention of this great drought, in thcatlisof , lthobal King of the Ty- 
thc famine d«. rims, 1 peaking alter this manner : In this time there was a leafoti without rain, from the E 
of'£//!r ,i,lur Month at October, until October in .the next year after ; whereupon, the Prince caufed 
prayers and fuppljpations to be made, which were follow'd w$i great flore of Thunder. 
He builr the City oi'Botris in Phxnjcia, and Juzate in Lybia. ' . Dpubtlefs heexpreifed 
hercjby the drought! that hapned in Achabhtymz ; for about that time, lthobal reigned over

ken heretofore, .jliat entertained the Prophet) feeing her fon iafleii fide, and lying fen-

When Ohadiah had told the King that Elias was at Jjand, Achah went out to meet him, v , , 7 . 
and being full of Indignation, faid unto him, ftp thou that \heapeft fo much Hifihief on the f h *b zzox. 
Hebrews heads ? Art thou the man that art the caufe > of (his fierility i To whom Elias reph- [mp ie f y . 
ed, that it was be and his race that- were the occafions of thefe Mifchiefs, bfcaufe they had 
brought firange Gods into their Count tey, whom they adored, and had forfaken the true God, 

L who was, and it only to he wr flipped. He therefore willed him pre fent ly to ajfemlle all the 
people on mount Carmel, and bring with him his wife and her Prophets, whofe number he reckon- 
ed up : the Prophets likewife of the Woods, who were in number four hundred. When therefore 
all of them being fummoned by the King, were gathered together in that place, Elias y.n. 
ljood up in the midft of them, and faid, How long will ye continue in this uncertainty, whom y^"^™' 
ye ought to follow ? For if you think that the Hebrews God is the true and only God, why fol- perdition of, 
low you him not, and why keep yon not bis Commandments : But if you think that the honour thcpeoplr. 
lelongeih no*- to him, but to for reign Gods, follow them. When Elias perceiv'd that the peo- 
ple replied nothing hereunto, he proceeded : For an undeniable proof whereby ye may be 
fatisfied which is the niojl powerful, either that God which Iworfhip, or tfofe falfe ones which 

Mye are perfwaded to follow ; and which is the true Religion, that which Iprofefs, or that which 
is profeffed by thefe 400 Prophets, I will take an Ox and kill it, and lay it upon the wood, ivith- 
out putting any fire thereto to confume the Sacrifice . and they alfo jhall do the like, and call 
upon their gods, andbefeech them to fend down fre to confume their facrifice : which if they 
Jhall do, and confirm the fame by a miracle, then flail we know that they are true gods. 

This Propofal of his was generally approved. Whereupon, Elias commanded the 
falfe Prophets firfl of all to chufe an Ox, and to kill it, and afterwards to call upon 
their gods 5 and when it manifeftly appear'd, that their Prayer was of no force, Elias 
began to mock tljem, faying,. Why cdll you not out upon your Gods with a loud voice ? for it 
may be they are on fome voyage, orelfe haply they jleep.. Whilfl thus they had invocated from 

N the morning till mid day (cutting themfelves with Knives and Lances, according to the 
cuftom of their Countrey) Elias that was to make his Sacrifice, commanded the falfe 
Prophets to ftand afide, and the people to draw near unto him, and obferve, for fear left Eiii^Q&c 
fecretly he mould convey fire under the Wood.

Now when the Cent]- 
God yvom- nels of tlie ad verfc pa lt j iat | difcovered them, they certified Adad thereof, who lent out 
ngK 2 certain Soldiers againft them,commanding them,T^ if they were come out in warlike fort 
Sjri.m. t 0 hid the battel, they jhould bring them unto him faft bound ; and if they came in peace, they 
jhould do the like. Now Achab had within the City ranged another Army,and kept them 
in a readinefs. When therefore the young Men had charged the Syrian guard, and flain q 
a great number of them, and had purfued the reft even unto their own Camp, Achab 
fpying his prefent victory and advantage, caufed his whole Army to felly forth ; who 
giving an unexpected charge upon the Enemies,difcomfited the Syrians, (who little ex- 
aK-'i "1 petted liich a ftratagem from the Hebrews) and availed them difarmed and drunken : 
rv a^init tiw j 0 t |, at they -left both armour and weapons behind them,and fled jfrom their Camp j and 
* their King likewile was 16 hotly purliied, that he fcarcely had opportunity to fave him- 
felf by the fwiftnefs of his Horle. Achab made a long chafe in following the Syrians, 
and flaughtering them that fled ; he fpoiled their Camp likewile, and carried thence 
great riches,and an huge quantity of gold and filver. He took AdatPs Chariots and Hor- 
les alfb, and with them returned back into the City. D 

But whereas by the advice of the faid Prophet,he was perfwaded to prepareand keep 
an Army in read inefs againft the next year, (for that the Syrians were refblved toaflault 
him again) the King omitted no preparation that concerned the War. For Adad (being 
cfcaptd from the fight with thofe few Forces that remained after the battdl) confulted 
with his friends,how 1 le might war againft the Ifraelites. Who adviled him from thencc- 
foith,never more to fight with them in mountainous places, for that their God was pow- 
erful upon the Mountains,and for that caufe they had been overcome by them : but if he 
fought with them in the Plain, both he and his Ihould be allured to have the upper hand. 
Moreover,they counfelled him,that he fliould difmifs thole Kings' that he had confedera- 
ted with him, to the end that each of them might return into his own Country, and that g 
in their Head he fliould retain their Forces, over which he Ihould ordain Chieftains ; be- 
fides, (to fupply their places that were loft) they advifed him to levy Horlemen and Cha- 
riots tliorow all his Country. Adad fuppofing that they had difcreetly counlelled him 
in this matter, ordered his Army according as they had adviled. And as loon as the 
r-' o> ad2i Spring was come, he aflembled his Army, and led them forth againft the Ifraelites', and 
JjJs'tKoai coining near unto the City of Aphec, he encamped in a plain field. But Achab with his 
expedition forces marching out to meet him,pitched his Tents near unto him, although he were far 
$2«. ,e i nforiour both in force and number. To him the Prophet appeared again, telling him, 
That God would once more give him the victory, to make if known, that his power was not only 
in the Mountains {as the Syrians perfuaded themfelves) but in the Plains alfo. Thus conti- p 
nued both the Armies, and encamped the one againft the other, for the fpaceof fix days. 
On the leventh,when the Enemy forfbok their Trenches early in the morning,and placed 
themfclves in battel-array,^/^ drew out his Army and faced them, and prefently char- 
ged them : where after a Jong and dangerous fight between them, the Enemies were 
put to flight, and many of them flain in the chale. For Ibme of them were intangled 
with their own Chariots, others flew thole of their own party, and lbme few of them 
found the means to fly unto their City of Aphec, who perilhed likewile to the number 
of feven and twenty thouland (being flain by the walls that fell upon them) belides 
One hundred thoufand Men that perilhed in the fight. But Adad, attended by lbme of 
his principal Officers, went and hid himfelf in a Cave under the ground ; and they re- G 
presenting unto him, tliat the Kings of Ifrael were merciful, and that there was hope of 
pardon to be had (if after the manner of Suppliants they lent unto him) Adad permit- 
ted them. Whereupon they incontinently prelented themlelves to Achab cloathed in-

AS toon as K'm&Jehofbavhat Was returned back again tojerufalem (from the war 
wherein he liad affifted Achab againft Adad the King of tyr/*, as we have 
before related) the Prophet "Jehu (in his return) ,came forth and met him, 
and reproved him, becaufe he had given Achab who had been an impious 
man) his affiftance,affuring him ithat God was difpleafed with that his con- 
tr d £Sf' rf federacy; yet notwithstanding that he of his goodnefs had delivered him from hisg 
Admh. Enemies, although he had provoked him to anger. Aftet this admonition, Jehojhaphat 
I''it& c tC began to offer facrifices, and thankfgivings, and peace offerings unto God : Whichdone, 
m,e fcrvicc cf he rode in progrefs about thofe Countries that were under his Dominion, giving order 
God - that the people fliould be inftru&ed in thofe ordinances which were delivered from God 
7 1 T r'V b y tlie hands of Mofes, and exhorted his Subjects to the Praftice of Pietv. He placed 
$5 "judges Judges likewife in every City, commanding them to execute juftice without refpea of 
nnd Magi- perfons. He charged them likewife, that they fliould not be corrupted with rewards, 
flntcB in every w reduccd . by Dignity, Riches, or Nobility ; but that they fhould do juftice indifferently 
" to all men, knowing that God feeth all things, how fecretly foever they be carried or 
contrivid. Having in this fort ordered every thing in each City of the two Tribes, he p 
returned again to "jerufalem, where he likewife chofe Judges from amongft the Priefts 
and Levites, and the Elders among the people ; exhorting them in all things to give up- 
right and juft judgement. And if they of other Cities had any caufes of greater con- 
fcquence (which fliould be referred to their final determination) he charged them in- 
cfuftrioufly to decide them : for that it was very convenient that the moft uncorrupt 
fentences fliould be delivered in that City, where God had his temple, and the King 
made his ordinary abode. Over all thele he placed his two friends, Amajias the Prieft, 
and ZjbadUs , of the Tribe of Juda. After this manner did the King order his 
affairs.

That done,E//- 
zeus bsibughtGod again,T^r he would blind his Enemies eyes,andcaufe a thick Chitdtofall 
upon them, to the end they might not difcover him. Which done, he prefently thruft him- D 
felf amongft the thickeft of his Enemies, demanding of thetnJVhom they came hfeekfor ?

SdwarLjlK willed King Joram to lock the Gates,and to inviron the Syrians with his Sol- 
are courtcoui- diers. This done, he prayed God that he would open the Eyes of the Syrians ; and 
a y ndT7 in 1 t-hey being delivered from their Blindnefs,perceived that they were in the midfl of their 
by fiim^Hd Enemies. Whereat being fore aftonilli'd, and uncertain whence this divine and unex- 
fcne liome. ^fcft a r had befallen them,King Joram asked the Prophet,W%f^r he Jhould kill them fi 
with Darts ? But Elizeus forbid him to do fo : For (faid he) it is a nfi and convenient 
Matter, that they who arc taken in War fhoulMofe their Life ; but that they had done no Evil 
unto his Country, but by God's Providence came thither, without their own Kjtowkdge : for 
which caufe, he counfelled him to give them Prefents, and refrejh them, and afterwards tofuf 
fer them to depart without any Injury. 

"joram giving ear to the Prophet's Words, entertained the Syrians magnificently,and 
with great Humanity, and fent them back unto Jdad their King ; to whom, upon their 
arrival, they declared all that wliich had hapnedunto them. A^aftoniflied attbis un- 
nedh & Ruf. expefted Event; and wondering at the Power of the God of the Ifraalites, and admiring 
Mw, «p. 4 . the Prophet whom!GodTo%vonderoufly affifted, he concluded from that time forward, F 
never more to attempt the King of Ifrael in feci et,becaufo he feared Elizeusi but conclu- 
ded to make open War againft him, hoping to' have the upper- hand of his Enemies, by 
means of the great number and force of his Army : fotlmt'he fiflued out witlha mighty 
Fewer againft Joram, wh6 fuppofing himfelf to be overmatched by the Syrian Army, 
lock'd himfelf up within Samaria, putting his Wuft and confidence in the Fortification 
y er .

Joram was grievoufly tormented to hear thefe words, and rent his 
carments, and cried out with a ioud voice, and afterwards wholly enraged againlt the 
Prophet, he deviled in Ms heart to put him to death, becaufe he prayed not unto God 
to grant him means to efcape thofe evils that invironed them round about : lo that lie 
fent a Man prefently to cut off his head; who prepared himfelf with all expedition to 

K the flauchter. But Elizeu* was not ignorant of this refolution or the King s : tor lit- ^ . 
tin? at home with his Difciples in his houfe, he told them, That Joram the murtherers Jon >f> tlireat . 
fa* a Man to take away his head : but (faid he) when he that hath the matter in charge 
(ball come hither, fuffer him not to enter, but make him attendand ftay at the gate; for the V(U %%t 
King will follow him, and will refort to me in his own ferfon, having altered his rejolution ; 
and theviccording as they were commanded tout him out of the doors whom the Kins 
had lent. Joram repenting himfelf Of that difpleafure which he had conceived againft 
the Prophet,and fearing left he that had the commiffion to murther him, fhould fpeedi y 
execute the fam6; hafted himfelf all that he might to hinder the Daughter, and IhveEli- 
zetis. When therefore lie came into his prefence, he accufed him, For that he had not 

T lefohght God to delivet them from thofe many evils which they fuffered ; confidertngthat he 
himfelf was an eye-witnefs, they were miferably confumed by them. Elizeus promifed him 
the next da v, (about the fame hour that the King came unto him) That he jhould have 
fo great abundance of victuals, that two meafures of barley fhould be fold in the market for a 
fbekel; and a meafure of flower for a fbekel. 

By thefe words of his,the King,with all his attendants,were wonderfully comforted,and t kingt 
made no difficulty to believe the Prophet, becaufe that before-time they had been alcer- , 7) l9 . 
tained by their experience of the truth of his Prophefies ; and the expectation of this 
day,was the caufe that the necelfity and mifery of the prelent was more patiently endur'd . 
But a certain friend of the Kings, and the Governour of the third part of his Army (on 

M whofe fhoulder the King at that time hapned familiarly to lean; fpake unto him after this 
manner : Prophet, thou telle (I w incredible matters : for as it is impojfible that God jhould ratji 
down heaps of barley and flower from Heaven, fo cannot that whichthoufpeakeftcometoPafs. 
To whom the Prophet replied,n™^//ffaid hejfljaltfee the iffue hereof, but fljaft not 
partake of it. Which Prediaion of his had a moft certain effect, according as hereafter 

lt It^vas^aaiftom in Samaria, that they that were defiled with a leprofy, fhould live 
without the City-walls, for fear left their convention might infect others : and at that V a % 3, 4- 
time alfo there were fome who for this caufe had their dwelling without the gate. Thefe, 
for that rbyreafon of the extreme famine that reigned within the City; theyrecei- 

N ved no relief or luftenance out of it, and whether they had licence to return into the 
City, or whether they contained themfelves in their houfes,they knew that they fhould 
aflln edly perifli by famine,refolved amongft themfelves to fubmit themfelves to the ene- 
mies mercy, to the end that if they fpared them, they might live ; and if it hapned other- 
wife, that they might die with lefs torture. Now having agreed upon this amongft 
themfelves, they repaired by night unto the Enemies Camp. At that time God began 
to terrify and trouble the Syrians, and to fill their ears with a noife of Chariots and 
Arms* as if an Army had violently charged them.

built by them, which adorn the City of Damafcus. For every day do they celebrate iltt " 
feafts in Memory of thefe Kings, and Honour of them, by reafon of thejr Antiquity, not 
knowing that they were modern, and fuch as reigned not paft 1 1 00 years fince. But J0- 

I ram, King of Ifrael, hearing of the death of Adad, began to give over his fear, and caft 
off that lufpicion which he had conceived of him, rejoycing that yet arlaft he might 
have liberty to live in peace. The other Joram Ring of Jerttfalem, ( for he likeWife 
was fo called, as we have heretofore declared ) by murthering of his Brethren and his 
Fathers Friends, who were Governors, obtained the Kingdom, and became fo wicked and 
impious, as he differed in nothing from the Kings of vyr*e/>whotranfgrefled the firft Laws 
and Ordinances of the Hebrews, and perverted the fervice of God.- For Athaliah Achabs 
Daughter, (his Wife) taught him to execute divers mifchiefs, and, amongft the reft, to 
adore Grange gods. This notwithstanding, God would not altogether abolifh his Race, 
by reafon of his promife made unto David. ; yet he omitted not day ly to introduce new 

K impieties, and corrupt the ancient Laws of his Fore fathers. Mean- while it came to pafs, The 
that the idumtans revolted, and flew their King, who had been before-time fuhjecl: unto m rev./ 
Jehofaphat, jorams Father, and in his place eftablifhed another to their own liking. For nr - ^ 
which caufe, Joram invaded /dutnaa by Night with h& Horfes and Chariots, and fpoiled 
the Country round about his Kingdom, without pafiing any further:, yet profited he 
nothing in fo doing ; for all of them revolted from him, and, amongft the reft, the Inha- 
bitants of the Country of Mkf<*> But (6 great wa& tbe fury of this Man, that, he con*- 
flrained the People to afcend the high mountains, and adore ftrange gods. Yet whilft 2Ctm 7l ^ 
he behaved himfelf in this manner, and utterly rooted out of his thoughts the Laws of gram's wick* 
his Fore fathers, there was ai Letter brought unto him from the Prophet Blias, which certi- ednefs repro- 

jr^fied him that God would do juftice upon him, becaule he had forlaken the ways of his {J 1 ^, * 
Fore-lathers, and followed the impieties of the Kings of lfratl, conftraining the Tribe of 
Jttda, and the Inhabitants of Jerufalem, to. forfake the fervice of their God, to ferve 
Idols, as Jchab had conftrained the Ifraelites to do; Furthermore, becaufe he had mur^- 
thered his Brethren, and ftain upright and virtuous Men. The Prophet, likewife certified 
him. by Letters> what punifhmertt he fliould fuUec; namely, the ruirte of his People, the 
death of his Wives and Children^ and laftly his own death : which fhould happen unto him 
by a flcknefsin his belly, wherewith he fljould be fo tormented, that his intrails ftrange* . 
ly rotting within him, mould drop out, and that he himfelf fhould fee his mifery, which 
fhould be fuch, as neither might be refipver'd by medicine, or fhould ever leave him, until

there to recover his Wound which he had received at the fiege of Ramath, in Galaad,^ 
we have heretofore declared.) Thither alfo reforted in the way of friendftiip and con- Q 
ftnguinity, Ochozias King of Jerufalem to vifit Joram, and to fee how he was recovered 
of his Wound : for he was his Nephew, and Son unto his Sifter, as we have faid before.

AT fuch Time as Jehu arrived at tfezracl, Jezabel being on the Top of a Tower 
in her Princely Robes, cryed out; 0 trttfty Servant, (laid Ihe; that hath flain his 
Mafltri He looking upward, asked her what me was, commanding her to come down 
untohim: at length he charged her Eunuchs to caft her down from the Top ol the Tower: 
in her Fall flie befpringled the Walls with her Blood , and as foon as flie came to v. 10.30,31. 
I ground her body was trampled under the horfesfeer, until flie dyed. That done, Jafo re- Afa " 10UJBx j' 
paired to the Palace with his Friends, and repofed himfelf there, commanding his fervants jSgmwt! 
that they mould bury Jezabel ; (in refpeft of the Royal Race from, whence (he was defcend • 
ed ) but they to whom the Charge of the Obfequies were cbnimitted, fouAd no part of 
her body, but her hands and head, for all the reft was devoured by dogs. Jehu certified 
hereof, wondred at the Prophecy of Elias, who had foretold that Jezabel- fliould dye in 
that fort in Jezrael. 

Now Achabs feventy Sons being brought up in Samaria, Jthu fent two tetters, the one *f!w lo - u 
unto the Mafters of the Infants, the other to the Governours of the City, giving them * 7 ' 
to underftand, that they fliould choofe one of the moft Vertuous amongft Achabs Chil- 
& dren, to reign as King over them, becatife they had a multitude of ftrong Chariots, Horfcs, 
Armor, Men, and ftrong Cities • to the end, that in fo doing, they might take revenge 
on thofe that flew their Lord and Mafter. ( This did he under a colour to found how 
the Samaritans were affected towards him. ) When the Governors and Tutors had 
received thefe Letters, they were afraid, and made account that they could prevail 
nothing againft him, who had prevailed already againft two mighty lyings. For which 
caufe they wrote back unto him ; acknowledging hini for their Sovereign ; and offering 
themfelves in all duty, to be under his fubje&ion. Whereupon Jehu lent back unto them 
again, commanding them, that (to exprefs their obedience ) they (hould fend him the 
heads of Achabs Children, divided from their flioulders, Which command of his they Atbabsjo' : 
L failed not to execute, but prelently packed up the heads in panniers, and fent them un- 9™ dtm . ai ' 1 ' 1 
to him to Jezrael. As foon as they were brought thither, tydings thereof were carryed m amru,i ' 
to Jehu, as he ftt at Supper with his Friends, who commanded that fchey fliould be laid 
in two heaps, at the City Gates, on either fide thereof. Which done, he iflued out as 
foon as it was day, to fee them ; and beholding them, he began to tell thofej that ac- 
companyed him, that he had voluntarily armed himfelf againft his Mairer, and flew him : 
but as touching thole whom they faw there, he had no ways layd hands on them. . His 
only intent was, that all men fliould know, that all that which hapned unto Achabs Race, The ' r ro f"Z 
was done by the Ordinance of God, and that his houfe wasdeftroyed according as Bit as u™. 
, had foretold. And after he had flain and difpatched both thefe and all thofe that were *• 1 3. u- '

the way with Ochozias houfliold Servants ( who was King of Jerujalem) he asked them, fervants". 

Who anfvvered him, That they went to falute Joram and their King 
Ashozias, (for they knew not as yet that they were [both of them pain,) Hereupon jthu 
commanded his Servants to lay hands on them,and put them to the Sword,notwithftartd- 
ing, they were forty two in number.

TjcnftS rather beliavinghimielf impioufly, according as his PredecelTors in the Kingdom, and 
Contemners of God had done : For which caufe the King: of Syria fubd.ued him. and 
SS/Sicd cut offa {.y eat part of his Dominions,and took his greateft Cities from him,and defeated ' 
and reikred Armies ; lb that at length he had but ten thoufand Footmen,and five hundred Horfe- F 
by God ' • men. All which ha pned to the Ifraelttes according to the Prophecy of Elizetts, which he 
foretold unto Aaaeljit fuch time as he prophefied unto h|m,t;hat he fliould reign over the 
Syria**, and them of Damafeus, after that he had murthered his Mafter. Joaehas being 
iji this Extremity, had his recourfe to God in Prayer and Supplication, befeeching him 
that it might plcafe him to deliver him from the hands of 4*^>and not Mer him to be 
under Subjection and Thraldom unto hinv 

God (that regarded, the Penitent as if they had been innocent, and that, gently cha- 
ftifeth thole whom lie might utterly exterminate, if he fo .pleafed) gave him AlTurance 
againft the War and Danger, fo that the Country (having obtained Peace>recovered 
her former Stare and Profperity. , When Joachas was dead, his$on fucceeded hirn in the 
Government, and began to reign oyer the Ifra&lifes in &amart\\x\ {he 37th Yeai^ of jof 
King of jnda.

had bent the fame,) Elizew faid unto him, Dray ; and he fbot three Arrowsy andgave ^^th 
over at the fourth : Oh, ikkl Elizeus, if thou badft {hot more Arrows, thou, fadft utterly s/rhn, thrice. 
ruined the KJngdom of the Syrians ; and fmce thou hatt contented thy felf with fodoting thrice 2 1 3» 
only, thou /halt overthrow the 'Syrians in three Battels, which thou /halt fight againft them, Tcbrm.it, 
and (bait. recover the Country they have taken from thy Father. After the King underftood i8,'*/aj. '

It chanced about that time, that certain Thieves having caft the Body of a Man that was cart into 
was murthered by them, upon the Body of the Prophet where he lay buried, the dead hU Tomb * 
Body returned to life : Which made it appear, that God had given him a Power of 
working Miracles not only in his Life-time, but alfo after his Death. After the Death 
of Azael Kin& of Syria, Adad his Son obtained the Kingdom, againft whom Joas King 
of Ifrael made War, and having overcome him three times, he recovered all that Coun- 
try, and thofe Cities and Towns, that Azael his Father had conauered before him. (All 
.which came to pafs according as Elizew Jiad prophefied.) After that Joas was dead, . 
the Kingdom fell to Jeroboam his Son.

Amafias making W<ir agamH Joas KJng o/Ifrael, is overcome. 

r ~pH E tenth Year of the Reign of Joas King of Ifrael, Amafias reigned over the *r 
1 Tribe of Juda, in JeYufalem j his Mother was called Judah, and was a Citizen of fi™< «p, 9. 
■Jerufalem. He was very careful to maintain Juftice, (notwithstanding he was very 4?!p a '* ]a * 
young ; ) and having taken upon him the Government of the Kingdom, he refolved iliiflTi 
with himfelf, that he ought firft of all to revenge the Death of his Father Joas who ' 
was traiteroufly flain by his Friends : he therefore laid hands on them, and put them ' 

Mall to the Sword, (yet extended he not his Difpleafure to their Children, but conformed 
hisMionsaccordingtotheLavvsofAfo/w; which faith, that it is not lawful to punifh 2^/14. 
their Children for their Fathers Offences.) He after wards levied an Army of the Tribes Dm ' 24 ' 161 
of Juda and Benjamin, and chofe fuch as were in the flower of their Years, and about 
twenty Years of Age ; the number of which amounted to three hundred thoufand Men 
whom he divided into Centuries. He fent alfo to the King of Ifrael, and hired an hun- 
dred thoufand of his arm'd Men for an hundred Talents of Silver, becaufe he intended 
to make War upon the Amalechites, Idumxans, and Gabelites. Now while he made this 
Preparation,and was in a Readinefs to undertake this Exploit, a certain Prophet counfel- 
led him to difmifs the Jfraelites that he had with him, becaufe they were wicked Men 

N Unifying unto him, from God, That if he were followed by them in that War he* 
fhould be overcome : and on the other fide, That lie fliould have the upper hand over 
his Enemies if he fought with a few Men, according to God's Direction. Hereupon the 
King was moved fbecaufe he had already paid thcljraelites theirWages J but theProphet 
ceaied nor to exhort him to do that which was pleafing inGod'sfight, who would aive 

• htm Silver in abundance. Hereupon he difi nifTcd them, telling them, that he freely gave the

But during this Treaty, there came a certain wild Beatt that trod down the Ihtjtle. Let thu 
Example admonrfij and MjJ wade thee from attempting of 'too mightyMatters,neither grow prod 
of thy last Vitlory against the Amalechites, kit thro" thy Preemption, thouexpofeboth thy 
We and Fortune to the uncertain hazard of War. When Amafw had perufed this Anfwer 
of his he was more im aged : (God alfo as it feemed pricked him forward, to the intent 
to chaftife thofe iniquities that were committed by him.) When therefore he had drawn 
his Army into the Held, and both the Armies were upon the point to joyn Battel, a 
£K2ft" fudden fear and difcouragement feized him (fuchasGod in his difpleafure isaficuftomed 
Sinff to inflia) which made Amafias^ Army turn their Backs : fo that (by the aftoehenfion 
' liml ' o thev had conceived) they were fcattered before they came to handy itrokes; andrj 
V ' l7> Amafias being left alone, was taken prifoner. >nhreatned that except he perfuaded 
the inhabitants of Jerufalem to open their gates, and to receive both him and his Army 
into the City, he would put him to Death. For which caufe Amafias (contained by 
neceffity and fear of Death,) wrought fo far that his enemies were received into Jerusa- 
lem who made a breach of three hundred Cupits in their wall ; thorow which Amafias 
^'mkea was led captive into Jerufalem. In this manner Joas was madeMafter or the City, whj 
pK by the afterwards carryed away the Treafures of the Temple, and took away : the Gold and 
King of ifwj. silvcr.tiiat Amafias had in his Palace : and having in this fort r anfomed him from capti- 
H m " vitv, he returned back again into Samaria. This hapned in the fourteenth year of the 
The Temple Veien of Amafias, who afterwards fled into the City of Lachis to avoid the conspiracy, g 
rpoiicd. of ^ is dome ft ic]i friends, by whomnotwithftanding he was lurprifed, and flam : his 
V ' M ' Body was Royally intombed in Jerufalem. Thus died Amafias, for introducing inno- 
vations in contempt of God, he lived fifty four years, and reigned twenty and nine : and 
his Son Ozias fucceeded him in the K ingdom.

How Ozias overcame the Neighbouring Nations. 
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UT in the fifteenth year of the reign of Amafias, Jeroboam, Joas Son, began to 
I 1 reign over the Uraelites in Samaria , and enjoyed the Kingdom for the lpace ot V 
fourty years. This King dilhonoured God, and offended him grievoufiy by worfhip- 
ineot Idols, and divers abliird and ftrangeaaions, by which he heaped many miferies 
on the Ifrae lites heads. To him there came a certain prophet called Jonas,who pi ophecied , 
unto him, that he fhould make War againft the Syrians, and that he fhould overcome 
them, and enlarge his Kingdom to the Northward, as far as the City of Amatha ; and 
to the Southward as far as the Lake Afphaltites (for thefe in times paft were the limiti 
lie* * if of the Countrey of Canaan, according as Jojhua had fet the bounds thereof.) >ohm, 
finJtclui encouraged by his Prophecy, led forth his Army againft the Syrians, and Ipoiled all 
The enfarge- h j Countr ey (according to the Prophecy of Jonas.)

Whereupon he ( wholly conFufed at fo grievous an accident, and having no more cou* 
rage to fpeak) obeyed the Commandment that was given him, enduring a lamentable 
puriiftiment forhti pride, and for that he committed fuch impiety againftGod. He there- C 
fore remained without the City for a certain time* and led a private hfe> and his Sort Jo- 
tham {iicceeded him in the Kirifedorri. Finally, he dyed through grief and difcontent, after 
he had accompliftied 68 years; whereof he reigried $%, and was buryed in his Garden. 
Zacbary, Jeroboam 1 * Son, having fcigrted fix Mohths over the ifraelttes, was flain by Trea- 
? V> fon complotted againft him by a familiar friend of his called Sellvm, the Son or Jates, 
who poflefling the Kingdom after him, enjoyed not the fame above ; jo ^dayes. For the 
liaughter.

By which means it came to pais, that the People 
brought all kind of Fruit to the Priefts and Levites : which the King put up in certain 
Store-houfes, which he had built, to be diftributed to every one of them, their Wives the kina 0 
and Children ; and by this means they returned again to their former Purity in Religi- wrcomcTh 
on.

CHAP. XIV. 

Salmanafar fajeth the KJng of Ifrael, and leadeth the Ifraelites captive 
into the Country of Media. 

WHenTydings was brought to Salmanafar, King oSjffyria, that the King of Ifrael 
had privily fent unto 5<w»,Kingof Egypt, to requcft his Aftiftance againft thejfi udioH Rufl 
""jyrtans, he was fore difplcafed, and drew forth his Army againft Samaria, in the feventh fi nus > "P- 
Year of the Reign of OJeas. But the King of Ifrael withftood his entrance into the City, 
by which means he was befieged therein for three Years fpace, and finally Samaria was 
taken by force,in the ninth Year of OJeas, and the feventh of Ezechtat's Reign ; at which 2 Kin , u 
time all the Kingdom of Ifrael was deftroy'd, and all the People tranfported into the ' 
Countries of Media and Perfu ; and, amongft the reft, King Ofeas was taken Prifoner. 
The Kingof^B-rwcaufed certain Nations of a Country called Chut, fo ftiled from a 
River of that name, to remove their Habitation, and to dwell in Samaria, and inhabit 
the Country of Ifrael. As for the ten Tribes of Ifrael, they were tranfported out of TI ir ,, 
N their Country 947 Years, fince their Predeceffors (departing out of Egypt) poffeffed SiSSai 
the Country otCannan, 800 Years after the Government of Jojhua, and 240 Years, leven t,lcir i>o;!i -" i - 
Months,and feven Days, fince they revolted from Roboam, David's Nephew, to give the SSHiStt 
Kingdom to 'Jeroboam.) This was the end of the Ifraelites, who tranfgrehed the Laws, Region of the 
and difobeyed the Prophets, who foretold them of that Calamity which fhould happen clmbites - 
unto them, except they repented them of their Impieties. The Sedition that they rais'd 
againft Roboamjn taking his Servant for their King,was the Original of their Mifchiefs ; 
Jor Jeroboam committing Impiety againft God,and they imitating his Wickednefs,caus'd 
God to be difpIeasM with them, fb that he punifh'd them according as they defer'd. But

C H A P. I. 

Senacherib Kjng of Affyria, beftegeth Ezechias in Jerufalem. 

IN the Fourteenth year of the Reign of Ezechias King of the two Tribes, Sena- 
cherib, King of Affyria, drew forth a huge Army againft him, and furprized all . 
the Cities of Judea and Benjamin by ftrong hand . To him Ezechias fent Ambaf- ft 5 ' ' 
fadors, promifing him obedience, and f'uch a Tribute as it fhould pleafts him to onof Judea. '* 
impofc.When Senacherib had heard the Ambafladors,he refolved on Peace,and ac- 
cepted Ezechias ofler,promifing that he would depart, as foon as he fhould have received 
Three hundred Talents of filver, and thirty Talents of gold ; fwearing unto the Am- 
baffadoi's, That upon thefe conditions he w otUd depart away, without comitting any outrage. 
Ezechias giving cred it to tliefc words of his, emptied the Treafuries, and fent the prefixed T ^ o«h of 
fiim to Senacherib, hoping to be delivered from his enemy, and the hazard wherin his JS*Sbr«oh : 
Countrey flood. But the AJJyrians having received the money, let light by their promi- thereof, 
^fes, fb that Scnacherib'wtm in perfbn to make Wa r againft the Egyptians and Ethiopians y 
' and left Rapjaces his General in Judea with a great power, accompanied with two of his 
chief Minions and Courtiers, with commiinon to fpoil Jerufalem : The names of thefe 
two w ere Thxf.it a and Anacheris. As fbon as they were encamped near unto the Walls, 
they fent unto Ezechias, and commanded him to come and fpeak with them : But he 
through fear which he had conceived, went not unto them, but fent three of his moft fa- 
fniliar friends, EMacim the Superindent of his Realm, Sobna, andjoachas, that had the 
CGtTimifllonof'his Regiftcrs. 

Theft 1 three prcfentedtliemfelves before the Chieftains of the AJfyrian Arjfty, whom 
when Rapfaces beheld, he commanded them to return unto their Mafter, and fotell him, 
2^' 1 hat the great King Senacherib was deft mis to know, upon what hope he flight eth his Sunimons, 
and refiijeth to admit his Army into the City ? It is perhaps, becaufe he hopeth the Egyptians 
wi'l! have the upper hand of the Kjngs Army '1 J f that be his hove, doubt lefs he is deceived, 
fhcning himfdf to be like unto a man that Jtayeth himf elf upon a broken reed ; by which he is 
not only not fiipported.fut in his fall hath his hand pierced therewith. He likewife wifhed him 
to conceive, that this his expedition was not without the will of God, who, as in times paft, hath 
given them the victory over the Ifraelites, fo now alfo is pleafcd to humble Ezechias, and to 
wake both' him and his Subjeils (loop under the Affyrian government. Whil'ft Rapfdces /pake Mr. t 7 . 
thus in the Hebrew language, (wherein he was very skilful) Eliacim (fearing left the ££^ pcr * 
multitude fhould be ftrucken with fear upon the hearing of thefe words) befought him caufc E^cbias 
0 to fpake in the Syr lack Tongue. But he fiifificiently inftru&ed what it was that he feared, 10 ^tmt, 
anfwer'd him with a. louder voice in the Hebrew Tongue^and told t\\am,T hey ought to give 
tar unto the Aj'^-f commandment, and to yield themfehes to his mercy, becaufe it concerned

men of your courage, and fend out 2000 Horfe, to encounter the like number, which jhall be 
\^T\j drawn out of our Army : But alas ! it is not to be expected, fince you are not able to raife Jb 
great a Force. Why therefore delay you I Why yield you not to thofe that are too ftrong for 
you, and are able, eveninfpightofyourrefiflance, to ranfack you City f Whereas you know 
that a willing fubmijjlon is alwayes fecure : Contrariwife, whereas duty is enforced, there want- 
eth no peril of calamity. 

When both the Ambaffadors and the People had heard what the Affyrian had fpoken, 
\ K 2 &t 19 they reported the fame to Ezechias, who incontinently caft his Royal garments oft; and B 
drechia, in eloathed himfelf in fackcloth, difcovering his trouble and forrow in his countenance J 
J?co C lffc y to ath ancl calling himfelf proftrate upon the earth, after the manner of their Countrey, he be^ 
old, he is fought God to be affiftant unto him, fince all other hope was vain. He fent alio certain 
comforted by 0 f m;; friends, and fome Priefts, unto the Prophet Efay, requiring him to pray unto 
£y ' v ' God, That fince Sacrifice was offered unto him for publick fecurity, it might pleafe him to 
fruflrate the enemies hopes, and to have pity and companion on his people. When the Prophet 
had performed what was required, he received an anfwer from God, by which he allured 
tire King, and all that were about him, feretellingthem, thatthcenemies fliould beover- 
come without ftroke ftrucken, and fliould retire with ftiamc, and not with that adyan- 
ta ge which they promis'd to themfelves at prefent, becaufe God had already determined c 
how they Ihould be overthrown. He foretold alfo, that Senacherib himfelf (the King of 
Ajjyria J fliould fail of his enterprize in Egypt , and that upon his return to his own 
Court, he fliould be flain. At that very time the Ajjjrian wrote Letters to Ezechias, in 
which he called him fool and mad-man, to think that he could fecure himfelf from being 
his ilavc,yea,his inefpecial, who had conquered divers and far greater Nations : threat- 
ning him with utter mine at fiich time as he fhould furprize the City,if he opened not the 
gates of Jerufalem willingly, to entertain his Army. When Ezechias had read thefe Let- 
ters, he fet light by them, by reafon of the confidence he had in God : and having 
opened them, he fpread them in the Temple. And whil'ft he renewed his prayers unto 
Qod for the falvation of the City and his Subjefts, Efay the Prophet told him, That his D 
prayer was heard : that hereafter likewife they fhould manure their lands in peace and fecurity, 
and fhould enjoy their pojfe/fions without fear .Not long after, the King of Ajjyria having 
but cold fuccels in his expedition againfl: Egypt, turned back again without doing any 
thing, for this caufe that enfiieth. He had loft much time in the fiege of Peluftum : and 
at iuch time as he had already raifed certain Bulwarks as high as the Wall, fo that he ' 
wanted nothing but to give the alfault ; News was brought him that Targifes, King of 
Ef/z/'^/^brought an Army to refcue the Egyptians, with an intent to take his way thorow 
Hmdmfof' 1 ' tne Veiiin, an d fuddenly to charge the AJJyria^ Army. Senacherib troubled with thefe 
sZcSb°. tydings,fpeedily departed thence with his Armj^ But Herodotus &\t\\,That hemadeWar 

with Vulcanus Priefls (for fo he ftileth this Kingbf Egypt, becaufe he was a Prieft of that E 
Haiti & R«f- faHe God) and moreover addeth, That bejieging Pelufium, for this 'caufe he gave over the 
fiims, cjp. 1 1 jf^ e . r^ g ^ Egypt called to his God for ajjtftance, by whofe power the Arabians fufl 
fered much mifery. But in this alfo he erreth, in that hejetteth down the Arabian for the 
AfTyrian. 

There came one night fo great a number of Rats into the Army, that they gnawed to pieces 
all their Bowe.-ftrwgs, at/ d made the rejl of their Arms unferviceablt : Whence it came to pafs, 
VeY. j i , j6, 57 that the KJng being dij armed, withdrew his fiege from Pelufium. But Berofus, a W iter 
menr P of i(h ,' amongjlthe Clv,ikkcs,wakcth mention flfSemcherib,andhowhereignedamongtbe Affyrians, 
dw!b°fo r m ' troubled both Afia and Egypt with War, and declareth the manner in thefe words : But 
rfii'picafing Senacherib returning from the Kgy ptian War, came before Jerufalem,^^ received the Army F 
(jodw that was then,- at the hands of the Governor Rabfake, and God caufed apeflilent jicknefs to 

fall upon his Army, which was fo violent, that the fr ft night of the ftege, there Jyed an 
hundred foiirfcore and five thoufand men, with the Governors and Chieftains. With which 
pjtricides. ^fs he was Jo affrighted, and troubled, that fearing to lofe his Army, he fled with thofe thai 
remained,and retired himfelf into his Kjngdom to the City called Nineve, where after he ha^ 
lived for a time, he was trayteroufly flain by Adramelech and Selenar his two elder forts ; 
and being dead, was carried into his own Temple called Arufchc, and his children were driven 
out of the Kjngdom for committing the Murther, and retired themfelves into Armenia, and 
AfTeradochus his youngeft fon fuccceded Senacherib. Such was the end of the AfTyrian 
Army that came before Jerufalem. <*

of a fon. Hereupon God taking compamon of him, (,and tjie rather, becaufe he was not r«4>yfl>iif*c>v. 
gi ieved for that the pleafurcs- of his Kingdom were taken from him ; but, for that he 
louglit for a lawful heir to fucceedhim; he fent the Prophet Efay unto him,to aflurehim^ 
that after three days he fhould be recovered of his ficknefs ; and that after he had Jiye^j 

K fome fifteen years more,- he fjpould depart out of thislife,and leave a lawful heir behind, 
him. When the Prophet (according as he was commanded) had brought thefe wor- 
dings to the King, he doubted both the unexpe&ed mcfTenger, and the mightinefs of hifr 
difeafe : For which caufe,he required fome prodigious fign at Efaias's hands,to the intent 
rhat he might certainly believe, that he wasient as a mehenger from God unto him : for 
the truth of thofe things which either exceed our hope, or reafon, are wont to be con- 
firmed by thefe means. Wliereupon Efay asked him what fign he required^nd it fliouids 
be given him. He anfwered, that he cfefived to fee the fhadow of the Sun go back ten> 
degrees upon his Quadrant. On this occaflon the Prophet befbught God. that it would! , 
pleafe him to confirm the King by thisinh'acle : Who feeinp that which he defired, wasi v«> **>.n* 

L luddenly delivered from his ficknefs,and went up into the 1 emple to worfliip and praife SonSTi- 
God. At dmt time it hapned, that theMonarchy of the AJfyrians was deftroyed by the; ftroye^i. 
Medes, (whereof I will fpeak in another place.) Not long after, Ba/ad King o£ Baby- J e h am K bafliie f 
Ion lint an Ambaflador to Ezechias with Prefents,calling him his ally and friend ; Who re- °BalyL to ng ° 
ceiving his melTengers,hefeafted them,and fliewed them his treafures, his arfenal,and all *vM*t. 
other magnificence that he had of gold and precious ftones : ancl after he had given them 
Prefents lor Balad, he difmiflfed them. Whereupon the Prophet Efay came unto him, 
asking him from whence thofe Ambafladorscame ? To whom Ezechias anfwered, Tliat 
they were of Babylon, and came unto him from their King ; telling the Prophet how he 
had fliewed them all that which he had, to the end that having feen and obferved his 

Mrichesand power, they might afterwards certiiietlie Kingtliereof. Whereuntothe Pro- y tr , „j,, 7) i 8> 
phet replied, faying, Kjiow thou, that within a lit tie time thy riches jhall be transported into The captivity' 
Babylon, and thy children flail be made Eunuchs, and _ (being no more men) pall be flaves t>xlto^tf<& 
unto the Kj»g °f Babylon. All which God gave him to underftand before it hapned. by. Efaf, 
Ezechias was troubled to hear thefe tydings, faying, That he deftred that his people might 
not fall into thofe miferies ; But fince it was impofjible to change the Decree of God, he re- 
quired that he might have peace during his life-time. Of this Brf/^Kingof Babylon, Berofus 
maketh mention. This Prophet truly divine and admirable for the verity or his Prophe-^ 5 ^ 
fies, is accounted to have fpoken nothing that was untrue, but to have left in writing all' ' 4 ' 
that which he Pi ophefied : The truth whereof hath afterwards,in efFeft,appeared tp pq- 

N fterity. Neither d id he alone perform thus much ; but befides him, twelve others have 
done the like : and all that which is hapned unto us, either good or evil, hath fallen out, v «> 
truly according to their Prophecies. But hereafter we will [peak of every one of thern. : JSS/ 2 ' 33 * 
Now when Ezechias had lived his prefixed time, (according as we have before relate^ death, 
and governed hiskingdom in peace,hc died when he was 54 years old,and in the ap ye^' 
of his Reign. 

CHAP. III. ; 
The KJngs o/Chaldaca and Babylon war againfl ManafTcs, and take him Vrifoner. 

O O IS fon Manaffes (the fon of Achiba, a Woman born m Jerufalem) fiicceeded fjmi', 
in the Kin^clom. This Man forfook his fathers wayes, and abandoned himfelf to'

\ chr. 34 i i, God, he invited many to the imitation of his vertues. After he had lived 67 vears, he 
ad i 4. dyed in the 55^ year of his Reign, and was buried in his garden. His Kingdom came 
into the hands of his fon Amon, the Ion oiEf^lfema, of the City ofjabath ; who imita- 
ting the Impieties to which his father addifted himfelf in his youth, was flain in his own 
houfe,by a confpiracy plotted by his own houfhold-fervants, after lie had lived 24 year?, 
and reigned two. After his death,the people flew his murtherers,and he was buried with 
his Father, and the Kingdom was given to his (on Jofias, who was eight years old. 

CHAP. IV. E 
The Hiftory of Jofias. 
Hr^ H E Mother of Jofias King of Jad<ea, was of the City of Bofceth, and was called 
l£ King X Jeda r This Prince was by nature fo excellently difpofed to all virtue, that during 
iebm. 34. 8. the whole courfe of his life , he propofed to himfelf no other example but that of his 
mii'theuue PredecelTor King David. When he grew to be twelve years old, he gave a manifcft 
[crvkcofGod. proof of his piety and juftice : For he drew the people to a conformable courfe of life, 
and to the deteftation and abolilhing of Idols, that were no gods, and to the fervice of 
the onely and true God of their forefathers. And confidering the actions of his Prede- 
celfors, he began to rettifie them in that wherein they were deficient, with no left cir- p 
cumfpeciion, than if he had been an old man ; and that w hich he found to be advifedly 
done by them, he did promote and imitate. And befides this wifdom, which was in- 
nate to him, he made ufe alfo of the advice and counfel of the Elders : For following 
the laws, (both in refpecl: of publick policy, as alfo in religion) he walked uprightly, in 
1. 4! 24."'' ' ^ iat °y oblerving them,he could not err. He made a particular inquiry both in Jerufa- 
■jop'as ro'otcch km, and the Countrey round about, for thofe places where they had fet up the worfhip 
out idoUtry. 0 f f a ife g 0( j s> overthrew their Altars ; and all thofe gifts that had been offered to 
them by his Predeceflbrs, were defaced : and in this manner cauled he the People to re- 
turn to the fervice of God, and to forfake the honour thev did unto Idols. He offered 
likewife the ordinary facrifices and burnt-offerings upon the altar,and efrablifhed Judges G 
and Magiftrates to determine publick debates,and to do each man right ; charging them 
to have no left refpecl: of ec-uity, than they had of their own lives. He lent alfo thorow 
all the Countrey ^commanding that all thofe that would be Contributers,either in gold or 
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H filver, towards the reparation of the Temple, fliould bring in their benevolence, accor- 'AA/n 
/ ding totlieir abilities. And When all the mbney was gathered together,|ie appointed Su- wUfll 1 
perintc^detlts, both oyer th6 Temple.'as alfo over the charges that were defrayed in the 
reparation thereof : Namely, Amafias, who was Governour of the City, and Lphan the m 'j <h , i43- 
Secretary^ndWwho was 'over the Regifters,with the High-Prieft Elcia : wiio with titoCX. 
all expedition and diligence provided workmen,and all that which was requifitc for the " d l * : 
building, and began thtf work. This fuddenand fpeedy reparation of the Temple, eM^Z^f** 
a manilefi-teftimony of the Kings piety: who, when he had attained to the iSVAyearof^W^ 
Jus age, lent Elcia the High-Prieft, and caufed him to melt down the remainder of the t,,e T<m r^ 
money that was given towards the building of the '] emple, and to make vcfrekcups a nd 
I ewers for the fervice of the Altar. He commanded alfo, that all the Gold and Silver 
that was in the Treafury,fhould be brought forth,and employed after the like manner in 2 
cups and other yellels. Now whil'ft the High-Priefi fearch'd the Trcafury, he found 2 ' "•."J

called E/aathc High-Pneft unto him, and the Scribe Sapban, with certain other of his phetcfifcne 
inward friends and font them unto the Prophetefs 0/^,thc wifeof Sallum aman in high u,uoby Ji " u - 
dignity, and famous for his Nobility, commanding them, That when they came unto her ld$n % ' 5 ' 

^ they jhould endeavour to appeafc Gods math, and labour to recover his favour, becaufe it was 2 ch ""- <4- 
to be feared, that byreajor, 1 their Ancefors had tranfgreftd the Laws of Mofes, theyfljould ?L 
be in danger to be dijpojjejjed of their Countrey, and abandoned by all men, (bould at len»th of 
peri\h mijerably, 0 n.i/crics. 

When the Prophetefs had heard the Kings commandment, flic willed thofe that were 
fent unto her, to retui-n unto the King, and to certifie him from her, That Godhad*hen 
Jenteme agatnft them, which might not be revoked by any prayers whatfoever ; namely, that fince 
thtyhadtrankrefjedthe Law of Mofes, the people Jhould perijh, andjbouldbe caftout of their 
Countrey,and deprived of all their goods, becaufe they had not repented of the violation of his 
moft holy Ldws ; notwithftanding the Prophets had exhorted them to repentance, and had fore- 

^ told the punijbment of their impieties, which fhouldhappen unto themjto the end that they might 
believe that God is God,and that he fails not in any thing that he hath foretold by his Prophets 
Furthermore file faid, That he forbore as yet to fendthefe afflit'tions upon thtthfor Jofias life' 
who was a vertuous man, but that after his deceaje, God would pour out his wrath upon the peo- 
ple. This Prophecy of the Woman they fignifi'd untotheKing, who font into all parts, 
and aflembled the people in Jerufalem, commanding the Priefts and Levites, and general- 
ly all men, without diftmttion of age or perfbn, to be prcfent in that Convention. Now-, rhr „ 
when they were allembled, he firft of all caufed the lacred books to be read, and after- 29. .rffinX 
wards Handing aloft upon his Throne, he caufed all the people to fwear and promife,that A , vd J iira ^ 

^they fhould ferve God, and keep Mofes Laws. Whereupon all of them did willingly Since 
approve of whatfoever he laid (promifing to do that w hereunto they were exhorted ) 
And therewithal offering up Sacrifices unto God, they belbught him to fliew himfelf fa- 
vourable and merciful towards them. The King likewife commanded the High-Prieft 
that if there were any vcfTels in the Temple which were made by his Predeceflbrs in 
honour of Idols, a nd ftra nge gods, he fliould caft them out ; and after that a great num- 
ber were found therein, all of them were gather'd together and burnt, and the allies af- 
terwards werelcatter'd abroad. And as touching the Priefts (that appertained to Idols The truth of 
that were not ol the Race of Aaron) he put them to death. When thefe things were rl,c divinc 
thus executed in Jerujalem, he came afterwards to the plain Countrey jand all that which °"k!"' „ , 

N ?^|*» had ereaed there in honour of Idols, he utterly defaced it, and the bones of*d 4- ' 
the talle Prophets were burnt upon the Altar that Jeroboam had built. T his had the 
prophet foretold that came to Jeroboam at fuch time as he offered Sacrifice, and told him 
mtheprelenceot all the people, all that which fliould happen : Namely, That om of 
^vidspo/entyca/ledJoCmsftjoulddotheJethings : which Prophecy tookeffeft ]6i years 
alter, /liter this, King Jofias applied himfelf to the Ifraelites, (who had avoided the 
captivity and feryitudeof the A (Jyrians) and perfuaded them to forfake their Impie- 
ties, and the lervices they had performed to ftrange gods, and to honour the fbverekn 
ana true God of their fathers, and to cleave unto him. He made a fearch alfo thorow 
everyhoule, borough and city, fearing left as yet there fhould bean Idol hidden. He 
Any S . C 0Ut the Cnariots that we,-e ma « e b Y ^ Anceftors, in honour of the Sun, 
and all that which was adored, whatfoever it were,and utterly abolifhed the fame. After 
he had in this fort purged the Countrey, he aflembled all the people in Jerufalem, where 
.he celebrated the Feaft of unleavened bread, which we call Eafter. Towards the per-

After the death of >^ (hitherto mentioned) his fon >s , fucceeded him E 
jmhim, made j tne Kingdom,at fuch time as he was 2 ? years old,he reigned in Jerujalem,and his mo- 
K,ng of Jmh,. fher;} nanie & was ^ we/rf /, : He was a man full of impiety, and of a malignant and perverfe 
nature The King of Eoypt returning from the War, lent unto Joaz, commanding him 
to meet him in Samath a City of Syria, where he was no fooner arrived, but he kept him 
Frifbner, committing the Kingdom to ElUcbim his brother, (on the Fathers fide) who 
was his elder brother" !i kewife. He changed his name likewife,and call'd him Joachm: 
he impos'd a Tribute alio on Judaa, of 1 00 Talents of Silver,and a Talent of Gold,which 
Joachim paid ; and as touching Joaz, he led him into Egypt , where hefiniflied his davs, 
after he had been King three months, and ten days. Now Joachm mother was called 
Zjbitda, of theCity of Ahum. He was a wicked perfon, and of a malignant nature, F 
having neither piety towards God, nor refpeft towards Men. 

C H A P. VI. 

Nabuchodonofbrs Army cometh into Syria. 

IN the fourth year of the Reign of Joachim, acertain man called Nabuchodonofor, po£ 
fefled the Kingdom of Babylon,who at that time went out with a great Army againft 
3 'cim.\s. Carchabefa, (a City fcituate near unto Euphrates) refolving with himfelf to fight againft 
$ V if j 2 l 'r Nechao King of Egypt, under whofc.power all Syria was fubjeft. Nechao underftanduig G 
King'of £T of the Babylonians intent, and how great his Armv was, made very little account there- 
bM wwcrii Q f ^ a j 1UKe Army advanced towards Euphrates, with an intent to repulle Nabu- 

againftthc > ckdoffofor, 
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H chodonofor. But he was overcome in battel,and loft divers irhoufands of liis men. Where- rXAJH, 
'upon, the Babylonian (pafting Euphrates) feized all.A>rw, as far as Pelufium, (Judaa wlu^'Lf- 
only excepted.) The fourth year that Nabuchodonojor reigned over thefe Conquered b 'fr«- Urijft 
Countries, and in the eight year of the Reign of Joachim over the Hebrews, the Babj. 
Ionian led forth his Army againft the Jews with a' mighty power, threatning them to ufe 
all hoftility,except Joachim would pay him Tribute. Joachim fearing liis threats, bought 
his peace with lilver, and payed for three years (pace the Tributes that were impofed on 2 fi\ ngs 24 . 

i him. But in the third year (underftanding that the Egyptian was up in Arms againft ' » ** 
the Babylonian) he denyed the payment of the Tribute, notwihtftanding he was fruftra- 
ted of his hope, for the Egyptians were not lb hardy as to make War. All which the Akm&i 
j Prophet Jeremy daily foretold him fignifying unto him,77^ he built his hope in vain upon tribute ' 
the Egyptians ; and that it would fall out, that the Citjj/jould be overthrown by the Kjng of 
Babylon, and Joachim himfelf Jbould be delivered Prifoner into bis hands. But becaule 
there was no means for them to efcape this juftice, all that which he laid, was nothing Hedh & 
available. For notwithstanding the People and Governours heard thereof yet made they fi»u. cap. 8. 
no reckoning of the fame, but were difpleafed with thofe counfels which he propofed 7f , 
Unto them, accufing Jeremy, as if lie took pleafiire to utter and publifh ominous and ad- ZWgT 
verfe Prelages againft the Kin^ ; they likewile called him in queftion before the Kings Baty*. 
Council,and reguir'd that he might be condemned. Whereupon fomc of them gave fen- 
tenee againft him : But others took a more difcreet courfe, and perfiiaded them to caufe 

K thc Brophet to depart out of the Kings houfe, forbidding his Adverfaries to do him any 
milchjei : Since that he had not only foretold the future calamities of the City, but that 
many before him had done the like,as Micheas^nd divers others ; and yet that no one of 
them had iufter'd any evil by the Kings of their time, but that contrariwife Micheas had 
been honour'd as a Prophet fent from God. By thefe words they appeafed the People, 
and dehver'd Jeremy from the death intended againft him. This Man wrote all his Pro- 
phehes,and re^d them to the People in their Fafts,when they were aftembled in the Tern- Jmmy fore- 
pie in the ninth month of the fifth year of the Reign of Joachim, which book he had " ,,eth thc de - 
conipoled touching that which ihould happen unto the City, the Temple,and the People. w£ of 
WheiUhe Governors heard the fame, they took the book from him, and commanded i. 

L t,la t both he and his Secretary Baruch fhould withdraw themfelves out of the fight of 
men : And they took thejbook, and prefented it unto the King ; who, in the pretence of 
Ins treinds, commanded his Secretaiy to read the fame : and after he had heard the con- 
tents thereof,he waxeth wroth,and renting it in pieces, caft it into the fire, intending that 
it Jhould never be feen. He fent out likewife a ftria Commiffion to feek out Jeremy,^ 
his Secretary Baruch, and to lead them out to be punifhed. But they were already fled, 
that they might prevent his indignation. 

CHAP. VII 

M Nabuchodonofoi7///w/; Joachim to death, and epblijheth Joachin in the KJngdom. 

"VJ 0 T long after this, he went out to meet the King of Babylon, who was marched 
t 1 ■ 2" 1 t0 , make w "againft him : and being incredulous and carelefs of the Prophets 
Prediaions he opened the gates unto him, fuppofing that he intended him no evil.

1 Nltead of Joachin,hc appointed Sedecbias his Uncle King of Jerufalem,-whom he bound 1 
I b v an oath that he fhould govern the Countrey without any innovation, and that he 
wS^kS ftoukl hold no intelligence with ^Egyptians. JlmSedechias r was 2 1 yearsold at fuch 
^timeasliecameuntothe Kingdom, and was Joachims brother by the Mothers fide : He 
(^AMlf contemner of all laws, and perVerter of Ordinahces 1 . For the young men that 
S r 5S£s, *tt* abdiithim, were without the fear of G6d, and allthe people under liis aominions, ^ 
Kivctii no ear emitted whatsoever outrages were belt liking unto them. For this caufe the Prophet

reports Whil'ft Sedcchias gave ear to thefe difeourfes of the Prophet, he was perfuaded, 
and acknowledge all that to be true which'he had fpoken, and very profitable both for . 
him, and his people ; but anon after,his friends corrupted him, and diverted- him accor- a 
t v i>M pro- dui ,> t0 t -] 1( ir o^vn opinions.

Divers Men, gave credit to thefe Words o( Jeremy ; but the Governours, and fuch as c.'n.per. tot. 
comemned God, intreated him very cruelly, as if he had been a Man befide himfelf. 
Atwiwhvreas he liad an intent tovifit his Native Country Anathoth, fome 20 Furlongs 
from Jerufalem, one of thcMagiftrates encountring him in his Journey, and laying hold 
on him, retained him, loading him with this Slander , That he ftole away to fubmlt him- 
felf to the Babylonians. But Jeremy anfwer'd, That he wasfalffy A'.'cufed, and that he re- 
paired emlyto the place where he was born. This Prince giving him no creditor refted him 

K and brought him before the Judgment-feat,where he iuftained all forts of Outrages and 
Torments,and was fliuf up in Pnfbn to be punifh'd,and remain there for a time,fuftering 
the extremity of Wrong and Injury. The ninth Year of the Reign of Zjdechias, and j^u,,, b c , 
on the tenth Day of the ninth Month, the King of Babylon came and encamped the fe- fieged. 
cond time before Jerufalem, and intrenched himfelf round about the fame, for the fpace 2? ' h 
of eighteen Months, and laid fiege thereto, uling his utmoft endeavour to make himfelf "jer.^.iaiig.

He foretold them alfo, That if any one remained in the City, he fhould moil affuredly ei~ 
ther petifb by Famine, or the Enemies Fury ;' but iffo be they fubmitted themfelvet to the Ene- 
mies Mercy, they fhould ef cape from Death. But thofe Governors that heard him fpeak after 
this fort, gave him no credit, in that they were not as yet prefled with the Danger ; for 
which eaufe they came unto tlie King, awl after a defpiteful manner, told him all that 
which had been lpoken,accufing Jeremy^nd reproving him for a mad Man j urging this, 
That he had abated their Courage, and by his woful Predict ions, had weaknedthe hearts of the 
People, which were otherways ready to fight for him and their Country, by. reafon that he flying 

Munto the Enemy, menaced them with the ftirprizal and utter ruine of their City. 

The King,in regard of the natural Humanity and Juftice that was in him,was not any |^e J Heward ' 
ways hereby provok'd againft Jeremy ; yet to the intent that lie might not feem utterly 0 f godly*"" 
t o opnofe the Governors, he deliver'd the Prophet into their hands* to deal with him ^tchai in 
liowloevef ihey pleafed : Who, having obtained this liberty from the King, entred the tlm Ll e ' 
Prifon on the Hidden, and laying hold on Jeremy, they let him down into a Pit full of 
Mud,to the intent he might die in that place,and be ftrangled by the Filth ; ineftect, he 
was fe.t therein up to the neclt : But one of the King's Servants (an Ethiopian by Nation) 
ccrtifi'.d the King of the Prophet's Affli&ion,affuring him,T/MJ his Friends and Governors 
did not jujily,, fo to thrutt and bury the Prophet in the Mud, and curfedly to confpire again H 

N him-firfngfum with Bonds and Tortures worfe than Death. Whereupon the King hearing 
this, was. fbrry that he had deliver'd the Prophet to the Governors, and commanded the 
Ethiopian to take 50 Men of his Court with him, (with Cords,and fuch other things ne- 
cclfary, as might concern the fafety of the Prophet) charging him with all Expedition to 
deliver him from that Captivity. Hereupon theEthiopian furnilh'd withMen and nece£ 
fary Means, drew the Prophet out of the Mud, and difmifs'd him without any Guard. 
That done, the King fent for him in private, demanding of him, If he had any Meffage to f£eththl' 
deliver him from God ; praying him to let him under/land whatfoever he knew as touching the Prophet's 
fuccejl of the Siege. The Prophet's anfwer was, That althd' he fhould tell him,yet it would f°°f^°lf *jj' c 
not be believed; and that if he fhould exhort him, he would not give ear, or liften unto him. Governors. 
But , (faid ho) 0 KJng,thy Friends have condemned me to Death, as if 1 had been a moii wick- 
ed Malefatlor : But where are they now at this pre fent that have deceived thee, and born thee 
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Tbe\ r r of the ,\ mv j t $ t h ee the Truth, for fear left thou condemn me to Death. 
T&'Wrtvs Hereupon the King fwore unto him, That he fiould not die neither that he would del^ 
S&jf ^ verhim into the hand? of the Governors. For which caufe Jeremy grounding himfelf 
4/VNJ upon the Faith which he had plighted unto him, counfelled the f^^Hl 1 
to theBMonkm,becaufe that GSd had willed him to fgnif^ 
javebisLifc,andavoidtheimminentDanger,andfavehi*Cityfo^ 
ferve, the Temple jromBurning, hejhouldfubmir, or otherwise that none but he Jhould be re- 
pitted to be the cade of all thofe Evils thatjhould happen unto the City and Ctttzens, and of that 
Calamity that Jhould confound both him and allL Family. When the King heard this, 
he told him, That he would do according as he had counfelled him, and perform whatever B 
he thouoht necejTary to be done : but that he feared that his Subjects, who were already gone o- 
ver to the King of Babylon, would do him ill Offices with thut Kjng, and that by their 
means he mivht be accufed. and delivered unto Death. But the Prophet encouraged him. 
telling him, That hie fear was in vain ; afjuring him, that he fhould Juffer no Evil, tf Jo 
be he yielded up the City, and that neither his Wife, nor Children, nor the JacredTemfle 
Qhuld I'uffer any Mif chief. . . . i r> 

Upon thefe 

fel that was held between them to no one of the Citizens, no not to the 1 rinces, it they 
fhould ask of him wherefore the King had fent for him ; advifing him to anfwer if fo 
be they were inquifitive, That he reforted to the Kjng, torequefi htm that he might be no L 
more imfrifoncd : all which the Prophet performed ; but they prcfled him very much, 
to know for what caufe the King had lent for him. 

CHAP. X. 

Jerusalem is taken, and the People carryed into Babylon by Nebuchodonofor. 

MEan while the Babylonian continued his violent Siege againft the City of Jerufalem f 
and having railed Towers upon certain Bulwarks, he drave away by this means 
all thofe that a ppeared near unto the Walls ; he railed alfo (round about the City) dj- u 
2 k:*:s 2$. i , vers platforms, that equalled the Walls in height. Mean while the City was as vali- 
jauUkm be- antl v and couragioufly defended by the Inhabitants ; for neither Peftilence nor Famine 
tic R cd ci R i> pl uc "J ( ed down their Spirits : And although that within the City they were tormented 
tec.. Mo.nhs Scour{ , es . y ct were not their Refblutions broken, nor did the Enemies Inven- 

SkJ. ' tiom aftonifli them, nor their Engines affright them ; fo that all the Battel betwixt the ' 
Babylonians and Jews, feem'd to be a Tryalboth of Valour and Art, whilft thefe do af« 
furedly hope to fiirprizc the City, ' and the other thought their Safety confifteth herein, 
if tliev ceafed not by r ew Inventions to fruftrate their Enemies Endeavours. Ahd in 
this State continu'd they both for the (pace of eighteen Months, until they were con- £ 
filmed by Famine, and by the Darts that were fhot againft them by thole that fhot 
f rom the Towers. At length the City was taken by the Princes of Babylon, (in the e- 
leventh Year of the Reign of Zjdechiat, the ninth Day of the fourth Month (who were 
" C ' 11) ' put in miii by Nabuchodonojbr to manage the Siege ; for he himfelf made his abode in 
the City of Rcblata. Now if any Man be defiroUs to know the Names of them that 
had command at filch time, as Jerufalem was fiirpiz'd, thefe they be, Nergelear, Are- 
mamm, Emegar, Nabbfar, and Echarampfor. The City being taken about Midnight, 
the Princes of the Enemies Army entred into the Temple ; which when Zjdechias un- 
derftood, he took his Wives and his Children, with the Princes and his Friends, and 
fled thorow a great Valley by the Defalt : which when the Babylonians underftood by p 
certain Jews that were revolted, and had fubmitted themfelves unto them, they arofe 
early in' the Morning to purfue them, and overtook and furprized them near unto Je- 
richo: Whereupon -thofe Princes and Friends of Zjdechias that had taken their flight 
with him, feeing the Enemies near unto them, forfook him, and Mattering themfelves 
here and there, endeavour'd each of them to fave himfelf. When therefore the Ene- 
mieshad apprehended him, and attended by a few Followers only, and accompanied . 
by his Children and Wives, they brought him unto the King's Prefence, whonofoon- 
er beheld him, but he called him wicked and perfidious, and upbraided him for breach 
of his Promife, and contempt of Majefty. Furthermore, he reproached him for his 
Ingratitude, in that having received the Royalty from his hands (which he had taken G 
from Joachin, to beftow on him) he had, notwithftanding, employed all his Forces a- 
ua inrf his .Benefactor.

And when he had (poke* thefe words, he caufed ZedechiasV Friends andChildren td be flainbe- ylff r 
fore his eyes, with all his other Fr if oners : afterwards commanding his eyes to be plucked out, befo l cfiijfs 
he led him to Babylon. All which happened unto him, according as the Prophets, Jeremy dnd 6o%i 
Ezekiel had foretold him ; namely, that he fhould be fur printed and brought, before the" King of ^/Y^ 
Babylon, and foould Jpeak with him face to face, and fljould fee him with his eyes (for foMd zcXeiLt hath 
Jeremy prophefied) but being made blind and conduced to Babylon, he fhould Hot fee the ci- his eyes pul- 
tyof Babylon (according as Ezekiel had foretold.) All which may J affluently expreff w-SfflSlariJ 
thofe that know not the Nature of God, how divers and admirable his Judgments be, in before his

/{fl^flfl/Zedechias, and Jpoyled the Temple, and carried away the VeJJels that were confecra- 

K ted to God's Jervice,both thofe of (.old, as a/J'o thofe of Silver ; he took Itkv.wife the great Laver 
that was given by Solomon ; the ( oltmms and Pillars of Brafi, with their chapters likewife, 
and the Tables and Candleflicks of Gold : and after he had born away all things, he burned the 
Temple the fir It Day of the fifth Month, of the eleventh Tear c/'Zedechias'-f Reign, which was < 
the eighteenth of 'Nabuchodonofbr'j. He burned alfo the fang's Royal Palace, and razed 
the City. This Temple was burned 470 Tears fix Months and ten Days after the Foundation^ 
thereof', and in the Tear 1062, fix Months and ten Days after the Departure of the Peopleout 
Egypt j and 1950 Tears fix Months and ten Days after the Deluge ; from the Creation of 
Adam, until the Ruin.of the Temple, there were three thoufand fve hundred and thirteen 
Tears, fix Months and ten Days. Thus have we fet down the number of the Years, and V. 18, 

Ij expreffed in what time every thing hath been performed. The General for the King I 1 ^ ffijj" 
of Babylon having deflroyed the City, and tranfported the People, took Prifbner the 
High Prieft Sereas, and his Collegue the Prieft saphan, with the Governours and Keep- 
ers of the Tcmpie, which were three ; the Eunuch alfo which had the charge over the 
reft, and feven of Zjdecbiash Friends, and his Secretary, befides fixty other Governors : 
-all which (together with the VclTels which he had pillaged,) he lent to Reblatha, a Or 
tyof Syria, unto the King of Babylon; who commanded in that place, that the High 
Prieft and Governours (hould be beheaded : as for the reft of the Pri loners, and Zjde- 
chias the King, he carried them with him to Babylon ; lie lent alfo in Bonds, with the 

-iiYci^Jofadocb, the Son of Sereas the High Prieft, whom he had put to Death in Rebla- 
tha (as we have before related.^) And flnce we have reckoned up the Race of the Kings 
that fwayed the Scepter ofjudea, and given an account how long they Reigned, it will 
not be unnecefTary to recite the names of the High Pricfts, and to report who they have 
been that have adminiftred the Priefthood under the Kings : Sadoc was the firft High The #igh 
Prieft of the Temple, built by Solomon. After him his Son Achimas fucceeded in that Pncftsin je* 
Honour; and after Achimas, Azaras, after whom fucceeded Joram, and after Joram, rH ' aem ' 
Jof'chua, alter Jojchua, Axioram, who had for his Sucecflbr Phideas ; to Phideat fucceeded 
Sudeas, to Sudeas,Julm, to Jul w, Jot ham,KoJotham,Vrias, to Vrias,Nerias, to N trios, Ode as, 
to Odeas, Saldum, to Saldum, Elcias, to Elcias, S areas, to Sareas, JoJ'adoch, who was carried 

jg away Prifbner into tiafolon : all which have fucceeded imthe Priefthood by lineal De- 

fcent.

BabyLl^A In mean while, Jeremy dwelt in the City of Mafthath ; hedefired Nabuzaradan, th&t he. 
richly offered wou j d fend him n j s Difciple Baruch (theSon of Neria, a Man of a Noble Family, and 
andpreient- excellentl j earn e d in that Country Language.) Now when thofe, that during the 
BMch dif- siege of Jerut'alem, were retired out of the City, underftood the Retreat of the Baby. 
Efi °vf Romans, they afTembled together from all parts, and came to Mafihath to Godolias, under B 
tdfinm. the the conduft of John the Son of Careas, and Jezanais and Sareas, and others : And be- 
. tc {°" 10 fides thefe, a certain Man called Ifmael, of the Bloud Royal, a wicked and fraudulent 
gS£ t0 Man, who during the Siege of the City, had retired himfelf to Bathal, King of the 
Ammonitespwd had fojourn'd with him during all the Troubles. When they were come 
together, Godolias advis'd them to remain in that Country, without any fear of the Ba- 
bylonians, promifing that in manuring their Land, they fhould incurr no Inconvenience : 
all which he confirm'd unto them by an Oath ; adding further, That if any Disturbance 
were offered to any Man he would readily affift him. He gave each one this Advice 
likewife, To inhabit any City that they liked beft ; promifing them to fend them thi- 
ther, with fuch things as appertained to them, to build themHoufes, and furnifh their C 
Habi'tations,promifing that when time ferved, he would make Provifion of Corn, Wine 
and Oil for their Maintenance during the Winter : and when he had thus advis'd them, 
he gave them leave to depart, and inhabit the Country. Now when the Rumor was 
fjiread amongft the People of Judea, that Godolias had thus courteously entertained 
thofe that were Fugitives ; and how he had permitted them to Inhabit and Till the 
Country (provided that they paid their Tribute to the Babylonians) divers of them 
repaired to him, and inhabited the Country. And John and the other Governors be- 
ing with him, and aflured of his Clemency, began intirelyto love him : Wherefore 
they told him, That Bathal King of the Ammonites, had fent Ifmael to murther him by 
fpme Treachery , that by that means he might have the Dominion over the Jfraelites that D 
remained,' in that he w£s of the Bloud Royal ; perfuading him, that the only meansto 
efcape this Treafbn, was, to permit them to kill Ifmael infecret: afluring him on the 
contrary, that they feared, that if Ifmael fhould happen to kill him, their whole Nation 
that remained, was like to fall to utter Ruin. But Godolias replied, That it was not pro- 
bable that Ifmael, who had received nothing but Kjndnefi from bis hands, fhould make any 
attempt upon his Life ; and that having never been guilty of any unworthy Attion in the time 
ofhisNeceffuy, he fhould now make himfelf ^guilty 0) -Jo great aVillahy againil his Benefactor, 
whom he ought, even with the hazard of his own Life, to fecure from the Attempts of others : 
Tea, faid he, although thofe things, were true, which you inform me of, yet had I rather dye, „ 
than murther a Man that had committed his Life to my Trutt. For which caufe, John 
and the reft (feeing their Perfuafions were in vain) departed from him. Some thirty 
days after, Ifmael (accompanied with ten Men) came to Majfthath to Godolias, who re- 
ceived them with Prefents and magnificent Entertainment ; fo that to exprefs to Ifmael 
and his Companions, how heartily they were welcome, Godolias drunk fo hard, that 
he was fomewhat overcome with Wine. Now when Ifmael perceived him overload- 
en with Drink and Sleep, he fteptunto him with his ten AlTociates, and cut both his 
throat, and theirs who kept him company at the Banquet ; after which Murther, he ifc 
fued out by night, and flew all the Jews that were left in the City, and thofe Babyloni- 
an Soldiers alfo that were left in Garrifon in that place. The next day there came four- p 
fcore Men of the Country twGodolias with Prefents, being utterly ignorant of that 
which had happened : Ifmael knowing them, called them unto him, as if he intended 
to bring them to Godolias ; and as fbon as they were entrcd, he locked the Court-Gates, . 
and flew them, and afterwards caft their Bodies into a deep Ditch, to the intent 
they might not be difcovered. Of this number there were fbme that efcaped, who be- 
fought him that they might not be put to Death, before they had delivered certain 
Moveables, Garments and Corn that they had hidden in the Field : whieb when Ifibael 
underftood, he fpared them ; but he kept them Prifbners that were in MaMdthy with' 
their Wives and Children, in the number of whom were the- Daughters or fydevhia*, 
whom Nabuzaradan had left With Godolias* This done, he retired back again to the^' 
King of the Ammonites. John, and the Governors of lu*G6mpany> hearing! wliat,waV 
done by Ifmael mfrkjphath, and,above all} of the murther of Godolias, they were"W6flf 
derfully inraged : So that each of them aflbmbling his Forces, iflued forth to puffue'

ver them over to the like mifery, as their brethren had endured in times paft. Whilft the 
Prophet thus Warned them from God , they would not believe him, in that he com-, 
mandedthem to remain in that place, but they imagined, that under a falfe pretext of 
fcGods commarid., he had counfelled them thereto; but that ineffeft , he fpakc in favor* 
of his Difciple Baruch, pci'fuading them to ftay there, to the end they, might be eon, ; 
fumed by 'the ' Babylonians : Contemning therefore the counfel which God gave them by 
the Prophetyboth John and the reft of the multitude went into; Egypt, and led with fr'-wr 
them both Barttch and Jeremy.

S^jtS' God, confeffing that it Was he, who was the Author of that favour he had received at 
We(,t LTS ^kmTSS after he had read this Letter unto the *« th 

refident in Babylon, he kept the original, but fent a Copy to all thofe of his Nation, being 
hi the Country of the Medes: who* being inform'd of the Kings zeal to tte ferv.ee oi 
Cod, and hi* favour towards were very joyful; and divers amongft them toe* 
their goods, and came unto Babylon, defiring to return to Jerufalem ? but theieft of the F 
jfraelites would not abandon or leave their dwelling. Whereupon it came t9 f Mhat 
t wo Tribes were under the Obedience of the Romans in Ma and Europe : but .the > ten 
Tribes were on the other fide of Euphrates, even until thisday; and it is incredible, how 
exceedingly they Are there multiplyed. With Efdras there ; departed a great number ot 
pSTevitcs, Porters, Singtng-men, and fervants of the Temple. Now^fterhe had

Her Uncle came from Babylon to Sufi, (the chief City of ^r/<i> wMe'feVery dajy 1 he 
walked before the Palace-gate, enquiring how EJlher&&: For that Ke Ibv'd her as. dear- commanlthat 
ly as if ihe had been his own Daughter. Now the King had made aLawy' Thatrio maji nomanfhouid 
Ihould approach his prefence, upon pain of death, except he were cialled, duri'rjg the j P h p r r „ n a g h e h ^ 
time that he was on his Throne j and round about his Seat there ftooH certain Offices ccpt, he were 
with their Arms, ready to puni(h thofe who being uncalled fliould attenfpi to approach 
the Throne. The King himfelf fate aloft, and holding in his hand a .Golden Scepter, Arlocbiut 
whenfoever he intended to fave the life of any one that approached his Throne urical- difcoveretfi 

K led, he ftretched forth the fame, and touch'd him therewith: Who being thus toiicli d, %j£l t ™&. 
by that means efcap'd death. And as touching thefe things, we have Fumciently fpoke/i 1 ' ' V ' 
in this place. - 

Not long after this, when as Bagathous and Theodefles, two of the Kings Eunuchs, 
had confpir d againft him,* Barnabas, who was of the Hebrew Nation, and one of their 
Servants, being acquainted with their Treafon, difcoverM 'it to the Queens Uncle Mardo~ 
cheus, who, by her means, inform'd the King of their Confpiracy. Who finding out the 
truth by their Examination, he commanded them to be executed on the Gibbet; he for 
that time gave no recompenceto Mardocheus for faving his life, but only commanded his 
Name to be Regiftred in his Records, perntlttinghimto have accefstohis Palace, as if he 

• had been one of fus Domefticks. Now as often as Haman (the Son of Amadath an Amale* f mln be ' n s 

■chite) came urito the Palace to vifit the King, all thofe that were either Per/fans orftran- mZT^L- 
gers, (according to the Kings efpecial diredion) did him honour: But Mardocheus giefledby tho 
ihew'd him'no honour ( becaufe the Laws of the Jews forbade it. ) Which when Haman l 2 . 
had ob(erv'd, he demanded whence he was ? And underflanding that he was a Jew, he was n!"'*' 1 ' ' 
muchdifpleas'd, fayiii^ in himfelf, That the Pctfansitihowereof a freer conditio»,caft them- c - ^ 
felves proftrate before hint, and he that was but a Slave, difdained to do the like. Intending 
therefore to revenge' himfelf on Mardocheus, he thought it notfufficientto procure his 
punifhment at the Kings hands, but refolvM wholly to exterminate his Race ( for he was 
by Nature an Enemy tothejfcntf,by reafonthat the Amalechites, from whom hedefcend~ 

M ed, had heretofore been conquer'd by them. ) Whereupon he addrefs'd himfelf urito the 
King, and accufed them, faying, That there was a certain curfed Nation fbread through his 
whole Kingdom, infociable, and amorring the cuftoms of other men, who ttfed divers Laws and 
Ceremonies, contrary to thofe of all other Rations, and deflrutlive of the Fundamentals of his 
Kingdom^, fo that the greateft favour he could do to his SubjeHs, would be utterly to extermi- 
nate them. And left your Majefties Tribute fhould be any ways impaired by thefe means, T 
promife you of mine own Revenues forty Thouf and Talents of Silver, de firing rather willingly Th F1 f r ' ( L 6 'A i 
to forbear fo much money, than that your Kingdom fhould be unpurged of fuch a curfed Race ^/pnofthe^fei 
men. When ffamanhad made this his Requeft,th6 King artfwer'd, that he forgave him the granted uiw 
money, and that lie permitted him to deal with that Nation as he thought fit. When Haman - " Mfc 

N had obtain'd his defire, he presently fent forth an Edi# thorow all Nations, in the Kings 
Name, to this EfTe<5r. 

The Great King Artaxerxes, unto his .Gpvernours of an Hundred and Seven and 
Twenty Provinces, extending fr6m India as far as Miopia, health. 

Having obtained the Empire over fo many Nations, and extended my Dominion over the 
Wnjd, according U mine own pleafure, and being fo little inclined tp ttiAt any of our Subjects 
with rigor, that we rather take treat pleafure in affording them fomi fignal marks of our Favour 
andgoodnefs, caufingthem to enjoy an tiappy peace, it remains that we feek after thofe means 
O that may render this bqptinefs perpetual to them. Being therefore admonifhed by my Friend 
Haman, ( who for his wifdom and tyufihe is niore Honoured ihan all "other by me • and for his 
approved ' Fidelity ^ hath the Second flace in Authority under mey that there is a certain race of 
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! r^^r intermingled amongyou, enemies to all Mankind, ufing none hut their cm Laws, and fuch A 
T?\r f"TWare different from others ,di/obedient to their Kings, and of depraved manners and cu- 
W£M<y*$ tbJne^Jubmitthemfelves to our Government, nor Promote the welfare a 
mtiviij, : tyf\ ; f0Hr Empire : I will and command, that asfoon as Hainan (ball have made known unto you 
Hi^^w this pur Pleafure, C a manwhom we hold as dear as our father) theybeflain, wtth thetr Wives 
' andchildren, Jo as you fparemnt > of them^ not permitting your Companion towards ' them, to 

prev*H over your obedience to us : And this command we to be done the 14th day of the 1 zth 
" : Month of this prefent Tear; that in one day cuttingoff all our Enemies, hereafter ye may live 

in Peace and Security. 

This EditSt being fpread thorow all places of the Countrey, and publifh'd in every City B 
all men prepar'd themfel ves againft the prefixed day, utterly to Exterminate the Jews, and 
no lefs diligence was there ufed in Sufa the Metropolitan City. Mean-while, the Ring 
and Feafted, and made good Cheer, whil'ft theCity hung in fufpence, being trou- 

bled with the expeaation of the Event ofthat whichfhould follow. But Mardocbeus haying 
intelligence hereof,rent his Gar ments,put on Sackcloth, and caft alhes on his head, walking 
thorow the (City, and crying, That their Nation had not committed any crime defervwg death: 
Thehmcnta- ; And uf t ^ tfe or fuch i ike f peC ches, be came unto the Kings Palace, and ftood before the 
3W% e n Gate, becaufe it was unlawful for him to enter- thereinto in that habit : The like alio did 
'the hearing of th e -tow that were in the Cities, where thole Edicts had been pubhfh d againft them, 
%t?i 2 weeping and lamenting their miferies. But when theNews hereof was brought untothe c 
Vc. ' Queen, that Mardocbeus ftood before the Palace Gate in a deplorable condition, fhe was 
much troubled, and lent certain of her Servants unto him to command him to change his 
Attire,but they could not perfuade him to put ofFhis Sackcloth,for thecaufe of his forrow 
ftill remaining, he could not think of laying afide the marks of it. She therefore called 
unto her Eunuch Acratheus, and fent him unto Mardocbeus, to know what accident had 
belaln him, that made him put on his mourning habit, and to afflicl: himfelf after that 
manner, and not at her intreaty to lay afide thofe marks of his forrow. Hereupon 
Mardocbeus told the Eunuch of the Edicl made againft the Jews, and fent by the King 
unto all his Provinces ; the offer of the money that Raman hkewife had tender'd to the 
King, whereby he had bought the utter mine of his Nation at the Kings hands ; moreover, . 
he gave him the Copy ofthat which had been proclaim'd in Sufa, to be deliver'd unto 
Efther, whom he intreated to befeech the King, and to efteem it no diflionour to become 
a Suppliant, to lave her Nation, and preferve the Jews from that death whereunto at 
that time they were expos'd, fince Haman, the next in honour to the King, hadaccufed 
the Jews, and incens'd his Majefty againft them. When Eftber underftood this, flie fent 
again unto Mardocbeus, giving him to under Qand , That /he was not called for by the Ring; 
and that whofoever entered unto him, and was not called, Jhould die, except the King would 
fecurehim, by Jtretching out his Golden Sceptre ; for he, unto whom < the King was pleafed to 
grant that favor, although he were not called unto him, yet fuffered he not death, but obtained 
pardon. When thefe things were reported by the Eunuch from Eftber unto Mardocbeus, g 
he commanded him to tell her, That fhe ought not fo much to tender the particular refpeft of 
her life, as the lives of her whole Nation ; affuring her, that if at that prefent fhe had not care of 
them, their fuccor fhould only proceed from God by fome other means than this ; Butfbeand 
her Fathers houfe jhould be deftroyed by them whom fhe had contemned. Upon this reply, 
Eftber fent the fame Mcflenger back again unto Mardocbeus, commanding him to repair 
fZ'l 6 '\ 7 ' unto Sufan, and to call a General AffemMy of all the Jews that remained there willing them 
Sing unto for three days fpace to faft and abftain from all kind of meat for her fafety, and that both her 
God, forthc 'r el r aft d her ftrvants would dothelike; promiftng them, that at that time fhe would prefent 
Kopie her felf unto the King, notwithstanding his contrary Edit! } and that if fhe muft needs die {he 
would willing fuffer iU p 

Mardocbeus obferv'd her orders, caufed the people to faft, and to pray unto God for 
her fafety ; he likewife himfelf belought him, That it might pleafehim at that prefent to 
have companion on their defolate and diftreffed Nation, as he had done oftentimes heretofore: 
and that as he had pardoned them at fuch times as they had offended, fo now alfo at this prefent 
he would deliver them from that perdition which was denounced againft them. For that my 
were not in daitger to die infamoufly for any offence of their own, but becaufe he only bad /*• 
*e»/k/ Haman, in that he would not adore him, or perform that honour unto him, which is only 
due to God: For which caufe, in revenge, he had contrived this mif chief againft them,wbo would 
not tranfgrefs the divine ordinances. The People likewife pray'd to the like efFett, be- 
leeching God, That he would have care of their prefervation, and preferve the Ifraelites/* u 
what place foever they were, from tbemiferyat hand, which was before their eyes, and already 
' expelled by them. Eftber alio befought God, ( recording to the manner of her Countrey) 
r calling 
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H carting her felf proftrate on the Earth, cloathed in Sackcloth, and abftaining for three 

days fpace from Meat and Drink, and what thing foever elfe was dele&able, beiceching \Md^Z 
God to have compallion on her, That when fhe prefixed her felf before the King flit might before cbriji't 
have words fit to perfuade and mollifie him, and grace and beauty far more amiable than ever A 5^^° 



for three days fpace fafted and prayed, me caft off her Mourning attire, and changed cit h '<" »? ''he 
her Habit, attiring her felf as became the Majefty of a Queen, having two of her S'er- Sj f oi lhe 
I vants on whom fhe leaned, and the third that follow'd her, carried up her Train, which 
was large,and trailed on the ground : and in this equipage came fhe unto the King, ha- 
ving her cheeks ftained with amodeft blufli, bringing with her a Majefty mixed with 
beauty, but her heart was not altogether free from fear. But when fhe beheld the King 
fitting aloft on his Throne,glorious in his garments embroider'd with gold, and adorn'd 
with precious ftoncs, a fear fuddenly fell upon her, fince he lookt not on her perhaps 
at firft with a favourable countenance } whereupon being aftonilhed, her limbs failed 
her,her colour faded, and fhe fell betwixt her handmaids arms into a fwound. Hereupon 
the King (by the will of God) changed his afTeftion, and fuddenly leapt from his 
Throne,and embracing her with both his arms, he raifed her up,and killed her,and fpake 
K comfortably unto her, prayh/g her to be of good courage, and not to fuftctt any misfortune, 
for that fie came unto him without any motion of his : That the ordinance was only made for 
hhSubjctts, but that fhe ( who was equal with him ) fliould fear nothing: whereupon he 
took his Scepter in his hand, and laid it on the Queens neck, whereby he deliver'd her 
from all fear 5 fa that lhe recovered her vigour and courage,and fpake after this manner : 
OKing, I cannot eafily exprefs unto you the inconvenience that is fuddenly fallen upon we 5 
forasfion as I beheld the great and redoubted Majefty of your Perfon, my fpirils forfoo/{ 
me, and my heart failed me. Now whilft fhe fpake thefe words with pain and feeblenefs, 
the King was touched with companion $ fbas he animated and encourag'd her, and com- 
mandedherto expetl: nothing but goods yea, (faid he) if thou demandeft the half of 
L m Kingdom, I will grant it thee. But Eftber only requefted this at his hands, that only v». 4. 0, 
he and his friend Haman would vouchfafe to grace her with their prefence at her banquet: 
which the King readily granted her. Now when they were come unto the Banquer,and 
in the midft of their cups, the King commanded Efther to ask what fhe would, and he v a . 5. 
would grant it her, alluring her, That he would refnfe her in nothing 5 yea, although fhe de- 
manded the half ofhk Kingdom. But fhe deferred to difcover her fuit until fhe next 
day, requiring him once more to repair with Haman unto her Banquet. 

When the King had promifed to vifit her again, Haman departed with great joy, for 
that he alone had the credit to banquet with the King and Efther, and no other had ever 
obtained the like Honour amongft any Kings of thofe Dominions. But in his return 
T er f* m * l & Maydocbe " f in tn e Court, he was moved, becaufe that (notwithftanding he 
u • u 1 Up ° n Wm ) he had not ^ one him nonotlr ; wnen therefore he came home un- 
to his houfe, he called Zaraza his wife, and his friends, and told them what honour not 
only the King, but the Queen alfo had done him 5 and how he only with the King had mmau \u. 
nipped that day with theQueen,and was invited the next day alfo to banquet with the trcd a e a ' nft 
King : notwithftanding he told them that he was difcontenred, becaufe he faw Mardo- MMm> 
chem the Jew > in the Court. Zaraza his wife told him, That he fhould caufe a Gallows to be 
rped fifty cubits high,and that the next day he fhould demand licence of the King, that Mar- 
doeheus might be hanged on the Gibbet. Haman approving of his wives counfel, com* 
manded his fervants to prepare the Timbered erecl the Gallows in his Court, to hane 
N Mardocbcat thereon: which they diligently perform'd. But God, who knew what Ver - '4. 
wou.d come to pafs, mocked at Hamans curfed hope 5 for the very fame night he depn. 
ved the King of lleep,who being not willing to fpend the time idely whilft he was awake 
bin to employ it in fomething that might be profitable for his Kingdom, he commanded 
his Secretary to bring him the Chronicles of the Kings his Predeceflors, and of thofe 
things that were done by himfelf, and to read them to him. When therefore they were 
ST and rad i. h « fou " d th « a certain man whofe name was there fet down, had re- A haAMc 
wllf • gre ? t P ° Ml0n for / eward of hb virtue.

5£ f he perfon of the King, and how it was difcover'd by Mardocbeus. Now when the Vv. 3, 4. 
ttcietary (having only recited this accident) turned over to another Hiftorv, the King 
C c ' fayed 
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^V^> flayed him, and ask'd, If he found therein written, that he had given any recompence to A 
mruV/u Mardocheus > He anfwer' 'd,That he found nothing fet down. Whereupon the King command- 
before'ebrih e d him to give over, and inquired of thofe to whom that Office appertam'd, what hour of 
N "2*w°' the night it was : and knowing that the morning was already difcover'd, he commanded 
^^"^ that fonie one mould certifie him, which of his friends attended before the Palace. At 
this time it hapned that Haman was found there, who came thither fooner than he was 
accuftomed, with an intent to befeech the Ring, that he might put Mardocheus to death. 

When the officers had brought the King word that Human was before the Palace,they 
were commanded prefently to call him in. As foon as he came into the Kings prefence, he 
faid unto him, Since lam ajjitrcd that no Man hath fo great an affeUion for me as thou haft, 
I prithee yve me thy counfel, how I may condignly honour him, as becometh my [elf whom Idol 
moil aflellionately love .<? Haman thinking the advice he mould give, mould be given for 
himfelf, (becaufe he fuppofed that he only was beloved by the King more than all 
others) counfelled him that which in his opinion was'thebeft, after this manner: If 
your Majejly ft all think fit to cxprefs the favours towards the Man for whom yon pretend an ex- 
Vtr. i, 8, 9 . traordinary kjndnefs, caufc him to be mounted upon a brave Horfe, and let him be apparal/cd 
in a Royal habit, and put a chain of Gold about his Neck., and letfome one of thy chieM friends 
march before him, and proclaim throughout the City, That thus is the man honoured, whom the 
Kin<> loveth. The King with great fatisfa&ion received this counfel which Haman thought 
he had given in favour of himfelf, and turning towards him, fpake thus unto him : Ta{e 
one of my Horfcs, a garment of Purple, and a chain of Gold, andfcel^out the Jew Mardocheus, C 
and vjvc them unto him,and march thou before him, making proclamation after that manner 
which you lately propofed: For (faid he) thou art my neareji friend, and it is very fit that 
the execution of this thing be committed to thy truft, which thou haft fo faithfully counfelled. 
And this command I to be done, becaufe Mardocheus hath been the preferver of my life. Ha- 
man, upon the hearing of thefe words, beyond all expectation, was no lets amazed, than 
if he had been Thunder-ftruck $ but finding a neceflity of giving obedience to a com- 
mand that wasfo pofitiveand exprefs,he went out, having with him the Horfe,the purple 
vtr. 10. Habit, and the Chain of Gold,and meeting v/ithMardocheus before the Palace, who was 
cloathed in Sackcloth, he appointed him to lay his mourning Habit afide, and to doath 
' himfelf in purple. But he (who was wholly ignorant of that which had hapned, and D 
fuppofing that he mock'd him) faid, 0 thou moft wicked amongft men, doft thou thus mock 
atom akiftions .<? Notwithftanding being afterwards inform'd,that the King hadbeftow- 
ed thishonour on.him, for favinghis Life, and difcovei ing the treachery of thofe Eunuchs 
v«- 1 that would have (lain him, he put on the purple Robe that the King wore ordinarily,and 
put the chain about his neck,and afterwards mounting on his Horfe,he went round about 
the City, Haman walking before him, and crying, Thusjhall it be done to the Man whom 
ver. n. the King jhall thinkfit to honour. Now, after they had gone round the City, Mardocheus 
gave his attendance on the King,but Haman came not into the prefence, fo much was he 
v». 13. afliamed at that which had hapned j but going home, he told his wife and friends,with 
tears, all that which had hajpned 5 who told him, That it was no ways pojfible for him to re- E 
venge himfelf as yet on Mardocheus, becaufe God did vifibly afford him his ajfiftance. 
Ejiber 7 . 1 1 Whilft they were thus fpeaking,jE/Z/»c/s Eunuchs came to haften to the banquet, 
and Sabnchadas, one of the Eunuchs, feeing the Gibbet erefted in Humans Lodging, 
(whereon he intended to execute Mardocheus) demanded of one of the fervants,where- 
fore it was raifed up i And undemanding that it was for the Queens Uncle,whom Ha- 
man would require at the Kings hands, to the end he might put him to Death, for that 
time he held his peace. But when the King being feated with Haman at the Banquet,re- 
v "- -• quired the Queen to declare what (he would require that he might grant her, (he began 
to lament the danger of her People, Haying, That/fie, with her whole Nation, were made a 
prey to the Sword, and that for that caufe flje brake out into that difcourfe : For (faid file) r 
Vtr. 3,4. I had not troubled your Majejty, nor been fo much grieved, if you had commanded that all the 
Jews Jbould be fold, and led away Captives to extreme mi fiery \ for that ajUitt ion might have 
been born: butfince the utter deftruGf ion of our whole Nation is defigncd, I could not but in 
vn. 5,5. this cafe have recourfe to your Majejlics clemency. The King much furprized with this dif- 
courfe, demanded who it was that firmed that defign ? whereupon (he began publickly to 
accufe Haman, faying, That he alone was that wretched and envious man, who had contrived 
theirTragedy. Hereupon the King was much tmubled^nd arofe from the Banquet,and 
went into the garden : then began Haman to pi ay,and befeech Eftkcr to forgive him his 
offence. And whilft he was fallen upon her Bed to befeech her favour,the King entred, 
and grew the more difpleafed at that he ft w, and faid, 0 thou curfed amongft men, dareft Q 
thou attempt to violate my wife ? Haman was wholly confounded with this queftion, fo as 
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H He had not a word to anfwer him. Hereupon the Eunuch Sabuchadas ftepping f°r tn » 
accufed him for that he had found him in his lodging ere&ing a Gibbet, for Mardocheus, wm^ ; 
afluring the King that one of his houfhold Servants had told him it at fuch time as he chriji;* 
was fent to call him to the Banquet; alledging moreover, that the Gibbet was fifty Cu- 
bits high. Which when the King underftdod, he adjudged Haman to no other .Death 7 , g, Pf , 9 . 
but thut which he intended againft Mardocheus \> and thereupon prefently commanded having 
that he Ihould be Hanged upon the fame Gibbet, until he were dead. And here we chcri'Si 
cannot but admire the Providence of God, in confidering his Wifdom and Juftice, in «udcy difco- 
that he not only punifhed the wickednefs of Haman fas he had deferved) but alfo caufed gjjjjj * e 
him to fall into the fame fnarc whicli he had prepared for another Man. Thus died Ha- adjudged w 

I man, who had unjuftly abufed the Kings Friendfhip : as for his Goods, they, were given ^Gallows, 
unto the Queen. 

After this the King called Mardocheus unto him (for already he had notice that he : j^J'J^g 
was his Wife's Uncle) and gave him the Ring which he had given unto Haman: the bertowed on 
Queen likewife gave him his Goods, and intreated the King to deliver ,iher from thofe Maidttbtto. 
apprehenfioiis into which (he had been caft by thofe Letters which were fent out by 
that wicked Man Haman in His Majefty's Name, to the Governours of the feveral Pro- 
vinces, with inftru&ion to Maffacre the Jews, and extirpate their whole Nation 5 afTuring 
him that lhe could not live to behold the death of her Brethren, and the total ruine of 
her Country. The King made no difficulty in granting her requeft, afftiring her that 
K he would not contradict her Will, permitting her to write in the Kings Name all that 
ihe would have done in the behalf of the Jews$ promifing that when file had done the 
fame, he would Seal it with his own Seal, and give her authority to fold it thorow all 
his Provinces : to the end that they that read thofe Letters, confirmed by the King's Seal, 
mould not any ways oppofe the execution of them. Whereupon he fent for his 
Secretaries of State, commanding them to write unto the Magiftrates of all the Nations 
touching the Jews, and to the Princes and Governors of one hundred* twenty and feven 
Provinces , from India as far as Ethiopia. The Contents of which Letters were 
thefe.

believing that it is in their.J?ower to deceive God himfelf, and robi >him of his Juftice : So 
that when the favour of their Princes hath given them power and authority in the Government 
of their Affairs, inft cad of apply ing them felves to the Benefit of the Publick,, they have given 

M place to the hatred they have conceived againft fome particular Men, and deceived their Princes 
by falfe accufations and detrallions, and provoked their Wrath againft thofe who have not done 
amifs : whence it cometh to pafs, that they have been fometimes in extreme danger to lofe their 
Lift, The proof whereof appearcth not only in ancictit Hiftories (the knowledge whereof we 
have only obtained by hear-fay ) but by that likewife which hath been audacioufty attempted 
before our Eyes 5 fo that hereafter we ought not to give credit to detraUiohs and accufations ^ 
nor to fuch things as Men inforcethcmjclves to per/wade: hit it behoveth every Man to judge 
according to the truth of that he kpoweth^ and to punift) thofe which are guilty, and to pardon 
the Innocent, in confidering their atfs, and not the words that are fpoken. For it is moft no- 
torious unto all Men, that Haman the Son of Amaeath (an Amalechite by Nation, and by that 

N mm* a, Stranger, and not of the Perfian Blood, but entertained by w ) hath in all things 
enjoyed the fruit of our Bounty hitherto 3 fo that he hath been called our Father, honoured by 
au Men, and obtained amongft all Men, and in all things, the fecond place after us i yet could 
he not make a moderate nfe of his happinefs, nor prudently entertain the greatnefs of his feli- 
city 5 but hath fought means to dejprive Mardocheus of his Lift, who preferved mint 5 fieking 
by his fraud and malice to praU 'tje the ruine of Efther, the companion of our Life and King- 
dom i and by this means ftriving to difpoffefs me of my moft faithful friends, he determined 
to transfer the Kingdom unto others. Touching my felf, in that I know that the Jews, who 
m by thh wretch deftinated to die, are no wicked Men, but fuch as live under a ftritt 
and holy difcipline, praying God continually that it would pleafe him to continue the Kingdom 

0 in us, and our Sncccffors j labfolve them not only from that Penalty \ contained in my former 
Letters fent by Haman ( which by thefe prefcuts I utterly difannul ) but my pleafure likgwife 
is, that they be had in all Honour, As for him that prattifed thefe things, againft them, I 
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^>v Imq'c- cauM'him and all his Race, to be hanged before the Gates of Sufan, according to thejuft A 
2 « vV* ludgmnt of God infixed on them for their Offences. My Will and Pleafure therefore k, 
^'lm^Ba th0(jopy of tbllt- Letter be fetit through all Countries belonging to us, to the intent that 
t y favsUpfered to live according to their own Laws, in Peace $ and that ajfijtance may be 
gimmheWi to the ettd they may revenge themfelves of thofe who have offered them outrage 
1 id their- adverfiiy. And I command that this be done the thirteenth day of the twelfth 
■] Month called Adar, Mich k the day that God ordained for their preservation {when they 
were appointed to befldin) which day Iwijh may be fortunate to thofe that love us, and a mo- 
nument of Revenge on thofe that intended our mine. My pleafure likewife is, that all Men, 
Cities Md Nations fhould tyon, that whofoever Jhall negleU, through obfiinacy, to fulfil the 
tenor of this my Mandate, he JkaU be purfued with fire and fword ; and let thefe Copies be B 
ft up throughout all our Dominions-, and let each Man of the Jews, upon the prefixed day, 
prepare himfelf to' be revenged on his Enemies. 

The j&t re- fa. f 0On as t h € PofUs had received thefe Letters, they prefently mounted on horfeback 
S°ffirTnc. and rode each of them his appointed way 5 and Mardocheus being clothed in a Royal 
habit* and adorned with a Crown of Gold on his head, and a Chain of Gold about his 
neck* came forth, and the Jews of Sufan, feeing him thus honoured by the King, flip, 
pofed that his good Succefs was an amirance of their own : And when the King's Let- 
ters Were publifhed ; the Jews lookt upon them as a favourable ray of light which 
portended their deliverance, and their enemies were in fo great fear that divers of other C 
Nations eircumcifed themfelves, fuppofing that in fo doing they mould be in fecurity. 
For the thirteenth day of the twelfth month ( by the Hebrews called Adar, and by the 
Macedonians, Dijlrc) the Pofts that carried the King's letters certified them,thatthey mould 
exterminate their Enemies on that very day whereon they themfelves were in danger 
to be exterminated. The Governors likewife of the Provinces, the Lords and chief 
Magiftrates, did honour to the Jews : for the fear they had of Mardocheus, and after 
the Ring's; Letters were publiftied, it came to pafs that the Jews flew about five hun- 
dred of their Enemies, within the City of Sttfa 5 the King declared unto EJlher the num- 
ber of the dead that perifaed in the City, and fufpefting what might happen thorow the 
whole Country, he asked her if (he requefted any further matter, promifing her that D 
eflbtr 9. v, a, he would fee it executed : (he befought him that it might be lawful for the Jews to 
5> « c » l 3 revenge themfelves yet once more the next day upon their Enemies, and to hang Ha- 
man's ten Sons upon the Gibbet 5 which the King ( being loth to contradict Efiher ) per- 
mitted, fo that ort the 14 day of the Month Difre, they flew about three hundred more 
of their Enemies, without taking the fmalleft portion of their Goods. Furthermore, 
the Jews flew in the Country, and in the Cities, about fixty five thoufand of their 
Enemies, whom they difpatched the thirteenth day of the month, and folemnized the day 
following in Mirth and Feafting. The Jews that were at Sufan aflembled themfelves 
likewife on the fourteenth day of the month, arid banquetted that whole day. Whence 
it cometh to pate, that all the Jews which are throughout the World, keep and folemnize E 
this day for a feiftival, and fend Prefents the one unto the other. Mardocheus alfo wrote 
unto xhtjews, who lived under the Empire of Artaxerxes, commanding them to ob- 
ferve thofe days, arid to folemnize them 5 willing them to charge their SuccefTors to 
do the like, to the end that this Feaft might continue for ever. For fince on that day 
they (hould have been deftroyed by Haman, they mould do well if after they had efca- 
ped that danger, and taken revenge on their Enemies, they (hould obferve the fame day 
to give thanks to God : For this caufe the Jews keep a folernri Feaft on thefe days, 
and call it Purim, that is to fay, Lotts, But Mardocheus was great and powerful with 
the King, governing the whole Kingdom under him, and had alfo all the power that 
could be conferred on him by the Queen ^ and for this caufe the affairs of the Jews had F 
c. 10. per to- better fuccefs than was hoped, but there was nothing during the whole . Reign of 
S So- Artaxerxes which hapned to be of greater importance than this which we are going 
cheM audio- to relate. 
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A Fter the death of B/^ the Higli-Priefl:, Jw^hisSonfucceeded in tfieOffice. And 
J\ J"*" b e»ng dead, John his Son.obtaipedthe Place, and was the caufe that Bagofis f*» & R«f- 
General o£ Artaxerxes'6 Atmy, polluted the Temple, and made the Jem Tributaries ^fo ft' 
that before thety could offer their ordinary and daily Sacrifices, they were compelled to on John 

I pay for every Lamb 50 Drachmes, which hapned , upon this occafion : John had a Brother M*" 8 his 
called Jefus, whom Bagofis favoured, , arjd prOmifed to give him the^igh-Priefthood. 
One day thefe two Brethren being in the Temple, they fell out about the Succeflion, and 
the Quarrel rofe fo high, that John flew his Brother Jefus in that holy place. It was a 
thing very ftrange. that Jdhn being a Prieft, (hquld commit fuch an impiety againft His 
Brother 5 and yet far nmreltfange, in tljat fp cruel an a#, and an offence fo impious, 
hath neither hapned amongft Greeks nor Barbarians. But pod left it not unpunifhed, in 
that for the fame Sin the People loft their Liberty, and the Temple was polluted by 'the 
Perfians. When Bagofes had intelligence, that John (the High- Prieft among the jews) 
had flain his Brother Jefus in the Temple, he came thither in all hafte, and began to break 

K forth into bitter threats againft the Jews: Uavewu (faid'he) been fo bold as to commit 
murther in your Temple ? And when he attempted to enter* they hindered him. Where- 
upon he replied, Am I therefore more polluted than the Body that licth dead in the 
Temple. And having fpokert thus, he entered thereinto, and for the fpace of feven years 
Bagofes being thus incenfed againft the Jews, puniuYd them for murthering Jefus. After" JMm High- 
that John was deceafed, jM</#fhisSon was made High-Prieft, who had a Brother call'd Prifft > whofc 
Manaffes : Sanaballath fent by the late KingDarius to govern Samaria, (for he alfo was of X^ard-'" 
the B^aceoftheaw^/w, from whom came the Samaritans') knowing that Jerufalem was .s.«w^/- 
a famous City, and that the Kings thereof wrought much trouble unto the Inhabitants of la J h ' % Daufih " 
Affyria, and Cdofyri&s he willingly marrieth his Daughter Nicafis to this Manaffes, with ' 

L an intent that this Marriage mould be as a pledge of his Good- will to the Nation of the 
Jews. 

CHAP. VIII. 

Alexander the Great, King of Macedonia, paffcth out of Eur ope into kU + Aefbroys tte 
Empire of the Perfians 5 and when it was, believed that h? would have demdified the 
City of J E K u 5 A L E M, he pardons the Jews, and treats them very favourably.' 

A B °™ this time, Philip King of Macedon died in the City of Mgta, being tri\- juwndtr 
M A teroufly flam by Paufanius the Son oiCeraftes, of the Race of Qrejlet , and his madc Kin « 
Son Alexander • fuccceded him in the Kingdom 5 who pafl'mg over the tfellefp.onfi , gave £ r F af£ 
battel unto the huge Army of Darius near the River Granic , and there obtained a King of mkc 
famous Viftory. And hereupon alfo invading the Country of Lyd'ia, (after: he had rf: " 
conquer'd Ionia, and over-run Caria) he fell upon the Quarters of Pamphilia, as is de- 
clared in another place. But the Elders of Jerufalem were much difpleafed, that Jaddus^ 
Brother, who was at that . time High-Prieft, and had married a foreign Woman, mould 
be Companion and Aflbciate with him in the Priefthood, fo as they mutinied againft ■ 
him. For they fuppofed that that Marriage would be but a means to animate thofe who 
had a mind to profane Marriages, and prove an inducement to others to communicate in 
N Marriage with Strangers 5 calling to mind, that the caufe of their Evils and firft Captivity 
was, becaufe fomc Of them had fallen, and offended, by coupling themfelves with Women 
of foreign Nations. 

They therefore commanded Manaffes either to forfake his Wife, or elfe never more to 
approach the Altar. The High-Prieft likewife being incenfed againft his Brother, as well 
as the People, drave him in like manner from the Sacrifice. For which caufe, Manaffes 
(addreflinghimfelf tohisFather-in-Law Sanaballath) told him, That although he loved hk T" t'pc'tf 
UMghfer Nicafis very entirely, yet would he not condefcend for her fake to be deprived of theV™« ^t- 
rriejthood (-which was thegreatcfl Dignity that could be among their Nation, and wind hadZT/A 
ever continued in his lUe.) Whereupon Sanaballath anfwer'd and promU'd him, That he reign wife l« 
w ? Hl * m *™h 'continue him in the Priejihood, but alfo would give him the Power and ' Dignity of 
the tiigh-Pnefthood, audmaly him Governour of all Places that he commanded, provided the 
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****A~*> Marriage folemnized betwixt his Daughter and hipt v wen continued. He furthermore affured \ 
■v£fi"J$ him, That he would build a Temple refembling thai in Jerufalem, upon the Mountain o/Gari- 
beforecbrifi's um, which was the higheft in all the Country, permitting him to do the fame wfth DariusV 
mtiviium, confint. ilfW^j- puffed up by thefe Promifes, remaineth with Sanaballath^ and grew in 
TheAjJ^e hopes that he {hould obtain the ' Priefthood by- ' Darius s means 5 for Sanaballath was very 
of the Pricfti- Whereas divers others, both Priefts and Common People* among the Ifraelites, were 
erftadgled iri fuch Marriages,' there arofe no fthall fcommotion in Jerusalem. For all they 
of this Condition retired themfelves to Manaffes, whom Sanaballath furniftied with 
Money, and Lands to till, and Houfes to 1 inhabit^ to favour. the Ambition of his Son- 
in-Law. '■" '.' u.i_;.v. 

At the fame time Darim underftsindingthat Alexander having paffed the HcHefpont,had B 
jiedh & Overcome thbfeGovernours,whohi he had piac'ecl near Unto the River Gra»icw,znd that he 
fam t c4p.*. paiied further, fpoiling his Cot?ritry 5 he gathered together his Horfe- men and Foot-men 
refolvlhg to make head againft the Macedonians, before they fliould gain all Ajia : \{ c 
tHerefore riafled Euphrates; and Mount Taurus in Cilicia, to encounter his Enemies. Sana- 
MUath joyful at Dariw's approach, incontinently io\d Manajffes, that he would fulfil his 
Promife, as foon as Darius (hpuld return from the Conqueft of his Enemies. For not 
only he, but alfo all the ^yfotfi perfuaded themfelves molt afluredly, that the Macedonians 
would not abidethe battel againft the Perfidns, by reafon of their great multitude; but 
Alexander it fell out altogether contrary to their expectation: For the Perfian encountering with 
Vi< *n ry n a "- the Macedonians, Was overcome 5 and after he had loft the greater part of his Army, and C 
841 lefthis Mother, Wife, and Children, Prifoners, he himfelf fled into Perfia. Alexander ar- 

riving in Syria, feiz'd on Damafcus, tookSidon, and befieged Tyre i and by his Letters fend>- 
ing unto Jaddus the High- Pi ieft of the Jews, he requir'd him to fend him fome Supplies, 
and to fell his Army Victuals for their Money 5 alluring h\m,That if he dej/red the Friend- 
fiip of the Macedonians, he would give him that Tribute which he paid to Darius, and he Jlmld 
have no canfe to'repent of the choice which he fliould make. The High-Prieft anfwer'd Alex- 
ander's Mellenger, That he had fworn unto Darius never to bear Arms againft him, during his 
life-time s againjl which Oath of his , he could.notaB, Which when Alexander heard, he 
was difpleafed, but refolv'd notwithstanding to continue the Siege at Tyre } until fuch time ■ 
as it mould be taken ; yetthreatned he, tliat as foon as he had taken it, he would lead D 
forth his Army againft the High-Prieft, to the end that all men might know to whom they 
ought to keep their Faith. For which caufe, fparing no labour, he overcame Tyre ; and 
after he hid given order for the fettlement thereof, he came unto Gaza, and took it with 
Bahemefes the Captain of the Garifon that held it. But Sanaballath finding a fit Opportu- 
nity to make himfelf great, forfook Darius, and follow'd Alexander, leading with him eight 
thoudnd of his Subjects: And coming to him at the beginning of the Siege of Tyre r , he 
offered to furrender to him all thofe places wherein he commanded, acknowledging him 
for his Lord more willingly than he had Darius. Alexander receiy'd him gracioufly: 
Whereupon, Sanaballath informal him of his Condition, and let himunderftand, that Ma- 
najfes who was Brother to Jaddus the High-Prieft of the Jews') was his Soh-in-Law,who E 
with divers of the fame Nation, were defirdus to build them a Temple in the Countries 
under his Dominion, afluring the King of much profit thereby 3 becaufe in fo doing, the 
force ofthe^emi- Would be difmembred into two parts, and they could not confpire to- 
gether to make any new Infurreftion or trouble, as in times paft they had done during the 
Government of the Kings of Affyria. >, 
When SanabaUathhad permifiion from Alexander to build his Temple, with the grea* ; 
MmoJJIs cr> teft fpeed he might he finiuYdthe fame, and made Manaffes the High-Prieft thereof, fup- 
j5J* ,h hlsdc " pofing that it was the greateft advantage that might happen to his Daughter s Children. 

Seven months after the furrender of Tyre, and two after the taking of Gaza, Sanaballath . 
died. Alexander alfo razed Gaza, and prepared himfelf to come fuddenly upon Jerufa- F 
km-, which when the High-Prieft Jaddus underftood, he was much grieved, and afraid, 
not knowing how to gain the favour of the Macedonians : And, on the other fide, know- 
ing that the King was difpleafed with him, (becaufe heretofore he had difobey'd him, 
he commanded the people to make their Prayers unto God, and he in his own perfon 
offered facrifice $ befeeching God that it would pleafe him to be a ftrield of Defence 
and Succour to their Nation, and to deliver them from thofe imminent Dangers where- 
with they were threatned. But the next night following, whilft he llept, God appeared 
unto him, and commanded him to be of good Courage, and that as foon as he had gone 
about the Wall, hefhould open the Gates boldly, and command the reft of the Peopje 
* to attire themfelves in white ; and that accompanied with them, he fliould march forr G 
ward in thofe pricftly Ornaments which were appointed by the Law, to the end that.in 
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H this Equipage they might go and meet With Alexander, without any appreherifion of fu-^^-O 
turc evil, becaufe he would proteft them; As foon as he awaked from his deep, he was mff t £r 
very joyful, and related this Revelation from God j and performing that which had been "*/«« C W* 
commanded him, he expbfred in this manner the approach of the King 3 and when he N f!^y^i 
knew that he was not far off from the City, he marched forth to meet him, accompanied 
with the Priefts, and a multitude of other people, giving him a mdft Royal Entertain- * ndio J" be; 
mem, and far different from that of other Nations, near unto a place called Sapha, which S £"& 
\vor<i fig'nifieth * Wtff A, (by reafon that from that place a Man may difcover the City wi P theHi « fl " 
and Temple o( Jerufalem.) The Phtenicians and Chaldeans that were in Alexanders Ar- 2?i a |? 
my, grounding their Hones upon his Difpleafure, doubted not but that he Would give whicc.andis 
I them leave to Tack the City, and tohew theHigh-prieft in pieces: But it fell out quite 5S£d& 
contrary ^ for Alexdnder efyymg the people from'afar in white Rayments, and the Priefts them, and 
going before them in their Rochets, and the High-prieft attired in a Robe of purple f| oth th . era • 
broidcrcd with Gold, having his Mitre ! ori his head, and his plate o£ Gold wherein them 0 o n r 0 y Ur of n hT 
Name of God was written, Alexander himfelf marched forward before the reft of his vifion tliat 
Company, and fell proftrate on his (ace before that Name, faluting firft or all the High- JfEJ fjj 
Priefts and at the rame inftant, all the Jews together fluted the King with one Voice, like habit, 
and encompafted him round about. The Kings of Syria and the reft that raw that which 
hapned, were wonderfully aftoniflied, and thought that the King was out of his Wits: 
Parmenh only drew near unto him, and ask'd h\m,What he meant to adore the Prieft of the 
£ Jews, whereas all other Men adored him j? To whom he anfwer'd, / do not adore himjbutthat 
God whom the Prieft worfoippcth $ for in myflcep Ifaw him in fnch a habit, as I fee him in at 
this prefent, at fnch time as I was in Dio, a City ^/Macedonia : Andwhilfl 1 confulted with 
my f If by what means I might attain to the Conqncfi of Afia, he compelled me to ma{e no de- 
ity, but to march forward boldly, a fur ing tne, That it would be he that would guide both me and 
mine Army, and would deliver the Empire of the Perfians into my hands. Since that time I 
have not feen any one attir ed after the fame nuinncr: And at this prefent beholding this Man 
and calling to mind the Vifton and Exhortation that he gave me in my flecp, I hope that mine 
Army being conduced by Divine Providence, I fiall overcome Darius, and difcomfit the Pev- 
fians, and that my Defigns Jhall have a happy ijfue. 
L When he had thus anrwer'd Parmenio, he gave the High-Prieft his hand, and went with Alexanders 
him into the City, being conduced by the Priefts : After this, when he came into the Sacrifiec »» 
Temple, he offered racrifice according to the High-Prieft's Direftion, whom he honour'dSe T "fi pIc * 
likewife with very great Reverence. And when Jaddus (hewed him the Prophecy of "on of hi?*" 
Daniel, wherein he declar'd that a certain man of the Nation oftheGm^r, fliould deftroy {j° n 9 uert b x 
the Empire of the Perfians, and that in his opinion he was the man 5 Alexander was veryph«y?h!s" 
joyful, and difmiflcd the multitude that attended him, for that time. The next day aC- bount y 10 tti 
ftmbling the Jews,he commanded them to let him know, what favours they dejired at his hands . 
Whereupon the High-Prieft anrwer'd, That he defired that they might be permitted to live ac' 
cording to the Laws and Cuftoms of their Forefathers, and that every feventh year they might be 
M exempted from Tributes. Which was granted them fully. They befought him likewife. 
That by his permiffxon, the Jews that were in the Countries of Babylon and Media, might live 
according to their Laws. And he promifed them willingly to do all that which they de- 
fired. He made proclamation alfo among the people, Thai if any one of them would bear 
Arms under him,( and live according to the Cuftom of their Nation) he was ready to receive 
them. Whereupon divers lifted themfelves under him in the Wars. 

After that Alexander had thus behaved himfelf at jerufalem, he marched with his Army 
againft the Neighbouring Cities; and wherefoever he went, he was received with great 
affeftion. But the Samaritans, whofe Metropolitan City at that time was Sichem (fitu- 
ate near unto the Mountain ofGarizim, in which there dwelt divers Jews alfo, that were 
N revolted from their Nation) feeing how favourably Alexander had received thofe of 
Jerufalem, they refolved to profefs themfelves to be Jews. For foch is the nature of the 
Samaritans, (as we have declared heretofore) that when the Jews are in affliction, they rhi stmari 
renounce all alliance with them, (wherein they confers the truth : ) But when they per- tan, be kinf.' 
ceive our Affairs to be in prorperous condition, they endeavour to pervade the World 7""? the

Ptb- 
M lomey, one of the chief of them, mak$s himjhif Majier of Jerufalem by furprife, finds 
fcveral Colonies of Jem into $gypr, and puts great confidence in them; continual Wars be- 
twixt the Inhabitants of ^ Jeru^lem ^ Samaritans. 

ALexander, King of Macedon, having overcome the Per/tans ? and eiVablilhtThej 
the ftateof the Jews (according *« hath been related), drafted this life. Alexander, 
Whereupon his Dominions and Kingdoms fell into, tiWersMens hands 5 ^^meS

bordering Nation* : Lyfimnch its had the HtiMpont : Cajfahder, Macedon >arid l^ff"*^ 
Ptolomey the Son of Lagm held Mgypt. t NbW When thefe Men Were at difcord irhohgft jX?y, «d 
N themfelves (Whilft each of them affefted, the' foverbigrtty, and foqght the one agaipft ihc jl™ led 
the other) they raifed divers great and bloody Wars, which ruined many Cities, ahd ,w »* tapnve ' 
deftroyed great numbers of their Inhabitants, Syria had fuflfcient experience of aHthefe 
mileries under the Government of Ptolomey the Son of Lagu!r,{\xmmtd:Soter, a Title which 
he little deferved. He it was that feized on Jerufalem a {Vratagerri 5 for he eritreJd 
the City upon a Sabbath-day, under pretext to offer Sacrifice * and whilft the Jews 
fufpedted nothing * but rpent the day in cafe and idlenefs, he furprifed the City 
without refiftance, and made the Citizens Captives. Agatharchides the Cnidiaii ( who 
wrote the Afts of Alexander's Succcflbrs, temfieth the fame) reproaching us of Stt- 
perftition 5 as if by that means we loft Our City. He writeth to this effecl:^ 
O « There is a certain Nation, which are called Jews who inhabit a City Which is called 
" Icrufalem, both ftrong and mighty. They fufFered it to fall mtv Ptobmey's hands, 
t\ becaufe they would not ftand upon their Guard j and through their urifeafonable

PtolomeyPhiladelphus caufed thcLawsofthe Jews to be tranflated M«* tbt ' Greekjongue ; 

A Fter tr/deatb c&holomcus Soter, his SonPtolomevs Philadelphia fucceeded in the 
A Kingdom of JEvpt, and held it for nine and thirty years fpacc, he it was that 
M^Mhn^Uf int^ior^Towjmd^vcr^die Jews from ttofimtuk 
fim, cap. z. hetd they wereinthralled in Mgypt,to the number of fixfeore thoufand, upon this oc- 
JS? Son Demetrius Phalerius.W^ of the Rings Librarv endeavoured to make a col- 
SSL. ieLnof all fortsof Books that were in the World, and brought all which he thought 
would be agreeable to the King, who was very curious in his colkaion of Books, D 
The King demanding one day how many thoufands of Volumes he had already gather- 
ed, he aVwered him, that he had alrea&y got about two ^hundred ™b»» 
but that (hortly he hoped to have to the number of five hundred thoufand. Befides he 
told him, that he had been lately informed that there were divers Volumes, among the 
Jews, wherein many things touching their Laws and Polices were written, which were 
worthy to be known, and deferved a place in fo memorable and famous a Library, 
but that it would be very difficult to tranflate them into the Greek Tongue, for their 
characters feem to have fome relation to the Syriack, and their pronunciation likewife 
is not much different fremiti notwithftanding they have their phrafe proper and pecu- 
liar unto thcmfelves. Butneverthelefs he believed it might be done, fince his Majefty E 
would not think much of any Charge 5 the King approved of this Propofal, and wrote 
unto theHigh-Prieftof thej^ to help him to thefe Books. In the mean time a certain 
Man called W who was intirely beloved by the King by reafon of his Modefty, 
and had divers times refolved with himfelf to folicite the King, to difmifs all the Jews 
that were in his. Kingdom, fuppofing that at that inftant he had ».w<JPf^w 
make his requeft, he fpake unto Sofibus, to terentin, and Andrew the chief Captain or the 
Kines Guard, befeeching them to favour him in that which he intended to move to the 
King. Having found how they ftood inclined, he addreffed himfelf unto the<King, and 
fpake unto him after this manner. Since your Majefiy hath refolved not only \otranfcrtbe, 
U alfo to tranflatethe Laws of the jews, Ifhonld not fpeak to your Majefty with that free- F 
4m and fincerity which lough to ufe, iflffmld not inform you that I know not how this can 
fa fairly done at the fame time that you detain as your Staves fo great a number of Jews with- 
in m r Kingdom o/iEgypt : Ton will therefore do a work anfwerable to the Gr.eatnefs of your 
courage and benignity if you ^deliver them front their mifery, confidering that he who gave them 
their Law is God,who govermth your Kingdom ( as by diligent inquiry I have certainly learnt} 
for both they and we adore one God, Creator of all things, whom we call by the name of Jupi- 
ter, for as much as he prefirveth our life andthe.lives of all Men. For that hononr therefore 
whichyou owe unto God, fend backthefe People into their Country, and permit them to inhabit 
it^who amongft all Men are moji fingularly offered to their Religion. Neither hath your Q 
. Grace occafioi ! to fufpeU, that ( make this addrefs unto you , Ucanfe I am either allied or 
defcendedof arty of their Tribes h but only for this reafon , becaufe I am affured that 
there is but one God, who is the Maker of all Men, and that he taketh pleafure tn W< ™ 
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H adM thcmfelves to Beneficence. When Arifleus had fpoken thus, the King beholding him r £^H? A , 
with a cheerful Countenance, ask'd him, How many thoufands he thought they were, whofc world, 3684. 
liberty he dejired .«? Andrew (being nigh at hand^ anfwer'd, That there were wore than Before chrip 
1 20COC. Whereupon the King replied, Zr this Demand, Arifteus, a matter of fmall confe- N ^%-^' ■ 
qucucc, which thou rcqttircfl? Sofibitfs andTarentin replied, That he could do nothing more 
worthy of himfelf, than by fuch an Action, to acknowledge the great Obligations which God 
had laid upon him, in raifing him to the Throne. The King being well pleafed to fee them 
fo unanimous in their rVequeft, promifed that the Jews ihould be fet at liberty, and that 
he would pay unto his Soldiers 120 Drachmes for each Jew that was his Slave : And 
touching the Requeft made by them, he promis'd them to difpatch his Letters Patents,in 

I moft ample manner, to bring an happy ifliie to Arifleuss fuit 5 or rather to fatisfie the 
Will of God, which was chiefly to be regarded. . Hereupon he fent out his Proclamati- 
on, declaring, That he not only fet them at liberty, who had been brought thither by his Fa- 
ther, or thofe of his Army who attended him } but thofe alfo who heretofore had been in his 
Kingdom, or lately had been brought thither : And notwithftanding it was told him, that 
the Money that would be required for their Ranfom, would amount to more than 
400 Talents, yetceafed he not to confirm that which he had promifed. But that it 
may more plainly appear how great his Royal Magnificence was, I thought good toin- 
fert in this place the Copy of the Edift, which he fent abroad, to this effeft : 

K Whofocver of you that in my Fathers fcrvicc (by bearing Arms unto him) have made any rhe K' n g' °* 
inroads into Syria and Phoenicia, and after the Couqucfl of Judea, having taken any Prifoners, Jjfon much* 
and brought them into our Cities andCountries, with intent to fell them: All they alfo, who ing die liberty 
have heretofore detained any, or at this prefent have any fuch Captives in their poffcffion, thcy^^J^* 
are commanded hereby, to fet them at liberty that live under their thraldom, receiving for the Aripw. 
Ranfom of every Perfon 120 Drachmes 5 if they are Soldiers, at fuch time as their Wages all 
be paid them :' As for the reft, they f/jall receive their Money out of the King's Treafury, For 
I am perfuaded, that it was contrary to my Father's intent, and againfl all right, that they 
have been taken Prifoners, and that their Country hath been haraffed by the iufolency of the 
Soldiers, who have thought to makg their profit and merchandize by them, by bringing them in- 

L to Egypt. Having therefore an efpecial regard to Jnliice, and intending to fhew mercy to 
thofe who are wrongfully oppreffed, I command that all thofe Jews who arc detained in fervi* 
tude be difiharged, and that they who hold them captive, receive the Ranfom promifed by us v 
fo as no aeceit or fraud be ufed therein. And to the end that our Ordinance be exattly and 
fully obferved, our Willis, That this Editf of ours be publicity proclaimed three days after it 
fhall come unto your Hands 3 and that thofe who hold fuch Prifoners in their pojfejfwn, declare 
how many Prifoners they have. Moreover, it fjall be lawful for any Man that will, to accufi 
fuch as obey not this Editfs, and our Pleafurcis, That fuch as fhall not obferve it, fl)allhave 
their Goods confifcated to the Kings life. 

M When this Edi&of the King's, publilhed to this effeft, was proclaimed abroad, and 
that only point was omitted, that concerned thofe that before-time had been, and after- 
wards the fecond time were led away Prifoners, in whofe behalf he had given no di- 
rection, he (hewed himfelf moft bountiful in like manner toward thefe 4 and gave or- 
der that the Number and Tally (hould be fpeedily gathered, and the Money diftributed 
to the Comraiflioners and Treamrers appertaining to him. This was difpatched in the 
faice of feven days, all the King's Ordinance wasaccompiifhed, and there was laid out 
ror the Ranfoms of them all, to the fumm of more than 460 Talents : For the Mafters 
exafted fixfeore Drachmes for the Children alfo, grounding themfelves upon the King's 
Edict, by which it was ordained, that for every Perfon they ihould have that fumm, ex- 

N tending the fame even unto Children. 

After this extraordinary Munificence,according to the King'sCommarid,he appointed 
Tiemetritis to make a Decree, touching the Tranllation of the Books of the Jews. For 
the King did nothing raftily, but adminiftred all things with great Wifclom and Cir- 
cumfpeftion % and therefore the Copy of Demetrius' & Propofal, and the Letters fent to 
this effeft, are regiftred, and recorded in writing: The number likewife of the Pre- 
fents that were fent, and by whom they" were offered. So that whofoever {hall behold 
them, he will judge by the curious Workmanthip, the great Skill of the Workman * 
and by the Excellencies of the Pieces, he will know by whom each of them was faftiio- 
0 ned. The Copy of the Advice given by Dcmeiriw, is this :

For which caufe, Hecateib ^e 
Abdei jte faith, That neither Poets nor Hifiorians have made any mention of them nor of thofe 
that have been governed under the fame h becaufe in themfelves they an pure, and are not to be 
publijted by the month of the profane. May ^therefore pleafe your Majefty to write unto the 
B^Prieftofthe commanding himto fend you fix of every Tribe, fitch as he full lwo» 
to \e mo(l expert in their Law, by whom we may clearly apprehend thefenfe contained m thofe 
Books, to the end that having the faithful interpretation of thofe things that are contained 
therein, iv* may collett and gather them together, to the fatkfaUton of your Majefiy.

■I granted unto the Jews that were in his Kingdom : He fent him alfo 50 Talents of Gold 
to make Cups, Ewers, and Vefiels;, with an infinite number of precious Stones, com- 
manding his Cofferers, who had the charge of his Jewels, to fuffer the Workmen 
to choofe what Stones they liked beft. Furthermore, h<? appointed that 100 Talents 
fliould be given for the Sacrifices and Oblation?, and other ufes of the Temple. But 
after that I have declared what was the Copy of the Letter fent unto Eleazar the High- 
Prieft, and the manner how he obtained that Sacerdotal Dignity, I will give an account 
of the rich Prefents, and their curious Workmanihip. n ,,»nr , •.• n 
After the death of Onias the High-Prieft,hiB Son Simon firnamed the 7«/?,fucceeded in U 
his Place, who for that caufe was fo called, by reafon of the Piety which he (hewed to- 
ward Cod, and good AfTeftion which he bare Unto his Country-men. This Simon dying, 
and leaving behind him one only Son,of young and tender ycars,who was called Onias h 
his Brother (which w*s this Ekamr of whom we fpeak at this prefent) took upon him 
the Priefthoodi and to him wrote Ptolomy, in fuch manner as is hereafter exprdkd.

This is the anfwer which the High-Prieft fent unto him. I hnve not thought it ne- 
ccllary to let down t|ic names of the fevemy two Elders in particular, who were ftnt by 
Eleaz-ar together with the Law, although they weje all mentioned in the Letter fcrit by 
the HiglvPrieJr. Yet I t hink it not amifs to recite the exeellency of thofe Prefents that 
were fait by the King, and offered up unto Cod ; to. the end that all Men may know 
how Zealous he was.towards the Service of Cod. For in performance thereof, he fpared 
no Expence, but continually afiifted the Workmen and examined their wormanihip* to 
the end that nothing migltt-bp carejpfly finifhed, or negligently performed.

The King de/irpus mmake. it fijrpafs tlwt at Jerttfalem, inquired after the Dimenfions 
of it, to the intent thaf.Jhe wigto..roake it iai'greater. And having certain notice how 
large it - was, and 'that Mhet e was no lett but that he might mike his for- greater, he faitl 
that he would have it five tiwes grea/er than the 1 .other ; but that'he feared left being fo 
great it would be unfit t p; o f Fer ; Sacrifice thereupon * and his intention was, that the 
Prefents which he offered, mould not only ferve ior.fliew, but ihnt. they might alfo be 

M fomewliHt proper for the ufp and ftrviceof the. Temple. Wheref^iro concluding that 
the firft ; was of a fi?e large enough,' he refolved his ihould not exceed the other in 
greatness .but that equalling it in the quantity of Gold, it mould exceed it in the va- 
riety at\d bqayty qf wqrkmanfhip. For he. was very skilful in all Arts; very ingenious 
in all , new Inventions, ,fp jhat by hfes'own Judgment,' he contrived fuch things as- were 
not before jn, nfe j ppd conwanded them 'to make and finifh ttem, having always an 
Eyetojhe Model, which ihe ,had given them to work: by. Ho Undertook therefore tone Go'dctf 
make the Table oftw,o Cubits and a half in length^f one in breadthjand of one andahalf ™c- ' 
in height a}l of mafly Gold 5 about which, there was made a Border, of a hand bcadth 
enriched with moving Waves,on which there was a Figure graven withadmirable Art,ap- 

<N peanng on three fides : For being triangulaivcvery angle prefented thetame engravingvfo 
that when it was turned,it feemed that one and the lame Figure raprdented it felf. Within 
theirjfide oi this border it was inchafed, with divers goodlyTigures.-bt^t on 'the out^fide i.t 
was far more excellently beautified and wrought, becatife in that-part it was moft open to 
the Eye. For this caufe the upper part of the Table appeaired.to he of two parts,dnd oFthree 
Angles, which (as we faid) were apparent at fuch time as the Table was turned, each one 
fecmin^ of ecjual magnitude with the .other. Uponthe graven bends there were precious 
btones U3chn(ed,diftant by equal proportion theone from the other,ond fafincd by golden 
Buttons tied by Loops. The fides^tff the Borders (which prefentsd themfelves to the 
tye ) were,lj)eantifted. with rich Stonps, difpofed after lihe gunner ©fan Oval 5 and there 

u was a Border ol' golden Twigs engraven r,ound about. tfte Table 5 under' the Ovals there 
was a Crown garniQied with clutters of divers forts of Fruits ,- the clutters of Grape? 

D d ' hung 
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-v . hung down, the Ears of Corn ftood upright, and all was inclofed with Pomegranates, A 
and the precious Stones wereinchafed in Gold thorow the whole circuit of the Table, 
%Ut% to prefcnt each fort of Fruit in their native Colours. There was alfo a ran l o _ QvaU 
jVrt jS^! under the Crown, not unlike to the former, made of Gold* fo that on both fides, 
both the Variety and Delicacy of the Work appeared, both in the Bends and Borders, 
as alfo in the Table, in which thereappeared not any difference, on whatsoever fide it 
was turned h and from the top unto the bottom one and the fame Workmanfhip appeared. 
For it had a Plate of Gold, four Fingers broad, comprehending the breadth of he Tabic, 
on which the Feet of the fame were ftaied, which were afterwards faftned to the Border 
by Buttons and Clafps of Gold, to the end that the excellent and curious Workmanfhip 
might the better be feen, and on what fide foever it were turned, it might always feem B 
the fame. They engraved alfo on the fame, a Labyrinth, mthe midft whereof there 
were divers kinds of precious Stones, mining like Stars: And amongft the relt there 
were Rubies and Emeralds of moft Orient brightneG, as alfo all other forts of Stones that 
cither are efteemed for their Beauty or Price. Near unto this Labyrinth, from the one 
end unto the other, there were certain Knots engraven, the middle whereof was like to 
a Rhombus or Lofenge, upon whjch there were certain Pieces of Chryftal and Amber, 
inchafed and placed one by the other in equal diftance, and proportion 5 which gave 
a marvellous fatisfaftion to the beholders. The Coruiches of the Feet were made after 
the form of a Lily 5 the leaves whereof bent thernfelves under the Table, and the 
Stalk feemed to be ftretched out ftraight. The Bafe of the fame was an hand s breadth C 
large, adorned with a Carbuncle in every part. The breadth thereof was eight Fingers, 
on which all the Plate of the Feet was ftaied 5 and on every one of them was there 
engraven by curious workmanmip Ivy and Vine branches loaden with clutters of Grapes, 
fo made to the life, that they feemed to be Grapes indeed. For the whole was fo mo- 
tile and delicate, that when the Wind blew, the Workmanmip waved and was car- 
ried up and down 5 fo that it feemed thatthefe Fruits were rather natural, than counter- 
feited by Art. The Work was made after a new Fafhion, as it it confuted or three 
Pieces 5 and notwithftanding it wasfo well fliut and clofed together, that the Seams 
and Joynts might not any ways befeen : Thethicknefsof the Table was no lefs than half 

See here what this was, which the King prefented 5 wherein the price of the Stuff, the 
diverfity and beauty of the Workmanmip, and the excellency of the Engraving was very 
excellent s fo that the richnefs of the Materials, and the great variety of Ornaments of 
this Magnificent Prefent,made it evident, that though this great Prince could not, for the 
u reafons before-mentioned, make this Table larger than the former, yet he fpared no 
iSS Charges to make it furpafs it in all other refpefts. He gave befides this, two Veflels of 
Gold, fcaled from the bottom as far as the half part of the Cup •■> and befides that, mriched 
with divers precious Stones curioufly inchafed. And in the midft of them there was 
a Labyrinth a Cubit high, made of all forts of precious Stones, and at the Foot there- 
of were engraven Spires, after the manner of Twigs, and faft by them a certain Fold b 
like unto a Net, made in oval fafhion, that afcended even unto the brims. The midft 
thereof was filled with little Targets, of the bignefs of four Fingers, made of precious 
JBSrt* Stones j and round about the edges thereof were Lilies, Ivy Flowers, and Vines with 
charge and their clutters of Grapes engraven round about. This was the Beauty and Excellency of 
Diligence in tho f e two Cllps €acn Q f ^em, containing twenty and four Pints. There were alfo others 
rfiiS? 8 made of Silver, fotranfparent as if they had been of thepureft Chryftal, thorow which 
reme - all things that were put into them, were mamfeftly difcovered. He caufed alfo thirty 
Ewers to be made, in which all the Gold that was not covered with precious Stones, was 
fhadowed with Ivy Leaves, and Vine Branches moft curioufly engraven : And all thefe 
things were not enfy curioufly wrought by the wonderful cunning of the workmen -? but t 
were in like manner feconded by an ambitious diligence of the King, who thinking it not 
enough that without fparing for any thing, he had undertaken the Charge, did often- 
times ( forfaking his moft ferious Affairs ) vifit the Shops, and examine the Works * and 
that which more and more increafed their diligence, was, becaufe they faw him fo intent 
upon the Work. . 

And thefe were the Prefents which were fentby this King to be dedicated in the 
Temple of Jcrnfalcm. All which being confecrated and laid up in the Temple by 
Mtsmm * t the High-Prieft Eleazar , after he had greatly honoured thofe that brought them 
are Royally thither, and given them certain Prefents to be tendered in his behalf unto the King* 
entertained. he ^f^d and fent them bactogain. No fooner were they arrived \n Alexandria,** 
but the King ( having notice thereof, and how thefeventy two Elders were come with 
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H them ) he fent to feek out his Ambaffadors, Andrew and Ariflaus, who came and pre 
fented him with Letters from the High-Prieft Eleazar, and anfwered him to all which 
he demanded of them. And being defirous to communicate with the Elders that5«3v 
came from 'jcrufalem to expound and interpret the Law, ho contrary to his ordi 29o < 
nary cuftom and manner difmifled all thofe that came to him about private bufinefi" 
to whom he was accuftomed to give Audience every fifth day , as he ufed monthly' 
to Foreign Ambafladors. Having therefore for that time difmiiied them, he kept thofe 
by him whom Eleazar had fent unto him j who coming to his prefence (accompanied 
with thofe Prefents which the High-Prieft had delivered them to prcfent unto him 
with the Original wherein the Law was written in Golden Letter*) he asked them

htm. After the King had Seen them, he was very much aftonifhed, to fee the Parch 
ments fo delicate, and to behold the whole form thereof fo perfeftly conioyned that 
it was impoflible to difcover the Seams 3 and he told them that he gave them thnX 
that were come unto him, and unto him that had fent them, but more efpeciallv unm 
God, who was the Author of thefe Laws. Whereupon the Elders and thofe thn 
fifted them, cried out altogether, and wifhed that all good hap might befal the Kina • 
who through theexceluv.e Joy that he conceived, burftout into Tears h iox mtnraTf x l 
tram Joy as ml/ as great Grief is the ca.fi of Tears. After he had commanded that thefe 
Books ihould be committed to their Truft who were deputed to that Office, at length he 

K filmed the Elders, telling them that it was very requifite after he fliould have treated 
with them concerning the occafion of their coming to take care of their particular enter 
ta.nmenc, In a word he confefled unto them, that their coming was fo acceptable unto 
him, that he promifed them fo long time as he lived, he would every year renew and 
honour the memory of that day, (and by good hap it was the very fame day wherdn he 
overcame A»t,go>,us by Sea. His pleafure was alfo, that they fliould be his Guefts and 
he caufed divers goodly Lodgings to be afligned them under the Caftle. 

Nicvm hkewife who had the charge to entertain ftrangers, commanded Dorotheas 
(who was ordinarily imployed m the fame) to prepare for every one of them fuch 
things, as were neceflary for their Diet and Entertainment. For fo was it ordained 

L by the King, that in every City, there mould be a Commiflary appointed to provide 
for Foreigners that fliould - come to that place, to the intent they might be treated ic 
cording to their own Cuftoms: Intending thereby, that their Entertainment fliould be 
he more agreeable unto them, and that they might be the lefs tired with Foreign Novel- 
ties. This Cuftom of his was put m practice at this time by Dorotheas* Care and cxaft 
Diligence, who in his own Perfon difpofed all that which was neceflary for that Hofpi- 
tality. He prepared two places to Banquet in, in two feveral parts (according as the 
King had commanded him) fo that fome of them might fit on cither fide of him and 
the reft might be placed near unto his Table, omitting nothing of that which concerned 
heir honour When they were in this manner placed, the King commanded Dorotheas 

M to entertain them as he was wont to do thofe who repaired unto his Court from fudaa 
Hereupon he difmified the Egyptian Prieft, and others that were wont to make the or ' 
dinary Prayers 5 which done he commanded that one of the Elders called Eli bus (who

Which when thePeople of 
Antioch intended to abohu^during the prefent War, Mutianus at that time Governour of The privi- 
%/^oppofed himfelf againft them. Again, when Vcfpafian and his Son Titus had conanerH l ?T in ^ 
the World, althoiigh the^WW^and Antioch/Li deCucd that the PrivitodS Thkh 
the Jews enjoyed might continue no longer 5 yet could they not obtain it. Wherebv the Jt * u 
humanity and valour of the Romans may appearand efpecially of Vefpafian m&Titus th*t 
notwithftanding they had received fo great trouble by the Wars of the Wand werefo 
bitterly incenfed againft them,for that thev had not,by laying down their Arms,fubmitted 
K themfdve-sbut had continued War againft them to the uttermoft,yet they deprived them 
not of their Pnviledges,but put a ftop to that difpleafure which they had lone before con 
ceiyed againft them 5 and in like manner had no regard to therequeftof twofo puiflanr"

And my will is, that all thefe things that are above- 
m»> d be delivered unto them according to the form of our Ordinance. We Itk^wife command 
that the work ofthcTemple be finid)ed with the Galleries, and other necefiary Buildings-, and 
that all the timber be brought out of Judea and other places, and efpeciaUy out of Libanus, 
without any Tax orTaUage; which exemption alfo^ (liaU take effect in all other • neceffaries that D 
arcremifite towards the reparation of fo famous a Temple. My pleafure HkfWifi is that all 
they of the fame Nation govern their State according to their own Laws. Let the ancient 
Pr ie/is and Scribes of the Temple alfo, and thefinging Men be freed from all Taxations, th*t 
are payed by the Poll, and the Tributes of the Crown, and all other whatsoever. And to the 
end that the City may be the fooner built, I grant unto all them that inhabit the fame at this 
pre fent, or that hereafter tranfport themfelves thither within the Month */Oftober, tow- 
habit the fame with exemption from all Charges for three Tears /pace. We forgive them 
moreover the third part of their Tributes, to the intent they may recover their loffes. We

That no Man Jhould bring into the City any Flefh ofHorfes Mules wild 
or tame Aff's, Leopards, Foxes, or Hares, or generally of any Cattel prohibited to be eaten bji the 
Laws of the Jews. That it ftould not be lawful likewife for any Man to bring their Skins into 
the City, or to nourijh any jkh Beajls in the fame, but that it might be only lawful to ufe thofe 
Beafts which mi^ht be facrificed unto God, according to the Law of their Anceftors. That who- t 
foever Jljould not ob/ervc thefe Laws he Jhould pay three thoufand Drachms of Silver unto the 
Priefts.

Hitherto we have Sufficiently declared what friendship Antiochm ^he Great bear unto Anthch ^ 
the Jews. After this, Antiochm contracted an Alliance and Friendfhip with Ptolomy SSihip

\ Wifdom, and approving what he had done, permitted him to difpofeof all things at 
k pleafure. ?\Smans when they heard this began to fear the like ^verity 5 and net T , , 1 
ceivmg that the AfZalonites were flain by Jofeph, they opened their Gates, and eeived ^tt, 
hira willmriy, and payed him their Tributes. Whereas alfo the Scytbopolilanes conn ma- th ^'™' 
ciouflvrefuled to lay down, according to order, their accuftomed Tributes, he flewVl e C'SdJ 
chiefeft amongft them, and fent the confifcation of their Goods unto the Kin*.

and the rather, becaufe he excelled them in all things, and thereby inftead of gaining 
• their love he raifed their jealoufie and hatred. Whereas Jofeph was defirous to know 
which of his Children hadtheripeft Judgment, and Undertonding » hr fait hem one 
after another to thofe Mafters, who were moft renowned for Science in that time* but 
all of them returned back unto him rude, and illiterate,becaufe they were negligent and 
idle. Whereupon he fent Hircanus the youngeft of them into a defart place, diftant from 
the hiph-way fome feven days journey, and gave him with him three hundred couple ot 
Oxen, to fow the Ground i n that barren place, concealing from him the Yokes that mould 

C ° ^hm^fi?S h he came unto the place, and perceived that the Yokes were miffing, B 
he asked advice of fome of the husbandmen * who counfelled him to fend fome one back 
unto his Father to fetch the Couples. But he fuppofing he ought not to lofe fo much 
time as would be fpent in fendingback a Mefleiiger,he madeufe of a contrivance which 
feemed much beyond his years. For he caufed ten couple of the Oxen o be flam , and 
diftributed the Flefti amongft his workmen, and made them cut the Skins, and falhion 
Couples thereof, and having yoked his Oxen, he caufed the Land to be manured,accord- 
ing to his Fathers direction * and afterwards returned home unto him. Whereupon he 
loved him the more intirely, by reafon of his Wifdom and the fubtlety of his Under- 
ftanding* and efteemed him as if he had no other Child but him alone, but this in- 
creafed the malice and envy of his Brothers. ,r. C 
■ When news was brought unto Jofeph, that about that time King Ptolomy was blefled 
with a young Son, and how all the chiefeft Lords of Syria and the Countries under 
hisobeyfance* repaired to Alexandria in great Pomp to. celebrate the Birth-day of the 
King'sSon* he being of himfelf unable (by realonof his age) to gothither, he asked 
his Children, whether any one of them would go and compliment the King. When 
therefore the deleft Sons had excufed themfel ves, and refufed to undertake the Journey, 
pretending they were unfit to perform the Menage, and underftood not the manner of 
living at Court, all of them advifing that their Brother Hirers might be : fent : Jofeph 
was well pleafed thereat, and calling for Hircanus, asked him if he would go to King 
Ptolomy * he promifedto undertake the Journey, and told his Father he needed no great D 
fumof Money to perform it, becaufe he mould travel frugally, and content himfelf for 
the whole expence with ten thoufand Drachms. Jofeph was very glad to hear of his Sons 
Prudence* and after Hircanw had kept filence tor a while he advifed his Father, that 
he fhould not prefentthe King with any thing out of Judta, but that he i ftould write 
unto his Factor \n Alexandria, commanding him to deliver fuch fumms of Money as he 
thought convenient, to buy that which he found to be moft Magnificent and of belt 
efteem in the City. Jofeph imagining that perhaps he would imploy about ten Talents 
in Prefents, and approving of his Son's Counfel, wrote, unto his Factor Arion (who had 
the ufe of almoft three thoufand Talents of his in Alexandria.) For gathering up his 
Money in Syria, he was wont to fend it thither* and as oft as the prefixt time came E 
wherein the King's Tributes were to be paid, he commanded Arion to pay them. Having 
therefore Letters of Credit unto him, he went towards Alexandra. Whereupon his 
Brethren wrote prefently unto all the King's Friends, that by fome Means they would 
make him away. n- ^ i . » a- 

. As foon as he was arrived in Alexandria,^ had delivered his Father s Letters to Anon * 
Arion asked him how many Talents he would have > hoping that he would defire but ten, 
or thereabout* but when Hircamts had told him ye had need of a thoufand, he waxed 
wroth, and reproved him for his Prodigality, telling him how his Father had gathered 
his Goods with much Labour and Frugality, and refilling to give it him, he prayed him 
to imitate his Fathers example* and in a word he told him, that he would deliver b 
him no more than ten Talents * and that for no other ufe,than to buy Prefents for the King. 
Whereupon Hircamts was offended and caufed Arion to be kept m Prifon. Whereof his 
Wife informed Queen Cleopatra, anddefired her that the young Man might bechaitiled 
for his infolence (for Arion was in great efteem with the Queen, fo that foe acquainted 
the King with the matter.) Whereupon Ptolomy fent for Bircanm, andfaid unto him* 
That he marvelled, that being fent unto him by his Father, he had not as yet viftted htm', *»« 
befides, that he had committed his Father 's Agent to Prifon * he therefore commanded him to 
yield him a reafon thereof. Whereunto he anfwercd, that there was a Law among the lews 
that noMan/lmldtafte of the Sacrifices that had notfirfeofall vifitedthe Temple, and (am- 
ficed unto God * and that in that refpeB he had not hitherto vifited his Majejiy, becaufe he ex- U 
%eUe t dcertainPrefents to prefent nntohis Majejiy from his Father yeho was his Servant. Further- 
more, he aUedged that he punijhed his Fathers Servant, becaufe he had difobeyed his command^ ^ 
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H meat, which he ought not to do, whether his Majicr were noble or ignoble * and if ( faid lie ) 

mchajlife not fetch Men, as they have deferved, cxpe& (0 King) that you alfo (hall be nee- wlidVlo' 
letted by your Subjects. Before chrift'i 

When Ptolomy heard thefe words, he rofe well pleafed, and wondered at the magnani- 
mity of the young Man. Arion perceiving that the King rofe fatisfied, and that he was ^iA- 
like to have no aliiftance at his hands, delivered Hircamts the thoufand Talents, and by for 
this means he was fet at liberty. Some three days after, Hircamts came and faluted both ns ' 
the.King and Queen* who entertained him gracioully, and feaftcdhim, for thekindnefs 
which they bare unto his Father. He enquiring among the Merchants, bought one 
hundred young Lads well learned, and in the flower of their Age, paying a Talent for 

1 each one* and the like number of Virgins for fo many Talents. Being invited to a 
Banquet by the King, with all the Princes and other Lords,, he was placed beneath them 
all, becaufe that (by reafon of his youth) they that afligned the places, according to every 
Man's Dignity, made fmall account of -him. The reft that fate at Table, after they had 
eaten their Meat, laid all their Bones before Hercanus, fp that the table was covered 
round abouthim * whereupon a certain Droll, called Triphott,(in whofe railery the King 
took fome delight) to divert the Company, faid, & 

See here, Sir, what jiore of Bones lie before Hircanus, whereby you may conjeUttre after what HummW, 
manner his Father hath jfeeced all Syria. The King laughing at Triphon\r words, asked 
Hircanus, how he came by fo many Bones before him? Not without good reafon (iaid he) 0 
R King? fir Dogs devour the Flejhwith the Bones, as thefe do (pbinting at thofe who fate with 
him at the Table, becaufe they, had up Bones before them-? ) but Met) eat the Flcjh, and cafe the 
Bones away, as I do, becaufe J am a Man. The King was fo well pleafed with his decreet 
airfwer, that he commanded the reft not to offer him any affront for the future. 

The next day. he fought out all the King's Friends, and the principal Courtiers, and Ninnmi, 
fainted them one by one, enquiring of their Servants, what Prefents they would court f T din « 
the King with upon the Birth of his Son ? Who told him that fome of them would Sen would 
give twelve Talents, and others that were in Dignity, Would prefent them according to e ivc »8 av e 
their Ability. Whereupon, Hircamts feemed diflatisfied, as Wanting power to offer fuch S^for 
, a Prefent, pretending that he had no more than five Talents:. All which thefe Servarits which he re- 
L prefently reported to their Mafters* who were very joyful thereat, in hopes that t(ie c f ivc f T" 
King would not be well plea(ed',to receive a fmall prefent from Hircam/s." Now when \cmtd 
the day of Solemnity was conic, and t)iey that pretended' to 'prefent the King moft mag- 
nificently, offered no more than twenty Talents * Hircanus pfe&tited thentmdred young 
Lads he had bought to the King,, arid the Virgins unto Cleopatra * for whom he had paid 
.^Talent by the Pole, At this unexpected Magnificence, all Men wcrd amazed : But be- 
fides this, he gave Gifts of divers Talents to the Kitlg and Qiie'cils Favourites and Ser- 
vants, and their Attendants * 'wjhereby he fecuf ed himfelf from 'the daiiger that might 
fall upon him by their means. For the Brothers.of 'Hircamts had written tjnto them to 
murther him. Ptolomy ,\yas rhnch pleafed with' the great Magnificence of this young 

;M Man, and bid him ask whatfoever he pleafed' at his v hands. But he required no other 
thing, but that it would pleafe the King to recommend him, ' by his Letters, t6 his Father- 
-and Brethren. When tjierqfore the King had particularly honoured him, and had given 
him many rewards, he wrote unto his Father and Brethren, arid all his Governours, and 
Commillaries, and in that manner fent hifa' awify. His Brothers hearing how he hdd in aifemm-t 
all things highly pleafed the King, and that he returned with great glory, they went out ^? tllC h- af " rt 
to meet him, with an intent to murther him,with their Father's knowledge : For he being the way^re 
difpleafed with him, by reafon of his above-mentioned large expence, took no care to fe- nain and aif * 
cure him * yet concealed he his difcontent for fear of the King. But when his Brothers cc " lfitcc1, 
came and encountred him on the way, he flew divers of thofe that accompanied them,and 

;N two of his Brethren alfo were left flain upon the place, and the reft fled unto Jcrufilem 
unto their Father. And when upon his coming unto Jerufalem, he perceived that no 
Man welcomed him, he was afraid, and departed prefently from thence to the other fide 
of Jordan, where he paft his life in receiving and gathering the Tributes of the Barbarians. 
In that time Seleucns, firnamed Soter, the Son of Antiochus the Great, rcipned in Afta At 7°f¥>'* 
that time alfo died Jofeph, Hircanus s Father, who was a Man of good Repute and great SifcSm 
Courage * who eftabliftied the People of the Jews in a lading Peace, and freed them from stmm iiisson, 
Poverty and many Difafters, and collected the Tributes of Syria, Phccni tin and Samaria- S'^fv 
tor the fpace of twenty two years. His Uncle Onias died alfo about the fame time, lea- f^Xit 
ving the Priefthood to his Son Simon * after whofe death, his Son Onias was made High- 

;0 Pneft * to whom Arius, King of Laccdtnwi. fent an Embattle and Letters, the Copy 
whereof hereafter enfuethi

ONias the High-Pried being dead about this time, Antiochus gave the Priefthood to 
jfe/w, firnamed Jafon, his Brother : For that Son unto whom Onias had left the Sue 
ceflion, was as yet very young (of whom we will fpeak in convenient time and place 
[ This Jefus (Onias's Brother) was deprived of the Priefthood, through the King's Difplea ' 0nm firnam ' d 
fure conceived againft him, who gave it (hortly after to his younger Brother called Onias ■ SKS. 
For Simon had three Sons, who, as we have declared, fucceflively poile/led the Priefthood • p)ace ' 
» M/^aufedhimfelf to be call'd Jafin, as his other Brother caufed himfelf to bet^S^ 
call d Menelaus, whereas his Name was Onias. But Jefus, who had firft of all been efta- and 
blilhed intheplaceoftheHigh-Prieft, arofe againft Menelaut, who was elefted into the f Apona , fes 
place after him. So that the People were divided into Faftions, and Tobias's Sons were S&Rdi. 
on Menclaussfidcj but the greater number of the People follow 'd Jajom, fo that Mene- £ion - 
huts, and the Sons of Tobias, being much troubled by them, retired to Antiochm telling 
him that they intended toforfakethe Religion and Qrdinances of their Fathers ' and to 
K follow that of the King, and to live after the manner of the Greeks 5 exhorting him to 
give them licence to erecr a place of Exercifes in Jerufaleut. Which when Antiochus had 
granted them, they fo behaved themfelves, that there appear'd no more fign of Circumci 
fionmthem* fo that at fuch time as they were naked, there was no difference between 
them a nd the Greek* ; and neglecting all the Ordinances and Cuftoms of t heir own Coun- 
try, they conform'd themfelves to the Behaviour and Manners of other Nations Antio 
Shaving all things in his Kingdom according to his Hearts Defire, refolv'dto make 
War upon Egypt; He contemned Ptolom/s Sons age , (who were not as yet capable to ma- 
nage their Affairs.)

But he was driven, not only from Alex- t^jT 
andnaMtMo out of all Egypt, by the Summons that were fent him by the Romans who 5^ 
commanded him to depart, and withdraw his Army out of that Country, as we have' here T , he Hiftory 
tofore declared in another place. Now will I more largely and particularly difcourfe the 
Ms ot this King who overcame Judea, and fpoil'd the Temple : For having only made a 
brief mention of him in my former Works, I think it neceflary in this plfce to make a 
more exaft recital of his Hiftory, r Clt

AFter that King Autiochw was return'd out of Egypt, and for the fear of the Ro- A . ,

Furthermore, he burnt the taireft Buildings of the City, and razed the Walls, and raifed 
a Fortrefs in the lower City. For the Temple was as it were a high Cittadel, •command- 
ing the reft. For this ehufe, having inclofed it with high Walls and Towers, he placed a 
Garifun- of Macedonians therein^ with whom remained the rabble and fcum of the wicked 
Apoftate "jews, Who were given over to all Impieties* and who alfo aftlidied their Fcl- jj; 
low-Citizens with many Injuries. The Ring alfo commanded that an Altar mould be 
creeled in the Temple, on which he ■caufed Swine to be flaughtered , offering-Sacrifice 
AntixbHi*- contra ,.„ to t ] lc aeligion and Ordinances of the Jews. He conft rained them hkewife to 
gXl?w, foilake tWWorthip of the true God, and to adore thofe Idols whom he reverenced for 
through ex- Gods, building in every City and Borough both Temples and Altars, on which he ordina- 
" v TfoX lily caufed Swine to be offered. He forbade them likewife to circumcife their Children, 
the jews to threatning to puniflv him whofoeverhe were that was found to do the contrary. Moreo- 
Liol T r ch Tie ver,he chofe certain Overfeers that ; (hould compel them to obfervehis Commands, fothat 
Tempi" Ue a great number of j«i*/,fome of their- own accord, others for fear of punilhment, confor- 
mdu if Ruf mec \ to t ^ e ^i n g 3 s Commands. But thofe Men who were of upright Hearts, and valiant C 
cap ' 7 ' minds, little regarded thefe menaces : For having more re(pe& to their Laws and Cuftoms, 
than to the Torments wherewith they were threatned, if they obferved not the Ediftj 
they were beaten, and expofed to moft cruel puniftiments, for many days, amidft which 
many times they yielded uptheGhoft. For after they were whipt, and maim'd in their 
Bodies, they were- crucify'd and tortur'd alive: They ftrangled the Women alfo with 
their circtimcifed Children, whom, according to the Ring's Command, they hung about 
the Necks of their Parents, who were crucify'd : And if in any place they found any part 
of thefacred Scripture, .they defae'd and burnt it 3 and they with whom it was found, 
were put to a moft cruel Death. . ( 

r , n The Samaritans feeing this Affliction of the Jews, pretended no further alliance to D 

ittkelh them, and call'd their Temple ofGarazim no more the Temple of God, but (as we have 
boi'uh rhe Bi- heretofore declared) they (hewed their own corrupt and unconftant Natures, and deri- 
nabic wf»5vcd their defcent from the Medes and Pcrfians, as in effeft they were ; wherefore they fent 
thesauri- Ambafladors to Antiochus, with Letters to this efTecY:

Jem ' Our Anccjlors, enforcedly the continual Pejlilcnce that reigned in their Country, and indu- 

ced by a certain ancient Superftition, have been accuftomcd to obferve that Day as a Feftival, 
which the Jews call their Sabbath 5 and having built on the Mount of Garazim a Temple, and 
dedicated it unto aGod who hath noName,thcy have afford up in the fame divers fokmn Sacrifices. 
Butjinic that you have inflicted punifiitiient on the Jews, according as their Wiclqdnefs defer- 
veth, theCommiffaricsoftheKing, fuppofing that we were tied to their Cuftoms, (byreafon of 
fame Alliance between tts) joyn us with them, and charge us with the fame Acmfations^ where- 
as ire are bom Sidonians, as appearcth by our publicly Records. We therefore befeech you, who 
are our Benefotfor and Saviour, to command your Governour Apollonius, and your Steward Ni- 
canor, not to moleftwany more,by charging us with thofe Accnfations which are peculiar to the 
Jews I who neither are tied to us by Alliance, nor agree with us in Cuftoms 3 but that our Ten/pie, 
which hath not hitherto bom the Name or Title of any^ God, may now be called the Temple oj 'Ju- 
piter ofG reece : By which means, we jhall be deliver d from all trouble 5 and being at liberty to F 
attend our Affairs, we may the eafier and more willingly pay you the greater Tributes. To this 
Requeft of the Samaritans the Ring anfwer'd, fending them back their own Letter : 

Ring Antiochus to Nicanor, Health. 

The Sidonians o/Sichem have fent us this Requeft, to which we annex unto thefe our Letters : 
Since they, who were fent unto us to this intent, have fufficiently made appear both to us and our 
:G>Jt//nl, l hut they are utterly ftr angers unto thofe Crimes wherewith the Jews are charged, and 
arc-dejirous to live according to the Laws of the Grecians, we abfolve them in as much as conctr- , 
ncth this Caufe,and their Temple , which hereafter Jhall be called by the Name of Jupiter of 
G reece : We have written to the like effect alfo to Apolloni us their Governour. Given the 46th, 
Year, and the Eleventh of the Month Hecatombdeon, which fignifieth Auguft.

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Matthias and his fons flay thofe that were fent by King Antiochm to compel. them > to offer < abor ^° re 
miuable Sacrifices, and after betake thcmftlvcs to the Dcf.irt. They arc followed by many o r C^v^' 
thers, of whom a great number arc ft ijiedii) their Caves, becaufe they would not defend thcm- 
felves on the Sabbath-day. Matthias dbolijhcth that Supcrjlttion, a/id exhorts his Sons to 
affert their Privileges, and deliver thdir Country from Bondage. 

AT this time there dwelt a certain Man in MoAln (a Village of Jury) whofe name 
was Matthias, who was the fon of John, who was the (on ot Simon, the Ton of 
I AfnwMM a FVieft, of the rank of Joarib,h6vt\ in Jtirufaiem. This Matthias had 5 fons, John 
call'd Gaddk,Simon call'd Matthes, Judas ca\Vd Mawhabeuf, Eleazar wmt&Anr an, Jonathan. 
call'd Aphtts. This Matthias oftentimes cornplain'd unto his fons, of the deplorable con- 
dition to which their Na'ion was redne'd, of the" mine of theft City, the defolation of 
their Temple, and the miferiesof the People, telling'thenl, Thitl it were bettet 'for them to -rhczeai and 
die in the defence of the Laws and Religion of their Forefathers, than to live diponoitrahly amidft pi«y|of aim- 
fo many Calamities. When therefore the Committanes, deputed by the Ring, came unto jjjjj aud l,u 
Modin, to conftrain the ^fews to perform that which was enjoin'd them, and to command ^ 
them to facrifice according to the ordinance s requiring fyatthias ( who furpalled the 
reft in Honour aud other qualities, but efpccially'in excellency of DeTcent and Nobility ) 
K to begin firft of all to offer Sacrifice, to rhe end that the reft might follow him, and be in- 
dued by his example 3 alluring him, That the King would tcfiifie Us being wellpleafcd with 
his compliance, by the rewards which he would fuddenly fend him. Matthias anfwer'd, That he 
would by no means commit that Idolatry } alluring theni, That although all other Nations of the 
I Vorld, cither for Love or fetir ofPiinijhn{cnt,'Jj)ould obity the Bditfs o/Antiochus 5 yet -that. nei- 
ther he, nor. any of his Children, would be indued to for fake their Father' 1 '* Religion. Asfoori ' 
as he had return'd this anfwer, he held his peace, and a certain jew 'ftepped forth to'oflcr jK^g 0 ^ 
iacrifice, according to A/tt/ochus's Ordinance \ wherewith Matthias was fo much difpleas'd, 
that both he arid his fons fell.tipon liim,aild with their (Words hew'd him in pieces^ He flew 
Apellcs the King's Captain likewife, and the Soldiers which; he brought' with him; tp' com- 
L pel the People to commit Impiety. And not content herewith, '''fiebfcfthvew the Altar, 
crying out with a loud voice, // ( (aid he) any obe bt affected to'lhe ''Laws' of his Fathers, 
and the Service of God, let him follow me : ( Aud this r faid, heprelently retir'd into the De- ^ atoi, '" K wil h 
fart with his Sons, leaving the Borough utterly unpeopled. The reft, after his example, Khe 
retir'd alfo into the Defart, with their Wives and Children, and made their habitation jn rart - 
Caves. 'The King's Captains having intelligence hereof,, gather'd thofeFoi^'flik^vvcre 
at that time in the Cittadel of Jerusalem, and purfuedtnejf«w into thc-lDcftrt; And ha- 
ving overtaken them, they labonr'd firft of all to make them fubmit thcmfelves, and to 
make choice of that which Was moft for their advantage, rather than to endanger theiri- 
felves, and enforce them ro chaftife their difobedience with Blood. But t\\e JeSs nothing 
M mov'd herewith, refolv'd rather to die, than commit fuch'htt Impiety.^ VVherctip'on they 
(whb.omitted nd opportunity) aflailed the Jews on a Sabbath-day, Knd burnt.them with- 
in their Caves ^ who neither refitted their Enemies, nor lb much as clofed up the mouth's 
of their Caves, forbearing to make any reflftance, by reafon of the day* refolving with 
themfelve; not to violate the Sabbath-day, (for we arc commanded to ceafe from all la- The Jem ate 
bour 0 n that day.) There were therefore about a thouCmd ftifled rrj their Cifes, vvith n "' n on tht 7 
their Wives : and Children. Yet notwithftanding divers efcaped,and joined' thctoCelveswnh whtlf 
Matthias, whom they chofe for their Captain* who declared unto them, That they ought fo tc «- ">»>««h ' 
fight on the Sabbath-day: afluring them, That if they did not, but ftrttpuloufly obferved th c M " tbim 
Law they thcmfelves ftjould be Enemies unto themfelve s, if perhaps the B/femy Jhould affail them ^ 
N on that day, and they Jhould not ft and upon their guard: for by that means they fhoiild be' de- 
ftroyed without rcfiftancc. Hereby he pcrfuaded them to do as he had faid : and until this 
day, it is a cuftom among us, that if need require, we make no difficulty to fight on the 
Sabbath-day. Matthias therefore having allembled a fufficient number of Men about muh ' m 
him, deftroyed the Altars, and flew thofe that had forfaken their Religion, as many ofSKlry 
them as he could lay hands on. For divers were fcatter'd here and there among the Na- 
tions, for fear 5 he commanded thefe to circumcife their Children that were notcircumci- 
led driving thofe from every place, whom Antiochus had ordain'd to fee his law executed. 

After that Matthias had govern'd for the (pace of one year, he fell fick of a dangerous ndl,fy Ruf.

Apollonius, GeWrf/0/Antiochus's Army, cometh into Jewry, and is difcomfited and flain * 
and alfo Seron, Governour of the lower Syria. 

WHen Apollonius, who was Antiochus s General in Samaria, heard hereof, he gather- 
ed his Army together, and invaded Judea: againft whom Machabeus made head, 
y nd«"mcL- and overcame him in a Battel, wherein there died many, andamongft the reft Apollonius, E 
bem overcom- wno fe Sword Machabem got as his part in the fpoil. There were a great number of them 
ln£!\ >MM alfo wounded, and much Booty was taken intbe Enemies Camp: after which yiftory, 
sen* Cover- enriched witl^ fpflils,' he retreated. But Seron, Governor of Cxlofyria, hearing hereof, 
nor of cwto- an(1 un^ei ftanding that divers had joyned themfelves with Judas!, and that he had already 
CSyXabout him a fun^cient power to keep the Field, and give him Battel 5 he thought that it 
concern'd him to begin to punim thofe who obey'd not the King's Edi&s. Whereupon, af- 
ter he had affembleci all the Forces that he had, and befides them,hired certain Apoftates, 
or fugitive Jews, he marched forth againft Judas, and came as far as Bethoron, a Village in 
Jewry, where he encamped. Judas alfo came out to meet with him, refolving to give 
mmBattel: and feeing that his Soldiers would hardly be drawn out to fight, (both by F 
reafori of their inequality of number, as alfo becaufe they were faint by fafting a long 
time) he encoiirjig'd them, faying, That the means to obtain Vitiory, and to have the upper 
hand ove$ their Enemies, confifled not in the greatnefs of their number, but in their dependance 
upondod: whereof they had amofi eminent example in their Forefathers, who had oftentimes 
defeated with a fm all number of Men, divers thou finds of their Enemies, becaufe they fought 
for tha defence of their Laws, and fir their Children : for the greateft power, ( faid he ) that a 
Man can have, is to be innocent, and without offence. By thefe words, perfuaded he his Sol- 
diers, fo that Without any fear of the multitude of their Enemies, they all together ran 
upon Seron, and encountring with him, they difcomfited the Syrians. For their Chieftain q , ; , 
being flain, all the reft betook themfelves to flight, in which thing only confifted the fafc- J " 
ty of their lives. Judas therefore purfuing them as far as the Campaign, flew about 800 
of them. The reft faved themfelves h; thofe quarters that bounded upon the Sea. 
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" CHAP. XI. ZT$?

Jndas Machabeus defeats a great Army which King Antiochus fent againfl the Jews. Lyfias N ^-t^l^ 
the next year returns with a much greater power. Judas kills five t'hoiifand of his Men, and 
caufeth him to retreat. He purifieth the Temple , and fetteth it in order. Other great 
Exploits perform d by him. 

WHen Ring Antiochus heard thefe things, he was much difpleas'd at that which had jnthchunpre- 
hapned whereupon he mufter'd all his Forces, and hiring divers Strangers and potion .0 
I mercenary 1 (landers, he prepar'd himfelf to invade Jud<ea about the Spring-time. But ,nv:ldc i rj<rf ' iCrf - 
after the mufter of his Army, when he found that his Treafure fail'd him, and that he was 
in great fcarcity of money, (for his Tributes were not duly paid him, becaufe the Nations 
were rebellious) being likewifc in his own Nature, a Man of great and magnificent Spirit, 
which put him upon great Expences, he rcfolv'd firft of all to go into Perf/'a, to gather 
his Tributes. He therefore left the charge of his Affairs with Lyjias, (a Man very much Anmchus 
efteem'd by him, and one that govern'd all the Country from Euphrates, as far as the Bor- f,?™}"^ 
ders of Egypt, and the lower Afia) giving him likewife a part of his Army, and fomeof his p?ov£,aS 
Elephants. To him had the King given charge to fee his Son Antiochus carefully train'd SmmLyfiM't 
up, until his return * commanding him cxprelly, That when he had conquer d Judaea, AcSnmoX- 
K flwdd make the Inhabitants thereof his Slaves, and fell them to thofe that would give mofl, andf" 1 - 
defiroy Terufiilem, and utterly abolip that Race. The King having given this charge to 
Ly/iasJeA forth his Army towards the Country of Pcrfia, in the 147 year: And after 
he had palled Euphrates, he march'd onward toward the upper Provinces. 

Lyfias chofe Ptolomy the Son of Dorymenis, Nicanor, and Gorgias, (Men of great Power 
and Authority amongft the King's Friends) and gave them 40000 Footmen, and 7000 
Horfemen, to invade Jewry. Who marching as far as the City of Emaut, encamp'd in the 
Plain near unto it, and ftrengthned their Army with divers Allies out of Syria, and the 
Countries thereabouts, and with divers Jews alfo who were Apoftates. There came alfo 
L certain Merchants with them, with an intent to buy thofe that (hould be taken Prisoners 
bringing Gives with them, to manacle thofe that (hould be captivated, and money to pay 
for them. 

When Judas had view'd the Camp, and numbred the Enemy, he encourag'd the Sol- Hdu & R„f. 
diers,exhorting them to repofe their confidence and hope of Viftory in God, willing them/"""' ca P- l0 - 
to invocate and call upon him, according to their Law 5 and that cloathing themfelves in T^'^an) 
fackcloth, they (hould humble themfelves according : to their accuftomed manner in fuch ^ war in 
extreme Dangers, and call upon God with Supplications and Prayers; and that info do-^"^' 
ing, God would have compaflion on them, and give them power to ftand againft their 
Enemies, and put them to flight. When therefore he had order'd his Battel according to 
the Cuftom of his Country,by thoufands and hundreds ,and fent away thoie that were new- 
M ly married, and fuch as had newly bought PoflefTions, left the love of their Wives or 
Eftates mould abate fomething of their Courage, he ftood up in the midft of them, and 
exhorted his Soldiers to fight valiantly, in thefe, or fuch-like words :

Notwithftan- b 
ding, Judas would not permit his Soldiers as yet to take the benefit of the fpoil, becaufe 
they were to fight againft Gorgias and his Amy, alluring them, That as foon as they jhould 
have defeated him, they might take their Booty, without fear ; becaufe they jhould have no more 
Enemies to expect, 

Whilft he thus fpake unto his Soldiers, they that were with Gorgias, perceived from 
the top of an Hill, that the Army that was left behind them, was put to flight, and that 
their Camp was on fire : For although they were far off, yet did the fmoke allure them 
of it. Which when they underftood, and perceiv'd Judas and his Fellows in battel aray, 
expecting their coming, they fear'd, and betook themfelves to flight. When as therefore 
judm gather- j hdas p erce - lv y tnat Gorgias's Troops were difcomfited, without ftroke ftrncken, he went C 
prey! ^ outto gather the pillage 5 and after he had gotten together great ftore of Gold, Silver, 
Scarlet, and Purple, he returned to his Quarters with joy, praifing God for their happy 
fuccefs: Fortius Vittory did not a little advantage them, towards the attainment of their 
Lrfim on« liberty. But Lyfias, to repair the Diflionour which he had fuffer'd by this Defeat, raifed 
more inva- t h e next Year another Army of almoft 60000 chofen Men, and 5000 Horfemen, to invade 
ind\U\h' Jud<ca. After he had therefore made his entry by the Mountains, he encamped in Beth- 
,ooo of Iiis ft? a, a Village of JtuUa. 

soldiers. Judas having notice thereof, came forth againft him, accompanied with 10000 Men 5 
and difcovering the number of his Enemies tar to exceed his, (after he had befought 
God by Prayer, That it would pleafe him to ajfifh him in the battel) he charged the Van- D 
gard of the Enemy with fo great Courage, that he difcomfited them, and Hew about 5000, 
leaving the reft in great fear. Lyfias knowing the refolution of the Jews, and -how. they 
were refolved to die, except they might enjoy their Liberty 5 and fearing their defpera- 
tion, more than their force, hegather'd together the reft of his Army, and returned back 
to Antioch, where he fojourned, hiring many foreign Soldiers, to make a greater Army 
to invade Jewry. After that Antiochuis Captains had been difcomfited fo many times, 
Judas anembled the People together, and told them, That after they had obtained fo many 
The Temple Yi3 0r j cs through the mercy of God, it behoved them to go up to Jerufalem, and to purifie the 
ot jaujattm. Tm ^ e thawM fcp fafoy^ a nd to offer thofe Sacrifices ordained by the Law. When he 
came thither with a multitude of People, he found the Temple like a Defart, and the E 
Gates thereof burnt, and Grafs growing within it 5 fo great a Defolation drew Sighs from 
his Heart, and he wept with all thofe that accompanied him : And having chofen out cer- 
tain of his beft Soldiers, he commanded them to aflault the Garifon that were in theFor- 
trefs, whiles he himfelf purged the Temple. Which Command of his being exaftly and 
refolutely fulfilled, he fent for new Veflels, a Candleftick, a Table, and Altar of Incenfe, 
all made of Gold. He put alfo Veils or Hangings to the Doors, accuftomed to be fpread 
abroad, and made Gates to the Temple. And having thrown down the Altar of Burnt- 
Ofterings, which had been prophanedby Antiochm, he built a new one of all forts of 
Stones, neither hewn, nor hamraer'd, according to art. The 25 Day of the Month of 
Chaflcu , (with us September) there were Lights fet upon the Candlefticks, and Perfumes * 
laid upon the Altar, and Loaves upon the Table, and Sacrifices offered upon the new 
The Temple Altar. All which hapned the fame Day three Years, wherein the facred Religion was 
left defoiarc changed into prophanenefs and impiety. For the Temple wai ruinated and left defolate 
for 3 whole by Antiochits, and remained in that ftate for the fpace of three whole Years. For this dc- 
El? i P i. CC ' folation hapned in the 145th Year, and the 2 5th Day of the Month called Apell&us, or Au- 
gufl> in the 153 Olympiad 5 and the Temple was purified the fame Day, in the Year 148, 
and the 154 Olympiad. This Defolation of the Temple hapned, according as Daniel 
had foretold, four hundred and eight Years before ; for he declared that the Macedonians 
Kf? mould deftroy it. 

for X re- e - After that Judas had re-eftabliftYd the Service of the Temple, both he and his Coun- G 
ftaMiihiw-nc tr y, raen folemniz'd a Feaft for eight Days, omitting not any kind of lawful Pleafure, ban- ^ 
oubc lem tting farupmoufly, and honouring God in Hymns and Pfalms. Thus rejoyced theifl 
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H at thisre-eftablifliment, feeing that contrary toall hope, after fo long time, they had rc- J>**<\ 
covcr'd the Cuftotrs of their Country, and their ancient Religion : So that a Decree was mff'Jo, 
made for thofe that mould come after, whereby it was commanded, That for the fpace ofty**, chip 
eight Days, the rebuilding of the Temple fiou Id be folemnized, with the Ceremonies and ancient N ^p$4f?' 
Ordinances. And ever fincc that time, until this Day, we celebrate this Feaft, called the 
Feaft of Lights, for this Reafon, in my Opinion, becaufe this fo great Felicity began to mine 
unto us as a Light, contrary to all hope. He enclofed the City likewife with a Wall, and 
built high Towers thereon, in which he placed Garifons againft the Incurfions of the Ene- 
mies. He fortified the City of Bethfura alfo, that it might ferve as a Fort againft the 
Enemy. 

I Whilft thefe things palled thus, the Nations round about difpleafed with the rc-efta- H(ihH R f 
blilhment and power of the Jews, flew divers of them, whom they furprized by Ambulhes j&Sw'Sp. %. 
and Treachery. On thofe Judas made continual War, to hinder their Incurfions, and to *f a f* b ' * 
make them partakers of thofe Evils they had inflifted upon the Jews. So that invading £7nIS 
Acrabathan,he flew the Idumaans that were defcended from Efan, and brought away a war with the 
great Prey out of their Country, and (hut up the Sons of Baan their Prince, who lay inJJ , jS|j ,,rfaB 
wait for the Jews-, and having befieged them, he overcame them, fetting fire on their 
Towers, and killing all the Men that were therein. After this, he departed from thence, 
and made War upon the Ammonites, who had a great and mighty Army, under the Con- 
du& of Timotheus: Thefe he encounter'd and overcame; and took their City of Jazor, 

K and burnt it, and led away their Wives and Children into Captivity, and afterwards re- 
turned into Judta. The Neighbouring Nations hearing of this, afTembled themfelves to- 
gether in Galaad againft the Jews, who inhabited the Frontiers of Galaad $ who having 
retired to the Fort of Dathcma, fent Letters unto Judas, to let him know, That Timotheus 
tut ended to fur prize the place whereunto they were retreated, and reqnefled him to deliver them 
pom this Danger. And whilft he was reading of thefe Letters, certain Meflengers came 
unto him out of Galilee, to inform him, that they were aflaulted by the Inhabitants of R*f- 
Vtolomak, Tyre,Sidon, and other People thereabouts. * /""»> cap. u.

JWw*, from whom he had received many injuries, and on whom ^ 
taken revenge : Wherefore it they thought it good todraw him unto their Hde againft 
Demetrls, the time was very fit to make an Alliance between them 5 which advice of his 
being approved by his Favourites, he fent a Letter unto Jonathan to this effect . 

King Alexander to Jonathan his Brother, Health. 

We have long fince heard of your Valour and Fidelity, which hath caufed m to fend our Ambaf

Jonathan having received this Letter, inverted himfelf in the habit o£ the High-Prieft, Ak ? ander 
on the day of the Fcaft of the Tabernacles, which was the fourth year after the death Sdraw 
of his Brother Judas, ( For during all that time there had not been any High-Prieft.) Jonathan to 
He anembled alfo a great number of Soldiers, and caufed a great quantity of Arms and ntK.hn 
j Weapons to be made. ' ' High Pfkft. 

When Demetrius heard this, he was much troubled, and accufed himfelf of floth, and D 
too much negligence in his Affairs, becaufe he had not prevented Alexander, by drawing nStiTby 
Jonathan to his Party, but had fufFered him to take the benefit of this occafion. Never- Prom « f «. w 
thelefshe forbore not to write to Jonathan, and the reft of the People of the Jew s, as fol- jfwSf 
loweth. Friendfhip. 

King Demetrius to Jonathan, and to all the Nation of the Jews, Health. 

Since you have obfervedthe Friendfljip that yon bear unto us, and have not engaged your felves 
K with our Enemies, notrrithjlanding their divers follicitations, we praife your Fidelity, and pray 
you to perfevere in the fame cflatc, ajfnring you, that you fhatt receive the lil^e Favours from us, in 
all Integrity. For I am content to remit the greater part of the Tributes andTaxcs that you have 
ttfitallypaid, either to the Kings my Predeccjjijrs, or to me$ and from this time forward, I ac± 
quit yon from thofe Tributes you are to pay hereafter. And, moreover, 1 releafe you of the prize 
of Salt, and of the Gold which yon were wont to give unto us for our Crown. We lik§wife acquit 
you of the thirds of the Fruit of your Lands, audthe half of the Fruit of your Trees,which hereto- 
fore yon have been accuflomeato pay, that you may enjoy them peaceably from this time forward. 
I acquit you alfo at this prefent, for ever, of all that which the Inhabitants of Judea, and the 
three Provinces annexed thereunto, Samaria, Galilee, andVexex, are bound to pay me$ wil- 
J, ling and commanding that the City of Jerufalem be held Sacred, and enjoy the Priviledge of a 
San£?uary$ and that it fljall be exempt from the payment of Tythes, and all manner of lmpofi- 
tions. And 1 commit the Fortrefs in the fame to the hands of Jonathan the High-Prieft n per- 
mitting himtoplace fuch a Gar i Jon therein, as he fiatl thinly jit, and fuch as will faithfully kgep 
it for his ufe. I will alfo that all the Jews, who are imprifoned in my Country, be fit at li- 
berty. Moreover, it is my pleafurc, that no Horfes of the Jews be taken up to run Pofifor us: 
I grant alfo that the tybhaths, and feflival Days 3 andfhrte days alfo before every one of thofe 
Feajls, be days of Liberty and Freedom. And my will is, that the Jews, who inhabit within my 
Dominions, be fikewife freed from all moleflations. The lih$ Priviledge grant I them that will 
bear Arms with me, to the number of 30000, who,in what place foever they fjall be, fljall have 
M »o worfer entertainment than my own Army? and part of then* will I place in my Garifons, 
the reft flail be of my Guard', and I will ma\e them Captains in my Court, and will permit 
them to live according to the Ordinances of their Country, which they fhall obferve'? and;! will al- 
fo that the three Governments annexed to Judasa^c made fubjetf unto the fame Laws. Mypleafure 
k,in like manner, that the High-Priefl Jhall ta{e order, that no Jew Jhall worflnp in any other 
Temple than that of Jerufalem ; and of my own Charge I give every year an 1 50000 Sides of 
Silver, to be employed in Sacrifices 3 and that which flail be over and above thofe Sacrifices, my

cmtt s thereof, ( whether it be for Money due unto the King, or for any other cattfe ) that they 
be acquit thereof, and receive not any damage in their Goods. I permit alfo, that the Temple 
be repaired and built at my Charge. My will is alfo, that the Walls of the City be re-edifiedjnd 
that certain Towers be built about the fame, at my expence. Furthermore, if there be any places 
fit to build Fortrefes andflrong Holds in, thorow ajl the Country < of Judsa, and to place Gari- 
fons m them, my will is, that all this be do f ie andfirtificd, at the Charges levied out of mine 
own Coffers. Thefe are the promifes and offers that Demetrius made untb the Jettf. 

But King Alexander having gathered great Forces, as well of.ftrange and hired Soldi- 
0 ers, as of thofe who in Syria had revolted from Denktrins, led forth his whole Army 
agamft the Enemy j and after the Enfigns were difplayed, and the onfet given, the left 
Wing of Demetrius compiled Alik^m Soldiers \kt fought againft it tp flyy and bis 
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rCLr Men putfuing them, fpoiled their Camp. But the Right-Wing, in which the King him". A 
nemoftbc , f ^ being forced to retire, was difcomfited * and as for the reft, they betook them* 
K^llveTto^ but^ 

jAjrifc^i. fuirI g others, who could not endure his fierce Affault, Was in the end by fettirtg .fours to 
Ti^lT hisHorfe, carried into a deep and muddy Bog, wheremto by chance his Horfe fell, and 
between A- bd unable to get ollt he was flain in that place. For being difcover d by his Enemies, 
they turned back* upon him 5 and having inclofcd him, they altogether foot their Ar- 
and of o T r J s againft Hm . fe that he being on foot, and fighting valiantly, was at length llain, 
trw* death. after h ° had recdved di vers woun ds, and was no longer able to renft. Thus died Deme- 
trius, who departed this life the eleventh year of his Reign, as we have related in ano- fi 
ther place.

BUT Onias the Son of the High-t>rieft, called alfo Onias, (who flying out of his 
Country, lived in Alexandria, with Ptolemy Philometor, as we have heretofore de- ^ 
?£T claimed) feeing all W^deftroyed by the Macedonian*, and their Rings 5 and intending 
High-Prieft, to acquire immoral Praife, determined to befeech the Ring Ptolemy, and the Queen 
f e< *f h T t0 Cleopatra, by Letters, That it might be lawful for him to build a Temple in Egypt, refem- 
pKfn^T." bling in all things that at Jerufalem b and that he might have liberty to place Levites and 
Priefts irt it of his own Rindred : And hereunto was he cfpecia ly moved, by a certain 
Proohecy of Ifaiah, who more than 6DO years before, had foretold that a Temple mould 
be aWdty built in Egypt, irt honour of Almighty God, by a %ew. Being therefore en- 
coursgedbythisPrediaion,he wrote a Letter to Ptolemy and Cleopatra, to thiseffeft. 

burin the time that I was employed in your Wars, and by God's favourable affiance have 0 
doneyoulsanjfcrvices, I have vifited Coelofyria and Phoenicia, and have been in the City of 
LtMmoX7( which is in the Territories of Heliopolis ) 1 have alfo vifited divers other 
placcsMefein the Jews have builtTemples, within* dbferving thofe Rides that are ntcejfary up- 
on fitch an occafion, which is the caufe thai they agree not among themfelves : As alfo the Hkc 
hath hapned among the Egyptians, through the multitude ff Temples and the great dwerfity 
of Religions. And having found out a very Convenient place near a Caftle ^e^Bubaftis m 
the Plain, whin there is fore of all forts of Materials for Building, and Cattelfit for Sacrifice 5 
I befeech you that it maybe lawful for me topurifie the Temple that is ruinated in that place, 
and dedicated to no f acred power i And that in ftead thereof, to erM aTemple m honour of Al- 
mhhty God, according to the formed dimenjions of thatTempleM * 
nefblttt pray for the Pretervation and Profierity both of your felt your Queen, and Children. 
And this will certainly unite all the Jews within the Kingdom of 'Egypt, for they will 1 all in 
this placeaffimble to celebrate the Praifes of God, according as it hath been foretold by the Pro, 
/>£e*Ifaias, There mall be (faith he) a Temple for our Lord God in, Egypt. Many other 
things alfo hath he foretold touching this place. 

This is the fubftance of that which Onias wrote unto Ring Ptolemy. And by his an- 
fwer which he made hereunto, a Man may eafily conjefture w-hat Piety was both m him, 
Cleopatra his Sifter, and Wife. For they have returned the fin and tranfgreflion or 
the Law, which thrdugli' this means fell Upon head, by this anfwer that enfueth. 

Ring Ptolemy and Queen Cleopatra, to Onias the High-Prieflr, Health. 

We have perufed yonnLetters, by. which you defire us to give yon leave to cleanfe the Temple 
that is defaced at Leontopolis, in the Seignory 0/ Heliopolis, in the place called Jtobaftis* 
the Plain. We marVel very much, that a Temple built in a place fo unclean, and full of exe* 
crable BeaflsJmiU be acceptable unto God', but ftnee that yon inform us, that the Prophet 
Ifaiah did long fince prophefie, the fame, we give you liberty, if it mar be done according to

Allegations in this behalf, and to condemn the Party unto death, who mould be found !ZZ£? 
faulty in hisProcefs. Now the Advocates which pleaded tor the Samaritan s WC vcS«l> toud,in « 
bens and Theodofius 5 and Andronicus, the Son of Mtfalem, defended the Caufe of thofe of thcirTbm P ,c * 
Jerufalem, and the other Jews. And both of them (wore both by God and the Ring That 
they would king their Proofs according to the Law, befeeching Ptolemy to adjudge him 
to death whom he mould find to have falfifi"d his Oath. The Ring therefore fat down 
with his Friends, to hear the Caufe, and determine their Differences. But the lews of 
Alexandria were much difpleafed with them that had drawn the preheminence of the 

K Temple at Jerufalem imo queftion, and were highly difcontent, that a Temple fo ancient 
'and famous, and fo efteemed and honoured through the whole World, mould be fo difoa- 
raged. When therefore the day of Audience was come, Sabbeus and Theodofius fuffered 
Andromchus to fpeak firft b who began to prove the Lawfulnefi, Holinefs, and Religion 
of the Temple m Jerufalem out of the Law 5 and by the fucceflive Government ot^ he 
High Pnefts who from Father to Son, and from Hand to Hand, had received this honour! 
therein alledging That all the Rings of Afia had honoured the Majefty of that pkee 
with Prefents aiixl rich Oblations 5 wherea, nei.her in the record of Men, nor courfe of 
Antiquity, the Temple of Garizim had been in any eftimation. Hereunto he added 
fuch other reafons, as perfuaded the Ring, that the Temple of Jerufalem was built accord- 

L ing to the Ordinance of Mofes, and califed himto adjudged and Thedofil to death 
This may fuffice to have fpoken concerning the Differences of the Jews of Alexandria 
and fuch things as befel them during Ptolemy Philometor s time. w*moi ta,

advantage by his flight. Jonathan provoked by thisbravade, chofeout I coco of his beltj) 
Soldiers, and departed from Jerufalem, accompanied with his Brother Simon,nnd came un- 
to Joppa, and encamped wi.hout the City, (becaufe the Citizens had (hut the Gates 
againft him ) for they had a Garifon placed in that place by Apollonius. But as foon as 
he prepared to batter the City, the Inhabitants were afraid, left he lhould iurprize it by 
force, and therefore they opened the Gates. Apollonius undemanding that Joppa was 
taken by Jonathan, he took 30CO Horfemen, and 8oco Footmen with him, and came in- 
to Azoti whence he departed, leading out his Army with an eafie march ; and arriving at 
Joppa, he retired back to draw Jonathan \mo the Field, putting great confidence in his 
Horfemen, and grounding his hope of Victory upon them. But Jonathan coming forth 
boldly, purfued Apollonius as far as Azof, who finding himfeU in the open Country, E 
turned back upon him, and charged him. Jonathan was not at all furprized to fee the 
thoufand Horfemen that Apollonius had laid in ambufh near unto a certain River, to the 
fiSKrith end they might charge the Jews behind, but difpofed his Army after fuch a manner, that 
jmamm, and hisSoldiers on every fide turned their Faces upon the Enemy h commanding his Men to 
IS 10 defend themfelves on both fides, fighting with thofe that aflailed them either in the Van 
or the Rear.

Whereupon Jonathan chofe out 3000 fighting Men, and fent r "f alm and 
I them untohim. But the Antiochians hated Demetrius, both becaufe of the Injuries they twSouu" 
had endurd under him, as alfjb for the hatred they had conceiv'd againft his Father, who 
had, in like manner, done them much wrong * fo that they only expe&ed an opportunity 
to caft him off. Underftanding therefore that the fuccors that Jonathan fent unto Dcme- The rebellion 
trim were at hand, and forefeeing that in aihoft time he would gather a great Army, if of the'eiti- 
he were not timely prevented 5 they betook themfelves to their Arms, and befet the ^XwAite 
King's Palace, after the manner of a Siege, and fecured all the Gates, with an intent to lay revenge lakcn 
hold on the King. Who feeing himfelf befet by the armed multitude of the Antiochi- on ,hc ™ b y 
ans, took thofe hired Soldiers (with thofe whom Jonathan had fent him) and charged Dmetms ' 
them 3 but he was forced to retire, being over-powered by the number of the Inhabitants. 
M Whereupon the Jews perceiving that the Antiochians had the upper-hand, they mounted 
Upon the battlements of the Palace, and from thence (hot againft them, without any dan- 
ger to themfelves (by reafon of thediftance and height of the place where they were) 
yet they much annoyed the Inhabitants, infomuch that they drove them from the Houfes 
near adjoining, which they incontinently fet on fire, whereby the flame was fpread thro' 
the whole City 5 fo that the Houfes that were clofe built the one by the other, and for the 
moft part framed of Wood, were burnt down to the ground. The Inhabitants percei- 
ving that they could not put out the fire, betook themfelves to flight, and the Jews cha- 
ced them from Houfe to Houfe. When the King perceived that the Citizens of Antioch 
ran here and there to fave their Wives and Children, and had given over the Battle, he 
N fet upon them in divers places at once, whereby divers of them were flain, and all at laft 
enforced to caft down their Arms, and to yield themfelves to Demetrius % Mercy, who par- 
doning their Rebellion, appeafed the Sedition. After this, he rewards the Jews with part 
of the Pillage, thanking them as the only Authors of his Viftory. Whereupon he fent 
them back to Jonathan, with no fmall acknowledgement and tcftimony of their Prowefs 
and Virtue. But afterwards he difcover'd his evil nature towards him, and broke his 
promifes, threatning him to make War upon him, unlefs he paid him thofe Tributes which 
the People of the Jews ought, and were wont to pay unto the King's Anceftors hereto- 
fore. And that he had certainly done, had not Tryphon hindred him : for he was forced 
to turn thofe Forces that he had prepar'd againft Jonathan, to make War upon Tryphon : Demetm, 
0 who returning from Arabia into6>7*, with the younger Antiochus, (who at that time' hr, ! ft , outof 
was underAge) he fet the Diadem upon his Head.

betwixt the Romans and the People of the Jews : commanding his Ambailadors upon 
their return from 2W, to go likewife to Sparta, and renew their alliance with that City. 
As foon as they were come to Rome, and had prefented themfelves before the Senate, 

I they declar'd how they were fent from the High-Prieft Jonathan, who defir'd to renew Jomimr,. 
their Alliance. Whereupon the Senate granted all which they demanded, and gave them S^Ld 
their Letters of recommendation to all the Governors of Afia and Europe, and to thofe confi.j'crk-y 
ot each particular City, commanding them to grant them free paflage to return into their lvith tllc ,f' 
Country s in their return they went to Laccda-w,,, and deliver'd thofe Letters which '"ZZJ^ 
Jdnaihan had wntt en to that State, which were to this effeft : 

Jonathan the High-Prieft of the Senate and People of the Jem * 
To the Ephoret, Senate and People of Sparta, Health. 

K Forajbtuch ai heretofore we have received a Ulter by the hands of Demothcles, written 
frowAmK ydi/r King, to Onias onr High-Prieft making mention of that alliance which is be- 
tween you and m (the Copy whereof we have here-nnder inferted) we received thofe Letters 
with great joy, and tcjiijicd the fame both to Demothcles and Alius, (notwiih\ianding We 
wm not ignorant of this confanguinity long before, becaufc we were informed thereof by our 
ficred Scriptures;) And whereas we have not firftofall acknowledged our Alliance, it was for 
no other rcafon, but that we might give you the opportunity of preventing us. Since which time 
wherein we have contrattcd friend/hip with you, we have on our holy and fahmn days facrificed 
unto our God, befeeching him to continue and keep you in profperity? andforafmnch as we have 
been environed with many Wars, caitfed by the inordfl/atc defires of our Neighbours, we have not 
I thought it meet to be troublefome unto you, or to any other of our Allies. But fmce we have ob- 
tained an happy iffne of all thcfe troubles, we have fent Numenius, the Son of Antimachus 
and Antipater, theSonof]&Coa, Mc» honourable amongil our Connfellors, both to the Romans* 
and to you alfo ; to whom we have given our Letters to be prefented unto you, in our behalf, tl 
the end they might renew the amity which is between yon and. us: you Jball therefore do well if 
you write bai\ unto its, and certijie us wherein we may fcrve yon, there being no good Office 
which we arc not ready to perform. * J 



Thcfe Ambafladors were kindly entertained by the Lacedemonians, who made a pub- 
lick Ordinance touching their allocation and amity with the Jews, which they deliver- 
M ,ed unto them. 

At this time there were three Seels among the Jews, who had different and contrary 
opinions touching humane affairs : the firft was that of thcPharifee/, the fecond of the 
Sadduces and the third of the Efenians. The Pharifees affirm, That Come things are M- vVrZkes. 
re&ed by Dejltuy, and others are left to our liberty. The Effin tans faid, That defliny govern' 'd rht 
all things ; and that nothing happened amongU Men, that was not difpofed thereby. The Saddu- 1 ' e S " ddm$ ' 
ccs avow, That there is no Dcjiiny, and that humane affairs cannot be gdvetned and difpofed 
thereby but that all things depend upon our fehes * fo that we an the Authors 6f all the good or 
evil that happetkth unto us ^ according as we follow good or evil Counfels. -But hereof have I 
treated more exaclly in my fecond Book of the Wars of the Jews. 
N Demetrius, Captains being defirous to wipe off the diftionour of their defeat, andd?^? 
recover the bfs that had lately befallen thcm( gathered together a greater power than the 1 2 - ,3< 
rormer * and went out againft Jonathan^ who having intelligence of their coming, mar- 
ched fpeedily to encounter them near unto the Plain of Amatht, for he refolved to pre- 
vent their Inclusions into Judea. Whereupon he encamped about 50 Furlongs from 
the Enemy, and fent out Spies todifcover of what force they were, and how they were 
encamped. Who, when they had by a moft diligent view known all that poflibly they 
could returning, took certain Prifoners, and brought them away by night with them : 
by whole confeflion the dpfign of the Enemies was difcover'd to °Jonathan h which was, 
to let upon him on the fuddaln. But Jonathan with a provident care, fpeedily fortifi'd 
w q !T pkced h A ,s out g ltards > and prepared all things neceflary for defence, keeping 
his Soldiers up 111 Arms all the Night, and exhorted them to be Valiant, and ready, if 
there lhould be a neceffity of Fighting by Night, to prevent the furprifal of their Ene-

fJdVi?" "mo WA*t,and knew that they were not ftrong enough to give him battel in the open

Native mi „ ht t h c . b ct tcr conceal their retreat. On the Morrow, when Jonathan came to attack 
v^QT them in their Camp, and law it abandoned, and conjoined thereby that they were fled, 
capiaiosonce h c - follow'd after them; but he could not overtake them, btcaule they had already pale 
the River Elcuthcrns, and were retired into their ftrong hold, and places of fccurity. Re- 
«->rb<Tn* turning therefore from thence into Arabia, and making War on theNabatheans, hefpoiled 
S„"V h f f their Country, took great Booties, and led away, many Pnfoners : and from thence came 
colSd! fl$ to Damafiw, and th?re fold all tharhe had taken. About this tune (his Brother) 

by night. marchinjr throughout all Judea and Palejline, as far as placed his Cantons m inch » 

Places as he thought for his pnrpofe * and fortify'd them both with Men and Munition, and 
at length came to Joppa, which he took by force, .and planted a great Canfon therein, 
becaufe he was. ad'vertifed, that they of Joppa intended to furrender the City to Dem- 
j»«k*mtt. trim's Forces. When Simon and Jonathan had fignalized themfelves by fo many great 
chcthw^-' afTicns they vctuined to Jerufalem, andaflcmbled the People t.dgether in the Temple, and 
Sh tit perfwaded them to repair the Walls of the City, and to rebuild that of the Temolc that 
th e , M .

SaSff trefles throughout the Country, than thofe that were already fini(h;d. All that he pro- 
jevufdemM po f e( j was V vell approved ofi whereupon he took care of the City himlelr, and com- 
oUe°Z ati rnitted the Country to his Brother Simon. ^kk Demetrius patting the River, came into 
Mefopotamia, with a dcfign to make himfelf Matter of Babylon, intending to make that 
the Seat of the Empire, when he mould have fubdu'd the oiher Provinces. For the 
Greeks and Macedonians who inhabited that Country, had follicited him often by Am- 
bafladors to come unto them, promifing him tofubmit to his Authority, and toferve him 
ntmn'mm- j n the War againft Arfaccs King of the Parthians. Demetrius flattering hjmfelf with thofe 
SS ,p ' hopes, marched towards them with great fpecd, prefixing that if he. could overcome 
King of the the Parthians, he might eafily ,vanqu\(h Tryphon, and drive him out of the Kingdom of D 

Being therefore entertain'd by thofe of the Country with great joy, he le^ed a 
loSJr! " great Army, and. made War againft Arfaccs, but he loft the day, and was himfelf taken 
Prifoiier, as we have elfeWhere declar'd.

Tryphon feeing Demetrius ruined, contrives how he might quit himfelf of Antiochus, that 
' he wioht Rciqti in hk /lead, and likcwife how he may dejlroy Jonathan. He deceives him, 
Mtfeth a thoitfmd of his Men to be put to death at Ptolomais, and keepeth him Pri finer.

\ H IMenTryphon underftood that Demetrius was utterly ruined, he forfook Antiochus, 
S7 VV and contrived how he might kill him, and make himfelf King. But the fear that 
awte.ii.ij.hfi had of Jonathan Antiochus 's friend, hindred his defign* whereupon he refolv'd firft 
SftoSnT of all to deliver himfelf of Jonathan, and afterwards to kill the young King, Antiochus. 
Athchufi Having therefore refolv'd to kill Jonathan by fome Treafon, he came from Anttoch tp 
Kingdom umo ^] ? r m ( which »th<P Greeks call Scythopolis) whither Jonathan came to meet him with 
aXring 40009 chofeil Men, fuppofing that Tryphon came thither to make War upon him. But he 
>«rWso P - r i tllow j n „ that Jonathan came thither with fo great a ftrength, and imagining that he could 
Fefouflv" com- "ot prevail upon him by force, hc had recourfe to Fraud,' be made him rich Prefents, 
ploctcchlm and accdmpanied them with a great deal of civility, and that he might free him from all t 
dcit,u diftruft, and mine him when he mould leaft fulpefl: it, he commanded the Officers of his 
Army to obey him in all things. After this, he invited Jonathan, to come to Ptolomais, 
and to bring; Wiith'him fome few of his Soldiers, promifing to deliver the City into his 
: hands f and refign all the Fortrefles that were in the Country into his poffeffion} alto- 
ring him, That he came into that Country to no other purpofe. Jonathan fufpe&ing no 
finifter dealing, and believing that Tryphon fpake what he intended, disbanded his For- 
ces, and took only. 300c Men with him, whereof he left two in Galilee, and with 1000 he 
came' to Tryph'pn at Ptolomais. , But the Inhabitants of the City (hutting the Gates as foon 
as he was entrcd, (according as Tryphon had commanded thejn) took Jonathan Prifo- p 
-mi, and Hew all thofe that attended upon him. Hereupon Tryphon prelently fent part 
of his Army unto the 'jcoo that were left in Galilee,, to the intent to put them all to the 
Sword i but they having notice of that which had befallen their Chieftain, took up their 
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H Arms, and departed out of Galilee, without any lofs. And although the. Soldiers of Try, J>^V~

CHAP. XI. 

The Jews ma\t choice of Simon Machabeus> their General^ in the place ^/Jonathan his Bro 
ther.whowskeptPrifonerby Tryphpn 5 who, after he had received an hundred andtwoTa- 
I lentt of his Children fir hit ranfoM, break? his Promife, andpttts him to death. Simon <w<7, 
ajatch Comment fin - his Father, and his other Brethren. Be is created Prince and tlieh- 
Prieftofthe Jews. His admirable ConduEts he delivers his Nation from the Macedonian 
Tokeh takes by form the Fortrefs of Jerufalem, and defiwethit, levelling both the Cittadel 
and the Hill whereon it flood, even with the ground. 

WHen the Inhabitants oi Jerufalem heard of the furprizal of Jonathan, and the , aucU m 
lofs of his Soldiers , they were much troubled , that fo grelt a man was tl 
ken from them, tor they feared, (and that not without caufe) that being denriv'd Wd . n [ !a T n * 
of his Valour and Conduct, the neighbouring Nations would invade them with all man- S?n y 
R her °f Hoftihty, which till then they durft not attempt, ftanding fo much in awe of 1o The " ei eh- 
nathan. Neither did their Expectation deceive them : For they under ftanding 
thans Death, began prefentiy to invade the Jews on all fides, as thofe who had no Ion ^'-^ 
ger any Captain under whofe Conduft they might make War, and Oiew their Valour M&a - 
And Tryphon having like wife gather'd Forces, was refolv'd to march into Judea to make 
War againft the Inhabitants thereof. Simon perceiving that the Citizens of Jerufalem were 
allarmd with the fear which they apprehended of thofe Rumours and new Tumults of 
War* and bemg defirous to animate them againft all Incurfions and Attempts intended bv 
rr^//,aiTembled the People in the Temple, and began to exhort them after tbjsman- 
k ner : 

To* are not ignorant (Mctf and Brethren} howboth I, my Father, and Brethren, have ' volun- shm f* 
tartly expofed our fehes to f Dangers fir your Liberty. Sivce therefore / have abundance '^iSr, 
tffuch-Ukg Examples, and that it it the ordinary courfe of our Family to dip for our I aw and f mhklh ,he 
Religion, there is nofiarfo great as to hinder me to prefer my Honour and Duty to my Li Where- S«cth" d 
fire fince yon have a Commander who defpifeth *# danger, to procure and maintain your fafetv them - 
yon ought to follow me couragioufly to what place foever I (hall condutf yon. Far 1 am of no let' 
ter account than my Brethren, to value my Life more than others h neither am lie ft than thev" 
to be backward and cowardly to follow their foot Jieps, but I jhall rather glory to imitate them in 
dying for the defence of our Country, Laws, and Religion. I will make manifefi therefore bv all 
M theTeftimonies that I can, that 1 am their true and lawful Brother 5 for I tmfi in God that hc 
wiU give me power to take Vengeance of our Enemies 5 and deliver not only ail of you, \ut your 
Wtvet andChildrcnfrom the Injur* which they intended againfl you : And, by the Grace of God ' 
I will preferve the Holy Temt>le, that it may mt le ruinated by their prophane hands ; For I al 
ready perceive, that the prophane Nationt defpife m, and contemn you, as ifyou had no Leader ■ 
and I know already that they are marching finyard to fight you. 

By thefe Words Simon heartned the People, who were diftratf ed with fear, fp that thev simn f ««« : 
revived their Spirits, and conceived better hope. Whereupon all of thefn cried with \ 1 cth Jlis Br0 * 
loud voice, That Simon was their General, and that hewat to fncceedhit two valiant Brethren *™jJ"Z 
N J«das and Jonathan, in the Government * and that at touching themfelves, they would he obedi- s,m " fcn lech 
ent in all thing* r that he fhould command them. He therefore atiembled in one ^nftant all the/SCsS, Z 
Men at Arms in that Country, and haftened to repair the City- Walls* fortifying them 
with high and ftrong Towers, and fent a certain Friend of his, called Jonathan the Son of Km' 1 ' 6 
Abfalon with an Army to Joppa, commanding him to turn out the InhabitantKof that City fhSX' 
trom thence, fearing they would fubmit themfelves to Tryphon: As for himfelf, he Ve mai- Tr)plm ^ iu ' 
ned m Jerufalem to fecure the fame. * 2S t l>f °' 

Tryphon departing from Ptolomait with a great Army, came into Judea, leading his Pri- «"2n"«S- 
lomt Jonathan mth him. Whereupon Simon and his Army, went out againft him as farTri,\ pJrfua - 
as Addida, (, 1 City funatt upon a Mountain, at the foot Whereof beginnCth the Champain *-f hiTfto. 
r ?/?r Juaaa.) Tryphon knowing that Simon was made Governour of the Jewt r' et (hoi,Ul he 
fent Meffengers unto him, intending to circumvent him by Treafon and Policy, giving K litJCrcy ' 
him to underftand. That if he were defirous of hit Brothers enlargement, he jhouldfend him one 
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«~s^V^' v hundred Talents of Silver, and two o/Jonathan'/ Children for Hojiagis, to ajfntt him. Thai king 
gar rfthe ^ ^ lib he mt withdraw Judaea from the Obedience of the King. (For, till that 
b&cA prefent, he was held and kept Prifoner, by reafon of the mdney which he ow'd the King.) 
Mvit> t 143. § m(in was no ways ignorant of this canning intent of Tryphon s, but knew well enough 
^""^"^ that he (hould both lofe his money, if he (hould deliver the fame i and that his Brother 
(hould not be enlarged, no, though his Children were deliver'd for Hoftages : On the other 
fide, he feared, left the People mould judge finifterly of him, as if he had been the caufe 
of his Brother's Death, both by not delivering the Money, neitheryet the Children. Ha- 
ving therefore aflembledthe Army, he declared urtto them what Tryohon demanded, tel- 
ling them, That the whole fcope of his Aftions wen nothing clfe hut treacherous Stratagem and 
Subtilties : Yet notwithstanding he told them,That he had rather fend both the Money and the g 
Children to Tryphon, than by reptftng his Conditions and Demands, to be accufed to have ncg~ 
leSfed the life of his Brother. Simon fent therefore both the Money and Children of jfo- 
vathan * but Tryphon having receiv'd both, kept not his Promife, but detain'd Jonathan * 
and leading his Army thorow the Country, intended to pafs by Idumtea to repair to Je* 
rufalem. He came therefore to Dora, a City in Idum<ea 5 and thitherward marched Simon 
to encounter with him, encamping always right over-againft him. They that were in the 
Caftle of Jernfalem, hearing news hereof, fent Tryphon word that he (hould haften and 
come unto them, and fend them munition : Whereupon he addrefletl his Horfemen, pre- 
tending that very night to ride unto Jerufalem$ but the Snow in that time fell infucha- 
bundance, that it covered the way in fuch fort, and was fo thick, as the Horfes could not q 
travel, which hindred his repair to Jerufalem. For which caufe he departed from thence, 
;W*>hah » and came into Cctlofyria, and (peedily invading the Country of Calaad, he put Jonathan to 
*jj by * 7 " death in that place 5 and after he had buried him there, he returned to Antioch. But 
p Simon fent unto Bafca, and tranfported his Brother's Bones, and interred them in his Coun- 
try Modin, in his Father's Sepulchre, and all the People mourned and lamented for him 
many Days. Simon alfo built a great Monument of white and polilhed Marble for his 
Jonathan's Father and Brethren, and raifedit to a great height, and garnifti'd it round about with 
Monument. Ga n er i es an( j pjn ars a u G f one piece, which was an admirable Work to behold. Befides 
that, he eretted feven Pyramids for his Father, Mother, and Brethren, for each of them 
one, fo great and fo fair, as they caufed admiration in thofe that beheld them , and are as Q 
yet to be feen at this prefent Day. So great was Simons care, that Jonathan and the reft 
of his Family (hould be honour'd with (o magnificent a Sepulchre 5 which Jonathan died, 
after he had exercifed the place of High-Prieft, and poflefled the Government for four 
years. Thus much as touching his Death. 

Asfoonas Simon had taken pofleflion of the High-Priefthood, by the election of the 
People ; the very firft year of his Government, he acquitted the People of the Tribute 
The Jem dif- which they were wont to pay to the Macedonians. This liberty and exemption from Tri- 
Tribuas 0f bute » hapned amongft the Jews, one hundred and feventy years fince the time that Seleucus, 
S/Ws au- firnamed Nicanor, obtain'd the Kingdom of Syria. And in fo great Honour was Simon a- 
fhority. mongft the People, that in their private Contracts and publick Letters, the'.Date began, g 
From the Firft Year of Simon the Benefactor and Governour of the Jewifi Nation. For they 
prospered greatly under his Government, and had the Victory of all their Neighbouring 
Enemies round about them. For he deftroy'd the Cities of Gaza, Joppa, and Jamnia : 
He demoliftied or flighted alfo the Cittadel of Jerufalem, and levell'd it with the ground, 
to the intent the Enemies might never feize on it any more, nor retreat thither to enda- 
5/mwrazeth mage the City, as they had done before. Which when he had brought to pafs, he thought 
the caftle of it not amifs, but very profitable, to level the Hill whereon the Caftle ftood, to the intent 
jerufatm. ^ -femple might be the eminenteft place. All this he perfuaded the People to do in a 
common Aflembly, reprefenting to them how much they had fuffer'd by the Garrifons, 
and how much they were like tofuffer hereafter, if a Stranger (hould once morebeMafter ^ 
of the Kingdom, and build a Cittadel in that place. By thefe Exhortations he perfua- 
ded the People to finilh thefe Works, and all of them began to work without inter- 
miflionboth day and night^fo that in the fpace of three years, they levelled the Mountain 
and from that time forward, there was' nothing but the Temple that commanded the 
City* See herewhat Simon perform'd hitherto.

C ' 
for four years that he reigned ; and fpreading abroad a certain report, That the young King Top/mm™- 
iucxcni/iug hi mfelf, fortuned to die s, he fent his Friends and Familiars to the Souldiers, pro- f£ g 0 ££ 
mifing them, That if they would chufe him King, he would give them a great Summ of Money 3 eth the Kingi 
giving them to underftand, that Demetrius was a Prifoner among the Parthians* and that if dovp - 
Antiochus his Brother fiwuld obtain the Kingdom,he would punip them divers ways, and revenge 
the Revolt and Rebellion which they were guilty of by forfaiting him. The Army hoping that 
if they beftow'd the Kingdom on Tryphon, it would redound highly to their profit, they 
proclaim'd him King.

But 
he having fome privy Intelligence of Antiochus's Treachery, notwithstanding that at this 
time he was very old, was fo provoked with the Injuries that Antiochus had done him, that 
animated with courage more than became his age, he went himfelf to the War, as if as 
yet he had been but youthful : He therefore caufed his Son to march before, with the beft 
Soldiers of his Army * and having left a number of his Soldiers in ambufh, in the hollow s - tmn af)(J ^ 
retreats of the Mountains, he executed all his Defigns, without failing in any one of them : SonexpeiktH 
So that after he had every way obtained the upper hand of his Enemies, he ever after en- % d j™' rh ow 
joyed his Government in peace, during the remainder of his life, and renewed likewife the 
Confederacy with the Romans, '

When Hireanus heard his Mother (peak thus, he was more turioufly incenfed to give the 
Afiault; but as foonashe faw his Mother fo beaten and fore wdunded, his Heart racked g 
within him 5 and the fervent Defire which he before had to batter and beat down the 
City, was prefently allayed and cooled : And fo the pitiful Compaflion of his Mother, 
The end of fijrmounted and overcame his wrathful Defire of Revenge. Whilft thus the Siege was 
the iSbfe* continued and prolonged, the year of Repofe celebrated amongft the Jews was come : 
For they obferved the feventh Year, as the feventh Day is obfervedin the Week *> fo that 
by thisoccafion, Ptolomy was deliver'd of this Siege, who afterwards flew bofh Hireanus'* 
Mother and Brethren 5 which done, he fled unto Zew> firnamed Cotyla, who at that time 
tyrannized in the City of the Philadelphia^.

King Antiochus Sothcr beftegeth Hireanus in the Caflle o/'Jerufalem, and raifeth the Siege N ^A^* 
after a Treaty. Hireanus accompanieth him in the War againft the Parthiahs, where An- 
tiochus is killed -j and hh brother Demetrius ( whom Ariaces K.in<j of the Panhians had 
fit at liberty ) ta{eth pojfejfiou of the Kingdom of Syria. 

ANtiochus calling to mind the manifold lolTes he had receiv'd by Simon's means, inva- ntdk & R„f- 
ded Jewry in the fourth year of his Reign, and in the fiitt of Hircanut's Govern- -J'"' av ' l * 
I mcnt, which was in t he 162 Olympiade. And after he had fpoiit all the Country, he blockt Sen"in!o 
up Brcamts within the City of Jerufalem, which he had befieg'd with feven Camps; yet ,lieC »y b x 
with no advantage at all, both in regard of the ftrength of the Walls, and the Valour of SSTihe 
the Citizens, befides the want of Water which he had in his Camp j which was not- fc ven Stars. 
• withftandiiig remedied by a great fall of Rain, which fell about the fetting of the Plei. 
ades in the beginning of April. On the North-fide alfo where there is a great Plain, An- 
tiochus caufed loo Towers to be erefted, every one three ftories high, on which he plant- 
ed certain Companies of Armed Soldiers, who daily fought with thebeficged, and who, 
by the means of a double and deep Trench, deprive! them of all conveniencics. They on 
the other fide made often Sallies, and if they chanced at any time to charge the Enemy 
K011 afudden* they made a great flaughter: but if they were difcovcr'd, they marched 
back in order. But Hireanus confidering the great number of People that were in the The weaker 
City, who rather confirmed Soldiers Victuals, than performed any fcrvice, he divided fort3re tl,ruft 
thofe that were unfit for War, and fent them out of the City, retaining only thofe with Sty. 
him who were Valiant' tind Warlike. But Antiochus permitted them not to have free li- 
berty to depart * fo that wandiing here and there between the Walls and the Camp, they 
were confumed with Famine, and died miferably. When as therefore the Feaft of Taber- Antinhm af- 
nacles was to be celebrated during thefe affairs, they that were within, had compaflion of fordech fevrn 
their Country-men, and drew them within the Walls, and entertain'd them within the ce^bH^he 
City. At this time Hireanus fent a meflenger to befeech Antiochus to grant him Truce fart of Ta- 
L for feven days, byreafonof the folemnity of the Feaft* which he granted, for the ho- bcrm,dts - 
noUr, which he bare unto God. Furthermore, he fent a magnificent Sacrifice into Jerufalem 
of Bulls with gilded Horns, and ve'flels full of divers Perfumes, with other veflelsof Gold 
and Silver* Thofe that had the charge of the Gates, received the Sacrifices at their hands 
that brought the lame, and ofFer'd them in the Temple. Antiochus himfelf alfo gave the 
Soldiers certain Meats to grace their Feftival, fhewing himfelf herein' to be of a far bet- 
ter difpofition than Antiochus Epiphanes, who, after he had taken the City, caufed Swines 
flelh to be facrificed upon the Altar, and befpringled the Temple with the Hogs Blood, 
making a confufion of the Ordinances of the Law of God, which was the caufe that this 
Nation rebelled, and conceived a deadly hatred againft him : But Antiochus, of whom 
M we fpeak at this prefent, was by all Men call'd Devout, becaufe of the incredible affection 
that he had to the fervice of God. Hireanus acknowledging the bounty and affeclion he 
had towards God and his Sacrifices, fent AmbalTadors unto him, requiring him, That he //V 
would permit them to live according to the ancient Laws and Cnftoms of their Forefather sMfo"*' 
Whereupon the good King rejected their Counfel who advis'd him to deftroy the Jewd " ith An,km 
Nation, for being contrary to the cuftoms of all other People. . And undemanding that stge "riJS 
all the converfation of the Jews was conformable unto Piety, he anfwer'd the Ambaf- ov "- 
fadors, That if the beftcged would yield up their Arms; and pay the Tributes of Joppa, and the 
other Cities that were out of Judaea, and would receive a Qarifon, fuch*s he fiould appoint, he 
would difchargc them of this War. They accepted all other his conditions, but they con- * 
N fented not to receive aGarifon, left they mould be forced to entertain fuch with whom 
they could not converfe? but inftead of the Garifon they gave Pledges, and paid 500 
Talents of Silver, of which the King receiv'd 300 m hand, with the Pledges * amongft 
which, was Hireanus s Brother : and after he had beaten down the Cope and Panes of the Hirc(tm M 
Walls, with the other Fortifications, he rais'd the Siege, and departed. But Hireanus open- ketha huge 
ing David's Monument, ( who furpafled all other Kings in riches, during his time Ytfrew ^ um °f Monf y 
3000 Talents out of the fame, whereby he tookoccafion firft of all among the Jews toESb- 
entertain a Foreign Army. There was alfo a Friendlhip and Alliance betwixt him z n d N ' cholasDa - 
Antmhus, whom he entertain'd in the City with all his Army, and furnifh'd him largely mfcene ' 
and magnificently with all that which was neceflary for the fume 5 and that which is 
n ^ r ?' Antiochm having undertaken an Expedition againft the Patihians, Hireanus marched 
alio in his company. Nicholas Damafcene beareth witnefs hereof, writing after this manner 
in his Hiltory : Antiochus crc&ed a Pageant near the flood Lycw, after he had overcome In-

Fanius M. F. Pr. ajfembledthe Senate in the field */Mars the eighth day 
of February, in the prefence of L. Manlius, L. F. Mentina, and C. Sempronius, C. F. Fa- 
lcrnas concerning that, which Simon the Sou o/Dofitheus, Apollonius the Sou of Alex- 
ander, D.iodorus the Sou of jaCon, Men of good reputation and honour, and fent Ambajfadors 
by the People of the Jews, have propofed'-, who have dealt with tts a>s touching the confederation E 
and amity that this "Nation had with, the Romans, and have likewifi conferred as touching the 
affairs oj State, namely, that Joppa and the Ports thereof Gazara and the Fountains thereunto 
belonging, and thofi other Cities of the Country, which Antiochus took, from them, contrary to 
the Decree of the Senate, fiould br refiord unto them j and that it may not be lawful for the 
King's Soldiers to pa fs through their Country, neither any of thofe Provinces that are under 
their Government: And that thofi things which were attempted ^ Antiochus during this War, 
contrary to the arrefi and decree of the Senate, jljouldbe declar'd void, to the end that the Am- 
bajfadors fent in the Senates behalf may provide fir the reflitutiofy of thofe things which An- 
* tiochus had fipoilt them of and may rate and fit down the damages which the Country hath 
receiv'd by thk War. Item, That Letters of recommendation fiioulcl be written in the behalf of F 
the Jewifll Ambaffiidors, to the Kings and free People, fir their fecure and fafe return into their 
Country, It hath been held convenient, to make and rati fie thk Ordinance, to the end to renew 
friendship and alliance with Men of Jo good rcfpcCf, fent unto them by a Nation fo good and 
faithful towards them. And as touching the Letters, the anfwer was, That they fiould be 
written at fitch time as the affairs of the Senate would permit them any lei fur -e , and that f ont 
thk time forward they would have care that no injury jhould be offer d them. And the Pnctor 
Fanius was commanded alfo to deliver the Ambaffiidors Money out of the common Purfe, to bear 
their charges home into their Country, And thus did Fanius difmifs the Ambafladors of the 
Jews, after he had given them Money out of the common Trcafiiry, with the Decree of ^ 
the Senate addrefled to chefe that mould condutt them, and give them a fure convoy, or 
ftfe-guard to return into their Country. And this was the ftate of the affairs during 
Hircama's Prielttiood.

When Antiochus had Ant ™ l>M 
taken poflcflion of the Kingdom of Syria, he forbear to make War againft the Jem for Gophm ' 
that he had intelligence that his Brother, by the Mother's fide, ( who was in like fort na- 
med Anhochus ) allembled an Army againft him at Cyiic/s. Remaining therefore in his 
Country, he relolved to make preparation againft his Brother's coming, who was called 
Cyznenus, becaufe he was brought up in that City, and was the Son of Antiochm, called 
the Lonfirver, who ^dicd in the Country of the Parthians, and who was brother toZW 
trws, the Father of Gryphus h and it fell out, that both thefe Brothers were married to 
one and the fame Cleopatra, as we have heretofore exprefs'd. When Antiochus the Cyzice- 
K n l m arrived in Syria, he made War againft his Brother, which continued many years • 
during all which time, Bircanus lived in peace, (for prefently after Antiochus'* death, he 
revolted from the fubjeftion of the Macedonians) and from that time forward gave them 
no fticcors, neither as Subjeft or Friend * but his Fortunes both augmented and flourifhed 
greatly, during the time of Alexander Zcbiua, and principally during the Rcien of thefe " frftmw » w hi.

Thus far 
groweth in This great felicity and profperity of Hircanus, moved the Jews to conceive a hatred 
SSthc Pi, againft him,and efpecially the P/wrz/ew oppofed themfelves againft him. Thefe P/wr^ex 
ri/ii. were one of the Setts of the jfnw, (whereof we have heretofore Heated ) which Seft 
was fo great in credit with the common People, that when they difperfed any thing, were 
it againft the King, or the Piieft, they were prefently believed. Brcanm had been one 
of their Difciples, and therefore was eafily believed. He invited them to a Feaft, and en- 
tertain d them with all Humanity : and feeing them in a merry vein, he began to tell them, j) 
That they kiiew his mind, how that he defirzd nothing more than to bejujt, and to fquare alt hps 
actions according to Gods will and direction, according as they themfelves taught. He therefore 
rcquird them, that if they perceivd that he miftook. himfelf in any thing, or that he wandred 
from the right way, they would by admonition rcdrefs the fame. Whereupon all of them 
gave teftimony of his perfeft virtue, wherewith he was highly contented. But one of 
the company, called Eleazar, a Man of a malicious Nature, and fuch a one as delighted 
in Mutiny, faid unto him, Since yon dejtre to hear the Truth, if fo be, you affect the eflimatwi of 
a eood Man, vivc over the place of Priefihood, and content your felf with the Government of the 
People. Hircanus demanded of him the caufe, wherefore he mould forfake the Priefi- 
hood? Becaufe( faith he) that we have heard fay by our Anceflors, that your Mother was a £ 
E/Awrtlie Captive during the Rei^n 0/ Antiochus the famous (which notwithflanding was a falje : re- 
f'* ,T port. ) Hircanus hearing this, was fore moved againft him, and alfo all other of the Pha- 
r^X^h rifees, who were prefent.

Hircanus therefore talked with the Pharifees concerning his 
punifhment, telling them, That he fhouU very well perceive, that this injury had not been pro. F 
nounced by the common confent of them all, if they condemned the Offender tofuffer a I lini- 
ment proportionable to his Off nee. Whereupon they decreed, That he ought to be pimtpa 
by Imprijonment and Scourging 5 for ( faid they ) an injury done in word, required no capital 
Pnnijhment: And, tofpeak uprightly, they in their thinking cenfured feverely enough 
of this fault, for that the Pharifees are naturally inclin'd to Mercy in matter of Puminment. 
But Hircanus was fore offended with this their anfwer, and imagined that this Eleazar had 
fpoken after this manner, by the common inftigation of the reft. This difpleafure, and 
S'th?' conceived diflike of his, Jonathan aggravated to the uttermoft, and handled the matter in 
pA.,ri/L-«,.nd fuch fort, that he drew Hircanus to forfake the Pharifees, and to fubfenbe to the opinions Q 
foiiowcniuhc of the sadduces, abolifhing their Ordinances, and caufing them tobeftuirply pundit that 
obferve the fame. Thefe practices of Hircanus incenfed the People againft hijn and his 
Soils j but we will treat of this in another place.

ARiJlobulus , Hircanus'* eldeft Son, refolved after his Father's Death, to exchange the 
r 11 / n t nc, P al,t y ,ntoan l il bfolute Kingdom^ and the better to attain thereunto, he firft iSSff 
onfall fet the Crown upon his Head, 481 yearsand three months after the People of tbe^Kt/* 
Jcwswen : delivered from the Bondage of Babylon, and led again unto their Countrv f m """' s ■ 
And for that Anfiobnlus, amongft all His other Brethren, loved Antigonus b'eft of all, who fiS',S d£ 
I was the neareft unto him in Age, he accepted him as a Companion in the Government of ^"'"y of 
the Kingdom 5 but as for the reft, he (hut them up inPrifon. He locked up his Mother S&J 1 '" 
hkewife, who had contended with him concerning the Government, (for tfat Hircanus ^ 
had committed all things to her Difpofition) and fo far extended his Cruelty, that he fa ^ 
mifh d her to Death in Prifoi,. After he had thus ufed his Mother, he flew his Brother Ami- ffiSif 
gonus alfo, whom he pretended to love above all the reft, and whom (as he made (hew^ he Br0Iher Ami - 
had made Partner of his Kingdom.

feveral wars concerning the Kingdomof Syria. The p-eat-eft. part of the Jews extreme 
hatred againft their King Alexander, they Demetrius Eucerus to then Jid. 

Ptolmetti. T T E afterwards fet upon Sephor, a City near unto Azoch, from whence he departed B 
iSSRi rlwith the lofsof many men,with an intent to fight with Alexander, who came forth 
£ tr \ , rencounter him,and met with him 

SS^Ae camped right over againft the Enemy. He had in his Van-guard 8000 men,but the reft 
Warriors by G f hls Forces not finding themfelves fo well armed, were fearful to engage, who carried 
hundr«}s. bra2en Bucklers> fto/emeys Vanguard alfo had Bucklersafter the fame fafluon. Philofie- 
phanus, the Camp-maftcr did not a little encourage them : For he caufed them to pafs 
the River which feparated the two Camps,which Alexander would notoppofe,promi- 
fing himfelfthe vidory^f his Enemies could notretreat^the beginning of the skirmifh, 
each one of them fought with anfwerable valour; fo that a great number of them fell on 
both fides. But Philoftephanus perceiving ^Alexanders Army had the better, he c 
Akx^t took a part of his followers, and fpeedily feconded thofe who were ready to fly. The 
overthrow. Wing of the fews Vanguard feeing themfelves frelhly charged, and not fuccoured by 
any means, began to fly ; and fo far werethofe that marched next them from yielding 
them afliftance, that all of them became partners in one fhameful flight. But they of 
Ptolemey s fide, behaved themfelves far otherwife; for they purfued and flew them: and 
after they had put them in diforder,they charged them fohotly,that they bluntedfheir 
Weapons, and wearied their Arms with killing them. It is reported that joooFwere J 
flain in the Battel, (Timagenes faith, 50000.) As for the reft, fome of them were taken 
ptoicmev, to Prifoners, and other fome fled unto their houfes. After that Ptolemey had obtained this 
th 5 ™ •* victory, he over-run and fpoiled the whole Countrey,and in the evening, he quartered 
S?j«w!!8h himfelf in certain Villages of Judea, whichhe found full of Women and Children, and D 
more terrour, commanded his Souldiers, without refped of perfon, to cut their Throats, and to chop 
sSdiersto them into pieces, and afterwards to caft the morfels ittto a boyling Cauldron, and when 
eatMan'stfefh. they were wellboyled, toeatthefame : All which headed, tothe intent that they that 
were fled from the Battel,and retired to their own Habitations, fhould know that their 
Enemies would eat Man's Flelh ; that by this means they mightbe mOreafraidof them. 
Strabo and Nicholas report, that they demeaned themfelves after this manner, as I have 
ken bv fora-" declared. And Ptolemey took PtolemaisaUo by force,as I have made known elfewhere. 

But Cleopatra perceiving how her Son profpered, and how he had fpoil'd Jewry, with- 
out any prejudice,and fubdued the City of Gaza, ihe concluded with her felf, that (he 
ought not to fufler him to go on after that manner; confidering it was upon the borders & 
QUofatravvt- oSEgypty whofe Sovereignty he affe&ed. For which caufe, Ihe fuddenly marched out 
pareth an Ar- a g^ n ft hi m with an Army both by Sea and Land, committing the Command of her 
S &S. whole Forces to Chelcias and Ananias, both Jews ; and fent the greater part of her 
Riches into the Ifle of Choos, with her Nephews, and her Will, to be referved, and kept 
there in fafcty. And after flie had commanded her Son Alexander to fet foil towards 
Phoenicia, with a great Navy, becaufe the Inhabitants of that Country were revolted, 
flie her felf came, to Ptolernaispnd befiegedit ; when fhe perceived that they refufed to 
grant her entry ; Ptolemey made hafte todepdrt out of Syria, and to enter Egypt,ho^mg 
to be Matter thereof.when he fliould find the Country unarmed ,• but he was deceived : . 
At that time it fortuned.that Chekias,one of the two Generals of Cleopatra s Army,died 
Ptolemey M- in Galojyria, bejng in purfuit of Ptolemey. Cleopatra having Tidings of her Son's En- 
venom of E- tqrprize, and that the fuccefs and fortune he expe&ed in Egypt, had failed him, flie 
gyft ' fent part of her Ajmy to drive him out of the Country,' fa that hewas enforced to re- 
turn back again out of Egypt, and to go and fpend his Winter at Gaza. Mean-while, 
Ptotmaisli* Cleopatrahefcgedand took the City of Ptolemais, whither Alexander referred unto 
fieged, ainJta- her with great PreTents : She received him very kindly, in regard Ptolemey Had ufed 
kenbyc/^ him fo ill;he having now no other recourfe left him bUtto her tavou^8f aflrftanc6.Ur> 
tra ' on his Arrival, certain .of her Familiars counfelled her to lay hands on him, and tofeize 
the.Country \ and not to permit that fo grMt number of Jews; and fo valiant Men, 
fiould become Suijetts unto one Mim But Ananias gave her Cotmfel to the contrary ; Q 
pledging, Thou fhe fhould commit an Aft of great InjuflkCy if (he fhould depofe him,

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H allied unto her. For (fa'idhe) J would yolk fhould know, 'that by committingthhwrong, you <^-K^>*\ 
fhall raife in all the reft of the Jews a heinous hatred againft you. Cleopatra conforming w$4 f< !{ thk 
her felf to Ananias 's counfel, refolved with, her felf, to offer Alexander hoinjury ; but in-' hfrecinjiri 
ftead thereof,flie entertaih'd him as her Allie arid Friend, at Scythopolis, a City ofCcelc '• 
fyria. Now when Alexander perceived that he was freed from the fear which he had 
conceived of Ptolomy , he incontinently drew his Army into Coelofyria, and after fix wiih 
months fiege, took Gadara; he tookfliortly after Amafh alfo (which is agreat Fortrefs ^ p T are ' 
belonging to the Inhabitants about Jordan ) wlyetc Thei'Me, the Son of Zerio^ had dvcMdtr 
hoarded. up the richeft add beft part of his Subftaoce; who', furprizing the Jews una^ k « tl,G ^^v 
wares, flew about 10000 of them and pillaged Alexander's Baggage. 

I This did not ariy ways aftonifli Alexander , but notwithftanding the difafter, he mar- 
ched forward toward the Cities Raphia and Anthedon, which Herod afterwards called 
Agrippias, fituate on the Sea-coafts, and took them by force ; and feeing that Ttdomy 
was retired from Gaza vntoCyprus , and that Cleopatra, his Mother, was \n£gypt,he be- 
fieged the City of Gaza,md fpoilt all the Countrey round about it,by reafon of the dif- AUxmi x* 
pleafure which he had conceived againft the Citizens, for that they had fought Piolo- /iegcthe?^. ' 
w/s afliftance againft him. Apo/lodotus, Captain of the Gazeans,made a Salley by night, .^fiMum 
and entredtheCampof the jfow,having only with himxooo foreign Soldicrs,and iooo d«h the cT.m» 
of his own Followers. And as long as the night lafted, the Gazeans had the upper hand,- °f tkejewj. 
becaufe that they made their Enemies believe that Ptolemy was come, to their refcue j 

K but as foon as the day appeared, and this opinion was found falfe, as ifoon as the Jews 
were afliired of the Truth, they turned back upon them, and charging the GazetHsflhey 
flew about 1000 of them. 

Notwithftanding all this,thebefieged ftood.out ftilJ, being neither daunted with lofs 
of Men.nor lack of Provifion whatfoever, refolving rather to endure any mifery, than 
yield to their Enemies:and that which madethem more confident,was the hope of help 
which they expe&ed from^/<w,King of Arabia t who had promifed nblefs.Bqt it came Aret «'> "'"a 
to pafs,that Jpollodotus was flain before his arrival, arid the City taken. For Lyfmachus °L££k 
his Brother, conceiv'd a jealoufie againft him, by reafon of the good opinion which the with 
Inhabitants had of him, and having flain him, and gather'd thofe fighting Men that he h °P? of tcfcae < 

L might, he yielded up the City unto Alexander, ,who at the firft made a peaceable entry; kfitabro- 
but afterwards difperfed his Souldiers, and gave them licence to execute all hoftility a- *hw 4po!iad 0 ', 
gainft the Citizens ; fo that they adlcd their cruelty in every place,and flew many ofthe f t " ( > a A be " 
Gazeans. Neither died thefe Citizens unrevenged ; but fo manfully behaved themfelves, £ Alel «3tt, 
that they butchered no lefs number of Je wj,than they murthered Citizens among them; 
Some of them likewife perceiving themfelves to be alone, fet their Houfes on fire,taking 
away firft that which was therein, that the Enemy might not be enriehed with their 
Spoils. Others killed their Wives and Children with their own hands^ to deliver them 
from the Enemies cruelty.

45th year of his age,& in the 19 of his Reign. His Son Seleucus had the Kingdom after G^'Cflafn, 
him, who made War againft his Uncle ^*//<?c/;«x,firnamcd Cyzicenus, and having over-* MwwGn- 
come him,he flew him. Not long after, Amiochus,xnt fon of Cyzicenus, and Antoninus, S'th wL 
firnamed,f/tf JD<?xwtf,came to Arade, and crowned them,and made War againft Seleupus,mt\\Amh. 
whom they overcame in one conflict, and drove him out of all Syria; who flying into c,3Ut . the ^Kk]

N ft" 01 " the Citizens. But the People were fo incenfed, that they fet his Palace on fire ; 
whereby it came to pafs, that both he and his Friends were burnt to Duft. During th^fZs^mh 
time that Antiochus the Son of Cyzicenus, reigned in £.yr/<i,another Ant iochus, Seleucus' s Seieucut to 
Brother, made War againft him; but he was not only overcome, but both he and hisJ5? r , ? 
Army were put to the Sword. After him, Philip his Son took the Crown, and gbveawws R 
ed in certain places of Syria, ther. fighteth' 

Mean while Ptolomy Lathyrus fent to Gnidus for his fourth Brother Demetrius Euccerus, £"fhf SoiT 
and made him King of Damafcus. Againft thefe two Brothers, Antiochus made a manly of the Cft«* r 
and valiant refiftance,but died very lhortly after. For repairing to Laodicea, to fuccour .

Demetrius Euca»rus, Kingof Syria, conies toaffift the Jews againft their King Alexander, 
whom he defeats in a Battel, andretireth. The Jews profecute the War alone againft 
him; he overcomes them in f&veral Battels, and * proves extreme cruel to /^-Demetri- 
us bejiegeth his Brother Philip in Ber«a. Mithridates Synaces, King of the Parthians, 
fends an Army againft him, taketh him Prisoner \ he dieth fhdrtly after. 

* ut»t T~\Emetrius coming onward with his Army,and taking with him thofe who had ih- 
fimuSS' 1^/citcd him to the Enterprize.came and encamped near unto, the CityofS/r&w.But 
Demetrius Alexander gathering together fomc xoooo Jews (whom he knew to, be well-affe<aed to-

Iigainfl ?AkxJ trius, who led with him 3000 Horfemen,and 40000 Footmen.Both on the one and the

SSiii they were driven to decide their quarrel by the Sword in which encounter Demetrius E 
thb fight lo- j ia d tne u pper hand : Forall the ftrangers that were on Alexanders fide,were every one 
ijfsffiT hew'd in pieces,after they had made Efficient proof both of their Fidelity and Valour. 
' There fell alfo many of Demetrius^ Souldiers. But after that Alexander had fled unto 
. the Mountains, divers Jews (to the number of 6000) in commiferation of his defperate 
SnVefortun- eftate, and through the fear they had of Demetrius , reforted unto him ; which, when 
to Alexander, the Conqueror heard,he retired himfelf. After this.the jfawniade War againft Alexan- 
&* m iL\ der, and in divers Lofles which they received, there fell a great number of them in di- 
b" t&V«w, vers combats : At length,after hehad fliutupthe beft amongft them in the City of Be- 
befieged thc t f, 0Mt he befieged them j and after he had taken the City, and brought them under his 
StoftT fubjeftion, he carried them to J*rufalem,whwc he committed an unlpeakable and cruel p 
thom. Murther. For whilft he banquetted with his Concubines, in the fight of them all, he 
Al . commanded 800 of them,or thereabout, to be crucified, and before their eyes whilft 
aSth Soo they yet lived,he caufed their Wives and Children's Throats to be cut. All which he did 
•jtm, and to be revenged of thofe wrongs which he had received ; but he exceeded the bounds 01 
S w?vS Humanity herein,notwithftanding they had. rebell'd againft him,and redue'd him into a 
and children moft pitiful eftate, and put him in danger both of his Life and Kingdom. For being not

Btft Mithridates, 
King of Partbia, honour'd Demetrius by all njeans poftible^ until he was lurprked with 
a Sicknefs, whereof he died. Immediately after the Battel, Philip came into Aniioch, 
and having obtained the Kingdom, ruled over Syria.

was gone againft the Arabians. When his Brother Philip Qwhp had an Army in a readi. finus^.ii. 
nefs to invade the Arabians) had tidings hereof, he came to Damafcuj with great fpeed, i\ tiocb c" s n 
and made him furrenderup the City, both by the means of kilefius, whom Atitiochus r»$u°. 
L had left Governor in the Caftle, 6V alfo by the Confent; of the Qtizens ^hemTelves. But 
Philip fliew'd himfelf ungrateful towards Mihfius, performing nothing of that which t^SL 
hehad promifedhim, at therecovery of the City; that, the' World might think that the byhisbVothe,. 
fear of his Power, aad not Mileftuss Favour, was the caufe of the Sutrerider of Damajctts. 
Which AcT: of his made Milefius fufpeel: him, and was the cayle that he loft the City 
again. For departing from thence, to excrcife himfelf at Tilt, MileJiuitocWd the Qattis 
againft him, and kept the City for Antmhus, Who having Intelligence 6f that which 
had befallen Philip, returned out of Arabia, and at that very irtftant l0d his Army into 
Judea,m which were 8000 Foot, and 806 Horfe. AlexuMer fearing his abj^oach, made 
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ther 15-0 Furlongs, to keep back Antiochus. But he fired all his Fortifications, and made Famine a " 
his Army pafs into Arabia through this Streight. Tlie Kirig of Arabia retired upon thc mon B ft hil 
firft aflault;but afterwards he prefently came into the Field with iboooMorfemen,whom Army ' 
Antiochus charged very valiantly,and in the onfet loft h|s Lifej(yet with victory) whilft 
he fought to fuccour a company of his Men that were hdrd put to it. After Antiochus s 1 
death, his Army rctir'd to the Borough of Cana, where divers of them died for hunger. 

After him Areras reign'd in Ca>lofyria,Who Was calf d urito that Kingdom by thole that 
held Damafcus, and hated Ptolomy the Son of Mennaus. Aretat led his Army into Jew- of Cotl ^ ria - 

N rj, and got a victory againft Alexander, near to Addida j which done, heretired outof 
Judeafi^ott a C6mpofition made between them.MorddVerjorice more Jkxander march- 
ed towards the City of Dion, and took it. And afterwards he led his Army againft Effa, certain cities 
where Zeno had hoarded up hischiefeft Riches j and before he aftailed theFortref9, he jy ^- 
inviron'd the place with three huge Walls, which he built round about it, and having texandtr ' 
taken it by force, he marched to Gaulana and Seleucia; which having overcome, he 
made himfelf Mafter of a valley .called the Galley of Antiocbus,Vi\\\\ the Fortrefs of Ga- 
■ Z'fr^ . ob i e<ain g many, crimes againft Demetrius, the Lord of thofe places, he dif- 
pollened him of his government. Then after he had mdde War for the fpace of three 
whole years, he returned into his Countrey j where the Jews entertained him willing-

B revenge his fathers death, and came forth with an Army > againft MMicbusi Bi(t fbei- 
falus y w\\o was the elder, refolvqd to circumvent him by policy, leaft he fhouldraife a 
Civil War;. He therefore accepted of Malichu/s juftifications, and made a <h'ew that' he 
fuppofed'that he had in nb manner contrived Antipater & deathy arid only mindeo Itis -" 
fatherV Monument and Funerals. Mean while, Herod ieforring voSamaYia, ahd findi- ' 
ing it in a defperatc 1 Condition, rcftored the fame,and pacified the dirfbfltions that were 
amongft the Inhabitant^. Not long after ( by .reafon of a Feaft) he came to Jerufatem 
with his. Soldiers. Malkhus being afraid of his accefs; -, perfwaded Hircamts that he . .. 
mould hot permit hitri to enter into theCity: whereufitb Hircanus coftdefccnded,alIettd- 
ging, that amongft the holy People it was not lawful to intermix a Troop of polluted 

C Men. But Herod flighted them that brought him this news, and notwithftandingjlhi^ 
command, entered the City by night: whereat Malkhus was much amazed. Where- 
upon, according to his ordinary diffimulatioh, he openly Wept and bewailed the death 
of Antipater his efpecial friend ; but under-hand he prepared a guard for his owmiafe-' 
ty. Notwithftanding it was thought fit' by Herod s friends to takc hO notice- bp his 
diffimulationj but to malic fliew that they were well* affefted towards Malkhus ;^

HErod having aflured Caffms oR Antipater his father's death, he knowing very well 
what a wicked man Malkhus wa9, wrote back unto Herddth&t he flioeldrte- 
venge tile death of his father: befides,he ferttfecret Letters to the" Captains that were 
in ryr^ommanding riiem to aid and attfftHered'lii that juft execution" which hfc ^inten- 
ded. After that Cafftus had taken Laodicea, and the Inhabitants of the Country • came 
together,bringing with them Crowns and Silver to prefenfc him^ 'Herod expeclingtfiat 
Malkhus lhould receive his puniwriteht there, but Malkhus miftrufting'their defigifs 
E when he was drawing neat to Tyre m Phajtikia, hecontfriv'd a greater cnterprikevFor 
whereas his fort was ah hoftage iti Tyre r he entered the City to df&w hint thence^ and 
afterwards return into Judasa j taking that opportunity by reafort of Gaffius's tmubles 
C who marched to meet with Anthony) he refoived to draw the peo'phi to an infurre- 
dtion, and to make himlelf Lord of the Couhtry : but God disappointed his unjuft 
purpofes : for Herod being a man of a ri|Je judgment, immediately dilcovered his in- 
tention, and fent one of his fervants before, under the notion to prepare a banquet be- 
caufe he had told him formerly that he would entertain all his followers i but ih 'eflecl:^ 
he fent him to the Captains, to command them to go out with theii? Daggers, and td 
meet Malkhus j who marching forth, and meeting with him near the fhore, he ftabbed 
F him. Which act did fo muchaftonhli Hircanus y that through amaze he grew fpeech-

B future to enjoy peace and tranquillity, and that Afia (hall be delivered from all the mife- 
ries of War, and as for your part, you may affure your felves, that both you and your Coun- 
try, Jhall have your Jhare in this bappinefs, becaufe we have fo.gr eat a kindnefs for you to 
lofe any opportunity to procure your advantage, and all the body thereof fiems to be relie- 
ved from a grievous malady, bv means of our v'Ulory: We have already fent Letters from 
City to City, to the intent that if any one among you, either captive or free-man, have 
leenfoldto the utmoft by Caius Caflius, or any of that Army, they may be Jet at liberty. 
And our will is, that you reap the fruits of all the favors that we and Dolobella .have' 
granted you; forbidding the Tyrians tomoleflyou, and commandingthemtprefiore all that 
which they have taken from the Jews, in goods or poffeffions. As for the Crown which you, 

C fent me, 1 accept of it. 

Marcus Antonius Emperor, to the Governors, Senate, and People of tyre, Health. I Marcus Anto: 
have been informed in Ephefus by Hircanus'j Embaffadoi>s(wbo is IJigb-PrieJi and Prince J awE? 
of the Jews ) that you have feized on their Country, andfppiled the fame, when our ad- ft ra tes of rjre 
verfaries held that Province, But as we have undertaken the War for the Empire, ^^toreftore 
in defence ofjuflice and Piety, we have punifhed the fe ungrateful/difloyal and perfidious SjJw tbS 
perfons. Our will is, that you fuffer our Allies to live in peace; and as torching that Unit, Goods 
which you have obtained of our adverfaries; our pleafure is, that you reflore the fame to andLibertiei. 
thofe that are difpoffeffed. For none of them had obtained either Province or Army by the 
confent of the Senate; but had ufurped them by force, and afterwards befiowed them on 

D thofe who have been Miniflers of their impieties and injufiice. But fince they have been 
punifhed according, to their defer ts, we require that our Allies enjoy their own, without any, 
hindrance: and if you hold any places at this prefent, which belong to Hircanus Prince of 
the Jews (that were feized fince the time that Caius Caflius by an unjufi War invaded our 
Provinces) reflore them unto him, without offering to hinder him from the poffeffion of his 
own. And if you have, or pretend to have any right in them, when 1 fhall repair to thofe 
places, it fhall be lawful for you to debate your right, and we will fo judge, that bur Al- 
lies /ball receive no wrong. , 

Marcus Antonius Emperor, to the Governors, Senate, and People, of Tyre, Health; 
I have fent you my Editt, my pleafure is that you carefully confide r it, and that you regtfier 

g it amongyour public k Records, in Roman and Greek letters, and fee it up in Writing in 
an open place, to the end that it may be read by all Men. 

Marcus Antonius Emperor and Triumvir, in the pre fence of the Tymnsafembledfor 
their publitk affairs, hath declared, that Caius Caffius,</0/7»£ the troubles , by the affi- 
fiance of his Souldiers, hath ufurped another mans Province; and hath in like fort fpoilei 
our Allies, and hath ranfackt the Nation of the Jews, who are friends to the people of 
Rome: and for that by our valour , we have repreffed his infolence, by our Edicts and 
Judgments we will corrett his offences, to the end that all things may be reflored to our 
Allies, and that all whatfoever hath been foU, an A appertained to the Jews (whether 
they be Prifoners or Poffeffions ) be reflored to their Meiers ; to the end that each Matt 

p maybe at liberty as be was before,and that each mans poffeffion may be reflored to hisfirjt 
owner. And my pleafure is, That whofoever difobeyetb this Ordinance, he may be pu- 
rified accordingly. He wrote to the like effedfc to the Sidonians, Antiocbians, and Ara- 
bians; all which we will infert in a convenient place, to teftifie what account the

of Jrijtohulus, who obtained favour at his hands, by the counfel and lolhcitation of a 
certain Prince of great authority and credit with him.

A^/f^^ Barzaphames was gone,certain of thcParthi.ws took Hircanus trndPba- ^ 
jalus Fnloners, who mightily dcteftcd his Perjuries. But the Eunuch that was pi-ifcd b yt | w 
fent unto /iW, ; had inftrudtions given him to entice him without the City Walls, and embi * t »- 
afterwards to apprehend him. But Herod 'was forewarned of this treachery, by certain 
Meflengers ( who werefent by Phafalus to give him notice thereof) who being inter- 
cepted b.y the enemy in the way, and #<?Wgetteth notice thereof,lje addrefled himfelf 
to Pachorus (and thofe in great authority among the Parthians~)who fubtilly diflcmbled, 
O notwithftanding they knew how all things went,telling him,that he ihould do well tore- 
pair with them without the Wall, to go and meet thofe MefTcngers, who brought him 
Letters j who had not as yet been fcized by their advcrfaries,but came to acquaint him 
tiiat / hafclus was well. But J krod gave them no credit, becaufe he was already other- 
ways 
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- ways adverted of his Brothers furprifal, and had alfo far greater fufpicion of the Par- H 
, I' thians, by the follicitation of Hircanus's Daughter, whom he had Married. And al- 
^r/cwrithough the reft madenoaccount of her advertifements,yet Herod gave credit unto her, 
N*tM,y, 39 - for that fhe was a moft wife Woman. Now whilft the Parthtans were in deliberation 
t£52£ what were belt to be done ( in that it was held no policy to make open affault upon 
my a Plot to f„ch a Man ) they deferred tiic whole matter untill the next Morning. W hilft thus 
tWprire/W , d ^ bati of their differences, Herod, who rather gave credit to that which 

t he had heard as concerning his Brother ( and touching the Treafons intended againft 

tcth themliy i,j m by the Parthtans ) than to his Adverfaries ; as foon as it was Night, concluded to 
* make life of the time, and to make away, without flaying any longer amongft thofe 
uncertain dangers, which his Enemies intended agamft him. For which caufe he fled 1 
with thofe Forces he had with him : and mounting his Mother, his Sifter, and his Be- 
trothed, whom he was to Marry ( who was Alexanders Daughter the Niece of 
Arijlobulus ) and her Mother ( who was Hircanms Daughter ) and her younger Bro- 
ther, with all their Family and Train, he departed into Idumaa, without fufpicion of 
the Enemy. Amongft whom there was not one fo hard-hearted , who feeing ^uch a 
pitiful Speftacle, could not be moved to Companion, beholding the Mothers drag a- 
way their little Children, and abandon their Country with Tears and Complaints ; and 
that which was worfe, to leave their Friends in Bondage,without any hope of Comfort 

° r But//Wmaftered thefe misfortunes by his invincible Courage,and for that he was K 
7Weoiiifer- a con ft ant Man in all Fortunes, he exhorted every one of them whom he met in the 
£;H s Way, to be of good Courage j and not abandon themfelves in immeasurable forrow 
' for that by fuch means they might hinder his Retreat, on which their fole and fecureft 
confervation depended : Whereupon they for their part endeavoured themfelves to di- 
geft their Griefs, according to Herod's Exhortation. Mean-while he hardly refrained 
Herod feeing f rom laying violent Hands on himfelf, by reafon of the Chariot wherein his Mother 
cLfiofover- rode, which overturned, had al moft (lain her j yet, bti^M^a&^iaxt^ 
turned, » rca- him C for fear leaft the Enemy in purfuit mould furpnfe him during thefe delays ) fo 
d X t0 murdfr that he drew and prepared his Sword to kill himfclf, had not fome afliftants and 
followers ftept in to him, and flayed the ftroke, befeeching him inftantly not to for- L 
fake them, and leave them fubjedr. to theJEnemies violence: alluring him, that it was 
not the part of a Valiant Man to refpedthis own private intereft,and negledt hjs Friends, 
danger. By thefe perfuafions he was induced to hold his hands, both by reafon of the 
apprehenfion of thefe words, which were fpoken unto him, as alfo for that he was 
over-ruled by the Multitude of thofe who would not permit his hand to execute his 
will fo that taking up his Mother,and doing her all the lcrvice that the time permitted, 
he followed on his way,and with the fpeedieft and neareft means he could, he retired 
toward the Caftleof Mafada; where in the way,he oftentimes fought againft the P*r- 
thians that charged and purfued him,but healwaysgot the Victory. The Jews alfopur- 
uorod retiring fad him during his flight j for fcarcely had he travelled fixty furlongs out of the City, M 
towards Maf but t j a ff a j| e d him in the high-way : but he put them to flight,and obtained the 
t :5;" embf. Victory, not likea defperate Man, enforced thereunto through neceffity, but like a di- 
<»"• fcreet clear couraged and valiant Soldier. So that in the very place where he obtained 
the Victory againft the Jews ( after he was made Ring ) he builded a moft fumptuous 
Palace, and a City, which he called Herodium. Whilft he remained at Refa(* Borough 
of Idmaa) Jofetb his Brother came forth to meet him, and to coofult with him con- 
cerning their prefent condition, and to know of him what fhoutd become of that great 
multitude that followed him, con fldering that they had no Soldiers in Pay, and the 
Caftle oUla(fada,( whither they intended to fly) was too little to hold all the People : 
For which caufe he fent away many, to the number of Nine thoufand, willing them to N 
difperfe themfelves here and there in the Country of Idumcea, and for the better dif- 
patch of their journey, he furnifhed them with Vi&uals. As for himfelf, he took with 
him his moft able Soldiers and Friends^and repaired to the Caftle of Mafada( m which 
place he left the Women and their Train, to the number of Eight hundred, or -there- 
abouts)and furnilhing the place with Corn, Water, and other Proviflons neceffery,he 
TheP^Mw went into Petra, the Chiefeft City of Arabia. As foon as it was day, the Part hiam : plun- 
(jioiithe citi- deredall that Herod left in Jerufalem 5 and amongft other things, they fpoiled the Fa- 
zewofymi. lace . but t | K y me dled not with Hircanus's Money, which amounted to fome joo Ta- 
£y£r$ Ients. They left divers other things beliind them alfo that appertained to Herod, and 

efpecially that which had been tranfported into Idumaa by his providence. Npitner U 
were the Parthtans content with the fpoil of the City, but they forraged all the Coun- 
try round about, and ruined Mar if a a very rich City. 
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A Thus Antigonus, brought back into his Country by the King of the Parthtans, re- r^-J^s 
ceived Hircamis and Phajalus that were Prifoners: yet he was vehemently difpleafed^X'^ 
becaufe the woman was efcaped, whom according to his promife he intended to have before c& 
delivered with the money : and fearing left Hircanus through the favour of the people Naiw > 
ihould be re-cftabliflied in his Kingdom ( who then was Prifoner in the cuftody of the 
Parthtans) he cut off both his ears, depriving him by that means from enjoying the ftonjj tTti'e' 
Priefthood any more, by reafon of that maim, becaufe the Law commanded that they K ^ dam by 
who are in that dignity Ihould be found in all their members. But PhafaUs is to be cutSh ofT'' 
admired for his great courage at that time: for underftanding that hemuft needs die, W'VcWs 
he was no ways difheartned with death, but that which he efteemed moft miferable c *"\ t0 lKC ' 
B and dilhonourable was, that he muft needs die by the hands of his Enemy. Seeing ffifS h 
therefore that he could not difpatch himfelf by other means, ( becaufe he was bound f lw Priefthood 
and chained) he knockt out his own brains againft a ftone, and fo ended his life ( with 
as great honour as maybe imagined in fuch a defperate cftate ) depriving his Enemy Wrf M«daih- 
of that power which he intended to pra&ife in tyrannizing over him at his plcafure : It itTbnL 
is laid, that the Wound being very deep, Antigonus fent privily Chirurgcons to cure Antigmu, ' 
Ium,'and that under colour of healing him,they fliould put poyfon into the fame where- }- )Ut . cth po v~ 
througli he might die. But before Phafelus gave up the ghoft, he underftood by a JSXSj. 
certain woman that his brother Herod had efcaped from his Enemies: for which caufe "'tead of ca- 
ne endured his death with far greater checrfulncfs and conftancy, feeing that he left ring lmh 
q behind him fuch a man as would revenge his death, and punifli his Enemies. But /te- 
rn/ was no ways difcomfited with the greatnefs of thofe adverfities which invironed 
him round about, but was the more whetted on to find out new inventions, and toad- 
venture confiderable attempts. For he went unto Malchus King of the Arabians ( to Hcrod ^ 
whom formerly he had /hewed much courtefie ) hoping to receive the like of him in 
this time of his great neceffity, and to draw fome money from him , either by intereft bin to 
or.gift. For being ignorant of his brother's death, he endeavoured to redeem him "^y^ 
Ipeedily from his Enemies,by paying his Ranfom ( which amounted to Three hundred 
Talents J and for that caufe he led with him the fon of Pbafalw, who was only feven 
years old, to leave him in pledge amongft the Arabians for the fum that was deman- 
D ded. But certain meffengers came to him from Malchus, who charged him in the forodis com. 
Kings behalf to retire back again, for that th,e Parthians had enjoyncd him thathe mandedoutof 
fliould, neither receive nor retain Herod y And ufed this colourable pretence, becaufe he t&tT* 
would not pay his debts: and hereunto was.perfwaded.by the advice.pf the greateft from 
in autliority among the Arabians, wijo pretended thereby to make themfelves ma fters r be,lc £ "' lcr 
of thattreafurethat Antipater had committed to their cuftody. Herod mfaredthm hT ep ^7'to 
/hat, he repaired mt tmo their Country, to give them caufe of any. trouble, but only to con* ^ ome ' whc,c 
fult with them about certain matters of gnat importance: touchinghis own eft at a t and that j C " mith f 
ah terwrds hewasrefohej to depart^nd^thdraphimfejfim ligy$t as fecretly as mhht th"tXh°had 
be poftble, He returned therefore toa certain iTCemple, where . he had left divers of bd:illcnhi,n ' 
E m foilowers j and the next day ,he pame to Rhi^ra] jq which pl^qp he heard tidings 
of his brother s&ath,. But afterwards Malclm repented, . himie)f of his ingratitude 
and fpeedily fent after. Herod, but he could not !oyer r tal^e him : ifor he had gotten far 
on his way, and was already arrived near to Pelufytm,;, where being denyed his pafface 
to Alexandria, in thofe mips that were there, he. addrefTcd Inni^ljf toi the Magiftrates 
of the plade, whp highly refpe<5ted and honoure^jum. and font him tp the City where 
c/^/ W \yasi ; who entertained hiin kindly : yep rf 0 twjt|iftanding 'fhe could not per- 
lwadehini to remain: with her. Whereupon hq rep^ire.d towards Jiome Q notwithftari- 
Uing.the Winter,and thofegrievous troubles thatat the very famejtAmeafflicled Italy asit 
was reported.; Eml?arking himfelf therefore to m'mtaPwphyliate was toft witha rhoft 
crMel ilorm^ fo tMt witb great danger at laft he arfiV^ iq Rhodes^ having been in* 
forceel in the t;erfl^ft to call into fht Sea great, part of his goocls. , There he met With 
Jmw ,a„nd Ptefomy^ two of his endeared friends. He found alfp.the City of Rhodes 
had Offered much rrtifery by CafmU r Wars ; and although his mean* were very fliorr, 
yet helped tjiem in what he might, and caufed their Walls ro be repaired.notwith. 
ftancfmg that by (p ^oir,g he greatly Jundred A% ,that, he caufed a littid ' 

trigot to be bmlt, and embarked himfelf with his. frjends to , repair, into Italy, and ar- 
f i y ed . a ! ^ r ^MmM from, thence went to Rome. ^ M to ; ^hom he ^covered 
ins misfortune, was Marcus 4ntoni m to whom hq. reported all the occurrences in 7* 
dea: ami how ^ M^Pbafatl^ms taken by, the Pmbms^and flain-, and how 
^asimprifoned, with him.The manner alfo how they hadeftaWifoed Anthonu, 
Kmg, under promife to give them One thoufand Talents, and Five hundred of the 
lairelt Women, whom he intended to chufcout of his owrt race. LaftJy, how he ftoleV 
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r<X^^av"by night, artd7etoi^ei^ndcfcaping his Enemies hands, had afterwards en- H 
2X«*'Nu^dmany mifcrics. Befides that, his friends were in great danger, and left befieged; 
tfm&'tfor which caufe he had failed by Winter, and defpifed alldangers,Only to leek for aili- 
^'.^3^ flance at hishandSj on whom depended his hope, and laft reluge.

TIerod, through Anronios V WAuguftusV afftflance,u declared King of the Jews,*/ Rome. 
Antigonus befiegeth Maflada, defended by Jofeph, Herod s Brother. 

St-f ff A M'»'*' hearing of all thofe alterations that had befallen Herod fad companion of 1 
<>i. ' i\ his mifery ( bethinking himfelf of the eftate and condition of great men,who are 
:'St d likewife fubjetf to no lefs cafualties )and the rather was he induced to do him good, 
iffiSSS both in remembrance of the friendlhip he had with Anthater his father, and a lb by 
»'". reafon of Herod's promifes of certain fums of money, if he were made King by his 
means, as he had been formerly declared Tetrarch. But that which molt moved him 
hereunto, was the hatred which he bare unto Antigonus, whom he accounted to be a 
„ r A mutinous man, and an Enemy to the Romans. On the other fide, Cafir ms well incli- 
flZTiISs ned to fuccour him,both in regard of thofe Armies which Anthater had brought into 
friend. Egypt in his father's fervice, as alfo becaufe of the good hofpitahty and kindnefs that he K 
ha'd ftiewed him in all things; and efpecially to gratifie AntoniusMm was well affected 
towards Herod. Whereupon the Senate being affembled, Meffala and Atratmus brought 
forth Herod, and after they had praifed him, and recited the favours which the Ro- 
wans had received by his father, and the great affection and good will which he bare 
to the people of Rome; they accufed and declared Antigonus the Romans Enemy, not 
only for his ancient crimes, butalfo, that in contempt of the Romans, he had received 
the Kingdom from the Parthians. Whilft the Senate was fore difpleaied at the report 
of thefe things, Antonius arofe, and declared openly before them alt, that in further- 
Htrod admit- »nce of the Parthian War, it were not amifs that Herod (hould be made King : which 
led into the opinion of his was generally allowed, and finally ratified. The principal demonftr- L 
¥'f e ' » a K- ation of the love and affection which Antonius bare unto Herod, Was, that he not only 
fr obtained him the Kingdom, beyond all hope, for he never thought that the Romans 
intend would grant that dignity unto him, who were wont to referve that honour to thofe 
i4 the King- of the King's blood; and therefore he intended to have demanded it for his Wifes Bro- 
<!om for his ther Alexander, and Nephew to Arifiobulus by the fathers fide, and to Hircanus by 
mfeihflfe" 'he mother ( which Alexander, Herod aketmtds put to death, as mall be declared in 
fame Wett. time and place ) but ajfo for that, within the term of feven days, he fenthimoutol 
Italy, with the unexpected titles of his felicity. 

Asfoonasthe Senate was rifen, Antonius wdCafar went for threading /*/W between 
them, and being accompanied by the 1 Confuls and other Magiftrates, went up into the M 
cAthecS Gapitol to do facrifice, and to place there this Decree the Senate had made as touching 
<oi with An- this matter. The firft day of Herod's Reign Antonius feafted him; and after this man- 
t0 " il " mAc «- M t he was eftabliffied King, the hundred and eighty fourth Olympiad, in the year 
wherein C. Domains Cahinus twice Conful,and Caius Afwius Pollio were ConfukMcan 
while Antigonus befieged thofe that were in the Caftleof Maffada, who were plentifully 
furniflied with all things neceflary ( except it were water) for which caufe jofeph Herod's 
JW s f.,mi!y brother* that was within, and Two hundred of his friends, had concluded to fly unto 
bditgci'bv the Arabians: for that they underftood that Malchus had repented himfelfofthat faulthe 
u'lfT'™ had committed ageinft Herod. ' But whilft they flood upon thefe terms, God poured 
JJ down a huge rain on a certain ni&htj that in fhort time filled their Cifterns,fo that they N 
had no more neceflity to fly; arid from that time forward they took courage; and made 
a fally upon their Enemies* in which they charged Antigohus*s Soldiers after fuch a 
manner, fometimes iriopen field, fometimes by furprizal, that they flew a great num- 
v .,. ber of them. At that time Ventidius, a Roman Captain,was fent into Syria, to drive the 
.len'IetexVTo Parthians from .tlience, and after their departure he arrived in j^M^riiaking fliew;that 
hs\v3°fi?i> he would alfift jofeph : but in effect all his pretence was to draw money from Antigo- 
SSS dS- nus • Bein B therefore encamped near unto Jerufalem, and having drawn fufficient mo- 
tigonm., ney from Antigonus fa retired himfelfwiththe greater part of his Forcesjand to the intent 
his deceitful dealing might not bedifcovered, he left Sib with a company pf his Sol- 
diers: who likewife was honoured by Antigonus, left he (hould be caufe of fome newO 
trouble, before the ParthianSi whofe coming he expecleo\fliottld yield him aid. 

CHAP, 
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A Jf . Jr CHAP - ™ ' £^2 

Herod being returned from Rome, raifeth an Amy, taketh fome places, and bejiegeth ™rid, p<s f 
Jerusalem, but cannot take it ; he defeated the Enemy in a great Battel ; the Art he j&g 
ufed to draw fever al of the Jews, who had hid them/elves in Dens, from Antigonus'sA-^V^ 
party ; he marched with fome Troops to find out Antonius,^ was making War anainfl 
the Parthians. The five Battels that he fought on the way ; Jofeph, Herod's B rotter, u 
killed in a Fight, and Antigonus caufedhis Head to be cut off. The manner how Herod 
revenged his Death ; he befiegeth Jerufalem, where Sofius joineth him with a Roman 
Army ; during this Stege, Herod marrieth Mariamne. 

B A Fter that Herod was come from Italy by Sea to Ptolemais ,and that he had affembled 
jTx no fmall number of Soldiers,both Strangers, and his own Country-men, he mar- 
ched forward again A: Antigonus, and pafled through Galilee. Silo and Ventidius alfo 
gave him afliftance in this Action, having received direction by Gellius from Antonius, Hcdio& R>if 
that they Inould aflift Herod to recover his Country. But Ventidius was employ ed in fi«» '> « P V 4 . 
appeafing the Troubles that were raifed in the Cities by the Parthians ; and as touch- 1 1 *; 
ing Stlo,he kept in Judea, having been corrupted by Antigouuttoa. the further that He- ingbckSf 
rod daily marched into the Country, the more his Forces did encreafe; and all Gal/leefex- {'^ leadeth 
C S^Y ry rl^ fubmit f ed themfelves unto him. Whilft he marched forward towards ^^i' 
MaJ^ada^bGim moved thereunto, for to relieve his Parents that werebefieged there- Armg n ,.uu 
C in) the City of Wwould not grant him paffage j for the Citizens thereof were his ^/ auft j 
Enemies; fothat it behoved him firft of all to ruinate the fame, to the end he might 3 
leave no Retreat behind him for his Enemies, if he made towards jerufalem. Upon 
winch occafion Silo laying hold, diflodged his Army, and made thitherward ; whom, 
when the Jem - did purfue, Herod m^t\\ out with a fmall Company, and put them 
to flight, and faved Silo, who could not refill any longer. Afterwards having feized on 
Jot>pe, he hafted forwards to deliver his Friends that were befieged in Maffada; but part 
ot the Inhabitants fubmitted themfelves unto him, for the Friendfhip they had born 
unto his Father;and othersof them.for the honour that they bareunto him : the reft ad- ^"Vf" 
knitted his Government, in acknowledgment of thofe Favours they had received from K 
D them both. But the greateft part was moved thereunto by the hope they had conceiv'd 
ol their new elected King, and the confirmation of his Government. Thus bv thefe 
means was his Army mightily encreafed. 

Whilft thus he marched forward, Antigonus feized on thofe places that were fitteft 
to lay Ambumesm or tofight at advantages by the way (notwithstanding that by 
thofe Stratagems he did but fmall or no hurt at all to his Enemy ; fo that Herod raifed 
the Siege and relieved his Friends out of the Caftle ot Maffada; andafter he had taken 
the Fort of Reffa, he ^approached Jerufalem , being attended by Silo's Army, and by di- taken ;

Now when the King had eftabliflied Ptolomy General over the Army in that Country ' w retiretii 
he retired into Samaria t w'ah fix hundred horfe,and three thoufand footjwitha refolution towrds '"""- 

D to fight Antigomis, and to end their quarrel : But Ptolomy had but very flender fuccefs wffJK- 
in his Government; for they that belbre-time had troubled the Country of Galilee fal- »«. 
lied out upon him, and defeated him. Afterwhich execution,they fled into the Mariflies 
and inacceffible places, where they robbed and fpoiled all the Country. But Herod 
returning, and fetting upon them, puniflied them; for he flew fome of them, and the 
reft were conftrained to fly into flrong places ; where he befieged them, and entring 
their Fortrefles perforce, put them to the Sword, and deftroy'd their fortifications; and 
liaving brought this Rebellion to an end, he condemned the Cities to pay him the' fum 
of one hundred Talents. Mean while Pachorus was killed in the War, and the Parthians

B hopes of any better fuccefs for the future; for a man might have feen them flic away 
in whole droves ; and had not a fudden and violent Tempeft fallen upon them, the tri- 
umphant Army of Herod had immediately entred Jeru/alem with aflurance of Victory, 
which had made an end of all that War. F or dnti&onus had no other thoughts but toflie 
away, and to forfake the City. Now the Night drawing on, Herod gave order for the 
Soldiers to eat j and himfelf being weary, retired into his Chamber to bathe, where he . .

All thefe aflembled themfelves together near unto the Walls of Jerufalem and 
Sft7-- y planted their Siege nigh unto the Wall of the City that extendeth towards the North- 
Ulem ' ward The Army confifted of eleven Legions or Foot, with 6000 Horfe, bcfides the 
Auxiliaries that came from%w.Two Generals commanded this Army ; namely,^//- 
us who was fent by Antonius to fuccour Herod; and /Whimfclf,who made War for 
himfelf, with an intent, that having difpolTefled Antigonus, (whom he had proclaimed 
Enemy to Rome) he himfelf might be King in his place,according to the Senate s decree. 
Thofe?™* that were within the Walls (that is to fay, almoft all the Nation} refitted 
the Herodians with great courage, boafting much of the Temple of the Lord,and wifh- 
ing all good Succefs to the People ; namely that God would deliver them from all dan- K 
gers : and fpoiling all provifion without the C.ty, that was either behoveful for ■ theiife 
of Man or Beaft,by theirfecret excurfions, they made the Befiegers deftitute of ^ctu- 
Herod pre als. Which incon venience Herod prevented, having laid Ambufoesto cut them oft. As 
vmtetli the f or Victuals,hc made much Provi fion be brought from remote places ; lo that within a 
De ' irth - very little (pace they had abundance of all that which was neceflary in the Camp. He 
erected alfo with no lefs care three Bulwarks, by the diligent labour of a great number 
of Workmen ; for it was Summer-time ; and neither was the Air incommodious, or neg- 
ligence of the Workmen luch, but that they prefently furniih'd and fini h d them. Af- 
terwards having raifed their Engines upon them, they batter'd the Wall, with as much 
violence and diligence as was pollible ; notwithttandingall this,they did no ways daunt ^ 
thofe that were within, who, for their parts ufed all the cunning imaginable to defend 
themfelves, and by divers Sallies fet on fire the Enemies Engines j and burnt not only 
thofe that were half made, but thofe that were wholly perfected j and when necefhty 
drave them to clofe Fighting, they fhew'd no lefs valour than the Romm-but they were 
T , P rr ,„ inferiour to them in Skill and Martial Difcipline. And when as the firft Wall was beaten 
'vithout fem- down,they built up a new,and countermined againft thofe Mines that were made by the 
refift thofe E nemy , f 0 that they fought under ground hand to hand. Thus ufing Defpair rather 
than Courage, they refined to the uttermoft; notwithftandingthey were befieged by a 
great Army,and prcfiedby Famine and want of Victualsjfor the year wherein the fiege 
was continued was the fevcnth,in which the Earth was unmanur'd,whichby us is call d M 
The year of Reft. Butat laft zo chofen Soldiers firft of all mounted upon the Wall, and

C of them departed very well fatisfied. 

Thefe Calamities hapnedin the City of Jerufalemjn the year wherein Marcus Agrip- when 7*17//*- 
paand Canidius Gallus were Confuls, which was in the i8jth. Olympiad, in the third km SVi,s takcR - 
Month, on the days wherein the folemri Faft was celebrated ; as if this affliction had 
jump'd together in one inftantwith that of PompeyX which had hapned that very day 
*7 years. Sofius offered a Crown of Gold unto God, and afterwards departed from Jeru>- 
falem t leading Antigonus Prifoner with him unto Antonius. But Herod fearing left if 
Antigonus fhould be kept by Antonius, and fent to Rome, he fliould debate his Title 
with him before the Senate by Proteft, that he wasdefcended of the Royal Linejwhere- 
as Herod was but a Plebeian,and commonPerfonjand that although he had offended the 
D Romans, and thereby might not deferve to be King ; yet atleaft his Children,who were Hmd bribeth 
of the Princely Line,were not to be denied their Title: Herod, \ fay,fearing thefe things, MoS'^t? 11 
prevailed fomuch,by force of his Money ,with^»/f»/w,that he caufed him to put Ami- make away 
gonus to Death, fo that at that time Herod was truly deliver'd from all his Fear. Thus """A™"'- 
ended the eftate of the Afmoneans, after ix6 years. This Family was .famous both for IfZt^t 
their Nobility, and alfo by reafon of their Sacerdotal Dignity, and for the noble Actions miiy, and the 
and Exploits which their Anceftors had atchiev'd for our Nation; but they loft their « xt ! IM ^? n ^' 
Authority through their mutual Factions: Which Sovereignty was derived to Herod, Ei. 
Antipaters Son , who was ignoble by Birth, and of mean Friends, who were Sub- 
jects and Vaflals to Kings. See here what we. have receiv'd from our Anceftors, as touch- 
E ing the End of the Race of the Afmoneans.

of them that Moreover he condemn'd 45; of Antigonus's principal and nobleft Favourites to Death, 
Zm,°t ffi." fettinga Watch about their doors,that none of them might be carried out under colour 
on. ' of being dead. The dead Bodies likewife were trodden under foot ; and all the Gold,Sil- 
ver, or Jewels, that was to be found amongft them, was carried to the King, and con- N 
verted to his ufejfo that there was no end of thefe Miferies : For the Covetoulnefs of the 
Conqueror ( whofe greedy and thirfty defirccould hardly be quenched ) laid hold on 
whatfoever was theirs. And becaufe it was the 7th. year, it necelFarily came to pafs.tliat 
the Land was left uncultivated ; for we are forbidden tofow in this ycar.Antony hiving 
taken Antigonus Prifoner, refolv'd to keep him Prifoner until the time of his Tiiumph :

PHraates, King of Parthia, underftandinghow nobly Hircanus was defcended, Who nircamis 
was brought Prifoner unto liimjentertain'd him gracioufly,and for this caufe drew j"fl h /yh° nou ' 
him out ofPrifon, permitting him to converfe in Babylon, in which place there was a by* til i/J" 
great number of ^ii^who honour'd Hircanus very much,and no lefs than their Higli- 
Prieft and King. Thelilte alfo did all they of that Nation,inhabiting as far as Euphrates, 
which did not a little content Hircanus. But after that he wasadvertis'd that Herod ml 
poflefs'd of the Kingdom, he transferr'd his hopes anotherway,being of his own nature \ UrCl } ms ^: 
D tenderly affected towards his friends.expedting that one day Herod would requite him, l?y anectofc 
for that he had d61iver , d him from death, whereunto he was condemn'd, and in tlanger ^ v ° ur 
likewife of the penalty and punifhment.He began therefore to confult with the Jews a- rMm6s - 
bout his journey ,who,in way of duty and love came to vifit him,and who pray'd him 
and importun'd him to continue with thcm,ofTering him all fervice and honour j a/Tu- 
ring him, that he flibuld in no lefs manner be refpecled among them than their High- 
Prieft& King ; yea,in far higher regard than he might any ways be in his own Country, 
by reafon oftheMaimhe had in his Body through ^/?<WsTyranny;aIlddging,that 
Kings 0J0 not ordinarily call to their remembrance thofe pleafures that they have receVd 
in their mean condition,becaufe that with their eftates they change both their manners 
E and inclinations. But notwithftanding all thefe, or fuch like Allegations,yet could not 
Hircanus be withdrawn from the defire he had to repair homeward. He/ Walfo wrote 
untohim.TW he fhould require Phraates and the Jews that inhabited bis Kingdom, in no 
fort to envy bis felicity, in that be (hould partake with him both in dignity and royalty ; al- 
ledgingsthat the time was now come, wherein he might acknowledge the kindnefshe had re- 
ceive d,by being heretofore nourifhed and prefcrved byhim. With thefe Letters he kmSa- u>mr a tid 
maralla likewife,in quality of an AmbafTador, to Phraates, furnifli'd with great and rich Hero ^ ^V, 
Prefents, endeavouring by that means to win him, that he in no ways fhould hinder his b P f a<ior t0 
good intent towards one that had fo highly deferved it at his hands; yet his Proteftati- "* 
ons were not anfwerable 1:0 his Pretcnce.For infomuchas he govern'd not with thatup- 
r nghtnefs which becamea juft King,he fear'd left fome alteration might befall him.accord- 
ing to his demerits ; for which caufe he fought to get Hircanus under his power, or at 
leaft-wife to difpatch him out of his life, which he afterwards performM.When therefore 
Herodhad perfuaded the Parthianto difmifs Hircanus,md the Jews tofurnifli him with /. • M > 
money fuflicient to bear his expence in his journey ,he receiv'd him with all honour.

Befides (J£$&* by 
that, he had appointed certain Intelligencers, who fhould diligently obferve that no- //W.ijfpied 
thing lhould be done without his knowledge; no, not concerning her particular Ex- an j h wa x C ]lf d ' 
pences and Table. All which things exafperated her againft Herod; for being fuHofSiob&nS." 
D Feminine Pride, lhe difdained to fee her felf thus wrongfully fufpe&cd, defiring rather 
to fuffer any thing than to be deprived of the liberty of free Speech, and Under colour; 
to be honoured, to live continually in fervitude and fear.' Whereupon^ /lie fent fbrne' 
of her trufty ' Friends to Cleopatra, to complain and lament the infupp,6rta,b{e Mjferies, oT 
her pre'fent eftate, entreating )ier,according to her power, to give fpeedy relief. vVliere- 
upon, Cleopatra fent her word, that ' both fhe and her Son fhould refort unto her into 
Egypt with as great fecrefie as might be' poflible. Upon which Advice, fhe praftifed 
this Policy : She caufed two Coffins to be made, fuch as men were wqnf to bury their 
dead in, in which fhe hid her felf and 1 her Son, commanding thofe Servants of hers that . 
were privy to her Defign,to carry them but in the night-time,& to go' elireclly towards prcSte'to 
|E the Sea, where there Was a Bark in readinefs, prepared to' convoy th^ni'ihi^o Egypt.Mtfy imon^pt,

Now the Feaft of Tabernacles was at hand, which was one Of thofe that was ceremo- 
nioufly and folemnly celebrated among us; for which caufe he concealed his Intents

of the People, to follow all kind of Pleafure and Delight; yet his Envy incited him 
to haften the execution ot his Will. Arijlobuhs was at that time fome feventeen years

beforcd^'s actions of Arifiobnlus his Grandfather. All the People being therefore furmounted by 
WMMnn. their Affe&ions, and at that prefent time being all of them over-joyed, they brake out 
v ^ yrv ' by little and little into acclamations, mix'd with Wiflies and Prayers; fo that the good 
will the people bare to Arijlobulus, difcovered it felf openly, and they manifeftly ( al- 
though too haftily in fuch a Kingdom) declared what Evils they generally .endured: For 
all which Caufes Herod concluded to execute that which he had plotted againft An- 
ftobulus. Afloon therefore as the Feaft was over-pafled, he went unto Jericho, where A- 
lexandra entertained him. In that place he ufed Arijtobulus with all kindnefs to draw 
'him to fome fecure place, playing with him, and counterfeiting to fport, after the fa- 1 
Jhion of the young men, to gratine him. Now the place where they fported, being too 
hot, they quickly wearied, left their Sport, and went out together to takefrefh Air,and 
findings pleafant Shade under certain Arbours, and near certain Fifli-pools, which were 
largely fpread round about, they beheld certain of their Servants and Friends that fwam 
Anfiobuim* therein, with whom, not long after Arijlobulus began to fwim, being perfuaded. there- 
drowned by unto by Herod. Whereuppn tferod's Confederates ( who were deputed to execute the 
&£f' d " C ' Murther) laid hands on him, and thruft him under the Water, pretending to duck him, 
L 10 "' in fport, and never gave him over until fuch time as they had fiifled him in the water. 

This hapned about the Evening,and after this manner died Ariflobnlus ,after he had liv'd 
red^'to r »hl° in all for the fpace of eighteen years, and adminiftred the Priefthood one whole year; K 
ipi-icfthood? and after this Ananel prefently recovered his former Dignity. 

When this Accident was reported to the Women, all of themburil out into Tears, 
SnfS' 1 ' and were tranfpprted with ftrange Lamentations, which they uttered over the dead 
fiobnh,si Body. All the City alfo was mightily troubled, . neither was there any private Family 
Dwt'i- that thought not it fel f touched by this inconvenience, but imagined the lofs in particu- 
lar to concern himfelf and no other. But above all, when Alexandra had notice of this 
wicked Deed, .(lie was more paffionate and perplexed than any other, being fo much 
the more difcomforted, for that flie knew how all things had hapned. But the fear of a 
far greater Mifchief, conftrained her to reprefsher Paflion, fo that divers times flie was 
ready to bereave her felf of her own Life, and difpatch her felf out of Mifery with her 
own hands. But flie contained her felf, to the end, that furviving, and living after her £ 
Son, who was fo fraudulently deftroyed, and prolonging her own Life, without giving 
any fufpicionor lhadow, that flie might with more opportunity exped the occafion to 
revenge her felf: For which caufe flie diffembled all things, concealed her grjef, and 
made Ihew that flie knew nothing of that which was either intended, or had hapned. 
As far Herodjkie laboured by all means to perfuade theftrangers,that this Death had be- 
fallen Ariflobuliu without his knowledge $ and did not only prepare that which was 
Sit for?™, requifite for the Funeral, but made Ihew to be truly forrowful ; and it may be, that in 
' remembrance of Arist.obuluss beauty ,and flourilhing young years,he was really touch- 
ed with compaffion, notwithstanding, that he imagined that his Death fliould be a 
Means of his own Security ,demeaning himfelf in all things circumfpectly, with intent M 
to purge himfelf of that Crime : But efpecially, he Ihewed his great Magnificence in 
the interring of his Body, both in the furnilhirig and preparation of the Herfe, as in 
the Perfumes and other things thereunto belonging, in fuch fort, as the grief which 
the Ladies had conceived, was pacified after this manner ofConfolation.

CHAP. VII. 'rheymofthe 

Worlds™. 

A terrible Earthquake happeneth in Judea. the Arabians attack the Jews;' and kill tt^of^' 
their Embaffadors who were fent to treat of a Peace. S^y^y 

AT fuch time as Cafar and <4»/w/ymade trial of their Titles in the Ailian War, and mdio&mf. 
in the feventh year of the Reign of King Herod t thete happened fuch an Earthquake « P c, 
in the Country of Judea, that never the like was feen in any other place; fo that ^ u n i i ' c,h * 7 
B divers Beads were flam thereby, and many Men were overwhelmed with ruines of their L kiiiethfcrt 
Houfes, and penflied to the number of ten thoufand. Only the Soldiers received no {[mf3tt<i mi{l - 
damage,becaufe they encamped in the open Field. The Arabians hearing tidings there- 
of, which wereiar greater by report, than they were in effedt, by fuch, who in favour of 
the Arabians, and hatred of the Jews, reported the fame, grew proud; yea, fo much 
was their Courage increafed hereby, as if all the Cities of Jewry had been already over- 
thrown, and the Men thereof extinguifhed ; and as if they had no Adverfaries remaining 
alive to oppofe them. For which caufe laying hold of thofe EmbafTadors of the Jews, The ArahUni 
who came unto them to Treat of Peace in their defperate condition, they killed them, ki » *e Em- 
and afterwards irt the heat of their fpleen, fet upon their Enemies Camp. But the 55±T f 
c Jews not daring to expeft or prevent their aflault, for their prefent Miferies had fo de- 
jetted their Spirits, feemed to neglecl; their Common-weal, and in a manner to dif- 
pair of their fafety. Thefe thus affedted did the King encourage, and called unto Herod com- 
him the Captains, and (as much as in him lay) reviving their drooping Spirits; and §? rtcth . thc 
when he had reftored fome to better hopes, at length he attempted to fpeak unto all VeTe'S of 
the Army, who in the former overthrows would yield to no perfwafion. Thefe he did for theft 
both comfort and exhort in fuch manner as followeth, former taffi* 

CHAP. VIII. 

King Herod J Oration to his Soldiers, by which he dothfo incourage them that they give the 
D Arabians a terrible overthrow and oblige them to take Herod for their Protethr. 

FRiends and Fellow Soldiers, there is not one of you but knoweth, how many rmV 
fortunes have hindred our progrefs of late, which are able to weary and amaze fc{ ^ 
Men of the greateft refolution. But fince we muft needs fight, and that all thofe exhortethl 
things that have befallen us unto this prefent, are of that Nature, that by your own Soldie » 
valour they may be recovered ; I have refolved to inform, and confirm you in thofe 
means, whereby you may retain and continue your accuftomed valour and courage. 

Firjl of all therefore ( as to our War) it confifleth on jufl grdunds, for \\><t are inforced The caufe of 
E thereunto through the infolence of our Enemies ; the Knowledge whereof fbould chiefly make Wi "" a B ainft 
you recover your courage. Secondly,! will apparently prove unto you, that our condition is the Arabim!: 
not fo defperate, but that we havegreat and affured hopes to obtain the vitlory. Firjl of all 
tberefore, I will difcourfe of that which formerly I propofed, and will make your felves 
judges of thofe things which I will difcourfe upon. For you are privy to the Arabians unjufiice, 
and how perfidious they are to their Friends, and impious and barbarous towards all Men', 
but efpecially they have always troubled us, provoking us through their extreme Avarice 
and malignant Envy, with perpetual Injuries. And yet to let flip all other our benefit \f to 
that Nation, who is he that delivered them from their imminent peril and thraldom, that 
was hazarded by CleopatraV means, but our felves ? For the Friendfhip I had with An- 
F tony, and his benevolence toward me, was the caufe that their burthen of Miferies wasfo 
lightned $ ■ Antony forbore to commit any thing that might draw us tofufpicion. 

Befides, after fhe had, wrought him by her felicitation to cut off certain portions of the 
two Kingdoms to be given unto her, the matter was fo handled by me, that by divers Pre± 
fents particularly beflowed upon him by my Hands, I have obtained fecurity for us both, 
and by disburfing two hundred Talents of mine own, and giving my word for two hundred 
more for others, for the Revenues of that very Land which in time paft was ours, and 
thefe now poffefi and enjoy. ■ ' 

Notwithflanding, reafon it were inmyopinion,that we that are JeWs jkoald not be tribu- 
taries, or give any portion of our Country to any Man ; and if we muft needs do it, it ill be- 
O cometh us to pay it for thefe, who enjoy their lives by our means. It fbould not be reafonabk 
for the Arabians, who after they hadconfeffedwithmany plaufible proieftations andthankf-

And if by the Wil/of God t hefe things ™cmet.toU % « 
is a marvel if by the fame Will our Calamity ceafe not; and that our pumfhmen fhould not. 
atisfie his difpleafure. But that this prefent War is approved by hm for juJL he himfelf 
hath evidently declared. For whereas divers through the whole Nation .have 'ken op- 
preffedby the Earthquake, none of you that bear 4rms have incurred any mij cbn ?/; but 
P a?c fyou have been preferred, which is a manifefl token of the Will of God ; and if your 
Children and Wives had generally followed the Wars as you do none of you JhM have 
b "wanting. Whenas therefore m fhal{ have betho^tyourfefves,of /^W 
moreover in regard that God hath at all times an efpectal can over you, 
this injurious Nation with ajufrW*r that neither ■refpecfeth jfeLaw^of F^nd^N 
nor keepeth the league of Covenant s valiant in murthertngfacred Embaffadors ; an^ab- 
tea and villainous^ where things tre to be attempted by valour. , ., 

Thefe perfwafion* of his dfd npt a little encourage the Jews tQxhc Bmk, and made 
them more forward than before. As for Herod, after ) he had offered ^ff^^m 
tothecuftom, he drew his Army forth, and led them w*h, great confidence agamlt 
the Arabians, and paffmg Jordan, he encamped near unto the Enemy, wj&M «g 
tofurprizea Fort. fituate between .them mkng this Recount 
ther him much, cipher if prefently he fhould be drawn 1 forth, to fS^orij^^" 
cerned him to march forward, fof ,that thi? place .-fhould ferve. ^ 
more fecurity.

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A overcome betook them to retreat. This fuccefs of theirs bred no little !io7e~in tTie"7xA^I 
Jews, who feeing the Enemies Army addrefTed to attempt any thing rarher than to " /lhe 
fight grew the more bold to aflail the Arabian in his Trenches, and beat him from his beforv1l%. 
Camp. They being forced by thefe Aflaults drew forward to their defence in great tiv " y ^ 
difordcr,bringing neither Courage nor hope of Viclory with them; yet notwithn.ind- C t^C^, 
ing they defended themfelves, both in regard of their great number, as alfo in refpe<2 
of that necciTity whereunto they were inforced by the Jews. Theskirmifii on both fides 
was hot,and diverson either Party were put to the Sword ; but in the end, the Arabians 
being put to the word, turned their backs. The flaughter was fo great, that they not 
15 only periihed by their Enemies Swords, but they themfelves murthered one another 
111 the Croud, and diforderly flight, in which they were trodden under foot, and lay 
murthered in a manner by their own Weapons. So that, in that defeat there fell fome 
hvethoufandj the reft fled on the other fide of the Rampire; but being overprefTed witli 
want of Victuals, and efpecially with lack of Water, they had not any ground or af- 
furance to efcape. After them ported the Jews, and being unable to recover the For- 
trefs with them, they begirt the Camp with a Siege,and fhut up all the paflages that no 
Uiccour could come unto them,and took from them all opportunity to efcape, although 
they would have gone away. 
Whenas therefore they faw themfelves reduced into fuch extremity, they fentThe/^*/ 
C fcmbaliadors unto Herod, firft of all to demand a Truce; and afterwards for that thev c ,"- forccd by # 
were opprefled with third, to crave fome remedy for their prefent necefiities. But Imce a !T' e 
he neither refpecled the Embafiadors, neither the profcrred Ranfome for the Captives, ro ^ 3 H aiids. 
nor any other whatioever reafbnablc demand, defiring eameftly to revenge htmfelf 
of thofe injurious Treacheries they had praclifed againft his Embafiadors. Being 
therefore inforced by thirft (which amongft other Plagues mod grievoufly afflicled 
them) many of them forfook their Trenches, and offered themfelves to Bonds and 
to be led away Captives; fo that within five days fpace four thoufand of them yielded 
themfelves Pnfoners. On the fixth day, all the reft determined to fally out, and aflail 
the Enemy; rather making choice of aflured Death, than thus lingringly and ignomi- 
D niou fiy to Pme away. Whenas therefore they had all concluded hereupon, they in- 
continently brake our of their Trenches, but like unapt Soldiers for a skirmilh decayed 
not only in Body, burin Courage; reputing their Death for advantage, to efcape 
thereby their cxtream misfortunes : For which caufe upon the firft onfet, about fome 
feven thouland of them were killed ; and thus the fiercenefs of this Nation being al- 
layed by thi.* overthrow, they fubmitted themfelves to Herod, whom to their own 
lorrow they had approved to be a valiant Soldier. 

" CHAP. IX. 

Antonius « overcome by Auguftus in the Battle of A&ium ; Herod puts Hircanus to 

E death ; hi 9 pretence for it , he refolveth to repair to Auguftus; his orders before his 
way going: < " J 

rl'ffW puffed up with his fuccefsfull Fortune, returned back into his own Country 
11 having obtained great reputation by his Valour and Vertue. But when he fup- T J eJ, '° & W- 
pofe^ his Stateto be mod aflured, lie grew in danger both to lofe his Dignity and Ufc&3fo&. 
by reafon of that Viftory that Cazfar obtained againft Jntony m,t\^Attian War. For ed 7aS%, 
at that time he not only fuppofed himfelf to be utterly overthrown, but both his oratlllow - 
Jriends and Enemies that Were round about him loft their hopes, for that it was un- 
ikely that he fhould efcape unpunifhed with Antony. Whereby it came to pafs that 
his Friends ■ could ndt conceal theit defpai'r, and his Enemies under their colodrable 

F and dillembled Griefs, covered their Joy, promifing themfelves thereafter a better, and 
pleafmg adminiftration oflthe Comrhon-Wealth. Hereupon Herod perceiving thatJex- 
cept there was not anyiohe of the Blood Royal alive, determined to, cut and deter, 

him off, refolving with himfelf,- that if lie happened to efcapethe danger, aMan whOat mineth «> 
that time was worthier the Kingdom than himfelf, fliould not claim the' Crown; and SLT y 
if any misfortune mould befal him in regard of Ccefar, he defired to difpoflefs Hit- 
Ca T?l th . e t Km ga° m » in TOfd of the envy which he bare him, for that he was the 
on y Man Who deferved to be advanced to that Dignity. Whilft thus he was tormented 
in his thoughts, he had an occafion offered him by Hireamuh own Followers to execute Alex ^ a ^ 
hrf 1 - rnte,htlon. For Hircanus being ofa mild and gentle Nature, during all his life- SK£E' 

U time iorbare' to entermeddle with State Affairs, committing all things to Fortune, and to require aiii- 
contenf ing himfelf with Whatfoever condition it plcafed her to allot him. l \ mc < e t! 

But Alexandra being an ambitious Woman, and undble to conceal with mcdefty the c/w$h,ind3J 
lippe Jhe conceived of Change, follicited her Father that he fliould not any longer 
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endure the fubie&ion of //W, who was the very fcourge of their Family, but rather H 
that he fliould ftand upon his own guard, and referve himfelf to his better fortune. 
She gave him counfel to' write onto Malchus, who had the Government of Arabia, re- 
queuing him to grant him both protection and entertainment ; for that if Herod fhould 
chance to be cut offby Cafar's difpleafure, doubtlefs the Kingdom would return unto 
him, both in regard of his Nobility, as alfo of the People's favour. Thefe perfwa- 
fions of hers, Hircanus at the firft repulfed, but afterwards being overcome by the im- 
portunity of the Woman, who ceafed not day and night to fing the fame Song of future 
hope, and of Herod's Treafons,he gave certain Letters to a Friend of his, written to the 
Arabian, wherein he required him to fend him certain Horfemen, who might condu<2 
him to the Alphaltite Lake, w hich lieth diftant from the Confines of JerufalemfometXmxl 
hundred Furlongs. And therefore he committed thefe Letters to Dofitheiu s truft,both 
for that he favoured Hircanus and his Daughter, and feemed like y for divers caufesto 
hate Herod; for he msjofeph's Kinfman,whowaskilledby Herod; and not long before, 
certain of his Brothers were put to Deathamongft others at Tyre by Antony s command : 
yet for none of thole confiderations continued he faithful to Hircanus. For he pre- 
ferring the prefent favour of the King that then reigned to the reft, difcovered the 
Letter unto the King ; w ho firft of all giving him thanks, required one office of friend* 
fhip moreat his Hands ; which was that folding up the Letter,and foaling it,he fhould 
convey and deliver the fame to Malchus, and return his Anfwer; for that it nearly con- 
cerned him, if he knew his refolution alfo. Which when Dofitheus had diligently per. K 
formed, the Arabian returned this Anfwer, That he was ready to entertain both him- 
felf and his whole Family, and all thofe Jews likewife which were of this Fadiion, pro- 
mifing to fend him a Band of Soldiers, who fhould be able to conduct him fafely thither, 
and mould be obedient to his command in all things. Now as foon as Herod had tad 
on thefe Letters, he called for Hircanus, and demanded of him, whether he had any 
Confederacy with Malchus; he denied it, but Herod protefting and bringing forth his 
Letter in an open Affembly, commanded him afterwards to be put to Death.. Thus 
are thefe matters Regiftred in Herod s Commentaries; for by fome they are delivered 
otherwhe; namely, that he was executed, not forthis Crime which he had committed, 
but for fome Treafons againft the King. For they. Write to this efFeft, that Herod at L 
a certain Banquet (diffembling his fofpicion) demanded of Hircanus, whether he had 
received any Lettersfrom Malchus; and that heanfwered,that he had received Letters, 
but fuch as contained nothing elfe but Compliments. Heaskedhirn alfo, whether he 
had received any Prefent ; and when he had anfwered, that he had received nothing 
but four Courfers for his Saddle ; the King wrefted this to a Capital Offence of Cor- 
ruption and Treafon, and commanded him prefently to be led to Death. Now that he 
died guilders, they alledge this for a moft approved Argument} namely, his gentle 
Difoofitiori, who even in his youthful years never gave fign or appearance or ralhnefs, 
or pride, or unification of audacioufners, no not even then when he had the Royal 
Government in his Hands, but in the Freedom of Authority difpofedofthe moft things M 
by Antipater's ad vile. But at that time he was more than four fcore years old, and 
knew that Herod's Ertate was fecure; and that there is no likelihood that he would 
remove from beyond Euphrates where he lived in great repute, to live under Herod s 
Jurifdiaion, or lo engage in any trouble contrary to his humour, and fo far different 
from his Nature j fo, that all thefe things feem to be feigned by Herod. 

Thus ended Hireanus's Life, after hisvariable and adverfe Fortunes, wherewith du- 
ring all his life-time he was afflicted. For when his Mother Alexandra^ he was cre- 
ated High-Prieft of the Jews,and obtained that Honour for the fpace of nineyears j and 
after his Mother's Death, he had fcarcely governed the Kingdom for the fpace iyf three 
Months, butthat he was expulfed by his Brother Ariflobulus ; and afterwards reftored by N 
Pompey's alliftance, and receiving all his former Honours, he lived in fullpofleflion or 
them tor the fpace of forty years. After this he was once more difpolTefled by Anti- 
conns : and being maimed in his Body, lived certain years m captivity among the far- 
thians; from whence not long after he returned home j and thoughhe had many 
things promifed him by Herod, yet after fo many alterations of Fortune, he obtained 
nothing athis Hands; and that which amongft all the reft is moft of all to be lamented, 
as wehave faid, he was unjuftly put to Death, an Innocent, and in his Old I Age: ror 
he was a Lover of Juftice,andan Obferver of perpetual modefty,and governed his King- 
dom for the moft part by other Men's direction, being only guilty m himielt or Igno- _ 
ranee and the love of Idlenefs. Truly, Antipater and Herod by this Man s Goodnels U 
obtained fo great riches; For which deferts of his, againft all Law and Right, ne was 
cruelly put to Death. But 
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A But Herod, ahcr Hireanus's Death, addreffed himfelf to perform his journenowards rwi 
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Cafar; and having little hope ofany good Fortune,in regard of his-Friendfliip with w y u 
tonius; he grew del]wately jealous of Alexandra, left flie taking Opportunity of the 
time, fhould incite the People to rebel, and fill the Kingdom with D'omeftical Sertoli • N«tmy, % 9 . 
for which caufe, committing the Government to his Brother Pberoras, heleft his Mother rfTT?" 0 
Cypres, his Sifter, and all his Kindred in the CaftleoPM#^, and commanded hisBro- Kf h?' 
ther, that if any misfortune mould befall him, he fhduld retain the' Kingdom in his own Affair ' M° re 
hands, and maintain it. As for his Wife Mar tame, for that by reafon of certain diflikes fe£? aired t0 
betwixt her,hisMother andSifter, he left he* with her Mother, in the Caffleof Alexan- 
B an ? c °mmitted them to the Cuftody of his Treafu'rer Jofeph, and Sohemus the Itu- 
rean, and with her, the keeping ofhis Caftles, both Which, had always been his Faith- 
ful Friends, and towhom, in way of Honour, hecommitted the Cuftody ofthefe Prince- 
ly Ladies. But he gave them alfo this command, That if they fhould be certainly in- 
formed, that any finifter mifhaphad befallen him, they fhould prefently kill them both 
and to the utmoft of their power continue the Kingdom in his Children, and his Bro- 
ther Pberoras. 

CHAP. X. 

HcroAfpeakethfogeneroufly to Auguftus, that he obtained bis favour; he accompanieth 
htm into ^Egypt, and receiveth him with fuch an extraordinary magnificence, that it 
put him in repute with all the Romans. 

AFter he had in this fort given order for all his Affairs, he took fhipping to Rhodes, , 
to meet with Cafar. And as foon as he arrived in that City, he took the Crown ?S5rS 
from his Head, and laid it apart,but as for his other Princely Ornaments, he changed them declare,h 
not; and being admitted to Cafar's prefence, he gave a more ample teftimony of thegreat- JLM? 
nefs of his courage than ever ; for he neither addreffed his Speech to intreat his Favour 1- 
(according to the cuftom of Suppliants) neither prefented he any Requeft, as if he had m * » ,romi - 
in any forroffended him, but gave account of all that which he had done, without be- ISffiSd 
ing daunted m the leaft. ' loJe iffb e 

u For he freely confeffed before Cajfar, that he had inthely loved Antonius and that to he lnigI]t be 
the utmoft of his power he had done himfervice, to the end that he might obtain the Save. Sou?'' 0 
retgntyand the Empire of the World; not byjoyning his Forces unto his, in that he was 
otherwife imployed in the Arabian War, bui tin fur nijhinghim both with Wheat and Money 
and that this was the leaft office which it behoved him to perform towards Antonius • for 
that being once his profeffed Friend, it behoved himnot only to imploy his befl endeavours 
on his Jo Princely Benefactor, but alfo to hazard loth his Head and Happinefs to deliver 
him from Perils. All which {faid he) I have not performed according as I ought to tiave 
done-, yet not wit hf landing I know, that at fuch time as he was overcome in the Aclian 
Battle, I did not alter my affetlion with his Fortune ; neither did I reflrain my (elf- 
*> for although I befriended not Antonius with my prefenct a»d affiflance in the AttiaiiWar' 
yet atlea/l I a fitted him with my Counfel, affuring him, that he had but one only mean) 
left him for his Jecuritf, and prevention ofhis utter ruine, which was, to />w Cleopatra 
to Death, for that by cutting her off, he might enjoy her Eftate, and might more eafily ob- 
tain his Peace, and pacifie thy difpleafure againH him. Atid for that he gave but flender 
regard to theje my admomtiom,hy his ownjottiflmefsandindifcretion, he hath hurt him- 
Jelf and profited you, becaufe, as /faid, he did not follow my Counfel. Now therefore CO 
Csefar) in rtgard of the hatred which you bear unto Antony, you condemn my Frkndfctp 
alio. I will not deny that which I have done ; neither am I afraid freely and publickly 
to proteft how much I have loved him- but if without regard of Perfonsyou confider how 
r Kindly lam affeltcd towards my Benefactors, and how refolute and conflaiit a Friend lam 
andhowmindfulofkindnefs, the effect of that which I have done may make me known unto 
thee : For if the Nawr be only changed, the Friendjhip ttotwithjtandingmay remain, and 
aeferve a due pra/fe. * . .. 

By there words (which were manifeftTeftimonies of his refolute and noble Courage} 0 
iie fo inwardly endeared hirnfelf unto Cafar, who was a magnificent and worthy Mo- £T cap " 8 ' 
h^K that jY 0 T? d th > S his ac < ufation int0 an occafion to win and work him' to fife*.

him with ma- whereby he ftruck them with wonderful amazement, whoexpe&ed his contrary fuccefs, 
ny fomptuous ^ . f by fpcdal p rovi[ j ence i ie a |ways over-went his dangers, to his great Ho- 
Herod enter- noUr. Therefore he prepared himfelf to entertain Ca/ar t who returned out of Syria, I 
taineth both t0 t3 j {e j ourne y i nt0 Egypt, and received him at Ptolemais, with all Royal Honour, 
Amy 2 y arid gave his Army Prefents with all abundance ofProvifion ; fothat he was accounted 
heroically. f or 0 ne of Cafars moft atTedionate Friends, and rode about with him, when he took 
the View of his Army ; he entertained him alfo, and his Friends with one hundred and 
fifty Men,adorned with mod rich and fumptuous Apparel. And for that they were to 
pafs through a Country, wherein there was great fcarcity of Water, he fumifhed them 
with both Water and Wine; fo that they needed neither of them. He gave Cafar 
Herod ^ alfo Eight hundred Talents, and fo Royally fatisfiedheall Mcn,that they con leljed them- 
c^>-8ooTa- fdves to have had a far greater entertainment, than the Revenues and Profits of his 
,ents ' Kingdom could afford them. By which means, he gave the more ample teftimony of K 
his forward Friendfhip, and free Affection to deferve well ; and making ufe of the op- 
portunity of the time, he obtained the reputation of a Prince of an Heroick and Noble 
Spirit; fo that he was held inferiour unto no Man, for the goad entertainment which 
he gave to thechiefeft Romans in their return from Egypt. 

CHAP. XI. . 
Mariamne giveth Herod fo cold a reception when he returned from Catfar, that heing join- 
ed to the afperfions which Herod' J mother and Jijter laid upon her, he had infallibly 
caujed her to he put to Death at that very injlant: But he is engaged to return to 
Auguftus; he putteth her. to death at his coming lack. The lujinefs of Alexandra, Ma- ^ 
riamne'f Mother. Herod'* defpair after Mariamne'j death ; he falleth dangeroujly 
ftck. Alexandra endeavour eth to make her [elf Mifirifs of the two Forts of Jerufalem; 
he made her he put to death, WCoftobarus and other $ follow, he inftituteih Plays 
and SherOs in Honour of Auguftus, by which he dotkfo irritate the mofi part of the 
Jews, that ten of them undertake to kill him-, he putteth them to Death : He buildeth 
many Forts, and rebuilds a very fine, and a (Irong Town upon the ruins of Samaria, 
which he names Sebafte. 

Marimne TJ U T as foon as he returned unto his Kingdom, he found all his Houlhold troubled, 
and Ahxmu ant j fc ot h hj s wife Mariamne, and her Mother Alexandra&rievoutty difpleafed with 
Sith him. For they fuppofed (and not without caufe) that they were not ftiut up in that M 
Caftle for their Security's fake, but as it were in a Pnfon j fo that, in as much as they 
neither might make ufe of other Men's, nor enjoy their own Goods, they were highly 
difcontented. Mariamne alfo fuppofed that her Husband did but diflemble his love, ra- 
ther for his own profit than for any entire afledion he bare towards her. But nothing 
more grieved her, than that fhe had not any hope to live after him, if fo be he fhould 
happen to die, efpecially for the order he had left concerning her ; neither could fhe 
ever forget what commands he had before that time left with Jojeph ; fo that by all means 
poflible, fhe laboured to win the AfFc&ions of thofe that had the charge of her, and 
efpecially Sohemus, knowing very well, that her fafety depended wholly on his Hands. 
Who in the beginning behaved himfelf very wifely and faithfully, containing himfelf N 
very circumfpe&ively within the bounds of his commiflion; but after thefe Ladies had with 
pretty Prefents, and Feminine Flatteries, wrought and mollified him by little and little, at 
Scbemu, dif- laft he blabbed out all that which the King had commanded him ; efpecially, tor that 
covered) the j ie hoped not that he fliould return with the fame Power and Authority, which before 
Kmg's secret* he ^ f and for that ^ he thought tnus in himfelf, that without incurring any dan- 

§er in regard of Herod, he might greatly gratifie the Ladies j who in all likelihood 
lould not be deprived of that dignity wherein they were at that time; but would re- 
turn them the like kirtdnefs when Mariamne mould be Queen, or next unto the King. 
Furthermore, he hoped, that if Herod alfo fhould return with all things anfwcrable to 
his defires, that he would perform nothing without his Wife's confent; or upbraidhim O 
with the ac*,if fhe contradicted; for he knew too well that the King loved her fo, that 
it was impoflible to equal or exprefs his affedhons ; and for thefe caufes he dilcloied 
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A the truft that was committed unto him. But Mariamne <vas very fore difpleafed to hear rs^J\ 
that there Was no end of her Mifenes, but they were altogether united arid tVed to the 
dangers^ Herod; and I fhe oftentimes Wifhed that he might never more return again in : K c ffi'

The King took thefe reproachful Words in very evil part, 
and was almoft ready to (bike her; but his Sifter hearing a greater ft.r and jioifQ 
than was ufual, fent the Butler, who longbefore that time was fubborned by her, whom 
flie commanded to tell the King, that Mariamne had prepared a drink for him to in- ; 
cite and quicken him unto love. Charging him moreover, that if the pig in hear, 
. ing him foeak of this potion, Ihould feem to be moved therewith, that then he fliould 
pSoeed further in his difcourfe. He therefore (being in this manner before-hand in- 1 ., 
ftrucled what he ought to do) at that very inftant was fent todifcover his treachery 
unto the King ; for which caufe with a fober and ftayed countenance he entred m un- 
to him, being VeriouHy and well prepared to difcourfe, and told him, that Manamne. 
had bribed J im to print his Majefty with an amorous Cup of drink. Now ^when lie 
perceived that the King was troubled with thefe Words, he profecutedms difcourfe,

ST and that flic well deferved the punifoment that was adjudged her, for that foe durft be N 
fo bold to attempt fo heinous, a Fact, neglecting to reouite her Husband s entire love 
with her unfeigned Loyalty.- Whiift thus dilhoneftly me counterfeited her difplealure, 
and was ready to pull Mariamne by the Hairj the A/Mants, according to her delerl, 
condemned her generally for her Hypocrifie; but (he that was led to bepunifhed, con- 
vi$ed her (elf by her mild behaviour; for, firft of all, (he gave her no Anfwer, neitner 
was any ways altered by her Reproaches, neither would fo much as call her Eye upon 
her ; making it appear, that flie difcreetly concealed and covered her Mother s imper- 
fections.and was aggrieved chat Ihe had fo openly (hewed fo great indignity ; expreliing 
for her own part, a conftant behaviour, and, going to her Death without cnan B e o f 
colour, fothat thofe that beheld her, perceived in her a kind of manifelt Courage ana v 
Nobility, even in her utmoft extremity.

flie furpafled all thofe ofher time;which was the principal caufe that flic lived not<'raci- 
ouflyand contentedly with the Kin* $ or being entertained by him,vvho htirelylwett her, 
and from, whom fhe received 'nothing that might difcontentker,{he prefumed upon a vreat 
and intemperate liberty in her difcourfe. She digefted alfo the lofs oflier friends°very 
hardly according as in open terms flic made known unto the King; whereby alfo it' came 
to pais, that both Herod\ mother and flfter,and himfclf likewifegrew at odds with her 
After her death the King began more powerfully to be inflamed in his affections who 
before as we have declarcd,was already mifcrably diftra&ed. For neither did he love af- 
ter theco'mm on manner of married folk; but whereas almoft even unto madnefs he nou- 
riflied this . his defire, he could not be induced by the too unbridled manners of his wife 
to allay the heat of his affection, but that daily more and more by doating on her.he in- 
creafed the fame. And all that time cfpecially he fuppofed that God was difpleafed with 
himfor the death of Mariamne. Oftentimes he did invocate her name, ufing fuch Ja- I1ern,l ' s mi k" 
mentable expreffioris that did not become the Majefty of a King. And notwithftanding rablefftatc 



he devifeda'H kinds of delights and fports that might' be imagined, by preparing "bait th/d-Mtii 
quets, and inviting guefts with Princely hofpitality, to pafs away the time ; yet all° niis vvifL '' 

C thofe profited him nothing, for which caufe hegavcover the charge and.adminiftration 
of his Kingdom. At length he was fo befottcd with grief, that oftentimes he comman- 
ded his fcrvants to call his wife Mariamne, as if flie had been alive. Whileft thus he was 
afflicted, there came a peftilcnce within the City, that confumed a great part of the peo- A P ,:, S" e inv > 
pie, and moft of the nobility, and all interpreted that this punifhment was inflicted by / leth ^ mifa ' 
God upon them, for theunjuft death of the Queen. Thus the King's difcontents being 
by this means encreafed, he at laft hid himfelf in a folitary wildernefs, under pretext 
of hunting:, where afflicting himfelfinceflantly, at laft, befell into a moft grievous ^^iicili 
ficknefs. This difeafeof his was an inflammation or pain in the neck : he feemed alfo P r j" voufly 
in fome fort to rave and grow mad: neither could any remedies relieve him of his agony • * 

P but when the ficknefs feemed rather to increafe, all men at laft grew almoft defperate of 
his recovery. For which caufe his Phyfician, partly in refpect of the contumacy of his 
difeafe, partly, becaufe in fo great a danger there was not any free election of dyet they 
gave him leave to tafte whatfoever beft pleafed his appetite, committing the uncertain 
event of his health to the hands of Fortune. 

Whileft thus he continued in Samaria, which now is called Sebafle, Alexandra, being Alexia ;„ 
at that timcinjfer«A7^w,liavingnoticeof this his condition,endeavoured toreduceall the ni>- 
firongfortreffes that were within the City under her fubjection : the one of which was fence ' <fceketl1 
hard by the Temple : the other was fltuate within the City : for they that are Mafters of ££,*f P t£ 
thefe keep all the reft of the nation under their awe: becaufe that without thefe, neither c ' i{[kl - 

E the ufual and daily facrifices may be performed : neither may the Jews live without fuch 
facrifices and oblations, who had rather lofe their lives than contemn their religion. She 
therefore follicited thofe that had the government thereof to furrender them up to her and 
Herodschildrenbegotten of her daughter Mariamne, left he being dead,they fliould be 
feized on by others : and if it fliould fortune him to recover his health themean while 
they might be kept and held by no man more fecurely, than fuch as were his neareft 
friends. This fuit and/ollicitatiott of hers was but coldly received, and the Captains who 
at alhimes (hewed themfelves always faithful,at that time were the rather far more con- 
ftant in their duty, both for that they hated Alexandra, and alfo that they thought it a 
great offence to defpair of the health of their Prince. For thefe were the King's old friends 

V and one oi them was Herod's own Nephew, whofe name was Achiabus. For which caufe*

He therefore changed the name thereof, and 
called it 5^/^,and diftributed the lands thatconfined the Oty,arnongtheinhabi antsof M 
thefame(which was by nature a fruitful country ) to the .intent that within a little fpace 
they might inrich themfelves. He invironed the City alfo witha ftrong wall, being af- 
fiftcd by the natural ftrengthand fteepnefs of the place : and befides the whole circuit, 
he included fo much ground,that it was no ways infenour to any of the famous Cities^ 
for itcontained the circuitof twenty furlongs or ftadias. And m the mid ft th^fthae 
was a fecret.place,containing a furlong and a half, wonderfully adorned; in which there 
was a Temple builded,famous both for beauty and bignefs. And as for the other parts 
of the City he adorned them with all forts of ornaments. And -feeing how nearly it 
concerned I him to provide for the fecurity of his perfon m this walled City, hemted* 
Fortrefsforhimfelf. And as for the beauty thereof,his intent was that it fhould remain N 
for a monument to pofterity, of his magnificence and liberality.

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H for that the fick in this crreat penury could neither have cave of themfelves , as was expc- 
dienr, nor get convenient nburithment for prefervaridh of Life 5 fo that many died daily, mrS^Vj" 
and alfo thofe that remained alive were in d'efyair, becaufc they could not relieve their ^M* c i»ikt 
want and neceflities, what diligence foever they ufed: For which caufe, after the old Fruits m ^J^\ 
of chat Year were wholly confumed, and all the reft of their Store was utterly (pent, there 
appeared not any means whereupon they might hop"e 5 namely, for that the mifery in- 
creafed more than was expefted ^ yea, and extended it felf beyond that Year : So that they 
had nothing remaining by them, and the feed' that was lown at that time mouldred away, 
and the Earth for all their labours afforded them no encreafe. The neceflity therefore being 
thus great, conftrained Men to -fearchout many new inventions to maintain their Life J 
I and the Ring likev/ife was in nolefs perplexity, in that lie was deprived of thofe ordinary 
Revenues which he receiv'd by the fruits of the Earth 5 and the rather, for that he had fpent 
his money in repairing his Cities, according as before this we have declared: All things 
were wafted by divers Calamities, fo that a Man could concdve no hope of Remedy. Be- 
fides this, the People hated their King, for that it is theiir cuftom ordinarily to accufe 
their Governours, as if they were the Authors of all their Evils. Yet did the King bethink 
himfelfhow he might remedy thefe Inconveniences, but he. hardly Could find theihearisi 
for their Neighbours could not fell them Victuals, became they were no lefs affiifted' than 
themfelves: And altho' he might have recovered fome little for a great fumm of money; 
yet he wanted it alfo to defray the charges : Notvvichftanding in that he knew,that it be- /*Wm?M> 
hoved him to employ his uttei moft Endeavours for a general Remedy to fnch a violent Op- M9nt > of a " 
predion, he melted down all thofe movables he had cither of Gold or Silver within his memf™,™' 
Palace, and fpared nothing, either for the matter, the excellency, or fafhion 5 no, not fo HoufiUiftuir 
much as the Vellels wherein he was ordinarily fetved. This money was fent into Evypt, s(S£ A ™f 
where at that time, under CV/?/r, Pctrouivs held the Government. This Man being Hcrod'l buyS "pom. 
Friend, in that hedefircd the fafety of his Subjcfts, at fnch time ac divers of them retired 
themfelves unto him, by reafbn of their neceflity, he permitted them to buy up Corn, and 
aflifted them in all things, both in their Bargains, and in their Carriages * fo that the greater 
or the whole fum of their Succours was attributed to him. But after their return Herod 

I did fo much, that the care that was taken by him, did not only change the Affeftions of 
thofe which were his Enemies 5 but befides all this, he purchafed great Praifeand Com- 
mendation for his liberality and lingular providence. For,flrft of all, he diftributed a cer- /Wdirtri- 
tain quantity of Corn to all thofe who. were not able of themfelves to fupply their own bu,eth tfw" 
wants, ufing herein both great Care and Diligence. After this, for that there were a great P >rn . hel " d 
number of fuch, who in regard of their age, or fome other infirmity, were unable to pre- theTop™" 8 
pare their Viftuals, he took order for their relief, and appointed them certain Bakers who 
mould fnrnilh them with Bread fufficient for their fubfiftance. He gave order alfo' that 
they mould not pafs the Winter without clothing, but provided for fuch as were naked 
fufficient raiment, confidering that the (heep were parrly dead, and partly devoured, and 
that there was no Wool to fet them awork, or other fluff to make garments of. Now after 

M ,ie ,iad faniilhed hisSubje&s with thefe things, he thought good alfo to fliew kindnefs to 
the neighbouring Cities, and ftored the Syrians with feed-corn to fow their Lands, which 
yielded him no little profit j for the Earth incontinently gave him a large and plentiful 
tribute for that (he had received, fo that all of them had abundance of Victuals 5 and asfoon 
astheHarveftwasready,he fent fifty thoufand Men into that Country which he had re- 
lieved 5 and by this means he with all diligence reftoredhis amifted Kingdom, and com- 
forted his Neighbours, who were opprefied with the like Calamity. For there was not any 
Man m neceflity, that according to his quality was not aflifted and fiiccoured. 

The Villages likewife and the Cities, and thofe of the common fort who entertained 
great Houftiolds, and were in want, having their rccourfeunto him, received that which 

N they had need of: So that to reckon up all the Corn which he gave unto thofe who were 
not his Subjedts, it appeareth that he employed ten thoufand Cores of Wheat : Now the 
Core contained! ten A&w/w Bufhels 5 and within thecompafsof his Realm, he employed 
eighty thoufand : Which care of his, and difcrect favour, wrought fo much in the Hearts of The 1 mt ( *' 
thejfciw, and was fo highly renowned amongft other Nations, that the ancient hatred foHufSn- 
which they had conceived againft him, for that he had altered certain Cuftoms of their 
Kingdom, was wholly forgotten, and he was fuppofed by them to have made a fufficient 
recompence,bythc diligence he had ftiewed in aflifting them in their neceflities : And no 
lefs glory obtained he amongft Strangers: So that by thefe Miferies, the King's Honour 
was not a little magnified, and whatfoever damage he received at home, fo much Honour 
J! ld r ^JP ulatlon achieved he abroad. For whereas in ftrangers neceflities, he had ftiewed 
himlehfo generous, none did regard what he had been before, but fuch as they lately

The fupporter and 
ftrcngth of all the circuit on the left hand, upon the entrance to the Port, was an ample 
and huge Tower, to fallen it the more ftrongly ; and on the right hand were two huge Pil- 
lars of Stone, higher than the Tower, that flood oppofitc againft them, eretted and faftned 
together, All round about the Haven there were certain buildings, all of a row,of polilhed 
Marble, and in the midft there was a little Mount, on which there was a Temple dedi- 
cated to Auguftus, which prefented it fclf to their fight who failed to the Port, there be- 
ing two Statues, the one reprefenting Rome, and the other Augujivs C<efar. This City alfo 
was called C<efarca, as much to be wondred at for the matter whereof it was built, as for 

L the Art whereby it was ere&ed : and no lefs cunning was there {hewed in the Vaults and 
Conduits under ground, than in thofe buildings that were about them : fome of them 
were conveyed toward the Port, and difcharged themfelves into the Sea : but there was 
one that went athwarts all the reft, to the end that thereby the Rain-water, and the clean- 
fingsof the City might be conveyed into the Sea, and that when the Sea (hould flow, it 
might wa(h and cleanfe all the City. 

He erefted alfo a Theater of Stone, and behind the fame, to the Southward, an Amphi- The Theater 
theater, that was able to receive a great number of Men, and fo pleafantly and fitly fitu- and ^pM* 
ated, that from thence a Man might difcover Ships at a great diftance on the Sea.

N more, he lived upon fpoils and robberies in Trachona, which is a Country the Inhabitants 
whereof commonly live by pillage and fpoil, which they purchafe from the Citizens and 
Merchants of Damafco. And fo far was Zcnodorus from prohibiting thefe robberies, that 
he himfelf alfo was partaker of the booty : fo that the Nations neighbouring about, feeing 
themfelves thus abuled, fought for remedy at Varus s hands, who was their Governor, re- 
quiring him to acquaint Ctfar with Zenodoruh proceedings. Which when he underftood, 
he commanded that fuch la vvlefs Rioters mould be ptiniftied, and that the Country fliould 
be added to the Jurifdidtion of Herod, to the intent that by his vigilancy, the Inhabitants 
of Tacona fliould no more moleft their Neighbours. For it was hard to reftrain them, con- 
fidcring that they were accuftomed, and traded in fuch Theft, and could not live other-

alfo with a Temple which he built in honour of Cafar. At that timcalfb he releafed the uZi emit- 
third part of thofe Tributes which his Subjects paid unto him, to die end (as lie faid) teth the third 
that he might relieve his Subjects after the penury they had endured. But the truth of £ ofl,is 
B his intention was, that he did it to that end to win their favours, who were finiftcrly 
affe<Sted towards him. For they had conceived an hatred againft hira, bqcaufe all Piety- 
was in a manner abolifhed.and the ordinances of the Country in a fort difanujled by the 
means of thofe Temples which he had built, and each man privily murmured bitterly 
againft him; fo that they were inclining to a Mutiny. But Herod, with great difcretion 
prevented it, and cut off all occafions of infurreclion, commanding every one to mind 
his bufinefsjforbidding them to make any AfTemblies in the City,or to talk one with a- 
nother under colour of walking abroad for pleafure,or feaft s fake. Moreover he had fent 
out certain Intelligencers to difcover all that which was done, appointing grievous pu- 
nifhments for thofe that mifliked his Government. For divers of therri were led unto the 
C Caftle of Hircania /ome openly,fome privately, where they were no foorter imprifoned, 
but they were put to death;* both in the City and in the Countrcy, there were certain 
men apointed to take notice of al 1 fuch that us'd any AfTemblies upon any occafion what- 
foever.He was fo concerned at his Subjects diflaftes.that^s it is reported of him, he took 
the habit of a private w^and thruft himfelf in the ni9ht-time into the company of the 
people,tounderftandand gather what they thought of his Government;and thofe vvhorri 
he found to be untraceable and obftinate, and would not be conformed to his will he 
difpatcht them by one means orother,binding the reft of the people by an oath to ferve Wbmdeirrf 
him faithfully conflrained them to keep the oath they had fworn,& to acknowledge t :t Pc() i ),c b y 
his Severe /g»/y;whereunto divers through the fear they conceived,eafily condefcended. °" th ' 
D But they who had more courage, and were difcontented to fee themfelves conflrained 
he cut them off by all means poffible. He required alfo an oath of divers of thofe Se- /w excu- 
claries who followed the Pharifces Pollio and Samtas&xA notwithftanding they denied fcth ,hi rh(i: 
to take the oath, yet he did not punifli them as he did the other for their refufal, in re- 
fpect and reverence of Pollio their Mafler. From this rigour alfo were'they exempt, who im* and

manfliipwasfoexquifite, that it is incredible to relate..:',' There was a ^ony'rifing ojf'. 
hillock, and very ftreight and high, the . ^pp whereof towards the .Ealtermo'ft r part of 
the City was fomewhat fmoothand bending. The firft that,'erjcbmpalTetf it Avjitl) a wall, 
was Solomon our King, who by God's favour and labour pf divers workmen, did firft of 

Q all build tlje higher part: HerodaKo inclofed the lower part thereof with another wail, 
under which ,tp the Southward there lieth a moft deep valley. This wall vitys made, of 
hugeftones,clofefaftened one unto the otherwith Lead,fliuttipgall within his inclofure, 
and extending it felf very deep : fo that the greatnefs and height of this foursquare- 
building was an incredible thing to be imagined. The greatnefs of the &bnes appeared 
in the Front, but on theinllde they were fattened together with clapfesof frpn, 'which" 
fortified and ftrengthned the building forever againft all injuries of times! ,: Tiiis work 
having been thus continued to the top, and the void fpacc between the. wall and the 
rifing hillock filling up the floor above, was made level. The whole circuit of the 
Tower contained about four ftades or furlongs, a ftade or furlong in length from angle 

D to angle. On the infide and near unto the top there was another wall of ftone exten- 
ded along the Eaftern fide : having a double porch of equal greatnefs With that of the 

. wall, and placed in the midft of the Temple, and openeth right upon the. gates there- 
of, which the Kings formerly had adorned. Round about the Temple vyere planted 
thofe fpoils which were taken from the Barbarians, which King, Herod had placed 
there, with all thofe fpoils which he had taken from the Jrabians. In a corner on the 
North-fide there ftoocl a very ftrong Fortrefs, buildcd by the 4fmpriia»s; who were 
Herod s PredecefTors, and had been both Kin^sand High-Priefts, and had impofed a 
name on that Tower which was Bar is, in which they kept the Prieftly Vefture, where- 
with the High-Pried was wont to be adorned at that time only, when he was-to offer- 

E facrifice. King Herod kept the fame in that place, and there remained it after his 
death, until the time of Tiberius Cafar, under whom yitellius Governor of came' 
unto Jerufalem, where he was entertained by all the people with as great magnificence, 
as was poflible : and being defirous to acknowledge the favour that he had received at 
their hands, being requelted by them that they might have the keeping of the Highr 
Prieft s Ornaments, he wrote unto Tiberius Cafar to grant them that favour : and till 
the death of Y&agAgrippa the Jews had the lame in their pofleiTiott. But after that 
Agrippa was dead, Cajfirn Longinus that governed Syria, and Cufpius Tadus Lieutenant 
ol Judaa> commanded the Jews to return the fame into the Fortrefs Ah'tonja ; faying, 
That the Romans ought to be Lords thereof as they had been in times paft.fbr'tihkh cdufcj 

F the Jews fent AmbaiTadors to Claudius Cafar, to rcqucft his favour tlicreih, who arri- 
ving at Rome, found the young King Agrippa there, who befought thefiitipcrorth4t it 
might be lawful for him to have the keeping of the habit : who commanded yitellius 
the Governor of Syria,\o deliver it into his hands. It was formerly kept under the 
feal of the High-Pi ieft and the cuftody of the Treafurers, and on the Eve of a certain 
folemn Fcaft, the Treafurers went up to the Captain, who kept the : fortrefs fcf the 
Romans, and after they had opened their leal, they took the habit : ( and after the Feaft • 
was paft, they returned it back again unto the fame place,and lliut it ; up under the fame 
feal in the prelence of the Captain. • t . 

After that Herod had in this manner builded this ftrong Tower for the 'Security and The Town oi

But /Wdurft not enter into the mteriour Sandua- 
y, b aufe he wis not a Pried,- he committed that Fabrick to the Priefts care which 
thev accomplimed in a year and a half's time : Herod had been eight years about the M 
M tTS were repleni^ed with the fulnefs of joy, and every one gave thanks 
unto God for ttfat the whole Work was finiflied fo fpeeddy, and wilhed all happinefs to 
King ; for his coft and diligence in theexecution and findhing thereof j andthcy ce- 
Theddication S Feaft in honour of the reftauration of the Temple. Then did the King 
38SS5 Sup ffiLdred Oxen unto God, and the reft of them, each one according to 
his ability offered fo many facrifices, that they can hardly be numbred. 

About the very time of the Celebration of this Feaft, in the honour of the Re-edifi- 
cati of the T mX the Kings day of Coronation fell out, which he was wontto fo-

CHAP. I. 

Herod maketh a Law which maketh him he reputed a Tyrant : He gocth to Rome, and ^ 
brings back his Sons, Alexander and Ariftobulus 3 his Sijler Salome and thofcofher 
TaUion endeavour to render them odious to him. 

Mougft the reft of the Affairs of the Commonwealth, the King 
thought it behoved him to redrefs and hinder private Injuries, both 
in the City and Country : For the which purpofc he made a new 
Law unlike to the former, that it (houklbe lawful for fuch as were 
Wall-breakers, to be fold for Slaves without the limits of his King- 
dom : Which Law did not feem fo much to intend the punifhtnent of r 
Mulefaftors, as the diflblution of his own Country-Cuftoms. For to K 
wail-breakers (e rve foreign "Nations, who lived not after the manner of the Jews, and to do whatfo- 
K W bon£ge ever they commanded them, was more prejudicial unto Religion than unto the Par- 
otic of die ties convifted of that fatt. Wherefore it was fufliciently already in the old ancient 
•nlfSXfh- Laws provided for the punifhment of fuch People, to wit, that a Thief mould reftore 
mem of theft four times as much as he ftole : Which if he was not able to do, that then he was to be 
according to . not unt0 Grangers, nor into perpetual bondage, but only for feven years ; at 
%Sx°di. which time he mould again befet free. So that the common People did interpret this 
22. ii. new Law to fct downahunjuftpunilhment, and rather to favour of Tyranny, than of 
15 " Princely Dignity, and to be ena&ed not without contempt of their ancient Laws: So 

that for this caufe, all Men fpake very ill of the King. L 
/fend failed At the fame time Herod failed into Italy to falute Cafar, and to fee his Children li- 
into Italy, »nd v 'mg at Rome. Where Csfar receiving him very courteoufly , permitted him to take 
SnJlrom his Sons nome vvith nim > as bein £ now fa fficientl y inftrufted in the Liberal Arts. Who 
Rim. * returning into their Country, were joyfully received of all their Country-men, both 
for that they were of comely ftature, and of courteous behaviour, and in their very 
saivne and Carriage did (hew that t hey came of Kingly Lineage. Which things moved Salome and 
ac-ui Hi'//^ t ^ ie lc ^' ^y whofe falfe Accufations their Mother Mariam was deft royed, to envy them '■> 
hbSoV and fearing their Power, and verily perfuading themfelves that they would be Revengers 
mad-: riwir 0 f their Mother's Injuries. So taking hereby occafion , they began alfo falfly to ac- ^

cufe them, as mifliking their Father, who had caufed their Mother to be llain 5 and as " 
though they had an averfion from him, whofe hands were imbrued in their Mother's 
Blood. For they knew that by fuch calumniation they might draw them into hatred, 
and avert their Father's Good-will from them. Yet did they not carry thefe their In- 
ventions to the King's Ears, but contented themfelves to bruit them abroad amongft: 
the common People * which foin the end coming to his hearing, would caufe in him 
fuch enmity and hatred againft his Sons, that it would overcome in him all natural Af- 
fcftion.

He alfo brought him to Jerufalem, where all the People met him & Ruf- 
apparelled in fuch rich and brave Attire, as they were accuftomed to adorn themfelves fScTr h 
withal, when they celebrate their Feftivals, and with many joyful Acclamations re- Mam^lp- 
ceived and faluted him.. Agrippa offered an hundred Head of fat Oxen to God, dnd{"? al, ? bout 
feaftedallthe People 3 and although he would willingly" 'have made a longer abode ZmtS- 
there, yet the Winter drawing on, fearing tempeftnous weather, he was forced to fail ed ™ hun- 

g away with allfpeed to Ionia, both he and his Friends being honoured with very great 
Prefents. ' < ' m ' 



CHAP. III. 

Herod goeth to meet Agrippa at Pontus with a Fleet , by which he re-enfirceth his Ar- 
my, and returning bacl^with him a great part of hit way , did much good to fever al 
Towns. 

C L_T Erod having paft the Winter at home, and hearing that Jgripplt.Wu with an Army ffer «*J«}ed 
li minded to go to Bofphorm, the Spring-time being now at hand, he failed umoZcbiS'^d 
him again, and taking his couffe by Rhodes and Cous, he came towards Leshns, thinking 8 avc a 8«ut 
there to find Agrippa ; But by a contrary Wind he was driven from thence, and forced' to ^tS^ 
flay a while at Chius, where many privately coming to falute him, he rewarded them with the Porch. 
Princely Rewards : And perceiving that the City-gate, deftroyed in the Wars againft 
Mithridates, was not yet repaired, but ftill lay ruinated for want of money to repair it, 
he gave fo much money as largely fufficed to reftore it to the former beauty and big- 
nefs, exhorting them with all expedition to re-edifie and adorn the City as it was in times 

D paft. At laft the Wind changing, he failed firftto Mttylehe, and then to Byzantiuh-, ^a?- 1 found 
and there underftandingthat Agrippa had already paft the Rocks of Cyanes, he followed nlf/^cw 
him with all fpeed, and overtook him at Synopela City of Pontu* 5 who contrary to Agrip- r™>«, and 
/w's expeftation, arrived thfcre with his Navy. Herod's coming' was very grateful untOi4- i, va „ by b h , im 
grippa, and with efpecial Affeftion thev embraced one another. It was an Evident figh emeSS. 
of Friendlhip, that the King omitting his own private bufineft, Would now' come lih'to 
him in fo convenient a time. Wherefore Herod abode ftill with him in the Army, al- 
ways prefent either to affift him with Counfel, or to bear part of the Labour with him.' 
He was alfo prefent with him at fuch times as he meant to be merry, being his only W mil 
Counfellor in difficult matters, for the benevolence he bare unto him, and alfo in ajl his pre ^ cnt with 
rnirth,as being one whom he honoured. Agrippa having difpatched the buimcfsin Fort* rffl^ii r« 

E f° r which he came, it pleafedhim not to return by Sea, but to go by Paphldgo>;ia,Cappa- "on Mm*. 
docia , and the greater Phrygia, and fo they came by hndto Epkefai and there taking A& m m 
Ship, they came to Santos. And in that whole Journey, alrnoft in every City he gratified b * ,and 10 E - 
Herod, at his entreaty relieving many of their neceflfties. And Herod did in the way & Moed 
help many with money that wanted, arid fpent miich upon his Guefts : And rioVe. ".any in L 
over, if any one had any fuit mo Agrippa, Hdrod was the only Man that might obtafn 'his way with mo ' 
Imt for him. And though Agrippa alfo Was both nobly minded and eafiLy entreated to mitim% a 
grant all fuch things as were not prejudicial to any Man; yet was it a matter of no fmall Med ««orfor 
moment and importance in King Herod, to incite him to ufe Beneficence, being even ofS 10 "' 
his own accord forward enough to put the fame in praftice. For firft of all he reconci- Thccirizcos 

F led Agrippa, being angry againft the llienfians, and hlmfelf paid the money that the Peo- f 1 "", T rc " 
pie ota/«f were indebted unto Cafir's Receivers, obtaining for them an immunity : ^ /id

Katiut h i. p U kiick Buftnefs, and to fpend the holy Money inthofe Affairs, contrary to the Priviledges 
^~^< granted unto them by the Rww. Bfrod endeavoured to have the Jews Complaints 
heard by Aqrippa, anddefired joncof his.Fr.iends and Followers, called Slkholaw, to plead 
the Jem .Caufe* Who made a Speech unto Agrippa, fitting with the reft of the Roman 
Kkhim did t^qbiUty, and other Kings and Princes, intheir 'behalf, after this manner : " Moft worthy 
mAet Sl " -Miff** true " That all Men thatfuffer Injury, are conftrained to fly forredrefs 
Tthc JEif « to the Higher Powers, and we, over and above, hope to obtain our fuit : For we ask 
ohtejem. „ not hing bu* that which your iGoodnefs hath already granted, and that which they I 
" endeavour to take from us that are as we alfo are, your Subjefts. And although 
" that your Benefit beftowed upon us was great, yet we are worthy ftill to enjoy 
" it, only for that you your felf judged us worthy thereof. And fiippofe it was a 
" fmall matter, it is a dtferedit for you not to grant fo fmall a Trifle. Wherefore 
" it is evident, that the Injury done unto us , doth alfo redound unto you , whofe 
" Pecreesthofe that have injured us, fear not to contemn, and do difannul your Be- 
" nevolence towards us. For if any one mould ask any of them, whether they had 
" rather lofe their Lives, than be deprived of their Country-Laws, Rites, Sacrifices, 
" and Feftivities, wherewith they honour their Gods, I know they would rather en- 
" dure any Calamity, than to be forced to forfake their Country- Cuftoms. .For ma- R 
" ny Wars arife only for defence of tleligion : And the greateft reward and content 
" that we reap by this happy Peace, which through your means we enjoy, is this, That 
" we are every one permitted to live according to the Cuftom of his Country, and to 
" continue jn Piety. Wherefore they eadeavour to take from others, that which by 
" no means they would permit to be taken fcoauhemfelves, as who would fay. It was 
" not as great Offence to hinder other Men's Piiety an4 Devotion, as.negleft their own. 
" j.et us confer whether there beany City or Nation, that doth not, count their Feb- 
" city to be fituatq in your dominion, and the Power of the Rowans t Or is there any 
" that defiretli your Honour and Power to decay and be of no force ? Truly none 
" that is wjfe : For there is none, whom either pnblickly or privately it concerneth not. l 
" But thefe People endeavouring to take from us our Liberty, do alfo as it were deprive 
" themfelves of all Benefits which they have received at your hands, which are infi- 
" nite. For what a Benefit is it, that whereas other Nations living under the Dominion 
" of rigorous Ring? conftituted over them 5 thefe dp only obey the Romans, and live 
" in happy peace and tranquility ? But as for our Affairs, were no Man troublefome 
" unto us, yet are they not fuch as deferve to be envied. For enjoying the common 
" Felicity, which others your Subjefts do, we defire nothing of high efteem or worth, 
" but only requeft that we. may live according to the Religion of our Country, which 
" of it felf is not to be envied, but may be profitable for them that permit it. For God 
" doth always love them who honour him, and them who do not hinder his honour. M 
" What is there in our Religion offenfive to any Man? Nay, what is there that is not 
"according to all Piety and Juftice,. whereby all things continue and are preferved? 
« For neither do we conceal what j^ife we follow, nor the Labours and Exercife we nfe, 
" but reftingthe feventh Day from all Labour*, we fpend that Day in learning our Re- 
ligion, and the Laws, and Cuftoms thereof, efteeming this Cuftom not to be of fmall 
« force to correft and amend our manners. Thefe our Cuftoms having in them no- 
thing that any that fearchcth them can juftly reprehend, they are now alfo, though 
" many are perfuaded the contrary, confecrated and confirmed by their antiquity : So 
" that we muft needs make a conference of it to forfake our Laws, that have endured to 
" many Ages, Thefe are the Injuries that thefe People by violence offer us * they fa- n 
" crilegtoufly take from us the Money dedicated to God : They impofe Tributes upon 
" us who are free : They upon FeftivalDays force us to their Tribunals, to Law, and 
" other prophaneBufinefs, without any neceflity, but only in contempt and difgrr.ee 
" of our Religion, which they know well in the mean time while they perfecute with 
"unjuft and unlawful hatred. For your Empire, equally providing for the Good ot 
"all your Subjefts, doth not only nourifti the mutual Concord of them all, but alio 
«« refifteth hatred and malice. Thefe are the Injuries, moft worthy Agrippa, whereof 
" we feek redrefs at thy hands requefting thee that hereafter we may live accordtng to 
" our Religion as formerly, and that our Adverfaries may have no more Authority 
" oyer- us than we over them : Which is not only Juftiee and Equity, but already alio U 
" granted by your Clemency. And there are yet extent*., to be feen in the Capitol, ma- 
" ny Decrees and Ordinances of the Senate concerning this matter, engraven morals,

A " which are read unto this Day : Doubtlefs for our truth and fidelity fo oftentimes tried $ r f^£ji 
" or at leaft,though we not deferving it,yet holy and inviolate. For you do not only not wlu*\fo. 
" withdraw from us and all other Nations, your former Benefits granted unto us,but you be f> r , e chnp- 
" do rather every Day, befide all hope and expectation, increafe them y all which, time ^^Ztyiij 
" will not fufFer me to rehearfe. And that we may not feem vainly ' to boaft of oii'r 
" Duties and Officioufnefs towards you, and alfo omitting other things that are part} 
" our King now fitting with you, can fufficiently teftifie it fo to be. ' For what kirid of 
« Love and Good-will hath he omitted to (hew unto your Nation ? Where was he not 
"proved trufty? What hath he not devifed to honour you ? Where ftood you in heed, 
" when he was not the firft Man to help you? Why therefore ftiould not we receive 

g "fome favour for hisDeferts? I will not omit to put you in mind of the Valour of his 
" Father Antipater, who came in with acoo. Souldiers toaffiiT; Gefar'm the Egyptian Wars, 
" wherein he fo valiantly behaved himfelf, that neither by Sea nor Land any one in 
" thofe Wars deferved more commendations than himfelf. I will not repeat at this time 
" how much good he didCeprin thofe Wars, and .'what and how .great Rewards he 
" received 5 but rather I mould firft of all put you in remembrance of the Letters that 
" the Emperour writ unto the Senate concerning this matter, wherewith he obtained 
" for Antipater the Honours and Priviledges of the City. For this only argument had 
" been fumcient to have declared that we did not obtain filch favour without defert, 
" and requeft thee now to confirm the fame, of whom we might jufyy hope for new 

c "Benefits, feeing fuch friendftip and familiarity between thee and our King. For we 
" have underftood by our Nation that dwell mjud<ca, how many Offerings thou didft: 
" there facrifice unto our God, and with What Vows thou honouredft him 5 how thou 
" feaftedft the People, and waft delighted . in that mutual hofpitality. All which was an 
" argument of the Friendfhip confirmed between fo great a Roman Prince and the Na- 
" tion of the Jews, even in Herod's Houfe. By all thefe, we humbly requeft in the prc- 
" fence of the King, nothing but this only, that thou woulclfl: not permit us deceitfully 
" to be defrauded of that, which you your felves have already granted urito the Nation 
" ofthe Jews. , 

D Now no one of the Greeks offered to oppofe himfelf againft that which Nicholaus did 
fpeak 5 for this was no contention to a Judge concerning their Right, but only a depre- 
cation arid fupplication to avoid injury. Neither did they deny it, only thus they ex- 
cufed themfelves,that the Jews dwelling amongft them, were troubiefome unto them. 
But the Jews (hewed themfelves to be free Citizens, and to live according to their Reli- 
gion and Laws of their Country, without any Man's moleftation or injury. Where- Agfim con „ 
fore Agrippa linderftanding that they were wronged, anfwcr'd thus : That he would hot firmeth the' 
only gratifiethem for his Friehd Heroes lake, but alfo for that they feemed to him to de- 1 C V P rW '' 
mand a reafonable matter. Wherefore though they had demanded a greater thing of C 8C 
him, he would have granted them whatfoever he might, without prejudicing the People 
of Rome. And now feeing they only demand of him that which already the Romans 

£ had granted unto them, he Would ratifie and confirm unto them the Benefit which they 
had alread received at the Romans hands, and provide that henceforth no Man fhould 
moleft them for living according to the Inftitution and Ordinances of their Country. 
Having thus fpoken, he difmifled the Aflembly. Then Herod arifing, thanked him in 
all their Names. And then, after mutual embracing one another, they departed, takine Ai,tm , , dc " 
their leaves from Lcsbus. "* Efi 6 " -

Herod having with a vehement voice objefted thefe Accufations againft his Sons 
before Mr, the two Princes were not able, to abftain from Tears whilft he was yet 
freaking* and having ended his Speech, they wholly burft out into Tears h not that they 
were guilty of thofe Impieties laid unto their charge, but that they were accufed 
by thar Father 5 againft whom. it was not decent to fpeak freely for themfelves, 
expedient to refufe to defend their own Caufe. Wher emthey ^mained doubt- 
^to n /randf ul w h£ t t0 Jo, moving the Auditors to pity them by their Tears and Lamentati- 
22ffid«ons j and fearful withal, left. it mould be thought that their guilty Confidences did 
trouble them, that they were not able to fpeak in their own defence 3 feeing that 
r nth f'I Fa * indeed it wasonly for want of Experience, by reafon of their tender years. Which 
STotrsalfoC^r perceived, and all that were prefent were fo moved to Compaflion that 
an dcomp»f- neithc r their Father, who was their Accufer, could refrain from being moved with & 
fl0D ' Compaflion. 



C H A P. VIII. 

Of Alexanders'/ defence , and how the, two Brethren were reconciled to their Father 
Herod. L 

Ttien the young Princes perceiving both their Father and Ufar to be mollified 
and they that were prefent partly to pity them, partly to flied Tears of Com- 
paflion b the one of them named Alexander, who was the elder, direfting his Speech to" 
his Father, began thus to clear himfelf of the Crimes objeded againft them : F^erjon 
Alexander we U and friendly-minded thou art towards us, this prefent Judgment declareth b for hadft 
foeakethin thm d et J emim d an y heavy Sentence againft us, thou wouldeft not have brought us before 
SX"h$ him, whois thePreferver ofusaU h for thoumighteft, being a King orforthyMority 
dtfencfc ,j ver m as a father, have puniflxd us for our Offence according to thy Power : But in that thou 

hk brought usioKotae, and made Ca?far our Judge, it k an argument that thou fee keft to M 
Pave us 5 V no Man brings any one 16 the Temple whom he purpofeth to deftroy •■> which greatly 
1 axirdvateth our caufe, who do ceHfure our felves unworthy to live, rather than to incitrr an 
Opinion of Impiety committed agdinli thee fuch a Father. How far more expedient ts ttto 
dieguiltlefs, thmtoUve fufpefted of fo great an Ingratitude ? Wherefore if God grant us 
Co muchfuccefsin bur defence, astoperfuadcyouofthe truth, we JiaU not rejoice jo much 
for having efcaped fo great a danger, as to be found innocent by your Judgment', firm 
do not defire to live with the fufpicion of thofe Calumnies. It is a probable AccufaUott 
to acbufe our jears, as having affe£fed the Kingdom ; and our unfortunate Mothers 
Calamity maketh it.feem more probable. Butconfider, I befeechthee, if the fame trim 
may not as wel\ he framed againft any one whomfoever , as againft us. For any Aw N 
havingChildren by a Wife that is now dead, may, if it plcafe him, fufpett them, aspraUptng 
Ttufon againft him their Father. But fufpicion is not fufficient to prove a Man Impi- 
ous and Guilty; Wherefore produce any one that can bring fufficient proof, that may 
induce my moderate Judge to believe, that we ever attempted fuch a horrid Crime. Lan 
any Man fiew [that Poyfoh was prepard by us for you, or that we confpired with any, 
or that we corrupted any Servants with Money and Gifts y or that we writ any Letters 
againft thee? Yet Calumny may feign every one of thefe upon no occafien. It is "a grie- 
vous matter for Difcord to be in a Prince's Court 3 and the hope of Dominion , which 
your Mai cfty affirmed U >be the reward ofPkty, doth often impel Mens Minds unto hauMs 
Offences. But although it bemoft certain that we cannot be convitfed of any Crime, <yct how u 
can we clear our felves from Accufations forged againft us, before them that will not hear us. 
But did we fpeak fome infolent Words 1 yet were they hot againft thee h 0 my Eathrtfor that ha* 
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A been Impiety) but againft them who traduced us. We bewailed our Mother's misfor timet. ^^-^ ' 
Ilk true but not becaufejheis dead, but becaufe after her death foe isevilfpoken of by thofe w!rld*w?° 
who ought not to doit. We affe 'H the Kingdom of our Father, he being yet alive. Where- Wore cbnp 
in .<? Is not that purpofe of ours vain and frivolous, we having already been graced with King- 
ly Honours ? And fuppofc we were not 3 yet might we hope for them. But could we expeft them 
with killing eft Ice, whom both Earth and Seas would difdain after fo execrable an Offence? 
Or could we have expefted that the Loyalty of thy Subjects, and the Laws of our Nation would 
have permitted us, havinggotteu the Kingdom by murthcring our Father, to have enjoyed the 
fame, and entred into the Holy Temple, which thou didft repair ? Or fuppofc we defpifed them 
all i yet could any one that mnrthered thee efcape, Caefar being living ? The Children by thee 

g begotten are not fo impious nor foolijlo, though more unfortunate than thy Eflate requires. And 
feeing thou haft nothing to acnufe us of, or nothing to prove any accufaiion laid unto our c harge, 
how canft thou be perfuaded that we are guilty of fuch inhumane Acts? It it becaufe our Mo. 
ther was put to death? But her death ought rather to have made us more wary, than infolent 
and raft). We could fpeal^morc in our own defence than this 5 but what need is it to excujfe 
that which was never clone ?• Wherefore we befeech Caefar (who is Lord of all, and now our 
Judge ) only this, 'That if thou canft, 0 my Father, put away out of thy mind all fufpicion of 
us, to fuffer us to live hereafter, how unhappy and uufortuurtc focver : For what is more mi- 
ferable, than to be raftrty accufed without caufe .<? But if thou cauji not, we living, live without 
far of us, let us die condemned by our own cenfure. For our Lives arc not fo dear unto us, that 
^ we defire to keep them to his molejlatiou that beftowed themupot 



'pon us. 



Cdfar with thefe words, though before not greatly crediting fuch AccuHuions and 
Slanders laid againft them, was now more moved to believe that they Were guiltlefi, and 
the rather, that fixing his Eyes upon Herod, he perceived him alio to be moved, and all 
that were prefent were forry for the young Princes : So that all who were prefent cen- ah Men Jo 
fured the Ring, for the abfurd and frivolous accufation framed againft them $ their youth P ic y t'^oune 
and hand fomnefs made all the Spectators fo concerned at their misfortunes, that there Mcn " 
was nothing wherein they were not ready to aflift them : And much more, after that 

D Alexander had ingenioufly refuted his Father's Accufations, the accufed remaining ftill in 
the fame poftureand place, and for grief fixing their Eyes upon the ground. At laft fome 
hope appeared, fo that the King himfelf feemed to need fome excUfe for having fo 
rafhly accufed his Sons, without any ccrtaiii proof of his Accufations. At lau\ C<efar ha- c*f* pro- 
ving a while deliberated with himfelf, pronounced that the Princes were innocent 0 f nouncet ! 1 chd 
the Crimes laid unto their charge. Yet herein they were to blame, that they had Co be- S "o" 
haved themfelves, that they gave their Father occafion to fufpeft them. And as for , " vcc "™«*ed j 
Herod, he requeftedhim to lay afide all fufpicion, and to be reconciled to his Children. oSoIF 
For it was unjuftly done of him to believe fuch forged Accufations againft thofe whom' fufpicion, and 
he had begotten * that he was fully perfuaded that they would prove fo dutiful to him fhe ^ h , orccth 
for the future, that he would not only forget that diftafte that they had given him, but i^«on33 

g that he would alfo renew his former Affection towards them ; and both Parties endea- f0llis a,i '" 
vouring thus to re eftablim the Friendftiip and Truft that ought to be between fo near^"' 
Relations, their union would be greater and more fincere than ever. Cdfar having thus Hmd h re- 
admonifhed the young Men, they prepared themfelve s to entreat their Father's wonted c ? nci!ed ,0 
favour: He, not expecting fo long, came and embraced each of them one after ano-"' s c, " lt,ren ' 
ther, they weeping exceedingly 5 and all thofe that were prefent, both Servants and 
others, did the like. 

Then givinghumble thanks unto C<efar, they departed together, and Avtipater with Amipattr 
them, counterfeiting himfelf to congratulate their Happinefs for being reconciled unto frlcndly <,ctl1 
his FatUr. Within a few Days after, Herod gave C<efar three hundred Talents, whohXtKn 
F vvas "owbeftowing his Gifts and Prefents at Rome, and exercifing his liberality upon the rcrur,lcd fa- 
People. And C/far again beftowed upon him half of the Revenues out of the Mines of K h j£' ! " hcrt 
the Metal in Cyprus-? and the other half unto the Overfeer thereof 5 and gracing him >*Wid give 
otherwife alfo, he gave him leave to chufe which of his. Sons he pleafed for to fucceed f dfiw 3C0 l i ' 
him in his Kingdom^ or if he had rather, to diftribute it amongft them all: Which 0/"' gave 
Herod prefently v/ould have done, but C<efar would not permit him, affirming, that du- Hmi l,alf 
ring his Life hefliould keep it all whole and undivided, and his Sons mould be fubjeft Si* S'S!"" 
unto him. Mincs o{ 0 . 

After this, HoWreturn'd again into Judta, in whofe abfencc the Trachonitcs, that£,'% , , 
were no fmall part of his Kingdom, were revolted, yet by the induftry of the Captains arecon^- 
G e lctt t0 °verfee all in hisabfence, they were reduced again, and forced to do as they ed> 
were commanded. As Herod and his Sons were failing towards home, arriving at Eleufa 
a City of Cilicia, which is now called Sabajle, he found Archelaus there , who was 

King 
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King ofCappadoaa. Archelam did courteoully entertain Herod, and was very joyful H 
mu* r 4lt that ms Sons anci he were macie Friends, and that Alexander his.Son-in-Law had fo well 
btfm'corijVt cleared himfelf and his Brother of the Crimes, laid unto their charge. And fo each one 
Namtj t %. beftowing upon the other Princely Gifts, they departed, taking their leave one of the 
other. After this, Herod being newly returned into JucUa, and calling the People toge- 
ther into the Temple, told them all that had paft in his abfence from them, and the 
courtefie of Qefar , and told themalfo of other Affairs that he thought fit for them to 
know, and turning the litter end of his Speech unto his Sons,and exhorting the Courtiers 
and common People to concord, he told them that his Sons mould reign after him, and 
firft of all Antipater , and after him, his Sons that he had by Marianne, Alexander and Ari- 
flobuhts. In the mean time, every one of them Ihould honour him as King and Lord, not- 1 
withftanding his old Age,which for long experience was the fitter to govern,feeing there 
was nothing in him wanting to keep both his Subjefts and Children in their Obedience; 
and that the Souldiers alio, it they only refpefted him, mould live in all happinefs and 
felicity without moleftation. Having thus fpoken, he difmifled the People, lorne think- 
ing he had fpoken according to equity , others thinking clean contrary : For having 
now as it were caufed an emulation amongft his Children, there was as it were already 
a (hew of fome mutation. 



CHAP. IX. R 

Herod having complcated the Building of Caelarea, dedicated it to Auguftus , and en- 
tertaineth the People with /lately Plays and Paflimes : He canfeth other Towns to be 
built, and feveral Monuments. His extream Liberality to Strangers, and his excejjlve 
Rigour to his own S/tbjetfs. 

A Bout this time Cfpmuvas finifhed, the tenth Year after it was begun to be built, 
the 2 8th Year of Herod's Reign, in the 1 9 1 0lympiad. In the Dedication hereof, 
ne rear of tlx was g ieat p 0m p an j f um ptuous preparations : For allMuficians were brought thi- 
5»f cleft's thertoftriveonewith another, who was mod excellent in their Art 5 and Champions l 
Nativity, 7 . tnat wraftled being naked and anointed with Oil : There was alfo a great many that 
Hedh&BMf- fought with Swords, and a great number of wild Beafts 5 and all things elfe that at fuch 
fim,s, cap. 5 . times were ufed, and in account, either at Rom or in other Countries. . Thefe Sports 
c'tfa-'a is fi- weic confecrated unto Ctfar, and were to be renewed every fifth year. All this 
nifiwd. Provifion the King at his own coft and charges provided to be brought from all places 
8ai»i«tnMk wna tfoever, to (hew the grcatnefs of his Magnificence. Julia, Cafar's Wife, alfo be- 
certatatn. ^ QWC ^ muc ^ 0 c her own to fa fumilhing hereof, and fent many precious things out of 
Italy 5 fo that the worth of them all amounted to five hundred Talents. And a great 
Company being gathered together to behold thefe Sports, he received all Embatfadors 
fent unto him from other Nations, to thank him for the Benefits he had beftowed on M 
them 5 and he lodged, feafted, and recreated them : And being all day long amongft 
the People to fee thofe Sports, at night he received them with Banquets, and mewing 
them his Magnificence 5 and gained great praife and commendations for a worthy King. 
For, he in all things fo provided, that the raft was more pleating and grateful than the 
firft, and caufed him to be moie admired. And it is reported that C<efar himfelf and 
A<*rrppa often did fay, That Herod's Magnanimity was greater than his prefent Revenues 
afatMAA' could bear, and that he well deferved an Empire as big as all Syria and Egypt. Thefe 
mS X/'s Sports being ended, he builded another Town in a Field called Capharfaba, chufingfor 
Mapmnimity. it a watery Soil fit for Plants : The City was compafled with a River j and he alfo 
Mhitrkit pi antec l r0 und about it a Wood full of fine Trees. This Town he called Antt- 
patris, after his Father's Name Antipater. After which he alfo builded a Caftle about 
Qpm is built. Jericho, called after his Mother's Name, Cypron, which was very ftrongly fortified, and 
adorned within with rare and fumptuous Edifices. And not forgetting his Brother, 
he dedicated unto him moft ftately Buildings } for firft he built a Tower as. big as 
The Tower Pharo in the City, in remembrance of his dead Brother, and called it by his Name, 
S'm« i 5 ° f Phafxlus, which alfo was the ftrongeft Fort in all the City. After this, he builded a 
built. Town near unto the Valley of Jericho , towards the North , whereby the Fields 
that before almoft lay defart, were now tilled and inhabited by the Town fmen ij w 
that of them it was named Phafielw-F\e\d. It were hard to relate all his Liberality in 
particular (hewed, both unto the Cities of Syria andGrecia, and all other places where- O 
foever he came : For he helped many, either by building publick Places? or if there 
were any new Works begun, ami not finimed for want of money, by giving them mo- 
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A ney tofinim them 5 the ehiefeft among all which were, That he builded at his own coft j>*~^ 
and charge, the Temple of Apollo at Rhodes, and gave them many Talents of Silver to m,u^!lt e 
build their Ships. He alfo builded the greateft part of the publick Houfesand Places in WorepUi' 
the City of if&w/v, which Cafir built for the NicopolHans there inhabiting, and that with J^"^. ' 
his own proper coft and charges. He alfo, for the Antiochians inhabiting the greateft Hertd&M? 
City of Syria, builded Arches on each fide of the greater Street, that goe.h quite the- p € J cr f ^ ]c °- 
row the midrt of the City, and doth as it were part it in two - 7 and the Street it felf that * 
lay open, he paved with poliihed Stone * which Work was as great a Convenicncy to 
the Inhabitants, as a Beauty unto their City. He alfo helped to maintain the Sports at 
Olympus with yearly Revenues, that for want of maintenance began to decay ; So that The Sports of 
B by his means there were more folemn Sacrifices, and all things more fumptuous to pleafe °' mM - 
them that came to behold them : For which I ibcrality he was declared perpetual Matter 
and Maintainer of thofe Sports. It is admirable to fee in one Man fitch di verfity of Minds j 
for on the one fide, if wc confider his Liberality towards all Men, we muft needs fay, he n«ng«£!an5 
was of a moft free and bountiful Nature 5 contrariwife, ifwc confider the Injuries and cruel t0 
Cruelty he (hewed againft his Subjects and dearcft Friends, we muft confers him to have ° w " 
been a hard Man, and intractable, and who pnfied all bounds of modeftys fothat wc 
would think him to have been of two contrary difpofitions. But I am otherwife perfua- 
iled, and think that both thefe did proceed from one matter : For becaufe he thirfted 
after Glory and Honour, and wholly applied himfelf thereunto, he became liberal where- 
p foever he was, in hope either to reap prefent thanks for his labour, or a future remem- 
brance. Wherefore fpencling above his Revenues for this matter, he was forced to be 
chargeable to his Subjects 5 for it was neceflary that he that fo lavifhly beftowed fuch 
huge funis of money upon others, fliould fomewhere get it, though with evil means. 
Laltly, feeing himfelf lor fuch-like Injuries hated of his Siibjedrs, he thought it a hard 
matter to get their Good-wills; which he could do no ways elfe, but by remitting the 
Tribute they paid him. Wherefore he abufed the Hatred of his People for his own 
Commodity : For if any one of them did not tolerate that Slavery wherein they lived, 
or did endeavour to make offthc Yoke of his Dominion, againft fuch he ufed a prodigi- 
D ous Cruelty ; and injured them no left, than if they had been his Enemies, without re- 
garding Friendfhip or Kindred $ for that he defired alone to be honoured of all Men. 
And how greedy of Honour he was, we may guefs by the Honours he did unto Ctfar, f*nJ grcerfy 
Agrippa, and others of their Friends : For he defired to be an example to his Subjc&s, of Honcmr - 
that as he himfelf honoured Men better than himfelf, fo they fliould all honour him like- 
wife } thereby declaring what thing he did naturally moft defire. But the Jews Religi- 
on doth not permit them licenfe to honour Potentates, who of neceflity ought to have 
greater care and refpeft of Right and Equity, than of fuch oflicioufnefs towards Supe- 
riors: For it was difprofit enough unto the jews, that they could not with Statues and 
Temples obtain the Kings Favour, and with like Flatteries fatisfie the fond Appetites of 
a vain-glorious Man. And this fecmeth to me to be the reafon that Herod was unjuft 
g and hard towards his Friends, and to thofe whom he made partakers of his Counfelsand 
Enterprizes, and free and bountiful towards Strangers. 
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CHAP. X. 

Tefli monies of the Roman Emperour's Ajfe&ion towards the Jews. 

TWc AJian and Cyrenian Jews were greatly afflicted by the Citizens of thofe Court- Hedk&Ruf. 
tries, who having had the fame Priviledges granted unto them by the ancient^'"'"' M P' IO - 
Kings that the Citizens had, were uow greatly injured by the Grecians}, as though they J|£ IZ'cf. 
carried Money out of the Country, and were prejudical unto the reft of the Inhabi- being a "f. 
tants. And the Grecians making no end of their Injuries, they were conftrained by ?nhiWrant» he 
Embaflhdours to complain of them unto Qefar : Who wrote unto every Province, thw,fe2d an 
That it was his pleafure, that the Jews Ihould enjoy like Priviledges with the other In- Eml "fl»ge to 
habitants of the Country. The Copy of which Writing we have here fet down, that it £ StS 
may the better appear how the Roman Emperours of ancient times were aftefted unto immunity, 
our Nation.

J t be conftraine d upon their Sabbaths to appear before a Judge : M. Agrippa 
witeth Health to the Cyrenian Magijirates and Senate. The Jews inhabiting among you, 
for whom Auguftus hath already written unto Flavius the Prefident of Lybia, and unto other 
Maoifiratesofthat Province, arenot to be hiudred from fending their Holy Money to]em- 
faiem as their Cnkom k b and they have now complained unto me, That they are molefiedby 
the fake accufations offomebad People, and forbidden to doit under pretence of acertam Tri- 
bute ihich notwithllanding they are not to pay. Wherefore 1 command that they may be 
permitted to live after their Cuflom, and free in all fuch matters : And if many of your Cities 
anv facred Money of theirs be intercepted, that by certain Per fins which you know to be fit for 
thatwwfc, ye make choice of them, to fend it again unto the Jews. Item, C. Norbanus D 
cms Norb,t. n J ^ panful : Health unto the Magiftrates of Sardinia 5 Caefar hath written unto me, 
SteXhe commanding that no Man hinder the Jews, according to their Cuflom, to fend facred Mo- 
Jem behalf. rf Wufalem h wherefore I alfo write unto yon of the fame, that yon may not be ignorant 
StoSE both of my Will andCxtes alfo. Moreover, Julius Antonius Proconful, did alfo write 
tothtseffeft: Health untothe Magijirates, Senate, and People o/Ephefus. The]cw$of 
Afia in the Ides of February, I fitting in the Judicial Seat at Ephefus , fignified unto me, 
ThatCxCw Auguftus and Agrippa have permitted them to ufe their Country Lufioms', and 
everyone according as he thinketh good, to contribute his Fir ft- Fruits for Religion fake, to be 
carried without hit or hindrance.unto the Temple of the Mofi Mighty God 5 and they defined 
me to ratifie by my Conficnt , that which they had already granted them by the above-named b 
Emperours. Wherefore I would have you to kiow, that 1 alfo, according unto Csfar s and 
Agrippa'/ Decrees and Ordinances, do permit and grant them alfo to do all things they pleaje, 
according tothcir Country Cuftoms, for bidding any Mantohinder themtherein 

I have thovght good to add thefe Decrees, becaufe I know that thefc my Writings 
will come intc >ihe Grecians hands, thatlmayfhew them, that informer ages we were 
fo efteemed of the nublick Magiftrates, that none were permitted to hinder us from 
ufine our Country-Rites and Ceremonies, and that by their Confent we woilhrpped 
God in our own Religion, which I do inculcate the oftner, that I may move ftrange 
and foreign Nations, and take away their Hatred conceived againft us which is with- 
out all re.uonable caufe. For no Nation doth always ufe the fame Cuftoms, but alrnoir F 
whole Towns among them do fometimes alter and differ from the reft 5 yet is lultice 
equally to be diitributed unto all Men 5 which is moft profitable, as well to the tore* 
cians as to the other barbarous Nations, which is greatly obferved in our Laws 5 wtncn 
if we follow and violate not, are able to make all Nations love us. Wherefore we ie- 
queftallMen, not to defpife us, for differing from them in Religion^ but favour us in 
that we fellow Virtue. For this is common to all Nations 5 and without this, Mans 
Life nmft needs be unhappy. But I will now return unto my Hiftory.

God pnnijbes him', ftrange Diviftons and Troubles 1 in his Family. The Cruelties 
which this Prince's mijlruflfidmfi and Antipater's malice caufctb] together with his 
Son Alexander's Impnfonment. 



B Tr wu j r* '-^uwu» oiivci, auu mac ciiere was lett yet.-. 1I1C0 
able ro.defray any great cfiarges whatfoever, he purpofed to do the like. And at Gold ' 
this time in the Night Seafon, accompanied only with his moft trufty Friends • beinff 
very wary that none of the People fhouldknow of it, he entred i uo the Sepulchre • 
but lie found no Money there, as Hinanus did ; but he took from thence a great deal 
of Silver and Gold Plate, whereby he was enticed to make a more deligent fearch • 
And he fent two of his company on purpofc into the inner part of the Sepulchre' 
where the Bodies of Solomm and IXtvid were Entombed, who were loft • and as it 
is reported, fire came out of thofe places, and confumcd them. Whereat Herod be- MWloft«vo 
ing terrified, departed out of it ; and moved witli Religion to make fatisfa&ion he of hisMcn in 

Cbuilded a moft fiirnptuous Monument of White Marble, at the entrance into the Sc-^'ichr'^' 
pnlchre ; of which building NichoUustifo, a Writer of that time, maketh mention -K£/ th,- 
but he fpeaketh not how they went into the Sepulchre of David, thinking that there ' H , lftorioBr1 ' 
in he fhould not keep Decorum, if he (hould make mention thereof. Wherein he fol- 
lowed this accuftomed order ; ' for his Writings were to come to the Ears of the King 
yet living, wherein he did only curry favour, mentioning only that, that might re- 
dound unto the Kings credit : So that many of his open and wicked pranks he did ei- 
ther colour under fome other pretence, or elfe all ways poflible he endeavoured to 
hide them. For he doth, as it were, tell a tale of Herod's cruelty againft Marianne 
and his Sons, as though he did thereby deferve credit and praife ; accufing her of A- 

Ddultery, and them as Traitors unto their Father: and this he doth all along too much 
extolling the Kings good deeds, and too diligently excufing his iniquities b-it as I 
have faid, we mult pardon him who did not fb much write to leave a memory of 
thmgs done unto after Ages, as to gratifie and pleafe his King. But I who come of M , cam , 
the Lineage of the Afroman Kings, and execute the office ofaPrieft, account it a of the S- 
Jname to lye ; and do intend to relate the Hiftory of all things that were afted and ly Linc of C,1C

After the Sepulchre was thus violated, Herod's houfe began to decay, whether re- a difcord in

E chance, fuch calamity at that time befel him, as might juftly bethought the reward of 
impiety. For there was a difcord in the Court not unlike to Civil Wars every one

Cent away his Maid, by whom he had a Son, and promilcd the King to 
marry this his other Daughter ; and appointed the thirteenth day after to celebrate 
his Marriage ; making a fblemn Oath unto the King, never after that time to ufe the 
company of that Woman whom he had put away. The time appointed being expired » 
he lell lb far in love with the former Woman, that he would not ftand to his promife, 
but a :ain accompanied with his Maid. 

Thai /-V not able any longer to contain himfelf, uled many ipeeches, whereby, 
he evidently I. owed his mind to be alienated from his Brother. And there were ma- 
ny vho'tjlciiy this opportunity, did by forged calumnies encreafe his averfion ; fothat 
now there was no day nor hour part, wherein he did not ftill hear fome new combu-

And (he, to pleafe her Mother, related, 
ho^ tint often when iusr Husband and Alexander were alone, that they were wont to 
talk of H,uUm,>- their Mother, and ufe reproachful words againft their hither ; and 
threatnin » that if they ever did obtain the Kingdom, they would make the Sons 
of the King whom he had by other Wives Notaries and lown-Clarks, and fo they 
mittht reap profit of their Learning which they had attained to: and whenfoever they 
law anvof thelunps Wives wear any of Mariamne's apparel, that then they vowed in- 
ftcadof that attire" to cloath them with Sack cloth, and tout them up where they 
fhould never fee the Sun.

Palace and hearing thefe news, he prefently changed his Apparel j and clothing fed : «Wm>[o 
himfelfin black, he went in this manner unto Cafar, informing him how Arabia was^*' 
afflidedwith Wars/and that the whole Kingdom 'was wafted by Herod, who had en- 
tred into the Country with an Army, and with tears complained that 2500 of the 
Arabian Nobility were killed, aud amongft them his friend and Kinfman Nacebm-, 
and great riches were taken away, which were laid up at Repta ; and that all this was 
done in contempt of Obodas, who' had no Army ready, nor a fit Captain for his 
Forces, he being not there. Syltetu having thus fpoken ; adding moreover, that he 

F would not have come to Rome t but that he was perfwaded that C<efir would have; 
had a care of the common peace and tranquility of his Subjects ; and that had he 
been at home, Herod to his coll Oiould have violated that Peace.. C<efar hereat was 
greatly moved, and enquired of fome of Heroes Friends who were then Prefent, and 
of certain Men thar were lately come out of Syria alfo, whether Hetod had led an 
Army out of the limits of his own Kingdom. W hich they not denying, and Co: far not 
vouchfafing to hear the caufe why, his difplcafiire againft Herod was greatly encreafed, 
jo that he writ thrcatning Letters unto him ; telling him, that hitherto he had ufed 
lum as a Friend, but hereafter he would ufe him as a Subjeft ; which alfo- SylUm The 
lignified unto the Arabians. By which Letters they were made proud, and would ^ under. 

G neither render unto him the Thieves that wereefcaped, nor reftore the M6ney he lent Ending th.it 
their King, nor pay him rent for the pafturc-ground that they hired of him. More- ^Idcdwhh

For OjfeAf dying, Eneas fucceeded him in the 
e«« rue- kingdom of Arabia, changing his name, called himlelf Ant as • whom 6}//^, by I 
S^Kr forced calumniations, did Tel to depofe from the Crown, and ufurp the Kingdom 
Kingdom. unt o himfelf, giving great fumms of Money unto the Courtiers, and promifing great 
fumrns unto C4ar ; whom hp now perceived to be angry againft Aretas, for that, with- 
out his confent he pretumed to take upon him the Gdvernrpent of the Kingdom. But 
at laft he alfo fent Letters and'fcifts unto C*/*r, arid amorigft the reft a Crown of Gold 
worth many Talents ; and i,nthofe Letters he accufed SftUns who asan impious and 
difloyal Servant nadpoifonecj his King Obofa\ in whole life time he had alfo inva- 
ded the Government of the Kingdom, committing Adultery with the Arabians WWes,

r |N the mean time the diffention of Herod's Houfe was, much encreafed,by theaug- 
fimjhi f 1 1 1. 1 mentation of hatred againft his Sons Alexander and Arifl-obnlits ; and although at alt 
'V other times his Court was never void of fufpicion, which is a pernicious evil to Kings 
SSSrim" and Princes ; yet, at that time efpecially, this mifchief was in his principal vigour and 
infmiMteth force. For one Eurydes a Lacedemonian, and a Nobleman of his Country ; but 
himfelf into paving a turbulent wit, given over to flattery and pleafure, yet cunningly diffembling 
lialky' mi ' both vice*s,,coh/ung unto Herod and giving .him gifts, and receiving greater gifts at ^is 
hands, was^ by him courteoufly entertained ; and familiarly converfing with him, 
brought it lo to pats, that he was efteemed amongft his. cfpecial Friends. This Eurych N 
lodged zi.Aatip*ter$Hov&, being alfo familiar with Alexander for their often meeting 
EurydcsMi. Qne anotner : p or ' he faid tha,t Archelaus King of Cappadocia and himfelf, was great 
"elf inro'T friends, and therefore be counterfeited himfelf to reverence Glaphyra very much; and 
Uxanier\ all Men judging him indifierent in all parties, he diligently noted whatfoever pafsd, 
tnendnup. ^ j emy worc | tnat was fp 0 ken, feeking, by all means he could, matter to gratifie 
Others carrying of Tales ; and with fuch flattering fair fpecehes he infinuated himfelf 
into every Mans friendfhip, that he feemed Alexander's only trufty Friend ; and that 
all his endeayours with others, were only for to be more ferviceable to Alexander in 
his concern?. And by this his deceit, he fo infinuated himfelf into Alexanders^

0 difcern what fitted that time, the King at laft thought this, rather a turbulent up- 
braiding him, than a friendly Admonition : And asking who thofe Captains and 
Soldiers were, he commanded them all, and Tyro alfo, to be bound and kept in Pri- 
fon. Then one Tripho the King's Barber, taking hereat occafion, told the King, that 
Tyro had often follicited him, as he ftiav'd the King to cut his Throat with his Razor, 
promifing him for recompence great Rewards, and that he mould be one of Alexander 
chief Friends. Having fpoken thefe words, the King commanded him to be appre-beraccufdw 
hended, and the Barber, and Tyro and his Son to be tortured. Tyro his Son feeing his ? ave P ra£li ' 
Father in moft miferable Torments, and that he ftill perfifted in them (and by the&JSr*' 
King's difpleafure, conje&uring that there was no hope of life ) told them that Tor- 

E tured his Father, that he would confefs all the Truth, conditionally that his Father 
and himfelf might be no more tormented: and havinjg his requeft granted, he told 
them that it was agreed, that Tyro with his own hand fbould have killed the King; 
for he could get opportunity to come unto the King when no Man elfe was with him, 
and fo he would kill him, and for Alexander's fake endure any Torments whatsoever. 
This fpoken, he delivered himfelf and his Father from further Tortures : but it is un- 
certain whether the Tale he told was true, or whether he devifed it to free them both 
from Torments. Then Herod now laying all doubt afide (if before he were in any)

might increafe in Virtue, and acknowledge their Education and bringing up, with all ri«/bring- 
dutiful refpefts unto their Parents. He provided them alfo each of them with a Wife, | th "P ,l j 
when they were ready for Marriage 5 Namely, the Daughter of Phcrorat for the eldeft °" sc " 
Of Alexanders Sons ^ and the Daughter of Antipater for Ariftobnlm's eldeft Son : And 
one of Ariftobulw's Daughters was married to Autipater 7 s Son; and the other to Herod 
his own Son, whom he had begotten of the Daughter of the High- Prieft. For it is 
lawful in our Country, and according to our cuftom, to have divers Wives at one 

C time. The King procured thefe \i.in iages through the compaflion he had of thofe Or- 
phans, thinking by this mutual Alliance to caufe Antipater to be their Friend. But 
Antipater conceived no lefs hatred towards the Children, than he had done malice to- 
wards their Fathers: For the care that Herod had of them, increafed his hatred, in that ^r,p.ue,- ha- 
he pretended to be the greateft among ihe Brethren 5 and he efpecially feared left teth nro- 
when they (hould grow to Man's eftate, they would refill his power, being aflifted by ther5C,liWfCn 
King Archelam, as his Sons-in-law 5 and Pheroras who was a Tctrarch {hould do the 
like, for that he had married his Son to Alexander's Daughter. And fo much the 
more was he incited, becaufe all the People had companion of thefe Orphans, and had 
Conceived a hatred againft him, who never ceafed to exprefs his Malice againft his 

D Brethren. He therefore devifed all the means that were poffible to difannul the Decrees Antipater la- 
which his Father had refolved upon to thisefFeft, being very loth that they (hould e- bourcch his 
ver live to be Partners with him in the Kingdom. So that at laft Herod condefcended brVJk'off tiw 
to Antipater "s demand, which was, that he might marry Ariftobulws Daughter, and Marriages he 
his Son to Phcroras's Daughter : and thus were the forementioned Marriages wholly intcndcd - 
cut off yea, even againft Herod's former Decree. At that time Herod had nine Uvttfi nine 
Wives, namely, Antipater 's Mother, the High-Priefts Daughter, by whom he had a Wivcs ' 
Son that bare his name, and a Daughter of his Brothers, and a Cozen of his own, by 
whom he had no Children. Me had' another Wife alfo, that by Nation was a Samari- 
tane, by whom he had two Sons, Antipas and Archelam, and a Daughter called Olym. 

E piaSf who was afterward married to Jofeph the King's Cozen. As for Archelaus and 
Antipas they were brought up at Home, with a certain private friend of his. More- 
over, he married one that was called Cleopatra, that was born in Jerufalcm, by whom 
he had Herod and Philip, which Philip was brought up at Rome. By Pallas he had Pha- 
faelus : by Phedra and Hclpia he had two Daughters, Roxane and Salome. As for his 
eldeft Daughters, Alexanders Sifters by the Mother's fide, whom Pherora-s had refufed to 
take in Marriage, he match'd the one with Antipater his Sifter's Son, and the other he 
wedded to Phafaelw his Brother's Son, and this was Herod's Progeny.

CHAP. II. 

O/Zamaris a BabyloniJI) Jew, a Man of fwgnlar virtue. 

AFter this, intending to allure his Eftate in the Country of Trachonite, he refolved Herod build, 
to build a Borough of the bignefs of a City in the midft of the Country, as well cth a Caflle '» 
to fecure his Country, as to be in better readinefs to repulfe his Enemies, with T r 8 ci" of 
more expedition. And having intelligence that a certain Jew was come from Bahy- n % a > 
ion with five hundred Archers on Horfeback, and about one hundred of his Kinf- maketl ? z f 
^men, and had adventured to pafs Euphrates, and was in the Country adioyning toZ:™/'* 
Antwch near unto Daphne in Syria, where Saturnine General of the Roman Army had from m > hn 
given him a Caftle, called Valatha, to inhabit, he fent. for him and his Followers, JX 0 "' ' 
Qj\ 3 promifing 
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i^-A^ promifine to give him both Lands and .Lprdfrrips in the Seignory of Batanea, which H, 

bordcreth o.n intending that he (hould make head againft thofe that would 

before' c&ValTail him* and promifing him that both his Lands and his Soldiers mould be .exempt , 
totiviu^ from all tribute?, and payments of Cuftoms. This Babylonian Jew was induced by ; 
v -^ v ^ thefe offers to come, and take pofleffipn of the Place, where he builded a Borough, 
called Bathyra. This Man oppofing himfelf againft the Tracheites defended the Coun- 
try, and thofe Jem that came, from Babylon to Jerufalem to offer Sacrifice, from all 
Incurfions aud Robberies of the Tracheites y and divers that obferved the Religion of 
the lews,, reformed unto him from all places 5 fo that this Country was very well. Peo- 
pled,, by reafon of the exemption of the Tribute, which continued during Herod's 
Life-time ■ • I 

But Philip who fucceeded him, orated afterward fome fmall Tribute of them, and 
that but for a little while. But Agrippa the Great, and his Son of the fame name, charge 
ed them with great Taxations * yet permitted them to enjoy their .Liberty; whofe 
Succeflors, the Rowans impofed many grievous Tributes upon them, yet continued 
their Freedom * of Whom- hereafter we will more particularly and largely diicourfe in 
due place, and irt procefs of my Hiftory. Now this Jew Zamam, to whom Herod had 
given the ppficilipn of his Country, died, after he had lived virtuoufly, and left a 
%chn and virtuous Offspring behind him y.amongft whom was Jacim renownedTor his dexte- 
m*£ rityonHqrfeback; who, with his Troop of Horfe, wasof theKmg of BabylonsGmxd. 
soosofZrfffl*. Th i s rt aciw ,ajcd when he was very old, and left his SonPhihp to fucceed him 5 a Va- r 
liant Man, and addled to all forts of Virtue, as rrmch as any one that hath been^e- 
nowned in Hiftory 5 for which caufe King Agrippa loved him, and put his tru ft in him, 
and committed the truft and training of his Soldiers unto him, who led them alfo 
forth, if occafion of fervice was proffered. 



C H A P. III. 

Antipater, Pheroras, and his Wife confpire again!* Herod, Salome acquainted him 
with it,, he caufethfome Pharifees who were of this Confpiracy, to be put to death: L 
He endeavoureth to make Pheroras repudiate his Wife, but he cannot be pcrfwaded 
to it. 



Hedh fyR„f. X X 7Hilft Herod's Affairs were thus difpofed, all Mens Eyes were fixed upon Anh- 
fm t d,ap. 3 . VV patcr after that Herod had given him full power} which was granted him, 111 
hones that his Father had, that he would behave himfelf faithfully and affectionate y 
towards him * but he abufed his authority more audaciouOy than could be expefted; 
for he treacheroufly coloured his conceived Malice, and eafily drew his Father to be- 
lieve him in whatfocver he Hud. He was feared by all Men, not only for his Authority, 
hut for his fubtilties and policies. But above all the reft, Pheroras refpefted him molt, M 
Phem* dc and was in like manner, as greatly efteemed by him. Vox' Antipater circumvented him 
cdvedbywo- by the means of certain Women, who favoured his Faftion j for Pheroras was cora- 
n,en - manded by his Wife, his Mother, and Sifter-in-law, notwithftandmg that he hated 
them, by reafon of the abufe they had offered to his Daughtess who were unmarried ; 
never thelefs he was enforced to diflemble all things, becaufe he could do nothing but 
what they were always privy to, and had fuch power of his Affairs, that they obliged 
him to perform whatfocver they pleafed. Antipater was alfo very intimate with them, 
both on his own account and his Mother's 5 forthefe four Women were of one mind ni 
all things, and fpake, as it were, by one Mouth: Yet was Pheroras at odds with AkU- 
pater, upon fome flight diftaftes * and (be that wrought this debate betwixt them, was N 
the King's Sifter Salome, who had a long time fpied all their Drifts 5 knowing well, 
that their mutual friendftiip tended to the overthrow of Herod, which (he was ready 
to acquaint him. • And they knowing well that the Ring dilliked this their inward fami- 
liarity, and that he was privy to that which they pretended, which was his utter rumc , 
rcfplved between themfelves to refrain their publick familiarity, and to make a mew 
that they were at odds one with another; to which intent they reproached one ano- 
ther, efpecially at fuch time as they were either in Herod's prefence, or there was any 
one with them, who (as they thought) would acquaint him with it. Butinlecret tney

5 But after that Herod had puniftied thofe amongft the Pharifees, who were convifted & M- 
to have been of the Confpiracy, he aflembled a Council of his friends m , before whom /^accuVetii 
he accufed Phcrora's Wife, and ripped up the Injuries that were done unto his Daugh- plow's 
ters, as it hath been declared, afcribing the lame to the pride of this Woman, obje&ing ^omnnndeth 
it for a Crime againft her, for having injured his Honour. Befides this, he accufed her himwpucher 
that (he hed of fet purpofe, ftirr'd up Mutinies, and by all means poffible, both in words » wa Y- 
and deeds, contrary to all Law of Nature, ftirred up debate betwixt him and his Bro- 
ther ; and that the Fine that he had'impofed upon his Adverfaries, vvas fatisfied at her 
charge j fothat no jot of that Confpiracy was cPntrived withpur her cpnfent. For 
which caufe f (faid he) Brother Pheroras, it fliall not he amifs for ydu of your own accord^ 

E to drive fuch a wretched Woman from you, before you be retfuejiea, and the Sentence be pro- 
nounced againfi her } othertoifc foe will be the caufe to /{if tale a War 1 betwixt you and me. 
For if you will' continue the Friendjhip and Brotherhood betwixt you and me, feparate . your 
felf from her : In fo doing, I will account yon for my Brother 5 dnd you fhall bfe no- 
thing by the affetiion which I bear unto yon. For the bond of Brotherlji the cannot continue 
fafe and inviolable, unlefi yon put her away. Now although Pheroras Was moved, with 
the importance and weight of this difeourfe $ yet he find; that for thb'Lbve' he bare urifo phmrm refit- 
his Wile, he would forget nothing of that duty which Confangujnity' required at his J rh J? P Bt *■ 
hands in regard of his Brother ; but that he had rather die, than Hyp 'without her corn- HeldlZly 
pany, whom he loved more dearly than his life. Htrod, although lie took this anfwer' of d i««h pber* 

F bis Brothers for a moft grievous Injury, yet forbear he to difcover hisdirpleafure towards JJ^^J"" 
him : he only forbad Antipater and his Mother, and in like manner Pheroras, to'fre- privy mect- 
quent the one with the other any more. He commanded the Women likewife, that j^",^ f ^ r c " 
they (hould give over their familiar Entertainments the one with the other, which all of Ladianokfs. 
them promifed to perform. Yet thisnotwithftanding, upon fit opportunities and oc- 
cafions, they vifited one another 5 and Antipater and Pheroras feafted, one another by 
Night. The report alfo Went, that Antipater had the company of Pherot'at's Wife, and 
that his Mother was the means and inftrument of their privy meeting. , ,

'A Ntipater fufpefting his Father's Diftaftes, and fearing left his hatred (hould bring 
jr\ him into hazard, he wrote unto his friends in Rome, requiring them to write their 
Letters unto Herod, requeuing him to fend fatipater unto C<efar, with all expedition as 
was poffible. Which being brought to pafs, Herod fent him thither with clivers Roy- { 
al Prefents; and gave him his Teftament and Will with him, wherein, he had be- 
queathed the Kingdom to Antipater. And if it fbould happen that Antipater {hould 
die before him, then he bequeathed the fame to, his Son Herod, whom he had by the 
Higb-Prieft's Daughter. About the fame time Syllaus the Arabian repaired to Rome, 
notwithftariding he had negle&ed thofe things which Ctfar had commanded him. Ami- 
Antipnter ac- pater accufed him 'before Cafar, for the fame faults wherewith he was charged by Nicho- 
ca Rmf&K laus ' SyU* us a Jf° was accufed by Aretas, for murthering divers of the beft account in 
*Vr e ° r< the City of Petra, contrary to his mind 3 amongft the which was Sohemus{* Man of 
ArttMKcw mi j cn virtue and honour) and Probatus, C£?ar$ Servant 3 of which Crimes $yll<eus was 
killtog Tnbl accufed upon thisoccafion which enfueth : There was a certain Man of Corinthus, who K 
»«/ and others W as one of the King's Guard, arid one he put very great truft in : Syllaus perfwaded him 
by ftore of Money and Bribes ? to kill Herod 3 which he promifed to perform. Probatus 
a Traytor ma j e pr i V y toSyllaus's mind, he prefently told it to the King, who caufed him to be ap^ 
prehended and tortured, who confetfed the whole matter : He laid hands alfo on two 
de«h is ap- Arabians, perfwaded by this Corinthian's confeffion 3 one of which was a tylan of Gom- 
prehended. mand in his Country, and the other was Sylltus's chief friend. They being examined, 
confefled that they came thither to foiicite, with many exhortations, the Corinthian to 
execute the Murther 3 and to aflift him, if he flood in need of them. Which being 
fully proved by Herod, before Saturnine, he fent; them to Rome, there more amply to 
be proceeded againft, and fo to be puniflaed. L

CHAP. V. 

Pherora'-r Death. 

HErod perceiving that his Brother Pheroras did conftantly continue his affcttion to- 
wards his Wife, he commanded him to retire himfelf into his own Dominions 3 
whereupon he willingly departed to his Tetrarchy 3 protefting by many folemn Oaths, 
that he would never more return into the City, unlefs he were allured that Herod was M 
dead. Not long after it hapned, that Herod fell fick, he was fent for to receive cer- 
tain fecret inftruttions, as from the mouth of a dying Man 3 but Pheroras would not 0- 
bey him in regard of his Oath. . Notwithftanding, Herod dealt more kindly with him, 
and continued his love andaffe&ion towards him 3 for he came to P/>m>m, asfoonas 
he heard of his firft ficknefs, without being fent for : And after he was deceafed, he 
Tent his body to Jerusalem, and hpnourably entombed him in that place, and grievouf- 
ly lamented his Death. This w,as the beginning of Antipater s miftiaps, who at that 
time was gone,to Rome. For it was God's pleafure, that at laft he mould be puniflied 
for tlie ivlurtherof his Brethren. ' I will difcourfeof this at large, that it may ferve for 
an example'to many Kings, how they ought to practice and follow Virtue in all their N 
a&ions. 



C H A P. VI. 

. " Pherorii/ Wife is accufed, and Herod is advertifed of Antipater V Confpiracies. 

//eJh&R»P \ Fter Pheroras's Death, two of his Freemen, who were Taphnites by Birth 3 and 
jinus,cap. 5. J-^ f uc h as P/jewm in his lifetime, both only trufted, and dearly loved, came un- Q 
Freemen ac- to Herod- 9 requiring him not to fuffer his Brother's Death to pafs unpuniftied, but to 
cufe his wife TOa ^ e diligent enquiry of that unfortunate and unexpected Difafter. Herod gave ear to 
Sm P ° their Suit, perceiving that the matters they importuned him in, were likely and very 
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A credible. Whereupon they told him, that Pheroras, the day before his unexpected 7 f s -'V? 
ficknefs, had fnpt with his Wife 3 and that having received an accuftomed Poyfon wmu^tiu 
with his Meat, he was dead. That this Poyfon had been brought thither by a Woman be f ore . 
of Arabia, who in her fpeech protefted that it was fome Potion to encreafe love, but N ^>r^ 
in effeft it was to bring Pheroras to his end. For the Women of Arabia amongft all c- 
thers are skilful inPoyfons, and are great Sorcerers 3 and (he that was charged vvith 
this faft, was efteemed a great friend and favourer of SylUm's beft beloved. That 
Pheroras Mother and his Wife's Sifter went into thofe Quarters, on purpofe to buy 
that Poyfon j and returned back, and brought this Woman with them the day before 
the Supper. The King moved by thefe words of theirs, tortured both thofe Maid-fqr- 

B vants of theirs, who were their Bond-women 3 as alfo certain other of their free Ser- SteSls 
vants. Now when the fatt could not be extorted, by reafon that none of them con- Bond-women* 
felled it 3 at length, flic that was laft of all put to her tryal, overcome by the pains and J u . ndct, J 
(he endured, faid nothing elfe, but that (lie praved God that Antipatcr's Mother and ST- * 
might feel the like Torments, fince (he was the caufe of all thefe Mifchiefs which they crcts - 
endured. 

Thefe words of hers made Herod the more eager and inquifitive, fo that by force of 
Tortures he wrought out all the fecrets of thefe Women 3 their Banquets, their fecret 
AUemblies, and thofe very words that Hera/ had fpoken apart betwixt his Son and 
himfelf, which had been reported unto the Women that Pheroras entertained 3 namely, 

C that he would give him one hundred Talents provided that he would ufe no confe- 
rence with Pheroras. Moreover, they reckoned up the hatred that Antipater bare un- 
to his Father, the complaints that he made unto his Mother, of the too long life and 
continuance of his Father 3 for that in regard of himfelf, he was already grown old; 
fo that although the Kingdom fliould fall into his hands prefently, yet he could receive 
but very little contentment thereby. Moreover, he alledged, that divers Brothers, 
and Brothers Children were brought up together with him, fo that he might not fecure- 
ly hope for any thing 3 for that already, if he fliould fortune to die, the Kingdom was 
to defcend not to his Son, but to his Brother: Befides this, he was accuftomed to ac- 
cufe the King of divers Cruelties committed by him, and of that Miirther which he ex- 

0 ecuted upon the Perfons of his Children. That for fear left he (hould praftifc his Ty- 
ranny againft thofe that remained, Antipater had found out the device to be fummon- 
ed to Rome, and Pheroras withdrew himfelf into his Tetrarchy. 

Thefe words, which as he knew had reference to tha^wliidi his Sifter had often in- 
formed him of, were not by him held incredible 3 $ fhat being prefTed with the ma- 
lice of Antipater, he fequeftred Dork his Mother from his prefence, robbing her be- „ j . n 
fore her departure of all her Jewels, which were valued at many Talents 3 and fromcdXlJ^.' 
that time forward he (hewed himfelf more favourable towards thofe Women of Phero- rl i" ,ter ' i M °- 
rass houftiold. But nothing did more whet Herod's difpleafure againft Antipater, pET ° f h ' 5 
than did a certain Samaritan, who was alfo called Antipater, who had the ordering of ^Mer the 

E the Affairs of Antipater the King's Son. For he being brought in queftion, and tor- S c Z7tt 
tured, declared among other things, that Antipater had mixed a mortal Poyfon, and ^/wwciw 
delivered the fame to Pheroras his Uncle, commanding him to praftife the Ring's Death . Ki "8' iSon 
m his abfence, and by that means leaft fufpefted. That this Poyfon was brought out of JoyEor his 
W by one called Antiphilm, Antipater s friend. That it was fent to Pheroras by one Fathcr> 
ca led Theudion, Antipatcr's Mothers Brother. That this Poyfon was kept by Pheroras 
Wife, and was committed by her Husband to her cuftody. She being examined by rfcww,'. 
the King hereupon, confefled nolefs3 and hafting forth, as if (he intended to fetch the r Wi u fc confef ' 
lanie the caft her felf down headlong from the top of the Houfe* yet (he did not kill SSy- 
ner lelr, becaule (he fell upon her feet. After (he was recovered out of her fwound fon > and cafts 

F and the King had promifed all fecurity both to her felf and her Family, if fo be flie h e ;SL d ° lvn 
would difcaver the truth 3 and contrariwife, threatnedher withextream Torments, iffrom the Roof 
the obftinately continued in concealing thefe Treafons : She fware (he would difcover 
all things according as they were afted 3 and as many Men thought at that time, (he 
told nothing but the truth,, That Poyfon (faid (he) was brought by Aritiphilus out of 
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l^nd Brother. Now therefore, fincc I perceive there is no part of my Brothers love and u 
S w lf natural afiefrion diminified towards me, wherewith he wont to entertain mes, and 
before thrifts that my lull hour of life approachcth, God forbid, that being ready to flcep with my Fwe- 
Nativitiy ?• fiffort, Lfiould prefent them with a Ghoji foil'd vnd fwcltercd in my Brothers blood: Di- 
fpatch therefore, and bum this Poyfon before mine Eyes. Hereupon (faid Hie) I prefer- 
ly brought it forth according as my Husband commanded me, and burnt the greatclt 
part of the Poyfon, and the rctt I have referved, that if after my Husband's death, your 
Majejiy Jhould life me unkjndly, it might ferve me to efiapa thofe extremities that would 
betide me. 

After (he had fpoken thus, (he brought forth before them the Poyfon, and the box 
^^TX a wherein it was kept. After her, another of Antipholuss Brothers, and the Mother [ 
m*iZ\%*to them both, confefled no lefs, being conftraiued thereunto by force of violence and 
before chips torture, and acknowledged the Box. The King's Wife alfo, who was the Daughter 
iwiwr^^ o f ^ Higij.pfieft^ was accufed of confederacy and concealment of all thefe Treafons. 
The King put- p ol< which caufe Herod put her away from him, and cancelled his Sons name out of his 
w!fc l ?n y d Ws Teftament, wherein he had bequeathed him the Kingdom after his deceafe. He dif- 
blots his Son placed alfo his Father-in-law Simon, the Son of Boethus from the Priefthood, and pla~ 
out of his Te- Matthias, the Son of Theophilw, who was born in Jcrufalcm. In the mean time Ba- 
dcgSt'h si thillvs, Antipaters Free-man,, returned from Rome 5 who being tortured, confefled that 
won, and in- foe brought a Poyfon with him, to deliver it to Antipaters Mother and Pheroras, to the 
S in £" end, that if the firft Poyfon were not efleftual enough to difpatch the King, they might K 
Priefthood. ma ke life of this other, to cut. him off fpeedily. There came Letters alfo to Herod's 
fitf'Tc'sc hands tlom ms friends at Rome, written and devifed by Antipaters means, to accufe 
cufirdby 0 ^' Archdaw and Philip, for very often they had refrefhed the memory of Alexander and 
tipaters means Ariftobduss Death, contrived by their Father 5 and for that they lamented themifera- 
l>le fate of them, who were innocently betrayed 5 and that now alfo they themfelves 
were called back into their Country for no other caufe, but upon their arrival to he 
made partakers of their Brother's miferable deftiny. Thefe things did±4ntipater$ 
friends certifie Herod of, ( in that by many and mighty Prefents he wrought them there- 
unto. He himfelf alfo wrought unto his Father colourably, after a manner excufing 
the young Men, and imputing; their words unto their indifcretion and young years. L 
Mean while, he bufied himfelf! in accufing SylUus 5 and courted the chiefeft Romans, 
buying divers Ornaments Jewels to prefent them with, to the value of two hun- 
dred Talents. And it is, to' ,be wondred at, that fo great matters being in agitation 
againft him, feven Months at fje^ft before his return into the Country of Judta, that no 
inkling thereof came unto' his Ears. But the caufe partly was the diligent fearch and 
watch that was kept upon the High- ways, and partly the hatred that all Men had con- 
ceived againft Ant/pater. Fqr there was not any that would put themfelves in hazard 
to procure his fecurity. 



CHAP. VII. 



Antipater, king returned back into ]a<\xafrom Rome, is comiUed in the prefence 
of Varus, Governour of Syria, for ' having endeavoured to Poyfon the King his 
Father. Herod cauftt.h him to be lmprifoned } and writeth to Auguftus on that 
SubjeCt. 

v rf « f j lErod concealing his 4i'fpleaCure, anfvvered Antipater his Son's Letters i giving him 
Z!\% 6. 14 a drift charge (as foon as he had difpatchedhis affairs) to haften homeward, left 
nerod wiice'th hi s i on g abfence Ihould prove hurtful to him. He likqwife, after a temperate manner, N 
tas n K/i- complained unto him of his Mother, promifing notwithftanding to remit the fault up- 
land cai- on his return 3 and by all means he made (hew to him of much kindnefs, fearing left 
lechhiinhome j 1Cj apprehending, any ' fufpicion , ihould defer to haften his return * and lingring 
UomKvnc. ^ Jong at Rome, fao\!\<\ contrive fome treacherous ftratagem, to the prejudice ot 
himfelf, and the overthrow of his Kingdom. Antipater received thefe Letters tn 
Cilicia, and had already received others at Tarentum, by which he underftood of 
Pheroras his Uncles Death, whereat he was, fore grieved } not for the love he bare to 
Pheroras, .but. for that he died before he had murtheredhis Father, according as he had 
promifed'him. As foon as he came to Celendcrk a City of Cilicia, he grew doubtful ^ 
whether he Ihould, return or no, and was grievoully troubled at his Mother's Difgiaces, 
who was banifhed from the Court. The opinions of his friends in his behalf were va- 
rious 3 for fome of them counfclled him to ftay and expert the event of thele troubles 
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A in fome place: others on the other fide, advifed him to delay no longer his return >n-a^> 
into his Country, for that upon his arrival he might eafily fatisfie all thofe obieftions VfTfV* 
and accufations that were forged againft him, becaufehis Accufers had nothing elfe to 
ftrengthen their caufe with, but his abfence. This latter advice pleafed him beft • fo " athit,i % ' 
that he betook himfelf to Sea, and at laft arrived in the Port of Sebafte, fo called, Ind ou2f^ 
builded by Herod to his great charge, in honour of Cafar. cuicf* 

And now already it manifeftly appeared that Antipater was upon his downfal i For Sfi&JS**

M as touching that which he had dealt in at 
Rome, Gefar himfyf was wftnefs thereof, who could be no more deceived thanGodhwfc A 
whertof thofe Letter? bore record, which were written by him', which in em.ty^ould be^ 
ofnofefs force tttaf the ftanders of thofe who fought to fet them ^fj^'Jhe mojljart of 
Mich Wettms and Reproaches had been complotted and devifcd by h* Enemies, who 
havehadtheleifuretopurfite the fame during hk abfence, which they could not have per- 
formed.in hk prefence. It length he pleaded, that all thofe Condons were falfe which 
iere extorted by Torture, in that it ordinarily fafleth out, that .fuel > as are put othe Tryal, 
coufefs many things by force of Torment, that are untrue, to fatisfie themthat put them there- 



to: Briefly, without' all favour, he offered himfelf to the R^kinjuftification of h* Inno- 
cence. Uppn thefe Proteftations, all the Council and Affiftants were^onfoundef 
For all of them had great companion of Antipater, who was wholly gowned in his 
Tears * fo that his very enemies began to pity him. And Herod htmfelt made .it ap- & 
pear, that he Teemed in fome fprt to be altered in his opinion * notwithftanding he 
endeavoured to conceal the fame. • • •• < , 

Niches d<<- : But Nicholas, according as l,e, was requeued, protected that Accufatipn which 
wfceneyo- tKe . K ing had , begun;* urging all things to the uttermoft, and , producing all the Wit- 
kSaccu- neffes, and thofe manifeft Proofs that were gathered from their examinations that 
S£ ACC W ere tortured. Efpecially he difcourfed at large of the Kings Virtue, ^ichhehadp 
therly cxpreffed in the education and inftru&m of hk Children 5 ; fo, - which he,had been 
fo unkindly and unnaturally reunited. Moreover, that his firft Children s foolijb rajhr 
ne ts m not fo much to be wondred . at * fir that being young, they had been corrupted 
by the malice of their Counfellors, and had blotted out of their hearts all true Laws oj M 
Nature, rather through ambitim of Rule, than defire of Riches But that Antipater/ 
boldnefs ivas both wonderful and wicked, who, more cruel than the crneUeft Beajts.fwfio 
towards their Benefactors acknowledge each good turn) was nothing mollified by his fa- 
ther's fo mat Indulgence, nor terrifiedby his Brother's Calamity y but mull needs emulate 
them in their Cruelty. And thou thy felf (faid he") 0 Antipater, wert thejudge^hetr 
attempted Treafons, by thy inqnifition they were Jndicled thou didfi 1 execute the wfitcejj 
gainftthem being convicted. Neither do we difallow that tho* diM profecute them with 
iufindignati'onVbM rather admire thee for that thou imitate]} their Intemperance: And 
we cafily gather, that thofe ads of thine were not attempted for t)^ Father ? fi™«h W 
intended for thy Brothers overthrow, that by detefting their Malice, thou mtghtU m/muateu 
thy ftlf into the favour of their Father and thine, that afierwards thou mighteft more am- 
niJly and fecurely bring him to his end, which at length thou haft /**^'' 
For whim thou adjudge?} thy guilty Brothers to death, and fparctt their Confederates, ttwf 
makfiit manifeU in all Men s Eyes, that thou hall a kindnefs for them, whoje .ajjijwice 
thou mighteU hereafter ufe in opprefmg thy Father. Thou haU therefore enjoyed 4 4om 
pleafurei the one openly, as ifrejoycing and glorying, that by thy Brothers^ 
■ha$ atehieved a matter of honour - y the other fecretly, with endeavouring by 'greater ww 
ednefs, but more fecret fraud, to make an end of thy F^i^f^rrf^ 
juries thou pretended to be. For if thou hadU truly dete fed their Malice, WWV**™ Q 
tf ecmed the fame to he worthy of thy imitation 5 for thou hadtt not cut them off M coji-

well dcfervejl to fnjferjhould light upon thy in fortunate Father, projecting with your felffuch before chili's 
a Parricide, and fo unufital and hainous a Murthcr, that to this Day the like thereof hath N ^"^ ' 1 - 
not been heard ofamongjt Men. For thou being his Son, haft pr alii fed thefe Treafons, not only 
againfi Hhy Father, but againfi him that loved thee above meafure, and did thee good beyond ex- 
pectation, with whom thou ha (I atfual participation of the Government of the Kingdom, and 
who had appointed thee his Heir in the fame, being no ways kindred, eithey for the prefent, or 
in times pajl, to participate thcpleafurc of Soveraignty, and being affured of the hope of Suc- 
cejfion both by the Will and Writing of thy Father. But yon have meafitred the courfe of your 
B Affairs, not according to Herod 's Virtue, but according to your own Afipetite and Malice, in- 
tending to deprive fuch a Father of 'his part, who granted you the whole $ and feeing in cjfelt 
to murthcr him, whom in words yon pretend heretofore to protelt from injury. And not 
content your felf to pratfife thefe Treacheries, you have infeUedyour Mother alfo with no lefs 
corruption, andinfteadof love that jhould have been amongjl Brethren, you have filled your Fa- 
mily with mutinies and hatreds. And befides all thefe things, thou haft been fo audacious, as 
to call thy Father Bcajl, being of thy felf more malignant than thofe Bcajis which are moft veno- 
mons,njing thine own Venom again ft thy deareft Friends, and fuch as have beft deferved at thy 
hands, Jlrengthning thy felf with his Guard, and divers Treacheries both of Men and Women 
again ft an old Man, as if thy cur fed Mind alone were not fujficicnt to fatisfie thy hatred. And 

C now after ft) many Men and Women, Slaves and Freemen tortured for thy caufe, after the open 

\ and manifeft Teliimotiics of thy Parties in the Confpiracy, thoif art fo impudent as yet to con- 
tradict the truth : And thou that lately hopedft to deprive thy Father of his Life, doft now as 
much as in thee licth, endeavour toabolifo that Law that was inftituted againft Malefattors in 
thy kind, and hcrewithal, 0 Varus, equity , and all whatfoever is Jnftice in the World. Doft 
thou therejore accufc them offaljhood, who were examined in torments, to the end thou mighteft 
endanger their Credit, who were the Prcfervers ofth y Fathers Life .<? Shall we believe thee more 
than them in their torments? Wilt thou not, 0 Varus, deliver the King from the injury of 
thofe who are his own F left) and Blood ? Wilt thou not put this wic\ed Beaft to death, who 
hath murthered his Brothers, to pretend a love towards his Father, and who hath at loft been 

D difcovcredto be the moft mortal Enemy of them all, to the intent that atone in ft ant he might 
eftablifti the Kingdom in himfelf: Thou kiioweft that Parricide is no private Crime, but a 
publicum ury to Life and Nature, .which is no lefs loathfom in the thought than it is in theatt 3 pJSick'SiS 
which whofo pnnifieth not, is of himfelf guilty of an Injury offered to our common Mother of Ufe and 
Nature, * * " Nature. 

After thefe Speeches, he added certain points concerning Antipater's Mother, which 
through feminine frailty had been blabbed out by her, to wit, that (he had asked coun- 
iel nfSoothfayersandConiurers, to whom the Kingdom mould befal : And that (he 
had offered Sacrifices, and made Prayers for the Death of the King. And moreover, 

E he declared what lafcivious pranks Antipatcr had played .with Pheroras'a Women, in ban- 
queting and amorous and wanton Dalliances. The Informations ljkewife that were 
prefented by fuch as were tortured, with fundry Teftimonies of divers Men j fome fub- 
ovned, the other found out to be immediately produced and confirmed : For each 
Man feeing that Antipater was expofed to the Accufations of thofe Men who had the 
Government in their hands, and that the good fortune that had long accompanied him, 
had openly delivered him into the hands of his Enemies, they immediately discovered the 
infatiable hatred which they had conceived againft him, , whereas before the fear that 
they had of him, enforced them to be filent : Yet he was not fomuch burthened with 
other Men's Hatreds, as with his own Wickednefs* namely, his deadly Hatred againft his 
1 u r ' hisbrea ? hpf Amity amon g ft nis brethren, whereby he filled the King's Houf- 
hold with Seditions and Murthers, of fome complotted, and atted by others 5 neither 
giving place to Hatred according to Juftice, nor to Amity according to good AfFefti- 
on, bnt according as it might ftand with his profit. Which becaufe divers Men per- 
ceived long before that time, they judged of Events according as they had reafon, and 
the rather becaufe that being void of Hatred, they fpake but their Opinions. And 
whereas heretofore they had cried with a loud voice againft him, as fuch time as they 
were nun up i at this time when they were deprived of their fear, they declared all 
things that they knew. And whereas there were produced divers of the mifchiefs com- 
mitted by him, yet there feemed nothing to be feigned, for that the Accufers neither 

^ ipakem favour of the King, neither concealed anything for fear of danger, but con- 
demned z\\ Antipatcr * wicked, Actions, , and judged him worthy of death and punifli* **tp*ta *c- 
went, not fo much for his Father's fecqrity, as for his own demerit. Neither did they gjjj by ,u 

fv r only 
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onlv accufehim, who were by Juftice tied thereunto, but divers voluntary Wnnefles H 
2 Je /r tf Ji e alio brought in their Evidence * fo that although he was a very cunning ^Diflembler, 
!!^2feandcoloarerof hisLyc8,and moft impudent in their Aflertions, yet he durft not once 
Nat,vfo,i. open his mouth, or mutter againft the fame. # 

As foon as Nk-holaw had finifoed his Difcourfe and-Accufations, AW commanded 
^„«giveth A/ttipaterto anfvver to thofe Crimes that were objected againft him, ifhe had any thing 
cSZm- to alledge, that he was not guilty of thofe Forfeitsor hainous Crimes that were laid unto 
fie himfcif- Ws char g e For of himfelf he defired nothing more, and knew well that Herod his Fa- 
iXi^'therdefirednolels, than that he mould jnfttfie himfelf, and maintain his Innocency. 
protections But h e hnmbling himfelf upon his Face, and lowly bending his Body to the ground, be- 
ai n nf'rod 'to fought God, who was the fearcher of all Hearts, to approve his Innocency by fome emi- I 

nent fign, how he never had attempted any thing to his Father s prejudice. For this 
ftlf ' is the cuftom of all wicked Men, that as often as they attempt anv hainous aft, they en- 
gage themfelves in all wickednefs, without any refpeft of God's Juftice 5 and when as 
by their mifdeeds they are fallen into danger, then they call upon God, by whole invo- 
cation and teftimony they defire to be delivered 5 making a mew that they commit all 
things to his determination. The like whereof in this time happened in Antipater who, 
whereas before he difpofed all his anions fo, as if there had been no God that had the 
overfway of humane Affairs 5 at fuch time as Juftice overtook him, and he was depri- 
ved of the benefit of the Law, had his rccourfe to God's Power, alledgmg that he was 
referved by God to this end, that he might diligently intend his Father s biety. Here- K 
upon Varus, when as by often queftionings he could wreft nothing from rum, but that he • 
only cried upon God, feeing that otherwife there would be no end ofthele Debates, he 
commanded the Poifon to be brought forth before them all, that he might make expe- 
ThePoifon is r ience of what force it was 5 which being prefently brought unto him , and given to 
f Semned one that was condemned to die, it prefently killed the Man. Which done, he arofe 
Man, and k and departed out of the Council, and the next Day went unto Antioch, where tor the 
kiiicth him. mo ft p art he was wont to have his refidertce, for that it was the chief City of the Affy- 
S% P rims. But Herod prefently commanded his Son to be put in bonds, no Man knowing

baffadorsto fore he had faft bound htm, he fent unto Ufar, and wrote his Letters unto him, as 
SftK-" touching Antipatcr, fending certain appointed Melfengers, who by word of mouth 
fcs° 1153 U might afiure him of his curled Treafons. 

At the very fame time there was a Letter intercepted, fent by Anttphtlm to Antipater, 
Uw xoM. which Antiphilm remained in Egypt : Which Letter being opened by the King, was writ- 
tipater. ten to this effect : I have fent you Acme'/ Letter, hazarding thereby my own Life : For yon 
{now that 1 am in danger of the difplcafure of two mighty Families, if Ifliould be difcovered. 
As fir your felt bethinkyou well of your Affairs in thk refpett. Such were the contents or 
this Letter. The Ring made diligent fearch for others alfo, but he could find none 5 
for Antiphilus's Servant , who had brought that which was read, denyed that he had M 
any other. But while the King was in this doubt, one of his Servants and Friends 
perceived that the infide of the Meflenger s under-Coat was newly fewed 5 for he had 
two Garments, the one opon the other : And conjecturing that the Letters might be hid 
in the folds thereof, as indeed they were, he ripped the fame, and found them* the 
Letters tenour whereof was this: Acme to Amipatet, Health: I have written the Letters to your 
to Antipater. Father, according as you gave me InflruUions, and I have counterfeited the Copy of my Letter, 
as if it had been fent by Salome to my Mifirefs. Iaffure my (elf, that when he hath read the 
fame, he will punijli Salome as one that hath praUifed Treafon agaitiji him. But that Letter 
ttiat was fuppofed to have been written by Salome to Acme, was of Antipatcr s inventi- 
4tme\ Letter on> an j in j cme > s ftyie.

W hereas I have an efpecial care, that nothing be' concealed from thee that concerned thy jeenrt- 
ty, having found a Letter of SalomeV written againjithee unto my Lady, I have not without 
danger taken the Copythreof, and fent it unto you, in which /he required that fhe might have 
licence to marry Sylteus. Tear this Copy , lejl through the k>iowledgc of the jam , I 
come in danger of my Lift. NoW itl that which (he had written to Antipatcr, me dilcover- 
edih.it flic had Written thefe words to Herod, according to that order he had given 
her, as if Salome had confpired to work fome Treafon againft him. She fent alio > the 
Copy of thofe counterfeit-! etters in the name bf Salome, and fent them unto her Miltreiv 
to work Treafon. - : ' ' r 

This Acme was a Jew born, and Chamber-rttaid to Julia, Cafars Wife, and did mat u 
which is above written, for the love which (he bate unto Antipater, whom he had 
hired by great funis of Money, to the end, that (he mould affift him to ex «urc^he 
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A mifchief, which he praftifed againft his Father, and againft his Aunt. Herod made jj>^^ 
alrnoft del]»erate by the great mifchiefs of Antipatcr, was ftirred up on the Hidden to wid\ 
fhorten his days, for that he was the only means that ftirred up thefe great Tempcfts b £° t r .[ ch "^' 5 
of Sedition in his Ringdom} and who not only p^actifed again! t his Father and his 
Aunt, but againft his Sifter alfoj and had, in like manner corrupted Cafar\ Family. Ik [^ wfla- 
Salome alfo incenfbdhim the more, beating her Breads, and offering her felf to all deaths, JJjj ^ n{ \' 
if any fuch like matter might be duly proved againft her. -For which caufe Herod fent his Son. 
for Antipater, commanding him to fpeak freely all that which he had to fiy, without 
fear. But he having not one wordtoanfwer for his defe nce, Herod did unto him : 
Since that on all fides thou art convicted and furprifcd. in, thy wickednefs, delay not 

B but difcover thofe that are of thy Confederacy. Whereupon he laid all the fault upon 
Antiphilus, and named none other. At that rime /ft w/ : being wounded with extream Antipater lay. 
grief, would have fent Antipater to Rome unto Cdfir, that he- might receive his judg- «h all the 
ment from him * but afterwards he feared, left, by the intereft of his Friends, he mould *$$ mAtt ' 
efcape the danger j for which caufe he kept him bound and fettered in Prifon, as he 
had done before : And in the mean while he fent certain Meffengers with Letters to 
Ctefar, to accufe his Son, and to declare wherein Acme had been his Confederate, pro- 
ducing the Copy of the Letters. Thefe Ambafladors therefore repaired to Rome, in- 
ftrutted in thofe things they were to anfwer to, thofe Interrogatories that ftiould be of- 
fered them 5 and with them he fent thefe Letters. 
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CHAP. VI IT. 

The Golden Eagle tjhat Herod had Confecrated, and fixed on the Portal of the Temple, 
is pulled off^ the fevere punijlmcnt that he inflideth for it. The King's icrrille 
ficknefs, and the cruel orders that he giveth to his Sifler Salome, and to her 
Husband. 

WHilft Herod's Ambafladors were on their Journey to Rome with his Orders-, he mih Ruf. 
fell fick and made his Will, appointed his youngeft Son to fuccecd him in the fa&e' 
Kingdoms for through Atipaters Inftigations, he had conceived a hatred againft Ar-f Kk) makc ^ 
chelaus and Philip. He fent alfo a thouftnd Talents unto Csfar, and five hundred to J>» will, and 
his Wife, and to his Children, Friends and Free -men. He beftowed alfo Money, Rents, succcflfor^oE 
and Lands upon his own Children: He gave his Sifter Salome an ample Polieflion, be- his Kingdom, 
caufe lhe had always perfevered in loving him, and had never offended him. Andhav- SlSds^ohis*' 
ing loft all hope of recovery, for that he was about 70 years old, he became very toil- Friends and 
chy and froward in whatfoevcr his affairs. The caufe hereof was, that opinion he had ^j s . fo11 "- . He ~ 
conceived, that he grew contemptible j and that the whole Nation took pleafure in [„ hKf'JJS 
thofe mifhaps which befel him : which fome of thofe who were favoured by the People, and wondrous 
E made him the rather believe, upon this occafion which enfueth : Amongft thofe that ^3vi^ 
were moft learned among the Jews, Judas the Son of Sariphms, and Matthhis the Son of The Tow of the 
Margalothus, the moft excellent Interpreters of the Laws and Ordinances of the Coun- ^fcMp- 
try (and for this caufe were in greateft eftecm amongft the People, by reafon that KathUjli. 
they inftru&ed and trained up the Youth ^ for all thofe that defired to obtain Vertue, 
fpent all their time with them ) underftanding that the Ring's ficknefs was dangerous, 
they incenfed the younger fort, compelling them to overthrow all thofe Works that the 
King had caufed to be made, contrary to the Law and Cuftom of the Country 5 to 
the end, that they fighting for Piety, might obtain the reward that attendeth the fame. 
For in that the King had undertaken and done many things contrary to the Law, di- 
F vers unaccuftomed miferies had befallen him, and namely that ficknefs wherewith he was 
detained. For Herod had done divers things contrary to the ancient Law 5 againft 
which Judas and Matthias exclaimed openly. For he had erected over the Portal of a Golden fj. 
the great Temple, an Eagle of Gold of great value. Now the Law prohibiteth that they, g'e upon the 
who pretend to live according to the fame, (hould in any fort erect any Image, or re- H^jempie 
prefent any Figures of living Creatures whatfoever. For this caufe thefe Doctors coun- 
felledthem to pull down that Eagles telling them, that although the matter feemcd contempt of 
very dangerous, yet ought they to prefer an honeft Death before a pleafant Life, if fo c,cath 
he it be employed for the defence of their Country-laws and Religion. For in lo 
doing, they fhould obtain immortal praife for the prefent, and a memorable and eter- 
Qnal glory in time to come 5 neither that they ftiould protract the execution there- 
of for fear of danger, fince death was a thing that could not be avoided 5 fo that fince 
Py the general courfe of Nature, they muft needs die, it mould become them bravely 
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^>-A^> to forfake their lives with praife and honour in embracing Vertue. For to die in H 
WrirST the execution of fome noble exploit (which cannot be atchieved without hazard of 
danger) their Children (hould be richly rewarded with the fruits thereof, and their 
#3&L, other Parents that (hould outlive them (of what Sex foever) (hould reap the fruits of 
t hat glory which was honourably atchieved by them. In thefe or fuch like words they 
encouraged the young Men. 

About that time there was a rumour fpread, that the Ring was dead ; which gave 
The young ver y g reat furtherance to the Do&ors refolution. For at Noon they went Up into the 
"S P Sie7ot- Temple, they pulled and hewed down the Eagle with their Axes, in the fight and af- 
<ien "Eagle, fembly of a great number of People that were in the Temple. Now when the ti- 
,1CW dings hereof came unto the ears of the Kind's Captain, he fearing left fome further I 
/S«. and more fatal tumult might be raifed, drew out a ftrong company of Soldiers with 
him, to repulfe thofe that were aflembled to hew down the Eagle; and charging the 
rude and difarmed multitude, who were gathered tdgether, he eafily killed and dif- 
perfed the moft ; as for thofe forty young Men that valiantly prepared themfelves to 
7« k, and refill, he apprehended them, and with them the Authors of Sedition, Judas and Matthias, 
Mutim mt\\ who fcornedto fubmit themfelves ; and led them to the Kings who demanding of them 
forty other how lhey clurft deface the fa crC( \ i ma g C ? They anfwered, that long before that time 
bcSmugiuthey had rcfolved it; and that now, according as they had refolved, they had like 
cotheKing; s Valiant Men performed the fame. For we (faid they) maintain the honour of God, 
mcl\X )n 'and the DoEtriue of our Law, whereof we are Difciples ; neither ought you to admire, thatJH 
aabns with with contempt of your Ordinances, we have preferred the Laws of our forefathers, which Mo- 
SfritdHi fe halhhf m j » siting, according as he was fuggefied and taught them iy God: Neither 
them bound do wc refiijc any death or punijhment which thou jhalt infii& upon us, being ajfured in our 
to jmcho. Confc.ienc.es, that we fitffer not for Impiety, but Piety s fake. Thus fpake they all of 
them 5 continuing the like conftant boldnefs in their anfwers, as they had mewed in 
their aftions ; being alfo ready, conftantly to endure any punifhment for that 
which they had attempted. Hereupon the King commanded them to be bound, and 
fent them to Jericho : Then calling before him thofe principal jfe»>.r,who had the Govern- 
SnS. ment under him 5 and being brought into their Afiembly upon his Pallat, by reafon of 
vemours of his weaknefs, he recited unto them the numberlefs toils he had endured for their fakes 5 L 
the Wand m mannerj how upon his great charges, he had repaired and re-edified the Tem- 
3ST pie; whereas the Afmoneans, for thefpaceof 125 years, wherein they reigned, could 
bout this not perform fuch a Building to the honour of God. Moreover, he fignified unto them, 
commotion. how he had horned the fame with precious Gifts ; for which he hoped that after his 
death his Memory and Glory (hould furvive. After this, he expoftulated with them for 
what caufe they abftained not from offering him that injury during his life time ? And 
why at Neon day, and in the fight of all the People, they had laid hands on thofe Prc- 
fents which he had dedicated unto God; and had taken thofe things away violently, 
which, though in words they appertained to him, yet in the cffecT:, if they were well ex- 
amined, they had taken from God? The Governours fufpefting his Cruelty, and fear- M 
ing left his unbridled paflion (hould urge him further, by- which means they might be 
allured of fome fevere punifhment ; anfwered him, that thofe things were not done by 
their confents, and that in their opinion, the injury ought not to be let flip without 
punifhment. At that time Herod (hewed himfelf more favourable towards the reft, but 
he caufed Matthias to be deprived of the Priefthood, as one who in part had been the 
MMihwt de- cau f e of that which had happened ; and in his place fubftituted Jozar, one of his Wives 
Highfrieft- 6 Brethren. During the Priefthood of this Matthias it happened alfo, that another High 
hood, and jo- ptieft was elected that very day wherein the Jews did ufually celebrate their Fall:. For 
his lt' 8 ^ Matthias, the night before the day of the Fair, feemed in his Dream to have the com- 

pany of his Wife ; and whereas for this caufe he was unfit to offer the Divine Sacrifice, N 
UcpbEHoni he hadjofeph, the Son of Ellemus appointed him to be his Affiftant, by reafon of his 
for one day Alliance. Herod therefore depofed Matthias : And as for the other Matthm; who had . 
E£j e L moved this trouble, both he and his Companions were by his order confumed with fire. 

burned. This very night the Moon was eclipfed, and Herod's ficknefs grew more vehement, 
•me Eciipfc For God punifted t hofe fins which he had committed. For he was enflamed with a 
McK'flowfire, which to the outward fence feemed not fo vehement, but inwardly learcned 
Her.ks horri- anc \ affli&ed all his Entrails : He had alfo a ravenous and unnatural Appetite to Ins meat, 
bies.ckaefs. which could fl0 way be fatisfiedt fo&dcs that, he had an Ulcer in his Bowels, 

with a ftrange and furious Collick. His Feet were fwelled, and of venemous colour ; Q 
and his Stomach was no lefs affefted alfo. His Members rotted, and were full of crawl- 
ing Worms, with a filthy, and no lefs troublefome Priapifme, accompanied with an in- 
tolerable Stench : Befides all this, he had a ftrong Convnlfion of his Nerves, and 
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A Jhortnefs of Breath. For which caufe it was a general opinion amongft Holy Men, nnd w ~v. 
fuch as had the knowledge of Prophecy, that the King wa^hus punimed for his «,fi. %ff?A'» 
nnel.n P ^,esandS,nscomm,ttedaga nft theMajefty,ofGod. And although he was 
tormented with an unfupporcable ficknefs, yet he had hopes to efcapc ; and for th,t N "' lvit >> «• 
caufe he fent for Phy fid a ns from all places, and rcfufed none of thofe remedies which 
they thought requifite for luni.

tora Knife & himiel'f and cut a litde, and afterwards to eat it: When as therefore he had gotten 
t a c n nS e t o n " hold of the Knife, he looked round about him, determining to give himfelf a portal K 
flab himfdf. Wound therewith ; and had certainly done it, had not Achiabus his Grand-Child 
Acbii,b :'\ A , haftily ftepe within him, and ftayed his hand, and called for affiftance. At that time 
hS'ilalld the forrow and lamentation was renewed in all the Palace, as if the King had been al- 
Ar.tipMcr ready dead: And Antipater certainly believing that his Father was departed, began to 
SSicTtobe -hope (and confirmed no lefs in his words) that being delivered out of Prifon, he 
dud, dcaicih Hioiild obtain the pofleffion of the Kingdom without any difficulty ; and treated with 
wic , hl ? K£ ,T the Taylor concerning his deliverance, offering him great Prefents both in hand and 
vat whiS hereafter, as if there had been no other queftion but of that. But fo far was the Jaylor 
//Wiicaring f rom obeying that which Antipater demanded, that he went and acquainted the King 
«hEobV what his intent was, and What offers he made him. Herod who had already concei. L 
fliin. V ed a finifter opinion of his Son, hearing what the Jaylor had faid, began to exclaim 
and to beat his Head, although he was at the uttermoft gafp ; and lifting himfelf up' 
upon his Elbows, he commanded that one of his Guards fliould prefently go kill him ; 
and that done, he fhould be buried in theCaftle of Hircanion, without any Honour. 



CHAP. X. 

Herod altcreth his Will, declarcth Archelaus his Succejfor ; he dieth five days after An« 
tipater. Herod's glorious Funeral ordained by Archelaus ; the Peoples great Ac- M 
clamation in favour of Archelaus. 

Htdhb M- A Fter tms ' nslvm S changed his Mind, he made a new Teftament. Forheappoint- 
frmt, cap. 1 0. _ ec i jintjpas Tetrarch of Galilee and of Pme^whereas before he had inftituted him 
?c£gS' ' for his Succeflbr in the Kingdom. He created Archelaus King ; he gave the Provinces 
of Gaulonitcs, Trachonites, Batanea, and Paneade to Philip his Son, and Archelaus Bro- 
ther by the Mother's fide, to be Tetrarch over thofe places. He gave his Sifter Salome, 
Jamnia, A%ot, and Phafelk, with fifty thoufand Crowns of Gold. He provided alfo 
for his other Kinfincn, all whom he left rich in Money, which he gave them, and re- 
Hi? legacy to venues which he aftigned them. He gave Ufar ten Millions of Drachms in Silver, N 
^ and /"- amounting to the fumm of eleven hundred thoufand Francks ; befides a great quantity 
htsWlfc ' of Gold and Silver Plate, and of precious Moveables. To Julia, Ufar's Wife, and 
to certain others, he bequeathed five millions of Drachms, amounting to five nun- 
HmiTi dc«h. £ j rec j an j fif t y thoufand Francks, or thereabout. After he had in this manner difpofed 
all things, fomc five days after he had caufed Antipater to be executed, he departed 
this life's having reigned after Antigonuss death, for the (pace of thirty and four years, 
and thirty andfeven years after he was elected and approved King by the Romvis: A 
Man without refpeft, cruel and fevere towards all Men, Slave to his Wrath, Lord ot 
the Laws ; yet fo favoured by fortune, as no Man more 3 for from a private Man, he 
became a King 3 and being environed with many dangers, he always happily efcaped i Q 
A-rAfs mma. a nd he lived alfo a very long time. And as concerning his Family and Children, in his 
Wc &ftra.i B c own O pi n j on he was happy, in that he overcame his Enemies 3 but in my opinion, he

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A Before the King's death was thorowly known, Salome and Alex<ts difcharged thofe ~^^s - 
that were locked up in the Hippodrome,^ fent every one of them home unto his own w*ft* r i' ke 
Houfei telling them, that the King commanded them to depart, and follow their -/w®* 
Houfhold Affairs, and Till their Land y wherein they performed a moft noble aftion Nuh ' t >> u 
and benefited the whole Nation with an cfpecial good turn. After the King's dcatli sM^iT^i 
was bruted abroad, Salome and Mexas caufed all the Army to beaflembled in the Am /f/ "'*'"' lf,er 
Yhhhcmcm Jericho h and firft of all they caufed Herod's Letters to be read, which t^^Lk 
were addreiie J to the Soldiers, in which he gave them thanks for the fidelity and Po"d ,,,e /"»" *ac 
Will which they had expreflcd towards him 5 praying them to continue the fime to St 
Arcochtfs his Son, whom Tie had appointed to be their King after him. That done 
g Ptolomy, to whom the King had committed the enftody of his Seal, recited his Tefl i' &K "f' 
ment, which was to take no effeft except that Cr/ir approved the fame. Thereupon SAiSnki: 
allot them began to applaud and honour Archelaus for their King. The Soldiers Rivin * t0 ,,is 
flocked about him in Troops, accompanied with their Captains h promifing^im 'to&!«iT 
ferve him with no lefs good will and affection, than they had done his Father j praying * ad A '^<"><> 
God to yield him his afiiftance. . ° is applauded 

At that time alfo the King's Hearfe was prepared, and Archelaus gave order that his^t^Ti!' 
Obfeqaics fhould be moft royally performed 5 andbeftowed all the Furniture that was fWs ^ or P 5 
requilirc for that Funeral and Princely Interment. He was carried 011c in a Gilded ?~p£ 
Litter, adorned with divers precious Stones, the Cover, thereof was of Azure colour ''^mnitylu 
c The dead body was apparelled in a Purple Kaimcnr, having a- Diadem upon his head UmAm ' 
over which there was a Crown of Gold, and a Scepter put in his t ight hand About 
this! fitter marched a great number of his Children and Kinsfolk j and after them fol- 
lowed his Soldiers, difpofed in Bands and Troops, according to the Cufrom of every 
Nation; The firft of thefe were the Archers of his Guard 5 after them went the Thru 
dans ; and laftly, marched the Germans and Galatians 5 all of them in their Warlike 2S"' 
Drefs and Difcipline. After them followed all the Army, marching in order as when fcrvcd undcr 
they were drawn up in Battalia, each one under his Captain. Next thefe followed five W 
hundred of his Houlhold Servants, bearing Perfumes. And all thefe in his Equipage 
inarched to the Caftle of Hcrodion, diftant fome eight Furlongs off. For there he was 
D entombed, according to the Tenour of his Teftament. Thus died Bcroi. ArchelJus 
continued his Mourning for feven days fpace in honour of his Father. (For the Law A,cMmt 
of the Country ordaineth no lefs.) And after he had fcafted the People, and laid a banf i u ««h 
fide his Mourning Apparel, he afcended up into the Temple. All the way as he went' the l eoplc ' 
all the People with Shouts and Acclamations, cried, God fave the K.b/q 5 and with 
Prayers and Praifes honoured him to their uttermoft ; And he being conducted up to a 
high Throne of Gold, which was made on purpofe, entertained the People very era 
ciotilly, taking pleafure in their Acclamations and Congratulations that they brftowed 
upon him. He gave them thanks alfo, " For that they had blotted out of their re- 
" membrance, the Injuries that his Father had done unto them; protcfting in his own 
E " b j! inlf ' that he wollltl certainly take care to requite their kindnefs, with an entire 
41 afteftion. He likewife told them, that for the prefent he accepted not the Title of 
" King , becaufe the Honour was bequeathed him with this condition that Ufar 
fliould ratifie his Fathers Teftament. For this caufe, although the Soldiers that were 
mjencho, were fo kind to fet the Diadem upon his Head, yet he would not accept 
ot that uncertain Honour 5 becaufe it was not refolved whether C<cfar. who was the 
principal Party in the Gift, would grant him the Government or no. 

He protefted likewife; That if, his Affairs fucceeded according to his defire, he would 
not, in Honour, forget their love, or leave their good Affeftion unrequited. And that prom "" that 
in the mean while, he would enforce himfelf, by all means, to further thofe things that wr5& t 
F concerned them ; and entertain them with more kindnefs, than his Father had done hc wil1 carc - 
But they, according as it is the Cuftom of the commom People, thinking that thofe that .t'SS? 
enter into ftich Dignities, declare and open their minds at the firft day : The more Ar- ^ profit of 
imam (pake kindly and courteoufly unto them, the more they applauded him; and tlie Pt ' op,e ' 
preiented him with divers Petitions, for Grants and Donations from him. Some of 
tliem cried out unto him, that he fhould take off fome part of their yearly Taxes • 
Others cried to him, to deliver thofe Prifoncrs that were committed by Herod, of whom 
divers had pined a Jong time in Prifon: Others inftantly urged him to cut off thofe 
1 iibiues which had been impofed by him upon Bargains and Sales, which was to pay 
tne Half of the oargam. Whereunto Archelaus did not any ways contradift, ftrivine : to 
Gtne uttermoft of his power to pleafe the People; for he knew very well, that their 
gooaattedhon would be no fmall advantage towards him, in the confirmation of his 
Aingdom. That done, he Sacrificed unto God j and afterward fell to banqueting and 
entertainment of Ins Friends, ^ CHAP, 
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CHAP. XI. 

Some 'jews ( who demanded fatisfaUion for Judas and Matthias , and others Deaths, 
whom Herod can fed to he burncci, for having pulled down the Eagle of the 
Port til of the Temple ) mak$ an Infnrrettion , which obligeth Archelaus td 
caufe Three Thou [and of them to he put to Death : He goeth afterwards to 
Rome, to be confirmed King by Auguftus : His Brother Antipas, who pretends 
to have a right to the Crown, repaireth thither alfo 3 the Caufe h pleaded before 
Auguftus.

JV| private Conventicles bewailed Matthias and his Confederates, whom HcrWhad 
The Seditious P ut to clent h ant * condemned, for defacing the Golden Eagle 3 becaufe that after their 
people bewail deceafe, they had neither been publickly honoured, nor lamented, by reafon of the 
Mxtthm, and f ear t j iat t h c p e0 pj e n£U l conceived of Herod. For which caufe, at that time they re- 
wwecJIecu- quired with lamentations and out-cries, that their Obfequies might be folemnized 3 and 
ted witinhcm as if the dead Bodies had received fome fatisfattion by their tears and exclamations, they 
uttered many odious and disgraceful expreflions againft Herod 3 and aflembling them- 
felves together, they requefted Archelaus to do them Tuftice againft thofe,that during 
Herod's life, were in Authority •, and efpecially they demanded, that the High-Prielt v 
be "reveled wno was advanced by his Father, mould be depofed, and that another more lawful and 
on Herotti upright might be placed in his ftead, to exercife the High-Priefts Function, Now, 
SSdcpofc tno "g h Archelaus was fore difpleafed at thefe violent proceedings, yet notwithftanding, 
the High- he conformed himfelf to their humour, in that he was withall expedition, to repair unto 
i rivft. Home, to underftand and attend defar's pleafure. Therefore he called for the General 
of his Army, commanding him to perfwadethem not to feek revenge for thofe Men 
who were dead, notwithftanding they were their Friends 3 becaufe whatfoever was 
done, was done according to Law 3 and that no enquiry might be made thereof, except, 
to the great prejudice of his reputation, and hazard of his ftate, in regard of the un- 
certainty of the time 3 that it was more expedient for him to ftudy for the maintenance , 
of Peace, until fuch time as being eftablifhed in the Kingdom by Cafar's confent, he 
fliould return back again unto them, and that then he would confult with them for 
the common profit, according to their demands, wiftiing them for the prcfent to con- 
tain themfelves, and to take heed left they ftirred up Sedition. 

When he had thus inftrufted his General, he fent him unto them. But they cried out 
with a loud voice, and would not fufFer him tofpeak 3 but for fear of danger and death, 
they put him to ftlence. And if any other were fo forward as to fpeak unto them, and 
perfvvade them to fome moderation, and to alter their finifter refolutions, he was alfo 
in danger : For that they had this perfwafion, that all things ought rather to be order- 
ed according to their pleafures, than by the Authority of theirSuperioursj fuppofing M 
that although, during Herod's life time, they had been deprived of their deareft friends, M 
it would be now a matter unworthy their Courages, after his death to be cutoff from 
their privilege to demand their revenge. For they were tranfported with their own 
opinions; and held all that for lawful and upright, which wa^ in any fort conformable 
to their pleafures, without fore-feeing the danger that might happen thereby 3 they 
were fo defirons to be revenged on thofe, whom they reputed to be their Enemies. 
Now whereas divers werefent by Archelaus to advife them, and divers came unto them 
not asMeffengers from him, but as friends and lovers of Peace, of their own motion, 
with an intent to pacifie them, they would not permit any of them to fpeak 3 and 
through their rage there arofe a great Tumult, which had grown to a further extre- 
mity, if a great number of People had joyned with them. 
Sedition ac At that time fell the Feaft of Unleavened Bread, which is called Pafcha, which is a 
theSm! Me « 10 " al °* tne,r deliverance out of Egypt $ at which time all Men do moft willingly 
prefent their Sacrifices 3 and a greater number of Beafts are killed at that Feaft, than at 
any other time. To this Solemnity alfo, an infinite number of People aflembled from 
all Parts to honour God 3 whereby the feditious ( fuppefing that they had gotten fit 
opportunity) lamented Judas and Matthias, who were the Expofitors of the Law, and 
kept themfelves within the Temple, whither they had gathered good ftore of Victu- 
als, which they were not alhamed impudently to beg for. But Archelaus fearing left 
their rage mould produce fome more grievous effect of mifchief, fent out a Captain, 
with a Regiment of a Thoufand Men, to reprefs their fury, before the reft of the People 
were infected with their Follies 3 and to bring them likewife unto him, whom they 

found 
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A found to be the forwarded: in that Commotion. Againft thofe the Seditious cried out J>^^ 
with great Clamours, and incenfed the People againft them, fothat all of them ruined wluVlu ' 
in upon thcSoldiers, and killed divers of them. The reft of them efcaped with their "f nr ^Mfiu 
Captain 3 yet not without divers Wounds. That done, they which were within the 
Temple, returned again to their Divine Service. ' 

Now Archelaus fuppofing that his whole Fortune was endangered, except he rcpref- 
fed the rage of the multitude 3 he fent out all his Foot, with a certain number of Horfe, 
to prevent, left they that were without mould yield affiftance to thofe who had taken 
up their lodging in the Temple 3 and to put thofe to the Sword, who having efcaped 
the violence of the Foot, fuppofed themfelves to be in fecurity. Thefe Horfemen flew 

B about three thoufand Men, the reft retired themfelves into the Mountains that were J' 1 j Ce t ' 10u " 
near adjoyning. Hereupon Archelaus made Proclamation, that each one fliould re- nL. J ' m 
jjair unto his own Houfe. For which caufe they departed, and abandoned the Feaft, 
for fear of greater mifchief 3 notwithftanding they had fpleen enough, as it is the or- 
dinary cuftom of the ignorant multitude. 

After this, Archelaus, accompanied with his Mother, took his Voyage to Rome, with A 
Nhholaus and Ptolomy, and with divers other his Friends 3 committing the Govern- paTrfto'jw, 
ment of all his Houfhold and Kingdom to his Brother Philip : Salome, Herod's Sifter 3nd ™ny of ' 
went alfo, leading with her, her Children. There went alfo divers other of his Kind- 'oi<SS 
red, who faid that they would all of them endeavour for Archelaus, that he might oh- W 1 "'' 

C tain the Kingdom 3 but in effect, it was to hinder him with all their Power: and offi- 
cially, to accufe him unanimoully, for what was done in the Temple. Sabinus, Ccfir's 
Viceroy in Syria., poftinginto Jewry to take charge of Herod's Money, met with Arche- 
laus in Cafarea. Bur Varus arriving in the mean while, detained him from finiftiing th.it 5""' 
Voyage 3 for Archelaus hail fent for him to come thither by Ptolomy, and Submits wil- * ' H ' 
ling to do Varus a pleafure, would not feize the Fortrefs of Jewry ; neither fenled up He* 
rod's Treafures, but left them in Archeluts's pofleffion, until fuch time as Gefar had gi- 
ven order for die Eiiarr ■• and itlcer he had made this promife, he ftayed in C<ef<rca. 

After Archelaus had lei lull towards Rome, and Varus was departed for Anti.j.h, Sabi- s ^i""' re- 
mit went to Jerufalem, where he feized the King's Palace: and calling before him the Jjjjjjjj 

D King's Agents, and the Captains of his Garifons, he required them to deliver up their In firm 1 
Caftles into his hands. But they according as Archelaus had commanded them, conti- {eae ( Hmd ' s 
nued the polleflionin their accuftomed manner, according to the King's direction, pre- ££" and 
tending to keep the fame in Cafar's behalf. At the fame time, Antipas, Herod's Son travel- AnU ^ m 
led to Rome likewife,in hopes to be elected King,in regard of Salomes Promifes 3 and for ^TrTh"' 
that he better deferved the fame than Archelaus, considering that in the firft Teftament Kingdom,fai|* 
which fliould be of more force than the latter, he had been appointed King. He led his cth t0 Ronie ' 
Mother alfo with him, andPtolomy the Brother ofNicholaus, who had been one of He- 
rod's moft efteemed friends, and was well affected to further his Title. But efpecially 
he was ftirred up to feek the Kingdom by Ireneus, a Man very eloquent, and to whole 

E charge, in regard of his fufficiency, the Affairs of the Kingdom had been committed. For 
which caufe, although he was perfwaded to give over the Kingdom unto his elder Bro- 
ther, who was confirmed in the Kingdom by his Father's Teftament, yet he would not 
give ear thereunto. But Antipas no fooner arrived in Rome, but all his Kinsfolk re- 
volted from Archelaus unto him 3 not fo much for the love they bare to him, as for the 
hatred they conceived againft Archelaus 3 and above all, for the defire they had to re- 
cover their liberty, and to draw themfelves under a Roman Governour. For they 
thought that if there were any contradiction, that Antipas, for whom they endeavour- 
ed to procure the Royalty, {hould be more profitable to them than Archelaus : Sabinus 
alfo, by his Letters, accufed Archelaus to Cdfar; but Archelaus by Ptolomy, exhibited 

F unto C<eftr a Supplication, containing his Right and Title unto the Kingdom, his Fa- 
ther's Teftaments, and the account of the Money which Herod his Father had fealed up, 
together with his Ring, and expected the iflue. 

But when he had read thefe Letters, and thofe which Varus and Sabinus had fent him, 
and underftood what fummsof Money he had left, and what the yearly Revenue was, 
and how Antipas challenged the Kingdom, and appropriated it to himfelf, according 
as his Letters mention 3 he aflembled all his Friends, to have their advice thereupon. 
Arnongft them wasCiius, the Son of Agrippa, and his Daughter Julia, adopted by him, 
whom he caufed to lit in the chiefeft place 3 which done, he commanded the Afliftants 
to (peak what they would concerning this matter. At that Antipater, Solomes Son, a A . 
Man y«y eloquent, and a great Adverfary to Archelaus, fpake firft, faying, That it was SSoCt 
a mockery for him at that time to fpcal^ofthe Kingdom, conftdering, that before CxCar hadf^*^- 
grunted it him, he had already feized the Forces of the State, when as upon a Feflival dajj%' g $%£ far 

he 
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he had killed fo many? who, although they had deferved that punifljment, yet ought the H 
7 Wwld!lln- j n ^ u c thereof to have hem refit -ved to a lawful Power , and not to have been ufiurped by him ; 
after* cbrijfs either being King with CaefarV prejudice, whofi Authority he had contemned^ or by being 
a private Man, which was a great overfight. For which caufe, he undefervedly at this, time 
hoped for his approbation, whom already, as much as in him lay, he had deprived of the Ti- 
tle and Authority of his Allowance. Moreover, he objected againfl him, that of his own Au- 
thority he had changed certain Officers of the Army, and that he had featcd himfelf in the 
Royal Throne ; and like a King, had determined certain Caufes, and had granted certain 
Demands of the People : That he had left nothing undone, which he might have performed, 
had Ccefar confirmed his Title. He allcdged alfo, that they who were enclofid in the Hip- 
podrome, were difniijfed by him ; and divers other a&s, partly true, partly probable in re- I 
gard of the ambition of young Men, who, defirous to govern, do ordinarily commit fitch 
things : Befides this, his neglect in mourning for his Father ; and withal, his rare Banquets 
all night long at that very time hh Father died 3 whereat the People began to mutiny, feeing 
the (mail regard he had of his Father s death, from whom he had received fo great Goods 
and Honours. How all the day long he made a ftew of his forrow and tears in his Pavilion, 
but all the night he tookplcafure like a King ; and being fitch, ifCxdc fhould grant him 
the Kingdom, he would behave himfelf no lefs unkindly towards him, than he had done to 
his mott kind Father. That it was no lefs than an odious Crime in him, to delight himfilf 
with Songs and Dances at his Fathers death, as if he had been his Enemy : That he now 
came to C^fiirV Prefence, to the intent to obtain the Kingdom by his confent, whereas alrea- K 
dy he had behaved himfelf no other wife, than if he had already been efiablifhed King by his 
Authority. But mofl of all he exaggerated the Slaughter he had committed in the Temple, and 
the Impiety perpetrated fo near to the Featt 0/Eafter ; at which time divers, both Strangers 
and Citizens had been killed after the manner of Sacrifices, and the Temple filled with 
Carcaffes 3 not by a Stranger, but by him, who, under the colour of Religion, defireth the Go- 
vernment of the Kingdom, to the end he might fatkfie the injnfiice of his nature, in cxercifiug 
each way his Tyranny towards all Men ; for which caufe his Father never thought nor ever 
dreamt to fubflitttte him King in his place. For he knew both his life and dijpofitiou, and 
by his former Tejlament ( and that of greatefl force J had ordained his Adverfary Antipater 
to be King. For he had been allotted the Kingdom by his Father, not when his mind was L 
dead before his body, but when both his Judgment was found, and his Body in health. Tea, 
although at that time ArchelausV Father had fitch a conceit of him, as in his latter Tejla- 
ment he pretendcth 5 yet, that he had already declared what kind of King he was like to be, 
who contemned CsefarV Authority in confirming the Kingdom ; and being as yet a private 
Man, doubted not to murthcr the Citizens in the Temple. This laid, Antipater ( to give 
greater credit to his words, bringing divers of his Kindred as Witnefles of that he had 
laid) ended his Oration. 
Nhfoiam e Whereupon Nicholas arofe, and alledged in Archelaus's behalf as touching the flaugh- 
cZurde'. * er > that it was to be imputed to their Impiety, who could not be reftrained from their 
lam. Tumults and Uproars, before Archelaus was enforced to appeafe them by force 5 alledg- ^ 
ing, That they were fo much the more guilty, for that they had not only exevcifed their malice, 
but alfo had enforced others to attempt fo great a revenge againfl them ; for their infolency 
fiemed in appearance to concern Archelaus, yet in a fiort their contumacy pertained to Ca?lar V 
mine. For ihofe that had been fent by him to appeafe and redrefs their Sedition, were a- 
gainft all Law and Right, charged and killed by them, without refpeU of God, or regard of 
thcjblemn Fcafl ; Whofi defence Antipater was not afoamed of, without refpect of equity, fo 
that he might fatkfie that hatred which he bare unto Archelaus. That therefore it was their 
fault, who fir if of all abfiained not from Injury, but whetted thofi Swords which were dram 
in maintenance of the Peace, againfl their own bofoms. He enforced all other things alfo, 
whereof they had accufed Archelaus, againfl: themlelves, faying, that none of tkefe things N 
were done without their confents 5 and that the offence was not fo grievous, as they intended it 
(Iwuld be eflcemcd, to the end they might di fir edit Archelaus. So great a dejire was in them 
to hurt their Kinfman, a Man both well refpetfed, and affctfed by hk Father ; as alfo hjnd 
and officious towards them in all things that concerned them. As for the Teflament, that it 
was made by the King when he was in perfect eflate of mind and body, and of greater force 
than the former, becaufie the Authority and confirmation thereof was afiribed unto Caefui - , 
the Sovereign of the World. 

Further, that Caefar would not imitate them in that wrong they did unto Herod, who 
(being, during hk life-time, bountifully graced by him, by many benefits ) do now after his ^ 
death, go about to violate hk lafi and truefi Teflament ; but that rather //7<c a Friend and 
Confederate, he would confirm hk Will ; who, like his faithful and fworn well-wilier had 
committed all things to hk trull. For that there mnfi needs be a great, difference between 
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A their Malice, and Cxhv's Virtue and Faith, which was renowned thorough the whole World "s-*^ 
Forwhichcanfehewonldnotjudgehis^ inconsiderately paft, who left his SuccefZl^T 
fion to hnweU-defiervmgSon, and referred all things to his truft. tor that it was unlikely 
thathefiould err in the choice of his Succeffor, who had fo difcreetly fitbmitted all things to Nmiv ''' h ' L 
C* fir s Judgment. After this manner Nicholaus alfo finilhed his Difcourfe. Hereupon 
Ufiir courteouily railed Archelam, who lay proftrate and humbled before bis feet telling 7 u , nceth A " 
him that he wasmoft worthy to beKing, by ziving an apparent Teftimony, that he was ™!'y3 t 
conttant in his Resolutions 3 pretending that he would do nothing but that which fhoiild Kin 8 dom ' 
beanfwerableto #em/sTeftament, and Archelaus s profits and feeing the young Man jEf^f 
was confirmed in fome good hope with this his Promife, he determined nothing more

But the Jews being aftMed. with a double Calamity, firft of all with the lofs of their 
Friends in that Fight : And laftly, with the fpoil of their Treafury -> yet they aflembled R 
bencK a Troop of the valiauteft Souidiers, and befieged the Palace, threatning to burn the 
the fim. fame, with Stibium and all other the Romans that were therein, except they fpeedily de- 
parted •■, and in fo doing, they promifed both them and Sabinus all aiTurance and fecu- 
rity : Whereby it came to pals, that divers of them that were in the Palace, iflued out, 
and fubmitted themfelves unto them. But Rufas and Gratus having three thouftnd of 
CMw'cap. thofe valiant Souidiers under their Command, who had ferved Herod, joined themfelves 
tdinso'f/ft- with the Romans. The like did thofe Horfe^men which followed Rufus, who in like 
r oio wiRhe manner fubmitted themfelves to their direction : Yet for all this, the Jews continued 
L« and intended their Siege, undermining their Walls,and exhorting the Romans to depart, 
and not to deprive them of their liberty, which they had long enjoyed under their L 
Predeceflbrs. Sabinus was willing to depart from thence with his Souidiers $ yet durft 
not truft them in regard of their former attempt, and he fufpetted the too liberal Of- 
fer his Enemies had made him $ but neglected it, becaufe he expetted Varus, 
todio & Kuf- A c the fame time infinite other troubles were raifed in divers other places of Jidu, 
finusy cap. 15. according as every one either was incenied with a defire of gain, or a will to revenge, 
muin \njew-Vor two thouiancl Souidiers (who had formerly ferved under Herod, and being at that 
ry- time cafliier'd, lived at home) aflembling themfelves together, aflailed thofe of the King's 

2 V ^Ss f,ind Fa&ion who made head againft them, under the conduft of Herod's Nephew Aciabm, 
Souidiers ar- who never daring to encounter them in a place of equal advantage, in that they were 
fail the King's Souidiers, and wellexeifcifedin War, defended himfelf, in that he held and^kept M 
V julu Eie- himfelf as near as he could in the mountains and places of advantage. Moreover, Jttd/s 
r*wASon,thetheSonof Ezechias, the Arch-Thief, whom Herod overcame with fo much difficulty at 
Arch thief. ^ Jor ^ a c\ t y m Q ( dike, gathering unto him a Band of defperate Men, made incuifr- 
ons upon the King s Dominions. And having taking all thofe Arms and Weapons, which 
he might recover in that place, he armed from the firft to the laft, all thofe Souidiers 
that were with him } he took away all that Money which was referved for the King, 
in that place j and affrighting the Inhabitants round about him, he fpoiled all thofe with 
whomfoever he met 5 afpiringto the Kingdom, not that he thought himfelf well enough 
qualified for that Dignity, but becaufe he had gotten fuch freedom in wickednefs, he 
took the boldnefs to do any thing. N 
simn, Herod's Whilft thefe troubles ranged' in every place, Simon alfo, who had been one of He- 
scrvanc. rod's Servants 5 and both for his fhape, ftature, andftrength, was efteemed amongft all 
Men, undertook the Kingdom 5 and being attended by a mighty Army, and proclaim- 
ed King by them,; who were a wicked and unbridled multitude, and perfuading lum-

C, nothing y for hedifpofed all things according to his own pleafure : \ aiid >b6th he and • 
his Brethren w^re flelh'd with the flaughter of the Romans , and thofe of the 1 fang's fide'' 
whom he hated alike 5 thefe, by reafon of the infolence theyhad uted during Herod's 
life-time 5 the.oiher, in regard of thofe injuries, which lately they fuppdftd tfiemfelvei 
to have received by them. This hatred of theirs daily encreafed' mote and more and 
there was rio Man that could efcape their hands, both in tefye&'ot the g^in fought' and 
for the cuftom they had to toed Blood. They therefore at. that time' fet'upon the 
Roman/, and furprifed them on the.fudden near toEmmaus, 'ai fuch time as they carried 
Viftuals and Munition unto their Camp, and having enclofed their Centurion Arm 
with forty of their mod valiant Footmen,* they (hot him thorough With their Darts: 

DThe reft that expefted nothing lefs than death, were favetf by Gratus, Who came iri 
upon them with the King's Soldiers s whereupon leaving thef dead bodies, they re- 
tired. Continuing their War after this riianher a long time, according as occafion 
was offered, they had done much mifchicf to the Rowans, and far more injury to the 
Nation of the Jews. At laft, they were furprifed j the one in an Encounter betwixt 
them and Gratus, the other in fighting againlt Ftohmy. The eldeft was taken by 
Archlaus; arid the laft being dilheartned with the Accidents, : and feeing no means to Mmga and 
efcape (for befides his other mimaps, hh Soldiers were affliaed with ficknefs) he, with his Brethrcn 
the reft, upon Archclaus'% Faith and Oath, fubmitted himfelf unto him. But this Was Mken ' 
done fome little while after.

Nei- 
ther that it needed to. re^hion up how many he had deprived of life, when the eftate 
pf thofe that were alive was far more defperate } whom he not only frighted with per* ^ 
petnal terrour and feverity, but alfo with injiinous; hands, had not abftained from theii? 
GMWte* By which meansj iti came to pafi, that he not only builded, but beautified/ 
^p^ign Cities, inhabited; by Foreign Nations^, to. the end; he might the rather utterly 
lpqiljthofe by exaiftion, which were fituated and featad in hi&own Country : Andthat 
he enforced his Nation to extream Poverty, which, he received in moft.happy Eftate j

committed to a molt wild Beaft. For which caufe, whereas in times pair th it Nation "f ter cf»\pt 
had been afllicled with many Calamities and Murthcrs, yet that there is no example ex- ^$*'»4- . 
tantamongft their Monuments of Antiquity, that may be compared with their prefent 
Calamity under Herod. For which caufe, upon juft refpefts, they had with one con 
fent, named Archehtts their King 5 fuppofing that whatfoevcr Kinc; might befal them 
he would always demean himfelf more affably than Herod had done* and that to ho' 
nom Archela/0, they had mourned with him for his Father, to gratifie him in other 
things, to the intent they might obtain his good Affeftion. But he without delay and 
B all at once, had made mamfeft to the whole Nation, what Opinion they were to conceive 
of him, notwithstanding that as yet he was not confirmed King (for that it lay in CeCar'' 
hands to grant it) and as if he had been afraid, left he fhould afluredly be acknowledged 
for his Fathers Son, he had fhewed an example of his Virtue, Moderation, and good 
Government, that he would ufe. towards his Subjects, by the firft Aft which he had 
committed, not only againft God, but alfo againft Men. For in the Temple it felf he 
hath caufed three thoufand of his Country, men to be killed inftead of Sacrifices. And 
how can hechufe but bejuftly hated, who befides his other Cruelties, objefteth againft 
us the Crime of Rebellion and Mutiny ? The effeft of their Rcqueft therefore was this 
That they might not any more be governed by a King, nor any fuch-like Government • 

C but that they might be united unto. S>m, and fubmit themfelves under their Govcr- 
nours that fhould be fent thither : That in fo doing, it fhould truly appear whether 
they were feditious and addifted to changes, or whether they would live in peace, when 
they had favourable Governours. After the Jem had fpoken to this tffeCt, Nicholas ^kkim e ^ 
difcharged the Kings of thofe Accufations that were objected againft them, and namelv cu( f ^ ?' 
Herod who (as he faid) had never been accrued all his lifb-time 5 and that it was noTea- " ^ / '"' / ' 
Ion that they who juftlyaccufing him, might have caufed him to be punifhed durine 
his life-time, fhould now addrefs their Accufat ions againft him after he was dead. And 
as touching thofe things which were ob jetted concerning Archekut's Aftions, it ought to 

D be imputed to their infolence 5 for that engaging themfelves in matters contrary to Law* 
and having begun to Murther thofe who fought to appcafc the tumult, they accufed 
luch as had kept them in obedience, Befides this, he objefted againft them, that they 
were addicted to alterations, and took plcafureto ftir up Seditions, for that they knew 
not what thing it was to obey Juftice and the Laws, and that there was no Nation in 
the World foheadftrong as that of the >w 3 for that they would have the upper hand 
overall. Thus fpake Nicholas. r

Which 
when Cafar underftood, he was fore difpleafed, and caufed Archelaus 's Agent to be cal- 
led before him, who was then at Rome, and fent for Archelam alfo s and cfteeming it too 
bafe an indignity for him to write unto him, Go (faid he) unto him with all expedition 
and bring him unto me without delay. He potting forward with all diligence, at length 
arrived m ji<d<ea, where he found Archelam banqueting with his friends 5 and having ac- 
painted him with Cefars ; Commands, he haftened him away. As foon as he came to AtotmbL 
Home, alter that Cafar had heard his Accufers and his juftification, hebanilhed him and nifhed and 
confined him in the City of Vienna in France, and confifcated all his Goods. ' confi^ed, ; 

But before Archelaus was fent for to Rome, he reported unto his friends this Dream 
which enfueth : He thought that he faw ten Ears full of Wheat, and very ripe, which 
the Oxen were eating 5 and as foon as he awaked, he conceived an opinion that his 
VUion prefaged fome great matter.

Moreover, that God would not afford 
them a more aflured way to fettle their Fortunes, than by this means 5 namely, it they 
would employ themfelves in the execution of their Defigns* and if having conceived 
in their Minds high and noble Attempts, they forbore not to accomplilh the fame, not- 
withftanding the execution coft them their Lives. Thefe Speeches of theirs were enter- L 
tainedby the Peoplewith great pleafure, and by thefaniethey were the more confirmed 
and tieartned to Rebellion. So that there was no kind of Evil which thefe Men fet not 
abroach 5 yea> the whole Nation was fo full of Miferies, that it was impoffible" to re- 
late them : For the Wars went on with fuch fury, that it was impofltble to reftram 
thevtoiencethereof* fo that they neither fpared Friends nof Enemies, but were wholly 
given ovef to the Spoil. There was nothing but Robberies and Murthers of the Nohi-

domandW private profit fake * whereby the Cities were ruined with Seditions and Murthers, in

Mdio fyRuf^ Atl'hat time auo there fell out another accident, which very forely^troubled theN 
c iem'b arid in the fempleof Ifr atft^e, there were many (bameful afts committed. 
I0 * But I will firft wall relate ^accident in the Temple oflfa and then will I dedare 
that which befell the Jem. There was in Ropte a Lady called Paulina, renowned &otp 
for the Nobility: of her Houfe, as alfo through her ftudy and ^ c \^ ^W e \ t ^r 
' ■ fides this, Qie was very rich, and with her Riches beautiful, and in . her Houriming 
•, years; and notwithftanding a very Mirrour of Chaftity. She Was married to, a cei- 
tain Noble-man called Saturnine, that equalled her in all thofe her excellent perrect|- 
' ions. A certain ydung Man called Deciw Mimdttt, one of the Knights of greateit ac- 
i; do'unt r at that time, fell in love with her. But (he was of that difpofition ?i Vf *™** 0 
impttulble for liim to corrupt her by Prefents 5 and the more (he ref ufed thole infinite , 
Prefents which he fent unto her, the more was Mnndus's heart enfiamed with ardent _ ( 
, fe^ion j fo that to enjoy her but one only night, he offered her two h undre £™™™ 
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A Drachms amounting in our Enojifb Money to fome fixthoufand Pound ; yet, for all 
this, he could not overcome her. For which caufe, being unable to endure this violent mntVl^ 
paffion, he thought beft to pine himfelf a way for want of Food, there by to deliver him- Vw/iv 
felf from the Tyranny of thatPaflidn, wherevvithhe wasafflifted. But there was a cer- 'Sfe^ 
tain Free-woman that belonged to MnnAm\ Father, whofe name was Ida, expert in all " 
forts of Snbtilties 5 who being fore grieved to behold the young ManY Resolution, 
whom Ihe law wholly addi&ed to a dc:f{3erate death fhe addreffed,h«ir fdf. unto him, 
and encouraged him with hope ; promifing him to bring him to Paulinas, Speech, by the 
means of a certain Bribe which flic intended to offer. He rejoycing very much at her 
motion, demanded what fum lhould fotve her: Who requiring nothing more than fif- 
B ty thoufand Drachms, to obtain Paulina - he furniflied.her prefently. , When by this 
means fhe had quickned the youngs Mans fpirit,and received all that which' (lie demand- 
ed, fhe fteerednot the fame courfe which others had kept, that had the jolicitaiiqn of 
the matter before,feeing fho faw that Money would not tempt her 5 but knowing that fhe 
was deeply devoted to the fervice of Jfts } fhe praftifed this fubtile and unexpected policy. 
She addreffed her felf to certain Priefts of the Temple ; and upon great hopes,and offer of 
great Prefents, and paying them down at prefent twenty and fivethoufand l^rachms, 
and promifing them as much more upon the performance of the bargain ; flie ; difclofed 
unto them the paffionate love which the young Man bare unto Paulina, exhorting them 
to work fo wifely that he might enjoy her. They bewitched with this huge Prefent they 
C had and hoped to receive, promifed her to work the Feat. Whereupon, the eldeft a- 
mong them reforted to Paulina ; and having free accefi unto her Prefence, he required 
that he might have conference with her in feciet ; which When he had obtained, he told 
her that he was fent unto her by God Ambis, in that the God was fnrprized with her 
Love, and dehring that fhe would come unto him. Paulina took great pleafure in this his 
dilcourfe, and told her Familiars how fhe had been honoured with the amorous felici- 
tation of a God, and certified her Husband, how God Anubis would lie with her : 
Whereunto heconlented,knowing how great his Wife's chaftity wasj She therefore re- 
paired to the Temple ; and after fhe had fupt, and the time was come wherein fhe was 
ufually accuftomed to lay her down to reft, and the Gates were locjtt up by the Pricftu 
D that were within, and the lights likewifo were taken away ; Mr/ndus, who lay hid with- 
in, failed not to accoft her ; who, thinking that it was God Anubis^ fatisfied' his Defires 
all the Night long ; and in the Morning betimes before the Priefts*; who were privy to 
this Treachery, were ftirring, he retired himfelf j Paulina alfo, early in the Morning 
repaired to her Husband, and acquainted him how Anubis appeared unto her ; and 
boafting among her l-amiliars,what conference he had ufed with her : But fome of them 
believed her not, in regard of the manner of their entertainment ; the reft were alto- 
gether amazed, fuppofing thofe things to be no ways incredible, when they bethought 
tnemfelves of the Ladies chaftity. Some three days after this aft was committed t Mm- 
drts meeting with Paulina, faid unto her : Ton have faved me two .hundred thnfaU 
E Drachms, wherewith you mi^ht have augmented your Treafure ; and this notmthftmd'wg, 
you have not failed to fatisfie my reqtteft : Neither have I grieved that yon have contemned 
me under the name of Mundus ; fmce that undertaking AnubisV name, I have accomflijhed 
my dejtre ; and this faid, he departed. But fhe prefenrly amazed with the Man's au- 
dacious impudence, tore her Garments ; and having told her Husband of all this fubtil 
circumvention, fhe requefted earneftly his afliftance, and that he would not forfake 
her in the profecution of her revenge * who prefently acquainted the Emperour with 
every particular thereof. Now when Tiberius had diligently underftood how all things riberiw aur- 
nad happened, by the inquifition and examination of the Priefts, he condemned e«h '#'•*' 
them and Ida, who had been the inventer and complotter of this Trealbn againft 5?«bci!j/" 
F lina, to be hanged : He pulled down the Temple alfo, and caft Annbish Statue into ed,andbanilli- 
yber, and banifhed Mundus ; fuppofing that he ought not to be more grievoufly pu- cd 
nuhed, confidering that the fault which was committed by him, proceeded from ex- 
treamlove: behold here the infolence committed in the Temple or Ifa, by the Priefts 
that appertained to that Temple. Now I intend to declare that which happened to the 
Jews that were at that time in Rome, according as I both purpofedand promifed. 
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Tiberius caufeth all the Jews to be banned from Rome. Pilate punifheththe Samaritans 
for having drawn themfelves together in Arms : They acmfe him to Vitclhus Governor of 
Syria, who fends him to Rome to clear himfelf. 

THerc was a certain Jew, that having been accufed for the breach of theLavvsof I 
his Countrey, and fearing to be punifhed for the fame, fled from thence, being 
GoM 311 di'ur. a Manofamoft mifchievous behaviour. He dwelling at that time in Rome profefTed 
p'V° , hc f 7 himfelf to be an expounder of Mofes's Law 5 and drawing to him three other no lefs 
Kl%St Reprobates than himfelf, he followed his ordinary Profelfn. Fuhta a Lady of much 
thcv convert ho * became their Scholar, and had embraced the Religion of the lews', whom they 
rfSET had perfwaded to fend certain PurpleandGold to the Temple of J^ufajem; whichafter 
when Ttbmm they had received, they converted it to their own ufe, as before they had determined to 
k T^ e T" do Tiberius, who was informed hereof by Saturnine his familiar Friend, and FulvUh 
ZjTJlo Husband, who had difcovered the fame unto him ; commanded all Jews whatsoever, to 
be duuft out d out 0 f ^ Wf . of thefe the Confuls chofe out and enrolled to the number of four K 
Rme - thoufand Men, whom they fent into Sardinia 5 and putrifhed divers of them that refuted 
to bear Arms for fear they fhould tranfgrefs the Ordinances of their Countrey . So that 
by reafonofthe loofe behaviour of four wicked Perfons, all thofe. of our Nation were 
driven out of the City of Rome. 

Neither was the Nation of the Samaritans exempt from this trouble : For a certain iub- 
til Companion, who fought by all the means he might, to encroach upon the Peoples fa- 
vour perfwaded them to withdraw themfelves with him to the Mount Gerazim (which 
thevfuppofed to be the holieft amongft all their Mountains) in which place, he promi-

flight. The tumult of thefe Jews being publifhcd abroad, and their misfortune made known, the 
rt^i Senate of Samaria addrelTed themfelves to Vitellius who had been Conful, and who at 
mrw.3999. t h at time noverned Syria ; before whom they accufed Pilate, for the murther of thofe 
ttX'fi whom he had killed, faying, That they ajfembled not in Tirathaba to rebel againft tbe Ko* M 
Z^<J ma ns but to Genre themfelves againft Pilatcr Tyranny. Whereupon Vitellius fent Mar- 
Mv,cbn P . u h j s Fr . end tQ take cha 0 f j,^, commanding to return to towe, and to 
SSSSA- fatisfie the Emperour of thofe things whereof the People had accufed him. Hereupon 
is fcnt to p iUu after he had rcm ai n ed ten years in Jewry, repaired to Rome having no means to 
contradid that Command that Vitellius had given him. But before he arrived there, 
Tiberius was dead.

every day in that place i Every feventh day before the Feaffytlhe Goverriour delivered /" 
them into the High Prieft*s hands'; and after they were purified,he put them on to do DU 
vine Service, and the next day after the Feaft he returned them again the feme place 
where they were kept before ; which cuftom was obferved thrice every year, in the time 
of a Fait. f)ut Vitdlim returned thofe Ornaments into the hands of the Priefts, according y tttUilltiA . 
, to the ancient Orders ; leaving them to be ufed when need required ; commanding the vanced 
C Governour, to troub'e himfelf no more about the place where they fhould be kept. Af ,,m lhr Son 
ter he had done this favour to the Nation of the Jews, he depofed the High-Prieft 
Jvf'ph, fir named Cephas ; and advanced Jonathan, the Son of Anaaus, to that Dignity, hood.and Ac 
ana* afterwards returned to Antioch. % ", EJjSS/'^'* 

.. At that time he received Letters from Tiberius, by which he commanded him to ca- Stb*. 
pitulate and conclude a Friendfhip with a Artabanus, the King of the Par/n/ans f whofe 
hatred he fufpefted and feared, left, feizing on Armm'ta^ he fhould work farther mif : 
chief agiinft the State of Rome) defiring him to affure the League by Hpftages, and 
namely, with Artabamn\ Son. After Tiber im had written thefe Letters above men- 
tioned unidJS/tellws, he perfwaded the Kings of Iberia and Alania by great ftore of 
D Money, that with all expedition they fhould make War agaihft Artabanut \ But the 
Iberians wQu(d not be drawn thereunto; yet they fuffered the Alanes to march 
thorough ;.' their Countrey, and opened them their Gates of the Mdunt Cafphs, to 
give them rjaffage to invade Artabanus. Thus once more was Armenia conquered, _ 
arid the Countrey. of the Parthians was invaded, whereby the chiefeft among themS/^ff" 
were killed. The King's Son alfo was killed in thofe Conflicts, with divers Thoufands 
of his Army. Moreover, Fitellim having fent Money to a Kinfman and Friend of Ar- 
tabM'is, pretended to corrupt him, to make Artabanus away. Biic Artabanus pie : ^Vipn"d be- 
ceivin« the Plot that was intended againft him ; and feeing that he could not efcape, [Wce » vum- 
becaufe it was attempted by a great number of thebeft accounted Nobles within his " b ' a ™ d Aru ' 
E Court, cealedtopafs any further: And feeine; himfelf moft apparently environed, " 
and thinking that under the colour of Friendfhip, he was fraudulently betrayed, he 
thought ir better to retire himfelf into the Provinces of the higher Courttrey, and 
there to fave himfelf, rather than to put himfelf in hazard, and refort UntO them Artabanus re. 
who had already betrayed and forfaken him. Arriving in that place he afTpmbled a Jnw 0 t0 ll' 4 
great number of Souldiers of the Countreys of Danes and Swedes; and having the d°bm and 
fought agaiull them who had Oppofed themfelves againft him, he recovered his King.

when the principal Nobles amongft the Jews had notice of,; they went/ out tomectfcS^ 
him ; befeeching him that he would not pafs thorow that Countrey, becaufe it was >~ 
a cuftom amongft them not to fee any Images born, fuch as he had of divers colours in 25^- 
his Army. Whereunto he condefcended ; and having changed his purpofe, he cauf- and" 
ed his Army to march thorow the great Plain : As for himfelf, became to J^r/ffaltm^f^^- 
.accompanied with Herod the Tetrarch and his Friends, to offer Sacrifice to God upon patmcthhis 
the next Feftival day ; where he was moft magnificently received by all the People of Mother, 
the Jews. He ftayed for the fpace of three days, during which time, he.dcpofed Jo- SaeSli 
mthan from the High-Priefthood, arid gave it to Theophilus his Brother. The fourth day tcr t&ttiu. ' 
Letterscameto him, that advertifed him of Tiberius* death ; for which caufc he com- 
manded the Oath of Fidelity (hould be miniftred to the People, in the new Emperour 
Caiush behalf. He called back his Army alfo, and fent them to their Winter Quarters ; 
becaufe it was not lawful for him to profecute the War, by reafbn the Empire was fal- 
len unto Cains.

D had taken counfel of the Augurs, faid, that the Army fhould not advance as far as Pe-/SSS^lh»t 
tra ; becaufe he that had the command of the Expedition, or he that obeyed his Or it was impoS- 
dinance in conducting' the fame, or he againft whom the Army was conducted, fhould bIc for tl)C 
die. Vitdims therefore, retired to Antioch. A year before the death of Tiberius, A- w?«S. come 
' gripp.i, AriflobuUs's Son, came to Rome, to treat with the Emperor about certain 
Affairs. But before I fpeak any thing hereof, I will relate Herod's Progeny, both for 
that it is pertinent to this prefent Narration, and alfb, that the greatnefs of God's Pro- 
vidence may appear 5 to the end that a Man may know,>that neither the number of 
Children, nor any other human force whatsoever it be, can be available without 
the fear of God; confidering that within the fpace of one hundred years, or fbme- 

E what lefs , it fell out, that all Herod's Line, which was Very^populous and fruitful, was 
extinguifhed, a very few excepted. Whereby we are given to underftand what the 
mifery of mankind is, and learn to moderate our lelveB. It is alfo expedient to ipeik 
fotnething of Agrippa ; who amongft all other, deferveth admiration ..; that bein»a 
Man wholly in obfeurity, and bafe in Birth, he was exalted to fuch greatnefi, as no 
one of thofe that knew him, would ever have thought his Fortune fhould have fuch 
fuccefs and power. And although heretofore I have fpoken fomewhat of this matter, 
yet it is rcquifite that 1 fpeak fbmething moreexprefly thereof in this place. Herod 
the Great had two Daughters born by 'Mariamne, Hircams's Daughter : The one 
of them which was called Saiampfo, was married by Herod to Phafdui, the Son of Pha- 

1 fofus, Herod's Brother : The other called C.ypros, was married to Antfoater her Coufirt, 
who was Salome's Son, who was Herod's Sifter. Phafslu* had five Children by Saiamp- 
fo ; three Sons, Ant/pater, Herod and Alexander ; and two Daughters-, Alexandria 
and Cypres t whom Agrippa the Son of Anftobulus married ', and Alexandria was marri- 
ed to Timtus of Cyprus, who was a Man of great dignity and with whom fhe died 
without Iffue. Cypros had by Agrhpa her Husband^ two Sons and thrtie Daughters, 
liern/ce, Mariamne and Drufilla ; their two Sons were called Agrippa and Drufns : 
'Unfits died very young ; but Agripna was brought up by his Grandfather amongft his 
other Brethren, Hrod, Ari/fobulut and Bernice. Thefe were MV^'ji'Children, Son 
unto him who was furnamed the Great : Bernice was Coftobarnss Daughter, begotten 

G on Salome, Heroxs Sifter : Ariftobuks .died, leaving his Children under age, under his 
Fathers charge, with Alexander his Brother, as we have already related; Thefe at- 
taining their full Age, werd thus married j Herod, Brother to y/^/^ was matched with

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ry^f; Marianne, Olympias's Daughter, who was Herod the Great his Daughter, and of Jo- H 
miJ"£u fepb, Herod's Brother ; by her he had his Son Ariftobulas : Ariftobulus, Agripp*\ third 
oft* cbrijfs Brother, married Jotape, the Daughter of Sampftgeram, King of the Emefnians : They 
had a Daughter which likewife was called Jotape, which was deaf. Thefe were the 
Children begotten by Herod's three Sons. But Herodias their Sifter married Herod, the 
Son of Herod the Great, whom he begot of Meriamne, the Daughter of Simon the 
High Prieft, by whom Salome was begotten. After her birth, Herodias, in contempt 
of the Laws of the Counrrey, married her felf with Herod, her Husband s Brother, be- 
gotten of the fame Father, being feperated from him during his life-time, who wasTe- 
tarch o(Galilee. His Daughter Salome was married to Philip, the Tetrarch of Tracho- 
nitis, Herod's Son: Who dying without Children, Ariftobulus married her, who was 1 
Herod's Son, and Agrippa's Brother : They had three Sons, Herod, Jgrippa and Arifto- 
bulus. See here the Pofterity of Phajtlus and Salampfon. Antipater, by Cypros, had a 
Daughter that likewife was called Cypros, which was married to Aiexas Selci.is, the Son 
of Alexas't of whom he beg it a Daughter called like wife Cypros. As for Herod and 
Alexander ', who (as I faid) were Antipater* s Brothers, they died without Iflue. Alex- 
ander, Herod's Son, who was killed by his Father, begat Alexander and Tigranes on the 
Daughter of Archelaus, King oiCappadocia : Tigranes being King of Armenia, died with- 
out Iflue, after he had been accufed at Rome : Alexander had a Son called Tigranes, af- 
ter his Brother's name, who was fent by Nero to reign in Armenia, who had a Son cal- 
led Alexander, who married Jotape, the Daughter of Antiochus, King of Comagena: K 
This Alexander, by fofpaftan, was ele&ed King in Lefts, a City of Cilieia. As foon as 
Alexander's Pofterity began to multiply, they fell from their Countrey Religion, to 
follow the cuftoms of the Greeks. All the reft of King Herod.s Daughters died with- 
out Iflue. Having after this manner reckoned up Herod's Pofterity, which continued 
mdh&Ruf- unt ii f uc h time that Agrippa the Great began to reign : It remaineth at this time to de- 
fc.ctj 15. dare what adventures betel this Agrippa; and how he efcaping his dangers obtained 
Aeript*, ' at lalt lb great Power and Dignity.

By what fever al Accidents of Fortune, Agrippa, fttrmmed the Great, who. was A- 
riftobulus'j Son, and Herod the Great's Grand-child and MariamneV, was made 
tXJng of the Jews by the Emperor Caius Caligula, as foon as he had fucceeded Ty- 
berius. 



. .. n . p Ome little time before the death of King Herod, Agrippa was gone to Rome ; where 
ving' at Kwt, J) he came very well acquainted with urufus, Tiberius the Emperour's Son ; and 
through his was beloved of Antonia, the Wife of Drafus the Elder, by the means of his Mother 
iJygroi/th" Bernice, whom Antonia held in great efteem, and to whomfhe had recommended M 
inroNeccflity. her fon. And whereas by nature he was of a liberal and generous fpirir, as long as 
his Mother lived, he would not difcover his inclination, left he fhould provoke her 
difpleafure againfthim. But immediately after Bernice was dead, and he became his 
own Mafter, partly by his daily and bountiful entertainment and living, partly by his 
immoderate Liberalities, but efpecially by his lavifh Prodigality towards Cafiv's Free- 
men, whofe favour he hunted after, he was brought into extream Poverty, and could 
no more live at Rome ; the rather for that Tiberius having loft his Son, forbad his friends 
to come into his Oght, left their pretence fhould refrefti and encreafe the forrow he 
conceived for the lofs of his Son. For thefe caufes he returned back into Judaa t ha 
vine but badly ordered his Affairs, fpent his Money, and left himfelf no means to fatif N 
ApiFpa be. fie his importunate and many Creditors : For which caufe, uncertain how to difpofe 
thinkethhim* 0 f himfelf,. and afhamed of his prefent eftate, he withdrew himfelf into a Caftle called 
Sghi Shorten Halatha xa.ldumsa, topafsaway obfeurely and miferably the reft of his time. Which 
his miferabie purpofe of his, when Cypros his Wife perceived, fhe endeavoured by all means to pre- 
cmt Amp. vent ms wfohwtori ! She wrote to Herodias his Sifter, who was married to Herod the 
pL wife, cm- Tetrarch, acquainted her both what Agrippa had decreed, asalfo by what neceffity 
rifiwhwretf-he W as enforced thereunto ; and fhe exhorted her, that in regard of affinity fhe would 
ofhisi'omcy aflift him, and imitate her in this, who, as much as in her lay, relieved his mifery, al- 
and rtqui- though her Fortunes were far weaker than hers. Being therefore fent for by his Sifter 
Since 1 !

but he prayed them to let him alone. Whereupon, they demanding the caufe where- 
fore he that was hurt, refufed to be delivered from fo irkfome an evil ; he anfwered 
them, for that they fhould do him more wrong, if thofe Flies were driven away ; for 
■ that b>in* already full of Blood, they prick me not, (faid lie) neither fuck me fo earned M 
hut %ive me fome. eafe, whereas if mw fhould light on my wound which were hungry, and 
fhould feizr my flvfb in that defperate eft ate that I am, they would procure my death. For' 
thefe caufe* he faid ; that feeing his Subjects already confumed by fo many exaftions, 
he thought it a good policy in him, and a better provifion for them, not to fend them 
new Governours continually, who might, after the manner of Flies, fuck them to the 
quick; efpccially, if to their innate covetoufnefs, he fhould add the fear of their fud- 
cen displacing.

ijcVch Art* deferved by their wiekednefs. For whilft he kept them in that pain, their mifery en- 
nia to bring crea f ec i t h e more. For tliis caufe Eutychus could not obtain Audience at his harids, but 
hffivcr. was a long time detained Prifoner.

It cannot othtrwife he, ' hut that fhortly thou flalt he delivered from thefe ponds, 
and flalt be advanced to great 'honour and power ', fo that thofe, who at this day have com- 
pafjionon thy Calamity, flail envy thy Glory; and thou flalt depart this life in great felici. 
ty, and fldt leave thy Children mighty Pcff/fftons. But bear tM s in thy remembrance, that , 
when thou (halt fee this Bird onie more, thou mi(Jk needs die within five days after. Thefe K 
are thofe things which the Gods think meet to jork'e.U thee by this Bird. As for my felf, / 
have (nppojed I (IjoiM do thee wrornr, if I fhould conceal this Prediction from 'thee, hav- 
ing the fore- knowledge thereof. : 7 have therefore thought good to impart this joy unto 'thee ; 
whereby thorough hope of thy future profit, thou maytfi more eafily endure thy prefect mi f 
fortune : for which caufe 1 befeech thee, that as fodn as thou /half be partaker of this thy f>. 
licity, thou wilt endeavour thy felf to deliver us alfo from thefe Jdperfities. 

ThisPrefage of the German's feemed as ridiculous, to Agripfa as admirable after- 
wards. bucAntonia being fore grieved at the young Man's Calamity, thought, it not 
only a difficult matter for her to entreat Tiberitfs for him* but altogether unprofitable, 
in regard (V.e fhould be repulfed ; yet, fhe prevailed fo much with Macron, that, be was L 
committed to the cuftody of fuch Souldiers, who were of a more mild behaviour, and 
had a Centurion appointed to keep him, that differed him itp rife his daily Bathings, 
and gave his Friends and Servants leave to vifit him, by whofe fervice and klhdnefs, 
his neceffities might be relieved. His Friend Silas alfo, was admitted to fpeak with 
him, and among!* his Free men, Mitrfyus and St/chut, who brought him in fuch meats 
as he was delighted withal, and Coverings under colour to fell them ; which, by the 
pcrmiffionof the Souldiers, who had no lefs dire&ion from M<ttfon, they fprca.d by night 
Ai>ippa liv- for him to take his reft upon. Sec here the eftate wherein Agrippa lived in Prifon for 
iniWo7 mhs the fpace of fix Months. But Tiberius being returned to C^tf, began at firfl to be 
TibHiTdi- attainted with a certain lingting difeafe and for that his ficknefs encreafal more and M 
lech fick, and more, he began to conceive a finiftcr hope of himfelf ; and commanded Euqdus, whom 
Kow. f ° f he moft honoured amongft all his Free men, to. bring him his Sons, becaufe he intend- 
ed to talk with them before he died. But the truth is, that he had not any Children of 
his own, but had adopted them : For Drufus, who was his only Child, was already 
T,kY-m oc dea d> and ha d Jeft behind him a Son called Tiberius, firnamed Gemellus. He had Cains 
meiim, the alfo, his Brother Germamcush Son, who was in the flower of his Age, and had been 
sonoWnfus. verv vve u ^red. To him alfo the People afcribed. very much, in remembrance of the 
Sommi' Virtue of his deceafed Father ; and as for himfelf, he was of a fweet convention, and 
nkhi's son. f 0 modeft, that he was familiar and affable to .all Men. Whereby it came to pais that 
not only the People, but the Senate alfo, held him in great eftimation ; as alfo all the N 
Subjects in every feveral Province : For they that (pake with him were drawn, part- 
ly by his affability, partly by the fidelity they faw in him ; fo that when he was dead, 
all of them mourned, not counterfeitly lamenting his lofs, but With unfeigned forrow ; 
for that there was not any one that fiippofed not his death , to be every Mans.parricu- 
lar lofs. He therefore demeand himfelf fb modeftly towards all Men, that. hisSon af- .: 
ter his death, was highly advanced thereby For amongft the reft, the Souldiers made - 
their reckoning, that although it fhould coft them their lives,' to get him- the Empire, 
they would not refufe the hazard. 

After that r^er/w/had charged Euodus to bring him the two young Men the next 
morrow, by break of day ; he befoua;ht the (pods of that place,, to give him anevi- 0 
dent fign, whereby he might know who fhould fucceed him:. For altkough \ benefited 
to" leave the Empire to his Grand child , yet he made more account of that which God 

fhould 
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A fhould make manifeft unto him. Therefore he conceived a Prefage, that he, who the ^u^nh 
next day fhould enter firfl to falute him, it fhould be he, who in the Empire fhould nc- mu^Hu. 
ceffarily fucceed him. And having fetled this thing in his fancy, he fent unto his little *M efoijr* 
Son's Mafter, charging him to bring him unto him by break of day, fuppofing that God N ^f^^ ' 
had ordained that the Empire fhould be his; but the matter fell out quite contrary to his 
expectation. For being in this thought,he commanded Euodus, that as fbon as he could, 
in the Morning, he fhould fuffer him, of the two young Princes, toenter in unto him, 
who fhould arrive the firft. He walking out, met with Caius before the Chamber door 
(for Tiberius was not there ; who being ignorant of that which his Grand-father thought, 
was bufie about his Breakfaft) and laid unto him, that the Emperor his Father called for 

B him ; and withal, fuffered him to enter. When Tiberius beheld Caius, he fuddenly 
began to confider the Power of God, who deprived him of the means to difpofe of the 
Empire, according as he had determined with himfelf, for that it lay not in his power ; 
and he lamented greatly, not fo much for that he faw his defign could not be brought to 
e(Mt, as that his Son Tiberius was in dinger of his Life ; feeing that in all appearance, 
Caius would be Mafter; who being fb near a Relation, would prove the more dange- 
rous to young Tiberius^ becauCi Sovereignty defireth no fharer : And Caius would be 
always jealous, and never think himfelf lure, fo long as young Tiberius was alive. 
In a word, Tiberius was very much addicted to Aftrological Predictions; fb that 7^,,,, a jji. 
the greater part of thofe things which he executed all his Life time, was ordered ^ to the 

C thereby. . MaihenuA*. 

He feeing Galba one day coming towards him, fpoke this of him to his Familiars, He. Heforcteiiedi 
hold the Man that fhall be one day honoured with the Roman Empire. And amongft all the Ga\bas\ Suc- 
Emperors, he gave greateft credit to Divination, for that in certain things, he had found "Sc." 1 the 
the Conjectures correfpondent to truth. But at that time he was grievoufly difquieted 
by reafbn Of the misfortune that had happened ; yea, he was fo grieved, as if his Grand- 
child had been already loft ; and he blamed himfelf, becaufe he had fought thefe Prefa- 
ges; for that he might have died, without falling into that difafter, in beinn; ignorant 
of that which was to come ; whereas, now he fhould die in the knowledge oftheir mif- 
fortunes, whom fie loved moft intirely. Being thus troubled to fee that the Soveraignty 

Dof the Empire fhould, contrary to his intention, fall into their Hands, who by his will 
fhould not ert)oy the fame ; although it were with hearts-grief, and contrary to his . 
will, yet he fpake to Caius after this manner, which enfueth : My Son, although Ti- 
berius be more nearly allied unto me, than you are ; yet, notwithfianding, both by mine the Roman 
own advice , as alfo by the Will of thi bnmortal God's t I commit unto your Hinds the ^g£' hi a s nd 
Empire of the Romans } / require you therefore, that when you flail enjoy the fame, you. Granddnidtd 
forget not the good will I have born towards you, who have eflablifhed you in fo high Cms. 
and worthy a dignity ; and I charge you likewife, that you forget not your Coufin Tiberius 5 
but knowing that, by the mil of the God's, I am hc^ who after them, am the Author of fo 
much happimfs which huth bafalkn you, yon return me the like good mill and affection : 

^And that you likewife tike care of Tiberius, by reafon of your mutual Relation ; for you 
ought to know, that Tiberius fer veth you for a Bulwark to maintain your Empire, and 
your orvn Life ; and if he die, it will be the beginning of your mif fortune. For it is a dan- 
gerous matter for thofe who are raifed to high fiignities, to be file, and without Allies. 
Moreover the Gods do never leave them unpunifled, who attempt and atf any thing againfl 
the Laws of Cotifanguinity. Thefe were the'laft words which Tiberius fpake to Caius--, 
whopromifed him to perform all that which he required, notwithftanding he meant no- 
thing lefs : For immediately after he was inftalled in the Empire, he caufed Tiber ins to ctkt kiileth 
be killed, according to his Grand father's Predictions ; as alfo the fame Caius died foon TtbtrtH ' 
after by a Confpiracy that was pra&ifed againft him. When that Tiberius had declared 

F Cains his SuccefTor in the Empire, he lived not many days after, arid died after he 
had governed twenty years five months and three days. Thus Cains was the fourth c ,ms Caligula 
Emperor. ttle fourtl ' R °- 

The Rowans having intelligence of Tilmnsh death, greatly rejoyced at the good "">«^? ei0 ^ 
news, yet they durft not affure themfelves ;and though they defired nothing more, 
yet they feared, left the news fhould be falfe ; and left if they fhewed themfclves too 
diligent in expreffing their figns of joy, they fhould afterwards be accufed for it, and 
lofe their Lives thereby For Tiberius had done much mifchief to the Noble Families in Tlbe ; hs a Ty x 
Rome, being of himfelf a cholerick Man, implacable towards all Men without any occa- ram.* 
fion ; having a natural inclination fo cruel, that the eafieft pain whereunto he adjudged 

Q thofe whom he condemned, was Death. Notwithftanding therefore, that every 
Man took pleafure to hear the news, yet did all conceal it, until fuch time as they 
might be more fully afTured, through the fear of thofe miferies they forefaw, if the

Cains arriving in Rome, brought 
T ' "" i l ' tt * W i t h him Tiberiash Body, which he buried moft magnificently, according to the cu- 
ftom of the Countrey : And although he were very willing to fet Agrippa at liberty the 
fame day, yet he was difftvaded from it by Antonia ; not for any ill will ihe bare the 
Prifoner; but in regard of Cain's honour ; left thereby he ftould fhew himfelf to be 
glad of Tiberw\ death, in fetting him at liberty fo fpeedily, whom he had committed 
to Prifon. When therefore, fome few days were over, he Tent for him to his Houle, 
and caufed his Hair to be cut, and his Garments changed ; and that done, he fet a Dia- 
dem upon his Head, and made him King of Philifs Tetrarchy ; to which he added Ly- 
^"tofrWi Tetrarchy; and changed his Chain of Iron into a Chain of Gold of the fame ^

T [ ieV t ^ in ct this chaftifement of his as if a great injury had been done unto 
HE? themi betook themfelves to their weapons, whereofthere were great ftore inthat j 
houfe and retired themfelves into a place where the River divideth it felf into two parts, 
Which naturally aboundeth with excellent pattures, andfuch fruits as were referved 
for the winter To thefe men there flocked a number of needy Perfons, whom they 
armed, and became their Captains, and no man oppofed himfelf againft their infolent 
proceedings. Being by this means grown abfoluteand impregnable, for that they 
had buildecl themfelves a ftrong Fortrefs, they fent unto the Inhabitants, command- 
ing theft to pay them Tribute for their Cattle which they paftured ; fo that this Tri- 
bute was fuffieient to entertain them, promifing. to thofe who obeyed them, all friend- 
jhip and that they would maintain them againft all thofe that mould wrong them; 
of what place foever they were : but if they did not that winch they commanded K 
them thoy threatned them that they would kill all their Cattle. The Inhabitants 
of the CountVey, knowing themfelves unable tooppofe them, obeyed them, and fent 
them the number of Cattle which they required *fothat greater Forces daily joyn- 
ed themfelves with them, and they grew to that power, thatthey could make their 
excurfions againft thofe whom they intended to hurt. Every one refpefted them; 
and they were feared by all men, fo that their renown came at laft to the ears of the 

K "¥ lie tovertior of Babylon likewife intending to cut off this mifchief before it 
grew to greater head, {tabled as many men as he coulc^poffible, both Parthians and 
Arm; and Babylontarts, and marched forth againft them 5 with an intent to rootthem out, be- j;

manner carried him into a Forreltyome of his familiars perfwaded him tp kill him: but. WmiT'" 1 ''" 
Aiiiteus told them* that they ought to deal with himfarotherwife ; fo/tbat it belipv- "fier'ct?^ 
ed them not to kill a man, who was one of the chief among the Nobility of the Far ^^JW'- 
thiam, and one that was mod honoured in regard of that affinity and alliance he had 
with the King : that although all that which heretofore had been olTcrtdto Mitbrl* 
Jjtest wereinliipporrable \ yet if they (hould be inftrumental to fave his life, he. would 
pardon the injuries, and reward them for their Mercy in faving his life* whereas if 
theydiould deal feverely with him,the King would leek his revenge, and make a hor- 
rible (laughter of thofe Jews that inhabited Babylon: whom they ought to havecom- 
B paflion of; both for that they were of their blood, and for that if any mifchiefihould 
bsfal them they knew not whither to retire themfelves * whereas they might beaflift- Mttu dir. 
ed with the flower and fcleft men of their Nation. Having thus difcuffed and debated "tS 
the matter to his Soldiers, his opinion was approved, and tney were perfwaded ; and " " 
fo Mithndaies was fent back again. 

But he no fooner returned home unto hishaufc, but his Wife hit him in the teeth, 
that he lived but by the mercy of his enemies,notwitlUlandinghe were theKiqg'sSon^ 
in-law j that he had made no reckoning <o punifh thofe, who had fo much injured 
him 5 that helikewife contented himfelf to have his life faved,after he had been pri- 
foner to the Jews : For which caufe (did (he ) recover thou thy former virtue and honour, 
C which thou haft heretofore loft, or I (wear by the Gods of the King my Father, that the bonk 
of "Marriage which is betwixt 'me and thee '(ball be diffohed. 

Mithridates, unable to endure thefe ufual reproaches, and on the other fide appre- 
hending his Wives haughty courage, from whom he feared to be feparated, lie a(» 
fembled the greatefl: power of men that he could poflible, notwithstanding it were 
againft his will, and led them forth * fuppofing himfelf to be unworthy of life, if he, 
who by Nation was a Parthian, mould be put to the worft by the Jews. When 
Anikus underftood that Mithridates came forth againft him with a great force, he 
thought that it would redound greatly to his indignity, if he (hould Jie lurking 
amidll his Marflies, and hoping that he (hould have noworfe fortune againft hisene- 
D mies,than he had at flrft, and building much upon his Souldiers, who were ever wont ' 
tocet the upper hand in their encounters, he likewife drew forth his Army: to them 
alio others adjoyned themfelves, who fought nothing elfe but pillage, and hoped that 
with their only prefence they' might difcourage their enemy. 

But after they had marched about ninety (lades, and pafled thorow a Country that 
was fcant of water, and were about the heat of the mid day burned up with third • 
Mithridates Army came in fight, and charged them even at that time,when they faint- 
ed for want of drink, and through the extremity of heat, foas they could fcarcely 
handle their weapons. At that time Anikus s Souldicrscncountring with Mithridateis 
fre(h men, Were (haniefully put to flight : whereby it came to pals that a great number 
E of them were killed. But Anikus himfelf; and all rhofe of his Company, retired them- 
felves in great haftc into a Forreft, leaving Mithridates Lord and Matter of the Field, 
whereof he was very joyful. Notwithftanding this difafter, an infinite number of 
lawlefs men retorted toAmlaus, who let little by their lives, provided there might AE reat 
no limit be propo(ed to their unbridled licentioufnefs* fo that he gathered a greater befofdiS* 
number of men than thofe he had loft ; yet chcy were far different in valour from the L ute .P erfons . 
former: for they were .wholly ignorant of warlike difcipline. Notwithftanding, he with"" 
being accompanied with tlitfe men, went and let upon' divers Boroughs of the Baby- ^iiom he fpoi- 
lonians, which were totally deltroyed by his rapine and violence. For which caufe fiJouglTor 
the Babylonians and his other enemies, lent unto Nearda to the Jews that were there rh eBatyio- 
p requiring ;iiat /mkus might be delivered into their hands: whereunto condefcend' nians ' 
ingnot(tor- although they had a will to perform their requeft, yet it lay not in their 
power to deliver him) they required that they might live in peace. And to treat of am«m»«im 
the conditions of peace, the Babylonians P;nt certain men to confer with Anikus. fi,?m .ffi 
They having furvcyed the place wherein Anikus kept, aflailed botli himfelf and his iSnay 5 ' 
followers by night, and flew all thofe they cn'countred with, without refiftance him ' 
and amongfl: the reft Anikus. When the Babylonians faw that they were deliver* 
ed from theoppreffion of Anikus^ who till that time had been as it were a bridle un- 
to them, to reftrain and curb the hatred they conceived againft the Jews, with whom 
they had oftentimes been at odds, by reafon of the contrariety of their Rclig'fr. 
G ons, whereby it happened that thty oftentimes tell at debate upon evcrv opoortu. 
nity when they met. 1 J tr 

Now when Aniteuis men were defeated, the Babylonians fct upon the Jews on all 

fides ; 
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cTT>\ w ho fceingthemfelves in dinger by reafon of the infolenceof the Babylonians, 
Snft X53y were too weak to make refiftanceand on the other fide,unable to

thatthe Jews came to inhabit that place, in a certain Sedition that arofe among 
them, the Syrians had theunder hand,by the meansof the Jews, who joyned their 1 
Forces with theirs, whoofthemfelves were valiant and good Souldiers. 

The Greeks being repulfed irt this Tumult, and having no other means left them 
to maintain their iormer honour, but to break that League of Friendfoip, which 
was between the Syrians and the jews ; devifed in prtvate } each one With thofe Sy- 
rians with whom they were acquainted, promifing to live in puce and amity With 
them ; whereuritb they condefcended willingly. For the chiefeft of thefe two Nan- 
onsconcladedthe Peace, which prcfently after followed,*) theendthatonboth parts 
F if t v M they mould ioyn in hatted againfl tthe lews: So that altogether charging them at 
TeSSin unawares, tfiey k'Aled morethari fifty thoulartd of them* they were all put to the

dins did not only exprefs and manifeft his fury towards thofe Tews 
that dwelt in Jerufalem, and in other neighbouring places j but aljb f J eJh &. R ^ 
thorow all the Countrys both by Land and Sea, which were fub- cSV/fe' " 
jeft to the Roman Empire, filling the whole World with an infi' tow «^ 
nite number of'mifchiefs ( yea, fudh, and fo odious, thatthe like lewt ' 
hitherto have never been beard of. But Rome efpecially felt the „ 

force of his fury , but efpecially the Senators, Patricians and No- r£ 5 Za r j* 

otemen were plagued. They alfo that were called Romart Knights, who, in Wealth Scm°« 
ana Uigmty, were next unto the Senators j for that out of their number, fuch men and Patrlc »°" 



were 
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r^y^r\ werechofen, who were to fupply the Senate, were moft pcrfecuted. For with ig. H*. 
Tbeycnroftht nornmies they were abufed, with banifhments and confifcanons weakned, and by 
SSciJff (laughters wholly exterminated. He likewife ufurped the Nameof God, command- 
nativity, 4 a . i nR his Subjefts to dignifie him with more than humane honours 5 and afcendmg the 
L/VNJ Capitol, which amongft all the Temples in Rome is moft religioufly honoured, lie 
rah, called, was fo bold as to falute Jupiter, and to call him Brother. Many fuch impieries were 
himf n lf committed by him,which thews that his unbridled and extravagant madnefs did never 
, t rs brother. forftke ^ Amongft . other his mad pran k s that he played, that is worthy of me- 
mory : for on a time, thinking it to be too much trouble for himtocrofs the Sea be- 
tween Puteol a City inC*w/*«« s aiid Mifewm another Town feated by the Sca-foore, 
in a Gaily j and otherwifeefteeming it a thing correfpondent to his greatnefs, who 1 
was Emperor, to exa& that fuperiority on the Sea, which wasanfwerable to his fove« 
reignty on the Land, betwixt one Cape of the Sea unto another,for the fpace of thirty 
furlongs or ftades, betwixt which the Gulf had his courfe, he caufed a Bridge to be 
built, on which he commanded himfelf to be drawn in a Chariot, as if that way were 
anfwerable tothe dignity of his deity.Hc leftnot one Temple in Greece whatfoever .that 
cmffpoWtA hefpoiled not of thofe excellent pidturesthat werein them* Giving a Commiffion that 
ail the rem- a n Statues, and whatfoever ornaments or gifts, and prefents that were dedicated in 
pies of GxtM. any Temple> foouid be brought unto him * faying, that fuch things as were admira- 
ble, (hould be referved for a place of admiration, fuch as was the City of Rome : 
with thefefpoils of the Temples he adorned his Palace and Gardens, and generally K 
cm, com. all his Houfes and Palaces that he had in Italy. He was fo impudent alfo, as to give di- 
mandeth Man- r eaion,that Jupiter Oljmpius Statue,which the Greeks had in great eftimation,and which 
3> Phidias the Athenian Statuarian had made, (hould be tranfported to Rome. But Mem. 

fner Olympus m \ m 

Reeulus, to whom he direfted this Commiffion, executed it not, becaufe the 
to Rome. Mafons infbrmed hi ro ,that without fpoiling it they could not remove it from the place. 

It is reported alfo,that he was hindred from this execution by fuch prodigies that are

almoft incredible: which he affured of, giving him to underftand, what the 
occafion was, that had moved him to difobey him therein: andwhilft he wash dan- 
ger of death for his delay, the fudden and fuccefsful death of Cairn warranted him 
from the lame. Yea,fo far ftrctched. his unbridled fury, that having a Daughter new- L 
ly born, he caufed her to be carried into the Capitol, and laid at the Feetofthe Image 
cbinpa. of fypjftr . faying, that the Child was common betwixt him and Tty/ftVlcaviogthe 
Sh/Sr. judgment to all men, which, of the two Parents was the greateft. And notwithftand- 
ingall the(e4iis mifdemeanoursf yet did men tollerate him. 
: He gave liberty to (laves alfo to accufe their Maftersof whatfoever crimes they 
would : which was fottiuch the more hateful, becaufe all things were done byCafars 
authority,ahd to his good liking : fo that Pollux, who was Claudius bondman, durft 
accufe him, and Ca/ut the Emperor w?.s contented among the Judges to hear his 
Uncle brought in queftion for his life, hoping (although it fell out othcrwife_) to pick 
out an occafion to put him to death. For having filled all the Countries of his Empire ^ 
withfalfeaccufations, and all forts of mifchiefs, and giving (laves a prerogative above 
their Mafters; their Lords devifed many confpiracies againft him, fome tor (pite,and 
with an intent to be revenged of thofe injuries they had received: others pretending 
by his death toprevent thofe inconveniences that threatned them. In a word, his 
death concerned the fecurity of the' Laws, andthefafety of all Men : and had he not 
been fpeedily cut off; our Nation had almoft been utterly exterminated. For which 
caufe 1 thought good to make anexaft and ample declaration of every occurrent 5 
namely, for that the knowledge thereof makech very much towards the manifeftation 
of God's power and will,which brings confolation unto thofe who are in adverfity.and 
keep them within the bounds of modefty, who fuppofe that their profperity (hould 
continue always firm, and although they neglect virtue, think that no evil may befal 
them. Three feveral Confpiracies were intended againft him, to eafethe World ofthis 
burthenfome Tyrant, all of them were attempted by men of great account. For, 
Mmiliut Rcgulus, who was born mCwduba in Spam, was fully refolved to. kill him 
himfelf; or to make him away by the means of his .Confederates. Ch Areas CaJJtMS, Co- 
lonel over a thousand men was the conductor of another Band 5 and AmivMinWWHS 
was in no lefs readinefs to do his uttermoft herein. The caufe that moved them to 
Mmi J' t , combine thus altogether in hatred againft a/«i,was,that inrefpeclof %<</«f»newas 
by nature a detefter ofnll iniquity : for he was \$ very generous man,and fo free,that ne 
diflembled not any of his defl£ns,but; communicated them with many,who were either q 
hisfriends,or valiant men fit for execution. And as touching Miw'tanus % he was , ,n ' 
duced to fee his revenge, through the defire he hadtodojult.ice.to />//^/,whohad 
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A been oneofhisefpecial friends and one of the rareft men t>t were ever found amonk <X>* 
the rVoman Citizens (w horn Cam had put to death through the fear he had conceived 2^*' ' 
of him) knowing well that all they, againft whom ^tiWd^KtW. ■ 
fcape with lefs pumftmcnt than lofs of life. . As for the third man Chareas he could '* *' v 

not endure tlie fliame and reproach of cowardife that Caitts had dbjetttd againft him ' 
but feared befides, that his friend (hip and inward familiarity with Cairn would" draw 
him into manifeft dangers: for -which caufe andhisown fecurity and rio'nours^ak- 
lie refolved to difpatch him. Generally all of them werereftlved to rid the World of 
Cairn, and bring an end to his pride and tyrannical power, ibr their hope was that 
their attempt having good funds: their Country and Common weal ihould reap rhV 
j fruits thereof, for whofe fecurity and fifty, it became them to hazard themfdves 
though it were with lofs of their lives. But above all the reft ,oW was cgecd on 
withadefirehehad to grow famous, and through the facility and'eonvennn? means 
he had to do it, becaufe his Colonels room gave him moft fecure accefs unto him'' A 
bout that time the Circenfian Games were folemriized, which is a kind of •Paftime fmSmT 
which the Romans very willingly behold, and to this intent thfcyreforr to the bfacc of Cal '" c ^h 
thefe extrcifes,- and the common people is Wont to demand fomtwhat from the F m . TmhSd 6 
peror, which they, define to obtain 5 and after having examined their requefts do ^«*<A 
never refufe them. Now they required With inftaritand importunote fLrpDhcation, V*™'?' 
that Caius would difcharge them of, heir taxations, and moderaethe exceS r? * 
Cbutes which they payed: but he would give no ear unto them, and caufed' thofe to be 
apprehended, who called upon the matter moft earneftly^ fending his Guard fome 
of them one way, fome of them another, to put them to the fui ord A'ter he had Vi 
ven this order, and they who received ft h.td fully executed it, a great number of 
men were killed. The people feeing this, ceaied to exclaim any rhdre 9 preferrine 
their lives to their goods. This horrid fight incited Chinas the more to execute 
h;s enterpnze to the end he might finifh'his furious and. tyrannical life, whofe to«for 
plealure was all mens deftruction. He had often refolved to kill him' at Table man y. caufe5 
yet he deferred to do it; not that fie fainted in his rcfolution, but becaufe he S£ 
expefted fome tetter opportunity. He had been Captain of Cams Guard a forte 
u time. . . o 

Caius having appointed him to gather in his Tributes, in the ixecuuoh whereof he 
followed his .own nature, rather than Cafin command, and fpared thofe of whom 
he ought to have cbmpaffion for their poverty fake. Caius was Co difpleafed here 
with, that he objected againft him, that the iaufe why he delayed the bringing in of 
his money, was his cowardife ^ndnegligerice 5 And among other injuries that he of- 
fered him, asoftas hegave l)im the Watch-Word, as heufually wentto fetch it once 
aday upon his Watch .day,' he gave him rhe.names of women, andothers that were ie- 
nomimous perfons, notwithftanding that he himfelf was no lefs remarkable, for his ef. 
feminateclaintioefs. ' In thofe.Ceremonies which he himfelf had eftablifhed, heartired 
E ni ™ e « 'ke a woinan, and wasdifguifed with certain' veils, whereby he might the better 
counterfeit th^ex, and'^et notwithftanding he could objea thisdifhonoar toCfweas 
whom he vexed conftantly When he gave him the Watch- word, and fo much the more 
becaufe lii^compariiorts jeared liim With it.For when it was his turri to receive the word

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A Now they knew well one another, that all of them were difpleafed to fee the Corn* r ^*A^ 
mon-weal in that cftate: but the apprehenfion of the danger fufFered them not to -mr/i^J-T 
manifeft the hatred that each of them bear to Cairn, although their fecret conceit pfwWifl') 
ingendred among theni a certain Amity. For, before that time, asof.cn asthcy met Nat ™^4* 
together, they wers accuftomed toefteem Minuet anus lor the mod honorable man { ^ sr ^ J 
of the Company, as in truth, among all the Citizens of toe he was the molt fa- 
mous,valtant and beft efteemed among them : being therefore afllmbled at that time, 
he was firft of all requefted to fpeak his opinion. For which caufe he asked Chtnas 
what the watch word was he had received that day (for all the City knew very well 
what mockery Cairn ufually ufed in giving Chereat the Watch word:) Chareas not- 

B withftanding this difgrace, failed nottoanlwcr him , relying on the wifdom of Mi- 
ttucianus, and laid unto him 5 

But give \ou me for the Watch word, Liherty ; mean whik I give jou thanks for that 
you have awaked me more fpi edily, than of my (elf I have accidiomed to le. Tou need 
not now any further enforce your felf to incite me by your words, Jith loth you and I lavs 
undertaken the fame Refolution. Before we were aflcmbledin this place, our thoughts were 
united. Behold here my fword that is girt unto my fide; this fhallfufjice for ut loth And 
if you pleafe you frail be my Captain, and 1 'mil march under your Command, andxvillfol- 

r low you under afurance of your ajftltanee and wifdom. They, who have valiant hearts, »e- 

^ ner want Arms: for it is a confident courage that makes the we ipon do execution. That 
which kindleth m thus to this atthn, is not the conftderation 'of my particular interejl 
for I have not the feifure to think on thofe dangers that threaten me, through the grief 
that / conceive, to fee the Liberty of my Country changed into flavery, and the force of 
the Lams wholly abolijhed, and all forts of men condemned to death //Caius cruelty. It 
is I that deferve to letrujled in this .execution, and I make you my Judge, [wee <ycu havs 
the like intention that I have. 

Minmianus, perceiving with what affeclion Choreas fpake, embraced him with C bmai whh 
all lovej and after he had praifedhim, he exhorted him to continue his conftancy .• cumin nthm 
then departed they one from the other, with prayers and wilhes; and at that time jS Htokil1 
there hapned a prcfag^ i» at confirmed them the more. For as Choreas entrcd into 

D the Senate, fome one nmtng the people cafl out a word,that redoubled his courage ; 
Difpatch (laid hejthat which thou haft to do $ for God will aflifl: thee. Chdreas was 
fomcwhat afraid, left fome one of his Aflbciates had betrayed him. But at toft, he 
thought it was fome one of thole, who, being privy to his refolution, gave him a 
Watch word to animate him the more t> or that it was God/who,govtrningand ob- 
ferving humane affairs, pulhed him forward. After he had imparted this his delibera- 
tion to divers; fundry Senators, Knights, and Souldicrs being advertifed hereof were 
in Arms. For, there was not any one that fupppfed not that Caius death was the great- 
eft good hap the Common- wealth could expeft. For which caufe,all of them enforced 
themfelves as much as they could, to aflifl: the execution with couragious and virtu- 

E ous refolution :, and as forward were they, in affection as in power 5 in words as in ef- 
fect, defiring each of them to be part akers in the d if patch of a Tyrant. For Califlhus Caimm s uu 
alfo, who was Cuius free man and raifed by ; him to great Authority, yea,fuch as almoft /« free-man, 
equall'd him, adjoyned himfelfto them for the fear he apprehended of all men, and ^tticS?" 
for thole great riches which he had gathered - together* for that he wa9 a man of a cor «'/command- 
rupt confeience, and eafily won by bribes and prefents, doing wrong to all men, and f h * m w V°y- 
abufingthe powerhe had, againft whomfoever he pleas'd,contrary to all right and rea- 
fon. Befides, for that he knew the unbridled nature of Caw, who having once conceiv- 
ed an ill opinion of any man, could never afterwards be diffwaded or reconciled, a • 
mongft divers other dangers that he had to apprehend,, the greatnefs of the danger 

p of his riches was not the leaft, which was the caufe that made him fcrve Claudius, 
and fecretly to follow htm, under hope^ that after Cains death, he mould be his Sue 
ceffour in the Empire, and that at that time he mould by him be maintained in the 
fame eftate, which he enjoyed : and by this means he thought to obtain his amity and 
good liking, by giving him to underftand how Caius had commanded him to poyfon 
him, and how he had invented infinite delays to defer this execution. As for mine 
own part, I think that Califlhus forged this matter. ,For if Caius hail pretepded to 
kill Claudius, he had not been diffwaded by Califlhus^ allegations, who had prefent- 
ly received his reward, if he had deferred to execute his Mailers command with all 
expedition in a matter fo acceptable to him. So it is; that the Providence of God 
would not permit Caius to execute that rage agmgClaudius ; and Cafijlfai was there- 

u by thanked for the benefit which he no ways deferved, ' 

Thofe that were about Choreas day by day, followed the action very flowly,.notwith. 
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(landing that he willingly delayed not, but thought on all occafion s fit 10 finifii his H 
purpofe in for that he might aflail him at fuch time as he afcended up into the Capitol, 
or even then when he folemnized thofe Ceremonies,which he had inftitutedin honour 
of his Daughter, or at fuch time as he ftood in the Palace to fcatter Gold and Silver 
among the people, by calling him from the top of the Palace into the Market place, 
or at fuch time as he celebrated thofe Myfteries, that were introduced by him. For, 
no man fufpe&ed Choreas, fo difcreetly had he behaved himfelf in all things: and he 
perfwaded himfelf that no man would have thought that he mould lay violent hands 
on Cam. And although he had done nothing to any efTeft ; yetfo it is, that the pow- 
er of the Gods was fufficient to give him force, and to kill him without drawing 
weapon Chareis was fore difpleafed againft his Companions, in refpeft that he 
feared that they would let (lip their occafion 5 and although they perfectly 1 
knew that he intended it for the maintenance of the Laws, and for the good of them 
all • yet did they requeft him to delay a little, for fear left in the execution he 
mould in fome fort mifcarry, and for that caufethe City might be brought in trouble 
by the informations that would be made of that aft; and that at length when Cuius 
fhouldbefomuchthe better provided againft them, they fliould not know how to 
(hew their virtue, when the time required (hat they fliould affaultand fet upon him. 
They therefore thought it good that the opportunity to fet forward this buiinefs, 
mould be the time in which the Games of the Palace were celebrated, which were 
folemnized in honour of Cafar, who firft of all difannulled the Peoples Authority, and K 
appropriated it to himfelf. This Solemnity is celebrated in a Tent before the Palace, 
where the noble Citizens, with their Wives and Children remained to behold the 
fport, and Cafar himfelf likewife. At that time they concluded that it would be an 
eafie matter for them, when fo many thoufands of people fliould be fhut up in fo 
narrow a place ; fothat he, who would ftep formoft to give theftroke, might very 
eafily be iuccoured, for that he could have no affiftance, although his Guard mould 
have the courage and defire to defend him. Chareas refolved upon this, and it was 
concluded that the firft day of thofe fports that were next at hand, the deed mould 
be done • but their adventure was greater than their conclufion. For the delay was 
fuch, as the third day was almoft paft, and hardly could they be drawn to attempt, 
the matter on the third day. At which time Cbareas aflembled all the Confederates, 
and told them that the opportunity of time hadoverflipt them, accufed and reproach- 
ed them of flacknefs in that execution, which had been fo virtuoufly refolved a- 
mongthem: and that it was to be feared, left if any (hould be difcovered, the whole 
matter (hould be fruftrate : by which means Cains might grow more cruel than 
he was before. See we not (faid he ) that by hew much liberty we take from our fehes,

that Caius was. It is reported that Caius at! that time, contrary to his 'own nature, Afpren< "' 
behaved himfelf moft affably towards all men, fo that all the affiftance wer : e aftortifh- 
edto behold the courtefic that he ufed. After the facrifiee was done, % fite him 

13 down to behold the Paftimes, and had about him the mofl: noble of his friends ami 
familiars. Now was there every year a Theatre builded, according to this form and ThcThe« K , 
fafhion that enfueth : It had two gates, the one towards the op$n yard ; the other 
opening upon the porch, by which the aftorg had their egrefsand" reorefs, without 
difturbance of thofe who fate to behold thepaftime. There was withm the fame a 
certain room, feparated from the reft, whfre the Players and Musicians kept, when 
the people were feated, and Chareai, with the Captains were near about Cafar, who 
fate on the right fide of the Theatre: Eatibius one of the Senators, a" man very exprt „ ... 
in feats of Arms, asked Cluvitui privily in his ear, who fate by him, arid had in like fort 
been Conful. whether he heard any news? who anfwering him, that he had heard 

C nothing. On this day (faid Batibius ) fhdl the Tragedy be. plaid of a Tyrants death. Clu- 
vitus made him this reply in Homers words. 

Whifi; left feme Greek fiould liflen to our talk. 

Now whilft fome one darted certain Apples and rare and precious Birds at. the 
People, Caius took great plcafure to behold how they ftrove one with another roun- 
about him, buffeting one another to fee who (hould get the fame: but at that pre, 
fent there chanced two prefages .• for the fport that was reprefentedY was of a Judge, 
who was apprehended and crucified, and in the Dance they re prefented Cjucra> who 

Dwas killed with Myrrha her Daughter : and there was a great quantity of blood ga- 
thered to counterfeit both the murther of the Judge that was crucified, as alio of 
Centra, It is affirmed Jikewife, that the day was the very fame, whereon Philip the 
Son of Amyntai King of Macedon, had been killed by Taufanks one of his familiars 
at fuch time as he entred the Theatre. Whilft Caius was incertain with himfelf whe- 
ther he mould remain until the fports were finifhed, that it was, the lift day of 
them, or rather mould refort to the Bath, and after he had refrefhed himfelf, return 
back again thither as he had done before ; Minucianns fitting next unto him 
tearifig left the occafion fliould be overflipt, becaufe he had feen Cbareas go out 
ot doors, with an intent to go and encourage him. But Caius catcht him by the 

L Gown, faying, Whither go you, my friend > At which time for the reverence fake 
tint he bare unto Cafar, he fate him down again : but the fear that he had, grew fo 
forcible, that he arole again 5 Co that Caius could not detain him, fuppofijig that 
ne had gone thence to difpatch fome important bufinefs. At that time did Af- 
prenas counfel Cfjar to repair to the Bath, telling him that after hk refrefhment he 
might return thither again 5 all which he did, being defirous that the refolution might 
take effea. They that were with Chareas were ready difpofed to take advantage 
ot the Time, and were agreed each of them toftand prepared and in a rcadiriefs. in 
a place appamted.to the Intent to aft the Tragedy : and the delay feemed very tedious

Thefe by reafon they received 
wages at his Hand, tyrannized with him, being his minifteip in' alJ'rac^'aiiufes tljat'be 
E offered to many good Citizens, in partaking the booty, and other advantages 'ffet 
Casus drew unto him. * As for the Women and Children,they were'oftMJ opinion, by 
reafon that fuch kind of people take delight in Plays, Jens, ddn'aticjn'f of (jclh'i'and 
other fuch Paftimes, which Cains in word pretendeth to do to gr^tifid 1 .t'hjj common 
people, but in cffec> it wa's to have means to fatisfie his rage and cruelty? He wWaf- 
fo gracious among the Servants and Slaves, for that by him they lia<i lifeejrty io -ac» 
cult and contemn their Mailers, and were therein countenanadby'^lii/y." Vat Vjicn 
they falfly accufed their Mailers, they were eafily believed 5 and'whe^t^ey^iicp.yVr- 
ed their Mailers treafures, in rccom pence of their difcovery they w^re,not only raifie 
free by him, butalfofent home with rich and ample rewards. For ' the reward tltat ' '

" which o'lltrafted thofe that heard.it, ; ao:ordingas they were : aff#ed. Nqtwifhftand- j 
' ing all this, no man removed from his place, iqr fear left theylhould be fuddenjy ac- 
cufed ; knowing well that; they mould beaccufed, not according to their thoughts and 
••!• afje&ions, . hut according tp the dilpofitiorj/pf. their Judges and Accufers, 
KcnTJ But after that the Germans- had pnvirpned the Theatre with their naked Swords, all 
fort to the, ithat were prelent expected .nothing but death v and as foon as any man entred, they 
Tlieatft. were feized with fuchan amazement, as if they had already felt the ftrokes ; fo that 
they iknew not what to dp, having no, heart to depart frorfl, thence j and otherwife 
perfivading themfelves, that if they ftayedthere any longer, jt would breed them fur- 
ther danger.' ; At leqgth, >v,hen the Souldiers were entredjnto the Theatre by force 3 all 
the AiTembly cryed out, protefting that whatfoever was done, it was befides their K 
knowledge, whether it were either attempted by.Confpiracy ,or any other means. They 
therefore rnoft humbly entreated them, that they would fpa re them, and not inflict 
the- penalty, of the guilty on.thofe that are.innocent: For their own parts, 'they pray- 
ec) them to fearch out thofe who had committed the aft, if any , fuch thing were com- 
rjiittQa 1 . And tjhus fpake they with tear?, beating their breafts, and calling the Gods to 
wiifnefs; alleging that which the prefent danger fuggefted them with,and as much as 
fuch as pleaded for their lives could fay, By thefe perfwafions of theirs the Souldiers h> 
ry was abated ,fo that they began to repent for what they had executed in the Thea- 
tre* for th(salfo was a cruelty,, as they themfelves (notwithftanding their barbarous 
incivility) fuppofed it to be, which was.that the heads of Afprenas and others tfcit were L 
killed, were carried and fet uppn an Altar. Whereat all the Afliftants were mod griev- 
.- oufly difcontented,remembring themfelves of the dignity of the men,and haying com- 
'•• ••! palfionoftbat which had befallen them; considering alio, that they themfelves were 
hot far off from, ,clangers,being uncertain whether they (hould fave themfelves, where- 
by it came to pafs,,that tome of thofe who had caufe .to. hate Cains, durft not freely rc- 
jtoyce at his death, becaufe they were upon the point to lofe. their own lives, having as 
yet no appearance of any fafety. 
Aurmfmsm- At length, Auruntius, a man who was gracious among the people, and wasoneof the 
tretlithe The- common Crier's, wh°had 3 ftrong voice; and by crying fuch goods as were to be fold, 
EtlS/' 8 * hau gathered fo great fubftance, as that he was accounted one of the richeft men in ^ 
Empcrour's Rome, and in great efteem amongft all men in that behalf, entred the Theatre in a 
dcith ' mourning Habit,and after a lamentable manner : And although he inwardly hated Cai- 
ns, yet lor the'fear he conceived left he mould lofe his goods, and in consideration of 
the prefent daqger, he diflembled his joy j wearing all thofe Garments of mourniog, 
dhd ufing no, lels lamentation, than if he had bemoaned the death of his deareft friend. 
After this manner he came into the Theatre, publilhing Caius death, to the intent that 
TiieGermans the people m,ight not be ignorant of that which had hapned: After this, he began to 
edb the ken " i^e&.theraflje pf the Germans, and commanded their Captains and Tribunes to put 
deati?ofc<a/w, up their SwordsVafluringthem of the EmperorVdeath ; which act of his did manifeft- 
s pacified. ly faye the lives of all thofe who were aflembled in the Theatre, and all them likewife, N 
wi^b'm they coqld haye met with. For if they had but the leaft furmife, that Caius 
rial! asVet beieq alive,' there was not any fort of cruelty which they had not commit- 
ted* : For thpy 'tjgrjq him fo great love and arFecYion, that to fecure him from that mil- 
fortune, they would" have redeemed him with the lofs of .their own lives. But as foon 
'they iuiderftood he was dead, they repreffed their furious rage, which egged them 
forward (o revenge s knowing that it availeth them nothing to difcover their afTefti- 
ons towards him, in that he could jield them no requital Befides, the fear they had 
V , left' that in purfuit of their Tyrannous Murthers, the Senate Ihould be incenfedagainft 
them, if fo be the Government of the Eftate.fhould be returned into their hands, mads, ' 
then) contain themfelves. Thus was the fury ofthqfe Germans appeafed for the death q 
of Caius. , 

11 Mean while Choreas ("who feared very much, left Miwiams mould fall .into the 
. Germans 
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A Germans hands, and in their fury be murthered by them ) fought for him among the J!**S*f y 
Souldiers j enquiring of every one, whetherthey knew if he were killed or no. Where- wll™S* 
upon Minumms and Clement were brought unto him, who in his prefence commended cbrifl't 
Clwm's exploit, and gave him thanks in the name of the whole Senate s who witnef- N f^}^}', 
fed that it was to the general benefit, and good of the Common weal, and that the c&Mft. 
greateft perfonswere beholden to him, for that he had neither wanted good advice in n ff amwA 
his deliberation, nor courage to execute his refolution * alledging that the nature of khZuul 
Tyranny was fuch, that being puffed up with &&ortpleafure ofunjuftand intoller.tble 
rule, it finally (asbeing hated by all good men ) determined and ended in mifery, as 
manifeftly appeared in that whichhad befallen Cam ; who, before any thing was ei- 

B ther devifed, praftifed or executed againft him, was already hateful to all men; and 
had in fuch fort violated all Laws, that his greateft friends were refolved to take Arms 
againft him, who in appearance had deprived him of life, when both in truth and in ef- 
fect it was he himfelf, who was the Author ofhis own ruine. 

Hereupon all they arofe who were in the Theatre 5 and raifed grca t noife and trouble umvhtftoM 
in feekingtofave themfelves. The occafion was, that a certain Phyfician called Anion, difmiffcti) CM 
being called out to go anddrefs certain men that were wounded 5 making a (hew as if (ome ' 
he went to go and prepare fuch things as were necelTary for thofe that were wounded, 

r made thofe itiue out with him,who fate nearcft unto him j but the truth wasjiedidit 

C to the end to draw them out of the prefent danger. Mean-while the Senate aflembled xhe Senate 
themfelves in the Palace, and the people flocked together to make inquiry after thofe and people 

• who had murthered Caius : The people witli an intire and fimple intent, the Senate 

only to ufe fome lormal proceeding. For Valerius opticus, who had formerly been Cuius. Valei'm 
Confuhcame forth amongthe people,who were in an uproar; and fuppofing ita ilrange ^'"f" \ vilh ' 
matter that no man knew who had killed the Emperor, whilft every one enquired been"^^ 
who it was that had done the deed \ 0 9 faid he, would it had been 1 that had done it. «' 10r ' 
But the Confuls publiflied an Edidl, containing the Accufations that were prefented a- 
gainft Caius s commanding the People and Souldiers,who were as yet in the Theatre.to 
retire themfelves to their Lodgings. And the people were put in great hope.that they 
fliould beeafed of thofe Taxations, wherewith they had been burthened: And the 

D Souldiers were promiled Honours and dignities, if they would contain themfelves in 
their accuftomed order, and ftir up n6 further trouble. For it was to be feared, left if 
they had been further flelhed in Murthers, the City ihould have fallen into fome great 
danger, through Rapines and Spoils both of Houfes and Temple?. But by this time all 
the whole Senate was aflembled, efpecially thofe who were Confederates in Caiu/s 
murther* who feemed to gather courage, and tofpeak boldly, as if the Government 
of the Eftate had been fallen into their hands.

WHilft the Eftate of the Empire was thus diftrafted, Claudius was (hddenly fetcht mh & Kttf 
out of his Houfe : for the Souldiers affcmbling themfelves togethcr.and confer. /f«w, dy. 2. 
ring among themfelves what was requifite to be done.perceived that it was impoffible lu a s £"* 
F that fo many, and fo weighty affairs of the Common weal, (hould be well managed by a Empewr.

with all anfwerable bounty acknowledge their good deferta. Wherefore they refolved to 
G go to his Lodgtog,and take him out to declare him Emperor; Cnaus SentiUt Saturninus > 
hearing of it and cpneeiving that there was;no time to be loft, t6 witnefs both his worth 
and his courage ; he got up (as if he had been compelled, but in cfTeft, of his own ac-

For to them that 
daimeth in ^ w w \ }at y mm j Si it is no fmalt I felicity to live one hour in freedom of mind, and in a 
LibmJ'aprc- free Country , and governed h fuch Laws, which in times pall have made our Comman- 
ds thing. waltoflourifh. For mine own part, /cannot remember our ancient Liberty, for that I 
was born after the fubverfion thereof : But I infinitely define to have the happy fruition of 
tint which we enjoy at this prefent. And I think, them alfo very happy, who are born and f 
brought up in virtuous Studies. I likpife fuppofe that a ficond honour next to the immor* 
tal Gods, is to be afiribed to them, by whofe Virtue at lafl, though very lite, even in this 
our Age, we have obtained the felicity to enjoy the fames which happmefs would God, with 
our Inheritances, we might bequeath to our Poflerity. For in regard of lurjehes, this day 
fufficeth us both, as well all thofe that are young, as they alfo ivho are old. : For the Aged /hall 
forfake this life with more pleafure, in that they have had the knowledge of that Bletfrg, 
which is joined to their Liberty: And the younger fhaU be furnijhed with a Royal Exam- 
ple, in admiring and knowing their Virtues, by ™hcm we enjoy this beneSt of Freedom, 
Liberty put- p or m n g ar d of the prefent time, there is not anything that we ought more earne/tly to af> 
\£e by fettt than to live virtuoufly : for only Virtue is the thing that confirmeth men in their Li- 
Tyrannies berty. I cannot /peak of the timepaft, but only by hear Jay } but for what 1 have feen with lv 
breed many ^.^ g ^ m( y p erce i ve dby my observation, I know how great mij chiefs Tyrannies doth ordi- 
common- 1 " narih breed in a Politick EJlate : For they utterly extinguish all Virtue, and deprive Free- 
weals. mn 0 j- a n t } }at p er f e ft m gnanimity that tnay be in them } and teach both to flitter, and to 

fear, for that the Commonweal is abandoned, not to the wifdom of the Laws, but to the 
fury of intemperate Governors. Fnrfwe Julius Cscfar lent his thoughts to overthrow the 
Popular Government in Rome, and violated the happy courfe of Law, whereby our State 
flour ijbed, the Commonweal hath been overthrown. For in fub\et~lingtheLaw to his good 
liking, andhimfelf to his particular defires, there is not any kjnd of m'tfery andmifchief, 
that hath not overthrown our City 5 fo that his Succefors have imployed themfehes to the . 
uttermoft, and with a certain emulation, to abolifh the Laws of our Countrey ', ft riving 1, 
which of them might deprive our Commonweal of her Noble fl Citizens-. For that they > 
have made their account, that their fecurity confified in communicating their fecrets with 
fuch as were bafe and abjeel ; abafing, not only the great Courages, of thofe men, who were 
famous for their Mobility and Virtue 5 but alfo by murthering a great number of them by all 
forts of Punipments : Andwhilft all of them endeavoured to beabfolute in their Command, 
they made it their bufmefs to opprefs the Commonwealth. 

But amongft all the reft, Cams who this day hathlofl the benefit of life, hath wrought 
greater mifchiefs himfelf alone, than any other, by difcharginghis brutift) and ieaftly math, 
not only againft the Common Citizens, but alfo- againft his own Parents and Friends de- 
meaning himfelf alike towards all men; and manifesting his injuflice, in that he pufiied™ 
them mofl, who were mofl innocent and by this means grew hateful, not only to men, but 
alfo to the Immortal Gods, For it is not enough for Tyrants to fat isfie their Concupifecnce, 
toufe all forts of Injuries, toravifhboth mens Wealth and their Wives } but alfo^ they glo- 
ry, when they may utterly ruine both their Fortunes and Families, who are their' enemies. 
For all Liberty is oppifed againft Tyranny, and it is impoffible {notwithflanding all the mi- 
series that may be imagined or offered ) that Freemen (hould agree with Tyrants, how lit- 
tle timefoever 1 it .be that they have exercifi'd their Tyranm. . 7 hey alfo know too well, with 
how many mifchiefs they have entangled their Subjetts {although they have not the fpirits to 
revenge themfehes of thofe wrongs that are done unto them) and being well affured into ^ 
what incumbrances they have drawn them, perfwade themfehes, that they have but one ow 
I)' means left them to fecure themfehes from fufpitions, and to procure their own fiiurity; 
AnExortatiJ which is, to put them to death, if ' they may pofftbly < do it. Since therefore at this tin* 
on to maintain y 0H are delivered from fomanv mifchiefs, and are no more fubjecl, except to one another 
Llberty ' {which is a Pledge of Concord for the prefent, and of fecurity in time to come, and Glory 
unto him that hath redreffed the ttftate) you fl>all deal ver y well and wifely in my opinion, 
to provide for the Commonweal, forefeeing very diligently, all that which concerneth the 
, good and profit thereof. It is free for any man to fpeak his opinion of that which dtfpleafeth 
him, for that there is no Superiour to countermand their fiayings, or that is exempt from 
reproof, if he offend againft the Commonweal, or that miy threaten with. the Authority efQ 
an Emperor, for that fhall be faid. For what elfe, in theft; later times, hath increafea 
and furthered our overtopping Tyranny, thatt their flothful fear, who durfl in no wife oMfe

Thus fpake Sentius, and his advice was entertained with great; applaufc, not only by 
the Senators, but the Knights alfo that, were there prefent. Whereupon, a ^enfltor, cal- 
led Trebellius Maximus arofe^ and ftepping to him, pulled oft the Rjng which Sentius 
had on his finger, wherein was inchafed a Stone with Caius'sVidiurci hi it,! which Sew 
tius hadforgot to pull off'} fo iptcnt was he about that which he both faid and did.} 
£and by this meanuhe engraved ( Image was broken. Now* in regard it was late, .. 67w- 
teat demanded the Watch Ward from the Confu| ;, who gave him jhe wfrri, Liberty. re 
They were all aftoriifhed at his charge, and could fcarccly believe that which happened wSi-woni 
For fince the Popular Government had been aboliflied, theConfuls had never given auhcConfub 
the Watch-word, until that prefent time: For before the City was, opprefled by Yy- lmdf - 
ranny 9 the Confute commanded the Souldiers. After that Ch<ereas, hacl, received. , the 
Word, he gave it his Souldiers, who fubferibed to the Senates. Authority: Of thefe 
there were about four Companies, which preferred the Lawiii} Government before a 
Tyranny j who alfo, retired themfelves to their Oncers.. As for thejl'edple, they re- 
turned to their refpeftive homes, fu|l of, joy, hope apd courage, for that they had re- 
D gained the Government of the State, which belonged unto them^anc,! not , to any par.t i > 
cular Government. In a word,Chccreas was tl]e|iippl ( y hope; He forcing : thax there 
would fomemhehief follow, il ea's Wife and f Daughter fliould remain alive $ and 
that if all his Friends anc}. Family .jhoiild not be, utterly extinguifyed, all thofe who 
Ihould be fpared, would ferve to ho other end.^t to the Ruin of, the Commonweal, 
and'the Laws : And on the other fide, defying to /jee an end of that which he had be- 
gun, and to fatjsfie that hatred he had conceived agaiott Cains i.Me knt Julius Lupus, chtrM , fcnd „ 
one of the Captains of the Guard, to kill both his Wife and Daughter , which be did. cdi Jut™ /.«- 
And the caufe why he gave this charge chiefly to Lupus, was, for. thtt Lupus was Cle- Kw£S'' 
«jm/s Kinfman, who was a Confederate ip i the Execution qf Caius ,i jtq , the en^ that vL^va. 
E partaking after this manner in the death oi'the Ty^^^ niight, peikppwn tp hi ve dealt 
as forwardly for the Common- weal, as if, from thci beginning, I19 had b*en a CounfelJer 
and Agent in the Confpiracy. Notwithflanding there were fome of liis. Companions of 
that opinion, that it flhould be buta cruelty to deal with a Woman in that fort, lor that 
Cuius had offended through the corruption of his own .Nature, and not by the counfel 
of his Wife 5 and that all thofe evils which, he committed in the Comraonweal, by de- 
folating the Flower thereof, was his own offence, not hers. 

There were others t;hat accufed her to be the jqaufc of aJJ that which. Caius had com- 
mitted s alledging that Ihe had given him an Amorous Drink, by, which he was ti- 
ed and entangled in fuch fort unto her, and fo led and tranfyor ted by her love, that 
p Ihe governed all that which concerned the Eftate of Rome, and the World fubjecTr to 
Rome : But her Defenders prevailed nothing. For at, length it was relofved the fhould 
lofe her life. ' , ,, ; 

To finilh this Tragedy Lupus wasdifpatcht.who loft no time jr» t{ie accomplishment 
of their intent who had fent him, for fear he might have been blamed, and accounted * 
but coldly afieAionate towards the good of the Common-^ cal . "therefore, as fooh as 
he came into the Palace, he found Cafitiia. Caw? Widow, lyingby the body of her 
murthered Husband, deftitu.t.e of all that.whicb the La,w gr,atifteth ; ^hofe that are dead 
with ^altogether bloody, and greatly affiled y having her ,Daugfcr lyiqg by her. : cafmaacm- 
being in this condition, (he was heard tp utt,er no othefr, wprds, but that 1 (he ' blamed fetb camM

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>*J\>? Murthers which he excrcifed agairifl: his Citizens 5 and that in his Government, he u 
mffS>^ ^ouli ufei tempered mcafure with virtue, for fear; left his Subjefts mhliking ol his 
thrift mariners, Ihould fcek his deftruftion. Others took it, as if (he had encouraged Caius 
^v<yMj.^ 0 fet upon the Cbnfpirators, arid kill them without any delay; yea, before they Had 
^^y*** committed any offence, and by that means provide for his fecurity. They therefore 
faid, -that Cafitiia- blamed Cains, for that he had behaved himfelf too carelefly, in that 
wherein (he had couofelled him. Such were the words which CtfonU fpake, and fuch 
was the expofition, as divers men interpreted them. 

She feeing Lupus coming, (hewed him Cains body, and prayed him with tears and 
complaints to come nearer : But perceiving that hd'rhade ho arifwer, then (he knew the 
caufe of his arrival, and offered her naked throat urito him with a great courage, ufwg 
fuch expreffions as they ordinarily dp, who defpair of their lives ; fhe defiririg him to I 
defer no longer to finilh that Tragedy Which his Companions had begun 5 and fo died 
couragioufly by the hand of Lupus: and after her, was her Daughter killed, which 
was very young. This did Lupus attarc Chareas of with all expedition. This was Caws 
<-,uku wick- end, after he had reigned four years wanting four months. Before fucli time as he ob- 
cd man. tained the Empire, he was art intemperate and wicked man, and addifted to his plea- 
fure^ a favourer of Tale-bearers, exceeding fearful; and for that caufe, when he got 
the upper hand of any man, he was ready to kill him. He efteemed this the only fruit 
ofhis power, to abufe it againft Innocents; and t'o gather and heapup great .Spoils and 
Booties, by wicked and unju'ft Murthers, Rapines ar>d Opprefhons$ lilting himfejt a- 
bove all Humane Authority, and affecYing to be efteemed as a God, fuffering himfelf K 
to be tranfported by the peoples Praifesj All that which the Law condemned and 
punifhed as a thing moftdetcftable. that made he ufeof to punifh Virtue with. He no 
ver remembred any friendmip that had been done him, how great foever it either was 
or had been,when he was in his paflion ; and was apt to inflict punifhmcnti in his rage 
Crtw given o. on juft and upright men. All that which was anfwerable to Virtue, was odious in his 
vcr w luft. C y es , n a ii things that pleafed him, he had fo violent appetites, that it was impoffi. 

ble tocontradift him ; fo that he was not afhamed to ufe the unlawful company of his 
own Sifter: whereby it came to pals, that the Citizens ottiome began to hate him ex- 
treamly, for that the like Had not been feen or heard of : of a long time men could not 
believe it, notwithftahding they fufficiently exprefled the hatred they bare againfhhe L 
fad he had committed. It cannot be faid of him, that he builded any work bejeeming 
GuwbuMed his Royal Magnificence, worthy the mentioning; or profitable , either to the prefent or 
a Heaven. f uture World $ except fome Ports that he made near to Rhegium and Sicilia, for Har- 
bour of fuch Ships as came and went into Egypt for Corn ; which doubtlefs,is aftately 
work* and very profitable for fuch as travel by Sea. True it is, that it was not brought 
to perfection, but only half finifhed,becaufe the Work men wrought flowly. But The 
chiefeaufe thereof was, that he (pent his ftudy in unprofitable matters, and loved ra- 
ther to confume hisSubflance, to feed his own private Lulls, wherein he took great de- 
light, than to ere&and build any goodly and famous Work, which might have re- 
cmt an cs- dounded to the profit of the Common-weal. Qther wife, he was an eloquent man,and M 
ceiient ora. very expert in the Greek and Vulgar Roman Tongues, apprehending prefemly that 
tor ' which others faid ; and although they had been tedious in their exprelfions, yet he 

anfwered them in aninftant ,and in Affairs of Confequence, had fuch a moving per- 
fwafion and power, that no man could exceed him, both in regard of his quick Wit, 
and eafie apprehenfion,becaufehe hid taken pains, and had exercifed himfelf in Learn- 
ing. For being' Ti farm's Brother's Son, whofe Succeflbur he alfo was, he was enforced 
to be ftudious; feeing' that Tiberius, who was of the fame years, was in likeWnher ex- 
cellently learned. Cairn therefore enforced himfelf to imitate the 'Emperor Tilerius, 
whofe near Kinf-man he was; and furpafled all thofe that were in Rome at that rime: N 
Yet, notwithftanding all thefe great advantages, which his good inftrmftion; had bred 
in him, could not hinder the misfortune that bdell him, by theabufe of his Authority. 
Sorare a thing;it is to fee them who have liberty, to do what they fift without panifhr 
ment, to govern themfelves with modefty. In the beginning be took- delight in the 
friendlhip of very honeft nfen, to get credit and reputation, thinking to butftrip the 
\ moft excellent : but after he was given over to licentiqufnefs, the affection that lie bare 
them was changed 5 and inftead thereof, he grew more averfe from them daily ; where- 
by they were erif6rced to confpire againft him, and feek his ruine. 
ff«ih & R«f< Now as 1 ** ave heretofore declared, Claudius underfiaridirig of that whicl? ' .had be- 
fiim'shif. i- fallen Cains Ins Nephew, and feeing all hU : hou$ wholly ^troubled for this Qccafibn, q 
was in fuch diftrefs, that he knew not what to do toldve himfelf^ but went, and liid

m that they tuppofed that Upon juft occafion he was put to c^ath, for which caufe they 
ratjier bethought themfelves on that which concerned their fdrtunes, dnd how they 

B might aifure themfelves in thofe dangers,feeing the Germaris we're, wholly bent againft 
thofe who had. killed Cat**;- rather incited thereunto of their own cruel natures than 
of any good afteaions they hadtowardsthe welfare of the Common-weal. All which 
things troubled C/W/«/,and put him in fear of his life,the rather for that he faw^/W- 
w head, and the reft of the Nobility that were mafTacred, carried about to befeen ; 
for this caufe he kept himfelf in a certain place, which was only acceflihle by 
certain fteps or flairs, and hid himfelf therein, becaufcJt was obfeure. In thae place one 
of the Souldiers of the Palace called Grams, being unable to difcern who he was ! in re- 
gard ofthe obfcurity of the place, and fuppofing him to be fome one that defired to be 
concealed, he drew, near unto him, to thetintent he might the better know him • And 

c when Claudius befought him, that he would depart and leave him, he pahed the more 
onwards, and laying hold of him, and drawing him into the light, knew him ; crying 
out to thofe that followed him; This is Qemanhns, let us take ho|d of him, and create 
lum Emperor. .Claudius perceiving that he was ready to be attach ? d, and fearing left 
they ihould put him to death as they had done CW,' befbught them that they would 
pardon him, protefting unto them his innocency, and how he bad no ways been either 
accdiary or agent in that which had been done. Whereupon G™/*/ beginning to fmile 
took him by the hand, faying, that he had no caufe to fufpeft his life : " For (faid he)' 
Jt behoveth thee to roufe up thy fpirits, and to bethink thee how to govern an Em- 
' ptre, of which the gods (who have the care ofthe whole World) have deprived Caius 
D . 10 r £ ward thv virtue w " h - A rife therefore,and take pofTeffion Ofthe Throne of thine 
Anceftors. This faid, he lifted him on his fhoulders, for that Claudius could not walk 
hTiri Ugh the fear and ^ oy that he had conceived of tha c which had been told 

Upon thefe fpeeches, divers of the Souldiersof the Guard aflembled abtiut Gratus 
and perceiving that it was Claudius, whom they luppofed to be dragged to his death' 
they had companion of him as on an innocent*, for thatrhey knew him to be a mar! 
ot a mild nature, who all the time of his life intermedled with nothing, and who in 
like fort .had been often in great danger during Caius life. There were others of them 
that laid, that the judgment of this matter belonged to the Confuls : Whereupon 
E although a great number of Souldiers flocked about him, and the Ample people that C ' a "tV •„ 
were unarmed fled Irom them ; yet could not Claudius go on his way ; fLeak and 
feeble felt he himfelf in his whole body. It fortuned Jikewife, that they who carried theEm P"e- 
Ins litter, Perceiving his plight, fled away for fear, and left him, fo little hope had 
they that their Mafter fhould cfcape with his life, whom they faw to be thus (Irawn 
by the SouJdiers. Now when Gratus and his alTociates were arrived in the Court 
o» the Palace, which (as it is reported ) is the place which was firft of all inhabited 
in Rome, they began to think upon that which was to be done: thither alfo there 
locked a great number of other Souldiers unto them, who took pleafiire to behold T / ie , r

« ranny , now willingly to be drawn to oppofe himfelf againft his Countrey. That it 
" he would obey them, and continue to exprefs the virtue and conftancy of his Life, 
" which in times paft he led with commendation,he fhould obtain thole Honors which 
<< free Citizens could afford him, and in fuffering himfelf to be governed by Laws, to K 
« the end he might have part in the command, and to be commanded in his turn, he 
" fhould obtain the praife of virtue. That if he would not be diffwaded by the death 
« of Cains, which was frefh in memory, for their own parts they would hinder his 
"proceedings as much as in them lay. They alfo alledged, that they were 
" provided with Souldiers, andftoreof Armour, and a great number of domeftick 
"fervants, all which they would employ againft him : But over and above thefe 
" things, they had far greater helps, namely, their hope, and good fortune, and 
« c the gods, who were wont to fight for thofewho maintain virtue and goodnels. 
1 ' They folemnly protefted alfo for their own parts, that they were of that mind, that 
' ' there was nothing more honeft and juft, than to fight for their Liberty and Countrey. L 
The Embafladours that brought this meflage were Vtrmius and Broccus, who both of 
them were Tribunes of the People. They proftratingthemfelves on their knees before 
him,humbly befought him,that he would not engage the Commonweal in a CivilWar. 
And feeing that Claudius was inclofed with a great number of Souldiers, in refpett of 
whom the Confuls were of no force,they befought him, that it would pleafe him to de- 
mand the Government at the Senates hands, and receive it from rhem if he were revi- 
ved to be Emperor ; for that it would be an aft more holy, and juft, if he fhould 
obtain the fame with their good will, and not in defpight of thofe, who would vouch- 
fafe it him willingly.

CHAP. V. 

JQng Agrippa encouraged Claudius to accept of the Empire. The Souldiers, who had 
ken for the Senate, forfake it, whether Chaereas would or not, and joyn with thoje 
that had [worn to Claudius. So Claudius becometh Majler, and condemns Chsereas 
to die; He fujfers with a wonderful Conftancy . ^WSabinus, who had been one 
of the chiefejl of the Confpiracy^ killeth himfelf. 

, ... ,„ A Lthough Claudius knew with what preemption the Senate had fent this ^ 
nSf'lo jive /\ Embaflage, yet he modeftly entertains the fame. for the prefent. But fur> 
over the Big- po fi ng t h at it flood very little with his fecurity to commit himfelf to their trult, and 
offered 1,™ being enqou raged by the exhortation of the Souldiers, whopromifed him their ut- 
net, &R U f- moft endeavour, and by the incitationofKing^r^/*, he determined by no means 
* h «t< 4- t o let the Sovereignty flip out of his hands, in that it was fo willingly and freely be- 
3 ' flowed on him when he thought leaft on it. After that Jgrippa had performed all 

thofe duties unto Caius which were requifite for fuch an one as had been by him advan. 
ced to Honour, and having taken his body and laid it in a litter, he brought him out 
before the Souldiers of his Guard, and affured them that Caius was yet alive, and tor 
that he found himfelf fick of thofe wounds that he had received, he fent to leek tor 
Phyficians. But afterwards undemanding that Claudius was taken by the Souldiers, 
thruft 10 much,that he got himfelf paflageunto him,whom he found altogetherdaunted. 
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A and ready to furrender all things into the Senates hands ; and encouraged him, to r^/v-^l 
take upon him the Government of the Empire, which the Souldiers had offered him. "wJd\^l 
Which done he departed, and was fuddenly fent for by the Senate, whither he refort after 'thrift 
cd altogether perfumed, as if he were returned from fbme Banquet, and had known J^^v^S 
nothingof that which had happened: Hetherefore asked the Senators, wbatwasbe- cw/w _ con- 
come of Claudius, who told him of the truth ; and befides that, required him to give fXhftiom by 
them his opinion and counfel, touching the prefent Affairs :" His anfwer was, That he, j gr ip pa . 
" was ready to adventure his life in the behalf of the Senate : Yet-, by the way he told 
" them, that they ought to have an cfpecial regard of the Common- weal, rather than 
" all the pleafure they could pretend ; and that they who would be Lords of an Em- 

B " pire, had need of Arms and men to maintain themfelves, left being weak and un- 
" provided, they fliould be deceived in their expectations* The Senate replied, That 
" they had great ftore of Furniture, and that they would contribute money > that 
" they had good ftore of Souldiers^ to whom they would add their Slaves, and give 
"them liberty. But Agrippa replied, Would God, Grave Fathers, that you were a- S^sfmte 
"ble to perform the matters you intend; yet will I not fear to difcover that unto hisopinion. 
*' you, which concerneth you nearly. You know well, that the Army that is with 
" Claudius, conliftethof fuch men, who have been long time trained up in Feats of 
" Arms, and that thofe that are to fight on your fide, arc but men gathered together » 
"and fuch as you joyn with, are the very fcum of your Slaves, who are both 

q " untraceable and untrained.Wefhall therefore enter fight againft expert Souldiers,and 
" commit our i ort unes to fuch men as fcarcely know how to draw their Swords : I ra. 
" ther think it fit that we fend unto Claudius fuch men, as may perfwade him to give 
H over the Empire. And to perform this MelTagc, behold my ielf in a readinefs to be 
" commanded by you. 

To this effect fpake Agrippa ; and hereunto the Senators agreed, and fent him to ^ 
Clattdw, appointing him others to accompany him. As fbon as he came to Claudius, fame others,!? 
he fecretly difcovered unto him in what perplexity the Senate was, and gave him in- J™ t0 c/a « m 
ftruftions to anfwer and carry himfelf like an Emperour, and to fhew his Dignity and c /w«»*j an* 
Power. Whereupon Claudius gave the Ambafladours this anfwer ; £< That he won- Aver to the 

D "died not that the Senate were fo unwilling to be commanded by a Sovereign; in Amban ' adorJ - 
" regard of that cruelty which the fore paffed Emperours had ufed to their dcftru&i- 
" on. But for the prefent they fliould tafte of his mercy, and feel his moderate 
" Rule ;and they fhould live under the Government of fuch an one, who although in 
" name he had the Imperial Authority, yet that in eft'eft he would govern all things 
" by their di pofinon. For which caufe, he wiflied them in no fort to diftruft him, 
"whom, as they themfelves could witnefs, they hadfeenand known to have dealt 
" virtuoufly and jnftjy in many Affairs, although the ftate of times had been far 
" different. Thofe that were fent from the Senate hearing thefe words, returned back 
again. But Claudius inftantly affemblcd his Army, and exacled an Oath of Fidelity The Smildierr 

E from them; bellowing on every one of them who were of his Guard in way of Largefs, o«h taken, 
five thoufand Drachma's, amounting to fbme twenty five Pound a man,of our fterling 
money. He prefented their Captains alfo with Prefents anfwerable to their Qualitie*, 
promifing to perform no lefs bounty to all the reft, in what place foever they were. 
Hereupon the Confu!s affembled the Senate in the Temple of Jupiter the Victorious, 
before day, and fbme of them hid themfelves through the fear they had of that which 
fhould be fpoken : Others departed out of the City, and reforted to their Countrey 
Farms, forefeeing with themfelves the iflue of all thefe things ; and perceiving that 
their hope of Liberty was loft, they thought it far better for them to be exempt from 
danger, and to pais their life in quietnefs, though it were with Subjection, thantobe 

p altogether uncertain of their fecurity and fafety, by maintaining the Dignity of the Se- 
nators : Yet, about a hundred of them drew thcmlelves together, and no more. Now 
whilftthey were confuting upon that which they were to do, they fuddenly heard a The Souldiers 
fhout of Souldiers that werealtemL led round about them, requiring the Senate to chufe squire a m<* 
them an Emperour, and not to fufTer their State to be loft through a multitude of Go- Senateshands. 
vernours ; and to this effect fpake they, left the Government fhould be given to divers, 
and not to one. This courfe of theirs gave little content to the Senators, both in re-, 
gardof the lofs of that liberty which they expected, as through the good liking they 
had of Claud/us ; notwithftanding, there were fbme that pretended fome hope to be Someaffea 
advanced, both in refpect of the Nobility of their Race, as in regard of their Alliance. theEm P ir<J - 

G that they had by Marriage with the Cafars, For, Marcus Minucianus, ( a.man of himfelf 
of Noble defcent, and who had married Julia, Caius's Sifter, ftood up t;o demand thq 
Sovereign Government ; but the Confuls reftrained him, alledging excufe upon excufej

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r%yv^n Another, Mlmtiams alfo* one of Caius\ Tutors, withdrew Valerius Aftaticm rfrom H 
Si£*£f thinking on thofe things: And there had happened as great a daughter as had ever 
3? 'ci/$ been heard of, had any of thefe had the liberty to defire the Empire, or oppofe them- 
fatMty, 4} . felvesaeainftC/W/w For amongft others, the Fencers, who were of no (mall number, 
^ ^ ^ they of the Watch, and the Saylers, joined themfelves together with the Army. They 
therefore, that pretended todemand the Empire, gave over their Suit, partly in the 
Cities behalf, partly from their own private (ecurity. 

About break of day Cbareat and his Companions went forth to debate the matter 
with the Souldiers; and made fignstothem, that he would (peak with them, but 
they made a great noife to cut them off from proceeding any farther, for all of them 
wereearneftly bent to have an Emperour and Sovereign Lord ; and required with all I 
expedition, that they might have one proclaimed and known. So the Senate under- 
flood, by the Souldiers difdaining its Authority, that it was impoflible to rceftablifh 
theRepublick; and on the other fide, the Souldiers mifregarding fo worthy an Af- 
fembly, wasunfufferable to Chare as and his Confederates againft Caius. At length, 
Chtreas being unable to conceal his Paffion, and hearing that they asked for a Mo- 
narch, promifed that he would give them one, if they would bring him a Token 
from Eutychus, who was the Wagoner to the Green Band, whom Cains had loved 
extreamly ; infomuch as he employed his Souldiers in fervile Labours, as to build 
him Stables for his Horfes, befidesfeveral other reproaches, threatning them that he 
would bring them C/W/Wshead; and told them that it was a lhame, after having K 
taken the Empire from a Fool and a Mad-man, to give it to a Block-head. Yet none 
The Souldiers of thefe wqrefs could divert them from their purpofe but all of them drew their 
withdifphyed Swords, and with difplayed Colours, marched towards Claudius, to unite themfelves 
J; n ECr r with thole, who had already bound themfelves by an Oath, tofervehim faithful- 
ly. So that the Senate was abandoned, and deftitute of all defence; and there was 
no difference betwixt private men andConfuls. All of them were aftonifhed and 
confufed, not knowing what to do, becaufe they had thus provoked Claudius's dif- 
plealure againft them. And now fell they to reviling one another, in teftimony of 
the repentance they conceived for their proceedings. Whereupon S&binm, one of 
thofewhohad murthered Cww, arofe, andprotefted, that he would foonercuthis L 
sabims nther own throat, than content to the eftablifhment of Claudius, or behold with his eyes, 
£ Tt? allow the mifery and thraldom of his Countrey: He likewife ; encouraged Choreas ; telling 
a( ciaiidiur, him that he deferved very little by cutting off Caius, if he thought to live without 
the liberty of his Countrey. To which he anlwered, That he made no account of 
his life ; yet that he intended to found Claudius's mind, and with this refolution they 
concluded. Mean while fome of the Senators thought on every fide to break through 
ft/SrS" the mtdft and thickeft of the Souldiers, to go and do reverence and homage to Clau- 
with others' dins : Amongft whom was Q^Pompeius one of the Confuls, whom the Souldiers accu- 
refort to ciau- f ec j t0 ^ one of the principal Aftors to incite the Senate to recover their Liberty ; 

and they drew their Swords againft him ; and if Claudius had not reftrained them, M 
they had furely difpatched him : But he made him fit down by him, and by that 
means delivered him from the danger. The other Senators, who accompanied him, 
were not entertained thus honourably ; but fome of them were wounded, even then 
when they prefled forth to falute Claudius : Apomus retired himfelf fore wounded, 
and the reft were in great danger to lofe their lives But King Agrippa drawing near 
cimtdiu, is unto Claudius ; defired him to ufeas much lenity as was poffible in him towards the 
pervaded by g e0ators . f or tnat \{ anv mifchief fhould betide them, he {hould have no other per- 
Sena- ions to command. To the which Counfel of his Claudius gave place, and aflembted 
tors more ttt $ Senate in the Palace, caufing himlelf to be carried thorough the City in the com- 
miIdIy ' pany of his Souldiers, who marcned before him, keeping back the common people. N 
But amongft thofe that killed Caius,Ch*reas and Sabinus were come out into the ftreets, 
rtotwithftanding they were forbidden by Pollio, whom not long before Claudm had 
made Captain of his Guard. And as foon as Claudius came into the Palace, whither 
he aflembled his friends, he pronounced fentence againft Choreas. For although 
his acliort was accounted both generous and noble, vet he was condemned for this, be- 
caufe he was perfidious ; whereupon he was adjudged to die, to give example too- 
thers, to the en^that Princes and Emperours may hereafter live in fafety. He was 
therefore led to his death with Lupus, and divers other Romans. It is laid of Chtreaf , 
thofe that that he endured this accident with a great courage, which be expreffed, not only in 
Saw ex. tnat ne changed not his countenance, but alfo by the reproaches which he gave Lupus, 
ecuted. * who wept.For: \Mert Lupus was putting off his Cloaths,and complained of the cold that 
he felt,he taunted Um thus,alluding to nis name,which wasL»/wr;That never any cold 
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A did harm to a Wolf. Furthermore, when he came to the place of Execution, where r**^^ 
a great number of people were gathered together to behold the fpeaacle, he asked t^T' 1 ' ,l:e 
the Souldier that was appointed to behead him, if he were a cunning headf man, and 
w hetfcer he had a new Sword ; wifhing him to ufe that wherewith he murthered 
His death was happy, for he received but one ftroke ; whereas Lufm was faint- hearted 
and received divers, becaufe he ftretched not out his neck freely. Some few days af- 
ter, at fuch time as the Romans fblemnized their Kxpiations, and that every one ho- 
noured the memory of his dear Friend, they gaveCVforaw a part of that honour, and 
caft his portion into the fire ; faying, That was to deface and purge their ingratitude 
whereof they were guilty towards him. Thus ended Choreas his life. But for A'^ww, 

B although Claudius had not only abfolved him, but alfo fuffered him tOexercife his Of- 
fice, as he had done before ; yet he thought that he fhould do amifs, and againfl- Ju~ ^<>«kii- . 
ftice, if hefalfified his Faith to his Aflbciates and Confederates; for which caufe he kth ,,im11 ^ 
fhortned his own days, thrufting his Sword through his own body, to the very hilts. 



CHAP. IV. 



Claudius the Emperor confirmeth Agrippa in his /(jngddm, adding Judaea 1 WSa mi- 
C ria thereunto : He giveth the Kingdom of Chalcis to Herod, 'Agrippa'* Brother : 
and makttb Editfs in favour of the 'Jews. 

ONe of the firft things that Claudius did after his eftablifhment in the Empire, was 
to disband thofe Souldiers whom he fufpecTed; and publifhed an Edift,by which l I Jh f R " f ' 
he confirmed the Kingdom to Agrippa, that Cains had given him, accompanying his jZ'^T 
bounty with many Praifes ; adding moreover unto his Government all that which his a, ""' m e ,v - 
Grandfather had poflefled ; to wit, Judea and Samaria, which in that they were as one tlil'PIm , 
Lawfullnhentance,appertaining unto him.He gave himalfo out ofhisownDominions, "**'™\ Zfa 
Jbcla find all theCountry about Libantis, that in times part appertained to LyJani.ts.AnA Couu " 
D hecaufedthe Alliance that was pafs'd betwixt them, to be engraven and regifl red in an 

open place of the City of Rome. He took from Antiochus the Kingdom that he had,and k1,, b ofew 
gave him in exchange a portion of Celicia and Comagem, He fet Alexander Lyfimachus X„,,, 
AUbarch* at liberty, who had been his old Friend, and fometimesGovernour in Ar*. 
bin, and once his Mother Antonia's Steward ; who had been committed Prifbner Akhnrt,,a - 
through Caius s difpleafure, and efpoufed Btrnice, Agrippah Daughter, to his Son 
Marcus ; which after the death of Marcus, who died before he was married, was after- 
wards mp rried with her Father Agrippa* allowance, to Herod his Brother, for whom A- „ 
£/v/^ begg (I of Clutdius the Kingdom of Chalcis. At that very time, the Jews that SslL 
were in the City of Alexandria, mutined againft the Greeks ; For after Cainsh death tlm cre;,teJ 
E the Nation of the Jews which had been opprelTed during his Reign, and ini'uriouflv' chaU 
dealt withal by the Alexandrines, recovered their former courage. For which caufe Surfon m 
Claudius gave Commiffion to the Governour of /Egypt, to pacifis and appeafe that Up- f'**?*", 
roar. He lent alfo his l etters Patents into Alexandria and Syria,' at the rcqueft of the Skfand 
twn k,nfr * J ' W, to this efrea : * * Jews.

which the ancient and firjl Alexandrinet have had'. Which Favours they h ive obtained by 
the Leave of thofe Princes that were our Predecejfors, as it hath been plainly made known 
F ,untous, as well by Letters which have been written unto us, as by confirmed Decrees: And 
that [wee Alexandria hath been united to our Empire by Caefar Auguftus, their Priviledges 
heve continued in force during the fever al fuccrfltons of many of our Governour s; which 
Rtghts of theirs have never been called in que jlion, no not in that time when Aquilanw 
Governour in Alexandria Since in like fort Caefar Auguftus hath not letted thm, but 
when the Governour of their Nation was dead, they might eft ablijh other Sdftitutes and 
Governour s in his place ; commanding that all of them /hould yield him obedience in obfer- 
vatton of their Laws and Cuftoms, without conftraint or impulfton to do any thing contra- 
ry to thetr Religion. Tet notwithflanding, the Alexandrines have mutined againft the 
jews, betng in the City of Alexandria, in the time of 'the Emperour Caius, by reafon of the 
My and frenzy of Caius, who difgractd andoppreffed the Nation of the Jews, betattfe 
ur/jj m> violnte thetr Religion, nor acknowledge thefaid Caius for a God. Our 
n (Hand Pkafureis, Thatnooneof the Priviledges of the Nation of thejews be abolifhed by 
Y y j " reafon 
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reafon of Qwtfs frenzy \ hut my mind is to maintain thofe which heretofore have been H 
siven them, to the end they may continue and live according to their ancient Laws and 
Cuftoms: Commanding you and every one of yon very carefully to provide, that after the 
pnblicatm of this o»\ Ordinance, they he no ways troubled. This was the Tenour of 
that Ordinance which was made in favour of the Jews in Alexandria. 

But that which was generally made in favour of thofe, who were dilperled thorough 
the whole World, was to this effect : Tiberius Claudius Caster Auguftus Germamcus, 
Hkh Prhjl, Father of the people, elected Conful the fecondttme ) fignifieth that whiehtn- 
fueth. Our well-kloved Friends, the Kjngi y Agrippa and Herod , have required us, that 
we will permit all thoft Jews that live udder the Roman Empire, to afe the fame Laws and 
Privileges which they have ufed heretofore, as we have granted to the Jews that dwell tn A- * 
lexandria. Which fmt of theirs we have willingly granted ; not only in favour of thoje 
that require the fame, hut alfo for that I think them worthy of fuch a f amour j for wh< m I 
have been intreatti, in ward of the fidglUy and friendjkip they have always exprefltd to- 
wards the Romans. My pleafure therefore is, that no City, either Grecian or otkrwife, 
{hall deny any privi ledge, from whence they fball be excluded; for that fince the Emperonr 
Auguftus, they have never been exempted from them. It ftandtth with reafon thenfore, 
that henceforth the Jews that live under our Empire, of what place foevt r tky be, mtyd- 
ferve their ancient Cujloms without any contradiction : giving them to under (l.wd, that 
hereafter they, ufe our Clemency fo much the more moderately , without neglecting the Re- 
ligion of other Nations, in retaining their own. And our will is, 1 hat this present Or- & 
dinance be publ/fhed by the Magi fir ates of Cities, Colonies and Countreys of Italy, and 
befent unto lQngs and Foreign Princes, by ft Ambaffadours, within thirty days at the leaft, 
to the end that they fjjouldbein fuch fort fetup^, that they may be feen and read by alkthofi 
that paf shy.

BY thefe. Edifts.of Claudius Cafar,. which.he fentboth to- Alexandria^ andiother 
paxtsof the, WorJd,, it plainly appeareth how well affe&jd he was towards the 
into his Ring- Nation of the. Jews,. Aridiprefentty, after this, after he had dignified Agrippa with alii 
dom kinds of Honour, he fenthimback.into.bis Kingdom, to govern the fame.; command^ 

ing all his Prefuients and Lieutenants in his Provinces, through which he was topafs, 
to give him a friendly and honourable Convoy. But he, having wifely and happily, 
difpatched his Affairs, returned in all hafte. Aslbonas he came to Jfmfalem,Meoh ^ 
fered his Sacrifices of thankfgiving which he had vowed, withoutfomittingany thing 
that was commanded by, the Law. He caufed alio divers Nazarites- to cut oft' their 
jxrippa hang, hair, and offered, in. Gift that Chain of Gold that Cains had given him; which was of 
eth up his t he lame weight the Iron Chain was of, wherewith his Royalhands were manacled^ in 
SSheTrelT memory, of the Adverfity he had paft.andthe.Teftimonyof theexchange thereofinto 
fmy cLmSr better Fortune ; commanding that: it« fliould be. hanged up in the Temple, and.over. 
intheTempie. the Chamber of theTreafury, to teftifie. unto thofe that mould b*hola< it, that the. 

higheft Eftates are fubjedlto alterations 4, and that God can raife men again,, from Ob* 
fcurity, to happy Fortune. For this Cbainthat hanged.in the Temple, . beingxonfe* 
crated to God, ' manifeftly expreued.unto all men,. that King Agrippa. was upon a very, ^ 
finall oecafion deprived of his former Dignity, and-, made. Prifoneri, and thenaJittla 
while after that, hebeing delivered from his Bonds, wasraifed and exalted. to.a fa«> 
mous Kingdom s to fignifie. thereby, thatHumane Affairsare of that Jiature; that that' 
which is the greateft, may heeafily overthrown ; and that which is declining*, may. 
recover again .its ancient Honour and Dignity. When therefore ^^chad 'duel^' 
simm the Son and devoutly acknowledged-God's mercies, he depoled the High &tk(t<TheophiJus the* 
* of Bott^nf Son of Antms ; and beftowed that Honour on Simon fiirmmadCanthara^ >the Son of - 
ft£s mom. Boethits. This Simm had two Brothers, and Boethus was their Father, . whofo D'augh- 
mdit & Rtf. ter. had been married to King Merody as heretofore it- hath been mentioned^ Simw 
fmt, chap. 6. held .the Prwfthood, with his Brethren and his Father, as the three Sons of Simons ^

have.declaxed in ourformet vBopks^ After the King^had given order for the\Priefthood, 
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A he thought good to recompence the gdodaffeftidn that they of Jerufilem had born Uri- 

to him ; for which caiife^ he acduitted them of thofe Tributes that cVery Friniily paid wU!*P\ 
knowing that it became him to liiew klndnels unto them, WHd had btferi falthfiil anil "A" ' c£S; 
M'ell affeftad tbwards him. He created Silas, who liad been his CohlparJidn In rti^riy 
dangers,Generalof all his Army. Not lorig after, certain young men that were Dbritei wmt£~' 
under the colour of conftancy in cafe of Religion, whoalfohaddaiiy exprefTed thefatnb K fht,le 
in their aftions and unbridled rafhnefs, brought the Image of Cafar into the Temple of thofeof Z«

prove extrtam ungrattftd to his Memory. Claudius the Emperour fends Fadus to 
be Governonr of Judea, bee ait fe of Agrippa'j Minority. 

QlLs being made General over the King's Army, and for that he had always been 
ntJio &R«f- r) faithful unto him, and had never forlaken him in any danger that was offered, K 
fin*, ch«p. 7. wi t i 10Ut partaking the utmoft extremity ; but had always adventured on the greateft 
muchveviving dangers, in refpett of his entire and conftant relblution ; he made this account, that 
the King »mi- being (b firm a friend to the King, hefhould alfo be partaker and Companion with him 
fries and mii: inthe Honour . j herefore he fubmitted not himfelf to the King, but challenged to 
iSngVi"* himfelf a liberty to (peak what he pleafed. For this caufe he grew hateful in the King's 
own Mens , f,„| u tor that in particular he boafted of himfelf beyond meai'ure, and oftentimes re- 
K&T- frefhed the memory of thole Adverfities the King had pafs'd, the rather to exprefs how 
tred , and is affectionate he had been towards him and his continual talk was nothing elfe, but of 
lent Prijbner the j, a rclfliips he had endured. Now, for that he obferved no meafure in this his dif- 
intohiscoun- CQUI ^ t he King took it as an injury done to his Honour, and was offended with the 
unbridled Licenteof this man's prattle: For nothing foundeth more harfh in a man's 
ear, tfian the memory of his foie-paffed mifery; and it is but the part of afool to rip 
up the Courtefies he hath employed on another man. At length, Silas grievoufly pro- 
voked the King's difpleafure againft himfelf, that rather fiiblcribing to his wrath, than 
his wit, he not only difpoffefled Silas of his Generals Place, but alio fent him bound 
into his Countrey, there to be held Prifoner. Yet notwithstanding, time affwaged 
this difpleafure ; and the King taking it into better confide rat ion, and remembring 
what -Stltts had endured in his behalf, he revoked the Sentence that he pronounced. 
And as he was ready to celebrate the Feftival day of his Birth, and all his Subjects were 
f Vfh for Si to wke their pleafure ; he fpeedily lent for Silas, to the end he might be partaker there- 
u out of Pri- of, and feaft with them. But Silas, who wasof a free nature, fuppofing that he had ™ 
fon;wi,o,dif- jurtcauletobedifpleafcd, concealed it not from thofe who were lent unto him, but 
SivL" 0t fpake unto them after this manner ."To what honour doth the King invite me at this 
fur e> isieft{Mi "prelent, purpofely to deprive me of it again? For he hath not only deprived me ot 
in Prifon. « tho £ jj onours w hicli he beftowed upon me, in acknowledgment of the affe&ion I 
u have al ways fhe wed untohim: But he hath altogether abufed me; if he thinks that 
" he can reftrain me from fpeaking freely, he deceiveth himfelf. For my Confcience 
" knoweth how many hazards I have delivered him f rom ; and as long as I breathe, I 
" will ring in all mens ears, how much I have endured for his Confervation and Ho- 
'* nour, in recompence whereof I am this day in Bonds, and (hut up in an obfeure Pri- ^ 
" fbn, which I will never forget. Yea, and when my Soul fliall depart out of this Bo- 
" dy, fhe fhaJl bear with her the remembrance of thole benefits I have employed on 
"him. Thefe words fpake he with a loud voice, defiring them to relate the fame un- 
to King Agrippa, who feeing that he was grounded in an incurable folly, left him in 
Prifon. 

After this, the King began to fortifie the Walls of Jerufalem, on the fide of the : new 
tlrfe'Kr Town, upon the common charge, encreafing them both in length and breadth: Which 
Wails of >' if he might have thoroughly finifhed, it had been n invincible Fort. But Mar/us the 
rufaht». Governour of A>«,acquainted Cafar what the work was,and Claudius (ufbectine lome 
mandethT' Commotion,wroteexprefly to ^/^,commanding him thence-forwaird todefifttrom 0 
griff* to defift further building of the Walls, according to that form wherein hebeganjwhereunto ne 
frombuilding wouW not difobey. This King Agrippa was of nature fb ready to exercife Liberality, 
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A and took lb great pleafure to ufe his magnificence towards all forts of Nations, that J^^? 
the great expences he was at, obtained him great reputation. So that his whole plea- wJd"fJ 0 ]*. 
fure and delight was, to fhe w courtefie unto all men, and to purchafe good elteem, 4'" ' cknjty 
being every way different in nature and difpofition from King Herod his Pre^eceflbr. ^jrs/-^ 
For Herod was naturally malicious, extream in punifhing, and irreconcilable to WW* fc- 
thofe with whom he was difpleafed, manifeftly exprefling that he loved the Grecians jJJ^J*? 
better than the Jews. For he beautified thole Cities that belonged to Grangers, and than 23 
gave them money, and ere&ed them Baths, and fumptuous Theatres, and Temples, 
and in lome of them Galleries : But as for the Cities of the Jews, he beftowed not this 
bounty on any of them, no not the leaft reparation or gift that Was worthy the fpeaking 
B of. Contrari wile King Agrippa was very courteous and affable, and equally imparted 
his bounty unto all men. He was courteous unto ftrangers, and teftified no lefs by the 
bounty he beftowed on them. To his Countrcy-men he behaved himfelf affably, and 
Specially he was merciful to all thofe that were in mifery. For which caufe his ordi- 
nary Court, and the place he took moft pleafure in, was Jerufalem. He was a dili- 
gent oblerver of the Laws of his Countrey, and lived religioufly, and with as great 
piety as was poffible : Neither paffed there one day, wherein he offered* not Sacrifice. 
It happened at one time, that a certain cunning Lawyer, who was called Simon, and shm the 
dwelt in Jerufalem; had affembled the people by reafon of the King's abfence, who £ a wverback- 
for the prelent was in Ctfarea: In which Affembly he alledged many things againft wngY who 
Q him, that he was a propnane man, and that upon juft caule he was forbidden to enter c«ving P ar- 
the Temple, in that it was not lawful nor decent for thole that were unclean to enter cfiunwS 
thereinto. Thefe words of Simon's, thus wrongfully fpoke againft him, were fignified " n 0 m 
to the King by Letters fent by the Governour of the City: When therefore he fate 
him down in the Theatre, he commanded that very Simon to fit next him,' and in 
peaceable and kind manner, he fpake thus unto him : Tell me, I pray thee, whatfeefl 
thou worthy of reprehenfwn, or done contrary to Law, in that which is done here ? Simon 
not having any thing to reply, befbught him to pardon him. The King grew friends 
with him far lboner than it could be imagined j refolving with himfelf, that mercy 
doth far better become a King than wrath , and that moderation is more requifite, 
D than cruelty ; lb that after he had beftowed certain Frefents on Simon, he difrnified 

him . Now, although he had many reparations in divers places^ yet he honoured thole Ali *!> ca f- l0 - 
of Berith above all the reft, and builded them a Theatre furpafling all other in fump- £ 
tuoufnefs and beauty : And befides that, he made them a fumptuous Amphitheatre, nth with good 
and Baths, and Porches no way inferiour. The Dedication alfo of thefe things were 0r ^ me ^- 
celebrated with great pomp and magnificence ; he alio made great Shows and Playes 
in the Theatre, in which there were all forts of Mufick and Recreations ; exprefling in 
all things the greatnefs of his Magnificence ; and being defirous to delight the people 
with a Combat, he gathered all the Malefactors he could get, and made two leve- 
ral Companies of feven hundred a piece, and brought them together to fight,to the end 
E that in skirmifhing they might receive their pumlhment; and befides, that by this 
Warlike Exercife, he might prefent the people with a Pals-time, concluded with the 
punilhment of wicked men; for they fought lb deiparately,that not one of them came 
off alive. 

After that he had finilhed thefe above-named Buildings in Berith, he reforted to Ti- & 
berias, a City of Galilee, and was admired of all the other Kings, fo that Antiochus King fim>h cf "*- *' 
ofComagena came to vifit him : The like did S4mfigeran,K\ngof the Emefenians, Co- 
tys King of Armenia the lefs, and Polemon Lord of Pontus : And befides all thefe, Herod 
Prince of Chalcis, aad his Brother : All whom he received and entertained moft mag- 
nificently and amiably, to fhew his greatnefs ; to the end, that all men might perceive 

r that he was defervedly honoured with the prefence of fb many Kings. And whilft thefe 
Princes were with him, Marfns the Governour of Syria vifited him likewife, whom, to 
the end he might expreft the reverence he bare to the Romans, he met with, feven fur- 
longs off from the City. This interview of fb many Kings, was the original of thatdif- 
content that grew betwixt him and Marfus ; who feeing all thofe Kings that came to 4ptn*'a 
fee Agrippa, fitting in the fame Chariot with him, fufpecled luch Cortcord,andfo great ^Jji, 
Amity ; fuppofing that this agreement of fo many Kings, would be no ways profitable for fading *< 
or beneficial to the Romans. For which caufe he prefcntly fent unto them, charging w *y dwKings, 
them with all expedition, to return each of them into their own Countreys : Which 
ftricl Commiflion, Agrippa took fo ill, that lie never had any kindnefs for Marfus after- A Jjf> ch \ i> 

G wards. He took the Priefthood from Matthias, and gave \t to Eliotuttts the Son of SonX/iw 
Cithans. After he had reigned three whole years Over Jstdavt, he came to Cafarea, made High, 
which in times palt, was called the Tower ofStrafotr ; and there he made Sports in ho- Prieft 

nour 
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nour of Cafar, where all the Nobility of the Countrey was present. On the fecond day 1 1 
of this Solemnity, he being apparalled in a Robe of Silver, made with admirable Work- 
manftlip, came into the Theatre in the morning: Where at the firft reflex of the rifing 
- ■ - Sun beating upon his R obe, he mined fo bright, that all thofe that beheld him were 
Jfew2fi~ru. feized with reverence and fear. Whereupon, a company of bale Sycophants ( whole 
lutedin the flatteries do ulually poyfon the hearts of Princes) cried out thus , Be merciful unto its ; 
SS"andfti a hitherto we have feared thee as a man, but henceforward we will confefs and acknowledge 
eth the Owi thee to be of a Nature more excellent than mortal Frailty can attain unto. Agrippa rcprov- 
which the e j t h em n ot for ufing thefe words ; neither rejected he their palpable and deteltable 
of" Flattery as he ought to have done. But not long after, he looking upwards, perceiv- 
that five days e d an Owl over his head, pearched upon a cord, and knew prefently, that he was but i 
after he (houid a me n; en g er 0 f his misfortunejwhereas formerly he had denounced unto him his felicity, 
and conceived thereupon a moft hearty and inward grief: And fuddenly he was feized 
with a terrible griping in his belly, which began with very great vehemency : For 
which caufe, turning his eyes towards his friends, he fpake unto them after this man- 
ner : Behold him (laid he) whom von efteem for a God, condemned to die ; and dtftiny 
' Jhall apparently convince yon of thofe flattering and falfefpeeches, which you have lately ufed 
in my behalf \ Fori, who by yon have been adored as one immortal, am undir the hands of 
death. B it Jmitfl willingly entertain that which God pleafeth to fend me : For I have not 
lived in obfcurity, but info great and wonderful felicity, that each of you have h Id me 
happy. K 

Whilft he fpake thus, his griefs augmented in fuch forr, that he was brought almoft 
to his laft ; for which caufe, he was with all expedition conveyed into his Royal Pa- 
lace, and the rumour was fpread in every place, that very fhortly he would be dead. 
For which caufe the people, with their Wives and Children, put on Sack- cloth, accor- 
ding ro the curtom of the Countrey, to the end they might folicit Cod's Mercy on the 
King's behalf ; and all the City was filled with tears and lamentations. The King that 
lay in an upper Chamber, and looking down into the Court, faw them lying thus on 
the earth, could not refrain from tears. And after he had, for the fpace of five days 
without ceafing, been tormented with griping in his belly, he gave uptheGhoft, in 
the fifty fourth year of his Age, and the leventh year of his Reign : For he had reign- 
ed four years under the Empire of Cains C*far (having firft of all governed PhiL/sTc- 
trarchy three years, to which was added the Seigniory of Herod in the fourth year) and 
three years under the Empire of Claudius C*far ; during which time he governed over 
the above-named Countreys ; and moreover, over Jud*a, Samaria and Caftrea. His 
Revenue amounted to twelve hundred Myriades ; befides which, he made many Loans. 
For in regard he was very liberal in giving, he fpent far more than his Revenue ; and 
{'pared not any thing to (hew himfelf magnificent. Before the people knew of his death, 
Htrod his Brother Prince ofChalcis, and Chelcias the King's Lieutenant and Friend, a- 
greed between themfelves to fend Arifto, one of their truftieft Servants, to kill Silas, 
JdeTamount who was their enemy, as if they had been commanded by the King. w 
to is Tuns of Thus died King Agrippa, leaving behind him a Son called Agrippa, feventeen years

Moreover, all the Souldiers, who were at ^ 
ftiansrevile that time many in number; went into the King's Lodging, and with one accord feized 
stgrippabo- tne Statues of the King's Daughters, and carried them to the Brothel-houfe ; where, 
il,g ca ' after they had placed tliem, they uttered all the indignities they could poffibly ; pra- 
difing fuch fhameful matters,as they may not be exprefled. Befides this, retting them- 
felves in the publick places, they banquetted in the open Street, wearing Chaplets of 
Flowers on their heads, and perfuming themfelves with Odours, to facrifice to Charon, 
drinking to one another for ioy that the King was dead. Thus they exprefled their in- 
gratitude, not only towards their King Agrippa, who had beftowed fb many Liberali- 
ties on them ; but alio towards Herod, his Grand-father, who had builded their Cities, 
and to his extream charge, erected their Ports and Temples. At that time Agrippa tne 0 
e%K' c on" deceafed At>rippa's Son, was at Rome, and was brought up under the Emperor Claudius.

CHAP. I. 

The Emperor Claudius taketh the Government of Syria from Marfus, ahdgiveth it 
f<? Longinus. Fadus, Governor of Judaea, punifbeth fome feditious People, and 
Robbers, who difturbed the Province : He commands the Jewt to carry hack the 
High Prieft 's Vejlment , to the Fort Antonia ; but the Emperor givtth them 
leave to keep them at young Agrippa'/ requeft: He was Kj n & Agrippa the Great's 
Son, and was then at Rome. 

Fter King Agrippa* deceafe (as we have heretofore declared in our ^._/k^t> 
former Book) the Em perour Claudius fent Caffins Longinus to fucceed ^'J^ "^'J*

Not long after this, Tholomms the Captain of the Thieves, was alio taken, and ',ZZ Soi£ 
brought unto him, who commanded him to be executed, for having committed many ed. 
Robberies in ldum<ea and Arabia; and by this means all the Countrey of Jut** was 2Jy f the 
cleared of all Thieves, by the care and providence of Fadus. After this he fent for fSh$w^[. 
the High Priefts, and tlje Governours of Jcrufalem, commanding them, according to «th that the 
theEmperour^sdire^fon, to deliver up into theCaftleof Antonia the Sacred Robe, ' s 
E which the High Prieft only was accuftomed to wear ; tothe end, that it might be at fhouid bed e - 
the Romans difpofal, as in times part it had been.

Fadus gave them this anlwer, that he permitted them to fend their Am JJJJj^JJ' 
bafladours to Rome, provided, that before- hand they delivered him their Children for th^y might' w 
Hoftages ; which when they had readily performed, the Ambanadours were fent a- permitted to 
F way. Now, when they came to Rome, the younger Agrippa (who was his Son that f"c a jC ne ' s 
lately died; knowing the caufe of their coming, and being ordinarily accuftomed 
to attend upon Cafar (according as we have heretofore declared) befought Cafar 
that he would grant the Jews their requeft, concerning the Sacred Robe ; and 
that it might pfeale him to fignifie no iefs unto Fadus. On this his Petition Clau- 
dius gave the Ambaftadours Audience, and told them that he favoured their fait } 
defiring them to be thankful to dgrippa, upon whofe fuit he refpecled them, and 
granted their Demands : And befides this Anfwer, he delivered them a Letter to this 
effeft. 

Claudius Cafar Germanicus, Conferver of the people, Conful created the fifth time, 
G Emperour the fourth time, Father of the Countrey the tenth time ; to the Magiftrates 
of "jerufalem, the Senate, People, and all the Nation of the Jews.

CHAP. II. 

Izates , t\wg of Adiabena , and Queen Helena his Mother, embrace the Religion of 
the Jews : Their ftngular Piety ; and the great Actions of this Prince, whom God 
protects vifibly. Fadus, Governour of Judaea, puni(heth a man and his followers, 
who deceived the Jews, 

AT that time Helena Queen of Adiabena, and her Son Izates, conformed themfelves ^ 
to the Religion of the Jews, upon this occafion that enfueth: Monobazus King 
J '2'hs, <7" " of Adiabena, who was alfo called Bazeos, having fallen deeply in love with his Sifter 
MmtbnxMt the f{ e / e , Ut married her, and got her with Child. Upon a time it hapned, thatfleep- 
ISSffaL ' n S w " n ner > ne ^ his hand on Iter belly, whilft fhelayafleep ; and he thought 
begettethtw.) that he heard a voice that commanded him to take away his hand from off her belly, 
Ws'sSer**'"* loftn€ flwuW crufh the Fruit that was therein, which by God's Providence fhould 
US and have a happy beginning, and no left fortunate ending. Monobazus was much troubled 
irnit. at this voice, and as foon as he awoke, he told it to his Wife i and afterwards, when 
the Child wasborn, he called him Izates. Betides, he had another elder Son by the M 
lame Wife, who was called Monobazus, according to his own name. And he had al- 
io other Sons by his other Wives j yet notwithftanding, Izates was moft manifeftly 
his beft beloved, and fo cherifhed by him, as if he had been his only begotten Son ; for 
which caufe, his other Brothers envied htm. The Father manifeftly perceived all this, 
yet he pardoned them; knowing that they did it not for malice, but forthedefire 
that every one of them had to be beft efteemed by his Father. Notwithftanding, 
being afraid left ibme mithap fhould betide Izates, by reafon of the hatred his Bre« 
Luito rent to tnren ^re unto him, he gave him many great Gifts, and fent him to Abemersgus, who 
jbimtrigm, reigned at that time in a Fort called Spafinus ; committing his Son's life into his hands. 
DuV'SiVsl. Abemerigus alfo, entertained him very kindly; and loved him fo, thatinprocefsof n 
mmba. " timG he gave himSamacha his Daughter to Wife ; and for her Dowry, he gave him 
a Countrey of great revenue. 

Monobazus being old, and feeing he had not longtime to live, defired before his 
StLn? death, tnat n * s Son might come and vifit him ; he therefore lent for him, and receiv- 
X'Jl"! in ed him very lovingly, giving him a Countrey which he called Caron, which bringeth 
which the forth great abundance of Odoriferous Plants. In this Place was the remainder of the 
S?;A.kare ^'rk, in which Noah wasfaved, during the Deluge; which remnants are to be feen at 
to b« feen. this day, if any man have a defire to behold the lame. Izates remained in that place, 
until his Father's deceafe. But t>U the very day of his death , Helenaknt for all the 
Lords and Governours of the Kingdom, and Captains of all the Army, and upon their 0 
alTembly, file fpake unto them after this manner:

They under (landing her mind, proflrated themfelves fir ft of all upon izates was 
the earth before the (Queen, according to the cuftom of their Country, and afterwards an- j™ < h K ', ng bjr 
fwered her, that they approved the fang's election, and took pleafure to obey Izates, whom MmalnA 
his Father de/ervedly, and to all their contents and the defire of the common people, had the Nobility, 
preferred above the reft of his Brethren : aliedging moreover, that they would put his Bre- ^tcfnetliThe 
thren and Kjnfmen to death before his coming, to the end that he might enjoy the I(jng- Kingdom' till 
B dom with all fecurity : for by their deaths all the fear that might grow by their hatnd and his coming. 
envy, might be extingnijhed. Hereunto the Queen anfvered ; That (be gave them thanks 
for the favour thty bare unto her and her Son Izates : notwithftanding (he required them 
to fufpend their judgments touching the death ofjiis Brethren, until fuch time as Izates 
himflf (hould give his confent thereunto. 

They feeing they might not obtain the liberty to put them to death, were of opi- 
nion that they fhould be kept Prilbners until his coming, to the end that they might 
do him no harm in hjs ablence ; and that moreover, until his coming, there might one 
be appointed to govern the State, whom flic fhould efteem moft trufty and laithful 
unto him Whereunto Helena condefcended, and made his elder Brother Monobazus 
C King, and let 1 he Diadem on his head, and gave him his Father's Seal-ring, with that 
Robe which they call Sampfera ; exhorting him to govern the Kingdom until his Bro- 
thers arrival. Izites having certain notice of his Father's death, refbrtcd thither fpee- 
dily, and receiving his Brother Monobazus's willing furrender, took upon him the Go- 
vernment of the Kingdom. 

Whiift Izates was in the Fortrefs of Spafin/ts, a certain Merchant who was a Jew, uan, and his 
called Ananias, having accefs to the Kings wives, taught them the manner how to lerve j? or,ler 
God according to the Religion of the Jews: And Ananias by their means growing rSSceofSd 
acquainted with Izates, taught him the like, and accompanied him into Adiabena ; according to 
being drawn thereunto by hisearneft intreaties, when Izates reforted thither upon his i£ a ™ er o{ 
D Fathers fending for. It chanced alfo that Helena was in like manner inftru&ed by neJews ' 
another Jew, and retained the Rites and Religion of the Jews. 

After that Izates came into his Kingdom, and knew that his Brethren and Kinsfolk 
were imprifoned, he was much grieved. Conceiving therefore with himfelf that it 
would be a great impiety in him to luffer them to be put to death, or kept inprifon; 
and that on the other fide, it were a dangerous matter for him, ifbeingat liberty they 
fliould remember the evil they had endured : For this caule he fent fome of them to fendet/'i 
Rome for Hoftages, with their Children,unto the Emperour Claudius, and the reft unto Jo S c fe hers 
Artabanus Kingof Parthia. Afterwards when he was thoroughly aflured that his Wo- crfJlnd br- 
iber was wholly additted to the Religion of the Jews, he endeavoured the more to tatam. 
E fliewhimlelf zealous therein: andfuppofing that he could not be a perfeel Jew, ex- ^ e ^f He - 
cept he werecircumcifed, he prepared himlelf to be circumcifed. Which when his /,„„' n is Mo- 
Mother underftood, fhe endeavoured to her uttermoft to hinder his refolution,alfuring tkr and ma- 
him that in fo doing he fhould bring himfelf in great danger ; for that in being King, "^Sh^" 
he would draw himfelf into the diflike of his fubje&s, if they fhould have notice that 
he was additted to a new Religion, and to ftrange Ceremonies, and that they would 
not endure, that being a Jew, he fhould be their King: fo fhe for a while by her dif- 
fwafion reftrained him from his defire. But the King required of Ananias^ who, ac- 
cording with Helenaia the courfe of her diflike, threatned Izates, that if he would 
not obey his Mother, he would forfake him, and depart from him, for that he fear- 
F ed, left if the matter fhould be publickly known, he fhould fuffer fome punifhment, as 
being the only Author and Inftru&er ot the King in undecent matters ; that otherwife 
he might ferve God, although he were not circumcifed , fince he had refblved to live 
according to the Inftitution and Laws of the Jews, and that God would pardon him i 
for in this, true Religion confifteth more, than in circumcifion of the body, though he 
were not actually circumcifed, fince the neceflity and fear of his Subiefts over-ruled 
him. By which words the King for that time was perfwaded to proceed no further. But 
a little after (for he was not wholly altered in that affe&ion which he had) another 
Jew called Eleazar, coming from Galilee, and accounted a Learned man in the E j eaia it . 
Do&rine of our Religion , perfwaded him to be circumcifed. For coming fJSS, " 
G one day unto him, to falute him, he found him reading of the Books of 

Mofes , and faid unto him ; 0 Kjng , contrary . to your knowledge yon offend the c,rcumcifd - 
Law, and God likewife', for it fuffceth you not, that you under fttnd the fame^ but the

TnJyX After the King had heard this, he would no longer defer his Circumcifion : for 
which caufe withdrawing himfelf into another chamber, he called a Chirurgeon unto 
him who afted that which he required; and afterwards calling his Mother and Mafter ' 
Amnio* unto him, he told them what had pafs'd : Whereupon they grew ftrangely a. 
mazed, fearing the King (hould be in danger to lofe his Kingdom if this adion of his 
{hould come to light; for that his Subjccls would not endure, that fuch a man that 
followed a contrary Religion, fhould be their King : They feared alio, left they thcn> 
Theythatre- f e l,,es fhould be in danger, forafmuch as the caufe of all this matterwould beirnpii- I 
i y on God, a nd . them> But Goc | b y his Providence prevented, left any of thole things which 
Ec h e e !nE they feared (hould come to pafs: for he delivered \Hat?s himfelf anc Ihis Children like- 
do "w.y«««p W ife out of many clangers, yielding them his affiftance in their doubtful and delperate 
the reward of conditions . declaring in erTeft, thatthofe that only put their truftm him, andde- 
theu Piety> pend upon his Evidence, are never deprivedof the fruitof their Piety. But of 
thefe things we will fpeak hereafter. 

When Helena the Kings Mother perceived that the ftate of the Kingdom was m

rufaUm. through the whole world, and offer Sacrifice of Thanksgiving therein ; for which 
Ati„, t *f. 6. caufe JJ le bc{oug ht her Son, that he would fiiffcr her to perform her Vows ; who wil- 
linely condescended to her defire, and furnifhed her Royally with all things that were 
neceffary for fuch a Voyage ; giving her a great Sum of Money with her, and bring- 
ing her on her way many days journey : So that at length (lie arrived in Jem/alem, to 
the great advantage of the Inhabitants of that City. For at that time the 
City was opprefled with a grievous Famine , fo that many died for want of 
food; for which caufe Queen fent her fervants, fome into Alexandria to buy 

a great quantity of Corn, the reft into Cyprus to buy dried Figs, who returned with 
all expedition they might ; whereupon Helena diftributed the Vi&uals amongft the L 
poor, leaving a lingular memory of her Liberality to the whole Nation. Her Son 
Rates alio underftanding of this Famine, fent a great fiim of Money to the Governour 
of Jcrufalem. But hereafter I will declare what other benefits the King and Queen 
have beftowed upon our Nation. m 

Now Artabatms King of Parthia, perceiving that the Princes of the Kingdom had 
tfeth himfelf confpired againft him, relblved with himfelf to go to Hates, for the fecurity of his 
to izmii, and p e jf or)) hoping by that means, if it were pohible, to recover his Kingdom. Hethere- 
xejijjireth his ^ retire( j t hither, and brought with him about one thoufand men of his Kinsfolk 
" ' ' nt ' and domeftick fervants. And by the way he met with Hates, whom he knew very 
well by his Royal Train, notwithftanding he was unknown unto him by countenance. M 
Drawing therefore near unto him, he firft of all humbled himfelf on his knees, 
according to the cuftom of the Countrey, and afterwards fpake unto him after this 
manner : 

Dread Ki"Zi for fake me not who am thy ftrvant, neither rejecJ thou my prayers. For be- 
ingdt)etfedby means of my misfortunes, and of a Kjngbecome a private man, 1 have need 
of thy fuccour. Confider therefore the inconftancy of fortune, and think with thy felf, that by 
providing for me, thou {bait provide for thy felf. For if thou makeft no reckoning of the 
wrong that is done unto me, divers men will grow audacious to enterprise upon other Kjngs. 

Tnefe words he pronounced with tears, and with looks fixed upon the ground : 
When Izates had heard Artdanus's name, and faw his humble and fubmiffive condi- ^ 
tS°2a- tion. heleapt immediately from his Horfe, and faidunto hin,King, be of good courage, 
banm and pro- and let not thy prefent and perplexed condition diflhearten thee, as if thy misfortunes 
mifch him his xvere irrecoverable. For this forrow of thine fhall be fuddenly changed, and thou flialt 
affiftance. fi nc ] a b e(ter Friend and Ally, than thou hopeft for at this time : For either I will re- 
poftefs thee of thy Kingdom of 'Parihia, or I will'ldfe my own. this faid, Jie caufed 
Jrtabanus tofeet on Horfebadr , and walked'by him on ifoot,yielding'him this honour, 
as to a greater King ihan himfelf. Which when Artabanus faw, Tie was difcontented, 
and fwareby his Honour and Fortune to come, that'he would fet foot on ground, if 
he would not get up on Horfeback and ride before him; whereunto l he obeyed, and 
mounting upontiis 'Horfe again, he condu&ed him tohis Palace; yielding hirn all the t> 
honour that was poflible, both in his Banquets and in his AlTenibiies, not regarding his 
prefent condition, but his former Dignity corifidering with himfelf, that fuch cafual 

misfortunes 
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A misfortunes and changes are incident to all men. Moreover he wrote unto the ^S£^J 
Parthians, perlwading them to receive their King Artabanus, alluring them on his w „k t 4 oo 9 . 
Faith and Oath, that he would obtain a free pardon for all that which was paft, and jt» cbrif, 
to that intent he offered himfelf tobean Arbitrator between them. The Parthians ^Jr^^G 
gave him thisanfwer, That they would not refufe to entertain him, but that they hm» writwh 
could not: For that one who was called Cinnsmus was advanced in his Place and " s th J„J a "f." 
Dignity, and that they feared left a Sedition fhould happen amongft them. Cinna- fwadeththem 
mns, who was a noble and honourable minded man, knowing that their intent was to receive 
liich, wrote himlelf unto Artabanus, who had nourifhed and brought him up, exhort- SSSL 
ing him to return upon his Faith, and to receive again hisown Kingdom. Artabanus ftoreth the . 

n upon this Motion gave credit to his words, and returned back again. Whereupon ^£j ro 
Cnwamus came forth and met him, and proftrating himfelf before his feet, called 
him King j and afterwards taking the Diadem from off his own head, he fet it upon 
Artabanus head • who by this means was reftored to his former eftate by Izates me- 
diation, after he had beendriven out of his Kingdom by his chiefeft Nobility. And 
he did not forget the favours which he had received at Hates _ hands, butdidhirn 
all the honour that polfibly he could imagine : for he permitted him to wear the ftrait fata receiv- 
Ttara, and to flecp upon a gilded Bed, which is a Priviledge which belongef h only to jj u *"** h °- 
the Kings of Parthia, He gave him alio a plentiful and great Country which he had ta-

ken from the King of Armenia. This Country was called Nifibis, where in times paft hnu, hands.

K honoured and reverenced by all men, they alfb refolved themfelves co forfake their receive the 
Religion, and to fcrve God after the manner of the Jews. But this intent of theirs Jews R«ii g i. 
was difcovered. W hereupon the chiefeft among them grew difpleafed ; vet they did 
not manifeft their defpite, but kept it hidden in their hearts, eKpefting fome nt oc- 
cafion to revenge tliemfelves as fbon as they might. They wrote alio to Abias King 
otAnbia, andpromifedhimgreacfumsof Money, if he would take Anns i againft 
their King, promifing him upon the firft charge.they would fbrfake him, for that they 
defired to be revenged on him for having forfaken their Religion. Having therefore 
confirmed their promife with an Oath, they incited him to make hafte; the King olAr 
rabia performed that which they required, and marched forth againft fates with a 

F great power. And when the firft charge was ready to i>e given, and before they ^*lfiL 
came, t® blows, all fates$o\d'«ns forfookhim ; and turning their backs to their ene* witiuhe i6ng 
mies, fled in great diforder, as if tliey had been furpriwd wittti a pamck fear; jJ^J; 
yet was fates no way daunted ; but having difcovered that " was t rea " 
fbn and confpiracy ofhisgreateft Peers, he retired alfo into his Camp, where he en- 
quired of the Cautethat they pretended. After he knew that they hadplotted with 
the Arabiin, he caufed the Confpirators to be putto death : And thenexc day atcer 
went out to fight, and killed a great number of his enemies, andccwftrained*herett 
tobeta^e them to flight. He -purfwed their Kine alfo fofcoa Fort cMAif**, wtuch 
he battered and alTaulted wit h fuch vigour and diligence, that he took the lame with 

G a great quantity of booty that was tlwrein, and returned to Adddhena with great wi- 
umph : But he took not Abias alive, for he himlelf Uiad preveniied his captivity with 
his death, The Lords ofAdiabena feeing themfelves froftrated of their former hopes^in 
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vjjwv-^ that by God's hand they were delivered into the hands of their King, could not con- H 
wJid^l*?. tain their difpleafiire, but pra&ifed further mhchief: for they wrote their Letters to 
after ' amp* Vologefus , King of Parthia, defiring him to kill Izates, and to beftow another King up-

The Lords of Religion, and had embraced a ftrange Law. The Parthian understanding hereof, pre- 
Miabma per. pared himfelf for War ; and having no juft colour or pretext to authorile it, he font 
fa Km fu- amelTengeruntohimtoredemand thofe honours which his Father had given him. 
ttt. whichif he rcfu fed, he denounced War againft him. lzttes was not a little troubled 

in his mind, when he underftood this meflage : For he thought that if he fhould re- 
ftore the gifts, he fhould do himlelf great prejudice, for that it would be imagined 
that he did it for fear ; knowing on the other fide that if the Parthian fhould recover I 
that which he redemanded, yet he would not be quiet ; he therefore commended his 
caufe to God, trufting that he would take care of him. And building upon this, that 
the greateft good he might have, was to have God to help, he fhut his Wives and Chil- 
dren into a ftrong Cattle,, and his Corn in his ftrongeft Tower ; and afterwards burned 
all the Hay and Korrage : and having after this manner provided for all things, he ex- 
pected the approach of his Enemy. The Parthian came forward fboner than he was 
expe&ed, with a great power of Horfe and Foot. For he marched forward in all hafte 
and encamped near unto the River that feparateth Adiabena from Media. Izates like! 
wile encamped not far from thence, having with him about fix thoufand Horfe. To 
• whom the Parrhinn Cent a Meflenger to give him to underftand how great his power K 
was, which extended from the River Euphrates as far as Btf/r/a, fhewing him what 
Kings he had under his fiibjc&ion, threatning him to punifh him very feverely,in that 
he behaved himfelf fb ungratefully towards his Benefactors ; yea, that the God whom 
he adored, could not deliver him out of the King's hands. Hereunto Izites anfwer- 
rutes calleth cd, that he knew well that the Parthian far exceeded him in power, but that he was 
X" feSh better aflCurcd t,iaL ' Go ^ s P owcr extended beyond all mens contradiction. And 
the'" Chans' having returned them this anfwer, he betook himlelf to his Prayers, and proftrating 
andsacansin- himlelf upon the earth, and carting aQics on his head, and fafting,himfelf, his Wives 
S/wimft'X and chiWren » Ile ca,!ed u P on God > and prayed after this manner : O Lord Almighty, 
rival nitglfa if I have not vainly fubmitted my (elf to thy protection, but have intirely chofen thee t 
wtumeth. f or my only and true God, be thou my help and affiftance, and not only deliver me 
from mine enemies, but alfo abate and controul their pride, who have not been a- 
fraid in their blafphemous Language, to prophane thy holy and facred Name, and ut- 
ter blafphemous Speeches againft thy Power. Thus prayed he with fighs and tears, 
and God heard him ; for the very lame night Vologefus received Letters by which he 
was certified that a great number of Dahansand Sacans taking opportunity by hisab- 
lencc, were entred into the Kingdom of Parthia, and fpoiled the whole Countrey. For 
which caufe he returned back into his Countrey, without any further trouble. And 
thus Izates by God's providence was delivered from the Parthian threats. 
hotti deliver. lon g afte f this, at ^ r he had lived fifty five years, and reigned four and twenty, M 

eth up the and. left behind him four and twenty Sons, he died, and appointed his Brother Mono- 
w" B ti,S h j z ". s t0 ( ucc . eed him in ths Kingdom, requiting hereby his Faith and Loyalty, in that 
Mtuiimit, during the time of his abfence, andafter the death of his Father, he had faithfully 
and dierh ruled and governed the Kingdom to his ufe. His Mother Helena hearing news of his 
death, lamented very grievoufly that fhe being his mother, was deprived of a Son that 
lozealoufly honoured and feared God, yet notwithstanding fhe was comforted, when 
Die underftood that her eldeftSon was to fucceed him in the Kingdom, and hafted 
with all diligence to go and meet him. As foon as fhe arrived in Adiabena, fhe lived 
not long time after her Son Izates. Whereupon Monobazus took both her body and 
his Brother's Bones, and fent them to Jeru/alem, commanding that they fhouli be bu- vr 
ned in three Pyramids which Helena had builded, Tome three ftades or furlogs from 
mo & R«f- Jerufalem.

D Another Honldier's Infolence. 

T the time of the Feaft of Pafiha (during which time the Jews are accuftomed to Htdh & Ru m 
L feed on unleavened Bread) a great number of people afTembled themfelves from >w, jf- 
all parts, to the City of Jer/tfalem. Whereupon Cum an us fearing left by this occafion 4™ 
there fhould arife fome Commotion, he gave order that a Company of his Souldiers 
fhould be armed, and fhould keep their Guard in the Porches of the Temple, to the 
end, if any trouble fhould happen, they might reprefs it, Thofe Governours, who 
had been his PredecefTors, had done the like in fuch manner of AfTemblies. It came 
to pais, on the fourthdayof the Feaft, thata certain Soldier difcovering thofe Privi- intliei'eaftof 
2 ties which wereundecent to be feen, Oiewed them before the people; wherewith P % S%^' 
they that beheld the fame were much difpleafed and provoked, laying, that the dif- lowing" his" 
honour was not done to them, but to God. And fbme of the boldeft of them uttered PriV y Mem V 
certain Speeches againft Cnmantt*, faying, That the Soldier was fet on by him ; which -J^S* 
when Cumanw underftood, he was in like manner grievoufly offended, in regard of among the 
thofe Injuries ; yet exhorted thofe, whom he faw too forward, to keep the Peace, P eo P ,e » w liere- 
for fear left a Sedition fhould arife during the time of the Feaft : And feeing they tLSRw 
would no ways obey him, but contrariwise they ceafed not to injure and revile him, loft their lives'; 
he commanded that all the Forces he had fhould be in Arms,and retire themfelves in* 
to the Fort of Anto»ia,that was near unto the Temple, as wc have heretofore declared. 
F The people feeing the armed Soldiers, were afraid, and began to fly ; and becaufe the 
places thorough which they iffued, were but narrow,' they imagined that they were 
purfued by their enemies ; fo that they thruft on one another in their flight, and divers 
of them were' thronged to death. In this mutiny there died twenty thoufand men ; 
and after this, inftead of a Feaft, there was nothing but mourning; and without be- stiphm,c*w* 
thinking themfelves of their Prayers and Sacrifices, all of them began to. weep and Serynntrobbei 
lament. So great a mifchief'fprung from the infolence of one Soldier. This firft Lamen* ; £ bhfc [W» 
tation wasicarcelyfinifhed, before a fecond fucceeded the fame.

Shortly after, Quadratus came into Samaria, where he heard that the Samaritans rheSmari- 0 " 
had been, the Authors of the trouble; and on the other fide knowing that fome Jews and c«- 
likewife intended fome infurreftion, he caufed them to be crucified, whomCumamt mm ' 
had left in prilbn. From thence he tranfported himfelf to Lydda, which is a Burrough of 

B noleCs bignelsthan aCity ; in vvhich place he fitting on his tribunal Seat, heard the 
Samaritans the lecond time, and dilcovereel by the report of a certain Samaritan, that 
one Dortus, one of the chiefejt among the Jews, and four other his Confederates, in- Dwutmth 
duced the people to rebel againft the Romans. Quadratus caufed them to be execu- Smothers are 
ted. As for Ananias, who was the High-Prieft, and the Captain Ananus, he lent them 2,' fied ' 
bound to Rome, to render an account to the Emperonr Claudius of that which they twZ'^'cCm- 
had done. Moreover, he commanded the chief Govcrnours both of the Samaritans mi > p'tkr, »ni 
and Jews, that they fhould Ipcedily repair to Rome; whither Cumanus and Captain £jftJ{ h J s 
Celcr fliould conduft them, to the end they might be judged by Cafar himlelf, upon the Row™ W 
information taken on both fides. And fearing left the common people of the Jews 

C fliould breakout into fome Rebellion, he repaired to the City of Jerufalem, to give 
order that the Jews fliould attempt to raile no new ftirs ; but when he came thither^ 
he found all in peace, and bulled in the celebration of theFeaft, and offering Sa- 
crifices to God, according to their accuftomed Ceremonies. Being therefore allured 
that no man would rebel in that place, he left them to their folemnities, and repaired 
to Antioch. 

But the Jews that were lent to Rome with Cumanus and the principal Samaritans,had r 
a day afligned them by the Emperour to decide the differences that were between Am 
them. Cumanus and the Samaritans endeavoured all that they might by the media- 
tion of C<ejar\ friends and free-men, to have the upper hand of the Jews; and indeed 

D the day had been theirs if young Agrippa had not been at Rome. For he feeing that ^//>/>* mo- 
tile matter was handled to the difad vantage of the Jews, befought Agrippina the vcrf »^- 
Emperour's Wife, that flie would prevail 16 with her husband, that he would be pleaf- Sj^toSt 
cd to take full knowledge of that which was done; and that afterwards he Inould thecaufeof 
execute due juftice on thofe whom he found guilty of that (edition. Claudius favour- the J ews - 
ably gave ear to this requeft : and hearing the whole matter, he found that the Sa- 
maritans were the fir ft Authors of all thole mifchiefs, and caufed them tobe put to 
death who came before him to plead, and baniflied Cumanus : He gave order alio 
that Captain Celer fliould be lent back to Jerufalem, and that therein fight of all 
the people he fliould be dragged about the City, until he died. He lent Claudius 

g F(e/./x, Pall as Brother, to govern Judaa. 

In the twelfth year of his Reign, he gave Agrippa, Philip 1 * Tetrarchy, with Batama\ Hedit & R , 
and befides that, added thereunto Trachonitis ana Abila, which in time paft appertain- fimi, chapX. 
ed to Ufanias Tetrarchy; taking from this, the Province of chalets, which he had go- "f'p- 
verned lor the fpace of four years. After that Agrippa had obtained this gift at C*far\ Governour^f 
hands, he married his lifter />//////<< to Azi&ns King of the EmelTenians, whoconlent- 
ed to be circumcilcd, becaufe Epiphanes, King of Antiochus Son would not give ear unto Dru ^ Utt ' 
the marriage, for that he refuled to entertain the Religion of the Jews, although in 
times paft he had promifed his Father no lefs. He gave MarUmne to Arehelaus, Chelcias 
Son, who by her Fathers confent was formerly promifed him, on whom he begat a Mar ' ,amn '- 

TP Daughter called Bemice. A little after this, the Marriage of Aziztts and Druftlla was 
broken off on this occafion following: When Felix governed Jewry, he law Druftlla 
and fell in love with her, fliefurpafling all other women in Beauty. He therefore f^ flet tetfi 
lent a certa'in Magician called Simon, who was born in Cyprus, and one of -his great- Drupiia&lm 
eft friends among the Tews, who perfwaded her to forfake her firft Husband, and to ,ier husband, 
marry Fcelix, giving lier to underftand that fhe fliould be happy, if fhe refuled not 
this match. She unadvifed, and refolved to rid her lelf from tne hatred which her 
Sifter Btrnice bare towards her ( who hated her in regard of her beauty, and for this 
caufe ceafed not to injure her) condefcended to forfake the Religion of the Jews, and 
to marry Eatlix, by whom file had a Son called Agrippa ; whole death hereafter I will 
q declare, and how in the Emperour Titus'* his time he died, and was burned in the 
fire of the Mountain Vefuvins with his Wife. Bemice remained a Widow, very 
long after Heroes death, who was both her Uncle and her Husband, and the report 
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rvA>n wasthatihehadthecompanyofherlirother. At length fte wrought fo much, that H

WPPin,, his* wn Fathers name. Claudius had put Meffalina his Wife to death, for the jealoufie 
MefjiL, and he had of her; although he had had children by her, namely Brttanntcus and OcJa- 
pfnackudi. vh . And fo > his daughter AntonU, who was the eldeft of all his children, and begot- 
ten on Patina one of his former Wives, ftie was married toNero, whom Claudius fo 
named and adopted for his Sen. Agrippina, feared left Britannicus, growing to mans K 
eftate Ihould liicceed his Father in the Empire, and defirous to make her own Son 
Emperour as is reported ; (he left nothing unattempted that might bring her Hul^ 
bandtohis'death ; and pre lent ly lent Burrus, who was General of the Army, with 
fome othcrCaptains,and thole of the greateft power among other his free-men,to bring 
Nero into the (ie'd, and proclaim him Emperour. He being thus eftablilhed in the 
Nero Empe- Empir ^ cau ( ec j Britannicus to be lecretly poy loned ; and not long after this, he open- 
ly cauled his Mother to be put to death, yielding her this recompence, not only for 
that Ihe had born him in her womb, but alio becaule by her means he had obtained 
the Empire. He likewife murthered Otfavia his wife, the Emperour Claudius's daugh- 
SViolp ter, and divers other Noblemen, under colour of fbme Confpiracy intended againft L 
•fm cbrifs him. But I will not profecute this matter, for that there are divers who have writ Ne- 
N ^^J- ro's Hiftory ; of whom fome have no regard of the truth, but have fpoken at their 
i*w a tyrant, pleafure, for that he had been their Benefador : Others tranfported with hatred and 
N ' ro ' s defpite againft him, having not been afhamed to publifh fuch impudent lies againft his 
tyrauny " renown, that they deferve to be condemned. Neither do I wonder that they have 
invented fo many lies againft Nero, confidering that in thofe Hiftories which they 
wrote of the former. Emperours, they have not ftudied to fpeak truth, although 
they had not any occation to hate them, confidering that they lived a longtime 
after their death. For my own part, I am refolved never to deviate from the 
truth, contenting my felf to touch only by the way thofe things that concern my M 
purpofe ; neither will I treat in particular, but of what relateth to my Country, with- 1 
out dilTembling our own faults, any more than the affliftions that they brought upon 
us. I will therefore return to the difcovery of our Affairs. Azims King of Emefene 
being dead the firft year of the Emperour Nero's reign, his Brother obtained the 
Kingdom : Arijlobulus the fon of Herod King of Chalets, had the Government of the 
leffer Armenia from Nero , who gave Agrippa a certain portion of Galilee, commanding 
thofe of Tiberias and T arichaa to live under him. Befides this, he gave him Julias, 
fituate beyond Jordan, with fourteen Burroughs near adjoyning thereunto.

£ h w P the ±J again with Thieves and Inchanters, who deceived the common People. Felix ap- 

Cm of Daunt prehended many of them daily, and caufed them to be executed. He took Eleazar 

fat to tom. a ifo t h e Son of Dinatts, who was Captain of thofe Outlaws and Thieves that ranged 
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A in the Countrey. Felix had given him his word; that he fliould no ways bcendan- r^j/w^. 
gered ; whereupon he came and fubmitted himfelf, and wasprefentty fettered and ^Tfbi'? 
lent to Rome, Whereas the Governour hated extreamly Jonathan the High Prieft. 'an/i 
becaufe he ufed to find fault with him for his mif-behaviours, left he fliould be blamed ftjjftj^- 
for him. becaule it was through his means that the Emperour had made him Gover- ^^^"^ 
nour ; he refolved to make an end of him ; there being nothing more unfufferable tO 
the wicked, than to be rebuked. To compafs his dengn, he bribed a marl called Do- 
ra, who was born in Jerufalem, and was one of thofe in whom Jonathan repofed his Mix cbnfw'.' 
greateft truft ; to bring in certain Thieves to murther Jonathan ; who willingly Iiften- 
ed to his demands : and defirous to gratifie the Governour, by this means that enfu- * 
B etb, brought that to effett which he had intended. There were certain Thieves that 
came up to Jerufalem, under Colour of Devotion; who carrying their Swords clofe 
hidden under their Garments, accofted Jonathan, and killed him. Now, for that this 
Murther was let flip, and not punifhed ; from that day forward, the Thieves refbrted 
boldly to folemn Feafts, having their weapons hidden under their garments; and 
thronging in among the people, killed fome of thole who were their Adverfaries ana* 
others, to pleafure thofe who had hired them with ready money to rid them of thofe 
they mif-liked. And they did fb, not only up and down the City, but in the Temple 
likewile ; where they killed fome who little fufbecled that any impiety fliould be com- 
mitted in that place. For my own part, I think that God hath deftroyed our City, in 
C deteftation of that Impiety : and for that he accounted the Temple impure, he hath 
fent us the Romans, who hath fet it on fire to purge the City, and make us flaves, with 
our Wives and Children ; intending thereby to teach us Wildom by our own miferics. 
Thus was the City filled with thefe Thefts and Murthers. And as for the Enchanters Tj e d . > 
and deceivers, they perfwaded the common people to follow them into the Defart, Magician!" " 
promifing them to (hew them figns and miracles done by the power of God ; where- 
unto divers gave ear, and at laft fuffered the penalty of their folly : For Felix recal- 
ling them back again, punifhed them. 

At the fame time there came a certain man from Egypt to Jerufalem, who termed 
himfelf a Prophet : who incited the common people to follow him to the Mount called H J dit f R "Z 
lyOlivtt, fituate not far off from Jerufaltm, and only diftant fome five furlongs from aZuS t .\]', 
thence ; telling them, that from thence he would make them lee the Walls of the City a fiife Pro. 
fall unto the ground, by which way he promifed to give them entry: Which being 55j e JjJJ ,K 
reported to Felix, he caufed the Soldiers to arm themfelves> and departing out of the Mount 
Jerufalem with great ftore of Horfe and Foot, he let upon them, and killed four hun- onvtt, 
dredof them, and took two hundred alive ; as for the Egyptian, he efcaped out of 
the skirmilb, and no man knew what became of him. The Thieves alfo, incited the 
people anew to make War againft the Romans, telling them that they ought not to 
yield them obedience ; and they burned and fpoiled divers of thofe Boroughs which 
oppofed themlel ves againft them. It chanced alio, that the Jews that inhabited Cafa- 
r-rea, mutined againft the Syrians that were in the fame City, in that theyftroveto 
have an equal Authority in the Government of the State as well as they. The Jews 
pretended the Title of Superiority, becaufe that Herod, who was a Jew, had builded 
the City of Cafarea ; on the other fide, the Syrians owned the Jews fay ings to be true ? 
but they replied alfo, that Cefarea was formerly called the Tower of Straton, and that 
at that time there was not one Jew that inhabited the fame. Which when the Gover- 
nors of that Countrey heard, they laid hands on the Authors of this Sedition, as well u,j„ & fyfc 
of the one, as of the other party, and gave them theBaftinado ; pacifying by this fimt,,ch<,p, 13. 
means, the trouble for a little fpace. For the Jews once more being puffed up with a broii!n c*. 
their Riches, and contemning the Syrians, injurioufly reviled and provoked them : On fma between 
p the other fide,the Syrians being weaker in fubftance, but as great in heart(by rcafon the s j>™ 
greateft number of thofe that bare Arms with the Romans, were Csefareans and Seba- JSy^JJJJif 
"ens) at fbme times break out into opprobious fpeeches againft the Jews ; and at of th» 
length the cjuarrel grew to that heat, that they caft ftones at one another, fo that on 
both fides divers of them were both killed and hurt ; yet the Jews had the upper hand. 
Felix perceiving that this debate might breed a War, came m between them, requk i*-v~w 
ring the Jews to defift from further violence, and commanding his Souldiers to heat 
down thole who would refufe to obey him ; by which means a great number were kil- 
led, and divers taken prifoners. Moreover, he gave his Soldiers liberty to fpoil, and 
rob divers very rich houfes. The other Jews, who, befides their Authority, were re- 
G nowned for their moderation, fearing left the like miftry fliould befall them, befbught 
Felix to found a retreat, and to call in his Soldiers, and tpfpare that which as yet re- 
mained, being fore grieved at that which had happened ; to which Felix conde- 

feended 
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fcended. At the fame time King Agrippa gave the Priefthood to Ifhmad, the Son of H 
Phabeus. There arofe alfo a diflention betwixt the High Prieft, and the other Priefts 
and Governoursof Jerufalem; and each Faftion walked forth, accompanied with 
a Troop of proud and mutinous perfons, who decided their debates with bitter words, 
and flinging of Atones, fo that no man might pacifie them ; For all things were foout of 
order, as if there had been no Magiftrates in the City ; and the impudency and auda- 
cioulhefs of the High Prieft permitted fo much, that they lent their Servants to the 
Barns to feize the Tenths that were due unto thePriefts ; whereby it came to pafs, 
that fbme poor Priefts died for want : fo much did the violence of the Seditious at 
that time prevail above all right.

CHAP. VII. 

Fceftus fncceeds Fcelix in the Government of Judaia. The Inhabitants of Caefarea 
obtain of Nero to have the Jews freedom recalled. Kjng Agrippa cauftth an A- 
partmentto be but It , from whence all that was done about the lemple might befeen ; 
the people of Jerufalem caufe a high Wall to be built to hinder it, by the Emperor's 
Authority. 

AFter that Fortius Fceftus had been tent by Nero to fucceed Fcelix in the Govern- K 
ment of 3f/«/<*4, the chiefeft of thofe Jews that inhabited C<efare a f repaired to 
Rome to accufe Falix\ and without all doubt he had been punifhed for the injuries 
he had committed againft the Jews, if Nero had not pardoned him upon his Brother 
Palis'^ fubmiflion and entreaty, who importuned him, and was at that time in great 
reputation with him. Furthermore, two of the chiefeft among the Syrians wrought 
Beri/lus, who had fbmetimes been Nero's Mafter, and at that time was iecretary of . 
Eftate in the Greek Tongue, by mighty Bribes, to beg of Nero the revocation of the 
Right and Title which the Jews enjoyed in the Government and Adminiftration of 
the Commonweal. For which caufe Beri/lus folicited the Emperour, and obtained a 
Letter from him, which was the caufe of thole mifchiefs that afterwards happened t 
in our Nation; for the Jews of Cafarea, underftanding what Commiffion the Syrians 
had gotten, were lb much the more encouraged to make War. 

Therefore, asfoon as fceftus was arrived in Jnd*a t he found the Countrey grie- 
voufly afflicted with Robberies, and the whole Countrey was ruined with Fire and 
Sword. The Thieves likewife at that time encreafed mightily ; they ufcd fhort 
Swords after the manner of a Perfian Cymetre, and crooked like the Roman Fal- 
chion; with which they killed divers: For, thrufting themfelves into the prelsof 
the people that came in great multitudes on the Feftival days to celebrate God's fer- 
vice, they killed thofevery eafily whom they pleafed ; and oftentimes repairing to 
their enemies Villages, they fpoiled and burnt them. But Fceftus fent divers Forces, u 
both of Horfe and Foot, againft certain Jews that were feductd by an Enchanter, who 
had promifed them to free them from all their troubles, if they would follow him into 
the Defart ; they killed both the deceiver and the deceived that followed him. At that 
time King Agrippa erefted a Irately Building within the Palace at Jerufalem, near 
unto the Porch. This Palace in times paft appertained to the Afmoneans, and was 
fcituate in a high place, with a fine Profpeft, from whence they might with pleafure 
behold the City of jerufalem, wherein the King took great delight, and beheld 
from thence that which was done in the Temple. The chieieft men of Jerufalem, 
feeing this [building, were very much difpleafed; for neither doth our Cuftom or 
Law permit that any one fhould look on that which is done in the Temple, and efpe- >♦ 
dally forbiddeth that any man fhould behold the Sacrifices and Oblations : They N 
therefore builded a high Wall upon the Gallery, which was within the Temple on 
the Weft fide, which did not only hinder the fight of the Royal Chamber, butalfo 
that of the Gallery without the Temple on the Weft fide, where the Romans kept 
Guard near unto the Temple, on the Feftival days . Herewith was King Agrippa high- 
ly difpleafed, and the Governour Fee fins far more than he, who commanded them to 
aull down the Wall : But they befought him that he would give them Licenle to 
end their AmbafTadours to Nero, to this intent ; alledging that it was impoffible for 
them to live, if any part of their Temple fhould be beaten down. Which being 
granted them, they fent ten of their chiefeft Nobility, and with them lfbtnael the High

ronh Pofterity, and obtained this degree in fiicceffion, the one after the other. Their ft* ' 
firft Government was Ariftocwcy, which is the Government of the Nobility; after- ^<"' w (r. ?4- 
wards a Monarchy ; and at laft a Royal Government. The number of years wherein ^ vrv "° 
thefe thirteen flourifhed, were fix hundred and twelve years, from the day that our Fa- 
thers departed out of Egypt, under the conduct: of Mofis, until the building of the 
Temple in Jeruft/em by king Solomon. \ 

After thefe thirteen High Priefts, there were eighteen others; who after Solomon 1 * 
time fucceeded one after another, until the time that Ncbitcbodonozor King of Baby lot, 
B having encamped before the City, took it, and burned the Temple, and tranfoorted' 
our Nation into Babylon, and led away the High Prieft Joftdecf) prifbner. The time 
of the Priefthood and continuance of thefe eighteen, was four hundred fmy years, 
fix months and ten days; fb long as the Jews have had the Royal Government. After 
the lurprizalof/w/^/cwby the Babylonians, until fiich time as Cjrttt, King of Ferfi^ 
dilmiffed the Jevys, and gave them leave to return from Babylon, into theirovvn Coun- 
trey, with permilTion to re edifie their Temple, there are feventy two years j and at 
th:t time the Captives being returned, Jefm the .Son of Jofcdccb, took upon him the 
High Priefthood j who, with thofe ot' his Pofterity, to the number of fifteen, have 
^ governed in a Democracy, or Popular Government, until the time of Antiothus, fur- 
C named Eupator, for the fpace of four hundred and fourteen years. This Antioehtts w,is 
the firft, who, with his General /.;/?,«, difplaced Onias, fur 'named Me »elaus, of his 
Priefthood, commanding him to be killed at Benth ; and after he had driven his Son 
out ot the SuccefTion, he eftablifhcd Jncim High Prieft ; who notwitbftanding, was of 
Aaron's Race, but not of his Family.' For this caufe Onias, the Son of Owns, and Ne- 
phew to the decea/ed Onias, retired himftlf into Eppt i Where growing familiar with 
Ptvlomn, Pb/lometor and Cleopatra his Wife, he pcrfwaded them to build a Temple in 
the Confines oiHtliopolis, not unlike to that of Jcrufalem, and to create a High Prieft 
in the lame ; of which Temple in Egypt, we have made very oftentimes mention. Af- 
ter that Jactm had held the Priefthood for. the (pace of three years, he died without 
D Succeffor ; fo the City remained feven years without a High Prieft, Again, the Af: 
moneans recovered the Government of their Nation, and after they had made War a- 
gainlt the Macedonians, they eftabliflied r ]onatban High Prieft, who exefeHed the Of- 
fice feven years j but afterwards he was killed in an Ambufh, and Treafon confpired 
againft him by Tryphon, asiWehave declared ellewhere. After him, Simon his Bro- 
ther undertook the Priefth6©d, irwho was, not long after killed treacheroufly by his 
Son in-law at a Banquet; -Alfter him fucceeded his Son Hircnnm ; who enjoying this 
Dignity tor the fpace of thirty on© years, died'when he was very old, leaving behind 
him Jrtdts, flirnamed!^//?^/M'; who dying, left his Brother Alexander his Heir, 
both of the Kingdom arid Higl^riefthood. After that Ariftobnlw had obtained the 
g Royal Government, he enjdyedboth Dignities one whole year. For this 'judos, fur- 
named Ariftobnliu, was the firft that let the Diadem on bis head, caufing h'imfelf to be 
called a King j the which Alexander did continue ; for healfo joyned the Kingdom 
with the High Priefthood, and reigned twenty feven years : And feeling himfelf draw 
near to his death, lie left in Alexandra his Wives hands, to difpole of the Priefthood 
as fhe pleaftd She therefore beflowed it on Rircanw, and as for the Kingdom, fhe 
kept it in her own hands nine years, and afterwards died. Hcrfon Hircanw was 
High Prieft for fb long time : For after Alexandra's death, his Brother Arifiobulm 
made War againft him j and having overcome him, he took the Kingdom from him ; 
and not only feized on the Crown, but the Priefthood. After he had reigned three 
F years, and as many months, Pompey repaired to Jeritfalem, and took it perforce ; and 
laying hold of Jriftobulw, font him bound unto Rome with his Children. After 
which, he reftored the Priefthood once more to Hircantts \ committing the Govern- 
ment of the Nation unto his hands, forbidding him in the meart fpace to wear the Dia- 
dem. Befides the firft nine years, Hircantts governed twenty and four: BtitBarza- 
pharms and Pacoras, Princes of the Parthians, pafled Euphrates, and made war againft 
Hircmtts, and took him alive Prifbner, and made Antigomts, Ariftobulus 'sSon, King. 
But after he had governed three years and three months, S 0 ftns and Herodxopk him a- 
live perforce, and Antonins tent him to Antioeh, where he was beheaded. After that 
Herod was created King by the Romans ; there was never any High Prieft .created of 
0 the Pofterity of the Afmoneans (for he gave the High Priefthood to certain men of ob- 
Icureand bafe extraction, who were of the Order, of Priefts) Atipbulm only- except- 
ed, This Ariftobulus was Hirc&nmh Nephew, who was a Prifoner among the Parthians;

anddeclareth his intent, and fpecifieth the principal points 
of this Hiftory. 




He War of the 'jews againft the Romans, was of all other the The duty of 
greateft that ever was attempted in our Age , or heard of in an Hiftorio- 
any other, either between City and City, or Nation againft Na- {JJ 1 ^ J nd 
tion : Tet there have been fome perfons, who ( rather building thamepfft 
their difcourfe on the vain and falfe reports of others , than •* 
their own knowledge) have written the Hiftory of it by hear- 
fay ; and filed their difcourfe not only with Vanity , but 
atfo with Contradiction- Others there are, who, though 
Witness or Alitor s in the fame I nevertheless, have according 
to their own fancy, related many faljhoods, either out of flat- 
tery to the Romans, or hatred againjl the Jews : Whofi Writings are full of nothing 
-but Accufations of the one/ and praifes of the other, without observation of Hiftorical 
Verify. For this caufe, I Jofeph the Son of Matthias, by Birth an Hebrew, a Citizen yrfak himfelf 
and Pr /eft of Jerufalem; who, in the beginning of thofe Wars, bore Arms againjl the M» fundin 
Romans, and afterwards (being thereunto forced by neceffity) was prefent at all thofe JkjXjJ* 
things , which were attempted and profecuted in thofe Wars ; have thought good to 
write in the Greek Tongue ( in favour of all thofe who acknowledge the Sovereignty of 
the Roman Empire ) ail that which heretofore in my own Language I have written, to 
inform other Nations t When thefe great Wars began, the Romans were at Civil Wars 
among themfelves : And the younger and more turbulent fort of 'Jews, trufling to their 
Riches and Courage, excited fo great troubles in the Eaft, to make ufe of this opportu- 
nity, that whole Nations were in apprehenfton to be brought into fubjed ion to them, be> 
caufe they had confederated with thofe of their Nation, that inhabited the farts beyond 
Euphrates, to revolt altogether. Moreover, at that time the Gauls, who bordered 
upon the Romans^ f offered them not to live in peace : And the Germans alfo began to 
take Arms. In a word, after the death of Nero, Seditions reigned every where : fo After 
that by reajbn of the opportunity of thefe times, many went about to make themfelves time all things 
Kjngs : And the Sonldiers led with the hope of gain, deftred nothing more than trou- faUoftroublc - 
bte and alteration. Now , becaufe thefe matters were important, the trouble 1 had to 
fee the truth difguifed, made me take care to inform exaclly the Parthians , Babyloni- 
ans , and the far theft diflant Arabians , and thofe of our Nation, inhabiting btyond joftpbhad 
q Euphrates , together with the Adiabenites, of the true caufe of this War, of all that written this 
pajjed in it, and how it was ended \ left thofe who were not prefent in it, fhould be ignorant Hebrew" ** 
thereof, and deceived by flattering and fabulous Hiftorians. Tet fome of thefe there be t Tmiguebe-

truth, but alfo no ways anfverable to the Subject which they undertake. For whereas 
they labour to extol the Romans, and debafe the 'Jews j / cannot understand how they 
? lie Gloty of cm fa f,^ great, who triumph in the Conqueft of men fo obfcure and abjeft. Nay^ 
dimSeTif wbHft thy taUt exto1 Romans valour in conquering the jews , they conftder not 
you derogate the continuance of the War, nor the multitude of the Roman Forces, nor the honour 
from then Ja- 0 ^ Captains ; whofe Glory is much impaired, if they Itfjenthat of the reft (lance, 
Sfcgeof Yem- by which the valour of the Jews rendered the execution of the enterprife fo difficult. 
JaUm. f or m y own part, I am not refolved to contradict thofe , who (hall enhance the Glory 

and noble Actions of the Romans, nor to extol and cry up the de/trts of my own Na- 
tion ; but my rrjolution is, in all truth and ftncerity to jet down each Occur rtnt, with- I 
out refpect or partiality towards either part. In performance whereof, 1 will order my 
difcourfe according to the matter I treat of, and as my grief and forrow (ball invite 
me to lament the miferies of my Countrey. For the Civil Dijjention , that difmem- 
ler'd the fame , was the caufe that brought it to confufton '. And thofe Tyrants that 
reigned amongft us were fitch, who forcibly drew the Romans , with Sword and Fire, 
Turn his Piet t0 e ff e ^ F)efolation of our Holy Temple. , The truth whereof Titus Cseftfr bimftlf 
towards the y can jr/ftifte , who deftroyed the fame ; who during all thofe Wars, ft ill pitied the peo- 
Jews. p/ e ^ f or t l )a t f Ne y ( as be m /l perceived) were kept in awe by the Seditious: And often- 
times, of his own accord , he deferred the taking of the City , and purpofely protracted 
the Siege, to the intent that in the mean time the Authors of the Seditions might have K 
lei f nre to repent and fubmit themfelves. Now, if any man think that I write this, as one 
that exclaimeth again ft the Tyrants, and their Depredations ; or that in bewailing the 
miferies of my loft Countrey, 1 accufe their Villanies too paffionately, and thereby tranjgrefs 
the limits of a Hiffory; let it be imputed to my grief ', and fo pardoned. For a- 
moufft all the Cities that ever were conquered by the Romans , our City only attain- 
ed to the top of felicity i but now, aits, 'tis brought into extream Mifery, Captivity 
All Calamit ies <t»d Defolation. Nay, if all the /Misfortunes and Calamities which the World from the

1 confefs I have often blamed, and perhaps with reafon , the mo(l 
Hiftoriogra- eloquent Grecians \ that {although thefe our mo ft miferable and memorable Wars hapned in 
tlwWa«of fS their days, in refpect whereof all other former troubles are obfcure and of no reckoning J 
the Jaws with they have reftrained their Tongues and Fens, to the end they might carp at thofe with 
filence. greater liberty, who undertake the publifbing thereof ; whom, , though in Learning and E- 

loquence, they exceed, yet they have the advantage of baying managed publick, A(fairs. j^j 
Theft cenfurers of others, write the Hiftories of the Afjyrians and^Medes, as if the ancient 
Writers had ill. reported the fame .; though indeed they com\ as far behind, thofe ancient 
Authors, in their manner of writing, as they do in the deftgn they bad in writing. For 
fitch as, in times paft, publifhed any worthy Hiftory , endeavoured to write that which 
they themfelves had feen ; and they were Eye-wit neffes of thofe Affairs they committed to 
writing, they more effectually performed all that they promifed, becaufe they accounted it 
an ac~t of di(bonefly to report and publifh Lyes inflead of Hiftory. And truly, in my opi- 
nion, that man is worthy commendation, who ftriveth by his fludious endeavours, to Re- 
gifter, not only the Ocurrences of' times paft, but alfo thofe memorable events that have 
happened in his own. days; And be only and truly, is to be accounted induftrious , not ^ 
that altereth and prune/b at bis^pleafure another man y s Works, but he that of himfelf com- 
pileth an Hiftory hereof no matt hath before written. For my own part (being a 
fir anger ) / have J pared no labour and expence , . to declare the truth of theft events 
in the, ears of the. Greeks and Romans,. . For, as touching their own learned men, their 
mouths are always open where their own intereft, publick or private, is concerned \ but if 
they come, to a Hiftory, wherein they fboujd both tell truth, and with great labour en- 
^"JJJ quire of thofe things that are paft', here the travel is too tedious, the bit is in their 
olieda Hifto- t^thy fi $at they 'leave the matter to their performance who are uncapable and unapt 
rio^rapher. both in ftik and. JtuAy to regifter the Actions of Princes and great Captains ; whereby it 

appears, that the Grecians make as little account of the truth of Hiftory, as weefteemand A 
fiekit. ° 

Now, 
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Now to difeover unto you the Original of the Jews , what their Eftate hath been 
in times paft, and after what manner they departed out of Egypt ; to (hew whit 
Countreys they conquered , and what Colonies they planted , were, in my judgement , 
both impertinent and to little purpofe', conftdering that divers of mine own Nati- 
on have before my time written an exact Hiftory of the actions of our Anteftors t 
yea> many Greeks alfo have tr inflated thefe men's Writings into, their own Tongue, 
without much deviating from the truth. I will therefore begin my Hiftory in that 
time where thefe Writers, and our own Prophets have ended theirs, and jet down 
at large all thofe Wars that happened in my time. As for thofe things that precede 
jj my particular knowledge, I will only touch them briefly, and in a word or two. Fir ft, 
I will relate how Antiochus, furnamed Epiphanes, took the City of Jerufalem , and ^f^its- 
pojfcffed the fame for the fpace of three years and fix months ; and how he was dri- firrtAutho/ 
vin out of that Countrey at la ft, by the Afmoneans. After this I will fit down the and Fountai/i 
D/ffentions that happened amongft Antiochus'/ Succejfors for the Kjngdom ; and how of tfeews" 
by this means they drew Pompcy and the Romans into their Affairs. How Herod, The Epitome 
Itkewife the Son of Antipater, being affifted by Sofius, put an end to the Rule of the °f the Wars 
Afmonean Primes'. And how, in Auguftus Cifar's time, after the death of Herod, thc J ews - 
and during the Government of Quintiiius Varus, a Sedition was raifed among 
the people : And how in the twelfth year of Nero's Reign , the War began. What 
C Itkewife happened in Ceftius'/ time ; and what Warlike exploits the Jews perform- 
ed in their fir (I Attempts and Revolts ; how they ftrengthened the Cities and Forts 
about them ; and bow Nero ( hearing of the great Overthrow which bis Army re~ 
aived under Ceftius their General, and fearing left be fhould lofe all} made Titus 
Vefparian General of his Army', who being attended by his eldefl Son, came into 
Judea, accompanied with as great a number of Romans as he could poffibly gather ', 
how great a number of bis Allies were defeated in Galilee ; what Cities they took 
in that Province, either by Affault, or by Compofition. Beftdes all thefe things, I will 
exprefs what 0>der and Difcipline the Romans obferve in their Wars, and bow they 
are accuftomed to exercife their Soutdiers. I will defer ibe alfo the places and nature 
foof the Country of Galilee and Judea, together with the Mountains , Lakes and 
Fountains thereof, with all the Properties of the fame ', not forgetting thofe miferies 
which the Captive Cities fuffered', and how they were fur prized. All which {toge- 
ther with all thofe evils and miferies which during thofe troubles befelmy felf) ] mil dif- 
courfe with all truth and diligence, the rather becaufe Ipublijh them to many who are no ways 
ignorant of them. 

After this, I will fet down how {upon the declining and downfal of the Jews') TJie/J nsan( j 
Nero^ died ; and how at fttcb time as Velpatian had undertaken the expedition to changes after

themfelves how many Tyrants arofe among them, who hatched much civil difcord 
and debate in their Government. Moreover, how Titus departing out of Egypt, 
came the fecond time into Judea, and ranged over the Countrey; and bow and 
where he levied and encamped his Armies.

triumph ov« much honour. All thefe things I have comprehended in /even Booh, endeavouring 
ThSfe as much as in me lieih, to avoid all occafton of reproof from thofc men who know 
why he wrote t yr t Affairs, and were Actors in the War.

who opening the Sepulchre of David (who had been one of the richeftof all the Kings 
! of Judax) took more than three thoufand Talents from thence ; of which he gave three 
' hundred to Antiochus, and fb obliged him to depart the Countrey. This Hiacanus was * 
^ ; the firft Prince that entertained Foreign Soldiers. But fo fbon as Antiochm had bent his 
Power and Forces againft the Medes, he took that opportunity to revenge himfelf, 
upon the nay. ano « p re f en tly afTaulted the Towers of Syria ; afluring himielf, he fhould find them(as 
Crcd tT indeed they were) void of Soldiers to defend them. He made himfelf Mafter of Me- 
lents, raifeth dUa, Samea, Sick m and Garizim, and fubdued the Cutheans, who inhabit the places 
adjoyning to the Temple, that was built in imitation of that which is at Jerufalem. 
Jp.'i ji Moreover he took many Cities of Idumea, and amongft the reft, Doteon and Marifa ; 
jrijioMutmA an d coming into Samaria (which Herod afterwards rebuilt, and called Sebafte) he be- 
fogisZnT fieged it on every fide, and left his two Sons, Ariftobulm and Antigonus, to continue 

the Seige they omitted nothing to the purpbfe ; and there came fuch a Famine in the K 
City, that the Inhabitants were conftrained to eat very unaccuftomed Meats. In this 
extremity, they tlefircd aid of Antiochus, furnamed Spond'w, who fpeedily came to re- 
Sfhflenifer- Heve them • but he was overcome by Ariftobulm arid Antigonus, and was purfued by 
*town and tnem t0 ScychopolU, whither he retired himfelf. But they, returningagain to Samaria. 
p01 6 ' ftra.itned the pity ; and at laft, taking it by force, deftroyed the fame, and led away 
their Inhabitants Captives. ; Whilft thus fortune favoured them, they ceafed not to 
purfue their good fuccefs, but led their Army beyond Scychopolis, and fhared between 
them allthe Land of Mount Qarmel. :

overcome over ' r uIed their ambitious pafTion, that th,ey could not contain themfelves from the 
War. profecution of an ppen and bloody War ; wherein, notwithftanding, they were put to 
¥' r \ a 'Tt aft * r tne worft. From that day forward, Hircanw paffed>the remainder of his Life in all m 
lygovemff'" Tranquility andHappinefsjandafter he had governed theCommonwealth for the fpace 
the Countrey of thirty and three years, he departed this pfe, leaving behind him five valiant Sons. 
fhreSs Hc was a m ?- n of more than OftiWY felicity, being poffeffed of three excellent endow- 
fpace, dieth. rrients together ; For he was the prince of his Countrey, High Prieft, and a Prophet, 
*^£*f2e 10 whom God fpake, and gave him the knowledge pf future Accidents. Heforefaw, 
wS\ j86i . and foretold, that histwoeldeft Sons fhould not continue long in the Government, 
tefrn ' chips ( whofe ends are worth rehearfal, being very different from their Father's felicityi) for 
Jj^JM^' the eloeftSon Ariftobulus, after his Father's death, changed the Principality into a 
1 Kingdom ; and was the firft that put a Crown on bis head ; four hundred twenty one 

r lib years, and three months, after the deliverance of the People from the Captivity of Ba- m 
taf'iy. hfon. AsfmAntigonfu (who was his fecond brother, and whom in appearance he

dead y fiute truth is dead before me, and one of my Predictions is found fault) I Fof behold 
hm^wmyetlivtth, who fhould this day have died in theTover of ^Stratbn, which is di- 
fiant from this place fix hundred furlongs, and 'tis now the fourth hour of the day - now 
therefore is the time, wherein my Divwttion (hall be falftfied. Having fpoken to this 
effcefyhe old man fate down, being altogether difconfblate and penfive ; within a while 
after, it was told him that Antigoms was flainin a place under ground, called the 
g Tower of Straton, being of the fame name of that of Ctfarea, whichisTdituate upon 
the Sea-coft ; which conformity of names, was the caufe that Judas ftaggered in his 
Divination. 

The forrow which incontinently feized Ariftobulus, for eommitting this hainbus 
Murther, augmented his ficknefs in fuch fort, that his Soul was continually troubled 
with the thought of his fin | and his body through extream heat of paflion, became SftJl' 
dried up ; and the grief that he felt was fo vehement, that his Entrailsbecameexulcerai «iwd at hi.

faieth the o £ r0U nd. After this, he affaulted Obodas King of t he Arabians ; who having laid Am- 
SlSk bufhmentsinthe Countrey of Galaad, in a place fit for fuch a purpofe, dtfeomfited 
him and his whole Army, being driven into a deep Vally, where they were peftered 
with a multitude of Camels. « ... • j u . t L 

But Alexander efcaped to Jerufalem, where the people who had conceived a hatred 
aaainfthim, being encouraged by his great lofs and flaughter of men, began again to 
rebel • but then alio he overcame them ; and in fix years fpace, in fundry Battels, flew 
above fifty thoufand Jews :]Notwithftanding,he never rejoyced in his Viftory, becaufe 
the ftrength of his Countrey was confumed thereby. For which caufe, giving over his 
Wars he began to feek the people's favour by fweet and mild courfes ; but they 
16. much hated his inconftant and variable manners, that when he demanded of them 
what he fliould do to win their favours, they anfwered, that he fliould die, and that 
fcarcely they could pardon him if fo be he were dead, who had done them fo much 
milchicf. The Jews fent to Demetrius, furnamed for help; who, in hope of M 

ST™ great Re wards, came and joyned his Forces with the Jews about Sichem, being three 
the jews. thoufand Hone, and forty thoufand Foot : Alexander met them both with a thou- 
Ant. lib.

Conqueror, ^ wou j d have left Demetrius, and come to him. But when both parts perceived 
that the jews continued obftinate in their purpofe, and the Greeks kept their fidelity, 
the two Armies encountred; in which Encounter, Demetrius had the upper hand (al- N 
Theiews rc- though Alexander^ Hirelings evidently fhewed their ftrength and courage. ) Butthe 
volt from jte. effd-of this Vi&ory was fuch, as neither party expected ; for they who lent for Deme- 
miriu, : fri a f ter his Vi&ory , forfook him ; and Fortune changing her Colours, fix thoufand 
Tews fled to Alexander, into the Mountains, whither for fafety he had betaken himfelf. 
"This revolt much difpleafed and difcouraged Demetrius ; fo that he now thought, that 
Alexander uniting his Forces, was able to give him Battel ; and he feared that all the 
Jews would at that prefent follow Alexander ; for which caufe, he returned home. Yet 
., , ' S jthe reft of the Jews, having thus loft the help of Demetrius t wou\d nor defift from their 
immoderate, N Region ; but they fo long warred with Alexander, till at laft (the rnoft of them be- 
wmh ): who, ins flain) he drave the reft into the City of Bemezeli ; and when he had furpnzed and 
SffiKcS? iick'd the City, he.led them Captive to Jerujakm But immoderate Anger turned his u 
tira. , Cruelty. to impiety ; for having crucified eight hundred Captives in the midlt ot tne

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A City, he killed their Wives, and the Children he maflacred before their, Mother's fa- <^-a^ 

ces : and this pitiful fpe£hcle he beheld with pleafure, as he was a drinking, and nia- mJBT^

C H A P. IV.

Of the War ^/Alexander, KJng of the Jews, mth Antiochus and Aretes and of 
Ariftobulus and HircanuS. 

AFterthis, Antiochus (who!il<ewife was called Dionyjtus, brother to Demetrius, 
and the laft of all the Race of Sdeticus) raifed up new broils againft Alexander ; t^u^ ; 
who fearing him becaufe he had overcome theArabians,drew a deepTrench along that aS^Z 
ground which lieth between AntipxtrU, and the Sea-coft of Joppa: And before the "■«"'« 
Trench he built a very high Wall, and railed Towers of wood to hinder his Enemies ther ' 
paflage. But all this could not keep out Antiochus; who burning the Towers, and fil- 
C Jing up the Trenches, entred and pafTed over them with his Forces'. But not tarrying at 
that time to revenge himfelf of him who had thus forbidden him paOace, he prefently 
marched forward againft the Arabians. Antas, King of Arabia, retiring himfelf into The Kirig at 
certain places of his Couutrey which were fitteft for defence^and returning fuddenly to ? ,,e Arabians 
Battel with his Horfe (who were in number ten thoufand) rufhed fuddenly upon Anti- S«a sof " 
ochiiss Soldiers, and found them unprovided ; fb that a hot Skirmifli began betwixt diersuna- 
them; in which the Soldiers of ^*//Ww,whilft he lived, fhewed themfelves valiant 1 
(though they were on every fide maflacred by the Arabians) but fb foon as he was flain ^/a% 
(who was always ready to aflift thofe that were in danger) all of them fled; and the ^""^'«s 
greateft part of them were flain in the Battel, and in flight : As for thofe that efcaped, Srandk! 
u they fled to the Town of Cana, where all (except very few) died for hunger. After a'^af " 
this, the people of Duma feus being incited with the hatred they bare to Ptolomey the Son n L Umber of 
otMenneus, fent for An tas, and eftabliflied him King over Calofyria ; who warring a- ThTy ofD*- 
gainft Jud**, and overcoming Alexander in Battel, retired upon Compofition. Alex- 1 ma f c <" and 
Under having taken Pella, relbrted once more to the Town of Gerafa, in that he was dc- ff fa ' j gainft 
firous to get Theodorm\ Riches ; and took the place, notwithstanding that it was forti- ^ 
fied with three Walls, and that upon every Wall there was planted a Garifon. He toot 
GauLn and Sckucia, and that Town which is called the Valley of Antiochus. Moreover 
having taken Gamala, which was a very ftrong Caftle, and imprifbned the Governour 
thereof, who was called Demetrius, becaufe he was a wicked Pei fon ; he returned into 
E JiuU.t after he had fpent threeyears in War ; where, for his profperous fuccefs, he was 
joyfully received of his Nation. But no fooner ceafed he from War, but he fell fick 
of a Quartane Ague ; and he thought that he fliould drive away his ficknefs, if he em- ff'" 1 ^ 
ployed himfelf in fome bufmefs ; for which caufe, labouring under his Difeafe, he appli- SaJ?" * 
ed himfelf to War, and toiling above his ftrength, amidft thofe tumults, he yielded up ^>t.m>.i } '. 
the Ghoft in the thirty feventh year of his Reign ; leaving the Kingdom to Alexandria 'ft 32 j 
his Wife, fully accounting that the Jews would in all things obey her, becaufe that /he, XS^' S 
always mifliking and feeking to hinder hiscruelty and iniquity, had won the hearts of Wife ' throu S h 
the People; Neither was he deceived ; for fhe being admired for her Piety amongft vlmf'lb^ 
them,they eafily fiibmitted to her; the rather for that fhe was well acquainted with the "meti/the." 
* Cuftoms of her Countrey, and even from her Childhood deteftedtheiri who violated Kingdom 
our holy Laws. She had by Alexander two Sons, the eldeft was called Hircanus, whom mSgf 
by reafon of his years,fhe made High Prieft; and becaufe of his dull nature, (he thought Prieft » an <i & 
that though he were in Princely Authority, yet he would moleftno man : As for the JE"* 
voungeft Son Ariftobulus, becaufe he was of a hot fpirit, fhe was willing that he fliould 
Jeada private life. 

Now there was a certa in Sett among the Jews, which were called Pharifees, who 
joined themfelves with the Queen : Thefe people were thought to be of the godlieft. The Pharifees 
jonyandtobe more skilful than others, in interpreting the Scriptures ; and Alexandra- 6- 
fivourcd them the more, becaufe fhe was much given to Religion.

' commanded. Pflw;e/ at the North fide filled the Ditch and Valley with earth, which i 
his Soldiers carried ; though by reaibn of the great depth, and for that the Jews made 
refiftance, it was a hard thing to be done ; and it had been left undone, had not Pom- 
pey (obferving the feventh day, wherein the Jews Religion obliged them to abftain 
from all labour) caufed it to be filled upthofe days; forbidding the Soldiers to fight 
at that time, to the intent he might fill the Ditch more conveniently (for it was lawful 
for the Jews only to do what wasnecerTary to fuftain and defend their Lives upon the 
Sabbath.) At laft, when the Ditch was filled, and the Towers were built upon the 
Rampire, he batter 'd.tbe Walls with thofe Engines that he brought from Tyre ; but they 
were beaten hack by thofe who refilled from the top of the Walls, who rouled ftones 
at them : Againft the violent power whereof, the Towers that were built in that R 
Quarter, being of a great and goodly building, refilled extremely well. But the Ro- 
mans found hard work in this place, zsa&Pomptj admired the valour of the Jews ; that 
being amongft the thickeftpf their Enemjes.Darts, they omitted no Ceremony of their 
Religion ; but (as though they had had firm,Peace) they every day obferved their Ce- 
remonies, offered Sacrifices, and moft diligently performed the Divine Service ; yea, 
though every day they were killed at the Altar,they ceafednot from the Lawful Rites 
of their Religion. At laft, in the third Month of the Siege, during which fcarcely one 
Tower was beaten down, they brake into the Temple; and the firft that attempted to 
climb over rhe Wall,,wasCw7«?//»j Fauffius,Syll£s Son; and after him two Centurions, 
Fnrius and Fabius, with their Regiments ; whocompaffing the Temple about(while . 
fome fought to hide themfelves, and others refilled) they flew them all. There were 
many Priefts alfo among the reft ; who, although they t faw the Enemies with naked 
Swords rufliing upon them, yet being nothipg at all difrnayed thereat, continued ftill 
their Sacrifices, and were flain even whpthey offered and jncenfed in the Temple ; 
preferring the duty they ow'd to their Religion, even hefore,their own fafety. Many 
alio were flain by their owr) Countrey-men that favoujeo'the adverfe part, and many 
caft themfelves down headlong upon the.Rocks;othqrs fa ( their fury ,havingdefperately;

CHAP. VI. 
Of the War of Alexander with Hircanus, and alfo of Ariftobulus. 

SCanrns advanced with his Army into Arabia; but being by the difficulty of che ^.ub. i 4 . 
place hindred, that he could not come to Petra f he wafted all the Countrey ad- xheArabian 
joyning to Pe/ia ; although, whilfthe llayed to do this, he endured much evil ; for » icconciied 
C there aroi'e a great Famine in his Army, notwithftanding that Hircanus, by Antipater's "J'/J""!' 
means, lent them Vidluals. Scaur us alio lent the lame Antipattr, as his familiar Friend, e £\' a ; 
to Antas, to perfwade him that by disburfmg fome money, he fliould work his Peace. 
To which motion Ant as condefcended, and gave him three hundred Talents, and fo 
Scaur us with his Army departed out of Arabia. 

In the mean time Alexander the Son of Ariftobulus (who, in the way to Rome, elca- ^JJ&s 
ped from Pompey) gathered together a great Army,and ftraitly befet Hircanus, wafting SoZ,° "^thln 
a\\Jud>ea; and hoped quickly to take jeru/alem^zwk the Wall which was deftroyed a great power 
by Pompey, had not been built up again. But Qabimus, a great Captain, who was lent ^ inft lUrcam 
into Syria to lucceed Scaur us, march'd with an Army againft him. Whereupon,fearing rN^A-^ 
n the worft, he aflembled all the Forces he could, to make refiftance \ fo that he had ten JjjjJ" °f tht 
thouland Foot.and a thoulapd and five hundred Horle : He fortified alfo the commodi- 'iffif;

which matter it behoveth us not to fpeakinthis place. After the death of Craffus, 
the Parthians endeavoured to enter Syria ; but Caffias who fucceedded him in the Go? 
vcrnment, repulfed them ; and having gotten the upper hand, hefpeedily pafled into 
J//d<ea ; and tak'ingTaricbea, carried away about three thoufand men Captive, and 
put Pitbolatts to death, for gathering a company of feditious people to Ariftobulus his 
part. He that counfelled his death was Antipater, who was married to a Noble Wo- 
/mtip.iter's man of Arabia called Cypris, by whom he had four Sons, Phafeltts y Herod, afterwards 
San of Kin 8» fyf't 1 * and PkerwM > and one Daughter called Salome. His wile Condua and 
X^'" Liberality got him the friendfliip of many Princes, and efpecially that of the King of 
Arabia, to whofe fidelity he committed his Sons, when he undertook the War againft v. 
Arifiobulns. But Caflius made a Truce with Alexander, and in the mean time went to 
Euphrates, to hinder the paflagc of the Parthians ; as we fhall fhew in another place.

Shortly after, Sextos Ctfir proclaimed him General of the Army, both in Syria and 
Samiritr, fo that now he was greatly to be feared by Hircanus, not only for that he BaU:e " 
was highly in favour with the Commonalty, but alfo for the Forces which he com- Army 
manded. Hereupon Hircanm fell into extreme fear, verily perfwading himfelf that t0 7 (rH f lU '" 
Herod with his whole Army would prefently come againft him. Neither was Lit* 0 *""' 
lulpicion vain : for Herod angry at the pretended Crime whereof he was accufed ^ddiffm- 
came with a great Army to Jer»filcm, intending to depofc Hircanm; which he hadJSrKt.

Moreover, that Prudence obliged him to confider the fortune of War, together with 
the caufe thereof 5 that the juftice of Hircanms fide might do more for him than a 
whole Army* and that he ought not to hope for Viftory, being to fight againft his 
own King, who had always been gracious unto him, and never had thought of doing 
him hurt, but only being as it were urged thereunto by fome of his Council, who 
through meer envy, and to fatisfie their own paffions, had framed a fhadow of an 
D accufation againft him. Herod was fatisfied herewith, and fuppos'd it to be fufficient 
in order to his great defigns, to have {hewed his Forces and his Power unto his 
Nation. 

At this time began Civil War among the Romans near Apawia, in which Ctcilm B*gi* mr . 
Bjjjtts, tor the love he bare to Sextos Pompey, {lew Sextos C£jar at unawares, and made thcrct, ' s "'"' 
himfelf Govcrnour of his Army * and other Captains offafar's to revenge his death, fof rby 
made after Bajfus with all their Forces ; unto whom Antipater by his two Sons fent aid ' 
both for the fake of Cefar that was flain, and of him that was yet alive (for he was an 
entire friend and well-wilier unto them both) and thefe Wat s continuing long Manns 
came out of Italy to fucceed Sextus. *

CHAP. IX. 

Cafar 's death. Caffius comes into Syria } Herod ingratiates with him. Malichus 
yfons Antipater, who had faved his Life. For which Herod caufe s him to 



be fain. 

AT this time arofe great and bloody Civil Wars amongfl: the Romans, after Ca- 
far was flain by the treafon of Cajfuts and Brutus, having ruled the Empire ^TccfS 
F three years and feven Months. By reafon of which Murther, their troubles daily ■ S.?^ 
creajed, and the Nobility being at variance amongft themfelves, every one follow- C t' 
ed that courfe, that they thought moft expedient for themfelves. Whereupon CM. M 
»' prefently marched into Syria, to take pofieflion of the Government of the Armv "'v , • 
wh,ch was about Apamia ; where he made Marcus and Baffin friends, took the con-Sffe'yM 
dua of the Legions which they commanded, and raifed the fiege from Apamia c »'«- 
and leading the Army in his own Perfon, he forced every City to be tributa-Yrt* 
ry, and exafted without meafure. He commanded the Jews to contribute feven ctffiJ'Gtvcn 
Hundred Talents : Antipater fearing his difpleafure, appointed his Sons and others in,,hexaC ' li ' 
of his friends prefently to gather the Money b and cfpecially amongft the reft, he° n3 ' 
Ogave this charge to one Malichus a friend of his. But Herod firft of all got 
favour^ having brought him an hundred Talents which he had collected 
out ot Galilee, which was his part or Province. As for the reft, he accufed them of 

Ccc Q * negligence, 
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"^C^'ncgli^nce, and was angry at the other Cities : So that having pillaged Gophna and H 
^friU^'^^ and other two fmall Cities, he march'd onwards with intent to kill Ma- 
ti&lichus, for that he had been lb carekts and negligent m gathering the 1 nbutc, money. 
K.uivujUo. But Antipater (prefently disburfing unto an hundred Talents) faved both hmi 

and all the reft of the Cities. Yet Malichus after Cajjtus was departed, did no. more 
B «fui oUn- lx , mrmbe , how beneficial >i«/i/Mter had been unto him, but oftentimes treacheroully 
X laid wait tomurther him becaufe he hindred, and wuhftood his v.l anous pretention^ 
A,„k:,«rz, notwithftanding that himfelf had often confefled that ArttMer M (lived hi* lite, 
tT-^t Antipater fearing both his power and fubtilty, palled over the River -Jordan to Ra . 

the/an Army, that he might prevent thofe Treacheries. But Mal/chus being diico- 
vered, faw nothing left for him to do but to diUernble* and accordingly by many I 
Oaths and Excufcs he won Phafdus, chief of the Ganfon in Jerufa lem and tf«W, wno 
wasMafterof the Army, that they mould be a means to reconcile him unto J/,/^- 
Whereupon ,4,/r/Hcr intreating M<»rw (who was General o the Army in V 
,7,1, and had determined to kill him) he was faved. The reaion that JVW would 
have put him to death , was, becaufe Mdichus was of a turbulent and iadhous 

o<.hm,«A«. fP Thc young Mr, furnamed afterwards and warring .againft CV//- 
SStehSto and /W and C#//-f, gathered an Army in 6> 3 and in confideration or 

S the great capacity of Herod, they made him Procurator of all Syria, giving him a 
f^promi- band 0 f Hor f e and Foot. Moreover G#«/ promifed him, that it the War had an \ 

war happy end, he would make him Ring of [fudta. But it came to pafs that the me- 
re make him rit * l of Hcrod wWch rais'd this hope fo high, was the caufe of -Ampater his Fathers 
of y '" death. For Malices being hereby put in fear, hired one of the King s Officers for a 
certain fum of Money to poyfon Antipater h by which means he died, being thus u 11- 
poyfoncd by ■ ftl ievv:u .aed for his good will toward wretched Mdichus. He was a worthy Man 
muim. ^ and rccovcrcd t hc Kingdom, being loft for Hire anus: MaUchm 

(perceiving the People mcenfed againfthim, becaufe they fufpected that he had poy- 
foned Antipater) pacified and moderated their difpleafurc by denying the faft* yet 
for his better fecurity, he gathered about him a Guard or armed Men : tor he thought 
Her id imend. tnat Herod would not let the matter flip fo, but would prefently come with an Army to L 
edi to avenge revcnge ms Father's death. But by the counfel of his Brother Phafalus ( who fent hitn 
death! * word not openly to encounter Mdichus, left a Sedition might arife among the People) 
he patiently permitted it fo to be, and fuffered Mdichus to juftifie himfelf, and cele- 
brated a folemn Funeral for his Father : which done, he went to Samaria, and appeafed 
the Sedition wherewith that City was difquieted. After this he returned to Jerufdem, 
intending to celebrate the Feftival, and having fent certain of his armed Men before 
him, he appointed the reft to accompany him. But Mdichus, who feared this approach 
of his felicited Hircamts to give order, that no Grangers ftiould intermingle them- 
lei ves among the People, to difmrb their Devotion. But Herod contemning this Pro- 
joynctiuvich hibition entred the City by night: whereupon Mdichus once more came to him, M 
f T m \ r , and wept for Antipater. Herod, although he could very hardly bridle his difp eafore, 
cth'Lodhy yet diilembled the fame : and lent Letters to Cajjius, wherein he complained ot his 
ktcrs (D rc- Fat h a .>s death. Cajfuts already hated Mdichus fufficiently, and fo he writ again to 
SielhT/W, willing him to revenge his Father's death) which that he might the better 
eftl-ft, he fecretly commanded the Captains of his Regiment to affift him. Now tor 
that after the furprizal of Laodicea, all the beft of the City came to Herod, bringing 
Prefcntsand Crowns, he appointed this for a fit time of his intended revenge: which 
Mdichus fufpefting as he was near Tyre, he purpofed fecretly to get away his Son, 
who was there a pledge, and to lice into Jiulsa. But defpair of his own lately urged 
him to greater matters * for he hoped to incite the Jems to take Arms againft the Ho- n 
mans, whilft Cafws was now bufie in the War againft Antouim fo that he thought 
. he might eafily depofe Hircanus, and make himfelf King. ButGW prevented tndc 
vain hopes : For Herod, fufpecYmghe had fome great dejign, invited him and Hm&ms 
. to Supper, in order to which he made a (hew as though he had fent one ot his Servants 
. to caufe a Banquet to be prepared, but indeed he lent him to the #0*4* Captains 
to tell them to lie in wait for Mdichus : who remembrjng what charge UIW gave 
The dccrwoF them, came forth of the City to the ftiore next adjoyning, to the Town, al aimed 
LucUufihech with Swords ?, where comparing Mdachus round about, they killed him with man) 
" C wounds. Hircanus, hereat aftonilhed, fell in a fwouii, and being fcarcely come to him-

AFter Cajftu* was departed from Syria, there arofe another Sedition mjcrufalem, 
for Felix came with an Army againft Phafielus, to be revenged upon Herod for Ant , b XA 
killing MaUchm. It chanced that Herod was at that time at Damafcus with Fabius, a Z *[ ,4 * 
Roman Captain, and would have come to affift Phafelus, but by the way he fell fick te,i * eomcti '

d**, and got the viftory : and having put Antigonus to flight, he returned to lerufalem lo u

J . King of Judsea. 

'-pWo years after this, and when Baruipharncs, a great Noble-man of the Parthian, 
Z'u " 4 " 9 governed Syria m\hP<icor,is the King's Son, Lyfanias whohadfucceeded his Fa- I 
i,/:,ri«pcr- thcr PiolotMHs, Son of Hi nans, promifed them a thoufand Talents, and five hundred 
Women, to pit in poifeflion of the Kingdom of W«r and depoie Br- 

ci/pofe //»- f ,„„ /f . iieing induced by thefe promifes, P acorns march d along the Sea-coaft, and Bar- 
rtSSr' Thames pnfAl through the midft of the Country. But amongft the reft of the places 
S bordering on the Sea, the Syrians would not receive Pacorus (notwithftanding the Ci- 

tizens of "ptokmais anc\Sidou had given him entertainment) wherefore he gave part of 
his Horfe unto one who was the King's Butler, called Pacorus (as himfelf was 5 ) com- 
manding him to pafs into J>uUa, and learn what their Enemies meant to do, and 
to hdiAntigonus where need required. As they wafted the Country about Urmcl, 
many Hews came of their own accord, and joyned with Antigonus, (hewing themielves K 
very prompt to fight , for which caufe he fent them before to take a place called Dry- 
mos h where having fought with his Enemies, and put them to flight he purfued than 
with all (peed as far as Jerufalem: And his number being augmented, he came to the 
Ar fl , •„ Kite's Palace. But Hircanus and Phafelus met them with a ftrong Company, and 
• fore ^ m fou ?ht with them in the Market-place, where the Enemies were forced to fly, and part 



tc of them were by Herod (hut up in the Temple 5 and he appointed to keep them iixty 
Men, which he placed in the Houfes next adjoyning. But the People bearing a grudge 
Daily flio S h- to the two Brethren, fet the Houfes on fire : Whereat fW being angry (tor that his 
; e , r fj n Men were confumcd with fire) fet upon the People, and killed a great many or them, 
' ' and everv hour one laid wait for another, fo that every day fome were murtnered. L 
Now the Feaft of PentccoU drawing nigh, all places about the Temple, and the whole 
City was filled with people of the Country, whereof the moft part was .armed* and 
P/Wikrkept the Walls, and Herod with a {mail Company, kept the Kings Palace; 
and aflaulting their Enemies upon the fudden, as they were in the Suburbs they 
killed a great many of them, and put all the reft to flight 5 part of them he coup- 
ed up in the City, others he (hut in the Temple, and the reft between that and the 
uttermoft Rampirc. Whereupon Antigonus requefted that Pacorus might come and 
treat a Peace betwixt them. Phafelus moved by thefe prayers received the I arthtm 
imo the city, and entertained him into his Houfe, accompanied with five hundred 
'and Horfe, who came under a pretence to make Peace 5 but in effeft he retorted thither M 
u ,ti» him five hd Anftoomtss tor craftily confpiring againft Phafelus, he perfwadedhim to repair 
toAkL as an Ambaflador to treat a Peace, notwithftanding that W a to- 
Trcdfonand ^ther diffwaded him, willing him to kill the Traitor, and not to trult his iubtilty, 
rubtilty ' adding that the Parthians were naturally unfaithful. . 

P*w«/ departing out of the City, took Hircanus with him that he might be the 
r«o«»/''«i c f s f u f pe aed 5 and leaving fome Horfe with JW, named * Elentherr, he followed 
!^VK Phafelus with the reft. When they came near Galilee, they found the Inhabitants at 
Wfiuf;, 3 ii- variance, and up in Arms, and met with Barzaphames (who craftily, with pretence or

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A dom. At thefe words the Parthian with Oaths and Protcf rations craftily freed himfelf '* N -A_^ 
from fufpicion, and repaired to Pacorus. But prcfently the Parthians, whoftayed be-S^JJ^ 
hind, and had charge fb to do, laid hands on Vhaftelus and Hircamts, who openly ex- 
claimed againft their fidmood and Perjury. * '^P^'t 

In the mean time Pacorus was fent out to furprize Hewi/, nnd by fome ftratagem to ' '""'i 5 
toul him out of the City : He wrought by all the means he could, according as he was \ U Z\ C Lt " 
inftrufted ; but Herod who was always wont to miftruft the perfidious practices of thc 
' Parthian, and believed that the Letters which Phafelus had writ to him to difcovcr the 
Treafon, were fallen into the Enemies hands, would not go forth, though Pacorus in- 
cited him to ride out and meet them that brought thc Letters, for he had already learnt 
B the taking of Phajklitij and Mariamne a very wife Woman, Hircanuss Daughter, with 
many entreaties pcrfwaded Herod not to go forth, but to beware how he tr lifted him- 
felf to thc mercy of that barbarous People, whofc ill defigns he could not be ignorant 
of. Whilft Pacorus was confulting with \m Complices, how he might privily effccT:,, , r 
his Treafons (feeing it was not poilib'c npenly to circumvent a Man of fo great Wif nioE thnV = 
dom) Herod in the night time, whilft his Enemies neither knew nor fufpeclcd hi » intent, H -'° eth inro 
took his nearefl kindred, and fled into Idawaas, which being once known, the Parthi. h "'"'"' 
ans followed him. For which caufe he made his Mother, his Brethren and Mariamne, 
whom he had clpoufed, and her Mother and youngeft Brother to keep on their jour- 
ney, and he with his Servants warily aflaultcd the Parthians i andnavmg in divers af- m,d more. 
C faults killed a great number of them, he hailed Towards thc Caftle of Maffulu^ and !,0!lv P"^""* 
in his retreat fuftained more harm by the Jews, than by thc Parthians 5 who, as they 
had been always troublefomc, fo now within threefcorc furlongs from the Town, they Hums. 
fet upon him : The Battel was long, but Herod obtained thc Viftory, killed a great „ ,,. c v fl 
many of them ^ and in remembrance of the action, built on that place a moftftatcly ry?"' ' ' ° 
Palace, and a ftrong Caftle, which from his own name he called Herodion. In this umdhn. 
retreat many joyned with him: But when he came toThcrfi, a Town of Iduonea, lib- 
Brother Jofiph met him, and pcrfwaded him to leflen thc number of his followers, be- 
caufe Majfida could not receive fuch a multitude (for the number amounted to above M'If^>. 
nine thoufand. Herod, according to his counfel, difmihed thofe that were unfit for 
D his turn, and fent them into Idiwiaa, giving them neceflaries for their journey. As 
for thofe that were chofeo Men, and fit for his purpofc, he retained them with him, and 
fo he was received into the Caftle } where leaving eight hundred Soldiers to defend 
the Women, and Provifiofi fufHcient for thofe thdt were within, he himfelf went to Pe- « city 
tra, a City of Arabia. of Ar ' l!; >->- 

In the mean time the Parthian t at Jerufalem began to lack the houfes of them that ^ ^ 
were fled, and the King's Palace 5 they only abftained from Hircanus* Money, which ''j^Wf'** 
amounted to more than three hundred Talents. As for other Men's Goods, they found Tfinc&, 
not lb much as they ex petted j for Herod long before, fufpefting the infidelity of the a^/L^"^' 
Parthians, had fent all his Pviches and Jewels into Idiwuta, as his followers alfo had V '" J ' 
E done. When the Parthians had taken the fpoil, they were fo impious, that they left 
no place of the whole Country free from Pillage. They deftroyed the City of t\ii>fi, 
and bound Phafelus and Hircanus, and delivered them in Chains to Antigonus, who pre- 
fently cutoff Hircanus \s ears, to the end, that if by fome alteration, he chanced hcreaf- Antigmt 
ter to get loofe, he might be no more High Prieft ; for by our Law, none may offer Sacri- cutei11 
ficc, that wants any Member of his Body. But 'Phafelus his fortitude prevented the 
cruelty of Antigonus 5 for having neither Weapon, nor his hands at liberty, he beat out 
his own brains againft a ftone, and died j demonftrating himfelf by that aft, to be the 
true Brother of Herod and not a Poltron like Hircanus : Yet fome report that Antigo- 
nus fent a Chirurgeon under pretence to cure the wound, who filled the fame with ve- 
F nemous Medicines, and fo killed him. It is reported likewifc, that underftanding be- p W^\ 
fore his death by means of a certain Woman, that Herod was efcaped, he fpake thefe lvor< """ orc

Kir «- 
But Herod with all fpeedhafted into Arabia, as if his Brother had been yet alive, to the 
intent to borrow Money of the Ring of Arabia, with which alone he hoped that the 
cruelty of thofe barbarous Parthians might be mitigated towards Phafelus; For his o- 
pinion was, that although the Arabian had now forgot his Father's Friendfhip, and 
G were hard-hearted yet at lcaft he would lend him Money, feeing it was to redeem his 
Brother, whofe Son he meant to leave as a Pledge for it. For Herod took with him a 
Son of his Brother's into Arabia, that wa; feven years old* and pnrpofed to give 300 

Talents 
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Talents for his Ranfom, and had made the Tynans interceflbrs for him to the Parthi- H 
mJrf™ ans; But Fortune prevented his 1 endeavour, To that his love and care for his Brother 
TimcbWs prevailed nothing. He found alfo that the Arabians renouncd the League of Amity 5 
N.'tmojv- f or Malkhus their King fent to him as he was yet in the way, charging him with all 
fpeed to depart out of his Dominions 5 pretending that the Parthians had fent Am- 
bafladors to him, to requeft him to drive him out ot his Country 5 but indeed the 
caufe was, that his ingratitude fufFered him not to pay that which Anttpatcr had de- 
ferved, or requite his Sons, now comfortleis, for thole good turns that he had received 
at their Father's hands : And thofe who counfelled him to this, were fuch as offered 
to forfwear thofe Sums which Autipater had put them in truft with, who were the 
Ncnd rercei- c hi e f c ftMen about him. Herod perceiving the Arabians to be his Foes for that which I 
5iiSteS he thought would procure him friendftiip, anfwercd the Meflenger according as his re- 
Encmics. fentment moved him, and took his journey towards Egypt * and the hrft night he lodg- 
ed in a Countrey Temple, to the intent that thofe of bis company that were behind 
him mipht overtake him. The next day coming to Rhinoflura, his Brother's death was 
told him; after he had paid what he could not refufe to the firft fentiments of fo vio- 
lent a fori ow, he went forward. . 

In the mean time the Ring of Arabia (though too late) repented himfelf of that 
which he had done to f«, and fent Mcflengcrs after him to defirehim to return, but 
they could not overtake him, he had marched fo faft. When Herod was come to Pe- 
lufmm, the Mariners of the City would not receive him into their Veflels; for which K 
caufe, he in perfon went to the Governours 5 who reverencing the Fame and Dignity 
of the Man, conduced him to Alexandria-? whither he no fooner came, but Cleopatra • 
received him very honourably, intending to make him General of her Army which foe 
and in grc« was preparing at that time. But he neither regarding the offers of the Queen, nor yet 
dangen re- difcouraged by the hard Winter Seafon, nor the dangers of the Seas, took his Journey 
Romt C ° towards Rome 5 and being in great danger of Shipwreck near Pamphilia, both he and 
the reft of the Paflengers, were forced to caft away the moft part of their Lading : with 
much ado he arrived fafe at Rhodes, which had been much ruined in the War againft 
Cajfi/ts^ there he was entertained by two of his friends, Ptolomy and Sapinas $ and 
although his Money grew fcant, yet there he built a great Galley with three Ranks of 1 
Oars j and in it (being accompanied with his friends) he filled to Brunduftum, and 
nerod repair- from thence went ftraight to Rom. Where firft of all ( in regard of the familiarity be- 
ing to tween n j s p at h er and him) he went to Antonius, declaring unto him both his own ca- 
re, cc C °with lamity, and the miferable defolation of the whole Country 5 and how, leaving his 
Mxmm. dearcft friends befiegedin a Caftlc, himfelf through the ftormy Winter Seas was come 
to him, to implore his afliftance. Antonius compaflionating his calamity , and re- 
membring his familiarity with Autipater, and efteemingthe merit of Herod, which flood 
before him, determined to make him King of the Jews, whom before, he himfelf had 
made Tetrarch : For he loved not Herod fo well, but he hated Antigonus as much 5 
Ant. lib. 14. holding him both a feditious Perfon, and an enemy to the Romans. Now, to the ac- m 

complimment of this, he found Qefar far more ready than himfelf, when he called to 
bethel mind the fervke that Antipater did in Egypt under his Father, and his entertainment 
and Amnim an d friendlhip in all things : And befides all thefe, he was much fatisfied with Herod's 
3£n courage and ability. Wherefore he caufed the Senate to be aflembled, wherein Mefi 
Htnd praifed j} ( i a an d himfelf, in the prefence of Herod, recounted his Father's deferts and fidelity 
J c a J° rc cIieSc " towards the Roman s , declaring Antigone to be an enemy, not only becaufe he had 
formerly revolted, but for that now lately, in defpite of the Romans, he had by the 
Herod made ailiftance of the Parthians, ufurped the Kingdom. With which considerations the Se- 
nate being moved, and Antonius affirming it to be expedient for the Roman Wars a- 
gainft the Parthians, that Herod mould be created King, the whole Senate confented : N 
and when it was difmifled, Antonius and C<efar came forth with Herod between them, 
and the Confuls marched before him, accompanied with other Magiftrates, to offer Sa- 
crifice, and to Regifter the Decree of the Senate in the Capitol. After which Antonius 
feafted Herod the firft day of his Reign.

T this time Antigomtt beficged thofe that were left in the Caftle of Majfada, who Ant. lib. , 4 . 
had great (fore of Victuals, and wanted nothing but Water. Jofeph, Herod's'^ 
Brother, who defended it, purpofed to go to the Arabians with two hundred of his B Xhjj/.r: 
dearcft friends, for that he had intelligence that Malkhus repented that' he had given J u '- 
B Herod no better entertainment. And'accordingly he had forftken the Caftlc, had not 
great ftore of rain fallen that very night, wherein he intended to flee \ but the Wells 
and Cifterns being now filled with Water, there was no caufe to flee * fo that ifliiing T1 , 
out of the Caftlc, he aflaulted Antigonus s Soldiers, and killed very many of them** tlv «Si 
fomctimes in open fight, and fometimes by policy: Yet, he fought not always with « "''^ Sol(!i - 
tortunate fuccefs, but returned loitietimcs with lofs. In the mean time, Ventidius (who /"."a (]f J? ' 
was General of the Roman Army Which was lent to expel the Parisian's out of Syria) ther. 
alter he had repulfed them, came into Jud<ea, under pretence to fuccoiir Jofeph and the y.' 0 ';^' v - 
• reft that were beficged 5 but in effect, to get Money from Antigonus. When therefore uU&SS*.. 

he drew near Jcrufalem, and had received the Money he looked for, lie departed with m > li J1 » 
C the gi eateft part of his Army, leaving Silo behind him with a few to colour his : prc- 'jf7'?<.i<. 
fence: And Antigonus hoping for a fecond fupply from the Parthians, corrupted '•</'• 
Sih not to moleft him for the prefent. By this time tferod having ft 1 led from Italy '^' t i J ^ ul 
to Ptolcmah, and gathered a great Army of ftrangers and his own , 'Countrymen to- ' ' " 
gether, came into Galilee againft Antigonus, being alliftcd with the Forces of Ven- 
tidius and Silo, whom GcMus, who was fent from Antonius, perhvaded to cftablifh 
Herod in his Kingdom. V>mVentidius was bufie in appealing tlie Broils that the Par- Hrj imend- 
thiaus had made in the Cities, and Silo was corrupted by Antigonus Yet did not He- «ii aft- r he 
rod want aid * for every day, the further he marched into the Country, the more his M.pilZ.d 
Army encreafed, all Galilee (very little excepted) yielding unto him. Whereupon he f-;t">^ '-<-•- 
D pnrpofcd firft Of all to go to Majfada, to deliver his friends that were there beficged ; j'f jQru ^' 
kit Joppa, hindred his purnofe * which being an enemy Town,' he thought beft to take °"' 
it before he went any further, left whilft he was going to Jerhfalem, his Enemies fiiould 
have a place behind him to flee to. Now Silo joyned Armies with Herod, rejojeing 
that he had found occafion to retire % but he was purfued by the Jews of Antigonus'., 
Party, who Herod with a loofe Wing of his Armv, and a fmall Company of Men, en- 
countred, and prefently put to flight, and faved Silo, who had much ado to make re- 
finance againft them. This done, and Joppa taken, he hafted to Majfula; and the 
People of the Country (fomefor his Father's fake, others for his own, and many for 
both) joyned themfelves to him : Many alfo came to him for hope, becaufe he was 
E now King, fo that now he had a very puiflant Army: But ■ Antigonus hindred his Jour- 
ney, by planting certain Ambufhes in places convenient, where Herod was to pafsj 
though by all this they little harmed him. 

Herod having raifed the Siege of Mcjfada, and refcued his friends, from thence went # w /h<-pirr. 
to Jcrufalem \ where both Silos Soldiers, and many of the City came and joyned with c!\\'jSte'm 
him. Being now terrified with the greatnefs of his Forces, there pitching their T ents uil , h i,Sit t. !C ' 
at the weft fide of the Town, they that guarded that part, aflaulted them with Darts ai, .Ki-e" 
and Arrows 5 and others ifliiing by Troops forth of the City, aflaulted the Front of '' <h: - «""»«■ 
the Army : Whereupon Herod caufed one to go about the Walls of the City, and to 
proclaim, how that he was come for the good of the whole City; and that he would 
F not take revenge of any, though his open Enemy } but would pardon, even them that- 
had been moll Seditious. But when Antigonus his followers witji loud exclamations 
hindred the Crier's voice from being heard, left any Man fhould alter his mind 5 Herod 
prefently commanded his Men to beat the Enemies off from the Wall f, upon which order . 
they ihot fuch a flight of Arrows and Darts from the top of the Towers, that they for- 
ced them to retire, At this time Silo was detected to have been corrupted with Mo- 
ney for h e folicired many Soldiers to cry out that they wanted Provifions, and to ask si'MM'™ 
Money and Viftuals, and to crave to bedifinilled and fent into fome fit place of Qyar- b-i»^orr Upt . 
!f .J tunn 8 Winter, becaufe Antigonus had laid waftc all the Country* and even c ; lhvi!lc 
S/lo . himlclf offered to be gone, and exhorted others to do the like. But Herod feeing * 
0 himlclf ready to be forfaken, went to the Captains that ferved under Sib * and calling 
many ot the Soldiers together, requefted them not to fbrftkc him at that exigent, whom 
( U/.v, Antonius, and the whole Senate, (as they knew) had fent thither 5 promifing

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them that within one day he would relieve all their neceffities. When he had thus H 
WrirST entreated them, himfelf went about the Fields, and brought them fo much Provifion 
berwchrifl'l that he cut off all Silos excufes^ and fo recalling left hereafter there mould be any 
K«j^rh > want? uc f tnt Letters to Samaria (which City about this time had put it felt under his 
/W gather- protection) willing them to bring Victuals, and Wine, andOyl, andCattel to Jericho. 
ofSSn" AHtiyms hearing this, prefently fent certain of his Men to lie in Ambulh in the Fields, 
" and 1'uddenly to let upon thofe that came for Provifion, and kill them, and fo hinder 
them from carrying any Vitals to the Camp: According to his Commandment, there 
went a great number of Soldiers to Jericho, and placed themfelvcs upon the Moun- 
tains, with an intent to efpy if any body carried Provifion to the Army. In the mejan 
//,->,./ aecom- time Herod rcfted riot 5 for taking with him ten Companies (five of the Romans, and I 
pa..icd with fiye of the wkll th ,. ee hundred Mercenaries, and a few Horfe,) he came to Jeri. 
comct'h to ' cho, where he found the City without Inhabitants, and five hundred with their Wives 
'jakin. an j Families had placed themfelvcs upon "the tops of the Mountains i whom when he 
JotVS;' had furprized, he permitted to depart. But the Romans brake into the City, and 
I'"*- {licked it, (where they found the Houfes ftored with all manner of Riches 5 ) and the 
King leaving a.Garifon at Jericho returned. He fent likewife the Roman Soldiers to 
the Provinces which were on his fide 5 to wit, Idumaa, Galilee and Samaria, that they 
might abide there till Winter was paft. Antigomis alfo, through Silo's means ( whom 
by Money he had made his friend) obtained that apart of his Army might (during the 
Wintertime) abide atLidda, that he might by this means obtain the favour of Auto- K 
vitts : and the Romans, being now difcharged from the Wars, lived in great eafe and 
plenty. 

All this time Herod was not idle, but accompanied with two thoufand Foot, and five 
hundred Horfe, he went about Iditmaa, and fent alfo his Brother Jofeph, left by Anti- 
gomis s means the People ftiould rebel. And having carried his Mother, and the reft 
of his Kindred, whom he took from Majfada, into Samaria, and placed them where no 
danger might betide them 3 himfelf went into Galilee to fubdtie that part of the Conn- 
try which as yet was not in his hands, and to expel from thence the Garifons left by 
M. lib. 14. Antigomis. And when he was ccme to Sephorts, notwithftanding there was a very 
*£'&«h great Snow, heeafily took it, for the Garifon fled before he affaultedit} and finding L 
the ci.y of there great ftore of Provifion, he refreftied his Soldiers, which now with Winter wea- 
stfborit. t h er N yere much harafledj and then fent them againft the great number of Thieves 
that infefted that Province, and lay lurking in Dens and Caves, and who making of- 
ten incurfions upon the Country, molefted the Inhabitants no lefs than if they had 
been an Army of Enemies. And fending before three Companies of Foot, and one 
//W fme.h Troop of Horfe into a Village called Arbela, himfelf forty days after came thither with 
Iheihic'vc? the whole Army. For all this the Thieves feared him not, but arming themfelves, 
came to meet him, trufting to their experience in Warlike affairs, and their own def- 
perate courage. The Battel being joyncd, the Right Wing of their Patty put the 
Left Wing of Herod's to flight 5 but he with his Right Wing prefently fuccoured them, ^ 
and recalled his Men that fled 5 and rufhing violently upon his Enemies, he a little 
flopped their career * till at laft the Fore-front of their Battel, not able to ftand any 
longer, fled : Herod purfued them even unto Jordan, and killed many of them 3 thofe 
that cfcaped fled over the River. And thus he freed Galilee from that fear, five that 
yet there were left fome lurking in the Caves, by whom he was conftrained to make a 
; longer (lay. Wherefore, flrft of all he gave the Soldiers fome fruit of their labours, 
j diftribuiing to everyone of them an hundred and fifty Drachmes of Silver, and unto 
' the Captains more, "and fo he fent them where they mould pafs the Winter. Alfo he 
writ unto his youngeft Brother Phcrorm, to provide neceflaries for them, and to build 
a Wall about the Caftle of Alexandriiim; which he performed. N 
- In the mean while Antonws palled the time about Athens, and Ventidim fent for wo 
^j-'yoftk- and fl croc i toa flift him in the War againfc the Parthian; after they had fettled the af- 
frfwV;&«?i fairs of -JiuUa, fo as no longer to need their prefencc. Herod willingly lent unto 
aW, 3 £, y ctltk \ u{S ^ aiu i i n t he mean time he with his Army went againft the Thieves in the 
M.hb?^. Caves. Thcfc Caves were in very fteep Mountains, fo that there was no way to come

lives : So that an old Man having feveh Sons and a Wifiywhoall requeued him that mli7[£f 
they might/ go forth to the King and five their lives} killed them all after this manner • M^clm 
Himfelf ftodd before the door of the Cave, and bail them come forth one. by one; -and N ' tivi ' h 364 
always, as ©ueof them .catoe forth, he killed hitn* And Herod -being in a place where w " v " s- '

*nd requcfted him to tffcarc his Child ten : But he being nothing moved to companion 
by Herod sWotdvi upbraided Hervd'* meaaincf* of Mind 5 and'having bfttchered his Sons* 
hie alfo fciUcd his Wife 5 and catting the dead.

B tkrod haying thus taken the Caves 4 andflain thofe that 'were in! them, left fueh a 
part of his Army* as he thought might fufe to reprefs any that mould attempt a Re- 
bellion, under. the Comtiiahdof Ptobm^ ahd returu«dto ta«ri^iicarryingwith hiiii 
thrcle thoufand Foot, add «k hundred Horfe againft Antigonw. After hfl departure mme,& v .

nity, aflault<rdP/^w/> at unawares, and killed him* and 'having wafted 'the Countrv St,WlCK ' flam " 
idtirttl into Mafilh Grounds,; and ftrong Holds, Which,- When Herod underftodd ti* 
prefently came. to fucoour tflie Country, and killed moift part of the enemies ; and 
having taken all the (Caftles by force, hdexafted an hundred Talents- for n punifliment 
of diat revolt, to be ^>aid by tUe Qties.

him underftand Machtra's Cruelty ; Mtcfara itmewibtirig how fa- had dffended, fol- S'c&s 
tov^ed the King, and with many entreaties befought him to fee reconciled, and obtain- Nttthl ^ **• 
€d it. Yet Herod tept on his Joutrtey to Aatarius 5 and hearing that ha was now with w " v ^ w 
a great Army befieging^^^ (a very ftrong City near Enphmtes) he made the more 
haftes thinlungit nowaifictittie tomewhisAffeftion and his Courage; and that there- 
by he might win Amonm's favour the more. His arrival haftned the taking of the

E TNthe fifteenth year of his Reign he repaired the Temple, and enclofed twice as mtjcfi 
L2 T r n a 35 ^^, before ab k out T em P Je ' a ftrong Wal), whereon he beftowed %fi"l? 
great Cofts and Charges to beamifie it ; as the great Porches will teftifie, which he bui£ ?P %fa 
about the Temple, and the Caftle on the North part thereunto adjoining ; which hl N 
built even from the Foundation. The Caftle was fo rich and fumptuous, that it was equal 
Elf u K,n 1 f 1 Pala . ce ' l and,nh °nour of^ K he named it Antonia. He built liini-' T&Ptf 
felf a fo a Palace in the upper part of the City, and in it two very great Apartments fo Z 
rich and admirable that no Temple was to be compared to theml He termed one of 
themC^W, and the other Agrippms, in honour of Autumns and Amppias. But itwas 
not only by Palaces that he would prefervehis Name to Pofterity, and immortalize his 
Memory; but in the Country of Samaria he built a fair City with a Wall, which was 
about twenty Stadcs in Circuit, and called it Scbafte ; and he fent thither fix thoufand 
Inhabitants, giving them a moft fertile Soil,and fiindry Priviledges. There alfo amongft 
other Bin dings, he erected a very fair Temple, and dedicated it to C*(ar. About this 
Temple there was a piece of Ground containing three Stades and an half. For this Te- 
timony of Herod s Affeftion, Caftr added to his Dominion another Country : In gra'ti- 
tudefor which, Htrod erefted another Templeof white Marble to him, near the Head 
or prdan m a place called Panhm, where there is a Mountain rifing very high into the 
Air ; at the fide whereof is an obfeure Valley, where there are high Rocks? that (by 
jpouts of Water falling on them) are made hollow ; fo that the Water, ftanding in their 
Concavity till they run over, falleth down with a Stream of fuch a depth as is admira.

kd bv the nameof Ctfir.- And perceiving, tlm amongft the Cures of the Sea-Coaft, 
here was one called Wi Tower ; which being very old and ruinated, and for the 
fituation thereof deferving reparation andooft, he repaired it with White Stone and 
m?™tTL*\ Palacelherein* in which Work more than in i any other, he lhcw- 
ed how Sat and high his mind was. For this ftands in the m.dft between Dora and I 
tppan 5 Coaft where there was no Port or Haven ; fo that they who fail from H+ 
J K ^ F*v» t are in creat danger, by reafonof the violent Winds that blow from 
mTMu&Xl the Wate/with fuch violence againft the Rocks on the 
Shorc/that the Waves rebounding back again a good way within the Sea, make the 
, , «3X Sea temoeftuous. But the King, by his Liberality and Coft, overcoming nature, 
JS^tSffi^SK And altoghtWure of the place was altogether con. 
chU,cof trCtXinteni, yet he fo overcame all difficulty, that the Sea could do that Building 
no harm And it was fo goodly and beautiful to behold, that one would have thought 
Sherehad been no difficulty in this admirable Work. For having meamred out a 
^ffi^M^, he laid a Foundation Twenty *«. deep of Stone whereof K 
moK them were fifty foot long, nine foot thick, and ten foot broad, and Tome 
Eer ; and all the bottom of the Haven, where the Water came was laid with 
thefeStones. Which done, he railed a Mole of two hundred foot ; whereof one hun- 
dred footferved to break the violence of the Waves, the other hundred foot feryed 
for a Foundation of the Wall, wherewith the Havenwas compafled ; and on which 
were built many goodly Towers, the greateft and taireft whereof he called Dr„M t at- 
K the name of Srufus\ the Son of the Emprefs LivU Wife of A*g*fim. Within the 
Port there were very many Vaults alfo to ftore fuch Merchandize as was brought into 
the Haven; and divers other Vaults for Sea-men to lodge in. A very pleafant De- 
scent, which might ferve for a Walk, encompaffed the whole Port ; The entrance here- L 
Jinto was on the North fide; for by reafonof the fituation of the place, the North 
Wind there is the calmeft. 

On either fide of theEntrance were three great ColoHes fet on Pilafters ; thofe on 
the left hand are propped up by a Tower, being a Solid Rock of Stone. But at the 
Entranceontheright hand were two huge Stones joined together, which make a grea- 
ter Tower than the other. Thereisal'b aHoufe adjoymng to the Haven built of white 
Stone. The Streets of this City leading to this place, are of one bigne s and propor- 
tion Upon a Hill oppofite to the Mouth of the Haven he built a Temple very beam i ; 
ful/and exceeding great, which he dedicated to Csfar, wherein > was ; placed Ufirs 
Statue, full as great as that of Jupiterat OV;;^(for it was made after that Model) and M 
and another at Rom, like that of Wt Argos. The City he built for the benefit of the 
Inhabitants of the Province, and the Port or Haven for Commerce. All this he did 
S&TpScd. in honour of Ctfir ; after whofe name he calledit Cfrea And that nothing might 
kd the tow- be wanting to render it worthy fo glorious a name, he added to fo many great works, 
erofftwr,.. the f a i re ft Market-place in the World; befides a Theatre and an Amphitheatre, not 
Z:ltll: inferior to the reft. He alfo appointed Games and Speftacles to be celebrated every 
A*t. lib. f1 . fifth vear3 * in honour of Anguftw\ and himfelf firft began them m the 192 Olyrnpi. 
5 " ade - and he propofed great Rewards, not only to the Viftors, but alfoto the fecond and 
third after them. Moreover, he repaired Anthedon, which was deforoyed by the Wars, 
Avwm. and called it Agrippim, in honour of Agripp* 5 whofe name he caufed to be engraven N 
1 m over the Portal he bulk to the Temple. Neither was he unmindful of his Parents ; 

for in the richeft Soil of the whole Kingdom he built a City in memory of his Father, 
Mfttatw. and by his name called it Antipmis, being in a very rich Soil both for Woods and Ri- 
vers. At Jericho alfo he.built a very goodly and ftrong Cattle and called it Cyprus, 
in honour of his Mother. He likewife built a Tower in memory of his Brother 
at. Je rufdem, and called it Phafrius his Tower ; of the Strength and Beauty of which 
T we fhall fpeak hereafter. He alfo called another City Pbsfitm, which is fituate in a 

Valley beyond Jericho, towards the North. 

Having thus eternized the memory of his Friends and Kindred, he did not torget to 
do the like for himfelf ; for he built a Caftle on a Mountain near Arabia, having on one u 
Hmdhm. fidea ftrong place of defence; and this Caftle he called Herodium, after his 5 own name. 
By the fame name alfo he called a Mount, fixty Stades from Jemfalem, artificially made

For Mariamne hated him as much as he loved ; her : and having a 
juft caufe and colour of Difcoment, and moreover being emboldened by the Love 
vJhirh he bare her fheevery day upbraided him, with that which hehadxlone to 
ffiSV tntl he ? uSS, audio Lr Uther Ariftobulus. ^ Herod fpared him not, ,1 
^l^th^hiiewasBdild; but after he bad made him High Pneft in the feyenteenth 
with Hma. tnougn t c w , after he had fo honouredihim : who,

Beine drawn by his Affairs into the Country, he gave fecret commandment to Jofeph, 
his Sifter Sa lames Husband (whom he knew to be trufty, and one whe >for affinity was 
his well-willer) to kill his Wife Marine, if fobe Antomus Ihould have killed him. 
But 7^ not malicioufly, but fimply to (how how greatly the King loved her, difclo- 
fed that Secret unto her : and fhe when Herod was returned, , and amongft other talk M 
with many Oaths fwarc, that he never loved Woman but her : Indeed ffaid fhe) it may 
well be known how greatly you love me by the commandment you gave to Mepk, 
whom you charged to kill me. Herod hearing this which he thought to be lejret, 
^ sfu t was like a mad Man, and prefently perfwaded himfelf that « P A would never have 
^AimMtbu Commandment of his except he had abufed her ; ^ thtt tereupo^ 
wife. became furious, and leaping out of his Bed, he walked up and down th Palace 

Whereupon his Sifter Salome having fit opportunity, confirmed his fufpicion ot Jokph. 
^Wccm- For which caufe ^ growing now raging mad with Jealoufie, commanded both 
Sech both of t hem to be killed. Which being done, his Wrath was feconded by Repentance , and 
jofeth md after his Anirer ceafed, the paffionof Love was prefently renewed : yea, fo great was N 
Sr t0 2 poWof his Afl&on, that he would not believe fhe was dead, but fake unto 
mi*™*. j ier as though fhe were alive, until in Procefs of time being afcertained ot her *une- 
Softr ral, he equalled the Affeaion he bare her during her life, by the i vehemency ^ of his 
SJtafiS. pafilon for her Death. Mmmnes Sons fucceeded their Mother in her Hatred and \> e

them. But they thought this alteration intolerable ; feeing one, whofe Mother was batewit h 
but a private Woman, fo preferred: and they, exalted with their own NoblcneG of 
Birth, could not contain their Indignation, but upon every occafion fhewed themfelves^ 
ottended ; by reafonof which imprudence they were every day lefs accounted of As AntA ' lb ' ,6 ' 
Artificer, he wrought himfelf into favour: for he knew how to flatter his Father, Zf^y 
i> and raifedmany /landers on his two Brethren, partly invented by himfelf, parti y divulc <lir 6««"g h» 
ed by fome of his Favourites, whom he fet a work about the matter, till at laft he out K 1 "?! 
his Brethren out of all hope of having the Kingdom. For he was now by the KuU ^Snk 
Will and Teftament declared King, iothat he was fent as a King to C<efar in a KinglV 
habit and pomp, only he wore no Crown ; and in time he fo prevailed, that he wrought 
his Mother into Marlamnes ftead ; and with Flatteries and Calumniations fo moved the 
King, that he began to deliberate about putting his Sons to death. For which can £ u j 
he conduced his Son Akx**r with him wliome, and accufed him bltt 
that he had given him Poyfon. But he with much ado, having obtained leave to (orc € ^ 
plead his own caufe, and that before a Judge more wife than Herod or Amipw, 
C he modeftly held his peace in all things his Father had offended in : And firft 
of all he cleared hie Brother Ariftobulus from that Crime in which (;e was in- 
volved with himfelf. And afterwards he inveighed againft Antipater & fubtilty, and 
complained of thofe Injuries which had been offered him, having, befide the equi- 
ty of his Caufe, fufficient Eloquence to acquit himfelf, for he was a vehement Ora" 
tor, and knew well how to perfwade. Laft of all he objefted , That his Father 
having a defire to put both him and his Brother to death, had laid an accufation 
upon him ; whereat the whole Audience wept, and C*far was fo moved that not 
regarding the Accufations that were laid upon them, he prefently made Herod and a reconcile 
them Friends, upon thefe Conditions, that they in all things fhouid be obedient to" 0 "^

Hereupon Herod returned from Rome, and though he feemed to have forgiven his 
Sons j yet he laid not his jealoufie and fufpicion afide.

love of that Woman. After PherorM had thus become his own Accufer, and a WimdsP ardon - 

B againft himfelf, Archelaw endeavoured to mitigate Herod's wrath towards him, and S/^ s by 
excufe his fault $ by alledging for example, that his Brother had attempted greater means, p.d- 
matters againft him whom notwithstanding, for Relations fake, he had pardoned ; flc;ll/ ^«^ 
Adding that in every Kingdom, as in mighty bodies, frequently Ibme part begins to 
inflame, which notwithstanding, is not prefently to be cut off, but to be cured by ea- 
fie means. 

Archehus ufing many fpeeches to Herod to this purpofe, at laft quite appcafed his Ar( t :( i. :uf 
wrath towards Pheroras, but ftill counterfeited himfelf angry with Alexander, affirm- compc 



mg that he would take his Daughter away with him s till/ at laft, he brought Herod " (r "?*l j'" to 
of his own accord to intercede for the young Man, not to break the Marriage. Ar- be cmi-c«cJ° 
c chela//f after much entreaty anfwered, that he was willing that the King Oionld be- for ''tender. 
ftow his Daughter upon any, favc Alexander, for he greatly efteemed his affinity. He- 
rod replied, that if he would not divorce his Daughter from Alexander he fhould 
think that he had beftowed his Son upon him again : For they had no Children, and 
his Daughter was dearly loved by the young man * fo that if he would permit her to 
ftay ftill there, for her fake he would pardon all Alexander's offences. Hitherto Arche- 
lans with much ado agreed, and fo was reconciled to his Son in-law, and he to his 
Father. Yet Herod affirmed, that he muft needs be fent to Rome, to fpeak whhCafar, 
for he had written the whole matter to C<efar. Thus Archelaus craftily delivered his 
Son-in-law from danger * and after his reconciliation was made, they (pent the time 
D in Feafting and Mirth. Upon Archelaus a departure, Herod gave him feventy Talents, Hend difinif- 
and a Throne of pure Gold, adorned with precious Scones s and Eunuchs, and a Con- ( ^^{. chell " H 
etibine named Panic hk 5 and rewarded every one of his Friends according to their fT-J'I with 
deferts. And all the King's Kindred, by this appointment, beftowed rich Gifts upon «■•<. at iv rents. 
Archelaus $ and both he, and all his Nobility, accompanied him to Antioch. tZ'n. ' 6 ' 

Not long after, there came one into Jitdtfa far more fubtil than Archelaus j who Emeu's the 
both difanulled the reconciliation made for Alexander, and caufed his death alio. ^\]'"'^ c ' n 
This Man, named Enrycles, was a Lacedemonian born j and brought to Herod rich cuktn 
Gifts, as it were for a bait of that he intended. He had fo behaved himfelf in Greece, that def <° '•<>.i ; '<- 
it could no longer tolerate his excefs: And Herod again rewarded him with far great- [5"^ ot 
j? er Gifts than thofe were that he gave him : But he efteemed his liberality as nothing, i>U death. 
' except it were accompanied with the blood of the Princes, For which caufe he cir- 
cumvented' the King, partly by flattering him, partly by praifing him feignedly, and 
efpecially by his own craft and fubtilty : and quickly perceiving his inclination, he 
both in word and deed fought to pleafe him fo that the King accounted him among 
his chiefeft friends. And both the King and all the Court honoured him the more for 
his Country-fake, becaufe he was a Lacedemonian. But he perceiving the diftra&i- 
ons of Herod'a Houfe, and the hatred between the Brethren, and how the King was 
affefted towards each of them, he firft of all lodged at Antipater's Houfe 3 making a Eyelet by 
(hew, in the mean while, of good will towards Alexander; pretending, that in times [^„^ ipde . 
F pad he had been much beloved by King Archelaus, his Father-in-law : And by this dw«h Ate*. 
means he quickly infinuated into favour with him, and w.is confidercd as a fiicnd, and "" dcr - 
a faithful friend. Alexander prefently likewife, brought him into friendfhip with A- 
rijlobuluy, and he having gained their affe&ions, accommodated himfelf to their hu- 
mours, in order to compafs his defign of adhering to Anfipatcr, and betraying Alex- 
ander. And he often ufed incenfing words to Antipater, as it were chiding him, that 
being eldeft of the Brethren, he fo flenderly looked after them, who pretended to 
put him betides the Crown, which was his right. Many times likewife he ufed the 
like words to Alexander '■> admiring that he who was born of a Queen, and a Husband 
to a Qiieen, would permit one defcended of a private Woman, to fuccccd in the King- 
Gdom$ efpecially, feeing he had fuch a fair opportunity and means to effeft the con- 
trary ^ for he might allure himfelf of Archelaus s help in any thing. Alexander fup- 
pofed he fpoke as he thought, becaufe he counterfeited friendfhip with ArcheUus 5 Co

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that mifdoubting nothing; he difclpfed to him all his mind concerning Antipater, fay- H 
neyw tf the ^ t k wasnowollQei - though Herod dil-iiiherited them of the Kingdom, fince he 
l-i^cbrh had llain iheir Mother formerly. . 
jv.«iuiy tf. counterfeiting pity for them, and forrow for their misfortune , enticed 

ArilUulus to fpcak to the like effect : And having animated them both to complain in 
this fart againft their Father, he prefcntly went to Antipater, and difclofed^ to him all 
their fecrets, falfly adding alfo, a ftory or fome Treachery which thofe two Bre- 
thren intended' ngainft himj which was to difpatch him vvith 'their Swords. Antt- 
pater rewarded him with a great Sum of Money for this advice, -and commended him 
to his Father And thus he, being hired to effect the death of Alexander and Anftobn; 
lus became himfelf their accufer : Whereupon, he came to Herod, and told him, that j 
in regard of thofe benefits he had received at his hand, he would now venture" his life- 
for him, by giving him notice of a thing which concerned his own j which was, that 
Alexander and Ariftohulus had long fmce refolvcd together to kill him, and that he 
only was the caufe that they performed it not, by promifing them to aflift them m the 
matter : That Alexander ufed thefe fpeeches, that Herod was not contented to enjoy 
a Kingdom which was another's right, nor yet to have put Queen Marianne to death, 
but he would alfo leave the Kingdom belonging to their Anccftors, to a pernicious 
Baftard, Ant inter. But for this caufe, he would revenge Hircanus and Marianne's 
death: 'and that it was not fit that fuch a Man as Antipater mould receive the King- 
dom without Blood : And every day he had occafion given him to perfift in this re- R 
folution, for he could fpeak nothing without being calumniated * for if any mention 
were made at any time of any ones Nobility, prefently he was upbraided without 
caufe* for his Father would prefcntly fay, There is none noble but Alexander, whoie 
Fathers bafe Birth is a (hame and discredit unto him. And that going a hunting, if 
he held his peace, his Father was offended j, if he praifed him, then it was faid, he 
mocked : So that in every thing, he found his Father's affection turned from him, and 
that he was only favouiable to Antipater fo that he would die with ail his heart, if 
he failed of his purpofe: If he lulled him, his Father-in-law Arc.helaus would afford 
him lafety, to whom he might eafily flee. And after, he would go to C<efar, (who, as 
yet, knew not Herod's manners) and he would not ftand before him then, as he did ^ 
before, terrified becaufe his Father was prefent '■, neither would he only fpeak of his 
own wrongs, but of the wrongs of the whole Nation, who were oppreifed by exacti- 
ons, even to the death. And then he would lay open on what pleafures, and after 
what fort, the Money gotten with Blood was confumed j and who, and ' what 
kind of Men they were, that were thereby enriched : and what was the caufe of the 
affliction of the City : and there he would bewail the death of his Uncle, and his Mo- 
ther, and unfold all Herod's wickednefs ; which being once made manifeft to the 
World, no Man would account him aMurthcrer of his Father. Eurycles having fallly 
reported this of Alexander, to Herod, fell prefently to praife and extol Antipater 5 af- 
firming that he only loved his Father, and hindred fuch practices. M 
AnotWMfc The King, yet not throughly appeafed for that which was paft, grew into exceed- 
Accufation ofingfuryj and Antipater again fuborned other falfe Witnelles againft him, whoaftirm- 
rT'thcr d cd'that they were wont to have fecret talk with Jncund/is and Tyrannus, whofome- 
movc[°w"i times were Officers of the King's Cavalry, and now difplaced for fome offence they 
ro imiigru ion ^ committed. Whereupon, Herod being very angry, prefently tortured them : and 
S kJvno. they affirmed, that they were ignorant of all that which was laid to their charge. But 
tary, wViccth there was found, and brought to the King a Letter, pretended to be written by A- 
ttK'iifx- lexandcr, to the Governonr of the Caftle of Alexandrinm ; requefting him, that he 
Srffrtiwme. would receive him and his Brother Ariftohulus into the Caftle, when he had killed his 

Father v and to aflift them both with Arms, and other Neceflaries. Alexander affirm- ^ 
ed that this Letter was counterfeited by Diophantus, the King's Secretary, who vyas 
both malicious, and could counterfeit any one's hand 5 and who afterwards having 
counterfeited many, was at lalt, for the lame put to death. 

Herod caufed the Governour of the Caftle to be tortured, but he confeffed nothing 
that was hud againft him : and although he had no good proof of any thing, yet he 
commanded his two Sons to be kept in hold. He likewife termed Eurycles ( who was 
the Incendiary of his Houfe, and the breeder of all the mifchief ) Author of his lafety, 
and one who had well deierved at his hands, and gave him fifty Talents: Who, de- 
parting from Jiulea before matters were well known, went wArchelam, and feigning 
that he had reconciled Alexander and Herod, he received there a piece of Money. ^ 
From thence he went into Achaia, and fpent that which he had evilly got, in as bad 
manner as he had got it. Laftly, he was accufed to Caifar, that he had entiled difTention 
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A in all Achaia, and fpoiled the Cities 3 for which caufe he was baniflied. And this was^~v^. 
the punifhment that was inflicted upon him for his treachery to Alexander and Ar/Jlo- w„u, w6. 
bulus. bfaechvr, 
It is not ainifs here in this place to compare Avaratus of Cons, unto this Eurycles j N '^^r^ 
who being a dear friend to Alexander, and arriving about the fame ime that Eurycles •cmEmatm. 
did j being put to his Oath, fware that he heard the young Men fa; nothing ; though 
indeed his Oath nothing prevailed nor profited them, for Herod would only hear and 
give ear to Accufations, and he highly efteemed them that would believe them with 
him, and fhew themfelves moved thereat. 
Moreover, Salome encrcafed his rage againft his Sons 3 for Ariftobnlus minding to «*■ 

B engage her to aflift him, being his Mother-in-law and hi, Aunt, fent to her, to look"* l2f 
to her felf, as though the King was minded to put her to death, beeatife it was report- 
ed to him, that fhepurpofed to marry with the King's Enemy, SylUitt, the Arabian, to 
whom (he privily revealed the King's Secrets : This was the utter mine of the young 
Men, wherewith they were overthrown, as it were with a violent Tempeft. For prefent- 
ly Salome went to the King, and told him of what Ariftobnlus had admonifhed her : And 
he becoming outragious, caufed both his Sons to be bound, and imprifoned in feveral iSJrKtV 
places. Then he fent Volumnins, General of his Army, and Olympus,one of his familiar Sens. 
Friends, toCtfar, to carry the Informations againft his Sons in writings who failing T fcw'of,ht 
to Rome, after their arrival, delivered the King's Letters. And Cdfar was very forty f' iJ 'f^; 

c for the young Men 5 yet he permitted the Father to do what he would to his Children 5 ?! ' 
and fo writ to him, that he mould have licence to do what he thought good : Yet he ^ 
(ignified to him, that he fhould do better to call his Nobles together, and let them 
make enquiry concerning the Treafons * and then, if he found ihem guilty of thofe 
things whereof they were accufed, to put them to death. 

Hereupon Herod, according to Gcfor's direction, went to Berytnm, and there ga- Ant. lib. 16. 
thered an Aflembly to fit in Judgment 5 the chief in that Judgment were the Gover- e £ n l d * thpr . 
nours that Cdfar in his. Letters appointed. Saturninus and Pedanius prefided, and «h a council 
with them Volumnim, Intendant of the Province 5 next the King's Kindred, and againft .jfc*- 
tome and Phcroras * and then the Nobility of Syria, Archelaus only excepted 5 who, y/££s. 

n becaufe he was Father-in-law to his Son, Herod fufpedted him to be partial. Eut he 
fuffered not his Sous to come into Judgment, for he knew that the very fight of them 
would have moved all Men to companion : And moreover, if they were permitted to 
fpeak for themfelves, that Alexander would eafily have acquitted them both: For 
which caufe they were kept in Platan, a Village of Sidonra. The King beginning his ^.Jg; 
Oration, was as vehement, as though they had been prefent againft whom hefpakc: h, ope n ju«g- 
. But he was half afraid to object any Treafon againft them, becaufe he had no proof menc. 
thereof, and therefore he aggravated their opprobrious words, injuries and offences, 
which they had committed againft him, which he affirmed to lie more unfufferable 
than death. 

E At laft (when no Man contradicted him) he began to complain of their filencc, 
which feemed to condemn him , and thereupon, requefted every one to give their Hmi'i Scn- 
Verdict. And firft of all, Saturninus condemned his Sons, but not to die 5 faying, 
that he had three Sons prefent, and he could not be fo fevere, as to judge other Mens 
Sons to death. The two other Delegates alfo affirmed the fame, and fome others fol- 
lowed their advice : But Volumnins was the firft that pronounced the forrowful Sen- 
tence* after whom all the reft followed; fome to flatter Herod, fome for hatred they 
bare him, but none for any indignation againft the young Men. Then all J«4*a and 
Syria expected an end of this Tragedy 5 yet no Man thought Herod fuch a Tyrant, as to 
put his two Sons to death. Herod caufed his Sons to be brought tp Tyre, and from 

F thence, by Ship, he conveyed them to Cafarea, bethinking himfelf what death he 
mould put them to. In the mean time, there was an old Soldier of the Kings, named Tm,m old 
Tyro, who had a Son belonging to Alexander, and highly in his favpur, and he himfelf l^Jj™' 
greatly loved the two young Men : who being very much grieved in mind in thatgainft Hmd\ 
which had paft, went about, crying, that Juttice was trodden under foot, Truth op c ' utlc y- 
preft, the Sentiments of Natute extiriguiihed, and the Actions of Men full of iniquity * 
and whatfoever elfe, grief could put into the mind of a Man, who nothing efteemed 
his own life. At laft, this Tyro came boldly to the King, and faid unto him. OKing, 
thou fceweft to me moft unhappy, who giveft credit to wicked and vile Perfons, againft thy 
deareft Sons-? for Pheroras and Salome thou believeft before thine own Children, whom, 

q notwithstanding, thou haft often found to have defcrved death ; and thou perceive ft not 
that they do this, to the intent to make thee want lawful Succeffors, and leave thee none 
but Antipater, whom m their hearts they would have King, becaufe they can rule him as

Upon this, Herod made a fpeech unto the People, wherein 
he inveighed againft the Officers of his Army, and Tyro, and made the People arm 
mandeSThis tnem fclves, and kill them with ftaves and (tones. After which, he fent his Sons to 
Sons to be Sebajle, which was not far from C&farea, and there he caufed them to be ftrangledj 
to be buried* 1 an< * ' iav,n 8 quickly difpatched the matter, he ordered them to be brought to the 
With Alexin- Caftle Alexandrium, there to be buried ywith their Mother's Uncle.

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CHAP. XV I'll. 

Of Antipater V Confpiracy againll his Father Herod. 

Ant. lib. 17. A Ntifater now hoped without all controverfie to fucceed in the Kingdom, but he 
cap, n. £\ became generally hated of the whole Nation ; for it was openly known, that 
he, by falfe Calumniations, had caufed his Brethrens death. And on the other fide 
he ftood in no little fear of their Children, whom he perceived to begin to grow to 
years: For Alexander had by Glaphyra two Sons, Tygranes and Alexander : and Art- 
Jiobul/fs had by Bernice, Daughter to Salome, five Children 5 to wit, three Sons, He- 
rod, Agrippa, and Arifiobuhts 5 and two Daughters, Herodias and Mariamne. Herod, 
after he had put Alexander to death, Cent away Glaphyra with her Dowry into Cappa- 
docia'-y and married Bernice, Ariftobuluss Wife, to Antipater's Uncle } for Antipater 
had devifed this Match to become friends with Salome, whom before he hated and en- 
Antipater vied. He alfo by his great Gifts, fought to get Pherorw's favour, and the Friend- 
ftrivethby (hip of fuch as were Friends to C<efar, fending to that end great fums of Money to 
Bribes? to R*m-'» He gave Saturninus, and all the reft, great Riches in Syria. But the more he 
creep into gave, the more he was hated of all Men* for every one confidered his Prefents, not' 
Men's favours. as p roo f s 0 f his Liberality, but as effeftsof his Fear; fo that he got not the love of 
them upon whom he beftowed them 5 and they to whom he gave nothing, were fo 
much the more his Enemies. Yet he continued his bounty rather than diminifhed it, 
when he faw, againft his expectation, Herod made much of thefe Orphans, whofe Pa- 
rents he had flam. Intending to (hew how much he repented their deaths, by the 
pity and companion he took of their Children. For aflembling together his friends, he 
caufed the Children to be placed by him* and the tears ftanding in his eyes, he faid, 
ourtf bemoan- ® nce n V ^ ^ ortu " c ^ at ^ ta ^ en awa y f rom me ^ e Fathers of thefe Children, there is no care 
eth his Sons, fi great, which Nature, and my companion of their prefent condition, obligeth pie not to 
f "P"^ 111 ^ 116 ta k e °f them. Wherefore I will endeavour, that feeing I have been a mojl unfit-lunate 
commiLatl Father, I may be a mofi affeBionate Grand-father 5 and leave them rvhfi are mojl dear un- 
on towards to me, to reign after me. In order whereunto, Brother Pheroras ((aid he ) / betroth your 
drcit. 01 " 1 daughter to Alexander'/ eldejl Son, to the end, that this Alliance may oblige yon to ferve 
ffao'dbc- inftcad of a Father to him: and to your Son, Antipater (faid ht;) / affure the Daughter 
trothech his 0 f Ariftobulus, that fo you may he the fame to her'? and my Son Herod, Grand-fon by his 
Nephe ws. Mother to Simdn the High Prieft, (hall marry her Sifter. This is my will and phafire, 
touching this matter, and let no Man, who loveth me feek. to alter it. And I befeech Al- 
mighty God to profper thefe Marriages to the good of my Country, and of thefe my Nephews 5 
and toloohjtpon thefe Children with a more favourable eye than he did upon their Fathers. 
Having thus fpoken, he wept, and joyned the Children's hands, and courteoufly fa- 
inting every one, difmified the Council.

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A At this action Antipater was fo amazed, that all the Orphans well perceived it. ~*~*~>^ 
For now he thought himfelf difhonoured by his Father, and that he ftood in great 'wZff a Z&[ be 
danger, feeing that Alexander's Son was like to have both Archelaus and Pheroras the before chrifi-'t 
Tetrarch to protect him. Moreover he confidered how he was hated, and how the Nat ' nit ^ 
People compa (donated the Children that were Fatherlels 5 and look'd upon him as the 
Murtherer of their Fathers. Wherefore he refolved by all means poffible to break 
thefe Marriages. Yet he feared to infinuate any thing to his Father cunningly, who 
was now very fufpicious and miftruftful j and therefore went openly unto him to 
make his humble fuit and requeft to him, that he would not leave him without Ho« 
nour, nor deprive him of that Succeflion, which before he had judged him worthy 

g of, by giving him only the bare Title of King, and leaving the authority of the 
Kingdom in other Mens power. For it would be impoflible for him to obtain the 
Kingdom, if Alexander's Son were (befides Archelaus his favour) made Son-in-law 
to Pheroras. Wherefore he earneftly pray'd him, that feeing he had many Daughters, Hm ^ cwl 
he would change thefe Marriages : For the King had nine Wives, and by feven ofdrenby bis* 
them he had Children 5 Antipater by Doris, Herod by Mariamne, Daughter of Simon fevcn wivf:s ' 
the High Prieft, Archelaus by Malthace the Samaritan, and a Daughter call'd Olympias, 
whom his Brother Jofeph married : and by Cleopatra of Jerufalem, Herod and Philip, 
and by Pallas, Phafelus^ he had two other Daughters alio, Roxane and Salome, one 
of them by Phadra, and the other by Elph. He had likewife two Wives, by whom 
he had no Ifiue, his Coufin and Niece and befides thefe he had two Daughters by 

L Mariamne, Sifter to Alexander and Ariftobulus. Wherefore Antipater feeing his Father 
hnd fuch choice of Daughters, requeued the Marriages to be altered. 

The King well perceiving his mind and purpofe towards the Orphans, and calling //Wis per- 
to remembrance the misfortune of his Sons, whom he had put to Death, he judg'd fwa ? ed b y 
that if ever he found occafion, he would be as induftrious to deftroy the Children by s to 
Calumnies, as he had done their Fathers ; and fo falling into great danger with (harp brcak r offtiie 
words he drove him out of his Prefence ; yet afterwards he fo flattered Herod y that he Marna e c »' 
got the Marriages to be altered. And firft of all he joyned Ariftobulm's Daughter 
with Antipater himfelf, and his Son to Pheroras's Daughter. Here one may .fee what 

D Antipater could do by flattering Speeches : For Salome, in the like matter, could not 
fpeed, although (he was his Sifter, and procured many times the Emperours Wife 
to fpeak for her, that (he might marry with SylUm the Arabian^ yet was (lie not per- 
mitted fo to do. But Herod more that he would account her as an utter Enemy, ex- 
cept (he would defift from that purpofe ^ and afterward, againft her Will, he married 
her to Alexas, a friend of his ; and one of her Daughters to Alexanders Son, and the 
other to Antipater's maternal Uncle. 

As for Mariamne'* Daughters, one of them w as married to Antipater, his Sifter's Son, Ant. /. i 7lC . a. 
the other to Phafdus, his Brother's Son. When Antipater had quite overthrown the An .''f- ,ter 
hope of the Orphans, and joyned affinity as he thought good, he now held himfelf on h £ ISgljJ™ 

g fure ground : And adding confidence to his malice, he became intolerable to all 
Men. And feeing he could not avoid their hatred, he now fought by fear to work 
his own (afety 5 and fo much the more- becaufe Pheroras now afliftcd him, as one 
that was confirmed and eftabliflied for King. Alfo the Women in the Court fell at A . 
variance, and raifed anew broil : for Pheroras's Wife, with her Mother and her Sifter, twixttbeu" 
and the Mother of Antipater did behave themfelves very infolently in many things, di « «" 'he 
towards two of the King's Daughters 5 of which Antipater, who hated them, was very 
glad, none of the other Women, except Salome, daring to oppofe this Cabal. But<&- 
lome went to the King, and told him that their meetings were not for his fer- 
vice. 

p The Women underftanding how (lie had informed the King, and that he was of- 
fended thereat, they met no more together openly, but abftained from their wont- 
ed familiarity 5 and in the King's hearing feigned to fall out one with another. An- 
tipater alfo made the fame (hew, fothat he ftuck not openly to affront Pheroras : not- 
withftanding they had Meetings and Banquets in the Night, and the unity was the 
more confirmed, the more they perceived themfelves to be noted s for Salome knew 
all this, and told it to the King. The King was very angry, and efpecially againft 
Phcrorits's Wife, whom chiefly Salome blamed: and having called together all his Kin- 
dred and friends, he accufed her before them amongft other things, that (he had be- Am. lib. 17. 
haved her felf contumelioufly towards his Daughters, and that (he affifted the Phari- ca f- * 

G le cs againft him, and that by a poyfonous drink the had made his Brother hate him. 
And turning himfelf unto Pheroras, he asked him whether he had rather renounce 
the friendihip of him his King and Brother, or abandon his Wife. And he anfwering

that he had rather die than lofe his Wife j Herod doubting what to do, turned him to H 
ST* ZtZel and commanded him to have no commerce wither*, or his Wife, 
K ',S'; o any Tie belonging to them after that time. He obeyed this command openly m 
KU .. n ie w bu fecretly went to their Houfe : and fearing that Salome might perceive it, 
;,;^s he?by his friends Lltaly procured himfelf to be fent for to Rome, by Letters brought 
uipattroi Z; Herod wherein it was commanded, that ihortly after the receipt :. thereof, Antipater 
tltl (Hould be fent to Ctyfe Wherefore Herod afipg.no delay lent him prefently; fur- 
him with 4 things ncceflary, and a great fum oi Money 5 giving him hke- 
fcrcnct wKh " 1 £ £ laft wm an a Teftamcnt to carry with him to Ge>r j wherein was written 
h,SW,fe " E» todd be King, and after him the Son of ^^tf 
of the Hieh-Prieft. But 5v^«f the neglefting C*/*rs. commandment, atthe i 

fame timlfailed to Rome, there to contend with Mister about .matters which were 
before in controverfie between him and Nicholas He had alfo a great contention 
with Aretas his Ring, whole friends he had Ham, andamongft others, Sohemus, the 
moft wealthy Man in all the Country of Petraj and Fabatus, Ctfars Procurator, 
. whom he had corrupted, aflifted him againft Herod. But Herod afterwards giving 
Fabatus a greater fum of Money, alienated him from Syllaus, and by this means dif- 
patched that which C*fir commanded : and becaufe F^/* reftored nothing he accu- 
se fed hint that he was Procurator, not for Ufar, but for Herod : wherewith Fabatm 
ArtGwer- was rao ' ve d 5 and being as yet in great eftimation with Herod, he difclofed SjUtm 
r^Xhisfecrets, and fignified to the King, how that SjU** had corrupted C«»t*»onetf K 
SS.*^ his Guard whom he advifed to be taken and kept in hold. The King more eafily 

hearkned to his counfel, becaufe Corinth,*, though always brought up m the Kings ^ 
Court, yet was born in Arabia. Wherefore he prefently took him, and two other A- 
rabians that were found with him s one of them was SjBMts friend, and the other 
Phvlarchiis. Upon their examination they confefled, that Cortnthus for a great fum of 
Money was hired to kill the King. After this they were fent to Saturninus, Governour 
of Syria, and by him to Rome. 



C HA P. XIX. I 

How Herod fiould have been poyfoncd, and hoxo the Treafon was discovered. 

//Wbanifh- T lErod ftill urged Pheroras to forfake his Wife : for he knew not how elfe to pu- 
eth his Bro- [— | n [fa her, having many matters againft her : which becaufe he would not yield 
iSdwSrifc to, at laft he was fo moved, that he baniftid them both. Pheroras ^taking this injury 
' patiently, departed to his Tetrarchy, taking an Oath that his bamfhment mould en- 
dure as long as Herod lived ; and that whilft he lived, he would never come any 
more to him : And accordingly he would not come to vifit him when he was fick, 
notwithftanding he was often fent for, when (as he thought) he lay on his Deaths R 
bed, and would gladly have imparted fomething to him : but contrary to all hope 
he recovered, and afterwards Pheroras fell fick. At which time Herod (hewed his 
patient and humble Mind 5 for he went to him, and very kindly fought help for him 5 
pberom died but he was too far fpent, and a few days after died : and although Herod loved him 
and was buri- nnt ii his dying day, yet wasitbruted abroad, that hepoyfoned him. Herod caufed 
cd in his b * tQ be k roU ght to Jemfalem, and commanded all the Nation to mourn, 
and buried him with a fumptuous funeral. Thus one of the Murtherers of Alexander^ 
and Arijiobnlus came to this end : but (hortly after, the revenge of that wicked fatt 
Anr.i. 17.C.7. fell upon Antipatcr, who was the chief Author thereof. For certain freed Men that 
belonged to Pheroras came in mournful manner to Herod, and complained to him, that 
his Brother Pheroras was poyfoned, and that his own Wife had given him a drink, 
which, as Toon as he had drunk, he prefently fell fick 3 that two days before his ficknels, 
a witch of there came a witch out 0 f Jrabia, fent for by his Mother and Sifter, to give him a 
Love-potion * and that the in ftead thereof, through Sylltms inducements, had given 
him poyfon 3 for (he was of Sylltvsh acquaintance. 
The King moved with this difcourfe caufed divers of Pheroras freed Men, and treed 
Theconfcfli- Women to be put to torture 3 and one of them impatient of the pain, exclaim- 
Z » siX 0 " ed in this wife: O God, ruler of Heaven and Earth, revenge us upon Antipater s 
Eli. Mother, who is the caufe of thefe our evils. When the King underftood thus 
much, he became more eager to fearchout the truth * and the Women difclofed An- { 
tipater's Mothers intelligence with Pheroras and the other Women, and their fecret 
meetings 5 and that when Pheroras and Antipater came from the Palace, they ufed to 
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Afpend all the night in feafting, not fuffering any Servant or Domeftick to be in theJ>-*-^> 
room with them 5 and one of the Libertines Wives revealed this. And when every ivfJdZff 
one of the Women were tortured apart; all their Examinations agreed^' fo that B bwWi'i 
it was evident wherefore Antipater had complotted : tb. go to Rome, and 1 Pheroras be- N ^^i/ 
yond the River Jordan. For they were often wont to (ay, that Herod having killed 
Alexander and Arijlobulm, would next come to us and our Wives : and that it was 
unlike that he would fpare any one, who fpared not Mariamne and her Sons 5 and 
therefore itwas beft to flee as far as poflible from fuch a wild Beaft. ^ Ttiey alfo dc- 
pos'd that Antipater was often wont to complain to his Mother, that now ; he grevjr 
gray-haired, his Father became young and lufty t> that himfelf might die perhaps 

B before him, and that though his Father died firrt, yet he mould enjoy the pleafure 
of the Kingdom but a fhort time. Thai moreover, the heads of Hidra, that is to 
fay, Alexander and Ariftobiduss Sons began to fpring up again : and that he could 
not reasonably hope to leave the Kingdom to his Son's, fince Herod had declar'd 
that he would have it go after him to Herod the Son of Mariamne : wherein he was, 
perfwaded that he doated, if fo be he thought his Will (hould be of force; for he 
Would take (Uch ah order, that he would have none of all his Progeny' alive 5 and 
that Herod was the greateft hater of his Sons of any Father in the World : and was" 
not therewithal contented, but he alfo hated' his own Brethren. A proof whereof 
was, that he not long ago gave him an hundred Talents, that he mould have no more 

C commerce with Pheroras: and that when Pheroras asked wherein he had hurt him, 
Antipater anfwered, I would to God that he would take away all from us to our < 
(hirts, and leave us only our lives * but 'faid he, it is impoflible to efcapethis dange- 
rous Beaft, who will not fuffer Men openly to (hew friendfhip to one another. Thus 
we are reducd to that pafs that we cannot meet but in fecret : yet if we bear the 
hearts and hands of Men, the time will be When we may talk and meet openly. The 
Women in Torments difclofed thefe fpeeches, and that Pheroras was determined to flee 
with the reft to Petra. Herod believed all thefe Sayings, and the rather becaufe of 
that which was faid concerning the hundred Talents : For he faid nothing of the fame 
to any one but to Antipater. f 

D ' Now firft of all he turn'd his fury upon Dork, Jntipater's Mother : and taking from Dork Mita. 
her all the Jewels which he had beftbwed upon her, of . the value of many Talents, Mother' 
he banifh'd her. When his Wrath was fomewhat appcafed, he releafcd Pheroras's Wo- jf fp T oilcd , of 
men-from Torments 3 yet he became fo prone to fufpicion, that he tortured manyaSdCout 
that were innocent, left he (hould letany efcape that were guilty. Aniongft others of the Pa!4cc * 
Antipater the Samaritan, who was Steward to his Son Antipater, through Torments 
confefled, that his Son Antipater had procured poyfon out of Egypt to kill him, by 
means of a friend of Antiphilut j which poyfon Theudion, Antipater's Uncle took of 
him, and delivered to Pheroras, whom Antipater charged to difpafch Herod whilft 
he was at Rome, far from fufpicion 3 and that Pheroras gave his Wife the poyfon to 

g keep. Whereupon the King calling for her, commanded her to bring forth the poy- 
fon: and (he, making as though the went forth to fetch it, caft her felf headlong 
down from a Gallery, thereby to prevent the Torments, which, if fhe were convict- 
ed, they would inflift upon her. But by the Providence of God (as it (hould feem) 
it came to pafs that fhe fell not on her head, but on her fide, andfoefcaped death, to 
the end that God might inflitt puni(bment upon Antipater. And being brought to 
the King, as foon as (he was come to her felf (for (he was amazed with the fall) the 
King demanded of her, wherefore (he had done fo, and fwore unto her, if that (he 
would truly difclofe all, he would pardon her 5 but if (he told an untruth, her body 
(hould be torn in pieces with torment, and not be buried. She a while held her 

F pe a <- ,e > and at laft faid, Wherefore (hould I keep anything fecret, feeing Pheroras is PAwwife 
dead, to fave Antipater, who hath caufed all this mifchief? Hear, O King, and God,f rc£, y cbnfcf - 
who cannot be deceived, be witnefs of the truth of what I (hall fay: When I fate bTomeXc* 
weeping by Pheroras as he lay a dying, he called me to him, and faid, See, Wife, how Poyfofc 
much I was deceived concerning my Brother's love towards me ; for I hated and 
fought to kill him, who thus loved me, and forroweth fo much for me, though I 
am not yet dead : but truly I am juftly rewarded for my Iniquity. And now (Wife) 
bring me hither the poyfon which was left by Antipater in your keeping for my Bro- 
ther, and make it away before my face, that I carry not with me to Hell a guilty 
Confcience for that Crime. So I brought it as he defired me, and the moft part of 

G^Icaft into the fire, where it was confumed, and kept a little thereof, for fear of 
mifchances, and of you. And having thus faid, (he brought forth a box which had 
in it a very little of the poyfon. Hereupon the King tortured the Brother and Mother 

of 
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^^r L oiAntiphilus; and they alfo confefled that Antiphtlus hadbrought a box out of Egypt, 
Zfr£1 and that he received it from his Brother, who praftifed Phy fick at Alexandra. Thus 
b$f t 'JWs it feem'd that the Ghofts of Alexander and Ariftohulus went about the whole Kingdom, 
Nat &lL to difcover the moft hidden things, and to draw teftimomes and proofs from the 
mouths of thofe that were furtheft from all fufpicion. For the Brothers o(Mariamne t 
daughter of Simon the High-Prieft, being put to the rack, confefs d that (he was ac- 
ood's juftice quainted with this Confpiracy. Wherefore the King puni(h d the Mother s fault upon 
kavethno- her Child • for having writ in his Will, that £W her Son thould fucceed Antipater 
2ifc unpu ' in the Kingdom, now for her fault, he raz'd him out. 



Antipaters 
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CHA P. XX. 

How Antipater's malicious praUices againft Herod, were difcover d and punijlfd. , 

THe arrival of Bathyllus was the laft proof of Antipater s Crime, and confirmd 
all the reft. This Bathyllus was one of his freed Men, and brought from Rome 
another fort of Poyfon, compos'd of that of Afps and other Serpents 5 to the end, 
that if the firft proved too weak, and took not effecT:, then Pheroras and his Wife 
might make an end of the King with this. And for the height of Antipater's wick- 
ednefs, he alfo had given this Man Letters, which he had written to Herod againft K 
Archelaus and Philip his Brethren, who were at that time brought up at Rome to ftu- 
dy, being very hopeful young Men : and for that Antipater feared they might be 
fome hindrance to him in that which he expected, he devifed all means poffible to 
lip his brother ma k e them away. And the better to efTett this purpofe, he counterfeited Letters in 
his friends name that were at Rome, and for Money got others to write, that thefe 
two young Men ufed in taunting-wife to rail againft their Father, and openly to 
complain of the death of Meander and Ariftobulus : and that they took it ill that 
they were fent for home (for their Father had fent word that they mould come a- 
way ) at which alfo Antipater was much troubled. For before his departure from 
Judta to Rome, he procured . fuch like Letters to be forged againft them at Rom 5 L 
and fo delivering them to his Father, to avoid all fufpicion, he feemed to excufe 
his Brethren 5 affirming fome things that were written to be Lyes, other things to be 
Ampater gi- Offences whereunto young Men were prone. At the fame time, he gave great funis 
vethagrcat of Money to them in whofe name he had written the Letters againft his Brethren: 
fumof money hereby as it were hiring them to be fecret. For the concealment of which fubor- 
Snterfcic nation from Herod's knowledge, he bought much rich Houfoold-ftuff and Tapiftry of 
ie t tersagainft cul . ious Wo rk, and Plate, and many things more, amounting, by his account to the 
his Brothers. ^ 0 f tw0 hundred Talents, which he pretended was to be imployed in Prefents, 
in profecuting the bufinefs againft SyUtts. But the mifchief which he provided a- 
gainft was inconfiderable, in comparifon of thofe which he had more reafon to fcan M 
and it cannot be fufficiently admired, that though all thofe that had been tortured 
gave evidence againft him, how that he praftifed his Father's death, and the Letters 
witneffed how again he went about to make away other two of his Brethren j yet, 
for all this, none of them who went out of Judaa to Rome, bare him fo much good 
will as to give him intelligence what troubles were in the Court at home, although 
it was feven Months before he returned to Jud<ea from Rome. Peradventure they who 
were minded to tell him all, were forced to hold their peace by confideration of the 
blood of Alexander and Ariftobulus which cried for Vengeance againft him. 

At laft he fent Letters from Rome to his Father, that now he would (hortly return 
home, and that Ufar had treated him very honourably. The King defned greatly to N 
have the Traytor in his Power : And fearing that if he had inkling of;matters he would 
look to himfelf, feigned great kindnefs towards him, and fent back again unto him 
very loving Letters, willing him to haften his Return : which if he did, poflibly he 
might obtain Pardon for his Mother's offence : for Antipater had underftood that (lie 
was banimed. " D . 

Antipater received a Letter at Tarcnttim, whereby he underftood the death ot i »e* 
roras, and greatly lamented it * which divers that knew nothing thought well ot. 
Yet as far as one may conjefture, the caufe of his grief was, that his Treafon had not 
gone forward as he wiihed, and that he feared left that which had palled might 
come to light, and left the Poyfon ftiould be found. Yet when he came to Ohcta, Q 
and there received his Father's Letters before-mentioned, he then made great nalte 
homeward. When he came to Celenderis, he began to reflect more upon his Mother s 

difgrace, 
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A difgrace, his mind as it were prefaging fome (inifter fortune. And the wifer fort of 
his friends about him, counfelled him not to go to his Father, till fuch time as helvfr^J" 
were certain for what caufe his Mother was banifhed and divorced. For it was X oR:&>' 
be feared, that he would be accufed alfo of the fame Crime that was laid to his Mo mt,VUh '■ 
thers charge. But the more imprudent being rather defirous to fee their Country ^"^"^ 
than to contrive what was expedient for Antipater, prefled him to make hafte left 
his long delay mould breed any fufpicion in his Father, and left thereby he Ihould 
give occafion to malignant People to raife (landers : For, (aid thev, if any thin? 
had pafled againft you 5 it was in your abience j and were you in pretence no Man 
durft do or fpeak againft you * and it were a very unwife part, for uncertain ftfpici- 
B ons, to deprive himfelf of certain felicity, and not to return fpeedily to his Father 
and receive a Crown from his hands, which he could place upon no other head but 
his. This counfel (as his ill fortune would have it) Antipater followed, and fo ar- 
rived m the Haven of Cafarea, having pafled Scbajtc ; where, contrary to his ex- * , 
peftation, he was much furpriz'd that all Men efchewed his company, and no Mm^c^L 
came near him. F or although he was always hated, yet before they durft not (hew their 
hatred. But now. they abftain from coming to him for fear of the King 5 becaufe 
the rumour of thofe things which Antipater had done was known in every City and 
to every Man, only Antipater himfelf was ignorant thereof. For there was never any 
Man brought thither with greater Pomp than he, when he was to fail to Rome- 
c and never Man more bafely entertained at his return. And now apprehending the 
danger at home, he craftily made himfelf ignorant thereof; and notwithstanding 
that he was almoft dead for fear, yet in his countenance he counterfeited confidence 
For he could not now poflibly make any efcape, nor rid himfelf out of the prefent 
danger ; and yet he heard no certain news of matters at Court, becaufe the King by 
an Edift had forbidden all Men to give him notice thereof : So that many times he- 
comforted himfelf thus* that either all matters concerning him were yet fecret; or 
if any thing was come to light, that he by Policy and Impudence could acquit him- 
felf thereof 5 for thofe two were his only Weapons. Being thus determined, he went 
c° a Killg ' s Palace alonc ' without anv of his friends and followers, who at the very 
D firft gate, were moft contumelioufly repulfed. By chance Varus, the Ruler of Syria 
was there 5 and then boldly going into his Father's prefence, he advanced bold- 
ly near him, to falute him. But Herod putting him back with his hands, and making 
his head, cried out, What thou that haft attempted to murther thy Father, darefi thou Antipater 
yctprcfnme to offer to embrace me, being guilty of Jo many Treafons I Mayeft thou peri (Ij «««"•"• 
wretch, as thy crimes deferve, Come not near me till thou haft cleared thy fclf of all that ZViS' 
is laid to thy charge 3 for thou fialt have juftice, and Varus Jball be thy Judge, who k by 
good fortune now here. Go and premeditate how to acquit thee againft to Morrow, which 
is all the time I will give thee to do it. 
Hereat Antipater was fo aftonifhed with fear, that he was not able to reply any 
E thing but filently went away. Prefently his Mother and his Wife came to him and 
told him all the proofs of Treafons againft him 3 then he confidered with himfelf how 
to aniwer every point. The next day the King called an aflembly of his friends and 
Kindred, and to them admitted Antipaters friends : And he and Varus fitting in iudg- Antipater is 
ment, commanded all proofs to be brought, and the Witnefles to appear : amongft whom Wo« 
were certain of Antipater's Mothers Servants lately apprehended, who had Letters Vam ' 
trom her to carry to him, to this effeft : Forafmuch as all things are known to thy Fa- 
ther, beware that thou return not unto him, before thou haft obtained fome warrant 
or thy (afety from Cxfar. Thefe and others being brought in, Antipater alfo came 
in alter them, and proftrating himfelf before his Father's feet, he faid, I befcech yon, 
/!) /? "° prejudicate opinion againft me, and lend me an open ear, whilft 1 purge my 
PJh prifyou phaft to give me leave, I will prove my fclf guilt lefs. Herod command- 
ing him to hold his tongue, fpake thus unto Varus: I from well, Varus, that you, or 
My other juft and indifferent Judge, will find Antipater to have deferved death : But I Nerods aCca . 
mr iejt you conceive an^erjion againft me, and think, me worthy fo great affli&ions for (i " on a 8 a '^ 
having been fo unfortunate as to have brought fuch Children into the World. And yet this 
pou dmove yon to pitv me, who have been fo merciful to, and careful for fuch wicked 
-amp, tor I had already appointed thofe young Men that are dead to be Kings, and^r,d\kM.

About the Herfe were his Sons and 
Kinsfolk ; and the Guard, and Bands of ThracUns, Germans and Gauls, all went be- 
fore in order, as though they had gone to Wars. The reft of the Soldiers, in Warlike 
order, followed their Captains and Leaders ; and five hundred of his Servants and 
Freed-men carried Perfumes. And thus the Corps was carried the fpace of two hun- 
dred furlongs from Jericho, to theCaftleof Herodion; where, as himfelf had appoint- 
ed, it was interred.

C he who had fuch remembrance, as to leave the Arbitrament of his Will to him who 
is Lord of all ; could not be thought to miftake himfelf in appointing his Heir, nor 
yet deprived of his Senfes, feeing he knew by whom he fhould be < ftablifhed. When AM «> 
NichoUut had ended his Speech, and declared all that he thought might muke for Ar |" ,ml), . efh 
thdms; Archelms coming into the midft of the Counfel, proftratcd himfelf ar CMs S^fcjf 
Feet. Anguftu$ courteoufly raifed him from the Ground and declared him worthy to C/> ^ % Boun " 
fucceed his Father. Yet did he not pronounce a definitive Sentence, but the f^me day 
the Council being difmifTed, that he might deliberate with himfelf at more leafure, Wm. 
whether any one fingle Perfon of thofe nominated in the two wills, thould fucceed 
their Father in the Kingdom,or that the Kingdom fhould be divided amongft the whole 

D Family ; becaufe they were many in number, and had all need of Eftaue to fupport 
themfclves with honour. 



CHAP. U. 

Of tb: fight and Maffacre at Jerufalem, between the Jews and the Sdw/a»s. 

BEfore Csfar determined any thing concerning this matter, Maltktce, the Mother 
i of Anhefot/*, fell fick and died ; and many Letters came out of Syria, fignifying AnUlib ' 
E that the Jews had rebelled. Which Varm forefeeing after the departure Of ArehtUm sedition' \n 
from thence, had gone to Jeraftlem to repreft the Authors of that Sedition : And be- 

Jtrufalem. 

caufe the multitude would not be quiet, he left one Legion of the three which;he 
brought out of Syria, in the City, and fo returned to Antioch. But Sab 'mm coming Sabimi ^ z 
afterwards to Jerufalem, was the caufe that the Jews began a new Broil : For he for- «h the King's 
ced the Garrifons to render to him the Caftles, and rigoroufly made fearch for the T ^ afurc » and 
Kings Treafure : And he was not only afTifted by thofe that Varm left there, but alfo g« p2i£ n 
he had a great multitude of his own Servants all armed, to further his Avarice. And of his F °f- 
in the Feaft of Pentecoft (fo called, becaufe it happens at the end of feven times feven " c{1 "' 
days) the People gathered themfelves together, not for Religions fake, but for anger 

F and hatred ; fo that there was an infinite multitude of People which came out of 5^. 
like, and Idnmrn, and Jericho, and the Countrys beyortd Jordan. Yet the Jews 
which were inhabitants of the City, furpaffed the reft both iri number and courage Three 
and they therefore parted themfelves into three Bands, and made three Camps j one ofthfe 
on the North fide of the Temple, another on the South towards the Hippodrome, the 
third on the Weft near the Palace , and fo they befieged the Romans on every fide. 
Sabinus greatly fearing them, both for their Multitude and for their Courage, fent 
many Letters to Varus, earneftly requefting him with all fpeed to bring fuccour ; for 
if he did not, the whole Legion would be deftroyed. He himfelf got into the high. SMm 
eft Tower of the Caftle of Pbafalus, fo called from the name of Herod's Brother, whom tcth into ci* 

G the Parthians killed ; and from thence he gave a fign to the Roman Soldiers to ifTue h «hefrn>wcr 
out fuddenly upon their Enemies ; for himfelf was in fiich a fear, that he durft not tScJaS 9 ^ 
come down to the Soldiers of whom he was Commander, The Souldiers obeying hit 
Fff 5| Command, 
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Command attacked the Temple, and there fought a fierce Battel wit h the Jews ; who H 
^KieTaS L, aSd being unexperienced in Warlike Affairs, were fbon 

^Sfc caft Darts at them from the Pinnacles , To that they killed many : But the o her could 
tiS^ not revengethemfelvesof them, who fought.againft them from ilo h.gh a place j nci- 
taMfe ther , couI J they f u ftain the force of them who joyned Battel with them ; till at laft the 
Si** Srfiredl Porches, which for greatnefs, anc I corkjis work were admirable. By 
The rowuS, means many j ews wer e either deftroyed with the fuddain fire, or elfe, leaping down 
£cfc amidft their Enemies, were by them fiain , others going backward, were caft headlong 
from the Wall ; others defpairing of life,ki led themfeives with tbe.rown Swords; and 
hey who privily came down.the Walls, being affaulted by the Romans and aftomlbed , 
with fear, were Wily overcome : Till at laft, all being either put to the Sword or fled 
Sough fear, the treafure dedicated to God, was left deftitute of Keepers ; Co that the 
Soldiers took away thereof about four hundred Talents ; and that which they left, A,*/. 

W But 0t this lots of Men and Money ftirred up many more Jews, and thole more brave 
than thefirft, againft the Romans; whom they befieged in the King s Palace, and 
threatned all their deftruaions, unlefs they would prefently depart from thence Yet 
promifing Sdimu.tnd the. Legion leave to depart, if he fo liked Part of die King s 
Soldiers, who of their own accord fled to them, affifted them But the moft Warlike 
and valiant amongftthem, were three thoufandMen of ^^^^ K 
were Rufus and Grains ; one of the Foot, and the other of the Horfe ; both which, 
although they had had no Soldiers with them, might yet for their Valour and Coun- 
fel, have been confiderable to the Party of the Romans. The Jews earneftly conn- 
.' mied the Seige, and alfaulted the Caftle- Walls, crying upon xSabmus to depart, an J not 
to hinder them now, after fo long time, to recover their Country s Liberty. W«, 
though with all his heart he wilhed himfelf away, yet he durft not trull them; but he 
fufpefted that their courtefie was but a Plot to entrap him And on the oijier fide,ho- 
ping that Varus would come and help him, he ftill endured the danger of the Siege. At 
Ant. lit. Jhe fame time there weretumults in many places of Jnd<ea 5 arid many through oppor- 
«p. .5. tunicy of the time, afpired to the Kingdom. For in IdumM two thoufand old Sol- L 
diers, who had born Arms under Herod, gathering together, and having Armed them- 
felves went to attack the Kings Forces commanded by Acbiab,Hcrods Nephew; who 
becauie they were old Souldiers, and very well armed, durft not meet them in the 
Field, but withdrew into fome FortrelTes. At Sepboris alio, a Town ot Galilee, Judas 
the Sono? Ezechias, Captain of the Thieves which formerly were defeated by King tk- 
rod, and had wafted the Country ; gathered together a great multitude, and brake 
into the King's Armory, and armed all his Company, and fought againft them who 
a&aed the Royal Dignity. Alfo, beyond the River, one Simon,^ who had been tie. 
Stem, one of v Servant : being a good Man, and of a huge ftature, put a Crown upon his own 
££5V Head ; and gathering together a company of Vagrants, went about with them to Jm- M 
Kcth theKing- ^ and bur ° t the K i ng ' s p a i ace and many fair and fumptuous Houles there, and io 
f.ta " po " gdt'a great Booty there ■ and he had furely fired all other, Buildings of Note, had not 
, Captain of the King's Footmen, made haft to fight him with the Bow-men of 
trdchon andthe moft Warlike Men of Sebafle. Simon loft many Men m this Encoun- 
ter ; and when he fled into a ftrait Valley, Gratus overtook him, and cue him over- 
thwart the Neck, fo that he fell to the Ground. In like manner other of the K in^s 
' Palaces near . Jordan by Bethara, were burnt by a multitude of other Rebels, gatliereu 
together in bands from beyond the River. At this time a Shepherd, named Aihron- 
A t°V s , fr*w pretended to mafcerhimfelf King : His Birth wasfolOw, that formerly he bad 

been but afimple Shepherd; and he had no other mer^ ^t that he was very large, N 
Kingdom. and ftrong of Body, and defpifed death. With this rcfolution he armed his four Lre- 
tfoeren, each of which had a Company armed, and they were as his Lieutenants, to 
makelncurfions ; whilft he,like a King, meddled only with great Aftau^, and woic . 
Grown upon his Head: And thus he continued a long time wafting the Country, anu 
killing, not only the Romans, and king's Soldiers; but alio the Jews, if thcr. wa. 
hope to gain any thing by them. One day he met a Company of the ^mns ^ ^ 
Jus, who carried Corn and Armour unto the Legion; he fought with them, and Mi- 
led one Arm a Centurion, and forty of the moft valiant amongft them upon thepua., 
the reft being in like danger, through the help of Gratus with the Soldiers 0 ,V^, 
-rbesnd ahd efcaped. After they had done many things in this manner againft their o*n ^ 
iilue of the frv . men as we ll as ftrangers, at laft, three of them were taken ; the eldelt n, aw 
lis, and the two other, who were eldeft after him, fell into the hands 
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A Ptoiomy, andthe fourth yielded himfelf to Anhelam upon Compofition. Such was^VV-^ 
the liiccefs of the bold Enterprize of thefe five Men. But at that time a War of Thieves wS'lu 
filled all Jud<ea with Troubles and Robberies. After 'chrijri

C H A P. IX. 

Varus, Govtrnonr of Syria for tbe Romans, repnffts ih lrfurrections Judaea. 

WHen Varus had, by the Letters of Sabinm, underftoodthe danger wherein the <*»t.m. , 7 . 
whole Legion was, being befieged in "Jerufahm ; he hafted to fiiccour them : T ' 6 rra 
Butfirft he went to Ptolewais with two other Legions, and four Cornets of Horfe ; xStSHs 
where he had appointed the King's Forces, andthe other Auxiliary Troops to meet him! 3 * ma the 
As he paffed by Berths, the Inhabitants gave him fifteen hundred Men. Alfo Antas tht Jw> 
King of Arabia, for the hatred he bare to Herod, lent him a great number, both of 
Horle and Foot. As foon as the Hoft was afTcmbled, Varus incontinently directed part 
of his Army into Galilee, adjoyning to Ptolemau; and appointeda Friend of his, the 
Son of Cairn their Governor, who prefently put all to flight againft whom he was fent ; 
and having taken the Caftle of Sepbork, he fired it, and made all the Inhabitants thereof 
, Slaves. Varus, with the reft of the Army, went to Samaria, and took it ; yet he did v«nt taketii 
C the City no harm, becaufe he found, that amidft all thefe Tumults, they had been quiet. d T s citits 
When he had pitched his Tents at a Village called Am, which belonged to Ptohmj 
the Arabians lacked it, for they hated thole that loved Herod. From thence they went 
to Sjmpho, another ftrong Burrough ; which they in like manner facked and deftroyed 
without {paring any thing. All was filled with the flaughter and fires which the Arabi- 
ans made, there was no end nor hindrance of their Avarice. Alfo Varus commanded Emmm ^^ 
Emmaits to be burnt ? being angry for the death of Jrius, and the reft that were /lain 
there; and the Inhabitants thereof abandoned it, every one by flight feeking to fave 
himfelf. From thence he went to Jeritjnlemi and at his approach, the Jews that be- Vamcomeih 
fieged the Roman Legion^ and fcattered themfeives, fomenere, fome there, all about t0 J m f^m 
D the Country: They that remained in the City excufed themfeives, that they were not mfilid^i 
confentingto the Tumult; but that for the Celebration of theFeaft, they permitted his only pr"' 
thofe Seditious to come into the City, affirming that they had rather have been befieg- kx ^\ difma y- 
ed together with the Romans, than have joyned with thofe of the Sedition 5 and fb they ^ tm - 
laid the caufeof that Tumult upon others. But fab jofebh/ts, Arcbe/aus's Coufin, with 
Gratus and Rufus, went to meet him; leading theKing*s Army, and the Sibajiians,!^^^ 
and the Roman Soldiers, adorned in their accuftomed Apparel. Subinns durft not bemr/T^^ 
feenby Varus, and therefore got him out of the Town before, and went to the Sea- fl /w& 
coaft. Varus divided his Army, and fent fome Parties into the Country, to feek the Naeki, >> 4. 
Authors of the Tumult : And thofe that were brought to him who were in lefs fault, lie rwswtiR- 
E committed to Prifon ; thofe who were the chiefeft,he crucified, to the number of two r dt , vvothou - 
thoufand. , f ISSlt 

And underftanding that in Idumxa there yet remained ten thoufand Men in Arms, 
he prefently fent the Arabians home, becaufe he perceived that they did not ftrve as they 
that came to help him, but as they themfeives plea fed, wafting the Country againft his 
Orders; and fo, accompanied with his own Army, he haftned againft the Enemies : 
But they without any fight through Acbiab's Counfel, yielded themfeives to Varus. 
And he pardoned the Common Soldiers, and lent the Captains to Cxfar to anfwer the 
matter: Who, pardoning moft of thenij yet punifhed fome that were of Berodh Kind- Vmf% merc y 
red, becaufe they had rebelled againft their own King. Varus having thus quieted the *£u2Z£ 
F Eftate of Jud.ea and Jerusalem, left in the Fortrefs of Jervfalem, the fame Legion that 
was there before, and departed to Antiocb. " ' 
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C H A P. IV. 

How the Jews had an Ethnarch conflicted over them. 

NOW^tometanewObftacleat Rome; for the Jews, whobefore the Sediti- 
on, with the leave of V trus, were gone to Rome to crave the liberty of their 
"A- Country. Thofe who went as AmbalTadors in their Country's behalf, were fifty in 
£^£.number, and they were aflifted by more than eight thoufand Jews that lived at W 
Loir? 10 Whereupon C*flr called a Council of the Nobility of Rome in the fta ely Temple of t 
Thejewscaii „ which he had built on Mount Palatine. The whole Body of the Jews appeared 
SZ m with the Legats againft Archelaus and his Friends, Archelaus Kindred neither came with 

him, nor with the reft of the Jews : with him they would not ,oyn for envy ; and with , 
the lews they durft not for frame. Amongft them alio was Philip, the Brother of Ar- 
chelaus whom Varus fat in courteous manner to afiift his Brother ; or to the end, that 
if it Ihould pfeafe Cafir to divide Herod's Kingdom among his Children, he might have a 
part The AmbaiTadors fpoke firft, and began to declaim againft Herods Memory : 
fcrft of ail they faid.that they found him not aKing, but the rnoft cruel Tyrant that ever 
was ; and that he had murthered many ; and thofe whom he left alive, endured fuchmi- . 
fery, as they thought themfelvcs far more unhappy than thofe that were fo butchered- K 
w • . For (faid they) he was not only contented to tear his Subjett s Bodies with f ormMs, but 
fufiSST alfo defaced and ruined the Cities of his own Country to adorn and beautt^e the Cities of 
the Jews a- $ J tu J ers ; And he permitted Foreigners to maffacre the Jem without revenge. And in- 
Stslmfa ftcad > of their ancient and wonted Happinefs which Jud^ enjoyed by nRehgto^s obfervalton 
B {ftheLaws the Country was by him made fo poor, and fo wafted with Injufttce, that with- 

in thefe few years that Herod reigned, they have fuf red more Mtirthers and Maftacres, than 
all their Ancestors had, from the time of their departure out of Babylon, sn the Reign of 
Xerxes, to thedays of Herod. That beingby enduring fuchmifery, now accuftomd to the 
> r ' Take they had willingly fubpcJed themfehes to his Son Archelaus after that Herod his Fa. 
S !$" therms dead, notwithft anding be was the SonoffuchaTyrant ; and had publickly mourned L 
cruelty. fw the ^ 0 f Herod, and dfered Sacrifice for the Profbertty of his SucceJJor. But be, to 
(hew himfelf Herod's true Son, began his Reign with the Jiang hter of three thoufand Citi- 
zens', andbecaufehehadfo well deferved the KJngdom, he offered fo many Men to God for 
Tll 7llhe Sacrifice: andon a Fefiival Day, filledthe Temple with fo many 'dead Bodies. Wherefore, 
fiKlc £ 'tis not (bange that they who efctped that Maffacre confider their own Calamity ; and as in 
nm* to have p %ttd J tur £ t ^ r Faces againft thofe who wounded them, andbefeech the Romans, that they 
T^SXwouldkM compaffion i and not abandon and expojethe 

*lit]*m. re f,d, ( e of iheir Nation as a Prey to them, by whom they are like tobe rnoft cruelly butchered; 

■>btt that it may pleafethem to adjoyn their Country to Syria, and to let them be ruled by the 
Romans; that f&they may find that the Jews, though now counted fedithus and rebellious M 
are under peaceable and quiet G over nours, a peaceable Nation. With this Petition the Jews 
ended their Accufation. After this Nicholas flood up againft them ; and firft of all 
SZt " acquitted the Kings of the Crimes laid to their Charge, and then reproved his Country- 
/ 1I( «bJfore m en as people not to be eafily governed, and of their own nature averfe except tor- 
c4» and the ^ / ^ hek Km , And by the way h e alfo blamed the Kindred of Archelaus who 
iovrled with his Accufers* C*fir having heard what both Parties could fay, difmifled 
. , , the Aflfembly. And within few days after he gave Archelaus half the Kingdom, with 
the Title of Ethnarch ; promifing moreover to make him King, if he behaved him

he failed to Melos, where he was entertained with greater Pomp ; and enrichine ethman y' 
C himfelf, he ufed fuch means, that he got his Hofts (which gave him entertainment) to 
accompany him to Rome. At his landing at Puteoli, he received great Prefents from 
the Jews who dwelt there, efpecially thofe that were well affefted to his Father, ho- 
noured him as a King. For he was folike Alexander, that they that had feen Alexan- 
der, and knew him well, would have fworn he had been the fame. Wherefore, when 
he arrived at Rome, all the Jews defired to fee him, and an infinite multitude followed 
him whitherfoever he vent in the Streets; and they fo doted upon him, that they car- 
ried him in a Horfe-litter, and at their own proper Coft and Charges, prepared for him 
a Royal Train. 

But A^u/lus weUremernbred Alexander's Vifage .(for fWhad accufed him be- c*f» defireth 
D fore him) and although, before he {aw him, he judged that he was fomelmpoftor t0 fee the 
yet he made as though he believed all; and fent One Celadus, who knew Alexander youn * rnaB - 
well, to bring this young Man to him. Celadus no fooner beheld him, but forthwith 
he perceived the difference betwixt them; and efpecially when he took notice of his 
hard Flefh and fervile Shape, he prefently underftood the Whole matter. But he could 
not but! be greatly furfrized at his bold Speeches ; for when they demanded of him 
what was become of Ariftobulus, he anfwered, That he was alive ; but on purpofe tar- 
ried behind, and lived in Cyprus ; becaufe, being afunder, they could not both fo 
eafily be entrapped. Celadus taking him apart from the reft oft he Company, told 
him that C<efar would fave his Life, if he would truly confefs by Whofe Counfel he 
E feigned himfelf to be Alexander. He accepting this proffer, follpwed him to Ctfar ' 
and declared to him the Jew, who for Lucre fake, had made ufe of his likdnefs to A-

lex.wder ; confeffing that he had received as great Gifts of the Gitiesby which he paf- 

fed, as they would have given Alexander if he had been alive. Ctfar laught at the

F CHAP. VI. 

Of the Banifhment and Death of Archelaus. 

ARchelaus being now made Prince, remembred the Contefts paft ; and in revenge 
. thereof, he ill treated, not only the>w, but alfo the Samaritans. But in the flit ' 7 
ninth year of his Reign, the Jews and Samaritans fent Ambaffa dors againft him, to Antii™ ba 
U/ar ; by whom he was banifhed to Vienna, a City of Gallia, and , all his Goods con* J? cd for hi \ 

a J is re P°. rted » that before he was fummoned to appear before C<efar, he had i2g3. 
aitrange Pream, m which he fawnine great Ears of C6rn devoured by Oxen « and confifcatcd ' 
Gprefcntly fending for fome Chaldeans, he demanded what that Dream betokW 
borne interpreted it one way, and fome another ; but one Simon ari Effean'toM him, oxenandears 
that the nineEars of Corn betokened the number'of years he had reigned, and' the of Corn '

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*C/v^- oxedfieiufed the Change of his Fortune ; for as much as thefe creatures inlabouring H 
SKff the Land, turned upand altered the face of it : And therefore ; nine years being part 
^^fito hohadbeenefeblilhfcd'Princc, he was to prepare himfelf for death Fiyedays 
Nativity, 4 . after this Interpretation, Archelausws fent for to Rome, to anlwer before AttgHfltv 
the things whereof he was accufed. I have alio thought it worth rehearing, to et 
down the Dream of his Wife GLphyra, Daughter to Aftow King ot Uppadocu who 
was firft married to Alexander, Brother to this Man, and Son to King Herod, by whom 
he was put to death, as we have (aid before : After whole death, ihe was married to 
King of Lybia ; and he being dead, fhe returned home to her Father ; where 
Arcbeimtc living in her Widowhood, AnheUm the Ethnarch beholding her, was fo inflamed 
fufing Mm. witl f her love that p re f e ntly divorced his Wife Mariamne, and married her. Soon I 
SiSSL after ihe came to jJL, iW dreamed that fhe faw Alexander her firft Husband, ftand- 
f»« inc before her, and faying unto her, It had been enough for thee to have married the 
teST King of Ubu\ but thou, not contented therewith, comeft again tom.ne Houfe, gree- 
P " dy of a third Husband ; and which is worft of all, art now married to mine own Bro- 
, ther. I will not conceal nor diffemble this Injury which thoudoft me but I will reco- 
ver thee againft thy will. And (he fcarcely lived two days after the had related this 
Dream to her Friends. 

CH A P. VII. K 

Of Judas the Galilean, who eftablifbed a fourth Se# ; and of the three Setts amongft 
the Jews. 

AFter that JrcheUuh Dominions were reduced into a Province, a certain Roman 
Knight called Coponi*s> was made Governour thereof. During his Adminiltra- 
""O^tion, a certain Galilean named Judas, incited his Countrymen to revolt ; reproach- 
l h lirJ' he ™z them for paying Tribute to the Romans, and for being fubjeft to any but to God. 
X>lV-$s This Judas was Author of a, new Sett of his own devifing, nothing like other Setts 
Nativh,, „. For there are t h re e Setts of Phiiofophers amongft the Jews \ one is that of the Mart. L 
ThSSh fees, another of the Saddles, and the third of the Effeans , which is the molt fa- 
•»™>g the mous of all the three. The Effeam are Jews .born, but live in the greateft Union to- 
IS; to gether imaginable : They confider all pleaftres as Vices that are to be avoided ; 
f<™ were the indefteem Continence and Viftory overthe Paffions as the greateft Vei rues. They 
■rf Kir reie£r. Marriage,. ■ and account other Men's Children, put to them to be taught whilft 
iSaSErf young; as their own Kinfmen, whom they diligently inftruQ in their Manners and 
Marriage. Opinions ; not for that they condemn Marriage and Propagation ot Mankind, but to 
avoid Women's Incontinence ; for they think that none of them keep themfelves true 
Among the to one Man. Alfo they contemn Riches, and all things with them are common, 
Bfans, g oo* an d no Man amongft them is richer than other. And they have a Law amonglt them- M 
a ,e common. fd that who £ ever wilt embrace their SetT, he muft make his Goods commons 
for fo; neither any amongft them feems abjeft for Poverty, nor any great lor Riches ; 
but they have as it were all equal Patrimonies like Brethren. T^Y™™™, 11 a 
fhame to anoint the Body with Oyl; and if any Man, though againlt his Will, be a- 
nointed therewith, they ufe all diligence to wipe it away And they account tJiem- 
felves fine enough, if their Cloaths be White. They have amongft them Stewards, 
to overfee all things for their common benefit; who are chofen from among It them, 
by a common confent. Their Revenue is diftributed according to the need that eve- 
„ ry one hath. ' They have not one certain City, but are difperfed in many Cities ; ana 

m&l if any of their Sea, though a Stranger, come to them from another place they give N 
him any thing they have, as if he were their ancient Acquaintance. In like manner 
they go boldly tothofe whom they never in their lives faw before, as though tnty 
were familiarly acquainted with them : And therefore, when they take a Journey, 
they only arm themfelves againft Thieves, and carry nothing with them idle, in t- 
very City there is one appointed, whofe Office is to receive arid lodge thole or tneir 
SeO? that come thither 5 and to fee that they: neither, wa^t Cloaths, nor any tnin;, 
The ma, «lfoifeceffiuy.'tfbt them. All Children under Government, brought up by .*«M£ 
■ Apparelled alike ; dnd they never change their Apparel nor Shoes, except th j have 
Worn out theif firft Apparel. Amongft themfelves they neither buy nor tell; but e ^ 
'" k ry M«h that, hath any thing! which another wantetb, giveth.him it, and taketn tnatu v 
himlwjiich t himfelf . needeth ; yea,,every one of them may.take any thing nc i« 
ueedlof from whoiti he pleafeth, without any change/ Above all, towards ood tne 
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Aareverv Religious s for before the Sun-rife they fpeak of nothing but holy things and 
then they make certain Vows and Prayers after the cuftomof their Country, 'as it 
were praying that God wouW pleafe to make it rife uponthe Earth. . After this, every 5?<Sifc 
oneisdirmifledtopraaicethe Art he knoweth : And when everyone hath diligently 
laboured ti I eleven a Clock, they all meet together again, and being covered I with ti^Gf 
Jinnen cloaths, they wall] their Bodies with cold water; and having thus purged them wndiabor. 
felves, they go to their Cells, into which no Man that is not oftheir Sect is admitted • 
And then they come to the Refeftory, as into a holy Temple ; where all fitting 
down withSilence there is fet before every Man in order, a Loaf and a little Mefs 0? 
Pottage, all of one fort. Before they eat, a Prieft giveth thanks, and no Man may eat 
any Meat till his Prayer be made toGod. Likewife, when Dinner is ended they pray 
again ;.ror both before and after they give thanks to God, the Giver of all • And 
then putting off that Apparel as Sacred, they apply themfelves to their Work tili Eve- 
ning. At Supper they do as before, caufing their Guefts to fup with them, if by for- 
tune any come. Their Houfe is never troubled with cries or Tumults, for every one is 
appointed to fpeak in his turn ; fo that their filence produces refpeft in ftrangers The 
caute ot this moderation is their continual Sobriety, and that every one is limited' how The g/f«„ 
much to eat or drink. And although, that in all other matters, they are ruled by their in cm^wn 
Superior, yet in thefe two, to wit, compaffionating and helping, they may do as thev SA e, , pi " 8 
think good : for every one may when he pleafeth, help thofe whom he thinketh de Scd 'oi5„ 
Clerve help ; and when he pleafeth give Meat to them that are in need. Yet may not ? llcr thin fi 5 
they give any thing to their Kindred, without the leave of their Superior. They take by Sot* 
great care to lupprefs their anger; they keep their promife, and maintain peace; and v «. 
people account every Word they fpeak of as much force as if they had bound it with an 
Oath: And they (hun Oaths worfe than Perjury ; for they efteem him aLyar, who is T i, e «E«, 
not to be believed, without he call God to Witnefs. They ftudy diligently ancient (vSSoT 
Writers, chiefly gathering out of their Writings, what is moft convenient for the Soul 
and the Body. Out of them they learn Remedies for Difeafes, and the Vertues of 
Herbs, Stones and Mettals. Thofe who are defirous to be of their Order, do not 
ftraightway converfe with them ; but for a year before live out of the Colledce, and 
D have the fame Diet.a little Hatchet, and fuch a Girdle as is before fpoken of, and a white 
Garment. But at the years end, if they perceive fuch a perfon to be continent, they 
give him a Diet more agreeing with their own, and he is permitted to wafh himfelf in 
cold water, to the end to purine himfelf ; yet he is not admitted in common amongft 
them, till for two years more they have obferved his life and manners : And at laft 
when he is thought worthy, he is admitted to their common company. But before he^. 
is received to the common Table, firft he is to proteft folemnly to honour and CetvevtSL 
Ood with all his Heart, toobferve Juftice and Fidelity towards all Men ; never wil- v « n ^>' 
lmgly to hurt any Man, nor injure any for another Man's command ; but always to 
hate the wicked and aflift the good ; to keep his Faith to all, but efpecially to his Su- 
Epenors ; becaufe they hold their power from God. To which they add, that if he be . 
put in Authority over others, he never willabufe it to the prejudice of thofe that areScuSi 
under him , and neither exceed the reft in Apparel + nor smy other ambitious pomp ; inj»ftw* 
That he will always love the truth, and feverely reprove Lyars: and that he will keep 
his Hands and Soul pure from all Theft and unjuft Gain : And that he will not conceal 
any Myftenes, or Secrets of their Religion from his Companions, nor reveal them to 
any Strangers, although he fhould be thereto threatned by death. Adding moreover 
that he will never deliver any Do&rine, fave that which he hath received; and dili- 
gently preferve the Books, as well as the Names, of thofe from whom thev received it. * 
I hele Proteftations they oblige thofe to take folemnly, who enter into their Order, to 
uu to / ortifietnem a g a ' n ft Vices. Thofe of the Society whotranfgrefs notorioufty, 
tney tnruft out oftheir company :> And whofoever is fo punifhed, for the moft part di- 
eth a miferable death ; for, it being not lawful for him to eat with any Stringer, he is 
reduced to feed on Grafs like Beafts, and fo he perilheth through Famine. For which 
caule oftentimes they are moved with companion, to receive many into their Order 
again, when ready by Famine to yield up the Ghoft ; judging them to have endured 
penance enough for their Offences, who with Famine were almoft brought to death's 
door. They are very fevcre and juft in their Judgments ; and to decide any matter, 
there is never fewer of them than an hundred ; and that which is by them agreed upon, 
is irrevocable. Next after God, they reverence their Lawgiver, infomuch that if a- 
i> ny one revile him, they forthwith condemn him to death. They take it for a great duty 
to obey their Elders, and what is appointed by many; fo that if ten of them fit toge- 
ther, no Man of them muft fpeak, without he be licenfed thereto by nine of the Com- 

pany.

C Parea on this fide Jordan, which he named, Julias. ',' Pilate being feppby Tiberius to be 
Governour over the Jews', ; caufed in the night fyme'Enfign on which was the frriage' 
of Cafir.tQ be brought into Jer„filxm ; which tiling^ within three days after, ca'ufed 
a great tumult among ttye Jews : for, they who beheld this adion were aftomfbed ' 
and confidcr'd.it as a violation of the La w of their Country, wiiich forbids exprefty The People 
any Pifture or Image of Men or other Creatures to be brought into the City. At 'their woultl "" c 
lament,atioq ( who were in the City, there was gathered together a great multitude out ™ nf ! c / ccnd 
of the villages adjoyniqg ); and they went' prelently to Pilate then at .Cafarea, befeech- »iit 
inghim earrieftly that tl)e Images might betaken away out of Jerufhlem, and t \ nt ^»)^ 
the Laws of their Country might remain inviolated.

Alio he put many Noble Men of his Country to death by his 
caiiediaudre C f u fcfty . wbidi he UkeWife extended even to Judxa : For he lent Petronius with an K 
aGod '" mfc ' f Army to jernfilem, commanding him to fet his Statues in the Temple ; and if the 
The tar the feWs refuted to receive them, that thole who withftobd torn mould be put to the 
jews hadnf J worc j 5 anc j the reft led away Captive. Almighty God did otherwife difpofe this 
Arm7" <S Proud CotTimandirierit. But Petronius accompanied with three Legions, and many 
affiftants out of Syria, came with all fpeed from Ahticoh to Jttdti: many of the 
Tevvs Would not believe any War towards, notwithstanding that they heard a 
general report theredf: arid they that believed it , could not bethink themfelves 
df ahy rnearis to refift. Sudddenly all were in a great fear ; for the Army was now 
cottie to Ptokmab, which City is fituate by the Sea-Qiore m. Galilee, in a fair Field ; 
Thedtfcripci- and ort th g jgjft.fote j t iscbmpafled with Mountains, diftant from it threefcore fur-L 
Tnau longs which belong to Galilee ; ort the South fide if is inverted with Mount tW, 
which is diftant aaliundred and twenty furlongs : on the North fide it is environed 
with an exceeding high Mountain, which the Inhabitants call the Tynans Ladder: 
this Mountain is an hundred Paces diftant from the City. Two miles from this City 
there is a River running by.call'd Pelus, a very little one, near which is the admirable 
Sepulchre of Memnon, which is a hundred Cubits high and of a concave form. In this 
g\1 n«r place is feeri a fort of Sand as tranfparent as Glafs, which many Ships carry away for 
Mtmm\ balaft ; but though they empty the place of it, yet that place is prefently after cover- 
sipaichre. ed wiin the Sanc j again. For there are winds which as it were on purpofe, carry 
this Sand from the higher places round about it thither ; and this Sand being put into M 
the Furnace is prefently dunged into Chryftal Or Glafs. And that which in my opi- 
nion is more to be wondred at, is, that the Sand being fo turned into Glafs, if after- 
ward any part thereof be caftupon the brink of this place, it is again turned into or- 
dinary Sand. And this is the nature of that place. _ 

Now the jews with their Wives and Children gathered themfelves together in the 
field where the City Ptolemais is fituate, and humbly befought Petronius not to vio- 
late their Country-Laws, but to have companion on them. Petronius feeing the : mul- 
titude that humbly fued to him, and how eameftly they fought his favour, lett U- 
fars Statues at Ptolemais, and himfelf went from thence to Galilee, and at Tikms 
„, , . called all the Jews and Nobility together, and reprefents to them the power ofthe N 
"rnhch the Romans, and how dreadful Cafir's threatnings ought to be to them ; adding more- 
jew* of the over t h at tne j ews f U pp|ication was indeed a contumely, feeing all Nations under 
Mhic&K the dominion of the Romans (the Jews only excepted; had already placed U- 
thrcacs. /j/s Statues in their Temples among thofe of their Gods : andlierein they did as it 
were revolt from the Emperour, and affront him their Governour who reprelented 
hisPerfon. They anfwered, it was againft the Laws and Cnftoms of their Country : 
for it was not lawful for them to have the Image of God, much lefs of a Man ; and 
that they were not only forbidden by the Law to have an Image in the Temple, but 
alio to have it in any prophane place. Petronius replied, if you obferve your Laws 
fo religioufly, I mull alfo obferve my Lord's command : for if I do not but ipareyou 
I {ball be iuftly punifhed : And 'tis not to me, but to him you muft make your ^ad- 
dreffes ; (or I my fclf, as well as you, am fubjeft to him. At thefe words the whole 
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A multitude cried but together, that before they Would fei their Religion violated- 1 — 
they WOUld willingly expole themfelves to any danger. When the. noife of the P40- ™ffijf e 
pie was cdafed, Petronius faid; Are ye then prepared and minded to fight againft 'ft 
C*fir ?

j Claudius was made Emperbut' by rM Army which was at Rome. The Senate by wSiftlol 
the inftig^cion of the Coriluls iSW/w Satutrtinni, and PomyoAiiis, Sikundriti command- *ff* T cMjTi* 
ed three Legions of Souldiers to keep the City, during the Council holden' in the A S%i^ 
E Capitol: and abhorring Caius Cafir\ cruelty, they determined to fight againft Uandiusy at- 19.

after, thofe (hould rule that the Senate judged worthy. It chanced that at this time three yeL

tending to ufe his help where need required. Agrippa perceiving that Claudius was cl,0<£ n both

Before the City Walls there met them fome that endeavour- 
ed to Ihew themfelves dutiful to Claudius for his Fortunes fake* who, having their I 
Swords dra wn, had killed the formoft before C^runderftood any thing of their coming, 
had not Agrippa haftened to advertife him of the matter. He told him, that if he did 
not prefently appeafe the Souldiers fury, now raging againft the Citizens, all the Nobi- 
lity would prefently be deftroyed, and he ftiould be left Emperour of a defolate place. 
When Claudius heard this, herepreffed the Souldiers fury, and very honourably re- 
ceived the Senate into his camp ; and went forth prefently with them, and offered 
Sacrifice to God (as the manner is) for the good Eftate of the Empire, arid to give him 
thanks for that Sovereignty which he helofof him. Alfo, he prefently made Agrippa 
King of all his Fathers Dominions ; giving him likewife all that Angujlus had given He- 
ro d to wit, Trachonitis and Auramtis, and befides them; another Countrey, called K 
the Kingdom of Lyfania ; and publiftied this his Gift by Edift to the People, andcom. 
after chip manded the Senate to engrave that Donation in Brazen Tables, and to place it in the 
Nativity,^. (Q ap j to i t Moreover, he-gave the Kingdom of Chalcis to his Brother Herod, who was 
become alfo his Son-in-law by the marriage of Bernice, his Daughter. Agrippa now 
received greater Revenues ofhis Kingdom than he could defire ; which he fpent not 
vainly, but in building fuch a Wall about Jerufalem, as, had he finifhed it, the Romans 
could never have taken it : but before he could end that work, he died in Cafarea ; 
chll t I9 ' having reigned three years with the Title of King, and other three years before with 
Agrippa af- t h at 0 f Tetrarch.

B fome fatisfadtion, condemned the Souldier to death, and fent him to execution in their f xecut . ed ; tha£ 
prefence ; which done, they all departed, , ££. 

At the fame time there arole a great difference between the Galileans and Samari- a Galilean 
tans ; for at a Village called Geman, ieituate in the great plain of Samaria, a certain J/J" 10 
Galilean, of the number of the Jews that came to the Feaft, was flain : For which facV 
many Galileans joyned together, to be revenged of the Samaritans : And the Princir 
pal of the Countrey went to Cumanus, requefting him, before any more harm were 
done, to go into Galilee, and punilh the Authors of this Murther. But Cumanus being 
bufied in greater Affairs, fent them away without granting their regueft. When this 
murther was known in Jerufalem, all the multitude left the folemnity of the Feftival, 

C and went to Satmria, refufing to be reftrained by the Magiftrates. Of this their Tu* a «'i 
mult and Sedition, the Son of Dintas, called Eleazar,, and one Alexander, were Cap. ^&x» 
tains ; who, with violence entring the Borders of the Countrey of Lactabatana, killed of cite fewi, 
Man Woman and Child, aud burnt the Towns.

D zardall, and , overthrow their whole Countrey and Nation in revenging the death of 
one Galilean, The Jews hereby were pacified, and departed. At the lame time there confpiricy in 
were many that made it their Trade to rob and fteal (as moft commonly People by Robbery, 
long peace grow infolept) fo that they robbed in every part of the COuntrey, and the 
ftrongeft and moft audacious oppreflTed thofe that were; weaker.

An Ecyptian But a certain Egyptian, a falfe Prophet, occafioned a far greater MafTacre among the 
prophet ga- Jews than this : for being a Magician, he came into the Countrey ; and calling nim-

Kufandmen Magick-Arts feduced : and leading them from the Wildernefs to mount Olivet, de de- 
termined from thence to go to Jemfalemy and to drive thence the Forces of the Romans, 
and there to fix the feat of his Dominion over the People. He chole for his Guard a 
SrowSh'the S 00 ^ number of his followers. Felix forefeeing his intent, met him with his Legions 
kgyJSn. . , of Romans, and a great number of other Jews ; and fighting againft him, the Egypti- 
an being defeated, fled, and many that were with him were taken and committed to 
Prifbnand the reft of the rriultitude difperfed themfelves into':their Countrey.

FUrus yet devifed another way to ftir the Jews to rebellion i For he fenf word to 
Ceftius that the Jews were revolted, impudently, flying them to have commit- tSScil* 
ted that which indeed they endukd at his hands, the Nobles of %rufakm and s *' u confu 't- 
Bernice certified Cejtius of all that Florus had done. He receiving Lettersirolb both wi f 
parties deliberated with his Officers vhat t0 <j 0# Some eounfelled Ceftius to go into ESw? to 
Juasa with an Army, and punilh the Jews, if they were revolted ; and if they were be „ d ? tie ' 
not, then to confirm them irt their obedience. Yet it nleafed him petter to fend 2 Tim. 
lome about him thither before, to bring him true news of, their eftate, and what had W^ med* 
C happened. So he fent Pol/t/ams the Tribune, who in his way met with Agrippa in with A&rippa ' 
J<imnia, as he was returning from Alexandria, and told him all, for what, and from 
whom he was fent. Here alio wereprefent the Priefts and the chief of the Jews, to 
welcome Agrippa ; and having faluted him as courteoufly as they could, they prefently 
bewailed the milery which had befallen their Nation, and the cruelty of Florus. 
Which although Agrbpa compaflionated, yet he made, as if he tvere angry with the 
Jews whom he greatly pitied ; purpofing hereby to allay their paflions in ftead of 
further irritating them byteftifying the feme fentiments to revenge. All the better fort 
who for the fake of their lands and eftates defired quiethefs, well perceived that the' 
King's reprehenfiort was not of malice, but for their good. 
D Alfo the People of Jerufatem went out to meet the King threefcore furlongs off* Ttep^irfwie 
and received him and Pdlitianus very courteoufly ; yet- the Women lamented the death 
of their Husbands flain, and with tears moved the whole multitude to forrow, who X^S* 
befbught Agrippa to have compaffion on their Nation, and entreated alfo Politianus ** m,im - 
to go into the City, and behold what florus had done. There they (hewed him the 
Market place defart, and the houfes deftroyed ; and by means of A^rippathey per- 
fwaded him to go round about the City as far as Siloa, only with one Man, and be. 
hold with his Eyes what Florus had done, and that they were obedient to the Ro- 
mans in all things, and only were Enemies to Florus who had ufed them fo cru- f^lmt a. 
elJy. Politlmns having gone about the whole City, afoended into the Temple p C Se thtf !fi 
E where lie well perceived many arguments of the Jews fidelity towards the Romans : fnciieS them 
and calling the People there together, he praifed their Loyalty, and exhorted r ? pMCe ' 31,4 
them ftill to continue in like obedience, an J worftiipped God and tlie holy places toeff* 
as far as the I.aw permitted him \ and fo he returned to Ceftius. After his de-' rhe J ew * r * 
parture, the multitude of the Jews came to Agrippa and the High-Pried s, re--SiS2« King 
quefting them to fend Ambafladours againft Florus to Nero , becaufe otherwife mi*ht refome 
they fliould give occafion to think it a voluntary rebellion, by not complaining of fuch An,b4,r,do,i 
murthers; For florus would make him believe that they had rebelled, except they coramphi? of 
went to him to fliew that Florus gave firft occafion ; and it was certain that the mul- Fl «»'«Mtr». 
titude would not be quieted, if any one hindred that Embaflage. Agrippa thought 
F it would be an hateful matter to fend Ambafladours to Rome to acciife Florus ; and 
on the other fide he perceived, that it was to no purpofe to contradict the Jews, who 
were ready now to rebel : wherefore calling the People together he made a fpeech 
to them having feated his Sifter Bcrn/ce in an eminent place in the houfe of the Af- 
moneans. The porch wherein he called them together, was in fuch a place that it over- 
looks all the higher part of the City, for there was only a Bridge between it and 
the Temple, which jovned this and that together ; and there he fpakc to the Jews in 
manner following : If I Jaw that yon were refolvedto make War againft the Romans, and Apifrf t o- 
that the better part of the People were not inclined to peace, I would not have come unto rat '°n cothc 
yo.< t , nor have pre fumed to have connfdkd you in am thing. For it is in vain to rive ^ W5 ' 
G eounfil of fuch things as are expedient , where all the Auditors are already determined 
to follow that which is contrary to the conn fel given them. But for that fome are ignorant 
what mifery War produces, becaufe by rea/on of their young years they have not known tt,

What think you the Byth'tiliarts, 
Cappadocians, and thofe of Pamphilia, Lydia, and Cilicia, could fay fir their Liberty 
who notwithfianding peaceably pay Tribute to the Romans ? What of the Thracians, nfofe 
Coitntrcy is jive Days Journey in breadth , and feven in length, far mm inacccjjfible and 
ftronger than yours, by reafon of the Mountains of Snow and Ice t, yet do they obey two 
thoufand Romans who are inGarrifon? BeJ/dc them, the Jllyrians, whofi Co/intrey rcach- 
q cth to Dalmatia and Ifter, are kept in obedience only by two Legions, with help of whom 
they alfo refiftthe Dacians. The Dalmatians themfelves, who have fo often attempted their 
own Liberty, and ftill as their Wealth encreafed rebelled, are now in peace under one Legion 
of the Romans. Nay, if any have reafon to rebell, 'tis the Gauls, whofe Country is by rhe Defence 
Nature fir ong, being on the Eaft-fde compaffed with the Alpes, on the North with the %jJ* lFrMCt ' 
ver of Rhine , on the South with the Pyrcnaftn Mountains, on the Weft with the Ocean, 
Notwithftanding , having amongfi them three hundred and five Natidns, and as H were 
the very Fountain of Plcntv of au fort of Goods and Commodities, wherewith they enrich 
the whole Worlds yet do they pay Tribute to the Romans, and account that their Happinefs 
depends upon that of the Romans 5 and that neither for Want of Courage in ihem or- 
their Anceftors, who fourfcore Tears long fought fir their Liberty, They tonld hot fie 
D without aftonijlmient, that the Valour of the kortiarts Was attended With fuch fnccefs, 'that 
they gained more by Fortune, than they did by Courage in all their War, jfc\ now 
they obey a thoufand and two hundred Soldiers, having aim oft againft tvery Soldier a

out reafonable caufe s and if they would confent to fo bad comfel, the Parthians will not fitf- 
fer them: For they are careful to mantain their League with the Romans? and would think.

Men all Cities jhall flow with the Blood of the Jews } and no Man flail be punifled for 
killing Jews, becanfe\ ofyonr offence. But if you think, the Romans will not execute all this 
Outrage after your Rebellion, then confider how impious, a thing it is, to rebel againji Jo 
mild Governors.

CHAP. XVII. 

■■'.:■!• 0/ the Rebellion which the, Jews begun againji the Romans. 

AT this time, fome of the chief Incendiaries afTembled together, fuddenly aflauked 
a.Gaftle called Muffada, which they took by furprife, and killed all the Romans 
and in theirjplaces put a Guard of their own Company., In the Temple alfo, Eleazar] 1 ? J e ™ r c- 
Son of the High-Prieft Ananias, a bold and defperate young Man > Captain of the Soul- saS-ifiS for 
diers ; perfwaded them who offered facrifices, not tiO. offer any, butthofe that were «he>o.pericy 
D given by Jews. And this wasthe ground and caufe of the War that enfued : For they otliK,iw """' 
rejected thofe Sacrifices that were wont to be offered in the name of theEmperour. 
And although the High-Priefts, and people of Account^ requefted them not to omit 
that Cuftom of facrificing for their Kings and Govemours ; yet they refufed lotto do, 
trufting greatly to their Faction : AUithofeof the City that defired alteration, were 
of this mind, and efpecially Eleazar, who at that time was General, a* is before laid. 
Wherefore all thecfiiefMen, High Priefts, and Principal of the Pharifees, auemhled 
themfelves; and perceiving into how great danger thofe Rebels brought the City, 
they determined to rnajfe tryal of the courage or the Seditious People:, Wherefore, 
they aflembjed them together before the Brazen Gate, which was in tjie inner part of 
E the Temple, towards the Eaft. " And flrft of all,? , they greatly complained of their,

" not only not refufed their Offerings (for that were an impious ta&,) 'but alfo placed 
" in the Temple the Gifts that they fent, which were yet to be feen. And that it was 
" ftrange, that now only they thought to provoke the Rowans to War, by making new 
" Laws : And befides other danger alfo, to make the City guilty of a great Crime in 
" matter of Religion, as though it were fuch, wherein none might offer Sacrifice but 
F ' ' Je>vs,nor any but they adore God. If we fliould make fucha Law .againft any pri* thon(^f e 
" vatc Perfon, he had ijuft caufe to accufe us of Inhumanity., But nOW ^fi e Romans are foreign Sa- 
tc defpited, and Crfar himfelf accounted prophane and it was to be feared, that if the crilkc5 ' 
'' Jews difdained to accept Catfar's.. Offerings, O/ir would* hinder: them from offer- 
" ing any And the City of Jemfilem would prefeptJy be accounted as an enemy to N .

L\vit h 68- Sedition which was railed, before it went further,. Jf lotus was glad of theie tidings ; 
wTrW- and deGriog nothing more than War, gave no anfwer to the Deouties. But.4gy>>«, 
between willing tofbare bbrh parts, -as well the Good as the Rebels ; and to preferve Jadea to 
thescditious h $ m J s and the Temple to the 'Jews ; thought it not meet for him to bufie him- 
tad" felf in fuch affairs, but fent three thoufand Horfetoaid the people againft the Rebels ; 
Peace, Which Horfc were of Auramtis, lhtanaa and IrachomtU ; and he made Darius their 
Captain and Philip Son of joakim, General of all the Army. Thefe coming into the 
City the Nobility, with the High-Priefts, and the reft of the People that defired Peace, I 
received this fuccour in good part, and quartered them in the higher part of the City ; 
for the Rebels kept the lower part, and the Temple. The War began inftantly with 
Darts and Slings, and (hooting of Arrows ; and fometimes they encountrd one ano- 
ther hand to hand. The Seditious were more valiant, but the King's Souldiers were 
more skilful in war, and chiefly endeavoured to get the Temple, and expel out of it 
thole who thus prophaned it. The Rebels, with Elcatar, endeavoured, befides that 
which they had already, to get alfo into their hands the higher part of the City. 
Wherefore, during the fpace of feven days, there continued a great conflict betwixt 
them, and either part kept what they had. When the Celebration of the Feaftcal* 
led Xylophoria was come , wherein every one carrieth Wood to the Temple, to keep K 
v£t ' a a a fire continually upon the Altar , the Rebels would not fufTer their Enemies to do 
their Devotion. . . rt ■ • i • i • 

Now many of the Sicarii or Thieves, who carried fliort Poyniards under their 
Coats, went amongft the weaker multitude, and boldly followed their old piaftice. 
By which, thofe of the King's fide were forced to leave the higher part of the City i 
JoSS urc which the Rebels prefently entring, fet the Palaces of Ananias, Aoripp* and Bernicefia 
overcome. fi re ; and forthwith went to the place where all Charters were kept, purpofing there 
to burn all Bonds and Obligations of Debtors, thereby to defraud the Creditors ; and 
fo to joyn all the Debtors to their Faftion, and ftir up all the poor people againft the 
rich. The keepers of thefe publick Writings, fleeing the feditious perfons fet all on i 
tire : And lb having deftroyed thofe Records, which were in a manner the publick fi- 
liate of the City, they add reffed them felves againft fuch as refufed their Proceedings. 
Some of the High Priefts and Nobles hid themlelves in Vaults ; others fleeing with the 
King's Souldiers into the higher Palace, locked up the doors after them • amongft whom 
was 1 " Ananias the HighPrieft, and Eztchks his Brother, and they who (as is before fpo- 
ken) were fent Deputies to Jgripptt : And fb the Seditious were fatislied that day with 
the Viftory, and firing of the Houfes aforefaid. 

The next day, which was the fifteenth of they affaulted the Caftle Antonias 

having befieged it two days, they took all that guarded it and killed them, and placed 
Se in it a Garrifdn of their own company. This done, they went to the King's Palace whi- M 
and bum it.' ther Agripph Souldiers were fled ; and dividing their Company into four Parts, they 
began to pull down the Walls ; none of them that were within durft come out for fear 
of the Multitude, but went up to the Turrets of the Palace, and killed all thofe that 
offered to come up, and many of the Thieves under the Walls, with things that thy 
caft down. This' conflict continued day and night, for the Reblels thought that thofe 
within could not hold out long for want of Vi&uals ; and they within thought that 
the Seditious being wearied, would foon give over. In the mean feafbn, one' Mana- 
hem, the Son of Judas of Gal/Ice fthat moft crafty fubtil Sophifter, who reproached the 
Jews in Cynniush time for paying Tribute, and for being fubjefl: to any but to God) 
taking with him certain NoblcSj went to Majfada, where King Herod's Armory was ; N 
and breaking into it, he armed the common People, and the other Thieves ; and ha- 
ving them for his Guard,he returned again to Jerufakm as King : And being thus made 
Head of the Rebellion, he prepared* the Battery againft the Kings Palace.. But they 
wanted Engines, add could not openly undermine the Walls, by reafon of the Enemies, 
who continually caft down Darts' upon them. Wherefore they began a Mine a great 
way off, till it came under one of the Towers, which then they fiipported with Pofts 
of Wood ; and they fet lire on the Wood fupporting it, and went their ways ; fb the 
Supporters being confiimed with fire, the Tower prefently fell down. But thofe with- 
in fore-feeing their adverfaries intent, perhaps by the fhaking of the Tower ; had 
built a Wall behind it, to keep out the Rebels, between jhem and it. The Seditious 
verily thinking that with the fall of the Tower they fhould be Vigors, when they faw 
another Wall were amazed.

CHAP. XVIII. 

Of the death of Ananias the Wgh-Prieji, Manahem, and the Roman Souldiers. 

THE next day following, Ananias the High-Prieft was taken in one of the Water- The Death m 
Conduits of theKing^s Palace, where he had hid himfelf, and was there killed, $™^ { 
with his Brother Ezechias, by the Seditious : And the Rebels befieged all the Towers E ^ h i, 
round about, and kept diligent Watch left any of the Romans fhould efcape. But Ma- Brother. 
C nahemjboth upon his good fuccefs in deftroying the ftrong Holds, and upon the death of 
Ananias the High-Prieft, became fo proud and infolent, that he thought none fo capable 
as himfelf for Government,and became an intolerable Tyrant. HowEteazarand fome of 
his Companions affembled together, faid, That it would be fhameful for them that had 
revolted from the Romans,only torecover their Liberty,to receive for Mafter one of their 
own Nations who, although he were not fo violent as Manahem, yet was fo inferiour 
to them 5 and if it were fo, that it were expedient to have one Ruler overall the 
reft Manahem ought to be the laft that fhould be chofen to command them. Being 
thus agreed, they fet upon him in the Temple, where he was praying with great 
Pomp, apparelled like a King, and having about him a Guard of his Friends in Ar- 
n mour : Now when Eleazar and his Followers fet upon Mwahem, the People all took 

up Stones to ftone him, hoping that by his death the Sedition would be extmguilned. MaMm inthc 
The Guard of Manahem at firft made forrie refiftancej but when they perceived the Temple, 
whole Multitude againft them, every onefhifted for himfelf as he could 3 and thofe 
that were taken were put to death, and they that efcaped were afterwards fought for 3 
only a few of them fled to Majfada, amongft whom was Eleazar the Son of J aim, 
Manahem s Kinfman, who afterwards became a Tyrant there. But Makahm fled in- 
to a place called Ophias, where he hid himfelf 3 an/ being taken, ^^nwnj^tff^^ 
from thence, and, after many Torments, put to death, and with hira all the chief Mini- fljin . 
fters of his Tyranny, and particularly Abfalonion, who was his chief Officer. And in 
F thisMatter (as I have faid) the People greatly helped,hoping hereby to have fome end 
of that Sedition. But the Rebels did not kill Manahem, to the end to extmguifn Sedi- 
tion, but to the intent to rob and plunder more freely. 

The People indeed, with many Intreaties, befought them to let. the Romans alone, 
whom they befieged 3 but they were fo much the more earneft againft them 3 till be- The Romans 
ing no longer able to make refinance, with rhe Confent of Metilius their Captain, and 
fome other of more Authority, they fent to Eteazar, requefting him to give them leave yield them- ' 
to depart with their Lives, and leave their Baggage to the Jews. He accepting their fclv «. 
Offer, fent to them Gorion the Son of JSJicodemm^ and Ananias the Sadduce, and J /(das 
the Son of jonathas, to confirm the Promife of their lives. Which done, Metitius led 
F away the Souldiers: andwhtlftthe Romans had their Weapons, none of the Rebels 
durft attempt any of their Treachery againft them : but fo foon as, according to Co- 
venant, they had laid down their Shields and Swords', and fo departed, mittrufting 
nothing, Eleazars Guard fet upon them and killed them 5 they neither made Reli- 
ftance, nor any entreaty for their Lives, only put them in' mind of their Promife and 
Oath ' So they were all flain faveonly Metilius, who greatly entreating for his Life 3 The Koman ., 
and promifing that he would become a Jew in Religion, and be Circumcifed, they fpa- ^J^lS" 
red him. Though this wa9 a fmallLofsto the Romans, becaufe there were but a 3rc aim.iin, 
few flain of their great and almoft infinite Army 3 yet it was eafy to judg that it would &vc mdhu. 
caufe the Ruin and Captivity of the Jews. ' 
1 When they faw themlelves to have given fufhcient Caufe of a War, and that the 
'City was now fo filled with Iniquity, that the Wrath of God hung over it 3 tho there 
had been no fear of any harm to them by the Romans, yet the whole City mourned, 
Hhh 3 and 
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"K^^r«7a7ll)rrovvfn\ and dcfolate, lamenting as tho they themfelves ftiould anfwer for H 
•K'V^'i tht ' Sl ' <,itious » for that Murder which was committed on the Sabbath, when it is not 
tjm y chips' lawful for the Jews to do even any good Work.

CHAP. XIX. 
Of the great Majfure of the Jews at Cefarea, and in all Syria, 

T the fame hour, on the felf-fame day, ithapned, as it were by God's Providence, 
l that the Inhabitants of Cefarea mafl'acred the jews that dwelt amongft them 3 j 
(a that at one time above twenty thoufand were flain, and not one Jew left alive in 
all Cefarea : for thole that efcaped, Flotu* took and brought them forth bound to 
the People. After this Maflacre done at Cefarea, the whole Nation of the Jews 
The Jews ipoii was enraged 5 and dividing themfelves into Companies, they wafted and deftroytd, in 
the villages, Q 1Qrt timc ^ a u the Borders of Syria, and the Cities thereabout, to wit, Philadelphia and 
CW«S s^Gtbonitis, Geraft, Pella and Scythopolis : Alfo they took by force Gadara, Bippon, and 
«■«• Ganlamtis 3 pulling down fome Places, and firing others. From thence they marched 

towards Cedafa, a City of the Tyrians, and Ptolomais, Gitza, and Cefarea, and nei- 
ther Sebaftia nor Afcalon could refift them, but they alfo were confumed with Fire. 
Likewifethey deftroyed Anthedon, withG42w: And raoft Places belonging to thcfeK 
Cities were lacked, to wit, the Fields and Villages 5 and a mighty Slaughter was made 
of them that were taken in thefe Towns. The Syrians made as great a Maflacre of 
the Jews as this among them 5 for all the Jews inhabiting among them were murder- 
ed, not only for an old Grudg, but alfo to render their own Danger lefs, by diminifh- 
ing the Number of their Enemies. By this means all Syria was in a raoft deplorable 
Condi»ion, and every City was expofed to the Diforders and Violences of two feveral 
Armies, each of which placed their Safety in making a great ErFufion o'f Blood. The 
Days were fpent in Bloodfhed, and the Nights in Fear, worfe than Death it felf : For 
though they only pretended to deftroy the Jews, yet were they drawn to fufpecr. 
other Nations that followed the Jews Religion 3 and becaufe uhey were as it were L 
Neuters, the Syrians thought it not good to deftroy them 3 but, on the other fide, for 
their agreeing in Religion with the Jews, they were conftrained to hold them as Ene- 
mies. Many of the contrary part, who before teemed modeft, were now, through Ava- 
rice, incited to meddle in this Murder 5 fo that every one took the Goods of them that 
were flam, and carried them to other Places, as Conquerors. He was moft renowned 
All syh full that had ftolen moft, or killed moft. There might you fee in feveral Cities, the dead 
of referable Bodies of all Ages unburied 3 6$ Men, . and Children, and Women lying in moft 
calamities, fljameful manner, their fecret parts being uncovered. Briefly, all the Country was filled 
with exceeding great Calamity 3 and the fear of yet greater Mifcry to come, was un- 
fpeakable. M 

Thele were the Conflicts between the Jews and Strangers. But afterwards, making 
Incurfions upon the Borders of Scythopolis, the Jews there dwelling, became their 
Enemies. For they confpiring with the Citizens of Scythopolis, and preferring their own 
jews againft Commodity and Security before Kindred and Confanguinity, joined with the Gen- 
^ CW5 ' tiles againft the Jews 3 and yet, for all tbat, they were fufpefted for their forwardnefs. 
For the Scythopolitans fearing that they would affauk the City by Night, and excufe 
their Revolting by their great Mifery, commanded all the Jews, that if they would 
{hew themfelves trufty to the Gentiles, they, with all their Children, ftiould go into a 
Wood hard by. The Jews forthwith did as they were required, fufpefting nothing 3 
and the Scythopolitans were quiet for two days after, and did nothing : But the third N 
N ight they fent out Scouts to fee what they were a doing, who finding moft of them 
The s^'tiio- afleep, they furprized them in a moment, and killed them all, who were in number 
politans kill thirteen thoufand 3 and afterwards took their Goods. Here I think it not amifs to 
icws.° ° C K fy eal1 °f tlie ^th of Simon, who was the Son of Saul, whole Race was very Noble :

CHAP. XX. 

Cruelties exenifed againfl the Jews in divers other Cities, and particularly by Varus. - 

C 

AFter this fo great a Maflacre of the Jews at Scythopolis, other Cities alfo, where Another 
they inhabited, rofe againft them 3 and two thoufand five hundred were flain at JWjJiJ of 
Afcalon, and two thoufand at Ptolomais 3 and the Tyrians killed divers, and put more tIC ' 
in Prifon : Likewife they of Gadara and Hippon flew the moft valiant, and thole of 
leaft Courage they call: into Prifon. Alfo all other Cities, who either feared or hated 
the Jews, role up againft them. Only they of Antioch, Sidon, and Apamea, fjbaredTlie cities in 
thofe that dwelt with them, and neither killed nor imprifoned any of them 3 perhaps f™jewf 
they flood in no fear of them if they Ihould have rifen, becaufe their Cities were fo 
populous 5 yet I think they fpared them only for pity's fake, becaufe they faw they 
D were quiet, and not feditious. The Inhabitants alfo of Gerafa did no harm to the Jews 
amongft them 3 but when they defired to depart, they conduced them fafely 10 the 
end of their Borders. In the Kingdom alfo of Agrippa much Cruelty was (hewed 
againft the Jews 3 for he being gone to Ceflius Gallus at Antioch, left the Rule of his 
Country to one of his Friends named Varus, Kinfman to King Solomon 3 to whom 
there came feventy of the chief Nobility of the Country of Batanea, requefting a Gar- 
rifon to reprefs thofe that (hould attempt Rebellion amongft them. Varus, inftead of 
receiving them well, fent certain of the King a Souldiers by Night, and killed them all Vmt kiI,s 
as they were coming to him. He committed this Murder without Agrippa's confent jSeT/journey? 
only for Avarice. But being emboldened by this Faft, he ruined the whole Realm, 
E ftill continuing fuch Cruelties and Violences againft his Nation, till fuch time as A- 
grippa under flood thereof 3 who, for Sohcmns's fake durft not put him to death, but 
difpoflefled him of his Place. In the mean while the Revolters took the Caftle of Cy- 
pros, which is fituate about Jericho 3 and after they had killed the Garifon, they de- 
ftroyed the Fortrefs. At the fame time a multitudeof Jews laid Siege before the Caftle The Romano 
of Macheron, and perfwaded the Souldiers, left in Garifon, to yield the Gaftle3 who,y ic,cl "P chcir 
fearing, that if they denied, they ftiould be compelled thereto, delivered it to them, S th!" 
upon condition that they might quietly depart: Which done, the Jews placed a ftrong Jews. 
Garifon in it. 



CHAP. XXI. 

Fifty thoufand Jews flain at Alexandria. 

'"TpUlE Citizens of Alexandria had alfo a quarrel againft the Jews that lived with 
JL them, fince the time that Alexander the Great, fortheir help againft the Egyp- 
tians', permitted them to inhabit Alexandria, and to have the fame Privileges witluhe 
Grecians. This Honour and Privilege was alfo continued to them by the Succeflbrs of 
Alcxarder 3 who alfo gave them a certain Place in the City to dwell in, that they 
0 might live more commodioully, and not be mingled with the Gentiles: And permit- 
ted them alfo to call themfelves Macedonians. Afterwards, when Egypt was brought 
under the Rule of Uie Romans, neither Cefir, nor the following Emperors, diminflicd

Some of them fled,only three of them were taken by the Greeks, whom they drew un- 
to a Place to burn them alive. All the Jews of the City came to fuccour them $ and 
firft they drew Stones at them, and then taking Fire-brands, they ran in a r&ge into the I 
Amphitheater, and thrcatned to burn all the People there atfcmbled 3 which they had 
nbmutAiis- d onc jf Tiberius Alexander, Governour of the City, had not appeafed their Fury 3 who 
the R C dhious S did not at firft ufe force of Arms againft them, but fent fome of their chief Men to 
jews co keep per fwade them toceafe, and not to incite the Roman Army againft them. But the 
Fcacc ' fed'uious Jews refufed this Advice, and mocked Tiberius : Who feeing that they would 
not otherwife be appeafed, fent two Legions of Romans, and five thoufand other Soul- 
diers, who by chance came out of Lybia, and gave them charge, not on ly to kill them, 
but alfo to fire their Houfes, and take their Goods. The Souldiers prefently went into 
the Place called Delta, (where the Jews were gathered together) and did as they were 
commanded, though not without a bloody Victory. For the Jews gathering them- K 
fclves together, placed thofe amongft them that were beft armed,in the Front, who held 
out for a long time : But when they began to flee, they were maffacred like Beatts 5 
fome of them were killed in the Field, fome were burnt in their Houfes 5 the Romans 
firft taking what they found, and fparing neither Infants nor old Men, but killing all

CHAP. XXII. 

Of the Maflacre of the Jews by Ceftius Gallus. 

Eftius Gallus now thought it time to beftir himfelf, foralmuch as the Jews were 
now hated every where 5 and taking with him the twelfth Legion out of Antioch,

Jews perceiving the Romans to be fled, aflaulted the 400, by whom they were deceived 
and prefently killing them with Darts, they purfued Ceftius : who having fled away in 
the night, made more hafte the next day 5 fo that the Soldiers for fear, left their Arms 
c and Inftruments to beat down Walls, and Slings, and much other munition ; which 
the Jews taking, after ufed againft them. Thus they followed the Ramans to Antipa- 
trts : and feeing they could not overtake them, they returned, bringing with them the 
warlike Inftruments, and rifling thofe that were llain, and taking whatfoever the Ro- 
mans had left behind t, and fo finging Songs of Viftory, they returned to Jerufakm ha- 
ving loft very few of their company, and flain 5380 of the Roman Footaiid their Auxi- 
liaries, and 980 Horfe. And this was done upon the eighth day of Offohr. and in 
the twelfth year of the Reign of Nero, 



D CHAP. XXV. 



Of the Cruelty of thofe */Damafcus againfi the Jews, and of Jofeph*x affairs in Galilee. 

AFter this ill fuccefs of Ceftius, many of the chicfeft among the Jews daily fled 
and forfook the City, as a Ship prefently ready to fink. Coflobarus and Saul two wlnTi^ 
Brethren, and J>h,l,p the Son Joachim General of Agr^a\ Army, retired themfelves <%fc 
to UJtms. As for Anttpas, who wasalfo befieged by them in the King's Palace.he would Nativitf ' ^ 
not flee with the reft, and fo was killed by the Rebels. But Ceftius fent Saul and the M^Xnhc 
reft of his Company into Achaia unto Nero, to inform him the canfe of his re- mbka J™ 
E treat and to fhew how Floras had caufed all thefe Wars : for fo he hoped that Nero S?Siffiey 
would turn his anger againft Floras, and free him from danger. Then the People had b «« ^ 
of Damafciis underftanding the defeat of the Romans, devifed how to deftroy the ft ready 10 
Jem which inhabited amongft them: and they thought it was eafietobe accomplim- 
ed, tor that the Jews were already aflembled in the common places of exercife, for 
tear of fome fuch matter , yet they miftrufted their own Wives, who all except a 
tew, vverc Jewsm Religion. Wherefore they took great heed to conceal their intent 
from them, and fo aflaulting the Jem in a narrow place and unarmed, they put them Thc Dam3 - 
all to the Sword, to the number of ten thoufand.

S V h e cS Each of thefe Governors difcharged his place according to his Wifdom and Dextcri, 
tv When 'jofeph came to Galilee, which was committed to his protection, his firft care 
was to get the Good- will of the Inhabitants, knowing that it might much profit him, 
although in other matters he mould offend 5 confidering that he mould have the moft 
confiderable Perfcns his Friends, if he made them partakers of his Authority. He chofc I 
SMS feventv of the moft ancient wife Men amongft them, and made them Rulers over all Ga~ 
in Galilee, nice and elected feven Judges over the Idler Towns to judge inreriour matters : But 
and appoint- . ..pfprvcd -\11 ffreat Affairs and criminal Caufesto his own hearing. Moreover, having

vJnitckics Moreover, he fortified the Hill Itabnrin, and the Caves near the Lake of Gencfretk 
Shw£ which isinlowerGu/^e* and in high Galike,?etra, which is alfo called and 
&w& *^w//tf/> and Me™ ; in Gaulanitis, alfo and and GW* 5 he K 

only permitted them of Scphork to build their own Walls, becaufe he perceived them 
to be rich and prone to War of themfelves. Likewife John the Son of Levi as, at Jo- 
Ws Command, built the Walls of Gifiala himfelf alone ; but in all other places that 
were fortified, Jofeph put to his helping hand, and directed how they mould be done. 
He lifted ah hundred thoufafid Men, who were all yortngPerfons, and fit for the War, 
and he armed them with old Armour, Which he had gathered from all parts of the 
Country. And confidering that that which made the Roman Army invincible, was, 
that they were all obedient to their Officers, and well difciplin'd, and that he could not 
exercife them in Martial Difcipline, by reafon of his other occafions, he thought good at 
leaft to teach them to be obedient. And calling to mind that the multitude of Rulers L 
made obedience, he ordained many Captains, and conftituted divers forts of Soldiers, 
as the Romans ufeto do* making fome Governours of ten, others over a hundred, 
and others over a thoufand* and appointed likewife Rulers over them. He taught 
jefiph inftm- them alfo how to give the Sign of War, and how to found the Trumpet, both to call to 
&eth the Orf- Combat and to reeire * how to march in length, and caft m a ring, and how to fuccour 
*S52. h thofe that were moft in danger : And, in (hort, he taught them . whatsoever might either 
2 the Gdu encourage them, or make them aftive* but efpecially he exercifed them in good Difci- 
jMMhowthey j ine jniitating in particular the order of the Romans, and often telling them that they 
22? wS were to fight with Men.who for ftrength of Body and courage, furpafled all Nations of 
the World. Alfo, he told them that hereby he fhould perceive whether they would lvl 
be obedient in War, if now they abftained from fnch things as were ufnal to Souldicrs, 
to wit, robbing and fpoiling their Country-men, crafty and deceitful dealing, and 
fpoiling thofe with whom they converfed, for their own gain 5 for thofe Wars had al- 
ways beftfuccefs, where the Soldiers carried good Consciences 5 and thofe that were 
bad mould not only have Men, but God alfo for their Enemy. After this man- 
of ner he daily exhorted them : And now he had got together as many Men as he defired ;

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CHAP. XXVi. 
Of Jofeph'/ Danger and Hfiape 5 and of the Malice of John of Gifcala. 

WHilft Jofeph thus ordered the Eflate of Galilee, there arofe a Traytor born in joU a notable 
Gifiala, John the Son of Lev/as, a moft fubtll and deceitful Mm, who by vile Ambler, & 
Means was now become the richeft Perfon in that Country, having before been very 
poor, and unable to put his Villanies in practice. He could lie at his plea lure, and iiopcofdrwi, 
thought Deceit a Vcrtue,which heufed even towards his deareft Friends 5 he was alio a 
B great Counterfeiter of Humanity 5 and yet for the hope of Gain became a cruel Mur- 
der. He always aimed at high Matters, with an afpiring Mind, and at firft nourilh- 
ed his hope with finall Villanies. For firft he was a Thief alone, and lived in Woods 
and folitary Places : at laft he got to him a company of audacious People like himfelf, 
at firft final), but afterwards he greatly encreafed it. He alfo had a great care to chufe 
no weak Perfons, but fuch as wereftrong of Body, valiant of Mind, and skilful in 
Martial Affairs : Of thefe he gathered four hundred, moft of them out of Tyre, and 
the Villages thereabout $ and with them he wafted all Galilee, and killed many of 
thofe whom the fear of War had driven thither. This Man, long time before, had de- 
lire to be General of a formed Army, andafpired to greater Matters, only the want 
C of Money hindred him: And perceiving that Jofeph confidered him as a ferviceablc 
Man, he perfwaded him to fuffer him to build the Walls of that Place where he was 
born, and which was now defolate $ and to accomplish this, he gathered great Sums 
Money of the richer fort : After which, having perfwaded Jofeph to give order to all 
the Jews that were difperfed over all Syria, that they fliould fend no Oil to the neigh- 
bouring Places, fave only that which was made by their own Nation, he caufed great 
quantities of Oil to be brought to the Confines of Galilee: and buying four Barrels for 
a Piece of Tyrian Money, (which amounted to four Attick Groats) he fold them again 
to the Aflfyrian Jews, the half of one Barrel for as much as all four coft him. And for 
that Galilee abounded with Oils, and efpecially at that time, he conveyed it to fuch 
D Places where there was great want,and none was brought but by himfelf: By this means j&» impioy- 
he gathered an infinite Mafs of Money, which prefently he turned to the prejudice of «'» the Money 
him who had given him licence to gel it. And thinking that if he could depofe Jofeph, IXy'Sfc 
he might come to be Ruler over all Galilee,he commanded hisFollowers to robandfpoil means he 
more than they did before 5 and fo to trouble the Countrey, that he might either 8ainedic ' 
kill the Governour treacheroufly, if he fought to redrefs it 5 or if he neglected it, to 
accufe him of flothfulnefs, and fo to make him odious to the People. Moreover, he 
had already given out Speeches, that Jofeph went about to betray Galike to the Ro- 
mans s and he devifed many things to thiseffeft, to work Jofeph's overthrow. It hap- 
pened that at that time fome of the Village of Dabarita, who watched in the Field, 
E fet upon Ptobmy, who wa9 Steward tb &ing Agrippa, and his Sifter Bernice, and plun* Aptyii Pre- 
dered all his Carriages, wherein wasnimldh coftly Apparel, and many Silver Venels, fident robbe<1, 
and fix hundred pieces of Gold. Anil for that they could not carry it fecretly, they 
brought all the whole Booty to Jofeph^tWarichu 5 who reproving them for offering 
Violence to the King's Servants, and commanded the things to be kept at the Houfe 
of Eneus, who was one of the richeft Men in the Town, and fhould reftore thtm to 
the Owner when time ferved 5 wherein, thinking to do himfelf great good,he brought 
himfelf into much danger : For the Thieves being offended that they received no 
part thereof, and feeing that Jofeph would reftore to Agrippa, and his Sifter Bernice, 
that which they had laboured for, they went round about the Villages in the Night, 
F and fpread this falfe Report in every place, that Jofeph was a Traitor to his Country 5 

and with the fame Rumour alfo they filled the Cities thereabout. So that early on Ten thoufand 
the next Morning, ten thoufand Men armed, aflembled themfelves together in the; Mmai A Icn 
Theater at Tarichea 5 thegreateftpartof them cried out in their fury, that the Tray- jjS fi f t. 
tor Jofeph ought to be ftoned 5 others, that he ought to be burned : and John himRJf, 
with one pejus the Son of Sapphw, who at that time was Magiftrate in Tiberias, omit- 
ted nothing to animate the People yet more againft him. All the Friends of Jofeph, All y.,f tf h' t 
and his Guards, being terrified with fuch a Multitude, fled, four only excepted. Jo- q^I\^ 
fiph in the mean while was afleep \ and, had he flept a little longer, they had fet his foIJ"fcefrSni 
Houfeonfire. The Tumult awakened him, and the four that remained with him, l,im « 
G counfdled him to flee : but he not difmayed, for that he was left alone, nor that fo 
great a Multitude came againft him, went boldly towards them with his Garment all 
torn, and Afhes upon his Head, holding his hands behind him, and his Sword upon his 
I i i Neck.

you are obliged 

to defend me. 

This Speech of his well pleafed the People of Tarichea, who gave him great Praifes 5 
and difpleafed them of Tiberias, fo that they breathed out Threatnings againft him. 
Tiius they both left Jofeph, and contefted one againft another. Jofeph now having ma- k 
ny Partakers (for the People of Tarichea were almoft forty thoufand) fpake more bold- 
ly to the Multitude, and rebuked their Timerity } telling them, that it was neceffary 
to ftrengthen Tarichea with that prefent Money, and that he would alfo provide to 
ftrengthen other Cities 5 and that they (bould not want Money, if they would agree 
and confpire together againft thofe from whom they might get it, and not offer Vio- 
lence for him, who could procure it for them. The Multitude being thus deceived, 
though they were angry, yet departed : Yet two thoufand of thofe that were anima- 
ted againft him, offered to fet upon him r but he being already retired into his Houfe, 
Another Sera- they there befieged him. Wherefore Jofeph ufed another Device likewife to reprefs 
wgem of Jo- t k e f e . anc j getting to the top of the Houfe, he beckened unto them with his Hands to L 
k'wtf keep filence * and then faid, that he was ignorant what they requefted at his Hands 5 
for he could not hear one for another, becaufe their Voices were confounded with 
their Number 5 but if they would fend fome into the Houfe to talk friendly with him, 
he would do whatfoever they requefted. The Nobles and Magiftrates hearing this, 
ptefently entred into the Houfe j whom, when he had led into the innermoft part of 
the Houfe, and (hut the Doors, he caufed to be beaten (6. long, till that their Ribs ap- 
peared. The Doors in the mean time being faft, the People (laid before the Houfe, 
thinking that the caufe of their long tarrying was to debate Reafons to and fro : But 
prefently Jofeph opening the Doors, put them forth amongft the People, all bloody as 
thty were : whereat they were fo daunted, that leaving their Weapons behind them, M 
they ran away. Hereupon John took occafiorHQencreafe his Hatred and Jealoufy againft 
joWs Envy Jofeph 3 and having ill Succefs in this Policy, he, ftill attempted other Plots to bring 
and Treafon h m j an g en fi r ft he counterfeited himfelf Sick, and requefted Jofeph to permit 
agamft ^ tQ gQ tQ Tiberias, and ufe the hot Baths, in order to recover his Health. Jofeph, not 
hiving yet perceived his Treafon, writ Letters in his behalf to the Governourof the 
Town, to provide John with good Accommodation, and to let him want nothing that 
John pcrfwad- he needed. Two days after his arrival there, he went about the Bufinefs which he 
cth the Tibe- flcfigned 5 and enticed fome with Money, other with Flatteries, to revolt from Jofeph, 
lomfoS^ Silas] whom Jofeph had made Governourof the City, underftanding this, prefently by 

Letters gave notice thereof to Jofeph 5 who receiving the fame in the Night, went to N 
Tiheriis very early in the Morning. All the People, except thofe that John had cor- 
rupted, went out to meet him : but John, notwithstanding he judged that he camea- 
gainft him, ftill counterfeited himfelf fick in Bed, and fent a Man of his acquaintance 
to excufe his abfcnce for not coming to meet Jofeph. Then jofeph affembled the Tibe- 
john fcndech rians together, in a place to fpeak to them, concerning that which was written to him : 
certain armed Anc j j e fo r ^med Men thither with Commandment to kill Jofeph. The People per- 
fofefbl 0 ceivitjgthem to draw their Swords, cried out 5 and Jofeph at their cry looking about 
him, and perceiving their Swords even almoft at his Throat, he leaped down a little 
Hill upon the Shore, which was fix Cubits high, upon which he flood to fpeak to the 
Jofoh flees in People : And going into a Boat with two of his Guard that he found there, he went O 
a little Boac to t | ie m jdft 0 f the Lake j and prefently his Guard taking their Weapons, aflaulted 
by the Lake. ^ j ^ jofeph fearing that a great Conflict would enfue, and fo the whole City, 
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h for a few Mens Fault be deftroyed, fent to his Souldiers, charging them only to take ■ ... 
care for their own Safety, and no more 5 and to kill none, nor reprove any, for that mu'VL'!'' 
wicked Fa& : and they forthwith obeying his Command, ceafed from fighting. «fi» cMjFt' 

And thofe that inhabited about the City, and heard of the Treafon, and by whom ""^^i. 
it was attempted, armed themfelves and came againft John j but he, before their com- J<t» flecthin^ 
ing, fled to Gifcala, where he was born. In the meanwhile, all Galilee came and t0 l f S 0 }" 1 - 
joined with Jofeph 5 and there were many tfioufands of armed Men gathered toge- TfcGaii&S 
ther, affirming, that they came againft John, and to fire that City which had received floc . k 
him. Jofeph thanked them for their good Will, faying, That he had rather conquer a6ainft '° h '" 
his Enemies by Moderation, than by Fire and Sword 5 and therefore requefted them 

B to be content. He alfo pubjifhed an Edicl, wherein he declared, That all thofe that 
had rebelled with John, and did not forfake him within five days next folio wing,fhould 
lofe all their Eftates, and their Houfes fhould be facked and fet on fire. Hereupon 
three thoufand prefently forfook J ohn, and came and laid down their Weapons at Jo- 
feph's Feet, proOrating themfelves before him 5 fo that there remained with John but 
two thoufand fugitive Syrians. By whom being affifted, he again went fecretly to John's Treafon 
work, having had fo ill fuccefs by open dealing j and lb he privily fent MefTengers to a 8 ainfl /"M 
Jemfalem, to accufc Jofiph that he had gathered a great Army, and that except he 
were quickly prevented, he would come and ufurp Dominion over the Mother-City. 
But the People underftanding before of John'% hatred, did not regard itj yet divers 

q rich Men and Magiftrates who envied Jojcph, fecretly fent Money to John, to hire Fo- 
reign Souldiers, that he might make War againft Jofeph 5 whom they determined a- 
raongft themfelves to difplace : And thinking that their Order was not fufficient to ef- 
fect it, they fent moreover two thoufand five hundred Men, and four of their Princi- 
pal Nobility with them, to wit, Joazar the Lawyer, and Jfnwias the Sadducee, and 
Simon and $ndas the Sons of Jonathan 5 all very Eloquent Men, and learned in our 
Laws, to withdraw the Peoples Minds from Jofeph 5 giving them charge, that if he of 
his own accord came to them, then they fhould permit him to fpeak for himfelf 5 but 
if he refufed fo to do, then they fhould hold him as an Enemy. Jofeph's Friends at Je- 
rufakm gave him intelligence that an Army was coming againft him, but for what Caufe 

D they knew not, becaufc it was kept fecret. And hereupon, before he could prevent it, 

four Cities revolcd from him, to wit, Sephoris, Gantala, Gifcala and Tiberias $ which ne- Four cities of 
verthelefs he foon after eafily recovered, without Force of Arms : And having taken G»w«fubmie 
the four Captains and Counfcllors of his Enemies, he fent them to Jerufaktn s, againft x,S v ^ 
whom the People being incenfed, would have killed them, and thofe that fent them, mies. 
had they not fled in good time. 

CHAP. XXVII. 

E The Cities of Tiberias and Sephoris are recovered by Jofeph. 

NOW John, for fear of Jofeph, kept himfelf within the Walls of Gifcala:, and a few Tilntas is re* 
days after Tiberias revolting again from Jofeph, the Inhabitants called in Agrippa, c ~ J e J ed b L 
who came not at the day appointed, only a few Roman Horfe fhewing themfelves 5 vctf by a"str£ 
Jofeph underftanding this at Tarichea, and having fent his Souldiers to fetch Corn, he "fi"* 1 ' 
thought not good to go alone againft the Rebels 5 nor yet did he think it beft to delay 
the time any longer, fearing that whilft he delayed, King Agrippa would come and 
poffefs the Town ; befides that, the next day being the Sabbath, he could do no* 
thing. At length he rcfolved to overcome the Rebels by Policy 5 and fohecommanded 
F the Gates of Tarichea to be kept fhut, that his Intent might not be revealed to them 
of Tiberias. Then taking all the Boats that were in the Lake, in number two hun- 
dred and thirty, and in every one of them four Sailers, he fpecdily failed to Tiberias: 
And when he came near the City, yet fo far off, that the Inhabitants thereof could not 
eafily difcry him, he commanded all the Boats to ftop, and the Rowers to beat the Wa- 
ter ftill as if they were rowing 5 and taking only ftven of his Guard with him,unarmed, 
he went near enough the City, that they might fee him. When the Rebels per- Jolipb with re- 
ceived him, and thought that the Boats were full of armed Men, they threw down vcn SouWiers 
their Weapons, and held up their Hands to him, befeeching him to fpare the City, Jo- £ th a nd 
fephy with many threatningand bitter Speeches, reproached them firft, that having un- rifiethhisE-, 
G dertaken War againft the Romans, they, with Civil Diffentions, confumed their own neni!cs ' 
Forces. Secondly, That they had fought his Life, from whom they ought to expedt 
their Safety s and that they were not afhamed to fhut the Gates againft him, who had

After this manner 7^ brought^ again under his fubjetfion And within l a 
ic oft" fcw davs a f ter : he took Gifcafo: and SephorH, which had revolted, having given the 
Spoils thereof to his Souldiers > yet afterwards he reftored moft that was taken away 
to the People \ and the like he did to the Inhabitants of Tiberias 5 by which means he 
got the good-will Of them all. K 
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CHAP. XXVIII. 

Bow the People of Jemfalera prepared themfelves for War \ and of the Robberies 
of Simon Son of Gioras. 

Thetroubva \ Fter that thefe Broils, which hitherto hapned only in Galilee, wereceafed, they 
Ertate of jtru. A prepared themfelves againft the Romans. And the chief Men ot$erufalem, and 
falm ' Ananus the High-Piieft, with altfpeed, renewed and repaired the Walls, and made all 
forts of Inftruments for Waty Arrows, and other Weapons 5 fo that all the City was 
bufied herein, and trained their Men in warlike Difcipline. All Places were filled 
with Agitation and Tumult 5 but the graver fort were very penfive, and many, as it 
were, forefeeing the Calamity that after enfued, could not refrain from Tears : They 
that defired Peace, received no comfort in any thing : All things were done at their 
beck, who were caufe of all this War. And the Eftate of the City, even then before 
the Romans came, was like a City to be deftroyed. But Ananus neglected that which 
was neceffary for War, and laboured to reconcile the Seditious Faftion of thofethat 
were called Zealous : But how he was overcome, and what his End was, we will de- ^ 
Simon the Son c j are hereafter. In the mean time one Simon the the Son of Gioras,\ti the Toparchy of 
SiT'T Acrabaiena, having gathered together a multitude of Seditious People, robbed and 
Rapines and f po iled every-where 5 and he not only broke into Rich Mens Houfes, but alio beat 
Murders in . arievouflv, openly exercifing his Tyranny. But when Ananus and the reft lent 
and an Army againft him, he fled to his Fellow-Thieves of Mafada, and there ftaid till 
Ananus and the reft of his Enemies were flain : and then he wafted Idtmea with the 
reft 5 fothat the Governours of that Place were fain to put a Garifon in every Village, 
fo great was the number of them that was flain by thefe Thieves. And thus at this time 
ftood the Affairs of the Jews.

Jews had always hated, for which caufc they alfo firft aflaulted it. The Commanders in I 
this Expedition, were three Men excJIem above the reft for Condufl: and Valour, to 
The Tcwsbc- wit, Niger of Pcrea, Silas the Babylonian, and Jd>» the Eftatt. Now. the City of Afia- 
fiege Afcahn. \ Q „ had very ftrong 1 Walls, butfew Men to defend it 5 for it had only one Company of 
Foot and one Band of Horfe, whom Autemus commanded. The Jews made fuch hade, 
f hgugh >thty had dwelt hard by. jintdmns perfwading himfelf that they would 
Anthony fights affault him y icaufedhis Horfe to iflue forth of the City : and neither fearing the Mul- 
widuiic Jews. tituc j^ nor • h(J Ma | ice of his Adverfaries, he valiantly received the firft Affault of the 
Enemies, -and beat them back that attempted to affault the Wall. So the Jews who 
were unskilful, having to do with them that were expert ; and fighting oh foot againft 
Horfe-men 5 without order, againft thofe that were in good order ; lightly armed, a- K 
gninft their Adverfarics who were well provided 5 they were eafily defeated. Indeed, 
they were more led by Rage and Fury than good Counfel 3 and they againft whom they 
fought wete obedient, and would do nothing without the Commandment of their Leader. 
Wherefore their firft Ranks being broken, they were forced by the Horfe to turn their 
Backs 5 and retiring themfelves to their own Company who turned toward the Wall, 
they became as it were Enemies to themfelves. So that feeking to avoid the Horfe-men, 
they were all difperfed about the Field, which was in every place for the advantage of 
The Romans the Horfe. This greatly helped the Romans to kill fo many Jews : for they that fled 
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their Misfortunes, were afhamed to fly, and fo fled not haftily, in hope that Fortune 
would change. But the Romans not wearied with that which they did with great Dexte- 
Tenthoufand rity, continued the Fight the moft part of the day; fo that there were flain of the Jews ten 
Jews fain, thoufand, and two of their Leaders John and Silo*. The reft, whereof many were woun- 
ded, followed their General Niger, who fled into a little Town of ldumea, named Salts : 
Of the Romans only fome were wounded in that Fight. Yet the Jews were not daunt- 
ed with this Misfortune 5 but the Grief thereof much increafed their Courge : neither 
were they difmayed with the former lofs of fo many Men within fo fliort time, but ra- 
ther calling to mind the great Victory they had got before, they drew upon themfelves M 
another Defeat. For before their Mens Wounds were healed, they gathered together 
all their Forces, and went again to jifcalon in great Number and Fury,but with the fame 
Succefi and Difadvanges in Warlike Affairs which they had before. For jfn\omm 
having notice which way they meant to come, placed an Ambufh in the way 5 and the 
8000 Jews Horfe fetting upon them at unawares, killed above eight thoufand of them, before they 
nainat Afction. coul( j prepare themfelves to fight, whereupon all the reft fled, and Niger with them, 
after he had given all the Proofi that could be expected from a valiant Man : and for 
that the Enemies purfued them, they fled into the Tower of a Town called Bezedel. 
jintonius knowing it to be in vain to ftay about the Tower that was invincible, and yet 
loth to let the General of the Enemies efcape, fct Fire on the Walls 5 and fo departed N 
triumphing with the thought that V^iger had been burnt. But he leapt into a deep 
Vault in the Caftle and foefcaped, and three days after he (hewed himfelf unto his 
SouHiers, who fought for hiraWeeping, that they might have his Body, for they thought 
him dead : whom againft all Expectation feeing alive, they were very glad, as though by- 
God's Providence he had efcaped to be ftill their Leader.

CHAP. III. 

Eowjid was fent to the Teople of Sephoris * and of the Military Difci- 
pline of the Romans. 

I Have fpoken of Jt'dea as briefly as might be, and with what Countries it is envi- 
roned; Now Vtf»4** Tent help to the Inhabitants of Sephoris, to wit, one thou- 
to the sepiio- land Horfe, and fix thbufand Foot, Plaudits the Tribune being their Leader. The 
rites, bw fii- Horfe-men divided themfelves into two Companies, and lodged in a great Plain - ? and T 
55, XSd the Foot-men were in Garifon in the City to defend it, as the Horfe-men did without 
Thefe Horfe-men made Excursion* on every fide, and greatly molefted 7<#Mthough 
he committed no Aft of HoUility 5 and alfo fpoiled all that was without the Cities, 
and always rcpulfed the Inhabitants, if at any time they took courage to revenge them- 
felves. Jofeph feeing things in this pofture, affaulted the City Sephoris, m hope to take 
it * but before fuch time as it revolted unto the Romans, he had compafled it with fo 
ftronp Walls, that the Romans themfelves could not have taken it, and fo his hope 
was Iruftrate : for neither by Force nor fair Means would the Sephorites yield to him. 
Kereat the Romans being angry, troubled the Country more than before 5 they now 
neither night nor day ceafed from dettroying it, but robbed and fpoiled all they found 5 
and all Men able to bear Arms they flew, and made the reft their Slaves. Thus all Ga/z- * 
lee was filled with Fire and Sword, and no Man efcaped that Calamity 5 only thefe fav- 
cd themfelves, that fled into the Cities that Jofeph had walled.

on that he brought with him, and there followed them eighteen Companies 5 five out 
of Cafma, one Troop of Horfe * and five Companies of Horfe out of Syria : ten of 
thefe Companies of Foot had in every one of them a thoufand Men, the reft only fix 
hundred and thirteen 5 and in every Troop of Horfe, were an hundred and twenty. 
The Princes that were Allies alfo brought great Aid: for Antioms Jigrippa, and 00- 
bemut, brought each of them two thoufand Bow-men, and a thoufand Horle : and 
Makhm King of Arabia, brought five thoufand Foot, and one thoufand Horfe 5 the 
moft of his Foot were Archers, fo that the whole Army, together with the King s Aid, 
amounted to the number of threefcore thoufand, Horfe and Foot together 5 befides 
them that followed the Camp, who were a great multitude, and inferiour to none but 
their Matters in Warlike Difcipline. For one cannot too much admire the Romans, 
who fo train up their Servants in time of Peace, that they are very fit for War. So that 
whoibever well beholdeth their Military Difcipline, he (hall perceive that they gained 
this their goodly Empire by Chance or Fortune,but by their Valour* kw they do not 



not 



only then begin to ufe Weapons when they come to fight, but they pradhfe Military 
Difcipline before they need: and they are not idle in time of Peace, but always 
praftife themfelves therein without ceafing. Their Exercifes are like War it felf, and 



KgsS norCominuanceofFightandWarwearyandtirethem. So that whofoever they fight 
ftry for the aj , ainft who are not fo we ll expert in thefe Affairs as they, they always overcome 
wars * them : and one may well call their Exercifes amongft themfelves, Conflicts without 
Blood- toed 5 and their Wars, Confers with Blood-(hed. They are not eafily overcome 
at unawares : for in what Enemies-Country foever they come, they fight not before they 
have fortified their Camp about 5 which they do not raftily, nor pitch their Tents in 
maii(h or high places after a diforderly manner 5 for if the Place be unequal, they 
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it plain. And they proportion their Camp foursquare : for they have many 
amicus, and all kind of Workmen needful, which ftill follow the Army, to perform 
fuch bufinefs. And in the innermoft part of the Camp they make Quarters, whole 
The order of outfide refembleth a Wall, with Towers equally diftant one from another, and oe 
the Romansio twcen them pw mcs 0 f War to call: Stones, and fuch-like, that all kind of Shot may 
lhc,r Camp ' v be in rcadinefs.

CHAP. IV. 

How Placidus ajfaulted Jotapata, and was repeU'd bj the Jews. 



IN the mean time Vefpafian being aPtoleatais with his Son Titus, prepared all things 
neceflary for his Army. But Placidus was already entred into Galilee, and run 
through it, where he flew almoft all he had found, who were of the weaker fort of Peo- 
rittidut pie incapable of refilling. And feeing that thofe of Courage always fled into the Cities I 
draweth his that Jofeph had fortified, He turned his Forces againft Jotapata, which was the ftrongeft 
SSrJw! of them > thinking it might ealily be taken by a fudden Affault, and that he thereby 
being repul- mould get great Glory and Advantage * becaufe the People feeing the ftrongeft Cities 
fed, flies, furprized, would not flee to any again. But it fell not out as he expected 5 for the 
People of Jotapata underftanding his coming, met him near the Town, and fuddc-nly 
encountering the Romans, being a great multitude, and well difpofcd to fight, as thofe 
that bear Arms for the general fafety of their Country,and the Lives of their Wives and 
Children, they put the Romans to flight, and wounded many, though only feven 
were flain 5 becaufe the Romans in flying, kept their Ranks, and were well armed : 
but the Jews being unarmed, rather trufted to their Darts and Arrows, than come to K 
handy-blows. There were three Jews flain, and a few wounded. And lb Placidus 
when he faw himfelf repulfed from the Town, abandoned the Enterprise. 



CHAP. V. 

How Vefpafian invaded Galilee, and how at the very fight of him the Sedition fled. 

VEftafian defirous to mafter Galilee himfelf, departed from Ptolemais, making fuch 
Journiesas the Romans are wont to. And he commanded his Auxiliary Troops, L 
becaufe they were lighter armed, , to go before and repiels the Enemies Incurfions, and 
fearch the Woods and Forefts fit for Anibufaes, whereby they were to paft. " After 
rtfpajiin di- them followed part of the Romans Foot and Horfe 5 and ten commanded qtf$6f every 
f£a " mIm? 0 ' Company, with their Arms and all things nectflary to make a Camp. AW? It hern fol- 
mans arc 1. j owe j Pioneers, whofe Qfljce it was to mend the Ways where they werik^td,- and to 
cut down the Woods that were in the way, left by bad Way the Army (houlfl'be retard- 
ed. After them he fent his Baggage, and the Baggage of the Officers undefhto; with 
Horfe-men to guard it. And after them he himfelf followed, leading an Army of choice 
Foot and Horfe : And accompanied with his own Guard of Horfe : For he had out of 
every Legion iao Men for his Guard. Next.followed thofe that carried the Engins to M 
batter the Walls of Cities, and other Inftruments, with the Prefe&s and Tribunes, 
guarded with choice Sould ters. After them the Imperial Eagles, which the Romans have 
The F.:gu by chofen for their Standard, becaufe it is the King of all Birds, and is molt valiant and 
hddtSnn n ^ ron 8 ' wlier efore they think it a fign of Dominion and Victory over all them againft 
of the Empire" whom they bear it. After thefe facred Enfigns followed the Trumpets founding in 
and a fign of warlike Manner $ and after them the Body of the Army, marching fix in a Rank, and 
viaory. £, s cu ft om i s ) w ith Centurions by them to keep order. The Servants of each Le- 
gion accompanied the Baggage. The laft Company were Victuallers, Handicrafts- 
men, and other mercenary People, guarded by Foot and Horfe in great number. Thus 
Vtftaflan with his whole Army ,caroe to the Borders of Galilee, and there pitched his N 
Camp. He might have pafled on, but he thought fit by the fight of his Army to ter- 
rify hi? Enemies, and givejthem time to repent, if any one would alter his mind before 
the War began. Yet in the mean time he prepared all things neceflary for a Siege. The 
only Rumor of his coming, made many Rebels faint-hearted. For Jofeph's Souldiers, 
who had pitched h,is Tents ^ Tittle from Sephorfc, when they knew that the Enemy ap- 
proached, and that they were prefently to fight with the Romans, they fled, not only 
before they fought* but alfo before they faw them. Jofeph being left with a very few, 
and knowing that he was not able to abide his Enemies, and that the Jews were dif- 
mayed, and that if he put any truft in them, they, would for the mod part revolt to the 
SlfiiES Enemies 3 & r that lime abstained from Battel,; and thought to get himfelf out of dan- 
thawribiriM. ger : and fo accompanied with thofe that remained with him, he went loliberiaf. 

A CHAP. 
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CHAP. VI. Wvrld, 4 o4t,

How Gi&wwasbefiegedatid taken. ^T^U 

VEfpafan went firft to Gadara, and took it eafily at the firft affault ; for all the 
able Men and fit for War were fled out of the City. The Romans entring ths 
place, put all to death without mercy, partly for the hatred they had conceived againft 
the Jews,and partly in revenge of that which had befaln Ceflm, And they burnt the Ci- 
ty, and all the Towns and Villages adjoining : (ome of which were already defolate,and 
B the Inhabitants of the reft were made flaves. Jofeph* prefencein the City,which he had 
made choice of for his fafeguard,filled it with fear.For the People of Tiberias thought he 
would never have fled, if there had been any hope of withftanding the Romans : wherei 
in they judged not amifs 5 for he forefaw what event the War would have, and that 
their fafety confifted only in changing their rebellious minds. He himfelf, though he 
hoped to obtain pardon of the Romans, yet had much rather have died, than lived 
pleafantly with them againft whom he was fent, and fo become a Traitor to the 
Country committed to his charge. Wherefore he determined faithfully to write a true 
ftate of the Country to the Nobility at Jetufakm, and not to extol the Enemies Forces Uafnid 



too much, left they fliould fay he was a Coward 3 nor yet put them in any comfort, left of '" e tow* 
C perhaps now penitent for what they had done, they thould by his Letters be incited to a iS! thw 
go forward in their rebellious courfe. He defir'd them prefently to write an Anfwer, 
whether they thought good to enter into a League with the Romans j or,if they would 
make War, then they fliould fend a fufficient Army againft them. And having written 
to this effect, he prefently fent Men to Jerttfalem to carry the Letters. 



CHAP. VII. 

> Of the Siege of JOTAPATA. » 

VEfpafian was very defirous to take Jotapata, becaufe he knew many of his Ene* 
mies were fled thither, and this was the ftrongeft Refuge they had. So he fent 
before fome Foot and Horfe, with Pioneers to plain the ways, which were full of rag- 
ged ftones, fo that it was hard for Footmen to pafs, and altogether unpoffiblefor Horfe- 
men. Within four days they effe&ed that which they were commanded, and made a 
large.way for the Army to pals. On the fifth day, which was the one and twentieth 
of March, Jofeph before they came, entered into the City, coming thither from Tiberias / e &°™ e * 
to encourage the Jews who were difmayed. A certain Runaway told Vefpafian that ;from uUm. 
Jofeph was come thither, and advifed him to haften thither 5 for if he could take Jofeph 
he might eafily take all Judea. Hereat Vefpafian was very glad, and took it as a gpod 
Fortune, that the moft prudent and potent of his Enemies, fliould (God fo difpofing) 
•put himfelf as it were in hold. And fo prefently hejent Placid^ before with a thouK 
land Horfemen, and with him Ebitti/u, a Man both valiant and prudent : and com* 
mandedthemtoinveft the City on all fides, left Jofeph fhould privily efcape fron)

thence. The day after he himfelf followed with his whole Army, and about noon 
came to Jotapata 5 and leading his Army on the North fide of the Town, he pitched bfil 
his Tents upon a Hill feven ftades diftant from the City: purpofely placing hifmfelf 



F within the view of his Enemies, that the very fight of his Army might terrifie them :' 
as it alfo did 5 for prefently all was in fuch a fear, thai none durft go out of the City. 
The Romans being wearied that d.iy, would not aflault the City 3 but they befet the 
Gates with two Squadrons of Horfe : and a third, that confifted of Foot, was placed 
without to intercept all paffiges, that none of the Jews could pafs any-whither. Here- ( . 
upon the Jews now in defpjration, took heart ; for in War nothing is more forcible ™" 
than necemty. The next day began the Batrery, and the Jews' kept themfclves in War, or more 
order, and refifted the Romans before their Walls. But when Vcftafta* fent all thefe^^ 
Bowmen and Shnger?, and other Engineers to beat them off from the Walls, and he 
himfelf with Foot allied the Wall in another place where it might, eafily be entred * 
u then Jofeph, accompanied with all his Forces, iflued .out, the Town, and aflaulted the 
™ m *»* fiercely, and drove them from the Walls with great courage : though they 
tnemielves fuffered as much harm as they did to their Enemies. For as the Jews-, 
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^^were animated by defparation, fo were the Romans with foame: thefe latter had Mili- H 
i^V*. tbi Unow ied R and ftrength, and the Jews Hadidefyair and ™g e t0 encourage them.

The Romans 
perceiving this, being upon a high Hill, over againft the place whither all the Jewscame 
together to receive Water, they with their Shot killed many that came thither, info- 
much that lefpafian hoped that within ftiort time their Water would be fpent, and they 
conlWd to yield. But jofeph to fruftrate their hope, commanded a great many y om Sai . 
Garments to be laid in Water and hanged upon the Walls, fo that the Water might «S? 
run down on every fide. When the Romans faw thi V hey were much furprifed, imagi- 
ning that t hey would not wafte fo much Water in Mockery, if they wanted Water to 

C 5 wherefore Vefpafian no longer hoping to win the City by Famine, purpofed to 
afluult it again by Force. The Jews were very glad of this : and being in manifeft 
danger, rather with d to be flain, than perifti through Hunger or Thirft. Jofeph devifed 
alfo another way to get Water out of the Country. There was a little Valley out of Another Pol*, 
the way, and therefore not regarded by the Romans j by this way Jofeph fent Men 
into the Country to his Friends, for fuch things as the City wanted, commanding 
them when they came near the Watch-men, to hide and cdver themfelves with hairy .

nenues, nor forfake his Friends, nor, as it were, leap out of a Ship fliaken with a Tern- 
pelt, into which he came when the Seas were calm 5 for fo by this means the City 
would toon be loft, and he once gone, no Man afterward could or durft refift their Ene- 
mies, tor in him was all their hope.

Jofeph confidering withbimfelf that if he ftayed with them voluntarily, he granted 
heir requeft, and if he denied,, he feared they would force him 5 therefore being part- 
y moved with Compaflion, he determined to ftay : and being now, as all the Cify was, where there 
ueiperate, ne told them that now it was time to fight, feeing there was no hope of fafe- « »° hope of 
ty 5 and that it was a glorious thing to fpend their Lives honourable, and by fome no- &; 'Eaft 
bie Aft to leave a remembrance unto their Pofterity of their Valour.

CHAP. IX. 

How Vefpafian battered the Walls of Jotapata with a Raw, and other 
Warlikf Engines. 

VEfpafun thinking himfelf as it were befieged, both in regard of the long time k 
which he had continued the Siege,and alfo of the divers Sallies and Excurfions of 
the Jews 5 and having now almoft raifed the Rampiers as high as the Walls of the 
City", determined to batter them with a Ram. A Ram is a huge Beam like the Maft 
of a Ship, whofe end is armed with ftrong mafly Iron, and made in the form of a Rams 
Head 5 whence it takes its Name, becaufe it butteth Walls, as a Ram butteth with his 
A Ram Head. It hangeth on another Beam with Ropes, like the Beam of a pair of Ballances : 
the Beam it hangeth on lying acrofs, is held up with two Props, which being drawn 
back by force of many Men, and then jointly with all their Forces fbov'd forward, 
it ftriketh the Wall with the Head of Iron : And there is no Wall nor Tower fo ftrong, 
hut though itabide the firft Stroke of the Eiigtne, yet can it not hold out long. TheL 
General of the Romans thought good to ufe this means to take the City by force, for 
that the Siege was dangerous, by reafon that the Jews never refted, to which end the 
Romans with all kind 1 of Shot endeavoured- to beat the Tews from off the Walls that 
made any Refiftance : andthe Archers artd'they that ufed Slings, were hard by : and 
when they faw that none of the Jewsdurftebfrtfe upOn the Walls, they applied the Ram 
to them ; and covered it above with Hurdles and Skiri9, both for to defend themfelves 
and the Engine. At the firft Stroke the Walls were fhaken, fo that the Citizens cried 
as though the Town had been already taken. Jofeph fedng them ftill beat one place, 
and that prefently the Wall would fall, deviled a way to refift the Force of the Ram, 
he filled Sacks with Chaff, and let them down off the Wall juft againft that Place where M 
the Ramiftruckordinarily, and fo brake the Forcfe of the Blows, the Loofnefs of the 
„ r . , s De _ Chaff making no Refiftance, but drowning or abating the Violence of the Stroke. By 
vice how to this Invention the Romans were retarded : for whitherfoever they brought the Ram, 
breaktheforce thither did they upon the Walls alfo remove thfc Sack9 of Chaff, and brake the Force 
of the Ram. ther€of . tm at j aft the R omans a ifo devifed a way to cut the Sacks, by making long 
Poles, and binding Sithes to the end of therfy and fo they cut th*fe Sadks of Chaff. And 
the Ram (hook the Wall, which being'newty built, was not ftrong enough to refift. 
Then Jofeph and ' his Souldiers fought to help themfelves by Fire, and fo they fired all 
that was made of dry Wood in three fevttaT places * and with all the Engines, and 
7«#fe burnt Mounts of the Romans, who n6w had enough to defend themfelves, becaufe they were N 
the Engines, a ft on i m 'd atthe Valourof the Jews * every one having Work enough to fecure himfelf a- 
£ RoSs. gainft the Fire, which feizing upon dry matter with Brirhftone and Pitch,wonderfully m- 
creafed, fo thd( in one hour's fpace, it confumed all the Works that the Romans had 
made with fo great labour. There was an Action of a Jew one Santpfon of Eleazer, which 
Mm's. deferveseternal'memory : theMan wasborn atSaab'mUdlilee. Retook upa greatStone, 
CoSe. rind caftitdown with fuch forceupon the R am,that he brake offthe head thereof j and no- 
thing fearing, leapt down amongft the mid ft of his Enemies, and brought the head away to 
the foot of the Wall, where being unarmed j andasit were a Mark for his Enemies to moot 
. at, he received in his Body five Arrows 5 and as tho he had not felt them, he got up the 
Wall again, where, thatallmightfeehim,he'boldly flood ftill, till through Grief of hisCT 
\Vound?,havirtg the head of the Ram in his : Ar ms,he fell down.Next to him two brethren of

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A &^<'A inGA named Afo/mj and Philip, whoatfault- -^a^» 

ed the tenth Legion of the Romans with fuch Violence, that they broke their Ranks, ZJlVlf 1 
and put all to fl.ght that endeavoured to withftand them. At the fame time and X % <£&Y 
a good number with him, took Fire and burnt the Engines, Works and Huts of the *W*s>; 
fifth and tenth Legions, and thofe that followed him deftroyed all E„ g i„ w , an d "ifZf^f 
other Matter that was left. In the Evening the Romans again erected the Ram aiainft vm f % Va,our 
thatprtof^ andlne of 

row from the Wall, and wounded Vefpafian in the foul of the Foot* yet the Wound Sw» 
was not great, for that the force of the Arrow was fpent before it came to him, having ffi8££ 
come a great way off. ' ^mSm 

B This Faft greatly troubled the Roman?, who feeing bleed, prefently fpread 

the News through the whole Army, and almoft all of chem came running to fee their 
General, and especially 2>*r, who feared his Father's Danger. But Vefpafian prefently 
freed the Army from all Preturbation, and his Son 7?/,/,f r om Fenr ; for, diflembline the 
Grief of the Wound, he ftjewed himfelf to all that were forrowful for him, and incited 
them to fight againft the Jews more earnertly ihan before* Whereupon every one as 
it were to revenge their General, defpifed all Danger, and affiulted the Walls, cxhon- 
ing one another. Jofeph and his Aflbciates, notwithflanding many of them were +, , 

j 1 11) 11 Stones, fiercely affaulted them, that, being defended withHurd/es, baiter- thc J ews - 
C ed the Walls with the Ram 5 but to little purpofe : for they were continually killed 
by their Enemies, becaufe they could not fee them ; But their Fire made fuch a licht 
as though it had been day, fo that the Romans eafily perceived whither to dirett their* 
Shot. And for that their Engines were not perceived afar off, the Jews could not de- 
fend themfelves from the Arrows and Stone* that were foot againft them, by which 
means many of them were flain, and the Tops and Corners of the Towers beaten down 
And many that were behind, were flain by force of thofe Stone* * fo that any Man 
may perceive of what force that Engine is, by that which hapned that night. For one 
that ftood mzr Jofeph on the. Wall, was ftruck with a Stone, and his Head carried 
from his Body, by violence of the blow, three Furlongs off, as though it had been caft 
D out otaSIing: and the next day a Woman, great with Child, was ftruck on the Beilv 
with one of thofe Stones, and the Child carried forth of her, from the place where foe 
was ftruck, three Furlongs 5 fo great was the Force of this Engine. Thus the Violence Th C Force of 
of the Engines was moft terrible, and likewife the Noife of Darts, Arrows, and other <™ 
Shot. Many were flain on every fide, and the Bodies of thofe that were killed beine 
dafti d againft the Wall made a great Noife ; and within the City was heard a pitiful 
Lamentation and Weeping among the Women 5 and without a heavy Mourning and 
Gry ot them that were wounded to Death* and all that part of the Wall where the 
tight was, flowed with Blood : fo that now the multitude of dead Bodies had fo filled 
the Ditch before the Wall, that the Romans might eafily P a6 over into the City * and 
E the Mountains about ecchoed with the Cries of thc Citizens : and all that night lone 
nothing wanted, that either might by the Eye or Ear move Terror. Thus man? 
ttoutly ^fighting for Jotapata, dieJmoft valiantly 5 many alfo were fore wounded : and 
notwithftanding the Wall was continually battered, yet it was almoft Morning before 
it fell, being aU Night long beaten with the Ram. And then they of Jotapata Fepaired 
the Breach with indefatigable Labour, before the Romans could fet upa Bridgioen-

Affault : commanding thtm likewife to ftop their Ears to the end ihat they might not I 
be terrified with the Cries of the Army, and to cover themftlVes with their Shields a- 
gainft the Darts and Arrows '5 and give back a little, till fuch time as the Archers 
Quivers were emptied 5 and if fo be that the Romans (hould offer to make Bridges, 
then they employ all their Courage to repel them : and now fight, not to defend, but as 
it were to revenge their Country, being in a manner already loft 5 and make thofe feel 
the Effects of their juft Fury, whofe Cruelty would doubtlefs, after the taking of the 
Place, (bed the Blood of their Fathers, Children, and Wives : fuch were the Orders which 
The Cries of Jofeph gave. In the mean time, the weaker Multitude, Women and Children, fee-

they cried out as though the City were already taken 5 fo that a Man would have judg- 
ed them already under their Enemies Swords, and not only in danger to fall into their 
hands. Wherefore Jofeph commanded the Women to their Houfes, left their Cries 
fhould difmay his Souldiers 5 willing them likewife to keep filence, and threatned 
them if they did not : and fo he marched to the Breach, which place fell to his lot : 
He gave not much heed to them that fought to fcale the Walls, but only minded what 
effect the terrible Storm of the Enemies Arrows would produce. 

As foon as the Trumpets began to found, the Air became obfeured with the multitude 
the war of of Arrows. Jofeph's Companions remembring the Charge given them, flopped their L 
the Romans Ears, and covered their Bodies againft the fhot of Arrows. And as foon as the Bridges 
J , M tl riie CW5 were'fet againft the Wall, prefently they fell on 5 and before the Romans could 
Bg. C enter upon them, they repel them back with great Prowefs and Courage, which the 
Greatnefs of the Danger did not abate but increafe, fo that they did not give one 
foot back, till either they kill'd or were killed. But the Jews had not any frefh Men 
to fecond thofe that were tired $ and the Romans, ftill as they were wearied, fent frefh 
Supplies, and joining together their long Shields, Exhorting one another, they became as 
it were a Wall of defence invincible * and the whole Army like one Body, beat back the 
The Tews our J ews > and *° fet to0 ' 00 the Walls> 7°fi& i(1 this def P erate Cflft? » devifed a new way to 
folding oiT repel this prefent Danger : he commanded the Jews to fetch fealding Oil, which they M 
upon the had ready, and pour it upon the Romans, and alfo caft the Pans upon thern. This 
Romans. j-) ev j ce b ro ke the body of the Romans^ fo that through great pains they fell from the 
Wall: for the fealding Oil eafily got between their Fletb and Armour, andfeorched 
them like Fire, being eafily heated, and long continued hot by reafon of the Fatnefs. 
The Romans being loaded with Helmets and Breaft- plates, could not retire fo nimbly 
as was requifite : <b that forae leapt down off the Bridg, and others died of the pain 
others would fain have retired themfelves, but could not, becaufe their Enemies fol- 
lowed them fobard. But neither the Romans wanted Virtue and Valour in sdverfe For- 
tune, nor the Jews Prudence. For the Romans, notwiihftonding they were in intolera- 
ble Pain, being fcalded with hot Oil, yet they frefhly afiaulted them that hurt them, N 
defirous to fhew their Courage. Then the Jews ufed another Device to make them re- 
tire : for they poured boyling Fenugreek upon the Bridg, fo that they Aid down : and 
neither they that would have fled, nor they who ftrove to affault the Jews, could Hand 
upon their Feet, it was fo flippery 5 and many falling down upon the Bridg, were by 
their own Company trod to Death 5 others Aid down upon the Rempie r $ and always 
as they fell, the Jews ftruck them : and when the Romans were retired from the place, 
fo that now they were not forced to handy-blows, they had Icafure to fbcot Arrows 
fThe Romans and Darts againft them. When Vejpajian faw that his Men in the Fight endured 
retire without much Mifery, towards Evening he cauftd thtm to retire, many being flair, ana more 
obtaining their woun d e( j j on ly fix Men of Jvitiptta were flain, but above 3C0 wounded : This Fjght O 
l>urp was upon the 20th day of >.r.

How Japha was taken by Trajan and Titus. 

'AT this time Fefpafian underftood that Japha, a City neer Jotapata, minded to re-

contrary to all expectation : wherefore he fent thither Trajan, Governor of the tenth 
Legion, and with him two thoufand Foot, and a thoufand Horfe : who finding the 
Town able to refift, and the Inhabitants prepared for Fight, and marched out to meet The tak - 
him, (for the Town being by Scituation ftrong enough, was alfo compafled with a dou- of fapb? % 
ble Wall) he fought with them, and after a while put them to flight, and in the pur- T,a,M ' 
fuit entered with them at the firft Gate : which the Citizens perceiving, fhut the fecond 
Gate, not fuffering their own Citizens to enter in, left the Enemies alfo (hould rufh in 
with them, as they had done into the firft Gate. Truly, God gave this Victory un- 
D to the Romans j and his Will it was, that moft of the valiant Men of the City fhould 
have their own Gates fhut upon them, and fo fall into their Enemies hands, who were 
moft greedy to deftroy them. Many of them came to the Gates, and called thofe that The Tews n m 
kept them bv their Names, pittifully intreating that they might come in : which while U P b y 'be Ro- 
they were kept out, were butchered like Sheep, being inclofed between two Walls • raans l,c " vecn 
their own Gitizens having fhut one Gate upon them, and the Romans the other : and' fia?n. Wa e 
many, thus inclofed, perilhed by their own Fellows Swords 3 and an infinite number by 
the Rage of the Romans, having no Courage to refift and revenge themfelves. For the 
Inhumanity of their own Citizens, and Terror of their Enemies together, utterly dif- 
couraged them 3 and fo they died all, in number 12000* curfing not the Romans m„ oco Jcwi 
but the Jews their own Country-men. Trajan, thinking that the City was now defti- ' 
E tute of Fighting Men $ or if they were within, that they durft not refift being thus ter- 
rified, referved the taking of the City for the General, and lent Meffengers to him, re- 
quefting him to fend his Son Titus to accomplifti the Victory. Vcfpajan fearing that Tim with . lis 
yet there would be fome reliftance, fent Titm with 500 Horfe and a thoufand Foot, who Forces comes 
haftning thither, placed Trajan on the left-fide of the Town, and himfelf on the right : t0 J a " >a ' 
fo the Romans on every fide fcaled the Walls 5 and the Galileans, having a while 
refted, at length left them. Then Tim and his Followers leaping down, got into the 
City, and began a vehement Fight with them that were aflembled therein, fome va- a fliarp Skir- 
liantly iffuing out of the narrow Streets, and aflaulting them, and the Women calling mifh within 
fuch things as they could get, upon the Romans, from the Tops of their Houfes % and S«nT gT- 
F ^us they held Battel fix hours. When their Fighting Men were all flain, then the litems and the 
. old Men and Children, and all the other Companv, both in the Streets and in their RomaDS ' 
Houfes, were foon difpatch'd, that none of them were left alive, fave only Infants 
who with the Women were led Captives. The number of them that were flain, both 
in the City and in the firft Conflict, amounted to 1 5000, and the number of thofe 
that were led into Captivity, were 1 1 50. This Maflacre of the Galileans hapned the 
25fA day of jfww. 
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CHAP. XII. 
How Cerealis Conquered the Samaritans. 

r Tp 1 He Samaritans alfo were Partakers of the fad Effefts of this bloody War. They 
oUheSmJ- JL Ambled themfelves together upon Mount Qarizim, which they accounted a 
mis on die facred Place. But this Aflembly gave caufc to believe, that not warned by their Neigh- 
Mountains- bours Harms, nor with any Advice or Judgment, confidering their own Infirmity, and 
the Romans Power, they began to be tumultuous. Vefpafian forefeeing this, thought good I 
to prevent them : and though all the Region of Samaria had Roman Garifons in it, 
yet the great Multitude aflembled, made it reafonable to fear them. Wherefore he fent 
thither Cerealis, the Tribune of the fifth Legion, with fix hundred Horfe, and three 
thoufand Foot. Cerealis thought it not the beft way to go unto the Mountain, and at- 
tack the whole Multitude there, who were Co numerous, but he commanded his Soul- 
diers to beleagure the Mountain about, at the Foot thereof, and to keep there all 
the day. There happened at that time a vehement Heat, and the Samaritans wanted 
wantof water Water.

On the fame day one of the City fled to Vefpafan, and told him in what ca(l« 
weak eftateof theCity ftood, and how few Citizens were left, and that with daily Watchings and Fight-

they were. W eary, they ceafed from their Labour, and flept till the Morning : . wherefore he per- M 
fwaded Vefpajian to affault them at that time. But Vefpafian knowing how faithful 
the Jews were one unto the other, and how they contemned all Punilhment, gave little 
Credit to this Runaway : For a little before, one of Jotapata bejng taken, could not 
by any Torments be compelled to confefs or difclofe the Eftate of the City ; the Fire 
nothing moved him, and fo at laft he was crucified, laughing and fcorning Death. Yet 
a probable Conjecture which he had, perfwaded him to give Come Credit to this Traitor's 
Words : and for that he krtew no great Harm could befal him, if he fo aflaulted the Ci- 
ty as the Traitor advifed, he commanded the Man to be kept, and put all his Army in 
readinefs to affault the Town. At the Hour appointed, he made towards the Wall 
with Silence.

Nicanor 
recounted to him how. mild the Romans were towards them whom they had conquered, 
and that the Roman Generals rather admired him for his Vertue, than hated him. 
Moreover, that his General intended not to puniflj him, whieh if he pleafed, he might 
dp, (whether he yielded himfelf or no) but to fave him, being fo valiant a Man : ad- 
ding alfo, that itFeJpaftan meant ill, he would never have imployed his Friend in fuch 
a Meffage, to ufe F nendOup (fo noble a Vertue) to fo evil a Purpofe as to work Trea- 
fon 5 and that he, though Mt4*n bad been fo minded, would never have confented 
to have 'betrayed his Friend MA For all N/^ 8 Words, he ftill hefitated, asun- 
F refolved what to. dp ; ^ Whereat the Romari Souldiers being angry, began to caft Fire 
into the Cave : but Vpfcfm hindred them, being defirous to take Jofeph alive.

The Jews, tho terrified by their Fierce- 
nefi, yet flood the firft' AlTault i but in the end difmayed, and put out of order with 
their liances, and trampled on with the' Horfc-men, every one fled as fafl: as he couid in- 
to the City. The Romans killed fome as they fled, others as they overtook them, many imorfE cky?

and drove them back agairi into the Field, fothat of this great Multitude, a very few 
were laved, who got into the City. Now at their return into the City, there fell a great a bitter Dir- 
D Diflention : for the Inhabitants confidering their own Eftate, and the Event of all former' ik'S^che^ 
Wars, and efpecially Of this laft Fight, mifliked the Warj and defired Peace : butthecuy. 
Strangers that had fled froni other places thither, and were in great number, would 
needs continue it 5 and fo one part be^aii a conteft againft the other, which proceeded 
fo far, that by their Oureriei theyfeettt'd rCady to take Arms, thus not btfng far from 
the Wall, heard thefeTtimults in trie?

THE Lake of Genezareth taketh its Name from the Country adjoining to it 5 the 
Breadth thereof is forty Furlongs, the Length an hundred. The Water of this Lake 
is fweet and good to drink, and more fubtile than ordinarily the Waters of other pla- 
ces are 5 and it is very clear near the Shoar, and more cool to drink, than either that 
of the River or Fountain 5 yea it is always more cold than one would judg fuch a Lake 1 
to be of that Largenefs j for the Water being fet in the Sun, doth not lofe its Coldnefi, 
when the Inhabitants expofe it to the Sun in Summer, to allay the natural Coldneft 

of7«£ ltain tllereo ^ There aii£ in n man y *° rts of Fitnes > n° tnin g ,,ke the of other places, 
0 pl M ' either in Shape or Tafte. The River Jordan pafleth through the midft of it. It is 
thought that Paninm is the Head and Fountain of it, but in truth it hath its Original 
from Phiala, from whence it pafleth under-ground a hundred and thirty Furlongs from 
Cefaria, towards that way which leads unto Trachonitis on the right-hand. This Source 
is called Phiala, by reafon of its Roundnefs, for it is as round as a Wheel, and the 
Water ftill keepeth within the brink of PhiaJa, never increasing nor diminifhing. No 
Man knew that this was the head of JordanJxW Philip the Tetrarch of Trachonitis found k 
it to be fo s for he calling Straws into Phiala, found them afterward carried to Paniunt t 
which before that time was thought to be the Fountain of Jordan. Paninm, though 
d r 1 ' n U k e natural, y beautified, yet by Agrippa's Coft and Charges it was much more adorn 'd. 
«i/p«Siky J ordatt begtnneth with a deep River out of this Den, and pafleth along the Marilh Pla- 
o( Omyrftb. ces, and dirty Lake of Setttechonitis, and from thence 120 Furlongs to the City Ju- 
lias, and in the Way divideth the Lake Genezareth 5 and paifing a great way further 
into the Wildernefs, at laft it falleth into the Lake called Ajphaltites. Upon the Lake 
Genezareth there bordereth a Country of the fame Name, naturally beautiful and ad- 
mirable : for there is no kind of Plant which will not grow there, and the Inhabitants 
have replenifhed it with Plants and Trees of all forts, and the temperature of the Air L 
well agrees with all fort of Fruit-Trees : for there are an infinite company of Nut- 
Trees, which of all Trees efpecially require a cold Soil : There are alfo abundance of 
Palms, which defire great Heat : likewife great ftore of Figs and Olives, which require 
a temperate Air : lb that one may juftly lay, that through the bounty of Nature, fo 
different and oppofit Qualities are here together united, and at one time, as it were, all 
difference of Sealbns of the Year conjoin for good purpofe, And it doth not only 
nourifli thefe Fruits, but alfo conferveth for ten whole Months Figs, Grapes, and all 
other Fruits all the Year long. Befides the temperature of the Air, it is alfo watered 
by a plentiful Fountain, called Capernaum : Many think it to be an Arm ofNi/#f 9 be- 
The Lc th ornfe it hath Fifhes like the Corbe bred only in a Lake near Alexandria. The Length M 
and Breadth of this Country along the Lake bearing the fame Name, is thirty Furlongs, and the 
of ant^rab.

accepted, and Jtaburium, a Mountain fo called. With thefe two rebelled Gamala, 
a Town over againft Tarichea, and fcituate upon the Lake, belonging to the King- 
dom of AgrippaX and alfo Sagane, and Seleucia : which two laft belon^d to 0r«»- 
lanitis, Sagane to the higher part, called Gaulana, and Gamala to the lower 3 be- 
smaeUhkt leucia to the Lake Semtchontis, which is thirty Furlongs in Breadth, and threefcore 
La ke - . . large, whofeMarfoes reach even to Daphne: which Country is very pleafant or it 
"STtSTm and famous for that it entertains the Stream called Little Jordan, and at the 
foot of the Golden-Mountain drives it into the Great Jordan. Agrippa in the 
beginning of the Revolt had made a Treaty with Sagane and Seleucia 3 but Ga- m 
mala trufting to its Scituation, would not enter into the Treaty. It isfarftron- 
ger than Jotapata. It ftands on a Hill which rifeth up in the midft of an exceed- 
ing high Mountain, fo that it reprefents the figure of a Camel, which the Hebrews 
call Darnel, and thereof it took the Name, which the Inhabitants have corruptly called

■ omAn a very defcend 3 only it may be affaulted on that fide where it joins to that Mountain, whicn 
itrong Place a if 0 the Inhabitants have made inacceffible, by cutting there a deep Ditch. In that 
place the City was very well inhabited on the defcent of a Hill, and towards the South- 
mrt it ftood on fo fteep a Hill, that it feemed as if it would have fallen every hour. 
And there another Hill ferved the Inhabitants inftead of a Caftle, being unwallecT : for N 
it was exceeding high, and reached down to the bottom of the Valley. In the l own 
within the Walls thereof there was alfo a Fountain. Although this Cny were ot its 
own nature invincible, yet Jofeph compaffing it with a Wall, and with Ditches and 
Mines, made it ftronger. Wherefore the Inhabitants of this place put far more con- 
fidence in their Walls, than they of Jotapata did 3 yet they were fewer in M m ™r, ™a 
not fo Warlike People 3 and on account of the Sanation of the City they elteemea 
themfelves above their Enemies 5 for the City was full of Men that fled thither oy rea- 
fon of the Strength of the Place : fo that for feven Months they reufted the vorca mx 
were fent by Agrippa tobefiege them.

Souldiers pitching their Tents, entrenched themfelves. On the Eaft part of the City, 4 e " 'cfe^i ' 
in the moft eminent place, there was a Caftle, where the fifteenth and fifth Legipns lay **Mt>*9-. 
againft the Town^and the tenth Legion filled up the Ditches and Valleys. King Agrip- 
pa went to the Walls, and fpake to tljofe that defended them, willing them to yield to 
the Romans 3 but one of them with a Sling ftruck him on the right Arm, and hurt him 3 ohe with i 
which much troubled his familiar Friends. And the Romansfor anger that the King was Sl, , n8 lv P und ' 
hurt, and for fear of fuch Mifchances to themfelves, now became earned to aflault the s ' ifpa - 
Town, perfwading themfelves that they would ufe Strangers and their Enemies hardly 
B if it lay in their Power, fcring they had fo ill entreated a Prince of {heir own Nation; 
for perfwading them to what was profitable for them. 

The Romans having quickly entrenched themfelves, by reafon of the fciultude that 
laboured in Bufinefs, who were accuftomed to fuch Work,began to place their Engines 
againft the Town-Walls. Chares and Jofeph, who were two of the moft potent Men in 
the Town, animated and armed their Citizens, and led them to the Walls to defend 
them 3 but they had not much Courage to the Bufinefs. And although they well per- 
ceived that the City could not long hold out, feeing they wanted Water, and many 
other things neceffary toftandaSiegej yet notwithstanding they exhorted' the Townf- 
men to be valiant, where a while they refilled, notwithftanding the Shot 3 but at laft, The Roman 
q they were therewith fo terrified, that leaving the Walls, they fled into the City. Then Mu: & Gm *' 
the Romans battered the Walls with Rams in three feveral places 5 and where the Wall andallau,t 
fcll,thcre they iflued in with Trumpets and a great Shout, and fought with the Townf- 
men 5 who in the firft Conflict fo valiently refitted them, that they permitted them not 
to enter further into the Town. Butat laft being overcome, both in Strength and Num- 
ber, they all fled into the higheft part of the City, and from thence they returned again 
upon the Romans,who purfued them 5 and drove them down into the Valleys, and killed 
many 5 jfhd divers in that ftrait Paffage were trodden to death by their Fellows. 
Whereupon, feeing that they could neither fly, nor refill their Enemies above their 
Heads, they fled into the Houfes which adjoined unto the Plain, and fo filled them, thai: 
D bein 8 over-charged, they fell down upon other Houfes beneath them, and beat them The Romans 
down alfo, and they likewife uponothers fituated beneath them. Many of the Romans f f doi J' n wilh ' 
this way perilhed* for being amazed,and not knowing what to do, they got into their the £ h£ 
Houfes, notwithftanding they faw them fliake and totter 3 and" many fceking to efcape, fcs - 
were maimed by fome part of the Ruines that fell upon their Bodies, and many were' 
choaked in the Duft, The Citizens of Qamala rejoiced thereat, thinking that this Aid Ma °y Rwnwt 
was fent from God 3 and not regarding their private Lofles, they ceafed not to force the PJ n aDd fpo '~ 
Romans into their Houfes * and if any were in the narrow Streets, them they flew with C ' 
Darts from high Places. The Ruines afforded them Stones enough, add their flain 
Enemies Swords and Armour, which they took from them, being half dead, and uled 
E againft themfelves 3 many died, who caft themfelves headlong from offthe Houfes, being 
ready to fall j and thofe that fought to fly, could not eafily efcape, for being ignorant 
of the Ways, and there being fuch a Duft that one could not fee another, they kill'd 
one another * till with much ado, finding paffage, they got out of the City. 

Vefpafian,vt\\o was always in the midft of thefe Encounters, was greatly moved to fee tiManWor* 
the Buildings fall fo upon his Souldiers 3 and forgetting his own Safety, he retired him- ticude & 
felf with only a few to the higher part of the City, where he was left in great danger, likc ^k^* 
having very few about him, (for Titus his Son was not there, being before this time fent 
to Mutianus in Syria) and now he could not fly fafely, nor yet had it been for his Ho- 
nour if he could. Wherefore remembring all his great Aftionsfrom his Child-hood, 
F and his own Vertue, he encouraged his Men, and with them joined Arms, and covered Fi s ht with ; 
themfelves with their Shields,and fp,as it were,affifted with fome Divjne Aid, defended the Jcwr ' 
themfelves from all Darts, Arrows and Stones, which were caft from above upon them 3 
and fo they remained there,not terrified either with the Number or Might of their Ene- 
mies, till at laft, wondring at his Valour and Courage, they abated their Fury. And 
now parceiving. his Enemies to affault him but faintly, he retired back, till fuch time 
as he got without the City-Walls. 

Many Romans perilhed in the Fight, and amongft the reft Ebntiys a Centurion, who 
not only in this Fight ftiew'd himfelf valiant, but alfo in many Battels before, and h id 
done the Jews mucft harm., Alfo in that Fight a certain Captain calied Galhts, accom- c ,y„ wittr

CHAP. III. 

How Gamala was deflrojed. 

IN the niean time many of the Gamalians, that had appeared the moft hardy, fled and The Ronwni 
hid themfelves 5 and the Weaker fort perlfhed through Famine : yet a few of the ^ermine a 
moft couragious that were left among them, defended the Wall till the twenty fc- mSttuS* 
venth day of Ottober. Upon which day,three Souldiersof the fifteenth Legion,towards J c . h a s 1 *** 
the break of day, undermined the higheft Tower in their Quarter, and entred into it * ° 
thofe that kept it, neither perceiving them when they came in; rlof when they went 
out (for it was iu the Night-time.) Thefe Souldiers being wary left any Noift fliould 
be made, removed five of the greateft Stones of the Foundation, and prefently leapt 
away, and incontinently the Tower fell down with a hideous Noife, and with the fill 
■killed thofe that kept it, whereupon many that kept watch in thole Quarters, fled 
through fear j and they who fought to efcape the Romans, were killed 5 amongft whom 
Q, Jofeph was ftrucken with a Dart from a part of the Wall that was fallen down, and there 
died. They who were within the City were terrified with the Noife hereof, and rari 
up and down as tho all the Enemies were already entered into it. And Chares, Jofeph's 
Companion, being fick, yielded up the Ghoft, Fear encreaflng his Diteafe, and helping 
to (horten his Life. The Romans remembring the bad Succefsatthelaft Aflault, did not 
enter the City till the twenty third of the Month aforefaid. 

Then Titus animated by refentmencof the Misfortune of the Romans in hisabfence, r/f/«,withtvvo 
accompanied with a 00 Horfemen, and fome chofen Footmen, entred the City, no j""^' 1 Horfe 
Man refifting him : The Watchmen then firft perceiving it, cried, To Arms. Thofe fSw^S 
within the City fearing that Titus was entred, fome took their Children, fome their treth G ™* 1 *> 
D Wives, and fled into the Caftle with pitiful Cries and Weeping : other met Titus, and 
were all put to the Sword 5 and they that could not get into the Caftle, not knowing 
what to do, fell among the Roman Guards. Then the Skies were filled with the Cries of 
'Men dying, and the lower places of the City flowed with Blood. Vcftafian led his whole 
Army againft thofe that fled into the Caftle, which was of a great height, and fcarcely Thecopof the 
acceflible, (landing in a ftrong place full of Ditches and deep Dens,and compaued with mUlaon % 
, fteep Rocks. The Jews drove down the Romans that offered to come up to them,part- hard tHe 
ly with Darts,partly with Stones, which they rowled down upon them 5 and they Were c '' m hed. 
(b high, that the Romans Arrows could not reach them. But at laft, as it were by 
God's Providence, who would have it fo,a Whirlwind ardfe which carried the Romans 
E Arrows amongft them into theCaftle, and the Jews Arrows from the Romans 5 and the the RomitA 
Wind was fo violent, that it was not poffjblefor them to ftand upon thole high places : Q^ y ? by ■ 
and fo not being able to ftand, nor to fee thofe that came againft them, the Romans dence, T ° yh 
afcended and took the Caftle 5 fome refilled for their defence, others yielding them- 
felves. The Romans now call to mind their Fellows that had perilhed in the firft 
Affault, and fo became more cruel. Many defpairing of their Lives, caft their 
Wives, their Children, and Themfelves headlong down rhofe Precipices into the 
deep Valleys underneath. So that the Cruelty the Romans (hewed againft the People 
of Gamala, was not fo great as that which they ufed againft themfelves 5 for there 
were only four thoufand perilhed by the Romans Sword, and the number of them who 0 000 . Jews' 
F fo caft themfelves down, was found to be five thoufand 5 and not orie efcapedl, but * ,n iV*j£ 
two Women that were Sifters, and Daughters to Philip Son to Joachim, a worthy two Womw 
Man, and General of Agrippa's Army $ and thefe two were faved only, becaufe at iuch cfc3 P c ' 
time when the City was taken, they hid themfelves $ for they fpared not Infants, but 
many took them and caft them down from the Caftle. And thus was Gamala deftroyed 
the 23d day of Otfober, having begun to revolt the 2 ith day of September. 
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C H A P. IV. 

How Titus i^jQircala. 

NOw all the Cities and ftrong Places of Galilee were taken, Qifcala only excepted. 
Part of the Inhabitants whereof defired Peace, for that they were Husbandmen, 
cehfui Man, and their Riches confifted in the Fruits of the Earth 5 but there were many famous Free- 
enfofccth : die booters in the City, and amongft them many of the natural Inhabitants, Thefe Pe> 
cllSJc- pie were incited to revolt by one John, a. very wicked and deceitful Perfon, Son to one I 
M« Lcvias ; he was of ill Manners, bold to attempt any thing, and making no, Cpnfcience 

of any thing he took in band 5 and he. was Known to all Men for one that defired War, 
to make himfelf mighty. This Man was aRing-leader of the Seditious Perfons in Gifi 
call : and for fear of him* the People, who. perhaps otherwife would have lent^Legats 
to the Romans to requeft Peace, were hindred and forced to ftay till the Romans came 
to fight again!} them. Againft thefe People Vefpafian Cent Titus, and with, him a thou- 
fand Horfemen, and the tenth Legion towards Scythofolk : Himfelf with the reft went 
to Cafirea, to refrelh them after their great labour,at the Charge of the Towns adjoin- 
ing 5 judging it necefiary to fit them to fuftairj manfully the Toils that were, to enfue 5 
r ( f j:l f,M fore- foT he foiefaw that he (hould have much ado to win Jerufalent, both for that it was ve- K 
n«h his no ry ftron „ an( i W as the Chief City of all the Nation.

I Cifo much the mpre, for that he perceived many out of all parts fled thither 3 and that it 
jmfjim. was compafied with alraoft invincible Walls 5 and befides this, the boldnefs and defpe- 
rate Courage of the Inhabitants, who altho that they had had no Walls at all, yet had 
been fcarcely to be conquered ^ and therefore he thought it neceffary to refrelh his 
Souldiers before this Enterprife, as Champions are prepared for the Combate.. 
nut his com- Titus having taken a view ofGifcala, judgd that it might eafily be taken 5 yet know- 
panionfe mer- j n „ t h at if i t were ta l cen by Force,all the People would be deftroyed by the Romans, he 
SarS a 5e being weary of Blood-lhed, and commiferating the innocent People, which were : other- 
of cifitia. w ife like to peritli together with the Culpable, attempted to take it by Surrender. L 
Wherefore the Walls being full of People,, among whom were many of the Seditious, 
he told them that he marvelled what Help they expefted,or by whofe Advice (all other 
Cities being now taken) they alone would refift the Roman Forces, efpecially whenas 
they had already feen many Towns, far ftronger than theirs, overthrown at thefirft 
Aflault 5 and that contrariwife thofe who had yielded themfelves to the Romans, lived 
in Peace, and enjoyed all that was theirs. Which Offer (faid he) I now alfo make to 
you,andain not yet incenfed againft you,becaufe, that which you do is in hope of your 
Liberty 5 but if you ftill perfevere in your rebellious Courfe,and refufethis kind Offer, 
you (hall prefently perceive the Romans Sword drawn out for your Deftruftion, and 
incontinently find your Walls but a Mockery, and no ways able to refift the Roman M 
Engines : whereas contrariwife if you yield your felves, andtruft to the Fidelity of the 
Romans, you (hall be the moft happy People of all Galilee. None of the Townfmen 
were admitted to make anfwer, nor to come to the Walls, for the Seditious were Ma- 
tters of them 5 and a Guard was placed at every Gate, left any mould go out to fub- 
joim\ Anfwer mit themlelves,or any Horfemen mould be received into the City. John made anfwer 
to Tims Ex- for al]j thathe j ike{ j we u Q f tne Conditions offered, and that he would either perfwade 
,ortatlon ' or compel the Inhabitants to accept them : but he requefted that that Day might be 
granted to the Jews, being the Seventh Day, wherein it was not lawful for them to 
treat of Peace, or make War. For ( as the Romans knew ) the Jews every Seventh 
Day ceafe from all Work 3 and if they prophaned it,they who caufed them to do fo.were N 
guilty of Impiety. Moreover, fo fliort time could not prejudice the Romans, being but 
one Nights fpace 5 for nothing he could effecl: in that time to endamage them, except 
only by flying out of the City (which Titus might prevent by placing a ftrong Guard 
and Watch in every place about it.) That Titus might make advantage of it, fince it 
being his Defign to offer them Peace and Safety ,it was an Aclion no lefs worthy of him, 
to have regard to the obfervation of their Law, than a Duty indifpenfible in them not 
to violate it. . 

With thefc and fuch-like Speeches John fought to delude Titus, being not fo ™Jg 10US 
about the keeping of the Sabbath, as careful for his own fafety * for he feared that the 
Citv would prefently be taken, and himfelf left alone 3 and fo he determined in the O 
Night to flee, as the only way to fave his Life. And truly God would have it fo, mat 
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A (hould 'henefcapc.obetheovtTt^^ 
gran. him .the time he . requefted to .deliberate, but alfo that Night remove hi, Ca mp %2"?* 
near a great V,l age, and the ilrongeft of all that Counfry, belonging to the S a^V 

Tjrtans, which the Galileans always hated. 65 totkity, ,0. 

In the Night-time John perceiving no Romans to keep Watch about the Town, and 
having now Opportunity fled, not only with the Armed Men about him,but alfo with 
many of thcdneT of the City, and whole Families, whom he promifed toconduft to 
Jcmfukm But John . fearing either Death or Slavery, and careful for his own Safety, «, rcfcrvC( f 
earned them twenty \ urlongs out of the City > where being fo defolate, they began h <*ft& 
grieyoufly tojameny for empne thought himfelf ai near his Enemies, as he was lfZ%Z S 

B far from the Cty and his Friends : and ftill every ftc p they thought their Enemies at ° f 
hand, ready to take mem 5 and frequently they loak'd back, as though their Enemies 
heard the none they made as they went, and were coming againft them : infomuch that 
many crowded forwards inheaps, and were killed in the way with the prefi of them The fa, of 
that followed 5 fo that the Women and Infants perilhed mifcrably : and if they ZX°L 
them y g ' " m * toentreat their Parents, or their Kindred, to ftay f or whh ^ 

But -Johns Exhortation took efti-ft, who cried to them to fave themfelves, and haftcn 
to fuch a place where they might be lafe, and revenge themfelves of the Romans, for 
the Outrages which they that remained behind were like to endure, and fo the multi- 

C tude that fled, every one as he was able, difperfed themfelves. 

Titus early in the Morning came to the Walls, to know whether they accepted of his 
Offer. Then the People fet open the Gates, and with their Wives and Children came 
to meet him, all crying that he was their Benefaclor and Deliverer : Alfo they told The citizens 
ur 1! ?7r aS L ' and befought him to pardon them, and execute Juftice uponlStr 
thofe Malefactors that remained in the City. Titus, at their requeft, fent certain Horfe- San 2? 
men to purlue>/w, but they could not take him, for before they came, he had potten diencc - 
to Jenifilcmiytt they flew almoft two thoufand of themthat fled with him,and brought 
back again 3000 Women and Children. Titus was angry that John by Deceit had 
efcaped unpumfbed 5 yet his Anger was fomething appcafed, when he perceived John's 

D Purpofe prevented, in that fo many of his Company were flain, and <b many brought 

back Captives. Thus he peaceably entred the City, commanding the Souldien ?to mcy 
break down a little piece of the Wall, as it were to take pofleffion of it, and fo punifh'd 10 hi * Encm1 "- 
the Seditious rather with Threats than Torments. For he thought that many were 
accufed only for private hatred, and fo were in danger to fuffer.being innocent : and he 
thought it better tolct the Wicked live in fear,than with themtodeftroy the Guiltlefi • 
and that perhaps hereafter they would be more quiet, either for fear of Punilhment, or' 
for ftame of falling again into their former Offence, for which they were pardoned : 
whereas if any Man fuffered undefervedly, he could not afterwards help it. He placed 
thereaGarifon, both to reprefs the Seditious, and alfo to confirm them that defired 

E Peace. And thus wa8 Galilte conquered, after it had coft the Romans much toil. 



CHAP. V. 

Of the beginning of tho VefiYnUion of Jerufalem. 

' A 5 foon a? John was entred into J ernfalm, all the People flocked about them, and 
jLJL thofe that came with him, enquiring what new Calamities had befallen their 
F Nation. Some of them being yet out of breath, and not able to fpeak, thereby difco- 
vered their Diftrefs. Yet amidft thefe their Miferies, fome boafted that it was not the 
Woman Power that forced them to fly,but that of their own accord they fled thither to 
fight againft the Romans in a fafer place, than that from whence they fled was; for 
none but unadvifed and rafh-headed Men would fight for fuch a City as Gifialu and 
other places that were not able to refift 5 and that it behoved them all to refcrvc their 
Vigour and Strength to defend their Metropolitan City. They alfo told them how The Cou™, 
\jtjcalA was taken by the Romans, and that they departed in good fort away, tho fome of and 
reported that they fled. The People of Jerufilen, hearing what thefe Men reported, Shht"^ 
and how many were Prifoners to the Romans, fell into a great fear, as though that «P the jcU «, 
J 1 ni r ap , n , ed ' P ortenrfe l t hc'«' own mine. But John, nothing aftamed he had fo ^ H"? 
ihamefully forfaken them of Gifcala who fled with him, went firft to one, and then toS! thc 
Mmm 3 a not her, 
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'< . j v.V~ another, inciting them all to War, with vain liopes, alledging the weakncfs of theRo-H 
SwfVlfm.ns, and extolling their own Puifiance, deceiving the Simple, and perfwading thcra, 
^er'cW/.that though the Romans fought Revenge, yet could they never enter the Walls of 
N.jf»i/if/, 70. y eru i a \ m ^ having had fo much ado, and endured fuch Difficulties in entnng the little 
V ~ rV Bourghs and Villages of Galilee, againft whofe Walls they had broken all their Engines. 

Thefe Difcouifesof his 4 incited many young Men to Sedition s, but all the wifer fort 
forefaw what was like to enfuc,and already mourned for the lofs of the City. In this 
cafe were they of Jcrufalem 5 yet before this Sedition in the City, the Country Pco- 
wtmjSn. pie began to be at difcord among themfclves. For Titus departed from Gifiak to Co 
/area, and Kejpajian went from Cefirea to J ataxia and Azof us, and took them both: 
and leaving there Garifons, he returned to Cefarea, bringing with him a great multi- { 
tude of thofe that had yielded to him. All the Cities had Civil Difcords among them- 
The Tews turn felves, fo that when the Romans did not fet upon them, one part of the Jews in every 
their weapons Q t y fought againft another 5 and there was a great diffention between thofe that 
againft them- defired and lhe Seditious People. At firft this Difcord began only in private 
Houfes 5 but in the end, thofe of one Mind united, and began in Companies to 
rebel openly. Thus every Place was troubled with Civil Difcord 5 and every-where 
ra(h young Men,who defired War,prevailed againft grave and wife old Men, who fore- 
feeing the Calamity like to enfue, defired Peace. At firft the Inhabitants, one by one, 
The Thieves robbed and fpoil'd what they could* but at laft in whole Troops they joined together, 
trooping toge- an(1 robb >j open \ yj an j wa fted all. the Country about * and in their Robberies they £ 
u" fJoll'Se (hewed fuch Cruelty, that the Harm and Injury they did to their own Country-men, 
country. was e q U al to the Miferies which befel them by the Romans 5 and they who by thefe 
Mifcreants were fpoiled, wilh'd rather to have fallen into the Romans Hands. But the 
Garifons in thefe Cities, either becaufe they were loth to trouble themfelves, or elfe 
for that they cared not for their Country-men, did nothing, or very little, fuccour them 
that fell into thefe Thieves hands, At laft the Thieves affembled themfelves together 
from all Places, and joining Companies, brake into Jemfalem. This City had no Go- 
vernour, and according to the ancient Cuftom of their Anceftors, was open to all that 
came thither that were their Country-men 5 and fo much more willingly at that time, 
becaufe they thought they that came thither, came of good-will to help them : which L 
wasafterward the only caufe that the City was deftroyed, andof the more Civil Diffen- 
tion. For a great multitude of People,unapt to fight, being there, confumed the Victu- 
als that would have lufficed for the Fighting-men 5 and betides the War, they brought 
upon it Famine and Civil Diffention. Then other Thieves came out of the Fields there- 
about, and joining themfelves with thofe that were within the City, omitted no kind 
opines and ofVillanys for not content to rob and fpoil, they alfo attempted to commit Murders, 
sjoiiscomroit- not only privily, or in the Night upon mean Men, but even in the Day-time they pub- 
ted by day. jj^jy f et upon tno f e 0 f the chiefeft Quality. For firft of all they took Antipas, who 
The Nobility was of the Blood-Royal, a Man fo eminent amongft them, that the Publick Treafure 
of the city are wag commutec i to his Charge, and put him in Prifon : and after him they took Sepha, M 
bf SIcThievcT. a worthy Man, Son of Raguel, and Levias, both of them of the King's Houfhold 5 and 
,afier them all that feemed to bear any Sway or Authority among the People. Great 
fear fell upon the Inhabitants, and every one provided to fave himfelf, as tho the City 
were already furprized by the Enemies. But thefe People were not content thus to 
have imprifoned thefe great Men, they thought it not fafe for themfelves any longer to 
keep them alive 5 for many went daily to vifit them, who were able to revenge their 
Injuries 5 and moreover they feared that the People would make Head againft them, 
being moved with their Infolencies. Wherefore they determined to kill them 5 and 
to effect their Purpofe,they fent one John a cruel Murderer,who was the Son of Dorcas: 
he, accompanied with ten more, all having Swords, went to the Prifon, and flew as ma- N 
ny as they found there. To excufe this cruel Fact of theirs, they alledged, That all 
they who were flain in Prifon,had Conference with the Romans concerning the betray- 
ing of the City into their Hands; and that for this Caufe they had flain them as Trai- 
tors to their Country : They alfo boafted that this Fact of theirs had preferved the 
City, and that therefore they had deferved well by it. The People were brought to 
fuch Slavery and Terror, that the chufing the High-Prieft was in their Hands, to elect 
. whom they pleafed ; fo much was their Infolence increafed. Thus they, not refpett- 
TheThievttat ing the Families out of which it was only lawful to chufe the High-Prieft, they elected 
t,1C k Pl hSJ Strangers and bafe Perfons to that Sacred Dignity, and fuch as would be partakers of 
VricV " their Villanies and Impieties 5 for they, who not deferring it,attained to fuch Dignity, O 
. were bound in all things to the Will of thofe by whom they were fo exalted. T bey 

* alfo 
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A alfo deviftd many Lies to fet thofe that were in Authority at variance one with ano- t^p)~f^ 
ther, thereby, as it were,iohold them occupied, who were able to refill their Enterprises, mid" 
till from fhedding the Blood of the Citizens, they proceeded to commit Impiety ag.iinft "fw 'cw/r/ 
God himfelf,and with prophane and impure Feet to enter into the Sanctuary. Then the^-'^^J 
People were incited againft them by the Perfwafion of <A'naniu, who was one of the 
Priefts, andthemoft ancient and wifeft of them all, who perhaps had faved the City, 
had he efcaped the Hands of thefe Mifcreants. But they ufed the Temple as a Cattle 
and Defence for themfelves againft the People, and made the Sanctuary a place for them 
toexercife Tyranny in. And that which increafed the Sorrow of the Citizens, was, 
that amidft thefe Calamities, their Rel igion was alfo contumelioufly abufed : for thefe 

B Thieves, to try of what Strength and Courage the People were, and their own Forces, 
elected by Lot a High-Prieft contrary to their Lnw ; which, as we have already faid, A Hi g ,1 - Ff 'crt 
rcquircth that the Office of a, High-Prieft be by Succefllon. This Deed of theirs they Sectary 
coloured with an Ancient Cuftom, alledging that in time part the High-Prieft was w the Ancient 
chofen by Lot $ but indeed this their Fact was a violation of themoft firm Cuftom that Cuftom * 
was amongft the People, and was only a Device to get all Government into their 
Hands, by eftablifiiing Magiftrntes at their pleafure. 

Then calling one of the holy Tribes, named Eniachin, they caft Lots, and the Lot 
fell upon one, whereby their Iniquity wasdifcovered. This Man whofe Lot it was to 
be High-Prieft, was named Phanias, who was the Son of Samuel, a Man not only un- 

C worthy of that Dignity, but who had been fo ill brought up, that he never knew what 
the High-Prieft meant. This Phanias was born in a Village called Apthafis. Him, againft a Cowi* 
his will, they fetcht out of the Field, and as it had been in a Stage-Play, they graced mad?aiilgh- 
him with the Sicerdotal Habit, and gave him Inftrudtions how he ftionld behave himfelf, Prieft. 
as though fo great Impiety had been but a Sport. The reft of the Priefts beholding a 
far off the Holy Laws thus fcorned, fcarcely contained themfelves from Tears, and 
groaned for forrow that their Sacred Dignities were fo abufed. The People could no 
longer endure this their Tyranny, but every one bethought himfelf how to fiipprefi 
thefe Tyrants. And thofe that were more earneft herein, were Gorton, Jofeph's Son, The beft citi- 
and Simeon the Son of Gamaliel, who firft went about the City in private, and after- Skopk°r> 

D wards in a publick Affembly exhorted the People to be revenged upon thofe Tyrants, revenge, 
who took from them their Liberty 5 and to addrefs themfclves to purge the holy Tem- 
ple from fuch vile and unclean Perfons. Likewife, the beft-difpofed among the Priefts, 
to wit, Jeffs the Son of Gamala, and Anams the Son of Ananus, often in publick Ser- 
mons reprehended and upbraided the People with their flotb, that they made no more 
hafte todeftroy thefe Zealots 5 for Co thofe Wretches termed themfelves, as tho they 
had been devout promoters of God s Glory, and not impious Malefactors. 

The People being all aflembled together, grieved to fee the holy Place fo made a 
Den of Thieves, and fuch Robberies and Murders committed openly * yet did they 
not go about Revenge, thinking themfelves too weak to deal with thefe Zealots, as in- 

E deedthey were. Whereupon the High-Prieft Atlanta flood up amongft them 3 and ha- 
ving often turned his Eyes to the Temple,and beheld ir,with Tears in his Eyesj 0,faid he, The Zealots 
How far better* were it for me to die, than live to fee the Houfe of God thus filled with Impiety, (J* t ™°j oc 
andtheSanftuary, wherein none Jlmuld come but the High-Prieft, prophaned with the wicked C3 fi 0 n of thefe 
Feet of impious Perfons, clothed in Priefts ^Apparel, and bearing the greateft Authority? W by violences. 
do I yet live , and to be gray-headed,abftain from dying aglorions Death j? Nay, rather I alone ^, mi \ 
will go againft thtfe Murderers , and, as though I were in a Wildernefs, where there were no invrftivc a- 
Man befides myfelf I alone will go and offer my Soul in the prefencc of God. For what doth gjf che 
it avail me to live amongft a People that have no feeling of their own Calamity, and which 
feekgth not to redrefs their own prefent Miferies t For you, being robbed and jpoiled, bear all 
F patiently 3 and being beaten, hold your peace s, and there is none amongll you that dare openly 
mourn for them that arc moft cruelly murdered. 0 tyrannous Government I But why Jhould Aum twit " 
I exclaim againft theTyr ants $ Dj not you pur felves makfi them great, and nourtjh their [vichrh%^ear 
Power and Authority by your Patience ,<? Do not yon, by defyipng thofe who were before in Au- 
thority, being but a few, make all thefe t who are many in number, Tyrants over your felves .<? 
Hive not you, by peeping your felves quiet, whilft they are armed, drawn their Swords upon 
your own Heads i? and whereas it behoved you to refitf iheir Jinterprizcs, when firft they inju- 
red youy Kindred 5 you, by prffvring, have m^de. them Thieve.^ I ecauje at firft you made no ac- 
count, when thy deftroyed Houfes and whole Families, A-ul this wai the caufe, that at laft The Cruelty of 
the Rulers and chief Men themfclves were fit upon^ and none could fuccour them when ihey° v ~ l " )CVCi ' 
Q were drawn thorow the midft of the City, and thefe Murderers butchered them in Pri/dn,,

Affure your felves, they would, if 
they could dcvtfe how, commit greater Impiety than this is. They keep againfi you the Jlron-

the (Irongcrt yyj Jat fa ym „ m fafy a Tyranny being eftablijlied over you, and your Enemies being 

IS? cty° f even upon you 3 what do you deliberate to do t Do you expe£f the Romans to come and help 
you to Cave the temple and facred Places, as if our City were at that pafs that our very Enemies 
could not but pity us .«? Will you not rife, and as the very brute Beajls do, revenge your felves I 
upon them that have thus wounded you .«? Why doth not every one of you call to mind the Maffa- 
creof his Friends, and what Calamity he himfelf hath fuffered,and fo encourage your felves 
to be revenged? For ought I can fee, we have all loft that facred and fweet, and natural 
defire of Liberty 3 and now we embrace Bondage, as though we had learned to be Bondmen 
even from our Anceftort. But they endured many and hard Wars to live in Liberty, and 
yielded not to the Power of the Egyptians, or Medes, becaufe they would not be at their com- 
mand. What need is there to recount to you the Wars of your Predeceffors .<? To what end 
do we enterpife this War againji the Romans, (be it commodious for us, to our difadvantage) 
wars are in- if not to obtain our Liberty And we, who cannot endure to be fubjed to the Lords of the 
tended for li- „/ )0 j e World, fnffcr thofe of our own Nation to tyrannize over us. It may be adverfe Fortune K 
bcrcy ' to be once overcome by Strangers 3 but to be Slaves to the bafeji of our own Nation, argueth, 
that we have no fpar\ of Generoftty in us, and that we bear bafe and fervile Minds. And 
feeing I have made mention of the Romans, I will not flick to declare to you that which now 
cometh to my mind, to wit, that if we be taken by them (which God forbid) yet fhallwefuffer 
no greater mifery at their hands, than now we do under thefe bafe Tyrants. And how can 
you abflain from Tears, beholdingthk Temple, enriched by the Gifts of the Romans,robbed and 
fpoiled by them of our own Nation, this being our Mother-City s? and to fee thofe Men mur- 
dered, whom the Romans (although they had conquered us) would not have touched .<? The 
Thccompari- Romans never durfi pafs beyond the Limits of prophane Places, nor ever violate our facred 
fonof the Ro- Liws and Cujioms, but always reverenced the SanCtuary, beholding it only afar cff$ yet now L 
mans ami Jews, Q m y om an £ y roU gh t „p amn g M ,who were called]ews, tremble not to walk in the Santfuary, 
Sties having their hands bathed in the Blood of their Country-men and Brethren. Who wiU now 
fear Foreign Wars, feeing thefe Civil Broils are fitch ? Muckbetter were it for us to fall into 
our Emmies hands 3 yea, if you will call every thing by fuck a name as it deferveth, we fliall 
find that the Romans have not violated our haws, but have been the Protetfors thereof, and 
they within our Walls are the Violators of them. What Punifbment is there that thofe that 
Anftver to the have thus tyrannized ever us deferve not ? yea, what funijhment can be devifed great enough 
contrary (M-^ r their Offence 2? I know that all of you were fo perfwaded before I fpok$, and you were 
jeft'theNum- incited againfi them by that which yen have endured at their hands : but yet fome fear their 
ber and Bold- Multitude and their Courage, and moreover that they are in a higher place than pu : yet as M 
Sm°v f thC aU thk cam b y your negligence and fnffiring, fo by your delaying they will grow lirouger 5 
for their Number daily encreafes, and every wicked Perfon flyeth to his lily 5 and they are 
fo much the more emboldened, for that as yet no Man hath once offered to refttt their Enter- 
prizes: and be fure that if they have time, they will makgnfe of the higher place, and that 
to your damage. But (believe me) if you would but once offer to go againfi them,their very 
Conferences would abate their haughty Minds, and the remembrance of their Mifdeeds would 
put them fo far out of heart, that they will not ma\e any benefit of that higher Place. Per- 
haps God in his Vengeance will turn their own Darts againfi them for their Impiety, and 
The Epilogue confume them therewith. Let us but only fl)ew our felves, and we fliall difmay them. Tet 
of MMM-i it is.an honour for us, if need be, to facrifice our Lives for the Defence of the holy Temple. N 
oration. My yyy wi u a jjffi y0H ^ ^ yfi ^ vice J ca „ . M & ym jfaR fie that I fiall not only af- 
fifi )0it with Words, but expo ferny felf to the great eji Dangers, and endeavour to animate 
you by my own Example. 

Anamts thus exhorted the People againft the Zealots; yet he knew well that it was 
great difficulty to overcome them, being lufty young Men, many in number, of great 
Courage, and the more defperate, by the remorfe of Confcience for the horrible Crimes 
and execrable Deeds which they had committed 3 for they defpaired of all hope of 
Pardon for their Mifdeeds. Yet Ananus thought it altogether intolerable that the 
Common- Wealth fhould be fo over-ruled. After this Exhortation, the People cried 
out, that they were ready to go againft the Thieves, and to do as they were exhorted. O 
VVhiia tixii Jnanns ftk&ed out the moftable Men for War, and fet them in order,

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iiurs-, by certain ( Spies which they had appointed ort purpofc) and they fallicd out, World, 4032; 
f ometiriies iii CoinpanicSjlpmetlnfie's all at once,oth^r times irl Arnbu(hes,fparing none that "( f ". 
they met with. f'Jf nanus Quickly gathered together thfe People, who were more in t^ry^j 
number than the Thieves, but not fo armed as they 3 but ' what they wanted in Arms, d ''ff>°: 
their Courage ' fupply'd 3' for the Citizens Wert 1 armed with Fury, ftronger than^^S" 
A rms : and they which Were gone out of the Temple, With A more defperate Boldnefs the zealots, 
ihan all the Multitude how great foever. For the Citizens thought it no abiding for 
them in the City, except they could drive aWay the Zealots $ and the Zealots 
thought they could not efcape Torments, and'Death itftlf, except they Were Victors. 

R So at laft they joined Battel, each Party under their Captains and Leaders 3 and firft 
of all, both Parties caft Stones one againft another, and if any fled, the Conquerors 
purfued them With Swords, and many w6re wOunded ano* (lain on both fides. Thofe 
Townfmen that were wounded, were by their Friends carried into their Houfes 3 but 
the Zealots that were hurt, went into the Temple, and polluted the facred Pavements 
with their Blood 3 fo that their Religion was prophaned by Bloodfhed. Always the 
Thieves, in making Excurfions, got the upper hand s whereat the Citizens being angry, 
feeing their number every day decreafed, reproved the Cowards ; fo that if any of 
their Company offered to fly from the Zealots, they made him ftand and refift whether 
he would or no; not permitting him to pafs away : and thus they bent all their Forces 

r againft their Enemies. At lai r the Thieves not able to make any longer refiftance, by The Fight of 
little and little retired themfelves into the Temple, and Ananus with his Company en- 5,5 ZeaSu 
ti ed the Temple by Force with them, and broke the Body of his Enemies. Then they the Temple, 
in the outer Temple were in great fear, and fled into the inner Temple, and flint the 
Gates with all fpeed. Ananus would not offer Violence to the facred Gates 3 and be- 
fides the Enemies caft Darts from above^for he thought ita great Offence againftGod, 
although he might have got the Vi&ory, to introduce the People, not being purified. 
Wherefore he elefted fix thoufand of the chief of all his Men, well armed; and appoin- 
ted them to keep the Porches, and others tofuccedintheir places while they took reft : 
And many of the better fort of the Citizens being placed to keep Watch there, hired 

n other poor People to watch in their fteads. But John, who as before we declar'd, fled 
from Gifcala, wrought the mine of them all. This Man being full of Deceit, and >^fuil°fdc- 
aboveallmeafuredefirousof Mule, long ago intended to overthrow the Common- Syer "of t£ 
Wealth. To which end, from that time he counterfeited himfelf to be againft the citizens. 
Thieves, and fo Day and Night accompanied Ananus and the reft,both in their Confu- 
tations, and when they went to vifit the Watch 3 and he difclofed all their Gounfels 
to the Zealots : and there Was nothing decreed by the People, but he gave the Thieves 
intelligence thereof before it was put in prattice 3 yet he feemed to be very refpe&ful 
to Ananus, and the reft of the Nobility, hereby hoping to conceal his Treachery. 
But it fell out contrary to his expectation, for this his too-much reverence, caufed him 

p to be fufpefted, becaufe they noted him to play the Parafite : and for that, uncalled, he 
daily intruded himfelf into their Confutations, he was mifdoubted to betray their 
Secrets. For Ananus perceived that the Enemies knew all their Defigns 3 and though 
John's Deeds carried fufpicion of Treafbn, yet could they not eafily remove him, his 
Craft was fuch 3 befides this, he was held up by many Noble-men who were employed 
in thefe Affairs. Wherefore they thought good to requeft of him an Oath of Friend- fwearsto 
Ihip 3 which he denied not,but added moreover,that he would be true to the People,and ,h e p2SS. W 
neither difclofe any Deed or Secret Counfel of theirs to the Enemies, but with Heart 
and Hand would truly endeavour to fupprefi the Rebels. So Ananus did no more 
miftruft him becaufe of his Oath, and admitted him afterwards to all their Counftls, 

p nothing fufpecVing him. Nay, they now truftedinhim fo far, that they fent him as 
Agent to the Zealots, to perfvvade them to Peace 3 for they were very careful left the 
Temple through their Deeds (hould be defiled and prophaned, or that any of the Jews 
fliould there be flain. But he, as though he had fworn to the Zealots, and not to the 
Citizens, entred boldly amongft them, and ftanding in the midft of them, jjte recoun- 
ted to them, that he had. often for their fakes undergone great Danger, by fuffering 
none of the Townfmens Secrets to be concealed from them, but declared unto them7»H contrary 
all that ever jinanus and his Confederates determined 3gainft them 3 and that even ^l^" 1 ^' 
now he was like, together With them, to fall into extfeam Danger, except it pleafed S 'to'the* 
God,as it were,mtraculoufly to alfift them. For, faid he,now Ananus without delay will Zealots, 
G fend to Vejpafian^ho will come with his Army in all hafte,and take the City : and that 
he had appointed the day following for Purification, to purify the Peoplc,that fo under 

pretence 
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or etence of Piety he might let them into the City, orelfe they might enter in by Force: H 
KTlt and that he could not fee how either they were able to endure a long Siege, or encoun- 
'ci^'Jer with fo huge an Army: Adding moreover, that it was Gods Providence that he 
Mivity,T°. fl y be fent ° to t he m to make a Peace, when Jnaum purpofed, fo foon as they were 
yoknirrcdT unarmedAo fee upon them. Wherefore if they had any care of themfelves, they ttjould 
L p a £ £ 5 either intreat the Watchmen that befieged them, to be favourable to them, or elfe get 
S!! 1 fomefuccour from fome place without the Temple. For (faid he) he that amongft 
vou hopeth for pardon if you be overcome, doth not remember what hath paft, and 
what he hath done i but let them perfwade themfelves as they pleafe, they that have 
been injured, will not forget and forgive fo foot., as he that injured them is forry for 
his Fafr Nay, many times the Repentance of Malefadrors maketh them more hated I 
than before 5 and the Wrath of Men that are injured, is increafed by Authority, and 
licence to do what they pleafe. And they might be fure that the Friends and Kindred 
of them that were (lain, would always lay wait to requite the Injuries 13 and that all the 
People were incenfed againft them for breaking the Laws : So that although fome ftw 
would take pity upon them, yet the greater Number would prevail. With thele and 
fuch-like Speeches John terrified the Zealots 3 yet durft he not openly tell them what 
he meant by Foreign Help, notwithftanding he meant the Humans, , And that he might 
more enflame the Thieves, he went to the chiefeft of them, and fecretly told them, 
that Jnanus was cruelly bent againft them,and breathed out many Threatmngs againft 
fome in particular. K 



CHAP. VI. 
How the Idumeans came to Jerufalem, and what they did there. 

EUmr one of \ Mongft the Zealots there were two principal, Eleazer the Son of Simon, who 
the zealots, f\ aDO ve all the reft was thought moft fit, both to give Counfel,and to execute that L 

be which was confulted upon 3 and Zacharias the Son of Amphicalus, who both were de- 
fender? fcended from the Line of the Priefts. Thefe two undemanding, that befides the ge- 
neral Threatnings, their Death was efpecially refolved, and that the Faction otAnanus, 
to cet him into Authority, had fent to call the Romans, (for this John had feigned) 
deliberated with themfelves what to do, having fo fliort time to provide. For they 
fuppofed that prefently the People would affault them* and they bethought themfelves 
that now it was too late to feck Foreign Help, for they might endure all Calamity, 
before they could give notice hereof unto any that would help them. Yet at laft they 
determined to call the Idumeans to aid them 3 and fo they writ a foort Epiftle to them, 
The zealots letting them underftand how Ananus, having feduced the People, meant to betray the M 
require help Mot h er . City of their Nation to the Romans 5 and that they fighting for their Liberty, 
me™* were by him befieged in the Temple 3 that the time wherein they expe&ed Safety was 
very thort 3 and that if they were not prefently fuccour'd, they were like to fall into 
AnLusznA their Enemies Hands, and the City to be brought in Subjection to the 
Romans: they alfo ordered many things to be fpoken by word of mouth to the Rulers 
of Idumea. For which purpofe was chofen two principal Men, Eloquent, and apt to 
peifwade 3 and that which was in this Cafe required, fwift of Foot. It was certain 
that the Uumeans would prefently aid them, being a brutifti rude Nation, and prone 
ThcNuurcfc to Sedition and Alteration, much rejoicing therein, and by flattery eafily entreated 
MAnnevsof the to War, and would make as much hafte to them, as if they went to fome Feftival So- N 
idumeam. ltpm . . fo that there only was requ jf ltc two fpeedy Meffengers.

cd in the Temple, fwee they of the City now flmt their Gates againfi them, the City being 
common and free for all the Nation 5 and that perhaps they were ready to open the City 
Gates to receive the Romans. Thai they fpakg to the Idumeans pom a Tower,and command- 
ed them to cafi down their Arms, which they had takgn only for the Liberty of the City, when 
they durfi not trufi their own Nation to kgeptbe fame, and yet would have them Judges of 
the Difcord : Jtnd that accuftng others for killing fome netconvi&ed, they themfehes would 
condemn all our whole Nation by the Ignominy they did to their Country-men, againfi whom M 
they had now Jhut the City-Gates, which were open to all Strangers to enter into for Religion- 
fak$.

ALL the Idumeans aflentedi with a loud Cry,to thefe Speeches of Simon. And Jcfus 
departed forrowful,feeing that the Idumeans would agree to no Reafon, and that 
thereby their City ftiould fuffer a double War; For the Idumeans were nolefsdifqui- 
eted, who took the Matter in great difdain, that they were not permitted to enter into 
B the City, and alfo becaufe they thought the Zealots not Ibftrong as they had believed, 
and they themfelves were alhamed that they could not help them 5 fo that many re- 
pented that they were come thither. Yet would they not for (bame return, nothing be- 
ing done by them : and fo ralhly placing their Tabernacles near the City- Walls, they The idumeans 
determined to ftay there. But that Night there arplje a mpft furious Tempeft 5 for there pitch tIlcir Ta- 
was a great ftormy Wind, and an exceeding great Rain,, mixt with fearful Thunder and !he wills" 6 " 
horrible Lightning, and an Earthquake, with ftrangeNoiles* fo that all Men thought a huge storm*. 
thisMotionof the Earth would overturn the whole Order of Nature, or at leaft portend 
fome great Calamity. The Idumeans and Townfmen were bpth of one mind ; for 
they thought that God was angry with them for bearing Arms againft their Metropolis, 
C»nd perfwaa>d themfejves that they could not efcape Death if they continued in their 
purpole. Ananus and his Followers per fwaded themfelves that they had now overcome 
them without War, and that God had fought for them againft the Idumeans. But 
they were falfc Prophets, and what they judged would befal their Enemies, fell upon 
themfelves. In the mean while the Idumeans lay as clofe together as they could, and 
covered their Heads with their Shields, by which means the Rain did them not fo much 
harm. The Zealots were concerned for the Idumeans more than for themfelve?, and 
deviled which way they might fuccour them. The boldefl; amongft them advifed the T,,e Zca,ot4 
reft, by force to (et upon the Guard, and foto get into the City, and open the Gates to Sopcnthe 
the Idumeans that were come to help them 5 for it was eafy to furprizethe Watch, by Gates, toaflaji 
D reafon that many of them were unarmed, and unfit for War 5 and the Citizens could theVV « ch » and 
not c?(ily be aflemblcd together, feeing every Man, becaufe of the Tempeft, kept his mews. 
Houfe. And tho there were danger in the Attempt, yet were it better to endure all 
Mifchicfs that might enfue, than to permit fuch an Army (hamefully to perilh, who 
came at their Kequeft to help them. But the wifer fort diflwaded the reft from this, 
feeing both a ftronger Watch placed to keep them in, and the City- Walls diligently 
guarded becaufe of ;he Idumeans. And moreover, they could not think that Ananus was 
careleis, but went up and down, firft from one Watch, and then to another 3 yet this 
Night he did not fo, not for (lothfulnefs, but becaufe the Deftinies had fo decreed, that 
thereby both he and the Watchmen ftiould perifh. For about Midnight the Storm in- 
E creating, the Watchmen fell into a deep Sleep : Then the Zealots determined to file The watch- 
the Bars and Bolts of the Gates afunder 5 to effect which, they took the Inftruments ° p " 
which were confecrated to the Temple 5 and this Attempt was much furthered sleep. wWl 
by the great Wind and Thunder, which made fo great a Noife that they could 
not be heard: So ilTuing out of the Temple, they went privily to the Walls, and TheWume3ns 
opened that Gate near which the Idumeans lay 5 and fufpefting that Mantis would Slezcisf 
make fome refiftance, they firft of all drew their Swords, and then, together with theater by night, 
Idumeans, came in : and if at that time they had aflfaulted the City, they had, without 
any let or hinderance, deftroyed all the People therein 3 fo great was the Rage at that 
time. But firft of all they haftened to aflTift their Fellows, whom they left befieged, 
F and rcqnefted the Idumeans not to leave them in Danger, for whole Succour they 
were come, nor permit them to incur greater Damage^ for having firft furprized the 
Watchmen, it would be more eafy for them to aflault the City 5 which if they did nor, 
but firft fet upon the Citizens, they would prefent'ly aflemble together, and oppole 
themfelves againft them, and not permit them to afcend up into the Temple.

And at firft, thinking that they were only the Zealots 
that gave the Alarm, they hoped only by their Multitude to fupprefs them; but feeing

The immanity Zealots alfo anfwered their Cries with the like, and the Tempeftand Thunder made all 
of the idumc- more dreadful. The Idumeans fpared none, becaufethey were naturally cruel, and 
St % d ahifT fierce to died Blood 5 and angry that they were fo beaten with the'Tempeft, they ufed 
the citizens th em moft cruelly, by whofe means they were (hut out of the City, fparing neither I 
of Jimfiitm. t | u) p e who re q Ue ft e d Favour, nor thofe who made Refiftance,for they flew many as they 
wereentreating them to remember that they were of their own Blood, and requefting 
them to fpare them for reverence of the Temple. ^ There was no way to fly, nor any 
hope of efcape j and betog driven up- in a riarrow!room,they hurt themfelvesmore than 
the Enemies did, by crowding and treading one upon another 5 for there was no Place 
to fly to,and their Enemies ceafed not to kill them. Being in this defperate eftate, not 
knowing what to do, they cafl: themfelves headlong into the City, arid fo died a more 
miftrable Death than thofe that died by the Enemies Sword. The next day there was 
found flain 8 500 •■> and all the outer Temple flowed with Blood. Yet this Maflacre 
fufiiced not the Idttmeahs - Knge> but turning themfelves againft the City, they robbed K 
and fpoiled all Houfef, arid killed all they met, making no account of the Lives of the 
Aum ami Multitude. They made diligent fcarch for the Priefts, and many laid violent Hands 
pX'cS" u r on tnem > anc * killed them; and ftanding upon their dead Bodies, fometimes they 
ted? ^ L upbraided Jnatius with the Peoples favour towards him, fometimes Jefvs with the 
Words he fpake upon the Wall to them 5 and they were fo impious, that they cafl; a- 
way their dead Bodies unburicd 5 notwithstanding the Jews in this Point are fo reli- 
gious, that after Sun-fet they take down the dead Bodies of Malefactors, who by Sen- 
tence have been adjudged to the Crofs, and bury them.

He was 
The l'raifeof Q f a ] au dable and juft Life: and though great in Dignity, Birth and Reputation, yet 
niXpricn. would he not exalt himfelf above any one, were he never fo bafe. He was a Man who 
thirfted to preferve the Liberty of his Country,and Authority of the Common-Wealth. 
He continually preferred the Publick Intereft before his own Private Gain, and was al- 
ways defirous of Peace, becaufe he forefaw the Romans could not be withftood 5 and 
that if the Jews did not quickly accord with them, their Ruine was inevitable. And 
I doubt not but if Ananus had lived, he had fucceeded in his Delign 5 for he was an 
Eloquent Orator, and could perfwade admirable 5 and he had already reduced to ex-M 
tremity thofe falfe Zealots who caufed the War : and if the Jews had had him for 
their Captain againft the Romans, it had riot been fo eafy for the Romans to have 
conquered them. He was feconded by Jefus, who next him excelled all the reft. But 
1 think Almighty God having decreed the total Ruine of the City, which was now 
polluted and filled with Iniquity, and meaning by Fire, ash were, to purify the Holy 
Temple, which was prophaned, he firft took up the Defenders thereof, and thofe that 
loved it moft: dearly. So they who a little before were clothed with the facred Ap- 
parel, and reverenced of all that from the furtheft parts of the World came to Jerufa- 
lem, now lay murdered and naked in the open Streets, left as it were a Prey, to be torn 
in pieces by Dogs and wild Beafts. Was Fertue ever more infolently outraged ? AndN 
could ihe, without (bedding of Tears, behold Vice thus triumph over her ?

SUch wa? the End of Jjfmanm and Jefa : after wljofe Death the Idumeans and 
the Zealots Maflacred the People, as though they had been a Flock of pernici- 
ous Beafts, and very few efcaped trie Butchery. The Nobility,'arid chief fort ofTheCrwityof 
Men, .. wfiBc.'jput in Prifori, in hope, that by deferring theit Death, (brae of them would ^iduiMani 
becqir^e Partakers with them $ yet none was hereby moved, but every one defired to JJIs/ e a * 
die, rather than impipufly 1 to join With thefe WretcheA againft their own Country : 
Whereupon they were moft cruelly Whipp'd before they were put to Death, their 
Bodies being made, as it were, one fore place by Whipping and Stripes : and when 
they could >not endure theife Torments any longer, they were killed. Who fo was 
taken in the Day-time, was in the Night carried to Prifon 3 and thofe that died in 
Prifon andTprments, they caft their dead Bodies out, that they might have place to 
y imprifori others in their room. The People were fo terrified, that none durft weep 
openly for his Friend, t rior bury the dead Body of his Kinfman s yea, thofe that were 
in Prifon durft not openly weep, but (ecretly, looking about then* left any of their 
Enemies (hould fee them. " For whofdever mourned for any that was AftMed, was . 
prefei}tjy himfelf ufed in the fame manner, as he had been for whom he lamented. 
Yet fometimes fomein>the Night fcraped up a little Earth with their Hands, and there- 
withal covered the dead Body of their Friend s and lome bolder than the reft,did the 
like in the Day-time. And in this general Slaughter, were twelve thoufand young No- i 4oooo { fa 
bltmen flain in this manner. After which being hated for thefe Mad'acres, they mocked foobiiityc xe^ 
and flouted the Magiftrates, and made no account of their Judgments, So that when cut * d ' 
G they determined to put to death Zachary the S^n of Bwuch, dne of the chief of fhe

But Winter hindering him, he in the the mean tide [placed Ga- 
rifons in all Towns and Villages about the whole Country, and apfpbinted Officers 
in every City, and repaired many Place* which he had 1 before deftroyetl. ; And firft 
of all, he with his whole Army that was ztCtfarea, marorfd 5 to Anfipatrii 3< and hav- 
ing fettled the, Eftate of that City, after his abode there two days, the third day 0 
he departed, fpoiling and burning all the. Country 5 fwalfrull the 'Couuntry about

two I'lacwfubmittcd themfelves unto him, he left there fuch Inhabitants asfhe thought mu'lZ

and waited all the high Places thereabout : With the reft he returned to'tei»; and 
B from thence by Samarkand Neapolh, called by the Inhabitants Mortbh .-The 1 fecond 
day of Jam he came to Corea h and pitching his Tent there, the next day he came td 
Jertcho where one of his Captains, named Trajan, met him with theSbuldiers he 
brought from beyond Jordan, which Place he had conquered. But before.the Romans 
came, many fled from Jericho into the high Country over againft Jmtfihm 3 and many 
that ftaid behind, were there flain. So he found the City defolate, being fltuate in a ct " toJnichs> ' 
PIain,under a great barren Mountain, which is of a huge length; for it reachcth on the 
North-fide^ to the ^Borders of Scjtkopolk^bd on the South to the Borders of Sodom md 
the Lake ot Afphaltites. It is rocky,and not inhabited, becaufe it bears no Fruit. Over 
againft this, near Jordan, is fituate another Mountain, btgihning on the North-fide at 
C Julias, and reaching to Bacra on the South, which is the Limits of Petrea, a City of 
Arabia, In this Place is. that Mountaih Which i* called the Mountain of Iron, reaching \o > 
the Country of the Moabites, \ 

The Country between thefe two Mountains is called the great reaching The great 

From the Village Gennabara to the Lake of Afphaltites, being in length two hundred FieW ' 
and thirty; F urlongs 4 and in breadth an hundred and twenty 3 in the midft it is divided 
by the River Jordan, Thefe are alfo two Lakes of contrary Natures, AfphJtna and T r, f ake£ ' 
Tiberias j for one of them Is fait, and hath no Fith 3 but that of Tiberias tsvett, and 1 2U 
abounds with Filh. This ( Plain in Summer-time is burnt with the He« of the Sun, L < ts - 
and the Air, is infected in all Places thereabouts, fave only abbut Jordan : and this is 
0 the Caufe that the Palm-Trees that grow about thd River-fidedfoflourifhmoft, and 
are more fertile than the reft. Near Jericho there is a large great Fountain, which A Iargc Fo ? un " 
plentifully watereth the Fields thereabout, ana* rifeth with a great Stream out of the JJj; lnear ' w 
Ground near the old City 3 which Jojlna the Son of Nw*,General of the Hebrews,took 
by War, the firft of all that h* took irt the La^nd of Canaan, It is reported, that in 
the beginning, the Waters of this Fountain defttoyed all Fruits of the Baffin, *nd alfo 
made Women be delivered before their time* and ihfefted all Places with Difeafes, 
and the Plague 3 but afterwards by Eli/lia, the Succeflbr of Eliot, was made fweet and 
good for Conception 3 which happened in this mannef : That atirairabk Perfpn being 1 
once courteoufly entertained by the Inhabitants of Jerichoi did thus rfewnrd/thfem, and ' , 
£ all the Country for that their Kindnefs3 and going/ urito < the Fountain, he caft 
a Pitcher full of Salt into the Water, and lifting Up his Han^ls to Heaven; ; arlgl tern- a Miracle 
pering with this Fountain-Water certain fweet Watery ne prayed God ; to mmd S 8hc by 
the ill Qualities thereof, and to make it flow with more fweet Streams * wJaidi 
both might; caufe plenty of Fruits, and alfo of Children^ to the Inhabitants: and . , 
that the Water might have the Virtue to make Women fruitful, fo long as they 
perfifted in Piety. Thefe Prayers had the Power to alter the Fountain 3 and from 
that time this Fountain, which before was the Caufe of Famine and Sterility, became 
the Caufe of Plenty and Fertility. And fo it watereth the Ground, that where a lit- 
tle of it cometh, it doth more good than dll .other Waters which lie long upon it ; 
F and fo they that water their Grounds but a little with it, receive much Fruit 3 and 
they that Water their Grounds with it rmich, do not feceive them in that mea- 
furej yet it watereth a greater compafs of Ground than other Fountains: and in 
length it runneth through a Plain feventy Furlongs long, arid twenty broad. Here are Fruitful and 
moft pleafant and goodly Orchards, and many fofts of Pwlm-Trees growing by Brooks f 3fm h Qif ' 
fide«, which are divers in thetaftt) of their Fruits 3 the fttteft; whereof being preiled, 
yield a Juice like Honey, nothing inferior to other Honey .i yet there is great 
ftore of Honey in the Couritry, and the Juice of Balm, fv/hjeb is more precious than 1 ; 
all other Fruits whatfoevcr. Here grow alfo Cyprefi-Trees and MyraboJans : fo 
that one may juftly fay, that this Pare 6f the Earth hath fomfcthing -Divine, where 
G what Fruit foever is moft dear and precious, isin moft abundance. Alfo .in all other 
Fruits it furpafleth all Countt ies in . the World 3 for air things multiply npd in-

£r r ia?- warm nourilhing Air, which gently inviteth all things to fpring u P , and then encreaf-

Nativity, no. them froin brought in Summer-time, when the Country -is Vexed with fuch mtolc- 
J ra ble Heats, . that all things are torched, fo that nothing then will grow * yet if tbey 
Thecaufevvhy be watered whh Water drawn before Sun«rife, by the blowing of a mild and tempe- 
£ TffiSX rate Wind, it is refrefoed, and it receives a contrary Nature : In Wintertime it is al- 
fruitful. mo ft i u ke-warm, and temperate to them that go into it. The Air here is fo tempe- 
The Air tern- rate, that when it fnoweth in other parts of Judea, and is ettream cold, the Inhabi- 
P er«e and tants , n tn j s pi ace only wear a Linen Garment. This Country is diftant from jeruja- 
mm ' Urn an hundred and fifty Furlongs, and threefcore from Jordan : and all the Ground I 
betwixt it and Jerufalem is defart and ftony * and fo likewife between it and Jordan, 
and Jfpkaltites, though it be lower Gronnd than the other. ' Thus we have fufficient- 
ly declared the Fertility of Jericho. 



CHAP. V, 
The Defeription of the Lak§ Afphaltites. 

K 

An admirable <YT is worth the labour to defcribe the Lake Afphaltites, which is Salt and uncapable 
Wi y irl 1 of feeding Fifh, yet whatever is caft into it, how weighty foever it be, it fwimmeth 
£te. above the Water 5 fothatone, though he would on purpofe, cannot fink to the bot- 
tom. Vefpdftan coming thither to fee it, took Men who could not fwim} 1 and causd 
their Hands to be bound behind them, and caft them into the midft therear* and all 
of them came up to the top of the Water, as if fome Wind had forc'd tteta front 
the bottom. Moreover, it is admirable, how this Lake thrice in every day changeth 
Colour, and (hineth diverfly, according as the Beams of the Sun fundry' ways fall up- 
on it. And in many places cafteth up pieces of black Bitumen, in greatnefs and faape 
like a Bull without a Head 5 and thefe float above the Water. They that get their L" 
living upon this Water, by gathering this Bitumen, draw it to their Boats, and it 
is fo tough and clammy, that having filled their Boats herewith, it is not eafy for 
them to get them away, but their Boat is as it were fattened, and hangeth upon the reft 
of that Mafs of bituminous Matter, till it be feparated from it by the Terms or Urine 
of a Woman. This bitumenous Matter is good to clofe the Rifts of Ships, and 
alfo to curemany Difeafes. This Lake is five hundred and eighty Furlongs long, ex- 
tending to Zoar which is in Jfrabia-? and ' it is an hundred and fifty Furlongs broad. 
The Land of ^ ear t his Lake is the Land of Sodom and Gomorrah, fome-time both Fertile and Rich 5 
SSeSe now all burnt, having been, for the Impiety of the Inhabitants, confunied with Lighr- 
ityMtim. ning and Thunder. To be ftort,one may here behold, as it were, the Reliques of that M 
Fire that by God s Appointment deftroyed the Place 5 for Dne may yet fee fome Re- 
mainders of thofe five Cities 5 and Trees and Fruits fpringing up in the Allies : which 
Fruit to the Eye feemeth like other Fruits * but if you handle them, they fall into 
Ttmi. Apt. Ames and Smoak. And fo the Hiftory of the Deftruftion of Sodom is verifi'd to the 
MP'39' Eye of them that behold it. 



C H A P. VI. 

Hop Gerafa was dejlroyed. Of Nero'/ Death, and of Galba and Otho. 



fEfpafiun defirous to befiege Jerufalem on every Side, built Caftles at Jericho, and 
T Jfdida, and left there Garifbns of the Souldiers that came to affift bim, and alfo 
, Romans with them. And he fent L. j(nnm to Gerafa, with a Body of Foot and 
L Annim ta. Horfe^ who at the firft Aflault took the City,and flew a thoufand young Men, who had 
kethGew/fl. no time tQ ^ an( j m adc whole Families Slaves, giving the Souldiers the Spoil of their 
Goods : and fo firing their Houfes, he went to other Places adjoining. They who 
were able,fled* and the weaker for t,who could not fly^were flain; and whatfoever came 
in their way they confirmed with Fire. , Thus all Places, both Mountains and Plamsj w 
being wafted and ruined with War, the Inhabitants of Jerufalem had no whither tego,

A when they defired to fly from the Zealots by whom they were kept in. And they thtm- JTvaJ^' 
felves who were againft the Romans, were alfo kept in, the City being on every Side mruT^y, 
enclofed and encompafled with the Roman Army. a'jur 'cM/rs' 

After Vefpjjian was returned to Cefarea, and with all his Army purpofed to go to Je- ^P^-^, 
rujalem, News was brought him that Nero was (lain, having reigned thirteen Years and vjwtfm iwh 
eight days. Touching whom I will not recount how he difiionour'd the Empire, com- f^Mh N< ' 
mittingthe whole Sway of all the Common- wealth to two moft wicked Men, to wit/" Cat ' 
Nmphidus and figillinus,who were of leaft worth amongft all his Freed-men : and how 
being betrayed by thefe two Men, he was forftken of all his Guards 5 and fo fled only 
with four trufty Freed- men into the Suburbs, and there kill'd himfelf : And how that 

B fomctime after they that depofed him, were punifhed for that Offence : And how the 
Wars ended in Gallia 5 and that Galba being created Emperor, returned to Rome out of GMi - 
Spain : and how he was accufed of Cowardice by the Souldiers, and by them killed in 
the Market-place, as one of bafe Condition j and how Otho was declared Emperor, and Otbo - 
led his Souldiers aga'inWVUellius : Alfo Vitelliits his Trqubles in his Fight before the viuliw, 
Capitol: And how Antotiins Primus, and Mutiamts flew Vitellius, and fo appeafed the 
German Troops and the Civil War. Of all thefe I have forborn to fpeak, becaufe I 
prefume both the Greeks and Romans have written thefe things at. large 5 yet I have 
briefly recapitulated this to continue my Hiftory. 

After Vefpajian heard this News, jie deferred the Siege of Jerufalem, expe&'mg who VtfttfM&ckt- 

C fhould be created Emperor after Nero. And when he was certified that Galba reign- fo)^^ 
cd, he determined to do nothing, but lie quiet till fuch time as he flbould write to him/ff 8 
his Mind, whether he would have him proceed in the War againfl: the Jews. And he fent 
to him His Son Titus, both to falute him, and alfo to know his Pleallirc concerning the 
Jews. Likewife, King Agrippa went with Titus for the fame Caufe to Galba. But as 
they were palling by Achaia with long Ships in Winter-time, as the Cuftom is, News 
was brought that Galba was flain, having reigned feven Months and feven Days ; Af- 
ter whom fucceeded Otho, who governed the Empire three Months. Jtgrippa not dif- Galbtn flaio, 
mayed with this Alteration, ftill kept on his Journey to Rome. But7//«/ (as God and ot . h 0 £°* 
would have it) returned from Maia to Syria, and fo to Cefarea to'his Father. They mnC 

D both were in fufpencu what would enfue, and who fhould be Emperor, the Empire 
being fo full of trouble ; and fo they neglefted the War againft the Jews, fearing for 
their own Country, and therefore thinking it an unfit time to invade Strangers. . 



CHAP. VII. 

Of Simon of Gerafa, Author of a new Confpiracy. 

E "FN the mean time a new War broke out at Jerufalem among the Jews 5 For there 
1 was one Simon the Son of Giora, born in Gerafa, young in Years, and inferior to 
John in Subtilty, who now already had gotten the Dominion over the City 5 yet in Vi- 
gor and Boldnefs exceeded John. ThhSimon having been for this Caufe alfo driven out 
of the Country of Airabatena, where he was Governour, by the means of Avamtt the 
High-Prieft, came to the Thieves that feized upon Maffada. At his firft coming he was simm of 
fofofpefted by the Thieves, that they only permitted him, and the Women that came >'•»/'' reports to 
with him, to dwell in the lower part of the Caftle, and they themfelves kept the higher tlieT,lkm ' 
part: yet afterwards his Manners and Behaviour was fuch, that they put Confidence in 
him, and he became their Captain always when they went tofpoil and robany part of 

F ,he Country about Maflda. After which he did all he could to perfwade them to 
attempt greater Matters 5 fqr being defirous of Rule, after he heard that Ananuswas 
dead, he departed into the high Placesof the Country,and with the Voice,asof a Crier, 
proclaimed, That all Bond flaves that would follow him, fhould have their Liberty, and simm affcm- 
all others fliould be richly Rewarded s, by which means hegathered together all the wick- !f ct,, . i,,1 Rob * 
ed and defperate People in the Country. And having now a confiderable Army, he mounting 
robbed and fpoiled all the Towns and Villages thereabout 3 and his Number daily en- PMc «- 
creafmg, he alfo prcfumed to come into the plain Countries : fo that now Cities (rood 
in awe of him, and many confiderable Perfons, fearing him for his ftrength and profjie- 
rous Succtfs, joined with him. So that his Army did not only confift of Thieves and 

G Slaves, but many People of the Country came to him, reverencing him as thiir Prince 
and King ^ and they made Excurfions into the Toparchy of Jcubatena, and into the 

greater 
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fi re iter Idumea For he had Fortified a Town called Nain, wall'd about, which he ufed H 
T; t nxr oj ««p or ' h - 1s ft clreat And in the Valley called P^m», he made many Caves, and found 
E ct$V many already made, and in thefe Cavtshe kept his Treafure, and the Booties he got : 
mtivitu 71. .,if 0 ^1 Fruits of the Earth that he robbed and ftole, there he laid up in Store 5 as al- 
^y-Y^J ^ Ammunilion f or m3 ny Companies. And now no Man doubted, but that being thus 
furnifoed « iih Men and Ammunition, he would go to Jerufalem; The Zealots fearing 
this and defirous to prevent him, who they fa vv every day encreafed his Number, and 
grew more potent againft them> they armed many of their Company, and went out 
The Fight be to meet him. Simon was not daunted at this, but boldly encountred them, and gave 
t«ccn simon them p 0 fi m p a Battel, that he flew many of them in Fight, and forced the reft to retire 
£ theZca " themfclvesintotheTownj yet not having Men fufficient, he would not befiege the I 
Town, but firft of all he purpofed to fubdue Idumea 3 and fo,accompanied with 2ooco 
armedMen, he hafted towards the Borders thereof. 

The Princes of Idumea underftanding this, prefently aflembled five and twenty thou- 
fand armed Men 3 and leaving at Home fufficient Garifons to defend their Country 
againft the Sicarii, who held the Fortrefs of Maffada 3 they, accompanied with thefe 
Forces,went out,and expected Simon's coming into the Borders of their Country,whcre 
having met him, they joined Battel, and fought a whole day : yet. it appeared not which 
Part got the Victory. Then Simon returned to Nam, and the Idumeans Home. Not 
long after &«<w,witba greater Army than before,aftaulted the Borders of their Coun- 
try, and pitching his Tents in a Village called Thecue, he fent one of his Companions, K 
named Eleazer, to them that kept the Caftle Berodittm, not far from that place, to fol- 
licit them to yield it to him. The Garifon there prefently received him into the Caftle, 
not knowing the Caufe of his coming. But fo foon as he began to perfwade them to 
Treafon, they drew their Swords to kill him 3 and he not having any place to fly to, 
£favv « caft himfelf from off the Caftle-Wall into the Valley beneath, and fo died. 
Fdiou,cartech j ne U !ima ns fomething fearing Simons Forces, before they would offer him Battel, 
! ,imf 1Lo ,C £ thought beft to efpie what number of Men he had : to effect which Bufineft, one Jucob, 
•nSncli, and a Captain among them, offered himfelf, meaning indeed tobetray his Country 10 Simon. 
• prefently died. So d e p artl ng f rom Olurus, where the Idumean Forces were affembled,he went to S imon, 
he Be-" and promifed him to betray his Country to him, receiving of him an Oath, that for re- L 
traycr of his war< j 0 f t hj s Deed,he mould be always next in Dignity to Simon himfelf,and fo he pre- 
Cour,cry. promifed to help to fubdueall idumea. For this Caufe he was welcome to Simon, 

and fes.ftcd liberally, and had great Promifesif he performed that which he offered 3 and 
then returned to the Idumeans 3 and feigned that Simons Army was far greater than in- 
deed it was. And fo terrifying the Qovernours of his Country ,and the People, he, by 
little and little, perfwaded them to receive Simon i and without any more Fight to yield 
to him the Sovcraign Authority over them. 

Jacob ftudying to bring this his Purpofe to pafs, privily fent MeUengers to Simon, 
willing him to come with his Forces, and promifing him to diffipate the Idumeans for „ 
him 3 which he alfo did. For when Simon's Amy drew near, he firft of all got upon M 
his Horfe, and together with his Aflbciates that Were partakers of his Treafon, fled to 
the Enemy. Then Fear fell on the Idumeans 5 and every one, without any more ado, 

sum beyond Thus S/««w,againft his own expectation, entred Idumea without Bloodftied : and firft 
ailcxpeam- 0 f a jl afiauhing a little Village called Chebron, he took it, and in it an exceeding great 
°m Soif ' Booty, a great quantity of Corn, and many F ruits 3 all which he carried away. The 
Lioodfhed. Inhabitants report that this Chebron is not only more ancient than all Cities of that 
Land, but alfo than Memphis in Egypt 3 for they affirm it to have been built 2300 
mm an an- Years fince. They alfo fay, that this was the Place where Abraham the Father of the 
c[ \ m C 5' J cws d welt ' a ^ ter ne fofook Mefopotamia 3 and that his Pofterity departed from hence N 
SlS C Houfc to Esypt. Indeed there are yet feen Monuments in the City, richly wrought in fine 
WJS - Marble. . 

a Turpentine- Six Furlongs from the Town there is an exceeding high Turpentine-Tree, wnicli 
Tree that hath tney a ft rm l0 h ave endured ever fince the Creation of the World, until this day. 
finccthe cr«- Simon having obtained this Place, from hence invaded all Idumea, and not only rob- 
tion of the bed and fpoiled all the Towns and Cities thereof, but alfo wafted and deftroyed much ot 
WctId - the Country 3 for, befides his Army, there followed him forty thoufand Men 3 fo that 
hi could not find Victuals for fuch a Multitude. Moreover, befides this Calamity that 
he brought upon Idumea, heexercifed great Cruelty and Outrage upon the Country, 
and caufed great Spoil therein. And, as after great Swauns of Locufts, the Trees and u 
Woods aredifpoiled: fo whercfoever Simon had been, all the Country was left dcfo ^ te j 
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A And either by Fire, or by ruinating Places where he came, or dfc by treading'upon tho^Kjr> 
Com- Fields with the Feet of his Army, or by deftroying fuch as they found, they 
nothing ftanding or growing, either in Field or in Town 3 and only by palling thorovv ' £h 4'' 
fertile Places, he made the Fields harder than barren Ground, and left no fign, in r>kcv$- m p^' 
which he had deftroyed, that ever they had been tilled. simot f\>n\kA 

Hereat the Zealots were again animated againft him, yet durft they not fight \vithl , !, Af ' w "' 
him in open Field j but placing Ambuflies in the way he was to pafi, they took' Smo»\ £ 
Wife, and many of her Servants, and fo came again into the City, rejoicing as 'though vvift ' 
they .had taken Simon himfelf: . For they perfwaded themfclves, rhat ■■Simon would 
prefently lay down Arms, and come in humble manner to entreat them to reftofe him 

B his Wife. But Simon was not moved with Companion for the lofsof his Wife, but with 
Fury : and coming to the Walls of Jcrufalem, like a cruel Beaft that had been wounded, 
and could not come to them that hurt him, he killed all he met. And taking them 
that went out of the City to gather Herbsand Wood, he caufed them to be whip'd to 
deathjwhether they were young or old j This Cruelty feemed only wanting in llim,that 
he did not eat the Flelh of the dead Bodiet. Alfo he took many and cut off their Hands, 
and fo fent them into the City, thereby to terrify his Enemies, and to caufe the People' 
to abandon the Zealots 3 and he bad them tell the Citizens, that except they prefent- 
ly reftored his Wife to him, he fwore by God who governed all, that he would 
break down their .Walls,, and all he found in the City after that fafliion, and that 

C he would fpare no. Age, nor refptft the Innocent more than the Guilty. Thefe his The Zealots 
Threats did not only terrify the People, but alfo the Zealots, infomuch that they fent fenc * ba ? k si * 
him his Wife again 3 and fo. his Anger being fomewhat affwaged, he ceafed a while " w ' s w,fc ' 
from his Murders. 



CHAP. VIII. 

Of Galba, Otho, Vitellius and Vefpafian, 

D

There was no end of robbing and (polling rich Mens Houfes, and of flaughtering both 
Men and Women 3 and to kill Men and Women was but a paftime. And having 
with Blood bedew'd their Prey, and without all fear gotten what they liked, they now 
began to luft after Women : yea, they became effl mi nate and lafeivious, they curl their 
Hair, and clothed themfelves in Womens Apparel, and anointed themfelves with fweet 
Ointments, that their Beauty might be pleafing and alluring 3 they now not only imi- 
tate the Attireof Proftitutes, but alfo their Irapudency, and became fo (hamelefs, thattf 
they thirfted after unnatural Pleafures, as tho Jeruftlem were become a Stews, and 
fo profaned the whole City with their execrable Impurities. Yet tho they effeminated 
their Faces, their Hands were prone to Bloodihed 5 and tho they lived in ignominious 
Manners, as People given over to Pleafure, yet could they quickly become Warriors, 
and in the Habits of Women, drawing their Swords, they killed whomfoever they met.

The Difcord Furthermore, the Army of John began to be divided, for all the Idumeans feparated 
zeiSTa!? tnem f elves fr° m tne otner People, and there arofe a Mutiny againft the Tyrant, partly L 
tiicidumems. through envy of his Power, partly through hatred of his Cruelly 5 and foafiaulting 
him, they flew many of the Zealots, and compelled the reft to fly into the King's Houfe, 
built by Grapt a, Father of font, King of Adiabena. The Id umeans alfo broke in thither 
with them,and drave them from thence into the Temple, and feized upon John s Trea- 
fure 3 for John lived in the Palace, and had carried thither all his Spoils. Then thofe 
Zealots that were difperfed in the City, came to thofe that were in the Temple, and 
John purpofed to fend them againft the Townfmen and the Idumeans. But they feared 
not fo much their Forces, (altho they knew them to be the better Warriors) as they 
did, left now being defperate, they Ihould fteal out of the Temple in the Night, and fo 
(lay them, and fire the City. Wherefore aflembling themfelves, they deliberated with M 
the Priefts how to avoid their Affaults : but it pleated God to turn their own Counfel 
to their deftruflion, and that they (hould provide a Remedy of Safety far worfe than 
Death it (elf For to depofe John, they devifed to introduce Simon, and, as it were; to 
intreat another to tyrannize over them. This Counfel was thought beft, and Matthi- 
as the Prieft was fent to Simon (of whom before they flood in great fear) to requeft 
him to come into the City. With him alfo came fueh as had fled from zpernfalw for 
fear of the Zealots, intreating him in like manner, becaufe they defired to return to 
sim, enters their Wives, and Families. So he entred into the City proudly, promifing them to be 
^«Armyr iheirDeliverer ' and aU the Pe0 P ,e made Acclamations as he entred into the City, 
* that he was their Preferver. Simon being now within the City, prefently deliberated N 
with thofe about him to eftablifti his Dominion, thinking as well thofe that called him 
into the City, as thofe againft whom he was Called* his Enemies. $ohn, and the Zea- 
lots with him, finding no way to come out of theTemple,and having loft all that he had 
in the City, (for Simon and his Followers, at their entrance, took all that belonged to 
slmon affaults him) began now todefpairof his Safety. And Simon, being aflifted by the Citizens, 
the Temple, alTaultedthe Temple 3 and the Zealots placing themfelves upon the Porches, and in 
XoSit.

T that time Rome alfo fuffered the Evils of Civil War 3 for ViteUius was now arri- v\tt\&u* en- 

ved out of Germany with his Army, bringing befides them an infinite multitude ZymRm'' 

with him 3 fo that his Army was fo great, that the Places appointed for quartering his 
Souldiers could not contain it 3 inforauch that his Army occupied all the whole City, 
C and every Houfe was filled with Souldiers. And they beholding the Romans Wealth 
greater than ever they faw any, and admiring their abundance of Gold and Silver, not 
able to contain themfelves, began to rob and kill every one that fought to hinder them. 
And this was the eftate of the Affairs in Italy. Vefpafian- having wafted all about Jeru- 
falem, returned to Cefared, where he underftood the Troubles at Rome,md how ViteUius Vtfffla knew 
was Emperor. Hereat, tho he knew as well to obey, as to be obeyed 3 yet he was how t0 /£* 
moved with Indignation, and difdaihed to call him Lord, who had invaded the Empire, Sobey. 
being deftitute of a Ruler. And much grieved hereat, he could not conceal his Grief, 
nor follow the Wars againft Strangers, whilft his own Country was fo endangered. But 
the diftance between him and Rome did as much reprefs him, as Angerincited him to 
D feek Revenge 5 for he confident that Fortune might caufe many Alterations before he 
could get to Rome, efpec'ially it being Winter: and fo he thought to bridle his Wrath, 1 
which yet daily encreafed.

Vefpaftiin returned by 
g BtryUwt to Cefarea j where many- ' Emlxtfladors came to him, offering him Crowns, 
and applauding and rejoicing at his good Fortune 5 they Came out of Syria, and all 
other places thereabout. Thence came' alto Mutiams Gbvernout of Syria, who 
brough tiding how joyfully all the People received him for their Emperor, and had 
fworn Obedience to him, So allithings falling out profperoufly on Vefpafian'* fide, and 
Fortune feconding what ha defired, he began to think with himfelf it was God's 
Providence he was made Emperor, and brought tothatEftate.

T T THen Vefpafian came to Alexandr/a,ntf?s was brought to him of what was done at 
V V R° me ' And Embafladors came to him from all parts of the World to congratu- 
late him.

To be (hort,all was confumed with Fire about the Temple, and the City was levelled 
and made plain ground to fight in, and the Corn burnt that might have fufficed for ma- 
ny Years 5 by which means they were reduced by a Famineof their own making, which 
could not have been brought upon them, had they not caufed it themfelves. The Ci-

This was &etoccafionof great fear and terror among them all, and the more, be- 
caufe it was now tio time to confiilt, and no time left of accommodation, or flight, to 
them that defined it : For all Places were kept, and the Rebels within kill'd whoever 
they perceived well-wimers to the Romans,or did endeavour to fly to them,as common 
Enemies. However thefe wicked Perfons agreed in this, to put the juft Men to death, 
who beftdefervedtolive. Day and Night nothing could be heard but the noife of them u 
that fought one againft another 5 yet the condition of them that lived in perpetual 
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A fear was far more miferable, who every day had new Caufes and Occafions of Sorrow 

given them, yet durft they not publickly lament for fear 5 and fo not daring t6wj£ r £f 
ftiew their Grief, they fecretly forrowed : no Man obferved any Reverence to them a f tir . ' 
that were alive amongft them,nor took any care to bury the Dead. The Caufe of both N ^r^Lk 
which was, that every Man defpaired of himfelf. For whofoever were not joined Lamentation 
with the Seditious, grew to be carelefs of all things, as making account prefently to ftJSS!^ ' 
die a thoufand Deaths. But the Seditious gathering the dead Bodies upon heaps, con- 
tinued their fighting, ahd trod upon them ? and, as it were, encouraged themfelves by 
the Dead under their Feet, they became more cruel, ftill deviling new Statngems one 
againft another, and immediately executing whatever they devifed, without any com- 

B migration * omitting no kind of Murder, and leaving no Cruelty unpraftifed \ fo that The cruelty of 
John prophan'd the holy Things of the Temple, and made them Engines of War. For •J'S" 5 
formerly the Priefts and People had determined to undcr-prop the Temple, and build 
it twenty Cubits higher 3 and King Agrippa, with great Labour and Expence, had fent 
them in Timber for that purpofe from Mount Lihanus. VVhich being put off by the 
Warsj John took the Timber and made ufe of it : for that Defign he erected a Tower to 7*, made ufc 
fight againft thoft that affaulted him from off the Temple: and this Tower he buile of thc w°°4> 
along the Wall over againft the Chapter-Houfe that ftandeth on the Weft-fide of the jg 
Temple *, for he could build it in no other place fo conveniently. And having thus im- engines on. 
pioufly furniftied himfclf with Engines, he hoped hereby to havedeftroy'd his Enemies. 

C But God made his Labour in vain, and before he could prevail againft them, brought the 
Romans againft the City. *' 

For after that Titm had gathered together part of his Army, and ordered thc reft The order of 
to moet him at Jeru/akm, he departed from Qefarea, having three Legions that Tm * 
lately, under the Condua of his FatmFefpaJian, had wafted all Judea, and the twelfth 
Legion that fometime under Ceftius were overcome, and put to flight by the Jews : who 
being valiant enough of themfelves, were impatient to be imployed again againft the 
Jews, to revenge themfelvbs of their former difgrace. Titus commanded the fifth Le- 

gion to meet him at Jerufalem, artd to march by Emmaus, and the tenth Legion 
y Jericho 5 the reft he took With himfelf, accompanied with the King's Forces that 
D came to help him, having been reinforced with confiderable Supplies out of Syria. Titus 
alfo brought Forces with hirt to fupply the number that was wanting!, which Forces # 
were fent by Vtfpayjan under MutiaM into hafy 5 for he brought two thoufand feleft 
Men from the Legion at AlUcattdria^mA three thoufadd followed him from Euphrates, 
together with Tiberius Alexander his chiefeft Friend, and one next him in Authority, 
who before was Governour of Egypt, and thought a fit Man to be Governour of the 
Army 3 for that he was thelifft trratemeriata'd the Emperor, being new ele&ed, and 
join'd faithfully with him before he knew ,what Succefs he (hould have ; he was prefent 
with him in all his Affairs as his chiefcftCouhftlldrj and was renowned both for his 
Wifdom and Experience., ,. ..,■<<'..

Yield without any further ado h for Titus underftood (and it was true) that the Peo- 
So- 3 Pie defircd Peace, but were overpowered by the Seditious, and fo durft not attempt 
the People J nv lhin „ runs riding along the High- way that went to the Walls, faw no Man 5 but 
turning afide toward the tower P/ephimu with his Horfemen, an infinite number 
prefently iffned out by the Towers of Women, at a Gate oppofite to Helen s Tomb 5 
broke his Guard of Horfemen into two parts, and advancd to hinder thole Horfemen I 
that were yet in the High- way, from joining with the reft that had croft the Way, by 
which means they had divided Ito/from the reft of his Company, infomuch that he 
could proceed no further for the Ditch of the Town- Wall on one fide, and for the 
Garden-Pales on the other fide: and there was no way for him to return unto his boul- 
Tlm in dm. diers, the Enemies being between him and home. Many of his Sou diers not knowing 
their General was in danger, but fuppofing him amongft them, ftill fled away. Ittus 
feeing that he had only his own Valour to truft to, turned his Horfe againft his Ene- 
mies/and with a loud Voice exhorted his Followers to do the like 5 and fo he brake vi- 
nm figiiceth olently imo the m idft 0 f them, hafting to get^ unto his Company. It was evident at 
hSnS that time, that God giveth the Viftory, and" hath a particular care of Kings, Princes K 
and Emperors. For notwithftanding that an infinite nnmber of Darts and Arrows 
were (hot at Titus, and he had no Armour at all (for as we have already faid, he came 
to view, not to fight) yet had he not one Wound, but all paft him 3 as though pvur- 
pofely every one had ftriven to mifs him. But Titus with his Sword made way, cut 
down many that oppofed themfelves againft him, and with his Horfe paft over them. 
The Tews feeing Titus his Valour, cried out and exhorted one another to fet upon 
Puts hi* Ene- him j but whitherfoever he turned, the>ws fled, and would not abide by it : Likewife 
m i« co flight, thofe Sou idi ers that were with him, encompafled him round. For every Man s Hope 
S^Tta lay in charging through with Vitus, before they were clofed in and oppreffed. Two of 
c4- t h e ro0 ft valiant among them were (lain, the Horfe of the one was killed wfth his Ma- L 
fter but the other's Horfe was taken with the Jews. But Titus and the reft came fate 
into the Camp. And thus the Jews being fuccefsful at firft,, were mightily encouraged, 
and that encouragement being of moment, made them confident, or rather rain, along 
time after.

THE Legion that was to pafs by Emmu&,hmg joined to the reft of the Army over 
Night, CeCar the next Morning removed, and came to Scopes, where he had a 
full view of the City and Temple on the Ndrth part, the Ground i adjoining unto the 
City being very low, and not improperly called 6>o/w, being diftantfeven Furlongs 
TUtfs camp f rom tne City : in that Quarter Titus commanded two Legions to encamp themlelves, 
tSiSt and the fifth Legion to retire three Furlongs off, to the intent.that the SouWiers who 
were weaned with travelling all Night, might eritrench themfelves without fear or 
danger. No fooner had they begun their Work, but prefently, the tenth Legion came, N 
who were to pafs by Jericho -, which Vefpafhm had already' fubdued, and placed a 
Garifon there. This Legion was commanded to encamp, fix; Furlongs from feruja- 
lem, near Mount Olivet, on the Eaft part of the City, and is enclofed with * deep 
Valley called Ctdron.

Thus bang aflembled they exhorted one another 5 and betaking themfelves to .heir ffi*f 
Arms, they fed out of the City, firft upon the tenth Legion, and with a great fliout $f f£$ 
fet upon the Romans that were entrenched in the Valley. The Romans being all 7a ' 
at work in the Trenches, and moft of them having laid down their Weapons ( pre- fefdJzV 
fuming the Jews durft not have made any Alley by reafon of the variance amoneft * m the ««" 
themfelves) were fo much furprized, that great part of them immediately fled 5 forae™" 5, 
of them ftood to their Arms, but were (lain before they could get into a pofture of 
Defence. The number of the Jews was daily encreafed by their firft Succefs • and 
tho yet their Number was but (mall, ihey thought themfelves many, and fo did the 
B Romans think them too, becaufe of their good Fortune. The Romans who always 
obfervc Military Difcipline were that time, by their fudden alTaulting' fo troubled, 
they obferved no order, and fled : yet whenfoever they turned ag^in upon them that 
followed them, they eafi y wounded the Jews, partly becaufe their eaiterncfi was 
luch,that they did not much fetk to defend themfelves, infomuch that they edfily ftayed 
the Jews from purfuing them Vet the number of them that purfued them fall in- The jew 
creating, they were much difordered, and at laft forced to forfake the Field and leave drive thc Ro " 
their T ems ; and the whole Legion had been in great danger, had not Titm upon the S cZ 
News thereof fpeedily relieved them, and upbraiding their Cowardlinefs, recalled 
them from flight 5 who with them, and the chofen Men he brought, encountering the 
C Jews on one fide, flew many of them, wounded divers, put the reft to flight and forced 
them into the Valley. The Jews being now in the lower Ground, and having endured 
much at the Romans Hands, fince Fortune frowned upon them, turned again and The Fight of

A little after Mid-day* Titus guarding the reft with thofe that he brdught to fuc- 
cour them, and placing others to prevent the Excurfionsof the Jews, commanded the 
reft to entrench themfelves in the top of the Mountain. The Jews thought the Ro- 
mans had fled } and their Sentinel upon the Walls, making a (ign ro them by Ihaking 
his Garment up and down, a great multitude of them ran violently upon ihe Romans 
Das though they had been favage Beafts, fo that none of their Enemies were able to 
withftand them, but as though they had been ftricken with fome Engine * fo all of 
them were diverfly fcattered and forced to fly into' the Mountain. But Vitus on the The Romans 
fide of the Mountain remained with but few with him s, notwithftanding his Friends* V e difpfrfed 
who for their love to their Emperor ftaid with hito,and abode the Danger, did eafneft- 
ly perfwade him to fly from the Jews who dt fperately charged them, and not to endan- «>* Mountain, 
ger himfelf for them, who ought rather to abide it than he : That he mould think up- 
on his Quality and Condition, who was not a private Souldier, but General of them 
all, and Lord of the whole World,and not abide where there was fuch danger. But he 
pretended he heard them not, oppofed himfelf againft them that alfaulted him ftri- 
E king them upon the Faces, killed thofe that made refiftance, and purfued the reft down 
the Hill, and forced them to retire. The Jews were amazed at his Valour, yet did notm*. Valour 
Hy into the City, but avoided him on both fides, and fled into the Valley* and he a 8 ainft < hc 
purfuing them, hindred their flight. In the mean time thofe that were encamping Jcws ' 
above, leeiflg their Comrades beneath put to flight, fled likewif.-, thinking themfelves 
not able to refift the Jews, and imagining that Titm was likewife fled, tor had they 
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Ilgmhed it unto the whole Legion. Whereupon the Romans turning again, and up- mm ' 
F braiding one another for deferting their Emperor in fuch danger, they rallied, aiid 
came with all the violence they could upon the Jews, and driving them down the 
Mountains, forced them to retire; yet the Jews fought in their retreat, and feeing the The j fws ffehc

\Uring the interroiffion of the Foreign Wars,they fell to their former Sedition again, 
_J which caufed Civil Wars among them, And againft the Feaft of Unleavened- 
bread, which is the fourteenth day of April, (for upon this day the Jews fay that they 
were delivered out of the Bondage of Egypt ) ffenwr and his Companions opened the 
Gates, to the intent that all that would might come in to adore nnd do their Dcvoti- 1 
7„hn enterethon. But John ufed this Feftival-day as a means to effeft his Deceit } and caufed many 
£jnnerTcm- of his Company, that were unknown, to enter in among the People, with Weapons 
pk, and puts ^der their Garments, giving them charge, when they wereentred, to poffefs thtm- 
flight! 3 t0 (elves of the Temple j and fo fpon as they were within, they cart off their Garments, and 
(hewed themfelves in Armour. Prefently a great Tumult arofe within the Temple 3 
for all the People that were not of the Sedition, thought themfelves betrayed, and the 
Zealots thought the Treafon only praftifed to prejudice them 5. fo that leaving the 
Gate which they kept before, and leaping down from the Tower, without offering to 
fight, they fled into the Vaults of the Temple. The People flock about the Altar, and 
others were driven with them into the Temple, and killed with Clubs and Swords, and k 
troden under-fopt. Many were (lain upon private hatred, under pretence of tiding 
with the Enemy, And whofpever formerly had offended any of thofe Traitors, he 
was put to death„ as though h? had been one of the Zealots. But they who had cru- 
tily raged againft the Innocent, gave the Wicked leifure to efcape out of thofe Caves, 
a threefold whereby they had no harm : and having gotten the inner part of the Temple, and all 
Sedition divi- belonging thereunto, they did more confidently than before fight againft Simon, Thus 
dedfoto tw0 t |^ e sedition that was before divided into three parts, was now reduced into two.

The Jews Stratagem againfi the Roman Souldiers. 

Bout this time the Jews devifed this Stratagem againft the Romans. The moft 
^ X couragious among the feditipus People, went out unto the Places called the Wo- 
men's Towers, and pretended to be driven thither by that Party in the City that delirtd 
Peace •> and that fearing the Romans, they were come thither for (helter s others got 
upon the Walls,.and pretended themfelves Citizens, they called out for Peace, and defi- 
red their Friendfhip, promifing to throw open their Gates that the Romans might en- 
ter' : and whim they were fo doing, they threw Stones at their Companions aforefaid, 
pretend jrjg ( to drive them, from the Gates. They pretend likewife great earneftnefsN 
and importunity to the People for their Confent* and as if that had fiul'd, they feem'd to 
endeavour to force their paflage to the Gates, fbmetimes advancing as if they would 
have gone off to the Romans, and then again retreating as Men in great trouble and 
The Alacrity confufion. The Romans perceived not their Defign, but feeing the Seditious ready 
of the Roman t0 £,u into their hands, and the People (as they thought) ready to open the Gates, pre- 
souidiers con- ^ in poft hartet0 have emere a int0 t h e City. But Titus fufpefted their' Kindneis, 



Command, as feeing no reafon for it. For the day before, having by Jefiph offered ihcm Perrc, 
he perceived their Minds far from any fuch Thoughts : Wherelore he commanded 
the Souldiers to keep their Quarters and not remove ; yet fomeof them, npf e/w'.rd 
to work in the Trenches, taking their Weapons, ran unto the Gates '■, and (he- Ji.iv:; who 0 
feemed to be driven out of the City, fled in appearance, but at lafi v> hen they e;urr iu»to 
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A the G.ites of the Tower, faced about and encompafled the Romans, and aflaulted them "^C^l 
upon their backs 5 and they that were upon the Walls caft all kind of Darts and Stones wluVl 
upon them, fo that they flew many, and wounded more > for it was not feafy to efcape, -/>«- chip,' 
being aflaulted both behind and before. Moreover, they were confeious that they A '<^>"- 
had offended, and in fear of being punifhed, caufed them to refift the moreftoutly* 
fo that after a long Conflict, and many Wounds given and received, at laft the Romans The victory of 
were worfted, and the Jews purfued them to Herod's Monument. And having done d,Cj f cws - 
them much mifchief, the Jews returned with great joy, deriding the Romans for being 
fo eafily deceived, lifting up their Shields and Bucklers by way of exaltation. 

The Roman Souldiers were highly threatned by their Captains, and Cefar accofted 
B them with this Speech : The Jews led only with declaration, do all things with Advice and of^sfharp 
Counfil, devifing Deceits: and Fortune favoureth their Practices, becaufe they are orderly ^? ntohh 
and true one to another. But the Romans ( whom for their Obedience and D/fcipline, Fortune bom,ets ' 
was wont formerly to favour) do contrariwife offend herein, and for their raflj and nnad- 
vifed fighting, are overcome : and which is rvorji of all, in Cefar's Prefence offering to fight 
without Orders, contrary to Military Law and Difcipline 5 which I am fure my Father will 
he nnfatkficd to hear. For he who from his Infancy hath been trained up in Arms, never 
offended in this fort. And what fjjull we fay to our Law,that puniffuth the leafl Difobedience 
with Death, when our whole Army difobcy the Emperors Command ? But, fays he, they who 
fo arrogantly have difobeyed our Command, fiall prefently under/land that among the Ro- 
C mans, h/tiory againfi the General's Command is but Infamy. Titus having thus fpoken in Tl,e Ro "» rf 
Anger, declared what he would do, and how he purpofed to punifti them. Which (track kS^Xt 
them fo deeply, they look d upon themfelves as defperate, and People appointed to die. their Feiiowj 
But all the other Legions flocked about Titus, befought him to pardon their Fellow- inArm '' 
Souldiers, and to remit therafhnefs of fome few, for the Obedience of the reft, afl'uring 
him that their future Valour fhould be a Recompence for this their Offence. Whereupon 
Ccftr was pacified, partly thinking it mofl: profitable, partly to gratify the reft * for 
he purpofed to punifh one Man only,but to rebuke all, and fignify his Difpleafure* and 
fo he was reconciled to his Souldiers, ftriftly charging them to be wifer for the fu- 
ture : after which he devifed how he might be revenged on the Jews. When all the 
D Ground between the Walls of J erufalem and his Army was in four days made plain j 
Titus being deflrous to conduft the Baggage, and the reft of the Multitude in faftty, 
placed the beft of his Men in good order,and caufed them to march from the North- 
part of the City unto the Weft, along by the Walls of the City, placing his Foot in 
the Front, his Horfe in the Rear, and between them both, the Archers, whereby the 
Jews were difabled to make any Salley. Titus his Souldiers being thus difpofed, the 
Baggage of the three Legions and the Multitude pafled along without any interruption. 
ka&Titus himfelf being advanced within two Furlongs of the City^ Walls, pitched How *" d Jn 
his Tent againft the Angle that is called Pfephims, where the compafs of the I Wall j£ tSeLf 
from the North bends into the Weft : the other part of the Army intrenched it felfW** 
& againft that part of the Wall that is called Hipp/cos, diftant in like manner two Fur- 
longs from the City. But the tenth Legion remained upon Mount Olivet where it was 
before.

fin ?heCity could never havebeen taken by force, had he finiftied that Wall as he be- 
can 5 it being built twenty Cubits long, and ten Cubits broad, with hard Stone, which 
could neither eafily be undermined, nor battered with Engines: and this Wall was 
built ten Cubits high, and no doubt had been raifed higher, had not the Liberality 
of the Founder been checked. Yet afterwards by the Jews induftry the fame Wall 
was raifed twenty Cubits high 5 the Battlements hereof were two Cubits highland 
the Tower three Cubits, and in all it was twenty-four Cubits high, as before. Upon 
the Wall were three Towers, twenty Cubits broad, and twenty Cubits high, built 
four-fquare, very ftrong, and of as firm a Foundation as the Wall it felf, which for M 
the Building and fair Stone, was not inferior to the Temple above. Within this 
ftrona Tower, which reacheth twenty Cubits high, . were Rooms for Men to lodg in, 
and Cifterns to receive Rain- Water, and large turning Stairs to every Room in it: 
The third and this third Wall had fourfcore and ten of 'theft Towers, and between every Tower 
wall had 50 were two hundred Cubits fpace. The middle Wall had fourteen Towers, and the old 
TowerS ' Wall had threefcore 5 and the coropafs of the whole City was three and thirty Fur- 
longs.

Juft oppohte to this was the 
Tower Hippicos b and near unto it were other two, that King [Herod builded upon the

was folid,and not hollow within : and above this a Porch ten Cubit's hi^h, decked with: 
Turrets and Pinnacles. Over the midft of this Porch he built anbther.Towex, diftinv 
B guidred into goodly Rooms and goodly Baths, that itfhould not wanfc any thing nefcef-- 
fary for a Prince : on the top it was, beautified with Turrets and Pinnacles, fo. that: aUw,, 
its height was almoft ninety Cubits : And it refembled the Tower Pbn&.at ^lexan^cM^^: 
dria, wherein continual Light is kept to guide the Seamen that fail thither, but this 
was of greater circumference. In this Houfe at that time S,imon lodged^ and tyran- 
nized over the People. The third Tower was,according to the Queen's Name, called 
Marianne, the Wife of Herod, twenty Cubits high, all folid, and other twenty Cu- 
bits broad, having more mngnificent and; beautiful Houfes and Lodgings than the reft. 
For the King thought it meet that the Tower called by his Wife's Hume,, Ihould be 
more beautiful than the other who only bear the Names, of Men, ; but they were 
C ftronger than this that bare the Name of a Woman. This Tower was in all fifty five a

Thefe three Towers were of great hcignf,yet by.reafon of their fitUatiort they feemed 55 " " 8 ' 
far higher j for the old Wall whereon they were built, was placed on high ground, 
and the top of the Hill whereupon they ftood was above thirty Cubits high; whereby, 
their height was much encreadd. The Rich nefi alfo ; was . admirable: for it was not. 
ordinary Stone,, but all white Marble, every Stone being twenty -Cubits long, ten 
Cubits broad, five Cubits thick, and all lb ingeniously contrived, that rcvery Stone 
by it felf feemed a Tov/er* and every Tower feemed to be but one Stone. Thefe 
were placed on the North- fide of the City 5 and adjoining to them -within the City 
I)was the King's Palace, furpafling all that can be fpoken of itj being: for greatnefc 
and excellent Work to be compared to the richeft Buildings in the World. It was 
compared about with a Wall thirty Cubitshigh, adorned with goodtyTowers round 
about, every one of like diftance from other, beautified with dwelling Houfes andTlicKingV 
Lodgings for an hundred ,of the Nobility. The variety.of the Marbteiit was built with* Pdlace " 
at was admirable, for there; was no fort, how rare or coftjy foevgr, but was there. The 
Ceiling of the Rooms» for the length of thejBcamsand the.Beauty thereof pafled all;cr#^ 
dit j and then their Number, and Richnefs of their Furniture was extraordinary, . via 
every Room there were many VelTelsof Gqld and Silver»an<i many Porches jdundabbiMj 
one anfwerable unto another, and Pillars in every one. There werd many pleafant 
E Walks with divers Trees, andmany Alleys with Fountains and Waterworks, and Gjt 
fterns adorned with Brazen Images, from which ran out yVater, and abtjut the ;Wat«# 
many Dove-houfes full of tame Pigeons. But it is impo(TiWe fufficietttlyt to declare the 
Riches and Beauty of the Kings Palace, and a grief to think what goodly things and ti« King's Pal 
how rich, the Thieves did there fet on Fire : for thefe things were not burnt by the Ro* ,ate ^mc by s 
ruans, but by the Seditious Thieves (as is before fajd^. qt the beginning of this Re- JdSST 
bellion, who confumed all with Fire, even from the.Caftle Antonia, from whence the 
Fire came, and deftroyed the Kings Palace, and the Covers and Top9 of the three 
Towers, fhe Temple was (asisbefore-faid) buiit^pppatthardMowntairn, and,3t The TempIc 
the firft the Plain upon the top thereof was fcarcely big enough to cOotain. it and the built upon a 
F Temple-yard, the Hill being very fteep. But when King Solomon, who alfo built the ftron 8 Hil '- 
Temple, had encompaffed the Eaft-part thereof With a : Wall, he qjfp placed a Porch 
upon the Rampire, and fo for many Ages after it lay unfenced on other >pajws: where? 
fore the People every day bringing Earth thither,.. ajt laft made it plain and large 
enough j and breaking dpwn the North Wall, they took in all that- fpace which the 
Temple had formerly taken up: and the Hill being; now enclosed with a three-fold 
Wall, it was a Work beyond all imagination. In the./.finifliing whereof many Ages am the facrcd : . 
were fpent, and all the holy Treafure offered to God, even ^om all parts of the J r ^ f f ir . c< i 3C " ; 
World, was employed therein, as well in the Buildings ,of . the higher,, as of the lower IhcTcmpfeV 
part of the Temple 5 the Foundations whereof were lai4 three hundred Cubits deep, 
G and in many places more : yet could not all the Foundations be feen, being buried in 
Valleys, that were filled up to make them equal with the ftreight Streets of the City. 
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Thefe Porches were thirty Cubits broad 5 and the Compafs of them altogether, with 
theFort of Anionic was fix Furlongs. The Court was beautifully wrought and paved I 
with all forts of Stones. The way tothe fecond Temple was enclofed with Stone* of 
Lattice-work, which were three Cubits high, and moft curioufly wrought 5 in which 
were placed certain Pillars equally diftant one ftoiih another, to (hew the Law of Puri- 
fication * fomebeing written upon in Latin Utters, others in Greek, forbidding all 
Strangers to enter into the Holy Place, for the fecohd Temple is called ihtBcly Place, 
To go^nto the fecond from the firft, we muft pafs 14 Stairs, and ^it was four-tare 
aloft, and enclofed with a Wall by it felfj whofe out-fidc being forty Cubits high, 
was all covered with Stairs toafcend up into it, and within it was five and twenty Cu- 
bits high h for all the part of the inner fide was unfeen, becaufe it was built on the 
defcent of a Hill. After the fourteen Stairs, there Was a Plain made level with the K

Devotion in. oppo (i te unto it, one Gate on the North-fide, and another on the South, both lepara- 
ted from the reft, whereby we entred the Womens Apartments for it was not lawful 
for any to pafs by any other Gate unto the Women : neither could they go beyond 
their own Door becaufe of the Walls for that Place was common, both to the Women 
of that Nation, and all ftrange Women that came for Religion-fike. There was no l 
Gate on the Weft-part, buta Wall that reacheth all alongin that Place. Between the 
Gates were Porches oppofiteone againft another, reaching from the Wall unto the 
Treafure-houfe, fupported with great and goodly Pillars, being as plain, and as big 
as they below. The Gates were covered with Gold and Silver, as alfo the Pofts, and 
S?«« h o C f fore- parts thereof; were, one only eacepted that was covered with Corinthian Brafs, 
S fomeoffar (brpafling in Beauty the other that were covered with Silver and Gold. In every 
si!ver,and otie Gatetneteweretwo p oorgt wcn one thirty Cubits high, and fifteen Cubits broad : 
tort and after the entrance, where they were made larger, every one had on each fide 
Seats thirty Cubits long, and large like a Tower, and forty Cubits high, each one 
fupported with two Pillars twelve Cubits thick. All the other Gates were of the like M 
greatnefs 5 but that which was covered with Corinthian Brafs, which was the en- 
trance into the Place allotted for the Women, and opened into the £aft-Uate of 
the Temple, doubtlcfswas bigger than the reft, for it was fifty Cubits high, (the 
Gates whereof were forty Cubits) and was more richly adorned than the reft 5 
for the Cover of Gold and Silver was thicker than it was in the reft, which Akxunder 
Tibcri* his Father had melted, to cover all the nine Gates. And there were nttem 
Stairs that went from the Wall that feparated the Women, unto the great Gate of 
the Temple 5 for thefe Stairs were (hoiter by five ftepsthan thofe that went to the 
other Gates. The Temple it felf was fituatedin the midft of all, to wit, the Holy 
The acred Sanftuary, and had twelve Stairs to go unto it. The Front whereof was in height N 
sanamry, and breadth an' hundred Cubits j and behind it was forty Cubits? and before it 
was, as it Were, two Shoulders on each fide, rifingupin heighf twenty Cubits. The 
firft Gate hereof was feventy Cubits high, and twenty five wide, and had no Door* 
for it fignified that Heaven was fpread over all, and might be feen in every place : 
' and all the fore-parts were gilded with Gold, and all the firft Building did appear 
and might be feen without, and all that Was within and without the Gate glittered 
with Gold. The inner part thereof was divided into two Rooms, whereof only the 
flrft Room might be feenjvvhich vvas in height fourfcore and ten Cubits, and in -length 
forty, and in breadth twenty.

The Priefts that w^re admitted to the Altar and temple.had no Infirmity* thev were The Pricfh in

Religion, left they (hould fin whilft they ofFered Sacrifice. The High- Pricit alfo af-Swi"

mined to join unanimoufly together againft the Romans :- the Seditious upbraiding 
one another that they ratheri afliftcd the Enemy, than refifted them: and therefore I , 
exhorted one another mutually, at leaft for that limey to unite and make refinance 
againft the Romans, And Simon fent an. Officer unto the' Temple, to proclaim leave 
The Seditious for all fuch as would, to come unto the Walls: which alfo John did permit, notwith- 
f h r?c n"r 8 nfa Handing he miftrufted Sitnon : (b forgetting their old Quarrel, they joined all together 
ioiTinoS. 'againft the Romans * and placing themfelves upon the Walls, they caft Fire upon the 
Engines of the Romans, and thole who managed them, throwing Dart*againft them 
without iritermiffion, whilft the braveft amongft them in great Companies leapt down, 
and deftroyed that wherewith the Engines were covered, and afiaulted thofe that ftood 
to defend them * by which means they did the Romans much harm, and more by their 
defperate Boldnefs than their Skill. ■»'» • K 

But Titus was ftill at hand to fuccour them that ftood in need : and placing Horfemen 
and Archers about the Engines, he repulfed the Jews who come to daft Fire, beat off 
them that caft Darts and Ihot Arrows from the Towers, and fo gave the Rams time 
The Ram n* and opportunity to play : Yet thefe Rams did no great execution, only a corner of a 
keth a corner Tower was (battered by the Ram of the fifth Legion 3 but without any detriment to s 
of a Tower. ^ j . ^ r ^ Tower being much higher than the Wall, when the Tower tumbled, 
it fell over the Wall, and carried nothing along with it. The Jews being repulfed, and 
for fome time difcontmuing their Salleys, perceived the Romans were grown fecure* 
and difperfed carelefly over their Camp,as prefuming their late ill Fortune would difcou^ 
rage the Jews from any new Attaquej but they were miftaken in; their account, forL, 
the Jews fallied privately at the Gate by the Tower of Hippieotj threw Fire into their 
Trenches among their Engines, and aflaulted them bravely when they had done. But 
the Romans being quickly fenfibleof their danger, got immediately together,and with 
the excellence of their Difcipline, repelled not only the firft infult and fury of the Jews, 
but beat back all their Supplies. So there began a grievous Battel about the Engines 3 
the Jews ftriving to fire, and the Romans to hinder them v Great noife and clamour 
there was, and many in the Front were (lain on both fides, '. 'At firft the Jews had the 
better, and their Fire did fome mifchief upon the Engine* 5 and all had been quite 
confumed, had not the Souldiers from Alexandria hindred it, who for the Opinion that 
they had of themfelves, did fight ftoutly, (being accounted the moft valiant of all in M 
nwjputsthe this Battel) till fuch time as the Emperor, with certain feleft Horfemen, fell violently 
jem to flight, U p 0n tne Enemies 5 and himfelfflew 12 Men,for whofe deaths the reft fearing,fled,and 
Smlnto the were forced to retire into the City, and fo the Engines were faved. It chanced that one 
city. of the Jews was taken alive, and Titus commanded that he fhould be crucified before 
the Wall, that perhaps the reft being terrified, might yield. After Cefar was retired,

THE Night following there was a great Tumult among the Romans] fori'/*/ the 
Emperor had commanded to build three Towers, fifty Cubi{8,high a-piece, each* 
one upon a feveral Mount, that from thence he might the more eafily beat the Ene- 
mies from the Walls : but one of thefe Towers inthemidft of t{ie night fell down with- 
B out any Aflault* and making a great noife with the fall, fear fell upon the whole Af- 
my* who fufpefting it a Stratagem of the Jews,evcry one ran to his Arras, and fo there 
was a great tumult in the Camp : and becaufe no Man could tell what it was a long 
time, they ftood amazed, every one asking his Fellow what had happened. But feeing 
no Enemy come, they began to apprehend Treafon amongft themfelves 5 till fuch time 
as Titus underftanding the Matter, caufed the Truth thereof to be prefently proclaimed 
throughout the Camp 5 and the Tumult (with much ado) was appealed. 
The Jews bore upcouragioufly againft all other Dangers,but were much gauled from 
(I thefe Towers which Titw had erected 5 for they were flain and wounded from thence 
with fmall Shot, Darts and Arrows 3 for they could build nothing to defend themfelves 
C fo high, nor had they^ny hope to deftroy them j for neither could they be thrown down 
for their weight, nor fired, being covered with Iron : therefore flying fifom the reach of 
the Shot, they could not hinder the Ram from battering their Walls 5 which never cea« 
fing, at laft prevailed fomewba t. So the great Ram, which the JeWs called Nwv, becaufe Nlccn > • ,iat >* 
it overcome all, at laft battered the Wall 3 and the Jews being weary with fighting, J^Rora™"' 
having watched all night bcfore,out of fleepinefs,or becaufe they perfwaded themfdves great Ram. 
that the Wall was fuperfluous, they having two more befide it, they all forfook their 
Quarters,and retired to the fecond Wall) and the Romans entred the firft, that the Ram 
called Nicon had battered. Then the Romans that had pafled and entred the firft Wall, The Romam 
Went and opened the Gates, and let in the whole Army. . Having thus gotten the Wall g« ( hc firft 
fothe "Jth day of Af<y, they deftroyed the greateft part thereof, and alfp the North-tide^ 11, 
of the City which before Cejlius had wafted. 

Titus removed his Camp from thence, and went unto the place called the Adrians 
Camp, and feized upon all between that and Cedron*, and being without (hot of an Ar- 
row from the fecond Wall, he began again to affault it. Then the Jew* dividing the 
Wall betwixt them to defend each other's part, refitted moft valiantly : John and his 
Partakers defended all Antonia, and the North-part of the Temple from Alexander's 
Tomb : and Simon defended all from John's Tomb unto the Gate by the Tower Hippi* The Jews con* 
cos. And many times iffuing out of the Gates, they fought! hand to hand with the Ene- ^^ Uh thc 
my, but always repulfed by the Difeipline of the Romans, only for want of knowledg mm ' 
E in warlike Affairs 5 yet in all Fights upon the Wall, the Jews had the hefts for thoThe Jews 
the Romans had the advantage in Fortune'and Knowledg, yet the Jews being defperate, M*wfi-' 
attaqued them without fear 5 for they are very cOuragious in Advetfity, Moreover, 
the Jews were neceffitated to fight to fave their own Lives 3 and the Romans were as 
hafty to conquer. Neither Party was weary, neither Party defifted in their afijulting 
of one another: In the day-time the Jews, in commanded Parties, made their Salleys 
upon the Romans, who omitted no kind of Fight from Sun- fet all the night long 3 which 
was more terrible to them both, than all the fervice tof the day before. The Jews feared 
left the Romans fhould get the Wall) and the Romans apprehended left the Jews 
fhould have fallied out upon their Camp. Thus all night long they ftood to their Arms, 
F and early in the morning they were at it again. The Jews ftrove one with another 
who fhould undergo the moft danger, and moft deferve his Captains Favour. Simon's' 
Followers werefo much at his beck, that if he fhould have commanded any of them to 
have killed himfelf, he would prefently have done it. The Romans were encouraged 
tofighr, by their Difcipline and SUccefs, as having never been u fed to be overcome. 
Again, their frequent Wars, continual Exercifes, and large Dominions, gave them great 
Courage, tfpecially Titus their General being prefent to provoke them : for it wasTiiccnftomof' 
thought an heinous Crime to be a Coward in thc prefence of fuch a Captain as Cefar the Romans to' 
was. Cefar himfelf beholding and looking on, was a Witnefs of their Deeds that be- ""q""* 
haved themfelves valiantly, and rewarded every Man as he behaved himfclt; It was an 
G advantage to be known unto the Prince for a valiant Man 5 fo that many of them 
(hewed their Alacrity was far greater than their S.rcngth. 
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'XV^p, At this time LongimtsjMt of the Horfemen, coming out of the Roman Army,prefled H 
KfSinto the midft of the Jews Forces, and carting them down that flood in his way, by 
ajitr 'cbjfc? violence flew two of the ftrongeft of his Enemies, ftriking one of them over the Face, 
J^SMj and flaying another, with, his own Part,which hetook from him : who for this Deed was 
^nghut greatly honoured ' having broken through a ftrong Body of the Jews that were placed 
mfdftof°he C before the Walls, and caft Darts at him on either fide. Many of the Romans by this 
jews Army, his Example were enticed to do the like. 

and difturbs j ewS now re g ar ded riot what they ftffered,but only devifed which way to harm 

their Enemies, not regarding Death, fo that they might kill any of the Romans. But 
Ttttis had as much care to preferve his Souldiers, as he had to get theVittory, attribu- 
ting thefe rath Salleys to the' defperation of the Jews, and accounting that only Vertue l 
which was done warily and with difcretion. 



CHAP. IX. 
Bow Caftor the Jew derided the Romans, 

THen Titus commanded the Ram to be fetup againft the Tower on the North-part 
of theCity, wherein a crafty and politick Jew with ten Men had hid bimfelf, all K 
alto a fubtiic the reft being fled * this Jew was named Caftor. Thefe Men having lain ftill a while in 
and politick the - r Arms, atlaft being afraidj and the Tower beginning to make, they leapt up,< and 
C^r ftretching forth his hand, did, as it were, humbly crave favour at Cejar's hands, 
and with a lamentable Voice befought him to fpare him. Titus feeing the Man's fimpli- 
city, as he thought, and perfwading himfelf that the Jews did now repent of their Ob- 
ftinacy, hecaufed the Ram to ceafe from battery, andf the Archers to hold their hands $ 
and permitted Caftor to fpeak his pleafure. 

Caftor That he defired to treat, and make a League of Peace* 
Titus anfwered, That he would grant it, if all the reft would be concluded, and 
that he would prefently confirm a League of Peace between him and the City. Five \j 
of Caftor $ Fellows feemed to be willing, but the other five feemed to oppofe ic $ cry- 
ing out aloud, That they would never be Slaves to the Romans, whilft they could die in liber- 
ty. Whilft Caftor and his Fellows were debating the matter, the flattery ceafed. In the 
mean time Caftor privily lent word unto Simon, willing him, whilft the Battery was 
ftopt,to think of forae Expedient: to be done in this Neceffity : for,for a while he would 
undertake to delude the Roman Emperor, and hold him in fufpence. In the mean 
time he feemed to exhort his Companions to accept the kind Offer of Titus 5 and they, 
as it were, angry thereat, drew their Swords and ftruck upon their Corflets, and fell 
down as though they had been (lain. Titus and his Souldiers were amazed at their 
obftinacy,for being on the lower ground,they could hot well perceive what was done* U 
they vvondred exceedingly at their defperation, and pitied their calamity; At the fame 
time one ftruck Cajior in the Buttock with a Dart,, and Caftor pulling<it out of his flefla, 
Ihewed it unto the Emperor, and complained of it as a Breach of the Truce. Titus 
with lharp words corrected him that (hot it, and forthwith would have fent J ofeph to 
promife Caftor Pardon and Peace. But Jofeph denied to go, affirming that Caftor only 
difiembled, and hindred his Friends that would have gone. At laft one Eneas, who 
had fled unto the Romans, offered himfelf to go. Caftor invited him, as though he 
would give him fomething to fecure him of his true meaning. ; Eneas opened the Skirt 
of his Garment, thinking Caftor would have caft him down fomething of worth $ and 
when he came underneath the Tov?er,Caftor took a great Stone and threw it down up- N 
on him, yet hurt him not, becaufe he was aware of it, and avoided the Stone j but it 
wounded another Souldier ftanding by. ThenCefar conlidering this deceit, began to 
think that Pity and Mercy in War was hurtful, and that Cruelty was not fo eafily de- 
ceived $ and by being very angry atthisDeceit,he caufedthe Wall to be beaten with the 
Ram more than before. Caftor and his Fellows perceiving the Tower tofoake, they fet 
it on fire, and fo pafied thorow the Flame, and conveyed themfelves into a Mine of the 
Tower 5 giving the Romans frelh occafion to admire their Courage, in palling thorow 
the Flames. . 
Taut taketh Titus affaulting the Wall on his part, took it five days after 3 and forcing the Jews 
the 2d wall. from thence> h Cj accompanied with a thoufand choice Men, «ntred where the Wool- O 
men, Copper-Smiths, and Merchant-Taylors dwelt, which place was the new City,

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A that they might fee how thofe were ufed that fled to the Romans { the fwnTfi^uhey "'Sa^ 
alfo (hewed unto them that defired Peaces affirming, that they whom the Romans had wlull^ 
foufed, were thofe that fled unto them for Ciccour, aqd npt Captives by them taken »fi* r 
This deterred many who would otherwife have fled toth^ Romansj till fuch time as 
the Truth hereof was known. Yet fome there were that ventured to the Enemy, as *~ rv ^ fu ' 
preferring Death and Torment at their hands, before the Miferies and Famine which 
they endured at home. 

He reu pon Titus cut off many of the Captives Hands, and fept them into the City to 
Simon and "john^ that their Calamity might teftify them to be Captives, and not fuch 
as had voluntarily fled to the Romans.willing them to admonilh their Friends to yield* 
B and not compel him to deftroy the City : ancjtp affure them that* in fo doing, they 
might ftill fave their Lives, their Country and Temple, wbich had not the like in the 
whole World : and he continually went about the Rampir*sj haftning the Workmen 
in their Bufinefc, as tho he prefently meant toerTeft that in Deeds, which in Words he 
had fpoken. The Jews that flood upon the Walls reviled both him and ,his Father the Jews re- 
arming that they contemned Death 3 and would chufe rather, to die, than become vi,c both T> "" 
Slaves z That whilft they lived, they would, to the utmoft of their Power, defend them- 8 " d ,usFathcr ' 
felves againfl: the Romans, without any care, either of themfelves or their Country 3 
which Cefiir fent them word were both in imminent danger. Moreover, they faid that 
the whole World was a Temple dedicated to God, far more excellent than theirs, which 
C notwithstanding (hould be conferved by him that dwelt in it 3 whofe help they hoped 
to enjoy : and did therefore deride all his Threatnings,as things that could never come 
to pafs without hi> Divine Permiflion. Thus did the.y opprobrioufly abufe the Cle- 
mency of the Romans. 

At this time arrived alfo AnUochns gpiphufUt and with him a confiderable fupply of 
Men, among which there was a Company called the Macedonians, of equal Years, and 
little older than young Men, all trained up in Martial Difcipline, and armed after the 
Macedonian manner,from whence they took their Name : yet for the moft part they did 
not anfwer the expectation that Men had of the Macedonians. For the King o£Comagne 
was the moft fortunate and happy of all Kings that were fubjecT: to the Roman Empire, 
D till fuch time as he felt the Frown of Fortune 3 who in his old Age proved that none 
ought to be accounted happy before his death : Whilft Comagne was in profperity, his 
Son faid, he marvelled that the Romans did delay to aflault the City, and enter the bat- 
tered Walls, (for this young Man was a great Warriour, and of exceeding Strength, 
to the which he trufted too much, did many things ramly.) T3f/#* fnjiled,and anfwered,' 
that that was a Work too great for the Romans. Upon which young Antiochus t accom- The mfoiencc 
panied with his Macedonians, affaulted the Wall 3 and himfelf with his ftrength and of Ant i° li>tu 
dexterity avoided the Darts of the Jews, and caft his Darts at them : but his whole Sc,?* 80111 " 
Party (a few excepted) were there flain 3 for obliged by their extravagant boafting, 
they contiuued longer in fight than it was expedient for them : at laft many being 
E wounded,retired,perceiving that the Macedonians to win a Victory had need 01 Alexan- 
ders Fortune. The Romans the twelfth day of May began to build their Rampires 3 
and laboured feventeen whole days 3 with much ado they fended them the nine and j^^yj" 
twentieth of the faid Month. For they builded four vaft Rampiers, one of them over bu 'U four 
againft Anionia, which was built by the fifth Legion, oppofite to the midft of the Stru- hug jj Bul " 
thian Waters: another was built by the twelfth Legion, twenty Cubits diftant from*" 
the other. But the tenth Legion, which was of more account than the two former, 
erefted a Mount oppofite to the Pond called Amigdalon on the North-fide ; and the 
fifteenth Legion made the fourth, thirty Cubits diftant from the other, over againft 
the Monument of the High-Prieft John, 
F The Mounts being thus finifaed, John undermined that which was over againft 
tenia, and underpropped it with Pofts of Wood 3 and filling the Mine with Wood, 
Bitumen and Pitch, he fired it : fo the Pofts that held it up being burnt, the Mine fel£ 
and the Mount alfo with a hideous noife fell into it 3 and fir ft of all there arofe a great 
fmoak and duft, for the Mines covered the Flame : at laft the Fire having confumed 
the matter that covered it, the Flame appeared. The Romans at this fudden and un- 
expected exploit, were much amazed and difordered : fo that thereby thofe who be- 
fore made account of the Victory as certain, began now to defpair. Two days after 
Simon and his A{Tociates fet upon the other Rampires 3 for thereupon were planted 
Rani?, wherewith the Romans began to beat the Walls. Amongft the reft, a Man 
G named Ttftheus of Garfut a City of Galilee, Megajfirtu one of Queen Marianne's Ser-

-j^-A-TJ was mimed 4g'^» which fignifieth lame : thefe three' taking Fire-brands, ran unto the H 
mu?$w Engines, and there was none found in all the Roman Army more valiant than thefe 
tfiv 'chips Men, nor more terrible: for they ran amidft the throng of their Enemies fo boldly, 
J2rV"vj as though they had gone amongft their Fricnds,and never made any fcay 5 but breaking 
The Romans through the midft of their Enemies, they fired their Engines: and notwithftanding 
Jv 0 iofc W iii tnat on every fide they were aflaulted with Darts and Arrows, yet did they not give 
Mounts they back,nor feek to avoid the Danger, yll fuch time as the Fire had taken hold of the En- 
had built. gj nes . The Flame mounting on high, the Romans came running out of the Camp to 
fuccour their Fellows * and the Jews upon the Wall, with Darts and Arrows, hindred 
them that fought to quench the Flame, expofing their own Bodies. The Romans en- 
deavoured to draw'orf the Ramsj and the Jews were as earned to hinder them 5 how- \ 
ever the Romans preferved thtir Rams! 1 From thence the Fire caught hold of the Ram- 
pires, thofe that oppofed thcmfclves were burned f and the Fire encreafcd, fo that it 
could not be extinguifhed ylb the Romans environed with the Flame,anddefpairingto 
rtfeue their Works, retired into their Camp, and left them on fire. But the Jews were 
lomuchthemoreearneft, their number flillencreafing by new Supplies out of the City 5 
and fo encouraged by their Victory, they raflily adventured unto the Romans Camp, 
and aflaulted the Guard there. Which Guard was a Company placed round about the 
ima£ riie Gam P 10 Armour > Wltn Otdw not to leave their Ground upon pain of Death. And 
Romans a- thefe Men efteeming it better to die glorioufly, than ignominioufly to fuffer, refitted 
8 uVrfeke vcr y va ^ ant ^ * *° inat ™* n y tnat na " fled, retired themfelves back again to fight, both K 
their Sees? for (hame that they had forfaken their placey and for fear of punifhment thereof 5 and 
placing new Engines upon the Rampire of their Camp, they ftopt the Tews from Sal- 
lying any more 5 for they came out unarmed, without any Arms of defence. For the 
Jews, without any confideration, came raftyy Upon their Enemies Pikes, and aflaulted 
them with their Fifts. So that the Jews prevailed more by their Courage, than their 
Arms: and the Romans fled more for the Jews boldnefi, than any harm they fuftained 
by them. 

Tutu accHfed Titifs repairing with all fpeed from Antonio where he had been viewing a place for 
lif S u «nce S0f anotner R^rnpire, blamed the Souldiers exceedingly s, who having gotten the Enemies 
c& tgcn ' Walls, did notwithftanding fuffer themfelves to be repell'd j and were fore'd to abide L 
that which firft the Jews did fufFer, being now,as it were,broken out of Prifon 5 and fo 
he with certain chofen Men aflaulted the Enemies ton one fide, who though defperately 
overpowered , yet ftoutly refitted him : and fo Joining the Battel, the Duft was fo thick 
that one could not fee another, nor hear what was faid, for the Cries and Noife was fo 
great, no Man could difcem his Friends from his foes. The Jews perfifted ftill in the 
Battel, not for that they trufted in their Force, or thereby prevailed, but becaufe they 
were defperate. The Romans on the other part took Courage, and fought ftoutly for 
(hame,and for that Cefar himfelf was in danger amongft them. So that I think, that had 
The jews re not the Jews retired into the City, the Fury of the Romans had then confumed the 
tire Within th« wno | e Multitude, the Romans were now forrowful for the loft of their Rampiers,who M 
Ky * in one hour s time had loft that,which with much labour they fo long had been making :

CHAP. XV.

Of the Majfacre of the J ews. both within and without the City. 

AWi'sCruelty \ T luft, Simon having tormented Matthias, put him to death, notwithftanding that 
againft mt- £^ by his means he had obtained the City. This Matthias was the Son of Boethus 
S. * a Prieft, whom the People, for his fidelity towards them, greatly efteemed : he feeing 
the Outrages of the Zealots towards the People after John was joined with them, per- 
fwaded the People to call in Simon to help them, conditioning uothing with him 
before, for that they mifdoubted no Evil. And when he was come into the Cicy, he 
held him for his Enemy as well as the reft 5 notwithftanding, that by his only Advice 
he was received into the City, as though Matthias had only done it through weaknefi. M 
Wherefore calling him before the People, he accufed him that he favoured the Romans, 
and Co condemned him to die, not fuffering him to clear himfelf And he put to 
death likewife his three Sons with him, for the fourth was before this time fled to 
Titus. Matthias requefted Simon that he might be put to death before his Sons : 
But Simon, in regard that by his means he had gotten the City, caufed him to be exe- 
cuted laft of all. And fo he was killed upon the murdered Bodies of his Sons, in a 
place where the Romans might behold him; for fo Simon commanded \Amms his 
Executioner, who was the Son of Bamadui. This Man was the moft cruel of all Simon's 
Followers 5 who even when he was to kill Matthias, derided him, asking whether they 
could now help him, to whom he fought to fly ? and he permitted not their Bodies N 
to be buried. After them Ananias a Prieft, the Son of Masbahis, a Nobleman, and 
"?ST with cn * e f Secretary to the Council, a valiant ftrong Man, born at Emmaus, and with hira 
1 5 of 'the No- fifteen of the chiefeft Men in the City were put to death. They tookalfo jofeph's 
Weft People, father and kept him in Prifon, and with the publick Voice of a Crier proclaimed, that 
ai "' 110 Man mould talk with him, nor vifit him, pretending fear of Treafon 5 and whom- 
ever bewailed his Eftate, he was put to death without any Trial. It happened that a 
certain Man called Judas, the Son of Judas, who was one of Simon's Captains, and Go- 
vernourof one of the Towers of the City, being moved with Companion towards

Temple. Mgufrw and his Wife had fent thither. Thus a Jew robbed and fpoiled the Tem- 
ple of thofe Tokens of Refpeft, vvherewith the Roman Emperors and other Nations 
had honoured it ; and he had theboldnefcto aflBrm to his Aflociates, that Without feat 
they might ufe the Holy Things of the Temple,, feeing they fdught for God and the 
Temple. Moreover, he dared, to (hare amongft them the Holy Wine and Oil, vvhich 
the Prie'fts kept for Divine Sacrifice in the inner part of the Temple. I will not ceafe 
to fpeak that which Grief compelleth me : I verily think,that,had the Romans forborn 
to have punifljed fo great Criminals, cither the Earth would havefwallowed the City L 
up, or tome Deluge have drowned it, or elfe the Thunder and Lightning Vvhich con- 
fumed Sodom, would have light upon it* for the People of the City were far more im- 
pious than the Sodomites. In brier, their W ickednefs and Impiety were the caufe that 
the whole Nation was extinguithed. What need I recount every particular Mifery >

ftrength failed. Ceftr wj|s vefy forrawful to fee a Man of fo great Fortitude (lain in the Julias Death, 
fight of fuch a multitudes and that the place wherein he wag, hindred hira from help- 
ing him : and that others fliat might have helped him, durft not for fear. 

At laft, when Julian had a long time'ftriven with Death, and wounded many of 
them that affaulted him, he was with muefa ado killed, leaving behind him a renown- 
ed Memory, not only amongft the Romans, but alfo amongft his Enemies. The Jews 
E took his dead body, and beat back the Romans, and (hut them up within Antonia. 
In this Battel Alex.a* and Gypthams, two of John's Faction, and of Simon's Faction, Ma- 
lachidswd Judas, the Son of Merton, and James the Son of Sofa, Captain of the Idumc- valiant sbni- 
ans, and two Brethren of the Zealots, the Sons oijairus, Simon, and Judas, fignaliz'd f crs , amon S ft 
themfelves. • tnejews.

CHAP. V. 

, Another AJfault given by the Romans h.fhe Jews who defended the Temple. ; 

^ I ^hm having fpoken thus, and caufed Jofiph to tell them in Hebrew what he iaid 
I to them, the Seditious thinking that the feme proceeded not of good-willj but 
ofTear, began to be more prdud thereupon. Theh Titus} feeing they neither pitied 
themfelves, nor the Temple, determined again to u(e Force* though very loth fti td 
do 5 yet could he not bring all his Army againft them, the Room Was fo little. Turn' chofe 
Wherefore out of every Company he made choice of thirty of the ftrongeft among ttlirt ? oUt °j 
them, and over every thoufand heappointef i Tribune, and made Cenalis thei^Cap^ JSfKg 
tain or General, commanding him at the ninth hour of the Night to aflault the Guard and able Men, 
of the Enemy. Alfo he hlmfelf would have gone with them 5 but his Friends, and the &! 
tt Captains about him, confidertng the great Danger . hd might fall into, would not per* fleged. 
mit him : but reprefented to him, that he might do mote good by ftaying in Mtoni*, 
and encouraging the Souldiers that fought, than if he (hould go and endanger himlelfi 
for every Man being in the view of the Prince, would fight more couragioufly* Titus 
was herewith perfwaded 4 and told the Sduldiers, thatthb only caufe he went not with 
them, was this, that he ftafyed behind to view and Judg of every ones Valour, to the 
intent that none that behaved hlmfelf valiantly might go away unrewarded; nor'an^ ' 
Coward efcape unpuniflied t, but that he himfelf might be a Beholder df every Marl h \ '"' 
Vertue. Having thus fpoken, he commanded the Aflault td be given. • ■ ' ; .'. .,! 

Then he went up a Watch-Tower in Jntdnik, from whence he beheld what was tlttis btteM 
V done. But they whom Ttins fent, did hdt find the Guards afletp, as they hop&l) but ? om A win 
witha great fllout they rectivetl the Romans that ,<ninfe ^ aaainft) them i. and latthife i'hiS'? 
noife they awaked their Fellows, who came in whole Companies to aftift them, -and dicr$ perforitf. 
made a Sally upon their Enemies 80 the Romans fuftained the^ Violence of their firft 1 
Companies: but the (ecorid that came, fell upon ; their ovfrh t^llbws, 'and ufed ' 
them like Enemies t for no Man could know one another's Voice for Ae poife, neither ' 
could one/ fee another, by reafoh it was night : And mdredverv fome were blinded with ' 
Fury, fome with Anger, fome with Fear ^ fo that bveryione ftrvwk! birn that met hirtf, 
without dny refpefl. the Romans teceived fmall damage thereby, becaufe thafc 
they were defended with their Shields, and remcrobred oneianothers Watch- wdrA 
But the Tews fell on every flde, (hewing themfelves raft* sW' vVell; .in the Charge as irt 
their Rallying ^ fo that (Many times one of them took the other to be hh Bneray. ; And 
Rrr # : •<-•. • :.v;: : -,-v 
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^-wx^^ falling upon thofe that rallied, as though they had been Romans, aflaulting them in H 
Ht w of ftt; the fa r k. Briefly, more were' wounded by their Fellows than by their Enemies, 
Sfcip. tUlvday breaking, every one knew his Companion 5 and then falling into Ranks, they 
mhM»7» betook themfelves to their Darts and Arrows. Neither parr gave back, nor was 
wearied with Labour : but many Romans, together and apart, did, in the view of the 
Prince, (hew their Courage, every M»n accounting that Day the beginning of his Pre-; 
ferment, if he behaved himfelf valiantly. The Jews fought ftoutly, both for that theyi 
feared their own imminent Danger, if they were overcome, and the Deftruftion of the 
Temple * and John ftanding by, encouraged them to fight 5 fome with Blows, and 
others with Threatnings. They fought almoft all with handy-blows 5 yet Fortune often 
changed : for neither part had either far to fly, or any fpace to follow thofe that fled. I 
The Fvents of The Romans in Jntonia cried to their Fellows that fought the Battel, 5\jw for the 
Battel arc Vtftory $ encouraging them to ftand to it, when they began to give back 5 fo that Jn- 
fi?v d VCry /wwwasasa Theatre for this Battel : for2i/*r, and they with him, beheld all that 
was done. At laft, in the fifth hour of the Day the Fight ceafed, having continued from 
the ninth hour in the Night, neither Party forfaking the Place where firft they began 
Battel, nor any Part having the Vidlory. Many Romans there fought couragioufly, 
and amongft the Tews, thefe that follow : J^theSonof Merton^ Simon the Son 
of Jfljias $ and Jacob and Simon, Idumeans j this, the Son of Cathla, but Jacob, the 
Son of Sofa : thefe were of Simon % Company. And of John s Followers, Gipthan, and 
JUxas s and of the Zealots, Simon the Son of Jaitus . But on the feventh day, the Ro- K 
mans pulling down the Foundations of Anionic made a large Entrance for the reft of 
Four Mounts the Army 5 and the Legions coming to the Wall, prefently began to raife Mounts, one 
Nifed near to a g a inftthe Comer of the inner Temple, which was fcituate betwee« s the North and Eaft 5 
the Temple. another aga j nftt h e Gallery on the North-fide,between the two Porches : and other two, 
one againft the Porch of the Weft- fide of the outward Temple * and another againft the 
North- Porch. So with much toil and labour they finiGYd this Work, fetching Wood to 
build it with 100 Furlongs off. And many times they were endamaged by Ambulhes, 
not being weary by reafon of their Confidence : and the Jews defpairing of themfelves 
every hoiir, more and more were encouraged. For many of the Horfemen going to get 
The Jews fur- either Wood or Hay, while they were about it, took the Bridlesfrom offtheir Horfes, and L 
prize the ro- permitted them to feed till they had ended their bufinefs 5 and prefently the Jews iffu- 

mans Hor cs. . ^ ^ . ^ upQn tQok tnem away< 

Titus feeing that this fell out, deemed (as indeed it was) that his Mens Horfes were 
ftoln rather by their Negligence than their Enemies Valour : wherefore he thought by 
the fevere Punilhment of one, to make others look better to their Horfes. And fo he 
put to Death one of the Souldiers that had loft his Horfe : by whofe Punilhment the 
reft of the Souldiers being terrified, kept their Horfes better. For after that, when 
they went about any bufinefs, they never left their Horfes in the Paftures, but kept al- 
ways with them. Thus the Romans aflaulted the Temple, and built their Mounts. The 
Day following certain of the Seditious, who now could get no more Booties in the City, M 
and alfo began to be pinch'd with Hunger, aflaulted the Romans that were placed to- 
wards Mount Olivet, about the eleventh hour of the Day : for they hoped to take 
them unaware?, as being at dinner. But the Romans perceiving their Intent, came out 
* of their Places, and refitted them, who attempted violently to break in upon them over 

the Wall : fo that there was a hot Fight 5 and many other Deeds were done on either 
The Fight of Party, the Romans having both Courage and Skill in warlike Affairs. The Jews were led 
the Jews and w j, n dd'pente Fury : and Neceffuy and Shame forced the Romans to fight. For theRo- 
rc^Tdie mans accounted it a Shame not to overcome the Jews % and the Jews thought it the only 
Mount £//». way to fave their own Lives, to break down the Wall by force. One of the Horfemen 
called Fedtniut, did a Thing almoft incredible 5 the lews being put to flight, and driven N 
into the Valley, he purfued them with his Horfe as faft as he could gallop,and overtook 
a young Man, one of his Enemies, being heavy of body and armed all over 5 and taking 
ptMb, a him by the Ankle, he carried him violently away (thereby (hewing the Strength of his 
MrtSorft^Jn Arm > and his sk,lful Horfemanlhip) and fo brought the Captive to Cefar, as a Prefent. 
"he OptiyeTi/** admiring Pedanius his Strength, and punifhing the Captive for having attempt- 
punifhed. cd to affault the Wall, he hafled to aflail the Temple, and commanded the Workmen 
quickly to difpatch the Mounts. In the mean time, the Jews being ill handled in the 
torraer Encounters, which ftill increafing to the overthrow of the Temple, they did, as 
the cuftom is in a putrified Body, prevent the Plague from going any further, by cut- 
ting off the corrupted Members. For that part of the Porch that reached from the O 
North to the Eaft, joined to Antonia : which they fij ing, feparated.twe.pty Cubits from >t> 
having now with their own Hands brgun cart Fire into the Holy- place. Two 
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A Two days after, which was the v^h Day of the aforefaid Mdntfy the Romans C^d^^i^/n 
Poroh .on fire, and the Fire having gone fourteen Cubit's, the Jews pull'd dowrnhc top y£i Jj^ 1 
.thereof, and not defifting from their; aceuftomed; Works, they pulld down all adjoin- **« drift 
ing to Jntowa % when it was eafy for thein, and that they ought to have hindred the N *M»^!*> 
Fire. The Porch being on fire, they permitted fo much to be burnt* as they thought l Thc Romni 
good for their purpofr. The Fight about the Temple neverceafed, but many Excur l ata l th<f ; 
fions were made each againft the other,* . , t hlrc m %. 

About this time, a certain Jew of low Stature, arid in appearance, a contemptible The jews are 
Perfon, every way an Abjecr, bothpy reafon of hlsbafe Parentage, and otherwife, na- Zth£ k <J?

The Romans that beheld him J"* bl * P r °- 
difdainedhim: Yet fome amongft them (as it is commonly feen) were afraid of him ; LkjVro- 
others wifely deemed, that they ought not to fight with one who was defirous to die : mn t0 a 
becaufe they that are defperate, neither fight advifedly, nor have the Fear of God be- g,c Combac 

f fore their Eyes : and confequent|y,fh*t it was not a Sign of Valour,but of overmuch Har- 
dimfs, to fight with fuch an one, whom though they Overcame^ yet they could win no 
Credit, but only hazard themfelves to be vanquimt. So a long time none of the Romans 
came againft him j and he upbraided them of Cowardlinefs. At laft, an arrogant and 
proud Fellow, one of the Roman Horfemen, named Pitdens, difdaining his Infoleney, 
.and perhaps alfo for that he was of little Stature, came againft him : but in fighting Ph4m fight- 

C with h' m > Fortune was unfavourable to him $ for happening to fall down, Jonathan flew in s with 
him 5 after which, letting his Foot upon the dead Body^ with his left Hand he flourifoed E^ffin!' 
his Shield, and with his right, his bloody Sword 5 and ftriking his Weapons one againft *(T«» the 
another, he infulted over the dead Body, and upbraided the Romans 5 till at length, oile mT&£ 
Vrifct* a Centurian, as he was thus vaunting, fhot him through with an Arrow, and fo withanArrow. 
he fell down dead upon the Body of his Enemy $ at which Deed* both the Romans and 
the Jews raifed a confuftd noife. So Jonathan was juftly punilh'd for haying made too 
much triumph for an Advantage which heow'd to Fortune, and not to bis own Valour. 



CHAP. VI. 

How the Romans, hj a Stratagem of the Jem, tvefe confuted with Fire : 
Jlndofone Artorius. 

THE Seditious that kept the Temple, were now every day openly in fight engaged the Tews d 
againft the Romans that kept the Mounts 5 and on the twenty feventh day ofthe ,fie void paw 
Month of jf mIj they devifed this Stratagem : they filled the void part ofthe Eaft-Porch 3" 
of the Temple with dry Wood, Brimftone and Bitumen 5 and When they were affault- dry wood, 
ed, they fled out of if, as not able longer to refift. Whereupon many ofthe Romans |'? l P hur itA 
E rafhly purfued the Jews that fled, and with Ladders got into the Galleries. But the e "' 
wifer fort confidering that the Jews had no juft Occafion to fly, kept their place. Th'e 
Porch now being full of Romans, that were got up into it, the Jews gave fire to the 
Wood and Brimftone, and upon a fudden all the Porch was encompafled with the The Roman** 
Flame : fd that the Romans, who were out of danger, were amazed at it j and thofe that ^."V in 
were amidft the Flames became defperate : and being invironed with the Flames, fome ' 16 
fought to run back into the Town, and others to the Enemies, others killed themfelves, 
fo preventing the Fury of the Fire : and prefently the Flame overtook thofe that fought 
to fly. Cefar, though offended at the Souldiers for having afcending into the Pdrcb of* 
unbidden, vet feeing them die fo wofully in the Flames, he compaffionated them. And Homans 0 * 
F althclugh the Fire could not be quenched, yet the poor Souldiers dying amongft the that were 6r 
Flames, were fomewhat contented, that they perceived him to be extreamly forrowftfl the Fire * 
for thpm, for whom they had hazarded their Lives. For they beheld him crying to 
their Fellows to help to extinguifh the Fire, and he himfelf laboured what he cpuld tp 
do it v fo that every one efteemed his Sorrow and Lamentation for them a* much a$ a 
fumptuous Funeral : but fome efcaped the. Fire, and got into the largeft pare of the 
Porch yet invironed round about with Jews, and having long refifttoV though whh 
many Wounds, in the end they were all flaio. , '

'HE.eiglnh dayof^/^two of the Roman.Legio'ns having finifhedtheir Mohnts- 
r -L : began to place thejr ; tVams againft the Ealt-Galleries without. the Temple, having 
fix days together, wiihpnt intermiffion, already beaten, the Wall, wsith .their ftronpeS 
E Rams, and nothing prevailed, the Stones being lb ftrong, that the flams eould not move 
them ; ojhers of the Romnns laboured to dig up the Foundations of the Porch that was 
on the Nonhrfide h aqd after much toiUhey only could pull away the outward Stones ? 
but the inner Stones ftjll fupported the Porch. . . At laft the Romans feeing they could 
not prevail, by their. Javet.ina and other Inftrument Si fet-up Ladders: to-afcend into the 
Galleries. The Jews did not greatly labour to hinder them from getting up ; but when 
they were within the Galleries, then they carpe. and fought with them* » and caft fbme

S&Staf" his Captains, and fix that were the chiefeft among them, to wit, Tiberius Alexander his 
Lieutenant General, Sextus Serealis, Commander of the fifth Legion, Urgms^epidus, 
of the tenth, Titus Frigius of the fifteenth, JEtemius from, Command of the two 
Legions that came from Alexandria, and Mtrcut Jntonius Juhauus, Gbvernour of 
d£ befides fome other Colonels and Captains * he deliberated w.th^m what was 
to be done concerning the Temple. Some counfelled to ufe the right ^f War, for 
Wscounfel that the Jews would never live peaceably whilft their Temple was ftanding * for all 
concerning the t h eir Nation, wherefoever living, would affemble themfelves thither at eertam times. K 
Temiiie. 0thers perfvvade a Titus to fave it, if fo be the Jews abandoned it, and ceafed to defend it 5 
but if they fought for it, then to burn it : for it was to be considered as a Cattle, not a 
Temple : and if any Man were offended hereat,it would not be imputed toth* Romans, 
or to their General, but to the Tews, who contained them to do it * and he ftiould not 



revenged upon inanimate things, neither would he ever hre to goodly a Building j tor 
it would redound to the diftionour of the Romans 3 and on the contrary, it would be a 
credit unto them if it were left remaining. Whereupon Alexander Front? and 
Cerealis perceiving Cefars Mind, became of his Opinion $ and fo he difrmljed the h 
Council, and commanded the Souldiers and Captains to reft, that they might be 
the more abb* to fight when need required : and prefently he appointed -cer- 
tain chofen Men to make the Ways even, add eafy for the Army to pafs by the 
Ruines, commanding them to quench the fire 5 and that day the Jews being fearful 
and weary, made no refinance. The day following, taking heart, and affemblmg to- 
gether, they affaulted the Guard that ftood without the Temple, the fecond hour of the 
day. The Romans valiantly received their firftAffault, defending themfelves withtheir. 
Shields, asthoughthey had had a Wall before them 5 yet they could not long have born 
the Shock, for that they were fewer in number than their Enemies, and not to defperate, 
bad not Cefir, (beholding the Fight from JnXonia) came with certain chofen Horfe- M 
\tm with his men before they retired, to fuccour them. Whofe Force the Jews not fuftaining, but the 
chofen Horfe. fi r ft 0 f them being (lain, the reft gave back $ and the Romans likewife retiriiig,th< Jew s

Priefts and comiribh People, all were flain without refpec}, and all forts of Perfons i : 
tafted the Calamity of Wa|, whether they refilled, or in.treated for Mercy. ; And now 
the Flame increafirig, grieved even thofe that were yielding up the Ghoft : /and by rea- 
tiw cry and fori of the heighth of the Hill, and the Building together, one would have thought the

tains about, did eccho to their Lamentations : and yet the Calamities furpafled all ex- K 
Ie preffion. For one would have judged the Hill whereon the Temple was fituate, to have 
filled wiSfre been burnt up by the Moots, it was fo all over fire : yet the great quantity of Bloodftied 
and Blood. f ee m'd to contend with the Fire. Many that were flain, were covered with thofe that 
flew them, and all the Ground was overfpread with dead Bodies 3 fo that the Souldiers 
run upon the dead Bodies to purfue thofe that fled. At laft the Thieves having driven 
the Romans without the Temple, ran into the City* and the reft of the People that; were 
left, fled into the outward Porch. And many of the Priefts ufed Spits of the Temple in- 
ftead of Darts, and threw their Seats made of Leaid, inflead of Stones, againft the Ro- 
mans 3 at laft nothing at all prevailing, and the Fire falling upon them, they got to the 
Wall, which was eight Cubits broad, and there flayed a while.

The Romans thought it in vain to fpare the Buildings about the Temple, feeing the 
Temple was already confumed, and fo they fet fire on them all, the Porches, Galleries, 
and Gates, two only excepted, ond on the Eaft-fide, and the other on the South-fide 3 
both which afterward they razed to the ground. They alfo put Fire to the Treafury, 
which was full of an incredible quantity of Riches, as well in Money as in rich Clo- 
thing, and other things of great price, and indeed all the Jews Treafure 3 for the richeft M 
of the City had brought all their Wealth thither. There came into the Porch that was 
left ftanding, many Men, Women and Children, to the number of fix thoiuand : And 
Six thoufand before Cefar and the Captains determined any thing what ftiould be done with them, 
cinfimed° r b5 the furious Souldiers fired the Porch wherein they were, and fo they all perifoed in 
fL the Flames,fave a few,who leaping down to avoid the Fire, were flain in the fall 5 fo that 
not one efcaped of all that multitude. A certain falfe Prophet was caufeof their Deaths, 
who the fame day preached in the City, and commanded them to go into the Temple, 
where he aflured them they ftiould that Day receive the Effects of Succour from God 5 
Falfe Prophet* for many falfe Prophets were then fuborned by the Tyrants, to perfwade them to ex-

were in the Body of that one,revenging themfelves upon all the Romans. But the Horfe- 
man affirming that he had fomething to fay to them, which would greatly profit them, 
Thepunifo- and fave their lives, he was carried to Simon ; and not having there any thing to fay, 
mentof a Ro- Simon delivered him to one of his Captains called Ardala, to be flain $ and he brought 
iTnbTlh" nim wllere the Romans might behold him,with his hands bound behind him.and a veil 
jews, beforehis eycs,meaning there tobchead him : Buthe,whilft the Jew drew out his Sword, 
efcaped to the Romans. Titus would not put him to death, becaufehe had efcaped from 
the Enemies : Yet deeming him unworthy to be a Roman Souldier,who fuffered himfelf to 
be taken alive,he took from him his Arms, and difcharged him from bearing them any K 
more, which to a man of Courage was worfe than Death. The next day, the Romans 
putting the Seditious to flight that were in the lower City, fired all as far as Siloa; re- 
joycing that the Town was deftroyed : Yet they got no booties, becaufe the Seditious 
the jews are lwd already robbed and fpoiied all, and carried it into the higher City. For they no- 
anogant in thing repented them of their wickednefs, but were as arrogant as though they had been 
the midft of j n profperity : So that with joy they beheld the City on fire, and faid, 7 hat they deftred 
the* c,llamity ' death, for that the People being flain, the Temple deftroyed, the City on fire, they fhould 
leave nothing to their Enemies. Yet Jofeph in this extremity laboured to fave the Re- 
Thejewj re- hques of the City, much inveighing againft their cruelty, and earneftly exhorting them 
tufc to futnnit to fave themfelves : But he nothing profited by all this, being only derided for his la- L 
theses to ^ om . p or neither would they yield to the Romans for their Oaths fake, nor were they 
% areThey' able to fight with the Romans, being now as it were befieged round by them j yet their 
unable to wage accuftomed Murthers encouraged them to more. 

war with them T i ms dif per f e d all over the City, they lurked in the Ruines, lying in wait for thofe 
that fought to flee to the Romans ,• many of them were taken and flain j for Famine 
had fo weakned them that they could not flie: And any death was more elegible than 1 
Famine, So that many fled to the Romans, having no promife, nor hope to be fparedby 
them 1 and feared not to expofe themfelves to the fury of the Seditious, who never cea- 
fed ux>m Murther. And now there was no place in the whole City void, but was fill'd 
TheTynmts witli dead Bodies* who either periflied by Famine or Cruelty. But the Tyrants and M 
uttermoft . fad^ou^ Thieves placed their laft refuge in the Vaults, where they hoped, whatfoever 
tffi? Silt" h a P nB d» to hide themfelves that they could not be found, and fo, after the City was de- • 
i«r au .<. fa Q y e ^ t0 e j- c£mq . wn ich was only their vain fancy : For they could neither be hid 
Rapine and ^ rom Go i nor tlie Rornans : Yet at that time they trufted in thofe Caves,from whence 
iiaughter in they fired the City more than the Romans, and cruelly murdered thofe, that having 
tin vaults, efcaped the flames, fled into fecret places, and fpoiied them : Alfo if in any place they 
found any Meat, though all bloody, yet they took it and eat it ; and now they fell to 
fight one with another about thefpoil they got. And I doubt not, but if they had not 
been prevented, bv the deftru&ion of the City, their cruelty would have been fuch,that 
they would have eaten the bodies of dead men.

Titus perceiving that the higher part of theCity could not be won without Mounts, 
being fituate in a Soil, round about which were high and deep Precipices, on the 
twentieth day of Augtft he fee all his Souldiers on work : and the carrying of Wood for 
that purpofe was very painful, all Trees within 100 furlongs off the City being alrea- 
B dy cut down, and ufed in the former Work, as is belore-faid. So the four Legions rai- 
fed a Mount on the Weft-fide of the City j and the Auxiliaries made a Mount againft 
the Porch, Bridge and Tower, which Simon, during his War \v\t\i John, had built. 
About this time the Captains of the Idumccans aflembling together, deliberated to yield ^Ummmis 
themfelves, and fent five of their Company to 7V/«r,befeeching him to receive them to SSSwy J 6 ' 1 ' 
Mercy : and he hoping that the Tyrant would yield after them, who were the greatefl: bout their fab- 
part of his Army, with much difficulty granted them Life, and fo fent them back to nMm - 
their fellows. But Simon having notice of their defign, prefently flew thofe five that 
were fent to Titus ; and taking the Captaius (the chief ot whom was fames the Son of 
Sofa) he put them in Prifon, and carefully watcht thtldumaans, who now having no 
C chief Commanders, knew not what to do. But the Guard could not hinder them from 
fleeing \ for although many of them were killed, yet divers fled and efcaped, and were 
all received by the Romans; Titus s Courtefie being fuch, that he remembred not his 
ibrmer Orders to the contrary. And now the Souldiers abftained from Murthers, and 
minded only the getting of Wealth? the common People they fold with their Wives 
and Children for a fmall price ; many being expofed to fele, and few /coming to 
buy them. Titus having publiflied that none Ihould fly unto him without their Fatrii* 
lies, yet now received thofe alfo that came alone, appointing fome to enquire who had 
deferved punifhment, and to inflidfc it on them. So an infinite number was fold ; and 
more than 40000 of the People were faved, whom the Empcrour difmifled,and permit* forty thoH- 
D ted to go whither they pleafed. fi «3! 
At the fame time a certain Prieft, Jefus the Son of Thebathus,ms promifed pardon on ?e/m a Prieft 
condition he would deliver certain holy things belonging to the Temple : and fo'he t . he f >nofl * e ' 
came and brought outof a Wall twoCaodlefticks, like to thofe that were in the Temple, 
Tables, Goblets, Cups, all made of folid and maflie Gold: alfo the Veil and the Orna- 
ments of the Prieft, fome precious Stones, and many Veflels made for Sacrifice. More- 
over, the Keeper of the Holy Treafure, called Phinehas,broug\\t forth the Garments, and Phimhas, the 
all things that belonged to the Priefts,and much Purple and Scarlet,which were laid up J^'xSpfc 
in ftore, to make Tapeftry or Hangings, among which alfo was fome Cinamon.Caflia, taken. 5 
and many other odoriferous things, whereof were compounded fweet Odours to be of- 
E fered to God. He alfo deliverecThim much Wealth of other Men's, and much facred 
Treafure: for which although he was taken by force, yet he was pardoned, as thofe 
were that fled to Cafar. 



CHAP. XVI. 
How the reft of the City was taken.

THE feventhday of September the Mounts being finifhed,which was the Eighteenth Some of thefc. 
day after they were begun, the Romans planted their Rams and Engines for Bat- Jjfjjj 
tery, whereupon fome of the Seditious, defpairing to keep the City, left the Walls, i n the vauiti of 
and fled to the Mountain Acra; others hid themfelves in Vaults ; but the mod: refolute thc <%• 
endeavoured to hinder the Romans from placing the Rams againft the Walls. The Ro* 
mans, befides that they were more in number, had their Courage encreafed by Victory. 
But on the contrary, the Jews being now all dif-heartned and wrrowful, fo foon as any 
part of the Wall was broken down or waken by theforce of the Rams ,ftraightways fled j the ftditious/ 
and the Tyrants were furprized with greater fear than needed, for even before fuch time • 
G as the Enemies had entered the Wall,they ftpod in doubt whether to flee orno : and they 
who a little before were fo proud and arrogant,now trembled and quaked, fothat it was

From whence one may plainly perceive God's juftice to- 
from T Ece wards the impious, and the JPwwi/s Fortune j for the Tyrants deprived themfelves of 
i»y no means their ftrong holds, and voluntarily departed out of their Towers, wherein they could I 
but famine never i Jave been taken but by Famine : and the Romans having fo much laboured at 
S™' 8 the lower Walls, now by Fortune took thefe, which their Engines could never have 
ihaken ; for there were three inexpugnable Towers that could not be battered with the 
Engines, whereof before we have made mention. So the Tyrants having forfaken thefe, 
or rather being by God's will driven from thence, they fled towards the Valley of Siloa, 
where after the fear was paft, they again took heart, and attacked the new Wall that 
was in that place, yet not ufing fuch courage and vigour as need required, they werebea- 
the tymans ten offby the Guards that defended it, their ftrength now failing, and being wearied 
enter the town w j t jj f ear> famine and calamity. Some were driven one way, and fonw ano- 
Viftory! 1 " ther, and they were forced to hide themfelves in Vaults and Sinks. The Romans ha- K 
ving obtained thofe Towers placed their Colours upon them, and clapping their hands 
and Ihouting for joy, they cried Villory, finding the end of the War nothing fo terrible 
as the beginning. Vet they did not believe that this was the end, becaufe they got the 
Thehoufband y[ & \\ without any blood-lhed ,• but they admired that no man offered to refift them. 
rSoS; ar e Whereupon ifluing into every Street,they flew whomfoever they found without any re- 
feftfuUotdead fpec"r,and fired Houfes,and kill'd all the people that had fled into them ,- and where they 
bodlM ' entered to get prey, they found whole Families dead, and houfes full of Carcafes con- 
fumed by Famine. Thus terrified with the heavy fight, they departed, not taking any 
thing away } yet for all that they pitied not thofe that were left alivej but flew whom- 
foever they met, whereby they filled the narrow ftreets fo full of dead bodies, that none L 
could pafs that way for them : all the whole City flowed with blood j fo that many 
places fet on fire, were quenched with the blood of thofe that were (lain. At evening 
they ceafed from killing, but all night long the fire encreafed : and fo in the morning, 
which was the eighth of Sept ember ^\\ was fet on fire ; the City in the time of the Siege 
having endured more mifery and calamity, than ever it received joy and happinefs from 
the time of the firft foundation, notwithftanding that the fame had been fo great, tljat 
all Cities might juftly envy it ; and it no wife deferved to be fo opprefled witb'fuch 
mifery,(aveonly for that it foftered and bred fuch impious perfons as wroughjtthe over- 
throw thereof. / 

Titus enteringinto the City amongft thereft,admired the ftrong holds thereof.and the M 
rocky Towers, of which the Tyrants like mad. men deprived themfelves $ and feeing

For and fuch as dt- 
being aflembled together from all parts to the Feaft of Unledveried bread, on a fudden $ dm 'P Jj! B 
they were involved in the War; and firft Of all d Plague fell among them by reafofl ofeff 
the ftraitnefs of the placc,and immediately after, Famine, worfe than it; That the Ci- 
ty was capable of fo many men, it is evident ; for Cejlitu defirous to fighifie the flourjfli- 
ingeftate, and ftrength ofjerufalem to Nero, who contemned our Nation, rfequefted 
the High-Priefts, that if poffible they could, they fliould number all the People iri their 
c City : and upon the Feaft ot&tjter, when they killed Offerings from the ninth hour of 
^ the day until the eleventh (and to eat a Lamb not fewer than ten perfons Were aflem- 
bled ; for it is not lawful to feaft alone, yea, many times twenty are iri a Company) 
they numbrcd two hundred fifty fix thoufand five hundred Oblations, of Lambs to be 
killed ; fo that if we reckon to every Lamb ten men, the number amounts to two Mil- 
lions feven hundred thoufand Men, all purified, whole and found : for it was not lawful 
for any that were Lepers, or had a flux of feed, nor for Women that had the monthly 
Terms, to eat of that Sacrifice; nor yet for any Stranger that came thither for Reli- 
gion's fake. 

So this great multitude was aflembled together from other places,and was there by the 
p Providence of God ftiut up as it were in a Prifon. And the City being filled with meri 
of War, wasbefiegedj fo that the number of thofe that were flain tarpafled all that 
ever periflied, either by any Plague fent from God, or by the means of men ; they were The >»w», 
partly openly flain, partly taken by the Romans : who fearching the Vaults, and open- fearchl ^ the 
ing the Sepulchres, fpared none they met with. There alfo were found more than two y£ find 
thoufand, whereof fome flew themfelves with their own hands, others were kill'd by much tieato, 
others, the reft periflied by Famine. The ftink of dead bodies was fo great, that 
many minding tofearch the forefaid places, and being entred into them, were forced 
to retire : yet others for lucre fake treading on the dead Carcafes, fearched the dead 
Bodies, if they could find any thing ; for great Riches were hid in the Vaults $ and 
covetoufnefs omitted no way to gain. 

Moreover, many were taken out from thence, whom the Tyrants, who even in their 
extremity ceafed not to tyrannize, kept Prifoners : yet God plagued them both ac- John and si* 
cording to their deferts : iotjohn being almoft famiflied with his Brethren in a Vault, JJ"? 
befought the Romans to fave his Life. And Simon, having long ftriveri with necefllty, as vTutai th? 
we fliall hereafter relate, at laft yielded himfelf, and was kept for the Triumph ; but 
John was condemned to perpetual prifon. The Romans beat down the Walls, and 
fired the remaining parts of the City.

The Nation of the Jews Was mixed amongft almoft all Nations of the 
the jews in- world . a nd efpecially amongft the Syrians, by reafon of their vicinity } and many of 
mZ X thepeo them were at Antiochia,. becaufe it was a great City: And the Kings that fucceeded 
pie of the Antiochus permitted them freely to inhabit there,and to injoy all the libertiesof the City, 
world. p or Antiochus, firrtamed Euiphanes, deftroyed Jernfafem and facked the temple,' but l 

his Succeflbrs reftored all the Brafs veffels that were taken from the Temple,to the Jews,

Amiockusto -echinus^ that he hated the Jews and their cuftoms; moving them alio to Compel 
biddcth t6 all the reft of the Jews, to do the like, and whofoever refufed fo to do, were to 
SSh 5 iv be j ud B cd Traitors. The Ant'mhians followed his cdunfel But few Jews would N 
obey \ and they that denied to facrifice , were Haiti. Then Antiochus receiving a 
party of Souldiers from the Roman Governors, became moft cruel againft his Coun- 
try-men, and would not permit them to keep holy the Seventh day *T)Ut init obliged 
thrm to do all labour and bufinefs, that they were accuftqmed to do upon any other 
day, and he lb urged them hereto, that within fliort time the Seventh day was not 
only violated among them of Antioch, but alfo in other Places and Cities round about.

Themagnifi- the Gate> and f 0 went in Triumphallalong theolaces defigned for publick Shews, to the 
TrimraiL end that all People might have a better view of their Magnificence. But the Spectacles 
there exhibited, both for number, variety, and coftlinefs, cannot be defcribed fuffi- 
cierttly, being excellent in all things, which any Man could devife, both Workmanlhip, 
Riches, Variety, and, Novelty. For almoft all things that ever were in any place a- 
mongft Men that lived in Felicity, either Rich or Glorious, and pleafant to behold, all 
were that day (hewed and feen in this Triumph, as a Teftimony of the Grandeur of K 
the Roman Empire. For there was fuch ftorc of Works of Gold, Silver, and Ivory, that 
one would not have deemed them to have betn made only for the pomp of that day, but 
to have been fo plentiful, as if they had flowed all about the City ; fome carried fine Ta- 
rh ft P eftrv madeof all forts of Purple, & curioufly wrought with Pictures & Babylonian work; 
dons Gar-"' and there was fo many Gems and precious Stones, fome fetin Crowns of Gold,fome mo- 
ments. tner W orks, that it appeared that without reafon we judged them to be rare and fcarce. 

Moreover,the Pictures of their Gods were carried with them, which were admirable both 
for greatoefsand workman fhip,and all of precious matter. Moreover divers forts of living 
Creatures were there to be feen,all adorned with fomeattire agreeing and alludingunto 
their Nature. There was alfo an infinite multitude of Men in Purple Garments wrought L 
with Gold,whocarried all thefe things ; and all thofethat were defigned to ferve for this 
Pomp, were attired in fuch Garments, than which nothing could be more Glorious. 
Even the Captives were not without gorgeous attire ; but the variety and beauty of the 
The building Garments made the Sadnefs of their Countenances lefs remarkable. The Pageants, 
of the Page- tnat: were born in the Triumph,were of admirable bignefs, fo that the People that beheld 
ants ' them, wondred how it was poflible that Men fhould carry them ; for many were built 
with three or four Lofts one above another, furpaflingall that can be imagined for work- 
and coft; fome of them being hangd about withTapeftry of Gold ; and all things an- 
nexed unto them, whereon they were carried, were made of wrought Gold or Ivory ' 
Wherein was curioufly reprefented the manner of War, and all Stratagems, and Arts of M 
fighting, that could be devifed; fome in one part of the Pageant, fome in another. 
There might one have beheld moft fertile and fortunate Countries deftroyed ; whole 
Troops of Enemies flain, fome flying, others taken Prifoners ; ftrong and huge Walls 
battered down with Rams; Caftles and Fortrefles deftroyed ; great and populous Ci- 
ties aflaulted, and a whole Army entring the Breach ; all places filled with maflkred 
Men; and how thofe that were not able to fight, yielding themfelves, asked Mercy; 
the Temples fet on Fire; and after all elfe was wafted, the Houfes thrown down upon 
their Owner's Heads ; and a River not flowing, as it was wont, into tilled places,and to 
ferve forthe ufeof Man and Cattel to drink, but carrying Streams of Blood to quench 
part of the Flames, which confuraed the City to Aftiesj all which the Jewsin their War N 
endured. Thefe things were fo artificially reprefented to the view of thofe that had not 
feen them, as though they were now a-doing. Upon every Pageant flood the Gover- 
nor of the City, repiefenting the manner how it was taken. After all thefe followed 
many Ships ; and in every place were carried the Spoils taken in War; amongft which 
thofe that were taken in the Temple of Jerufalem were moft remarkable ; for there

B People made joyful exclamations, and To' they fell to Sacrifice ; which done ac- Market P,acc ' 
cording to the CUftom, 'they returned to tlie'hlace, where they made a great Feaft • as 
others alfo did for themfelves at their own Houfes. For this day was Sacred amongft 
the Rowans in joy of the Victory over their Enemies, and an end of Civil Cala- 
mity, and the beginning of good Fortune and Hope, which they had in their Hew 
Princes. 

When the Triumphs were ended, and all the Roman Empire quieted, Vefpa^n , 
built a Temble, and dedicated it to Peace, which he did in fofliort a fpace, that itS u ? cth u at,a 
was admirable ; and having beftowed great coft upon it, he alfo beautified it with di- ffl? 
vers Pictures and carved Works. And he placed in tjiat Temple all things that Men p " ce 
C o former Ages had gathered together from the uttermoft parts of the Earth. And he 
p aced there all the Golden VefTels, and other things that the Jews ufed in their Tem- 
ple, doing them great reverence. But their Law, and the Tapeftry or Purple Veils of 
the Sanctuary he commanded to be kept in the Palace.

C&far fent Lucius Baffus into Jueka to be Lieutenant-General there, who receiving 
the Army of Cerealh milianus, took the Caftle and Garrifon of Herodlum by 
compofition. After this, gathering together all his Troops which were difperfed in 
divers places of the Country With the Tenth Legion he purpofed to War againft 
MachatoMi for he thought it neceflary to deftroy that Caftle, left its ftrength might 
move many tb rebel ; for by reafon of the fituation of the place, they that were in it 
had great aflurance of fafety ; and thofe that fought to afiault it, were in great 
danger: For it was built upon a Rock that was exceeding high, and which made 
E it almoft inexpugnable; and Nature had fg devifed, that it was hard to come to it 
being environed round about with Valleys of incredible depth and Very difficult to 
pafsover ; for that which is on the Weft part is threefcore Furlongs large, and endeth 
at the Lake Afphaltites\ on which fide Macharon\m\\ a very high Profpect • and 
it is environed on the North and South with Valleys of the like depth ; whereby 
it is impoffible to win the Caftle; but that Valley which is on the Eaft fide 
is at leait a hundred Cubits deep, and endeth upon a Mountain near Macbasron. 
Alexander K\t\& of the Jews feeing the Nature of the place, there built a Caftle, which 
afterward Gabinius in the War againft Ariftobulus deftroyed. But Herod when he 
was King, judged jthis place worthy to be fortified, as a Principal defence againft the w enviro- 
r Neighbouring Arabians : For it was aptly fituate upon a Mountain, whence one neth Mach *- 
might behold their Borders. Wherefore making a large Wall, he built a City there Zmu 
in the place that enters into the Caftle ; he alfo comparted the very top thereof with ?nd Tower, 
another Wall, and in the corner he placed Towers that were fixty Cubits high • and 
in the very midft; of all he built a Palace for largenefs and beauty admirable; and he 
made many Cifterns to receive Water in convenient places, which ferved the People 
abundantly, ftriving as it were with Nature, that the Places whlcti file had made KS! 
ftrong, he by -Art might make yet inexpugnable. He alfo laid up there in ftore, Arms^ribfet 
and warlike Engines, and alfo all Provifions wherewith the Inhabitants might be able i"*'"* 
to hold out a long fiege.

The conflidof place to the Romans, they might obtain Pardon of them.- Yet firft they purppl^d to 
the jews with make Trial if they could avoid the Siege; and therefore very courageoufly ev^ryrday 
S^/™j L ! w they made'excurfions,' and fought with thofe they met, and many were flain on both 
ftrongm hand parts. Fortune and opportunity fomctime caufed one fide to be Victors, fometime 
and*ereein .another ; for the Jemf got the beft, when they could aflault the Romans unawares, 
0,(iaUcm i )tf - an( |- t l ie Rowans overcame, when they were aware of the Jews coming, and armed 
themfelves^ But the Siege was not ended by thefe Skirmillies ; at length a. Chance 
befel, which obligee! the Jews to yield the Caflle.. 

Amongft thofe that were befieged was one Eleazar a young Man, very hardy and ^ 
bold in any enterprize, and who oftentimes made excurfions, and fought to hin- 
der the Romans work, whom always in every fight he greatly endammaged, and by 
, his Valour, and adventurous Courage, gave thofe that were his Fellows opportunity 
to aflault the Remans, and to fly again and retire in fafety, himfelf being always 
the ! lail that fo retired. It happened one day, that the fight being ended, and both 
" parts feperatcd, he as it were contemning all Men, and thinking that none of his 
Enemies durft undertake to Combate with him, flayed without the Gate, fpeaking 
to thofe that were, upon the Wall, and giving great attention to them. Then one 
Rufus an Egyptian, one of the Roman Army, fpying this opportunity ran upon him 
I'd fuddeniy, that he unawares took him all unarmed as he was, and they upon ™ 
the Walls flood amazed, whilft Rufus led him into the Roman Camp j then the 
General of the Rowans caufed him to be led into a place, where they in the City 
might fee him, and there to have all his Cloaths taken of£ and to be whipped; 
the misfortune of this young Man greatly dhcouraged the Jews, fo that all the 
hm'mmi^y was - me ! 1 ^ » nt0 . Tears for the Calamity of this one Man. Baffus feeing this 
the^wsTo 0 ' contrived this device againft them in order to move them to companion, fo that for 
fiibmit them; tp lave him they mould yield their Caftle: Which fell out as he defired.

Of the Death of King Antiochus j and how the Alans invaded Armenia. 

IN the fourth year of Vefpafian s Reign, it happened that Antiochus Kmgo'iCotMgen'a 
with all his Family,fell into great misfortune upon this occafion. Cefennius Petus 
■ Ccl p'"f " A l T Govcrnour of Syria (either for envy, or for that indeed it was fo for it is not well 
ofViv/ac" known) fent Letters to C^/i/-,declaring to him that Antiochus was determined to revolt 
cufcth Antio- f ro m the Romans, together with his Son Epiphanes ; that he had made a League with I 
c7J Jef ° ie tne ^"B °f l ' ie PartbiatiS » art d that therefore it was neceflary to prevent them in time, 
left if they firft began to revolt openly, they might trouble all the Roman Empire with 
XVar.Cafar did not neglect this News, for that the nearnefs of both the King's Court tries 
one to another feemed to require that they Ihould be quickly prevenred ; for Samofata 
the greateftCity ofComagenak fituate upon Euphrates, and fo might both eafily receive 
the Parthians, and be a Strong- hold for them; and alfo there they might eafily pafs 
over the River. Wherefore Vefpafian fent Word to Petus, That he permitted him to do 
what he thought expedient j and he forthwith, Antiochus thinking nothing, fuddenly 
entred into Comagena with the fixth Legion, and certain otherCompanics of Foot, and 
lome Troops of Horfe, accompanied with Ariftobulus King of Chalets, and Sohemus King K 
of Emefa, who came to aflift him. They entred the Country without any fight ; for 
Antiochm i$ none of the Inhabitants offered to refift. Jntiochus though furprized with this unexpecl:- 
fuddcuiy iuva- e d News, yet did not fo much as think of any War againft the Romans; but determined 
S; by t0 ' cave tne w,1 °k Kingdom in that State that then it was in, and with his Wife and 
""' Children to depart from thence, hoping hereby to clear himfelf to the Romans, from 
that which theyfufpefted of him; and going almoft a hundred and thirty Furlongs from 
the City into a Plain, there he encamped. Petus fent Men to Samofata to take it, as they 
eafily did, and were left to keep the City,whilft he with the reft of the Soldiers purpofe 
to go againft Antiochus : But the King, though by neceflity urged thereto, yet would 
not fight againft the Romans', but bewailing his misfortune, endured patiently all what- L 
foever : But his two Sons being lufty ftrong young Men, and skilful in Martial Affairs, 
could notveafily abftain from Fight in this their diftrefs.

Hew Maffada, a very flrongCafile, was taken, 

BAffus flying in Judaa, Flavius Syfoa fucceeded in his place ; who perceiving thatajj 
the Country elfe were Conquered fave one only Caftle, he with all the Forces he 
could make wentagainft it. This Caftle is called Maffada. The Captain of the Stearic 
ans, , named Eleazar, who commanded in it, was a very ftrong and valiant Mai;, of the 
Tribe otjnfab, who perfwaded a great many Jervs,as is beforefaid, not to enroll them, 
C felves when Cyreneus was Cenfor, and fent to Tax Judaa. For at that time the Sicari- 
am had confpired againft thofe that obeyed the Romans, and in all things ufed them 
like Enennes, taking and driving away their Goods, and firing their Houfes, affirming 
that they nothing differed from Strangers, who Jpetrayed the liberty of their Country 
rather than they would fight for it, and that they had rather they were on the Ro- 
mans fide But this was only an excufe to hide their Avarice and injurious Dealing, as 
the proof made manifeft; for they themfelves revolted and bore Arms againft the Ro- 
mans, and their enterprifes againft the Romans were worfe than the reft; and when 
their firft forged pretence was known and confuted, they raged more than before a- 
gainlt thofe that upbraided them with \t. . 
D For at that time the Jews abounded.with all manner of Iniquity, fo that none was Thetime*- 
Jelt uncommitted; yea, though one endeavoured to.invent fome new Viljainies,yet could ,non R 
hedevife none that was not then pradifpd : All laboured with thismalady, both in par- moftVii 
ticular, and in common ; and every one ftrove with other to furpafs his Fellow in Im- Ki SS 
piety againft God, and injuftice towards his Neighbour.

Sylva being advanced agdinft Eleazir, and thofe that kej)t Maffdda with him, Who H 
were Sicdridns, lie presently ftibdtied all the Confines and fiordcrs round about*and put 
in every fit place Gdrrifons; and ittvirohed the Caftle with a Wall, left any of the 
fieged fliould elcape, and that the Bcfiegers might there keep a continual Guard. 
Moreover, lie placed his Camp in a fit Quarter for the Siege, where the Rock thdt the 
Callle was built upon joyned to the other Mountain ; but it was an Unfit place to get 
Ncceltaries in ; for not orily Victuals were fetch'd far off* by great laboUr of the Jews, 
wiio were commanded to do it } but alfo Water for the whole Army fome-where clfe, 
f or there was no Fountain near that place. 

This done, Sylva attempted the Caftle ; wherein it was requifite for him toufe both 
art and labour, by reafon of the ftrengthof the Caftle, which is thus fituate. It is in- { 
vironed round with a hugeRockvery highon every fide; and the Valley underneath is 
fo deep, that one can fcarce fee the bottom, all rocky and inacceflible to all Animals; 
laving only that in two places there is a difficult palTage to it, one from the Lake Af~ 
phaltites towards the Eaft, and the eafieft of the two on the Weft fide ; the firft is cal- 
led a Snake ; taking its Nameof the ftraitnefs and crooked turnings ; for the Rock that 
is eminent, feemeth as it we're broken in funder, and by little arid lirtle often returneth 
again into it felf, and is by degrees extended in length, fo that he that gocththat way, 
can make nohafte, but muftftep with one Foot firft upon them, and the other upon ano^ 
ther ; and muft ftandupon one Foot while heremove'th the other, and he that falleth is 
fure tobe killed in the fall $ for there is (uch it hollow place on either fide between the ft 
Rocks, that it isab'le'to terrifie the bol deft Man alive. VVhen One hath gone thirty Fur- 
longsby this Way, one comes tothc top of the Hill, which isnot fteep, but hath a Plain 
upon it. Jonathan the High-Prieft 'was thefirft that built a Caftle in this place,and called 
it Mafada; andH<?/Wafterhirn befto'wed'great 'labour and coft in fortifying it;for hein- 
vironedit witha Wall of feVert Furlongs circuit, all of White Stone, twelve Cubits high, 
and eight Cubits broad 5 arid placed in it twenty Seven Towers that were fifty Cubits 
high,by which Mefi parted Into the Houfes that Were round about the Wall within. 
The King appointed the top of the Hill for Tillage, becaufe it was a more fertile and fat 
Soil than any ground elfe, fothat if at any time they within the Caftle wanted Provifion, 
yet they might not be fdmlihed, having this grourid to furnifli them. He alfo built in l 
this place a Palace for himfelf, the way to whidi was On the Weft fide Within the 
Caftle Wall, whole profpedr. was towards'the North ; and he in vironed the fame witha. 
very ftrong Wall, and in the corners thereof he built four very firm Towers 1 threefcore 
Cubits high, and very furilptuous within, hstvihg divers Rooms, 'Galleries, and Baths, 
fupported in every place with Pillars, every one bf which was one orily 'ftone : The 
Walls thereof were of folid Stone bf divers' colours; and to every HOiife, and in the top 
of the Ifiill, and round about the Palace, he hewed certain Cifterns otit of the Rock to 
hold Watery fothat by this means Waterwas as plentiful^as though they had had Foun. 
tains within the Caftle. There Was a Way to the Caftle uhder gtbund frbm the King's 
Palace, which they that were without could hot perceive ; but the Way above, ground M 
wasinacceftible; for as we have already faid, by the Way on the Eaft fide no Man could 
pafs, and as for that on the Weft, it was ftop'd upwith a Tower'built in the' ftrait there- 
of, diftant athoufand Cubits from the Caftle, by which it was impoflible to pafsj and it 
was not eafie to get it by force j and the more leifurely one went, the greater was the 
danger. Thus was this Fortrefsftrengthened both by Art and Nature. 

Irhe Provifion within the Caftle was ad niirable for the plenty thereof; for there was 
Corn fufficient for many years, befides Wine ahd v Oil, and all forts of Pulfe, and great 
quantity of Dates. All which Eleaiar > having deceitfully obtained the Caftle with his 
Sicarians, found there; Which Provifion Was ali as found and asfrefh, as though it had 
newly been laid up in ftore j nbtw'ithftanding, that from the time it was placed there, N 
tothe time that the Romans tobk 'it, Were a hundred years : Arid the Romans found the 
relicks of the Fruits incbrrupted j 'and one may juftly think that the caufe hereof is the 
Air about the Caftle, which by reafon of the height of the place is mbft pure, and free 
from all earthly corruption, 'there was alfo found all manner of Armour in great 
quantity, which Hehdhzd made, ind would have armed 'ten thoufand Men; alfomuch 
unwrought Iron, Brafs, andtLead; fothat one may judge that Provifion to have been 
referved for fome great caufe. 

It is reported, that Herod prepared that Caftle for his refuge, when he doubted two 
great dangers: Firft, That the People of the Jews would depofe hjm, and make them 
Kings whole A nceftors had before reigned. O 
The others which was more con fiderable, was, for that he feared ' Cleopatra Queen of

But others 
moved with compaflion toward their Wives and Families, were fomcthing backward, 
or elfe abhorred to kill themfelves, and looking one upon another with Tears, fliew'd K 
their difagreement from that wluchEleazar advifed. Which when Eleazar perceiv'd, 
and that his Counfel through fear was defeated; Tearing alfo that they who courageouf- 
ly had at firft accorded thereunto, would be withdrawn by the Tears of others, he did 
not fo end his exhortation; but (landing up, he begun with a vehement difcourfe to 
fpeak to them of the immortality of the Soul, and fixing his Eyes upon thofe that wept 
with a great exclamation, faid, 
FJeW* How much am I deceived who thought that valiant Men fighting for thetr Liberty would 
Oration as rather chuje to die than to live ! But ye fhew your felves not to excel any ordinary Men, who 
SKSv f ear t0 die,notwithflanding that thereby you may efcape great mifery and calamity, though 
of the SouL in this point you ought not to have expelled Any admonition thereunto^ nor to have made any L 
delay to do it. The ancient Cufloms, which have endured ever fince men had riafon, the Di- 
vine Dottriueofour Nation,which hath continually been confirmed ] by the deeds of our Pre- 
decefors,doinflruc} us, that it is miferable to live,and not to die. For Death difmiffethour 
it cd" Souls from Prif on totheir wofl pure and proper place,where never after they fhaHbe touched 
a Mortality! with calamity. But whilst they are bound in a Mortal Body,and participate of his miferies. 
The power of t hey may in a manner be affirmed to be dead. For there is no proportion between two things y 
theSoul. one whereof is Divine,and the other Mortal. True it is, that our Souls can do much being 
joynedto cur Bodies, which they ufe as their inftruments, fecretly producing in them mo- 
tion and many other ail ions pajfmg the Nature of Mortal things. But when the Soul is loofed 
from that foavy burthen, which weighs it down to the Earth,and hath recovered its proper M 
halitation,theu it enjoyethfree and per feci felicity, and remaineth invifible to mortal Eyes, 
as God himfelf is, as I'ikewife it is in our Bodies. For it cometh fecretly into them, andfo 
depart eth from them again, that no Matt can perceive it, being of a Nature incorruptible, 
and yet caufing great changes in our Bodies. For whatfoever the Soul toucheth, that 
prefently liveth and fiourifheth ; and what it forfaketh, that incontinently witherethand 
Sleep the Ar- Jyeth ; fo much doth it participate of immortality. Sleep may be an evident argument

notice of his preparation and departure, who was then Governour of Libya; who fend- 
ing fome Horfe and Foot, eafily furprized them being unarmed, and the moft part of 
a mrt of % t he m were flain ; yet fome were taken alive, andbrbught to Catullus. But their Leader 
natban'$ com- Jonathan at that time efcaped j yet being diligently laid and fought for over all thole 
panions were Countries, he was at laft taken ; and being brought f o Catullus, he fought to delay his 
!he «ft kSownpunifhment,by offering an occafion of Cruelty to Catullus ; For he accufed the M 
captiw alive, richeft among the Jews to have been his Advifers to this Matter, 
and brought Catullus was glad of thefe Accufations, arid exaggerated them very much with Tra- 
gical Terms, fo that he might have a pretext of War againft the Jews, and not content 
to credit whatfoever was maliciouflyfpoken,he hirnfelf inftrutfed the Sicarians to frame 
fcandalous accufations; and commanding them to nominate one Alexander, a Jew , 
whom he had long hated, and his Wife Bernice, he put them firft of all to death j and 
j£g ff l h Xin after them,all that were rich j who amounted to the number of three thousand. And 
by cat"'™ this he thought he did without controul, becaufehe confifcated their Pofleffions to 
Cafar. 

And left any Jew living in any other place, Ihould complain of hislnjiwice, he ex- N 
lojjpbbyCa- tended his malicious Lyes againft others farther off; and perfuaded Jonathan, and cer- 
fiS'Sufed tain others that were taken with him, to accufe the moft trufty and faithful [ Jews, both 
by Jonathan, at Romt and Alexandria j one of thofe who was thus falfly accufed, was Jvfeph, who 
wrote this Hiftory. But this Proceeding of Catullus had not fuch fuccefs as he hoped ; 
for he came to Rome, and brought Jonathan and the reft bound with him,thinking that 
no more enquiry would be made of the falfe accufations invented by hirnfelf. But re- 
fpafian fufpeding the matter, made diligent enquiry to know the Truth ; and finding 
thefe Crimes injurioully impofed upon thofe Men, at the interceffion of Titus, he ac-

ISuppofe, moft worthy Epaphroditus, that I have fufficiently teftified unto thofe 
who (hall read the Books which I have written touching the i Authentic* Hi- 
ftory of the Jews, that our Nation is moft ancient, and that they had their O- 
riginal from themfelves, and have from the firft beginning inhabited that Coun- 
ot the Antl . try, whereof they are pofleffed at this prefent. To which effed I gathered out 

quity contain- 0 f our Sacred Writings, and publiflied in the Greek Tongue, a Hiftory containing the 
rfSf^Oocuriencesoffive thoufand years. But for that I fee there are divers, (who being 
finJyS too much feduced by the fcandalous Calumnies and Reports which fome, who are ill 

affected towards us, have publiflied againft us,) have misbelieved that which I have t 
written of our Antiquity, and labour to approve our Nation to be modern, becaufe 
none of the ancient and moft renowned Hiftorians among the Grecians, have thought 
The cauf es qu B /foeefteri worthy tftfcetojifcUG* rn their, Writings : ,F, pr this caufe I hold it a part of 
Erjl % Duty to Ivrite a ftiort tteMe hereupon {.both to reprove the Malice and Impo- 
ffitoi fturesof thofe our Calumniator^ to cbrre& theirlghonihce, by teaching thofe who 
are defirous to know the Truth, what the Original of our Nation is. For proof where- 
of, I will produce no other Teftimony but fuch as from Antiquity hath been judged 
• worthy of Credit among the Greeks ; laying open before their Eyes, that they, who 
have rfanderoufty and falfly written againft us, are convicled by their own mouths. I 
will alfo endeavour to Ihew the Caufes why very few Grecians have made mention oi M 
us in their Hiftories : And moreover, I will make it known, that they who have writ- 
ten concerning us, have been ignorant either really or feignedly of the Truth ol thole 
things which they have reported. 

Firft of all therefore, I do not a little marvel at thofe, who, in reference to matters ot 
Antiquity fuppofe that the Truth oughtonly to be gathered from the Greeks j and that 
they alone can juftly claim the'Honour and Knowledge of faithful writing ; whereas 
they neither vouchfafc either us, or any others the credit of Truth in that we fet down,- 
although I am able to prove, that all things have fallen but quite contrary. For which 
caufe it behoveth us not to look to men's various Opinions,but to examine that which is 
M tlun« a- right, and gather the fame by the Effe&s. For whatfoever is fet down by the Greeks, N 
c3t m is new » and of late m emor y> and hath been brought to execution in a manner but ye- 
modcrn, but (lerday I mean the Foundations of Cities, the Inventions of Arts, and the Eftabhlh- 
fuch things as ment 0 f La W s, anc j Application to write Hiftory with fome Care.

A But always thofe who have eftablifhed new Eftates, have fuppofed in their own be- 
half, that whofoevcr was the Founder of theirs, he was the firft of the World. Yet they Enumerable 
have had the knowledge of Letters very late, and have attained the fame with very corruptions in- 

great difficulty. tried Greece. 

For they that fpeak of the moft anciciit ufe of the fame, boaft that they received theTheFk w/W- 
knowledge thereof from the Phoenicians, and from Cadmus. Notvvithftanding, there kM 31,(1 CaJ - 
is not any one of them that can fliew any Record of that Time , either in their 
lemple, or in their publick Regifters : whereas there is ftill great doubt and queftion, Letter* 
whether thofe Letters were in ufe during their time, who managed the Siege of 
Troy. 

B And indeed, their opinion,who affirm that they were ignorant of the ufe of thofe 
Letterswhich are at prefent allowed and accuftomed among us,is not to be refuted.For SS? t £ 
it is moft manifeft,that there is not any Writing extant among the Greeh.tlut is more i> not any wri- 
ancient than Homer s Poem j which, as is moftmanifeft,wascompos'd fince the time of *«"« 'r™ 1 *. 
the Siege of Troy. And yet it is reported, that he left no part of that (fePocm m.wri- 
ting,but that it was compofed of divers Songs,and only fung by roat'j.by which means 
it came to pafs, that there are fo many contradictions in the fame. 

And as for thofe who have undertaken to write Hiftories among them, I mean Cad- 
mus the Mile/tan, and Acvfihm the Argive, and others, they lived but very little time 
before the paflage of the Perfians into Greece . 

C Furthermpre, they wjio among the Greeks were the firft that introduced PhUpfophy 
and the knowledge of Celeftial and Divine things, namely, Pherecydes tht Syrian, Py- 
thagoras and Tha/es, all of them confefs with one accord, that they were inftructed by 
the Egyptians and Chaidees; and they publiflied fome few Writings, which are Spoo- 
led to be the moft ancient among the Greeks ,& it is hardly believ'd alio that they were 
written by them. What reafon therefore have the Greeks to be fo proud^s jf there were 
none but themfelves only, ,who knew the Affairs of Antiquity, and could exactly write 
the Truth thereof > Qr who cannot eaftly conjed'ure by their own Writer themfelves, 
that their. Writings were founded only upon Hearsay and Suppo/itjon, and that they 
fo lowed only vain Conjectures i Hence it oomcth to pafs, that in tf&Bgolp they '«£ 

Dvil, and reprove one another, and ma/<e no Conference to maintain and write Contra- 
dictions about one and the fame thing. t

Hiftory is, when all men aceord in feting down the feme thing ; whereas thefe Writers 
have endeavoured to make men believe that they were the trucft of all the reft, becaufe 
they cofVadided them. We ought indeed to grant the Superiority to the Grecmns m 
allM concerrfe4lh Eloquence, and the Ornament of Language, but not in that which 
appcrtainethto^ritiquity, or Truth of Hifforv, and efpeciaHy in what concerned the 
Truth of ancient Hiftory, and what hath paffedin every Country. 

Wherefore, a'Me Egyptians arid BaBjlonians tons fmce ufed ill dihgence in writing, 
becaufe their PrieftJ Were hereunto enpyned, wh^did me^ curioufly treat of all fuch 
Matters ; the fame al fo did the Chaldees amongft the Bahykmm* and the P kmman* 
afft) Hnhabitingamongft the rWOtaught them to ufc Regifters 5 both eoncermngpub- * 
lickand private Affairs ; which becaufe all men confefs, 1 wii!bmittofpe4k of. 
H( ! Iet 4 : fs aH~oto recount what care our Nation hath had of this Point, (no doubt 
greater rhan-thoft NlmoiTs above-mentioned had) charging our Higli-Priefts and Pro- 
phets to execute thik Office jWhfch Cuftomhath been c*ferved even until this Age,and 
fif I may r*efqme fo kt) wilt beobfcrved in all fucceedmg Ages, as by my enfiwng dif- 
courfe I wiir endteaVoW to make manifeft. For our Nation did not only depute . thi* Of- 
fiee co the moft- vertuous and religious men amongft them in the beginning,and to fucli 
a^Were confecnlted'ro tk Service of God - but they alfo providfedto preferve tile Line 
arid Decent of Priefts frdrriaH impurity, and frotirbeing . intermingled ^^witb ochers; For 
no-hWamongftus'canbea Prieft, who is not bom of a Woman defcendad iron* the 
fame Line. Neither in this cafe i«= any refpecl: rr*de either^f Riches or FJonours; but L

the Books amorigft us, containing the Hiftories of all Ages, are neithennfinue, nor 
one repughant fo anotlier ; for all our Chronicle is contained 1 in xx Books, to wfiicli 
- Books of Books it is impiety to deny Credit. . , , 

holy writ. Five of thefe Books were written by Mofes, comprehending Genealogies, and the 
beginning of Ma nkind, with fuch notable Events as happened even from the beginning 
of the World rill'Jtis Deathj which is little lefs than three thoufand years. 
- After the'Death of MoJes&W the rime wherein hved,whowas King otthe U 

Perfms and Son 1 to Xerxes, every one of the Prophets of our Nation wrote the Hittory 
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A of his time wherein he lived, fothat of thefe men's' Writings we have thirteen 'Bcwks : 
the four other Books, which make up the Number already mentioned, are known to 
contain holy Hymns made to the Praife of God, and wholefome Precepts for Man's 
Life and Convention. All things which from sfrtaxerxes until our time have hapned, 
are alfo fct down in writing ; yet the Books wherein they are regiflred, do not deferl'e 
fo much Credit as the former of ancient times ; for that there was no certain fucceffion 
of Prophets in that Age. Moreover, it is evident, that to the former Works, we give as 
great Credit as to things which we our felves write $ and notwithstanding they have 
been fo long written.yet in all that time no man durft prefume either to alter or to blot 
out any thing therein contained. For all Jeivs i even from their Cradle.do believe thefe 
B Books to be Sacred and Divine, and therefore give all Credit poflible unto them y yea, 
and would willingly fuffer Death, rather than do the contrary. 

Many Captives of our Nation have been cruelly, tormented, and divers ways put to The 9e»ssmA 
death in open Theatres, only for that they would not commit any thing cither in to« are ; 
word or deed againft their Laws, nor violate the Writings of their Fore-fathers. Now """i" 1 ^ lg - 
who amongft the Greeks did ever Main the like ? Nay, they are fo far from doing it, gCt **' 
that none can be found among them, who would fufler any lofs in his Goods or For- 
tunes, to preferve all the Writings of their Nation front deftrudion j and the reafon 
hereof is, becaufe every one efteemeth the verity of their Hiftories to depend upon the 
Will of the Writer. And this they do alfo concerning their moft ancient Hiftorians j 
C and not without caufe : for they every day fee men of their own times writing Hifto- 
ries of Matters long before paft in former Ages, whercir* neither themfelves were pre- ^ om ° others 
fent, neither yet do they vouchfafe to credit the. Writings of fuch as Were then Eye- o?!h™Wm 
witnefTes thereof ; yea, fome among them have divulged Hiftories of fuch things, as of of theyi™ 
late befell our Nation, when themfelves never have been in the place where fuch iMat- 
ters paft as they writ of, nor have lived in any Neighbour-place, where they might 
have probable Report how Matters paft, but only compiling a few broken Stories, tluy 
moft impudently arrogate to their patch'd Stuff the Name of a . Hiftory. 

I my felf have compofed a moft true Hiftory of the laft War, and of every particular 3°f c P ,} ms 
thing there done, as well I might, having been prefentin all thofe Affairs. For I was lht\vj" 0 ? 
DCsfptain of the Go/Ueans imongd our Nation, folongasany refiftarice could be made ti» r J*u<$. 
againft the Romans and then it fo fell out, that I was token by the Romans, and being 
Prifoner to fitut and Vefpafian, they caufed me to.be an Eye-witnefs of all things that 
paft. Firft, in Bonds and fetters, and afterward freed frptol them, I was brought from 
Alexandria with Titus j when he went to 'the Siege aijerufalem. So that nothing could 
then pafs whereof I had not notice For beholding die RomAn Army, I Committed to • ! 
writing all things with all poffible diligence. My felf did only manage all Matter* di£ 
clofed to the Romans by foch as yielded tbemfelves ; for that I only did perfe<2ly under- 
ftand thettii Laftly, Being at Rome, and having leifure, after all bufinefs was paft, [ SfiiSof 
ufed the help of feme Friends f for the skill of the Greek Tongue ) and fo I pubJifhed a ^ Jews l m 
E Hiftory of all that had hapned in the forefaid War which Hiftory of mine is fo true bcin 8 K or »<i 
that I fear riot to call Fejufian and Tim the chief Commanders in that War to witneS 
for them. I firft gave a Copy of that Book to them, and afterwards tolrnany nobteTfo- 
mam, who alfo were prefent in the War. 1 fold alfo many of them to our own Nation", 
to luehasundcrftood the Greek Language, amongft whom were Julius, Archelaus] Some dodc 
Herod, a Man of great vertue, and the moft worthy King dgrippa, who dd all teftifle we** from 
that my Hiftory containeth nothing but Truth; anclwho would not have been ftlent', ffl 9 f b>9 Hi ' 
if cither for Ignorance or Flattery I had changed or omitted any Particular. Yet not- ° ry ' 
withftanding all this* fomc ill difnofed Perfons endeavour todifcredit my Hiftory, as 
though they were difputing pro and contra amongft Children in Schoolsynever confider- 
F ing that he who prdmifeth other men a true Relation of things paft, muft either be pri- 
vy to them by his own knowledge, as having been prefent in the Affairs, ot elfe have 
that winch he f|>eaketh from other Mens Mouths, by report of thofpwhoiknow them : 
both which I have done. For 1 gathered my other Books of Antiquity out of holy Scri- 
pture, being my felf a Prieft, and skilful in pur Law j and the Hiftory of our War I have 
written, my felf being an Agent in many Matters therein contained, and an Eye- 
witnefs of the reft j fo that nothing was faid or done whereof I had not notice. How 
then can any one excufe them front Impudency and Malice, who labour againft me to 
prove my Relation falfe * Perhaps they alledge, that they have read the Commentaries 
otrefpafian and Titus ^ yet for all this, they were not prefent in any A&ion, fepuo> 
G nant to that which my Hiftory rccountetb. ' 

Thus 
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Thus(as I thought neceflary J I have made a digreflion,to ihew how they are able to h 
perform their word, whodifcrediting my Hiftory, promife to fet down the truth iti 
writihg. I have alfo fufficiently (as I think) demonftrated,that the regiftring of things 
^ . is more ancient amongft other Nations,than amongft the Greeks. I will now flrft of all 
which fofipb difpute againft thofe, who labour to prove our Nation of no Antiquity, becauie (as they 
iotendeth. fay) no GreetWtiter maketh any mention of it. This done, I will bring forth proof 
and teftimony of the Antiquity thereof out of other Writers; and (o I will ihew that 
their Malice, who feek to difcredit our Nation. Firft therefore, our Nation neither in- 
habited a Country bordering upon the Sea, nor are we delighted in Merchandife, nor 
for this caufe wearied with Pilgrimages from place to place : But our Cities lie far from 
the Sea, in a moft fertile Soil, which we cultivate with all induftry ; and our whole ^ 
Wans ate endeavours are how ro get food for our Children, and to keep our Country-Laws, and 
to bring up to leave to our Pofterity the knowledge of Piety j in which Work we think all our 
their children. Age ought to be employed. • Befide all this, we have a Form of living, different' from 
Sl'Kno all other Nations. All which concurring together, we had no netd totraftick with 
need to traf- the Greeks, as the Egyptians and the Phoenicians do, who give themfelves to Bargaining 
Hckwithihe anc j Merchandife, only for the covetoufnefs of Money. Neither were our Anceftors 
'""""* delighted in Thefts and Robberies j nor did our Fathers make war upon any Nation, 
^fordefire of larger poireffions: notwithftandingour Country was furniflied with many 
thoufandsof ftrong warlike Men. Wherefore the Phwnicians failing to the Greeks, to 
traflick with them, they were thus made known to them ; and by them the Egyptians, k 
and all other Nations, failing- upon the Seas, brought Merchandife into Greece. The 
Medes alfo and Perfians were known to them, after fuch time as they reigned over Afta, 
and the Perfians brought War even into Europe. 

Moreover the Greeks knew the Thracians, becaufe they were their Neighbours; and 
the Scythians, by failing to Pontus-, and finally, all that were difpofed to write, knew 
all' the Nations bordering either upon the Eaftern or WefternSeas; but fuch as 
dwelt far from the ^ea-coaft,. were long time unknown ; as alfoappears in Europe .• 
For neither Thucydides„ nor Herodotus,nor any other of that time,make any mention of 
Rome j notwithftanding thatfolorig.fince itwas mighty, and madefo greatyWats j be- 
Th« nsmms caufe it was but lately that the Greefo heard of it. Yea, their moft exafl; Writers, and l 
wwe lately particularly Ephorus[were fo ignorant of the French and Spaniards, that they; thought 
c3! tothe ths Spaniards to be<>a People (only denominated from one City, .wherein they inha- 
ceitain Hifto-bited,; whereas the whole World now knoweth them to inhabit a vaft Country, and 
liogiapheis a g reat part of the Weftcrri World. Likewife the faid Greek- Writers relate, the Man- 
SSofpmw.ners.of the forefaid.Beople to be fuch, as neither are, nor were, ever ufed among them, 
city. And the only cau&jwhy they were ignorant of the Truth, was the diftance of place j 
and thefe Writers' would feem to tell fomething, which others of former time hod not 
fpoken of. No marvel therefore though our Nation was unknown, and noneof them 
in their Writings made any mention of us, being both fo far from the Sea* and living 
after a different. manner, i . , M 

Suppofe therefore I fliould deny the Greets to be of any Antiquity ; and to prove my 
•Aflertioiijihould conclude their Nation to be modern, becaufe our Hiftories make no 
mention of them j would they not laugh at this Reafon,and^ ufe the Teftimony of their 
Arguments to Neighbour-Nations to provetlieir Antiquity ? I therefore may argue in like manner, ana* 
o?Se Imti- urethe Teftimony of the Egyptians and Phoenicians, whofe Records the Greeks, cannot 
quity than the deny: For all the.Egyptianr in general are our Enemies ,• and among the Phcenicians, 
Greeks. t i iev e fpec]aUy of lyre; which 1 cannot juftly fay of the Chaldees, who having been 
Princes over, our Nation, and becaufe of their Affinity an4 Alliance with our Country- 
men, have in their Chronicles made mention of the Jem. When I have proved 
what I now averr^ and refell'd the flanderousi Reports againft us, I will then alfo mew N 
who amongft the Greeks have fpoken of us, that fo the Greeks may alfo be deprived of 
this (Lift and refuge,to excufe their malicious Lyes falfly forged againft our Nation. And 
firft of all, I will begin with the Writingsof the Egyptians, who,as they well know, do 
Murnhon an nothing at all favour us. Manethon, an Egyptian born, skilful in the Greek Tongue, as 
Ej>?pttan\m- by his Works appears (for he writ in Greek) compiling a Hiftory of the Giftomsand 
tcr - Religion of his Fore-Fathers, collected (as himfelf reportech) out of the Egyptian hoty 

Writings, often reprehended! Herodotus of Falfhood, through ignorance in the Affairs of 
.the Egyptians. This j1/d»f//fw*, in his fecond Book 'ofthe £^rw»:Cuftoni5^faidvtl»us; 
( I will fet down his own Words, becaufe I ufe them as a Witnefs. ) We have a King 
(faith he) named 'Timceus, in ivhofe Be ign God being angry with us, contrary, to all ex- q 
peilation, an obfeure People took courage, came from the Eaft, and pitching their tents 
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A in our Country, over-ran it, and no man reftHed them ; and committing our Princes to ■ 
bonds, they burnt our' Cities,and deflroyedthe Temples of our Godsend behaved themfelves 
moft cruelly againft the Inhabitants, killing many of them, and waking Slaves of the reft 
with their Wives and Children ; Finally, they chofe a King of their own, and gave him the 
Government of our Country ; his Name was Saltis, who coming to Memphis,^ the higher U hh c n M n -A 
and lower Provinces tributaries, leaving Ganijons in the ftrong holds,and fortifying cer* Ac 
tain places in the Eafl: Jnd weighing with himfelf that the Adrians were more potent 
thanhe, and would in probability invade his Country, he found out in this Province an an- 
cient City called Sake,// for hit purpofr,es being fltuate on theEaft-ftde of the River Bu- 
baftis, which by an ancient Divine was called Avaris ; he repaired this City, compajfed it 
B with vaft Walls, and put a Gar if on in it of two hundred thoufand armed (Hen. Saltis made 
this incurfion in harveft time, to the intent that he might both pay his Souldiers, and be 
a ten our unto other people. \ and after he had reigned nineteen years, he died. 

After him fucceeded another King, called Baon, who reigned four and forty years : 
next to him, Aphinas, > who reigned thirty fix.y ears and feven months : then /iphofis, 
who reigned threefcore and one years ; and then Iandas, who reigned fifty years and 
one month: after them alfo reigned Jlfis nine and forty years and two months ; and 
thefe fix were the firft Kings amongft them, ever deftroying and warring upon the E- 
gyptians, and labouring to extinguifh their Race. This Nation was called Hicfos,whkh 
fignifieth King's Shepherds : For Hit in the facred Tongue,fignifieth a King, and^, Wt w 
C a Shepherd, or Sliepherds.according to the common fpeech; and Hicfos is a compound herl n 
Word. Some fay thefe People were Arabians; but in other Copies I find that Hicfos is 
not interpreted King's Shepherds , but Shepherds that were Captives : For///e, and 
Hac alfo, when it is pronounced, doth in the Egyptian Tongue fignifie a Captive ; and 
this latter, expofition feemeth to me to be the trueft, for it is more agreeable with the 
Hiftory. Wherefore Manethon reporteth thefe forcfaid Kings and Shepherds to have ru- 
led Egypt (we hundred and eleven years ; and after thefe, the King tf Thebes, and the 
King of the refidue of Egypt, uniting their Forces, invaded the faid Shepherds, had 
great and long Wars with them,and that the faid Shepherds were overcome by the King 
Alisfragumthofisy that then they loft all £g#/which had been in their power, and that 
D they werelhut up in a place called Jvarus, containing ten thoufand Acres of ground 
wh4ch,as^«r thon reporteth, thefe Sliepherijs environed round about witji a huge Wall' 
to the end that their whole Provifion might be within their Fortificatigns,and the Prey' 
which they got, in a condition to be defender. That Thempfis, Son of tjie laid Alisfra* 
gumtbofis endeavoured by. force to fubdue them, and for this , caufe befieged them with 
480000 Men.- Thatatlaft defpairing to take fheni by force, he capitulated with 
them ;that they mould fafcly depart out of Egypt whither, they would ; an^ that they 
upon thefe Conditions , together wjth all their Families and Goods, and. Cartel, de- 
parted out of Egypt into the WildernefS; and fo : into Syria, being in number two- 
hundred and forty thoufand, and thM fearing the puiflance of the sfffyrians, who at 
E that time reigned in Afitt, they builfled.ft City in the Cpuntry now called Ju jea, whiclj 
they made fo large, that it might receive then) all j and this City they called Jerufa- 
lem. Further, the faid Manethon, in anpther Book of the Egyptian Affairs faith, /hat 
in ( the holy Writings, he findeth the forefaid Shepherds called Captives } wherein he 
faith true ; For our Anceftors were wont to feed Cattej, and fo leading a Paftoral Life, 
were called Shepherds j neither are they unjuftly called Captives ; for our Fore-father 
Jofeph told the King of Egypt that he was a Captive,* and long time after, called his 
Brethren into Egypt, by the King's Command : But we will l^ereafterexaminethis point 
more llraitly. I will now cite the Teftimony of the Egyptians concerning this Point, 
and relate the Words of Manethon touching the time when this befell, who faith as fol- 
F loweth. 

. After that the Nation of Shepherds Were, departed out of Egypt y\ntq ferufalem,Klng 
Tbemefis fwho drave them out of the Land, reigned twenty five years an,5 four months, 
and then died : And his Son Chebrw fucceeded him, whp reigned thirteen years, and 
after him Amenobhis twenty years and feven months f next, his Sifter Ameffes one and 
twenty years and nine months then reigned Mephios twelve years and nine months, 
and MephamHthofti twenty five years and ten months,, Xkmofts nine years and eight 
n\onths t Afnenophis thirty years and ten months, Or us thirty, fix years ana* five nionths, 
alter him, his Daughter Achwcheres twelve years ano* ftfle month, and the Brother of 
Rathotis nine.years, Achewheres twelve years and fiv.e rnpnths, another Acheixheres 
:G twelye.years and three months, Arwisjaw ycm. and onp, month, Armefis one year 
and tour months, Armefefmiamus threefcore and fix years and two moritta, Amenophis

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SethafuKmg n i ncte en years and fix Months. Moreover, that Sethofis having prepar'd a huge Army H 
ki?ffi£ both of Foot and Horfe, and a Navy at Sea, left the Government of 'Egypt unto his Bro- 
Armms Go- ther Armais, inverting him with Sovereign Authority, only he forbad him to wear the 
»emor of hi* Crown, and to opprefe the Queen, who was Mother to his Children, commanding him 
Country ' alfo to abftain from his Concubines. After which Sethofis himfelf went to Cyprus and 
Phenicia, againft the Adrians and Medes, and fubdued them, partly by the Sword, 
partly by the fear of his Power andGreatnefsj and being tranfported with his Succefs, 
he advanced againft the Eaftern Country ,anddeftroyed with Fire and Sword the Cities 
and Provinces of that place ; and fpending much time in thefe Wars, his Brother Ar- 
mais, whom he left in Egypt,M without fearcommit all that he forbad him to do j for 
he opprefled the Queen violently ,and daily lay with the reft of the King's Concubines, I 
and being counfelled by his Friends, he put a Crown upon his Head, and rebelled a- 
gainft his Brother ; of which, he who was then Chief of the Egyptians holy Cuftoms, 
fent Letters unto Sethofis, containing all that had happened, and how Armais had rebel- 
led againft him : That Sethofis returning to Pelufia, recovered his own Kingdom, and 
e ^"Xk by his Name it was called Egypt ; for Manethon writeth, that this Sethofis was named 
ALm. Egyptus, and his Brother Armais, Danaus. 

Thus far Manethon: From whom it is evident by computation of the forefaid times, 
that our Nation was delivered out of Egypt three hundred ninety and three years be- 
fore Danaus, and inhabited this Country of fudea fo long before Danaus came unto 
Argos, notwithftanding the Inhabitants of Argos boaft their City is moft ancient. K 
Mmetbon Wherefore Manethon recounteth two things for us out of the Egyptian Letters: Firft, 
iiiewcth the That we came from another place to them,afterwards went out of their Country again, 
£?r c T infian d that fo long ago,as it was almoft a thoufand years before the Trojan Wars. Touch- 
nadthfil- de- ing thofe things which Manetlm profefTeth himfelf to have gathered elfewhere than 
iwrture. out 0 f t h e Writings of the Egyptians, who wrote down whatever was reported, I will 
fliew, with how little reafon they are alledged. For I will once again leave thefe, and 
referr to the Teftimony of the Phoenicians concerning our Nation. The Ty™™' there- 
fore have Chronicles of very great Antiquity, which they have kept with all diligence, 
concerning that which hath been done among them, and indeed they are worthy of 
Memory. ^

SoioZn ind as aifo ne did in many things elfe j and even until this Day, many of the Epiftles fent 
one to another, are kept among the Tynans* But not depending wholly upon the 
Authority of the Tynans, I will prove by the Teftimony of Dius, (a man* who by 
common Confent hath faithfully written the Phoenician Hiftory,) who writeth as fol- 
loweth. : 

After the death of Ahihalus, Hiramus, his Son reigned in his ftead,who encreafed the 
number of his Eaftern Cities, and inlarged Jerufalem t he alfo joyned the Temple of 
Jupiter Olympius, fituatein anlfland, unto it, (filling up the Water with Earth) and 
adorned it With Gold.

fuppofe) ufed the City 7 betes very hardly. And Timcstu in his Hiftories of the fore- H 
faid places, doth many times detract both them and others. And this they do, ca- 
lumniating the moft excellent that are, in fomethingor other $ fome for envy and ma- 
lice, others, that their fond babling may make them famous, and fo indeed it doth 
among fools, that are known to have no found judgment, but wife men will condemn 
their malice. 

The caufe of To be fhort, this is the catife of fo many flanderoiis reports forged againft our Nation 1 : 
malice be- fome to gratifie the Egyptians have attempted to deprave the truth, and fo have neither 
tween the£- re po rte£ j the Circumftances concerning our Anceftors coming into Egypt, nor touching 
% f wT in their departure from thence, arid they have had many caufes of malice and envy urging 
them hereto : And chiefly for that our Progenitors in their Country waxed mighty, 1 
and fo departing to their own Country were made happy and fortunate. 

Secondly, thediverfity of our two Religions made great difcord and variance amongft 
us,our Religion fo far ^wllin^ theirs in piety, as the divine Eflence GOD excelleth 
ths Egyptians unreafonable Creatures : (lor they commonly worfhip fuch brute beafts for gods, and 
Howry. e very one worfhippeth divers kinds:)vain and foolifh men,who from the beginning have 
been accuftomedto fuch fottifh opinions, as would not permit them to imitate us in our 
divine Religion, and conformable to Reafon : and yet feeing many favour and follow 
our Religion, they were hereby incited to fuch hatred, that to derogate from us, they 
feared not to falfifie their own ancient Records, not confidering that in fo doing they 
were led through a blincj paflion, to write againft themfelves. Moreover, I will prove K 
all 1 have fpoken to be true, by one man's words, whom a little before (being a famous 
Hiftoriographer) we have produced as a witnefs of our Antiquity. 
Mdnetbm art Manethon therefore (who confefleth himfelf to have gathered the Egyptidn Hiftory 
Egyftim Hi- out of their holy Writings) having by way of Preface recounted how our Predeceflburs 
<torrog M pher. came int0 with man y thoutands, and there conquered the Inhabitants, afterward 
confefleth, that Ming all their Pofleffions in Egypt, they got the Country which is now 
called Jewry, and in it builded a City named Jerufalem, and a Temple; and thus far 
he followeth ancient Writers. And then ufurping to himfelf authority to lie, pro- 
tefting that he will infert into his Hiftory certain reports divulged amongft the common 1 
people, he reports things of the Jews altogether incredible, intending to mix with our L 
Mmethoriih- Nation the Lepers of the Egypt tans, ana other fick people of other Countries, who 
lfZ s P ottl (as he faith) being abominable to the Egyptians, fled to us j affirming alfo that they 
an Leperl?"" had a King named Amenophis, which being a feigned name, .he durft not prefume to 
fpeak determinately of the time of his Reign >> though he fpeaketh exactly of the Reign 
of all other Kings. Hereupon alfo he adds certain Fables, forgetting himfelf that he 
reported the Shepherds departure out of Egypt to Jerufalem, to have been almoft five 
hundred and eighteen years before his time: For it was in the fourth year of the Reign 
q{ Thermo fts, when they departed out of Egypt, and his Succeflbrs continued in the Go- 
vernment three hundred and ninety three years, till the time of the two Brethren Se- 
thou and Hermeus, thefirft of which was called Egyptian, the other Danaus, who fup- M 
planted Sethon, and reigned alone fifty nine years, after whom his eldeft Son Bamfes 
reign'd threefcore and fix years. Having therefore confefled our Anceftors to have 
departed out of Egypt fo many years before ; at length he addeth Amenophis to the 
number of their Kings. He tells us that the faid Prince (as Orus one of his Prede- 
ceflburs had done before) had an ardent defire to have a fight of the Gods, and that a 
Prieft of their Law named Amenophis (as he was) and Son of Papius, whofe wifdom 
in prediction was fo admirable, that he feem'd to beinfpir'd, told him 'his defire mould 
be accomplished, if he would drive out of his Kingdom all fuch as were leprous, and any 
other way infected. The King according to his directions aflembled of them to the 
number of eighty thoufand, and fentthem with other Egyptians to work in the Quar- N 
ries on the Eaft-fide of the Nile, among whom there were certain Priefts who were 
likewife infected. 

Manethon adds, That the Prieft Amenophis, apprehending left the Gods mould punifh 
him for having given the King thatCounfel, and the King for having followed it fo 
itrictly, and finding by divination that to recompence the (unerings of thofe poor pco- 
ple,they would conquer and govern in Egypt for the fpace of thirteen years, he was afraid 
? to tell it to the King himfelf, but having committed his Revelation to writing, he kill'd 

himfelf to the great terrour of the King. 

This done, he fpeaks as followeth : So the King being requefted for their quietnefs 
and defence to aflign them a City to inhabit, appointed unto them a defolate place O 
called Avar is, which had been the Shepherds City (this City the ancient Divines call 

Triphon) 
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A Triphon) but they, having got the pofleflion of this place fit for Rebellion., maddehoice ' 

of one of the Priefts of Heliopolis to be their Captain, whofe name m^Ofarflphtu, and ofirjiphm 
bound themfelves with an Odth to obey him in all things : and he prefently 'nlade a iC,,|),i,inof A ' 
Law, That they fhould neither worfhip the Gods of the Egyptians, nor abftain from 
thofe Beafts winch the Egyptians count holy, and that they mould marry with- none 
but fuch as they judged tobe their Friends, and of their own perfuafion. , " ' 

Having ordained this and many things elfe contrary to the Religion of the Evyp* 
tians, lie commanded them to build a Wall about the City, to fortifie it well, and pre- 
pare to make War upon King Amenophis. Having taken fome others of the Prieft- < 
hood into his Cabal, they fent Ambafladors to Jerujalem to the Shepherds, which were 
B driven out of Egypt by King Themufn, to inform them of what had pafled>, and requeft 

them to a Confederacy, and that uniting their forces, they might jointly make War The War of 
upon Egypt. He promifed to receive them into Avar/s (which had been of old the pof- the banifhed 
feflion of their Anceftors) and fupply them with whatever was neceflary, and aflured agam ' {: the E ' 
them their opportunity was fuch, that without great difficulty they might conquer^'"""' 
that Kingdom. That the Inhabitants of Jerufalem embracing the motion, rais'd an 
Army, and advanced to Avar is with xooooo men. 

That Amenophis, King of Egypt, hearing of their Invafion, and remembring what 
Amenophis the Son of the Prieft Papius had left in writing, was in great fear, and pre- 
fently allembling together the people of Egypt, and confulting with the Princes of his 
C Country, he fent away all the holy Beafts, and all that the Priefts efteemed, giving 
them efpecial charge to hide their Idols : He put his Son Sethon (who alfo by his Fa- 
ther Rampjes was called Rhameffes) and but five years old, into the cuftody of a Friend 
of his; and then with three hundred thoufand fighting men, he marched againft his 
Enemies, but would not fight with them, left he Ihould fight againft the pleafureof the 
Gods; and fo he retired himfelf to Memphis-, and taking Apis and the reft of the 
Egyptian Gods along withhim, he, and his Troops of Egyptians took Ship, and fledinto the tomuL 
JLtbiopia. That the King of /Ethiopia having a great honour for him, received him very King ffiE 
nobly, aflign mg his People Towns and Villages for their refidence and fubfiftence du ^'"P^d 
ring their thirteen years exile, keeping conftant Guards upon his Frontiers, for theSS K f; 
v fecurity of Amenophis. That in the mean time the Auxiliaries from Jerufalem did courteoufly 
much more mifchief, than thofe who had invited them. That there was nothing of emcrlainf ** 
cruelty or impiety that they fcruplcd or omitted. That not contenting themfelves 
vyith the demolifhment and burning of Towns, they added Sacrilege to their fins brake 
their Idols in pieces, flew their confecratcd Cattej, forced the Priefts and Prophets to 
kill their own Beafts, and drave them naked out of their Country when they had done 
To which he adds, That they had for their LaW-giver a Prieft of Heliopolis call'd O/i/-! 
fipbjrom Ojiris, which was the God that was worfhipped in that, City, and that that nr, r r„i 
Pnqft having chang'd his Religion, chang'd likewife his Name, and called himfel f3E5SS WM 
Mofes. " call'd Mofit. 

E Thus the Egyptians report of the Jews, and many things elfe, which for brevity 
fake I omit. Manethon further writeth, that afterward Amenophis the King came 
with a great power out of Ethiopia, and his Son Rampfes with him accompanied with 
a great Army; and that joining Battel with the Shepherds and polluted perfpns he 
gave them an overthrow, and purfued them unto the Borders of Syria. And this ii 
Manethon^ report ; but forafmuch as he writeth old wives tales, dotages, and lies, I Manethon'* 
willby manifeft reafon convince him, firft diftirtguifhing that whereof I am to fa a kS l* "w. 
hereafter. He of his own accord granteth and confefleth, that our Anceftors at firft futc<r ' 
wore not Egyptians, but Strangers that came thither from another place, and; con- 
quered the Country, and again departed from thence, I will now out of his own 
F writings endeavour to flicw, that the weak people of Egypt were not mixed with us 
and that Mofes, who indeed was our Conductor out of Egypt, and lived many age* 
before, was no Leper. J B 

He therefore firft of all fetteth down a ridiculous caufe of this fore-mentioned ficti- 
on, which was, that King Amenophis was defirous tofee theGods: What Gods da you 
tiling He could already fee the Ox, the Goat, the Crocodile, and the Monkey, but 
the God of Heaven how could he fee > And why had Jmenophisthk defire ? Forfooth 
becaufe a certain King oneofhis Predcceflbrs had feenthem j he therefore knowing by 
him what things they were, and how he came to the fight of them, needed no new 
device to accomphfh his defire: But perhaps the forefaid Prophet w« a man! of great 
2 fflom j b 7 whom King had confidence to attain, his defire, iffi> be he hadbeenfhow 
chanccth it that he was fo unwife not to perceive,that it was an impomble tbing"to'fa- 

tisfie 
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tisfic.tjie KingYdefure :? . fpr that which he promifed was not brought to pafs. Or what H 
re^fon nioyed|iirri;to think that the Gods were inyifible, becaufe of the Leprofie and 
InSttJlity ofjthis people* The Gods are offended with Men s Impieties, not with thedc- 
ffi&Siof their bodies. ...Andbowwas it poffible that at one inftant fo many thoufand 
Lepers and infirm pcrforts fhould be gathered together ? Or wherein did not the King 
obey the Prophet ? He commanded that the Lepers and infirm perfons fliould be exiled 
the Country* and the King did not banifh them the Country, but fent them to hew 
StoneS, as though he had needed workmen, and not purpofed to cleanfc the Country 
v fr^m Lepers. Laftly,hcfaith,that the Prophet fore-feeing that Egypt was to fuffer, and 
' fearing the wrath, of the Gods, killed himfelf,and left his mind in a Book written unto 
the King. How. chanced it then that the Prophet did not at firft forefee his own death I 
and foOppofc himfelf to the King's defire to fee the Gods » Or wherefore did he fear 
fqch Calamities as were not to fall in his life ? Or what great mifery hanged over his 
head, which might worthily caufe him to kill himfelf to prevent it > But let us hear that 
which followeth, more fottifli than all the reft. 
Manetbms The King (faith he) hearing this, and ftricken with fear, did not however expel 
words repeat- thofe Lepers he ought to have exiled, but at their requeft gave them (as he faith) 
e ' a City, wherein before-time the Shepherds did inhabit, called Avaris ; whereinto 

being come, they made a Prieft of Heliopolh their Prince, who devifed Laws for 
them : commanding them neither toadore the Gods, nor to abftain from offering vio- 
lence to fuch bcafts as amongft the Egyptians are facrcd, but that they mould kifl and K 
fpoil all things, that they fliould marry with none but fuch as were their Confederates 
that he bound the people with an Oath to keep thofe Laws, and that they fortified Ava- 
r 'ts to fight againft the King. Adding moreover, that he fent to Jerufakm for help, 
promising to yield Avaris unto them, being a place fometi me poflefled by their An- 
ceftors, and that they from that place leading their Forces, might eafily fubdue all E- 
gypt : he then faith, that the Egyptian King AmenopbiscivdQ againft them with 300000 • 
andyer,for that he would not ftrive ogajnft the Decree of theGods,hefled Into /Etbhpi a \ 
and carried with him Apis and other Holy Beafts, and that the Inhabitants of Jerufakm 
coming down invaded the Lnnd,fired the Towns and Cities, flew their Nobles, ufed all 
forts of Cruelty pollible, and that the Priefts name, who made Laws and Statutes for L 
them to live under, was one of Heliopol'n, Ofarfipbus by name, deriving the fame from 
Oftrhy jheGod of Heliopolis : and that this man, changing his name, was afterward 
called Mofes. ■■ >: ' s 

Moreover, that Amenophis, having lived in banifhment thirty years, came with a 
ftrong power out of Mtbiopiay and fighting with the Shepherds and polluted, he flew 
many of them, and put the reft to flight, purfuing them unto the Borders of Syria. 
Manethon remembreth nor,that here again he telleth a very unlikely tale : for although* 
the Lepers and impotent perfons were offended with the King for appointing them to 
hew Stones ; yet it is to be thought that receiving their own defire at the King s hands M 
afterwards, to wit, a City to dwell in, that then they again became the Kings well-wil- 
lersj Suppofing alfo their hatred ftill continued towards him, they rather fhould have 
attempted revenge by trcafon againft him, than towards all their Nation, wherein they 
had many dear friends and alliance. And although they had purpofed to War againft 
thefe Men, yet would they not have been fo impious as to have rebelled againft the Gods, 
and to have violated the Laws wherein they were brought up. ' 
A confutation v. We have therefore caufe to thank Manetboriy in that lie cleareth us, and a/firmeth 
w^Siedfr n ' sown Country-men (yea a Prieft) to be Authors of this Impiety, and that by Oath 
3 a e they bound themfelves fo to do. What can be more extravagant than to fay that nei- 
ther any of their Countrey- men nor Kinfmen rebelled with them, but that the poor 
diftrefled people were glad to fend to Jerufakm for fuccour i But whatfociety or friend- N 
fliip had they with the people of Jerufakm, of whom they came to demand help ? 
Why, they were more their Enemies than the reft of their Country-men, and were 
all of quite different manners from us. They of Jerufakm (as he faith,/ prefently 
did as they were willed todo,in hope that,according as they were promifed, they might 
fubdue Egypt. Were they ignorant of that Country out of which they had been dri- 
ven by force i Had they lived in poverty or mifery, perhaps they might have been 
induced to have done it : but feeing they inhabited a fortunate and rich City, and pol- 
feffed a.goodly fertile foil far better than Egypty what might move them thereto ? 
Whatreafon had they, at the requeft of their ancient Enemies (and they alfo todifeaf- 
ed, as they of Jerufakm could not abide their own friends among them that had the o 
UkeDifeafes) to thruft themfelves into danger they could not foreknow the King's 

inteot 
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A intent to fly 5 as for Manet hon himfelf he faith,he met them at Felujia with 100000 men 
And this they that went to War well knew. But what rcaCon had they to/conk$ur<f 
that the Kings mind would change, and he fly? As to what he charges upon the 
Auxiliaries from Jerujakm % that they feized upon the ftores, and; fecurU ■ all the Com 
that was in Egypty which brought great diftrefs and exigence upon the people, hath 
he forgot, that confidcring they entred as Enemies, they are not thereby to be rc«r 
proached, Rapacity being unavoidable among Soldiers, efpecially if Stnngecs. and 
Conquerors? Hath he forgot he faid before that the Lepers had done the lame hv.i 
merly, and had to that purpofe obliged themfelves by Oath A And that he aifofed m 
that fomc years after Amenopbis repcll'd the Jerufakm'Confcderms, and Lepers, flew 
B many of them, drove them out of thofe parts, and purfuedthem to the very borders of 

Syria - as if Egypt was a Country fo eafily conquer'd, or that thofe w,ho were then in , 
pofieihon meerly by Conqueft, would not (upon the firft alarm oi Amenopbis & mardi • 
have block d up the paflages, and fecured the Avenues on that fide towards Mthmpk 
x which they might eafily have done, and drawn together what forces they had pleafed 
to defend them? And is it not as improbable when he fays, that that Prince made not 
only a great (laughter among them, but purfuedthem with his whole Army (crofc the 
Delart) to the very frontiers of Syria ? Whereas it is notorioufly known that Defart is 
0 dry, that there being no Water to be found in the whole traft, it is almoft impofli, 
ble for an mtire Army to march through it, though there was no Enemy to give them 
C impediment. To conclude therefore, our Nation neither came of the Egyptians, as The Epilogue 
Mauethon confefleth, neither was mingled with the difeafed of that Country • for it is ,hat thc ^ 
probable, that many of thofe fick people periflied in the Stone-works, man/in thegieat S^L 
fight and battel, and the reft of them in the flight. It now remaineth that I refute that 
which he fpeaks of Mofes. 

The Egyptians do all agree that this man was a divine perfon, and one to be admi- An anfwer <° 
red, and they commit great Impiety in labouring to challenge him for their Country- 
man, faying, that he was a Prieft of Heliopolisy banilhed with the reft for leprofie. ft Mfi? 
For he is recorded to have lived five hundred and eighteen years before this time, and 
to have guided our Anceflors out of Egypty into that Country wherein we now inhabit • 
u and his own words teftifie his body to have beenclean from that Difeafe of Leprofie: for *, r 
he commandeth all Lepers to be expelled out of the Towns and Villages, and to live tSST "* 
apart by themfelves ; To be cloathed in different Garments, and declared that whom- 
ever touched them, or came under the fame roof with them, fhould be accounted 
unclean. And if a Leper happened to be cured of that Difeafe, he appointed certain 
purifications, cleanfings, and baths of fortunate Waters, and all his hair fhould be 
fliaved ofT; and that then after many and fundry Sacrifice's, he fhould be admitted into 
the holy City. Certainly, had he been vifited with that infection and calamity him- 

ft Si ie , W{ T il l ,aV , e been more B entle ' and merciful t0 fuch as mould hav6 been 
afflicted with that Difeafe. 

E He did not only make thefe fevere Laws againft Lepers, but he alfo interdicted all 
that wanted any joint or parcel of the body from being Priefts, or exercifing any Of- 
fice at the Altar: yea, healfo appointed, that if any Prieft Ihould have any of thefe de*- 
fccl:s betide him after he was a Prieft, thatthen he fhould be deprived of the Dknitv 
How can it then be probable, that to his own prejudice and difcredit he would^haVe 
enaded fuch Laws ? And as to what he fays about changing his name Ofarfipb into

Amenophis, whbm he would not permit to come into Egypt : alfo they all entring into H 
a league together, fuddenly invaded Egypt, and Amenophis not abiding the brunt fled 
xnta^Ethiopia, leaving his wife great with child, who hiding her felt in Caves and 
Mefom Son Dens, did bring forth a child whom they called Meffenes, who afterward drove the Jem 
ef Amemfhts. j nt0 Syria, being in number 200000, and thisdone, he recalled his Father rfmenopbh 
out of /Ethiopia. And thus Charemon faith. 

• > But Iimagine, that which I have alreadyfaid, to be iufficient to declare the vanity 
of both thefe Writers. For if that which they report were true, it were importable that 
they mould fo much differ : but they labour to devife lies, and write nothing agreeable 
temtthnh to other men's writings. For Manethon fcigneth, that the caufe of the banilhment of 
wif'Sorv^ and G&tf/rnw* faith, that it Was for I 

cunpand To- that Jfis after appeared unto him in his fleep. Manethon alfo faith, that Amenophis gave 
Rether. the Ring that counfel fo to cleanfe the Country ; and Charemon faith, that he that coun- 
selled the King was called Fhiritiphatites. Nor do they agree better in their numbers: 
Manethon reports them 80000, the other 2 <j 0000. Manethon fays thefe Lepers were t 
fent directly to the Quarries to work there in the fquaring of Stone, and that after- 
wards Avar is Was given them for a Quarter, where having begun their War, they fent 
AmbafTadors to Jerufalem to get that City into Confederacy. Chair emon tells us on the 
other fide that when they were forced out of Egypt, they found at Peluftum 580000 
men whom Amenophis had repulfed ; that joining with them they returned again into 
Egypt, and compelled Amenophis to fly into Mthiopia. But that which is moft obfer-ft 
vable,is, that an Author,that was fo exact in the ftory of the apparition of ///^fliould for- 
get to let us know from whence this great Army of 380000 did come,whether they were 
Egyptians, or Strangers , and for what reafon Anienoph/s refufed to admit them. 
The dirt'ereiice Moreover, Charemon feigncth a dream of the Lepers and Ifis, andreporteth that Jo- 
between ^ftph together with Mofes was expelled, whereas Jofeph lived four Ages before Mofes t 
clcr"mo7s every Age containing at leafta hundred and feventy years. Rameffes alfo, Amenopbis's 
Hiitoiy. Son, according to M/«f/WsHiftory, being a young man fled into Ethiopia, and was 
baniflied with his Father, and afterwards aliifted him in the Wars: Whereas Charemon 
•reporteth that he was born in a Cave after his Father's departure, and- that he getting 
the victory, did drive the Jem into Syria, who were in number two hundred thoufand. l 
O felicity in lying! for he neither told what Nation thofe three hundred apd fourfcore 
thoufand were : nor vet how a hundred and fourfcore thoufand of them perilhed, nei- 
ther were they flain in the fight, or fled unto Ramejfes : and which is mod to be admi- 
red, one cannot gather out of his words whom he calleth Jews,ot whether he attribute 
this his name unto the two hundred and fifty thoufand Lepers, or unto the three hun- 
dred and fourfcore thoufand which were at Pelnfom. 

But it is folly to oppofe my felf againft them, who have lufficiently contradicted 
themfelves : for had other men controlled their Writings, they had been the more to 
Lyfimaclms is be born withal. Lydmachiu was another of the fame ftamp, and one that not only fe- 
reproved for con( j s tut iurpafles them in their Lies , infomuch that we need no more than the M 
lyln8 ' extravagance of his Story to prove his hatred to our Nation. He tells us that in the 
According to Reign of Bocchor King of Egypt, the Jews that were leprous or otherwife infected, re- 
ttefcaSbd ' f° rte ^ m *° c h n urr jhers to the Temples to beg the Charity of the people, that they com- 
and leprous municated their diftempers to the Egyptians. Bocchor confulted the Oracle of Amman, 
y«wwwe to gnj re c^ived this anfwer, that he (hould purifie the Temples, and fend into the Defart 
?nto W t n he' wuUll thofe fick and infectious people, upon whom the Sun could fliine no longer without 
derneft, and regret, and that by fo doing the Earth fliould recover its primitive fertility. That 
caft into the hereupon the fajd Prince by advice of his Priefts aflembled all thofe difeafed per- 
* fons, delivered them into the hands of certain Soldiers, wholapp'd lome of. them in 

lead, and threw them into the Sea, conducting the reft into the Wildernefs,and leaving N- 
them there to be deftroyed by Famine. That in that diftrefs the poor people con- 
sulted together, made great fires, kept ftrpng Guards all night,and failed very folemnly

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THriee honoured and beloved Epaphroditus, I have in my former Books, 
fo far forth as I was warranted by truth, proved the Antiquity of our 
Nation out of the Writings of the Pheenicians, ChaUees, and Egyptians i 
And for the further Confirmation thereof, I have produced the Teftimo-' 
ny of divers Greek Authors. Furthermore, I have oppofed my felf againft 
Manethon, and Cheremon, and divers others. It remains now that I convince thofe . 
who defied me more particularly, and give an anfwer to Appion, though indeed I am L 
fcarce fatisfied that hedefervesit. For as touching part of what he hath written, it 
feemeth to be one and the fame with that which the reft have written ; And as touch- 
Appion wrote » n g thereft, it is very cold and barren. The greateft part thereof is fluffed with fol- 
fomething lies and detraction, and betrayeth his ignorance, mewing him to be a Man both loofe 
very coldly. m condition, and turbulent in his life. And forafmuch as divers men are fo weak in 
their judgments, that they rather fufter themfelves to be won by thefe follies, than to be 
wrought upon by that which is written with better confideration, vainly doting on 
detractions; and growing difcontent 'to give ear to other men's well deferved praifes: 
I have thought it neceflary to examine his Labours, the rather, for that he hatli writ- ^ 
ten againft us, as if he intended to accufe us before a Tribunal, and convict us by pub- 
lick Trial. For I fee that it is an ordinary courfe for the moft part of men, to hue 
and take pleafure, though perhaps he that beginneth to blame another Man, is himfelf 
convicted and found guilty of thofe defaults, which he imputeth and objecteth againft 
his Adverfary. 

The Difcourfe of this Appion is fo difficult and perplexed, rhat 'tis no eafie matter to 
underftand what he means : For troubled and confus'd with the incoherencies of his 
ftories, fbmetimes he relates the departure of our Anceftors out of Egypt according to 
the description of thofe, whom I have confuted before. Sometimes he calumniates the 
Jews of Alexandria, and fometimes condemns the Ceremonies of our Temple, and our . 
whole Doctrine and Religion. N 

Now that ourPredeceftors have not taken their Original out of Egypt, neither have 
been driven from thence for any infirmity, or deformity of their Bodies, or for any 
Wound, Ulcer, or Pollution, I fuppofe that I have not only fufficiently proved, but 
alfo produced far more Arguments than was requifite. I will therefore briefly report

of his Army, from whofe credit Appion detraclsj whereas he rather ought to havead-' 
mired them,and have thanked them for delivering Alexandria^ whereof he maketh him- 
lelf a Citizen. ^ 

For when there was ftebellion in Cleopatra's Kingdom, and all was in peril to be 
deltroyed, thefe two men delivered Alexandria from Civil Wa/ : But Appioti i faith that 
C fter this Onias cameand brought alittle Army into the City, atfuch tfme as Termus 
the Roman EmbalTadour was there prcfent. True it is, and that Facl of his was mofl:

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This Fabie is not only full of all tragical cruelty, but alfo mingled with cruel im- H 
pudency ; yet for all this, the firft deviifers hereof do not free Antiochtu from Sacrilege, 
as they hoped hereby to do, who write it purpofely to flatter him. For that which 
they report of the Greek found in a Bed,did not move him to come and fack our Tem- 
ple, he not knowing of it before he came and found it fo(as they fay.) Antiochus there- 
fore was moft impious ,and not afiifted by God's favour in that entcrprize, (whatfoe- 
ver thofe Lyers mutter) as it is eafie to learn by the Facl: he committed. For we do not 
only differ from the Greeks in Religion, but a great deal more from the Egyptians, and 
other Nations,; and what Nation in the world is there, that fometime' doth not travel 
through our Country ? Is it then probable that we only renew that Confpiracy againfl: 
jiie Greeks, t Or how is itpoffible that fo many thoufand people as are of our own Natt- { 
on, fliould all eat of the Entrails of one Man, as Appion reporteth? Or why did lie not 
name this Man,whofoever he was? Or why did not the King carry him with Trumpets 
before him into his Country i feeing that in fo doing, he might have been efteemed 
lull of Piety, and a great favourer of the Greeks, and greatly ftrengthen himfelf againfl: 
the hatred of the Jews, by their aid ? But I omit to fpeak more of this ; for infenfible 
people void of all reafon, muft not be reprehended in Words, but by Deeds; for all 
men that have feen the building of the Temple, can teftifie what it was, andthe unde- 
onof iheTem- ^ P u " tv thereof. For it cbnfifted of four Portico's, or Apartments, each of which, 
"ie& PorcS. by our Laws belonged to feveral Perfons: Into the firft, Strangers, and all people were 
admitted, Women only excepted that have their Monthly Courfes. Into the fecond, it ^ 
was lawful for the Jews only ; all which might go into it, with their Wives alfo, if free 
from pollution of their Flowers. Into the third Porch,they only of our Nation that were 
purified and fan&ified, might come. Into the fourth,might only the Priefts enter, in their 
Sacerdotal Habits j and into the fecret part of the Temple might only the High-Prieft 
come,attired with a Stole proper to him only$yea,we are in allthings fo careful of Piety, 
that our Priefts are appointed their certain hours when to enter into the Temple. 

For in the Morning, when «he Temple was opened, the Priefts that were tofacrifice, 
entrcd into the* Temple j and at Noon again when it was fliut j yea, it was not lawful to 
wbt was in Carr y an y Ve ^ el int0 c ' le Temple, but there wasonly there an Altar, a Table, a Cen- 
thc Temple. fer, and a Candleftick, as is in our Law mentioned^and there is no other Secret or hid- £ 
den Myftery jfifone, rieither is there in that place any eating ; and all the People can te- 
ftifie this which I have here fet down, and our Writings do the like. For notwithftand- 
Four Tribes ing that there, are four Ranks of Priefts, and every Prieft's Tribe containeth above five 
of ev ri * ft TnEo tnou ^ anc ^ Men; y et everyone waiteth on certain appointed days in their turn* 'and their 
mgrTthan time of waiting being expired, others fucceed them in Sacrificing ; and the day before 
five thoufand they are to finifli their waiting, they deliver up unto their Succeflbrs the Keys of the 
Men - Temple, and all Veflels belonging thereto, in the full number that they received them ,• 
and nothing is brought into the Temple, pertaining either to Meat or Drink, whicli 
are forbidden to be offered at our Altar ; thofe things only excepted whereof we make 
our Sacrifice. What then fhall we fay of Appion, who examining nothing of all thefeM 
hath raifed fuch incredible Reports of us i How ignominious a thing is it for a Gram- 
marian, not to be able to deliver the Truth of a Hiftory ? Well, he knew the Piety ufed 
in our Temple, but he purpofely omitted it $ yet could he remember a feigned Tale 
of the Sacrificing of the Greeks, his dainty Fare, and hidden Food, that all men that 
would paffed through our Temple j whereas the moft Noble among our whole Nation 
are not permitted to come there, except they be Priefts. 

This therefore is great impiety and a Voluntary forged Lye, to feduce them that 
will.not fearqh into the Truth, For they have attempted to flander us by thofe impie- 
d n Tdh T !f t ' es ' 3e ^ ore mentioned. And again, like one full of all piety, he derideth the vanity of 
pol,, of \Jii tne ^ e Fables, -and reporteth, that at fuch time as the Jews for a long time together N 
</«•' warred againfl: the Idumea*s\ Zabidus departing out of a City of Idumea^here Apollo 
was worihipped^ameunto the jfaw,promifingto deliver unto them 1 4&f//f,the Doreatts 
Qod, and bring him unto their Temple, if fo be that all of them would there aflemble 
themfelves together ; and that afterwards Zabidus making a wooden Engine, and put- 
ting himfelf into it, he caufed. three rows of Candles to be ftUck about it, which made 
1 ■ it at a diftance appear like a Comet, to the great amazement of the Jews, who being 
terrified and aftoniflied at the Vifion, gave Zabidus opportunity to pafs into the Tem- 
ple, 1 to ponefs himlelf of the Afles golden Head, and convey it to Dora. Wherefore we 
may fay that dppion leadeth an Ais,to wit.himfelf with Fooleries and Lyes; for he na- 
meth Places that are not, and fetteth down Cities to himfelf unknown ; for Idumea is O 
a Province near unto us, and bordering upon Gara 5 and there is no City in it called

D are moft unjuft, and that we worlhip not God as we ought to do, in that we are fub! Sr" ideth

themfelves, they are of a City that flouriflieth in abfolute Authority, accuftomed to 
govern from the foundation thereof, and not to ferve the Romans. Id effect, who can 
refill their Valour ? Truly no man but Appion would ever have flouted us hrewith 
feeing that few Cities fo flourifii and reign over other, that they again 7t L one time 
havebeen brought into fubjeftion , for many Nations are fubjec* to others ■ only the 
Eypttans are freed from the Captivity of fuch as rule frropeand Afia t for that (as they 
fay ) the Gods fleeing into their Country, were faved, by entring into the Bodies of 

?h aft £ u Ct haV u XhQ l tt °\ m i eed had oneda y s ,ibert y ^cc b the beginning of 
E the World, neither under the Government of their own Princes, nor under Stran- 
gers. 

I will not ftand to reckon how often the Ferfiam have wafted their City, deftrov- 
ed the.r Temples, and flain their fuppofed Gods. For it is not decent that I mould 
imitate herein ^Wsfooliflinefsj neither am 1 calling to memory what befell the 
Athenians and Lacedemonians ; the laft of which are recorded to have been moft va- 
liant, and the firft to have been moft devout and religious : Neither will I reckon up 
thole moft godly Kings, amongft whom Croejtts was one, who, notwithftandine fe 1 
into great Calamities. Moreover, I will not recount how theCaftleof Athens was fet 
on fire,and the Temples of Epbefiu and Delphos likewife,and many others.There isnow 
F ZLi P J ,0n \ a fjy a^rofthe^, whoupbraideth them with their Calamities, 
forgettmg the Milery that hath befallen his Country-men the Btaptums 1 buthrwas 
blinded with the Fable of Sefojlris ( whom he faith to have been Kg of eZh We 
could report and boaft of our Kings, David and Solomon, who fubdued many Nations ow, w 

which all the World knoweth, to wit, that the Egyptians have ferved rfrft fa Per fas 
and afterwards the Macedonians, and that as Bonctflaves , whereas we remaining in 
free Liberty ragned over all the Cities about us ixo years , even Junto the time of 
Pompey the Great j and when all the other Kings were fubdued by the Romans only 
our KwBtfor their fidelity and friend/hip towards them, were 'dear unto them. 6 but 
0jSii^ h y^^ w i^^ e ^ vve have not had any famous Men of our 
Nation, who have invented Arts andSciences s and been excellent in wifdom, fuch as So- 
y y y 3 crates. 
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crates, Zeno, Cleanthes, arid others' whom he fetteth down; and which is moft to be H 
Appinmif a d m i rc d, ytpphn puts hinifelf into the number of thefe famous Men ; and faith, That 
cth hibrfdt AkxmdYia is blefl * ed and happy, that hath deferved to have fuch a Citizen as he is j and 
great reafoh that he fliould teiltfie that of himfelf, which all Men elfe perceive- in liim, 
to wit, that he is an impudent deceitful Fellow, both of corrupt Life and Manners. So 
that the Alexandrians had juft caufe to be forry that they ever had any. better opinion 
of him. But that our Nation had Men equal at leaft unto thofe whom hementioneth, 
all Men know that pleafe to read the Book of our Antiquity. The reft that his Accu- 
fation contained!, it is notamifs to let pafs without anfwer; for that it rather impeach- 
eth the Egyptians, his own Country-men, than us? for he doth complain of us for 
Sacrificing ordinary Beafts, and abftaining from Swines-Flefli ; and laughed at our 1 
wiiy the Jews Circiimcifibn. Touching the Sacrificing of Beafts, we do as all Nations elfe do; 
do sacrifice an d jppi 0H , inveighing againft our Sacrificing , fheweth himfelf to be an Egyptian ; 
S,°?nddo for were he either a Grecian or a Macedonian, he would not be herewith offended ; for 
not eat Swinei both Greeks and Macedonians do vow tb Sacrifice- Hecatombs to their Gods, and ufe 
Tknt ' Priefts in their Banquets; and yet for all this, the World is hot defolate of living crea- 
tures, as dppion feareth. 

But were all Men fo mad as the Egyptians, it would indeed be defolate of Men, and 
filled with cruel Beafts, which they (fuppofing them to be Gods) do diligently nou- 
rilh. If any Man fliall ask of Jppion, whom of all the Egyptians he judged to be a Wife 
Man, and moft religious towards their Gods ? no doubt he would anfwer, the Priefts. K 
For, they fay, that their firft Kings in the beginning gave them thefe two Command- 
™ ments in charge ; firft to feek Wifdom j and next, to worfhipthe Gods; they alfo are 
SSedTand all of them circumcifed, and abftain from Swines Flefh , and no other Egyptian Sacri* 
M.tnoSwinw ficeth with them unto their Gods; Appion therefore wasfurely blind, when, inftead of 
mK detracting us, he fpeaketh ill of them, to gratifie whom he took all this pains. For the 
Egyptians do not only ufe thofe Cuftoms which Appion in us difalloweth ; but alfo do 
teach others to circumcife themfelves as Herodotus reportetb. So that I verily think, ■ 
that v^>/>i0» was juftly punilhed for blafpheming his Country-Laws and Religion. For 
being forced to circumcife himfelf, to avoid a great Difeafe, he Was hereby nothing 
iS'* helped ; but for all this, his privy Member rotting, he in extreme Grief and Mifery, L 
gave up the Ghoft. For wife Men ought to perfevere in their Country-Laws in all 
Piety, and not to deride and detract others: But Appion forfook his own Religion, 
and llandered and belyed ours. And this was Appion's End : And here alfo fliould end 
The defence this Book, but that Apollonius, Molon, and Lyfimachus, and certain others, partly' for 
Jfijjfti. Ignorance, partly for Madnefs, have moft injurioufly belyed our Law-maker Mofes, 
wwandjy- and the Laws he made, detracting him as a deceitful Magician, and Author of all 
maebm. tne Malice and Impiety amongft us ; and for fuch as teacheth no Vertue nor Good- 
ttefs at all. 

I will therefore, as far as in me lieth, declare both our Converfation in general, and 
in particular: For if my Judgment be any thing, our Laws are moft forcible, both M 
to Piety, and to all Humanity in general; as alfo to Juftice, Pains-taking, and Con- 
tempt of Death. I only requeft this Favour of the Reader, that he will not with a 
prejudicate or malicious Opinion, perufe thefe Writings ; for I do not write this as 
aPraifeand vain Oftentation of our Nation, but as a juft Apology, refuting theflan- 
derous Reports that fome have ufed againft us. 
Wherein Apol- Apollonius doth not continually inveigh againft us as Appion doth, but only here and 
lonius accufei t here ; fometimes affirming us to be hated both of God and Man , fometimes to be 
tejewj. Qj War d s> fometimes contrariwife complaining of our Nation's Boldnefs. Saying 
moreover, that we are morefottifh than any BaJbarous Nation j and that therefore we 
only have had none of our Nation Founders of Arts or Sciences, which areprofita- N 
ble for Mans Life ; all which Objections are eafily refuted , if we fliew the contrary 
to all thefe by him reported ; both that we have obeyed our Laws, and lived in all 
Integrity. 

The lovers of \{ therefore [I be forced to fheW that other Nations have made contrary Laws,, 
rammon Laws not but they are to be blamed, who, comparing ours with them of other Nations, 
are excellent affirm ours to be the worfc; rieither of which can charge us, either that thefe 
wadv ek t nefi k* ws » w ' licl1 1 briefly fet down, are not ours, or elfe that we have not perfifted in 
erue. thcm ^ we ought. Making therefore this Beginning, I affirm, That they who 
have framed themfelves to live together under certain Rules and Ordinances, and 
kept them inviolate, and were the firft Founders of them , were more to be com- O 
mended for Humanity and Vertue, than they who live under no Rule nor Ordi-

profefs herein, that they are ignorant, caufing thofe that are learned and skilful in 
their Laws, to fit as it were in Commiffion with them, to direft them. ; 

Whereas every one of our Nation being demanded of our Laws, can anfwer as rea- M 
dily, as he can tell his own Name ; for every one of us learning them, as it were, fo 
foon as we come to the ufe of;Reafon, we have them, as it were, written and printed 
in our Minds, and by this means both we offend more feldom ; and when we offend, 
we are fure to be punifhed. ' ■ ,

A It is not needful to fpealc more largety of our Laws ; for they by tliemfclves appear 
piPus and good, and fuch as do not invite or incite, us to the hatred of>ther Nations, 
but rather to Communion andFriendfliip, being both enemies to Iniquity, and Com- 
manders of Juftice, Banifliers of Luxurioufnefs, and Teachers of Frugality and Labour, 
forbidding all Wars enterprized for Avarice, and preparing the People to fliew Forti- 
tude in them, and for them, inflicting inevitable punifliment upon their Tranfgreflors, 
' not eafilv to be deceived by glofing Speeches, and executing in Acftioa all that they 
in Word command } yet amongft us the execution of them, and obfervation is more 
ready than the Words of them. 
I therefore confidently oflirm, That we do teach more pious and vertuous Manners Thedri 8 lri 

B than other Nations do. For what can be better than inviolate Piety ? What more juft of the W 
than to obey the Law ? What more profitable and commodious, than to be at Unity LaVM ' 
and Peace amongft our felves ? and neither toforfake one another in calamity, nor in- 
jure one another in Profperity ,• to contemn and defpife Death in time of War, and irt 
Peace to labour, and till our Grounds, and to ufc otherArts and Works, and always to 
think and believe, that God beholdeth all our Actions, and ruleth and difpofeth all 
Things ? If thefe be either written or obferved by any one before this time, we are 
then to thank them, as being their Scholars j but if tpev were never extant before, , 
then we are known to be the firft Authors and Inventersbf them. Let therefore Appioti 
and Molon perifli, and all others that with them are cpnvifted of lying, and Hindering

Holy On/at Onm by 
feeing this, and fearing alfo, that if Apollonius (hould then die, the Heir em would be 
D fufpe^ed to have made him away, made Prayers to God for him, and obtained his ff mi ' 
Enerhies Life. Apollonius prefently hjifted, to Seleucus, to let him underftand what had "' 5 ' C ' 
hapned ; but when he came, he fbiind Seleucus dead , and Antiocbus reigning in his Anti chu K 
ftead. a man of tyrannous Nature, who 1 bare an ancient grudge to Ovias the High- «gc ^gainii' 
Prieft;' and therefore made Jafon his Brother High-Prieft in his ftead, Jafon promifing tlle '^ m - 
Afnt/ocbits, in recompenfce, to pay him 3660 Talents of Silver every year. 

#7>»beftg made High-Priert, and Chief amongft all' the Nation of the fas, pre- 
fently fdrcedall the People to impiety, and to forfake their Religion ; fo that to build 
Baths, he hindred the defence and compleating of the Temple, and many of our Nati- 
on confpired with him in this Iniquity. But hereat God was prefently wroth, and being 
E difpleafed, it was not needful to feek foreign Enemies^ for Antiocbus himfelf was in- 
citedagainft them ; who warring zgiinftPtolumeus Klngof Egyptjttsid heard itreported, 
that the Jeu>s eftceiri'd him to be dead, yet was he very nobly entertained by the Inha* 
bitants of Jerufalem' and prefently after the fight, he made an Edid, that whofo amon? 
the 'JeiK' refufed to offer Sacrifice to the Gods, fhould pfefently die upon the Wheel. 
But the godly-minded of our Nation did little efteem' this Edid; ye4, the Women 
Circutocifing their 'Infants (; as our Law, required! ) did afterwards call themfelves 
down headlbrig, to the end that they might fo obtain a prefent Dekh without longer 
delay. • . ' . ; , 

Jntiocbus perceiving th&t the feverity of his Edidt could riot compel the Hebrews' 
F to forfake their Religion,' ' but thaft men volurita'rily did chufe Death \ he fitting in an 
eminent place from whence ail the Jads might behold /him, calling- all of them togew 
thek-i caufed Swines Fleljl to be facrificed upon the Altar^ and to be offered to wery

Amongft this whole Multitude offembled from all places, was one Ekaw.i a Pritft, B /„- -

He there- 
fore commanded thefe Seven, together with their Mother Satoman*, who now grew 
ancient, to be brought before him : So thev, according to his Command, were brought, 
beins very graceful in their Perlons, and every way worthyof fo vertuous a Mother 5 
yea they refcmbled Angels, their Faces ihining like the clear Light of the Sun ; their 
Eyesfparktedin moll comely and decent manner, as teftifying , that they furpaflcd 
in Vcrtue all other of humane Race and Condition.

And to terrific them the more, he commanded the Inftruments of their Torments K 
to beprefentedunto their view.

- yet do not you offend in doing itjeeingyou commit it only upon compulfionMt the young 
The voune Youths inflamed with a divine Spirit, and Senfe, contemned fo many kinds of Tor- L 
mensConiL- ments, and defpifed the Tyrant's Threatsand Flatteries ; and theirConftancy (for they 
nave him no juft occafion ) put the Tyrant into a great Rage. 

By this it is cvident,how much Reafon is Mafter over Paflionjfor if any flothful man 
not before trained up to it,(hould of a fudden come to fuch a pufh, at the very fight of 
fuch Torments, his Mind would be troubled, and his Countenance appalled, his Legs 
under him would have trembled, and he with fear have been confounded ,• fo that he 
would prefently haveretrafted, and profefled himfelf unable to bear upagamftfo ma-, 
ny, and fo grievous Torments; faying: 

My f elf being unwife,what Jhouldlhave made choice of> Whether to endure thefe Tor- 
ments, or accept of their promifid Benefits ? Whether I fhould have been moved to pity M 
mine own Age, or to compafionate my Mother; God would not have denied pardon for this 
deed, /being forced thereunto : and by doing it, though againft my wi// t /Jha/lget the 
King's Favour. .

Torment, for thefe /have already o- 
vercome. 0. mqfler of cruelty, Emmy of piety, perfecutor of juftice\ we Jix Brethren bane 
conquered the Kings power, and what bis Kingdom or the whole World could afford. Thy 
fire is cold and heateth not, and tbt Kings weapons are bended and blunted in out loJiei; 
our God givetb us more courage tofuffer, than thou haft tapunifh; and, Jo the precept of 
God remaineth firm in us. 

And as he thus fpake, one took hold of his tongue wjth a hot pa\r of tangs, and fo. 
with the fame torments, that his brethren had fullered, being fryed in a pan he gave 
uptheGhoft. 

C Six of the Brethren being now dead by diverfity of torments, only one of the feven 
remained alive with his mother, named Jacob, younger in years (but not in con- 
ftancy of mind) than the reft of his brethren.

thou (halt h 0 Magi fir ate, and General of my Army, and one of my Counfellors. 

0 But perceiving himfetf not to prevail,he caufed the young man s mother to be called 
unto him: wno coming and ftanding near her fon, the Tyrant faid thus unto her 
Where are now, 0 worthy woman, all thy Children* Behold of fuch a number, if thou pleafe, 
the defiiny affords thee one : advije therefore thy Child , and motlifie bis obstinate mind 
whalfim CPHpfel. 

The mother having hfi^rd what the King faid , made her reverence to the fting : 
which g!pqe, that the King might not undermine) her, me fpake in Hebrew to her Child 
as followetll : 

Pity thy w*her,Q fon,and comfort thy forrmfuj mother, who bare thee nine months in my 
ivambtfiid gwe thee fuck three years #nd with great iudufth-bave brought thee up to this. 
E 4!gff J pray thee dear fon, confider the Heaven and Bartb, and aH that in them is, and 
know, that God mated them all of nothing* who alfy of nothing created mankind. Fear 
not this Etbiwk's pahs and tomtits fat imitate thy brethren, and contemn death, that 
in the day of mercy / may receive thee and thy brethren again in Heaven. 

As \m mother thus admoniflwd him, he in the Hebrew tongue requefted to be un< 
founder (hat he had a feeret 0 difcloft to the King: who being unfettered he present- 
ly ran to the torments iprepared : for there wasa Frying-pan red hof, that was j 
for fuch as were to fufler ; unto the which the Child 4 ...... 



for fuch as were to fyfler ; unto the which fhe Child coming, remembring his b 
and beholding alfo the King he faid unto him : Cruel tyrant, /now know thee not only to 
have been mel againfi my brethren, hat even trwty It felf. Wretch that thou art, who 
f gave thee this purple ? And who exalted thee to this 1 Kingdom and ifignityi even he, whom 
then in vs defi perfeeute, whofe fer*vants and wrappers thou killeft find torment eft, for 
which thy wickednefs thy felf fbalffuffer eternal fire and torments wbipb jhall have no end.

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Think not that I expect any favour at thy hands; I will follow my hrethren,and 'remain con- H 
(lant in our Law. The Tyrant hearing this was wroth, andcaufed himtobe tormented : 
but Ills mother in his torment comforted him, and with her kind hands held his head, 
when with violence of the tortures blood alued out of his mouth, nole and privy parts, 
the tormentors not ceafing till life in him was almoft fpent.- but they ( by God's ap- 
pointment jgave over, and fo he took ftrength again to endure more, than any of his 
brethren had done j at laft, his Hands and Arms being cut off, he lifted, up his Eyes to 
Heaven, and cryed, 0 ddonai, OSabaor, be merciful unto me, and receive me into 
'the company of my brethren, let thy wrath now ceafe, and grant them mercy, who by 
'us do make interceifion to thee. 

Having faid thus,his tongue being pulled out, he of his own accord went into the fiery

Tliefe conftant young men do fitly refemble inexpugnable Towers, and them, who 
after a great tempeft and lliipwrack do fafely enter the harbour of Salvation, who 
of the waves. g u ^i°g their courfe amtdft the boyfterous waves, at laft obtain the wiflied more. For 
The feven every one of them ftrengthened the other by advice and good counfel, and none of 
KoSmo- t ' iem was k e ^ m ' nate as t0 decline his Martyrdom. None ufed delay herein, bur one ^ 
tSrtofiiftT followeth anothers example. Let us therefore die for our Law, and imitate the three 
deathman- , Children, whom the AfTyrians fury condemned to the fiery Furnace, u hole patience 
fully. fpread their fame even unto Heaven. 

Whilft thus one of them exhorted the other, it came to pafs, that none of them of- 
fended, but each one rcfolute in hisReligion, took example of the vertue, courage and 
conftancy of their fore-father Ifaac, who underftanding that it was God's will, that he 
mould be Sacrificed, refufed not to fubmit his body to his fathers Sword. Let us( laid 
they) yield our Souls to him, of whom we received both Soul and Body: It is afmall 
matter for us to fuffer lofs of thefe members, feeing that we fhall in lieu of them re- 
ceive everlafting blifs. Abraham, Ifaac, and Jacob do joyfully expeel us, as^Co- heirs of r 
their Kingdom: let us glorifie that womb, wherein we were for ten months fpace: 
let none of us be more coward than the other, nor none of us degenerate from the o- 
■nue brother- thcr> We t ii at were a ji begotten of one father, and fucked of one milk, muft in all 
things refemble one another: we had one teacher, and one law inviolate. And in 
this golden bond of concord were thefe brethren linked together, and none of them 
mourned to fee the other tormented, but all rejoyced at the others death. O Children, 
whofe dignity furpafleth the Royalty of Kings and Princes, whofc glory and vertue is 
unfpeakable! None of you were terrified with fear, but you fo haftened to your deaths, 
as though you had been to go to blifs and felicity : you were truly brethren, who even 
a pledge and by death were linked together. God hath greatly in you magnified our Nation, and in M 
tffij amity. y° u ^ ewed us Ml an example of fortitude: whom therefore [think he caufed to be fo 
many in number, as -were the days, wherein he created the World, fo that thefe feven 
brethren may refemble the feven days wherein all things were made. And why mould 
we fo admire this fortitude in thefe young men, when a woman armed herfelf with 
contempt of death? Who indeed is not to be called a mother, but io be honoured with 
a higher title thanhumane frailty can afford,who bare into this World fo many triumphs. 
For the mother feeing her children dead, was with a kind and godly 2eal inflamed 
Themother's q\(o to fufler : and no marvel, feeing that the very brute beafts, if they perceive vio- 
lence offered to their young,do expofe themfel ves to perils in their defence, and proted 
them with their wings, teeth, and tal Ions j yea, and every one, that is any way able to n 
make refiftance, oppofeth her felf to the Enemy fo defend her young. And not only 
brute Beafts do this, but even Bees do defend their young, and their honey, threat- 
ning their Stings to them that offer to taft thereof, and more efteeming the good of 
their young than their own lives. But this zealous mother directed by the Spirit of God, 
and the dictates of reafon, incouraged her children to die, and being to die after them 
chofe rather to be a fpectator of their death than otherwife. 

When all her family had fuffered, fhe as the laft and glory of them all came 
to execution defpifingthe Tyrants threats, offering her motherly breaft to thofe 
torments, which her children had fuflered. O blefled ftock, and blefTed increafeof 
the felf fame womb ! Why fhould I not affirm, that in all lineaments and feature of O 
the body you are like your mother? and if this be a commendation in them, thatbefide 
* . the 
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A features of the body receive nothing of their mother, I will fay more of you, that you 
are like your mother in Fortitude, VertUpe, and Religion j and that you fo in all things 
refemble her, that youare every way equal unto .her, fave only herein.that fhe with 
her Eyes beheld the immanity of your torments, and was afterward as conftant in her 
own Martyrdom,as you in yours. She therefore herein excelled you, that fhe fuflered fe- The mother 
ven torments before fhe cameto fuffer in her[own perfon,and feared in every one of them Mc,cth fe - 
left fhe fhould beovercome. But O thou example of all women, I cannottell, whether Z" fT' 113 
thou bareft thefeChildren in thy womb, or created/! them, who couldft with dry Eyes tornvntd 
look upon them, whilft they were torn in pieces : Yea, I fay little, affirming that thou 
patiently didft behold thofe fights; for-even thou thy felf didft exhort them^hcreubto,- 
B thou rejoycedft to fee one of them torn in pieces with Flefh-hooks, the other to be rack- 
ed upon the Wheel, the third to be bound and beaten : thou joyfully admiredft the 6- 
thers burning.and exhortedft the reft not to be terrified herewith ; and alrhougb,whilft 
thou beheld'ft their torments,thy grief was greater,than that which thou hadft in child- 
birth, yet didft thou bear a lightfome and- chearful countenance, as though it had been 
one triumphing. While they were a killing, thou didft laugh, and feeing only one 
of all thy, children left hereatthou didft nothing relent. Can I defcribe how every One 
penflied, feeing thou their mother didft Jauglrat their deaths, and when their finews 
were cut in two, their heads flaid, their tongues pulled forth by the Roots, their hands 
broken, their bodies in tht fire, and caft upon Iron plates red-hot, and upon Wheel?, 
Cand their ribs pulled infunder, and many other torments for which we want names -i 
Never was any Swan, which ( if you will believe antiquity) Sings fweeteft before her 
death, comparable to ithe Funeral notes of thy dying children. ' 

And you,blefled ofspring,were not overcome by fhat Syren's enchantments, but to 
honour God fcrupled not to leave your mother without children : And fhe being as 
pious and brave on her fide, chofe rather to want you for' a time, than to incur eternal 
damnation, wifiiing rather that thebodies ofherchildren fhould be tormented, thart 
their Souls. Well fhe knew, that nothing was more frail and infirm that our bodies ; 
which, Ithough perfection be wanting,' are often killed with Agues; and other Maladies: 
Who is ignorant,that fhipwrack is iflcidehrto Sailers, difafters ro them that travel, fud- 
D den death to thofe that live at eafe? fudden cafualty by fire; and by the hands of Thieves, 
and a thoufarid' other : ways to difpatch^our lives ? Seeing tlien thaf'our mortal bodies 
are fubjedt to fo, many miferies to bridg es to ourcrid v who would riot make choice of a 
quickdifpateh^hereby welofe goods of this Worlddnd gain life everlafting ? O thoii 
moftTeverendj of airwomen, tlie-crexlit of thy Nation, and honbur ofour Religion, 
who,liketthe Ark . ofW*vdidft perfiftinviolate amongftruch ftormy Waves/ for as' the A r ,. , 
Ark wiehftood the forceof the deluge, and being bMt'ftrongly with 'flrm boards, ftd Lttt 
not fuffer anything withimtto -.periih:: fo'thou fufleredft not the tyrant to overcame'^,

The PREFACE of Wfl, upon the blindnefs of man , andtnem- L 
comprehenfible Grandeur and Majefty of God. 

HO W long fhall we confound old Age and Infancy ', and be as imprudent at 
fixty, as at fixteen . 3 For what greater imprudence can there be, than to 
look upon Fortune as a fettled and certain things when there is nothing 
more inconftant,and to confider this Nature (which is immutable ) as fub- 
jetl to continual changes ? Is it not to invert the order of things, and 
Jbuffle them together like Counters) to fix our Eyes upon uncertain things, 
as if they were more firm and durable than thofe which were certainuhereafon of this Er- L 
ror proceeds from this,that prejent objects do more eafily affect men of ordinary underflan- 
,ding,than objects that are more remote ; and mofl men do allow more credit to their Senfes 
( though deceitful ) than to the reflections of their mind ; becaufe nothing is more eafy, 
thantofuffer our felves to be taken with what is prefented to our Eyes;whereas there mufi 
be Argumentation and Reajon to comprehend things that are future and invifible. Not but 
that the Eye of the Soul is as quick and piercing,as the Eye of the Body, but fome people dazle 
it by their intemperance,ana others by their ftupidity, which is the greate/l fault of all. 

So many extraordinary events happening in our age inforcesa belief that there is a pro- 
vidence, and that God Almighty takes particular care of vertuous men, who have recourfe 
to him in their neceffities, and more efpecially of thofe who are confecrated to his fervice, M 
They are as it were the part age and propriety of this Supream Soveraign, whofe Empire 
has no end. to thefe people the Chaldeans gave the name of Ifraelites, which is as much 
as to fay, Seers of God, and certainly it is an happinefs pref err able to all the Treafures 
of the Earth : For if the prefence of thofe, whofe age renders them venerable to us {as 
our Mafters, Super iours, and Parents ~) imprints fo great a refpett in us, that it many 
times corrects our Enormities, and difpofes us to vertue; How great an advantage, and 
incouragment is it to us to elevate our minds above all created things, andaccujtom our 
felves to the contemplation of God, who is not only uncreated, but infinitely good, infinitely 
beaut if hI, infinitely happy, or Q to fpeak more properly") whofe goodnefs furpaffes all good- 
nefs, whofe beauty f urpaffes all beauty, and whofe happinefs furpaffes all happinefs, and N 
yet this is but a weak and imperfect explication of his Grandeur : for how can words be able 
to defcribe him, who is fo tranfcendantly above every thing, that after our mind has ad' 
vanced it felf as high towards him, as is poffible, by the attributes which it has given him, 
as by fo many flairs, yet it is forced back again without being able to approach or under- 
hand him for he is fo vaflly incomprehenfible, that, if every Creature of the Creation was 
changed into fo many Tongues, they could not exprefs that fovereign power, by which he 
created all things ; that Royal, conduct meriting an Eternal Monarch, and by which he 
prefet ves the World, and that jufi diftribution of rewards and funifhments, which are dif 
penfed with fo much equity andwifdom, that our chaflifements may be put into the number of 
his Mercies and Blefjings, not only as they are part of his juflice,hut as they are many times O 
fervtceable^o'thecinverftonof finners, or at leaft as they reft rain and hinder them from 
\mhnuing hi their Crimes for fear of thofe pains, which they fee inflitled upon others. 

CHAP. 
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CHAP I. 

The incredible Felicity of the firft feven Months of th,e Reign of the 
Emperour Caius Caligula. 

' I He Emperour Caius Caligula is^an eminent Example of what I have laid : Never was 
X there feen a greater Tranquility ,than that which was enjoy 'd by all the Provinces 
both by Sea and Land, when he was advanced to the Empire after the Peathot liber jus: 

B The Eaft, the Weft, the North and South were all in profound Peace : The Greeks had 
no difference with the Barbarians: The Souldiers and Citizens lived quietly and in' 
good intelligence together. So great a felicity feemed to be incredible ; and it could 
not be fufficiently admired, that fo young a Prince mounting the throne fliould be 
attended with fo much profperity, that his defires could not exceed his injoymcnts : 
His Riches were immenfe, his Forces both by Land and Sea great and formidable, his 
Revenues prodigious, flowing into his Exchequer ( as from an incxhauftible Stream ) 
from all parts of the habitable World .• For his Empire extended to the Rhine, and the 
Euphrates ; the firft feparating it from Germany and other wild Nations , and the 
other bounding it from the Parthians, Sarmatians, Scythians and other people no lefs 

q barbarous than. the Germans. So that it might be laid; from the rifing to the fetting of 
the Son, not only upon the continent, but in the Ifles, and even in the parts on the 
other fide of. the Sea, all Was in peace and felicity : The people of Rome,, all Italy, and 
all the Provinces both in Europe and Afia lived in a perpetual feaft.- For It. was never 
feen before under the Reign of any of their EmperoUrs, that every man by the blefling 
of God injoy'd his eftate in that quietnefs, and bare fo great a mare in the pubiick' feli- 
city, that there waifnothing wanting to his defires. In all the Towns there was 90- 
thing to be feen but Altars, and vicftims, and Sacrifices, and Priefts In their white 
Rpbes, with Garlands of flowers upon their head. All places were full of Chearfulnefs, 
Feafting, Playing, Mufick, Running of Horfes, Banqueting, Dancing to the Flute, and 

D the Harp and all other : pivertifements imaginable. No difference to bedifcerned in 
the contentment of either Rich or Poor, Common Perfons, or Perfons of Quality, 
Mafters and Servants, or Creditor and Debtor. The felicity of that time was equal to 
all conditions, and what was verified then, made it almoft credible, what the Poets 
had faid formerly in their fables of the age of Saturn. And l'rt this manner they parted 
feven compleat Months. 



CHAP. II. 

g ' • ' 

The Emperour Ca\us,having Reigned but feven Months, fell defperately ill: The great cort- 
■ cernment which all the Provinces expreffed for it, and their incredible joy at his re- 
covery. 

I He next Month this happy Emperour fell into a great fit of ficknefsj for having 
left his old way of living foberly and temperately , which preferves people in 
1, and was the way he took, whilft Tiberius was alive, he plunged himfelf into In- 
temperance and Luxury : He drank much Wine, eat to excels, bath'd unfeafonably, 
cram'd himfelf, till he could not keep what he had taken down, and when he had difeor- 
p ged, crammed himfelf again He gave himfelf up Wholly to women, and to pleafures 
more unnaturally criminal j in fliort he abandoned himfelf to all other diforders that 
were moft likely to alter thaj Temperament and Harmony of body and mind, which 
Temperance maintains in healthand vigour j whereas Intemperance Weakens it, and ex- 
pofes it to Diftempers, that are moft commonly mortal. 

It was then about the beginning of Autumn, which is the laft Seafbn in the year that is 
proper for Navigation, and the time in which thofe, , who traffick in foreign parts, re* 
turn home. By this means the news of his ficknefs was in a moment carried all over 
the World, and changed their joy into fadnefs. The Towns, and the houfes were ge- 
nerally full of mourning and afflidrrori; and the Emperours ficknefs became the diftem- 
q per of all the Provinces ; and theirs was the greateft, becaufe his infirmity Was only in 
his body, but theirs in their minds, apprehending to lofe with their peace the.injoy- 
ment of all thofe good things, which were concomittant With it j and having obfervrd 

the 
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the death of their Emperors attended commonly with Famine and other calamities, H 
that are the confequents of War,they could not fee any tiling fo likely to exempt them, 
as the health of their Prince. 

His ficknefs beginning to abate, the News was immediately fprcad abroad, and car- 
ried joy to fie very ends of the Earth j For nothing is more nimble than fame ; and e- 
very body expected the news of his recovery with incredible patience; and when it ar- 
rived every body believed himfelf recovered with him, and reftored to his former felici- 
ty. It isnotremernbred,thatanyjoy was ever fo general, all people feeming to havepaf- 
fed,as it were in a Moment, from a favage and rultick, to a foft and a fofctable life ,• from 
Defarts to Towns ; from Diforder to Order; and all by their happinefs in being under 
theconduft of a bountiful and legitimate PrLnce. 



CHAP. III. 

The Emperor Caius abandons himfelf to all forts of Debauchery find with horrid ingratitude, 
and terrible cruelty obliges young Tiberius, the Emperor's Grand-fon, to kill himfelf. 

"OUT it was quickly difcernable, that the Spirit of man is blind In its imaginati- K 
J3 oris; that he is ignorant of what is moft for his advantage, and that he takes the 
madoW many times for the fubftance. For this Prince, who was confider'd as an admi- 
rable Benefactor, and one whofe Munificence and Favours were fpread all over Europe 
and Afia, became a Monfter for cruelty, or to fpeak more properly, he difcovered that 
humour,which though born with him.he had diflembled till that time. The Emperour 
Tiberius had by his fon Prufus ( who died before him ) this yoilng Tiberius : and by 
his Nephew Germanicus he had Caius Caligula, vihornhz preferredto Tiberius in the Suc- 
ceffiori of the Empire upon condition, that he Should acknowledge the greatnefs of the 
benefit by the manner of his comportment with his Grand-child ; But Caius, inftead of 
being concerned for having received that by Adoption, which Belonged to young Tibe- L 
rius by Succeflion,prov'd ingratefull, and carried it to that excels of Inhumanity, that 
not contented to have defeated him of his Empire, he caufed him to be put to death 
Upon pretence of practices againfl: him; as if a perfon of his age had been capable of fo 
great a defign; but many people are of opinion, that if young Tiberius had had fome 
few years more over his head, his Grand-father would doubtlefs have made him his 
Succeflor, and laid afide Caius, of whom he began already to be jealous. 

And this was the way which Caius took to execute his deteftable Refolution upon a 
perfon, with whom in juftice he ought to have parted the Soveraignty. He caufed the 
young Tiberius to appear before him, aflembled his friends, and told them, Hove Ti- 
berius, not only as my Kinfman,but as my Brother; and I with with all my heart/it was M 
in my power to take him prefently as a partner into the Government, that I might 
thereby fulfil the laft Will and Teilament of his Grand-father / But you fee the tender- 
nefs of his years, and that he is fitter to have a Governour, than to be a Governour 
himfelf. Were it not for that, what joy, what eafe would it be to me to have difcharged 
my felf of part of fo great a burden, as it is to manage and conduft fo many feveral 
Nations ? Seeing then the affe&ion which I beat him obliges me to it, I think good to 
declare tb you, that I am refolved to ferve and take care of him, not only as a Gover- 
nour, but as a father; by which name I defirehe may call me, and I (hall call him Son 
for the future. 

When Caius by this Artifice had deluded all that Were prefent, and by his counter- M 
feit Adoption rather robb'd,than confcrr'd upon the poor Prince that part of the Empire, 
to which he might lawfully have pretended, there was nothing left,that might obflruft 
his falling into that Snare, which he had laid for him .« for the Laws of the Romans do 
give the Parents an abfolute pdwer over their children, and then the Supream degree 
of authority in which he Was eftaWifhed , left no man in a Capacity to queftion any 
thing he did. So that looking upon this ybtmg Prince as an Enemy, he treated him 
accordingly without refpeft to his age, or any con federation, that he had been brought 
up by the Emperor with hopes tof fucceediftg him in the Government: for after his 
father Dritfus was dead, the^Emperour took him into his tuition, andufed him rather 
like his fon than his Grand<iikl. ° 



It 
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A It is reported, that Caius commanded him to kill himfelf in the prefence of feveral 
Tribunes and Captains, forbidding them ftrlftjy to give him any atfiftance, becaufe 
( lorfooth ) it was not decent, that the defcendents of an Emperour fliould die by any 
inferiour hands : For he would needs pafs for a Uriel- obferver of the Laws, at the very 
time when he broke them, and a Bigot in Religion, when he was committing fo fit-cat 
a Crime, without the leaft compunction orremorfe for making a Stalking-Horfe of the 
truth by fo ftrange an hypocrifie. 

The poor Prince, who had never feen any murders before, nor been accuftomed to 
thofe counterfeit Combats, in which young Princes are ufUally exercifedin time of 
Peace, prefented his Throat to the perfon who flood next him; but he and all the reft 

B refuhng to difpatch him, he took the Dagger himfelf, ask'd them where he was to* 
flnke, and they in their great Civility having inftru<ftcdhim > he' ftabb'd himfelf imme- 
diately, and that with many blows, till by a lamentable and unmerciful compuifion he 
had murder d himfelf. r 



CHAP. IV. 1 

c Caius puts to death Macro Colonel of his Pretorian bands, to whom he was obltfd 
both for his life and his Empire. 

"ITT HEN Caius had firiimed that bufinefs, which of all his affairs was of the 
y V greateft importance, there being no body left that could pretend to the Env 
pure, or to whom any turbulent perfons could in prudence apply, he turn'd his iridii 
gradtude 90 " MaCr °* rdblving ' that lie alf0 mou,d fa*** efiSs of his Cruelty and 'ti 
This .Macro had not only ferv'dhirri faithfully fince his advancement to the Throne 
( which would have been no extraordinary thing, becaufe Princes who are fortunate 

D him SZtaA?? l b "A 116 i Wd K CCn ' grCat means ' that Tth »* 
him lor his Succeflor : For befides that there never was Prince of greater Sagacity and 

Penetration than Tiberius the experience, which his years had given him, gave him to 

largeaninfight into the fecreteft Cogitations of man, that he began to be jealous of 

Cam : he fufpetfed him an Enemy in his heart to the Whole family of the CW«,and 

that if he had any natural affection at all, it was only for his Relariohs by the mc hers 

fide, fo hat//W, began to be apprehenfive for his Grand-Child, if he* mould I £ vc 

hima Minor. Again he looked upon Caius as uncapable of the Government of fo 

great on Empire by reafon of the weaknefs arid levity of his parts, which Sdra- 

ther mchtung to folly than otherwife: fo little Solidity was theVetO be oblerve leither 

E 10 h» ™* his aefhons : But there was no Stone that Macro left Unturned to di? 

cufs thefe fufpicions and efpecially his apprehenfiorf for his Grand-ch Id He af 

fured the Emperour that Caim had an extreme refpeit for him, and fo great an aS- 

on for his Coufin, that he would willingly leave theEmpireto him,anltha it was no 

als, When^r* foundthefe Reafons would notwork, he feared not to offer hirnfdf 
in Caution.- and the Emperour had no reafon to fufped* his Sincerity after ZtXmo 
ny, which he had given of it not only in difcovering, but defeating L^acZ^ 
Sejams. InAort, "ne was always com mending cJL, ( if it may Recalled coEd- 
ing to undertake Ins unification againft all uncertain furmifes, LdundeterSaf 
F f^}™*) ^"d carried himfelf fo towards him, that, [(Caius 1 ad been "SXr or 
hislon, he could not have done more: Several haveattiibhted the Caufe?o1he re 
ip fts, which Cam always foew'd tb Macro, but more to the good offici o i his ^Vifc 
who for fome private Reafons was always crying him up, and LgnrfyhS h m to t 
Husband and every one knows the infiuence ofwomen efpecTally TSfer ffiS£? 
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at the Tzbte,Macro was bold to wake and admonifh him, that it was neither decent nor H 
fecure; for he in that condition might eafily be (lain. WhenCaius was looking upon his 
Dancersor Mimieks with fuch extraordinary pleafure and attention, that he could not 
contain from imitating their Geftures ; when not contenting himfelf to fmile, or be 
pleafd, he brake out into a loud Laughter among the Comedians or Buffoons; or when 
he fung or play d among the Muficians, hejoggM him Gently, if lie was within reach, 
totheendhemightgtveover, and told him in his Ear, what nodody elfe durft have 
ventur'd to have faid. 

Ton are not, Sir, to abandon your felf to the pleafures ofjourfenfe like other wen, but 
are rather tofurpafs them in gravity and prudence, as much as you tranfeend them in dig- 
nity and extraction. Howftrange will it appear, for the Monarch oj the World, to be un- 
able to moderate himfelf in fuch flight and contemptible things t The great honour, that 
invirons you, obliges you to do nothing unfuitable to the Majejiy of fo great and fo redoub- 
ted an Emperour : When you are in the Theatre, or Circus, or in the.place of any publish 
exercife,you are not to confider the fhow or fpeltaclefo much, as the pains and care, which 
thoje perfons, who prefent it, have taken to doit to your content-, and. are to argue thus with 
your felf-, Ifthefe perfons have taken fo much pains in things that are ufilefs to the life 
of man, and only fir vice able to the pleafures of the fpeltators,that thereby they may merit 
their applaufes and acclamation, what is there incumbent upon a Prince, whoprofefies an 
' art infinitely more efiimablei Do you not know,that there is nothing equal togoverning well, K 
feeing it caufes plenty in all places capable of Cultivation,andfecures Navigation/by which 
all the Provinces have Commerce, and communicate their re fpetiive Commodities? Envy and 
Jealoufie, to fruflrate this happy Communication^^ likepoifon infected feme perfons,and 
fome towns : But finceyour jfugujl Family, has, been advanced to, the Sovereignty andSu- 
pream power which extends, it felf as, well over the Seas asLands of the whole Earth, it 
has repelled ihefe monffers into the moft recfufe and obfeure Solitudes, To you alone it is 
that this fupreme Authority is committed. Providence has placdyou, as a judicious Pilot, 
to manage the Helm. It is your office to look to the good conduct of this incomparable veffel 
fr aught ed with the wellfare of all mankind; and as fo noble an. office is above all, eflimation, 
you ought not to take pleafure in any thing fo, much, as in rendringfo many Mat ions ,as are l 
under your dominion, happy by your benefits., 'lis true they naybeobligd by particular 
perfons,but it is from their Prince only they are to expect this ^ellent conduit, by which 
he fhowers down his bounty upon them with full hands, referring only fuch things, as in 
prudence are necejfary for the remedying of fuch accidents, as cannot beforefeen. : , 

Thus it was, that this unfortunate Counfellor advisd Cam with defigntohave 
made him better ; But his wicked nature turned his remedies into poifOn^ madea 
moek of his counfel,and became much worfe;info much as, when Macro carae towards 
bim one time, he faid to thofe who were then about him; Do you fee that impertinent 
Schoolmaffer, that ridiculous Pedagogue} he would take upon him to give inflruitions, not 
only ' to a child, but to a perfon wife} than Himfelf. He prates, as if afubjett was to com- M 
mandan Emperour, and an Emperour, that is not ignorant in the art of Governing, and he > 
believes himfelf excellent in that fcience. But /.would fain know, where he learned it. For 
my part, I was brought up to it from my Cradle, receiving continual inflections from my 
Father, Brother $,Vncles,Coufins,GrMd'father, Great'Grand-father^and many other great 
Princes, from whom /am defcended both by the, father and mother, without' fo much as 
mentioning the feeds of vertue, which tyature mingles with 'the blood of thofe i (he defigns 
fball command : For by the fame re of on as children are obfirved tfi refemble their Parents , 
not only in the lineaments of their face, and the qualities of their mind, but in their very 
geftures, inclinations and attions, by the fame reafon thofe,, who proceed fmm a Race ac 
cujlomed to dominion, do receive with their existence a difpofittim that makes them ca- # 
pable of all t hi iimpreffions neceffary for the formation of a great Prince. I therefore may 
fay, that, when my mother carried me in her womb, and even, before I was brought into the 
World, /was inflructed in the art of Governing, and yet a private. perfon, whofe thoughts 
.have nothing in them that is noble and fublim,e, has the confidence, to give me Counfel in 
the Conduit and Regiment of my Empire, which to, him is an impenetrable my(iery. 

In this manner Caitu conceive!, every, day more and more averfion to Mww^en- 
deaVouring to charge him with falfc crimes, , but fuch as might at: lead carry in them 
forne appearance of truth ; ., and of this fort he believed he had found one by tliefc 
words, which fell from Macro upon a time. . ■ 

The Emperour is of my making, andhasno lefs. obligation tomeitbanto thofe who bt ought O, 
hifrintothe World. Three 1 times by my prayers and contrivances ?j have I refined. him from 
the fury of Tiberius,, whowould have put him to death ; and whemTiWws, who wuldhave 
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A put him to death ; and when Tiberius died, I caus'd him to be declared Emperour by the 
Guards, which were under my Command, remonfl rat ing and inculcating to them, that the 
only way to keep the Empire entire, was to pay obedience but to one perfoif. 

Many people approved this difcourfe in Macro, as knowing it was true, and not yet 
underftanding the inconftancy and dilfimulation of Caius: But not many days after 
the unfortunate Macro and his wife were put to death ; which was all the recompence 
that the ingratitude of Caius afforded to the fidelity of his fervant, for having fecur'd 
him againft death, and advane'd him to the Empire. Some fay, Macro was compelled 
to kill himfelf, and that his wife did the fame, though it was more than fufpectcd Cui- 
us had been kinder to her formerly. But what is more unconftant than love, by reafon 

B of the frequent exceptions and difgufts that happen, where the afFe&ion is irregular? 
Nay fo infatiable was the cruelty of Caius, that he put to death the whole family of 
Macro, leaving not fo much as one of his Servants alive. 



C H A. P. V. 

Caius c aufed his Father' in Law Marcus Syllanus to be fl/in for giving him 
wife Counfel: and the Murder of him was followed by the Execution 
(2 offeveral others. 

WHEN this perfidious Prince had in this manner quitted himfelf of liis Compe- 
titor in the Empire, and of a perfon to whom he ought both his authority 
and life, there was a third defign that remained *o be executed, to the per- 
petration of which he imploy'd his utmoft addrefs. His father-in- Law Marcus Syllanus 
( who was a perfon of great Generofitv, and of illuftrious extraction ) after the death 
of his daughter who died very young ) continued to Caius the affection of an own fa4 
ther rather than of a father-in-Law, believing that, though the Princefs was dead, he 
could not but have the lame fentiments for him. Upon this fcore he fpake to him 
D with & rcat liberty about the meafurcs, which he was to take by his actions to anfwer 
the hopes which were conceived of him: But Caius, being fo vain an Opiniafter, that 
inftead ofowningormendinghis faults, heflattered himfelf with a Fancy, that he was 
excellent in all kinds of vertues, and look'd upon thofe as his Enemies, who gave him 
good counfcl,he perverted the good counfel of Syllanus, reputed it an info!ence,grewin* 
fupportable towards him, and could not endure any longer to have him an impediment 
to the irregularity of his paflions. After this hebanifh'd as well out of his thoughts as 
his heart the remembrance of his wife,and by more than barbarous Cruelty caufedbim 
to be put to death forTreafon, from whom flie had received life, and who ought to 
have been reflected by him as an own father. The noife of this murder, which was 
E followed by the execution of feveral others themoft confiderable in the Empire, was 
fpread all over the World: .every body fpake of it with horrour, but in private, their 
fearobftructing the publication of their refentment.Neverthelefs the people being eafily 
deluded, and not without difficulty to be perfwaded that a Prince, who had appeared 
fo goqd and fo gentle, mould be fo fuddenly changed. It was faid in his excufe, That, 
as to the death of the young Tiberius,*/* Sovetaign power could not admit of a Partner: That 
he was only prevented by Caius j for if his age would have permitted t he would have trea- 
ted him in the fame manner \ That it was perhaps by the Providence of God, and for the 
benefit of the whole World, that Tiberius loft his life, to fecure the Empire from Civ'd 
and Foreign Wars, which would have divided in factions by the feveral great perfons ; 
p who mu ld have efpoufed the inter eft both of the one and the other-. Thai nothing is mori 
de fir able than peace : That peace cannot fubfifl but by good conduct in the Provinces ; and 
that a Province cannot be well govern d, unlefs the Government be in a fingle perfon whofe 
authority maintains all things in quiet and repofe: That, as to Macro, he- wds grown fo 
fawcy and proud, that in appearance he had quite forgot that excellent direction of the 
Oracle at Delphos, Nofce teipfum, which is athingfi necefiary, that with the knowledge 
of ones felf one cannot fail to be happy, nor avoid being unhappy, when it is not attained : 
7 hat it ivas infuppor table for Macro to fit himfelf up above the Emperour, as if it was 
not his office to command, and the fubjetts to obey, /ri this mariner it Was that the ignorant 
either out of flattery or folly interpreted the wholfime counfels Macro: and as for Syl- 
w lanus, // was j aid, that it was ridiculous in him to pretend to as much poMr dvir his fin-' 
in-Law,<ts a father has over own his fin, feeing thofe father Sj who are but Citiient, dd 0-

mit without trouble to their own children, when they are advanced to any dignity or of. H 
Hot and that it was imprudently done in him to imagine, that, being but hts father^ 
Law, hejhouldhavea right to interpofe in publick affairs, without confidenng that his 
alliance with the Emperour was extinguijhed by the death of hts Daughter , Marries 
king but outward ligaments, which, though they joyn families together atprefent, jef 
they are broken upon the death of either oj the parties. ..„,... , . 

This was the difcourfe, which was ufed in fome of their affembhe* to excufe the 
Emperour's cruelty, for there having been none of his predeceflors, of whofc meeknels 
and bounty they had conceived a better opinion, they could not (as I have faidjwia* 
gine he mould be fo changed in a Moment. 



CHAP VI. 

Caius requires the veneration of one of the Gods. 

THefe horridand criminal actions parted in the mind of Caius for fo many vi&ories, 
obtain'd againft the mod confiderable perfons of bis Empire ; For hi* fury had 
cxtinauilhed the luftre of the Imperial Family in the blood of his Coufin young Tiberius 
whom he ought in juftice to have taken into the partnerfliip of the Governmenr. His $ 
abominable inhumanity had exafperated the Senate by the death of Syllanus his father-in- 
Law who was one of their greateft ornamepts ; and his horrible ingratitude had taken 
away the life of Macro, a perfon of the firft Bank in bis Court, and tp whom he was 
opligd particularly fh e Qrandeur, to wl>ich he wasadvanc d. 

HaviPR perpetrated thefe great things, he believed, that, tlierebemgnobpdy left, 
Whodurftoppofe himfelf againft his pjeafure, he ought not to be fatisfcd With the 
ereateft honours, that could be conferr'd upon man; but that he might cxpey ancj 
challenge, what was given to the <jod$jand it is rcparted,that to perfwade jiimfw to fo 
ftrangeanextravagance,his argument was tjius: 

4$ thefe, who conduct and have the care of Herds of Cattel whether 0*W, or Sheep, £ 
or Deer are neither Oxen, nor Sheep, nor Deer themfelves, but men of a valve injfr 
ritely more excellent .than the nature of thofe animals :fo they, who have the commmdMf 
all the men and Creatures in the World^ght to be cottfidered as more excellent tfan me/t f 

and receive reverence like Gods. .,,,/• • 

Havina admitted this ridiculous fancy into his head, and taken the boldnels to pup* 
lift it, he came by degree? to tjhe effects : He began firft to defire to be reverenced as 
one pf the demy-Gods, fuch as Bacchus, Hercules, Caftor and Pollux, Tryphon, 4mr 
phiarm, 4*n$hikcus, and others ; but he laugh'd at their Oracles and Ceremonies, smd 
raviuYd them frprn them, that they might be attributed to himfelf. 

He changed his habit and drefc like a player. Sometimes to. perfonatc Hercules he ^ 
wore a Wpfl s skin about his Moulders,, and a Club in bis band: fproenmes he wore * 
Hat like CtfpraxA Poll** ; antj fometimes m imitation of Bacchus he wore the sm Qt 
a young Hind. But in this point hedifFerecl from thofe pretended Deities, that, where- 
as they were contented with their rcfpe&ive and particular Ceremonies without en* 
vying what was conferr'd upon the reft,he required them all, that he might be accoun- 
ted above them. ■ „ , , 

Nevertheiefs, that which contracted the great throng of fpeclators, was not that JiS 
had three bodies like Gerion, but becaufc he transformed himfelf into as many different 
Ihapes as Prow, who, as Homer deicribes, changed himfelf into fevera] Elements, 
Animals, and Plants. , , , frf 

But, c>/<tf,th> vain refemblancewith thefe Demy-Gods was not the thmg,you ought 
tp have anectedj you were rather to have imitated their anions and vettue.HercuUs by 
his glorious labpursdelivered both Land and Sea from iuch Monfters, as troubled the 
repofc of mankind : Bacchus, who was the firft that planted the Vine, brought a liquor 
into the World, fo pleasant and comfortable both to #e body and mind oFman, that 
it made them forget th^r (brrows, exhilarated and fortified their hearts in fiich roan' 
iier,thac the cj&cjs of it are ftill feen in the dances and fortuities, not ooly of the moft 
ejviliz'd, butof tlw mpft barbarous Nations. A$ to Cajlor and Pollux, the two Sons 
of fupUer, k it not Sid, that one of then* being immortal and the other mortal, he, 
who had die advantage of immortality, not being able to think that his brother IbouM Q 
dip, wpuW needs equal and debate himfelf to the condition of his Brother by eoromu* 
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<A nicating tohim part k>f his immortality,and in fome meafureihbjedinghimfelf to dtatfi y / 
which ?wns the r greateft expreflion of ikindnefs that could be imdgined.t ;Thel^ Heri4 
then, | who. were the admiration of their own Ages; and are ftill the wonder of . ©ursj 
were not adored and reverene'd as Godsj but for their benefits and good actions 
to Man. But, Cuius, what have you done in imitation, that may incouragc ybutb 
fuch an exajftion? To begin with Caftor and Pollux, have you irfiitated i& >[ktfe® 
Friendfliip, that was between thofe two Brothers, and made them fo !gloriou»? ^ou 
without com^flion to the y^outh and tendernefs of him, who oughtto haVe been 'toyfy 
as a Brpther, and with whom you were in juftice obliged to have to'd the whole Em- 
pire, you (I fay) have cruelly embrued.your Hands in>his Blood, andifont his Sifter's 

o into Exile, to reign with the more fecurity and cjuieb your felf. - Have you imitated 
Bacchus, and diffufed^an univerfal joy- and cheerfulnefs over the whPle Earth by 'any 
admirable invention i You, who being to be confidered no otherWifo but as a publlcfof 
Plague, have found out nothing but new inventions to turn that joy :into forrow,- tliat 
chearfulnefs into fadnefs, and make Peoples lives a bu.den: You, whb io recompenc^ 
of the infinite Wealth and Advantages, which flow in to you dayly.ftorrialOparts ofthe 
World, do with your infatiable Avarice crufli and deprels your People with the weigfitf 
pf fo many new Tributes and Impofitions,that you inforce them to abominate your Hat fit 
ble inhumanity. Do you imitate Hercules in the noblenefsofhis actions, and inthedflfP 
culty of his Laboursitd introduce and eftablifti PeaCe^ to diftribute Juftice and reftbre 

q Plenty both at Land and at Sea J You, who on the contrary being moft Jazy and fearful 
of your Sex, have banilhed all Order, and Quiet, andHappinefvto introduce TMoV 
der, and Trouble, and al| kind of Mifery in their plades. Is it then bjtf thfefe meafures 
you thirtk.topafs for 'a Dem^God ? And do you defire to be immortal, . Yhat you may* 
continue thefe afflictions eternally ? Is it hot more rational on the otheMlde to believe, 
that, tf you were really one of the Gods, the odioufnefs of your conduft would degrado 
you, and tumble you down again intothe degree ofa Man, feeing Vice is as efficacious 
to mak)e People mortal^as Vertue to immortalize? Forbear then to corripareyour fe;ifto 
Cajtormt Pollux, Who were fp much Celebrated for their Brotherly Lpve^ after you have> 
been feciiuel a$ to. havPimurdered ^your own Brother. * land do not pretehditothe Hoi

P "DOT the arrogance' ofCrf/ftrfrefted'i not^ there) ^thought it lieWeatli him to b^

At firft he would pafs for ' >Menury y 'and habited himfelf like him, Weafinga CaduMui 
in his f Hand, and winged. Buskins tfrJott' his' Legs, H>^efirefent Moll'o,' he ab^^ed! 
another time with a Crown upon his 'Head glifterin^Wlt^Rays, a*Qilve* afc hW Badk;

After that he inftituted Sacred Dances, in which Songs were fur^W'-rWfe dP'fcftts 
New God, whobefore, whilft he perfonated Bacchus, contented himfelf with the Names 
of Evius, Limit, and Liber. Many times alfo, when he reprefert'ted Mars, he arm cl 

*; himfelf with a Head-piece, a Cuirafle, and a Buckler, fliowing himfelf pubjickly with a 
naked Sword in his Hand, accompanied with Bravo's and Hetlors ready for any Mur- 
ders that he Ihould command them,and all to imitate the fury ofthat Deity, who breath'd 
nothing but Slaughter and Blood. So extraordinary a Spectacle filPd with aftonifliment 
the Minds of his People, who could not fufficiently admire, that he Ihould pretend 
to any refemblance with thofe, having nothing of their Virtue or good Qualities to re- 
commend him, and that fie mould affeel; to take upon him the Marks of, that Good, 
which they had procured to Mankind. For what elfe is fignified by the Winged Buf- 
kins of Mercury, but that he was an Embaflador of the Gods, and an Interpreter of 

q their Wills, the Greek Name implying no otherwife, but that he was the MefTengerof 

O Happy News, which he conveyed with expedition ? And not only a God, but a Man 
would with great difficulty be perfwaded to be the Meffehger of bad. the Cadticetu; 

B b b b Wh# 
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What M fclmport, bu* that he was the Stickler arid Mediator in Treaties, and all matr H 
tors of Peace j feeing Men alfc ufedthe lame upon the ilike occafions, and otlierwife 
tfaa» Would have been no end of the ill consequences of War? But that Cuius put on 
bis Winged Brodequins upon his Ankles, was it to publilh and fpread abroad through all 
the Provinces the noifc of his Crimes, which ought rather to have been bunedin per- 
petual Oblivion? And why mould he give himfelf fo much trouble, when without ftir- 
ringfrom bis place, he committed fuch an infinite number of Impieties, which ftream- 
ing iocenantly from that deteftable fource, overflowed the whole Wor|d, and was a 
moreftfrnicioiUs Deluge than the former * And why fhould he carry a Caduce, when 
there was nothing to be found either in his Words or Anions, that had theleaftapr 
temftctt or tendency to Peace : But on the contrary, there was not a Province or Town I , 
in oil Greece or Bariary, in which he was hot theoccafion of Divifion and Troubles » 
tetdur pretended Mercury then quit that Name, which is fo unfoitable for him. 

And as to Apollo, In what was it that he could pretend to referable him i Was it in 
^e glittering of his Crown, as if the Sun and t|ie Day were more proper for the com- 
imflSon of Evil, than Darknefsand Night? There are none but adtions that are vir- 
tues, and worthy of praife, that are fit tor theDay ; whilft actions that are wicked and 
ftandtlous ought to look out the thickeft and moft private obfeurities in Dens and 

dyes. 

This counterfeit Apollo has no lefs overturned and perverted the Order of Phy fide i 
foiv whereas the true ApoBo invented wholtome and falutiferous Remedies for the Cure K 
of Maladies, this made ufe of nothing but fiich Poifons as were mortal and doftru&ive. 
His infatiahle Avarice animated him principally againft the greateftand«»oft opulent 
Peribnsof Ita/yjbecmb among them there was more Gold and Silver to be found,*hanj 
in all the reft of the World j yand had not God Almighty delivered it, there had not 
bfttn a place in the whole Empire, that his Avarice would not have pillaged, ruined, 
and deftroyed. 

AfoUo was celebrated likewife not only for his excellency in Phy fick, but for his Pre* 
difttbns, which by his Oracles he eommunieatied for the good of Mankind, that they 
might not link under thofe Calamities which hung over their Heads. But the Oracles 
of Gam extended no further, than to the foretelling to the moft Illuftr-ious, and beft 
qualified Per&ns, 'Confifcation, Exile and Peath} the only favours, that were to be 
expected from his Opprelfion , Injuftice, and Tyranny. What fimilitude was there then 
betwixt thefe two Apollo s ? And what lhame was it, that Songs. Ihould be fung equally 
in commendation of them both, as if it were a leis crime to attribute to a vicious Man 
the Honours, which were due only tpaGod, than to counterfeit Money, which carries 
but the Image of a Prince i 

|fyt nothing was more ftrange, tbanto foe a Man, whofe Mind and Body were no* 
tdrioufly effeminate, arrogate to himfelf the Fqrceand Courage of Mars, and delude the 
Spectators by changing his Habit as frequently as a Player upon a Stage.

TTTH EN the Pique, which this Emperour had againft the Jews, came firft to the 
V V knowledge or the Inhabitants of Alexandria, who had had always a mortal 
and inveterate Quarrel againft them, they thought they could hevtr have a fairer op- 
portunity to revenge themfel ves } and therefore, as if they had received Orders to that 
purpole from the Emperour, or, having overcome the fas in Battel, the right of War 
had expofed them to their fury, They fell upon them with irrefiftable violence, forced 
t neir Houles, turned their Families out of doors, fack'd, plundered, and carried away all 
U the belt ot their Goods, and that not in the night like Thieves, who were fearful of 
putullimem, but at noon day, cxpofingand Ihewing wh«t they had taken to every body

rours hacj fet up in honour of the Cpijirage or Virtue of feveral of the Jews, which ought 
to have' been reveled, were burn.ed arid confumed. ■<. . 

In jiov t, Nothing was able io . rejlram their madnefc ; for inftead of apprehending 
punifliment or Correction, they underftood the hatred which Cai\ts had conceived M 
againft the Jews, and that nothing would pleafehim better, than to have them treated 
with that terrible Cruelty. 

Again, to cajole the Spirit of this Prince by their new flatteries, to opprefs and de- 
ftroy us with more fecurity, and invade and fubvert our Laws without fear, they fet up 
his Statues in fuch Oratories, as they were not able to demoltfh by reafon of the great 
number of Jews which gave them opposition ; and that, which they erected in the prin- 
cipal of all the Oratories, was placed in a Chariot drawn with four Horfes in Brafs, in 
which they were fo ardently zealous, that having no Horfes lately call, they took them 
out of the place appropriated to their publick Exercifes, lame and crippled as they were, 
andas was reported, made antientJy for Queen Cleopatra, the laftof that Name: Which N 
action "of theirs ought rather to have offended Caim than otherwife; for feeing he affect- 
ed fuch extraordinary honours, though the Horfes had been new, yet having been made 
for a Woman, they were unworthy of him; and though they were fet up in favour of 
him,yet they were too much fpoiledand imperfect to give himfatisfaction. Befides they 
thought they ihoulcj merit very much by changing thefe Oratories into Temples, to 
augment the number of thofe which Were dedicated to him; which neverthelefs they did 
not fo much in honour of him, as in hatred to our Nation. And of this there needs no 
better prpof,than that for three hundred years together, during the reign of ten of their 
Kings, they never confecrated a Statue to any of them in their Chappels, though they 
placed their Kings in the rank of their Gods, and gave that Title to fome of them. And O 
it is no wonder, that, though they knew they were but Men, they mould honour thejr 
" " ' k " * Princes 
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A Princes like Gods, feeing they paid the fame adoration to Dogs, Wolfs Lyon? 
Crocodiles, and feveral other amphibious Creatures, inforhuch as all Ezyptis lull of' 
Temples, Altars, and Groves confecrated to their Honour 

But as they were the greiteft Flatterers in the World.and cOnfidered the FortunemOre 
thanthe jperfonof any Prirtce,they willanfwer perhaps, That tbeRoman Emperon beini, 
moreput£ant and Pro f per mu than their own Kings, it w'as but juftice to <rhe them mor% 
Honour, What anfwer can be more ridiculous > for why then did they not give die fame 
Honour to Tiberius, to whom Caim was obliged for his Empire, fince that Prihce refenecl 
three and twenty years with fuch prudence and felicity, that he preferred to his dying 
day, not only the Greek Provinces,but the Barbarous in profourid Peace, andthe enjoy- 
B merit of all things ? Was it that in his Birth he was inferiour to Caius i He excelfd llirri 
on both fides, both by the Father and Mother. Was it that his Education or Learning 
was lefs ? What Perfon in his time was wifer or more eloquent ? Was it that his years' 
were not fo many, and by conference his Experience net fo great i What Emperor 
ever ended his days ina happier old Age? And even in his Youth was not hiscapacity 
and judgment wonderful ; winch is not commonly acquired but by number of years ? 
yet you never thought him worthy of fuch extraordinary Honour. 

What mail I fay likewife of that ineftimable Prince, who feemed by the Eminence of 
his Vertues, |to be raifed above the condition of Men ; and by the multitude of his 
good deeds, and the ; felicity ofhis Reign, was the firtt who merited the Glorious Namd 
C of Auguftm^ having received ithimfelf from no Body, tranfmitted it to his Pofterity? 
The Sea wasinoppofitionagainft the Land,and the Land againft the Sea. Europe was 
in Arms againft Jj/fa, and Afia againft Europe. All the Grandees of the Empire divi- 
ded to determine who mould remain Mafter,and it may be faid, that the whole Raceof 
Mankind was ready to perifli by this bloody and cruel War kindled at the fame time iri 
all parts of the World ; when in fo horrible a Tempeft this great Prince took the Rud- 
der into his own hand, reftored Peace to the whole World, renewed Plenty and Trade; 
civihzd the Manners of the mod barbarous Nations, overwhelm'd as it were all the 
great Towns with fo much happinefs,that they might have pafs'd for Free States, main- 
taind Peace, encouraged Juftice, and forbore not unceflantly.to pour out hi* FavoUrs 1 
D upon the People with full hands, even to the end of his days. ' 

This incomparable Emperour had Egypt under his Dominion for three and forty 
years together; yet you never paid him thathonour which you havedone toCaius- you 
let not up his Statues in the Oratories of the Jews, though never Prince deferved fo 
much reverence as he,not only as he was the Foundation of the Jutuft Imperial Family* 
But as he was the Uniter of that Sovereign Power, which was divided before, and ufed it 
with fuch moderation, that thereby he procured the publick Felicity, there being nothine 
more certain than that faying of the Antients, The Government by many is moft dangerous 
tnrefpeti of themifchefs which do follow their diverftty of Judgment. The Example like- 
wife of other People ought to have obliged you ; for in all other places they paid hini 
P ivin . e Honour, and confecrated many rich Temples to him, fuch as are not to be 
feen (either Antient or Modern) in other Towns, and particularly ift Alexandria.^ 
For what other is comparable to that, which upon his account bears the Name of 
5<?y//^,built near the Port, and in fuchefteem with Mariners and .Sea-men ? It is* 
fo fpacious and lofty it is vifible afar off It is full of excellent Pictures, adrrfirable 
Statues, and other rich Prcfentsboth of Silver add Gold, that havebeen offered by great 
Perfons; nothing is more Magnificent than its Portico's, its Choire* its Galleries! its LV 
brary, and its Grove. In fo general a Concourfe 6f People, cbuld any Mart df feme fay • 
That this was not to pay Auguflus all the honour that was due to him, except putting up his 
Statues in the Oratories of the Jews ? No without doubt: But that which hirSred it 
F then was, that they underftood that incomparable Prince took as much pleafilre fo fee' 
every Body live regularly,and according tothe Laws of their Country, as He did care to' 
have the Roman Laws put m execution ; and if he received any honours extraordinary 
from t he blindrtefs of his adorers, it Was not that he approved it himfelf, but that he 
thought it might conduce to elevate and enhance the Grandure and Majefty of the Em- 
pire For what can bea greater inftanceof his Moderation, arid that he WOuld rtotfuf- 
fer himfelf to be puffed Up or dazled by the vanity or extravagance of their refpects; 
than that he would never admit the Title either ofa God ora Mafter ? And'indeed not 

^thofewhichdeclareforfuchthings? Otherwife how could be have flerrfritfed tha'tfhe 

Pnfoners m the Wars; mould be allowed to poffefs in Rome to great a part of the City 
B b b b 3r - * $j 
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U b d thc mer ? He was n ot ignorant that they had their Oratories, where H 
?h?y met for their Devotion?., efpecially on their Sabbath darj That they raif d their 
Tenths to fend them to Jerufalem, and that they offered their Sacrifices there ajfo : Yet 
he did not Banilh them from Home; and he was fo far from abohflnng their Religion, 
or fubvertingtheir Laws and their GmWhat he gave rich Prefer/ts to our Temp le, 
and ordainef, that every day Sacrifice mould be made to God Almighty, which, is ob- 
ferved to this day, and will be obferved for ever, and remain an eternal Mark of the 
Vertue of that incomparable Emperour. , ,,. , c 

He ordered likewhe that the Jews%ovtt be compnfed in the pubhek Attribu tions of 
Money and Gom»whlch were made among the People in certain Months ; and it it hap- 
penedthofe Dittributions were made upon their Sabbath-day,at which timeit is not per- 1 
mitted among them todoor receive any thing, efpecially for their own profit and ad van- 
tf *e , he took care that their Portions mould be referved, and delivered the next day ; 
whichmadethe Jews fo confiderable among other Nations, that, .though naturally they 
had no kindnefs for them, yet they durft not moleft them m the exercife of their Re- 

l ' S And Tiberius treated them in the fame fort, though Sejanus did what he could by his 
Calumnies to ruine thofe who inhabited at Home, becaufe he knew they could not be 
brought to joyn in his abominable Gonfpiraey againft; his Matter. And this Prince 
font afterwards toall the Governors of Provinces, that, except fome ^ who had been 
medliuft in that Plot, all the reft of the Jem told be well treated, and not obliged to * 
change any thing of their Cuftomsj becaufdthey were: naturally peaceable, and had no- 
thing either in their Laws or.Manners contrary or ihcormftentwith the Tranquillity ot 
theEmpire. 



CHAP. X. • ' 

Caius being already inraged againft. the Jews of Alexandria, was much exajperated by 
an Egyptian called Helico,^/^ had hen formerly a Slave, fat was then in very L 
great favour, 

CAIVS having patted to that degree of Vanity, as not only to pronounce, but to 
believe himfelf a God, he found no People either among the Greeks ox Barbarians 
■ more ready than the Alexandrians to humour him in his extravagant imagination : For 
there are no People more fubtile, more hypqeritical, more flattering, nor greater lovers 
ofConfufion and, Trouble, than the Inhabitants of that Town. And fo little is their re- 
fpe<a for the Name of God,that they make no difficulty to attribute it to Ib;s, and feveral 
other Creatures. And as they are very prodigal of that Honour, they do eafily delude 
fuch as are not acquainted with that impiety in the Egyptians, whams it is impoflible to M 
do fo with thofe, who do know and deteft it. 

Cms being ignorant of their cunning, fuppofed it was real and not pretended, that 
they thought him a God, becaufe they prodaim'd it publickly, and with all the Forma- 
lity and Acciamations, wherewith they were accuftomed to declare their refpe&s to- 
wards their Gods ; befides, he conftdered the Sacrileges they had committed upon our 
Oratories, as a great teftimony of their Zeal; and there were no Poems or Hiftories 
that he could read with fo much delight and pleafure, as the Relations that were fent 
him upon that Subjed. . 

iThofe who made it their bufinefs to applaud or decry what-ever ltk d or ditpleafed 
him, contributed much to that humour ; for moftof them were Egyptians, and unfortu- N 
nate Slaves, brought up from their Infancy in that abominable errour, which prompted 
them to pay Divine Worfliip to Serpents and Crocodiles. The chief of this abominable 
Band was a wicked Fellow called fielico, who by his ill practices, had wrought himfelf 
into the Court. He had fo.ne fmattering of Letters, and he, whofe Slave he was firft, 
and had taught him his knowledge, prefented him to Tiberius : But that Prince had ne- 
ver any great efteem for him,by reafon that the manner, in which he had been educated 
in his youth, had rendred him grave and fevere.and made him defpife every thing that 
was not ferious. When after his death Caius (ucceeded to the Empire, this dangerous 
Creature obfervingthat there was nothingdiflblute or voluptuous,to \x\\\cA\Caius was nor. 
inclined, faid |hus to himfelf : Now is the time, Helico, that muft needs be. favourable to O 
yourdefigns\ be fure.you do not negleft to improve it to your advantage: 7ou have a> Mafter

A as yen would defire yenr /elf , Tou have] qccejs r and are acceptable to him; pur wit is 
piyalle enough*, you have a faculty in Droliingi and thofe tricks and inventions which are 
foapt todifpofe People to mirth, are your excellence and element; you areverfed in the 
Liberal and all of her Sciences ; you do not only know how to pleafe by your flatteries, but 
, lyexpreffions,whofe cunning {the more dangerous by how much it is more fleer e"t and occult) 
excitesfujpicionand indignation againft them, whom you have a defign to prejudice, when 
your Mailer, is in an humour to hear you\ and that he is ready almoft always to do, fo 
much is he difpojed to hear any thing of Calumny or Reproach ; you need not trouble your 
felf much for Jubjecl, for wi(h that the Jews will abundant I) fupply you, fyouhaveno more 
to do but to declaim againft their Laws and their Cu/loms, and that you have learned from 
o your Infancy, not only from particular Per Jons, but from moft of the Inhabitants of Ale- 
xandria. Let us fee t hen what you can do. 

Thefe things running in Helkos head, he ttirrcd not from Caius either night or day ; 
and inthe times of his private relaxations and divertiiements, he left no opportunity of 
incenfmghim againft the Jews by his forgeries and fuggeftions ,• which were the more 
cffe&ual by being flyly and wittily delivered; for he would not profefs himfelf their 
Enemy, but ailed cunningly and fubtilly ; by which means he did them more mifchief 
than if he had openly declared himfelf. ( 

When the Embafladors of the Inhabitants of Alexandria, who had acted fo cruelly 
againft us, underftood hpw much this wretched Man was ferviceablc to them, they gavi 
C him not only Money, but hopes of procuring .him great Honours, as foon as the Empe- 
ror fhould come to Alexandria, where they did not queftion, hut he would fuddenly be \ 
and on the other fide there was nothing but he promifed them, fo much did he hugg 
himfelf in the hopes of receiving thofe great Honours in the prefence of the Embalfa- 
dors, who would not fail to repair to fo famous a City, from all parts of the World to 
pay their Complements to fo great a Prince. s 

Having no knowledge that we had an Enemy fo dangerous and confiderable as He* 
lico, we aimed, only to defend our felves againft fuch as were profefled : But when we 
found it we applyed all ourlntereft andlnduftryto fweeten and take hirfi off: No' 
Man did, or could do us more mifchief than he ; for he was one at all Games,at all Re 
D creations, Feafts, and Debaucheries with Cairn \ his, Office of firft Gentleman of tho 
Bed-Chamber (which was one of the beft places about the Court) gave him the ad- 
vantage of his Ear when-ever he dellred, and his Mafter took great pleafure in hear- 
ing him: He laid afide all other defigns, and intended nothing fo earneftly, as to ruine 
us by his Calumnies and Scandals, which he did with fo much artifice, and mingled 
them with his Jokes in fo pleafant a manner, under pretence of entertaining of Otitis 
rather than malice to us, that he made fuch an impreflion againft us in the Emperour's" 
mind,as we could never extinguifli. 



CHAP. XL 

The Jews of Alexandria appoint an Embaffy to Caius to reprefeni their Sufferings i in 
which Embaffy Philo is chief. Caius receives them kindly in appearance* hut Philo , 
found he was not to be trujled. 

AFier we had tried all our skill to make our Friend, finding it Was but labour 
m vain, becaufe lie was fo infolcnt and proud no Body durft come near him, and 
not Knowing befides whether it was from any perfonal or particular fplcen againft us 
that he provoked and exalperated the Emperor to, our Deftruftion, We concluded to' 
i* fleer another Courfe, and refolved to prefent a Petition to the Emperour, which fbould 
contain in Ihort what we had remonftrated not long before to King Agrippa, when he 
Uas :at Alexandria, in his paflage to Syria, to take pofleffion of that, Kingdom, which 
had been conferred upon him by Caius : Hereupon we departed for Rome, fecure, a* 
we thought, of rinding thc Emperour an equitable Judge, whereas we could not have 
had a mortal ler Enemy. He received us in the field of Mars, as he was coding out of 
Ins Mother s Gardens ; his Countenance wasplcafant and chearful, his Words obliging, 
i i ma sn with hls hand tl,at hewou,d 1x5 our ^iend, and fent us Word afterward 
by the Mafter of the Ceremonies called Homus, that he would hear our bufinefs at lei- 
lure: Infomuch as there was not one of thofe who were prefent, nor indeed one of 
w our whole Nation (unlefs of more than ordinary fagacity) that believed not our Em- 
bally would fucceed to our defires, and every Body came and Complemented us there- 
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upon : But my age and experience in Mundane Affairs giving me a farther profpeft H 
and penetration, that which tranfported other People became fufpe&ed by me; fori 
reafoned thus with my felf : 

How comes it to pafs that Embafjadors being here from all Quarters of the World, we 
fhould he the only perfons, to whom the Emperour fhould vouchfafe to fetid word, that he 
would give us Audience ? For, do's not he know, that being]ewswe fhould think our felves 
happy to be treated like other People i Can we without folly expetl favour extraordinary 
from a young Prince of another Nation, or believe that he has not greater inclination for 
the Alexandrians than for «f> and makes fuch hafte to determine our bufinefs in obligation 
to them i I wifb to God that, in/lead of being an equal Arbitrator, his Jentence be not Ar- 
bitrary, and that he does not prove himfelf our Enemy and their P rote ft or. I 



CHAP, XII. 

Philo and his Collegues difcover, that Caius had commanded PetroniUs the Governour of 
Syria to Jet up his Statue in the Temple o/Hierufalem. 

WHilft thefe thoughts were in my head, and gave me no quiet either night or 
day, another misfortune that could not be forefeen, and portended not on- k 
ly the deftruction of a part, but of the whole Nation of the Jews, fell out to accom- 
plifhmy trouble. We waited upon the Emperour to Puteoli; to which place being 
retired along the River for diverfion, heentertain'd'himfelfin the Houfes ofPleafure, 
which are numerous, and very Magnificent, not thinking in the leaft of our Affair, 
though he had ordered us to follow the Court, and we were ready, expecting every 
hour, when he fhould have decided our Controverfie ; when on a fuddain a certain 
Perfon came to us, with his Eyes flaring, his Breath fpent, and an univerfal difcom- 
pofurein his Looks he took fome of us afide, and faid, Have ye not heard the terrible 
Newsi He would have proceeded, but his Tears came'fo faft: upon him, that they 
ftifled his Words fo ftrangely, that, do what he could, it was not poffiblefor him to go . 
on. One may eafily conceive our aftonifliment and furprize. We conjurd him to tell us 
the caufe of his affliction, feeing it was nothing in appearance but for weeping before us \ 
and if the occafion was worthy offo many tears, it was but just (being accustomed to far- 
rows as we had been) that we fhould confent^and add our Companion to his. He made a new 
effort, and told us with more fighs than words, The Ruine of our Temple is decreed; for 
the Emperour has ordered his Statue to be fet up in the Sanftuary, and to give the Name 
of Jupiter to has an Infcription. The unexpecltdnefs of the News made us almoft im- 
movable, and it was quickly confirmed to us by other People. We immediately re- 
tired, and fliut our felves up in our Lodgings, to" lament the general deflruction of our 
Nation, and forrow being Eloquent, what was it that it did not prompt us to fay ? M 

Having in this manner expose! our felves in the midft of Winter to the perils of a 
dangerous Voyage in hopes to have found fome redrefs for our Sufferings, we met up- 
on the Land with a Tempeft much more cruel, than thofe which happen at Sea, becaufe 
they are Natural, and by confequence fupportable ; whereas this was caufed by a Man, 
who had nothing Humane but his Shape, by a young Prince, who lov'd nothing but 
Change and Trouble, and who feeing his Will and Pleafure fuftained by the whole 
Power of the Empire, he fuftered himfelf to be carried away without any reftraint to all 
Licentioufnefs and Tyranny j which was an Evil the more great and deplorable, be- 
caufe not capable of any vifible remedy. For who durft be fo bold as to represent to 
him, that it was not confident with his duty to violate the fantftty of the moft A'uguft N 
Temple in the World ? Or could one indeed, without thelofsof his Life, have remon- 
ftrated againft: fo great an impiety > 

Let us die then (faid we among our felves^) feeing nothingcan be more honourable, than 
to lay down our Lives in defence of our Laws. But our Death not being able to produce 
any good ejf eft, and being Embaffadors as we are, may it not be to augment the afflitlion 
of thofe who fent us, and give advantage to fuch of our own Nation, as have no friendfhip 
for us, to fay, that to deliver our felves from fome prefent inconvenience, we deferted 
the Inter eft of the Publick r 1 hough the leffer Interefts are always to give place to the 
greater, and Private to Publick. For in the fubverfion of Government, ail the Laws, 
by which its Grandeur and Confifknce was maintained, do for the moft part fuffer the fame O 
Fatet and are aloliflxdwith it. 

May 
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A , May it not be imputed to us likewife as a crime toabandon the Jews in Alexandria by 
abandoning an affair in which their Safety or Ruine is involved, and the Safety or Ruine 
of our whole Nation, andleave t hem in fear, that A, Prince of his Violence and Crueltv will 
entirely deftroy them ? 

If it be Objefted, That feeing which way foever we refolvc, no fuccefs is to be ex- 
pend i why fhould not we think of retiring in fafety > I Anfwer, 
..That to do Jo, we muft have either no hearts; or no knowledge in our divine Laws God 
perhaps will make ufe of this opportunity as a tryal of our Vertues, and. to fee how we are 
difpofed to comport under afflitlion : Rather, inflead of placing our fafety in the uncertain 
Juccours of Man,, let us put our whole confidence in God with aftrm Faith, that he willafftft 

15 us, as he hoi affifhd formerly our Fore- fathers, when their Perils were .(in appearance) 
beyond all Remedy, Thus it was we endeavour to comfort our felves under fo great andun* 
cxpecled a Calamity^ flatter {ngour felves with hopes of feeinghappier times. 

.When we had remained filent for a time, we faid to him, who brought us the firft 
ill News, Why do you content your f elf, by having thrown an unhappy word among us to 
have kindled an univerfal trouble in our minds, which a* a [ingle Spark will <?row\o a 
Flame, and do not tell us v what it is that hath tranfported the Emperour ti "jb~ extrava- 
gant a refolution t ■ 

.. Every body knows (replied the Perfon) that he would be reverenced as aGodvand be- 
caufe he is perfwaded, that the Jews are the only Ptrfons.who will not acknowledge him for . 

^ fuch, he belteves he cannot any way afflift and punifh them more, than by dt (honour iw the 
Majefty, and profaning the fanftity of their Temple, which he knows is the moft beautiful 
m the World decorated and enriched with the Prefents of f& many Ages, which no doubt, 
but his boldnef sand impiety will tempt him to feize. 

Capito, a Commifftonerfor the receipt of the Tributes in Judea, has irritated him like- 
wife againft us by Letters whichhe has writ. This Capito having little or no Fortune be for* 
he was fent into this Province, and having feathered his Neft well by his .exaction fince h'tn 
came, he has a mind 'to prevent by his Calumnies thejuft Complaints, which, ht 'apprehended 
the Jews would make againft him, andhchasmade *fe of the. occajioh aforefaid. y> 

_ < JfoP nia " Me °f the m °fi populous Towns in Judea, and all its Inhabitants are jews ex- 
cWomefew Strangers,who(unhappilyfor us)are come thitherto acquaint, themfelves with 
the neighbouring Provinces. Their averfion for our Manners and.Cufloms is.fo'great, that 
they ceafe not to do us all the mifchief that they are able t to. d*} and underflandinl that 
Urns was inflamed with an idle paffion to be worfhipped as a . God; and that on that account 
he had conceived a mortal hatred againft us> they thought they could never hope for a fairer 
ofportunity to deflroyus. Wheref ore they e retted 'an Altar of Brick upon no other defav 
but becaufe they were fur e we would never fuffer the Laws of our Ameftors to be violated 
m that manner-, and their Malice and Cunning has had the eff^t. which was intended. For 
the Jews having, pull d down their Altar, they who fet it up, made complaint immediately 
to Capito, who was the Contriver of the Plot, on purpofe to. ruine their Fellow Citizens 

b This wicked Man, tranfported as it were to have fucceeded fo far, failed not to write to 
Gnus, exaggerating e very thing, and adding much to the truth, to provoke him the more 
The violent and audacious Emperour nofooner had the news, but he commanded, that in* 
fie ad of an Altar of Brick, they fhould fet up a Statue of him as big as a Coloflus, which 
was to be gilt over withGold, and placed in the Temple o/Jerufalem j in which refolution 
he had two principal Councilors, Hehco that notorious Buffoon, and Allies the famous 
Comedian, who (as is reported) having proftituted himfelf, and expofed his beauty for 
Money when he was young, was now got upon the Theatre in his old age, and the modefty of 
that profeffion every Man knows. By thefe Excellent qualities thefe two excellent Per font 
were got to be of Cams' s Counfel. With the one he confulted in matters of Railery and 

V Hit; and with the other how fuch a Speech was Jo be pronounced upon the Stage, not fo 
much as concerning himfelf with the Peace and Tranquility of the Empire. Helick beinz 
an Egyptian, bit us like an Afp ; and Apelles being of Afcalon was no kinder than he. 

tvery word, that this Perfon fpoke, was like aDagger at, our. Hearts;, butthefe two 
wicked Councellors were not long without their Reward j for Cuius caufed Apelles to 
beclapt in Irons for other Crimes, and tortured him upon the Wheel, but with feveral 
intervals, to increafe and fpin out his punifhment; and Claudius fucceeding Caius in 
the Empire, he put Helico to death for other confiderable Reafom. 
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CHAP. XIII. 

Petronius bis great trouble about executing the Order which he had received from Caius,' 
tofet up his Statue in the Temple of Jerufalem, becaufe he was fenjibleof the injuftice 
of it, and forefaw the ill Cottfequences. 

CAWS wrote then that his Statue fliould be confecrated, and fet up in our Tem- 
ple, and omitted nothing, that might injoyn the Execution of that Order. He I 
commanded Petronius Governour of Syria, to take half the Army, which was difpofed 
along the Euphrates to defend thofe Countries againft the Kings and People of theEaft, 
and to caufe them toattend the Statue* not that they were to add to the Solemnity of 
its Confecration, but to cut thofe Jews in pieces, who ihould have the boldhefs to op- 
pofe him. Is it fo then, mod cruel Prince, that, forf feeing thefe poor People will foon- 
er expofe?themfelves to death, than fuffer the violation at their Laws, and the propha- 
nation of their Temple,|you declare War againft them, and fend a formidable Army to 
confecrate your Statue by the Blood of fo many innocent victims, Without fparing ei- 
ther Women or Men i 1 

This Order give Petronius much trouble, by reafon that on the One fide he knew K 
Caius could not endure the leaft delay in his obedience, and on the other fide he faw 
the execution of his Commandsvery difficult, becaufe the Jews would fuffera thoufand 
deaths, rather than fuffer any violation Of their Religion : For, though all Other People 
are tender of their Laws, yet it comes farlhort bf the bigottry of thefciw.who lookup- 
on theirs as Oracles given by God himfelf ;they were brought up in it from their youth; 
they have it engraven in their hearts ; they forbear not to admire it j they receive into 
the number' of their Citizens fuch Strangers as embrace it ; look upon thofe as Enemies 
who defphb it ; and have fo great a horrour for every thing that contradicts it, that 
there is neitherGrandeur, nor Fortune, 1 nor any Temporal Felicity able to tempt tWern 
to violate it: Nor istljwe any greater evidence of their Refpect and Veneration for trieir jj 
Temple, than that it is certain death forany of them to dare to enter into the Sanctuary; 
but for thereft entrance is free to all thofe of their Nation, of what Province foever. 

Petronim revolving thefe things in his mind, found the Enterprize fo difficult, that he 
made no haft to put it in execution ; and the more he confidered this afTair, the more he 
was perfwaded not to touch upon our Religion, as well becaufe Juftice and Piety ob- 
liged him to alter nothing therein, as becaufe of the danger he was like to encounter, 
not only from the Judgment of God, but from the Refiftance of the Jews, who by that 
action would be driven to defpair. He confidered likewifethe numeroufhefs of that Na- 
tion, which is not like the reft crowded up in one Province, but difperfed in fo great 
numbers almoft quite over the World, both upon the Continent and in the Iflands,that M 
they are well nigh equal in number to the Natives. And this gave him occafion to ap- 
prehend, that aflembling together from all parts they fliould kindle a War, that could not 
eafily be extinguiflied, feeing they were already very ftrong in Judea, no lefs Politick 
than Valiant, and ready to die with their Swords in their Hands, with invincible Cou- 
rage, rather than abandon the Laws of their Fathers fo excellently Juft, though their 
Enemies Would needs have them to be Barbarous. 

This wife Governor was apprehenfive likewife of fuch of that Nation as inhabited 
beyond the E«phrates>in Babylon and thofe Provinces ; for he knew for certain, as having 
feen it with his Eyes, that' they fent e\pry year to the Temple, under the Title of Firjf- 
fruits t the Money which they called Holy, without confideringthe danger of the ways, N 
how great foever it was, and all becaufe prompted by a principle of Devotion. So that 
he beHeyed, and not without reafon, that as' fbon as the Jews fliould have notice of the 
Confeeratioh of this Statue^ they would put themfelves inftantly into the Field, and 
block him up on every fide. 

Thefe thoughts detained him for forne time j but it put his mind into great agitation 
and trouble, when he confidered he had for his Mafter a young Prince, who knew no 
other Juftice than his Will ; who could hot endure to be dif-obeyed, let his Commands 
be never fo unequal,and whofe Pride and Prefumption tranfported him to that excefsof 
folly,that caufing him to forget his Humanity, he would needs pafs fora God : So that 
he could neither execute nor decline the execution bf his Orders without manifeft dan- O 
ger of his Life; only there was this difference, he might fave it perhaps in the War,

A , Pet rent us did not incourage the Jews to fend their Deputies towards the Emperor > 
becaufe he thought it not for their advantage to depend wholly upon the Capricio of a 
younp; Prince j yet he did not abfolutely forbid them, becaufe he faw there was danger 
both on the one fide and the other. However, he wrote a Letter, to Caius , (without 
mentioning the Application which the Jews had made to him) imputing the Cauie of 
the Delay on the Confecration of the Statute to the Artifts, who being to make it ex- 
cellent had required more time, that it might bedone more fuitable to the dignity of the 
Perfonit was defign'dto reprefent. He thought by this trick to gain time, and it was 
likely Cairn might comply, becaufe Harveft was at hand, and he might very well appro* 
hend that thejfow (being made defperate, and not valuing their Lives, after the vio- 

B lation of their Laws) might burn their own Corn and deftroy all their Fruit, which 
would be the more inconvenient, becaufe he was aflured that Caius ma upon a Voyage 
to Alexandria j for it was not likely that he would expofe himfelf wholly to the dan- 
gers of the Sea, with fo great a Trdin, but rather fleer hisCourfe along the Shore of 
Afia and Syria, where he might embark and dif-embark as he pleafed, and have. the 
benefit of his Long-boats (of which he had 200 in his Fleet) to fupply it with Provir 
fions and Forage, which was requifite to be prepated in great quantities in all the Town 3 
in Syria, but efpecially the Ports, by reafon of the vaft Numbers which attended him 
as well from Italy as from all other parts of the World. 
It was not doubted but this, Letter would have been kindly, received by Caius, and 

C that he would have approved of the delay, riot in confederation of the Jews, but for the 
convenience of making fuch provifion of Victual, and therefore it was written and 
difpatched. But the Choler of this Prince was fo inflamed at the reading of it, that 
Jhis Eyes fparkled with fury, and clapping his Hands together iri a great tranfport, lie 
faid, 

How Petronius ! Have not you yet learned to obey your Emperor? Tour great Employ' 
wents have puffed you up with Pride, and it feems you know nothing of Caius but his 
Name ; but you Jhall know him better hereafter by your proper experience. Tou have more 
confideration of the Laws of the Jews (who are my mortal Enemies') than for my Com* 
. tnands who am your Prince. Tou apprehend their great numbers, as if you had not an Ar-> 
D my as great and terrible to the King o/Parthia and the while East j yet your compafion 
for that pitiful Nation is Jlronger than your defire to pleafe and obey me. Tou pretend 
(forfooth) the neceffity of makingprovifion for my paffage to Alexandria; as if I could not 
6e accommodated Jrom the neighbouring Provinces, and as if the plenty of other Countries 
were not able to fupply the Jlerility of Judea. 

But why do I protratl and fpend time in unprofitable Words ? 'Tis by the death of this 
impudent Fellow that Imufl convince him of the great nefs of his fault, and that mine An- 
ger never ceafes, though my Threatnings may. 

This furious Prince returned an Anfwer to Petronius ; but being fearful of provok* 
ing fuch of his Governors as were capable of raifihg Rebellion, and particularly thofe 
E who commanded fuch potent and large Provinces as that upon the Euphrates,^ who 
had the command of fuch Armies as that which was then iri Syria, he difiembled his 
Choler ; applauded the dilcretion and prudence of Petronius; only advifed him, by the 
by, not to protract the Confecration of his Statue any longer, for feeing Harveft was* 
over, there could be no confiderablc reafon to deferr it, 
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CHAP. XVI. 

Agrippa corns to Rome, and being told by Caius that be would have his Statue 
e retted in the Temple of Jerufalem, he falls into a Swound ; having recollected him- 
felf, he writes a Letter to Caius. 

NOT long after King Agrippa arrived at the Emperor's Court, knowing nothing 
ofthe Letter from Petronius, nor of the Anfwer which Caius had returned; when 
Wgrippa came to pay his duty to the Emperor, he eafily difcovered by the manner 
of his reception that he was highly offended. He confidered with himfelf whether I 
he had done any thing that might difguft him ; but remembring nothing of that,he con- 
cluded (as was true) that his Paflion was againft Some-body elfe. Neverthelefs obfer- 
ving that that agitation of Spirit appeared not in his Countenance, but when he caft 
his Eyes upon him, his fear continued, and it came often into his mind to take notice of 
it to him j but he forbore, leaft by an imprudent curiofity he mould pull the anger of his 
Prince, which was fixed upon ether People, upon himfelf. 

No Man feeing farther into People's thoughts than Caius, he Quickly perceived that 
Agrippa wasdifturbed^nd told him ; I will tell you what you are fo defirous to underftand: 
Ton know the too well to be ignorant ,t hat I [peak no lefs with my Eyes than with my Tongue : 
Thefe honefl Men of your Nation are the only People who difdain to acknowledge me for a K 
God; and do feem to run themfelves defperately into mine by refufing their obedience to an 
Order that /have given for the fetting up a Statue of Jupiter in their Temple. They have 
met together from all the Cities and Countries toprefent a Petition, which in effell is no- 
thing but to teftifie their contempt and dif-refpetl to my Commands. 

He would have proceeded, but Agrippa was furprized with fo violent a forrpw, that 
he fainted before him, and had fallen down, had he not been fuftained by thofe who 
were about him. He was carried off to his Lodgings, where he continued infenfible 
for a confiderable time. 

The concernment of this poor Prince augmented the hatred that Caius had con- 
ceived againft our Nation. // Agrippa (faid he) who has always had an affeclion for me, ^ 
and has been obliged to me by fo many Favours, has fo great a Paffton for the Laws of 
his Country, that he is not able to endure that Jfhouldcrofs them, or fo much as mention 
it to him, without hatred to his Life, what am I to expect from the reft ofthe Jews, who 
are not obliged by any Confiderationsof me to abandon their Sentiments ? 

All that day, and a good part of the next, Agrippa remain'd in fuch aftonifliment, 
that he could not recoiled himfelfj at length, about evening he began to lift up his 
Head; and opening his Eyes with much trouble, he caft them upon the People who 
were about him, but knew no body, and having done fo he fainted again, but with 
fomething more freedom of Breath. Not long after he opened his Eyes again,and com- 
ing a little to himfelf, Where am J (faid he) with the Emperour? and is he prefent? M 

Take courage, Sir, (faid fome about him) Tou are in your own Lodgings, and the Em- 
perour is not prefent. Tou have flept enough, awake now if you pleafe, and try if you 
know us. Here are none but your Friends and your Servant s, whom you love, and I am 
fure they love you beyond their own Lives. 

Then the Prince opened his Eyes, recollected himfelf, and found by their Counte- 
nances what an impreffion his Malady had made in their Hearts. The Phyficians caufed 
the greateft part of thofe who were prefent to withdraw, that they might apply their 
Remedy, and give him to eat with more convenience. Upon their prefenting him 
fomething to eat, he told them, 

Trouble me not with your Delicate s; in the affliction I am in, it is fufficient to keep me N 
from Jlarving ; and indeed I fhould not perfwade my felf to eat at all, had I not fome hopes 
of being able to affift my Countrymen in fo unfortunate an extremity. 

Thefe* words he delivered with Tears, and then took what was barely neceflary, 
for the fuftenance of his Life, and would not futter them to mingle one drop of Wine 
withthe Water which he drank. After which he told them, I have now received what 
I could not have refufed without deft rull ion to my Body. There remains nothing, but that 
I imploythe utmoft of my endeavours withthe Emperor to divert the Storm that impends : 
and thereupon calling for Materials, he writ this Letter to the Emperor.

- fingle Treat was fo magnificent and fumptuoiis, that it was fufficient 
to undo a Man utterly, and forced him to borrow, that he was never able to pay ; upon 
which fcore forhe Prions wereaffraid of his Friendflup, becaufe it was not only ufeleft 
but dangerous; and to be efteemed rather a fnare, than an advantage. t , , . - 

This was the humour of Caius, who hating no Nation like the Jews, no lotion felt 
fo much the effects of his hatred. He began in Alexandria to fequeftcr their Oratories, 
and fill them with Statues, and no Man durft oppofe fo great a Violence. There was 
how only the Temple at Jerufalem un violated ; and to compleat his Impiety, he would 
heeds ravilh that from God, and impropriate it to himfelf, witli this Title. : :

What do you interid, moft prefumptuous and infatuated Prince > You are but a Man, 
and would ufurp upon God.

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CHAP. XVIII. 

With what auflerity Caius treated Philo, and the other Embaffadors from Alexandria; 
and how he would not be per/waded to hear what they could fay. 

BUT we muft come now to the Paflages in our Embafly. The day appointed 
for our Audience being come, we were no fooner introduced, but we could eafily M 
perceive by his Mien and his Gefture, that Caius was rather become a Party than a 
Judge For if he would have acted like a Judge, he mould have ad vifed with his Coun- 
sel in an affair of that importance, wherein all the Privileges were in quelhon, that for 
four hundred years together had been enjoyed by fo great a multitude of Jews, as lived 
in Alexandria, without the leaft intrenchment or moleftation. He ought to have heard 
both-fides, debated the whole matter with his Courtfcl, and afterwards pronounced a 
iuft and equitable arreft. But, infteaJof proceeding by thofc methods of Juftice, the 
pitilefs Tyrant, bending his brows upon us with a furious Brutality, caufed the In- 
tendants of the Gardens of Mecenas and Lamia (which are near both the Town and 
his Palace) to be called to him (for he had been retired thither for his recreation three N 
or four days.) He commanded them to open the doors of the feveral Appartments, 
which opened into thofe Gardens, for he was difpofed to walk and gave Order that we 
mould follow. . 

We threw our felves down at his feet, and faluted him with the Titles of Emperour 
and Augujh The manner in which he received our Salutation was fuch, that w-eiQUick- 
ly found, that we were to defpair not only of fucceis in our Embafly, but the fcfety 
of our Lives. For he told us frowning, and with an angry kind of fmile ; Are not you 
the declared Enemies of the gods? Are not you they y ivho, when others acknowledge my Di- 
vinity, do refufe and defpife me > 

And faying fo, he lifted up his hands towards Heaven uttering fuch expreflions, that ^ 
i heard with too much horror to repeat them again.
